The  Moderator  read,  and  laid  on  the  table,  a  letter  addressed  to 
him  by  the  Moderator  aud  Clerk  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church,  U.S.,  America,  and  by  Dr  M'Cosh,  President 
of  the  College  of  New  Jersey,  Princeton,  in  relation  to  a  proposed 
organization  of  Presbyterian  Churches  throughout  the  world. 

The  Moderator  stated,  further,  that  in  consequence  of  the 
lamented  death  of  Mr  Thomas,  Clerk  of  the  Committee  on  Bills 
and  Overtures,  he  had  appointed  Mr  Beckett  to  discharge  the 
duties  of  that  office  ad  interim,  till  the  Synod  should  otherwise 
direct.     The  Synod  approve  of  this  interim  appointment. 

The  Synod  proceeded  to  make  choice  of  a  Moderator,  when  the 
Rev.  Dr  Andrew  Thomson,  Edinburgh,  was  proposed,  seconded, 
and  unanimously  elected.  Dr  Thomson  then  took  the  chair  as 
Moderator. 

Read  minutes  of  the  Committee  on  Bills  and  Overtures,  reporting 
the  Causes  "which  they  had  agreed  to  transmit,  and  the  order  in 
which  they  recommended  these  to  be  taken  up  by  the  Synod. 

On  recommendation  of  the  Committee  it  was  agreed  that  in 
consideration  of  the  amount  of  business,  the  Synod  meet  daily 
during  its  sittings  at  ten  o'clock  forenoon.  Also,  that  lapsed  Causes, 
if  any,  during  the  first  week,  be  taken  up  in  the  order  in  which  they 
stand  on  the  roll,  on  the  evenings  of  Friday,  the  15th,  and  Monday, 
the  18th  instant,  if  time  permit,  after  the  other  Causes  set  down  for 
these  days  have  been  disposed  of. 

The  Committee  having  recommended  that,  owing  to  the  limited 
time  at  the  disposal  of  the  Synod  for  getting  through  so  large  an 
amount  of  business  during  the  first  week,  in  discussions  that  may 
arise  on  such  subjects  as  Union  in  England,  Disestablishment  and 
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DiBendowment  of  English  and  Scotch  Established  Churches,  and  ^*y  ^^  ^®7*- 
More  Efficient  Training  at  the  Theological  Hall,  the  speeches  of  First  Sederunt, 
ordinary  members  of  Court  should  not  exceed  ten  minutes,  while  g^^gg^®' 
tliose  of  movers  and  seconders  of  motions  should  be  limited  to  half 
an  hour:    it  was  moved  and  seconded^That  the  Synod  do  not 
accept  that  part  of  the  Committee's  report  which  proposes  limita- 
tion of  the  time  for  addresses.    It  was  also  moved  and  seconded — 
TKat  movers  of  motions  be  restricted  to  twenty  minutes,  and  other 
speakers  to  ten  minutes.     On  a  vote  being  taken,  the  latter  motion 
^wsLB  preferred,  and  the  Synod  decided  accordingly. 

In  regard  to  the  Order  of  Business  proposed  by  the  Committee,  ^^^?^  ^^ 
it  -was  moved  and  seconded — That  the  Report  on  General  Statistics 
be  taken  up  to-morrow,  immediately  after  the  appointment  of  new 
members  of  the  Mission  Board.  It  was  also  moved  and  seconded — 
That  the  Order  of  Business  recommended  by  the  Committee  for 
Tuesday  be  adopted.  A  vote  being  taken,  the  second  motion  w^as 
preferred,  and  the  Synod  decided  accordingly,  adhering  to  the 
Order  of  Business  recommended  by  the  Committee. 

The  Synod  appointed  the  Rev.  John  Thompson,  M.A.,  Newcastle,  Qf/yJ^*^' 
to  assist  the  Synod  Clerk  during  this  Session,  and  also  to  assist 
him  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties  as  Clerk,  ad  interim^  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Bills  and  Overtures.

o'clock.

Movement  in  this  Country.  Dr  George  Jeffirey  was  heard  in  support 
of  the  Overture  from  Glasgow  Presbytery.  The  Synod  imani- 
maasly  adopted  these  Overtures,  and  agreed  to  hold  the  proposed 
Conference  on  Friday  forenoon,  as  recommended  by  the  Committee 
on  Bills ;  the  first  hour  of  said  Conference  to  be  in  private.

MoBERATOR  AND  BRETHREN, — I  have  respectfully  to  request  you  to  release  me 
from  my  duties  as  Treasurer  of  the  Church,  ta  which  I  was  appointed,  first  by  the 
Synod  of  the  United  Associate  Church  in  September,  1834,  and  subsequently  by  the 
Synod  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  at  its  first  meeting  on  the  ISth  May,  1847. 

I  make  this  request  to  you  with  regret,  seeing  it  is  surrendering  an  honour  which 
I  have  much  prized,  and  an  office  in  the  discharge  of  the  duties  of  which  I  have  felt 
much  pleasure. 

But  increasing  years,  and  the  consequent  infirmities  which  they  bring,  make  it 
expedient  that  I  should  do  so  while  still  able  to  give  such  explanations  to  my  suc- 
cessor as  may  be  necessary  in  regard  to  the  many  matters  undar  my  charge,  and  thus 
aToid  the  inconvenience  which  might  result  in  other  circumstances. 

An  opportunity  may  perhaps  be  afforded  me  of  expressing  to  you  orally  my  feel- 
ings on  this  occasion,  but  in  the  meantime  I  have  to  tender  to  the  ministers  and 
elderB  of  the  Church  my  warmest  thanks  for  the  courtesy  and  kindness  with  which  I 
have  been  uniformly  treated  by  them  individually  and  in  successive  Synods,  and 
which  have  encouraged  me  much  in  the  discharge  of  my  duties.  And  trusting  that 
you  will  find  no  difficulty  in  filling  the  office  I  now  vacate  by  one  who  will  fulfil  its 
duties  in  a  manner  acceptable  to  the  Church,  and  conducive  to  the  advancement  of 
the  grand  objects  for  which  it  exists, — I  am,  your  obedient  Servant,

Report  on  Called  for  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Union  in  England,  which 

laS?-^  ^  '*^"  was  presented  by  Dr  Young,  Convener,  and,  being  printed  among 
Synod  Papers,  was  held  as  read ;  as  were  also,  for  the  same  reason, 
Petitions  and  Memorials  on  the  same  subject  from  Dr  J.  C.  Brown, 
from  ministers  and  elders  of  Berwick  Presbytery,  and  from  miniflters 
and  elders  of  Newcastle  Presbytery.  Dr  Young  was  heard  in  behalf 
of  the  Conunittee.  Mr  Steele  of  South  Shields,  and  Mr  Thomas 
Young,  elder,  Newcastle,  were  heard  in  behalf  of  the  Memorialists  in 
Newcastle  Presbytery.  The  petitioners  of  Berwick  Presbytery 
waived  the  right  of  speaking  in  support  of  their  petition.  After 
MotionB  there-  reasoning,  it  was  moved  and  seconded — That  the  Synod  finding  that, 
notwithstanding  the  diversity  of  judgment  expressed  in  the  returns 
of  Presbyteries  and  sessions,  and  of  the  congregations  in  England, 
there  is  a  decided  preponderance  of  opinion  in  favour  of  immediate 
imion  in  England,  declares  its  acceptance  of  the  scheme  of  union 
and  federation  recommended  by  the  committee  of  this  Church  and 
the  committee  of  the  English  Presbyterian  Church,  and  agrees  to 
the  consummation  of  this  union  in  October  next,  and  for  this  end

oomnrittee,  along  with  the  Union  Committee  of  the  English  Synod  union  in,  Bug* 
to  make  the  necessary  arrangements.  ^^^/^ 

It  was  also  moved  and  seconded,  That  the  Synod  receive  the  report  ^  ^^ 
of  the  Committee  of  Union  in  England,  and  thank  them  for  their 
diligence ;  declare  their  sincere  respect  and  esteem  for  the  English 
Presbyterian  Church,  and  their  earnest  desire  to  see  a  union  effected 
be tweensaid  Church  and  the  English  Synod  connectedwith  this  Church, 
so  soon  as  it  shall  be  found  agreeable  to  the  ministers  and  congrega- 
tions composing  said  Synod ;  that,  finding  from  the  report  of  the 
oommittee  that  of  their  106  congregations  in  England  50  have 
reported  in  favour  of  a  scheme  of  union,  that  35  have  reported  against 
it,  that  21  have  made  no  report  either  for  or  against  it,  that  of  the 
50  in  favour  of  the  scheme  of  union  28  were  unanimous,  13  were 
divided,  and  9  did  not  state  whether  they  were  agreed  unanimously 
or  by  a  majority,  and  of  the  35  returns  against  the  scheme  of  union 
26  were  xmanimous,  5  divided,  and  4  not  stated — the  Synod  judge  it 
Tmwise  and  unsafe  to  press  the  scheme  on  their  congregations  in 
England,  and  agree  to  suspend  for  a  time  negotiations  for  an  imme- 
diate union. 

It  was  moved  and  seconded,  as  a  third  motion:  That  the  Synod 
defer  deciding  on  this  subject  till  its  meeting  in  May  1875,  in  the 
hope  that  under  the  gracious  hand  of  Him  whose  name  is  Counsellor, 
the  difficulties  besetting  the  question  of  union  in  England  will  lessen 
in  the  course  of  the  year,  and  especially  that  harmony  on  it  may  be 
reached  in  the  English  section  of  this  Church  ;  that  the  Synod  remit 
the  report  on  the  subject  now  on  the  table  to  presbyteries  and 
sessions,  requesting  returns  at  an  early  date  on  the  recommendation 
which  the  committee  has  made,  and  which,  being  new,  has  not  hitherto 
been  remitted;  and  that  the  Synod  reappoint  the  committee  to 
receive  such  returns,  to  prosecute  negotiations  for  another  year  with 
the  English  Presbyterian  Church,  if  it  be  disposed  to  continue  them, 
and  to  improve  any  opportunity  that  may  Qccur  of  advancing  the 
interests  of  Christian  union. 

It  was  moved  and  seconded  as  a  fourth  motion  :  That  the  Synod 
receive  but  do  not  adopt  the  report  of  the  committee ;  recognise  the 
difficulty  created  by  the  mixed  and  divided  character  of  the  returns 
from  congregations  in  England ;  disapprove  of  the  scheme  of  union 
and  federation  submitted  by  the  committees  as  between  the  Churches, 
and  take  steps  for  submitting  the  proposition  of  union  to  the  Synod 
of  the  English  Presbyterian  Church  for  the  object  of  attaining  a 
imion  with  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  in  its  integrity. 
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M*y  12^1874.  After  long  discussion,  the  fourth  motion  was,  by  permission  of 
Third  Sede-  Synod,  withdrawn,  and  the  three  remaining  motions  were  voted 
Vt^  in  Bng-  '^P^^  I  when  the  third,  having  fewest  votes,  was  dropped.  A  show 
iMid.  of  hands  was  then  taken  as  between  the  first  and  second  motions, 

flh^of  hands;  and  doubts  having  been  expressed  as  to  the  result,  it  was  agreed  ta 
DiTiding;  divide  the  house.  The  house  divided,  and  it  was  found  that  a 
Decision ;  majority  of  votes  was  in  favour  of  the  second  motion,  and  the  Synod 
decided  accordingly,  suspending  for  a  time  negotiations  for  immedi- 
ate union  in  England.

closeness  of  approach  in  recent  negotiations  has  only  made  more  welcome.    That  the 

Great  Head  of  the  Church  may  guide  your  Synod,  dear  Brother,  in  all  its  deliberations, 

and  bless  us  both  in  the  future  as  in  the  past  with  the  spirit  of  mutual  esteem  and 

fraternal  confidence,  is  our  most  earnest  prayer.

Williamson,  who  has  been  nominated  by  the  Presbytery  of  Edin- 
burgh as  an  Ordinary  Member  of  that  Committee. 

The  addition  to  the  Home  Committee,  with  special  reference  to 
the  Augmentation  Scheme,  is  this  year  as  follows  : — ^Dr  A.  MacEwen;

The  Synod  direct  that  the  Report  on  Augmentation  Scheme  be 
inserted  in  Appendix  to  Minutes.* 

Dr  Young,  for  the  Committee  instructed  at  yesterday  forenoon's  Synod  cierk- 
sederunt  to  define  the  duties  of  the  Synod  Clerks  respectively,  and 
the  amount  of  their  salaries,  gave  in  a  Report  which  was  read, 
and,  being  printed,  was  in  the  hands  of  members  of  Synod.  The 
Synod  agreed  to  enter  on  consideration  of  this  Report  before  pro- 
ceeding to  the  election  of  an  additional  Clerk. 

Mr  France  gave  notice  that  he  would  propose  Mr  William  Wood,  Notice  of 
of  Campsie,  as  a  candidate  for  the  additional  Synod  Clerkship ;  and 
Dr  Peddie,  that  he  would  propose  Mr  Thomas  Kennedy,  Edinburgh.

Mr  Peddie,  Synod  Treasurer,  laid  on  the  table  a  Statement  of  his  ^^^u  o^f^ 
Accounts,  which  had  been  published  in  the  Missionary  Record;  and  Accounts 
read  the  following  Report  of  the  Auditors  of  his  Accounts  for  1873 : — 

Edinburgh,  IJjih  April,  1874, — We  have  audited  the  Accounts  of  Jamea  Peddie^

a£fecting  the  accounting,  the  whole  are  correct 

The  Debentures,  Deposit  Receipts,  and  other  Securities  have  been  exhibited  to  us, 
and  appear  to  be  all  in  order.

Mortification  executed  by  the  deceased  George  Sime,  builder, 
formerly  residing  at  Number  One  St  Leonard's  Hill,  Edinburgh, 
dated  the  26th  July,  1872,  and  Registered  in  the  Books  of  Council  and 
Session,  the  15th  Oct.,  1873,  whereby  he  gives,  grants,  dispones,  and 
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May  ^1874.  mortifies  "  to  and  in  favour  of  the  Synod  of  the  United  Presbyterian 
Sixth  Sede-      Church  of  Scotland ;  Fii'st,  for  the  purpose  of  endowing  and  main- 
Bequest  by  Mr  tailing  two  Bursaries,  of  the  annual  value  of  £20  sterling  each, 
George  Sime.    to  be  called   *the   Sime  Bursaries/  to  be  awarded  to  deserving 
students  of  said  Church,  and  to  be  competed  for  annually  on  the 
11th  day  of  September;  and,  Second,  the  remainder  for. the  use 
and  behoof  of  aged  and  infirm  ministers  of  that  Church,  to  be 
called  *  the  Sime  Bequest  for  them,'  and  that  perpetually  "  All  and 
Whole  a  tenement   of  land,  consisting  of  four  storeys  and  two 
common  stairs,  particularly  described  in  his  said  Deed — ^and  he 
declared  that   "these  presents   should  be  accepted  by  the  said 
Synod  with  and  under  the  provisions,  conditions,  and  reservations 
after  specified,  and  for  the  uses,  ends,  and  purposes  hereinafter 
directed,  viz.:  First,  That  the  subjects  hereby  mortified  shall  not 
be  alienable  by  the  said   Synod,  nor  subject  to  being  burdened 
or  attached  for  debt  in  any  manner  of  way;    Second,  That  the 
rents  of  said  subjects  shall  be  applied  in  the  first  instance  to  pay- 
ment of  taxes   and   other  public   and  private  burdens,   and  the 
expense  of  maintaining  the  said  subjects  in  a  proper  and  sufficient 
tenan table  condition,  and  of  insuring  the  same  against  loss  by  fire; 
Third,  That  the  fi:ee  rental  of  said  subjects,  after  deduction  as  afore- 
said, shall  be  receivable  and  paid  to  the  Treasurer  for  the  time  being 
(or  other  duly  authorized  officer)  legally  appointed  by  the  Synod» 
to  be  applied  in  the  first  place  for  the  maintaining  and  continuing 
the  foresaid  two  bursaries,  and  in  the  second  place,  the  balance  for 
the  use  and  behoof  of  two  aged  and  infirm  ministers  of  the  said 
United  Presbyterian  Church  in  perpetuity;  Fourth,  That  the  firee 
yearly  rental  of  said  subjects  shall  be  published  by  the  said  Synod 
once  in  each  year  in  the  accounts  or  reports  issued  by  them,  as 
follows : — *  Free  rental  received  during  last  year  from  the  Mortifica- 
tion of  George  Sime,  of  St  Leonard's  Hill,  Edinburgh,  £ 
(filling  in  the  amount),'  and  shall,  at  the  same  time,  give  the  names 
of  the  successful  candidates  for  the  said  Bursaries,  and  of  the 
ministers  who  are  in  receipt  of  the  remainder  of  the  fund.    Fifth, 
That  in  the  event  of  the  said  Synod  refusing  to  accept,  or  accepting, 
neglecting  to  comply  with  and  obey  all  and  each  of  the  above  provi- 
sions and  conditions,  the  said  subjects  shall  revert  and  belong  as,  in 
that  event,  I  do  hereby  dispone,  assign,  and  convey  the  said  subjects 
and  others  to  my  nearest  lawful  heir  in  heritage  existing  at  the  time 
of  such  refusal  or  irritancy  of  the  conditions  of  the  Deed,"    It  was 
further  stated  that  the  present  rental  of  the  subjects  amounted 
to  £133  12s,  and  that  the  entry  of  the  Synod  to  the  subjects  was  at 
Martinmas,  1873,  but  the  amount  of  feu-duty  and  burdens  had  not 
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been  ascertained— that  Mr  Peddie  had  inetructed  a  house  agent  to  May  14,  1874. 
attend  to  the  lettujg  of  the  subjects  and  collecting  the  rents,  and  sixth  Sede- 
had  further  insured  them  to  the  amount  of  £1200  against  loss  by  Bluest  by  Mr 
fire,  and  it  -^f  ould  now  be  expedient  that,  as  the  Synod  was  not  a  ^^^^  ®^™®* 
corporate  body,  and  cannot  by  law  hold  heritable  property  in  its 
collective  name,  it  should  nominate  and  appoint  trustees  in  whose 
persons  a  feudal  title  might  be  established,  and  who  might  hold  the 
same  as  trustees  for  the  Synod. 

The  Synod,  taking  the  premises  into  consideration,  did  and 
hereby  does  declare  its  acceptance  of  the  said  deed  of  mortification, 
and  of  the  subjects  thereby  disponed,  with  and  under  the  whole 
provisions,  conditions,  and  reservations  specified  therein,  and  for  the 
uses  and  purposes  therein  mentioned ;  and  did  and  hereby  does 
nominate  and  appoint  William  Balleny,  3  Warriston  Crescent, 
Edinburgh ;  Robert  Paterson,  Assessor  for  the  City  of  Edin- 
burgh, under  Lands  Valuation  Act ;  John  Knox  Crawford,  S.S.C. ; 
James  Renton,  jun.,  S.S.C. ;  Thomas  Robertson,  bookseller,  Edin- 
burgh, and  Alexander  Peddie  Waddell,  W.S.,  and  the  survivors  or 
survivor  of  them  and  such  other  persons  as  the  Synod  may  at  any 
time  hereafter  nominate  to  act  along  with  or  to  succeed  them,  and 
the  survivors  or  survivor  of  them  to  be  trustees  for  the  administration 
and  management  of  the  subjects  conveyed  by  the  foresaid  Deed  of 
Mortification  for  the  uses  and  purposes  therein  expressed;  and  author- 
ised and  hereby  authorises  the  said  Trustees  to  complete  a  valid  feudal 
title  in  name  of  them  and  the  survivors  or  survivor  of  them  and 
their  successors  in  oflice  to  the  said  subjects,  aild  for  that  purpose  to 
expede  all  such  deeds  and  instruments,  to  raise  all  such  actions,  and 
take  aU  such  proceedings  as  may  be  necessary  or  expedient  for  the 
completion  of  such  title,  with  power  to  said  trustees  also  to  appoint 
a  factor  to  collect  the  rents  of  the  subjects,  and  after  payment  and 
deduction  of  public  burdens  and  necessary  repairs,  to  hand  the  same 
over  to  the  Synod  Treasurer,  to  be  applied,  after  pajonent  of  succes- 
sion duty  and  the  expenses  which  might  be  incurred  in  completing 
the  trustees'  title,  for  Jhe  uses  and  purposes  mentioned  in  the  Deed 
of  Mortification  before  mentioned. 

The  Synod  further  approved  of  what  the  Treasurer  had  done  in  the 
matter,  and  directed  the  annual  accounts  to  be  prepared  agreeably 
to  the  directions  of  the  Deed  ;  and  remitted  to  and  authorised  the 
Scholarship  ConmiitteCj  so  soon  as  the  Treasurer  may  report  to 
them  that  fiinds  are  forthcoming,  to  take  all  needful  steps  for  bring- 
ing forward  competitors  for  the  Bursaries,  and  for  the  competition 
on  the  day  mentioned,  or  first  lawful  day  thereafter;  and  like- 
wise remitted  to  and  authorised  the  Committee  on  the  fand  for 
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May  14,  1874.  aged  and  infirm  ministers,  so  soon  as  a  similar  report  is  made  lo

such  sum  as,  with  the  share  of  the  rents  they  will  annually  receive 
from  this  bequest,  will  make  up  an  annuity  equal  to  that  payable  to 
the  other  annuitants. 

Findochty  Ou  the  recommendation  of  the  Home  Mission  Committee,  the

'^  The  Synod  desires  to  humble  itself  under  the  Divine  hand,  on  the 
removal  by  death  of  the  Eev.  Dr  MTMich^el,  Professor  of  Church 
History  and  of  the  History  of  Doctrine  to  this  Synod,  who  for  the  space 
of  thirty- two  years  discharged  the  duties  of  his  ofiice  to  the  entire 
satisfaction  of  this  Synod,  and  with  great  benefit  to  the  Church.  En- 
dowed by  the  Father  of  all  with  natural  talents  of  a  high  order,  and  richly 
furnished  with  the  sacred  learning  connected  with  his  profession,  Dr 
M*Michael  devoted  his  powers  and  acquirements  to  the  duties  of  his  pro- 
fessorship with  exemplary  diligence  and  application.  The  results  of 
this  were  seen  in  the  prelections  which  he  delivered  from  session  to 
session  of  the  Hall,  embodying  as  they  did  the  fruits  of  extensive  reading 
and  of  accurate  research,  and  presenting  in  a  carefully  digested  form,  an 
amount  of  information  invaluable  to  the  students  of  the  science  of 
Theology. — ^The  Synod  desires  to  express  its  sense  of  his  great  services

The 
minutes  of  last  sederunt  were  read  and  approved  of,  and  the  scroll 
thereof  subscribed  by  the  Moderator. 

Dr  William  Johnston  not  being  able  to  attend  Synod  to-day,  it 
was  agreed  to  add  Mr  Gr.  C.  Hutton  to  the  Committee  appointed  to 
draft  answers  to  reasons  of  dissent  from  the  Synod's  finding  in  the 
matter  of  Union  in  England. 

Called  for  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Evangelistic  Effort  and 
Home  Evangelization,  which  was  presented  by  the  Home  Secretary, 
and,  being  printed  among  Synod  papers,  was  held  as  read.  The 
Synod  direct  that  the  Report  be  inserted  in  Appendix  to  Minutes.t 
In  connection  with  this  Report,  the  Synod  took  up  Overtures  from 
Presbytery  of  Edinburgh  and  Presbytery  of  Grlasgow,  anent  the 
recent  religious  movement  in  this  country. 

The  Synod  being  met  in  private,  as  agreed  upon  at  first 
sederunt,  held  conference  as  to  the  present  religious  movement  in 
this  country. 

At  12  noon,  the  Synod  being  met  in  public,  united  in  praise  and

various  parts  of  oxir  land,  desire  to  express  their  devout  gratitude  Eighth  Sed©- 
to  Him  for  all  the  good  that  has  been  accomplished:   Thank  Mr  Report  on 
Paton  for  his  noble  gift  of  £640  per  annum  for  the  support  of  the  |JJ^8®^»«^^^ 
labours  of  the  Evangelists,  and  feel  themselves  encouraged  by  his 
liberahty  to  prosecute  the  Synod's  scheme  of  evangelisation  with 
greater  earnestness,  and  more  prayerful  perseverance:  Specially 
commend  the  Evangelistic  Fund  to  the  liberal  support  of   the 
Church :  Instruct  Presbyteries  again  to  direct  their  earnest  atten- 
tion to  the  means  by  which  the  spmtual  wants  of  the  Agricultural, 
Mining,   and   Iron-working    population  may   be   more  effectively 
supplied,  and  to  report  their  suggestions  to  the  Home  Secretary  on 
or  before  the  15th  December,  1874  :  Recommend  to  Presbyteries  to 
hold  early  Conference  on  Home  Evangelisation,  and  to  consider 
whether  it  may  not  be  well  again  to  make  arrangements  for  a  series  of 
successive   meetings  in   the   different   congregations  under   their 
inspection ;  and  also  endeavour  to  enlist  the  sympathies  and  efforts 
of  Sessions  for  the  revival  of  religion  and  the  conversion  of  souls 
within  the  sphere   of  their  influence:    Authorize   them  in   their 
deliberations  to  secure  the  aid  of  deputies  who  have  been  familiar 
with  the  work  of  revival ;  and  suggest  to  them  that  they  should  as 
far  as  possible  iuvite  the  co-operation  of  other  evangelical  denom- 
inations in  this  work.     Further,  agreed  that  a  Pastoral  Address  on  Pastoral  Ad- 
this  important  subject  shall  be  prepared  and  distributed  as  speedily      *^ 
as   possible   among  the   congregations  of  the  Church,  under  the 
direction  of  the  Home  Secretary ;  and  that  Dr  Cairns,  Dr  Ritchie,  Dr 
Thomson,  and  Dr  M*Gill — Dr  Ritchie,  Convener — be  requested  to 
undertake  the  preparation  of  said  address."

That  during  the  session  of  Synod  the  cases  be  taken  by  the 
Clerks  alternately ;  the  precise  duties  of  the  Clerks  in  re- 
gard to  each  case  being,  that  the  one  shall  watch  its  pro- 
gress, be  ready  to  assist  the  Moderator  in  regard  to  all 
questions  and  points  of  order  that  may  arise,  receive  all 
motions,  and  hand  them  to  the  other  Clerk,  who  shall  be 
charged  exclusively  with  the  care  and  completion  of  the 
record  anent  that  case. 

That  after  the  session  of  Synod,  the  Clerk  who  has  not  been 
Clerk  of  the  Committee  on  Bills,  be  charged  with  the  pre- 
paration of  the  permanent  record,  with  the  printing  of  the 
Minutes,  with  the  forwarding  without  delay  of  all  necessary 
extracts,  and  with  intimating  their  appointments  to  newly 
appointed  Conveners  of  Committees. 

That  one  of  the  Clerks,  as  they  may  arrange  between  them- 
selves, shall  superintend  the  preparation  of  the  list  of 
Standing  Committees,  and  shall  also  famish  to  the  Selec- 
tion Committee  the  names  of  those  members  whose  term 
of  service  has  expired.

The  Committee  having  recommended  that  each  of  the  Clerks 
should  receive  for  his  services  the  sum  of  £60  a  year,  it  was  moved 
and  seconded,  that  the  salary  of  each  clerk  be  £75  a  year.  It  was 
also  moved  and  seconded  that  the  Synod  adhere  to  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  Committee.  A  vote  being  taken  the  latter 
motion  was  preferred,  and  the  Synod  decided  accordingly  that  the 
salary  of  each  Synod  clerk  be  £60  yearly. 

The  Synod  then  proceeded  to  the  election  of  a  Synod  Clerk, 
when  Mr  William  Wood,  of  Campsie,  and  Mr  Thomas  Kennedy,  of 
Edinburgh,  were  severally  proposed  and  seconded.  A  vote  being 
taken,  there  was  a  majority  of  votes  in  favour  of  Mr  Wood,  and  he 
was  declared  to  be  elected  a  Synod  Clerk,  to  hold  the  office  during 
the  pleasure  of  the  Synod. 

Mr  Wood  being  present,  his  election  was  announced  to  him  from 
the  chair,  and  he  declared  his  acceptance  of  the  office. 

The  Synod  unanimously  appointed  the  Rev.  Dr  William  Bruce, 
Edinburgh,  to  be  Honorary  Chairman  of  the  Committee  of  Bills  and 
Overtures  for  the  next  four  years. 

Dr  MacGill,  for  the  Committee  appointed  to  prepare  a  minute 
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in  Yeierenee  to  the  decease  of  the  Rev.  David  Thomas,  presented  ^•y  i^^i^^- 
a  mintite,  which  the  Synod  adopted,  as  follows : —  Eighth  B«de. 

rant. 

In  recording  the  death  of  the  Rev.  David  Thomas,  of  Manchline,  nfrhomM.  ^* 
the  Synod  feel  it  proper  to  express  their  high  estimate  of  his  services 
as  a  public  servant  of  this  Church  during  a  period  of  only  one  year 
short  of  the  third  of  a  century.  The  clearness  and  depth  of  his 
convictions  as  a  Christian  man,  his  loyalty  to  these  convictions, 
the  soundness  of  his  judgment,  the  definiteness  of  his  theological 
views,  resulting  from  his  life-long  habit  of  earnest  thought  on 
sacred  subjects,  all  associated  with  the  fervour  of  his  temperament, 
imparted  vigour  to  his  character  and  force  to  his  preaching,  as  well 
as  weight  to  his  counsel.  Soon  after  the  commencement  of  the 
Synod's  more  systematic  Home  Mission  operations,  Mr  Thomas 
was  entrusted  with  the  duties  of  Home  Mission  Secretary,  which  for 
five  years  he  discharged  with  characteristic  judgment,  industry, 
and  earnestness,  and  with  a  success  which,  in  conjunction  with 
the  expanding  foreign  operations  of  the  Church,  suggested  the  need 
of  appointing  a  minister  separated  from  pastoral  service  to  the 
special  superintendence  of  the  Synod's  Missions  at  home  and  abroad^ 
Soon  thereafter,  having  had  experience  of  his  sound  judgment, 
his  Christian  zeal,  his  public  spirit,  and  his  aptitude  for  managing 
"  the  outward  business  of  the  house  of  God,"  the  Synod  appointed 
him  to  an  office  needing  much  tact,  promptitude,  and  practical 
wisdom^  namely,  to  the  Clerkship  of  the  Committee  on  Bills 
and  Overtures.  Having  thus  had  occasion  to  observe  how  often 
during  his  long  tenure  of  that  office  Mr  Thomas  was  enabled  to  aid 
their  deliberations,  the  Synod  record  their  grateful  remembrance  of 
his  conscientious  industry  in  the  study  of  documents,  of  his  sober 
and  experienced  judgment  in  pointing  out  the  best  arrangement  of 
the  Synod's  programme,  and  of  his  exposition  of  causes,  which  he 
alone  having  studied  in  relation  to  each  other  could  disentangle 
from  complications,  which  would  otherwise  have  been  perplexed 
and  intricate. 

The  Synod  in  thus  acknowledging  the  faithful  and  able  service 
of  their  fellow-helper,  conscious  of  the  blank  occasioned  by  his 
death,  are  happy  to  turn  their  own  thoughts  and  those  of  his 
mourning  family,  to  that  approval  of  the  Great  Master  of  Assembhes, 
with  which  they  doubt  not  their  departed  father  has  been  welcomed: 
**  Well  done,  good  and  faithfdl  servant,  enter  then  into  the  joy  of 
thyLoid."

In  accepting  Dr  Somerville's  resignation  of  the  Lectureship  on 
Missions  and  Evangelism,  to  which  he  was  appointed  in  1868,  the 
Synod  records  its  high  sense  of  the  ability,  judgment,  fidelity  and 
zeal,  in  conjunction  with  large  and  mature  knowledge  of  the  subject, 
with  which  he  fulfilled  the  work  entrusted  to  him,  and  its  great 
satisfaction  that  the  prelections  he  gave  to  the  students  of  the 
Theological  Hall  are  now  published  in  a  volume,  which  will  form  a 
contribution  of  peculiar  interest  and  value  not  only  to  candidates 
for  the  Christian  Ministry,  whether  in  the  home  or  foreign  field,  but 
to  Ministers  and  Missionaries,  and  to  all  other  labourers  in   the 
Gospel  who  desire  or  can  appreciate  an  enlightened  exhibition  of 
the  views  and  aims  and  methods  which  must  conduce  to  the  promo- 
tion and  efficiency  of  gospel  instruction.    But  important  as  the  ser-

ment  from  office;  and  to  his  wisdom,  carefulness,  solicitude  and .

The  Synod  in  assenting,  from  regard  to  his  years  and  health,  to 
Mr  Peddie's  resignation  of  the  office  of  Treasurer,  which  he  has  held 
for  forty  years,  with  ever  augmenting  labours  and  responsibilities, 
the  annual  income  and  expenditure  having  during  that  period 
increased  twentyfold,  records  its  high  and  grateful  appreciation  of 
the  assiduous  and  important  services  he  has  rendered  in  that  office 
to  the  Church,  not  merely  as  a  faithful  custodier,  but  as  a  wise 
counsellor,  and  in  every  case  of  difficulty  or  trouble  touching  the 
pecuniary  interests  of  the  Church  as  a  ready  and  judicious  helper. 

Besides  these  great  services,  Mr  Peddie  has  rendered  a  multitude 
of  others  not  less  valuable,  having  during  his  long  and  close  connec- 
tion with  the  Synod  been  intimately  associated  with  all  the  schemes 
and  operations  of  the  Church,  and  called  more  than  any  other 
Elder  to  take  an  active  share  in  all  branches  of  its  administration. 
To  this  multifarious  labour  he  brought  an  amount  of  ability, 
sagacity,  integrity,  affiibility,  legal  attainments,  business  habits,  and 
practical  experience,  in  combination  with  intimate  knowledge  of 
the  theology,  constitution,  and  procedure  of  the  Church,  and  with 
fervent  desire  to  promote  its  interests  and  the  cause  of  the  Redeemer, 
which  have  been  of  inestimable  advantage  in  the  various  depart- 
ments. 

The  Synod,  while  deeply  regretting  his  demission  of  office,  is 
grateful  for  the  privilege  of  having  so  long  enjoyed  a  treasurer  of 
so  high  character  and  qualifications,  and  rejoices  that  as  its  senior 
legal  adviser,  and  as  a  continued  member  of  the  Finance  and  Mission 
Committees,  it  will  possess  the  benefits  of  his  counsel  and  assistance 
BO  long  as  health  and  opportunity  are  continued  to  him. 

It  being  now  ten  o'clock,  it  was  moved  and  seconded  that  the  vote  anent 
Synod  do  now  adjourn.     It  was  also  moved  and  seconded  that  the  Adjournment, 
Synod  proceed  to  remaining  business.    A  vote  being,  taken,  the  first 
motion  was  preferred,  and  the  Synod  decided  accordingly.

The  Synod  direct  that  the  Supplementary  Report  on  Disestablish- 
ment and  Disendowment  be  appended  to  the  original  Report,  and 
that  both  be  printed  in  Appendix  to  Minutes.* 

Dr  George  Jeffrey,  for  a  Committee  appointed  at  a  previous  stage  of  Petition  for 
this  sederunt,  presented  and  read  a  draft  of  Petition  to  Parliament  ChureLs^from 
in  favour  of  a  Bill  for  exempting  Churches  and  Chapels  in  Scotland  ^°^  ^**^^* 
from  local  Rates  and  Assessments.     The  Synod  adopt  this  Petition, 
Mr  Jarvie  dissenting,  and  direct  that  it  be  extended,  and  after  being 
subscribed  by  the  Moderator  and  Synod  Clerk,  be  forwarded  to  the 
Lord  Advocate  for  presentation  to  the  House  of  Commons.!

Twelfth  Sede-  to  Reasons  of  Dissent  from  Synod's  decision  at  3rd  sederunt  on  the 
Reasons  of  Question  of  Union  in  England,  presented  and  read  answers  which 
Dissent ;  the  Sjnod  adopt  and  order  to  be  recorded  along  with  the  Reasons  as 

follows : — 

REASONS  OF  DISSENT. 
The  undersigned  dissents,  with  all  who'  may  adhere  to  him,  from  the  Finding  of 
the  Synod  on  Union  with  the  English  Presbyterian  Church,  for  the  following 
reasons : — (1.)  Because  the  decided  preponderance  of  opinion  in  favour  of  the  union, 
ascertained  in  a  constitutional  way,  made  it  the  duty  of  this  Church  to  carry  out  the 
negotiations  to  their  natural  consummation.  (2.)  Because  union  in  England,  on  the 
basis  proposed,  afforded  a  great  opportunity  of  increased  service  to  the  cause  of  Clirist, 
through  the  removal  of  the  weakness  and  scandal  of  division,  which  this  CKurch 
ought  not  to  have  lost.  (3.)  Because  the  influence  of  this  union  might  have  been 
expected  to  act  favourably  in  healing  the  divisions  of  Presbyterianism  in  Scotland, 
and  thus  to  have  more  than  compensated  for  any  temporary  weakening  of  the  United 
«  Presbyterian  Church  by  the  withdrawal  of  brethren  in  England  from  its  jurisdiction. —

ANSWERS  BY  THE   SYNOD. 
Answen.  (1-)  The  Synod  does  not  admit  the  alleged  decided  preponderance  of  opinion  in 

favour  of  the  scheme  of  union  proposed  by  the  Committee.  The  analysis  of  the 
returns  from  Presbyteries  and  Sessions  ordered  by  the  Synod  appears  to  show  that  a 
majority  of  Presbyteries  express  only  conditional  or  qualified  approval  of  the  scheme ; 
that  others  are  adverse  or  doubtful ;  and  that  a  small  number  are  unconditionally 
favourable.  The  returns  from  Sessions  number  only  99,  and  in  that  inadequate 
expression  of  the  mind  of  Sessions,  nearly  a  half  of  the  returns  are  classed  as 
unfavourable  or  doubtful.  With  regard  to  the  returns  from  English  congregations 
'  not  called  for  by  the  Synod,  but  produced  by  the  Committee,  it  is  at  least  doubtful 

whether  the  preponderance  of  opinion  is  as  the  dissentients  think.  Of  the  50  classi- 
iied  as  favourable,  28  only  are  stated  to  be  unanimous,  13  are  divided,  and  9  not 
farther  described.  Of  the  35  reporting  against  the  scheme  of  uni9n,  26  are  stated  to 
be  unanimous,  5  divided,  and  4  not  described.  Besides  these  there  are  21  who 
do  not  report,  and  who  most  be  considered  uncertain.  But  were  the  state  of 
opinion  such  as  the  dissentients  allege,  the  Synod  does  not  agree  with  them  that  it 
becomes  the  duty  of  the  Supreme  Court  to  negotiate  a  summary  union  of  any  section 
of  its  congregations  with  another  Church,  or  to  adopt  a  particular  scheme  of  union, 
becanse  it  happens  to  be  acceptable  to  a  pdrtion  of  the  Church.  While  the  Synod 
neither  could  nor  would  place  any  hindrance  in  the  way  of  any  congregations  with- 
drawing from  its  jurisdiction  to  effect  union  with  another  Church,  it  must  reserve  to 
itself  the  right,  in  a  matter  affecting  its  constitution,  general  position,  and  usefulness, 
to  proceed  in  its  own  negotiations  with  caution,  and  to  judge  for  itself  what  is  best 
fitted  to  promote  the  scriptural  objects  and  principles  for  which  it  exists  as  a  Church. 
(2.)  The  dissentients  doubtless  conscientiously  hold  the  opinion  expressed  in  this 
reason  regarding  the  effects  of  union  in  England  on  the  proposed  basis ;  but  it  is  to  be 
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xemembered  that  a  different  opinion  is  held  on  this  point  by  many  brethren  also  veil  ^&7  ^9,  1874. 
qualified  to  judge.  The  responsibility  which  the  dissentients  seek  to  fix  upon  the  Synod,  Twelfth'sede- 
of  continuing  the  weakness  and  scandal  of  division,  the  Synod  must  refuse  to  accept-  ^°t. 
The  division  is  happily  not  that  of  ecclesiastical  antagonism,  but  only  of  jurisdiction ;  ^^^^"  ^ 
and  whatever  the  weakness  and  scandal  referred  to  may  be,  the  responsibility  of  its  Dissent. 
continnance  can  only  rest  where  obstructions   to  union   have  been  raised  by         « 
undue  pressure  or  unwise  conditions.    (8.)  This  is  also  a  point  on  which  opinion  is 
divided  ;  but  the  Synod,  while  giving  no  judgment  regarding  it,  deems  it  the  wisest 
couiae  to  look  at  all  proposals  on  their  merits,  and  without  attempting  intricate 
calculations  as  to  the  future,  to  follow  the  leadings  of  Providence  step  by  step  in  the 
path  of  immediate  duty. 

It   was  reported   that  the  Committees  appointed  to   examine  Report  anent 
Records  of  Presbyteries  had  reported  favourably  concerning  them,  of^pJSSytery 
and  that  this  had  been  certified  in  the  respective  Records  by  the  ^^cords. 
Moderator  of  Synod,  and  by  the  Associated  Clerk  of  the  Committee 
on  Bills  and  Overtures.     It  was  further  reported  that  the  minutes  of 
aUthe  Presbyteries  had  been  forwarded  for  examination  at  the 
present  meeting  of  Synod,  with  the  exception  of  the  Presbytery  of 
Carlisle. 

Delayed  all  other  causes  till  the  meeting  of  Synod  to  be  held  on 
the  Monday  after  the  Second  Sabbath  of  May,  1875. 

Tke  foregoing  minutes  of  this  present  sederunt  were  read  and 
approved  o^  and  the  Moderator  was  empowered  to  subscribe  the 
scroll  thereof. 

The  Moderator  having  delivered  an  appropriate  address,  the 
Synod  was  closed  with  praise  and  prayer.

PETITION  FOR  DISESTABLISHMENT   AND 
DISENDOWMENT. 

To  the  Honourable  the  COMMONS  of  Great  Britain  and 
Ireland  in  Parliament  assembled. 

The  Petition  of  the  Synod  of  tjae  United  Presbyterian  Church, 
met  in  Edinburgh  this  fifteenth  day  of  May,  1874, 

Humbly  sheweth, 

That  the  Synod,  having  their  attention 
directed  to  the  announcement  of  the  introduction  by  Government  of 
a  measure  in  reference  to  the  state  of  the  law  of  Patronage  in  the 
Established  Chu^'ch  of  Scotland,  submit  to  your  Honourable  House 
the  following  considerations : — 

1.  That  in  their  judgment  the  time  has  gone  past  irrevocably  for 
any  alterations  of  the  law  of  Patronage,  or  of  the  Constitution  of  the 
Established  Church,  which  can  avail  to  satisfy  or  recall  the  multi- 
tudes who,  on  various  grounds,  have  finally  rejected  its  jurisdiction, 
or  to  justify  further  legislation  in  the  interest  of  its  pretensions  as 
the  National  Church. 

2.  That  the  injustice  to  which  non-Established  Churches  are 
subjected  in  the  prosecution  of  their  religious  labours,  by  the  legal 
maintenance  within  the  national  pale  of  powerful  privileged  bodies, 
in  the  form  of  Established  Churches,  would  be  augmented  by  any 
measure  which  would  increase  the  powers  and  privileges,  but  not 
the  responsibilities,  of  the  members  and  ministers  of  the  Established 
Church. 

3.  That  were  it  otherwise  just,  the  Established  Church  has  done 
nothing  to  warrant  its  being  aided  by  the  general  citizenship  and 
the  members  of  other  Churches  to  obtain  an  enlargement  of  its 
statutory  powers. 

After  enforcing  Patronage  in  its  most  arbitrary  form  for  genera- 
tions, expelling  from  its  Communion  the  Secession  and  Relief  fathers, 
and  alienating  by  intolerance  and  various  abuses  many  thousands  of 
the  best  of  the  Scottish  people  from  its  pale,  as  well  as  more  recently 
renewing  its  adhesion  to  the  terms  of  State  alliance  as  defined  at 
the  Disruption,  with  the  consequence  of  shrinking  to  a  minority  of 
the  ecclesiastical  community  of  Scotland,  the  Established  Church 
cannot  justly  expect,  however  zealously  many  of  its  ministers  and 
members  may  labour  in  the  common  field,  on  the  strength  of  a  tardy 
and  still  dubious  repentance  of  its  General  Assembly  in  the  matter 
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of  Patronage,  that  the  past  should  be  condoned  or  forgotten  by  the 
Scottish  people,  or  that  it  should  be  permitted  to  rehabilitate  a 
waning  and  sectional  influence  by  new  legislation — a  policy  which 
the  United  Presbyterian  Church  could  not  sanction  without  com- 
promising its  protest  against  civil  establishments  of  religion,  and 
which  no  Government  could  wisely  aid  or  abet. 

For  these  and  other  reasons,  the  Synod  strenuously  object  to  all 
legislative  proposals  to  deal  with  the  question  of  Patronage  in  the 
Established  Church  of  Scotland,  otherwise  than  as  part  of  a  final 
measure  for  the  Disestablishment  and  Disendowment  of  that  Church. 

The  Synod,  therefore,  pray  your  Honourable  House  to  discoun- 
tenance all  such  legislation,  and  to  take  the  proper  steps  to  terminate 
not  only  the  evils  of  Patronage,  but  all  the  other  evils  of  a  system 
proved  in  Scotland,  as  well  as  elsewhere,  to  be  injurious  to  the  peace 
and  best  interests  of  the  nation,  by  a  suitable  measure  for  the 
Disestablishment  and  Disendowment  of  the  Established  Church, 

And  your  Petitioners  will  ever  pray.

MEMORIAL  TO  THE  PRIME  MINISTER,  ANENT  PATRON- 
AGE  IN  ESTABLISHED  CHURCH  OF  SCOTLAND. 

To  the  Right  Honourable  Benjamin  Disraeli,  M.P.,  First 
Lord  of  the  Treasury, 

The  Memorial  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church,  met  at  Edin- 
burgh this  15th  day  of  May,  1874, 

Respectfully  sheweth. 

That  the  Church  under  their  care  comprises 
615  congregations,  641  ministers,  4,952  elders,  184,033  communicants, 
and  raised  last  year  for  religious  purposes  from  annual  contributions 
£338,378. 

That  for  the  period  of  140  years  since  this  Church  originated  in  the 
first  Secession  from  the  Church  of  Scotland,  on  account  of  that  Church's 
dereliction  in  doctrine,  discipline,  and  government,  it  li^s  provided  from 
its  oTm  resources  for  the  maintenance  of  Gospel  instruction  and  worship, 
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and  has  ever  been  loyal  to  the  Crown  and  zealous  in  the  cause  of  Civil 
ajid  Religious  Liberty. 

That  it  has  long  and  earnestly  opposed  all  statutory  endowment  of 
religious  bodies,,  and,  from  its  origin,  has  been  opposed,  on  grounds  of 
principle,  to  Patronage  in  all  its  forms;  regarding, the  statutory  control 
of  the  choice  of  Ministers  as  an  interference  with  the  just  and  Scriptural 
rights  of  the  Christian  people. 

While,  therefore,  the  Synod  would  rejoice  to  see  all  members  of  the 
Established  Church  appreciating  and  exercising  the  rights  and  privileges 
of  Church  Members  in  the  choice  of  their  Ministers,  and  likewise  per- 
forming the  duties  of  Church  Members  in  their  support,  they  know  no 
reason  why  legislation  should  be  invoked  to  deal  solely  with  the  evil  of 
Patronage,  and  not  also,  at  the  same  time,  with  the  related  evil  of  En- 
dowment ;  and  they  believe  that  the  strongest  reasons  exist  why  both  the 
legislative  control  of  appointments  to  benefices,  and  the  legislative  provi- 
sion for  incumbents  should,  without  delay,  be  dealt  with  and  abolished 
together. 

That  the  attention  of  the  Synod  lias  been  called,  to  the  intimation  of 
a  measure  by  Government  in  reference  to  the  state  of  the  Law  of 
Patronage  in  the  Established  Church  of  Scotland. 

That  while  others  may  justly  complain  of  renewed  legislation  in 
behalf  of  the  Established  Church,  its  members  may  at  once  escape  the 
yoke  or  grievance  of  Patronage,  either  collectively  or  individually,  by 
following  the  example  of  the  Free  Churches,  and  taking  upon  themselves 
the  support  of  their  own  ecclesiastical  system — a  responsbility  which  their 
wealth  and  numbers  render  them  abundantly  able  to  assume,  without 
diminishing  their  power  for  other  religious  and  benevolent  efforts. 

That,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Synod,  the  time  has  gone  past  irrevocably 
for  any  alterations  of  the  law  of  Patronage,  or  of  the  Constitution  of  the 
Established  Church,*  which  can  avail  to  satisfy  or  recall  the  multitudes 
who,  on  various  grounds,  have  finally  rejected  its  jurisdiction,  or  to 
justify  further  legislation  in  the  interest  of  its  pretensions  as  the 
National  Chijrch.

of  the  Scottish  people  from  its  pale,  as  well  as  more  recently  renewing 
its  adhe^on  to  the  terms  of  State  alliance  as  defined  at  the  Disruption, 
with  the  consequence  of  shrinking  to  a  minority  of  the  ecclesiastical 
community  of  Scotland,  the  Established  Church  cannot  justly  expect, 
however  zealously  many  of  its  ministers  and  members  may  labour  in  the 
common  field,  on  the  strength  of  a  tardy  and  still  dubious  repentance  of 
its  General  Assembly  in  the  matter  of  Patronage,  that  the  past  should 
be  condoned  or  forgotten  by  the  Scottish  people,  or  that  it  should  be 
permitted  to  rehabilitate  a  waning  and  sectional  influence  by  new  legis- 
lation,— a  policy  which  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  could  not 
sanction  without  compromising  its  protest  against  civil  establishments 
of  religion,  and  which  no  Government  could  wisely  aid  or  abet. 

For  these  and  other  reasons  the  Synod  strenuously  object  to  deal 
with  tlie  question  of  Patronage  in  the  Established  Church  of  Scotland, 
otherwise  than  as  part  of  a  final  measure  for  the  Disestablishment  and 
Disendownent  of  that  Church. 

In  conclusion,  the  Synod  most  respectfully  submit  to  you  these  con- 
siderations, and  pray  that  as  the  Head  of  Her  Majesty's  Government 
you  would  discountenance  any  legislation  which  does  not  provide  for  the 
termination  not  only  of  the  evils  of  Patronage,  but  of  all  the  other  evils 
of  a  system  proved  in  Scotland,  as  well  as  elsewhere,  to  be  injurious  to  the 
peace  and  best  interests  of  the  nation,  by  a  suitable  measure  for  the 
Disestablishment  and  Disendowment  of  the  Established  Church,

and,  whereas  these  brethren  have  found  it  impossible  to  attend  the 
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Sessions  of  this  General  Assembly,  but  have  forwarded  from  New 
York  their  formal  Commission,  with  the  expression  of  their  regrets 
at  being  unable  to  attend  in  person  :  therefore  be  it 

^*  Resolved,  let, — That  this  Assembly  hold  in  high  esteem  the 
ecclesiastical  body  from  which  the  Scotch  deputation  has  proceeded, 
and  fully  reciprocate  the  fraternal  feelings  which  dictated  the 
appointment  of  the  above-named  delegation,  and  regret  that  their 
presence  could  not  be  enjoyed  by  the  Assembly. 

'^  Resolved,  2nd, — That  this  Assembly  appoint  the  Moderator, 
together  with  the  Stated  and  Permanent  Clerks,  a  Committee,  who 
shall  be  authorised  to  commission  one  or  more  suitable  brethren, 
who,  in  the  providence  of  God,  may  find  it  in  their  power  to  attend 
the  Synod  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church ;  and  such  brethren 
shall  be  commissioned  to  represent  the  General  Assembly  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church  in  the  United  States  in  that  venerable  body.

At  the  Presbyterian  ChurcL,  Truro,  Nova  Scotia, 
June  26th,  1873,  and  at  9  o'clock  a.m. 

The  Synod  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  of  the  Lower  Provinces  of 
British  North  America  met  and  was  constituted  by  Kev.  Isaac  Murray, 
the  Moderator. 

Inter  alia,  the  following  letter,  addressed  to  the  Moderator,  was 
read  by  the  Clerk : — 

"  To  the  Moderator  and  General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  of  the  Lower  Provinces. 

"Beloved  Fathers  and  Brethren, — After  we  had  been  some 
time  in  the  United  States,  and  had  committed  ourselves  to  a  variety  of 
engagemeats,  and  received  from  the  Moderator  of  our  S}Tiod  a  cable 
message  instructing  us  to  appear  as  Delegates  at  your  meeting  to  be 
held  in  Truro  this  week, 
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"  We  deeply  regret  that  we  find  ourselves  unable  to  fulfil  this  addi- 
tional duty,  the  performance  of  which  would  have  afforded  us  both  much 
pleasure.  Our  arrangements  have  been  made  for  sailing  from  New 
York  on  the  2nd  July,  and  engagements  preliminary  to  oiu*  departure 
make  a  visit  to  Nova  Scotia  impossible. 

"  The  intimate  relation  of  your  Church  to  our  native  land,  the  stead- 
fast adherence  of  the  Church  to  Presbyterian  government  and  worship, 
and  the  prospect  of  union  with  the  Presbyterians  of  the  other  Provinces, 
all  contribute  to  secure  in  our  Church  a  deep  interest  in  the  Church  of 
the  Lower  Provinces.  We  have  enjoyed  pleasant  fellowship  with 
Mr  Patterson,  your  Moderator,  and  Mr  Bennett,  your  Delegates  to 
Churches  where  we  also  have  appeared.  And  we  do  most  heartily,  in 
name  of  our  Church,  tender  our  affectionate  salutations,  and  the 
assurance  of  our  Church's  prayers  that  you  may  be  honoured  to  sustain 
and  advance  the  cause  of  our  Eedeemer  in  your  land.

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Presbytery  by  whom  he  was  licensed ;  and  whereas,  after  a  preacher 
has  been  regularly  called  by  a  congregation,  and  the  call  has  been 
sustained,  it  should  be  given  effect  to  by  the  Presbytery,  if  they 
are  satisfied  with  his  character  and  soundness  in  the  faith ;  it  is 
hereby  overtured  by  the  Presbytery  of  Paisley  and  Greenock  that 
the  Synod  shall  limit  the  trials  for  ordination  to  a  thesis  on  a 
subject  appointed  by  the  Presby teiy,  and  an  examination  on  practical 
religion,  or  take  such  other  measures  hs  they  may  deem  most  fit  to 
ascertain  the  Scriptural  character  of  the  preacher's  teaching.

PETITION  AGAINST  CONTAGIOUS  DISEASES  ACTS. 

Unto  the  Honourable  the  COMMONS  of  Great  Britain  and 
Ireland  in  Parliament  Assembled, 

The  Petition  of  the  Synod  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church, 
representing  615  congregations,  and  184,033  members  in 
Church  Communion, 

Humbly  sheweth, 

That  the  Contagious  Diseases  Acts  of  1864, 
1866,  and  1869  have  repeatedly  been  brought  under  the  considera- 
tion of  the  Synod,  and  have  received  its  unanimous  and  emphatic 
condemnation. 

1.  Because  they  are  immoral  in  their  nature,  as  involving  the 
national  sanction  to  prostitution,  inasmuch  as  they  provide  for  the 
superintendence  of  profligate  women  in  their  immoral  course  of  life, 
the  avowed  object  being  to  render  the  practice  of  prostitution,  if  not 
absolutely  innocuous,  at  least  much  less  dangerous. 

2.  Because  they  invade  the  personal  liberty  of  the  subject,  as 
they  summarily  deprive  these  unhappy  women  of  power  over  their 
own  persons,  subject  them  to  degrading  and  infamous  treatment, 
and,  further,  as  they  expose  women  who  are  not  of  that  class  to 
imprisonment  and  revolting  indignities  on  the  avowed  suspicion  of 
a  policeman,  which  may  have  no  other  ground  than  mistake  or 
malice. 

3.  Because  they  brutalise  the  depraved  women  subjected  to  them, 
inducing  them  to  consider  that  they  are  a  privileged  class,  while 
other  women  are  drawn  into  submission  to  the  acts  without  know- 
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ing  their  real  and  full  import,  to  the  iiTeparable  injury  of  these 
women,  and  the  furtherance  of  immorality. 

4.  Because  similar  Acts  have  long  been  in  operation  in  France 
and  other  countries,  and  their  effects  have  not  been  to  abate  disease, 
but  to  foster  vice,  to  the  lamentable  increase  of  licentiousness  and 
physical  degeneracy  in  those  countries. 

For  these  reasons  your  Petitioners  earnestly  pray  your  Honour- 
able House  to  adopt  measures  for  the  immediate  and  total  repeal  of 
these  immoral  and  obnoxious  Acts, 

And  your  Petitioners  will  ever  pray.

That  your  Petitioners  hold  the  perpetual  obligation 
of  the  fourth  commandment  of  the  Decalogue,  and  the  Divine  authority 
of  the  Lord's  Day,  as  under  the  Gospel  the  day  which  the  disciples  of 
Christ  are  to  keep  holy  as  the  Sabbath  of  the  Lord  their  God. 

That  your  petitioners  deem  any  legislation  which  designs  or  tends  to 
convert  the  Lord's  Day  into  a  day  for  amusement,  or  to  impose  upon  the 
servants  of  Government  or  the  public  institutions  similar  attendance  and 
labour  as  on  the  six  days  for  lawful  work,  is  a  desecration  of  the  day* 
both  in  holding  out  inducements  to  the  population  to  neglect  and  forsake 
the  religious  ordinances  and  exercises  for  which  the  day  is  specially 
designed,  and  in  subjecting  a  large  class  of  employees  to  unnecessary 
labour  on  that  day,  and  is  also  an  invasion  of  religious  liberty  in  sub- 
jecting the  servants  of  such  institutions  to  the  deprivation  of  religious 
privileges  and  to  the  performance  of  secular  labour  on  the  Lord's  Day. 

That  your  petitioners  observe  with  concern  that  notice  has  been  given 
of  a  motion  that  your  Honourable  House  should  ^'sanction  the  opening 
of  public  Museums  and  Libraries  on  Sundays,"  and  strongly  disapprove 
of  such  a  step. 
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May  it  therefore  please  your  Honourable  House,  for  the  reasons  as- 
signed, to  refuse  its  sanction  to  the  opening  of  the  said  institutions, 
on  the  Lord's  Day,  &c.

"  No  assessment  or  rate  under  any  general  or  local  Act  of  Parlia- 
ment for  any  county,  burgh,  parochial,  or  other  local  purpose  what- 
soever, shall  be  assessed  or  levied  upon  or  in  respect  of  any  church, 
chapel,  meeting-house,  or  premises  in  Scotland  exclusively  appropri- 
ated to  public  religious  worship  :  Provided  also,  that  such  exemption 
shall  continue,  although  such  church,  chapel,  meeting-house,  or  other 
premises,  or  any  room  belonging  thereto,  or  any  part  thereof,  may 
be  used  for  Sunday  or  infant  schools,  or  for  the  charitable  education 
of  the  poor." 

Your  Petitioners  are  of  opinion  that  this  Bill  is  both  wise  and 
expedient. 

May  it  therefore  please  your  Honourable  House  to  pass  into  a 
law  the  Bill  providing  for  the  Exemption  of  Chmxhes  and  Chapels 
in  Scotland  from  Local  Rates  and  Assessments,

located,  or  formed  into  a  new  Presbytery,  under  the  sanction  of  the 
Supreme  Court."— 12.

(26.)  "  It  is  considered  proper  in  the  branches  of  the  Church  abroad, 
as  well  as  at  home,  to  have  Missionaries  and  Missionary  Congregations 
placed  under  the  benefits  of  Presbyterian  Rule,  and  as  soon  as  circum- 
stances admit,  Missionary  Presbyteries  are  formed  under  the  sanction 
of  the  Supreme  Court — all  such  being  on  their  erection  declared 
constituent  parts  thereof." — 12th  Sed.,  p.  60. 

Chap.  L,  Sect.  III.,  Rule  3.  Delete  all  after  the  word  "prayer," 
beginning  of  the  fifth  line,  down  to  "  funds,"  inclusive,  on  13th  line, 
and  introduce — ^'  And  two  Synod  Clerks,  who  are  jointly  responsible 
for  the  completeness  and  accuracy  of  the  work  pertaining  to  their 
office,  while  minute  matters  of  detail  are  left  to  the  discretion  of  the 
Clerks."

10.  What  opportimities  have  the  Presbytery  had  of  ascertaining 

the  applicant's  usefulness,  or  of  judging  of  his  gifts  as  a 
minister  or  preacher  of  the  gospel? 

11.  In  view  of  all  the  circumstances  of  this  case,  do  the  Presby- 
tery recommend  the  Synod  to  authorise  the  applicant's 
admission  ?

REPORT  OP  COMMITTEE  ON  THEOLOGICAL 
EDUCATION,  Etc.     May  1874. 

I.— The  Divinity  Hall— 1873. 

The  Committee  have  to  report  that  the  examination  of  students  for 
admission  to  the  Hall  took  place  on  the  17th  of  June,  in  Edinburgh, 
Glasgow,  Perth,  Dundee,  Aberdeen,  Banff,  Forres,  Dunse,  Berwick, 
Carlisle,  and  Newcastle.  The  number  of  students  who  presented  them- 
selves for  examination,  duly  certified  by  the  respective  Presbyteries,  was 
20,  as  compared  with  28  of  the  previous  year.  Three  applicants  with- 
drew before  the  day  of  examination,  one  from  ill-health,  and  two  from 
the  desire  to  graduate  before  entering  the  Hall.  Two  of  the  applicants 
failed  to  pass,  but  the  Committee  felt  it  to  be  their  duty  to  encourage 
them  to  persevere  in  the  prosecution  of  their  studies.  Of  those  applying 
for  admission  to  the  Hall,  10  presented  certificates  of  having  undergone, 
in  one  or  more  departments,  the  University  examinations  with  a  view 
to  a  degree  in  Arts.  This  is  a  decrease  of  seven  when  compared  with 
the  previous  year.  Looking  to  the  results  of  the  examination,  the 
Committee  find  that  the  average  scholarship  over  the  whole  is  repre- 
sented by  520,  as  compared  with  556  of  the  year  preceding. 

An  application  was  received  from  Mr.  James  Gray,  asking  permission 
to  attend  the  Hall,  not  being  able  to  undergo  the  entrance  examination 
on  account  of  teaching  engagements.  The  Committee  agreed  to  admit 
Mr.  Gray,  on  condition  that  the  Synod's  sanction  be  obtained  for  the  ex- 
emption sought,  and  that  he  pass  the  entrance  examination  in  June  1874: 

The  examination  of  students  of  the  first  year  in  Natural  Philosophy 
was  conducted  at  the  same  time  as  that  for  admission  to  the  Hall.  The 
number  of  students  examined  was  15,  of  whom  13  were  successful  in 
passing.  As  the  Synod  allows  a  choice  of  subjects  in  Natural 
Philosophy,  it  was  found  that  all  the  students  had  selected  Magnetism 
and  Electricity.  The  two  students  who  were  unsuccessful  have  been 
appointed  to  undergo  examination  next  year,  so  that  their  course  at  the 
Hall  in  the  meantime  has  not  been  interrupted.  Thirteen  students 
were  exempted  from  examination  in  Natural  Philosophy,  on  the  ground 
of  having  passed  in  this  department  the  University  examination  for  a 
degree  in  Arts.  An  application  was  received  from  Mr.  John  Willcock, 
accompanied  with  medical  certificate,  for  exemption  from  the  Natural 
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Philosophy  examination  for  one  year,  on  account  of  ill-health,  which 
was  granted  on  condition  that  the  Synod's  approval  be  obtained. 

The  Hall  for  the  session  of  1873  was  opened  in  the  presence  of  the 
'Committee  on  Tuesday,  the  5th  of  August,  when  after  prayer  the 
inaugural  lecture  was  delivered  by  the  Rev.  Professor  Harper — 
the  subject  being  ^  A  Free  Church  versus  Erastianbm.* 

On  the  25th  September  the  session  was  closed,  when  the  Bev.  Dr. 
Brown,  the  Moderator  of  Synod,  delivered  the  concluding  address. 
The  Professors  duly  reported  to  the  Committee  in  regard  to  the 
classes. 

Dr.  Harper,  Professor  of  Systematic  and  Pastoral  Theology,  reports 
that  he  delivered  lectures  on  ^  Moral  Qualifications  for  the  Study  of 
Theology  with  a  view  to  the  Ministry;*  on  *The  Use  and  Advantages 
of  Theological  Systems;'  on  'Theism,  including,  along  with  the 
evidence  for  the  existence  of  God,  notices  of  Anti-Theistic  Theories, 
Ancient  and  Modem;'  also  on  'The  Divinity  of  Christ.'  This  last 
topic  occupied  nearly  one-half  of  the  session.  The  students  were 
examined  several  times  weekly  on  the  subjects  treated  of,  and  on  Hodge's 
text-book.  Four  examinations  were  conducted  by  means  of  written 
papers.  After  perusal,  these  were  numbered  according  to  their  value, 
and  reported  on  in  the  class  at  the  close  of  the  session.  X)n  the  whole, 
these  exercises  continue  to  give  much  satisfaction  as  an  improvement  in 
conducting  the  studies  of  the  class.  A  new  feature  was  introduced  this 
session  by  the  grant  to  the  students,  from  a  generous  friend,  of  Hodge's 
Theology  at  a  very  reduced  price,  and  the  offer  of  prizes  to  those  who 
should  be  found,  on  examination  by  the  Professors,  best  acquainted  with 
a  section* of  the  work  prescribed  to  them.  The  papers  were  all  good, 
and  several  of  them  of  such  superior  merit  that  it  was  not  without 
difficulty* a  decision  was  arrived  at  in  determining  on  the  successful 
competitors.  Each  student  of  the  fifth  year  delivered  a  sermon  on  a 
prescribed  text,  which  was  criticised  on  delivery.  One-half  of  the 
students  of  third  year  gave  in  homiletical  exercises,  which  were 
examined  privately,  and  reported  on  in  the  class.  The  number  attending 
was  81,  and  one  student  from  Toronto,  of  the  Canada  Presbyterian 
Church.  The  attendance  was  regular,  and  the  attention  of  the  class 
satisfactory. 

Dr.  M'Michael,  Professor  of  Church  History  and  the  History  of 
Doctrines,  gave  in  an  oral  report  to  the  Committee,  which  referred  to 
the  course  of  lectures  he  had  delivered  during  last  session.  The  theme 
of  his  prelections  was,  *  Christology,  embracing  a  history  of  the  Opinions 
respecting  the  Person  of  the  Son  of  God  held  since  the  commencement 
of  the  Christian  Church  down  to  the  present  time,' — the  Arian  contro- 
versy of  the  fourth  century  occupying  the  foreground.  Dr.  M^ichael 
reported  favourably  concerning  the  attendance  and  general  conduct  of 
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the  students.  It  was  his  intention  to  send  in  afterwards  a  written  state- 
ment of  the  work  of  the  class,  such  as  might  be  conveniently  embodied 
in  the  present  Eeport  to  the  Synod  ;  but  the  Committee  regret  to  state 
that  the  fulfilment  of  this  purpose  has  been  prevented  by  his  lamented 
death. 

Dr.  Eadie,  Professor  of  Biblical  Literature  and  Exegesis,  reports  that 
he  took  up  the  Text,  the  Languages,  and  the  Interpretation  of  Scrip- 
ture, or  Criticism,  Philology,  and  Hermeneutics  in  relation  to  the  Word 
of  God.  In  Exegesis,  the  first  half  of  the  session  was  spent  in  detached 
annotations  on  more  than  150  clauses  and  verses,  either  misrendered  in 
our  version,  or  commonly  misunderstood,  or  not  comprehended  in  their 
full  significance.  During  the  second  half  of  the  session,  he  gave  exegetical 
lectures  on  the  first  two  chapters  of  the  Epistle  of  James.  In  Hebrew, 
the  class  read  portions  of  the  history  of  Joseph,  some  Psalms,  the  40th 
and  53d  chapters  of  Isaiah,  and  two  chapters  in  Hosea.  Discourses 
were  delivered,  and  all  of  them  cordially  sustained.  Tliere  were,  as  usual, 
four  written  examinations.  Not  so  many  gave  1000  as  perhaps  on 
some  former  occasions,  but  there  were  considerably  more  than  the  average 
above  900.  The  general  demeanour  of  the  class  was  quite  what  it  should 
be,  and  the  attendance  was  so  uniform  that  the  calling  of  the  roll  might 
have  been  dispensed  with. 

Dr.  Cairns,  Professor  of  Apologetical  Theology,  reports  that  in  the 
course  of  the  session  he  had  delivered  twenty-two  written  lectures  on  the 
Evidences  of  Christianity  and  on  Errors  in  regard  to  the  Christian  Books 
and  Doctrines,  and  five  or  six  oral  lectures  on  Theism,  Pantheism,  Poly- 
theism, and  Mohammedanism,  with  occasional  notices  of  the  other  ^Reli- 
gions of  the  World.'  The  chief  subjects  introduced  for  the  first  time  into 
the  course  have  been  connected  with  historical  confirmations  of  Scripture, 
as  in  the  monuments  of  Assyria  and  Babylon.  There  was  also  a  fuller 
discussion  of  recent  literature  on  the  life  of  Christ,  as  in  the  works  of 
Heine  and  other  authors.  The  oral  and  written  examinations  have  been 
conducted  as  usual,  with  very  satisfactory  results.  He  had  heard  one- 
half  of  the  discourses  of  the  students  of  the  second  year,  which  were  of 
marked  ability  and  promise.  The  only  cause  of  anxiety  in  regard  to 
the  Hall  has  been  the  diminution  of  numbers.  If  this  should  continue, 
which  it  is  hoped  will  not  be  the  case,  it  will  require  more  serious  con- 
sideration. But  meanwhile  its  only  effect  has  been  apparently  to  deepen 
the  sense  of  responsibility  in  the  Junior  Hall,  where  the  diminution 
exists ;  and  the  attendance,  attention,  and  proficiency  of  the  students 
have,  without  exception,  been  such  as  to  call  for  sincere  thankfulness 
and  good  hope  for  the  time  to  come. 

Dr.  Somerville  delivered  five  lectures  on  Missions  and  Evangelism. 
Three  of  those  lectures  were  on  *  The  Manner  in  which  Mission  Work 
among  the  Heathen  is  to  be  done.'    The  fourth  was  on  *  The  Relation 
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in  which  the  Misrionary  stands  to  the  Home  Church,  and  the  Duties 
which  the  Church  at  home  owes  to  him ;'  and  the  topic  of  the  fifth  was, 
*  The  Missionary  Period  of  the  Church, — ^the  period  of  labour,  trial, 
expenditure,  and  conquest,  when  great  graces  are  displayed  and  great 
characters  are  formed.' 

Mr,  Blumenreich  conducted  the  tutorial  Hebrew  class  as  in  former 
years,  reading  portions  of  the  Hebrew  Scriptures  with  the  students,  and 
giving  instruction  in  Hebrew  Grammar  and  Analysis.  He  reports  very 
favourably  of  the  attendance  and  conduct  of  the  students. 

On  comparing  the  total  number  of  students  enrolled  for  the  session 
with  that  of  the  eight  years  immediately  preceding,  the  Committee  find 
that  in  1865  there  were  132;  in  1866, 134;  in  1867, 136;  in  1868, 
139 ;  in  1869,  142 ;  in  1870,  139  ;  in  1871, 151  ;  in  1872,  186 ;  and  in 
1873,  126.  Of  the  126  enrolled,  83  belonged  to  the  Senior  and  43  to 
the  Junior  division  of  the  Hall. 


n. — SUPBRINTENDBNOE  OF  DiVlNITT  STUDENTS  DURING  THE  BeOESS. 

The  Presbyteries  of  the  Church  have  all  sent  reports  of  the  inter- 
sessional  examinations,  from  which  it  appears  that  these  have  been 
regularly  conducted,  and  that  the  discourses  required  by  the  Synod  have 
been  delivered.  If  these  reports  present  any  feature  of  specisd  interest, 
it  is  the  general  and  satisfactory  adoption  of  the  Synod's  recommenda- 
tion in  favour  of  examination  by  written  papers. 


HI. — Superintendence  op  Students  during  their  University 

Curriculum. 

Reports  have  been  received  from  the  superintendents  of  students 
attending  our  Universities. 

The  Rev.  J.  Mitchell  Harvey,  M.A.,  states,  in  regard  to  the  students 
attending  Edinburgh  University : — ^  On  account  of  the  change  in  my 
domestic  circumstances,  the  students  have  not  met  in  my  house  this 
winter  as  before,  but  in  my  church.  Our  meetings  were  conducted 
similarly  to  those  of  former  years,  being  occupied  by  devotional  exer- 
cises, a  conversational  examination  as  to  the  work  that  was  being  done  in 
the  different  classes,  and  an  occasional  lectm*e  from  myself  on  a  theo* 
logical  subject.  The  number  of  students  on  my  roll  as  being  in  attend- 
ance at  the  University  is  46,  of  whom,  however,  not  more  than  a  half 
have  attended  any  of  our  meetings.  The  average  attendance  was  below 
that  of  former  years,  owing,  doubtless,  in  great  measure  to  the  fact  that 
we  did  not  meet  in  my  house.     The  last  meeting  of  our  session,  how-

ever,  was  held  there,  and  was  very  numerously  attended,  22  students 
being  present ;  and  on  that  occasion  we  had,  as  we  have  sometimes  had 
before,  the  welcome  presence  and  assistance  of  Dr.  Harvey,  Rector  of 
the  Edinburgh  Academy,  whose  interest  in  our  students  is  inferior  to 
that  of  none.  I  have  only  to  add  further,  that  the  diligence,  zeal,  and 
good  conduct  of  the  students  have  been  all  that  could  be  desired.  In 
addition  to  the  superintendence  of  the  students,  I  made  all  the  necessary 
arrangements  in  regard  to  tutorial  classes  for  the  session.' 

The  students  attending  Glasgow  University  were  superintended  by 
the  Rev.  J.  G.  Scott,  who  reports  as  follows : — *  The  session  being  far 
advanced  before  the  appointment  of  Superintendent  by  the  Presbytery, 
only  two  meetings  could  be  held  with  the  students  attending  Glasgow 
University.  At  the  first  meeting,  nine  students  attended,  at  the  second, 
nineteen ;  and  the  subjects  chosen  for  conversation  were — "  Books,  with 
hints  for  Reading,"  and  ^^  Christ's  Witness  of  Himself."  Select  passages 
of  the  Gospels  were,  studied.  The  students  were  also  invited  to  the 
Superintendent's  house  for  social  intercourse,  and  it  gives  him  pleasure 
to  report  the  readiness  with  which  they  responded  to  the  interest  taken 
in  them  and  their  studies.' 

The  Rev.  Andrew  Dickie  reports  as  Superintendent  of  Aberdeen 
University  students : — *  So  far  as  could  be  ascertained,  only  ten  students 
connected  with  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  were  in  attendance  at 
the  various  classes  in  the  University  last  session.  Only  five  of  these, 
however,  were  prosecuting  their  studies  with  a  view  to  the  ministry. 
Of  the  other  five,  ofte  was  a  law  student,  two  were  at  the  medical  classes, 
one  was  studying  for  the  Civil  Service,  and  one  for  teaching.  With 
these,  specially  during  the  latter  part  of  the  session,  I  met  regularly 
every  alternate  Sabbath  evening.  Our  exercises  were  of  a  devotional 
character,  conducted  chiefly  by  the  young  men  themselves.  Part  of  the 
time,  however,  was  occupied  with  conversation  on  some  religious  subject 
or  passage  of  Scripture  proposed  at  the  previous  meeting.  The  hour 
was  spent  very  agreeably,  and  I  think  profitably.  I  have  been  led  to 
form  a  very  high  estimate  of  the  intelligence  and  Christian  character  of 
the  young  men.' 

The  Rev.  John  Rankine,  Cupar-Fife,  says  regarding  the  students  at 
St.  Andrews : — *  Along  with  the  Rev.  George  S,  Jack,  I  was  appointed 
by  the  Presbjtery  to  superintend  the  students  in  attendance  at  the 
University  of  St.  Andrews  during  the  vacancy  in  our  congregation 
there.  As  the  time  most  convenient  for  meeting  with  the  students  is 
the  end  of  the  week,  when  I  could  not  conveniently  be  present,  my 
meetings  with  them  have  not  been  so  frequent  as  otherwise  I  could  have 
desired.  Owing  to  this  circumstance  I  have  deemed  it  expedient,  when 
I  met  with  them,  to  direct  their  attention  chiefly  to  the  importance  of 
the  work  to  which  they  are  looking  forward,  and  the  preparation  that 
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should  be  made  for  it.  Mr.  Jack  has  exercised  a  local  superintendence, 
and  he  reports  that  the  conduct  of  the  students,  so  far  as  known  to  him, 
has  been  exemplary.  The  number  in  attendance  is  below  the  average, 
but  their  position  as  to  merit  in  their  several  classes  has  been  high ;  and 
two  of  the  most  promising  of  them  have  been  nominated  to  the  Presby- 
tery as  applicants  for  admission  to  the  Hall.' 


IV. — New  Text-Book  for  Examination  in  Theology. 

The  Committee  have  agreed  to  recommend  the  Synod  to  adopt 
Hodge's  Systematic  Theology^  in  the  inter-sessional  examinations,  instead 
of  Dick's  Lectures  on  Theology. 


V. — ^Thb  Libraries. 


1.  The  Edinburgh  Library. 

The  Committee  have  pleasure  in  reporting  that  the  affairs  of  this 
Library  continue  in  a  very  satisfactory  condition.  The  number  of 
volumes  given  ouf  during  the  past  year  is  2518,  while  several  thousand 
volumes  have  been  from  time  to  time  consulted.  There  have  been 
107  volumes  added  during  the  year, — 77  by  purch^pe,  and  30  by  pre- 
sentation.

2.  Tlie  Glasgow  Library. 

During  the  past  year  the  number  of  books  given  out  in  connection 
with  this  Library  has  been  2294,  and  the  number  consulted  1741.  No 
addition  has  been  made,  either  by  purchase  or  presentation,  to  the  Library 
in  the  course  of  last  year.  As  there  has  been  no  grant  for  the  purchase 
of  new  books  during  eleven  years,  except  one  of  £50,  the  Committee 
ask  the  Synod  to  take  into  favourable  consideration  that  a  grant  to  the 
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same  amount  be  again  given  for  this  object.  With  the  efficient  dis- 
charge of  his  duties  as  Librarian,  Mr.  Taylor  continues  to  render  valu- 
able assistance  in  the  work  of  the  Committee  on  Theological  Education. 


VI. — STKODIOAIi  ReOOBDS. 

The  Committee  have  to  report  in  regard  to  this  work  that  Mr.  Morris 
has  made  very  gratifying  progress  during  the  last  session,  and  is  now 
within  four  volumes  of  the  completion  of  the  original  matter.  As 
material  for  another  year's  labour  has  come  in  during  the  progress  of  the 
work,  it  will  require  another  season  to  complete  it ;  and  the  Committee 
are  hopeful  that  the  finished  manuscript  will  be  laid  on  the  Synod's 
table  next  year.  Convinced  of  the  magnitude  of  this  work,  and  the 
labour  expended  upon  it,  the  Committee  are  of  opinion  that  when  the 
index  is  completed,  it  will  be  well  for  the  Synod  to  consider  the  pro- 
priety of  having  it  printed  and  a  copy  put  into  the  hands  of  each 
Presbytery  clerk. 


VII.— Ministers'  Libraries. 

The  Committee  have  to  report  that  the  number  of  Libraries  is  143 ; 
that  the  number  of  volumes  contained  in  them  is  10,304 ;  and  that  in 
1873  no  less  than  133  volumes  were  added  to  them,  representing  an 
expenditure  of  £57, 14s.  4d.  Several  ministers  have  been  corresponding 
with  the  Convener  as  to  the  establishment  of  libraries  in  connection  with 
their  respective  congregations. 


Vin. — Chair  op  Church  History  and  the  History  of 
Doctrines. 

Through  the  removal  by  death  of  Professor  M^Michael,  which  oc- 
curred at  Dunfermline  on  the  3d  day  of  April  last,  the  Chair  of  ^  Church 
History  and  the  History  of  Doctrines '  has  become  vacant.  The  Com- 
mittee cannot  report  this  to  the  Synod  without  expressing  their  profound 
sense  of  the  loss  which  the  Church  has  sustained  by  the  unlocked  for 
death  of  one  so  universally  beloved  and  worthy  of  special  honour  for  his 
work's  sake.  A  faithful  minister  of  Christ,  a  zealous  promoter  of  the 
public  good,  a  true  friend  in  adversity,  tender  in  sympathy,  and  earnest 
in  the  defence  of  evangelical  truth.  Dr.  M^Michael  fulfilled  the  duties 
of  his  Chair  in  connection  with  our  Theological  Hall  with  untiring 
fidelity  for  a  period  of  thirty-three  years ;  and  by  his  well-known  attain-

inents  as  a  scholar,  and  his  eminent  worth  as  a  man,  he  won  the  esteem 
and  affection  of  all  who  studied  under  him. 

The  Committee  have  considered  what  arrangements  it  may  be  proper 
to  make  under  the  circumstances  which  have  thus  arisen ;  and  having 
regard  to  the  fact  that  serious  changes  in  the  whole  scheme  of  Theo- 
logical Education  are  at  present  i^  contemplation,  and  believing,  more- 
over, that  the  Synod  may  not  be  prepared  to  proceed  at  once  to  the 
filling  up  of  the  vacancy  which  has  so  unexpectedly  occurred,  they  have 
agreed  unanimously  to  recommend  that  the  election  of  a  Professor  should 
be  deferred  for  a  year.  In  the  event  of  this  recommendation  being 
agreed  to,  the  Committee  believe  that  an  arrangement  might  without 
difficulty  be  made,  by  which  the  work  of  the  Church  History  Chw 
might  be  carried  on  during  the  coming  session,  without  seriously  inter* 
f  ering  with  the  progress  of  the  students. 


IX. — Pboposed  Chakges  in  the  Hall  Abrangehentb. 

The  Committee  have  received  a  petition,  for  transmission  to  the  Synod, 
from  students  attending  the  Glasgow  University  who  are  prosecuting 
study  with  a  view  to  the  ministry  in  connection  with  the  United  Presby- 
'terian  Church.  The  petition  has  reference  to  proposed  changes  in  our 
Hall  arrangements,  so  far  as  these  might  affect  students  belonging  to  the 
West  of  Scotland.  The  Committee  transmit  the  petition  without  pro- 
nouncing any  opinion  on  the  subject  to  which  it  relates : — 

To  the  Reverend  the  Moderator  and  other  Members  of  the  United  Presby- 
terian Synod,  the  Petition  of  the  imdersigned  Students  attending 
Glasgow  University  with  the  view  to  the  Ministry  of  the  United 
Presbyterian  Church ; 

Humbly  Sheweth, — 

That  your  Petitioners  are  of  opinion  that  a  lengthened  Winter  Session  m 
Edinburgh  alone  would  be  detrimental  to  the  interests  of  the  denomination ; 

Inasmuch  as  such  an  arrangement  would  injure  the  higher  education  of  the 
ministry  by  placing  greater  obstacles  in  the  way  of  attendance  on  extra  classes, 
and  the  attainment  of  the  higher  honours  of  our  University ;  and  would  also, 
by  preventing  any  permanent  employment  of  students  in  missionary,  tutorial, 
or  other  work,  tend  to  diminish  the  number  -of  students  from  the  West  of 
Scotland. 

May  it  therefore  please  your  Reverend  Court,  if  a  Winter  Session  be  agreed 
upon,  to  adopt  such  measures  as  in  your  opinion  shall  seem  best  fitted 
to  give  to  students  of  Glasgow  University  the  privilege  of  Theological 
training  at  the  seat  of  their  own  University. 

And  your  Petitioners  will  ever  pray.

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X. — ^Applications  fbom  Students. 

1.  Applications  from  Mr.  Charles  Moyes  and  Mr.  Leonard  Miller 
have  been  received,  asking  a  year's  indulgence  as  to  the  time  of  attend- 
ing the  Natural  Philosophy  class — the  first  on  the  ground  that,  not 
residing  in  a  university  town,  he  had  been  unable  to  give  attendance 
at  that  class ;  and  the  second  on  the  ground  that,  having  been  admitted 
to  the  Divinity  Hall,  after  two  8es3iDns  at  College,  as  one  studying  for 
the  Foreign  Mission  field,  he  had  not  yet  been  able  to  take  Natural 
Philosophy.  The  Committee  recommend  these  applications  to  the 
favourable  consideration  of  the  Synod. 

2.  A  petition  has  been  received  from  Mr.  James  M.  Auld,  asking  the 
Synod  to  shorten  his  Theological  course  to  four  sessions,  on  the  ground 
of  having  resolved  to  enter  the  Foreign  Mission  field.  The  Committee 
cordially  recommend  the  Synod  to  grant  the  request. 

3.  A  petition  from  Mr.  J.  W.  Miller  has  been  received,  praying  that 
he  may  be  permitted  to  enter  the  Hall  as  a  fifth  year's  student,  having 
already  attended  a  three  years'  course  at  Glasgow  University,  and  also 
having  attended  at  the  English  Presbyterian  College,  London,  for  four 
sessions  of  three  months  each.  The  petition  is  recommended  to  the 
Synod's  favourable  consideration. 

4.  A  petition  was  received  from  Mr.  William  George,  praying  that  he 
might  be  permitted  to  enter  the  Hall  last  session  as  a  fourth  yearns 
student,  having  already  attended  two  sessions  at  our  own  Hall,  and  one 
session  at  Knox's  College,  Toronto.  It  was  agreed  to  grant  the  permis- 
sion asked,  and  to  report  the  case  to  the  Synod  for  approval. 

5.  A  petition  has  been  received  from  Mr.  James  Adam,  transmitted 
by  the  Presbytery  of  Dundee,  to  which  the  student  belongs,  praying 
that  his  attendance  at  last  session  of  the  Hall^  without  the  usual  certi- 
fication by  the  Presbytery,  be  sustained  as  a  regular  Hall  session. 
This  certification  had  been  withheld  on  account  of  some  defect  in  his 
inter-sessional  examinations,  which  had  since  been  made  up ;  and  as 
the  Professors  report  favourably  of  the  student  during  last  Hall 
session,  and  the  Presbytery  are  now  satisfied,  the  petition  is  recom- 
mended to  the  Synod's  favourable  consideration. 


XI. — University  Entrance  Examinations. 

The  Committee  are  happy  to  state  that  steps  are  now  being  taken 
by  some  friends  who  are  deeply  interested  in  University  education  to 
have  a  Bill  introduced  during  the  present  session  of  Parliament,  with  a 
view  to  certain  important  changes  in  recent  legislation  with  respect  to 
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our  Scottish  Universities,  and  that  one  of  the  objects  aimed  at  through 
these  changes  is  to  secure  a  higher  standard  of  qualification  on  the  part 
of  students  in  commencing  their  University  course.

REPORT  OP  COMMITTEE  ON  SCHOLARSHIPS. 

I.  BuBSABT  Competition— November  1873. 

The  Committee  have  to  report  that  the  number  of  students  who  sent 
in  applications  for  the  examination  in  November  was  72  ;  but  of  these, 
5  withdrew  prior  to  the  competition,  and  2  after  it  commenced.  The 
number  of  competitors  was  thus  10  fewer  than  at  the  examination  of 
1872 ;  but  the  Committee  are  happy  to  be  able  to  state  that  the  number 
who  were  successful  was  43,  as  compared  with  42  in  the  previous  year. 
The  examiners'  reports  were  generally  favourable,  and  indicate  an  im- 
provement in  the  scholarship  of  the  students,  which  the  Committee 
believe  is  due,  partly  at  least,  to  the  tutorial  assistance  which  is  now 
provided.  One  student  in  the  First  Section  obtained  an  average  of  849 
marks  out  of  the  thousand,  and  gained  the  Paterson  Scholarship  of  £25 
a  year  for  four  years,  which  had  been  resigned  by  the  student  who 
gained  it  in  1872  owing  to  his  obtaining  a  University  bursary  of  higher 
value,  which  precludes  him  from  holding  any  other.  In  the  Second 
Section,  two  students,  who  last  year  gained  Anderson  and  Beattie  Scholar- 
ships with  exercises  of  very  superior  merit,  again  head  the  list  with 
averages  of  841  and  768  respectively.  The  Lindsay  Scholarship,  which 
was  awarded  for  the  first  time  under  the  rules  submitted  last  year, 
was  gained  by  a  student  who  reached  804  in  Hebrew,  his  average 
being  628.  Of  the  whole  competitors,  2  had  averages  above  800, 
9  between  700  and  800,  and  18  between  600  and  700.  The  state 
of  the  funds  allowed  the  Committee  to  grant  scholarships  of  £20  to  all 
competitors  in  the  section  of  their  own  year  who  attained  an  average  of 
700,  and  £15  to  all  between  600  tmd  700 ;  and  the  same  rule  was  also 
applied  to  those  not  competing  in  the  section  of  their  own  year,  after 
making  a  certain  deduction  from  the  value  of  their  exercises.  As  the 
result  of  the  whole,  14  students  gained  or  retained  special  scholarships 
varying  in  value  from  £45  to  £15,  4  gained  ordinary  scholarships  of 
£20  each,  7  ordinary  scholarships  of  £15,  and  18  ordinary  scholarships 
of  £10 ;  the  whole  amount  thus  distributed  being  £680. 

II.  TuTOBiAL  Assistance. 

Arrangements  were  made  during  the  past  winter,  as  in  the  two 
preceding  years,  for  providing  tutorial  assistance  for  those  students  of 
our  Church  who  felt  their  need  of  such  aid,  and  who  were  not  in  cir- 
cumstances to  procure  it  for  themselves.  In  Glasgow,  20  students 
received  assistance — 16  in  classics,  and  4  in  mathematics;  in  Edin-

burgh,  18  stadentsr— 11  in  classics,  and  7  in  mathematics;  in  St. 
Andrews,  4  students — 1  in  classics,  and  8  in  both  classics  and  mathe- 
matics ;  in  Aberdeen,  3  students,  all  in  mathematics.  In  all,  45  students 
have  thus  had  the  benefit  of  the  tutorial  classes  during  the  past  Uni- 
versity session. 

All  the  tutors,  without  exception,  testify  to  the  diligence  of  the 
students  and  the  satisfactory  progress  made^  ajid  give  it  as  their  opinion 
that  the  students,  by  means  of  the  assistance  provided,  have  not  only- 
been  enabled  to  take  a  better  place  in  their  various  classes,  but  also 
have  all,  or  nearly  all,  a  reasonable  prospect  of  passing  with  credit  the 
examination  for  the  Arts  Degree.  One  of  the  Professors  in  St. 
Andrews,  indeed,  has  been  so  much  impressed  with  the  value  of  our 
scheme,  that  during  the  past  winter  he  sent,  atahis  own  expense,  several 
other  students  to  our  tutor,  that  they  might  get  assistance  similar  to  that 
which  our  studenta  were  receiving. 

III.  State  op  the  Funds.   ♦ 

A  reference  to  the  Treasurer's  Accounts,  published  in  the  Record  for 
April,  will  show  that  the  funds  continue  in  a  very  flourishing  condition, 
there  being  again  a  very  considerable  balance  in  hand  at  31st  Decem- 
ber. As  it  is  manifestly  undesirable  to  keep  a  larger  balance  in  the 
ordinary  revenue  account  tlian  is  necessary  for  working  purposes,  the 
Conmaittee  have  resolved  to  transfer  to  the  Capital  Fund  the  sum  of 
£76,  14s.  8d.,  which  will  raise  the  ordinary  capital,  apart  from  that 
invested  for  special  scholarships,  to  £5500.  The  Committee  are  happy 
to  add  that  they  have  received  intimation  of  two  additional  scholarships 
of  £20  each  from  the  bequest  of  the  late  George  Sime,  builder,  Edin- 
burgh. These  it  has  been  agreed  to  offer  for  competition  to  the 
students  of  Theology,  along  with  the  Pitcairn  and  Miller-Frame 
Scholarships. 

Your  Committee  would  only  add  in  conclusion,  that  while  rejoicing 
in  being  able  to  present  so  favourable  a  Report,  they  are  at  the  same 
time  conscious  that  the  diminished  number  of  our  probationers  and 
students  calls  for  the  adoption  of  every  means  which  careful  considera- 
tion can  suggest,  not  to  bribe  young  men  to  enter  the  ministry  of  our 
Church,  but  to  aid  in  prosecuting  their  studies  to  the  best  advantage 
those  whose  hearts  are  inclined  to  the  work,  especially  in  cases  where 
without  such  aid  the  difficulties  and  hindrances  might  prove  formid- 
able. This  object  your  Committee  endeavour  to  keep  steadily  in  view 
in  all  their  deliberations  and  arrangements.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  UNION  IN 
ENGLAND. 

At  last  meeting  of  Synod  this  Committee  presented  a  Report,  detailing 
their  proceedings  since  their  appointment  in  1872,  and  embodying  a 
^Scheme  for  a  Union  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Congregations  in 
England  with  the  English  Presbyterian  Church,  and  for  the  establish- 
ment of  close  federal  relations  between  the  United  Church  in  England 
and  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  in  Scotland.'  The  Beport  also 
embraced  a  proposed  ^Formula  for  the  Ordination  and  Induction  of 
Ministers,'  and  referred  to  several  subordinate  matters  which  would 
require  the  attention  of  the  Synod  in  the  event  of  its  resolving  to  con- 
summate the  Union.  It  concluded  by  declaring  the  cordial  concurrence 
of  the  Synod's  Committee  in  a  unanimous  resolution  of  the  Conference 
of  Union  Committees,  held  at  Liverpool  on  the  26th  of  March  1873,  to 
the  effect  that  ^the  Synods  of  the  respective  Churches  should  be 
recommended  to  take  such  steps  as  may  lead  to  the  consummation  of 
the  Union  with  the  least  practicable  delay  after  the  meeting  of  the  United 
Presbyterian  Synod  at  Edinburgh  in  May  1874.' 

After  lengthened  discussion,  the  Synod  adopted  the  following  motion 
as  its  deliverance  on  the  Beport  of  the  Committee : — 

*  That  the  Synod  express,  generally  aod  provisionally,  their  approval  of  the 
action  of  the  Committee,  and  of  the  documents  now  laid  by  it  upon  the  table ; 
declare  their  continued  interest  in  the  important  cause  of  Presbyterian  Union 
in  England,  and  their  desire  to  see  the  Union  effected  so  soon  as  it  shall  be 
agreeable  to  the  members  of  the  English  Synod,  and  to  the  congregations  under 
their  charge ;  meanwhile,  order  the  Report  of  the  Committee  to  be  sent  down 
to  all  the  Presbyteries  and  Sessions  of  the  Church,  l^at  they  may  carefully 
consider  the  same,  and  transmit  to  the  Committee  any  suggestions  they  may 
desire  to  make,  before  Ist  September  next;  and  re-appoint  the  Committee,  with 
instructions  to  receive  any  suggestions  that  may  be  made  to  them  by  the  Pres- 
byteries and  Sessions,  to  confer  anew  on  the  whole  subject  with  Uie  English 
Synod  and  its  Union  Committee,  and  with  the  Union  Committee  of  the  English 
Presbyterian  Church,  and  to  bring  up  a  final  Report  to  the  Synod  of  1874.* 

In  fulfilling  the  duty  thus  reimposed  upon  them,  the  Committee  have 
received  and  carefully  considered  returns  from  all  the  Presbyteries 
of  the  Church,  and  from  99  Sessions,*  a  vidimus  of  which  is 
appended  to  this  Beport ;  they  have  attended  the  meeting  of  the  English 
Synod  held  in  Sutiderland  in  October;  they  have  taken  part  in 
three  conferences,  held  at  Liverpool,  with  the  Union  Committees  of 
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oar  English  Synod  and  of  the  Synod  of  the  English  Presbyterian 
Chorch ;  and  as  the  result  of  long  and  anxious  and  prayerful  considera- 
tion, in  view  of  all  the  circumstances  which  have  emerged,  they  now,  as 
instructed,  bring  up  what  they  regard  as  the  ^  final  Report '  which  the 
^Synod  at  its  last  meeting  was  pleased  to  require. 

With  the  view  of  bringing  before  the  Synod  alike  the  steps  which 
have  been  taken  by  the  Committee  in  conjunction  with  our  brAliren  in 
England,  and  the  ground  of  the  Resolution  at  which,  in  conference  with 
the  Committee  of  the  English  Synod,  they  have  finally  arrived,  the 
following  narrative  is  respectfully  submitted : — 


I.  Retamsfrom  Presbyteries  and  Sessions  laid  before  the  English  Synod 
in  October^  and  motion  adopted  by  said  Synod. 

The  returns  from  Presbyteries  and  Sessions  were  ordered  to  be  sent 
to  the  Committee  by  the  1st  of  September,  with  the  view  of  their  being 
reported  to  the  English  Synod  in  October.  The  time  allowed  was  neces- 
sarily short,  and  when  the  Synod  met  at  Sunderland  only  16  Pres- 
byteries and  91  Sessions  had  forwarded  returns.  Of  the  16  Presby- 
teries, ttoo  (Newcastle  and  Dumfries)  reported  in  terms  decidedly  unfa- 
vourable to  the  Scheme  of  Union.  The  other  fourteen  reported  in  terms 
generally  favourable,  though  most  of  them  referred  to  the  desirableness 
or  necessity  of  an  approach  to  unanimity  among  the  English  congrega- 
tions themselves;  and  the  Presbytery  of  Dunfermline  recommended 
that,  unless  such  an  approach  to  unanimity  were  apparent,  the  negotia- 
tions should  be  suspended. 

Of  the  returns  from  91  Sessions,  60  were  found  to  be  generally 
favourable,  27  unfavourable,  and  4  so  undecided  that  the  Committee  had 
difficulty  in  determining  on  which  side  they  should  be  classed. 

Of  the  91  returns  from  Sessions,  61  were  from  Sessions  in  England ; 
and  of  these,  37  were  favourable,  20  unfavourable,  and  4  doubtful.  Of 
30  Sessions  in  Scotland,  23  were  favourable  and  7  unfavourable. 

With  these  returns,  as  well  as  the  Report  of  their  own  Union  Com- 
mittee and  the  deliverance  of  the  General  Synod,  before  them,  the 
English  Synod  proceeded  to  take  up  the  question  of  Union.  After  a 
lengthened  and  very  animated,  but,  on  the  whole,  temperate  discussion, 
in  which  some  members  of  this  Committee  took  part,  the  following 
motion  was  adopted  by  a  majority  of  75  votes  to  38 : — 

^  That  the  Synod  receives  the  Report  of  its  Union  Committee,  and 
thanks  them  for  their  diligence :  finds,  notwithstanding  the  diversity  of 
opinion  expressed  in  the  returns  from  Presbyteries  and  Sessions,  that 
there  is  still  ground  to  prosecute  the  negotiiitions  according  to  the  plan 
of  the  Committee,  with  such  additional  federal  ties  between  the  Churches 
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in  England  and  Scotland  as  may  be  required  to  remove  objections,  and 
to  make  the  Union  more  complete;  and  for  this  purpose  re-appoints 
tlie  Union  Committee  to  confer  with  the  General  Synod's  Committee 
and  the  Union  Committee  of  the  English  Presbyterian  Church ;  and 
also  recommends  the  Sessions  under  the  inspection  of  this  Synod  to  take 
measures  to  ascertain^  for  the  guidance  of  the  Church,  the  mind  of  their 
respectiTe  congregations  on  the  plan  of  Union  already  remitted  by  the 
General  Synod  to  Presbyteries  and  Sessions ;  and  further,  with  a  view 
to  allow  time  for  taking  advantage  of  additional  light  arising  from  con- 
tinued negotiations,  that  the  congregations  be  consulted  during  the 
months  of  February  and  March  next,  and  the  returns  made  to  the  Sev. 
William  Qraham  of  Liverpool,  Convener  of  the  Synod's  Committee,  not 
later  than  31st  March  1874.' 

n.   Completion  of  Returns  from  Presbyteries, 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  only  16  of  the  31  Presbyteries  of  the  whole 
Church  had  sent  in  returns  prior  to  the  meeting  of  the  Synod  in 
England,  and  that  presbyterial  returns  were  continuing  to  be  received 
after  the  date  assigned  for  receiving  them  had  passed,  the  Committee 
deemed  it  proper  to  intimate  to  the  Presbyteries  which  had  failed  to 
send  returns  in  time,  that,  if  they  still  chose  to  forward  them,  they 
would  be  reported  to  the  General  Synod.  As  the  result  of  this  intima- 
tion^  returns  from  all  the  Presbyteries  have  now  reached  the  Com- 
mittee. The  nature  of  the  returns,  so  far  as  16  are  concerned,  has 
already  been  stated.  Of  the  remaining  15,  6  have  reported  favourably, 
4  unfavourably,  4  are  doubtful,  and  1  declines  to  express  an  opinion. 
A  few  more  returns  from  Sessions  have  also  been  received,  so  that  the 
complete  result  of  the  reference  of  the  Scheme  of  Union  to  Presbyteries 
and  Sessions  may  be  stated  as  follows : —

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Of  lAiefive  English  PreBbyteries  (including  Berwick),  4  report  fiavoar- 
ablji  and  one  (Newcastle)  nnfavourably. 

Of  the  whole  Sessions  reporting,  70  are  in  the  English  Presbyteries ; 
and  of  these,  40  report  favourably,  26  unfavourably,  and  4  are  doubtful. 


III.  Further  Negotiationa  of  Union  CammitteeSy  and  M0iifi4^atwn»  of 

Scheme  of  Union. 

Since  the  meeting  of  the  English  Synod,  the  Committee  have  met 
repeatedly  in  conference  with  the  Union  Committee  of  that  Synod,  and 
with  the  similar  Committee  of  the  Synod  of  the  English  Presbyterian 
Church.  The  attention  of  the  conferences  has  been  mainly  directed  to 
the  further  consideration  of  the  Scheme  of  Union  and  Federation,  in 
which  some  not  unimportant  modifications  have  been  made  with  the 
view  of  making  more  manifest,  and  if  possible  increasing,  the  bonds 
by  which  the  proposed  United  Church  in  England  and  the  Church 
in  Scotland  shall  in  future  be  related  to  each  other. 

It  is  proper  to  mention  here,  that,  in  order  to  satisfy  a  desire  strongly 
felt  by  some  members  of  the  Committee  of  our  English  Synod,  as  well 
as  to  meet  a  feeling  which  was  understood  to  prevail  among  a  portion  of 
our  English  Congregations,  this  Committee  acquiesced  with  their  brethren 
in  laying  before  the  Committee  of  the  English  Presbyterian  Church  a 
distinct  proposal  for  a  Union  of  that  Church  with  the  United  Presbyterian 
Church  as  a  whole :  a  Union  to  be  immediately  followed  by  a  division 
into  Scotch  and  English  Synods  with  separate  and  independent  juris- 
diction. It  was  accordingly  proposed  that  the  first  article  of  the  Scheme 
formerly  agreed  upon  should  be  altered  so  as  to  read  as  follows 
(mutatis  mutandis  in  the  remaining  articles) : — 

^That  the  Synods  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  and  the 
English  Presbyterian  Church  shall  constitute  themselves  into  One 
Church,  on  the  basis  of  the  Westminster  Standards,  with  the  qualifica* 
tions  now  accepted  by  the  Churches  respectively;  with  provision  for 
separate  and  independent  jurisdiction  in  the  manner  hereinafter  indi- 
cated.' 

After  consideration  of  this  proposal,  the  English  Presbyterian  Com- 
mittee replied,  that  it  was  impossible  to  accept '  it,  declaring  that,  so  far 
as  they  could  speak  for  their  Synod,  that  Synod  would  decline  entering 
into  such  a  Union  even  with  the  Free  Church,  or  with  any  Church  out 
of  England ;  and  this  for  the  special  reason  that,  in  their  opinion,  the 
independence  of  the  Church  in  England  must  be  complete  and  underived, 
not  delegated  and  so  far  restricted,  as  it  would  be,  in  their  opinion,  if 
it  were  constituted  and  conferred  by  another  Body. 

When  this  reply  had  been  received,  our  own  Joint  Committees,  after 
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due  deliberation,  came  to  a  unanimous  resolution  to  resume  negotiations 
for  the  Union  in  England  alone,  with  federal  relations  between  the 
Churches  in  England  and  Scotland,  which  had  seemed  to  this  Com- 
mittee the  Union  contemplated  by  the  Synod  when  the  Committee  was 
appointed.  In  conference  with  the  English  Presbyterian  Committee, 
the  Scheme  was  then  minutely  reconsidered,  and  was  finally  adjusted  in 
the  form  given  below.  In  this  form  (with  the  exception  only  of  a  few 
non-essential  emendations  which  were  afterwards  conjointly  agreed  upon) 
the  Scheme  was  sent  down  to  our  English  Congregations  for  their  con- 
sideration and  judgment. 


Proposed  Scheme  for  the  Union  op  the  IJNrrED  Presbyterian  Congregations  w 
England  wtth  the  English  Presbyterian  Church,  and  for  the  Establish- 
ment OF  Close  Federal  Relations  between  the  United  Church  in  England 
AND  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  in  Scotland. 

*  Whereas,  in  the  course  of  negotiations  for  Presbyterian  Union  which  have 
been  carried  on  for  several  years,  it  has  been  found  that  there  is  no  barrier  to 
the  Union  of  the  negotiating  Churches  on  the  basis  of  their  common  Standards, 
with  the  explanations  whereby  the  Churches  respectively  qualify  their  adherence 
to  these  Standards ;  and  whereas  practical  difficulties  have  arisen  in  Scotland 
which  stand  in  the  way  of  an  incorporating  Union  of  the  Churches  there, — it 
is  expedient  that  efforts  be  now  directed  on  our  part  to  give  expression  to  the 
unity  in  doctrine,  discipline,  government,  and  worship  which  has  been  found  to 
exist,  and  to  bring  the  Churches  into  closer  connection  and  harmony. 

'  With  this  object  it  is  proposed — 

*  I.  That  the  Synods  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  and  the  English  Pres- 
byterian Church  shall  declare  and  manifest  their  unity  by  reaffirming  their  adher- 
ence to  the  same  doctrinal  basis — viz.  the  Westminster  Confession  of  Faith,  with 
the  qualifications  accepted  by  the  Churches  respectively, — and  by  the  incorpora- 
tion of  the  congregations  of  the  English  Presbyterian  Church  and  the  con- 
gregations of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  situated  in  England  under  one 
Synod  or  Supreme  Coiut,  having  separate  and  independent  jurisdiction. 

*  II.  That,  previous  to  this  Incorporation  of  the  English  Presbyterian  Congre- 
gations and  the  Congregations  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  situated  in 
England  under  one  Synod,  a  Formula  of  subscription  for  use  under  the  Synod 
80  formed,  and  also,  if  agreed  to,  under  the  Synod  in  Scotland,  shall  be  pre- 
pared by  the  United  Presbyterian  and  English  Presbyterian  Synods  ;  it  being 
understood  that  this  Formula,  while  binding  all  the  office-bearers  to  the  West- 
minster Confession,  shall  secure  to  them  the  same  liberty  in  accepting,  the 
teaching  of  that  Confession  on  the  relation  of  the  Civil  Magistrate  to  religion 
and  the  Church  as  is  now  enjoyed  in  each  Church. 

*  in.  That  the  name  of  the  Church  in  England  shall  be  "  The  Presbyterian 
Church  of  England,"  and  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  Church  shall  be  "  The  Synod 
of  the  Presbyterian  Church  of  England." 
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'  IV.  That,  as  a  practical  step  in  advance  in  the  cause  of  Union,  there  shall 
be  established  between  the  Synod  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  and  that 
of  the  United  Church  to  be  formed  in  England  a  close  federal  relationship,  such 
as  shall  maintain  and  manifest  the  unity  of  the  Churches  by  mutual  interest  and 
co-operation  to  as  great  an  extent  as  is  consistent  with  separate  and  independent 
jurisdiction ;  such  federal  relationship  not  being  regarded  as  relaxing  the  ties 
which  connect  the  English  Presbyterian  Church  with  the  Free  Church  of 
Scotland  and  with  the  Irish  Presbyterian  Church,  but  rather  as  anticipating  the 
time  when  those  ties  shall  be  drawn  yet  more  closely  by  a  common  bond 
embracing  all  the  Churches. 


*  V.  That  the  proposed  relationship  between  the  Churches  shall  embrace  such 
matters  as  the  following  :— 

'(1.)  That  each  of  the  Churches  shall  recognise  the  status  of  the  ministers, 
elders,  deacons,  probationers,  and  members  of  the  other,  as  if  they 
were  its  own ;  and  that  ministers  and  vacant  congregations  of  the  one 
Church  shall  be  at  liberty  to  obtain  supply  of  probationers  from  the 
other. 

*  (2.)  That  in  reference  to  students  some  arrangement  shall  be  adopted,  by 

which,  in  the  meantime,  attendance  at  the  Theological  Seminary  of  the 
one  Church  shall  be  accepted  by  the  other,  while  both  Churches  shall 
aim  at  ultimate  assimilation  in  regard  to  the  standard  and  the  methods 
of  theological  education. 

'  (8.)  That  each  of  the  Churches  shall  conduct  its  own  missionary  operations, 
but  aim  at  combined  efforts  in  regard  to  the  same  missionary  enter- 
prises, so  far  as  that  may  be  found  practicable. 

*  (4.)  That  a  certain  number  of  corresponding  members,  not  to  exceed  five 

per  cent  of  the  congregations  of  the  Church  to  which  they  are  com- 
missioned, shall  be  appointed  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  each  Church 
to  attend  the  meetings  of  the  other,  with  right  to  deliberate,  but  not 
to  vote. 

'  (5.)  That,  at  times  to  be  agreed  upon,  a  Council  of  both  Churches  shall  meet 
to  deliberate  on  their  common  interests,  and,  without  exercising  legis- 
lative or  judicial  functions,  to  aid  and  advise  in  questions  of  difficulty 
and  importance  that  may  be  submitted  to  it  by  either  Synod ;  and  that 
this  Council  shall  consist  of  a  fair  proportion  of  the  constituent  members 
of  each  Synod,  to  be  chosen  by  the  Synods  respectively. 

*  VI.  That,  in  order  that  the  proposed  relationship  between  the  two  Churches 
may  not  only  draw  them  more  closely  together,  but  may  also  conduce  to  the 
establishment  of  a  closer  union  among  other  Presbyterian  Churches,  the  Churches 
with  which  negotiations  have  been  carried  on  in  past  years  be  invited  to  enter 
into  similar  federal  relationship. 
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In  comparing  the  foregoing  Scheme  with  that  which  is  embodied  in 
this  Committee's  Report  for  last  year,  the  following  modifications  will 
be  observed : — 

1.  By  a  combination  of  the  articles  formerly  numbered  I.  and  IV., 
prominence  is  at  once  given  to  the  fact  that  the  two  Churches,  as  such, 
declare  themselves  to  be  in  unity  so  far  as  acceptance  of  the  same 
doctrinal  standards  is  concerned ;  and  the  incorporating  Union  of  our 
congregations  in  England  with  the  English  Presbyterian  Church  is 
shown  to  proceed  upon  the  declared  and  manifested  unity  between  the 
latter  and  the  United  Presbyterian  Church.  Articles  I.  and  IV. 
formerly  stood  thus : — 

^I.  That  the  congregations  of  the  English  Presbyterian 
Church  and  the  congregations  of  the  United  Presbyterian  and 
Reformed  Presbyterian  Churches  situated  in  England  should  be 
united  together  under  one  Synod  or  Supreme  Court,  such  Synod 
or  Supreme  Court  having  "separate  and  independent  jurisdiction."* 

'IV.  That,  for  the  purpose  of  manifesting  the  substantial 
oneness  of  the  Churches  hereafter  to  exist  with  separate  and  inde- 
pendent jurisdiction  in  England  and  in  Scotland,  and  so  of  avoiding 
the  appearance  of  obtaining  Union  only  by  disruption,  the  Synod  of 
the  United  Presbyterian  Church  and  the  Synod  of  the  English 
Presbyterian  Church  should  solemnly  declare  their  acceptance  of  a 
common  doctrinal  basis,  by  re-affirming  their  adherence  to  the 
same  subordinate  standards,  with  the  qualifications  now  accepted 
by  these  Churches  respectively.' 

These  two  Articles,  combined,  now  form  Article  I.  as  given  above ; 
and  the  Committee  believe  that  the  Article,  as  it  now  stands,  at  once  pro* 
vides  for,  and  conspicuously  exhibits,  as  close  a  Union  between  the  two 
Churches  as,  without  actual  incorporation,  is  possible,  and  should  go  far 
to  satisfy  the  scruples  of  those  who  would  prefer  an  incorporating  Union 
of  the  English  Presbyterian  Church  with  the  United  Presbyterian  Church 
as  a  whole. 

2.  It  is  suggested  that  the  Formula  of  the  United  Church  in  England, 
agreed  to  by  both  Synods  prior  to  the  formation  of  the  Union,  might  be 
adopted  also  by  the  Church  in  Scotland;  and  this  would  furnish  a 
further  and  very  significant  index  of  the  real  Union  (without  incorpora- 
tion) into  which  the  Churches  had  entered. 

3.  It  is  proposed  that  the  name  of  the  United  Church  in  England 
should  be  *The  Presbyterian  Church  of  England,'  not  simply  'The 
Presbyterian  Church,'  as  before ;  but  a  difference  of  opinion  existed  on 
both  sides  as  to  this  point,  and  it  is  believed  that  our  English  Presbyterian 
brethren  are  still  willing  to  accept  any  other  name  that  may  be  mutually 
agreed  upon. 
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4.  On  the  request  of  the  English  Presbyterian  Committee,  the  Irish 
Presbyterian  Chorch  is  named  along  with  the  Free  Gharch  as  a  Chorcli 
between  which  and  the  English  Presbyterian  Church  the  proposed 
Union  is  not  to  be  regarded  as  relaxing  existing  ties. 

5.  Among  the  ^  federal  ties '  between  the  Churches  in  England  and 
in  Scotland^  it  has  been  arranged  that,  in  addition  to  those  formerly 
proposed,  ^  ministers  and  vacant  congregations  of  the  one  Church  shall 
be  at  liberty  to  obtain  supply  of  probationers  from  the  other.'  Practical 
difficulties  seemed  to  stand  in  the  way  of  placing  the  probationers  of  the 
two  Churches  under  one  Committee  of  Distribution ;  but  an  arrange- 
ment by  which,  on  application,  those  of  the  one  Church  may  be  sent  to 
officiate  and  may  receive  calls  in  the  other,  will,  it  is  presumed,  be 
satisfactory  to  both,  while  affording  an  additional  indication  of  their 
substantial  imity.  Of  new  *  federal  ties'  the  Committees  have  not  been 
able  to  devise  any  others.  They  have  considered,  as  has  been  suggested 
to  them,  the  combination  of  the  missionary  enterprises  of  the  two 
Oburches ;  but  it  has  appeared  to  be  most  advantageous  and  convenient 
that,  meanwhile,  the  existing  missions  of  each  should  be  maintained  and 
directed  by  its  own  organizations.  This  need  not  preclude,  even  now, 
mutual  counsel  on  missionary  affairs,  or  the  interchange  both  of  sympathy 
and  of  practical  help,  on  the  part  of  individuals  and  congregations 
belonging  to  either  Church,  in  particular  missions  of  the  other  in  which 
they  may  feel  specially  interested.  And  it  is  expressly  provided  that,  in 
the  future,  the  Churches  shall  aim  at  combined  missionaiy  action. 

6.  The  proportion  in  which  representatives  from  the  one  Supreme 
Court  shall  sit  as  corresponding  members  in  the  other,  has  been  fixed. 
After  careful  consideration  of  the  point,  the  Committees  do  not  regard 
it  as  either  constitutionally  right,  or  practically  wise,  that  the  corre- 
sponding members  should  have  the  privilege  of  voting. 

7.  The  functions  of  the  proposed  General  Council  have  been  enlarged 
by  the  introduction  of  a  clause  to  the  effect  that,  besides  deliberating  on 
the  common  interests  of  .ftie  Churches,  it  shall '  aid  and  advise  in  questions 
of  difficulty  and  importance  that  may  be  submitted  to  it  by  either 
Synod.'  This  provision  cannot  but  give  greater  reality  and  influence  to 
the  Council ;  but  to  go  further,  and  invest  it  with  ^  legislative  or  judicial 
functions,'  however  defined  and  circumscribed,  would  be  simply  to 
constitute  a  General  Assembly,  and  make  the  Churches  corporately  one. 

8.  And  finally,  Article  VII.  in  the  Scheme  of  last  year,  providing  for 
a  revision  of  arrangements  in  case  of  an  incorporating  Union'  being 
formed  in  Scotland,  is  dropped  as  unnecessary ;  and  Article  VIII.,  by 
which  it  was  proposed  to  submit  the  Scheme  to  the  ^  other  negotiating 
Churches  through  their  Joint  Union  Committee,'  and,  in  the  event  of 
its  being  adopted  by  the  two  Synods  immediately  concerned,  to  invite 
all  the  Churches  to  ^  enter  into  similar  relations  with  the  Church  in 
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England,  and  with  each  other/  has  been  simplified  and  shortened.  The 
latter  of  these  Articles  (Article  VI.  in  the  Scheme  as  newly  arranged)  now 
simply  proposes  that,  should  a  Federal  Union  be  established  between  the 
United  Presbyterian  Church  and  the  United  Church  in  England,  *  the 
Churches  with  which  negotiations  have  been  carried  on  in  past  years  be 
invited  to  enter  into  similar  federal  relationships.'  Were  the  projected 
Union,  with  federal  relations,  accomplished,  and  such  an  invitation  given 
and  responded  to,  we  might  hope  to  see  ere  long,  in  a  general  drawing 
together  of  Presbyterian  Churches  in  this  land,  and  in  the  organization  of 
an  Imperial  Presbyterian  Council  'to  deliberate  on  their  common  interests,' 
and  ^  to  aid  and  advise  in  questions  of  difficulty  and  importance  that  may 
be  submitted  to  it '  by  any  of  them, — at  once  a  substantial  instalment  and 
a  blessed  foreshadowing  of  the  completer  Union  which  we  cannojb  but 
anticipate  as  destined  to  be  eventually  realized. 


IV.  The  proposed  Formula  for  the  Induction  of  Ministers. 

The  only  alteration  which  has  been  made  in  the  Formula  since  last 
year  will  be  found  in  the  qualifying  clauses  of  the  Second  Question.  As 
they  formerly  stood,  these  clauses  were  regarded  by  some  as  ambiguous, 
and  as  not  securing  the  same  liberty  in  accepting  the  teaching  of  the 
Confession  of  Faith  on  the  relation  of  Civil  Bulers  to  Keligion  and  the 
Church,  as  lias  heretofore  been  enjoyed  by  the  office-bearers  of  our  own 
denomination.  It  is  believed  that  the  language  now  employed  will  be 
accepted  as  at  once  explicit,  and  fully  conserving  the  liberty  of  which  we 
are  so  justly  jealous,  while  it  meets  also,  by  the  assertion  of  a  principle 
to  which  abstractly  we  can  all  subscribe,  the  feelings  of  our  English 
Presbyterian  brethren.  That  so  important  a  matter  as  the  Formula 
may  be  distinctly  before  the  mind  of  the  Synod,  it  is  here  reprinted,  the 
words  now  omitted  in  the  Second  Question  being  bracketed,  and  those 
substituted  in  their  room  given  in  italics. 


*  FORMITLA  FOR  THE  OrDINATION  AND  INDUCTION  OF  MINISTERS. 

*  (1.)  Do  you  believe  the  Scriptures  of  the  Old  and  New  Testaments  to  be 

the  Word  of  God,  and  the  only  rule  of  faith  and  duty  ? 

*  (2.)  Do  you  sincerely  receive  and  adopt  the  doctrine  of  the  Westminster 

Confession  of  Faith  as  in  accordance  with  the  teaching  of  Holy  Scripture, 
and  do  you  consent  to  the  said  Confession  as  the  subordinate  standard  by 
which  your  teaching  in  this  Church  shall  be  judged";  it  being  under- 
stood, in  [view  of  an  acknowledged  difference  in  the  interpretation  of 
certain  passages  in  the  Confession]  reference  to  ike  teaching  of  the  Confes- 
sion of  Faith  regarding  the  duty  of  civil  rulers,  that,  while  holding  the 
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subjection  of  such  rulers  in  their  ovm  province  to  the  authority  of  the 
Lord  Jesus  Christ,  you  [disclaim  all  intolerant  and  persecuting  pnn* 
ciples]  are  not  required  to  accept  am/thing  in  that  document  which  favours^ 
or  may  he  regarded  as  favouring^  intolerance  or  persecution  f 
(3.)  Are  you  persuaded  that  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  the  only  King  and 
Head  of  the  Church,  has  therein  appointed  a  goyernment  distinct  from, 
and  not  subordinate  to,  civil  government;  and  do  you  acknowledge 
the  Presbyterian  form  of  government  to  be  founded  on,  and  agreeable 
to,  the  Word  of  God? 

*  (4.)  Do  you  promise,  as  a  minister  of  this  Church,  to  be  subject  to  its 

government  and  to  take  due  part  in  the  administration  of  its  affairs  ; 
and,  while  cherishing  brotherly  love  towards  all  the  faithful  followers 
of  Christ,  do  you  engage  to  seek  the  purity,  peace,  and  extension  of 
this  Church  ? 

*  (5.)  Are  zeal  for  the  glory  of  God,  love  to  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  and  a 

desire  to  save  souls,  and  not  worldly  designs  or  interests,  as  far  as  you 
know  your  own  heart,  your  great  motives  and  chief  inducements  *  to 
enter  into  the  office  of  the  holy  ministry  ? 

[To  THE  COKQREQATION,  WHO  ARE  EXPECTED  TO  ANSWER  BY  RISING,  AND  HOLDING 
UP  THEIR  RIGHT  HANDS.] 

'  Do  you,  the  Members  of  this  Church,  testify  your  adherence  to  the  call 
which  you  have  given  to  Mr.  A.  B.  to  be  your  minister  ?  and  do  you 
receive  him  with  all  gladness  ;  promise  to  make  provision,  according  to 
your  ability,  for  his  suitable  maintenance  ;  and  engage  to  give  him  all 
due  respect,  subjection,  and  encouragement  ? 


'  To  THE  Minister. 

*  (6.)  Do  you  adhere  to  your  acceptance  of  the  call  of  this  Church  ? 

*'  (7.)  Do  you  engage,  in  the  strength  and  grace  of  Jesus  Christ,  our  Lord 
and  Master,  to  live  a  holy  and  circumspect  life,  to  rule  well  your  own 
house,  faithfully  to  discharge  all  the  parts  of  the  ministerial  work 
among  this  people,  to  the  edifying  of  the  body  of  Christ,  and  to  be 
zealous  in  maintaining  the  truth  of  the  gospel  whatever  trouble  or 
persecution  may  arise  ? 

^  (8.)  And  aU  these  things  you  profess  and  promise  through  grace,  as  you 
shall  be  answerable  at  the  coming  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  with  all 
His  saints,  and  as  you  would  be  found  in  that  happy  company  at  His 
glorious  appearing  ? ' 

V.  The  Returns  from  our  English  congregations  ;  and  the  final  Finding 
of  tJie  Committees  on  tJie  question  of  Proposed  Union. 

At  its  meeting  in  October^  the  English  Synod  resolved  to  send  down 
the  Scheme  of  tJDion  and  Federation  to  all  our  English  congregations,

with  the  view  of  eliciting  their  mind  on  the  subject  before  a  Keport  to 
the  Genera]  Synod  should  be  adopted.  Accordingly,  the  Scheme  as  it 
now  stands  (with  the  exception  of  the  unimportant  emendations  formerly 
adverted  to)  was  transmitted  to  the  congregations  by  the  Committee  of 
the  English  Synod,  and  returns  were  requested  by  the  31st  of  March. 
When  the  Joint  Committee  met  on  the  20th  of  April,  it  was  found  that 
returns  had  been  received  from  85  of  the  106  congi^gations  which 
the  Synod  represents.  In  the  minutes  of  the  Joint  Committee  the 
results  are  stated  and  classified  as  follows : — 

(1.)  Fifty  congregations  had  reported  in  favour  of  the  adoption  of 
the  Scheme  of  Union. 

(2.)  Thirty-five  congregations  had  reported  against  its  adoption. 

(3.)  Itoenty-one  congregations  had  not  reported  either  for  or  against 
the  Scheme. 

(4.)  Of  the  50  returns  in  favour  of  the  adoption  of  the  Scheme,  28 
were  unanimous,  13  were  divided,  and  9  did  not  state  whether  they  were 
agreed  to  unanimously  or  by  a  majority ;  and  of  the  35  returns  against 
the  adoption  of  the  Scheme,  26  were  unanimous,  5  were  divided,  and  4 
not  stated. 

(5.)  The  50  congregations  reporting  affirmatively  include  a  member- 
ship of  10,268,  and  receive  annual  grants  amounting  to  £1413,  6s.  2d. 

(6.)  The  35  congregations  reporting  negatively  include  a  membership 
of  6373,  and  receive  annual  grants  amounting  to  £1223,  17s. 

(7.)  The  21  congregations  not  reporting  include  a  membership  of 
3113,  and  receive  annual  grants  amounting  to  £850. 

With  these  facts  before  them,  of  which  they  felt  all  the  gravity,  and 
also  in  view  of  the  state  of  the  returns  from  Presbyteries  and  Sessions 
in  Scotland,  the  Joint  Committee,  after  a  full  and  frank  interchange 
of  opinion,  adopted  the  following  motion  by  12  votes  to  2,*  in  preference 
to  an  amendment  proposing  to  refer  the  whole  question  eimpliciter  to  the 
Synod : — 

'  That  the  Joint  Committee  of  the  General  Synod  and  English 
Synod  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  recognise  the  difficulty 
created  by  the  mixed  and  divided  character  of  the  returns  from 
congregations  in  England  ;  but  finding  that  incorporating  Union  in 
England  is  in  harmony  with  the  wishes  of  the  majority,  not  only 
of  tl.e  Presbyteries  and  Sessions  of  the  whole  Church,  but  of  the 
English  congregations,  and  believing  that  the  Scheme  of  Federation 
suggested  may  be  adapted  to  the  circumstances  of  congregations  in 
England,  and  that  the  advantages  of  immediate  Union,  where  it 
can  be  effected,  are  so  great  as  to  counterbalance  the  evils  of  any 

*  Dr.  Scott  declined  to  vote. 
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separation  that  may  aiise^  resolve  to  recommend  to  the  Synod  to 
adopt  the  Scheme  of  Union  and  Federation  submitted  by  the 
Committees  as  between  the  Churches,  and  to  take  steps  for  carrying 
it  out  without  delay,  reserving  to  the  congregations  in  England, 
that  may  prefer  it,  the  liberty  of  remaining  in  connection  with  the 
United  Presbyterian  Church,  and  of  entering  with  the  rest  of  that 
Church  into  federal  relations  with  the  United  Church  in  England^ 
in  terms  of  the  Scheme.'  * 

This  decision  was  reported  to  the  Committee  of  the  English  Presby- 
terian Church;  and  the  three  Committees  having  afterwards  met  in 
conference,  the  English  Presbyterian  Committee  laid  on  the  table  the 
following  resolution  which  they,  on  their  part,  had  unanimously 
adopted : — 

<  That  the  Committee  sympathizes  deeply  with  the  difficulty  in 
which  their  brethren  of  the  United  Presbyterian.  Committee  have 
found  themselves  placed  by  the  divided  returns  from  congregations, 
and  desires  to  express  its  satisfaction  that,  notwithstanding  that 
di£Sculty,  the  United  Presbyterian  Committee  are  prepared  by 
such  a  very  large  majority  to  recommend  their  Synod  to  go  forward 
towards  Union  without  delay :  Further,  the  Committee  resolves  to 
send  up  all  the  facts  now  received  in  conference  to  the  Synod  for 
its  consideration,  with  the  expression  of  its  opinion  that  nothing 
has  emerged  to  make  it  the  duty  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in 
England  to  arrest  its  negotiations  for  an  immediate  Union.' 


VI.  Proposed  Basis  of  Union. 

To  complete  their  work,  and  bring  everything  before  the  respective 
Synods  which  needs  to  be  considered  in  order  to  the  accomplishment  of 
the  Union,  should  the  Synods  so  determine,  the  Committees  in  Conference 
have  prepared  a  Basis  of  Union,  which  they  submit  in  the  four  brief, 
but,  as  it  seems  to  the  Committees,  sufficient  Articles  which  are  here 
subjoined : — 

(1.)  That  the  Word  of  God  in  the  Scriptures  of  the  Old  and  New 
Testaments  is  the  only  rule  of  faith  and  duty. 

(2.)  That  the  Westminster  Confession  of  Faith  is  the  subordinate 
standard  of  this  Church. 

(3.)  That  in  subscribing  the  said  subordinate  standard,  the  office- 
bearers of  this  Church,  while  holding  the  subjection  of  civil  rulers,  in

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their  own  province,  to  the  authoritj  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  are  not 
required  to  accept  anything  in  that  document  which  favours,  or  may  be 
regarded  as  favouring,  intolerance  and  persecution. 

(4.)  That  the  Westminster  Directory  of  Worship  exhibits  generally 
the  order  of  public  worship,  and  of  the  administration  of  the  Sacraments, 
in  this  Church. 

(5.)  That  the  name  of  the  Church  shall  be  '  The  Presbyterian 
Church  of  England ; '  and  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  Church  shall  be 
*  The  Synod  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  of  England.' 

YU.  Other  Matters. 

As  respects  other  matters  not  referred  to  in  this  Beport,  including 
the  financial  interests  of  our  supplemented  congregations  in  England,  the 
interest  of  our  English  miniisters  in  the  Aged  and  Infirm  iCnisters'  Fandj 
questions  as  to  forms  of  procedure,  other  financial  arrangements,  and 
general  details,  the  Committee  have  to  report  no  change  on  the  terms  of 
Article  IV.  in  their  Eeport  of  last  year.  That  Article,  accordingly,  is 
still  to  be  regarded  as  among  their  suggestions  for  the  consideration  of 
the  Synod. 

The  Committee  on  Union  in  England  have  now  fulfilled  the  task 
devolved  upon  them  by  the  Synod.  They  have  laboured  assiduously, 
however  imperfectly,  in  what  they  conceived  to  be  the  line  of  their  in- 
structions, co-operating  with  their  English  brethren  in  ^  cherishing  the 
desire  for  Union  on  the  south  of  the  Tweed,'  and  *in  advising  as  to  the 
measures  which  it  may  be  fit  to  take  for  realizing  the  proposed  Union 
as  soon  as  practicable.'  They  have  to  acknowledge  the  great  kindness 
and  courtesy  shown  them,  not  only  by  brethren  who  have  agreed  with 
them  in  the  negotiations  into  which  they  have  been  led,  but  by  many  - 
who  have  taken  a  different  view  of  the  course  which  it  was  proper  to 
pursue.  They  have  to  repeat  their  high  sense  of  the  urbanity  and 
brotherly  kindness  of  the  representatives  of  the  English  Presbyterian 
Church  with  whom  they  have  been  in  conference.  And  they  have 
humbly  to  express  their  gratitude  to  God  for  the  light  which  from  time 
to  tune  has  descended  on  their  path,  for  the  measure  of  progress  that  has 
been  made,  and  for  the  happiness  they  have  enjoyed  in  seeking  with 
brethren  to  'follow  after  the  things  which  make  for  peace.'  They 
regret  that  their  efforts  have  only  been  partially  successful.  They  do 
not  overlook  the  difficulty  in  which  the  tenor  of  certain  portions  of  this 
Beport  must  place  the  Sytiod  in  dealing  with  the  important  question 
which  it  is  now  called  upon  to  decide.  But  they  cannot  shrink  from 
the  opinion  indicated  in  the  motions  adopted  by  the  respective  Com* 
mittees  of  the  Churches,  when  all  the  facts  of  the  case  had  been  ascer«- 
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tained  and  carefully  considered.  They  believe  that  the  carrying  out  of 
Union  in  England,  with  the  establishment  of  federal  relations  between 
the  United  Church  in  that  country  and  the  Church  at  home,  is  the  only 
issue  that  should  now  be  contemplated ;  not  only  because  the  miscarriage 
of  another  series  of  Union  negotiations,  so  hopefully  commenced,  would 
be  a  deplorable  result  in  itself,  but  because  the  comfort  and  prosperity  of 
our  own  Church,  and  the  advancement  of  the  cause  of  Presbyterianism 
and  of  the  gospel  in  the  southern  part  of  the  kingdom,  would  thereby  be 
best  promoted.  Should  the  mind  of  the  Synod  be  again  expressed,  as  it 
has  been  twice  before,  as  decidedly  in  favour  of  this  Union,  it  is  surely 
to  be  hoped  that  those  of  our  brethren  in  England  whose  personal  feel- 
ings, and  whose  views  of  what  is  most  for  the  good  of  the  Church,  still 
lead  them  conscientiously  to  oppose  it,  will  acquiesce  in  a  measure  which 
by  all  of  us  is  felt  to  involve  a  sacrifice ;  and  that,  as  the  result  of  the 
measure,  a  Union  shall  be  realized,  if  not  numerically  complete,  yet  so 
large  and  thorough  as  to  be  a  substantial  consolidation  of.  the  Presby- 
terian forces  of  the  sister  kingdom,  and,  under  the  Divine  blessing,  a 
sensible  and  lasting  benefit  to  a  much  larger  section  of  the  English  people 
than  these' forces  have  yet  been  able  to  influence.

VIDIMUS  OF  RBTUBNS  FBOM  PRESBYTERIES  AND  SESSIONS  ANENT  REMIT 
ON  UNION  IN  ENGLAND. 

I.— PRESBYTERIES. 

All  the  Presbyteries  have  forwarded  returns,  which  may  be  classified  as 
follows : — 

1.  Favourablj^;— 20. 

Aberdeen. — Greneral  approval,  but  thinks  the  English  congregations  should 
contribute  to  the  Mission  Funds  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church,  on  a 
diminishing  scale,  for  five  years. 

^Annandak, — ^Will  offer  no  objection,  in  the  event  of  our  English  brethren 
agreeing  with  any  measure  of  unanimity. 

Arbroath. — Would  approve,  in  the  event  of  the  Union  meeting  the  views  and 
wishes  of  the  great  majority  in  England. 

Banffshire. — Approves,  on  condition  of  approximate  unanimity  of  English 
congregations. 

Benoich. — Cordial  concurrence  in  object,  and  general  approval  of  scheme  ; 
but  thinks  the  congregations  of  the  Presbytery  situated  in  England  should  have 
the  option  of  remaining  in  connection  with  the  Church  in  Scotland.  Various 
other  suggestions,  which  have  been  considered. 
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Carlisle, — Approves  of  speedy  Union,  but  wishes  existing  interests  conserved, 
and  provision  for  common  action  in  missions  and  in  the  appointment  of  pro- 
bationers. 

Cupar, — ^Would  offer  no  opposition,  in  the  event  of  the  Union  being  desired 
bj  the  English  part  of  our  Church. 

Dundee. — Would  agree  to  the  Union,  if  there  appeared  to  be  a  general  desire 
for  it  on  the  part  of  our  churches  in  England. 

Edinburgh. — ^Expresses  general  approbation  of  scheme,  reserves  consideration 
of  details,  and  recommends  that  care  be  taken  to  maintain  the  closest  possible 
federal  relations. 

Elgin  and  Inverness. — ^Thinks  the  Union  should  only  be  carried  out  if  our 
English  congregations  as  a  whole  are  prepared  to  enter  into  it ;  that  jurisdiction 
in  matters  vital  to  the  two  Churches  should  be  in  the  hands  of  the  Coimcil ;  and 
that  preachers  should  be  distributed  by  one  committee. 

Gallaway. — Approves  generally,  but  thinks  further  time  should  be  given. 

Olasgow. — Approves  generally,  and  wishes  to  see  the  Union  effected  as  soon 
as  the  state  of  feeling  among  the  English  congregations  will  permit. 

Kilmarnock. — ^Expresses  general  approval,  but  thinks  the  Union  should  not 
be  accomplished  without  the  harmonious  consent  of  the  English  congregations, 
and  that  care  should  be  taken  to  secure  the  closest  possible  federal  relations. 

Kinross, — ^Thoroughly  convinced  that  Union  in  England  is  highly  expedient ; 
would  prefer  Union  between  English  Presbyterian  Church  and  United  Presby- 
terian Chiu'ch  as  a  whole.  Should  this  be  impracticable,  and  a  sectional  Union 
agreed  to,  the  feelings  and  wishes  of  our  English  ministers  and  congregations 
should  be  carefully  considered.  The  federal  relations  should  be  as  close  as 
possible ;  and  there  might  be  a  common  formula. 

Kirkcaldy. — Would  concur,  on  the  understanding  that  the  great  majority  in 
England  desire  the  Union  ;  but  urges  the  establishment  of  the  closest  possible 
federal  bonds. 

Lanark. — Deems  it  for  the  interest  of  the  Church  of  Christ  that  the  Union  be 
consummated  as  speedily  as  possible. 

Lancashire, — ^Approves  generally  of  scheme,  without  being  committed  to 
details, 

London. — Approves. 

Orkn^. — Thinks  the  Union  expedient,  and  for  the  best  interests  of  evangeli- 
cal religion  and  the  Presbyterian  cause  in  England. 

Stirling. — Approves,  reserving  the  right  of  judging  of  details,  and  suggesting 
that  corresponding  members  should  have  the  right  of  voting. 

2.  UnfavouiAble — 6. 

Buchan, — ^Thinks  the  Union  in  present  circumstances  inexpedient. 

Dumfries, — Thinks  no  Union  can  be  satbfactory  which  does  not  embrace  the 
two  Churches  in  their  integrity,  providing  a  Provincial  Synod  in  England  with 
full  judicial  powers. 

Falkirk. — Does  not  deem  Union  desirable  at  present,  on  account  of  divided 
opinion  in  England. 

Ireland. — ^Thinks  it  would  not  be  judicious  to  press  on  the  Union,  on  account 
of  the  diversity  of  views  among  ministers  and  congregations  in  England.  Re- 
commends, for  various  reasons,  Union  between  the  English  Presbyterian  Church 
and  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  as  a  whole. 
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KeUo. — ^Does  not  deem  the  Union  at  present  desirable,  on  account  of  want  of 
unanimity  among  our  congregations  in  England,  and  want  of  definite  proposals 
as  to  future  relations. 

Neufcastle, — ^Records  its  decided  conyiction  that  it  is  highly  inexpedient  that 
any  Union  should  be  formed  which  would  disturb  the  integrity  of  the  United 
Presbyterian  Church. 

8.  DOUBTFDL — 4. 

DunfermUne, — ^Thinks  it  both  necessary  and  expedient  to  suspend  negotia- 
tions, unless  the  great  majority  in  England  desire  the  Union,  or  unless  the 
English  Presbyterian  Church  is  prepared  to  unite  with  our  Church  in  its  entirety. 

Hamilton, — While  exceedingly  anxious  to  see  the  Union  consummated,  is  not 
prepared  to  recommend  it  till  greater  unanimity  appears  among  our  English 
churches. 

Melrose, — Approves  generally,  but  would  leave  the  matter  in  the  hands  of  the 
English  brethren  themselves. 

Perth. — ^Thinks  the  question  should  be  decided  mainly  by  the  views  and 
feelings  of  the  English  section  of  the  Church ;  that  the  Union,  if  formed,  should 
make  the  two  Churches  one,  with  separate  and  independent  jurisdiction  in 
England  and  Scotland;  and  that  the  idea  of  a  CouncU  is  worthy  of  being 
further  considered.

N.B. — Many  of  the  Sessions  in  Scotland  which  report  in  favour  of  the 
Union  refer  to  the  desirableness  of  harmony  on  the  part  of  the  English  congre- 
gations ;  and  many  of  the  Sessions  in  England  which  report  against  the  Com- 
mittee's Scheme  express  strong  approval  of  Union  in  England,  if  it  can  be 
effected  with  our  whole  Church. 


ANSWERS  TO  SEASONS  OF  DISSENT. 

The  Committee  appointed  to  draw  up  answers  to  the  reasons  of  dis- 
sent given  in  by  Dr.  Cairns,  against  the  finding  of  the  Synod  on  the 
question  of  Union  with  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  England,  then  gave 
in  their  answers,  which  were  approved  of. 

The  following  are  the  reasons  of  dissent : — *  (1)  Because  the  decided 
preponderance  of  opinion  in  favour  of  union,  ascertained  in  a  con- 
stitutional way,  made  it  the  duty  of  this  Church  to  carry  out  the  negotia- 
tions to  their  natural  issue ;  (2)  Because  union  in  England,  on  the  basis 
proposed,  afforded  a  great  opportunity  of  increased  service  to  the  cause 
of  Christ,  through  the  removal  of  weakness  and  the  scandal  of  division, 
which  this  Church  ought  not  to  have  lost ;  (3)  Because  the  influence  of 
this  union  might  have  been  expected  to  act  favourably  in  healing  the 
divisions  of  Presbyterianism  in  Scotland,  and'  thus  more  than  compen- 
sated for  any  temporary  weakening  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church 
by  the  withdrawal  of  brethren  in  England  from  its  jurisdiction/ 

In  reply  to  the  first  reason,  the  answers  state  that — ^  The  Synod  does 
not  admit  the  alleged  decided  preponderance  of  opinion  in  favour  of  the 
scheme  of  union  proposed  by  the  Committee.  The  analysis  of  the 
returns  from  presbyteries  and  sessions  ordered  by  the  Synod  appears  to 
show  that  a  majority  of  presbyteries  express  only  conditional  or  quali- 
fied approval  of  the  scheme ;  that  others  are  adverse  or  doubtful ;  and 
that  a  small  number  are  unconditionally  favourable.  .  .  .  But  were  the 
state  of  opinion  such  as  the  dissentients  allege,  the  Synod  does  not  agree 
with  them  that  it  becomes  the  duty  of  the  Supreme  Court  to  negotiate 
a  summary  union  of  any  section  of  its  congregations  with  another 
Church,  or  to  adopt  a  particular  scheme  of  union,  because  it  happens  to 
be  acceptable  to  a  portion  of  the  Church.  While  the  Synod  neither 
could  nor  would  place  any  hindrance  in  the  way  of  any  congregations 
withdrawing  from  its  jurisdiction  to  effect  union  with  anotlier  Church,  it 
must  reserve  to  itself  the  right,  in  a  matter  affecting  its  constitution, 
general  position,  and  usefulness,  to  proceed  in  its  own  negotiations  with 
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caation,  and  to  judge  for  itself  what  is  best  fitted  to  promote  the  scrip- 
tnral  objects  and  principles  for  which  it  exists  as  a  Church.' 

To  the  second  reason  the  answer  was,  that  ^  the  dissentients  doubtless 
conscientiously  hold  the  opinion  expressed  in  this  reason  regarding  the 
effects  of  union  in  England  on  the  proposed  basis ;  but  it  is  to  be 
remembered  that  a  different  opinion  is  held  on  this  point  bjr  many 
brethren  also  well  qualified  to  judge.  The  responsibility  which  the  dis- 
sentients fix  upon  the  Synod,  of  continuing  the  weakness  and  scandal  of 
division,  the  Synod  must  refuse  to  accept.  The  division  is  happily  not 
that  of  ecclesiastical  antagonism,  but  only  of  jurisdiction  ;  and  whatever 
the  weakness  and  scandal  referred  to  may  be,  the  responsibility  of  its 
continuance  can  only  rest  where  obstructions  to  union  have  been  raised 
by  undue  pressure  or  unwise  conditions.* 

In  reference  to  the  third  reason,  it  is  answered — ^This  is  also  a 
point  on  which  opinion  is  divided ;  but  the  Synod,  while  giving  no  judg- 
ment regarding  it,  deems  it  the  wisest  course  to  look  at  all  proposals  on 
their  merits,  and,  without  attempting  intricate  calculations  as  to  the 
future,  to  follow  the  leading  of  Providence  step  by  step  in  the  path  of 
immediate  duty.'

REPORT  ON  THE  STIPEND  AUGMENTATION  SCHEME 
BY  THE  HOME  COMMITTEE  OF  THE  BOARD  OF 
MISSIONS  AND  ITS  SUB-COMMITTEE  ON  STIPEND 
AUGMENTATION. 

1.  Constitution  of  the  Joint- Committee^  and  its  Mode  of  Operation, 

At  the  meeting  of  Synod  in  May  1873  it  was  agreed,  in  accordance  with 
the  recommendation  of  the  Home  Committee,  ^  That  the  members  who 
had  been  added  to  that  Committee  in  May  1872,  with  special  reference 
to  the  Augmentation  Scheme,  should  again  be  added  to  the  Home 
Committee  for  the  year  1873-74 ;  the  name  of  the  Rev.  D.  Williamson 
being  substituted  for  that  of  the  late  Dr.  Finlayson,  and  those  of  Messrs. 
David  Paton  and  John  Gilmour  for  those  of  Messrs.  Thomas  Young  and 
James  Boyd,  who  had  not  been  able  to  attend  the  meetings  regularly ; ' 
and  the  Synod  again  recommended  the  Augmentation  Scheme  ^  to  the 
attention,  sympathy,  and  liberality  of  the  congregations  on  its  roll, 
instructing  Presbyteries  to  co-operate  heartily  with  the  Committee  in 
their  endeavours  to  stimulate  the  liberality  of  the  Church  at  large,  and 
specially  of  its  more  wealthy  members  and  of  its  larger  and  stronger 
charges,  for  the  support  of  the  smaller  and  weaker  congregations;  but 
at  the  same  time  encouraging  the  aid-receiving  congregations  to  con- 
tribute willingly  and  faithfully  of  their  own  proper  good,  and  as  the 
Lord  hath  prospered  them,  towards  the  support  of  those  ministers  whom 
they  themselves  have  called  to  take  the  oversight  of  them  in  the  Lord, 
and  for  whose  maintenance  they  have  solemnly  pledged  themselves  to 
provide  according  to  their  severd  ability.  Farther,  the  Synod  expressed 
a  general  approval  of  the  resolutions  which  had  been  adopted  by  the 
Augmentation  Committee,  and  embodied  in  their  Report,  for  the  institu- 
tion of  congregational  organizations  for  the  collection  of  Augmentation 
contributions.' 

The  addition  thus  made  to  the  Home  Committee  of  the  Board  of 
Mission^  for  the  year  1873-74,  with  special  reference  to  the  Augmenta- 
tion Scheme,  included  the  following  ministers  and  members  of  the 
Church,  viz. : — ^Dr.  Alex.  MacEwen,  Rev.  Wm.  Wood,  Rev.  David 
Williamson,  Professor  Calderwood,  Sir  Peter  Coats,  Paisley;  and 
Messrs.  Thomas  Mitchell,  Greenfield,  Blairgowrie;  David  Pscton, 
Alloa;  David  M^Cowan,  Peter  Hamilton,  and  Wm.  Foote,  Glasgow; 
John  Gilmour,  Helensburgh  ;  Samuel  Stitt,  Birkenhead ;  J  ohn  Young, 
Berwick-upon-Tweed ;  and  James  Tait,  Moffat.    At  the  first  meeting 
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of  the  Home  Committee  after  the  Synod,  held  on  June  4th,  1873,  and 
consisting  of  the  above  members  specially  appointed  by  the  Synod,  as 
well  as  of  the  members  elected  by  Presbyteries  in  accordance  with  the 
ordinary  rules  of  the  Forms  of  Procedure,  it  was  agreed  that  fourteen 
other  members  of  the  Home  Committee  should  be  associated  with  the 
fourteen  selected  by  the  Synod,  as  the  Sub-Committee  on  Stipend  Aug- 
mentation ;  and  the  names  thus  added  were — Dr.  Edwards ;  the  Revs. 
William  France,  Robert  Rutherford,  James  Dunlop,  Alexander  Petti- 
grew,  and  J.  Mitchell  Hai-vey ;  Dr.  MacGill ;  and  Messrs.  David 
Anderson,  William  Walls,  John  M'Ewen,  James  Alexander,  R.  T. 
Middleton,  James  Morton,  and  J.  Ronton,  jun.,  Edinburgh.  Dr.  Scott, 
.  as  Home  Secretary,  was  also  ea  officio  a  member  of  this  Sub-Committee ; 
and  Mr.  James  Morton  was  continued  in  office  as  its  Chairman.  The 
arrangements  under  which  the  Home  Committee  and  Stipend  Augmen- 
tation  Sub-Committee  had  wrought  harmoniously  during  the  previous 
year  have  been  continued  during  the  year  1873-74  with  similar  results, 
— the  Home  Committee  reserving  to  itself  its  former  powers  of  dealing 
independently  in  the  administration  of  the  Augmentation  Fund  ;  while 
it  was  agreed  that  the  Sub-Committee  should  meet  as  often  as  might 
be  deemed  expedient,  for  the  consideration  of  such  matters  connected 
with  Stipend  Augmentation  as  might  be  remitted  to  it  by  the  Home 
Committee,  or  by  the  Home'  Secretary  at  his  own  discretioh  in  the 
intervals  between  the  meetings  of  the  Home  Committee ;  should  report 
Its  procedure  from  time  to  time  to  the  Home  Committee,  which  should 
consider  and  decide  conceruing  such  grants  of  money  as  might  be  re- 
commended by  this  Sub-Committee;  should  have  full  authority  to 
appoint  deputations  to  Presbyteries  and  congregations,  to  sub-commit  any 
matters  which  might  come  under  its  consideration,  and  to  originate  and 
caiTy  into  effect  such  measures  as  might  be  deemed  requisite  for  the 
institution  of  efficient  organizations  throughout  the  Church  for  the 
support  of  the  Augmentation  Fund. 

Under  these  arrangements  the  Sub-Committee  on  Stipend  Augmenta- 
tion has  met  eight  times  during  the  past  year,  and  the  Home  Committee 
has  held  thirteen  meetings  at  which  matters  pertaining  to  the  administra- 
tion of  the  Augmentation  Fund  have  been  considered ;  besides  numerous 
meetings  of  Sub-Committees,  to  which  important  or  difficult  details  of 
that  administration  had  been  specially  referred.  Much  earnest  atten- 
tion has  thus  been  given  to  the  varied  and  sometimes  complicated 
business  connected  with  the  working  of  the  Augmentation  Scheme ;  and 
although  it  cannot  be  presumed  that  all  the  details  of  that  business  have 
been  conducted  and  settled  in  a  manner  entirely  satisfactory  to  all  the 
paities  concerned,  it  is  confidently  hoped  that  the  administration  of  the 
Scheme,  and  the  distribution  of  the  Fund  by  which  it  is  sustained,  have 
been  generally  satisfactory  to  the  Synod  and  the  Church,  and  have  on 
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the  whole  conduced  to  the  stability  and  advantage  of  the  Augmentation 
Scheme,  and  to  the  increased  comfort  and  usefulness  of  those  ministers 
and  congregations  for  whose  benefit  the  Scheme  was  instituted  and  ought 
to  be  sustained  and  administered* 

The  present  Report  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Home  Committee,  and 
of  the  Sub-Committee  on  Stipend  AugmentatioUi  at  the  meetings  alluded 
to  above,  may  be  arranged  under  the  following  heads: — ^The  means 
adopted  for  promoting  the  efficiency  of  congregational  organizations  in 
support  of  the  Augmentation  Fund ;  the  means  employed  for  encourag-' 
ing  and  stimulating  the  liberality  of  supplemented  congregations,  and 
for  raising  them  nearer  to  the  position  of  self-support ;  the  procedure 
affecting  the  distribution  of  the  Augmentation  Fund ;  the  presen);  posi^ 
tion  and  prospects  of  the  Augmentation  Scheme ;  the  consideration  of 
matters  remitted  to  the  Committee  by  the  Synod;  and  proposals  for  the 
extension  of  the  Scheme  through  the  increase  of  the  minimum  stipend  of 
the  Church  to  £200  per  annum. 


2.  The  Means  adopted  for  promoting  the  efficiency  of  Congregational 
(h'ganizations  in  Support  of  the  Augmentation  Fund. 

The  Report  on  Stipend  Augmentation  presented  to  the  Synod  in  May 
1873  included  a  series  of  resolutions  concerning  the  institution  of  congre- 
gational organization,  especially  in  the  larger  and  stronger  congregations 
on  the  Synod  roll,  with  the  view  of  widening  the  basis  on  which  the 
Augmentation  Scheme  depends  for  its  support,  and  of  increasing  the 
income  of  the  Augmentation  Fund.  Of  these  resolutions  the  Synod  in 
May  last  expressed  a  general  approval ;  and  the  Home  Committee,  at  its 
meeting  in  October  1873,  having  carefully  revised  them,  and  made  such 
alterations  and  amendments  as  altered  circumstances  seemed  to  require, 
agreed  that  they  should  again  be  printed  and  distributed  throughout  the 
Church ;  while,  in  order  that  they  might  as  fully  as  possible  be  carried 
into  practical  operation,  the  Committee  continued  the  arrangement  by 
which  the  whole  Church  had  been  divided  into  five  sections  for  Au^ 
mentation  purposes,  and  each  of  these  sections  had  been  placed  under 
the  care  of  a  special  section  of  the  Home  Committee.  A  copy  of  these 
resolutions,  as  amended,  is  inserted  here : —  * 

1.  That  every  congregation  on  the  Synod^s  roll  should  be  expected  and 
requested  to  contribute  in  support  of  the  Augmentation  Scheme. 

2.  That  every  coogregation  which  is  self-supporting  shall,  in  accordance 
with  the  Synod's  resolutions,  *  instructing  congregations  to  provide  organizations 
for  collecting  subscriptions  specially  for  Augmentation  purposes,'  be  *  earnestly 
recommended  to  appoint  a  special  committee  to  take  charge  of  the  work  of 
raising  contributions  for  Augmentation.' 
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3.  That  every  congregation  which  receives  supplement  shall  be  expected  to 
contribute  either  by  subscriptions  or  annual  collections  ;  and  that,  if  there  be 
no  subscriptions  taken  up,  the  collection  be  made  in  each  year  not  later  than 
the  month  of  November. 

4.  That  after  the  year  1872,  the  Session,  Managers,  and  Missionary  Asso- 
ciation of  each  self-supporting  congregation  shall  take  steps  for  the  appointment 
of  an  Augmentation  Committee,  consisting  of  not  less  than  six  members,  of 
whom  one  shall  be  nominated  as  convener,  early  in  the  month  of  January ; 
provided  that,  by  congregational  meeting  or  otherwise,  this  Committee  has  not 
been  previously  appointed. 

5.  That  this  Augmentation  Committee  shall  arrange  for  taking  up  subscrip- 
Uons  in  the  congregation  for  the  support  of  the  Augmentation  Scheme  at  stated 
intervals,  monthly,  quarterly,  or  as  frequently  as  possible. 

6.  That  books  for  the  entry  of  these  subscriptions  shall  be  provided,  and 
forwarded  by  the  Home  Secretary  on  application ;  for  which  purpose  the  name 
of  the  Convener  of  the  Augmentation  Committee  in  each  congregation  shall  be 
sent  to  him  as  soon  as  the  appointment  is  made. 

7.  That  a  copy  of  these  resolutions  shall  be  forwarded  to  the  Minister,  the 
Session-Clerk,  the  Preses  of  the  Managers,  and  the  Secretary  of  the  Missionary 
Association  of  each  of  these  self-supporting  congregations,  with  the  request 
that  immediate  attention  may  be  given  to  them,  with  a  view  to  the  efficient 
organization  of  their  respective  congregations. 

8.  That  each  of  these  congregations  be  requested  to  receive  a  deputation 
from  the  Stipend  Augmentation  Committee  of  the  Home  Mission  Board,  for  the 
explanation  and  enforcement  of  the  claims  of  the  Augpientation  Fund  on  their 
support. 

9.  That,  as  far  as  possible,  each  deputation  shall  consist  of  at  least  two 
members,  one  of  whom  shall  be  a  minister ;  that,  when  it  can  be  so  arranged, 
the  ministerial  member  of  the  deputation  shall  preach  to  the  congregation 
visited  on  the  Sabbath,  and  shall  thus  have  the  opportunity  of  publicly  enforc- 
ing the  duty  of  the  strong  to  help  the  weak,  and  to  fulfil  that  law  of  Christ 
which  requires  His  followers  to  bear  one  another's  burdens ;  and  that  on  the 
following  Monday,  or  other  convenient  day,  the  deputation  shall  hold  a  joint 
meeting  of  the  Session,  Managers,  and  Missionary  Association,  and  shall,  if 
possible,  meet  also  with  the  congregation,  for  the  lurther  explanation  and 
enforcement  of  the  claims  of  the  Augmentation  Fund.  Should  a  'Stipend 
Augmentation  Comihittee  not  have  been  appointed  in  any  congregation  previous 
to  the  visit  of  the  deputation,  they  may  avail  themselves  of  the  occasion  for  the 
purpose  of  securing  the  appointment  of  such  Committee.  In  places  where  there 
are  several  congregations,  it  may  be  expedient  to  combine  these  for  the  purpose 
of  visitation. 

10.  That  the  Convener  of  each  Congregational  Stipend  Augmentation 
Committee  shall  report  to  the  Home  Secretary,  on  the  1st  April,  1st  July,  1st 
October,  and  Ist  January  in  each  year,  the  amount  subscribed  for  Augmenta- 
tion purposes  at  these  dates;  and  that  the  Home  Secretary  shall  remind 
conveners  of  this  duty  by  circtdar,  and  shall  preserve  a  quarterly  record  of  the 
results. 

11.  That  for  the  purpose  of  the  visitation  of  congregations,  the  Augmenta- 
tion Committee,  with  the  addition  of  the  names  recommended  in  the  Beport  to 
the  Synod,  shall  be  divided  into  five  sections  ;  that  in  like  manner  the  Presby- 
teries of  the  Church  shall  be  divided  into  five  Sections,  to  be  called  respectively 
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the  East,  West,  North,  South,  ^nd  English  Sections ;  that  each  section  of  the 
Committee  shall  have  a  section  of  Presbyteries  under  its  charge,  and  a  conyener, 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  make  the  necessary  arrangements  for  the  visitation  oi 
the  congregations  in  his  sectioi;!  by  the  corresponding  section  of  the  Committee; 
and  that  each  Sectional  Committee  shall  have  power  to  seek  aid  from  other 
members  of  the  Church,  and  thus  to  add  to  their  number  for  visitation 
purposes. 

12.  That  while  each  section  of  the  Augmentation  Committee  shall  have  the 
responsibility  of  working  effectively  its  own  section  of  the  Church,  members  of 
one  section  may  assist  those  of  other  sections  as  occasion  requires,  and  as  they 
have  opportunity. 

18.  That  the  sections  of  the  Church  and  of  the  Committee  shall  be  arranged 
as  follows : —

14.  That  communication  shall  be  opened  with  Presbyteries  explaining  these 
arrangements,  and  asking  their  concurrence  and  co-operation. 

15.  That  these  resolutions  shall  be  inserted  in  an  early  number  of  the 
Missionary  Record,  and  that  information  concerning  the  working  and  progress 
of  the  Augmentation  Scheme  shall  be  given  to  the  Church  at  stated  intervals, 
by  the  Chairman  and  Secretary  of  the  Committee. 

These  resolutions  have  special  reference  to  a  kind  of  organization 
which  it  may  not  be  possible  fully  to  institute  in  many  of  the  smaller 
and  weaker  congregations  of  the  denomination.  The  Committee  have 
therefore  directed  their  attention  more  immediately  to  the  class  of  con- 
gregations in  which  the  stipend  paid  is  above  £200  per  annum ;  and 
althoagh  even  in  that  class  there  are  many  congregations  in  which  no 
special  organization  for  the  collection  of  contributions  for  the  Augmen- 
tation Fund  has  yet  been  instituted,  there  are  others  in  which  the  new 
organization  has  been  promptly  and  vigorously  brought  into  operation, 
and  in  which,  as  the  natural  and  expected  result,  the  amount  of  the 
subscriptions  and  contributions  for  the  support  of  the  Augmentation 
Fund  has  been  considerably  enlarged.  The  Committee  are  earnestly 
desirous  that  these  contributions  for  the  Augmentation  Fund  should 
be  collected  monthly,  quarterly,  or  at  such  other  stated  interval  as  may

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be  found  most  expedient  in  the  circumstances  of  each  congregation, 
instead  of  being  taken  up  only  once  a  year,  as  has  been  the  prevailing 
custom  in  many  places.  With  this  view,  deputations  from  the  Committee 
have  visited  sessions  and  managers,  or  congregations  collectively,  to 
explain  the  nature  of  the  proposed  organization,  and  to  recommend  its 
adoption ;  and  members  of  .these  deputations  have  occupied  the  pulpits 
of  several  congregations  on  the  Lord's  day,  and  have  delivered  dis- 
courses illustrative  of  the  duty  and  the  privilege  of  obeying  that  law  of 
Christ  which  enjoins  that  the  strong  shall  help  the  weak,  and  of  mani- 
festing the  power  and  influence  of  that  spirit  of  love  and  mataal 
sympathy  by  which  the  Church  should  be  joined  together  as  a  compact 
and  united  whole,  in  the  earnest  endeavour  to  provide  for  the  adequate, 
support  and  maintenance  of  those  who,  within  its  pale,  have  been  set 
apart  to  the  office  and  work  of  the  Christian  ministry,  and  who  are 
honestly  and  diligently  employing  the  talents  with  which  they  have  been 
put  in  trust  in  the  cultivation  of  that  portion  of  the  vineyard  of  the 
Church  which  has  been  committed  to  their  charge  by  the  Lord  of  the 
vineyard.  The  Committee  regret  that  this  visitation  of  congregations 
by  effective  deputations  for  the  illustration  and  enforcement  of  the  prin- 
ciples of  the  Augmentation  Scheme,  and  for  evoking  greater  sympathy  and 
liberality  on  its  behalf,  has  not  been  more  extensively  carried  out  during 
the  past  year;  but  they  have  reason  to  believe  that  the  deputations 
which  have  been  sent  to  congregations  have  been  cordially  received  and 
welcomed,  and  that  the  fruit  of  their  labours  has  been  apparent  in  the 
increased  interest  of  congregations  in  the  operations  of  the  Augmenta- 
tion Scheme,  and  in  an  enlarged  measure  of  contribution  for  its 
support. 

The  procedure  of  the  Committee  in  reference  to  that  class  of  self- 
supporting  congregations  in  which  the  stipend  is  above  £157,  10s.  but 
under  £200  per  annum,  with  the  view  of  inducing  them  to  make  progress 
towards  a  stipend  of  at  least  £200,  will  be  noticed  under  a  subsequent 
head  in  this  Report.  But  on  all  congregations  in  which  the  stipend  is 
under  £200  per  annum,  the  Committee  have  desired  to  impress  the 
conviction  that  at  4east  one  collection  in  each  year  should  be  made  on 
behalf  of  the  Augmentation  Fund,  and  that  the  claims  of  that  Fund 
ishould  be  faithfully  and  favourably  i*emembered  in  the  annual  allocation 
of  the  funds  collected  for  general  Missionary  purposes.  Especially  are 
the  Committee  desirous  to  show  to  the  more  wealthy  members  of  such 
associations,  that  they  may  not  have  done  all  that  Christ  and  the  Church 
require  from  them  when  they  have  made  a  cheerful  and  liberal  contri- 
bution for  the  support  of  the  ministers  of  their  own  respective  congrega- 
tions ;  but  that  they  may  have  a  further  duty  to  perform  in  reference 
to  the  ministry  of  the  denomination  in  general,  which  demands  fiiom  them 
the  cultivation. of  an  enlarged  Christian  charity,  and  the  exercise  of  an 
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^^pansive  Christian  liberality  for  the  mere  adequate  support  of  the 
Augmentation  Scheme* 

With  the  view  of  furtliering  the  interests  of  the  supplemented  congre- 
gations, and  of  more  fully  attaining  the  results  alluded  to  above,  the 
Committee  have  encouraged  the  publication  in  the  Missionary  Record  of 
information  concerning  the  state  and  progress  of  the  Augmentation 
Fund,  and  in  regard  to  its  claims  on  the  support  of  the  Church  at  large. 
They  have  to  acknowledge,  in  addition  to  the  information  thus  supplied 
from  time  to  time  by  the  Home  Secretary,  the  service  rendered  in  this 
department  by  Mr.  Wm«  Foote,  in  the  article  contributed  by  him, '  On 
some  Objections  to  the  Augmentation  of  Stipends  Scheme/  and  also  by 
Professor  Calderwood,  in  the  ^Appeal  in  behalf  of  the  Fund  for  the  Aug* 
mentation  of  Stipends/  which  was  not  only  printed  in  the  Reeordy  but  also 
issued  in  a  separate  form,  and  widely  distributed  in  several  congregations. 
They  are  hopeful  that  by  the  continued  circulation  of  information  con- 
cerning the  nature  and  operation  of  the  Augmentation  Scheme,  it  may 
increasingly  obtain  the  sympathy  and  support  of  the  members  and 
friends  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church,  and  so  be  established  on 
that. wide  basis  of  general  approval  and  contribution  without  which  it 
cannot  be  stable  and  permanent,  and  apart  from  which  it  can  be  main- 
tained only  with  difficulty,  and  by  efforts  which  are  spasmodic  in  their 
character,  uncertain  in  tiieir  results,  and  wholly  unlike  the  quiet  and 
effective  operation  of  a  wide,  powerful,  i^ud  successful  organization. 

3.  TTie  means  employed  for  encouraging  and  stimulating  the  Liberality  of 
Supplemented  Congregations^  and  for  raising  them  nearer  to  the  posi- 
tion of  Self-supports 

It  has  always  been  acknowledged  that  it  would  be  a  fatal  objection 
to  the  Augmentation  Scheme,  if  it  could  be  shown  that  its  direct  tendency 
and  necessary  result  were  to  weaken  and  gradually  destroy  the  independ- 
ence and  self-reliance  of  the  congregations  receiving  aid.  The  design 
of  the  Scheme  was  not  to  relieve  the  members  of  the  smaller  congrega- 
tions from  the  duty  of  providing,  according  to  the  measure  of  their 
ability,  for  the  support  of  gospel  ordinances  and  of  the  Christian 
ministry,  but  rather,  by  seasonable  and  effective  aid,  in  so  far  as  the 
effort  was  too  great  for  their  own  strength  and  resources,  to  evoke  their 
own  liberality,  and  to  encourage  them  to  perform  with  cheerfulness 
their  own  proper  part  for  the  fulfilment  of  common  obligations ;  and  as 
this  was  the  design  of  the  Scheme  for  the  Augmentation  of  the  Smaller 
Stipends  of  the  Church,  so  it  has  also,  as  a  general  rule,  been  its  happy 
effect.  There  has  been  no  marked  diminution  in  the  rate  of  contribu- 
tion in  the  aid-receiving  congregations  since  the  supplemental  grants 
began  to  be  distributed;   nor  has  there  been,  except,  it  may  be,  in 
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some  rare  and  exceptional  instances,  any  indication  of  a  desire  on  the  part 
either  of  the  ministers  or  of  the  members  of  supplemented  congregations 
to  abase  the  generosity  of  the  Church  at  large,  by  turning  it  into  an 
txrcasion  for  relaxing  personal  effort,  or  for  withholding  more  than  was 
meet  from  individual  offerings  and  collective  contributions.  On  the 
contrary, the  average  rate  of  contributions  per  member  in  the  aid-receiving 
<»ongregation8  is  more  tlian  equal  to  that  of  members  in  self-supporting 
charges,  or  in  the  Church  at  large ;  and,  instead  of  diminishing,  it  has 
of  late  years  steadily  increased.  Their  growing  liberality  of  contribu- 
tion for  the  support  of  the  ministers  whom  they  have  chosen  as  their 
pastors,  and  of  the  ordinances  of  the  gospel  which  these  pastors  dispense^ 
thus  supplies  a  most  effective  argument  in  favour  of  the  Scheme  of 
Stipend  Augmentation.  It  may  be  confidently  said,  in  asking  contribu- 
tions for  that  Scheme,  that  *  they  are  worthy  for  whom '  their  more 
favoured  brethren  '  should  do  this ; '  and  if  any  exceptional  case  should 
be  pointed  out  in  which  either  a  supplemented  minister  or  his  congre- 
gation had  failed  in  the  discharge  of  their  proper  work,  or  in  the  exercise 
of  a  befitting  Christian  charity,  it  would  still  remain  indisputably  true; 
that  in  many  similar  congregations  the  people  were  ^  willing  of  them- 
selves '  to  contribute  *  to  their  power,'  and  even  *  beyond  their  power/ 
^  their  deep  poverty  having  abounded  to  the  riches  of  their  liberality ; '  so 
that,  through  the  ^  grace  bestowed  on  them,'  they  have,  in  their  cheerful 
and  devoted  efforts  and  contributions  for  the  support  of  gospel  ordi- 
nances, become  examples  to  the  churclies  around  them,  and  patterns  of 
self-sacrificing  liberality  to  congregations  whose  numbers  and  resources 
are  greater  than  their  own. 

As  one  means  of  sustaining  this  spirit  of  liberality  where  it  already 
exists,  and  of  calling  it  more  fully  into  exercise  where  it  may  be  sup- 
posed to  be  deficient  in  influence  and  manifestation,  the  Committee,  on 
the  suggestion  of  the  Rev,  Robert  Rutherford  of  Newlands,  have 
inserted  in  the  Missionary  Hecord  for  April  1874,  an  address  on  greater 
liberality  of  contributions  for  the  support  of  the  gospel  ministry,  and  on 
behalf  of  the  Augmentation  Scheme;  which,  while  addressed  to  the 
whole  membership  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church,  witli  the  view 
of  encouraging  greater  emulation  in  love  and  in  good  works,  has  special 
reference  to  the  spirit  in  which  the  members  of  supplemented  congre- 
gations should  endeavour  to  bear  their  own  burden  of  willing  contribu- 
tion for  the  support  of  their  own  ministers,  and  should  thus  make  it 
more  manifestly  the  duty  of  their  brethren  in  larger  congregations  to 
make  up  to  them  that  which  their  own  unaided  efforts  cannot  provide, 
for  the  adequate  support  of  the  Christian  ministry,  and  furnish  more 
powerful  motives  and  reasons  why  the  strong  should  help  the  weak,  and 
why  the  entire  body  of  church  members  should,  in  regard  to  the  Stipend 
Augmentation  Scheme,  ^  bear  one  another^s  burdens,  and  so  fulfil  the  law 
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of  Christ.*  About  62,000  copies  of  this  appeal,  in  a  separate  form,  have 
also  been  sent  to  the  ministers  of  the  Cliurch  for  distribution  in  their 
respective  congregations ;  and  the  Committee  liope  that  the  result  may 
become  apparent  in  a  general  increase  of  contributions  over  the  entire 
Church,  and  especially  in  the  supplemented  congregations,  for  the  main-' 
tenance  of  the  ordinances  of  the  gospel,  and  for  the  better  support  of 
those  who  in  the  administration  of  these  ordinances  are  called  to  labour 
in  the  word  and  doctrine. 


4.  Procedure  affecting  the  Distribution  o/  the  Augmentation  Fund. 

The  Committee  have  been  earnestly  desirous  that  the  payments  for 
supplement  of  stipend  should  be  fully  and  punctually  made  at  the 
oommencement  of  each  half-year,  on  the  1st  April  and  1st  October ;  and 
they  have  pleasure  in  recording  their  belief  that  the  number  of  excep* 
tional  cases,  in  which  that  desire  could  not  be  realized,  has  been  less 
during  the  past  year  than  in  any  former  year  since  the  institution  of 
the  scheme.  It  was  again  necessary,  in  consequence  of  the  insufficient 
amount  of  the  balance  in  the  hands-  of  the  Synod's  Treasurer  at  1st 
October  ISTS^  to  borrow  a  considerable  sum  from  the  other  funds  of  the 
Church,  in  order  to  provide  for  the  payment  of  the  supplemental  grants 
which  became  due  at  that  date,  and  which  amounted  in  the  aggregate 
to  about  £4300 ;  but  this  loan  was  fully  repaid  before  the  close  of  the 
year,  and  the  balance  in  favour  of  the  Fund  at  31st  December  last  was 
raised  about  £1460  above  the  amount  of  the  balance  at  the  close  of  the 
preceding  year.  The  number  of  congregations  with  which  the  arrange- 
ments concerning  stipend  and  supplement  terminated  at  31st  March 
1874  was  considerably  less  than  in  the  previous  year,  as  new  arrange* 
ments  for  the  three  years  ending  at  31st  March  1876  had  been  made 
with  a  veiy  large  majority  of  the  supplemented  charges  during  the  half- 
year  ending  on  30th  September  1873.  In  the  cases  in  which  new 
arrangements  were  requisite  for  the  period  commencing  on  1st  April  last, 
the  same  mode  of  procedure  has  been  followed  as  in  previous  years.  In 
order  to  allow  sufficient  time  for  the  examination  of  the  statistical  returns 
from  these  congregations  for  the  year  1873,  and  for  the  needful  corre- 
spondence with  Presbyteries  and  congregations,  the  Committee  have 
arranged  that,  along  with  the  half-yearly  supplemental  grants  to  the 
congregations  with  which  existing  arrangements  had  not  terminated, 
there  should  be  paid  to  nearly  all  the  congregations  with  which  new 
arrangements  have  to  be  negotiated  and  completed,  a  sum  equal  to  half 
of  the  supplemental  grant  for  the  previous  year,  with  the  distinct 
intimation  that  this  payment  was  made  on  account  of  the  year  1874-75, 
and  that  it  did  not  in  any  way  determine  the  total  amount  of  supple- 
ment  to  be  paid  to  any  congregation  for  that  year,  nor  limit  the  power 
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of  the  Committee,  acting  in  concert  with  the  Presbytery  of  the  bounds, 
to  propose  a  new  arrangement  by  which  the  supplemental  grant  might  be 
adjusted  to  any  alteration  in  the  position  of  the  congregation,  which 
might  have  taken  place  during  the  term  of  the  preceding  agreement 
between  the  Augmentation  Committee  and-  the  congregation.  A  very 
few  exceptional  cases  remained  in  which,  in  consequence  of  special 
presbyterial  action  or  other  circumstances,  no  remittance  was  made  in 
the  beginning  of  April  for  the  half-year  now  current ;  but  even  of  this 
limited  number  of  special  cases,  some  have  now  been  satisfactorily 
arranged,  and  the  remainder  are  under  consideration  by  the  Committee 
and  the  respective  Presbyteries  to  which  the  congregations  belong.  The 
payments  thus  made  on  account  of  supplement  of  stipend  on  1st  April 
1874  amounted  to  about  £4800 ;  and,  after  providing  for  these  pay- 
ments, a  balance  of  £2300  remained  at  the  credit  of  the  Augmentation 
Fund,  to  meet  the  expenditure  of  the  next  six  months  and  the  supple- 
mental grants  which  will  become  due  on  the  1st  October  1874.  This 
balance  is  much  larger  than  the  corresponding  balance  at  1st  April 
1873 ;  and  the  amount  to  be  borrowed  from  other  funds  to  meet  the 
payments  in  October  next  will  be  proportionately  reduced.  Yet  the 
necessity  for  borrowing  may  not  be  wholly  obviated;  and  there  is  con- 
sequently continued  need  for  increasing  effort  and  liberality,  in  order 
that  the  ordinary  income  for  the  year  1874  may  so  far  exceed  the 
expenditure  as  to  increase  the  balance  in  favour  of  the  Fund  at  the  end 
of  the  year  to  at  least  £7000,  which  is  the  smallest  working  balance  with 
which  the  Augmentation  Scheme,  on  its  present  scale,  can  be  carried  out 
from  year  to  year,  without  the  discomfort  of  borrowing  from  other 
funds  to  meet  a  deficiency  in  the  Augmentation  Fund  in  the  month  of 
October. 

As  soon  as  possible  after  the  meeting  of  Synod,  the  cases  of  the  con- 
gregations with  which  new  arrangements  for  supplement  have  to  be 
made  for  the  period  commencing  on  1st  April  1874,  will  be  considered 
by  the  Committee,  and  reported  to  their  respective  Presbyteries ;  and  it 
is  hoped  that  in  nearly  every  such  case,  the  new  arrangement  requisite 
may  be  satisfactorily  completed  before  or  at  the  meeting  of  the  Committee 
in  the  month  of  September  next,  so  that  the  balance  of  supplement  for 
the  year  1874^75  may  be  punctually  remitted  by  the  Synod's  Treasurer 
on  the  1st  October  1874. 


5.  The  present  position  and  prospects  of  the  Augmentation  Scheme. 

The  Committee  had  pleasure  last  year  in  reporting  that,  as  the  result 
of  the  increased  attention  which  had  been  directed  to  the  Augmentation 
Scheme,  and  of  the  efforts  put  forth  to  secure  the  more  efficient  support 
of  that  Scheine,  it  bad  been  raised  to  a  position  more  favourable  than 
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that  of  former  years,  and  affording  encoaragement  to  hope  that  the 
Heport  for  next  year  might  be  still  more  favourable*  and  satisfactory. 
They  have  now  the  satisfaction  of  reporting,  that  the  hope  thus  expressed 
in  their  last  Report  has  been  largely  justified  by  the  progress  of  the 
I'und  during  the  year  1873-74.  The  income  and  expenditure  under 
the  Augmentation  Scheme  for  the  year  1873  are  exhibited  as  follows  in 
the  Accounts  of  the  Synod's  Treasurer  as  published  in  the  Missionary 
Record  of  April  1874  :—

It  thus  appears  that  the  ordinary  income  of  the  Augmentation  Fund 
for  the  year  1873  has  exceeded  the  income  for  1872  by  £37^  6s.  5d., 
and  for  1871  by  £1184,  lis.  4d. ;  while  it  has  exceeded  the  income  for 
1870  by  £2784,  17s.  id. ;  thus  iifdicating  continuous  increase  of  con- 
tribution for  the  support  of  the  Scheme  during  the  last  three  years. 
It  also  appears  that  the  ordinary  income  for  the  year  1873  has  exceeded 
the  expenditure  for  the  year  by  £807^  Os.  9d. ;  and  that,  by  the  trans- 
ference of  one-tenth  of  the  late  Mr.  Alexander  Paton's  bequest,  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  his  trust,  from  the  Re^rve  to  the 
Ordinary  Fund,  the  balance  in  favour  of  the  Augmentation  Fund  at 
the  close  of  the  year  1873  exceeds  the  amount  of  that  balance  at  the 
1st  January  1872  by  £2559,  7s.  3d.,  and  at  1st  January  1873  by 
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£1463,  5s.  9ct.  This  result — although  the  balance  in  the  hands  of  the 
Synod's  Treasurer  is  still  about  £1300  tinder  the  sum  of  £7000, 
ivhich,  as  stated  above,  is  the  least  working  balance  at  the  clone  of 
the  year  which  is  consistent  with  the  efficient  and  comfortable  operation 
of  the  Scheme — shows  most  encouraging  progress,  and  should  stimulate 
continued  effort  in  order  to  secure  that,  apart  from  the  proposed  exten- 
sion of  the  Scheme  through  the  increase  of  the  minimum  stipend  toioards^ 
if  not  as  yet  to,  £200  per  annum,  the  needful  balance  of  £7000  may 
remain  at  the  next  annual  statement  of  the  Accounts. 

The  working  of  the  Fund  during  the  first  quarter  of  the  year  may 
be  exhibited  thus : —

In  the  Treasurer's  Accounts  for  the  past  year  the  contributions 
received  have  been  arranged  under  the  four  following  heads : — Foreign 
Missions,  Augumentation  Fund,  Evangelistic  Fund,  and  General 
Missions.  In  the  last  of  these  columns  all  contributions  have  been 
included  which  were  forwarded  to  the  Treasurer  without  intimation  of 
their  allocation  by  the  donors  to  any  department  of  Mission  wor^  ;  and 
the  amount  of  such  contributions  from  congregational  sources  has  been 
£6736,  2s.  lOd.  ;  and  from  all  sources,  including  legacies,  individual 
donations,  etc.,  £8420,  17s.  8d.  The  proportion  of  this  sum  transferred 
to  the  Augmentation  Branch  of  the  Home  Mission  Fund  has  been  one- 
fourth  of  the  whole  amount,  or  £2105,  4s.  5d.  This  is  a  smaller  sum  than 
has  in  former  years  been  derived  from  Home  Mission  contributions  for 
the  various  purposes  which  have  been  included  under  the  Augmentation 
Fund,  and  there  is  reason  to  believe  that,  as  congregations  are  encou- 
raged, in  sending  remittances  to  the  Synod's  Treasurer,  to  intimate  the 
manner  in  which  their  contributions  should  be  allocated,  the  amount 
of  general  or  unappropriated  contributions  for  Missions  will  in  future, 
be  still  further  diminished.  The  Home  Committee  of  tlie  Board  of 
Missions  and  the  Sub-Committee  on  Stipend  Augmentation  are  therefore 
now  prepared  to  suggest  to  the  Synod  that,  as  a  further  step  towards 
that  separation  of  the  Augmentation  Fund  from  the  Home  Mission 
Fund  which  some  have  long  desired,  congregations  and  individuals 
should  be  more  distinctly  recommended  themselves  to  make  the  allocation 
of  their  contributions  between  the  Foreign  Mission,  Augmentation, .and 
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Evangelistic  Funds,  so  that  the  unappropriated  portion,  to  be  placed 
under  the  head  of  General  Missions,  may  be  reduced  to  a  minimum. 
Subscribers  to  the  various  Funds  of  the  Church  will  thus  be  able  to 
direct  their  contributions  into  the  special  channel  in  which  they  wish 
their  liberality  to  flow ;  and  every  occasion  for  difficulty  and  doubt  in 
reference  to  the  right  appropriation  of  the  funds  contributed  will  be 
taken  away. 

6.  Consideration  of  matters  remitted  to  the  Committee  by  the  Synod. 

In  connection  with  the  reception  of  the  Report  on  Stipend  Augmen- 
tation which  was  presented  to  the  Synod  in  May  last,  and  during  the 
discussion  of  the  matters  referred  to  in  that  Report,  the  Synod  took  up 
an  overture  from  the  Presbytery  of  Hamilton  in  reference  to  a  different 
mode  of  managing  the  Augmentation  Scheme ;  and  after  hearing  the 
representatives  of  the  Presbytery  in  support  of  their  views,  the  Synod 
agreed  to  remit  the  overture  to  the  Home  Committee  for  consideration, 
providing  that  the  Hamilton  Presbytery  should  appear  and  be  heard  by 
representatives  at  the  meeting  of  the  Home  Committee  when  this  subject 
should  be  before  them/  The  overture  thus  remitted  to  the  Home 
Committee  for  consideration  was  laid  before  the  Sub-Committee  on 
Stipend  Augmentation,  at  a  meeting  held  on  the  27th  August  1873;  and 
a  special  meeting  of  the  Home  Committee  was  held  on  the  10th  Sep- 
tember for  the  consideration  of  the  same,  at  which  the  Rev.  Messrs. 
Paterson,  Donaldson,  and  Thomson  appeared  as  representatives  of  the 
Presbytery,  and  were  fully  heard  in  support  of  the  proposals  of  the 
overture.  These  proposals  were  subsequently  brought  before  the 
Stipend  Augmentation  Committee  for  further  consideration,  at  meetings 
held  on  the  29th  September  and  22d  October ;  and  on  the  5th  November 
the  Home  Committee,  having  heard  the  Report  of  the  Sub- Committee 
on  Augmentation,  and  having  earnestly  deliberated  on  the  whole  matter, 
agreed  to  report  their  decision  concerning  the  several  proposals  of  the 
overture  from  the  Presbytery  of  Hamilton  as  follows ;  the  propositions 
of  the  overture  being  printed,  for  facility  of  reference,  along  with  the 
Committee's  findings  regarding  them  : — 

It  was  overtured  by  the  Presbytery  of  Hamilton,  that  the  Synod  of  the 
United  Presbyterian  Church,  at  its  meeting  in  Edinburgh  in  May  1873,  should 
enact  as  follows : — 

1.  That  measures  be  forthwith  taken  to  put  an  end  to  the  state  of  matters 
said  to  exist  in  not  a  few  of  our  congregations,  and  described  in  our  Missionarj/ 
Record  for  November  last  in  these  words : — *  The  missionary  is  supported  at 
the  expense  of  the  minister,  the  contribution  to  the  Mission  Fund  comes  out  of 
the  stipend,  and  an  apparent  generosity  involves  a  violation  of  justice.' 

Finding  of  the  Home   CommAtee.-^That  the  first  proposition  states 
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positively  what  is  only  stated  hypothetically  in  the  Record^  and  refers  to  an 
evil  which,  if  it  exist  at  all,  is  only  partial ;  but  that  if  any  such  cases 
are  found  to  exist,  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Presbytery  of  the  bounds  to 
inquire  into  the  same. 

2.  That,  as  one  means  of  lessening  the  temptation  to  contribute  for  Missions 
at  the  expense  of  the  minister,  the  Synod  Treasurer,  when  he  publishes  his 
annual  statement  of  the  amount  braised  by  the  different  congregations  in  a 
Presbytery,  be  required  to  append  (within  brackets)  a  line  showing  the  amount 
which  that  Presbytery  drew  from  the  Augmentation  or  Mission  Funds. 

Finding  of  the  Home  Committee. — ^That  there  is,  in  the  opinion  of  the 
Committee,  no  advantage  to  be  gained  from  the  adoption  of  the  second 
•  proposal  of  the  Presbytery;  but  they  recommend  that  the  Synod's 
Treasurer  shall  print  in  two  additional  columns,  in  the  April  Record,  the 
amounts  paid  to  each  congregation  from  the  Synod's  Funds  for  Augmen- 
tation and  for  Evangelistic  purposes. 

3.  That  the  arrangement  proposed'  by  the  Mission  Board,  and  agreed  to  at 
last  Synod,  regarding  congregations  with  a  membership  of  200,  be  re-enacted 
in  this  more  stringent  form  : — '  That  no  congregation  in  any  part  of  the  country, 
having  200  members  or  upwards,  shall  receive  any  supplement  till  the  case  be 
submitted  to  the  decision  of  the  Synod  itself.* 

Finding  of  the  Home  Committee. — ^That  the  Committee  think  the  rale 
as  it  at  present  stands  is  sufficient,  and  better  than  the  third  proposition  of 
the  Presbytery ;  said  rule  being  as  follows : — 

'  That  in  the  case  of  congregations  with  more  than  200  members,  and 
yet  not  self-supporting,  the  Home  Committee  must  be  satisfied,  after  full 
inquiry  and  correspondence  with  Presbyteries,  that  sufficient  reasons  exist 
for  retaining  such  congregations  on  the  Supplemental  List* — {Synod 
Minutes  for  1872,  p.  424.) 

4.  That,  as  no  vacant  congregation  that  cannot  raise  £70  for  stipend  is  now 
entitled  to  a  moderation  without  the  express  sanction  of  the  Synod,  the  Mission 
Board  be  instructed  to  announce  to  all  congregations  raising  less,  that  thej 
will  receive  only  the  amount  of  supplement  to  which  they  would  have  been 
entitled  had  they  raised  £70. 

Finding  of  the  Home  Committee. — That  the  fourth  proposition  of  the 
Presbytery  is  unnecessary,  having  no  application  under  the  present  mode 
of  administering  the  Fund,  and  being  capable  of  application  to  a  yerj 
small  number  of  congregations  under  any  mode  of  distribution. 

5.  That  all  supplemented  congregations  be  placed  on  the  same  footing  as 
those  with  200  members,  and  be  required  to  contribute  for  stipend  at  the  rate 
of  15s.  per  member,  the  average  already  attained  by  the  supplemented  congre- 
gations ;  but,  the  better  to  enable  a  number  of  the  weaker  ones  to  attain  this 
rate,  that  the  Board,  in  determining  the  amount  of  supplement  to  be  granted 
them,  be  instructed  to  make  no  deduction  on  account  of  any  money  which 
these  congregations  may  draw  from  ^  other  sources,'  if  the  membership  be 
under  100. 

Finding  of  the  Home  Committee.'^TlkKt  although  the  average  rate  of 
contribution  for  stipend  in  the  supplemented  congregations  is  14s.  per 
annum  per  member,  that  average  is  made  up  by  several  congregations 
giving  more  than  double  that  amount  per  member,  while  other  supple^ 
mented  congregations  contribute  only  half  that  sum ;  and  that  the  Com- 
mittee consider  it  would  be  a  result  unattainable  at  present,  to  induce 
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congregations  to  rai3e  15s.  per  member  all  over  the  Church,  as  the  fifth 
proposal  of  the  Presbytery  requires  ;  but  recommend  that  every  possible 
stimulus  should  be  applied  by  the  Presbyteries  of  the  Church,  and  by  the 
Home  Committee,  to  raise  the  standard  of  contribution  in  congregations 
giving  less  for  stipend  than  the  average  rate  per  member  contributed  in 
the  supplemented  congregations. 

6.  That  a  list  of  the  congregations  entitled  to  the  supplement  on  the 
foregoing  principles  be  drawn  up,  and  all  the  money  raised  throughout  the 
Church  for  Augmentation  of  Stipends  be  divided  among  them  in  such  a  w^y 
that  the  stipend  in  all  of  them  shall  be  precisely  the  same,  amounting  to  £140, 
£150,  £157,  10s.,  £160,  or  whatever  other  sum  the  funds  in  hand  will 
allow. 

Finding  of  the  Home  Committee, — ^That  instead  of  adopting  the  equal 
distribution  of  the  Augmentation  Fund  recommended  by  the  Presbytery, 
the  Home  Committee  should  direct  special  attention  to  the  congregations 
whose  ministers  do  not  receive  the  full  amount  of  the  minimum  stipend, 
with  the  view  of  extending  towards  them  the  greatest  possible  liberality. 

7.  That,  if  any  supplemented  congregation  fail  to  contribute  at  the  prescribed 
rate,  and,  after  being  dealt  with,  still  continue  to  do  so,  the  Board  be  instructed 
to  grant  it  only  such  a  supplement  as  it  would  have  been  entitled  to  receive  had 
it  given  at  the  required  rate. 

Finding  of  the  Home  Coimnittee, — ^That  the  seventh  and  last  proposal 
of  the  Presbytery  could  not  be  carried  out  without  injustice  to  many 
ministers. 

The  decisions  thus  arrived  at  by  the  Home  Committee,  after  frequent 
and  careful  deliberation  on  the  subject-matter  of  the  oyerture,  were 
duly  reported  to  the  Presbytery  of  Hamilton  ;  and  they  are  now  reported 
to  the  Synod,  as  the  result  of  the  most  candid  and  earnest  consideration 
which  the  Home  Committee  and  the  Sub-Committee  on  Stipend  Aug- 
mentation could  give  to  the  proposals  of  the  overture,  and  in  the  hope 
that  they  may  prove  satisfactory  to  the  Synod  itself.  The  only  alteration 
of  existing  rules  or  ordinary  procedure  which  is  recommended  in  these 
decisions  is,  that  the  Sjmod's  Treasurer  should  be  instructed  to  print  in 
the  Annual  Accounts,  inserted  in  the  April  Record^  two  additional 
columns  specifying  the  amounts  paid  to  each  congregation  during  the 
year  for  Stipend  Augmentation  and  for  Evangelistic  purposes,  and,  of 
course,  summing  up  these  columns  of  expenditure  for  each  Presbytery 
in  the  same  manner  as  the  columns  for  the  income  of  the  several  Funds 
are  summed  up  at  present.  It  is  not  to  be  understood,  however,  that 
there  was  on  the  part  of  the  Home  Committee  any  strong  or  general 
desire  expressed  for  this  addition  to  the  form  in  which  the  Synod 
Treasurer  has  been  accustomed  to  present  his  annual  statement  of 
Accounts ;  but  rather  that  the  members  of  that  Committee,  in  deference 
to  the  opinions  and  wishes  of  the  proposers  and  supporters  of  the  over- 
ture, were  cordially  willing  that  the  change  should  be  niade,  if  the  Synod 
should  so  determine. 
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7.  New  proposals  for  the  Extension  of  the  benefits  of  the  Augmentation 
Scheme  through  the  increase  of  the  Minimum  Stipend  towards  £200 
per  annum. 

At  some  of  the  same  meetings  at  which  the  overture  of  the  Hamilton 
Presbytery  was  under  its  consideration,  the  attention  of  the  Committee 
was  also  directed  to  proposals  for  the  extension  of  the  Augmentation 
Scheme,  which  had  been  submitted  by  Mr.  James  Morton,  Chairman  of 
the  Home  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Missions.  Having  respect  to 
intimations  which  had  been  given  in  former  Reports  of  the  Stipend 
Augmentation  Committee,  and  in  the  projceedings  of  the  Synodj  respect- 
ing the  prospective  advancement  of  the  minimum  stipend  to  £200  per 
annum ;  and  feeling  that  the  increased  cost  of  living,  the  diminished 
supply  of  students  for  the  Theological  Hall,  and  the  action  taken  by 
other  denominations  for  increasing  the  average  income  of  their  ministers, 
demanded  that  efforts  should  be  made  to  place  the  support  of  the  ministry 
of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  on  a  more  satisfactory  basis ;  Mr. 
Morton  concluded  that  the  time  had  come  for  earnestly  endeavouring, 
with  the  consent  and  concurrence  of  the  Synod,  to  provide  the  means  for 
raising  the  minimum  stipend  of  the  Church  beyond  the  sum  of  £157, 
10s.,  and  for  making  progress  towards,  with  the  view  of  speedily  realizing 
the  higher  minimum  of  £200.  He  therefore,  in  the  month  of  August 
last,  presented  first  to  the  Stipend  Augmentation  Committee,  and  after- 
wards to  the  Home  Committee,  a  series  of  *  suggestions,'  with  the  view 
of  making  progress  in  the  administration  of  the  Augmentation  Scheme 
towards  a  minimum  stipend  of  £200  per  annum,  which  he  proposed 
should  be  submitted  to  the  Synod  for  its  approval  and  adoption  at  the 
meeting  in  May  1874.  These  ^  suggestions '  were  carefully  considered 
by  the  Committee  at  two  or  three  meetings,  and,  after  some  alterations 
and  amendments,  they  were,  on  the  5th  November  last,  cordially  approved, 
and  (with  the  exception  of  Section  (D.),  which  was  carried  by  a  majority) 
unanimously  adopted ;  and  it  was  agreed  to  recommend  to  the  Synod, 
as  means  towards  the  more  efficient  and  beneficial  working  of  the  Aug- 
mentation Scheme,  and  towards  the  realization  in  due  time  of  a  minimum 
stipend  of  £200  per  annum,  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolutions : — 

I.  That  as  one  principal  defect  in  the  working  of  the  Augmentation  Scheme 
has  hitherto  been  the  total  want,  or  the  inadequate  measure,  of  contributions 
for  its  support  from  many  of  the  more  influential  congregations  in  onr  cities, 
large  towns,  and  other  localities,  the  Committee  shall  continue  to  take  measures 
for  ensuring,  as  far  as  it  can,  the  immediate  formation  in  each  of  such  congrega- 
tions— where  it  does  not  already  exist — of  an  organization  for  the  regular  and 
periodical  collection  of  subscriptions  on  behalf  of  the  Augmentation  Fund ;  an4 
shall  press  on  them  all  the  duty  of  working  such  organizations  efficiently  for 
the  better  support  of  the  Fund. 
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II.  That  in  order  to  meet  the  feeling  which  ia  growing  in  the  Chnrch  in 
IVtroiir  of  the  increase  of  the  minimum  stipend  to  £200,  by  means  adapted  to 
draw  out  the  efforts  and  resources  of  the  weaker  congregations,  as  well  as  to 
promote  increased  liberality  in  those  which  are  stronger,  the  following  ^arrange- 
ments  shall  be  recommended  to  the  Synod  for  its  adoption,  yiz. : — 

(A.)  That  the  Home  Committee  shall,  as  at  present,  give  a  supplement,  in 
the  way  of  stimulus  and  aid,  to  those  congregations  which  are  imable, 
from  their  own  resources  or  otherwise,  to  pay  an  annual  stipend  of  £150, 
with  an  extra  allowance  for  expenses,  making  in  all  £157, 10s.,  to  their 
respective  ministers. 
(B.)  That  the  amount  of  supplement  given  to  any  congregation  shall  not 
exceed  £70  per  annum,  except  in  cases  in  which  it  has  been  or  may 
be  otherwise  appointed  by  the  Synod. 
(C.)  That  no  grants  be  given  out  of  the  Augmentation  Fund  to  any  con- 
>  gregation  whose  minister  receives  a  stipend  of  £157,  10s.  or  upwards, 
except  under  the  conditions  afterwards  specified. 
(D.    That  congregations  shall  be  strongly  recommended,  when  remitting 
their  contributions  for  missionary  purposes  to  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Synod,  to  state  distinctly  what  amount  is  to  be  allocated  to  the  Fund 
for  Foreign  Missions,  what  to  the  Augmentation  Fund,  and  what  to  the 
Fond  for  Evangelistic  purposes;  so   that  the  expressed  wish  of  the 
Synod  that  the  Augmentatibn  Fund  should  be  placed  on  a  basis  simple, 
independent,  and  easily  understood,  may  be  carried  into  effect. 
(E.)  That  as  the  Fund  for  Evangelistic  purposes  must  henceforth,  in  addition 
to  all  the  existing  claims  upon  it,  provide  for  all  grants  already  made, 
or  which  may  in  future  be  made  with  the  sanction  of  the  Synod,  to  new 
congregations  in  which  the  stipend  paid  to  the  minister  shall  be  above 
the  minimum  stipend  attained  by  the  Church,  that  Fund  shall  in  future 
have  allocated  to  it  one-half  of  that  portion  of  Mission  money  forwarded 
to  the  Synod's  Treasurer  without  special  destination  as  recommended 
above,  which,  according  to  existing  rules,  is  set  apart  for  Home  Missions, 
instead  of  one-fourth  as  hitherto. 
(F.)  That  after  the  accounts  of  the  Fund  are  made  up  to  the  end  of  each 
year  (31st  December),  showing  the  income  which  the  Church  has  pro- 
vided for  the  Augmentation  Fund,  the  expenditure  as  authorized  by 
the  Home  Committee  for  Supplements,  and  the  balance  on  hand  for 
Augmentation  purposes,  that  balance  shall  be  appropriated  as  follows : — 
(1.)  There  shall  be  first  reserved  and  laid  aside  the  sum  of  £7000,  which 
experience  has  shown  to  be  requisite  as  a  working  balance  for  the 
comfortable  operation  of  the  scheme  for  the  following  year,  and  for 
avoiding  the  necessity  of  borrowing  from  other  Funds  to  meet  the 
payments  for  the  half-yearly  supplements  which  become  due  on  the 
1st  October  of  each  year.    Congregations,  however,  should  be  strongly 
recommended  to  send  their  contributions  to  the  Synod's  Treasurer  at 
an  earlier  period  of  the  year,  in  order  that  the  sum  required  for  the 
working  balance  may  be  reduced. 
(2.)  Thereafter  the  amount  at  the  credit  of  the  Scheme  shall  be  called  the 
Surplus  Fund,  and  shall  be  divisible  among  all  ministers  of  the 
previous  year  whose  stipends  from  all  sources,  as  reported  in  the 
Annual  Statistics  furnished  by  their  congregations,  did  not  exceed 
£200.     The  division  to  be  in  the  following  proportions,  viz. : — 
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To  the  nunister  of  eacb  oongregation  in  which  the  ayerage  oontributioii 
per  member  for  stipend  had  been  during  the  year  not  less  tlum 
148.y         ...  .  .         one  share ; 

To  the  minister  of  each  congregation  in  which  the  ayeorage  contribution 
per  member  for  stipend  had  been  under  lis.,  but  not  less  thaa 
128.,         ....  thre^fourths  of  one  diare ; 

And  to  the  minister  of  each  congregation  in  which  the  average  con- 
tribution per  member  for  stipend  had  been  under  12s.,  but  not  less 
than  10s.,  ....  one  half-share 

In  collegiate  charges  only  one  claim  on  this  Surplus  Fund  shall  be  allowed, 
and  that  on  behalf  of  the  junior  pastor,  unless,  for  special  reasons, 
the  Home  Committee  shall'  otherwise  appoint. 

No  stipend  shall  be  made  up,  by  participation  in  this  Surplus  Fund,  to 
more  than  £200 ;  but  any  balance  arising  from  the  operation  of  this 
provision  shall  be  carried  forward  to  the  Fund  for  the  following 
year. 

The  shares  from  the  Surplus  Fund  shall  be  arranged  early  in  the  month  of 
March,  and  shall  be  payable  on  the  1st  April,  in  each  year. 

III.  That  as  additional  contributions  to  the  Augmentation  Scheme  are 
necessary  for  the  origination  of  the  proposed  Surplus  Fund,  and  as  the  realiza- 
tion of  the  proposed  minimum  stipend  of  £200  per  annum  will  involve  an 
expenditure  of  about  £24,000  per  annum,  or  of  nearly  double  the  amount  of 
the  present  annual  payments  for  Augmentation  purposes,  it  is  expedient — in 
order  to  bring  more  clearly  before  the  minds  of  the  more  wealthy  individuals 
in  such  congregations  the  duty  of  contributing  liberally  from  year  to  year  in 
support  of  the  Fund — that  the  Committee  shall  arrange  itself  into  Sub-Com- 
mittees, say  of  two  members  in  each,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  call  on  individual 
members  of  congregations  in  Glasgow,  Edinburgh,  and  other  towns  and  localities, 
in  order  to  explain  and  enforce  the  claims  of  the  Fund,  and,  if  possible,  to 
induce  them  to  promise  an  annual  contribution  in  support  of  the  Augmentation 
Scheme ;  ^and  that  the  names  of  the  members  so  subscribing,  and  the  amounts 
of  the  subscriptions  respectively  promised  by  them,  shall  be  reported  to  the 
conveners  of  the  Augmentation  Committees  in  the  congregations  to  which  they 
respectively  belong,  in  order  that  these  Congregational  Committees  may  collect 
these  subscriptions  annuaUy, — ^if  the  donors  do  not  prefer  to  send  them  direct 
to  the  Synod^s  Treasurer, — and  employ  them  as  the  means  of  stimulating  the 
remaining  members  of  their  respective  congregations  to  systematic  and  propor- 
tionate giving  for  the  efficient  maintenance  of  the  Augmentation  Scheme. 

Having  agreed  to  submit  these  resolutions  to  the  Synod  for  its  approval 
and  adopticjn,  the  Committee  deemed  it  expedient  to  bring  them  under 
the  notice  of  Presbyteries,  in  order  that  the  members  of  these  Presbyteries 
might  be  better  prepared  for  their  consideration  at  the  meeting  of  the 
Supreme  Court.  Copies  of  the  resolutions  or  « suggestions '  were  accord- 
ingly sent  to  Presbytery  clerks,  with  the  request  that  they  would  submit 
them  for  consideration  by  their  respective  Presbyteries  at  the  first  con- 
venient opportunity ;  and  with  them  were  also  sent  copies  of  the  following 
detailed  explanation  of  the  meaning  and  operation  of  the  '  suggestions/ 
which  had  been  prepared  by  the  Home  Secretary ; — 
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The  *  suggestions '  referred  to  above  were  originally  submitted  to  the  Home 
Committee  of  the  Synod's  Board  of  Missions,  and  to  its  Sub-Committee  on 
Stipend  Augmentation,  by  Mr.  James  Morton  of  Greenock,  Chairman  of  these 
Committees.  They  have  been  carefully  considered,  both  by  the  Augmentation 
Committee  and  by  the  Home  Committee,  at  more  meetings  than  one  ;  and  they 
were  finally  adopted  by  the  Home  Committee,  at  its  meeting  on  the  5th  Novem- 
ber, as  resolutions  to  be  submitted  to  the  Synod  in  May  next  for  approval  and 
confirmation,  and  in  order  that,  with  the  Synod's  sanction,  united  and  earnest 
efforts  may  be  put  forth  throughout  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  to  give 
them  practical  effect,  and  to  attain,  with  the  least  possible  delay,  that  minimum 
stipend  of  £200  per  annum  towards  which  they  are  intended,  in  the  adminis- 
tration of  the  Augmentation  Fund,  to  facilitate  progress.  That  such  a  rate  ot 
minimum  stipend  is  essential,  not  only  for  the  maintenance  of  the  high  position 
of  honour  and  influence  which  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  has  attained 
among  the  religions  denominations  of  Great  Britain,  but  also  for  the  preserva- 
tion of  its  existence  and  usefulness,  has  long  been  manifest  to  some  of  the  more 
thoughtful  and  liberal  friends  of  that  Church ;  but  the  diminished  value  of 
money,  evidenced  in  the  increased  cost  of  every  article  of  consumption,  and  the 
action  taken  by  other  denominations  for  the  better  support  of  the  piinistry 
within  th^  respective  pales,  clearly  show  that  the  time  for  earnest  effort  for 
the  realization  of  a  higher  minimum  stipend  in  the  United  Presbyterian  Church 
has  fully  come,  and  that  inaction  and  delay  in  this  important  matter  must 
quickly  prove  disastrous  and  ruinous. 

The  method  sketched  in  these  '  suggestions '  for  progress  towards,  and  for 
the  ultimate  realization  of,  a  minimum  stipend  of  £200  per  annum,  involves  no 
rash  or  hazardous  innovation  on  the  existing  scheme  of  Stipend  Augmentation. 
It  seeks  to  maintain  all  the  progress,  and  to  conserve  all  the  benefits,  which 
have  been  gained  under  that  Scheme.  It  aims  at  securing  the  continued  supply 
of  the  funds  at  present  contributed  for  Augmentation  purposes,  and  to  continue 
the  minimum  rate  of  £150  per  annum  for  stipend,  with  £7,  lOs.  additional  for 
expenses,  which  has  already  been  attained ;  and  after  having  done  this,  it  pro- 
poses to  advance  further,  by  bringing  into  operation  measures  fitted  at  once  to 
draw  out  the  efforts  and  resources  of  the  weaker  congregations,  and  to  evoke 
a  wider  sympathy  and  a  more  generous  liberality  among  the  stronger  churches 
and  their  more  wealthy  members.  It  is  thus  conservative  as  well  as  progressive. 
There  is  nothing  in  it  to  excite  apprehension  of  the  consequences  of  change ; 
and  it  is  withal  so  simple  and  intelligible,  that  a  very  few  words  seem  necessary 
in  explanation  of  its  meaning  and  design. 

Section  I.  of  the  'suggestions'  contains  nothing  new.  It  points  out  what 
is  believed  to  be  a  principal  defect  in  the  present  working  of  the  Augmentation 
Scheme,  and  indicates  the  remedy ;  but  it  only  aims  at  doing  more  unitedly, 
generalty,  and  efiiciently,  what  the  Augmentation  Committee  has,  for  a  con- 
siderable period,  been  earnestly  endeavouring  to  realize — namely,  the  institution, 
especially  in  the  larger  and  more  influential  congregations  of  the  Church,  of  an 
organization  through  which  the  subscriptions  of  members  and  friends  for  the 
Augmentation  Scheme  may  be  collected  regularly  at  stated  intervals,  whether 
monthly  or  quarterly,  and  the  use  of  aU  proper  means  and  influences  for  pro- 
moting the  more  efiicient  working  of  such  organizations  where  they  already  exist 
or  may  be  hereafter  instituted.  The  Committee  are  firmly  persuaded  that  the 
success  and  permanence  of  the  Augmentation  Scheme  mainly  depend,  under  the 
blessing  of  God,  on  the  adoption  and  the  energetic  carrying  out  of  this  sugges- 
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tion  ;  aad  they  feel  that  cpmpliance  with  it  cannot  be  too  earnestly  and  per- 
Biiasively  pressed  on  the  congregations  of  the  Church,  and  specially  on  the 
attention  of  those  congregations  from  which,  on  account  of  their  position, 
numbers,  and  resources,  large  and  generous  aid  on  behalf  of  the  Augmentation 
Scheme  may  be  most  reasonably  and  confidently  anticipated. 

Section  II.  is  the  constructiye  portion  of  the  '  suggestions,*  in  which  some 
alterations  of  existing  rules  are  proposed,  and  some  new  regulations  are  intro- 
duced.    We  may  glance  at  its  clauses  in  their  order. 

(A.)  This  clause  is  intended  to  secure  the  permanence  of  the  present 
minimum  rate  of  stipend  in  supplemented  congregations,  and  provides  that 
only  after  the  present  supplemental  grants  are  realized  shall  any  distribution  of 
Augmentation  funds  be  made  for  the  attainment  of  the  higher  minimum  of 
£200. 

(B.)  This  clause  has  been  introduced  in  the  interest  of  the  smaller  class  of 
supplemented  congregations,  and  in  the  hope  that,  by  raising  the  maximum 
amount  of  grant*  to  one  congregation  from  £60  to  £70  per  annum,  several  of 
these  congregations,  which  have  not  yet  fully  attained  to  the  present  minimum 
payment  for  stipend  and  expenses  of  £157,  10s.,  may  be  enabled  to  attain  it. 
The  feelings  and  wishes  of  the  Committee  might  have  inclined  them  to  go 
further  in  this  direction,  with  the  view  of  raising  the  stipend  of  every  congre- 
gation to  the  present  minimum  rate ;  but  a  prudent  regard  to  the  interests  of  the 
Augmentation  Fund,  and  to  the  success  of  the  whole  scheme,  restrained  them 
from  proposing  meanwhile  any  greater  alteration  of  the  exbting  rule. 

(C.)  Up  to  the  present  time,  and  as  a  necessary  result  of  the  circumstances 
in  which  the  Augmentation  Scheme  was  instituted,  the  Augmentation  Fund  has 
been  charged  with  a  certain  proportion  of  the  amoimt  of  grants  made  by  the 
Synod,  or  by  the  Home  Committee  under  rules  sanctioned  by  the  Synod,  to 
some  congregations  in  large  towns,  both  in  England  and  in  Scotland,  in  which 
the  stipend  is  above  the  minimum  rate  of  £157,  10s.  In  order,  however,  that 
the  Augmentation  Fund  may  in  future  be  exclusively  devoted  to  the  increase  of 
small  stipends,  it  is  proposed  by  this  clause  that  no  grants  to  congregations  of 
the  class  just  referred  to,  whether  they  have  been  already  sanctioned  or  may 
hereafter  be  made,  shall  be  chargeable  against  the  Augmentation  Fund ;  and 
the  clause  therefore  expressly  provides  that  no  grant  shall  be  given  out  of  the 
Augmentation  Fimd  to  any  congregation  which  pays  to  its  minister  a  stipend  of 
£157,  10s.  or  upwards,  except  under  the  conditions  afterwards  specified  for  the 
distribution  of  the  annual  surplus  of  that  Fund  with  a  view  to  the  increase  of 
the  minimum  stipend.  The  effect  of  the  adoption  of  this  clause  will  be  to 
remove  objections  which  in  some  quarters  have  been  urged  against  the  adminis> 
tration  of  the  Augmentation  Scheme,  and  to  assure  every  subscriber  to  the 
Augmentation  Fund  that  the  whole  amount  of  his  or  her  contributions  shall  be 
devoted  to  the  one  object  of  raising  the  smaller  stipends  in  the  Church  towards, 
but  not  beyond,  the  minimum  stipend  of  £200  per  annum. 

(D.)  As  the  Synod,  and  many  members  of  the  Church,  have  expressed  a 
desire  that  the  Augmentation  Fund  should  be  placed  on  a  separate  and  inde- 
pendent basis,  this  clause  proposes  a  decided  step  in  that  direction,  by  suggesting 
that  the  Synod  should  strongly  recommend  congregations — and  the  principle 
may  in  many  cases  be  applicable  to  individual  members  of  congregations — 
instead  of  sending  to  the  Synod's  Treasurer  their  contributions  for  Missions  in 
general,  to  be  allocated  by  him,  as  at  present,  among  the  different  branches  of 
the  Mission  Funds  in  the  proportions  determined  by  the  Synod's  regulations,  to 
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make  the  distribution  of  the  amount  of  these  contributions  themselves,  and  to 
state  distinctlj,  with  every  remittance  for  Missionary  purposes,  what  proportion 
OT  amount  of  it  is  to  be  allocated  to  the  Fund  for  Foreign  Missions,  what  to  the 
support  of  the  Augmentation  Fund,  and  what  for  the  Fund  for  Evangelistic 
purposes.  Members  of  the  Committee  are  apprehensive  that,  for  a  time  at 
least,  the  adoption  of  this  suggestion  may  rather  diminish  the  amount  allocated 
to  the  Augmentation  Fund ;  but,  hoping  that  such  diminution,  if  felt  at  all, 
may  only  be  temporary,  they  recommend  the  proposal  to  the  Synod,  in  order 
that  the  money  used  for  Augmentation  purposes  may  only  be  that  which  has 
been  specially  allotted  to  the  Augmentation  Fund  by  the  contributors  them- 
seiyee. 

(£.)  The  immediate  and  lasting  operation  of  Clause  (C.)  will  be  to  relieve 
the  Augmentation  Fund  from  obligations  and  charges  which  have  hitherto 
always  rested  on  it,  and. to  devolve  these  charges  and  obligations  upon  the 
Evangelistic  Fund,  which  is  the  only  other  Fund  out  of  which  they  can  be 
provided  for.  It  is,  therefore,  obviously  fair  and  just,  since  the  Augmentation 
Fund  is  thus  to  be  considerably  relieved  from  obligations  which  were  before 
the  mind  of  the  Synod  and  the  Church  when  the  proportions  in  which  un- 
appropriated contributions  are  distributed  at  present  were  determined,  and 
since  additional  burdens  of  corresponding  magnitude  are  now  to  be  imposed  on 
the  Evangelistic  Fund,  that  the  mode  of  distribution  should*  be  adapted  to  the 
new  order  of  things.  It  is  therefore  suggested,  that  of  that  portion  of  contri- 
butions for  general  Mission  purposes  which  is  aUocated  to  Home  Missions,  and 
which  is  one-third  of  the  whole  amount  of  such  contributions,  the  Augmentation 
Fund  shall  have  allocated  to  it  one-^a/^  instead  of  three-fourths^  and  the  Evan- 
gelistic Fund  on^-Aa/^  instead  of  one-fourth.  The  proportion  of  such  contribu- 
tions allocated  to  Foreign  Missions  will  thus  remain  precisely  the  same  as  under 
the  existing  rules. 

(F.)  By  the  preceding  clauses  it  is  hoped  that  the  benefits  of  the  present 
Augmentation  supplements  are  fully  conserved,  and  that  some  difficulties  and 
objections  in  connection  with  the  working  of  the  Scheme  may  be  obviated. 
But  it  is  desired  and  expected,  that  by  the  more  efficient  working  of  congrega- 
tional organizations,  and  the  diffusion  of  interest  and  information  in  regard  to 
an  increased  minimum  stipend,  the  Fund  for  Augmentation  purposes  may  be 
enlarged,  and  a  considerable  surplus  secured,  after  providing  for  the  payment 
of  the  present  grants  to  supplemented  congregations.  To  obtain  that  surplus  is 
the  leading  object  and  design  of  the  present  '  suggestions  \*  and  there  are  at 
once  urgent  reasons  why  the  proposed  surplus  should  be  secured,  and  hopefu 
indications  that  by  continued,  earnest  effort  it  will  be  realized.  Supposing, 
therefore,  that  the  desired  end  will  be  gained,  and  that  the  income  of  the 
Augmentation  Scheme  will  be  considerably  enlarged,  the  Committee  suggest, 
that  after  the  annual  expenditure  for  maintaining  the  present  minimum  stipend 
of  £157,  10s.  has  been  provided  for,  the  balance  remaining  on  hand  at  the  end 
of  each  year  shall  be  appropriated  as  follows : — 

(1.)  To  promote  the  more  comfortable  and  satisfactory  operation  of  the 
Augmentation  Scheme  in  realizing  that  minimum  stipend  of  £157,  10s.,  by 
carrying  over  to  the  Fund  for  the  following  year  a  balance  not  exceeding 
£7000.  As  so  very  large  a  proportion  of  the  contributions  of  congregations  is 
forwarded  to  the  Synod  Treasurer  in  the  last  month  of  the  year,  it  is  indispens- 
able that  there  should  be  a  balance  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  in  favour  of 
each  Fund  of  the  Church,  to  meet  the  expenses  of  such  Fund  during  the  first 
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ten  or  eleven  months  of  the  year ;  and  if  that  balance  is  not  large  enough  to 
provide  for  these  expenses,  there  must  be  friction  and  difficulty  in  the  woridng 
of  the  Fund.  At  the  1st  January  1872  the  balance  in  favour  of  the  Augmen- 
tation Scheme  was  £S165;  but  on  the  1st  of  October  in  that  year  it  was  necessary 
to  borrow  about  £4000  in  order  to  meet  the  payment  of  the  supplemental  grants 
which  then  became  due.  In  like  manner,  at  the  1st  January  1873  the  balance 
in  favour  of  the  Scheme  was  £4261,  or  fully  £1000  more  than  in  the  previous 
year ;  but  at  Ist  October  last  it  was  necessary  to  borrow  about  £3000  in  order 
to  meet  the  supplemental  grants  at  that  date.  In  both  these  years,  therefore, 
the  balance  in  hand  at  the  1st  January  was  from  £3000  to  £4000  too  smaU  for 
the  comfortable  operation  of  the  Scheme ;  and  the  deficiency  involved  consider- 
able actual  loss,  in  the  payment  for  interest  on  the  large  amoimt  which  it  was 
necessary  to  borrow  in  October.  Experience  has  thus  sho%vn  that  a  balance  of 
£7000  at  the  1st  January  in  each  year  is  needful,  to  meet  the  exigencies  of 
the  Augmentation  Fund  during  the  following  months ;  and  the  Committee  tiiere- 
fore  suggest  that  this  balance  shall  be  secured  in  each  year  before  any  distri- 
bution is  made  for  the  increase  of  the  Tninimnm  stipend  beyond  £157, 10s.,  that 
sum  not  being  a  reserve  fund  always  in  hand,  but  a  mere  working  balance, 
which  in  October  of  each  year  will  be  entirely  exhausted  by  the  payment  of  the 
second  half-yearly  supplements  for  that  year. 

(2.)  After  the  above  provision  for  the  comfortable  and  efficient  working  of 
the  Augmentation  Scheme  up  to  the  minimum  stipend  of  £150,  with  allowance 
of  £7,  10s.  for  expenses,  shall  have  been  made,  the  Committee  suggest  that  the 
amount  remaining  at  the  credit  of  the  Augmentation  Scheme  shall  be  called  the 
Surplus  Fund,  and  shall  be  used  for  advancing  stipends  to  a'  higher  rate  than 
the  present  minimum,  and  for  the  ultimate  attainment  of  the  minimum  of  £200 
per  annum.  With  this  view  it  is  suggested  that  the  Surplus  Fund  shall  be 
divisible  yearly  among  all  ministers  whose  stipends  from  aU  sources  for  the 
previous  year,  as  ascertained  by  the  annual  schedules  for  Congregational 
Statistics,  did  not  exceed  £200.  If  it  should  be  found  that  all  such  congrega- 
tions, supplemented  and  unsupplemented,  had  contributed  at  the  rate  of  14s. 
per  member  for  stipend,  the  amount  of  the  Surplus  Fund  would  be  divisible  by 
the  number  of  congregations,  and  the  quotient  would  be  the  one  shore  which 
each  minister  would  receive  in  the  distribution.  But  it  is  more  than  probable 
that  every  congregation  paying  a  less  stipend  than  £200  per  annum  would  not 
be  found  to  contribute  an  average  of  14s.  per  member ;  and  therefore,  with  the 
view  of  stimulating  effi>rt  and  liberality  for  the  support  of  the  ministry,  and  of 
encouraging  congregations  by  which  such  effort  and  liberality  are  displayed,  it 
is  proposed  that  if  a  congregation  does  not  contribute  at  the  average  rate  of 
14s.,  but  yet  does  not  contribute  less  than  12s.  per  member,  it  shall  receive,  as 
the  addition  to  the  stipend  of  its  minister,  a  sum  equal  to  three-fourths  of  the 
addition  which  it  would  have  received  if  its  members  had  contributed  at  the 
higher  rat^  of  14s.,  which  is  the  present  average  per  member  of  the  congrega- 
tions on  the  supplemented  list.  Aixd  again,  if  a  congregation  does  not  contribute 
an  average  of  12  s.  per  member  for  stipend,  and  yet  does  not  contribute  less  than 
an  average  of  10s.  per  member,  it  is  proposed  that  it  shall  receive,  as  the  addition 
to  the  stipend  of  its  minister,  a  sum  equal  to  one-half  of  the  addition  which  an 
average  contribution  of  14s.  per  member  would  have  secured,  if  we  suppose, 
then,  that  of  350  congregations  in  which  the  stipend  is  under  £200  per  annum, 
there  shall  be  200  congregations  in  which  the  average  contribution  per  member 
for  stipend  is  not  less  than  14s. ;  60  in  which  the  average  is  less  than  14s.,  and 
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not  under  12s. ;  50  iii  wbioh  die  aremge  is  less  than  128.,  but  not  tmdet  lOs. 
and  40  in  whidi  the  average  is  tinder  10s. :  and  if  we  suppose,  farfcli«r,  Hiat 
the  amount  of  the  Surplus  Fund  to  be  divided  should  be  £2700,  th«i  the 
dis^bution  would  be  as  follows  :^-*

The  value  of  the  share  will  thus  chiefly  depend  on  the  amount  of  the  Surplus 
Fund  which  is  available  for  distribution ;  and  if,  instead  of  £2700,  as  supposed 
above,  the  amount  divisible  should  be  £8100,  the  distribution  would  be—

In  this  latter  case,  several  of  the  congregations  receiving  a  full  share  would  be 
raised  to  the  desired  minimum  stipend  of  £200  per  annum,  and  a  few  would  be 
entitled  to  a  larger  sum  than  would  be  necessary  for  making  up  the  stipend  to 
£200.  Of  such  congregations,  however,  each  would  receive  only  the  sum 
which  would  enable  them  to  pay  a  stipend  of  £200,  and  the  balance  of  its  share 
would  be  cairied  forward  to  the  credit  of  the  Augmentation  Fund  for  the  fol- 
lowing year.  But  it  is  also  to  be  specially  noted  here  that,  as  a  large  proportion 
of  the  weaker  congregations,  including  several  in  which  the  stipend  has  not  yet 
been  made  up  to  £157,  10s.,  are  already  giving  more  than  the  average  rate  of 
14s.  per  member  for  stipend,  and  so  fulfilling  the  condition  which  it  is  pro- ' 
posed  shall  entitle  a  congregation,  whether  at  present  supplemented  or  self- 
supporting,  to  receive  a  full  share  in  the  distribution  of  the  Surplus  Fund, 
the  daas  of  congregati<xis  in  which  additional  aid  is  most  urgently  required 
will  also  be  the  class  which  will  most  certainly  participate  in  the  benefits  of 
that  distribution. 

The  date  named  in  the  last  sentence  of  the  'suggestions*  for  the  pay- 
ment of  the  surplus  grants  is  that  which  will  be  found  practically  most 
convenient  to  those  who  administer  the  Fund ;  and  by  being  definitely  fixed, 
inconvenience  and  disappointment  on  the  part  of  the  recipients  of  grants  will 
be  avoided. 

Section  HL  has  reference  to  the  practical  work  bv  which  the  <  suggestions ' 
are  to  be  energetically  wrought  out  for  the  successful  realization  of  the  higher 
minimum  of  £200. 

With  these  explanations,  the  '  suggestions '  are  commended  to  the  earnest 
and  favourable  consideration  of  the  Church  at  large ;  and,  should  they  meet 
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with  the  approval  and  oonfinnation  of  the  Synod  at  its  meeting  in  May  next,  it 
is  confidently  hoped  that  they  may  be  wrought  out  with  the  persevering  energy 
and  the  liberal  spirit  through  which  they  may  at  once  secure  a  considerable 
increase  in  the  scale  of  ministerial  support,  and  may,  at  no  far  distant  date, 
realize  the  higher  minimum  which  they  contemplate,  of  £200  per  annum,  to 
very  nearly  every  minister  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church. 

As  the  result  of  this  correspondence  with  the  clerks  of  Presbyteries, 
the  following  Presbytierial  Reports,  all  expressing  a  general  approval  of 
the  '  suggestions/  have  been  received ; — 

'Presbytery  of  Dumfries. — Agreed  to  express  its  gratification  that  the  Home 
Committee  has  taken  up  with  earnestness  the  subject  of  still  further 
augmenting  the  smaller  stipends  of  the  Church ;  and  to  approve  generally 
of  the  scheme  sketched  by  the  Committee  for  the  attainment  of  this 
object. 

Presbytery  of  Glasgow. — ^The  Presbytery's  Augmentation  Committee  recom- 
mended that,  without  pronouncing  in  the  meantime  upon  any  of  the 
details  of  the  scheme,  the  Presbytery  should  express  a  cordial  approval 
of  the  objects  which  this  scheme  contemplates,  and  should  pledge  itself 
to  urge  upon  all  the  congregations  within  its  bounds  to  put  forth  every 
effort,  in  the  event  of  this  scheme  receiving  the  Synod's  sanction,  to 
enable  the  Church  to  make  this  more  adequate  provision  for  her  ministry ; 
and  Xhe  Presbytery,  having  heard  the  Report,  agreed  to  thank  the 
Committee  for  their  diligence,  approved  of  the  same,  and  instructed 
that  it  should  be  printed  and  sent  down  to  the  sessions  and  congrega- 
tions of  the  Presbytery. 

Pi*esbytery  of  Ireland, — This  Presbytery  have  issued  a  printed  statement  to 
the  congregations  vrithin  their  bounds,  explanatory  of  the  working  of 
the  proposed  '  suggestions,'  and  have  thus  endeavoured  to  excite  the 
members  of  these  congregations  to  increased  liberality  for  the  support 
of  the  ministry  and  of  gospel  ordinances. 

Presbytery  of  Kelso. — Without  coming  to  a  judicial  finding,  agreed  to  ex- 
press a  general  approval  of  the  ^  suggestions.' 

Presbytery  of  Kilmarnock, — ^Received  report  of  Committee  on  the  *  sugges- 
tions,' which  approved  generally  of  these  '  suggestions,'  and  recommended 
members  of  Presbytery  to  consider  them  favourably  when  they  are 
brought  before  the  Synod  for  adoption.  Also  gave  full  powers  to  the 
Presbyterial  Committee  on  Augmentation  (the  Rev.  Mr.  M^Innes,  Con- 
vener) to  correspond  with  self-supporting  congregations  within  the 
bounds  which  are  paying  less  than  £200  stipend,  with  the  view  of 
encouraging  them  to  do  their  duty  in  regard  to  the  better  support  of 
the  gospel  ministry. 

Presbytery  of  -K'tH-coZd'y.— Approve  generally  of  the  new  scheme  of  Stipend 
Augmentation,  and  thank  the  Home  Committee  of  the  Board  of 
Missions  for  their  courtesy  in  making  known  so  soon  their  intentions 
in  this  matter. 

Presbytery  of  Lanark.^^Agte^  to  recommend  that  for  the  present  year  any 
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surplas  that  may  arise  should  be  divided  equally  among  the  supple- 
mented congregations  which  have  reached  the  lowest  average  of  contri- 
bution (10s.)  suggested  by  the  Home  Committee ;  and  at  the  same  time 
would  call  the  attention  of  the  Home  Committee  to  the  inequality  which 
is  liable  to  show  itself  by  taking  the  congregational  average  contribution 
for  stipend  apart  from  the  contributions  for  other  purposes ;  and  also  to 
the  inequality  which  may  show  itself,  according  to  the  scheme  proposed, 
by  reason  of  the  greater  facility  with  which,  all  other  things  being  equal, 
a  high  average  can  be  created  and  maintained  in  the  smaller  congrega- 
tions than  in  the  larger. 

Preibytery  of  Newcastle, — ^This  Presbytery,  after  consideration  of  the  docu- 
ments bearing  on  the  Augmentation  Scheme,  have  agreed  to  record, 
meanwhile,  general  approbation  of  the  proposals  set  forth  in  the 
'  suggestions.' 

Other  Fi*esbyteries  of  tlie  Church  have  bad  the  ^suggestions'  under 
their  consideration,  and  have  arrived  at  the  same  general  results ;  but 
no  official  intimation  of  their  decisions  has  been  forwarded  to  the  Com- 
mittee. No  decided  objection  to  the  principles  involved  in  the  ^  sug- 
gestions' has  been  intimated  from  any  Presbytery ;  and  the  Committee 
therefore  regard  the  above  presbyterial  findings  as  hopeful  indications 
that  the  'suggestions'  will  receive  the  candid  consideration,  and 
secure,  on  the  \YhoIe,  the  cordial  approval  and  adoption,  of  the 
Synod. 

As  a  farther  preparation  for  the  favourable  consideration  by  the 
Synod  of  these  '  suggestions'  for  the  increase  of  the  minimum  stipend, 
the  Committee  agreed,  in  accordance  with  the  synodical  regulations  in 
the  Forms  of  Procedure,  to  direct  the  attention  of  Presbyteries  to  those 
congregations  within  their  respective  bounds  in  which  the  stipend  paid 
by  the  people  is  above  the  present  minimum  of  £157,  lOs.,  but  under 
£200,  in  order  that  they  might  consider  what  steps  could  be  taken  to 
encourage  and  stimulate  these  congregations  to  increase  the  stipends 
paid  by  them  to^  or  at  least  towardsy  £200.  A  circular,  stating  the  more 
urgent  reasons  for  this  advance,  and  setting  forth  the  desirableness,  in 
connection  with  the  proposed  general  effort  to  raise  the  minimum 
stipend  of  the  Church  to  £200,  of  each  congregation,  in  which  the  stipend 
bad  previously  been  under  that  minimum,  endeavouring  to  perform  its 
own  proper  portion  of  the  work  by  more  liberal  contribution  for  the 
support  of  its  own  minister,  was  issued  to  the  preses  of  about  130  con- 
gregations, self-supporting  in  reference  to  the  present  minimum  of 
£157,  10s.,  but  paying  a  stipend  under  £200.  In  response  to  this 
circular,  intimation  has  been  received  that  4  congregations  had  agreed 
to  raise  the  stipend  to  £200  or  upwards  before  they  received  the  circular ; 
that  8  congregations,  after  considering  the  statement,  have  agreed  to 
pay,  in  future,  at  least  £200  for  stipend,  in  some  cases  making  an 
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advance  of  not  less  than  £40  per  annum ;  that  8  congregationB,  although 
they  could  not  at  once  advance  to  £200^  would  make  a  considerable 
addition  to  the  stipend  as  a  step  towards  the  desired  result;  that  23 
congregations  cordially  approve  of  the  proposed  advance,  though,  in 
their  present  circumstances^  they  can  do  nothing  additional  to  secure  it ; 
and  that  6  isongregations  will  take  the  proposal  into  their  consideration 
at  their  first  annual  meeting.  The  preses  of  only  ^ne  congregation 
replied  to  the  circular  in  terms  decidedly  adverse,  and  deprecating,  in 
present  circumstances,  the  introduction  of  the  question  into  the  congre- 
gation with  which  he  is  connected.  These  answers  are  on  the  whole  so 
favourable,  that,  by  showing  how  much  has  already  been  done  in  the  way 
of  stimulating  effort  to  be  self-supporting,  even  at  the  higher  minimum 
now  proposed,  and  how  prepared  the  members  of  the  Church  are  gene- 
rally to  approve  of  the  proposed  method  for  increasing  the  present 
stipends,  they  cannot  but  afford  additional  encouragement  for  the  cordial 
adoption  of  the  'suggestions*  now  submitted  for  the  advance  of  the 
minimum  stipend. 

The  Committee  only  notice  further,  that  through  the  indefatigable 
and  successful  exertions  of  Mr.  Morton,  and  of  two  or  three  other 
members  of  the  Committee  who  have  assisted  him  in  the  woik  of  obtain- 
ing subscriptions,  nearly  one-half  of  the  additional  sum  required  for  the 
realization  of  the  end  contemplated  in  the  ^  suggestions'  has  already  been 
secm*ed, — 12  contributors- having  each  promised  subscriptions  of  £200, 
23  contributors  having  each  promised  subscriptions  of  £100,  18  having 
each  promised  subscriptions  of  £50,  23  having  each  promised  subscript 
tions  of  from  £25  to  £20,  and  others  having  promised  smaller  sums, — 
a  very  large  proportion  of  which  subscriptions  are  understood  to  be 
annual.  At  the  date  of  this  Report,  the  number  of  subscribers  in 
support  of  the  measures  proposed  in  the  ^  suggestions'  is  92 ;  and  die 
amount  of  their  united  contributions  is  £6355,  of  which  sum  it  is 
calculated  that  £5500  are  furnished  in  addition  to  the  amount  formerly 
contributed  to  the  Augmentation  Fund  by  these  subscribers.  Even 
for  the  present  year,  therefore,  the  scheme,  if  adopted  by  the  Synod, 
and  carried  out  with  energy  similar  to  that  with  which  it  has  been  com- 
menced, affords  the  promise  that  a  considerable  advance  will  be  made  in 
the  distribution  of  the  Surplus  Fund  beyond  the  minimum  stipend  of 
£157,  10s. ;  while  there  is  reason  to  hope  that  it  may  be  so  wrought,  in 
future  years,  that  the  higher  minimum  stipend  of  £200  per  annum  may 
be  attained  in  almost  eveiy  congregation  of  the  United  Presbyterian 
Church. 

In  closing  this  Report,  which  they  trust  the  Synod  will  receive  as 
affording  evidence  that  they  have  not  been  unmindful  of  the  responsi- 
bilities under  which  they  have  been  placed,  nor  negligent  in  the  discharge 
of  the  duties  which  have  been  devolved  upon  them,  the  Home  Committee 
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of  the  Board  of  Missions  and  the  8ab-Committee  on  Stipend  Angmen- 
tation  desire  to  recoxd  their  gratefal^  appreciation  of  that  increasing 
KberaKty  of  contrflbntion  on  behalf  of  the  Angm^eitation  Scheme  by 
which  its  position  has  been  so  considerably  improved  during  the  last  two 
or  three  years^  and  by  which,  although  with  the  partial  inconvenience 
and  disadvantage  of  borrowing  from  other  funds  in  October,  the  minimum 
rate  of  £157, 10s.  for  stipend  and  expenses,  which  was  adopted  in  the 
year  1869,  has  hitherto  been  maintained.  But  they  also  desire  to 
express  their  earnest  desire  and  hope  that  the  present  ^  suggestions '  for 
the  attainment  of  a  higher  rate  of  ministerial  support  may  receive .  the 
cordial  approval  of  the  Synod,  and  may  be  sustained  and  made  effectual 
for  the  end  contemplated  by  the  development  of  a  yet  more  generous 
scale  of  Christian  giving,  throughout  a  wider  circle  of  individual  and 
congregational  contributions,  for  Augmentation  purposes.  They  are 
convinced  that  the  honour  and  progress  of  the  denomination,  and  the 
advancement  of  the  work  of  God  by  its  instrumentality,  are  intimately 
connected  with,  and  dependent  on,  the  adoption  and  the  successful 
operation  of  proper  measures  for  the  better  support  of  its  ministers, 
and  specially  of  the  ministers  of  its  smaller  congregations.  And  they 
confidently  anticipate  that  thoughtful  and  considerate  members  of  the 
congregations  on  the  Synod's  roll,  in  all  districts  of  the  Church,  will 
feel  and  acknowledge  that  the  present  'suggestions'  are  reasonable, 
expedient,  and  necessary ;  and  will  therefore  be  forward  to  lend  their 
willing  aid  in  carrying  them  into  practical  effect. 

'  It  is  unnecessary,'  to  quote  the  words  of  a  recent  circular,  *  to  state 
many  reasons  why  it  is  expedient  that  the  minimum  stipend  of  the 
Church  should  be  raised  above  the  present  standard  of  £150,  with  an 
additional  allowance  of  £7,  10s.  for  expenses.  The  progress  of  society 
has  converted  many  things  which  were  once  regarded  as  luxuries  and 
superfluities  into  articles  indispensable  for  comfort  and  subsistence; 
and  the  expenditure  of  every  manse  household  has  consequently  been 
mcreased,  in  common  with  that  of  all  other  families  and  households. 
But,  at  the  same  time  that  more  requires  to  be  purchased,  the  purchasing 
power  of  money  has  been  largely  reduced,  so  that  the  same  sum  of  money 
will  now  procure  a  much  smaller  quantity  of  most  articles  of  daily  use 
and  consumption  than  it  would  have  done  ten  or  fifteen  years  ago.  The 
result  is,  that  the  stipend  which  formerly  might  suffice  for  the  frugal 
expenditure  of  the  manse  can  now  be  made  to  meet  that  expenditure 
only  by  struggles  and  sacrifices,  which  the  Church  cannot  impose  on  its 
ministers  without  detriment  to  their  comfort  and  usefulness,  nor  without 
serious  interference  with  the  benefit  which  congregations  should  derive 
from  the  ministrations  of  men  '^  without  carefulness  "  as  to  the  adequacy 
of  their  temporal  support. 

'  And  while  the  progress  of  society  has  thus  increased  the  wants  of 
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ministers^  and  rendered  necessary  a  moi*e  liberal  scale  of  ministerial 
support,  it  has  also  imparted  to  the  congregations  of  the  Church  increased 
ability  for  contributing  more  largely  for  the  support  and  comfort  of  the 
gospel  ministry.  While  in  many  congregations  there  are  members 
who  have  been  largely  prospered  in  temporal  things,  and  either  by  their 
ovfu  successful  efforts  in  business,  or  by  inheritance,  are  now  in  the 
enjoyment  of  wealth  and  affluence,  the  incomes  of  the  middle  and 
working  classes  have,  as  a  general  rule,  been  very  largely  increased. 
The  scriptural  rule  of  giving  for  the  cause  of  God  according  as  He  has 
prospered  the  giver  thus  requires  that  the  scale  of  contribution  for  the 
maintenance  of  Christian  ordinances  should  be  increased ;  and  it  becomes 
the  duty  of  the  office-bearers  of  congregations  to  impress  on  the  mem- 
bership of  the  Church  the  duty  and  the  fitness  of  abounding  in  the 
grace  of  liberality,  as  a  manifestation  at  once  of  their  gratitude  to  God 
for  the  bounties  of  His  providence,  and  of  their  appreciation  of  the 
importance  and  the  value  of  the  blessings  of  that  great  salvation  which  He 
has  wrought  out  for  them  through  the  mission  of  His  Son,  and  which  He 
is  freely  offering  to  them  through  the  ministiy  of  reconciliation.'

BEPORT  OP  THE  SYNOD'S  COMMITTEE  ON.  THE  DIS- 
ESTABLISHMENT AND  DISENDOWMENT  OF  THE 
CHURCHES  OF  ENGLAND  AND  SCOTLAND. 

The  Committee  have  watched  the  opportunities  afforded  by  the  incidents 
of  the  year  to  advance  the  question  of  principle,  and  the  practical  policy 
to  which  it  calls,  in  accordance  with  the  terms  and  spirit  of  Synodical 
instructions. 

After  the  close  of  last  Synod,  and  in  fulfilment  of  its  special  remit, 
the  Committee  prepared  and  forwarded  a  petition  to  Parliament  against 
the  Prison  Ministers  Bill. 

In  June  last,  when  the  question  of  the  alteration  of  the  law -of 
Patronage  in  the  Established  Church  of  Scotland  was  raised  in  both 
Houses  of  Parliament,  the  Committee  issued  a  series  of  resolutions 
on  the  question,  a  copy  of  which  was  sent  to  each  member  of  Par- 
liament. A  petition  to  Parliament,  based  on  the  resolutions,  and  a 
memorial  to  Government  in  terms  of  the  same,  were  also  prepared  and 
forwarded.  The  memorial  was  duly  acknowledged  by  Mr.  Gladstone, 
who  stated  that  it  had  received  his  attentive  perusal.  The  resolutions, 
which  were  widely  copied  into  the  newspapers,  and  commented  on  in 
both  Houses  of  Parliament,  by  Mr.  Gladstone,  the  Duke  of  Argyll,  and 
other  leading  speakei's,  are  as  follows : — 

No.  I. 

RtsoluUona  of  the  Conmuttee  of  the  Synod  of  tlie  United  Pre^terian  Church  on 
*  The  DiaeatabUshmeat  and  Diaendatvment  of  the  Established  Churches  of 
England  and  Scotland,^  on  the  Subject  of  Patronage  in  the  Established  Church 
of  Scotland. 

I.  That  the  Committee,  having  their  attention  directed  to  proposed  measures 
for  infiaencing  Government  and  Parliament  in  reference  to  the  state  of  the  law 
of  Patronage  in  the  Established  Church  of  Scotland,  deem  it  expedient  that  the 
following  considerations  and  statements  should  be  submitted  on  their  part  to  the 
attention  of  the  Government  and  the  Legislature. 

IL  That  the  Church  which  they  represent  as  a  Committee  has  long  and 
earnestly  opposed  the  statutory  endowment  of  religious  bodies,  and  from  its 
origin  has  been  opposed,  on  grounds  of  principle,  to  Patronage  in  ail  its  forms ; 
regarding  the  statutory  control  of  the  choice  of  ministers  as  an  interference  with 
the  just  and  scriptural  rights  of  the  Christian  people. 

While,  therefore,  they  would  rejoice  to  see  all  members  of  the  Established 
Church  appreciating  and  exercising  the  rights  and  privileges  of  Church  members 
in  the  matter  of  the  choice  of  their  ministers,  and  likewise  performing  the  duties 
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of  Clmrch  members  in  the  matter  of  their  support,  they  know  no  reason  why 
legislation  should  be  invoked  to  deal  solely  with  the  evil  of  Patronage,  and  not 
also,  and  at  the  same  time,  with  the  related  evil  of  Endowment ;  and  they  be- 
lieve the  strongest  reasons  ezist  why  both  the  legislative  control  of  appointments 
to  benefices  and  the  legislative  provision  for  incumbents  shotdd,  without  delay, 
be  dealt  with  and  abolished  together. 

III.  That,  regarding  the  rights  of  the  Christian  membership  in  the  choice  of 
their  spiritual  guides  as  founded  in  scriptural  relations  between  pastor  and  people 
and  the  members  of  the  Church  generally,  which  are  independent  of  civil  legis- 
lation, and  practically  unknown  in  State  Churches,  they  believe  that  the  mem- 
bers of  the  latter,  by  subjecting  themselves  to  the  nde  of  Parliament  in  this 
matter,  and  exchanging  a  scriptural  for  a  statutory  freedom,  have  parted  with 
the  guarantee  of  spiritual  independence,  which  is  rendered  impossible  to  those 
who  fetter  themselves  by  a  statute  creed  and  worship. 

IV.  That,  while  others  may  justly  complain  of  renewed  legislation  in  behalf 
of  the  Established  Church,  its  members  may  at  once  escape  the  yoke  or  grievance 
of  Patronage,  either  collectively  or  individually,  by  following  the  example  of 
the  Free  Churches,  and  taking  upon  themselves  the  support  of  their  own  eccle- 
siastical system, — a  responsibility  which  their  wealth  and  numbers  render  them 
abundantly  able  to  assume,  without  diminishing  their  power  for  other  religious 
or  benevolent  efforts.  Even  now,  without  legislation,  nothing  hinders  friendly 
patrons  from  conceding  to  congregations  the  liberty  of  choosing  their  ministers, 
or  earnest  friends  of  popular  election  from  negotiating  with  patrons  who  may  be 
open  to  treat  for  the  practical  transfer  of  their  rights  of  presentation. 

y .  That  the  proposed  legislation  appears  to  originate  not  in  popular  demand, 
but  in  the  policy  of  recent  General  Assemblies,  and  does  not  seem  to  contem- 
plate the  abolition  of  Patronage,  as  some  have  hastily  supposed,  but  only  certain 
schemes  for  its  modification  or  statutory  transfer  to  new  bodies  of  patrons. 

That^  even  were  the  proposed  legislation  for  the  abolition  of  Patronage,  that 
question,  they  are  persuaded,  whatever  may  have  been  its  position  at  any  former 
period,  cannot  now  be  treated  as  one  of  private  concern  to  the  section  of  the 
religious  public  adhering  to  the  Established  Church,  but  can  only  be  settled  on 
principles  of  general  application,  and  as  part  of  a  measure  for  the  Disestablish- 
ment and  Disendowment  of  that  Church. 

VI.  That,  in  their  judgment,  the  time  has  gone  past  irrevocably  for  any 
alterations  of  the  law  of  Patronage  or  of  the  constitution  of  the  Established 
Church  availing  to  satisfy  or  recall  the  multitudes  who,  on  various  grounds, 
have  finally  rejected  its  jurisdiction,  or  for  further  legislation  in  the  interest  of 
its  pretensions  as  the  National  Church  being  patiently  tolerated. 

yn.  That  the  injustice  to  which  non-Established  Churches  are  subjected 
in  the  prosecution  of  their  religious  labours,  by  the  legal  maintenance,  within 
the  national  pale,  of  powerful  privileged  bodies  in  the  form  of  Established 
Churches,  would  be  augmented  by  any  such  measures  as  those  proposed,  which 
would  increase  the  powers  and  privileges,  but  not  the  responsibilities,  of  the 
members  and  ministers  of  the  Established  Church. 
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YIIL  That,  were  it  otherwise  just,  the  Established  Chjorch  has  done  nothing 
to  warrant  its  being  aided,  bj  the  general  citizenship  and  the  members  of  other 
Chnrches,  to  an  enlargement  of  its  statutory  powers. 

After  enforcing  Patronage  in  its  most  arbitrary  form  for  generations, 
expelling  from  its  commonion  the  Secession  and  Relief  fathers,  and  alienating, 
by  intolenuioe  and  Tsrious  abuaes,  many  thousands  of  the  best  of  the  Scotti^ 
people  from  ito  pale,  as  well  aa  more  recently  renewing  its  adhesion  to  the  terms 
of  State  allianee  as  defined  at  the  Disruption,  with  the  consequence  of  shrinking 
to  a  minority  of  the  ecclesiastical  community  of  Scotland,  the  Established  Church 
cannot  justly  expect,  however  zealously  many  of  its  ministers  and  members  may 
labour  in  the  common  field,  on  the  strength  of  a  tardy  and  still  dubious  repent- 
ance of  its  Greneral  Assembly  in  the  matter  of  Patronage,  that  the  past  should 
be  condoned  or  forgotten  by  the  Scottish  people,  or  that  it  sho«ld  be  permitted, 
as  if  nothing  had  happened,  to  assume  to  itself  in  Parliament  and  in  the  country 
the  position  of  the  Church  of  Scotland,  and  to  attempt  to  rehabilitate  a  waning 
and  aectional  influence  by  new  legislation,^-a  policy,  they  beliere,  which  the 
United  Presbyterian  Church  could  not  sanction  without  compromising  its  protest 
against  ciyil  establishments  of  religion,  and  which  no  Govemment  coidd  wisely 
aid  or  abet. 

IX.  That  the  Synod  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  has  already  re- 
peatedly, and  so  recently  as  its  meeting  in  ^lay  last,  expressed  its  judgment  in 
regard  to  the  legislation  which  is  now  demanded,  by  petitioning  for  the  Dis* 
establishment  and  Disendowment  of  the  Established  Churches  of  England  and 
Scotland. 

X.  For  these  and  other  reasons,  the  Committee  strenuously  object  to  the 
proposed  legislation  regarding  Patronage,  or  to  any  legislation  in  behalf  of  the 
Established  Church  of  Scotland  as  a  National  Church. 

And  they  resolve,  by  memorial,  petition,  and  all  proper  means,  earnestly 
and  strongly  to  urge  on  Government  and  Parliament  the  necesssity  of  dis- 
countenancing all  such  legislation,  and  taking  the  proper  steps  to  terminate,  not 
only  the  evils  ol  Patronage,  but  all  the  other  evils  of  a  system  proved  in  Scot- 
land, as  well  as  elsewhere,  to  be  injurious  to  the  peace  and  best  interests  of  the 
nation,  by  a  suitable  measure  for  the  Disestablishment  and  Disendowment  of  the 
Establish.ed  Church.

^  The  Committee  liad  the  satisfaction  of  observing  that  the  fairness 
and  consistency  of  the  position  which,  in  accordance  with  the  decision  of 
the  Synod  to  pursue  a  simple  policy  of  Disestablishment,  they  had 
assumed  in  the  resolutions,  were  generally  admitted  in  the  debat^  and 
they  have  reason  to  believe  that  their  action  in  issuing  the  resolutions 
contributed  to  strengthen  the  hands  of  the  Government  in  resisting  the 
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retrograde  policy  pressed  on  them  by  the  leaders  of  the  Established 
Church. 

The  Committee  having  had  under  their  consideration  the  pro- 
priety of  issuing  a  series  of  brief  tracts  or  papers  on  various  aspects 
of  the  question  of  Civil  Establishments  of  Beligion^  as  presented  in  the 
cases  of  England,  Scotland,  Ireland,  the  Colonies,  etc.,  agreed  at  their 
meeting  in  June  to  take  steps  for  this  purpose,  by  securing  writers  and 
otherwise  maturing  a  plan  of  issue,  and  they  unanimously  requested  the 
Rev.  Dr.  Cairns,  who  cordially  undertook  the  duty,  to  write  a  prelimi- 
nary tract  or  paper,  on  *  The  Present  Aspect  of  the  Disestablishment 
Question.'  This  tract  was  duly  furnished  by  Dr.  Cairns,  and  issued  as 
No.  I.  of  the  series — a  copy  being  sent  out  within  the  cover  of  each 
number  of  the  Missionary  Record  for  December.  No.  II.  *  The  Dis- 
establishment and  Disendowment  of  the  Scottish  Kirk/  by  the  Sev. 
George  C.  Hutton,  Paisley,  followed  in  February;  No.  III.  *The 
Establishment  Principle  in  England,^  by  the  Bev.  Robert  Redpath, 
M.  A.,  London,  in  April ;  and  No,  IV.  *  The  Working  of  Voluntaryism 
in  America,'  by  J.  Carvell  Williams,  Esq.,  London,  in  May. 

Others  are  in  preparation  for  the  Committee,  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Bryce, 
Belfast,  on  ^  Disestablishment  in  Ireland ; '  by  the  Rev.  Alex.  Oliver, 
Glasgow,  on  *  The  Scottish  Teinds ; '  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Thornton  of 
Ontario,  on  ^  Disestablishment  in  Canada,  and  its  results.'  With  the 
approval  of  the  Synod,  these  or  others  may  be  issued  at  such  intervals 
as  may  seem  best  fitted  to  gain  the  object  in  view.  It  was  thought 
desirable,  having  special  regard  to  the  benefit  of  our  own  members,  to 
circulate  at  least  the  earlier  numbers  of  the  series  widely  in  the  Church 
by  issuing  them  along  with  the  Recordj  as  well  as  to  advertise  them  for 
sale.  The  series  has  been  somewhat  extensively  noticed  and  quoted  by 
the  press,  and  the  Committee  believe  the  continuation  of  a  limited  series 
of  such  tracts  or  other  brief  publications  would  serve  a  valuable  purpose 
in  ripening  the  question  in  the  minds  of  many.  The  Committee  are 
gratified  to  be  able  to  state  that  they  have  received  several  subscriptions, 
kindly  tendered  by  friends  with  the  view  of  promoting  the  special  circu- 
lation of  their  publications,  very  largely  reducing  the  expense  of  the 
gratuitous  distribution. 

During  the  general  election  in  February,  the  Committee  judged  it 
expedient  to  issue  a  short  series  of  resolutions  urging  the  importance  of 
the  friends  of  Disestablishment  in  the  Church  giving  due  prominence 
and  support  to  their  principles  at  the  poll.  Although  the  circumstances 
were  necessarily  unfavourable  for  their  receiving  the  widest  amount 
of  attention,  the  resolutions  appeared  in  various  leading  newspapers  of 
the  kingdom,  and  it  is  believed  were  found  not  unseasonable.  They  are 
as  follows : — 
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Re8ohiium8  of  the  United  Presbyterian  SynocTe  Camm^tee  on  Dtsestabhshment. 

L  That  electoral  action  cannot  be  employed  to  a  higher  purpose  than  in 
farthering  the  liberation  of  religion  from  State  patronage  and  control ;  and  that 
the  crisis  of  a  general  election,  into  which  the  country  has  been  suddenly 
plunged,  calls  urgently  for  the  vigilance  and  fidelity  of  all  friends  of  Disestab- 
lishment. 

n.  That  it  is  especially  the  duty  of  United  Presbyterians  to  vindicate  the 
position  they  have  so  long  held  in  opposition  to  civil  establishments  of  religion, 
by  selecting  and  voting  for  such  candidates  as  will  do  justice  to  principles  they 
hold  sacred,  and  duly  support  and  advocate  in  Parliament  the  Disestablishment 
and  Disendowment  of  the  State  Churches. 

m.  That  the  avowed  purpose  of  a  party  in  the  Established  Church  of  Scot- 
land to  seek  the  alteration  of  the  law  of  Patronage,  wlule  retaining  the  national 
endowments,  and  so  to  renovate  and  extend  the  system  of  ecclesiastical  privilege, 
ought  to  be  firmly  resisted  ;  and  that  this  and  all  proposed  new  legislation  in 
behalf  of  the  Established  Church  of  England  should  be  met  by  the  demand  for 
immediate  Disestablishment. 

IV.  That  they  observe  with  regret,  that  while  the  manifestoes  of  the  Tory 
party  give  generally  undisguised  prominence  to  the  policy  of  maintaining  the 
State  Church  system,  those  of  the  Liberal  leaders  either  maintain  silence,  or 
indicate  aversion  on  the  questions  of  Disestablishment  and  Religious  Equality, 
with  the  partial  exception  of  the  Lord  Advocate's  hints  as  to  a  measure 
for  relieving  feuars  and  others  not  belonging  to  the  Established  Church 
of  Scotland,  but  rated  for  its  fabrics, — a  measure  which,  small  as  it  was,  and 
long  since  promised,  has  never  yet  been  brought  forward  by  the  Government. 
That  they  cannot  but  regard  this  policy  of  silence,  hesitation,  or  antagonism,  on 
the  part  of  the  Liberal  leaders,  as  unsatisfactory,  and  demanding  on  the  part  of 
Dissenting  electors,  clear  assertion  of  their  rights  and  resolute  action  at  the  poll. 

Y.  That  such  a  course  can  alone  avert  the  danger — that  '  Liberal  Union  ' 
may  simply  mean  a  Liberal  Government,  strong  enough,  with  the  aid  of  Dissen- 
ters, to  carry  its  ordinary  measures  against  the  Opposition,  and,  as  recently,  with 
the  aid  of  the  Opposition,  to  postpone  or  defeat  measures  of  Religious  Equality. 

YL  That  clear  assertion  of  principles  and  faithful  action  at  the  poll  are 
rendered  the  more  imperative,  that  Mr.  Gladstone  appeals  to  the  constituencies 
in  express  terms,  not  only  to  indicate  what  they  think  of  the  past,  but  what 
'  further  commission  they  think  fit  to  give  their  representatives  ;  *  thus  inviting 
electors,  as  indeed  it  is  always  their  duty,  to  assist  in  shaping  the  policy  of  the 
future. 

VXI.  In  these  circumstances,  they  believe  that  while  many  friends  of  Dis- 
establishment will  desire  to  mark  general  appreciation  of  the  past,  it  would  be 
to  stultify  themselves  and  prejudice  the  cause  of  principle,  to  support,  where  any 
alternative  exists,  those  candidates  who  avow  their  adherence  to  the  State 
Church  policy.

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Reviewing  the  year,  the  Disestablishment  question  has  lost  nothing 
and  gained  much.  While  it  has  not  always  appeared  on  the  surface  of 
discussion,  and  at  times  has  been  subordinated  to  inferior  and  temporary- 
questions,  it  has  steadily  grown  in  importance  to  the  various  parties  in 
the  State ;  and  it  is  f elt,  when  not  avowed,  to  be  the  great  question  of 
future,  and  possibly  not  distant,  legislation.  The  extent  to  which  it  has 
coloured  the  utterances  of  public  men,  and  of  newspaper  and  other 
writers  during  the  year,  is  significant  of  its  extending  hold  upon  the 
general  mind.  It  is,  in  particular,  striking  its  roots  more  and  more 
deeply  in  the  serious,  educated,  and  patriotic  thought  of  the  countiy. 

Its  parliamentary  position  may  appear  less  satisfactory.  The  un- 
expected general  election,  with  its  result  of  displacing  the  most  powerful 
ministiy  of  recent  times,  of  whose  supporters  the  Nonconformist  party 
was  a  principal  wing,  has  altered  the  parliamentary  position  of  the 
question  more  in  appearance  than  in  reality.  Disestablishment  has 
relatively  lost  less  than  the  Liberal  policy  in  general ;  and  it  is  now  a 
question  more  important  than  ever  to  those  leaders  who  have  so  long 
enjoyed,  or  who  would  wish  to  retain  unbroken,  the  votes  of  its  friends. 
The  real  strength  of  the  cause  has  in  no  sense  diminished  in  consequence 
of  recent  events ;  but  these,  if  wisely  improved,  may  ripen  it  more-eflfec- 
tively  and  rapidly  than  an  even  tenor  of  Liberal  successes.  Without 
presuming  to  expound  the  various  causes  which  may  have  led  to  recent 
political  change,  or  questioning  the  miscellaneous  character  of  the  in- 
fluences at  work,  it  can  hardly  be  doubted  that  the  attitude  of  the 
respective  candidates  and  leaders  in  reference  to  the  question  of  Disestab- 
lishment had  its  unavoidable  share  in  moulding  the  issue.  The  decay 
or  effacement  of  many  of  the  distinctions  formerly  characterizing  the 
opposite  political  parties;  the  lavish  professions  of  attachment  to  the 
State  Church  system  on  one  side,  inspiring  unusual  exertions  and  hopes 
among  its  friends;  and  on  the  other,  the  uncertain,  apathetic,  or  hostile 
position  and  antecedents  of  conspicuous  politicians  in  reference  to  the 
claims  of  Disestablishment,  by  diminishing  confidence  and  energy  where 
they  were  most  needed, — lost  the  Liberal  ranks,  in  many  cases,  not  only 
the  benefit  of  enthusiasm,  but  of  active  support.  To  this  may  be  added^ 
as  concurring  to  the  same  result,  the  inadvertent  or  gratuitous  support 
of  State  Church  candidates,  when  by  a  better  selection  a  vote  in  Parlia- 
ment might  either  have  been  won  or  retained  for  Disestablishment, 
without  loss  to  other  interests.  One  lesson  of  the  late  election  is  the 
necessity  of  organization,  and  of  the  faithful  use  of  political  power,  in 
order  to  secure  for  Disestablishment  due  regard  to  its  claims.  If,  as  we 
believe,  Disestablishment  is  identified  with  the  best  interests  of  religion 
and  in  full  accord  with  political  justice,  it  ought  to  be  made  clear  that 
we  regard  and  purpose  to  treat  it  as  a  primary  question.  No  questions 
more  urgently  claim  precedence  than  those  which  relate  to  the  proper 
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treatment  of  religion  and  morals^  and  to  the  rights  of  conscience.  To 
leave  these  to  be  taken  up  or  let  alone  as  political  caprice  or  party 
casualties  may  decide,  is  neither  the  part  of  wisdom  nor  of  fidelity  to 
principle. 

Looking  to  the  immediate  future,  the  accession  to  power  of  a 
Ooyemment  ostentatiously  favourable  to  State  Churches,  however  it 
may  be  restrained  by  the  force*  of  public  opinion  or  the  policy  of  its 
more  cautions  leaders,  is  a  circumstance  calling  for  special  vigilance  on 
the  part  of  this  Church,  as  the  guardians  of  sound  principle.  State 
Churchmen  throughout  the  country  are  plainly  disposed  to  exert  pres- 
sure to  induce  the  Government  to  favour  schemes  of  so-called  Church 
reform ;  but  really  new  conditions  of  Church  Establishment  in  England 
and  Scotland.  The  highest  dignitaries  of  the  English  Church  have 
already  moved  in  this  direction ;  and  in  the  Established  Church  of  Scot- 
land, the  project  for  the  alteration  of  the  law  of  Patronage,  more  than 
once  evaded  or  bowed  out  by  the  former  Administration,  is  at  this  hour 
being  urged  on  members  of  the  Government  and  of  the  Legislature. 
In  these  circumstances  the  Committee  are  prepared,  if  re-appointed,  to 
meet  with  resolute  opposition  any  such  scheme  which,  however  plausible, 
proceeds  on  the  principle  that  the  system  of  the  State  regulation  and 
rapport  of  Christianity  may  need  to  be  improved,  but  ought  not  to  be 
abolished.  With  Disestablishment,  none  of  the  evils  of  which  State 
Churchmen  anywhere  complain  could  continue  an  hour;  while  the 
offence  and  grievance  of  others  would  be  at  once  removed.  But  if 
Churchmen  insist  on  curing  such  evils  by  means  which  inflict  on  society 
the  continuance  of  the  radical  evil  itself,  they  can  only  expect  to  be  met 
with  firm  resistance. 

It  is  gratifying  to  observe,  that,  as  might  be  expected  from  the  recent 
history  of  the  Free  Church,  that  influential  body  is  obviously  preparing 
to  take  a  decided  stand  against  any  mere  anti-patronage  agitation ;  and 
everything  points  to  an  ultimate  demand  for  Disestablishment.  Mean- 
time the  effect  and  weight  of  their  position  is  hostile  to  the  existing 
Establishment.  The  return  to  its  bosom,  fondly  predicted,  of  any 
considerable  section  of  their  Assembly,  in  any  probable  circumstances, 
is  an  imaginary  relapse  only  less  incredible  than  apostasy  from  the  Synod 
of  United  Presbyterians  to  the  Kirk. 

It  is  now  seen  and  acknowledged  by  many  within  the  Kirk  itself, 
that  the  day  is  past  for  attempts  to  adapt  the  Establishment  to  the  feel- 
ings of  the  people  of  Scotland,  who  have  largely  outgrown  the  belief  that 
Christianity  depends  either  for  being  or  well-being  on  its  statutory  enact- 
ment and  endowment.  The  history  of  the  Free  Churches  abundantly 
proves  the  adequate  self-resource  and  superior  facilities  for  development 
possessed  by  Churches  free  from  State  alliance ;  while  the  closer  study 
of  the  history  and  constitution  of  the  Church  in  the  light  of  Scripture, 
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confirms  the  conviction  that  a  radical  opposition  exists  between  anj  form 
of  a  State  Church  and  the  institution  of  Christ ;  and  that,  so  far  from 
being  necessary  to  the  expression  of  national  religious  life,  a  State 
Church  is  adverse  to  its  proper  and  natural  manifestation. 

Within  the  Established  Churches  a  practical  readiness  for  Disestab- 
lishment may  be  discovered  in  many  of  the  most  serious  and  candid 
minds^  and  die  belief  that  it  is  inevitable  is  probably  shared  by  all  but 
those  whom  only  events  can  teach.  The  religious  awakening  which  has 
visited  many  parts  of  our  country,  cannot  fail  to  excite  in  thoughtful 
Christian  hearts  in  all  the  Churches  a  deeper  interest  in  whatever 
concerns  the  scriptural  development  of  religious  life  and  the  functions  of 
the  Church,  and  to  weaken  dependence  on  inventions  of  human  policy ; 
'  as  well  as  by  strengthening  fraternal  sentiments  to  dispose  many  to  yield 
more  readily  to  demands  made  by  fellow-Christians  and  fellow-citizens  in 
the  name  of  justice  and  of  conscience. 

The  time  is  opportune  for  instructing  and  stimulating  the  public 
mind  on  the  question,  by  a  wise  use  of  the  agencies  of  the  pulpit,  the 
platform,  and  the  press,  and  especially  by  directing  the  mind  of  the 
Church  to  its  scriptural  bearings.  As  subordinate  to  the  due  exhibition 
of  the  principles  of  the  Word  of  God  in  ordinary  pulpit  teaching,  regarding 
the  spirituality  of  the  Church,  the  support  and  extension  of  the  gospel, 
the  obligation  and  privilege  of  service  and  giving  for  Christ — ^principles 
which  have  been  earnestly  maintained  in  this  Church — there  are  many 
ways  by  which  ministers  and  others  might  advance  the  cause.  The 
Committee  venture  again  to  refer  to  the  Circular  of  January  20,  1873, 
as  offering  various  practical  suggestions ;  in  particular,  the  delivery  of  a 
lecture  or  lectures  to  the  congregations  or  the  public  on  Sabbath  or 
week  evenings,  as  may  be  judged  best,  on  the  aspects  of  Disestablishment 
as  bearing  on  the  interests  of  religion  and  Christianity;  courses  of 
lectures,  in  concert  with  brethren,  discussing  the  various  aspects  of  the 
question  for  general  audiences ;  addresses  at  public  meetings ;  special 
measures  for  interesting  young  men  in  the  question  ;  communications  to 
the  press ;  diffusion  of  suitable  literature,  including  the  circulation  and 
recommendation  of  the  Committee's  publications;  letters  at  important 
junctures  to  members  of  Parliament ;  testing  candidates,  and  securing 
and  supporting  the  best  at  election  times;  local  organization  of  the 
friends  of  Voluntaryism,  and  united  action  in  support  of  Parliamentary 
measures  of  an  approved  character;  defence  and  protection  of  our 
principles,  when  these  are  locally  impugned  or  endangered ;  ascertaining 
and  using  local  facts  connected  with  the  operation  of  the  State  Church 
system, — by  these  and  other  means  important  services  might  be  rendered 
to  the  cause.  A  portion  of  earnest  work  done  now  by  each  of  us  all 
over  the  Church  in  our  several  spheres  and  localities,  there  is  reason  to 
hope,  will,  with  the  divine  blessing  sought  and  obtained,  exert  a  powerful 
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influence  on  the  Disestablishment  movement,  which  never  occnpied  a 
position  more  likely  to  repay  earnest  effort  by  speedy  success. 

In  conclusion,  the  following  are  suggestions  respectfully  recommended 
to  the  attention  of  the  Synod : — 1.  To  re-appoint  the  Committee  to  watch 
over  the  question  of  Disestablishment,  and  to  use  all  suitable  means  for 
its  advancement.  2.  Approving  generally  of  the  action  of  the  Com- 
mittee— ^in  particular,  of  the  issuing  of  the  resolutions  on  Patronage  and 
of  the  tracts — to  authorize  them  to  carry  out  their  plan  of  further  publi* 
cation ;  and  to  receive  and  apply  contributions  towards  promoting  the 
circulation  and  defraying  the  expense  of  their  issues.  3.  To  renew 
petition  to  Parliament,  and  to  memorialize  Government  for  the  Disestab- 
lishment of  the  Churches  of  England  and  Scotland;  also  to  petition 
Parliament  in  support  of  the  provisions  of  Mr.  M^aren's  Bill  for  the 
abolition  of  compulsory  assessments  for  building  and  maintaining  churches 
and  manses  and  enlarging  glebes  in  Scotland ;  and  against  the  Prison 
Ministers  Bill.  4.  To  instruct  the  Committee  to  oppose  by  all  competent 
means,  agreeably  to  the  tenor  of  their  resolutions  and  former  petitions 
and  memorial  on  Patronage,  all  legislative  proposals  to  deal  with  the 
question  of  Patronage  in  the  Established  Church  of  Scotland,  otherwise 
tiian  as  part  of  a  final  measure  for  the  Disestablishment  and  Disendow- 
ment  of  that  Church.

SUPPLEMENTARY  REPORT. 

Ik  accordance  with  the  instructions  of  the  Synod,  the  Committee  now 
submit  a  brief  Supplementary  Report  regarding  the  statement  made 
on  the  question  of  Patronage  in  the  Church  of  Scotland  by  the  Duke  of 
Richmond  last  night  in  Parliament.  The  Bill  which  his  Grace  laid  on 
the  table  of  the  House  of  Lords  at  the  close  of  his  statement,  and  which 
was  read  a  first  time,  the  Committee  have  not  yet  seen,  although  the 
Lord  Advocate  has  courteously  promised  a  copy.  Its  leading  provi- 
sions were,  however,  sufficiently  foreshadowed  by  the  Committee  in 
presenting  their  former  Report.  The  statement  of  the  Duke  of  Rich- 
mond, as  reported  in  the  newspapers  of  this  morning,  describes  the 
Bill  as  of  nine  clauses,  of  which  the  third  is  described  as  ^  perhaps  the 
first  of  any  importance.'  That  clause  ^repeals  the  Act  of  Queen  Anne 
of  1712,'  and  it  then  goes  on  to  repeal  *  Lord  Aberdeen's  Act  of  1843.' 
It  then  proposes  to  ^  vest'  the  patronage  in  ^  the  communicants  of  the 
parishes,'  which  was  afterwards  explained  by  his  Grace  to  be  the  ^  male 
communicants.'  ^  Under  the  regulations  which  are  to  be  laid  down  by 
the  General  Assembly,  the  committee  of  communicants  would  nominate 
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the  clergyman,  and  then  they  may  state  to  the  communicants  generally 
the  circamstances  which  have  influenced  them  in  their  election.'  The 
next  clause  deals  with  the  matter  of  compensation  to  be  paid  to  patrons, 
and  it  enacts  ^  that  the  patron  shall  be  entitled  to  one  year's  stipend*— 
and  the  stipend  is  to  be  made  up  by  the  subscription  of  the  parishioners 
generally .^  It  is  hoped  that  in  many  cases  the  patrons  will  not  require 
any  compensation,  and  it  is  assumed  that  the  patronage  of  330  livings 
(1100  being  the  total  number),  to  which  the  Crown  appoints,  will  be 
surrendered. 

This  is  the  substance  of  the  Bill  as  described  by  the  Duke  of  Rich- 
mond. In  the  absence  of  the  text  of  the  Bill,  minute  criticism  is 
impossible,  and  it  is  plainly  unnecessary.  The  position  adopted  by  the 
Synpd  in  its  minute  of  Thursday  last,  and  in  the  petitions  to  Parliament 
and  memorial  to  Government,  coiters  the  whole  ground  of  objection  to 
this  or  any  similar  one-sided  measure ;  and  the  production  of  such  a 
Bill  at  this  stage  in  the  ecclesiastical  history  of  Scotland,  only  renders  it 
more  urgent  that  a  simple  demand  for  the  disestablishment  and  disen- 
dowment  of  the  Church  of  Scotland  be  prosecuted  and  pressed  by  those 
beyond  its  pale.  The  statement  of  the  Duke  of  Richmond  in  prefacing 
and  advocating  the  measure,  while  clear  and  temperate,  was  in^some  points 
exaggerated,  as  well  as  defective  and  inaccurate.  No  such  widespread 
popular  demand  for  this  legislation  was  heard  of  during  the  late  election 
contest  as  has  been  alleged ;  and  on  various  occasions  when  the  question 
was  made  the  subject  of  conversation  with  candidates,  it  was  in  a  sense 
entirely  adverse  to  the  sectarian  policy  promoted  by  this  Bill,  and  in  that 
of  disestablishment.  Neither  is  it  correct  to  speak  as  if  Patronage  were 
something  foreign  or  exceptional  in  the  history  of  the  Kirk,  and  against 
which  incessant  agitation  has  been  maintained.  It  has  been,  with  one 
or  two  brief  intervals,  in  constant  exercise  in  its  congregations,  and  in 
settled  times  true  popular  election  has  been  unknown.  What  is  called  the 
abolition  of  Patronage  in  1690  consisted  in  the  transfer  of  the  right  of 
presentation  to  heritors  and  elders  after  the  payment  of  a  purchasie 
money  of  600  merks,  a  transaction  of  which  only  four  instances  are  on 
record.  With  the  exception  of  the  resistance  to  Patronage  made  by  the 
Secession  and  Belief  fathers,  and  by  Reformed  Presbyterians,  as  well  as 
in  recent  times  under  the  qualified  form  of  a  demand  for  a  popular  veto, 
the  so-called  yoke  of  Patronage  has  been  quietly  and  meekly  borne  by 
the  members  of  the  Church  of  Scotland  up  to  the  present  time.  The 
present  agitation,  if  it  can  be  so  called,  is  not  that  of  the  people,  but  of 
a  majority  of  the  Assembly.  The  slightest  possible  allusion  is  made  by 
the  noble  Duke  to  the  most  important  chapters  in  the  history  of  the 
question.  There  is  no  reference  to  the  first  Secessions,  while  the  times 
of  the  Veto  agitation  are  disposed  of  in  a  sentence.  It  is  not  thus, 
however,  the  Committee  venture  to  think,  that  the  historical  position  of 
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two  great  Churches  can  be  e£Fac6d,  or  that  their  claim,  along  with  the 
general  community,  to  be  heard  in  the  settlement  of  this  question  can 
be  set  aside. 

For  nearly  a  century  and  a  half  the  Church  sprung  from  the  Erskines 
and  Gillespie  has  borne  the  toil  and  scorn  incident  to  the  position  of 
persons  who  have  had  to  maintain  the  labours  and  charges  of  a  complete 
ecclesiastical  system  established  beyond  the  pale  of  the  Kirk,  by  whom 
their  fathers  and  founders  were  excommunicated  for  the  advocacy  of 
the  rights  of  the  Christian  people  and  of  truth;/  and  now  they  are 
expected  to  stand  by  and  permit  legislation  to  be  effected  which  pro- 
ceeds on  no  principle  of  justice,  and  is  unaccompanied  by  any  in- 
timation of  a  change  in  the  views  and  feelings  of  those  in  whose 
behalf  it  is  proposed,  and  who  have  hitherto  trampled  on  all  anti-patron-, 
age  proposals. 

The  position  and  duty  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  is  simple 
and  clear.  The  Synod  has  steadily  upheld  a  disestablishment  policy,  as 
that  alone  which  can  meet,  and  meet  at  once,  the  circumstances  of  our 
country ;  and  it  has  but  this  week  transmitted  to  Parliament  petitions, 
and  a  memorial  to  Government,  making  special  reference  to  the  present 
attempt  at  anti-patronage  legislation,  and  urging  its  objections  to  all 
legislation  on  the  question  of  Patronage,  except  as  part  of  a  final  measure 
for  the  disestablishment  and  disendowment  of  the  Church  of  Scotland ; 
and  calling  on  Government  and  Parliament  ^to  take  the  proper  steps  to 
terminate  not  only  the  evils  of  Patronage^  but  all  the  other  evils  of  a 
system  proved,  in  Scotland  as  well  as  elsewhere,  to  be  injurious  to  the 
peace  and  best  interests  of  the  nation,  by  a  suitable  measure  for  the 
disestablishment  and  disendowment  of  the  Established  Church/  In 
words  already  employed  by  the  Committee,  ^With  disestablishment, 
none  of  the  evils  of  which  State  Churchmen  anywhere  complain  could 
continue  an  hour,  while  the  offence  and  grievance  of  others  would  be 
at  once  removed.  But  if  Churchmen  insist  on  curing  such  evils  by 
means  which  inflict  on  society  the  continuance  of  the  radical  evil  itself, 
they  can  only  expect  to  be  met  by  firm  resistance.*  To  allow  of  the 
legislation  proposed  by  this  Bill  is  to  allow  of  what  is  vicious  in  principle, 
— that  Parliament  should  continue  to  regulate  the  ecclesiastical  and 
religions  affairs  of  the  people.  It  is  to  allow  of  a  new  condition  of 
Establishment,  avowedly  designed  to  strengthen  the  Kirk,  and  therefore 
inflicting  an  increased  injustice  on  those  who  support  their  own  ecclesi- 
astical arrangements.  It  is  to  give  the  national  property,  in  the  form  of 
the  value  of  Crown  patronages  and  otherwise,  to  a  section  of  the  com- 
munis. It  is  to  maintain  a  system  which  has  done  more  than  all  others 
put  together  to  create  and  widen  social  and  religious  differences,  and 
prevent  not  only  the  incorporation  of  Presbyterians,  but  the  co-operation 
demanded  by  the  cause  of  common  Christianity. 
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Whatever  might  have  been  the  value  of  such  legislation  a  century 
and  a  half  ago,  it  is  now  too  late  to  accomplish  good  Disestablishment^ 
and  not  any  scheme  of  so-called  Church  ref  orm,  alone  can  touch  the  root 
of  the  evil.  Even  this  Bill  itself  is  no  real  abolition  of  Patronage,  but, 
as  the  Duke  of  Buccleuch  observed,  only  its  ^transfer'  to  certain  male 
communicants,  who  are  themselves  to  be  in  the  hands  of  a  committee  of 
selection.  Those  who  think  that  a  true  anti-patronage  measure  has  been 
produced  will  do  well  to  study  the  details  of  the  scheme*  In  opposing 
such  a  measure,  and  urging  instead  an  immediate  and  comprehensive 
measure  of  disestablishment,  we  do  not,  as  some  wrongly  imagine,  oppose 
the  obtaining  by  our  friends  of  the  Kirk  of  any  spiritual  rights*  We 
only  refuse  them  a  certain  legal  status  and  privilege,  to  which  in  justice 
they  have  no  claim,  and  whieh  they  cannot  obtain  without  wrong  to 
others ;  and  we  propose  by  disestablishment  to  set  them  free  to  exercise 
the  rights  and  liberties  which  belong  to  the  Christian  people  under 
Christ's  own  law* 

It  is  manifestly  unjust,  as  it  is  most  unwise  and  contrary,  as  in  this 
Church  we  believe,  to  the  polity  of  the  New  Testament,  that  the  support 
of  the  ministry  of  religious  bodies  should  be  provided  out  of  die  common 
property  of  the  nation.  And  it  is  eminently  unadvisable  and  unreasonable 
that  endowments  should  continue  while  State  control  is  relaxed*  The 
effect  of  this  Bill  will  be  to  open  a  widening  door  for  a  species  of 
separation  from  State  control,  while  State  subsidy  and  civil  status  are 
continued  to  State  Churches, — a  result  that  would  be  injurious  both  to 
religion  and  liberty. 

The  Committee  recommend  that  a  circular  be  addressed  to  all 
ministers,  asking  them  to  write  their  Members  of  Parliament  on  this 
question  in  the  sense  of  the  Synod's  resolutions,  and  to  promote,  as  they 
may  be  able  in  their  localities,  petitions  to  Parliament  for  the  disestab- 
lishment and  disendowment  of  the  Church  of  Scotland.  They  also 
recommend  that  the  Committee  be  instructed  to  use  all  means,  by 
deputation  and  otherwise,  to  lay  personally  before  Members  of  Parlia- 
ment and  of  the  Government  the  views  of  this  Church,  and  to  circulate 
widely  in  the  Church  and  otherwise  the  fieport  of  the  Committee  and  the 
resolutions  of  this  Court.

REPORT  ON  EVANGELISTIC  EFFORT  AND  HOME 
EVANGELIZATION. 

The  Home  Committee  of  Xhe  Board  of  Missions  have  pleasure  in  stating 
tliat  the  Scheme  of  Evangelistic  Effort  which  the  Synod  instituted  in 
May  1869,  and  placed  under  their  administration,  has  been  prosecuted 
witli  diligence  through  another  year;  and  that  they  have  reason  to  believe 
that  the  work  of  the  evangelists  in  1873  has  not  been  less  successful 
than  it  was  in  the  preceding  years.  The  Committee  respectfully  submit 
the  following  Report  of  the  operations  connected  with  that  Scheme  for 
the  year  1873-74. 

The  agents  employed  in  the  work  of  evangelization  during  the  year 
have  been  the  same  as  in  the  previous  year;  except  that  Mr.  Peter 
Williamson,  having  accepted  an  appointment  as  missionary  at  Whiteinch, 
near  Glasgow,  as  was  intimated  in  last  Report,  has  now  ceased  to  be  an 
agent  under  the  direction  of  the  Synod's  Committee.  The  names  of  the

These  agents  have  been  almost  uninterruptedly  engaged  in  their 
evangelistic  labours  since  the  date  of  last  Report ;  and  in  the  discharge  of 
the  duties  of  their  office  as  evangelists,  they  have  visited  parts  of  the 
country  widely  separated  from  each  other ;  they  have  conducted  meetings 
and  services  in  cities  and  large  towns,  in  villages  and  hamlets,  in  rural 
districts,  and  in  places  where  large  masses  of  the  mining  and  ironworking 
population  are  congregated ;  and  they  have  everywhere  published  that 
gospel  of  Christ  which  is  ^  the  power  of  God  unto  salvation  to  every  one 
that  believeth.'  They  have  in  general  been  sent  forth  in  compliance 
with  the  invitation  and  request  of  ministers  or  office-bearers  of  congre* 
gations  in  the  places  which  they  have  visited ;  and  it  has  been  the  desire 
of  the  Home  Committee  in  sending  them  forth,  that  they  should  be 
superintended  and  directed  by  the  ministers  and  sessions  in  whose 
districts  their  meetings  were  held,  and  that  all  their  work  should  be 
conducted  .in  harmonious  co-operation  with  such  other  agencies  as 
ministers  and  congregations  might  previously  have  put  in  operation  for 
the  attainment  of  the  great  ends  for  which  the  Evangelistic  Scheme  was 
originated,  and  which  the  Synod  had  in  view  in  the  appointment  of  its 
staff  of  evangelistic  agents.     The  Committee  have  thus  sought  to  brmg 
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the  agents  into  sympathy  and  cordial  co-operation  with  the  ministers  and 
other  office-bearers  of  the  churches  which  they  have  visited ;  and  they 
are  happy  to  report  that  from  many  of  the  districts  to  which  the  agents 
have  been  appointed  there  has  been  evidence  that  they  were  kindly 
received  and  heartily  welcomed,  and  that  they  found  willing  aid  and 
faithful  helpers  in  the  fulfilment  of  their  mission.  While  there  has 
scarcely  been  from  any  quarter  the  faintest  whisper  of  complaint  against 
•  any  of  them  for  lack  of  zeal  or  prudence  or  a  conciliatory  spirit,  there 
have  been  numerous  testimonies  to  their  earnestness  of  purpose,  their 
diligence  in  labour,  their  aptitude  to  teach,  their  willingness  to  accept 
the  advice  which  might  be  tendered  to  them,  and  their  readiness  to  adopt 
the  plans  and  comply  with  the  instructions  of  the  ministers  or  others 
whom  they  were  sent  to  aid.  There  has  consequently  been  much  reason 
for  satisfaction,  both  with  the  agents  and  with  their  work ;  and  although 
the  results  of  that  work  may  not  in  every  place  be  so  manifest  as  some 
might  desire,  and  may  not  always  endure  even  where  at  fii-st  they  seem 
to  be  most  apparent,  there  are  abundant  grounds  for  the  assurance  that 
it  has  not  been  without  a  blessing  from  above,  and  that  its  fruits  shall 
be  made  manifest  in  that  day  in  which, '  if  any  man's  work  abide  which 
he  hath  built '  upon  the  foundation,  ^  which  is  Jesus  Christ,'  *  he  shall 
receive  a  reward.' 

In  accordance  with  the  regulations  of  the  Synod,  each  of  the  Pres- 
byteries of  the  Church  was  requested  to  appoint  an  Evangelistic  Com- 
mittee, to  co-operate  with  the  Home  Committee  of  the  Board  of,  Missions 
in  the  performance  of  the  work  entrusted  to  it  in  connection  with  the 
Evangelistic  Scheme ;  and  the  names  of  the  Conveners  of  these  Evan- 
gelistic -Committees  for  the  year  1873-74  were  as  follows  : —

Under  the  superintendence  of  these  Committees  and  of  the  Home 
Secretary,  the  evangelistic  agents  named  above,  with  the  occasional 
assistance  of  some  ministers  in  different  localities,  who  have  given  a 
portion  of  their  time  to  evangelistic  labour  beyond  the  limits  of  their 
own  congregations,  have,  at  the  request  of  Presbyteries,  ministers,  and 
local  associations,  held  meetings  for  evangelistic  purposes,  and  taken 
part  in  the  public  services  at  these  meetings,  in  the  places  and  at  the 
times  indicated  in  the  table  which  is  inserted  below.  This  tabular 
statement  has  been  prepared  from  the  journals  in  which  each  of  the  agents 
is  instructed  to  record  from  day  to  day  the  places  which  he  visits,  the 
meetings  which  he  attends,  and  the  names  of  those  who  are  associated 
with  him  in  conducting  the  services  at  these  meetings.  Yet  there  has 
been  some  difficulty,  as  in  former  years,  in  the  classification  of  places 
and  seasons,  and  in  presenting  &  complete  abstract  of  the  same.  All 
that  can  be  said  is,  that  care  has  been  taken  in  the  preparation  of  the 
table  to  secure  that  it  should  be  substantially  correct.

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In  meeting  the  applications  which  have  been  received  during  the 
year  for  assistance  in  conducting  evangelistic  services,  the  Home  Com- 
mittee have  made  provision  for  the  payment  of  the  travelling  expenses 
of  the  ministers  or  agents  who  have  been  appointed  to  take  part  in  these 
services ;  and  also  for  payment  of  pulpit  supply  when  the  work  assigned 
to  ministers  has  made  it  necessary  for  them  to  be  absent  from  their  own 
congregations  on  the  Lord's  day.  Local  eiq>enses^  for  advertising  meet- 
ings and  for  securing  public  halls  or  other  buildings  in  -which  meetings 
might  be  held,  have,  with  scarcely  an  exception,  been  borne  by  local 
parties;  and  while  the  parties  making  applications  for  assistance  in 
evangelistic  work  have  been  informed  that  the  agents  employed  by  the 
Synod  are  expected  to  provide  lodgings  for  themselves  if  these  are  not 
spontaneously  offered  by  those  whom  they  are  sent  to  assist,  the  Com- 
mittee have  reason  to  believe  that,  in  almost  every  place,  the  agents 
have  been  encouraged  in  their  work  by  the  exercise  towards  them  of  a 
generous  hospitality  by  ministers  or  others  interested  in  that  work  in  the 
places  visited. 

Several  ministers  and  missionaries  connected  with  the  places  and 
congregations  which  have  been  visited  by  the  evangelists  or  by  ministers 
employed  on  evangelistic  missions  have  sent  reports  concerning  the  work 
done  in  these  districts;  but  there  are  a  still  larger  number  of  places 
from  which  no  written  report  has  been  received,  although  information 
has  been  obtained  in  other  forms,  attesting  that  much  useful  work  has 
been  performed  there,  that  the  meetings  held  were  interesting  and 
usually  well  attended,  and  that  the  addresses  of  the  agents  and  the 
services  "generally  were  acceptable  and  profitable  to  many  who  attended 
these  meetings.  As  illustrations  of  the  kind  of  service  in  which  the 
Synod's  evangelistic  agents  have  been  engaged,  of  the  interest  which  the, 
services  excited,  and  of  the  results  which  are  believed  to  have  been  pro- 
duced by  them,  the  following  extracts  from  the  reports  received  are 
subjoined.  Many  other  extracts  might  have  been  given  had  space 
allowed ;  but  those  given  must  be  regarded  as  samples  of  the  rest,  and 
not  as  in  any  degree  superior  in  the  interest  of  the  narrative,  or  in  the 
evidence  which  they  afford  of  earnestness  and  zeal  and  success  on  the 
part  of  the  agents  employed,  to  many  of  those  which  are  withheld. 

Having  visited  Aberdeen  in  October  1873,  at  the  request  of  the 
ministers  of  the  churches  there,  and  having  assisted  at  a  series  of 
meetings,  in  which  all  the  congregations  were  represented  and  all  the 
ministers  took  part,  the  Eev.  James  Brown  of  Lochgelly  wrote  to  the 
Home  Secretary  as  follows : — 

*As  requested,  I  proceeded  to  Aberdeen  on  Friday,  dd  October,  to 
assist  in  the  evangelistic  meetings  which  our  congregations  there  were 
jointly  holding. 

^  I  continued  till  the  following  Thursday.     During  my  stay  I  had  an 
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opportunity  of  addressing  meetings  in  all  our  six  churches,  besides  preach- 
ing— ^partly  on  Sabbath,  and  partly  on  the  Fast  day — in  three  of  them, 
yiz.  in  Nicholas  Lane,  Belmont  Street,  and  St.  Paul's.  The  meeting  in 
Belmont  Street  on  Sabbath  eyening  was  crowded,  and  I  made  my  sermon 
bear  on  evangelistic  work,  the  duty  and  the  spirit  in  which  to  engage  in 
it  The  joint  meetings  during  the  week  were  generally  well  attended. 
Deep  interest  seemed  to  be  felt  by  the  audience  when,  after  the  public 
meeting  closed,  it  was  announced,  at  one  of  the  meetings,  there  would  be 
a  second  meeting  for  prayer,  and  that  those  who  were  unable  to  remain 
would  have  an  opportunity  of  retiring.  Hardly  one  left  the  meeting,  and 
as  elder  after  elder  followed  in  leading  our  devotions,  the  spirit  of  prayer 
seemed  very  deeply  to  pervade  the  meeting. 

'  The  largest  and  most  impressive  of  the  joint  meetings  was  the  one 
held  in  Mr.  Galbraith's  church  on  the  Fast  evening,  and  the  solemnity  and 
interest  of  that  meeting  will  not  soon  be  forgotten.  The  ministers  all 
expressed  themselves  to  me  as  much  gratified  and  encouraged  by  the 
meetings.  Mr.  Dickie,  the  convener  of  the  committee,  will,  I  doubt  not, 
send  you  a  report  of  the  whole  series. 

'  I  have  only  to  add  that  I  received  a  most  cordial  welcome  from  the 
brethren  in  Aberdeen,  and  that  I  found  it  a  pleasure  and  privilege  to 
co-operate  with  them ;  and  I  cannot  but  notice  the  kindness  received  from 
Bev.  Mr.  Butherford,  whose  guest  I  was.' 

The  Eev.  Robert  Hall  of  Old  Meldrum,  having  been  appointed  to 
assist  at  a  series  of  evangelistic  meetings  in  connection  with  the  United 
Presbyterian  and  other  congregations  at  Buckie,  Banffshire,  in  February 
1874,  and  having  fulfilled  his  mission  with  much  acceptance  among  the 
population  of  that  thriving  fishing  town,  the  Rev,  George  G.  Green, 
M.A.,  reports  of  these  services  in  the  following  terms  :-^ 

^We  have  just  finished  a  series  of  hearty,,  earnest,  well-attended 
meetings  here.  Bev.'  Mr.  Hall  came  here  this  day  week,  and  left  this 
morning  (27th  February).  In  all,  14  meetings  have  been  held.  The 
attendance  has  been  unusually  large,  varying  from  70  at  mid-day  meetings 
to  600  and  even  1000  at  oxir  evening  meetings.  These  meetings  have 
been  held  in  our  own  church,  Established  Church,  Free  Church,  and 
North-£ast  Coast  Mission  Hall,  following  up  the  plan  of  our  previous 
session  prayer  meetings.  There  have  not  been  wanting  evident  tokens  of 
blessing,  and  we  believe  there  has  been  much  blessing  which  the  day  alone 
can  declare.  Mr.  Hall's  own  spirit  has  been  much  refreshed.  There  were 
collections  taken  up  at  most  of  the  meetings,  to  defray  expenses,  such  as  gas, 
etc.     I  should  fancy  that,  on  the  whole,  little  short  of  £5  has  been  drawn.' 

And  again,  in  a  subsequent  letter,  Mr.  Green  writes : — 

^  Our  series  of  evangelistic  meetings  here  began  on  Friday,  20th 
February,  and  continued  for  a  week.  They  were  conducted  on  the  same 
plan  as  our  previous  united  prayer  meetings,  i.e.  they  were  held  in  each 
of  the  Presbyterian  churches  alternately,  and  in  the  North-£ast  Coast 
Mission  Hall.  These  services  were  chiefly  conducted  by  Rev.  Mr.  Hall 
of    Old  .Meldrum,    and    evidently    with    much    acceptance,    judging 
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from  the  attendance,  which  was  unnsually  large.  At  our  mid-day  meet- 
ings the  attendance  was  from  70  to  80  or  more,  and  in  the  churches 
in  the  evenings  several  hundreds.  In  the  Free  church,  on  Sabbath 
evening,  22d  February,  there  was  an  attendance  of  1000,  if  not  more. 
Mr.  Hall  and  I  went  to  the  neighbouring  village  of  Portessie,  on  the 
evening  of  the  very  stormy  26th  February  (Thursday),  scarcely  expecting 
more  than  a  dozen  or  so  to  turn  out  To  our  surprise  the  public  hall  was 
crowded  with  an  attendance  of  between  three  and  four  hundred,  according 
to  their  own  estimation.  The  meetings  were  all  characterized  by  great 
earnestness,  attention,  and  solemnity.  We  confidently  believe  that  much 
good  has  been  done,  which  ''  the  day  ^  alone  can  fully  declare ;  but  we 
know  of  a  good  few  cases  where  serious  impressions  have  been  made- 
impressions  which,  it  is  fondly  hoped,  may  issue  in  thorough  conversion. 
On  the  whole,  Mr.  Hall's  visit  has  been  much  appreciated,  not  only  by 
our  own  people,  but  by  the  whole  commimity,  and  has  been  helpful  to  the 
spiritual  life  of  many ;  and  I  am  convinced  that  this  department  of  Home 
Mission  effort  must  be  very  beneficent  to  the  Church  at  large.  Even 
now,  while  I  write,  meetings  are  being  held  all  over  the  tawn,  usually 
crowded.  In  these  meetings  men  and  women  may  be  seen  trembling  from 
head  to  foot  under  conviction  of  sin.' 

The  Rev.  J.  M.  Kinloch  of  West  Linton,  having  kindly  complied 
with  an  invitation  to  visit  some  of  the  congregations  in  the  Presbytery  of 
Carlisle,  and  assist  the  ministers  of  these  congregations  in  evangelistic 
work  in  February  1874,  has  given  his  impressions  of  the  work  and  its 
results  as  under : — 

'In  accordance  with  your  request,  I  went  to  Longtown  on  Tuesday 
17th,  and  remained  there  and  at  Holywell  till  'Friday  27th  Februaiy. 
The  greater  part  of  the  time  was  spent  at  Longtown,  as  Mr.  Carruthers 
had  arranged  for  a  week  of  meetings  there,  and  my  other  ^igagements  did 
not  permit  me  to  remain  over  a  Sabbath  at  HolywelL  During  the  ten 
days  I  preached  or  addressed  twelve  times.  The  attendance  at  every  one 
of  the  meetings  was  exceedingly  good,  and  the  interest  manifested  by  the 
people  generally  was  very  encouraging.  By  means  of  his  weekly  prayer 
meeting  and  otherwise,  Mr.  Carruthers  had  prepared  the  way  for  the 
special  evangelistic  services ;  and  on  the  very  first  night  I  had  a  much 
larger  audience  than  I  expected,  judging  from  the  size  of  the  congregation. 
The  attendance  gradually  increased,  till  on  the  Sabbath,  both  morning  and 
evening,  the  church  was  quite  filled,  and  on  the  night  following  forms  had 
to  be  brought  into  the  passages.  There  was  no  moonlight,  which  is 
always  a  drawback  in  a  coimtry  place ;  but  notwithstanding  this,  a  good 
many  came  distances  of  three  and  four  miles.  In  addition  to  the  members 
of  the  congregation,  all  the  religious  denominations  in  the  district-— 
Episcopalians,  Methodists,  and  Plymouth  Brethren — ^were  represented. 
It  was  not  intended  to  have  any  meeting  on  the  Saturday  evening,  but  at 
the  request  of  the  people  themselves  one  was  held ;  and  I  am  glad  to  say 
that  instead  of  proving  a  failure,  as  we  feared,  it  was  as  largely  attended 
as  any  that  preceded  it,  with  one  exception.  On  the  Sabbath  aflemoon  I 
gave  an  address  to  the  young.  There  were  116  children  present,  besides 
a  large  number  of  parents  and  friends.     The  Sabbath  school  is  in  excellent 
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working  order,  and  there  is  a  first-rate  staff  of  teachers,  as  I  had  the 
opportunity  of  seeing  more  particularly  at  their  monthly  prayer  meeting, 
which  was  held  that  evening.  I  may  mention  that  a  quarter  of  an  hour 
before  each  meeting  a  number  of  earnest  Christians  met,  along  with  Mr. 
Carruthers,  in  the  session-house,  to  implore  the  divine  blessing  on  the 
services  to  be  held. 

'  Altogether  there  was  much  interest  manifested ;  and  although  I  do 
not  wish  at  present  to  speak  about  results,  I  can  scarcely  imagine  that  such 
a  desire  as  was  shown  to  listen  to  the  preaching  of  the  word  can  fail  to  be 
productive  of  spiritual  good. 

_^At  Holywell  the  meetings,  as  might  be  expected,  were  smaller. 
There  is  no  village  near  the  church,  and  at  this  season  of  the  year  the 
weather  and  the  roads  were  not  all  that  could  be  desired.  I  would  suggest 
that  such  a  place  as  Holywell  should  be  visited  in  May  or  June  rather 
than  in  February.  As  it  was,  however,  the  meetings  were  well  attended, 
that  in  the  church  being  the  largest.  The  other  two  were  in  farm-houses, 
about  three  or  four  miles  off.  At  one  of  these  Mr.  Thompson  was  present, 
and  followed  up  my  remarks  by  an  earnest  and  vigorous  address  of  some 
length.  With  an  excellent  guide,  I  spent  two  days  in  visiting,  and  thus 
had  the  opportunity  of  meeting  with  a  number  of  the  people  in  their  own 
houses. 

*  Both  here  and  at  Longtown  I  lived  in  the  manse,  and  nothing  was 
wanting  at  either  place  to  render  my  visit  thoroughly  enjoyable. 

*  I  have  now  had  the  opportunity  of  visiting  three  of  our  country 
congregations  in  the  north  of  England  within  the  last  six  months  ;  and  from 
all  that  I  have  seen  and  heard,  I  am  persuaded  that  great  good  might  be 
done  were  these  special  evangelistic  services  more  common  than  they  are. 
1  am  well  aware  that  many  object  to  them  as  altogether  uncalled  for^  and 
as  productive  of  very  little  fruit.  I  can  only  say  that  I  think  otherwise ; 
and  I  am  sure  that  the  excellent  fathers  in  the  ministry,  with  whom  I  have 
been  associated  in  the  north,  will  cordially  agree  with  me.  Might  not  a 
greater  number  of  the  younger  ministers  in  the  Church  be  asked  to  engage 
for  a  week  or  two  every  year  in  the  Synod's  Evangelistic  Scheme?  From 
the  published  reports,  comparatively  few  seem  to  have  taken  part  in  the 
work.  Judging  from  my  own  experience,  I  am  sure  they  themselves 
would  be  benefited,  and  an  impetus  would  thereby  be  given  to  the  spiritual 
life  of  many  of  our  rural  congregations,  which  are  but  too  seldom  favoured 
with  a  presbyterial  visitation.' 

After  an  interesting  series  of  evangelistic  services,  held  in  November 
1873,  in  connection  with  the  congregations  in  Dumfries,  in  which  the 
ministers  of  the  town  were  assisted  by  Messrs.  James  Gallacher  and 
James  Murray,  two 'of  the  Synod's  evangelistic  agents,  the  Rev.  George 
Rae  of  Lorebum  Street  Church,  as  Secretary  of  the  Committee  for  the 
direction  of  these  services,  wrote  thus  : — 

'  In  giving  you  a  report  of  the  visit  of  the  evangelists,  Messrs.  Gallacher 
and  Murray,  to  Dumfries,  I  am  glad  to  be  able  to  write  so  favourably. 
Our  three  congregations  combined  in  this  evangelistic  effort,  and  a  com- 
mittee, composed  of  members  from  the  different  sessions,  was  appointed  to 
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arraoige  for  meetings,  and  otlierwke  to  assist  the  eyangebists  in  their  work. 
The  meetings  were  held  suocessiYelj  in  the  three  churches,  four  meetings 
being  held  in  each.  The  attendance  on  the  week  evenings  varied,  but 
generally  there  were  from  120  to  200,  and  on  Sabbath  evenings  firom  300 
to  400.  At  half-past  seven  there  was  a  prayer  meeting,  asking  special 
blessing  on  the  work  of  the  evening ;  and  at  the  close  of  the  public  meeting 
a  second  prayer  meeting,  where  the  anxious  were  invited  to  remain,  and 
ailer  prayer  they  were  conversed  with.  Not  a  night  passed  without  some 
waiting  behind,  and  anxiously  seeking  salvation.  Of  the  cases  which  came 
under  the  notice  of  the  committee,  several  were  most  hopeful,  and,  so  far 
as  they  can  judge,  issued  in  a  saving  change. 

*  La.  addition  to  the  meetings  lor  adults,  children's  meetings  were  held, 
which  were  likewise  wdl  attended.  Commencing  with  30,  the  attendance 
increased,  until,  at  the  dose  of  the  series,  tq>wards  of  100  children  were 
present.  Among  the  young  good  has  been  accomplished,  and  it  is  our 
hope  and  prayer  that  ^e  seed  sown  in  these  young  hearts  may  bear  fruit 
unto  hoUness. 

'  We  feel  satisfied  the  visit  of  the  two  evangelists  has  had  a  quickening 
effect  upon  all,  and  been  the  means  of  leading  some,  who  hitiierto  were 
careless,  to  think  seriously  of  their  spiritual  conditicm  in  the  sight  of  God. 
This  is  their  first  visit,  but  I  feel  assured  it  will  not  be  their  last' 

Concerning  missionary  and  evangelistic  work  in  his  own  district  in 
the  end  of  the  year  1878,  and  the  commencement  of  the  current  year^ 
the  Rev.  James  Brown  of  Lochgelly  reports  thus : — 

'  I  am  very  glad  to  report  most  favourably  of  Mr.  Smith  as  missionary. 
He  has  more  than  come  up  to  the  testimony  borne  to  him.  He  is  very 
earnest  and  painstaking  and  speaks  well,  and  has  a  quiet,  modest,  taking 
manner.  He  has  been  holding  a  number  of  cottage  meetings  every  week 
in  the  viUages  about  us,  and  the  most  destitute  in  Lochgelly.  He  has  also 
started  a  Foundry  Boys'  Meeting,  that  is  to  say,  a  meeting  of  that  cast  for 
young  persons ;  and  had  last  Sabbath  as  many  as  120  on  the  roll,  most  of 
them  destitute  children,  so  far  as  any  rehgious  supervision  is  concerned. 
We  have  hired  a  convenient  hall  for  his  meetings,  and  evening  mission 
meetings  for  grown-up  persons  have  been  begun.  I  anticipate  good  from 
his  services  in  course  of  time. 

^  There  are  three  young  persons  preparing  to  enter  college  next  session 
with  a  view  to  the  ministry,  and  they  are  very  helpful  in  co-operating  with 
him.  A  Young  Men's  Mutual  Improvement  Society  has  been  instituted, 
in  which  Mr.  Smith  will  be  useful,  and  fropi  which,  by  and  by,  he  may 
draw  nK)re  assistants  in  his  work. 

*  We  have  good  meetings  for  prayer  at  present,  and  have  had  ever 
since  our  continuous  meetings,  as  recommended  by  the  Synod,  were  held 
in  October.  They  are  better  and  more  impressive  meetings  than  any  I 
have  yet  seen  in  Lochgelly.' 

Respecting  evangelistic  services  at  Longridge,  conducted  by  Mr. 
William  Murray,  evangelist,  and  the  Rev.  Andrew  Elder  of  Paisley. 
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in  the  month  of  August  1873^  the  JElev.  Jamee  Bonftldsoiif  minister  of 
ike  congregation  at  Whitburn,  reports  briefly  as  follows : — 

*  You  were  asking  me  to  gire  you  some  account  of  jour  eTsngelists 
work  with  us  in  August  last  I  could  have  givoi  k  better  at  the  time 
and  should  have  done  so.  Mr.  William  Murray  was  with  us,  econd 
Sabbath  of  August,  and  addressed  two  large  meetings,— nme  in  Croflhead 
School,  the  other  in  Whitburn  Town  Hall,  our  church  being  und^  repairs 
then,  and  during  all  August,  till  the  fourth  Sabbath.  The  Her.  Mr.  Elder 
Paisley,  came,  and  during  the  following  week  Tisited  a  good  many  families, 
and  held  several  meetings  in  Whitburn ;  and  he  was  followed  by  Mr.  Gal- 
lacher,  who  risited  both  in  Longridge,  Crofthead,  and  Whitburn  districts, 
conducted  the  meetings  on  Sabbath,  and  held  several  meetings  on  week 
evenings.  He  was  away  on  the  fourth  Sabbath,  resumed  same  work 
during  the  week  after,  and  on  first  Sabbath  September  exchanged  places 
with  Bev.  W,  MKJueen,  Pathstniie,  who  did  his  work  here.  We  felt 
grateful  for  the  services  of  die  evangelists,  believe  that  good  was  done, 
and  only  regret  that  their  visit  was  so  short  Hoping  for  a  fuller  service 
at  some  other  time,  though  we  are  now  getting  a  permanent  missionary.* 

From  the  report  of  the  Sub-Committee  of  the  Presbytery  of  Edin- 
burgh on  Evangelistic  Effort  in  the  churches  in  Edinburgh  and  Leith, 
of  which  the  £ey.  Wm.  Fleming  was  convener^  the  following  extracts 
are  selected : — 

*  The  ministers  of  nineteen  of  these  churches  agreed  to  have  a  week  of 
evangelistic  services  in  their  respective  churches,  in  accordance  with  the 
Presbytery's  recommendation. 

'  After  these  meetings  were  over,  the  ministers  who  conducted  them 
were  requested  by  the  c<mven«r  to  state  any  results  that  seemed  to  them 
noteworthy, — such  as  persons  apparently  awakened  or  revived,  increased 
attention  at  prayer  meetings,  etc.  Fourteen  responded  to  this  applica- 
tbn,  in  conmiunications  varying  consid^ably  as  to  extent  and  interest ; 
and  your  Committee  think  they  cannot  do  better  than  submit  a  few  ex- 
tracts culled  from  these  letters.  One  brother  reports  as  follows : — <<  The 
evangelistic  services  were  wdl  attended,  and  the  addresses  attentively 
listened  to.  The  number  who  applied  to  us  under  anxiety  about  salva- 
tion was  very  small,  and  included  none  who  were  ignorant  or  profane. 
The  weekly  prayer  meeting  has,  with  some  temporary  excepti<H]s,  been  long 
well  attended,  and  we  have  observed  a  number  of  new  faces  since  the 
evangelistic  services '  were  held."  Another  brother,  whose  congregation 
was  joined  with  others  in  united  services,  reports  thus  :-^"  Upwards  of 
twenty  persons  came  to  me  as  inquiras  during  and  after  the  evangelistic 
services.  All  of  them  were  connected  with  the  Church  as  members  or 
^  adherents,  and  seemed  in  deep  anxiety  about  salvation.  I  cherish  the 
hope  that  with  most  of  them  ^e  awakening  is  a  genuine  work  of  Grod's 
graoe.  I  also  see  an  increased  appearance  of  earnestness  in  the  people 
at  the  ordinary  Sabbath  services,  and  in  visitation  find  the  people  more 
disposed  to  open  their  minds  freely  on  divine  things.**  The  session-clerk 
of  another  con^egation,  which  was  favoured  with  the  ministrations  of  the 
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American  brethren,  Messrs.  Moody  and  Sankej,  reports  in  these  terms : — 
"  Each  evening  there  was  a  meeting  for  inquirers,  on  which,  during  the 
week,  over  200  attended,  and  were  dealt  with  individually.  .  .  .  Many  a 
tear  was  shed,  and  many  a  thrill  of  joy  was  felt  when  the  unbiirdened 
spirit  saw  the  cross,  understood  its  meaning,  and  felt  its  power.  .  .  .  The 
season  was  one  much  enjoyed  by  pastor,  elders,  and  people,  and  they  have 
reason  gratefully  to  acknowledge  that  the  blessing  was  not  withdrawn 
with  the  close  of  the  week  of  special  service.  The  congregation  still 
enjoys  the  refreshing  of  the  heavenly  showers ;  the  ordinary  services  are 
more  enjoyed,  old  believers  have  been  quickened  and  gladdened,  a  mani 
fest  impression  has  been  made  on  our  young  men  and  women,  many  have 
been  added  to  the  Church,  and  the  weekly  prayer  meeting  has  been 
increased  manifold,  so  that  we  have  had  to  leave  our  hall,  which  holds 
above  800,  and  meet  in  the  church.'' 

'  Another  brother,  whose  week  of  services  was  of  the  union  kind,  thus 
writes: — "With  the  exception  of  only  one  night  at  the  beginning,  no 
evening  passed  without  inquirers,  one,  two,  three,  or  four.  Some  of  them 
were  most  interesting,  and  in  regard  to  most  of  them  I  entertain  very 
sanguine  hope  that  the  future,  will  only  show  the  work  to  be  truly  genuine. 
I  think,  however,  that  I  ought  to  say  that  the  work  had  begun  in  my 
own  Bible  class  before  the  meetings  began,  though  the  meetings  may 
have  quickened  the  anxiety  of  some  of  them.  Up  to  the  present  time  I 
have  had  seven  of  my  Bible  class  in  personal  conversation  with  me  in 
regard  to  their  religions  state,  of  all  of  whom  I  entertain  the  highest 
hope.'' 

*  Another,  whose  congregation  enjoyed  the  services  of  Messrs.  Moody 
and  Sankey,  says : — "  There  have  been  stronger  and  healthier  ptdsations 
of  spiritual  life  among  the  godly,  as  indicated  by  more  devout  and  sys- 
tematic study  of  the  Bible,  more  vigilance  and  proficiency  in  the  art  of 
improving  social  hours,  and  a  greater  desire  to  take  part  in  soul-saving 
work.  Many  have  been  spontaneously  coming  to  me,  '  seeking  for  Jesus,' 
from  most  unlikely  quarters.  .  .  .  Since  the  beginning  of  the  year,  our 
weekly  prayer  meeting  has  had  its  attendance  and  its  interest  largely 
augmented  ;  .  .  .  and  some  of  the  children  have  been  giving  the  fresh- 
ness and  dew  of  their  youth  to  the  good  Saviour." 

*  Another  reports : — "  No  inquirers  offered  during  our  week  of  evan- 
-  gelistic  services,  but  during  the  two  foUoiVing  weeks  five  church  members 

came  to  me  under  spiritual  concern.  Of  these,  three  had  been  previously 
dealt  with  as  earnest  seekers;  and  of  the  other  two,  one  ascribed  his 
quickened  interest  in  divine  things  to  Messrs.  Moody  and  Sankey.  I 
have  formed  a  favotirable  opinion  of  them  nil,  and  hope  their  future  may 
not  compel  me  to  change  my  mind.  Since  our  services  were  held,  the 
weekly  prayer  meeting  has  been  doubled,  and* sometimes  as  many  as 
twelve  written  requests  for  prayer  have  been  handed  in.  Within  the  last 
few  weeks,  however,  the  number  of  these  has  very  much  decreased." 

*  Another  reports : — "  We  had  a  week  of  evangelistic  services  in  the 
beginning  of  February.  They  were  designed  for  the  children  of  our 
Sabbath  schools  as  well  as  for  the  members  of  the  congregation,  and  on 
an  average  were  attended  by  not  fewer  than  500  persons  every  evening. 
Besides  devotional  exercises  and  short  addresses,  many  of  the  simple  and 
touching  hymns,  so  well  known  of  late,  were  sung  with  the  aid  of  a 
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harmonium,  which  added  greatly  to  the  interest  of  the  meetings.  These 
have  since  been  continued  once  a  week,  at  the  close  of  which  the  weekly 
congregational  prayer  meeting  is  held,  and  has  been  largely  increased. 
As  to  saving  results,  I  cannot  speak  with  certainty ;  but  this  I  can  say,  that 
throughout  the  congregation  there  is  a  manifestly  increased  attention  to 
divine  things.** 

*  Others  report: — "Good  attending,  and  marked  attention  at  the 
evangelistic  meetings;  but  as  these  have  just  closed,  cannot  yet  speak 
definitely  as  to  results.**  * 


The  Rev.  William  Watson  of  Forres,  having,  after  correspondence 
■with  the  Home  Secretary,  secured  the  assistance  of  some  neighbouring 
ministers  in  conducting  evangelistic  services  at  Forres  in  February  last, 
reports  concerning  these  services  : — 

'  We  had  a  week  of  evangelistic  meetings  from  the  26th  January  to 
the  Ist  February.  Mr.  Simmers  of  Portsoy  was  with  me  on  Monday 
and  Tuesday;  Mr.  Smith  of  Burghead  on  Wednesday  and  Thursday; 
and  Mr.  Robsun  of  Inverness  on  Friday,  Saturday,  and  Sabbath. 
Besides  these,  I  was  assisted  by  ministers  and  others  in  the  town.  The 
meetings  were  well  attended  by  our  own  people  and  others,  and  were 
very  much  enjoyed.  Our  example  has  been  followed,  and  a  week  of 
meetings  was  held  in  the  Independent  Chapel,  and  one  is  being  held  in 
the  Free  Church  this  week.  These  other  meetings  have  been  got  up  in 
the  best  spirit,  and  have  been  conducted  in  the  same  manner  and  by  the 
same  persons  as  ours.  Much  interest  has  been  excited,  and  there  is  good 
doing.* 

Of  services  at  Lossiemouth,  in  which  Mr.  James  Glass^  one  of  tlie 
Synod's  evangelistic  agents,  rendered  acceptable  assistance,  and  which 
were  a  continuation  of  a  lengthened  series  of  meetings  for  prayer  and 
evangelistic  work  in  that  town,  the  Eev.  W.  Macdonald,  minister  of  the 
congregation  of  Lossiemouth,  reports  in  the  following  terms  : — 

'  We  are  all  here  very  thankful  to  you  for  the  valuable  aid  you  have 
sent  us  in  the  person  of  Mr.  Glass.  He  seems  to  be  a  truly  pious  man,  is 
most  agreeable  in  the  house,  and  is  evidently  most  devoted  to  his  public 
work.  I  have  every  reason  to  believe  that  his  labours  amongst  us  shall  be 
greatly  blessed  by  the  Master  of  Assemblies;  and  I  embrace  this  opportunity 
of  returning  you  my  own  thanks  and  those  of  our  office-bearers  for  the 
competent  help  thus  afforded  us. 

*  You  appointed  him  to  Lossiemouth  for  a  fortnight.  Could  you  not 
sanction  his  staying  with  us  at  least  a  week  longer?  We  would  feel 
increasingly  obliged  by  the  boon.  He  has  consented  to  preach  for  me  on 
Sabbath  first,  and  I  anticipate  he  will  be  acceptable.  He  preached  last 
Sabbath  evening  for  the  Free  Church  minister  here,  and  I  understand  he 
was  very-  acceptable.  We  may  offer  him  the  talent  that  we  give  to  a 
preacher  for  his  extra  service  on  Sabbath.* 
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Again,  in  a  subseqtient  letter,  Mr.  Macdonald  writes  :-— 

'  Mr.  Glass  leaTes  us  to-^lorrow  for  the  Orkney  Islands.  We  are  tnilj 
sorry  at  tlie  prospect  oi  parting  with  him,  but  at  the  same  time  truly 
grateful  for  the  time,  brief  as  it  is,  he  has  been  left  among  us.  He  is  a 
most  diligent  and  earnest  workman  in  his  attention  to  public  duties.  We 
would  need  his  services  as  much  as  ever.  The  religious  movement  continues 
among  us  unabated.  Instead  of  appearing  to  be  on  the  wane,  it  seems  to 
be  increasing  in  depth  and  in  interest.  Ever  since  the  4th  of  January,  we 
have  had  a  united  meetiag  every  day  at  twelve  o'clock  noon,  and  every 
night  at  half -past  seven  or  at  eight  o'clock.  The  noon-day  meeting  has 
an  attendance  of  from  12  to  20,  and  at' the  nightly  meetings  the  attendance 
ranges  from  300  to  600,  and  sometimes  more ;  and  on  Sunday  nights  the 
attendance  would  be  much  larger  if  we  had  a  church  or  a  hall  to  accom- 
modate them.  There  can  be  no  doubt  that  spiritual  benefit  has  been  the 
result  of  these  meetings.  Good  people  among  us  have  been  greatly 
quickened  and  refreshed,  and  are  aiming  at  a  higher  standard  of  personal 
religion ;  and  some  of  those  who  were  formerly  careless,  and  addicted  to 
gross  sin,  are  giving  tokens  of  being  seriously  impressed  and  concerned  for 
the  salvation  of  their  souls.' 

Mr.  P.  B.  Dalziel,  evangelistic  agent,  having  been  appointed  to 
assist  in  evangelistic  work  at  Moyness  during  the  latter  half  of  the 
month  of  October,  the  Kev.  John  Whyte,  minister  of  the  congregation 
of  Moyness,  has  forwarded  the  following  report  concerning  Mr.  DalzieFs 
labours  in  tbat  district : — 

'  I  suppose  that  in  the  case  of  having  an  evangelist  labouring  amongst 
us  for  some  time,  as  Mr.  Dalziel  has  done  for  a  couple  of  weeks,  you  will 
expect  a  brief  report  of  the  results,  so  far  as  we  can  judge  of  them.  You 
are  aware  that  Mr.  Dalziel  came  here  on  Saturday  the  18th  ult,  and 
continued  tUl  the  1st  of  the  present  month.  Beginning  on  Sabbath  by 
taking  part  in  the  day  service,  we  had  meetings  on  every  evening  of  the 
fortnight  he  was  with  us, — Jour  in  the  church ;  iu}o  in  Moyness  school, 
about  a  mile  west  from  the  church ;  two  in  Conicavil  school,  about  two 
and  a  half  miles  east  of  this ;  one  in  the  village  of  Dyke,  three  miles 
distant ;  and  the  rest  in  private  houses,  cheerfully  granted  for  the  purpose. 
One  of  the  latter  was  in  Earlsmill  House,  the  residence  of  Mr.  Colvin, 
Lord  Moray's  factor,  and  another  in  Captain  M'Queen's,  a  farmer  near 
Brodie  Station.  All  the  meetings  were  well  attended,  with  the  exception 
of  two  in  the  church ;  we  only  numbered  about  40.  There  might  be  60 
in  each  of  the  schooboom  meetings,  and  two  meetings  in  the  church  on 
Sabbath  evening  might  number  100  each  night.  We  were  assisted  by 
some  of  our  elders  and  other  Christian  friends,  who  took  part  in  leading 
the  devotions.  Mr.  Dalziel  will  give  you  his  impression  of  the  character 
of  the  assemblies.  They  seemed  pervaded  by  a  quiet,  solemn  feeling,  and 
on  several  occasions  a  few  remained  behind  for  private  conversation. 
Two  young  lads  (workers)  professed  to  have  given  themselves  to  the  Lord, 
and  one  of  them  joined  the  church  for  the  first  time,  and  observed  the 
Lord^  Supper  on  the  first  Sabbath  of  this  month.  As  far  as  we  can 
judge,  others  were  deeply  impressed  with  a  sense  of  divine  things.     In 
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additioA  to  the  meetings,  Mr.  Dalziel,  guided  and  assisted  by  myself, 
visited  a  rery  considerable  nmnber  of  Uie  families  belonging  to  the  con- 
gregation, and  some  belonging  to  no  church  whaterer,  and  had  close 
personal  dealing  with  many.  With  scarcely  an  exception,  we  received  a 
kind  and  courteous  welcome,  and  all  seemed  to  take  up  conversations  well 
and  gratefully.  I  cannot  help  adding  that  I  was  much  impressed  with  Mr. 
DalzieTs  qui^cations  for  this  kind  of  work.  He  is  gentle  and  earnest 
and  &ithful,  and  I  believe  his  visit  has  been  blessed  of  God  in  being 
useful  to  souls.  The  only  assistance  we  received  was  from  Mr.  Smith  of 
Burghead,  who  gave  an  address  on  one  of  the  evenings  m  the  church. 
On  the  whole,  considering  the  season  of  the  year,  the  badness  of  the  roads, 
and  the  darkness  of  the  nights,  I  should  say  that  very  considerable 
earnestness  of  desire  in  reference  to  their  spiritual  well-being  was  mani- 
fested by  the  people,  and  that  the  meetings  were  attended  with  some 
measure  of  palpable  success  in  leading  not  a  few  to  think  more  seriously 
of  the  things  belonging  to  their  eternal  peace.  There  are  some  other 
interesting  cases,  besides  those  I  have  mentioned,  in  which  the  persons 
were  truly  moved ;  and  should  these  turn  out  well,  I  "will  be  happy  to  let 
you  know  the  results. 

*  Mr.  Robson  wrote  me  some  time  ago  that  his  week  of  meetings  is  not 
without  some  fruit.  From  the  report  in  the  United  Presbifterian  Magctam 
of  this  month  you  will  see  that  the  Presbytery  is  moving  in  the  work,  of 
which  there  is  much  need.' 

At  the  request  of  the  Rev.  D.  F.  Mitchell  of  Kirkcowan,  Mr.  James 
Murray,  evangelistic  agent,  was  sent  to  assist  him  in  conducting  special 
evangelistic  services  in  that  district  in  the  first  weeks  of  October  1873 ; 
and  concerning  these  services  Mr.  Mitchell  thus  reports : — 

^  Mr.  Murray  duly  reached  this  on  the  1st,  and  has  continued  address- 
ing evangelistic  meetings  every  night  (Saturdays  excepted)  since.  Last 
night  closed  our  series ;  but  as  no  orders  have  arrived,  he  addresses  a 
kitchen  meeting  to-night,  and  he  has  arranged  to  do  some  work  for  me 
on  Sabbath.  By  Monday  morning  we  shall  probably  have  a  letter  of 
advice  from  you  anent  his  movements.  During  the  fortnight  the  meetings 
have  been  attended  on  an  average  by  50,  about  a  half  being  of  our  own 
congregation,  and  the  other  half  at  least  nominally  connected  with  the 
parish  church.  There  has  been  considerable  interest  awakened,  and  a 
number  have  been  spoken  with  at  our  second  meetings.  Of  these, 
upwards  of  20  have  manifested  more  or  less  concern  about  their  souls. 
TTiey  have  been  all  females.  A  few  of  those  connected  with  my  own 
congregation  have  been  known  to  me  as  under  some  concern  for  a  time. 
It  is  premature  to  speak  as  yet  of  definite  results,  but  in  a  few  cases  I 
have  a  good  hope  that  the  Holy  Spirit  has  led  to  the  embracing  of  Christ 
as  the  Saviour.  In  all,  about  a  dozen  have  made  a  profession  of  receiving 
peace  and  joy  through  the  gospel  preached.  Nearly  all  these  cases  were 
brought  to  decision  afler  going  home  from  the  meetings ;  some  passage 
of  Scripture  to  which  they  had  been  directed  in  the  second  meeting,  or  a 
similar  one  which  they  had  themselves  sought  out,  being  pointed  to  by 
them  as  the  ground  of  their  faith  in  Christ.     Our  meetings  commenced  at 
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7,  and  the  first  meeting  lasted  from  that  time  till  8.20  or  8.80  p.h.  ;  after 
which  we  had  a  second  meeting  till  9  p.h.|  at  which  hour  we  studied  to  be 
closed.  I  was  the  more  anxious  that  we  should  thus  close  earlj,  as  I  had 
learned  that  former  meetings  years  ago,  in  Galloway,  had  in  several 
instances,  where  the  meetings  had  been  kept  up  till  a  late  hour,  been 
followed  with  painful  and,  for  the  gospel  cause,  most  disastrous  results. 
I  hope  to  follow  up  in  a  quiet  way  the  movement  thus  inaugurated.  Mr. 
Murray  seems  to  think  it  might  be  well  to  continue  the  meetings  regularly 
for  a  time  longer ;  but  as  we  haye  four  weekly  prayer  meetings  in  the 
village,  two  of  which  were  suspended  during  the  series,  I  am  of  opinion 
that  we  will  succeed  in  gathering  up  residts  in  the  course  of  our  regular 
work,  and  may  with  greater  advantage  put  forth  special  efforts  of  a  like 
nature  with  those  of  the  past  fortnight  six  months  hence.' 

The  Rev.  Ephraim  Smith  of  Newton-Stewart  has  sent  the  following 
notice  of  meetings 'and  services  in  his  churchy  in  contiDuatlon  of  a  series 
of  joint  evangelistic  services  held  in  that  town  in  the  month  of  March 
1874,  and  of  the  valuable  assistance  rendered  to  him  in  conducting 
these  meetings  by  the  Rev.  James  M*Ewan,  of  Sydney  Place  Church, 
Glasgow : — 

'  I  was  very  anxious  about  assistance  on  Saturday  afternoon,  and  then, 
being  very  doubtful  of  help  coming  from  Glasgow,  I  set  about  seeking 
help  from  members  of  my  own  Presbytery,  and  had  just  succeeded  when 
your  telegram  arrived  telling  me  of  your  success,  and  I  then  felt  greatly 
relieved.  Mr.  M'£wan  arrived  safe  yesterday  afternoon,  and,  although 
the  evening  was  very  wet,  we  had  a  large  attendance.  The  united 
meeting  on  Sabbath  evening  was  very  large  ;  many  had  to  return  home 
without  getting  into  the  church ;  it  was  packed  in  every  corner  before  our 
hour  of  service.  I  have  not  before  seen  so  much  interest  in  religious 
meetings  in  Newton- Stewart  as  during  the  past  two  weeks.  I  trust  the 
interest  awakened  will  continue  and  increase.  We  have  been  trying  to 
persuade  Mr.  M*Ewan  to  remain  over  Thursday  with  us,  but  he  will  not 
agree  to  do  so ;  so  we  must  be  very  thankful  for  the  services  he  is  able 
to  render.  In  addition  to  the  meetings  advertised,  Mr.  M'Ewan  has 
agreed  to  address  a  meeting  of  children  on  Wednesday  at  six  o'clock. 

*A11  the  expenses  of  the  evangelistic  services  here  as  yet  have  been 
defrayed  by  the  collections  taken  at  the  doors  on  Sabbath  evenings.* 

Of  a  most  interesting  work  which  has  been  going  on  in  Campbeltown, 
and  of  meetings  in  which  he  was  assisted  by  Messrs.  D.  M.  Cameron  and 
John  Colville,  yr.,  evangelistic  agents  of.  the  Synod,  in  March  and  April 
1874,  the  Rev.  John  Thomson,  minister  of  the  congregation  at  Campbel- 
town, has  sent  the  following  report : — 

*  For  many  years  Grod's  people  in  Campbeltown  have  observed  the  first 
week  of  the  year  as  a  week  of  united  prayer,  and  the  occasion  has  always 
been  felt  to  be  one  of  peculiar  interest.  Towards  the  end  of  last  year,  the 
Glasgow  Presbytery  recommended  each  congregation  within  its  bounds  to 
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hole!  a  week  of  evangelistic  services.  Carrying  this  recommendation  into 
effect,  we  resolved  to  hold  such  a  week  immediately  after  the  week  of 
prayer.  The  services  began  on  the  second  Sabbath  of  January,  with 
sermons  suited  to  the  occasion  preached  by  Rev.  Mr.  Barras  of  Glasgow 
and  myself.  The  week-night  services  were  largely  attended,  and  earnest 
attention  was  manifested  to  the  stirring  addresses  delivered  by  Mr.  Barras 
and  the  ministers  of  the  town,  all  of  whom  assisted  most  willingly  in  the 
work.  As  the  meetings  were  large,  and  interest  arising,  other  ministers 
resolved  to  hold  a  week  of  services  in  their  churches,  and  nightly  meetings 
have  been  held  in  the  town  since.  Sometimes  we  have  had  two  large 
meetings  on  the  same  evening  and  at  the  same  hour,— -one  in  Gaelic,  the 
other  in  English,  and  in  no  way  interfering  with  each  other.  The  meetings 
are  still  as  well  attended  as  during  the  first  week.  We  now  meet  in  the 
United  Presbyterian  Church  on  Monday  night;  English,  Established 
Church,  on  Tuesday  ;  Graelic,  Free  Church,  on  Wednesday ;  English,  Free 
Church,  on  Thursday ;  and  Gaelic,  Established,  on  Friday, — several  meet- 
ings being  generally  held  on  Sabbath  evening.  The  ministers  of  the  town 
have  formed  themselves  into  a  conference,  to  make  the  best  arrangements 
possible  for  carrying  on  the  work.  Meetings  of  a  very  pleasant  character 
have  been  held  by  the  ministers  almost  weekly  for  prayer  and  conver- 
sation, and  for  appointing  meetings,  speakers,  etc. ;  and  we  have  been 
feeling  as  if  we  had  entered  upon  a  real  if  not  a  nominal  union, — one 
which  is  Christian,  if  not  denominational  While  the  work  was  going  on, 
we  received  valuable  assistance  from  Mr.  Cameron  during  the  ten  days 
you  appointed  him  to  Campbeltown.  He  spoke  almost  every  night,  some- 
times twice,  and  did  good  work  in  visiting  and  conversing  with  the  anxious. 
I  believe  his  visit  was  blessed  for  much  good.  Wfth  him  our  own  Mr. 
Colville  came.  He  is  still  with  us,  and  his  constant  labours  in  winning 
souls  to  Christ  are  being  very  extensively  owned  by  the  Master.  But  let 
us  rather  speak  of  the  Lord*s  doing  than  man's.  Well,  we  bless  God  to  be 
able  to  say  that  many  persons,  chiefly  young  men  and  young  women,  have 
been  convinced  of  sin,  enabled  to  appreciate  Christ  as  the  only  Saviour,  to 
trust  in  Him  as  their  Saviour,  and  are  now  rejoicing  in  Him  as  their  own 
brother  Redeemer.  I  have  met  with  many  of  them  at  our  second  meetings, 
and  also  in  my  own  house,  and  have  watched  with  deep  interest  the  progress 
from  darkness  to  light ;  and  I  give  not  only  my  own  conviction,  but  that  of 
others  well  qualified  to  judge,  when  I  say  that  a  large  number  of  persons — 
some  would  say  between  70  and  100,  others  think  above  100,  and  others 
who  have  seen  much  of  the  .work  think  that  no  fewer  than  150  persons — 
have  been  hopefully  converted  to  God  among  us  since  the  month  of  January. 
*  Whatever  be  the  number,  we  bless  God  for  what  our  eyes  have  seen 
and  our  ears  heard.  Never  anywhere  have  I  seen  greater  readiness  to 
hear  the  truth;  never  have  I  met  with  more  intelligent  and  extensive 
anxiety  about  the  soul's  salvation.  A  note  of  a  visit  to  a  young  ladies' 
seminary  will  give  you  some  idea  of  the  movement.  I  had  arranged  to 
meet  the  scholars,  and  hold  a  short  service  with  them.  They  themselves 
appointed  the  play-hour,  after  they  should  take  exercise  for  fifteen  minutes. 
I  found  Mr.  Colville  present.  All  the  young  people  assembled.  We  had 
short  devotional  exercises,  and  I  gave  a  short  address.  At  the  close,  the 
senior  scholars  who  wished  conversation  with  me  were  requested  to  go  into 
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anpther  class-room,  while  Mr.  ColTillfi  remained  to  speak  with  the  junior 
scholars.  About  25  met  me  in  the  other  room.  Afler  speaking  a  little 
while  with  them  generally,  I  spoke  to  th^oi  individually,  and  was  surprised 
and  delighted  to  find  that  every  one  of  them  professed  to  be  trusting  in 
Jesus,  and  to  be  enjoying  peace  in  believing.  Some  of  them  I  knew,  some 
had  waited  for  me  before,  some  were  members  of  my  Bible  class ;  but  I  did 
not  expect  to  find  so  numy  in  such  a  happy  condition.  Among  the  younger 
scholars  also,  Mi\  Colville  found  not  a  few  remembering  their  Creator,  and 
able  to  say  they  had  given  their  hearts  to  the  liord.  Among  another  class 
of  young  women  a  good  work  has  been  going  on.  I  refer  to  young  women 
working  during  the  day  at  a  net-work,  and  meeting  as  a  Bible  class  on 
Sabbath  afternoon.  Many  of  them  we  have  spoken  with  at  our  second 
meetings ;  some  of  them  have  come  to  ^eak  with  me  regarding  their 
salvation  at  my  house  ;  and  we  believe  about  a  dosen  axe  truly  converted 
to  Qod,  while  others  are  anxious. 

'A  most  interestmg  movement  has  also  been  going  on  among  our 
young  men.  Some  of  the  most  intelligent  and  vigorous-minded  young  men 
in  the  town  have  passed,  we  believe^  from  death  into  life.  A  special 
service  was  held  for  them  some  time  ago,  Dr.  Boyd  delivering  an  appro- 
priate address ;  and  since  then  they  have  been  meeting  regularly  by  them- 
selves, and  are  encouraging  each  other  in  serving  the  Lord.  It  haa  been 
a  matter  of  great  joy  to  us  to  see  the  deep  earnestness  young  men  felt 
that  others  might  come  to  the  Lord,  as  soon  as  they  found  Christ  them- 
selves. My  intercourse  with  them  at  the  second  meeting,  and  also  when 
they  have  waited  upon  me,  has  shown  me  how  thoroughly  the  movement 
takes  hold  of  them.  One  Sabbath  evening,  while  the  speaker  at  the  meeting 
was  explaining  and  enforcing  the  truth  on  sin,  redemption,  faith,  and 
present  eternal  life,  four  young  men,  as  they  professed  to  Mr.  Colville  at 
the  second  meeting,  were  enabled  to  see  and  rejoice  in  the  light,  while 
another  said  he  had  had  glimpses  before,  but  now  he  saw  clearly.  It  is 
delightful  to  see  how  they  cheered  and  encouraged  each  other  on  in 
seeking  and  serving  the  Lord.     To  Grod  be  the  glory ! 

^  The  requests  for  prayer  may  give  a  good  idea  of  the  state  of  feeling. 
They  are  such  as  these : — "  The  prayers  of  this  meeting  are  requested  by 
a  girl  in  behalf  of  her  father  and  mother,  that  they  may  be  brought  to 
Jesus ;  also  in  behalf  of  a  sister  who  is  anxious."  Another*— '^  May  I 
request  the  prayers  of  the  meeting  to-night  in  behalf  of  ray  father, 
mother,  brothers,  and  sisters,  that  they  may  be  led  to  seek  the  Saviour. 
Also  that  I  myself,  who  have  recently  been  brought  into  that  glorious 
sight,  may  be  established  more  and  more  in  the  faith  " — ^signed  by  initials 
which  I  recognise.  Many  such  requests  we  have  had.  The  meetings  are 
still  largely  attended,  though  the  numbers  waiting  for  a  second  meeting 
are  not  so  great  as  formerly.  All  God^s  people  who  have  long  walked 
with  Him  regard  this  as  a  precious  time  of  refreshing  from  His  presence. 
One  elder  said  to.me  the  other  night — and  I  know  many  would  have  joined 
with  him — "Precious  time  this,  sir.  I  have  been  longing  for  this,  I 
have  been  praying  for  this  for  years  back,  and  now  I  have  got  my  wish, 
and  my  prayers  are  answered."  May  the  dews  of  divine  grace  continue 
.to  refresh  this  portion  of  the  field,  until  every  soul  among  us  be  brought 
to  possess  and  rejoice  in  eternal  life  1     Though  our  second  meetings  are 
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not  so  large,  numbers  of  anzioos  souls  are  met  in  visitations,  and  the 
gathering  of  them  to  Christ  continues.' 

The  Eev.  R.  M.  Gibson,  minister  of  the  East  congregation,  Partick, 
has  forwarded  the  following  notes  respecting  evangelistic  meetings  and 
services  at  Dublin  in  September  1873,  in  connection  with  the  congrega- 
tion of  the  Bey,  James  Stevenson  in  tliat  city : — 

'  I  proceeded  to  Dublin  on  the  evening  of  the  22d,  as  directed  by  you, 
and  have  fulfilled  the  task  you  assigned  me.  My  son  John  accompanied 
me,  having  a  desire  to  see  Dublin,  in  the  hope  that  the  change  might 
improve  his  health.  I  did  not  intend  him  to  be  with  me  in  the  lodgings 
provided,  as  I  had  it  in  my  power  to  procure  him  quarters  otherwise ;  but 
an  our  arrival  he  was  made  equally  welcome,  and  we  were  togather  idi  the 
time.  Mr.  Smithson  met  me  at  the  quay  on  arriving,  and  sent  a  lad  with 
me  to  his  house,  where  I  remuned  from  Tuesday  till  Saturday.  I  ad- 
dressed meetings  held  nightly  in  the  church,  and  also  preached  for  Mr. 
Stevenson  twice  on  Sabbath.  The  attendance  at  the  meetings  was  very 
good,  and  on  one  evening  specially  so.  Mr.  Stevenson  presided ;  but  as  he 
was  living  at  Bray,  he  required  to  leave  to  get  the  train  each  night  before 
the  services  were  closed.  On  Wednesday  evening  he  was  absent,,  when 
Mr.  Waddeil  presided.  There  was  no  after  meeting,  and  no  intimation  for 
those  to  wait  for  prayer  and  direction  who  might  desire  it.  I  therefore 
did  not  come  into  contact  with  the  people,  and  cannot  speak  of  results ; 
but  there  was  apparent  interest  in  the  meetings,  and  the  elders  with  whom 
I  came  in  contact  ezpressied  themselves  as  very  well  pleased  with  this 
special  effort  On  Saturday  I  was  removed  to  Mr.  Stevenson's  house  at 
Bray,  where  I  remained  until  yesterday  afternoon,  going  by  rail  to  Dublin 
on  Sabbath  and  returning  to  Bray  in  the  evening.  I  received  much 
kindness,  am  well  pleased  with  the  appointment,  and  hope  that  by  the 
divine  blessing  some  good  has  been  accomplished.' 

Mr.  Wm.  C.  Leitcb,  Convener  of  the  Evangelistic  Committee  of  the 
Glasgow  Foundry  Boys'  Eeligious  Society,  has  sent  the  following  notice 
of  meetings  which  Mr.  D.  M.  Cameron  conducted  during  the  summer  of 
1873,  under  the  direction  of  that  Society,  in  various  districts  of  the  city 
of  Gla^w :— > 

'  I  am  very  glad  to  be  able  to  report  that  the  series  of  meetings  which 
Mr.  D.  M.  Cameron  has  conducted  in  connection  with  our  Society,  during 
June,  July,  and  August,  has  been  eminently  owned  of  God  in  bringing 
many  souls  to  rest  in  Christ  Jesus. 

*The  localities  taken  up  were  Pinnieston,  Springbank,  Blockaim, 
Butherglen,  Bridgeton,  Watson  Street,  and  on  the  South  Side.  In  each 
series  was  the  Lord's  gracious  presence  realised,  and  the  Holy  Spirit's  grace 
and  power  manifest  in  convincing  of  sin  and  in  converting  the  sinner. 
The  ages  of  the  niajority  of  those  who  have  professed  to  believe  on  the 
Lord  Jesus  Christ  to  the  saving  of  their  souls  range  from  ten  to  twenty 
years.     A  few  very  hope?td  cases  are  more  advanced  in  life,  and  we  arc 
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fully  persuaded  from  what  we  have  seen  that  the  Good  Shepherd  has 
drawn  many  lambs  into  His  fold.  For  one  and  all  we  bless  His  great  name. 
^  Mr.  Cameron's  labours  were  much  appreciated  in  each  district,  as  also 
the  labours  of  Messrs.  Colville,  Murray,  and  Williamson,  who  wrought 
with  him  in  Watson  Street  and  on  South  Side. 

*  When  the  weather  permitted,  a  few  worda  were  spoken  and  some 
hymns  sung  outside  before  each  meeting.  By  this  means  some  were 
constrained  to  come  inside,  and  went  home  hoping  in  the  Lord.  Through 
this  blessed  work  several  -of  us  have  had  our  own  souls  greatly  refreshed, 
and  been  brought  nearer  to  the  Lord  himself.* 

Of  meetings  and  services  in  Leslie  daring  the  month  of  April  1874, 
conducted  by  the  ministers  of  the  congregations  in  that  ^own,  with  the 
assistance  of  several  other  ministers  and  of  Mr.  James  Gallacher,  one  of 
the  Synod's  evangelistic  agents,  the  Rev.  Benjamin  Martin,  minister  of 
the  East  congregation,  writes  as  follows : — 

*  The  special  services  in  Leslie  during  the  month  of  April  were  held  in 
the  two  United  Presbyterian  churches  and  in  the  Free  church  in  rotation. 
One  or  two  meetings  were  also  held  in  «the  parish  church.  The  minister 
of  the  church  in  which  the  meeting  took  place  presided,  and  another 
minister  and  elder  took  part  every  night,  either  by  giving  an  address  or  in 
the  devotional  exercises.  We  had  also  the  assistance  of  the  following 
United  Presbyterian  ministers: — ^The  Revs.  J.  Alison,  Cupar;  R.  D. 
Brownlee,  Kirkcaldy;  W.  Guthrie,  Dysart;  A.  Duncan,  Balgedie;  R. 
Anderson,  Milnathort;  J.  Brown,  Lochgelly;  and  R.  Brown,  Markinch. 
The  Rev.  Mr.  Swinton,  Free  Church,  Portmoak,  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  M'Ewan, 
John  Knox's  Free  Church,  Edinburgh,  delivered  addresses.  During  the 
month's  special  services  a  daily  prayer  meeting  was  held  at  noon  in  the 
East  United  Presbyterian  Church.  Mr.  James  Gallacher,  Synod's  evan- 
gelist, began  his  work  by  giving  an  address  to  a  large  audience  in  the  East 
United  Presbyterian  Church  on  the  evening  of  Sabbath  the  5th  April,  and 
on  successive  Sabbath  evenings  he  spoke  with  much  acceptance  and  power 
in  the  West  United  Presbyterian  Church  and  in  the  Free  Church.  There 
were  in  all  26  evening  meetings  held,  and  Mr.  Gallacher  spoke  at  22  of 
them,  generally  giving  the  principal  address,  unless  when  we  had  the 
assistance  of  brethren  from  a  distance.  Besides  visiting  the  Sabbath 
schools  as  he  could  find  time,  Mr.  Gallacher  held  four  special  services  for 
children  an  hour  before  the  evangelistic  meeting  for  adults.  He  also  spoke 
at  the  children's  services  in  the  Town  Hall  on  the  Sabbath  forenoon. 
Having  the  gift  of  speaking  well  to  children,  he  was  very  much  liked  by 
them.  He  also  held  in  a  neighbouring  village  an  afternoon  meeting  for 
mothers  or  the  infirm,  who  could  not  come  out  at  night  to  any  of  the  meet- 
ings. He  was  invited  by  the  young  men  to  their  Christian  Association  on 
the  Sabbath  morning,  when  he  gave  them  an  address.  During  the  day  he 
was  busily  engaged  visiting  from  house  to  house  and  distributing  tracts. 
The  number  attending  the  services  during  the  week  began  at  80,  and 
gradually  increased  to  200,  the  last  week  of  meetings  being  in  most 
respects  the  best.  On  the  Sabbath  nights  the  smallest  attendance  was  400, 
and  the  largest  600.     On  the  afternoon  of  the  last  Sabbath  of  April,  Mr. 
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Gallacber  addressed  a  meeting,  in  the  East  United  Presbyterian  Church, 
of  those  who  had  received  benefit  at  these  special  services,  and  of  others 
who  chose  to  attend.  At  the  close  of  this  service  he  held  a  meeting  in  the 
open  air,  at  which  there  were  about  800  present.  These  special  services 
have  been  very  much  prized  by  the  members  of  the  churches  in  the  town, 
and  have  been  productive  of  much  good.  Many  of  the  children  of  God  have 
been  revived,  and  we  trust  that  the  impulse  for  good  they  have  received 
win  make  them  more  diligent  in  the  work  of  the  Lord ;  and  some  of  them 
have  been  brought  to  the  knowledge  of  the  truth  both  among  the  young 
and  the  old.  At  the  last  meeting  held  in  the  West  Church,  the  two  United 
Presbyterian  ministers  and  the  Free  Church  minister  bore  testimony  to  the 
fitness  of  Mr.  Gallacher  for  the  work  of  an  evangelist, — ^liis  earnestness, 
prudence,  fidelity,  and  musical  talents  combining  to  render  him  a  most 
efficient  agent  in  the  work  to  which  he  has  devoted  himself.' 

Having  visited  Stamfordham,  la  the  bounds  of  the  Presbytery  of 
Newcastle,  in  order  to  assist  the  Rev.  William  Fisken  in  evangelistic 
work  in  that  district  in  October  1873,  the  Rev.  J.  M.  Kinloch  of  West 
Linton  has  sent  the  following  notes  of  his  work  there.  Mr.  Fisken  gave 
oral  testimony  to  the  value  of  the  work  performed  by  Mr.  Kinloch  at  the 
meeting  of  the  English  Synod  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church,  which 
was  held  at  Sunderland  in  October  last : — 

'  As  you  are  already  aware,  I  spent  a  week  in  evangelistic  work  in  Stam- 
fordham.  I  went  on  Tuesday  7th,  and  left  on  Tuesday  14th  curt.  During 
the  week  we  had  seven  meetings.  Four  of  these  were  in  the  church,  and 
three  in  farm-houses.  Mr.  Fisken  and  I  also  visited  a  considerable  num- 
ber of  families,  both  in  the  village  and  also  in  the  surrounding  district  for 
several  miles.  The  meetings  were  well  attended,  considering  the  sparse- 
ness  of  the  population, — that  on  the  Sabbath  evening  being  the  largest, 
when  the  church  was  crowded  in  every  part  by  a  most  attentive  audience. 
I  understand  there  were  several  present  who  go  to  no  place  of  worship,  as 
well  as  a  number  of  others  who  have  only  a  nominal  church  connection. 

*  Mr.  Fisken  entered  very  heartily  into  the  work,  and  did  everything 
he  could  to  render  my  visit  as  pleasant  and  as  profitable  as  possible.  I 
cannot  say  anything  about  direct  results ;  but  from  the  interest  manifested 
by  the  people  generally,  I  think  there  is  good  reason  to  hope  that  good 
has  been  done.' 

The  Rev.  John  C.  Ingles  of  Criefif,  having  been  assisted  in  special 
evangelistic  meetings  in  that  town,  in  the  middle  of  January  1874,  by 
Mr.  James  Gallacher,  evangelistic  agent,  writes  thus : — 

*  I  ought  to  have  reported  sooner  the  evangelistic  meetings  held  here 
by  Mr.  Gallacher,  but  waited  that  I  might  be  able  to  speak  more  de* 
cidedly  concerning  the  result.  The  meetings  were  held  from  the  11th  to 
the  28d  January,  and  were  more  of  the  nature  of  joint  meetings  than 
strictly  congregational.  Three  of  the  Crieff  ministers  took  part  besides 
Mr.  Gallacher  and  myself,  so  that  they  thus  appealed  to  four  of  the  con- 
gregations of  the  town.     Considering  this,  and  also  the  expectation  caused 
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by  the  Edinburgh  movem^t,  the  attendance  was  acaieely  what  might 
have  bee^  anticipated.  Yet  it  was  fair,  and  deep  interest  was  manifested 
by  those  who  came  from  night  to  night.  Mr.  Gallacher*s  addresses  were 
practical,  and-several  seemed  kindly  to  realize  their  position  with  reference 
to  the  matters  of  the  eternal  world.  The  few  of  my  own  congregation 
who  were  moyed  are  retaining  the  confidence  of  those  with  whom  they 
meet,  and  are  manifesting  a  consistency  that  formerly  they  did  not  show. 
Although,  therefore,  the  direct  results  have  not  been  all  that  were  desired, 
yet  something  decided  has  been  gained.  I  hope  also  that  those  who 
previously  were  in  Christ  have  been  refreshed.  We  are  hopeful  that  the 
good  accomplished  will  i«ove  lasting.' 

The  Rev.  Andrew  Whyte  of  Clackmannan,  having  obtained  the 
assistance  of  Mr.  James  Gallacher  in  conducting  a  series  of  evangelistic 
meetings  and  services  in  connection  with  his  congregation  in  Clack- 
mannan^  in  the  month  of  February  1874,  has  reported  concerning  these 
meetings  as  follows : — 

'  I  should  perhaps  have  written  to  you  sooner  concerning  the  g^d 
work  that  has  been  going  on  here  during  the  last  month,  but  J  hoped  by 
delay  to  have  a  more  definite  and  satisfactory  report  to  make. 

'  We  have  now  had  four  full  weeks  of  special  meetings  held  alternately 
in  the  Free  and  United  Presbyterian  churches.  On  Sabbath  evenings  the 
churches  were  crowded,  as  they  never  before  were  on  any  occasion  that  I 
remember.  On  the  week  evenings  the  attendance  would  average  120. 
Owing  to  Mr.  Cameron^s  domestic  trials,  he  was  not  able  to  give  the  close 
continuous  attention  to  the  work  he  intended ;  but  his  plaoe  was  supplied 
by  Messrs.  Gallacher  and  Neil,  one  or  both  of  whom  were  present  at  most 
of  the  meetings.  Mr.  Drummond,  the  Free  Church  minister,  was'  also 
almost  invariably  present,  and  took  part,  when  necessary,  in  the  exercises. 
We  had  always  an  after  meeting  for  inquirers,  to  which  the  greater 
number  remained.  On  one  particular  occasion  Mr.  Cameron  asked  all 
those  who  thought  they  had  got  spiritual  benefit  at  these  meetings,  and 
were  earnestly  seeking  the  Lord,  to  remove  to  one  comer  of  the  church 
with  him,  when  I  counted  50  that  responded  to  the  invitation.  I  have 
nothing  very  special  to  report ;  but  I  am  satisfied,  from  a  comparison  of 
the  work  1  hear  going  on  in  other  places,  that  we  have  been  equally 
favoured  with  manifestations  of  the  Divine  providence.  We  have  found 
many  very  deeply  impressed,  and  in  tears ;  many,  night  after  ni^ht, 
waiting  anxiously  for  more  guidance  and  comfort — some  who  would  not  go 
away  till  they  saw  their  way  to  a  joyful  resting  in  the  Lord ;  and  not  a 
few  are  now  declaring  that  th^  have  decided  wholly  for  Christ  There 
is  this,  of  itself  remarkable,  had  I  nothing  else  to  report,  that  for  nearly 
thirty  nights  in  succession,  in  a  small  coimtry  town  most  indifferent  here- 
tofore to  spiritual  things,  we  should  find  so  many  attending  meetings  for 
purely  devotional  exerdses.  I  have  received  the  names  of  ten  candidates 
for  church  fellowship  at  our  communion  next  week,  four  of  whom  at  least 
have  been  led  to  this  step  by  what  they  have  just  heard  and  seen. 

'From  two  districts  particularly,  on  which  for  months  past  I  have 
bestowed  much  labour,  we  have  had  many  inquirers,  both  young  and  old ; 
and  although  ail  the  hopeful  appearances  the  meetings  presented  may  not 
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be  permanent  I  know  we  liaire  already  had  abundant  reason  to  piabe 
God  for  the  gracious  outpouring  of  His  Spirit,  the  fruit  whereof,  in  the 
case  of  some,  ^  shall  be  unto  holiness,  and  the  end  thereof  everlasting  life.' 
We  mean  to  continue  the  meetings,  as  long  as  there  is  interest  manifested 
in  them,  on  the  Sabbath,  Monday,  and  Thursday  evenings,  in  the  two 
churches  alternately,  and  in  several  districts  on  the  Friday  evenings. 

'  If  I  find  anything  noteworthy  hereafter,  I  shall  be  happy  to  com- 
municate it.  Meanwhile,  I  thank  you  for  the  men  of  God  you  have  sent 
us,  and  offer  you  here  another  argument  for  carrying  on  your  evangelistic 
efforts  in  other  parts  of  the  Church.' 

The  Committee  regret  that  the  hope  which  was  expressed  in  last 
Report^  that  an  increasing  number  of  ministers  in  different  localities 
might  be  found  willing,  and  might  have  convenient  opportunity,  to  assist 
in  the  work  of  the  evangelistic  agents,  and  so  give  the  weight  of  their 
position,  character,  and  influence  to  ensure  its  success,  has  not  been  more 
fully  realized*  To  those  ministers  who  have  on  several  occasions  rendered 
valuable  aid  during  the  past  year,  the  Committee  desire  to  tender  thanks ; 
and  they  again  express  the  desire  and  hope  that  a  lai^ger  number  of 
ministers  nmy  place  their  aeryices  at  the  command  of  the  Sub-Committee 
on  Evangelization  for  evangelistic  work  for  a  period  of  two  or  three 
weeks  during  the  coming  year,  and  may  give  the  Home  Secretary  timely 
notice  of  the  dates  at  which  they  can  most  conveniently  to  themselves 
render  such  aid  in  conducting  the  work  of  evangelization^  With  the 
occasional  services  of  ministers,  to  which  reference  has  been  made,  the 
Bumber  of  evangelists  at  present  employed  has  usually  been  found 
sufficient  for  meeting  the  applications  which  have  been  made  for  assist- 
ance in  conducting  evangelistic  services  during  the  last  twelve  months. 
In  a  very  few  instances  requests  for  such  assistance  have  been  reluctantly 
answered  in  the  negative ;  but  this  has  been  usually  occasioned  by  the 
shortness  of  the  notice  given  that  the  aid  of  an  evangelist  was  desired ; 
or  by  the  extension  of  a  series  of  meetings  and  services,  in  consequence 
of  the  growing  interest  and  attendance,  beyond  the  period  for  which  the 
appointments  of  the  agents  had  first  been  made ;  or  by  some  exceptional 
circumstances  having  arisen,  through  which  a  larger  number  of  applications 
than  ordinary  were  concentrated  on  the  same  days  or  weeks.  It  is  not 
improbable,  however,  that  in  connection  with  the  remarkable  manner  in 
which  attention  has  been  directed  to  evangelistic  effort  through  the  recent 
awakening  and  revival  in  Edinburgh,  Glasgow,  and  other  places,  and 
with  the  evident  indications  of  the  presence  and  powerful  operation  of 
the  Holy  Spirit  which  have  been  afforded  in  that  awakening,  more 
numerous  applications  may  be  made  next  year  than  have  been  made  in 
the  year  187^74 ;  so  that  it  may  be  not  only  necessary  to  appeal  more 
urgently  to  ministers  for  occasional  aid,  but  also  expedient  and  desirable 
to  increase  the  number  of  evangelistic  agents,  if  men  suitable  in  respect 
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of  knowledge,  piety,  prudence,  zeal,  and  love  to  the  work  shall  be  foand 
ofiFering  themselves  for  this  service. 

In  this  connection  the  Committee  have  again  to  state,  and  they  do  so 
with  feelings  of  disappointment  and  regret,  that  the  church  for  the  masses 
in  Glasgow,  to  which  reference  has  been  made  in  former  Reports,  and  for 
the  erection  of  which  funds  were  provided  by  one  of  the  munificent 
bequests  of  the  late  Mr.  Henderson  of  Park,  has  not  yet  been  com- 
menced. This  delay  has  been  occasioned  by  special  circumstances, 
through  which,  in  carrying  out  the  City  of  Glasgow  Improvement  Act, 
there  have  occurred  extensive  changes  and  dislocations  of  the  residences 
of  the  working  classes,  for  whose  special  benefit  the  church  in  question 
is  designed,  and  by  unexpected  difficulties  in  obtaining  the  concurrence 
of  interested  parties  in  sanctioning  the  sites  which  have  been  selected  for 
the  building.  More  recently  the  Committee  have  been  inspired  with 
new  hopes  that  these  difficulties  may  be  surmounted,  and  that  the  church 
may  speedily  be  erected  on  a  suitable  and  convenient  site ;  and  they  look 
forward  to  its  opening  with  the  expectation  that  there  shall  be  formed  in 
connection  with  it  a  school  in  which  the  candidates  for  evangelistic  work 
and  service  among  our  home  population,  and  perhaps  also  at  some  of  our 
foreign  mission  stations,  may  receive  needful  instruction  in  Biblical 
knowledge  and  theology,  and  a  field  in  which  they  may  be  practically 
trained  for  the  efficient  performance  of  all  the  duties  of  that  evangelistic 
office  in  whicii  they  are  anticipating  the  honour  and  privilege  of  labour- 
ing for  the  salvation  of  men,  and  for  the  manifestation  of  the  honour 
of  Christ  and  of  the  glory  of  God,  in  the  advancement  of  His  kingdom 
of  grace  and  Iruth  in  the  world.  Of  such  a  field  and  school  for  the 
training  of  evangelists  there  is  great  and  increasing  need ;  and  the  Com- 
mittee rejoice  that  the  generous  liberality  of  one  of  the  members  of  tlie 
Board  of  Missions  has  already  supplemented  the  bequest  of  Mr.  Hender- 
son for  the  building  of  this  church,  by  furnishing  in  part  the  necessary 
funds  for  the  support  of  the  evangelistic  agencies  of  which  it  is  intended 
that  it  shall  be  the  centre.

Besides  the  Reserve  Fund  of  £1531,  5s.  from  Mr.  Alex- 
ander Patou's  Bequest,  of  which  £218,  15b.  may  be 
carried  into  the  Account  of  Income  for  1874. 

It  is  necessary  to  note  here  that  the  sum  of  £830,  10s.  4d.,  entered  in 
the  expenditure  under  the  head  '  Special  Donations  received  for  and  paid 
to  Congregations  and  Stations,'  and  a  corresponding  portion  of  the  income 
for  the  year,  have  been  in  no  sense  under  the  control  of  the  Home  Com- 
mittee, as  the  money  was  forwarded  to  the  Synod's  Treasurer  witli  an 
express  allocation  by  the  donors  to  a  specified  purpose,  and  was  paid  over 
by  him  to  the  congregation,  station,  or  society  to  which  it  was  thus  allo- 
cated. It  also  appears  from  the  above  statement  of  accounts,  that  the 
total  income  for  the  year  1873  has  fallen  short  of  the  expenditure  by 
7s.  lid.,  and  that  the  deficiency  for  the  year  would  have  been  £219, 
2s.  lid.  if  the  sum  derived  from  Mr.  Alexander  Paton's  trust  had  not 
been  carried  into  the  account.  The  statement  may  be  brought  down  to 
the  3'lst  March  1874  as  follows  :—

In  last  Report  on  the  Evangelistic  Fund  it  was  stated  that  the  balance 
at  Slst  March  1873  was  £448,  4s.  3d.  in  favour  of  the  Fund,  while  the 
balance  at  31st  March  1874,  as  stated  above,  is  £182,  5s.  Id.  against  the 
Fund.  This  shows  that  the  position  of  the  Fund  at  the  latter  date  was 
£630  less  favourable  than  it  was  at  the  end  of  March  1873, — a  result 
which*  is  largely  to  be  ascribed  to  a  diminution  of  £380  in  the  income  of 
the  Fund  for  the  first  quarter  of  the  present  year  as  compared  with  the 
income  of  the  corresponding  quarter  of  the  year  preceding,  but  which  is 
also  due  in  part  to  the  increased  expenditure  arising  from  the  transference 
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of  payments  from  the  Angmentation  Branch  of  the  Home  Mission  Fond 
to  the  Evangelistic  Branch  of  that  Fund,  with  a  view  to  the  ultimate 
separation  of  the  Augmentation  of  Stipends  Fund  from  the  Home 
A^sion  Funds  of  the  Church.  It  is  thus  evident  that  the  Evangelistic 
Fund,  in  consequence  of  the  increased  expenditure  which  is  to  be  devolved 
upon  it,  will  demand  increased  support,  in  order  that  the  mission  and 
evangelistic  agencies  which  are  sustained  wholly  or  in  part  by  grants 
from  that  Fund,  and  which  in  several  districts  need  to  be  multiplied  and 
extended,  may  not  be  suspended  nor  impaired  in  their  efficiency.  Atten- 
tion has  been  directed  in  previous  Reports  to  the  generous  gifts  which 
two  liberal,  friends  of  evangelistic  effort  have  in  former  years  placed  in 
the  hands  of  the  Synod's  Treasurer  on  behalf  of  the  Evangelistic  Fund, 
and  by  means  of  which  the  prosperity  of  that  Fund  has  been  largely 
promoted ;  and  the  Committee  have  pleasure  in  inserting  here  a  copy  of 
their  minute,  of  date  4th  March  1874,  in  reference  to  a  further  recent 
proof  of  his  interest  in  the  efficient  working  of  the  Synod*s  Evangelistic 
Scheme  which  has  been  afforded  by  one  of  the  friends  thus  referred  to. 
That  minute  is  as  follows : — 

*  Read  extract  from  letter  of  Mr.  James  Peddle,  Synod's  Treasurer,  intimating 
that  Mr.  David  Paton  had  made  arrangements  by  which  an  annual 
income  of  about  £640  would,  in  the  meantime,  be  secured  to  the 
Evangelistic  Branch  of  the  Home  Mission  Fund,  in  order  that  it  may  be 
applied  to  the  payment  of  the  salaries  of  evangelists  under  the  direction 
of  the  Home  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Missions.  Copies  of  the 
Treasurer's  acknowledgment  of  the  receipt  of  securities  for  the  above 
annual  income,  and  of  letter  from  l^lr.  Paton  in  explanation  of  his  wishes 
in  reference  to  the  application  of  his  gift,  were  also  laid  on  the  table  ; 
and  the  Home  Secreta^  stated  that,  while  in  that  letter  special  provi- 
sion was  made  for  the  payment  of  the  salaries  of  evangelists,  "  so  long 
as  it  shall  be  found  that  the  scheme  in  connection  with  which  they 
have  been  appointed  is  attended  with  benefit,"  Mr.  Paton  had  also 
authorized  him  to  report  to  the  Committee  that  he  is  perfectly  vrilling 
that  a  portion  of  the  above  annual  income  should  be  applied  by  the 
Committee  to  the  support  of  the  proposed  Henderson  Memorial  Church, 
and  of  the  means  which  may  be  employed  in  connection  with  it  for  the 
practical  and  efficient  training  of  evangelistic  agents.  The  Conmiittee 
heard  these  statements  with  much  satisfaction ;  imanimously  agreed  to 
convey  to  Mr.  Paton  their  warmest  thanks  for  his  spontaneous  and 
generous  donation ;  and  instructed  the  Secretary  to  preserve  among  his 
papers — for  afler  reference  if  necessary — ^the  copy  of  the  Treasurer's 
letter  to  Mr.  Paton,  and  the  copy  of  Mr.  Paton's  answer  to  that  letter, 
which  have  now  been  laid  on  the  table.  Agreed  also  to  add  the  name 
of  Mr.  Paton  to  the  list  of  the  Committee  on  the  Henderson  Church. 

^  The  thanks  of  the  Committee  for  his  valuable  gift  were  accordingly  given 
to  Mr.  Paton  by  the  Chairman ;  and  Mr.  Paton  expressed  his  concur- 
rence in  the  representation  of  his  wishes  and  intentions  in  connection 
with  this  matter  which  had  been  given  by  the  Home  Secretary.' 
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The  Synod  and  the  Church  are  greatly  indebted  to  Mr.  Paton  for 
the  seasonable  and  e£Seient  aid  which  he  has  again  afforded  to  the 
erangeHstic  work  condncted  under  the  direction  of  the  Home  Com- 
mittee of  the  Board  of  Missions ;  and  they  should  be  encouraged,  by  his 
generous  provision  for  the  support  of  that  work,  to  prosecute  it  with 
additional  earnestness  and  vigour.  But  it  must  not  be  supposed  that 
the  gift  now  reported  to  the  Synod  renders  the  Evangelistic  Fund,  in  any 
degree,  less  dependent  than  it  has  hitherto  been  on  the  sympathy  and 
liberal  aid  of  the  members  of  the  Church  at  large.  The  present  dona- 
tion of  Mr.  Paton  is  only  the  continuance  in  a  more  permanent  form  of 
the  support  which  he  has  given  to  that  Fund  during  past  years ;  and, 
instead  of  inducing  any  to  withhold  or  to  diminish  their  contributions 
to  the  Fund,  as  if  these  were  no  longer  so  urgently  required  as  before,  it 
should  rather  provoke  to  emulation  and  imitation,  ^  to  love  and  to  good 
works.'  Assuredly  the  moral  and  spiritual  condition  of  large  sections 
of  the  population  requires  that  increased  efforts  should  be  put  forth  by 
the  Church  for  recovering  those  who  have  wandered  from  the  right 
way,  and  for  guiding  theJm  back  to  the  fold  of  the  ^  Good  Shepherd;* 
and  the  present  gracious  awakening  in  many  districts  of  the  land  has 
furnished  opportunities  and  openings  for  more  extended  efforts  to  per- 
suade men  to  say,  *  We  will  arise,  and  go  to  our  Father,'  which  should 
be  embraced  and  improved  by  more  earnest  and  extended  evangelistic 
efforts  than  any  that  have  been  put  forth  in  recent  years.  Personal 
effort  and  individual  consecration  to  the  work  are  indeed  the  first  duty 
of  the  followers  of  Christ,  and  the  chief  means  by  which  His  cause  and 
kingdom  are  to  be  advanced ;  but  with  the  voluntary  personal  aid  of 
the  members  of  the  Church  there  needs  to  be  associated  some  abiding 
oi^anization,  and  some  staff  of  missionaries  or  evangelists  who  can 
devote  themselves  wholly  to  the  work ;  and  for  the  training  and  support 
of  these  agents,  and  the  maintenance  of  mission  stations  as  the  local 
centres  of  their  operations,  pecuniary  contributions,  and  these  not  on  a 
diminiBhing  but  on  an  increasing  scale,  are  urgently  required.  And  the 
Home  Committee  are  confident  that  when,  as  now,  ^  a  great  door  and 
effectual  is  opened,'  though  ^  there  are  many  adversaries,'  the  members 
and  congregations  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  will  not  withhold 
their  sympathy  and  prayers  and  contributions  from  that  section  of  the 
Chorch's  agency  through  which  they  are  most  directly  called  to  ^  deliver 
them  that  are  drawn  unto  death,  and  those  that  are  ready  to  be  slain.' 
Bather  will  they  remember  that  it  is  written,  *  If  thou  sayest,  Behold, 
we  knew  it  not ;  doth  not  He  that  pondereth  the  heart  consider  it  ? ' 
and  He  that  keepeth  thy  soul,  doth  not  He  know  itt  and  shall  not  He 
render  to  every  man  according  to  his  works  ?' 

At  its  meeting  in  May  1873,  the  Synod,  in  receiving  and  adopting 
the  Beport  on  Evangelistic  Effort  which  was  then  presented,  and  rec^gnis- 
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ing  the  great  importance  of  the  subject,  agreed,  in  accordance  vritii  a 
suggestion  of  the  Home  Secretary,  to  *  recommend  to  the  Presbyteries 
of  the  Church  that  they  should  endeavour  to  make  such  arrangements 
as  may  secure  that  a  series  of  evangelistic  services  should,  as  far  as 
possible,  be  held  in  each  congregation  during  the  year  1873-74.'  It 
was  not  provided  by  the  Synod  that  any  reports  of  these  services  should 
be  forwarded  by  Presbyteries  or  sessions,  either  to  the  Synod  itself  or 
the  Evangelistic  Committee  of  the  Home  Board.  But  the  communica- 
tions received  by  the  Home  Committee  from  different  sections  of  the 
Church  attest,  oftentimes  in  an  unofficial  way,  that  the  services  recom- 
mended by  the  Synod  have  been  extensively,  indeed  generally,  held; 
that  they  were  welcomed  by  congregations,  and  largely  attended  by 
members  and  adherents  of  the  same ;  that  much  interest  was  awakened, 
and  many  tokens  of  the  divine  presence  enjoyed ;  and  that  instances  are 
not  wanting  in  which  abiding  impressions  were  produced,  the  feet  of 
erring  wanderers  were  turned  into  the  way  of  peace  and  salvation,  and 
the  spiritual  life  was  quickened  and  advanced  in  many  who  bad  pre- 
viously believed  through  grace.  In  the  larger  Presbyteries  of  Glasgow 
and  Edinburgh  these  services  were  almost  universally  observed,  and  in 
them  the  meetings  and  services  which  the  Synod  had  recommended 
proved  an  unconscious  preparation  for  the  flowing  of  that  full  tide  of 
spiritual  influence  and  of  gracious  quickening  and  revival  which  has 
come  upon  these  cities  during  recent  months,  and  of  which  the  culmi- 
nating manifestations  have  been  seen  in  the  great  Christian  conventions 
which  have  been  held  in  the  Free  Assembly  Hall  in  Edinburgh  and  in 
the  Crystal  Art  Palace  of  Glasgow.  The  Presbytery  of  the  latter  city 
have  issued  a  printed  report,  for  distribution  in  the  congregations  within 
their  bounds,  which  gives  an  encouraging  summary  of  the  meetings  held, 
and  of  the  testimony  of  ministers  and  others  to  the  beneficial  influence 
which  the  services  conducted  at  these  meetings  have  exerted  on  con- 
gregations and  individuals.  And  in  the  report  of  the  Sub-Com- 
mittee appointed  by  the  Presbytery  of  Edinburgh,  on  Evangelistic 
Effort  in  the  churches  of  Edinburgh  and  Leith,  the  following  remarks 
occur : — 

'  It  is  plain  that  our  churches  have  not  been  passed  by  in  the  gracious 
visitation  with  which  our  city  has  been  blessed,  and  for  which  devout  and 
grateful  acknowledgments  are  due  unto  Him  witJi  whom  is  the  residue  of  the 
Spirit,  and  from  whom  the  Church  has  received  the  inspiring  promise,  "  I 
will  make  thee,  and  the  places  round  about  my  hill,  a  blessing."  ...  It 
is  to  be  noted  that  the  cases  of  awakening  have  almost  entirely  been  con- 
fined to  persons  having  a  church  connection  of  some  kind, — a  fact  which 
declares  that  conversion- work  is  needed  within  as  well  as  beyond  the 
ChurcVs  pale,  and  attests  the  utility  of  special  services  as  a  mode  of  dis- 
covering the  light  and  shade  of  congregational  life.  ...  It  further 
appean  to  your  Committee  that  evangelistic  work,  as  recently  prosecuted 
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in  our  city  and  throughout  the  country,  is  fitted  to  impress  upon  all 
ministers  of  the  word  the  three  following  things : — 

*  1.  Tke  necessity  of  more  direct  dealing  unth  the  unactved  in  our  discourses  ; 
or  the  more  frequent  use  of  what  John  Newton  calls  the  ministerial  address 
to  the  unconverted.  At  evangelistic  meetings  it  is  not  saints  but  sinners 
who  are  specially  addressed.  The  burden  of  every  address  amounts  to 
this, — "  Christ  is  the  Saviour  of  sinners,  and  any  sinner  may  have  Him  for 
a  Saviour ;"  and  it  is  the  faithful  and  affectionate  exhibition  of  this  central 
truth  that  the  Spirit  of  God  haa  so  signally  owned  and  blessed  among  us. 
To  speak  to  our  congregations  from  Sabbath  to  Sabbath  as  if  they  were 
all  saints  is  the  sure  way  to  lull  them  into  "false  and  fatal  security;'^ 
but  frequent  appeals  to  the  unsaved,  not  reserved  for  the  close,  but  inter- 
spersed throughout  our  discourses,  are  often  attended  with  awakening  and 
salutary  effects.  We  have  the  example  of  our  Lord  and  His  apostles  for 
this  mode  of  dealing  with  our  hearers,  and  the  history  of  the  Church  in 
its  best  days  has  demonstrated  its  efficacy. 

'  2.  The  evangelistic  services  recently  held  have  justified  the  propriety  of 
ministers  pubUcly  intimating  their  readiness  to  meet  both  Vie  awakened  and  the 
anxious.  At  most  of  the  meetings  the  anxious  were  invited  to  private 
conference  about  personal  salvation.  Some  ministers  intimated  that  they 
would  wait  at  the  close  and  converse  with  inquirers ;  while  others  ap- 
pointed a  night  in  their  own  houses,  or  elsewhere,  for  this  special  purpose. 
The  consequence  has  been  that  the  pastoral  as  well  as  the  preaching 
foncUon  of  ministers  has  been  called  into  full  operation,  and  in  many 
instances  pastors  and  people  have  been  brought  into  contact  in  a  way  and 
to  an  extent  never  before  experienced.  The  results  thus  realized  have 
vindicated  the  expediency  of  ministers  making  frequent  intimations  from 
the  pulpit  of  their  willingness  to  converse  privately  with  those  imder 
spiritual  concern ;  and  such  intimations  should  be  made  at  other  than 
sacramental  seasons,  when  the  joining  of  the  Church,  rather  than  the 
receiving  of  Christ,  is  apt  to  preoccupy  the  minds  of  the  people. 

'  3.  The  evangelistic  services  have  tended  to  enhance  in  the  minds  of  church 
members  the  importance  of  intercessory  prayer  as  a  means  of  securing  the  Spirit 
of  God  in  His  converting  power.  Of  this  the  increasing  attendance  at 
ordinary  congregational  prayer  meetings,  and  the  written  requests  sent  in 
fo^  prayer,  are  sufficient  proof.  As  ministers,  it  is  our  duty  to  encourage 
and  foster  this  spirit  in  our  people,  by  frequently  entreating  their  prayers, 
after  the  example  of  Paul,  and  otherwise  showing  the  importance  we 
attach  to  the  intercession  of  believers  as  a  prevailing  power  with  God.  If 
our  hands  are  duly  sustained  by  devout  Aarons  and  Hurs  pleading  with 
Heaven  for  us,  our  ministry  will  be  clothed  with  fresh  power,  and  the 
conquest  of  the  world  for  Christ  will  be  accelerated.  Says  a  thoughtful 
writer  in  the  January  number  of  the  Congregationalist,  edited  by  Mr.  Dale 
of  Birmingham : — ^'  If  our  Churches  are  to  render  to  Christ  any  efficient 
service  in  these  troubled  and  perilous  times,  a  great  revival  of  religious 
fai|h,  zeal,  and  power  is  absolutely  indispensable ;  and  that  revival,  if  we 
may  trust  appearances,  seems  to  be  coming,  not  as  the  effect  of  any  great 
and  startling  impression  produced  by  individual  preachers,  but  rather  in 
answer  to  the  prayers  of  unknown  saints.** ' 

At  the  same  meeting  of  Synod^  and  in  connection  with  the  same 
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;  Report  on  Home  Evangelization,  it  was  agreed  to  '  instruct  Presbyteries 
and  the  Home  Committee  to  direct  special  attention  to  the  means  hy 
which  the  spiritual  wants  of  the  agricultural,  mining,  and  ironworking 
population  may  be  more  effectively  supplied,  in  order  that  seasonable 
assists^nce  may  meanwhile  be  given  to  efforts  for  their  benefit;  and 
that  the  whole  subject  may  be  brought  up  at  next  meeting  of  Synod  for 
further  and  more  mature  consideration*'  The  attention  of  the  Clerks 
of  Presbyteiy  was  directed  to  this  remit  of  Synod  in  a  circular  from  the 
Home  Committee,  and  suggestions  in  reference  to  it  were  requested  from 
Presbyteries,  with  the  view  of  obtaining  materials  for  the  consideration 
of  the  subject,  and  the  preparation  of  a  report  to  the  Synod.  In  reply 
to  that  circular,  the  Presbytery  of  Paisley  and  Greenock  forwarded  an 
extract  minute,  ^  recommending  that  wherever  action  is  taken,  it  shonld 
be  carried  out  vigorously ;  that  some  neighbooring  congregation  shonld 
be  inyited  to  foster  any  station  that  may  be  opened;  and  that  the 
building  of  a  mission  church,  with  the  settlement  of  a  minister,  shonld 
be  aimed  at  as  speedily  as  possible,  with  the  dispensation  of  sealing 
ordinances.'  No  other  Presbytery  has  forwarded  any  suggestions  on 
the  subject ;  and  as  the  Home  Committee  have  not  had  the  materials  out 
of  which  to  frame  a  satisfactory  report  on  a  matter  of  such  grave  im- 
portance^ the  Synod  may^erhaps  deem  it  expedient  to  renew  tibe  recom- 
mendation of  last  year,  instructing  Presbyteries  to  direct  their  earnest 
attention  to  the  subject,  and  to  report  their  suggestions  to  the  Home 
Secretary  on  or  before  15th  December  next;  or  take  such  other  action 
in  the  matter  as  may  seem  to  the  Court  more  expedient. 

The  Home  Committee  have  not  adopted  any  recommendation  to  the 
Synod  in  reference  to  the  employing  some  agents  of  a  higher  class  for 
the  purpose  of  evangelistic  work  in  congregations ;  but  the  subject  will 
be  considered  more  fully  in  connection  with  other  arrangements  for 
evangelistic  work  during  the  ensuing  year. 

In  concluding  this  Report  on  Evsmgelistic  Effort,  the  Committee  desire 
to  record  their  deep  conviction  of  the  importance  of  the  subject  of  Home 
Evangelization,  their  earnest  hope  that  the  mind  of  the  Synod  may  be 
fully  directed  to  its  consideration,  and  their  fervent  desire  and  prayer  that, 
as  the  result  of  the  Synod's  deliberations,  the  work  may  in  future  be  more 
wisely,  energetically,  and  successfully  carried  forward  than  it  has  ever 
been  in  the  past.  It  has  long  been  admitted  oa  every  hand  that  there 
was  urgent  need  for  earnest,  active,  and  weUrdirected  effort  for  the 
moral  and  spiritual  improvement  and  elevation  of  that  great  mass  of  our 
home  population  which  lies  beyond  the  pale  of  all  our  Churches ;  and 
.  much  effort,  especially  in  recent  years,  has  been  put  forth,  and  many 
agencies  have  been  brought  into  operation,  for  their  spiritual  good.  Yet 
it  may  be  doubtful  in  how  far  aU  these  efforts  and  agencies,  in  the  midst 
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of  a  rapidly  increanng  popuhdon,  have  had  any  appreciable  eiBPeot  it, 
redacing  the  immbep  of  t^ose  who  are  living  without  God-  and  without 
hope  in  the  world,  and  who,  with  the  full  light  of  the  gospel  fihlning 
aroimd  them^  are  still  walking  in  darkness,  and  blindly  tanning  oii  in  the 
way  of  sin  and  misery  and  death.  At  all  events,  the  need  for  nnited, 
earnest,  Christian  effort  f(Mr  leading  the  masses  of  the  population^  by  whioh 
oar  Ohurches  and  congregations  are  surrounded,  to  Him  who  is  the  Light 
of  the  world,  and  in  whom  alone  peace  and  salvation  can  be  found,  is  so 
great  and  manifest, — it  may  perhaps  be  said,  is  so  increasingly  great  and 
nianifest,-«-that  no  Christian  denomination  can  overlook  it;  and  that, 
instead  of  being  overlooked  and  neglected  by  the  United  Presbyterian 
Church,  which  has  so  long  enjoyed  a  pure  dispensation  of  the  gospel^  and 
in  whose  history  there  has  been  such  manif  dd  experience  of  divine  blessing 
and  favour,  it  should  awaken  through  all  its  borders  an  ever-increasing 
interest,  a  deepening  sense  of  responsibility,  and  a  spirit  of  more  fervent 
and  self-sacrificing  zeal  for  seeking  after  the  flock  that  has  been  scattered, 
and  guiding  them  back  to  the  fold  of  that  good  Shepherd  who  gave  His 
life  for  the  sheep,  and  whose  promise  is,  ^  I  will  seek  that  which  was  lost, 
and  bring  again  that  which  was  driven  away,  and  will  bind  up  that  which 
was  broken,  and  will  strengthen  that  which  was  sick.  But  I  will  destroy 
the  fat  and  the  strong;  I  will  feed  them  with  judgment.' 

But  the  Home  Committee  desire  to  fix  the  attention  of  the  Synod 
not  only  on  the  miagnitude  and  ui^ncy  of  the  work  of  Home  Evangelisa- 
tion, but  also  on  the  specially  hopeful  aspect  of  that  work  at  the  present 
time.  In  many  of  the  districts  in  which  the  evangelistic  agents  of  the 
Synod  have  been  recently  employed,  there  has  been  found  a  preparedness 
of  mind  for  the  reception  of  the  gospel  message,  and  an  unusual  readi- 
ness to  converse  about  divine  and  eternal  things,  which  have  been  most 
encouraging.  Even  where  there  have  been  no  such  great  gatherings 
for  evangelistic  purposes  as  there  have  been  in  Edinburgh  and  Glasgow 
and  some  c^er  large  towns^  the  tidings  of  what  has  been  transpiring  in 
these  places  have  had  a  marked  effect  on  the  minds  of  many ;  so  that 
while  the  cloud  of  blessing  has  burst  more  immediately  on  these  large 
centres  of  population,  the  droppings  from  the  edge  of  the  cloud  have  been 
falling  on  the  smaller  towns  and  rural  villages,  and  have  brought  refresh- 
ment to  many  weary  souls.  And  if  there  has  indeed  been  so  great  and 
genuine  a  revival  of  the  true  spiritual  life  of  the  Church  as  many  hope 
and  believe  that  there  has  been  experienced  in  very  many  hearts  and 
families  and  congregations,  must  not  the  new  life  which  has  been  imr 
parted  seek  a  field  in  which  to  put  forth  its  energies  and  to  display  its 
powers?  and  should  not  the  Synod  be  pr^ared  to  do  something  in  the 
way  of  utilizing  that  fresh  life,  with  all  its  youthful  strength  and  vigour, 
by  endeavouring  to  direct  those  who  have  found  Jesus  and  given  them- 
selves to  Him  into  spheres  of  labour  and  modes  of  service,  in  connection 
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with  which  they  may  allure  and  win  others  to  the  Saviour,  may  advance 
the  honour  and  cause  of  Him  who  loved  them  and  gave  Himself  for 
them,  and  may  through  His  grace  participate  in  the  reward  of  those 
who  ^  turn  many  to  righteousness '  ?  A  great  opportunity  seems  to  be 
presented  to  the  Church ;  and  shall  she  not  have  wisdom  and  determina- 
tion to  improve  it?  A  wide  door  and  an  effectual  seems  to  be  opened; 
and  shall  she  not  enter  in,  carrying  to  multitudes  who  have  been  caring 
for  none  of  these  things  the  glad  tidings  of  salvation?  If,  then,  on  the 
part  of  the  Synod  and  the  Church,  there  has  been  in  the  past  anything 
resembling  a  departure  from  first  love,  in  the  lack  of  zeal  and  energy 
and  devotedness  in  the  work  of  Home  Evangelization,  let  there  be  a 
desire  to  repeat  and  do  the  first  works,  and  to  hearken  to  the  voice  which 
proclaims,  ^Behold,  I  come  quickly;  hold  that  fast  which  thou  hast, 
'  that  no  man  take  thy  crown/

T%e  Synod  agreed  specially  to  commend  the  Evangdietic  Fund  to  the 
liberal  support  of  the  Church ;  again  to  instruct  Presbyteries  to  direct 
their  earnest  attention  to  the  means  bif  which  the  spiritual  wants  of  the 
agricultural^  mining,  and  ironworking  population  may  be  more  effectively 
supplied^  and  to  report  their  suggestions  to  the  Home  Secretary  on  or 
before  the  15tli  December  1874 ;  to  recommend  to  Presbyteries  to  hold  early 
conference  on  Home  JEvangelizationy  and  to  consider  whetlicr  it  may  not  be 
well  again  to  make  arrangements  for  a  series  of  successive  meetings  in  t/ie 
different  congregations  under  their  inspection^  and  also  endeavour  to  enlist 
the  sympathies  and  efforts  of  Sessions  for  the  revival  of  religion  and  the 
conversion  of  souls  within  the  sphere  of  their  influence  ;  to  authorize  them 
in  their  deliberations  to  secure  the  aid  of  deputies  who  have  been  familiar 
witJi  the  work  of  revival;  and  to  suggest  to  them  that  they  should^  as  far  as 
possible^  invite  the  cooperation  of  oilier  evangelical  denomiiiations  in  this 
worh 

Furtlier,  Hie  Synod,  recognising  the  vital  importance  of  the  work  of 
grace  with  which  God  has  blessed  various  parts  of  our  land,  agreed  to 
express  their  devout  gratitude  to  Him  for  all  the  good  tluxt  lias  been  accom- 
plished ; — to  thank  Mr.  Paton  for  his  noble  gift  of  £640  per  annum  for 
the  support  of  t/ie  labours  of  the  evangelists,  feeling  themselves  encouraged 
by  his  liberality  to  prosecute  the  Synods  Sclieme  of  Evangelisation  witli 
greater  earnestness  afid  more  prayerful  perseverance  ; — and  to  appoint  a 
Committee^  with  Dr.  Ritchie  as  convenery  to  prepare  a  Pastoral  Address  on 
this  important  subject^  in  order  that  it  may  be  distributed  as  speedily  as 
possible  among  tJie  congregations  of  the  Churchy  under  the  direction  of  the 
Home  Secretary.

REPORT  ON  GENERAL  STATISTICS. 

Mat  1874. 

The  schedules  for  the  Congregational  Statistics  of  the  year  1873  were, 
as  nsnaly  issued  to  ministers  in  December  last;  and  they  have  been 
filled  up,  and  returned  or  reported  to  the  Home  Secretarj^  for  the  use  of 
the  Synod  and  of  the  Home  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Missions,  by  610 
congregations,  being  four  more  than  have  sent  in  these  returns  in  any 
previous  year.  The  returns  from  28  out  of  the  31  Presbyteries  of  the 
ChuTCh  in  the  United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland  have 
been  complete  ;  and  in  the  three  remaining  Presbjrteries  there  are,  as  in 
the  preceding  year,  only  five  congregations  which  have  not  filled  up 
and  returned  the  schedules  sent  to  them  for  the  year  1873.  Of  these 
five  congregations,  two  are  in  the  Presbytery  of  Berwick,  two  in  the 
Presbytery  of  Glasgow,  and  one  in  the  Presbytery  of  Stirling ;  but  as 
returns  have  been  received  from  all  of  them  in  some  previous  year  or 
years,  their  former  papers  afford  the  materials  for  an  estimate  of  their 
present  state  which  is  approximately  correct,  and  their  retention  of  their 
schedules  for  the  year  1873,  though  somewhat  disappointing,  cannot 
seriously  affect  the  general  accuracy  of  the  results  stated  in  this  Report. 
The  table  inserted  below  exhibits  the  progressive  increase,  gradual  but 
constant,  at  once  of  the  number  of  congregations  placed  on  the  Synod's 
roll,  and  of  those  congregations  by  which  the  annual  statistical  returns 
have  been  prepared  and  forwarded  in  accordance  with  the  regulations  of 
the  Synod.

The  number  of  congregations  on  the  roll  of  the  Synod  in  December 
1872  was  611,  and  in  December  1878  it  was  615,  indicating  an  increase  of 
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/owr  congregations  during  the  year  1873.  Seven  new  congregations  have, 
however,  been  erected  during  that  jeor^  viz.:  Victoria  Street  congregation 
in  Dundee,  and  the  second  congregation  in  Broughty  Ferry ^  within  the 
bounds  of  the  Presbytery  of.  Duiidee ;  Planiatlon^  Parkheady  Camphillj 
and  Lenzie  congregations,  in  or  near  to  the  city  of  Glasgow,  and 
within  the  bounds  of  the  Presbytery  of  Glasgow ;  and  the  congregatioa 
of  Redcary  near  Middlesborough,  within  the  bounds  of  the  Presbytery 
of  Newcastle.  But  during  the  year  187S  the  East  and  West  congcega^ 
tions  in  the  town  of  Auchteimuchty  have  been  united  into  one  charge^ 
under  the  name  of  the  Soutk  Congreffotioii,  Auchtermuehty,  so  reducing 
the  number  of  congregations  in  the  Presbytery  of  Cupar  from  thirtoen 
to  twelve ;  and  two  congregations  in  England  have  been  removed  from 
the  rolls  of  their  respective  Presbyteries,  viz. :  DdUorij  in  the  Presbytery 
of  Lancashire,  and  Wifion^  in  the  Presbytery  of  Carlisle.  In  conaequence 
of  these  changes,  the  numbei:  of  congregations  on  the  Synod's  roll  has 
been  increased  during  the  ^ear  1873,  not  by  aeven,  but  only  by  f<n» 
c<Higregations,  being  an  addition  of  one  more  than  the  number  added 
in  the  year  1872. 

The  number  of  baptisms  reported  in  the  year  1873  has  been  11,966, 
which  gives  an  increase  of  204  qu  the  number  reported  in  1872,  and  is 
a  larger  number  than  has  been  reported  in  the  returns  for  any  previous 
year.  Of  the  11,966  persons  thus  baptized,  119  were  adults,  and 
11,847  were  infants  or  young  children. 

In  the  year  1872  there  was  reported  a  considerable  increase  in  the 
number  of  Sabbath-school  teachers  and  of  scholars,  and  also  in  the 
nmnber  of  young  persons  attending  advanced  Bible  classes  under  the 
care  of  ministers  and  elders  of  the  Church ;  and  it  is  a  gratifying  fact 
that  the  returns  for  the  year  1873  also  indicate  an  increase  in  the 
number  of  those  giving  and  receiving  religious  instruction  in  Sabbath 
schools  and  in  Bible  classes.  The  number  of  Sabbath-school  teachers, 
which  in  1871  was  reported  as  10,514,  and  in  1872  as  10,870,  is 
returned  for  1873  as  10,963,  showing  an  increase  of  449  during  the 
last  two  years,  and  of  93  in  the  year  1873 ;  and  the  number  of  scholars 
attending  classes  in  Sabbath  schools,  which  was  reported  in  1871  as 
81,481,  and  in  1872  as  84,308,  has  been  returned  in  1873  as  84,754,  show- 
ing an  increase  of  3273  scholars  during  the  last  two  years,  of  whom  446 
have  been  added  in  the  year  1873.  In  the  year  1872  there  was  a  slight 
decrease  in  the  number  of  advanced  Bible  classes  taught  by  ministers 
and  elders,  from  729  to  723 ;  but  in  1873  the  increase  in  the  number  of 
these  classes  has  been  double  the  diminution  in  the  previous  year,  so  that 
the  number  of  these  classes  reported  in  the  recent  returns  is  735,  of 
which  544  are  classes  under  the  immediate  instruction  and  superintend- 
ence of  mutisters,  while  the  remaining  191  classes  are  taught  by  elders 
or  members  of  the  Church.    Although  the  number  of  these  advanced 
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classes  m  1872  exhibitod  a  aoiall  decrease  when  coodpared  with  the 
number  reported  in  ISTl,  the  Dtimber  of  young  persons  attending  these 
classes  had  increased  by  895  in  1832,-— namely,  from  21,297  in  1871  to 
22,192  in  the  yeat  1872 ;  and  an  increase  nearly  as  great  has  again 
been  realized  in  1878,  for  which  year  the  attendance  at  these  advanced 
Bible  classes  has  been  returned  as  23,000,  showing  an  increase  of  808 
during  that  year,  or  of  1703  in  the  two  years  1872  and  1873.  This 
sustained  increase  in  the  numbers  under  religious  instruction  and 
training  in  Sabbath  schools  and  in  Bible  classes  ia  a  satisfactory  feature 
in  the  statistical  returns  for  the  past  year ;  and  it  affords  hopeful  indi- 
cations of  future  increase  in  the  membership  and  in  the  ministry  of  the 
Church,  and  of  the  continued  fulfilment  of  the  prediction,  that  from  age 
to  age  ^  a  seed  shall  serve  the  Lord,'  and  ^  shall  be  accounted  to  Him  for 
a  generation.' 

The  number  of  members  in  full  communion  with  the  United  Pres- 
byterian Church,  which  was  reported  as  182,810  in  1872,  has  been 
returned  as  184,033  for  1873.  This  shows  an  increase  of  1228 
members  during  the  year,  bdng  161  less  than  the  increase  of  member- 
ship reported  in  1872,  and  indicating  that  the  rate  of  increase  on  the 
whole  membership  of  the  Chorch  for  1873  has  been  about  f  per  cent. 
Of  the  1223  members  added  to  congregations  during  the  year  1873, 
497  have  been  joined  to  congregations  in  England,  11  have  been  added 
to  the  congregations  of  the  Presbytery  of  Ireland,  and  715  belong  to 
congregations  located  in  Scotiand.  The  average  attendance  at  public 
worship  on  the  Lord's  day  is  returned  for  1873  as  209,131,  while  the 
returns  for  1872  gave  an  aggregate  attendance  of  207,172.  There  has 
thus  been  an  increase  in  1873  of  the  average  attendance  at  public  worship 
of  1959,  or  rather  more  than  -^  per  cent.  The  average  membership  of 
each  congregation  is  299,  which  is  exactly  the  same  as  the  average  of 
the  previous  year;  while  the  average  attendance  at  public  worship  in 
each  church  has  been  340,  or  one  more  than  the  average  attendance 
which  was  given  in  last  year's  Report. 

In  15  Presbyteries  of  the  Ghurch,  or  ttoo  less  than  in  the  previous 
year,  the  number  of  members  on  the  rolls  of  congregations  has  been  re- 
duced during  the  year ;  the  aggregate  decrease  being  1507,  of  which 
number  93  have  been  taken  from  the  congregations  in  England  which 
are  within  the  bounds  of  the  Presbytery  of  Berwick.  In  the  two 
English  Presbyteries  which  are  included  in  the  above  15,  the  member- 
ship has  been  reduced  by  36 ;  but  in  the  other  two  Presbyteries  in 
England  which  are  mcluded  in  the  16  referred  to  below,  it  has  been 
increased  by  626.  The  nett  increase  of  membership  in  England  during 
the  year  1873  has  tiierefore  been  497,  or  2^  per  cent.  In  the  schedules 
received  from  16  Presbyteries,  there  is  reported  an  aggregate  increase  of 
2730  members ;  and,  deducting  from  that  number  1507  for  the  aggre- 
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gate  decrease  of  membership  over  the  whole  Church,  and  497  as  the 
nett  increase  in  England,  we  obtain  726  as  the  nett  increase  of  members 
in  Scotland*;  while,  as  stated  above,  the  increase  in  the  number  of 
members  over  the  whole  Church  in  1873  has  been  1223,  or  at  the  rate 
of  f  per  cent.  The  15  Presbyteries  in  which  the  membership  has  been 
reduced  are — ^London  (5),  Elgin  and  Inverness  (9),  Galloway  (14), 
Kinross  (20),  Dumfries  (26),  Kelso  (28),  Carlisle  (31),  Lanark  (66), 
Orkney  (83),  Falkirk  (96),  Dunfermline  (125),  Perth  (125),  Berwick 
(131),  Cupar  (134),  and  Edinburgh  (614).  In  10  of  these  Presbyteries 
a  decrease  of  membership  was  also  reported  in  1872  ;  while  in  each  of 
the  years  1872  and  1873  the  diminution  has  been  considerable  in  the 
Presbyteries  of  Berwick,  Cupar,  and  Kelso,  and  large  in  those  of  Perth 
and  Edinburgh,  amounting  for  the  two  jears  to  354  in  the  Presbytery 
of  Perth,  and  to  783  in  the  Presbytery  of  Edinburgh.  In  the  other  16 
Presbyteries  the  membership  has  increased  during  the  year  1873,  and 
the  additions  have  been — Glasgow,  1128,  or  2f  per  cent. ;  Newcastle, 
627,  or  7^  per  cent. ;  Paisley  and  Greenock,  278,  or  2^  per  cent ; 
Hamilton,  143,  or  2^  per  cent. ;  Dundee,  135,  or  2  per  cent. ;  Melrose, 
116,  or  2^  per  cent. ;  Lancashire,  99 ;  Aberdeen,  71 ;  Kilmarnock,  70 ; 
Stiriing,  50 ;  Arbroath,  42  ;  Annandale,  26 ;  Banffshire,  18 ;  Kirkcaldy, 
15;  Ireland,  11;  and  Buchan,  1.  The  increase  of  membership  during 
the  year  1873  has  thus  been  greatest,  as  it  was  also  in  the  preceding 
year,  in  the  Presbyteries  of  Glasgow  and  Newcastle,  while  it  has  also 
been  considerable  in  the  Presbyteries  of  Paisley  and  Greenock,  Hamilton, 
Dundee,  Melrose,  and  Lancashire.  The  aggregate  number  added  to  the 
members  of  the  7  Presbyteries  just  named  has  been  2426,  or  very  nearly 
double  the  increase  of  members  reported  for  the  whole  United  Presby- 
terian Church  in  1873. 

To  illustrate  the  manner  in  which  the  increase  in  the  total  member- 
ship of  the  Church  has  been  distributed  over  the  congregations  of  the 
Sjmod,  a  tabular  statement  has  for  several  years  been  prepared,  exhibit- 
ing the  number  of  congregations  in  each  Presbytery  in  which  the 
decrease  of  the  membership  has  not  exceeded  ten,  or  has  been  more  than 
ten ;  the  total  number  of  congregations  in  each  Presbytery ;  the  number 
of  congregations  in  the  larger  cities  and  towns,  and  their  vicinity,  which 
are  within  the  bounds  of  each  Presbytery,  and  the  proportion  of  these 
congregations  in  which  the  membership  has  increased ;  and  the  number 
of  congregations  in  each  Presbytery  situated  in  the  smaller  towns  and 
rural  districts,  with  the  proportion  of  these  congregations  also  in  which 
the  membership  has  increased.  This  table  is  given  on  the  opposite 
page. 

From  said  table  it  will  be  seen  that  there  are  only  282  congre- 
gations out  of  the  615  on  the  Synod's  roll  in  which  the  membership  has 
increased  during  the  year  1873,  while  in  1872  there  were  299,  and  in

1871  there  were  312 ;  that  there  are  60  congregations,  or  9  more  than 
in  1872y  in  which  the  number  of  members  has  neither  been  increased 
nor  diminished  daring  the  year ;  and  that  there  are  273  congregationS| 
or  30  more  than  in  1871,  in  which  the  membership  has  diminished  dar- 
ing the  year  1873.  The  table  farther  shows,  that  of  225  congregations 
classified  as  in  or  hear  to  cities  or  large  towns,  there  are  121,  or  5  less 
than  in  1872,  in  which  the  membership  has  been  enlarged  daring  tlie  year 
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1873 ;  and  therefore  104,  or  9  more  than  in  1872,  in  which  the  number 
of  members  has  either  remained  stationary  or  has  been  diminished ; — ^while 
of  the  390  congregations  classified  as  located  in  small  towns  or  rural 
districts,  fhere  are  only  161,  or  12  less  than  in  1872,  in  which  the  member- 
ship has  increased  during  the  past  year ;  and  therefore  229  congregations, 
or  24  more  than  in  1871,  in  which  the  number  of  members  either  has 
remained  stationary  or  has  decreased  during  the  year  1873. 

The  number  of  students  enrolled  in  the  Theological  Hall  for  the 
session  of  1873  was  123,  showing  a  decrease  of  13  as  compared  with  the 
attendance  of  the  year  preceding,  and  of  28  as  compared  with  numbers 
enrolled  for  the  session  of  1871.  Of  these  123  students,  there  were  24 
of  the  fifth  or  most  advanced  year,  25  of  the  fourth  year,  32  of  the  third 
year,  23  of  the  second  year,  and  19  of  the  first  or  entrance  year.  The 
number  of  ministers  and  preachers  on  the  list  issued  in  January  1874  by 
the  Committee  for  the  Distribution  of  Probationers  was  61 ;  but  of  these, 
20  were  placed  in  the  list  of  occasional  supply,  so  that  the  names  on  the 
ordinary  distribution  list  were  only  41.  The  number  of  elders  included 
in  the  sessions  of  the  Church,  which  in  1871  was  reported  as  4804,  and 
in  1872  as  4871,  has  been  reported  for  1873  as  4952,  showing  an 
increase  of  148  in  two  years,  and  of  81  in  the  year  1873. 

The  number  of  paid  agents  employed  as  missionaries,  Bible-women, 
catechists,  etc.,  in  connection  with  the  congregations  of  the  Synod,  has 
been  returned  in  the  schedules  for  1873  as  173 ;  while  in  1872  it  was 
200,  and  in  1871  it  was  214.  Of  these  agents,  the  congregations  in  the 
Presbytery  of  Glasgow  employ  80,  those  in  the  Presbytery  of  Edinburgh 
25,  those  in  the  Presbytery  of  Paisley  and  Greenock  16,  and  those  in 
Lancashire  12.  The  number  of  these  agents  is  consequently  greatest  in 
the  towns  and  districts  where  the  population  is  most  densely  massed 
together,  and  where  the  necessity  for  their  services  is  most  manifest  and 
urgent.  The  congregations  in  16  other  Presbyteries  employ  in  the 
aggregate  39  of  these  agents,  and  there  are  11  of  the  smaller  Presby- 
teries in  which  no  such  agency  has  been  reported  in  the  returns  for  the 
year  1873.  As  in  some  previous  years,  these  congregational  labourers 
have  on  several  occasions  during  1873  been  associated  with,  and  assisted 
by,  the  evangelistic  agents  employed  by  the  Home  Committee  of  the 
Board  of  Missions  under  the  sanction  of  the  Synod.  In  reference  to 
the  results  of  the  labours  of  these  agents,  it  must  be  remembered  that 
^the  kingdom  of  God  cometh  not  with  observation,'  and  that  saving 
im^ssions  may  be  made  on  many  minds  and  hearts  which  ^the  day' 
alone  ^  shall  declare.'  Yet  in  instances  not  a  few  there  has  been  mani- 
fest evidence  that  the  labours  of  the  evangelist  and  the  missionary,  of 
the  Bible-woman  and  the  catechist,  have  not  been  in  vain  in  the 
Lord ;  and  encouragement  afforded  for  perseverance  in  these  efforts, 
assured  that  ^they  that  sow  in  tears  shall  reap  in  joy/  and  that  ^he  that 
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goeth  forth  and  wee{)6tb,  bearing  precious  seed,  shall  donbtless  come 
agam  with  rejoidng,  bringing  his  sheaves  with  him.' 

Under  the  head  of  Congregational  Libraries,  the  schedules  for  the  year 
1873  indicate  the  existence  of  542  libraries,  containing  on  an  average 
376  volamee  each,  or  in  the  aggregate  203,874  volnmes.  These  returns 
for  1873  indicate  an  increase  of  20  libraries  and  of  3455  volumes 
during  the  year.  The  columns  recently  inserted  in  the  statistical 
schedules  in  reference  to  libraries  instituted  as  the  property  of  congrega- 
tions for  the  special  use  of  their  respective  ministers  have  only  been 
partially  filled  up  in  the  returns ;  but  the  returns  as  received  indicate 
that  ^  Ministers'  Libraries '  containing  10,304  volumes  have  been  esta* 
blished  in  at  least  135  congregations,  and  they  report  that  138  volumes 
have  been  purchased  for  these  libraries  in  1873,  at  an  expense  of 
£57, 14s.  4d. 

The  aggregate  attendance  at  prayer  meetings,  monthly,  fortnightly, 
and  weekly,  has  been  reported  as  27,774  for  the  year  1873,  which  is  an 
increase  of  1355  as  compared  with  the  aggregate  attendance  at  these 
meetings  for  the  preceding  year. 

The  number  of  out-stations  at  which  ministers  of  the  Church  have 
reported  that  they  have  conducted  religious  services,  in  addition  to  the 
r^ular  public  services  of  their  stated  places  of  worship,  and  with  greater 
or  less  frequency  and  regularity,  during  the  year  1873,  has  been  678,  or 
8  more  than  the  number  indicated  in  the  returns  for  1872,  but  45  less 
than  the  number  reported  for  1871.  An  experienced  minister,  how- 
ever, writes  that  there  is  much  Christian  work  in  this  department  which 
cannot  be  tabulated  in  the  columns  of  a  schedule  of  statistics.  ^  Blessed 
are  they  that  sow  beside  all  waters.' 

The  returns  concerning  the  income  of  the  Church,  which  are  in- 
cluded in  the  schedules  of  statistics,  arrange  that  income  under  two 
heads: — 1st,  'Income  which  appears  in  Treasurer's  accounts  and  in  statis- 
tical returns  as  contributed  by  congregations,  and  which  may  therefore 
be  regarded ^aa  strictly  congregational;'  and  2d,  ^Income  derived  from 
legacies,  contributions  by  foreign  mission  churches,  and  donations  from 
individuals,  belon^g  either  to  our  own  or  other  denominations,  who  pay 
their  contributions  direct  to  the  Synod's  Treasurer,  without  passing 
them  through  any  congregational  society.'  The  latter  branch  of  the 
Church's  income  is  affected  by  many  of  the  contingencies  of  human 
life,  and  must  always  be  regarded  as  fluctuating  and  uncertain.  The 
former  branch  is  that  which  includes  the  ordinary  and  more  reliable 
sources  of  income.  It  can  be  most  compactly  arranged  and  tabulated 
in  the  accounts  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Synod  and  in  statistical  returns ; 
and  the  increase  or  decline  of  this  branch  of  income  affords  the  most 
accurate  monetary  index  of  the  condition  and  progress  of  the  funds  of 
the  Church*    Under  this  first  head  of  Congregational  Income  we  may, 
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however,  again  distinguish  between  income  received  for  strictlj  congre- 
gational purposes,  and  income  contributed  by  congregations  for  mis- 
sionary and  benevolent  purposes. 

Congregational  income  for  strictly  congregational  purposes  includes 
the  amoant  subscribed  and  collected  for  the  support  of  ordinances ;  all 
ordinary  or  special  contributions  for  the  erection,  enlargement,  or  repair 
of  buildings,  and  for  the  liquidation  of  debt  on  the  same ;  and  all  the 
funds  provided  for  any  of  the  other  purposes  connected  with  the 
accommodation  and  comfort  of  the  congregation  in  their  attendance 
on  public  worship,  and  with  the  decent  and  orderly  observance  of  that 
worship. 

The  amount  of  congregational  income  for  congregational  purposes 
returned  in  the  schedules  of  statistics  for  the  year  1873  is  £244,441, 
8s.  9d.,  which  gives  an  average  income  of  £397,  9s.  4d.  to  each  congre- 
gation comprising  an  average  membership  of  299,  and  which  falls 
short  of  the  amount  of  income  reported  under  this  head  in  1872  by 
£405, 12s.  4d.  To  this  income  for  strictly  congregational  purposes  there 
is  to  be  added  the  amount  contributed  for  missionary  and  benevolent 
purposes,  which  is  returned  in  the  schedules  for  1873  as  £76,287,  Os.  4d., 
and  gives  an  average  for  each  congregation  of  £124,  Os.  lid.  This 
missionary  and  benevolent  income  for  the  year  1873  exceeds  that  re- 
ported in  1872,  as  the  largest  amount  which  had  ever  been  returned  in 
the  annual  statistics  of  the  Church  under  the  head  of  congregational 
income  for  missionary  and  benevolent  purposes,  by  no  less  than  £6389, 
7s.  9d.  Taking  these  two  branches  together,  the  total  amount  of  con- 
gregational income  returned  in  the  schedules  for  1873  as  collected  in 
that  year  is  £320,728,  9s.  Id.,  which  gives  an  average  income  to  each 
congregation  of  £521,  10s.  3d.,  and  exceeds  the  amount  reported  as  the 
aggregate  congregational  income  of  the  year  1872  by  £5,983,  15s.  5d., 
and  that  reported  for  the  year  1871  by  £23,806,  16s.  5d.  These 
annual  advanceshave  hitherto  been  uninterrupted, — the  amounts  returned 
as  congregational  income  during  the  last  ten  years,  commencing  with 
1864,  having  been  £229,549,  £246,701,  £260,540,  £265,561,  £269,016, 
£273,662,  £284,611,  £296,921,  £314,744,  and  £320,728,  9s.  Id.  The 
aggregate  amount  collected  and  reported  as  congregational  income  in 
the  ten  years  ending  at  31st  December  1873  has  thus  been  £2,762,033,  or 
£104,710  more  than  the  amount  collected  in  the  ten  years  ending  at  31st 
December  1872 ;  while  the  excess  of  income  for  congregational  pur- 
poses for  the  year  1873  over  the  corresponding  income  for  the  year  1864 
has  been  £91,179,  or  39  per  cent.  The  average  rate  of  contribution 
to  congregational  income  for  all  purposes  during  the  year  1873  has  been 
£1, 148.  lOd.,  which  shows  an  increase  of  4d.  per  member  on  the  rate 
of  contribution  for  1872,  of  2s.  per  member  on  the  i*ate  for  1871,  and 
of  9s.  6|d.  per   member  on  the  average  rate  of  1863,  which   was 
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£l,  5s.  3^d.      The  steady  and  continuous  increase  of  income  for  con- 
gregational purposes  in  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  during  the  last 
fifteen  or  twenty  years  may  justly  be  regarded  as  an  indication  of  the 
deep-seated  attachment  of  the  members  of  the  denomination  to  its  his- 
tory and  principles,  and  of  their  appreciation  of  those  motives  for  Chris- 
tian liberality  in  the  support  of  gospel  ordinances  which  have  their  origin 
in  the  knowledge  and  experience  of  the  love  of  Him,  *  who,  though  He 
was  rich,  yet  for  our  sakes  He  became  poor,  that  we  through  His  poverty 
might  be  rich.'       And  as,  after  the  successive  advancesTof  so  many  pre- 
ceding years,  the  amount  of  congregational  income  for  1873  has  again 
exceeded  that  of  the  previous  year  by  nearly  £6000,  there  is  in  that  in- 
crease occasion  not  only  for  gratitude,  but  also  for  hope,  so  that  the 
Church  may  '  thank  God  and  take  courage,'  saying,  *  The  Lord  hath 
been  mindful  of  us ;  He  will  bless  us.' 

The  amount  received  during  the  year  1873  under  the  second  general 
head  of  the  Church's  income — namely,  that  which  is  derived  from  legacies, 
and  from  other  contributions  and  donations  which  are  not  included  in 
congregational  returns — has  been  £17,649,  12s.  6d.,  being  £10,604  less 
than  the  amount  received  from  the  same  sources  in  1871,  and  £881  less 
than  the  amount  received  in  1870,  but  exceeding  the  income  under  this 
head  in  1872  by  £1440.  This  increase  of  income  is  due  to  the  increase 
of  personal  donations  paid  to  the  Synod's  Treasurer  without  passing 
through  the  accounts  of  any  congregation,  as  the  amount  received  from 
legacies  in  1873  was  £558  less  than  the  amount  received  in  1872 ;  and 
this  increase  of  personal  donations  is  the  more  worthy  of  note,  as  the 
increase  in  1872  was  at  the  rate  of  nearly  40  per  cent.  The  aggregate 
income  under  this  head  during  the  ten  years  terminating  on  31st  De* 
cember  1873  has  been  £208,200,  which  sum  is  about  £6446  more  than 
the  amount  received^from  the  same  sources  in  the  ten  years  ending  at 
31st  December  1872. 

In  the  amount  received  in  the  year  1873  from  congregational  source^ 
for  all  purposes,  as  Compared  with  the  amount  received  in  the  preceding 
year,  there  has  been  a  decrease  in  sixteen  Presbyteries,  or  in  four  more 
than  in  1872.  These  Presbyteries  are  Glasgow,  Melrose,  London, 
Kelso,  Lancashire,  Aberdeen,  Hamilton,  Cupar,  Newcastle,  Elgin^  and 
Inverness,  Stirling,  Dumfries,  Buchan,  Dundee,  Dunfermline,  and 
Falkirk.  This  decrease  has  been  greatest  in  the  Presbyteries  of  Glasgow 
(£3801),  Melrose  (£2655),  London  (£1081),  and  Kelso  (£630),  in  each 
of  which,  except  London,  there  was  a  very  large  and  exceptional  increaise 
of  income  for  Church  Extension  work  and  for  the  erection  of  new  build- 
ings in  1872  ;  and  it  was  least  in  the  Presbyteiy  of  Falkirk  (£15).  In 
seven  of  these  Presbyteries — ^namely,  London,  Kelso,  Cupar,  Elgin  and 
Inverness,  Dumfries,  Dunfermline, and  Falkirk — there  has  been  a  decrease 
in  the  number  of  members,  as  well  as  in  the  amount  of  congregational  in- 
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come ;  and  in  some  of  the  other  Presbyteries  in  which  the  diminution  of 
income  has  been  most  marked,  it  may  be  accounted  for,  withoat  sup- 
posing that  there  has  been  any  manifest  falling  off  in  the  amount  of  the 
ordinary  contributions  either  for  congregational  uses  or  for  missionary 
and  benevolent  purposes,  by  the  cessation  of  special  efforts  for  Church 
Extension  or  for  the  erection  of  new  buildings.  In  each  of  these  sixteen 
Presbyteries,  except  that  of  Falkirk,  the  average  rate  of  contribution 
per  member  has  been  less  in  1873  than  it  was  in  1872 ;  but  in  the 
Presbytery  of  Falkirk  the  average  rate  of  contribution  is  higher  in  1873 
than  it  was  in  1872,  so  proving  that  the  decrease  in  the  membership 
during  the  past  year  has  been  proportionately  greater  than  the  decrease 
in  contribution.  In  the  other  fifteen  Presbyteries  of  the  Church,  there 
has  been  in  1873  an  increase  in  the  amount  of  congregational  contribu- 
tions for  all  purposes  over  the  amount  reported  in  1872 ;  this  increase 
being  greatest  in  the  Presbyteries  of  Paisley  and  Greenock  (£5816,  or 
26^  per  cent.),  Edinburgh  (£5749,  or  15j\y  per  cent.),  and  Kilmarnock 
(£877/ or  8 J  per  cent.),  and  least  in  the  Presbytery  of  Banffshire  (£33, 
or  2y^  per  cent.).  In  three  Presbyteries — namely,  Lanark  (£779), 
Annandale  (£583),  and  Berwick  (£503) — the  increase  of  congregational 
contributions  in  1873,  as  compared  with  the  year  preceding,  has  ranged 
between  £500  and  £800;  in  three  Presbyteries — namely,  Galloway 
(£484),  Kirkcaldy  (£466),  and  Orkney  (£449) — the  increase  has  bec«i 
between  £400  and  £500;  mfour  Presbyteries — namely,  Arbroath  (£338), 
Perth  (£301),  Kinross  (£160),  and  Ireland  (£135) — the  increase  has 
been  between  £100  and  £400 ;  and  in  two  Presbyteries — ^namely^ 
Carlisle  (£99)  aqd  Banffshire  (£33) — ^the  increase  in  1873  has  been 
less  than  £100. 

The  table  printed  on  the  following  page  exhibits  a  comparative  state- 
ment of  the  membership  and  income  of  the  Presbyteries  of  the  Church 
for  the  years  1872  and  1873. 

The  total  income  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  for  the  year 
1872  was  larger  than  the  income  of  any  previous  year,  although  in  that 
year  no  large  bequests,  like  those  of  the  late  John  Henderson,  Esq.  of 
Park,  or  of  the  late  Alexander  Paton,  Esq.  of  Cowdenbeath,  were  paid 
to  the  Synod's  Treasurer.  But  although  the  amount  received  in  1873 
on  account  of  legacies  and  bequests  was  £558  less  than  the  income  from 
these  sources  in  1872,  the  income  of  the  Church  for  1873  has  been 
£338,378,  Is.  7d.,  exceeding  that  for  1872  by  £7424,  7s.  5d.,  and  being 
consequently  the  largest  income  that  has  been  realized  in  any  year  since 
the  origin  of  the  denomination.  This  continued  enlargement  of  the 
resources  of  the  Church  is  an  indication  that  her  members  have  partici- 
pated in  the  general  prosperity  and  the  increased  wealth  of  the  com-^ 
ipunity  at  large ;  and  there  is  much  reason  for  believing  that  the  material 
wealth  at  the  disposal  of  the  members  of  the  Church  has  increased  in  a

much  greater  proportion  than  the  offerings  which  they  have  cast  into  the 
treasury  of  the  Church  for  the  advancement  of  the  work  of  God.  If, 
therefore,  the  entire  membership  of  the  Church  in  all  her  congregations 
could  be  brought  into  willing  submission  to  that  law  of  Christ  which 
requires  them  to  give  for  the  support  of  His  cause  in  the  world  accord- 
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ing  as  God  has  prospered  them  ;  and  if  they  should^  therefore,  give  will- 
ingly and  systematically,  instead  of  giving  by  mere  impulse,  grudgingly, 
and  as  of  necessity,  the  development  of  Christian  liberality  in  time  to 
come  would  speedily  cast  into  the  shade  the  offerings  of  the  past,  and 
the  statistics  of  the  Church  would  have  to  record  an  increase  o{  income, 
power,  and  resources  much  more  rapid,  manifest,  and  encouraging  than 
any  that  has  been  witnessed  since  apostolic  times.  Yet,  although  by 
the  comparison  of  the  state  of  matters  actually  existing  with  what  is 
desirable  and  practicable  and  yet  to  be  realized,  it  must  be  seen  and 
felt  that  boasting  of  what  has  been  accomplished  is  excluded,  thanksgiv- 
ing is  not  excluded,  but  is  rather  encouraged  and  stimulated  by  the 
progress  which  has  been  made  and  the  position  which  has  been  gained. 
Acknowledging  that  all  things  come  of  God,  and  that  those  who  love 
His  truth  and  cause  can  only  serve  Him  with  His  own,  and  with  the 
things  which  they  have  first  received  from  Him,  the  Church,  as  she  con- 
siders the  gifts  and  offerings  of  her  members,  may  yet  say  :  *  Who  am  I, 
or  what  is  my  people,  that  we  should  offer  thus  willingly,  after  this  sort! 
Now,  therefore,  our  God  we  thank  Thee,  and  praise  Thy  glorious  name.' 
The  amount  of  congregational  contributions  for  the  support  of  the 
Gospel  Ministry  has  usually  received  special  notice  in  the  annual  Beports 
to  the  Synod  on  Statistics.  In  May  1872  it  was  reported  that  the  full 
amount  of  congregational  payments  to  ministers  for  stipend  and  inci- 
dental expenses  in  the  year  1871  had  been  £117,833,  17s.  4d.,  and  that 
the  average  rate  of  increase  in  the  amount  of  these  payments,  which  for 
the  preceding  twelve  years  had  been  about  £3000  per  annum,  had  been 
maintained  in  that  year.  In  May  1873  it  was  reported  that  a  further 
advance  of  £2010  had  been  attained  in  the  aggregate  amount  of  tlie 
payments  for  stipend  and  incidental  expenses,  as  the  payments  made 
by  congregations  directly  for  the  stipends  of  their  ministers  had  in  the 
year  1872  amounted  to  £116,489,  14s.  7d.,  while  the  sum  paid  for 
incidental  expenses  had  been  £3354,  Ss.  8d.,  and  the  whole  amount  of 
congregational  payments  for  stipend  and  expenses  for  that  year  had 
consequently  been  £119,843,^  18s.  3d.  The  statistical  returns  for  1873 
show  that  a  similar  advance  has  again  been  made  in  that  year,  as  the 
amount  of  congregational  payments  to  ministers  for  stipend  in  1873  is 
reported  to  have  been  £120,573,  Is.  lid.,  and  the  aggregate  amount  of 
payments  for  incidental  expenses  £2938,  18s.  lOd.,  so  making  up,  as 
the  full  amount  paid  for  stipend  and  expenses  for  the  year  1873,  the 
sum  of  £123,512,  Os.  9d.,  which  exceeds  the  amount  paid  in  1872  by 
£3668,  2s.  6d«  Exclusive  of  the  allowance  for  expenses,  the  income 
in  each  of  the  ten  years  terminating  in  1873  has  been — ^£92,405, 
£95,975,  £100,456,  £103,495,  £106,599,  £109,932,  £111,946, 
£114,580,  £116,489,  and  £;L20,573,  Is.  lid.  In  all,  these  payments 
amount  to  £1,072,450,  and  exceed  the  sum  raised  by  congregations  for 
stipends  in  the  terra  of  ten  years  terminating  with  the  year  1872  by 
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£35,651.  It  thus  appears  that  the  amount  raised  for  stipends  by  the 
congregations  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  in  1873  exceeded 
the  sum  raised  for  that  purpose  in  the  year  1864  by  £28^168. 

In  order  to  ascertain  the  total  amount  contributed  by  the  members 
and  friends  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  for  the  support  of  the 
ministry,  there  must  be  added  to  the  sums  contributed  by  congregations 
for  the  stipends  of  their  own  ministers  the  amount  of  the  payments 
made  under  the  direction  of  the  Home  Committee  of  the  Board  of 
Missions  as  supplemental  grants  to  the  weaker  congregations  on  the  roll 
of  Synod.  The  amount  of  these  supplemental  payments,  which  in  1870 
was  £10,745,  was  reduced  to  £10,305  in  1871,  and  to  £9887  in  1872, 
thns  diminishing  the  annual  e:xpenditure  of  the  Augmentation  Fund  by 
nearly  £860  in  two  years,  while  the  minimum  stipend  was  maintained 
at  the  same  rate  of  £157,  10s.  per  annum.  During  the  year  1873  the 
amount  distributed  in  supplemental  grants  has  been  £9724,  showing  a 
further  decrease  of  £168,  and  making  the  total  reduction  of  the  amount 
of  the  grant  in  three  years  £1021..  Adding  these  supplemental  grants 
to  the  payments  by  congregations  for  the  support  of  their  own  ministers, 
there  is  found  as  the  total  amount  of  stipend  (exclusive  of  payments  from 
bequests  and  other  extraneous  sources)  paid  in  the  United  Presbyterian 
Church  for  the  year  1873  the  sum  of  £133,236,  15s.  9d.,  which  gives 
an  average  annual  stipend  of  £216,  12s.  lid.  to  each  minister  of  the 
denomination,  and  implies  an  average  annual  contribution  for  stipend 
from  each  member  of  the  Church  of  14s.  6d.,  which  is  4d.  per  member 
more  than  the  average  rate  of  contribution  for  stipend  in  1872,  and  4s. 
per  member  more  than  the  average  rate  in  1861.  These  results  are 
more  fully  set  forth  in  the  following  comparative  table  : — '

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For  the  reasons  which  were  stated  in  the  Report  on  Statistics  which 
was  presented  to  the  Synod  in  May  1873,  and  in  connection  with  the 
consideration  of  the  Report  on  Union  in  England,  which  is  to  be  pre- 
sented to  the  present  meeting  of  Synod,  the  statistics  of  thO'Congregations 
in  England  are  again  given  in  a  separate  form,  as  was  done  in  the  Re- 
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ports  for  the  years  1870,  1871,  and  1872.  For  purposes  of  comparison, 
two  tables  are  inserted  below,  of  which  the  first  gives  the  statistics  of  the 
congregations  in  England  for  the  year  ending  31st  December  1863,  and 
the  other  the  statistics  of  the  English  congregations  for  the  year  ending 
31st  December  1873 ;  so  that  the  difference  between  the  results  indi- 
cated in  these  two  tables  indicates  the  progress  of  the  denomination  in 
England  for  the  period  of  ten  years  ending  at  the  latter  of  these  dates.

It  thus  appears  that,  while  in  the  ten  years  ending  at  31st  December 
J873  the  increase  in  the  number  of  congregations  on  the  Synod's  roll 
was  37,  and  the  increase  of  membership  was  14,508,  or  rather  less  than  9 
per  cent.,,  the.  additions  to  the  number  of  congregations  in  England  were 
19,  and  the  accessions  to  the  membership  in  England  were  4899,  or 
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f  ally  33  per  cent.  During  the  same  period  of  ten  years  the  contributions 
of  the  congregations  in  England  for  congi*egational  purposes  have  be^n 
increased  by  £16,449,  19s.  2d»,  for  missionary  and  benevolent  purposes 
by  £5403,  12s.  2d.,  and  for  all  purposes  by  £21,853,  lis.  4d. ;  this  in- 
crease  of  contribution  for  all  purposes  having  been  at  the  rate  of  67^ 
per  cent,  for  the  ten  years.  The  contributions  from  these  congregations 
on  behalf  of  the  various  funds  of  the  Synod  have  increased  during  these 
ten  years  more  than  132  per  cent.,  so  that  their  aggregate  annual  amount 
in  1873  was  much  more  than  double  the  amount  in  1863.  In  the  year 
1863  the  amount  remitted  by  the  congregations  in  England  for  the 
support  of  the  Sjmod's  Missions  and  other  schemes  of  the  Church  was 
£1825,  12s.  8d. ;  but  in  1873  the  amount  remitted  was  £4242,  lis.  9d., 
showing  an  increase  of  contributions  for  the  Synod's  Funds  in  the  latter 
.year  as  compared  with  the  former  of  £2416,  198.  Id.,  and  also  an  in* 
crease  of  £504,  Ost  9d.,  or  13^  per  cent.,  as  compared  with  the  contribu- 
tions remitted  to  the  Synod^s  Treasurer  in  the  year  1872.  The  con- 
tributions of  the  106  congregations  in  England  for  all  purposes  during 
the  ten  years  included  in  the  tal)les  inserted  above  show  an  increase  of 
£21,854;  and  they  amounted  in  1873  to  £54,206,  2s.  Id.,  which  is 
rather  more  than  one-sixth  part  of  the  whole  congregational  income  of 
the  denomination,  and  only  £2190  less  than  one-sixth  of  the  total  income 
of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  from  all  sources  for  the  year  ending 
3l6t  December  1873.  The  average  rate  of  contributions  for  all  purposes 
in  the  English  congregations  for  the  year  1873  was  £2, 14s.  lO^d.,  while 
the  average  per  member  over  the  whole  Church  was  £1,  14s.  lOd.,  or 
£1,  Os.  0^.  per  member  less  than  the  English  rate.  In  the  509  congre- 
gations located  in  Scotland  and  Ireland,  the  average  rate  of  contribution 
per  member  for  all  purposes  in  1873  was  £1,  12s.  5d.

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It  was  stated  in  the  Report  on  Statistics  for  1872,  ^  that  although  the 
payments  made  to  English  congregations  from  some  of  the  Synod's 
Funds,  and  especially  from  the  Augmentation  and  Evangelistic  branches 
of  the  Horn  Mission  Fund,  had  in  1872,  as  in  former  years,  very  con- 
siderably exceeded  the  amount  of  remittances  in  favour  of  these  Funds 
which  the  Synod's  Treasurer  had  received  during  the  year  from  English 
sources,  the  balance  of  payments  and  remittances  on  account  of  all  the 
Funds  of  the  Church,  including  the  contributions  for  the  Foreign 
Missions,  had  been  in  1872  in  favour  of  the  Synod's  Treasurer,  the  re- 
ceipts from  England  during  the  year  having  exceeded  the  payments  to 
English  stations  and  congregations  by  at  least  £138/  It  was  added, 
that  ^  towards  that  equilibrium  of  receipts  and  payments  in  relation  to 
the  public  Funds  of  tlie  Church,  the  English  section  of  the  Church  had 
been  steadily  advancing  in  recent  years ;  and  now,  as  the  figures  ginLen 
in  the  Report  made  manifest,  it  had  for  the  first  i;inie  been  happily 
attained.'  The  progress  thus  reported  in  1872  has  been  continued  in 
1873;  for  although  the  payments  to  English  congregations  for  Augmenta- 
tion and  Evangelistic  purposes  still  exceed  the  sums  received  from 
English  sources  on  behalf  of  the  Augmentation  and  Evangelistic  branches 
of  the  Home  Mission  Fund,  yet  for  all  the  Funds  of  the  Church,  the 
balance  in  favour  of  the  Synod's  Treasurer,  which  in  1872  was  £138, 
has  for  1873  been  increased  to  £1594,  8s*  7d. ;  and  it  may  be  instruc- 
tive to  note  here  the  steps  of  the  progress  indicated  by  these  separate 
statements  concerning  the  English  congregations  since  they  were  first 
introduced  into  the  annual  Statistical  Reports : —

This  Report  on  the  Statistics  of  the  United  Presbyterian-  Church  for 
the  year  1873  might  be  closed  with  the  remark,  that  it  indicates  progress 
during  that  year  both  in  numbers  and  in  pecuniary  resources.  Tet  the 
rate  of  numerical  increase  shown  by  the  statistical  returns  for  the  year 
can  scarcely  be  regarded  as  altogether  satisfactory.  The  increase  in  the 
number  of  elders  in  the  Church  has  been  larger,  in  1873  than  it  was  in 
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1872,  having  been  67  in  the  latter  year  and  81  in  the  former,  so  that 
the  additions  in  1873  have  exceeded  those  in  1872  by  14.  But  the 
increase  in  the  membership  of  the  Church,  which  in  1871  was  1774,  and 
in  1872  was  1384,  has  in  1873  been  only  1223 ;  that  is,  161  less  than 
in  1872,  and  551  less  than  in  1871.  It  thus  appears  that  in  1873  the 
increase  of  membership  over  the  whole  Church  has  only  been  at  the 
rate  of  2  members  to  each  congregation ;  and  that  the  nett  additions 
have  been  only  at  the  rate  of  one  new  member  to  every  150  members 
formerly  in  communion  with  the  United  Presbyterian  Church,  while  in 
1872  the  additions  were  at  the  rate  of  one  to  131,  and  in  1871  they  were 
at  the  rate  of  one  to  every  104  members  previously  on  the  roll  of  mem- 
bership. This  rate  of  increase  does  not  proportionately  correspond  with 
the  steady  increase  in  the  numbers  of  the  population  of  the  country ; 
and  if  it  be  taken  in  connection  with  the  other  results  stated  in  the 
Beport,  that  while  there  has  been  an  increase  in  the  membership  of  the 
Church  as  a  whole,  there  are  no  less  than  15  Presbyteries  and  273  congre- 
gations Jn  which  the  membership  has  diminished  during  the  year  1873, 
and  also  60  other  congregations  in  which  there  has  been  no  increase,  it 
may  well  arrest  the  attention  of  the  Synod,  and  excite  earnest  considera- 
tion in  reference  to  the  means  by  which  a  higher  and  more  satisfactory 
rate  of  progress  may  be  promoted  and  secured.  Is  there  not  need  for  in- 
creased and  more  earnest  attention  to  the  spiritual  wants  of  our  home 
population?  Do  the  members  of  the  Church,  her  elders  and  her 
ministers,  not  require  to  be  encouraged  and  instructed  to  put  forth  more 
vigorous  and  wisely  directed  efforts  for  carrying  the  gospel  to  those  who 
do  not  attend  on  public  worship  and  Christian  ordinances  ?  Can  nothing 
more  influential  and  successful  than  present  plans  and  modes  of  operation 
be  devised  and  carried  into  effect  by  the  Church  for  retaining  a  hold  on 
the  diminishing  population  of  rural  districts,  or  for  acquiring  influence 
for  the  highest  good  among  the  denser  masses  in  large  cities  and  towns, 
and  in  the  seats  of  our  mining  and  manufacturing  industries?  Believ- 
ing that  the  Church  is  designed  to  be  the  leaven  which  shall  pervade  the 
whole  lump,  and  that  she  is  appointed  to  be  '  the  light  of  the  world,' 
should  there  not  be  among  her  members  more  of  the  fervent  desire  ex- 
pressed in  the  words  of  the  prophet :  ^  For  Zion's  sake  will  I  not  hold  my 
peace,  and  for  Jerusalem's  sake  will  I  not  rest,  until  the  righteousness 
thereof  go  forth  as  brightness,  and  the  salvation  thereof  as  a  lamp  that 
burneth '  ?  *  Thus  saith  the  Lord  God,  I  will  yet  for  this  be  inquired 
of  by  the  house  of  Israel,  to  do  it  for  them ;  I  will  increase  them  with 
men  like  a  flock,' 

In  reference  to  contributions  for  the  support  of  the  gospel  at  home, 
and  for  its  diffusion  abroad,  the  statistical  returns  for  1873  afford  to 
the  members  and  friends  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  continued 
occasion  for  mutual  congratulation  and  encouragement,  and  for  devout 
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thanksgiving  to  God.    The  slightest  possible  decrease  in  the  income  for 
congregational  purposes  has  been  far  more  than  coanterbalanced  by  the 
large  increase  of  contributions  in  congregations  for  missionary  and 
benevolent  purposes ;  and  while  Foreign  Missions  have  been  supported 
with  growing  liberality,  most  of  the  Church's  home  organizations  have 
also  obtained  a  liberal  and  efficient  support.    Beyond  the  highest  measure 
of  annual  aggregate  contribution  which  had  been  attained  by  the  Church 
up  to  the  close  of  the  year  1872,  an  advance  of  £7424  has  been  made 
in  1873 ;  and  £he  annual  income  of  the  Church  for  all  purposes  has  in 
1873  advanced  beyond  one-third  of  a  million  pounds  sterling,  having 
reached  the  large  amount  of  '£338,378,  Is.  7d.    Gratitude  to  Gcki  for 
what  He  has  enabled  the  Church  to  accomplish,  and  mutual  congratula- 
tion on  account  of  what  has  been  attained,  should,  however,  neither 
extinguish  the  desire  nor  prevent  the  endeavour  to  make  further  pro- 
gress.   There  is  still  much  land,  both  at  home  and  abroad,  to  be  conquered 
and  possessed;  and  the  providence  of   God  has  abundantly  bestowed 
upon  the  members  of  His  Church  the  power  of  supplying  the  pecuniary 
resources  for  the  prosecution  of  His  work  in  the  world  to  its  destined 
glorious  and  successful  end.    Let  there,  then,  be  increased  loving  conse- 
cration  of  time  and  effort  and  property  to  the  advancement  of  that 
work,  that  so  the  promise  to  the  Church  may  be  fulfilled :     ^  Thou  shalt 
know  that  I  the  Lord  am  thy  Saviour  and  thy  Redeemer,  the  mighty  One 
of  Jacob.

SONS CHANGING  THEIR  PLACES  OP  RESI- 
DENCE. 

The  Synod  at  its  last  meeting,  in  accordance  with  the  recommendation 
of  this  Committee,  ^  adopted  ad  interim  the  scheme '  then  submitted  in 
the  Report,*  leaving  it  *  open  to  modification  and  improvement  from 
practical  experience  of  its  operation,  and  re-appointed  the  Committee 
to  receive  suggestions  from  Presbyteries  and  Sessions,  to  co-operate 
with  them  in  carrying  out  the  scheme,  and  to  report  to  next  meeting 
of  Synod.' 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Committee,  June  9,  1873,  it  was  judged  that  in 
order  to  carry  out  tlie  scheme,  the  first  step  necessary  was  to  give  it 
publicity,  and  bring  it  fully  before  the  attention  of  the  Church ;  and 
that  this  could  be  best  done,  and  ^t  least  expense,  by  obtaining  its  inser- 
tion in  the  Missionary  Record^  with  some  introductory  observations.  On 
application  to  the  editor,  the  Rev.  Dr.  MacGill,  he  offered  every  facility 
and  assistance  towards  that  end,  and  the  article  was  immediately  put  in 
type,  although  its  publication  in  the  pages  of  the  Record  was  unfortu- 
nately delayed  till  September. 

At  the  same  ti{ne  it  was  resolved,  by  advertisement  on  the  cover  of 
the  Record^  to  call  attention  to  the  provisions  of  the  scheme,  and  to 
announce  the  names  and  addresses  of  the  Conveners  or  Secretaries  of 
Committees  of  Superintendence  appointed  in  the  large'  towns.  That 
advertisement  appeared  in  the  Record  for  July,  with  the  address  of  the 
'Convener  of  the  Committee  of  Elders  formed  in  Edinburgh. 
.  Along  with  these  steps,  and  in  view  of  two  important  ends  for  which 
the  Committee  was  re-appointed,  *  of*  receiving  suggestions  from  Presby- 
teries and  Sessions,  and  of  co-operating  with  them  in  carrying  out  the 
scheme,'  there  was  issued  to  every  kirk-session  of  the  Church,  along 
with  a  copy  of  the  article  prepared  for  the  Missionary  Record^  a  circular, 
dated  June  21,  1873,  setting  forth  the  importance  and  the  need  of  the 
superintendence  of  the  young  as  a  primary  duty  of  the  minister  and 
elders,  which  is  the  more  urgent  from  the^reat  and  manifold  dangers 
to  which  the  young  are  exposed,  and  from  the  large  number  of  them 
annually  lost  to  the  Church,  and  the  consequent  arrestment  of  its 
growth,  through  the  want  of  proper  superintendence,  and  therefore 
pressing  arrangements  for  carrying  out  the  objects  of  the  scheme. 

In  connection  with  the  removal  of  young  persons,  these  arrange- 
ments are — 1.  That  every  young  person,   including   every  baptized 
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child,  on  removing  from  a  congregation,  shall  receive  a  regular  certi- 
ficate, to  be  delivered  to  the  minister  or  session-clerk  of  the  congrega- 
tion within  whose  bounds  he  goes  to  reside,  or,  if  to  a  town  where  a 
Committee  of  Superintendence  has  been  formed,  to  the  convener  or 
secretary  of  that  Committee;  2.  That  the  minister  or  session-clerk 
who  gives  such  certificate  shall  apprise  the  minister  or  session-clerk  of 
the  congregation,  or  convener  or  secretary  of  Committee,  within  whose 
bounds  the  young  person  goes  to  reside,  of  hi^  removal,  and  if  possible 
of  his  address;  3.  That  the  minister,  session-clerk,  convener,  or 
secretary  to  whom  the  young  person  delivers  the  certificate  shall 
notify  its  receipt  to  the  minister  or  session-clerk  from  whence  it  came. 

For  the  systematic,  efficient,  and  complete  superintendence,  of  the 
young  of  the  Church  by  each  kirk-session,  the  further  arrangements 
needed  are — 1.  That  a  roll  of  all  the  baptized  children,  with  their  ages 
as  well  as  names,  shall  be  kept  with  no  less  care  than  that  of  communi- 
cants; 2.  That  personal  knowledge  and  superintendence  of  them  shall 
be  assiduously  cultivated  by  the  minister  and  elders,  from  the  time  they 
are  of  school  age ;  3.  That  in  every  case  of  removal  a  certificate  and 
transference  be  furnished  to  the  spiritual  care  of  the  kirk-session 
or  Committee  of  Superintendence  within  whose  bounds  the  individual 
goes  to  reside. 

The  circular  also  requested  each  kirk-session  to  favour  the  Com- 
mittee with  any  suggestions,  and  to  report  what  stepi^  had  been  taken  for 
carrying  out  the  scheme. 

And  it  further  requested  that  intimation  should  be  given  from  the 
pulpit  that  all  young  persons  about  to  remove  from  the  congregation  are 
desired  to  apprise  their  minister  or  elder,  and  to  obtain  a  certificate 
and  introduction  to  the  office-bearers  of  the  Church  in  the  place  to 
which  they  are  removing,  which  will  greatly  conduce  to  their  spiritual 
and  moral  welfare. 

To  that  circular  the  Committee  have  received  only  three  responses 
from  Presbyteries,  viz. :  Paisley  and  Greenock  with  suggestions,  Dun- 
fermline and  Melrose  without  suggestions,  but  with  cordial  approval ; — 
and  only  twelve  responses  from  Sessions,  viz.:  those  of  Annan;  Mill  Street, ' 
Montrose;  Coupland  Place,  Manchester;  Stranraer  (two);  Eglinton 
Street,  Glasgow,  with  suggestions ;  Portland  Eoad,  Kilmarnock ;  Glen- 
gamock;  Brunswick  Place,  Manchester;  Whitby;  Kirkcaldy;  Canal 
Street,  Paisley. 

The  paucity  of  returns  the  Committee  attribute  very  largely  to  the 
impression  which  has  been  expressed  by  brethren  in  various  quarters, 
that,  as  they  had  no  suggestions  to  offer,  they  thought  it  unnecessary  to 
send  in  any  report,  so  that  the  scheme  adopted  by  the  Synod  ad  interim 
has  apparently  received  the  approval  or  acquiescence  of  the  Church  at 
large. 
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It  has  been  a  great  disappointment  to  the  Committee  that,  besides 
the  Committee  of  Superintendence  formed  a  year  ago  in  Edinburgh, 
only  one,  that  of  Kirkcaldy,  has  been  reported  to  them  as  formed  in  any 
of  our  towns.  But  they  are  apprised  that  steps  are  in  progress  for  one 
in  Glasgow,  which,  it  is  expected,  will  be  completed  before  the  meeting 
of  Synod. 

The  suggestions  submitted  by  Church  Courts  have  been  carefully 
considered,  and  some  of  them  adopted.  They  have  not  called  for  nor 
proposed  any  alteration  on  the  provisions  of  the  scheme,  but  have 
related  to  sljght  verbal  modifications  of  some  of  the  rules  and  to  forms 
of  certificate  and  roll-book. 

The  scheme,  as  revised  and  very  slightly  altered  in  a  few  words,  now 
stands  as  follows : — 

1.  That  the  kirk-session  of  every  congregation  shall  henceforth  keep  a 
full  and  accurate  roll  of  the  baptized  children  belonging  to  it  who  have 
not  been  received  into  full  communion,  as  well  as  of  the  members  in  full 
oommunion. 

2.  That  of  all  juvenile  members  above  five  years  of  age  the  elder  of  the 
district  should  have  personal  knowledge ;  should  make  particular  inquiry  re- 
garding their  education  or  occupation  ;  and  should  seek,  in  conjunction  with  the 
parents,  to  promote  their  spiritual  welfare,  by  urging  diligent  attendance  on 
the  means  of  instruction  and  salvation,  by  kindly  watchfulness,  counsel,  and 
admonition,  and,  if  need  be,  in  the  case  of  serious  misconduct  on  the  part  of 
those  who  have  come  to  years  of  responsibility,  by  reporting  their  delinquency 
to  the  session. 

8.  That  every  baptized  child  shall,  on  removal  from  a  congregation,  obtain 
a  regular  certificate  of  disjunction,  stating  his  name  and  age,  to  be  delivered  to 
the  minister  or  session-clerk  of  the  congregation  to  which  he  removes ;  and 
that  the  reception  of  such  certificate  shall  be  notified  by  the  said  minister  or 
session- clerk  to  the  minister  or  session-clerk  from  whom  he  came. 

4.  That  where  there  are  several  congregations,  and  especially  in  all  large 
towns,  a  Committee  of  Superintendence  shall  be  formed,  composed  of  a  repre- 
sentative selected  by  each  session,  whose  special  duty  shall  be  to  take  the 
oversight  of  young  persons  who  come  from  other  congregations  into  the  town 
or  locality  without  having  any  Christian  relatives  or  friends  in  it  to  whose  care 

^  they  are  committed,  and  to  assist  them  in  the  selection  of  respectable  lodging- 
houses,  to  visit  them  in  their  new  abodes,  to  watch  over  them  in  the  spirit  of 
Christian  love  and  solicitude,  to  advise  them  to  decide  early  on  the  congrega- 
tion with  which  they  are  to  connect  themselves,  and  to  introduce  them  to  its 
minister  or  elders ;  said  committee  to  report  to  the  Presbytery  of  the  boimds 
annually  in  the  month  of  January  its  procedure  during  the  preceding  year. 

5.  That  the  ministers  or  session-clerks  of  the  congregations  from  which 
young  persons  have  received  certificates  of  disjunction  should  forthwith  apprise 
those  of  the  congregations  within  whose  bounds  they  have  gone  of  their 
removal,  with  any  further  information  they  may  deem  it  advisable  to  communi- 
cate, and  that  in  large  towns  this  notice  and  information  should  be  sent  to  the 
secretary  or  convener  of  the  Committee  of  Superintendence. 

6.  That  the  Committee  of  Superintendence  should  seek  the  co-operation  of 
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Young  Men^s  Fellowship  Societies,  of  Sabbath-school  teachers,  and  of  a  Ladies' 
Committee  to  assist  in  the  cases  of  young  women. 

7.  That  intimation  should  be  made  at  least  quarterly  from  the  pulpit,  and 
especially  two  or  three  weeks  before  each  of  the  half-yearly  terms  in  May  and 
November,  that  young  persons  intending  to  remove  beyond  the  bounds  of  the 
congregation  are  requested  to  apprise  the  minister  oj:  elders,  and  to  obtain  a 
certificate  and  introduction  to  take  with  them  to  the  places  of  their  destination. 

8.  That  the  names  and  addresses  of  the  secretaries  of  Commiltees  of  Super- 
intendence in  the  large  towns  should  be  regularly  advertised  on  the  cover  of  the 
Missionaj-y  Record, 

As  an  example  of  thorough  organization  of  a  Committee  of  Super- 
intendencey  the  Committee  subjoin  an  extract  from  the  Report  sub* 
mitted  to  the  Presbytery  of  Edinburgh  from  the  Committee  formed  in 
that  city : — 

^  A  chairman  and  secretary  having  been  appointed,  the  Committee  at  once 
proceeded  to  make  arrangements  to  discharge  the  duty  entrusted  to  it.  A  list 
of  suitable  lodgings  of  every  grade  was  procured,  the  parties  so  letting  theit 
rooms  being  iq  every  case  recommended  by  the  elder  from  their  congregation. 
The  Committee  was  divided  into  four  sectional  sub-committees,  two  of  which 
to  have  charge  of  the  Old  Town,  one  of  the  New,  and  the  fourth  of  Leith,  with 
a  convener  of  each,  whose  duty  it  would  be  to  receive  the  names  and  addresses 
of  young  persons  residing  in  his  section  from  the  chairman  or  secretary,  and 
band  them  to  one  or  more  elders  of  his  sub-committee  for  friendly  super- 
intendence and  guidance.  Being  thus  prepared  for  action,  and  pending  thd 
further  consideration*  and  final  disposal  of  the  scheme  by  the  Synod,  the  Com- 
mittee brought  under  the  notice  of  the  sessions  in  Edinburgh  and  Leith  the 
duty  of  taking  measures  to  become  acquainted  with  young  persons  recently 
come  to  town  and  already  attending  our  churches,  and  otherwise  exercising 
over  them  pastoral  and  kindly  oversight  Subsequently  a  circular,  embodying 
suggestions  as  to  what  measures  might  be  taken  to  secure  this  end,  'was  printed 
and  foi-warded  to  each  session,  with  the  result  of  leading  to  the  formation  of 
committees  in  every  congregation  to  look  out  for  such  persons;  and  these 
committees,  it  is  gratifying  to  state,  have  given  themselves  to  this  work  with 
earnestness  and  energy,  and.  have  met  with  encouraging  success.* 

All  the  consideration  which  the  Committee  have  given  to  the  subject 
has  only  deepened  their  sense  of  the  vital  importance  of  the  scheme  to 
the  spiritual  welfare  of  the  young,  of  the  Church,  and  of  the  community. 
In  the  remarkable  revival  movement  which  has  been  witnessed  of  late 
months  in  all  the  large  towns  and  in  many  other  places  in  Scotland,  as 
well  as  in  the  north  of  England,  much  prominence  has  naturally  been 
given  to  the  position  and  influence  of  young  men  relative  to  the  rising 
and  the  coming  generation,  and  the  importance,  therefore,  of  having 
them  brought  under  the  power  of  the  gospel.  Less  attention  has  been 
given  to  the  relative  position  and  influence  of  young  women,  although 
within  the  family  circle  these  are  not  of  less  consequence.  Various  plans 
and  devices  have  been  suggested  for  promoting  their  moral  and  spiritual 
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welfare.  But  as  regards  the  Ohnrch  (every  Gospel  Ghorcb),  this  is  a 
part  of  her  proper  work  in  relation  to  every  yoiing  person  who  has  been 
enrolled  in  her  as  a  member  by  baptism,  who  has  been  reared  in  her,  who 
lives  within  the  sphere  of  her  pastors  (teaching  and  ruling),  and  who  has 
not  renounced  connection  with  her  and  refused  the  counsel  and  care  of 
her  elders,  which  she  has  no  right  to  neglect  or  to  delegate.  It  is  to  the 
discredit,  the  disablement,  the  depression  of  the  Church,  to  leave,  or  still 
more  to  hand  over,  to  outside  promiscuous  and  provisional  associations 
the  sacred  work  which  is  assigned  to  her,  and  for  the  performance  of 
which  no  system  and  machinery  are  so  adapted  and  so  adequate  as  that 
which  she  possesses,  framed  according  to  Scripture  principle  and  model. 
To  the  Christian  parent  first  and  principally  it  belongs  to  train  the 
child,  by  prayer,  example,  instruction,  and  government;  and  to  the 
pastors  or  elders  of  the  Church  next,  from  the  time  the  child  learns  to 
read,  to  aid  supplement  and  carry  forward  his  spiritual  nurture  by  their 
kindly  interest  in  him,  their  watchful  care  over  him,  and  their  assiduous 
instruction  of  him  in  the  sanctuary,  the  Sabbath  school,  and  the  catechumen 
class,  until  he  is  brought  to  the  table  of  the  Lord,  and  invested  with  all 
the  privileges  of  full  communion.  The  loss  is  immense  to  the  young  of 
being  left  during  the  most  precious  and  susceptible  season  of  their 
existence,  from  their  coming  of  school  age  till  they  are  approaching  man- 
hood, without  any  direct,  earnest,  systematic  care  by  the  overseers  of  the 
Church,  on  whom  Christ  has  laid  the  duty,  *  Feed  my  lambs.'  Through 
this  neglect  they  are  exposed,  as  they  would  not  otherwise  be,  to  the 
temptations  and  corrupting  influences  of  the  devil,  the  world,  and  the 
£esh.  The  loss  thereby  is  immense  to  the  Church  of  the  accession  wfiich 
should  annually  be  made  to  her  communicants  from  those  who  have  been 
admitted  into  her  membership  by  baptism,  if  they  were  brought  up,  as  it 
is  her  elders'  duty  as  well  as  the  parents'  to  see  that  they  are,  and  to' 
labour  that  they  should  be,  *  in  the  nurture  and  admonition  of  the  Lord. 
And  the  loss  is  immense  to  the  energy,  usefulness,  and  happiness  of  the 
overseers  of  the  Church,  from  withholding  the  time  and  labour  due  to 
this  department  of  duty,  which,  when  undertaken  and  prosecuted  with 
interest,  fidelity,  and  earnest  dependence  on  God's  Spirit,  will  ordinarily 
be  found  the  most  encouraging  and  successful  and  blissful,  both  to  others 
and  to  themselves,  in  which  they  can  engage.  Nothing  important  and 
lasting  is  to  be  effected  without  labour  and  care,  nor,  where  of  a  spiritual 
nature,  is  to  be  expected  without  also  perseverance  and  prayer.  But 
what  can  claim  the  patient  care  and  earnest  prayer  of  godly  parents, 
and  of  godly  ministers  and  elders,  so  urgently  as  the  salvation  of  the 
young,  whom  God  in  His  providence  has  placed  under  their  oversight 
and  influence  more  early,  constantly,  and  largely  than  under  any  other, 
and  whom,  therefore.  He  has  furnished  them  with  the  first  and  the 
greatest  opportunity  of  bringing  to  the  Saviour? 
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The  Committee  submit  to  the  Synod  the  following  recommenda- 
tions : — 

1.  That  the  scheme,  to  which  no  exception  has  been  taken  by  any 
Presbytery  or  kirk-session,  be  adopted,  and  that  the  Committee  be  re- 
appointed, with  the  addition  of  four  new  members,  to  prepare  forms  of 
certificates  and  roll-books,  to  co-operate  with  ministers,  sessions,  and 
Committees  of  Superintendence  in  carrying  out  the  scheme,  and,  if 
expedient,  to  send  a  deputation  to  meetings  of  Presbyteries  for  that 
object* 

2.  That  in  the  schedules  issued  for  Congregational  Statistics,  the 
Betorn  should  henceforth  be  added  of  the  Number  on  the  Boll  of 
Baptized  Members  who  are  not  communicants.

Subjoined  are  simple  forms  of  Certificates  and  of  a  Boll-book  for 
baptized  members,  which  have  been  submitted  to  the  Committee  as 
suitable,  the  certificates  being  equally  adapted  by  an  alteration  of  the 
designation  to  members  in  full  communion  and  to  adherents, — the  three 
classes  over  whom  the  oversight  of  kirk-sessions  extends.  As  will  be 
observed,  Nos.  1  and  2  are  intended  to  be  sent  together,  along  with  an 
envelope  addressed  to  the  senders ;  and  No.  3  remains  with  the  session 
from  which  the  certificate  emanates,  the  first  part  to  be  filled  in  when 
the  certificate  is  issued,  and  the  second  part  when  the  certificate  of  its 
delivery  is  received.

REPORT  ON  THE  AGED  AND  INFIRM  MINISTERS* 

FUND. 

In  accordance  with  the  instructions  of  the  Synod;  the  Home  Committee 
of  the  Board  of  Missions  present  the  following  Report  of  their  pro* 
cedure  in  the  administration  of  the  Aged  and  Infirm  Ministers'  Fund 
for  the  year  1873-74. 

At  the  date  of  last  year's  Report^  the  number  of  Annuitants  on  the 
Fund,  exclusive  of  the  Annuitant  on  the  Brown  Testimonial  Fund, 
was  31.  Three  of  these  have  been  removed  by  death  since  May  1873, 
viz. :  the  Rev.  David  Marshall  of  Lochee,  in  the  75th  year  of  his  age 
and  46th  year  of  his  ministry ;  the  Rev.  John  Muir  of  Newtyle,  in  the 
67th  year,  of  his  age  and  36th  year  of  his  ministry ;  and  the  Rev. 
James  GilfiUan,  D.D.,  formerly  of  Stirling,  in  the  77th  year  of  his  age 
and  52d  year  of  his  ministry.  The  term  of  their  joint  ministry  in  the 
Church  was  more  than  130  years,  while  they  together  received  only 
twenty-five  half-yearly  payments  on  account  of  their  respective  annuities, 
of  which  half-yearly  payments  the /rs^named  minister  received  eleven^ 
the  second  five,  and  the  tJiird  nine. 

These  removals  by  death  would  have  reduced  the  number  of  An- 
nuitants to  28  ;  but.  it  has  been  maintained  at  31  by  the  admission,  in 
accordance  with  the  reports  and  recommendations  of  their  respective 
Presbyteries,  of  the  following  brethren  as  participants  in  the  benefits  of 
the  Fund,  viz. :  the  Rev.  Alexander  Leitch,  D.D.,  minister  of  the  con- 
gregation at  Wigton,  Cumberland ;  the  Rev.  George  Brooks,  minister 
of  the  East  congregation,  Johnstone ;  and  the  Rev.  Andrew  Duncan, 
minister  of  the  congregation  at  Mid-Calder.  The  Annuity  referred  to 
in  last  yearns  Report  as  having  been  granted  to  a  minister  who  had  not 
then  fulfilled  the  conditions  of  the  grant  continues  still  unpaid  for  the 
same  reason. 

The  names  taken  from  the  list  of  Annuitants  since  last  meeting  of 
Synod  have  thus  been  three ;  and  as  the  additions  to  the  list  have  also 
been  three^  there  are  at  present,  as  at  the  date  of  last  Report,  thirty-one 
ministers  on  the  list  of  Annuitants,  and  entitled  to  participate  in  the 
next  half-yearly  distribution  of  the  Annuity  Fund  on  the  1st  July  1874. 

The  Synod  Treasurer's  account  of  the  income  and  expenditure  of 
the  Fund  is  printed  in  the  Missionary  Record  for  April  1874,  and,  as  in 
former  years,  it  is  arranged  under  two  branches,  viz. :  1st,  The  Capital 
Fund,  the  greater  portion  of  which  is  invested ;  and  2d,  the  Annuity 
Fund,  which  is  supported  by  the  yearly  profits  of  the  invested  capital, 
by  the  collection  which  every  congregation  on  the  Synod's  roll  is  ex- 
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pected  to  make  once  in  each  period  of  two  years,  and  hj  donations  and 
annual  subscriptions  specially  allocated  by  the  donors  for  the  payment 
of  the  annuities  granted  by  the  Home  Committee  of  the  Board  of 
Missions  as  administrators  of  the  Fund.  An  abstract  of  the  Account 
under  both  branches  is  subjoined : —

The  above  statement  does  not  include  the  sum  of  £78,  13s.  Id.^ 
which  was  received  dming  the  year  1873  from  the  Trustees  of  the 
Brown  Testimonial  Fund,  and  paid  to  the  Eev.  John  Cooper,  formerly 
minister  at  Fala,  as  the  Annuitant  on  that  Fund. 

The  amount  added  to  the  Capital  Fund  in  1873  has  been  £746,  7s., 
which  is  nearly  nine  times  the  amount  added  in  1872.  Of  this  addition 
to  the  Capital  Fund,  fully  one-half  has  been  derived  from  the  two 
legacies  which  have  been  paid  to  the  Synod's  Treasurer  during  the 
year,  while  £300  have  been  carried  over  from  the  balance  which  stood 
at  the  credit  of  the  Annuity  Fund  at  the  end  of  the  year  1872.  The 
amount  received  for  the  Capital  Fund  in  1873,  from  donations  and 
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annual  subscriptions  of  ministers  and  members  of  the  Gliurch,  has  conse- 
quently been  less  than  the  amount  so  contributed  in  1872  ;  the  amount 
in  1872  having  been  £83,  Is.,  and  that  in  1873  having  been  £63,  7s., 
thus  showing  a  decrease  of  contributions  in  the  latter  year  of  £19,  14s. 
The  amount  received  for  interest  and  feu  duties  in  1873,  and  placed 
to  the  credit  of  the  Annuity  Fund,  has  been  £1029,  6s.  3d.,  while  in 
1872  it  was  only  £803,  3s.  2d.    This  large  increase  in  1873,  amounting 
to  £226, 3s.  Id.,  has  been  the  result  of  a  change  of  dates  for  the  receipt 
of  certain  portions  of  the  income  from  the  invested  capital,  in  con- 
sequence of  which  part  of  the  ground-annuals,  etc.,  which  pertained  to 
the  year  1872,  did  not  come  into  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  until  after 
the  close  of  his  accounts  for  that  year.    The  aggregate  amount  of  con- 
tributions from  ministers  in  1873  has  been  nearly  £10  in  excess  of  the 
amount  received  from  that  source  in  1872 ;  twelve  ministers  in  1873 
having  contributed  £30,  6s.  9d.,  while  the  same  number  of  ministers  in 
1872  subscribed  only  £20,  16s.  6d.     The  amount  received  as  subscrip- 
tions or  donations  from  other  contributors  in  1873  has  been  considerably 
less  than  the  amount  of  such  donations  and   subscriptions   in  1872; 
thirty-two  contributors  in   1872   having  paid  over  to  the  Treasurer 
£203,  19s.,  while  in  1873  thirty-three  contributors  have  paid  only  £135, 
6s.  9d.    The  collections  made  by  congregations  in  1873  have  also  been 
much  fewer  in  number  and  less  in  their  aggregate  amount  than  those 
of  the  preceding  year ;  83  congregations  in  1873  having  collected  only 
£456,  7s.  Id.,  while  in  the  year  1872  the  collections  of  201  congrega- 
tions amounted  to  £934,  15s.  6d.,  or  more  than  double  the  amount 
received  in  1873  on  account  of  congregational  collections.     The  total 
amount  received  from  all  sources  in  1873,  on  account  of  the  Annuity 
Fund,  has  been  £1651,  6s.  lOd.,  while  in  1872  the  income  was  £1964, 
9s.  2d.,  showing  a  decrease  for  the  year  1873  of  £313,  2s.  4d.    The 
diminished  income  has,  however,  exceeded  the  expenditure  of  the  year 
by  £35,  6s.  lOd.

which  sum  will  suffice  for  the  payment  of  the  Annuities  which  become 
due  on  the  1st  July  1874^  but  will;  after  these  payments  have  been 
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made,  leave  a  very  small  balance  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasnrer  to  meet 
the  claims  of  the  next  half-year. 

The  position  of  the  Annuity  Branch  of  the  Aged  and  Infirm 
Ministci*s'  Fund  is  therefore,  though  on  the  whole  satisfactory,  not  quite 
80  prosperous  as  it  was  at  the  date  of  last  Keport ;  and  that  this  is  the 
result  of  the  continued  neglect  of  the  biennial  collection  for  the  support  of 
the  Fund  by  a  large  number  of  congregations  is  manifest  from  the  following 
table,  which  shows  the  number  and  the  amounjb  of  the  collections  made 
in  each  Presbytery  during  1872  and  1873,  the  two  years  of  the  last 
biennial  period,  and  indicates  that  similar  failure  in  duty  in  regard  to  the 
collection  for  this  Fund  has  been  exemplified  in  all  districts  of  the  Church.

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At  the  date  of  last  Beport,  312  congregations  were  in  arrears  for  one 
or  more  collections  on  behalf  of  this  Fund,  and  the  total  number  of  these 
deficient  for  the  five  preceding  years  was  420.  As  only  83  congrega- 
tional collections  have  been  received  during  the  year  1873,  while  the 
number  of  congregations  by  which  collections  should  have  been  made 
is  306,  there  is  an  additional  deficiency  of  223  collections  for  that  year, 
paaking  a  total  of  643  for  the  six  years  ending  on  31st  December  last. 
There  has  thus*  been  no  improvement  during  the  last  twelve  months  in 
regard  to  the  regularity  with  which  the  biennial  collection  for  the  Aged 
and  Infirm  Ministers'  Fund  has  been  made  by  the  congregations  of  the 
Church.  On  the  contrary,  the  number  of  collections  reported  in  1873 
has  been  greatly  less  than  the  number  received  in  1872,  and  their  aggre- 
gate amount  has  been  less  than  one-half  of  the  sum  collected  in  the 
former  year. 

From  the  table  given  above,  it  appears  that  more  than  one-half  of  the 
congregations  on  the  Synod's  roll  have  not  made  any  collection  for  the 
Fund  during  either  of  the  years  1872  and  1873.  Some  of  these  con- 
gregations could  not  be  expected  to  contribute  largely  for  the  support  *of 
the  Aged  Ministers'  Scheme.  But  the  minister  of  every  congregation  in 
the  denomination  has  a  claim  to  participate  in  the  benefits  of  the  Fund, 
if,  in  the  course  of  providence,  he  should  require  such  aid ;  and  the 
weaker  congregations  and  their  ministers  may  not  seldom  derive  much 
advantage  from  the  assistance  which  the  Fund  is  intended  to  afford. 
Every  congregation  ought,  therefore,  to  feel  that  it  is  under  obligation 
to  contribute  according  to  its  abihty  for  the  maintenance  of  this  scheme  ; 
and  a  comparatively  small  effort,  provided  that  it  should  also  be  united 
and  universal  throughout  the  denomination,  would  secure  such  an  addi- 
tion to  the  income  of  the  Fund  as  would  not  only  maintain  the  efficiency 
of  the  Scheme,  and  provide  for  the  payment  of  the  annuities  at  the 
present  rate  of  £50  per  annum,  but  also  supply  the  means  for  increasing 
the  annuities  to  £60  per  annum  or  upwards, — an  increase  which  is 
urgently  required  in  consequence  of  the  increased  cost  of  living,  and 
which  justice  demands  in  connection  with  the  present  efforts  and  pro- 
posals for  the  increase  of  the  minimum  stipend  of  the  Church  to  £200 
per  annum.  The  Home  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Missions  therefore 
hope  that  the  collection  for  the  next  biennial  period,  including  the  years 
1874  and  1875,  may  be  commended  by  the  Synod  to  the  liberality  of  the 
Church  at  large ;  and  that  Presbyteries  may  be  instructed  to  use  all 
proper  means  for  encouraging  the  congregations  within  their  respective 
bounds  to  make  the  collection  at  their  earliest  convenience,  and  as  liberal 
in  amount  as  their  circumstances  may  permit.  United  action  would 
thus  yield  satisfactory  results ;  and  the  recognition  by  the  Church  at 
lai'ge  that  ministers  who  have  been  laid  aside  from  the  full  discharge  of 
pastoral  duties  and  public  work  by  age  and  infirmity  have  a  claim  on 
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the  sympathy  and  aid  of  all  the  members  of  the  Church,  would  secure 
the  stability  and  permanence  of  this  important  Scheme,  and  would 
enable  it  to  afford  increasing  assistance  in  the  time  when  their  strength 
fails  to  those  who,  in  the  faithful  discharge  of  ministerial  duties,  have 
consecrated  their  youth  and  manhood  to  the  service  of  their  respective 
congregations,  to  the  promotion  of  the  general  interests  of  the  denomina- 
tion, and  to  the  advancement,  in  connection  with  our  United  Presbyterian 
Church,  of  the  glory  of  God  in  the  salvation  of  men. 

The  proposal  for  the  institution  of  a  Fund  for  granting  annuities 
to  Aged  and  Invalided  Missionaries,  to  which  reference  was  made  in 
the  Report  presented  to  the  Synod  in  May  1873,  has  again  been  under 
the  consideration  both  of  the  Synod's  Board  of  Missions  and  of  the 
Home  Committee  of  that  Board.  No  recommendation  to  the  Synod 
in  connection  with  this  matter  has  as  yet  been  agreed  on ;  but  the  Home 
Committee,  while  most  desirous  that  suitable  provision  should  be  made 
for  the  comfort  of  the  aged  missionaries  of  the  Church,  who  have  borne 
tlie  burden  and  heat  of  the  day  in  the  cultivation  of  the  heathen  field, 
are  also  desirous  that  that  provision  should  be  made  by  the  Church  in  a 
manner  that  shall  not  endanger  the  stability  and  progress  of  the  present 
Aged  and  Infirm  Ministers'  Fund. 

The  Committee  have  only  further  to  report  to  the  Synod,  that  in 
February  last  they  received  intimation  from  Mr.  Peddie,  the  Synod's 
Treasurer,  that  by  a  deed  of  mortification  executed  by  Mr.  George 
Sime,  deceased,  a  certain  tenement  of  houses  in  St.  Leonard's,  Edin- 
burgh, had  been  bequeathed  to  the  Synod,  with  instructions  that  £40 
of  the  annual  rents  of  said  tenement  should  be  applied  to  the  support 
of  two  bursaries,  of  the  annual  value  of  £20  each,  and  that  the  balance 
of  the  annual  rents  of  the  property  should  be  applied  to  the  use  and 
behoof  of  two  aged  and  infirm  ministers  of  the  United  Presbyterian 
Church  in  perpetuity.  The  gross  rent  of  the  small  houses  constituting 
the  tenement  is  about  £133,  but  the  nett  income  is  not  likely  on  the 
average  to  exceed  £110,  thus  leaving  £70  per  annum,  after  deducting 
the  sum  to  be  paid  for  bursaries,  to  be  divided  between  the  two  ministers 
who  may  be  placed  as  Annuitants  on  Mr.  Sime's  Bequest,  and  whose 
names  are  to  be  published  yearly  as  the  receivers  of  the  remainder  of 
the  Fund  constituted  by  that  bequest.  The  Committee  have  noted 
this  bequest,  and  Mr.  Peddie's  observations  on  the  same,  in  the  minutes 
of  their  procedure,  but  have  delayed  the  consideration  of  questions 
respecting  the  terms  on  which  the  proceeds  of  the  bequest  shall  be 
allocated  to  aged  ministers  until  it  shall  be  more  fully  ascertained 
what  the  clear  annual  income  from  the  rents  of  the  tenement  may  be.* 
As  the  sum  annually  available  for  the  two  Annuitants  under  this  bequest 
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cannot,  however,  be  equal  to  the  amount  payable  for  two  ordinary 
annuities  under  the  Aged  and  Infirm  Ministers'  Scheme,  and  as  these 
Annuitants  would  therefore  be  placed  at  a  disadvantage  if  they  should 
each  receive  only  a  moiety  of  the  balance  of  the  income  derived  from 
the  rents  of  the  tenement,  it  may  be  expedient  that  the  Synod  should, 
at  its  present  meeting,  .authorize  the  Home  Committee,  if  they  shall 
see  cause,  to  pay  such  additional  sum  to  each  of  these  Annuitants,  from 
the  ordinary  income  of  the  Aged  Ministers'  Scheme,  as  will  make  up 
the  half-yearly  payments  in  his  case  to  the  amount  of  the  half-yearly 
payments  made  to  the  ordinary  Annuitants  under  that  Scheme. 

In  concluding  this  Report,  the  Committee  have  to  express  their 
satisfaction  on  account  of  the  additions  made  during  the  past  year  to 
the  Capital  Fund  of  the  Aged  and  Infirm  Ministers'  Scheme,  and 
to  commend  that  branch  of  the  Fund  anew  to  the  sympathy  and 
support  of  the  wealthier  members  of  the  Church,  on  whose  contributions 
and  bequests  it  is  chiefly  dependent  for  its  increase.  And  they  again 
earnestly  recommend  the  Annuity  Branch  of  the  Fund  to  the  aid  of 
the  younger  ministers  of  the  denomination  who  are  from  year  to  year 
added  to  the  roll  of  the  Synod,  and  who  have  not  hitherto  contributed 
for  the  support  of  the  Scheme ;  and  also  to  the  continued  liberality  of 
those  members  of  the  Church  to  whom  God  is  giving  the  power  to 
become  rich,  and  whom  He  is  blessing  with  temporal  prosperity.  They 
desire,  however,  specially  to  commend  the  Annuity  Fund  to  the  liberality 
of  congregations,  in  connection  with  the  collection  for  the  next  biennial 
period,  which  includes  the  years  1874  and  1875,  hoping  that  every 
congregation  may  send  in  a  collection  for  the  Fund  in  one  or  other 
of  these  years,  and  that  by  the  generous  liberality  of  these  collections 
the  means  may  be  supplied  for  increasing  the  amount  of  the  annuity 
payable  to  each  minister  who  participates  in  the  benefit  of  the  Scheme. 
Thus  only  can  the  denomination  perform  the  duty  which,  in  their 
declining  age,  it  owes  to  those  who,  through  the  years  of  their  strength 
and  vigour,  have  proclaimed  from  its  pulpits  the  glorious  gospel  of  the 
blessed  God,  and  who  have  ministered  to  the  members  of  its  congrega^ 
tions,  in  sickness  and  trial,  in  the  near  prospect  of  death,  and  amid  the 
sorrows  of  bereavement,  the  consolations  of  that  gospel.  And  thus 
may  the  members  of  the  Church,  individually  and  collectively,  make  it 
manifest  that,  instead  of  forsaking  those  who  have  ^  ministered  to  them 
the  word  of  life '  in  the  time  of  their  old  age,  or  in  the  years  when  their 
strength  f aileth,  they  still  follow  the  faith  of  those  who  ^  have  spoken 
to  them  the  word  of  God,'  ^  considering  the  end  of  their  conversation, 
Jesus  Christ,  the  same  yesterday,  and  to-day,  and  for  ever;'  and 
desiring  to  testify  their  grateful  love  to  Him,  through  whom  God  has 
reconciled  them  to  Himself,  by  their  continued  kindness  to  those  who, 
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as  they  have  laboured  among  them,  have  declared,  *Now,  then,  we  are 
ambassadors  for  Christ,  as  though  God  did  beseech  you  by  us :  we  pray 
you  in  Christ's  stead,  be  ye  reconciled  to  God.  For  He  hath  made  Him 
to  be  sin  for  us,  who  knew  no  sin ;  that  we  might  be  made  the  righteous- 
ness of  God  in  Him.'

REPORT  OF  THE  SYNOD'S  BOARD  FOR  MANSES 
AND  DEBT  LIQUIDATION. 


The  Synod's  Board  for  Manses  and  Debt  Liquidation  have  pleasure  in 

submitting  to  the  Synod  and  the  Church  the  Report  of  their  procedure 

in  the  execution  of  the  trust  committed  to  tliem  during  the  year  1873-74. 

The   applications  from  congregations  for  aid  in  buildings  purchasing, 

or  repairing  manses  have  been  more  numerous  during  that  year  than 

they  were  in  either  of  the  two  preceding  years ;  and  the  grants  made  in 

connection  with  these  applications  have  nearly  exhausted  the  balance 

which  remained  at  the  credit  of  the  Manse  Fund  at  the  close  of  the  year 

1872.       The  following  summary  exhibits  the  number  of  cases  brought 

under  the  notice  and  consideration  of  the  Board  during  the  last  twelve 

months^  and  the  manner  in  which  these  cases  have  been  disposed  of  by 

the  Board  in  their  administration  of  the  funds  which  have  been  placed 

at  their  disposal.

From  the  institution  of  the  Manse  Scheme  up  to  the  10th  April 
1874,  the  Manse  Board  have  rendered  pecuniary  assistance  to  232  con- 
gregations. Of  these  congregations,  108  have  obtained  grants  to  aid 
them  in  the  erection  or  purchase  of  suitable  manses,  where  none  had 
previously  been  provided  ;  64  have  obtained  grants  for  rebuilding  or  re- 
placing old  manses  which  had  become  dilapidated  or  unsuitable;  and 
the  remaining  60  have  received  assistance  for  the  extension  or  improve- 
ment of  their  former  manse  accommodation.  Every  grant  thus  made 
to  a  congregation  for  the  building  or  purchase  of  a  new  manse,  or  for 
the  repair  or  enlargement  of  an  old  one,  implies  the  contribution,  by  the 
members  of  that  congregation  and  their  friends,  of  a  sum  of  money 
usually  much  larger  in  amount  than  the  grant  made  from  the  Manse 
Fund ;  and  the  following  table,  which  has  been  corrected  to  the  10th 
April  1874,  exhibits  for  every  Presbytery  the  proportion  between  the 
amount  to  be  contributed  by  the  congregations  receiving  aid  from  the 
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Manse  Fund  and  the  grants  obtained  from  the  Manse  Board,  while  it 
also  indicates  the  manner  in  which  assistance  from  the  Manse  Board, 
and  the  benefits  of  the  Manse  Scheme,  have  been  distributed  over  the 
Presbyteries  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church.

The  total  amount  of  the  grants  which  have  been  made  to  the  232 
congregations  included  in  the  above  table  is  thus  estimated  at  £49,432, 
which  gives  as  the  average  amount  granted  in  each  case  £213,  Is.  5d. 
To  the  108  congregations  which  previously  had  provided  no  manse  accom- 
modation, but  which  have  now  agreed  to  erect  or  purchase  manses  for  their 
ministers,  the  grants  made  have  amounted  to  £28,699,  thus  giving  as 
the  average  grant  made  to  each  of  these  congregations  £265, 14s.  8d. ; 
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and  the  amoant  of  the  grants  made  to  124  congregations  which  have 
been  engaged  in  the  reconstruction,  enlargement,  or  other  improvements 
of  previously  existing  manses  has  been  £20,733,  thus  showing  an  average 
grant  to  each  congregation  of  this  class  of  £167,  4s.  In  fulfilling 
the  conditions  on  which  these  grants  have  been  made  by  the  Manse 
Board,  the  232  congregations  to  which  they  have  been  offered  are  re- 
quired to  raise  not  less  than  £85,381,  which  im])lies  an  average  contribu- 
tion from  each  congregation  of  £368,  Os.  5d. ;  and  in  every  case  in 
which  a  grant  has  been  made,  it  has  been  stipulated  that  the  manse  shall 
be  free  from  debt  when  the  last  instalment  of  the  Manse  Grant  is  paid 
over  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Congregational  Manse  Building  Fund. 
When,  therefore,  the  grants  which  make  up  the  total  sum  of  £49,432, 
allocated  by  the  Manse  Board,  shall  be  fully  paid,  the  completion  of  the 
works  in  connection  with  which  these  grants  have  been  asked  and  con- 
ceded, will  have  secured  an  addition  to  the  value  of  the  Manse  property 
connected  with  the  congregations  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church 
of  £134,813. 

The  Manse  Scheme  has  thus  been  eminently  successful  in  augmenting 
the  value  of  the  property  which  is  held  by  its  congregations  on  behalf  of 
the  United  Presbyterian  Church  ;  but  this  is  only  a  secondary  benefit 
resulting  from  the  operation  of  the  Scheme.  By  enabling  many  congre- 
gations in  small  towns,  or  in  remote  rural  districts,  to  provide  a  suitable 
accommodation  for  their  ministers,  it  has  imparted  to  these  congregations 
a  higher  character  and  standing;  and  the  new  manses  are,  in  many 
cases,  highly  ornamental  to  the  localities  in  which  they  have  been  built. 
Regard  having  been  had  to  sanitary  principles  in  the  erection  of  new 
manses  and  in  the  improvements  effected  on  old  ones,  the  operation  of 
the  Manse  Scheme  must  have  tended  to  the  preservation  of  health,  to 
the  comfort  of  the  manse  families,  and  to  the  prolongation  of  the.  lives 
and  usefulness  of  the  ministers  for  whom  the  manses  have  been  pro- 
vided. In  some  places  a  damp  and  unhealthy  dwelling  has  been  re- 
placed by  a  dry,  warm,  and  well-ventilated  house;  in  others,  a  narrow, 
confined  dwelling,  occasioning  much  social  discomfort,  and  limiting  the 
exercise  of  brotherly  hospitality,  has  been  altered  into  or  exchanged  for 
a  wider  and. more  convenient  abode,  more  adapted  to  the  necessities,  and 
more  conducive  to  the  comfort  and  convenience,  of  the  minister  and 
his  household.  Within  the  manse  which  the  kindness  of  his  congrega- 
tion, encouraged  and  aided  by  the  operation  of  the  Manse  Board,  has  pro- 
vided for  him,  the  minister  may  thus  find,  day  by  day,  occasion  for 
thankfulness  and  joyful  praise ;  and  when  he  goes  forth  from  it  for 
pastoral  work  or  ministerial  service,  it  will  naturally  be  with  a  more 
cheerful  heart,  and  with  a  mind  more  willing  to  spend  and  be  spent  for 
the  spiritual  good  of  those  to  whom  he  is  privileged  to  proclaim  the  un- 
searchable riches  of  Christ.     Manse  improvement  and  manse  comforts 
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may  thus  have,  and  shoald  have,  a  close  connectioD  with  greater  pulpit 
influence  and  with  enlarged  pastoral  effort  and  success. 

The  amount  of  the  original  subscriptions  promised  on  behalf  of  the 
Manse  Fund  was  £36^953,  of  which  £1142  have  been  written  off  as  irre- 
coverable, so  that  less  than  £36^000  of  these  subscriptions  have  been 
available  for  the  purposes  of  the  Manse  Scheme*  An  effort  to  obtain  a 
supplementary  Manse  Fund  was  originated  at  the  meeting  of  Synod  in 
May  1869,  and  a  new  list  of  subscriptions,  amounting  to  £12,269^  Is.  6d., 
was  obtained,  of  which  about  £11,000  have  been  paid  into  the  hands  of 
the  Synod's  Treasurer.  In  former  Reports,  the  original  and  the  supple- 
mentary Manse  Subscriptions  have  been  printed  in  separate  tables ;  but 
it  has  been  deemed  advisable  to  combine  the  whole  on  this  occasion  in

It  was  stated  in  the  Report  on  Manses  pre^nted  to  the  Sjnod  in  May 
1873,  that  in  order  to  provide  ixtanses  for  all  the  congregations  of  that 
class  for  whose  benefit  the  Manse  Scheme  wa8t)riginated,  but  whose  exist- 
ing manse  accommodation,  notwithstanding  all  that  has  been  accomplished 
during  the  last  ten  years,  is  unsuitable  or  insufficient^  an  additional  Manse 
Fund  of  more  than  £20,000  would  be  required.  The  statement  of 
accounts  given  above  shows  that,  unless  some,  such  additional  fund  shall 
be  collected,  which  the  Manse  Board  are  not  at  present  prepared  to  re- 
commend, the  manse  grants  of  future  year?  must  be  limited  to  such 
amounts  as  may  be  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  Manse  Board  through 
the  inability  of  some  of  the  congregations  to  which  grants  have  been 
offered  to  proceed  with  the  works  for  which  these' grants  had  been  asked 
and  obtained.  It  will,  therefore,  be  the  duty  of  the  Board,  as  soon  as 
possible  after  the  meeting  of  Synod,  to  obtain  from  such  congregations 
as  have  not  commenced  the  manse  operations  which  they  contemplated 
in  making  their  applications  for  Ihe  grants  which  have  been  promised  to 
them,  a  definite  statement  whether  or  not  they  can  proceed  in  a  reason- 
able time  with  the  work  for  the  accomplishitient  of  which  the  grant  in 
each  instance  was  made;  so  that  in  cases  where  the  answer  may  be 
given  in  the  negative,  the  amount  of  the  grants  which  have  been  pro- 
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mised  may  be  set  at  liberty  for  aiding  other  congregations  whose  mem- 
bers are  more  fully  prepared  to  carry  forward  the  work  of  improving  the 
manse  accommodation  of  their  respective  ministers.  The  existing  balance 
of  the  Manse  Fund  will  then  be  exhausted  in  aiding  such  efforts  for 
iiianse  improvement  as  congregations  shall  be  found  able  and  willing  to 
carry  forward  to  a  successful  issue ;  and  when  the  Manse  Board  shall 
thus  have  completed  its  administration  and  distribution  of  the  Fund 
already  placed  at  its  disposal,  its  concluding  Report  concerning  that 
distribution,  in  indicating  the  extent  to  which  that  need  of  manse  im- 
provement which  at  first  originated  the  Manse  Scheme  may  then  be 
unsupplied,  will  guide  the  Synod  and  the  Church  in  the  consideration  of 
the  question  whether,  and  in  how  far,  a  further  effort  should  be  made 
to  raise  a  second  supplementary  Manse  Fund,  and  to  provide  the  means 
of  meeting  the  deficiency  of  suitable  manse  accommodation  which  may 
tiien  be  proved  to  exist,  and  which  it  may  be  deemed  wise' and  desirable 
to  supply  by  the  purchase  or  Erection  of  new  buildings,  or  by  the  repair 
and  enlargement  of  the  manses  which  have  been  provided  in  former  years. 

DEBT  LIQUIDATION,    '' 

The  balance  in  the  bands  of  the  Synod's  Treasurer  in  favour  of 
the  Debt  Liquidation  Fund  at  the  date  of  last  Report  was  £8,  10s. ; 
and  that  balance  remains  to  the  credit  of  the  Fund  at  the  present  time. 
The  Board  can  only  express  their  regret  that  nothing  has  been  done  for 
tlie  institution  of  a  new  Debt  Liquidation  Fund,  under  the  powers  granted 
by  the  Synod  in  May  1871,  and  renewed  at  its  meetings  in  May  1872 
and  1873.  The  introduction  of  the  new  scheme  for  the  establishment 
of  a  mission  to  Japan,  and  more  recently  the  eai*nest  efforts  put  forth 
to  extend  the  Augmentation  of  Stipends  Scheme,  so  that  by  additional 
contributions  and  increased  liberality  the  minimum  stipend  of  the  Church 
may  be  raised  to  <£300  per  annum,  have,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Board, 
made  it  meanwhile  inexpedient  to  press  the  claims  of  the  Debt  Liquida- 
tion Fund  on  the  attention  of  the  Church,  or  to  ask  on  its  behalf  the 
generous  support  of  her  wealthier  members.  Much  burdensome  debt, 
under  the  pressure  of  which  some  congregations  are  earnestly  petitioning 
for  assistance  in  their  efforts  to  reduce  it,  still  remains  to  be  dealt  with  ; 
while  the  complete  success  .which  attended  the  distribution  of  the  £5000 
bequeathed  to  this  Fund  by  the  late  John  Henderson,  Esq.  of  Park,  and 
the  relief  afforded  to  45  congregations  through  the  extinction  of  very 
nearly  £20,000  of  debt  (£19,820,  6s.  5d.),  and  at  the  same  time  of  pay- 
ments  for  interest  amounting  to  about  £1000  per  annum,  afford  stimulus 
and  encouragement  for  renewed  efforts  still  further  to  reduce  the  burden 
of  those  pecuniary  obligations  by  which  the  property  of  so  many  con- 
gregations is  encumbered,  and"  through  which  the  resources  that  might 
otherwise  be  available  for  the  better  support  of  ordinances,  and  for  the 
extension  of  the  Church,  are  consumed  in  payments  for  interest,  which 
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leave  the  amount  of  debt  uudiminished.  Should  some  member  of  the 
Church,  to  whom  has  been  entrusted  the  disposal  of  some  considerable 
portion  of  worldly  substance,  be  inclined  to  imitate  the  example  of  Mr. 
Henderson  by  a  liberal  benefaction,  or  bequest,  to  the  Debt  Liquidation 
Fund,  the  gift  would  meet  a  present  urgent  need,  and  the  administration 
thereof  would  not  only  supply  the  want  of  the  Church,  *  but  be  abundant 
also  by  many  thanksgivings  unto  God.'  But  even  such  benefactions  from 
one  or  a  few  would  not  relieve  the  other  members  and  congregations  of 
the  United  Presbyterian  Church  from  the  obligation  and  the  privilege 
of  *  bearing  one  another's  burdens,'  that  so  they  may  '  fulfil  the  law  of 
Christ,'  in  the  belief  that  His  words  were  certain  truth  when  He  said,  ^  It 
is  more  blessed  to  give  than  to  receive.' 

The  Manse  Board  close  this  Report  by  inserting  here  the  niinute 
which  they  have  placed  in  the  record  of  their  procedure,  at  the  meeting 
held  on  the  fOth  April  1874,  in  reference  to  the  sudden  and  much 
regretted  decease  of  the  late  Professor  M'Michael,  their  highly  esteemed 
and  justly  lamented  colleague  in  the  administration  of  the  Manse  and 
Debt  Liquidation  Funds  of  the  Church  : — 

^  The  attention  of  the  Board  having  been  directed  to  the  decease  of 
the  Rev.  Neil  M'Michael,  D.D.,  it  was  agreed  to  insert  the  following 
minute  concerning  him  in  the  record  of  the  Board's  procedure : 

^  The  Manse  Board  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  have  received 
with  deep  regret  the  intimation  of  the  sudden  decease  of  the 
Rev.  Dr.  M'Michael,  minister  of  Gillespie  Church,  Danfenpline, 
Professor  of  Theology  in  the  United  Presbyterian  Hall,  and  for 
thirteen  years  a  member  of  the  Manse  Board.  At  the  constitu- 
tion of  the  Board,  in  May  1861,  his  name  was  placed  first  on  the 
list  of  members,  and  through  all  the  intervening  years  he  has 
taken  an  active  interest  in  the  proceedings  of  the  Board,  render- 
ing valuable  service  both  in  the  collection  and  in  the  distribution 
of  the  Manse  Fund,  and  manifesting  in  his  intercourse  with  the 
other  members  of  the  Board  much  Christian  wisdom,  and  unfail. 
ing  Christian  courtesy  and  kindness*  The  Board  sympathize 
with  his  family  and  flock  in  their  bereavement,  and  trust  that 
these  mourners  may  in  their  sorrow  largely  experience  the  con- 
solations of  that  gospel  which  Dr.  M^Michael  was  so  long 
honoured  to  preach ;  while  they  themselves  desire  to  hearken  to 
the  voice  which  in  this  event  is  saying  to  them,  '<  Work  while  it 
is  day ;  for  the  night  cometh,  when  no  man  can  work." '

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  UNION. 

Mat  1874. 

In  the  re-appointmeDt  of  the  Union  Committee  at  last  meeting  of  Synbd^ 
instructions  were  given  them,  ^  to  superintend  the  carrying  out  of  the 
different  measures  of  co-operation  which  have  been  already  adopted  by 
this  Sjmod,  and  those  contained  in  the  Report  of  this  year,  as  recom- 
mended by  the  Joint  Committee;  to  confer  also  with  the  Reformed 
Presbyterian  Church,  should  that  Church  see  its  way  to  continued  con- 
ference, as  to  incorporating  Union ;  and  generally  to  further,  in  every 
way  practicable,  the  cause  of  Scripture  Union  among  the  Churches.' 
Though  the  prospect  of  Union  with  the  Free  Church  had  failed  for  the 
present,  the  Synod  felt  called  upon  to  follow  up  negotiations  with  the 
Reformed  Presbyterjun  Church  on  the  ground  of  those  findings  to  which 
the  Joint  Committee  had  arrived,  and  which  had  obtained  the  concur- 
rence and  sanction  of  the  Reformed  Presbyterian  Synod.  The  conclusion 
to  which  these  findings  led,  was  that  there  did  not  seem  to  be  any  bar 
to  the  Union  of  the  Churches  on  the  ground  of  principle ;  further,  it 
was  found  that  all  the  Presbyteries  had  reported  that  the  amount  of 
agreement  was  such  as  to  warrant  Union  on  the  basis  of  their  common 
.  standards.  As  there  was  nothing  in  the  resolutions  of  the  Reformed 
Presbyterian  Synod  at  its  meeting  in  April  1873  inconsistent  with  this 
resolution,  it  appeared  to  this  Synod  to  be  due  to  the  Reformed  Pres- 
byterian brethren  and  to  themselves  to  continue  the  correspondence  with 
that  sister  Church,  which  had  been  for  several  years  so  happily  main- 
tained. 

This  decision  of  Synod  was  duly  communicated  to  the  Clerk  of  the 
Reformed  Presbyterian  Sjmod,  whose  meeting  takes  place  early  in  the 
month  of  May.  With  their  present  information,  this  Committee  would 
warmly  recommend  that  the  Synod  should  continue  to  testify  their 
desire  and  readiness  to  maintain  the  most  friendly  relations  with  the 
Reformed  Presbyterian  Church;  and  as  a  means  of  rendering  those 
relations  more  close  and  fraternal,  that  the  Synod  should  renew  its 
recommendation  to  ministers  and  congregations  to  cultivate  frequent 
Christian  intercourse  by  interchange  of  pulpits,  and,  as  opportunity  may 
offer,  by  co-operation  in  air  measures  which  are  calculated  to  advance 
the  interests  of  the  Redeemer's  kingdom. 

It  appears  to  this  Committee  that  such  ministerial  and  Christian 
fellowship  is  highly  becoming  the  relative  position  of  the  two  bodies  as 
sister  Churches.    One  in  faith,  worship,  and  government,  these  Churches 
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cannot  keep  aloof  from  such  fellowship  without  bringing  upon  their  pro- 
fession of  common  principles  a  slur  that  must  appear  to  the  world  little 
short  of  a  scandal,  and  must  be  felt  by  reflecting  brethren  in  both 
Churches  as  a  schism  in  the  body  of  Christ.  There  may  be  such 
differences  of  administration  as  render  incorporation  inexpedient  for  the 
present,  and  even  for  a  time  impracticable ;  but  there  is  no  justifying 
such  separation  as  would  exclude  the  exhibition  by  these  Churches  of 
their  common  faith  in  those  essential  principles  which  th^y  jointly  pro- 
fess and  uphold.  After  such  a  declaration  of  doctrinal  agreement,  it  is 
hard  to  see  what  obstacle  there  should  be  to  incorporation  of  the  Churches. 
Any  hindrance  to  such  a  consummation  can  only  arise  from  subordinate 
matters  of  order  and  administration — more  probably  from  unacquainted- 
ness  with  each  other,  which  co-operation  in  measures  for  advancing  the 
common  cause  would  speedily  remove,  and  turn  indifference,  where  it 
may  exist,  into  the  warmth  and  confidingness  of  mutual  esteem  and  love. 
This  Committee  has  no  reason  to  believe  that  the  sentiments  of  the 
Befofmed  Presbyterian  brethren  towards  the  United  Presbyterian 
Church  are  other  than  favourable  to  such  comi^union  as  the  Com- 
mittee would  strongly  recommend.  On  the  other  hand,  it  is  certain  that 
the  United  Presbyterian  Church,  ministers  and  people,  hold  in  high 
esteem  the  Reformed  Presbyterian  body,  as  a  sister  Church  true  to  its 
principles,  and  faithful  to  its  position  as  a  Church  distinct  from  the  world, 
of  which  its  sufferings  and  contendings  in  evil  days  present  a  time- 
honoured  example.  But,  as  a  body,  they  have  not  hitherto  held  much 
correspondence  with  sister  Churches,  nor  have  they  always  received 
from  others  their  well-deserved  meed  of  consideration  and  of  sympathy. 
Theirs  is  a  position  and  a  history  which  may  well  account  for  unpre- 
paredness  to  take  an  immediate  step  towards  incorporation  with  others, 
with  whom  there  is  no  bar  to  unite  on  the  ground  of  principle. 

Among  other  instructions  given  to  your  Committee,  they  were  directed 
to  ^  superintend  the  carrying  out  of  the  different  measures  of  co-operation 
which  have  been  already  adopted  by  this  Synod,  and  those  contained  in 
the  Report  of  last  year  as  recommended  by  the  Joint  Committee.'  The 
measures  referred  to  have  respect  mainly  to  co-operation  with  sister 
Churches  in  Foreign  Missions.  On  this  subject  the  Synod,  passed 
several  resolutions,  which  were  embodied  in  the  Report  of  a  Sub-Com- 
mittee, approving  of  the  formation  of  Consultative  Boards  or  Committees 
of  the  several  Churches  for  mutual  conference,  and,  so  far  as  found 
practicable,  for  co-operation  in  this  important  department  of  the  Church's 
work. 

It  was  stated  in  last  year's  Report,  that,  in  accordance  with  a  resolu- 
tion of  the  Free  Church  Assembly,  action  was  postponed  till  the  mind 
of  the  Free  Cliurch  on  the  usual  eligibility  question  should  be  ascer- 
tained.   That  has  been  done.   The  Eligibility  Scheme  has  been  approved 
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of  by  the  Assembly,  with  modifications.  The  result  will  be  good  if  the 
Scheme  shall  be  acted  on  in  a  fair  and  courteous  spirit.  In  the  mean- 
time, the  proposed  co-operation  in  the  mission  field,  though  postponed, 
should  not  be  lost  sight  of ;  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  Mission  Committees 
of  the  several  Churches  may  before  long  find  a  favourable  opportunity 
for  maturely  considering  the  Synod's  recommendations. 

The  Union  Committees  of  the  English  Presbyterian  Church  and  of 
our  English  Synod  have,  by  a  considerable  majority,  agreed  upon  a  basis 
of  Union.  The  doctrinal  part  of  it  coincides  with  the  views  of  divine 
truth  which  have  all  along  been  held  in  both  Churches.  The  spirit  in 
wliich  this  conclusion  has  been  arrived  at  is  honourable  to  the  ability, 
candour,  and  brotherly  feeling  with  which  the  subject  has  been  discussed 
on  both  sides  of  the  question.  But  as  the  Synod  has  appointed  another 
Committee  with  special  reference  to  negotiations  for  Union  in  England, 
this  Committee  has  deemed  it  advisable  to  leave  the  negotiations  with 
the  English  Presbyterian  Church  in  their  hands,  with  an  expression  of 
their  deep  interest  in  these  negotiations,  and  their  hope  of  such  an  issue 
as  will  be  satisfactory  to  both  Churches. 

It  is  the  painful  duty  of  the  Committee  to  put  on  record  their  sense 
of  the  loss  which  this  Committee  has  sustained  by  the  death  of  the  Rev. 
Professor  M*Michael.  With  the  staunchest  adherence  to  the  principles 
of  the  denomination,  and  a  high-toned  estimate  of  its  principles  and 
liistory,  Dr.  M'Michael  combined  a  cordial  appreciation  of  the  advantages 
of  Union  with  the  sister  Churches  with  whom  negotiations  were  main* 
tained.  If  he  did  not  take  the  prominent  place  in  discussions  on  Union 
which  his  position  and  great  abilities  might  seem  to  have  called  upon 
him  to  do,  it  was  from  no  lack  of  interest  in  the  subject  that  his  voice 
was  not  oftener  heard.  When  he  did  favour  this  Committee  or  the 
Synod  with  the  expression  of  his  opinion,  he  was  always  listened  to  with 
deep  attention,  from  the  respect  universally  entertained  for  his  character 
and  high  attainments,  and  from  the  evidently  sincere  and  well^onsidered 
views  which  he  failed  not  to  express.  The  Committee  cannot  miss  the 
opportunity  to  express  the  high  esteem  and  brotherly  affection  with  which 
they  call  to  remembrance  his  gifts  and  graces,  his  genial  disposition,  and 
the  consistency  of  his  deportment  in  the  ministry  of  the  gospel,  and  in 
all  the  relations  of  life*

REPORT  OP  COMMITTEE  ON  SYSTEMATIC 
BENEFICENCE, 

At  the  meeting  of  Synod  jn  May  last,  it  was  agreed  that  a  Committee 
should  be  ^  appointed  to  superintend  the  diffusion  of  information  on  the 
subject  of  systematic^  frequent,  and  proportionate  giving  to  the  cause  of 
Christ,  to  prepare  a  Report  for  next  meeting  of  Synod,  and  to  solicit 
subscriptions  for  defraying  the  necessary  expenses;  the  Committee  to 
have  full  powers  to  enter  into  an  engagement  with  a  suitable  agent  or 
agents  for  that  work,  and  to  superintend  the  arrangements  necessary 
for  its  performance ;'  and  the  Committee  thus  appointed  beg  to  present 
to  the  Synod  the  following  brief  statement  of  their  procedure  during 
the  past  year. 

At  the  public  missionary  meeting  of  the  Synod,  held  in  the  Music 
Hall,  Edinburgh,  on  the  evening  of  Wednesday,  14th  May  1873,  the 
Rev.  John  Ross  delivered  an  address  on  '  Christian  Giving,'  which  he 
afterwards  printed  under  the  title  of  *The  Best  for  the  Lord.'  As 
one  means  of  diffusing  information  on  the  subject  of  systematic, 
frequent,  and  proportionate  giving  to  the  cause  of  Christ,  the  Com- 
mittee agreed  that  an  arrangement  should  be  entered  into  with  Mr. 
Ross  for  the  publication  of  his  address  in  a  cheap  form,  for  dis- 
tribution throughout  the  United  Presbyterian  Church;  and  at  a 
meeting  of  the  Committee,  on  the  6th  August,  it  was  reported  that 
upwards  of  60,000  copies  of  the  address  had  been  forwarded  to  the 
ministers  of  the  Church  for  distribution  in  their  respective  congregations. 
At  subsequent  periods  large  numbers  of  other  tracts  and  pamphlets 
published  by  Mi\  Ross  have  been  distributed,  either  through  the  post, 
or  by  himself  in  his  visitation  of  the  congregations  in  several  Presby- 
teries ;  and  the  Committee  have  had  evidence,  in  the  communications 
received  from  ministers  and  members  in  different  districts  of  the  Church, 
that  the  information  thus  diffused  has  proved  interesting  and  acceptable, 
and  that  it  has  not  been  without  an  appreciable  influence  on  the  con- 
tributions of  the  people  for  the  support  of  gospel  ordinances.  Other 
modes  of  disseminating  information  on  the  subject  of  systematic  bene- 
ficence, by  the  publication  of  extracts  from  books,  or  of  original  articles 
specially  prepared,  in  the  Mkaionary  Record  or  otherwise,  have  been 
under  consideration  ;  and  it  may  be  anticipated  that  more  will  be  done 
in  this  direction  in  the  future  than  has  as  yet  been  either  accomplished 
or  attempted. 

Having  considered  the  propriety  of  appointing  a  special  agent  to  visit 
congregations,  and  to  deliver  addresses  on  the  subject  of  ^  Giving  for  the 
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Cause   of  Christ/  the  Committee  agreed  that  an  arrangement  should 
be  entered  into  with  the  Eev.  John  Ross,  whose  lengthened  study  of 
the  theme,  and  whose  earnest  and  successful  efforts  for  many  years  to 
attract  attention  to  it,  pointed  him  out  as  a  suitable  and  experienced 
agent  for  the  purpose,  for  the  visitation  of  as  many  Presbyteries  and  con- 
gregations as  he  could  overtake  in  the  months  of  September  and  No- 
vember 1873,  and  of  February  or  March  1874.    It  was  agreed  that  this 
visitation  should  be  commenced  in  Alloa  on  tKe  first  Sabbath  of  Septem- 
ber, and  afterwards  continued  in  the  congregations  connected  with  the 
Presbytery  of  Stirling  and  the  adjacent  district.    The  congregations 
actually  visited  during  thb  month  were  the  following : — Alloa,  First  and 
West;  Dollar;  Yiewfield  and  Allan  Park,  Stirling;  St.  Ninians,  Kin- 
cardine-on-Forth,  Tillicoultry,  Bannockbum,  Dunblane,  Bridge  of  Teith, 
Comrie,  Crieff,  Bridge  of  Allan,  and  Greenloaning ;  while  in  returning 
to  London,  Mr.  Boss  also  addressed  meetings  in  Mr.   Rutherford's 
church  at  Newlands,  in  the  Free  Church   at  Kirkurd,   and  in  the 
East  United  Presbyterian  Church  at  Peebles.    Mr.  Ross  endeavoured 
to  hold  other  meetings  during  this  month  of  September  in  several  con- 
gregations, but  harvest  operations  and  other  causes  made  it  inexpedient, 
in  the  opinion  of  the  ministers  and  friends  of  these  congregations,  to  con- 
vene meetings  on  week  evenings,  as  the  attendance  must  necessarily  have 
been  small  and  limited.     During  his  second  month's  engagement,  Mr. 
Ross  visited  and  addressed   the   congregations   at   Carlisle;   Moffat; 
Tay  Square,  Dudhope  Road,  James'  Church,  Bell  Street,  and  Butter- 
bum,  Dundee;  Forfar;  Alyth;  John  Street,  Mill  Street,  and  Knox's 
Church,  Montrose ;  Johnshaven ;  High  Street  and  City  Road,  Brechin ; 
Carnoustie;  First   and  Bank  Street,   Kirriemuir;   Bi-oughty  -  Ferry ; 
Lochee ;   Newbigging  ;   and  Ferry-Port-on-Craig ;  —  while   in  return- 
ing   southwards   Mr.    Ross   visited   and   addressed   the   congregation 
of  the  Rev.  James  Deans,  B.A.,  Junction  Road,  Leith.    The  third 
period  of  Mr.  Ross's  engagement,  commenced  on  the  25th  January,  and 
ended  on  the  1st  March,  extending  over  rather  more  than  five  weeks, 
during  which  he  addressed  36  meetings,  and  visited  all  the  congregations 
of  the  Presbytery  of  Newcastle — 40  in  number — except  Barras-Bridge 
and  Westmoreland  Road  (Newcastle),  Hexham,  and  Durham,  in  which 
city  the  meeting  which  had  been  arranged  for  had  to  be  abandoned,  in 
consequence  of  the  excitement  of  a  contested  election  for  members  of 
Parliament.    In  fulfilling  the  appointments  of  the  Committee,  Mr.  Ross 
has  been  abundant  in  labour,  ^  in  journeyings  oft,'  and  indefatigable  in 
his  efforts  to  inform,  instruct,  and  stimulate  the  congregations  which  he 
visited.     In  many  places   he  had   large  audiences;  and  from  many 
ministers  and  others  he  received  the  fullest  assurance  that  his  services 
had  been  appreciated,  and  that  his  work  would  yield  the  desired  fruit  in 
the  increased  interest  and  liberality  of  the  members  of  the  churches. 
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The  Home  Secretary  has  also  received  similar  testimony  in  the  com- 
munications addressed  to  him  in  reference  to  the  meetings  held  and  the 
addresses  delivered  by  Mr*  Boss.  The  Rev.  Henry  Angus,  M.A., 
Sunderland^  writes  as  follows : — 

'  Mr.  Ross  fulfilled  all  his  appointments  here,  and  to  our  very  great  satis- 
faction. Of  course  I  cannot  speak  of  the  practical  results  as  yet ;  but 
I  may  say  that  in  my  own  congregation  we  have  already  experienced 
the  beginning  of  larger  contributions.  Mr.  Ross  had  good  and  attentive 
audiences.  Only  the  Tuesday  evening  meeting  in  Mr.  Morris's  was 
small ;  but  that  was  accounted  for,  as  the  town  was  on  the  eve  of  an 
exciting  election,  and  every  one  was  preoccupied  with  that.  I  was  very 
much  pleased  vrith  Mr.  Ross's  masterly  and  convincing  expositions  of 
Christian  giving,  characterized  as  they  were  by  the  most  interesting 
variety ;  and  I  have  good  hope  that  his  addresses,  together  with  his 
admirable  little  tracts,  which  will  be  distributed,  will  be  productive  of 
much  good  in  the  Newcastle  Presbytery.' 

It  would  be  easy  to  multiply  similar  testimonies,  but  one  other  extract 
may  suffice,  taken  from  the  letter  of  a  minister  in  a  smaller  town  than 
Sunderland,  who  was  at  first  somewhat  dissatisfied  with  the  arrangement 
for  the  visitation  of  his  congregation,  and  may  therefore  be  regarded  as 
a  most  impartial  witness.     He  writes  thus : — 

^  WUl  you  allow  me  to  say  that  we  have  just  had  Mr.  Ross  ;  and  glad  I  am 
that  he  has  addressed  our  people  here  upon  the  subject  of  money.  He 
seems  to  me  to  be  really  calculated  to  effect  much  good  amongst  those 
who  have  never  given  his  subject  due  thought.  His  address  told 
upon  us  here ;  the  people  were  startled  and  cut ;  and  no  other  man 
could  have  said  the  things  which  he  said  to  them  without  leaving  a 
painful  impression,  whereas  Mr.  Ross  produced  a  just  and  healthy  im- 
pression, a  kindly  feeling  towards  himself,  and  a  correct  one  as  to  the 
subject.  If  you  had  him  among  the  Scotch  congregations,  he  would 
produce  a  commotion  amongst  the  money,  and  he  would  quicken  the 
northern  mind  and  heai-t.' 

The  Committee  have  further  to  report  that  one  well-known  and 
liberal  friend  of  the  denomination,  who  has  long  felt  a  lively  interest  in 
the  cause  of  systematic  and  proportionate  giving  for  the  work  of  the 
Lord,  has,  by^his  solitary  but  generous  contributions,  defrayed  the  whole 
expenses  of  the  work  hitherto  undertaken  or  sanctioned  by  the  Committee 
since  their  appointment;  but  they  are  prepared,  if  the  Synod  shall 
continue  that  appointment,  to  take  early  measures  for  obtaining  other 
subscriptions  for  this  service;  and  having  now  made  a  satisfactory 
commencement  with  the  work  of  visiting  the  congregations  of  the 
Church,  they  hope  to  prosecute  it  more  vigorously  and  extensively 
during  the  year  1874—75.  May  He  to  whom  the  silver  and  the  gold 
belong,  and  who  is  ^  worthy  to  receive  riches,'  add  His  abundant  blessing 
with  these  efforts  to  advance  Hia  cause.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  PRESBYTERIAN  UNION 

IN  IRELAND. 

YOUB  Committee,  since  their  appointment,  have^  had  four  meetings, — ^the 
first  in  Edinburgh  during  the  session  of  Synod,  the  second  in  Edin- 
burgh on  24th  March,  the  third  in  Glasgow  on  80th  March,  and  the 
fourth  in  Belfast  on  21st  April. 

The  Rev,  James  Rennie  of  St.  Vincent  Street  Church,  Glasgow, 
and  Mr.  George  Pearson,  elder,  Glasgow,  along  with  the  convener,  went 
to  Belfast  on  Monday  evening,  20th  April.  We  niet  with  our  Irish 
Presbytery  in  the  Rev.  Dr.  Bryce's  session-house  on  Tuesday  at  noon, 
and  had  a  free  and  confidential  conversation  on  the  subject  of  the  pro- 
posed Union. 

The  brethren  welcomed  your  Committee  very  cordially ;  and  while 
expressing  an  earnest  desire  for  union  with  other  Presbyterian  Churches 
in  Ireland,  they  frankly  mentioned  some  difficulties  that  were  still  in 
the  way. 

At  two  o'clock  your  Committee,  along  with  the  Presbytery,  adjourned 
to  the  hall  of  the  Young  Men's  Christian  Association,  where  we  met  the 
Union  Committees  of  the  other  two  Churches, — namely,  the  General 
Assembly,  and  the  Eastern  Reformed  Synod.  The  Rev.  Dr.  Knox  was 
the  only  representative  of  the  former ;  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Stevenson,  with 
other  two  of  his  ministerial  brethren  and  an  elder,  were  present  to  repre- 
sent the  latter. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Bryce,  the  eldest  minister  present,  was  requested  to 
preside ;  and  after  united  prayer,  there  was  a  very  full  interchange  of 
sentiment  among  all  the  brethren  present.  They  admitted  gratefully 
that  some  of  the  main  causes  of  division  were  now  removed,  and  that 
Christian  brethren,  holding  the  same  faith  and  the  same  forms  of  wor- 
ship, should  be  more  united.  At  the  same  time,  they  felt  that  more 
time  and  more  friendly  intercourse  would  be  required  to  smooth  down 
some  of  the  asperities  which  separation  had  produced,  and  that  it  would 
not  be  wise  to  press  forward  the  question  of  Union  prematurely. 

A  strong  desire  was  expressed  by  all  present  for  more  brotherly  and 
Christian  fellowship  between  the  several  Chux^hes,  by  interchange  of 
pulpits,  and  by  mutual  help  at  communion  seasons;  and  it  was  unani- 
mously agreed  to  recommend  to  the  Supreme  Courts  of  the  three 
denominations  to  re^appoint  Committees  to  carry  forward  negotiations 
on  the  subject  of  Union,  until  all  the  scattered  branches  of  Presby- 
terianism  in  Ireland  be  gathered  into  one.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  SABBATH  SCHOOLS. 

May  1874. 

The  Sabbath  School  Committee  during  the  past  year  have  made 
arrangements  for  the  publication  of  a  blank  roll-book  of  baptized  per- 
sons, and  a  blank  disjunction  certificate-book  of  baptized  persons,  not 
in  full  communion,  for  the  use  of  sessions ;  and  have  considered  a  remit 
from  the  Synod  anent  /the  actual  working  of  our  Sabbath  schools,  the 
improvement  that  may  be  made  in  them,  and  the  best  means  of  diffusing 
their  blessings  over  the  whole  Church ;'  and,  in  terms  of  the  remit,  pre- 
pared a  report  thereon  for  review  by  the  Synod,  in  a  sederunt,  part  of 
which,  the  Synod  last  year  resolved,  *  shall  be  specially  set  apart  top 
tiiis  purpose/ 

Statistics  op  Sabbaxh  Schools. — The  Committee  have  received 
the  statistical  returns  of  922  Sabbath  schools  and  735  senior  Bible 
classes,  of  which  544  are  taught  by  ministers,  and  191  by  elders  and 
others.  These  returns  exhibit  a  slight  increase  in  the  number  both  of 
teachers  and  scholars  in  Sabbath  schools,  as  will  appear  from  the  fol- 
lowing figures : — 

In  1872,  Teachers,     10,870  Scholars,     84,308 

1873,  „  10,963  „  84,754 


Increase,  93  446 

It  thus  appears  that  there  is  an  increase  of  93  teachers  and  446 
scholars  during  the  past  year.  We  have  to  add  to  this  an  increase  of 
808  scholars  in  ministers*  and  elders'  Bible  classes ;  the  numbers  being —

We  have  thus  a  total  of  107,754  young  persons  under  religious 
instruction,  or  1254  more  than  in  the  year  before. 

Boll-Books  of  Baptized  Pebsomb.-— Tour  Committee  have  had 
this  subject  under  consideration  for  a  considerable  time.  After  corre- 
sponding with  different  ministers  who  have  prepared  books  of  the  kind 
for  their  own  use,  and  asking  and  receiving  suggestions  from  various 
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qnartersy  they  have  at  length  prepared  a  form  which  they  think  will  be 
suitable  for  general  nse  over  Uie  Church,  and  have  made  arrangements 
with  Mr.  David  Robertson,  publisher  of  church  stationery,  Glasgow, 
whose  church  forms  are  so  well  known,  for  the  publication  of  a  blank 
roll-book  of  baptized  persons,  of  the  form  approved  of  in  Committee, 
for  the  use  of  sessions. 

In  the  Committee's  Beport  last  year,  specimens  of  cards  were  given, 
to  be  used  as  certificates  for  the  baptized  members  of  th^  Church  not  in 
full  communion.  But,  after  deliberation,  the  Committee  came  to  the 
conclusion  that  a  disjunction  certificate-book,  similar  to  what  is  now 
generally  used  for  members  in  full  communion,  would  be  more  prac- 
tically useful,  and  more  likely  to  be  generally  adopted  by  sessions,  than 
such  cards.  They  have  accordingly  made  arrangements  with  Mr. 
Bobertson  for  the  publication  of  such  a  book,  out  of  which  regular 
certificates  of  disjunction  may  be  given  to  young  persons  and  others  who 
are  members  of  the  Church  by  baptism,  but  not  in  full  communion,  for 
their  transference  to  the  care  and  superintendence  of  the  minister  and 
session  in  the  place  to  whidi  they  may  remove. 

Copies  of  the  roll-book  and  disjunction  certificate-book  are  laid  by 
the  Committee  on  the  table  of  the  Synod.  Ai^d  the  Committee  would 
suggest  that  the  Synod,  while  not  involved  in  any  expense  or  respon- 
sibility in  the  matter,  should  recommend  the  adoption  and  use  of  these 
books  by  sessions,  as  an  important  means  of  enabling  them  to  exercise  a 
more  perfect  superintendence  of  young  persons  not  In  full  communion 
with  the  Church. 

Gbant  to  Edinburgh  Sabbath  School  Union. — The  Edin- 
burgh Sabbath  School  Teachers'  Union  have  renewed  their  application 
for  the  continuance  of  the  grant  of  £50  to  aid  in  providing  an  adequate 
salary  to  their  agent.  The  Committee  cordially  recommend  that  the 
grant  be  continued.  At  the  same  time,  the  Committee  would  suggest  to 
the  Synod  whether  the  time  has  not  now  come  when,  considering  the 
▼ast  importance  of  our  Sabbath  schools  in  relation  to  the  spiritual  life 
and  prosperity  of  the  Church,  and  the  extensive  field  of  labour  which 
they  present  for  a  properly  qualified  agent,  the  Synod  should  look  at 
the  desirableness  of  having  such  an  agent  of  its  own,  immediately 
responsible  to  the  Synod,  who  should  visit  the  Sabbath  schools  of  the 
Tarioos  congregations,  with  the  view  of  giving  them  direction  and  im- 
pulse, and  furnishing  the  Synod  with  such  information  regardmg  *  the 
actual  working  of  our  Sabbath  schools,  and  the  improvement  that  may 
be  made  in  them,'  as  might  be  desu:ed.  Would  not  this  be  one  of  *  the 
best  means  of  diffusing  their  blessings  over  the  whole  Church!' 

Bepobt  on  Synod's  Bemit  anent  Sabbath  Schools. — Your 
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Oommittee  have  to  report,  that  while  they  have  little  information  regarding 
the  actual  working  of  oar  Sabbath  schools,  they  are  glad  to  lemm  that 
they  are  so  generally  spread  over  ifie  Church  that  there  is  scarcely  a 
congregation  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  without  a  Sabbath 
school. 

Your  Committee  would  recommend — 

1.  That  sessions  should  take  a  deeper  interest  in  Sabbath  schools, 
and  exercise  a  more  careful  superintendence  of  them. 

2.  That  efforts  be  made  to  secure  the  services  of  older  and  more 
experienced  Christians  in  the  work  of  Sabbath-school  teaching. 

3.  That,  wherever  practicable,  a  weekly  meeting  of  teachers  should  be 
held,  for  the  purpose  of  preparing  for  the  work  of  the  following  Sabbath, 
by  conversation  on  the  lessons  or  otherwise ;  and  that  in  these  meetings 
short  and  frequent  prayers  for  the  divine  teaching  and  blessing  should 
form  a  main  element. 

4.  That  efforts  be  made  to  secure  more  effective  singing  in  Sabbath 
schools,  and  that  there  should  be  more  frequent  singing  of  hymns  while 
the  children  are  together. 

5.  That  teachers  should  not  rest  satisfied  with  imparting  instruction 
generally  to  the  children,  but  should  take  frequent  opportunities  of 
dealing  personally,  in  a  wise  and  tender  manner,  with  the  hearts  and 
consciences  of  the  children. 

6.  That  the  attention  of  the  students  of  the  Church  be  directed  to 
the  importance  of  engaging  more  fully  in  Sabbath-school  work;  and 
that  the  Synod  renew  its  recommendation  to  ministers  to  invite  the 
services  of  probationers  in  preaching  to  the  young,  and  also  to  the 
probationers  to  prepare  sermons  suitable  to  the  young,  and  render  assist- 
ance in  Sabbath  schools  and  Bible  classes. 

7.  That  inasmuch  as  the  recommendation  of  Synod  last  year  to 
Presbyteries  to  take  the  whole  subject  of  Sabbath  schools  into  con- 
sideration has  been  generally  overlooked  by  Presbyteries,  from  having 
fallen  into  a  comer  in  the  printed  Minutes,  and  from  the  fact  that  no 
mention  ,is  made  of  it  at  the  close  of  the  Minutes  among  the  matters 
requiring  the  attention  of  Presbyteries,  the  Synod  renew  this  recommen- 
dation, and  care  be  taken  to  direct  the  special  attention  of  Presbyteries 
to  it. 

In  closing  their  Report,  your  Committee,  while  rejoicing  to  notice 
something  like  a  growing  interest  in  Sabbath  schools,  and  a  reaching 
forth  to  greater  efficiency  in  their  working,  would  express  their  hope 
that  family  religion  is  also  in  a  healthy  and  vigorous  state,  and  that  the 
parents  of  our  Church  are  faithfully  fulfilling  their  duties  in  the  religious 
teaching  and  training  of  their  children  at  home.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  NATIONAL  EDUCATION. 

When  this  Committee  was  re-appoioted  at  last  Synod,  it  was  instructed 
to  ^  watch  over  the  operations  of  the  new  Education  Act  for  Scotland  in 
relation  to  the  principles  and  interests  of  the  United  Presbyterian 
Church,  and  to  report  to  the  Synod  as  the  Committee  may  see  occasion.' 
Since  this  appointment  took  place,  the  first  year  of  the  School  Boards 
of  the  country  has  run  its  course.  On  the  whole,  much  diligence  and  * 
zeal  have  been  called  forth  by  the  new  Act  on  behalf  of  the  cause  of 
Education.  « It  does  not  seem  that  the  time  has  yet  arrived  for  a  fair 
and  comprehensive  judgment  of  the  working  of  the  Bill  which  the 
late  Government  succeeded  in  carrying ;  nor  has  anything  emerged  call- 
ing for  the  interference  of  this  Committee  in  connection  with  those' 
aspects  of  the  measure  which  it  was  specially  charged  to  keep  in  view. 

There  can  be  little  doubt  that,  in  the  first  instance,  particularly  in  our 
larger  towns,  the  Education  of  the  poorer  classes  is  in  danger  of  suffer- 
ing from  the  change  which  the  Act  has  introduced.  Many  schools, 
hitherto  supported  by  the  voluntary  contributions  of  churches  and  indi- 
viduals, have  been  discontinued,  before  the  new  School  Boards  have  had 
it  in  their  power  to  provide  substitutes  for  them.  It  should  be  remem- 
bered that  considerable  time  is  needed  for  preliminary  inquiry,  for 
choosing  a  site,  for  building  the  school,  and  for  providing  teachers. 
It  is  to  be  regretted  that,  in  forgetf ulness  of  this  fact,  so  many  of  our 
voluntary  schools  have  been  shut  without  adequate  allowance  being 
made  for  the  difficulties  in  the  way  of  an  immediate  and  efficient 
provision  for  the  educational  wants  of  the  district  thus  abruptly  deprived 
of  the  school  or  schools  to  which  the  children  resorted.  When  the 
Compulsory  clauses  of  the  Act  are  at  the  same  time  enforced,  the 
inevitable  result  is  the  overcrowding  of  existing  schools,  the  paralyzing 
of  the  exertions  of  the  School  Boards,  and^  in  fact,  the  frustration  of  the 
Act  itself.  This  temporary  disorder,  however,  will  ere  long  be  set  right 
as  this  beneficent  measure  comes  into  fuller  operation,  and  the  blessings 
of  Education  are  by  means  of  its  provisions  diffused  over  the  length  and 
breadth  of  the.  land. 

In  regard  to  the  bearings  of  the  Bill  on  the  all-important  subject  of 
the  Religious  Education  of  the  young,  it  is  premature  to  record  a 
final  opinion.  The  question  is  full  of  interest,  not  only  on  account 
of  its  intrinsic  importance,  but  in  relation  especially  to  the  resolu- 
.tions  regarding  it  which  have  been  once  and  again  passed  by  the 
Synod.  The  Committee,  if  re-appointed ,  will  not  fail  to  give  its  best 
attention  to  this  aspect  of  the  subject  of  National  Education,  and  will  ' 
be  careful  more  particularly  to  observe  au)^  movement,  proceeding  from 
whatever  quarter,  which  may  appear  to  require  the  examination  of  this 
Committee,  or  the  action  of  the  Church  as  a  whole.

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Owing  to  the  redaced  number  of  Probationers,  the  Committee  have 
had  more  dii&calty  than  usual  in  arranging  both  for  the  supply  of 
vacant  churches  and  of  ministers'  pulpits.  Several  of  the  senior 
students  have  been  at  the  disposal  of  the  Committee  during  the  year, 
and  have  been  frequently  employed  as  pulpit  supply.  But  the  Com- 
mittee have  been  repeatedly  unable  to  meet  requests  for  supply,  more 
especially  those  from  distant  parts  of  the  Church. 

Two  applications  were  made  to  the  Committee  by  ministers  to 
sanction  the  employment  of  senior  students  for  a  term  of  months  as 
assistants  in  pulpit  and  pastoral  work.  To  both  applications  the  Com- 
mittee returned  for  answer  that  such  an  employment  of  students  is  not 
provided  for  in  the  rules  of  the.  Church,  and  that  the  Committee  had  no 
authority  to  sanction  the  proposed  arrangements.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  CORRESPONDENCE 
WITH  FOREIGN  CHURCHES. 

This  year's  Report  cannot  but  begin  by  referring  to  the  lamented 
death  of  Professor  M*Michael.  He  was  the  immediate  predecessor 
in  office  of  the  present  Convener.  To  his  duties  in  connection  with 
this  Committee  Dr  M^ichael  gave  himself  with  the  same  diligence 
and  zeal  which  he  displayed  in  regard  to  every  other  public  trust 
committed  to  him.  The  members  of  this  Committee  have  a  mourn- 
ful satisfaction  in  adding  their  tribute  of  affectionate  and  respectful 
regard  to  the  nimierous  testimonies  borne  to  his  amiable  character, 
and  to  the  many  valuable  services  rendered  by  him  to  the  United 
Presbyterian  Church. 

It  was  announced  at  last  Synod  that  Professors  Eadie  and  Calder- 
wood  had  gone  as  deputies  from  our  Church  to  the  Oeneral  Assem- 
blies of  the  Presbyterian  Churches  in  America  and  Canada.  They 
fulfilled  their  comnussion,  and  returned  to  this  country  deeply 
impressed  with  what  they  saw  and  heard,  and  particularly  with  the 
kindness  of  their  reception.  Dr  Calderwood  says,  in  a  letter  ad- 
dressed, after  his  return,  to  the  Convener:  '^I  am  strongly  oonvinced 
of  the  importance  of  sending  deputations  to  the  American  Churches 
— ^much  more  so  than  I  was  when  I  began  the  work  devolved  on  us. 
I  felt  at  first  some  doubt  as  to  the  wisdom  of  sending  two  repre- 
sentatives so  far  for  the  sake  of  a  few  addresses;  but  when  I  saw 
how  our  appearance  as  Scotchmen  was  hailed,  and  how  we  were 
listened  to  both  when  addressing  the  Assemblies  and  when  preach- 
ing, it  was  evident  that  much  good  was  to  be  done  by  such  inter- 
change of  service."  While  agreeing  cordially  with  Dr  Calderwood 
in  his  estimate  of  the  importance  of  this  communication  between, 
the  Presbyterian  Churches  of  Great  Britain  and  America,  the  Com- 
mittee were  of  opinion  that  it  was  not  advisable  to  send  a  deputa- 
tion annually,  and  they  have  not  appointed  any  representatives  to 
cross  the  Atlantic  to  this  year's  General  Assemblies. 

At  the  late  Conference  of  the  Evangelical  Alliance  in  New  York 
in  1873,  a  meeting  of  Presbyterian  ministers  from  all  parts  of  the 
world  was  held,  with  the  view  of  considering  the  desirableness  of 
an  (Ecumenical  Council  of  Presbyterian  Churches  in  various  lands. 
Cordial  sympathy  with  this  movement  was  expressed  in  the  resolu- 
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tions  which  the  meeting  adopted,  and  a  Committee  was  also  ap- 
pointed to  correspond  with  different  individuals  and  organisations 
in  regard  to  it.  Since  then,  an  appeal  in  favour  of  the  object  has 
been  addressed  to  the  Churches  of  Christ  organized  on  Presbyterian 
principles  throughout  the  world  by  several  of  the  leading  men  in 
the  American  Churches.  Dr  M*Cosh  of  Princeton  is  at  present  in 
thig  country,  and  will,  it  is  understood,  advocate  the  cause  of  this 
friendly  Federal  Union  of  Presbyterian  Churches  on  such  occasions 
as  may  be  afforded  him  by  our  different  Church  Courts.  The 
mission  is  interesting,  and  no  better  representative  of  it  could  have 
been  found  than  the  able  and  learned  President  of  the  College  ot 
New  Jersey. 

The  Synod  of  1873  authorised  this  Committee  to  send  a  deputa- 
tion to  the  Synod  of  the  Waldenses,  to  meet  at  La  Tour  in  the 
month  of  September.  As  the  important  subject  of  a  closer  union 
between  the  different  evangelical  labourers  in  Italy  was  to  be 
brought  before  the  Waldensian  Synod,  this  Committee  thought  it 
right  to  express  to  the  Synod  their  lively  interest  in  this  matter. 
They  accordingly  instructed  Dr  Scott,  who  was  then  kindly  acting 
for  the  Convener,  to  communicate  with  the  Waldensian  Table  in 
their  name ;  and  Dr  Scott,  in  accordance  with  this  request,  em- 
bodied the  views  of  the  Committee  in  a  very  appropriate  and  inter- 
esting letter  addressed  to  the  Synod.  Two  deputies  were  also 
chosen  to  explain  and  enforce  these  views,  as  well  as  to  represent 
the  United  Presbyterian  Church  at  the  Synod;  but  of  those  ap- 
pointed, only  one — Dr  MaoGrill— was  able  to  carry  out  his  appoint- 
ment* 

The  subject  of  setting  up  Stations  on  the  Continent  of  Europe,  for 
conducting  religious  services  in  English  for  the  benefit  of  our  country- 
men there,  has  not  been  lost  sight  of  by  the  Committee.  The  Con- 
tinental and  Colonial  Committee  of  the  Free  Church  having  heard 
that  it  was  probable  that  Mr  MacLmes  of  Ayr  would  be  on  the 
Continent  last  winter,  offered  to  put  their  Station  at  Mentone  under 
the  charge  of  this  Committee,  should  Mr  Maclnnes  be  able  to  under- 
take to  conduct  the  services  there.  The  proposal  was  at  once  gone 
into,  and  Mr  Maclnnes  was  requested  by  this  Committee  to  undertake 
the  duty.  Owing  to  ch^cumstances  beyond  his  control,  Mr  Maclnnes 
could  not  at  once  make  up  his  mind;  and  before  he  finally  decided  not 
to  accept  the  appointment,  so  much  time  had  been  lost,  that  our 
brethren  of  the  Free  Church  were  constrained  to  appoint  another  to 
the  post.  The  Committee  were  more  successfal  with  another  appoint- 
ment— ^that  of  San  Remo ;  and  it  may  be  well  to  state  the  facts  of 
this  case  in  detail,  as  an  inaccurate  statement  of  them  has  been 
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published  ekewhere.*  A  letter  was  addressed  to  the  Convener  by  Dr 
John  Ker  on  14th  August,  1873,  in  which  Dr  Ker  says :  '*  One  object 
I  have  in  writing  is  to  say  that  I  have  some  idea  of  being  part  of  the 
coming  winter  at  San  Remo.  If  circumstances  suit,  I  may  be  there 
for  some  time.  Now  San  Bemo  is  a  rising  place,  and  has  no  Presby- 
terian service ;  and  I  thought,  if  possible,  of  commencing  one  there. 
I  shall  do  it  on  my  own  responsibility ;  but  if  you  think  good,  I  could 
take  the  name  of  our  Church  in  some  way  in  connection  with  it.  I 
know  you  have  been  wishful  that  we  as  a  Church  should  take  part  in 
this  kind  of  work,  and  I  do  not  know  that  there  is  a  more  likely  spot 
for  beginning  on  the  line  of  the  Riviera  than  San  Remo."  So  soon  as 
this  opening  was  so  considerately  offered  to  the  Convener,  he  called  a 
meeting  of  the  Committee  on  the  25th  August,  at  which  the  following 
resolution  was  unanimously  adopted : — ^*  It  was  also  reported  that  Dr 
John  Ker  was  likely  to  spend  several  months  at  San  Remo,  and  had 
intimated  to  Dr  MacEwen  his  desire  to  do  ministerial  work  there  under 
the  sanction  of  the  Synod's  Committee.  Agreed  cordially  to  give  Dr 
Ker  the  desired  authorisation,  and  to  assure  hun  that  the  necessary 
expenses  would  be  defrayed  by  the  Synod."  This  scheme,  when  realised, 
could  hardly  fail  to  succeed  in  Dr  Ker's  hands.  In  God's  good 
providence,  he  was  enabled  to  carry  out  his  purpose.  For  several 
months  he  conducted  religious  services  regularly  at  San  Remo.  They 
were  largely  attended,  and  much  appreciated.  His  attention  to  the 
sick  amongst  our  countrymen  resident  there  was  very  great,  and  it  was 
not  without  good  fruit.  Dr  Ker  has  laid  our  Church  under  a  deep 
obligation  by  his  generous  and  seasonable  service.  It  is  only  just  to 
add,  that  the  pecuniary  outlay  incurred  was  more  than  met  by  the 
contributions  of  the  visitors,  and  that,  in  fact,  a  surplus  has  been 
handed  over  to  our  Mission  Funds.  -We  cannot,  however,  expect 
results  such  as  these  at  every  station,  and  from  every  minister ;  and  if 
this  movement  is  to  go  further,  some  arrangement  for  providing  the 
funds  for  its  support  is  indispensable. 

The  Protestant  Churches  in  Bohemia  are  continuing  their  faithful 
labours  there.  Theirs  is  a  very  small  and  struggling  cause,  but  on  that 
very  account  entitled  to  our  sympathy  and  support.  Let  us  hope  and 
pray  that  it  may  strengthen  and  grow  by  the  gracious  blessing  on  it 
of  the  good  Spirit. 

An  appeal  on  behalf  of  the  Extension  of  the  Hall  System  of  our 
Dutch  Seceding  friends  was  addressed  to  the  ministers  and  sessions  of 
our  Church.  It  is  to  be  feared  that  it  has  not  been  very  generally 
responded  to.  There  is  no  doubt,  however,  that  this  Church  has  a  real 
claim  on  our  aid ;  and  we  cannot  help  it  in  a  better  way  than  by  lending

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assistance  to  the  organisation  of  an  orthodox,  we]l-eqnipped|  and 
thoronghly  efficient  Theological  Seminary  for  Holland.  ' 

The  breach  between  Church  and  State  in  Germany,  to  which 
special  allusion  was  made  in  last  Report,  becomes  wider  and  wider:. 
Several  of  the  Roman  Catholic  bishops  have  been  fined  and  imprisoned, 
and  one  of  them  has  been  dismissed  from  office.  The  Government 
apparently  has  the  support  of  the  great  body  of  the  people  in  these 
strong  measures.  The  sympathy  of  all  Protestants  naturally  sides  with 
the  cause  of  civil  and  religious  liberty  in  its  self-defence  against 
Popery ;  but  it  is  deeply  to  be  regretted  that  Protestantism  should 
even  appear  to  be  persecuting  the  Church  of  Rome.  The  ill-assorted 
character  of  the  union  between  the  civil  and  ecclesiastical  powers  was 
never  more  clearly  demonstrated  than  by  its  effects  in  what  was 
intended  to  be  a  perfect  illustration  of  its  success.  Without  pro- 
nouncing absolutely  in  favour  of  either  party  in  this  controversy, 
between  the  Emperor  and  the  Pope,  it  is  certainly  safe  to  say  that  the 
present  relation  between  Church  and  State  in  Prussia  is  far  from  being 
the  ideal  one,  and  that  what  is  going  on  there  is  fitted  to  show  that 
it  must  be  in  connection  with  quite  a  different  system  that  we  are  to 
secure  one  of  the  great  aims  set  before  the  Christianity  of  modern 
times — *^  a  free  Church  in  a  free  State/'

Excuses  for  absence  were  sustained  from  Dr  Harper,  Mr  Robson,  Excuses 
and  elder,  of  Lauder,  Mr  Niven,  of  Maryhill,  and  Mr  W.  M.  M'Donald,  Sustained. 
ofPenpont. 

Called  for  Report  of  Synod's  Committee  on  Disestablishment  and  Repot t  on  Dii»- 
Disendowment,  which,  being  printed,  and  in  the  hands  of  Members,  «8i»^^"*»'"*^n^ 
was  held  as  read,  and  Mr  G.  C.  Hutton,  the  Convener,  was  heard 
thereanent. 

The  Synod  received  the  Report,  approved  generally  thereof,  and  UeceiireU 
thanked  the  Committee  for  their  diligence  and  for  their  able  and 
valuable  services. 

Mr  Renton  gave  notice  of  a  series  of  Resolutions  which,  after  the  Notice  of 
recommendations  of  the  Committee  were  disposed  of,  he  proposed  ^esoiutiouji. 
to  move. 

Proceeded  to  consider  the  recommendations  of  the  Committee  in 
their  Report,  and  adopted  these  recommendations  as  follow  : — 

1st. — The  Synod  re-appoint  the  Committee  to  watch  over  the  Recommenda- 
question  of  Disestablishment,  and  use  all  suitable  means  for  its  ^^'°°^  A.iopud. 
advancement. 

2nd. — The  Synod  authorize  the  Committee  to  carry  out  their 
plan  of  further  publication,  and  to  receive  and  apply  contributions 
towards  promoting  the  circulation  and  defraying  the  expense  of 
their  issues  as  agreed  on  last  year. 

3rd. — ^The  Synod  recommend  that  each  Presbytery  appoint  a 
Committee  of  its  number  on  Disestablishment,  with  a  Convener, 
who  shall  cotrespond  with  the  Convener  of  the  Synod's  Committee 
regarding  local  means  for  advancing  the  cause. 

4th. — The  Synod  recommend  to  Ministers  in  their  Pulpit  instruc- 
tions to  call  special  attention  to  the  subject  of  the  spirituality  and 
independence  of  the  Church,  and  the  law  of  Christ  for  its  maintenance 
and  extension ;  and  the  manner  in  which  these  are  violated  by  the 
system  of  civil  establishments  of  religion. 
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Dec.  ic,  1874.         5th. — The  Synod  remit  to  the  Committee  to  prepare  a  Pastoral 
First  Sederunt,  address,  to  be  submitted  among  the  printed  papers  for  approval  to 
next  Synod,  on  the  duty  of  the  Church  with  reference  to  the  ques- 
tion of  Disestablishment. 

6th.— The  Synod  direct  that  the  Committee's  Report,*  and  the 
Synod's  Deliverance  thereon,  be  printed  and  circulated  under  the 
direction  of  the  Committee,  and,  with  relative  documents,  printed  in 
the  Appendix  to  Synod  Minutes. 

7th. — The  Synod  agree  to  issue  a  series  of  Resolutions  on 
the  position  and  duty  of  this  Church  as  affected  by  the  recent 
Patronage  Act. 

According  to  notice  given  at  an  earlier  part  of  this  sederunt, 
the  folloAving  series  of  Resolutions  was  moved,  seconded,  and,  after 
deliberation,  unanimously  adopted  by  the  Synod : — 
Resolutions  That  this  Syuod  recognises  the  responsibility  which  the  passing 

age  Adopted,  of  the  rcceut  Patronage  Act  and  subsequent  events  have  devolved 
on  this  Church,  and  feels  called  upon,  in  justice  to  the  great 
principles  and  vitally  important  interests  which  it  has  hitherto,  as  a 
separate  Church,  in  reliance  on  God,  endeavoured  to  defend  and 
conserve,  hereby  to  declare : 

I.  That  the  election  of  ministers,  and  of  all  spiritual  office-bearers 
in  a  Christian  congregation,  belongs,  by  the  law  of  Christ,  to  the 
members  in  full  communion,  to  them  alone,  and  to  all  of  them  with- 
out distinction.  Equality  of  privilege  is  a  distinguishing  characteristic 
of  that  fellowship  into  which  they  have  entered  as  Christian  brethren, 
which  is  to  be  sacredly  guarded  from  desecration  and  invasion 
by  extension  to  any  who  have  not  the  required  status.  The  prin- 
ciple of  this  right  and  privilege,  the  founders  of  our  Church 
vindicated  in  opposition  to  patronage  in  every  form ;  and  since  our 
original  secession,  upwards  of  140  years  ago,  it  has  been  maintained 
by  us  as  a  fundamental  principle.  It  is  a  right  which  this  Church 
was  the  first  in  Scotland  to  exemplify  practically,  as  well  as  to  assert, 
in  its  whole  extent,  in  the  election  of  elders  and  of  deacons  as  of 
ministers,  and  in  the  enjoyment  and  exercise  of  it  equally  by  female 
as  by  male  members.  As  a  right,  spiritual  in  its  nature,  and  derived 
from  Christ,  no  civil  power  can  confer  it,  nor  from  such  a  source  can 
any  faithful  Church  accept  it.  The  civil  power  which  presumes  to 
bestow  it  usurps  a  divine  prerogative,  and  the  Church  which  professes 
to  have  received  it  in  such  a  way  only  substitutes  a  human  coun- 
terfeit in  its  stead,  and  sets  at  nought  the  doctrine  that  "  Our  Lord 
Jesus  Christ  is  the  only  King  and  Head  of  the  Church,  and  hath  • 
appointed  therein  a  government  distinct  from,  and  not  subordinate 
to  civil  government."     This  divine  right,  which  belongs  essentia  Uy 

*  See  Appendix,  A,  p.  31. 
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and  inherently  to  every  free  and  faithfiil   Church,  is  one  of  the  Dec.  is,  1874. 
strongest  securities  for  its  liberty,  purity,  vigour,  and  prosperity,  and  Fint  Sederunt, 
therefore  should,  by  every  congregation,  be  highly  prized,  jealously 
/▼uarded,  and  zealously  exercised,  that  it  may  "stand  fast  in  the 
liberty  with  which  Christ  hath  made  it  free." 

n.  That  the  procedure  of  the  Established  Church  and  of  the 
Legislature,  in  connection  with  the  Patronage  Act,  presents,  in  a 
conspicuous  light,  the  Erastian  nature  of  the  relation  which  subsists 
between  that  Church  and  the  State.  No  right  can  be  conceived  as 
belonging  more  essentially  and  inherently  to  a  Christian  Church 
than  that  of  electing  its  ministers,  and  determining  all  arrangements 
pertaining  thereto.  But,  this  right  the  Church  of  Scotland,  since  it 
became  dependent  on  the  State,  has  never  possessed,  and  the  State 
has  always  asserted  and  disposed  of  according  to  its  pleasure.  In  the 
late  procedure,  the  Church  approached  the  State,  as  its  master,  with 
a  petition  to  change  the  mode  of  appointing  its  ministers,  and 
prayed  that  the  appointment  should  be  vested  partly  in  the  Heritors 
— a  civil  body — ^and  partly  in  the  Elders  and  Communicants — two 
religious  bodies;  and  the  State,  in  its  supreme  and  sovereign 
authority,  complied  with  the  object  of  the  petition  in  making  a 
great  change,  but  in  a  manner  different  altogether  from  that  prayed  • 

for  by  the  Church,  excluding  the  civil  body,  to  which  the  Church 
gave  the  first  place,  and  displacing  the  two  religious  bodies,  to  which 
the  Church  assigned  the  second  and  third  places,  and  in  lieu  of 
that  tripartite  constituency  (with  apparently  three  equal  shares  in 
the  election),  substituting  one  not  before  known  in  Acts  of 
Parliament — the  *  Congregation ' — a  body  in  one  respect  definite,  as 
it  must  consist  of  those  who  are  communicants  in  the  State  Church, 
and  in  another  respect  indefinite,  as  consisting  of  adherents,  being 
parishioners  of  full  age,  to  be  selected  by  the  Kirk  Session  in  virtue 
of  authority  derived  from  the  Act.  What  the  State  has  conferred, 
and  what  the  Church  has  received,  is  a  civil  right  transferred  from 
the  former  patrons  to  the  congregations, — for  such  alone  the 
appointment  of  ministers  has  ever  been  held  by  the  State,  and 
acknowledged  by  the  Church  to  be,  a  right  of  property,  hitherto 
marketable  and  transferable  as  any  other  property,  and  a  right,  the 
tenure  of  which  is  wholly  subject  to  the  control  of  the  State,  to  be 
altered,  transferred,  or  revoked  at  its  will.  So  that  the  spiritual 
franchise,  which  a  simply  or  purely  Christian  Church  accounts 
inherent  and  vital  to  it,  the  Established  Church  does  not  assume 
to  possess,  and  does  not  profess  to  derive  from  Christ,  but  asks  and 
obtains  from  the  civil  power  what  is  only  an  outward  semblance  and 
substitute  for  it — ^a  civil  right  created  by  Act  of  Parliament.

D«c  ig.  1874.  HL  That  in  the  present  religious  coadition  of  Scotland,  when 
Firtt  Sederunt.  SO  large  a  proportion  of  Presbyterians,  agreeing  in  doctrine, 
worship,  and  government,  have  seceded  from  the  Established  Church, 
because  opposed  on  grounds  of  conscience  to  its  administration  and 
constitution,  and  along  with  the  other  denominations  constitute  a 
great  preponderance  of  the  population,  it  would  have  been  recognised 
by  all  as  a  manifest  injustice  and  wrong  to  all  the  bodies  compos- 
ing this  large  majority,  for  the  Legislature,  had  there  been  no 
Established  Church,  to  have  created  one  consisting  of  the  Presby- 
terian minority,  investing  it  with  invidious  privileges  and  enriching 
it  with  national  endowments.  But  legislation  of  this  unjust  and 
offensive  character  marks  the  Church  Patronage  Act  of  last  Session, 
which  was  framed  avowedly  to  "strengthen  and  increase"  the 
Established  Church  of  the  minority,  and  for  that  end  pushed 
through  Parliament,  alike  regardless  of  the  principles  on  which 
State  Churches  have  hitherto  been  maintained,  and  of  the  claims, 
sentiments,  and  interests  of  the  Churches  of  the  majority,  which, 
"^  without  any  cost  or  trouble  to  the  State,  supply  spontaneously, 

from  their  own  resources,  the  means  of  Christian  instruction  and 
worship  to  all  who  desire  or  will  accept  them.  In  the  words  of  the 
Duke  of  Argyll, — its  ablest  and  most  strenuous  supporter — in  the 
House  of  Lords,  "  this  Bill  has  •  not  been  recommended  to  the 
House  as  a  means  of  reunion  with  other  churches.  It  has  been 
prepared  for  the  benefit  of  the  people  of  the  Established  Church, 
with  which  alone  it  deals."  In  the  words  of  the  Premier  in  the 
House  of  Commons,  **  those  who  were  within  had  everything  to  do 
with  it,  and  those  who  were  without  had  nothing."  And  that  such 
legislation  loudly  calls  for  protest  by  this  Church  against  its  civil 
injustice  and  arrogant  bearing  to  all  the  free  Churches  in  Scotland, 
and  for  the  vindication  of  Christian  rights,  and  the  religious  liberty 
which  it  ignores  or  denies. 

IV.  That  this  Church  has  ever  contended  for  the  independence 
of  the  Church  of  Christ  in  her  legislation  and  government,  and  has, 
under  her  Divine  and  sole  Head,  as  a  non-established  Church,  enjoyed 
immunity  from  State  controlandregulation.  That  this  Church,  follow- 
ing in  the  steps  of  her  founders,  whose  whole  actings,  and  not  a  few 
of  whose  utterances,  tended  to  strike  at  the  principles  of  State 
connection  in  this  land,  has  been  led  by  the  deeper  study  of  God's 
word  on  this  subject,  and  by  the  lessons  of  experience,  wholly  to 
deny  the  right  and  duty  of  the  Civil  Magistrate,  acting  as  ever  for 
the  glory  of  God,  to  set  up  or  maintain  a  civil  establishment  of 
religion ;  and  has,  without  making  uniformity  of  opinion  on  this 
subject  a  term    of   commimion,  repeatedly   emitted    testimonies 
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against  such  iustitutions  as  contrary  to  civil  justice  and  religious  !>««•  1M874. 

liberty,  and  to  the  great  scriptural  principle,  that  Jesus  Christ,  as  the  First  Sederunt. 

sole  King  and  Head  of  His  Church,  has  enjoined  upon  His  people 

to  provide  for  maintaining  and  extending  it  by  free-will  oflFerings  : 

that  this  being  the  ordinance  of  Christ,  it  excludes  State  aid  for 

these  purposes,  and  that  adherence  to  it  is  the  tme  safe-guard  of 

the  Church's  independence.     And  through  the  constraint  of  these 

convictions  of  Christian  truth  and  duty  as  to  civil  establishments  of 

religion,  this  Synod  has  once  and  again  petitioned  the  Legislature 

for  their  abolition.      But  the  Church  of  Scotland,  in  procuring  the 

Patronage  Act  for  the   defence  of  the  Establishment,  and  in*  its 

Commission  virtually  appealing  to  this  Church  to  be  reunited  with 

her,  without  any  distinct  reference  to  this  radical  diversity  of  view 

and  action,  can  only  contemplate  the  continued  existence  of  the 

system  which  this  Church  has  so  earnestly  condemned  and  refused 

to  participate  in ;  and,  therefore,  it  is  the  duty  of  this  Synod  once 

more  emphatically  to  declare,  that,  while  ever  ready  seriously  to 

consider  proposals  for  Union  with  other  Churches  on  a  scriptural 

basis,  and  to  unite  with  every  branch  of  the  Church  of  Christ  in  all 

Christian  work  and  service,  this  Church  must  continue  to  testify 

and  labour  in  all  suitable  ways  for  the  Disestablishment  and  Dis- 

endowment  of  the  Established  Churches  of  this  land,  and  to  look 

and  pray  for  reunion  only  in  connection  with  this  issue. 

The  Synod  recommend  that  the  foregoing  Resolutions  be  resd  Resointions  to 
by  the  Ministers  of  this  Church  from  their  Pulpits  severally.  PnlSL**  '^°°* 

At  this  stage  of  the  proceedings,  notice  of  an  additional  motion  voteRnpnt 
having  been  given  by  Dr  Edmond,  it  was  moved  and  seconded,  A<Uoara™ent 
that  the  Synod  adjourn  till  seven  o'clock  to-night.      It  was  also 
moved  and  seconded,  that  the  Synod  do  not  now  adjourn.    A  vote 
being  taken,  the  first  motion  was  preferred,  and  the  Synod  accord- 
ingly resolved  to  adjom-n  till  seven  o'clock  this  evening. 

The  foregoing  Minutes  of  the  present  sederimt  were  read  and 
approved,  and  the  Moderator  was  empowered  to  subscribe  the  same. 
Concluded  with  prayer.

The  Synod  met  and  was  constituted  by  the  Moderator. 
According  to  notice  of  motion  given  at  the  forenoon  sederunt 
it  was  moved  and  seconded,  that  the  Synod,  cherishing  the 
views  expressed  in  the  Resolutions  adopted  at  the  forenoon 
sederunt,  and  by  agreeing  to  issue  these  Resolutions  declaring  them 
anew,  further  exhorts  Ministers  and  Members  of  the  Church 
under  their  charge,  while  holding  fast  the  doctrine,  discipline,  polity 
and  worship  received  from  their  fathers,  and  embodied  in  the 
standards,  to  re-assert,  on  all  proper  occasions,  and  promote  by  all 
legitimate  means,  the  acceptance  of  the  great  truth,  always  held  by 
our  Church,  that  God  alone  is  Lord  of  the  conscience;  and  His 
Son  the  sole  Head,  Ruler,  and  Lawgiver  of  the  Church. 

After  discussion,  the  mover  and  seconder  of  the  motion  re-, 
quested  leave  to  withdraw  it,  inasmuch  as  it  had  served  the  pur- 
pose for  which  it  was  introduced,  having  elicited  expressions  of 
opinion  in  entire  harmony  with  its  spirit,  and  as  it  had  been 
virtually  anticipated  by  a  recommendation,  contained  in  the  Resolu- 
tions of  the  earlier  sederunt. 

The  Synod  granted  the  leave  asked,  and  the  motion  was  with- 
drawn accordingly.

REPORT  OF  THE  SYNOD'S  COMMITTEE  ON  THE  DIS- 
ESTABLISHMENT AND  DISENDOWMENT  OF  THE 
CHURCHES  OF  ENGLAND  AND  SCOTLAND. 

The  interval  which  has  elapsed  since  the  meeting  of  the  Synod  in 
May  has  been  eventful  in  the  history  of  the  Disestablishment 
question.  Recent  legislation  in  regard  to  Patronage  and  Ritualism 
has  stimulated  its  advance,  and  probably  at  no  former  period  has 
it  made  equal  progress  in  so  brief  a  space. 

The  Committee  have  been  chiefly  occupied  with  the  special  work 
growing  out  of  the  Patronage  question.  It  will  be  remembered 
that  on  the  evening  of  the  18tli  May,  immediately  preceding  the 
closing  sederunt  of  Synod,  the  Patronage  Bill  was  introduced 
into  the  House  of  Lords  by  the  Duke  of  Richmond.  No  copy  of  the 
text  of  the  Bill  being  accessible,  the  Synod  was  laid  under  the 
necessity  of  considering  its  provisions  on  the  following  day,  as  these 
were  described  in  the  newspaper  reports  of  the  speech  of  his  Grace. 
Copies  of  the  Bill  were  subsequently  forwarded  to  the  Committee 
by  the  courtesy  of  the  Lord-Advocate.  But  the  Synod  had  been 
careful  in  its  various  representations  to  Government  and  Parliament, 
and  in  its  resolutions,  to  cover  the  whole  ground  of  objection  to  any 
partial  and  one-sided  measure  designed  simply  to  modify  or  repeal 
certain  Patronage  Acts,  while  continuing  the  system  of  the  civil 
establishment  of  religion ;  and  to  urge  Disestablishment  as  the  only 
legislative  policy  competent  to  Parliament,  or  capable  of  removing 
existing  evils.  This  clear  position  the  Committee  have  carefully 
maintained.  In  accordance  with  the  Synod's  instructions  they  pre- 
pared and  issued,  without  loss  of  time,  a  Statement  of  the  grounds 
of  its  opposition  to  the  proposed  legislation.*  This  Statement  they 
circulated  widely  throughout  the  Church,  and  forwarded  to  all 
members  of  Parliament,  by  many  of  whom  it  was  known  to  have 
been  perused  with  care,  and  by  several  quoted  from  in   their

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addresses  to  the  House.  They  also  circulated  copies  of  the  Reports 
of  Committee  presQuted  to  the  Synod  in  May,  embodying  the 
resolutions  on  the  Patronage  question  which  had  been  approved ; 
and  during  the  progress  of  the  Bill  in  Parliament  they  issued 
circulars  on  two  occasions  to  the  ministers  and  to  other  members  of 
the  Chm-ch,  acquainting  them  with  the  state  of  the  measure,  and 
suggesting  means  by  which  they  could  aid  in  resisting  it.  They 
tender  their  thanks  to  the  numerous  brethren  all  over  the 
Church  who  so  cordially  co-operated  with  their  efforts  by  action  in 
their  localities  and  correspondence  with  their  members  of  Parlia- 
ment, and  to  the  Presbyteries  who  passed  important  resolutions 
exposing  the  true  character  of  the  legislation  in  progress. 

Immediately  after  the  rising  of  Synod,  the  Committee  had  under 
consideration  the  necessity,  contemplated  in  the  Synod's  deliverance, 
of  sending  a  deputation  to  London,  to  lay,  personally,  before  the 
members  of  Parliament  and  the  Government  the  views  of  the 
Church,  when  they  resolved  that  the  Rev.  Dr  Thomson,  Moderator  of 
Synod,  the  Rev.  Dr  Edmond,  and  the  Rev.  George  C.  Hutton,  the 
Convener,  should  be  appointed  to  wait  on  the  Duke  of  Richmond 
and  other  members  of  the  Government,  prior  to  the  second  reading 
of  the  Bill  in  the  Lords ;  and  that  an  addition  to  the  deputation 
be  afterwards  made  as  the  Bill  approached  its  crisis  in  the  Commons. 
The  Moderator  being  unavoidably  prevented  from  fulfilling  his 
appointment,  the  Rev.  Henry  Renton  was  requested,  and  obligingly 
undertook,  on  short  notice,  to  supply  his  place.  The  Rev.  Dr  Cairns 
and  Mr  James  Morton,  who  had  been  requested  to  act  on  the  deputa- 
tion, found  themselves  unable  to  arrange  to  join  the  brethren,  and.the 
work  ultimately  devolved  on  Mr  Renton,  Dr  Edmond,  Mr  Hutton, 
ministers,  and  Mr  George  Pearson,  elder,  who  were  enabled  to 
associate  with  them  during  the  last  few  days,  Mr  J.  Dick  Peddie, 
then  proceeding  homeward  from  Spain,  who  kindly  delayed,  at  their 
instance,  his  return.  Their  experience  may  best  be  given  in  their 
own  words : — 

"  The  occurrence  of  the  Whitsuntide  recess  limited  the  op- 
portunity of  action  prior  to  the  second  reading  in  the  Lords,  but 
the  Duke  of  Richmond  courteously  fixed  an  interview  with  your 
deputation  on  the  2nd  of  June,  at  the  Privy  Council  Office,  where, 
in  the  presence  of  the  Lord  Advocate,  his  Grace  entered  frankly  oii 
the  subject  of  the  Bill,  avowing  his  wish  to  promote  the  interest  of 
the  Established  Church  by  passing  the  measure,  and  placing  th^iii 
on  their  defence.  Mr  ^utton,  Mr  Renton,  and  Dr  Edmond  8U0ce9- 
sively  touched  on  the  points  raised  in  the  Statement  issued  by  the 
Committee,  as  well  as  iu  the  observations  of  his  Grace.  They  sought 
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to  explain  that,  while  United  Presbyterians  desired  no  legislative 
favour,  and  feared,  as  a  Church,  no  legislation  that  might  be 
accomplished,  they  did  not  the  less  regard  the  attempt  to  legislate 
^vithout  consideration  of  the  feelings  of  the  Scottish  people  outside 
the  pale  of  the  Kirk,  and  for  the  purpose  of  continuing  the  Estab- 
lishment in  spite  of  the  protest  of  large  bodies  of  those  who  de- 
manded Disestablishment,  as  a  flagrant  injustice  and  affront  to  deep 
convictions,  which,  at  this  period,  it  was  not  to  be  expected  a  wise 
Government  would  offer.  They  pointed  out  that  tl^e  Synod  they 
represented  believed  that  the  interests  of  religion  in  Scotland  would 
be  promoted  by  Disestablishment,  and  could  not  be  advanced  by 
such  a  Bill,  which  was  founded  on  no  principle  of  Scripture  or  of 
common  equity,  and  fell  short  of  the  right  of  free  election,  which  it  was 
erroneously  presumed  to  confer — ^that,  had  it  been  a  true  Abolition 
Bill,  it  would  have  simply  repealed  the  old  Acts  establishing  or  regu- 
lating Patronage ;  but  that,  while  repealing  two  of  these,  it  strictly  re- 
gulated the  future  appointments  of  ministers,  transferred  the  old  right 
of  patrons  to  appoint  to  benefices  to  a  new  body,  sectarian  in  its 
constitution  and  objects,  and  who  were  at  once  beneficiaries  of  the 
State  and  dispensers  of  its  Patronage;  that  only  a  Bill  really 
abolishing  Patronage  and  withdrawing  the  Endowments  could 
possess  the  element  of  a  just  or  final  settlement. 

"  The  Bill  was  read  in  the  House  of  Lords  without  a  division — 
various  amendments  having  been  withdrawn — after  a  debate  in  which 
it  was  criticised  by  the  majority  of  speakers,  chiefly  on  account  of 
its  sectarian  and  confiscating  provisions ;  and  a  note  of  warning 
was  sounded  by  the  late  Earl  of  Dalhousie,  in  the  last  words 
uttered  by  him  from  his  place,  that  Government  had  stirred  a  larger 
question  than  that  of  Patronage  in  the  Kirk,  the  whole  question  of 
its  future  relation  to  the  State.  The  chief  feature  of  the  debate 
was  an  eloquent,  but  in  many  points  vulnerable,  speech  of  the  Duke 
of  Argyll,  who  appeared  to  be  heard  as  the  organ  of  Presbyterianism 
by  a  House  legislating  on  a  subject  with  which  it  had  imperfect  ac- 
quaintance and  sympathy.  In  the  course  of  his  speech,  the  noble 
Duke  made  a  statement  regarding  the  United  Presbyterian  Church. 
that  it  had  not  opposed  the  Bill,  or,  as  it  appeared  in  the  revised 
report  of  the  speech,  "  on  its  merits."  Feeling  that  the  statement 
M»8  fitted,  though  not  designed,  to  mislead  those  unacquainted  with 
the  facts,  the  deputation  wrote  a  letter  in  correction  of  it  to  the 
leading  London  newspapers,  and  which  appeared  on  the  4th  June 
iu  the  Times^  Standard^  and  Daily  News,  It  is  as  follows  : — 
To  THE  EDrrOR  of  the  Times. 
St^,— In  y<mr  report  of  the  Duke  of  Argyll's  speech  on  the  Church  Patronage 
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(Scotland)  BiU,  in  the  House  of  Lords,  last  night,  His  Grace  is  said  to  haye  made 
the  following  statement : — 

*  Neither  the  Free  Church  nor  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  have  ventured 
to  oppose  the  Bill,  because  they  know  it  is  in  general  unison  with  the  whole  feelings 
of  the  people  of  Scotland,  and  that  it  is  precisely  the  solution  of  the  difficulty  as 
regards  the  election  of  the  ministers  which  they  have  themselves  adopted.* 

As  this  statement  is  fitted  to  convey  an  erroneous  impression  regarding  the 
facts,  so  far  as  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  is  concerned,  I  have  to  request,  on 
the  part  of  the  deputation  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Synod^s  Committee,  now  in 
London  watching  this  Bill,  that  you  will  obligingly  give  insertion  to  the  following 
extract  from  the  official  document  of  the  Committee  herewith  transmitted,  dated 
the  27th  of  May,  1874. 

*The  Synod  has  but  last  week  transmitted  to  Parliament  petitions  and  a 
memorial  to  Government,  makiog  special  reference  to  the  present  attempts  at 
anti-patronage  legislation,  and  urging  its  objection  to  all  legislation  on  the  question 
of  patronage,  except  as  part  of  a  final  measure  for  the  disestablishment  and  dis- 
endowment  of  the  Church  of  Scotland ;  and  calling  on  Government  and  Parliament 
to  take  the  proper  steps  to  terminate  not  only  the  evils  of  patronage,  but  all  the 
other  evils  of  a  system  proved  in  Scotland,  as  well  as  elsewhere,  to  bo  injurious  to 
the  peace  and  best  interests  of  the  nation,  by  a  suitable  measure  for  the  disestablish- 
ment and  disendowment  of  the  Established  Church.* 

From  the  above  it  will  be  seen  that  the  United  Presbyterian  Synod  has  formally 
represented  both  to  Government  and  Parliament,  its  objections  to  all  such  one-sided 
legislation  as  the  BUI  proposes ;  and  I  may  add  that,  besides  taking  the  above  action, 
it  has  instructed  its  Committee  to  use  all  competent  means  to  oppose  the  Bill. 

Such  being  the  facts,  the  further  allegations  of  His  Grace  fall  to  the  ground. 
We  do  not '  know '  nor  admit  that  the  Bill  ^  is  in  general  unison  with  the  whole  feel- 
ings of  the  people  of  Scotland.*  Neither  do  we  admit  that  there  is  any  analogy  between 
the  system  proposed  in  the  Bill  for  the  election  of  ministers  and  that  which  we  *  have 
ourselves  adopted.*  The  United  Presbyterian  Church  asks  no  authority  or  liberty 
from  Parliament  to  elect  its  own  ministers,  or  to  perform  any  of  its  functions  as  a 
Christian  Church.

"  The  Bill  went  into' Committee  in  the  Lords  on  the  9th  June,  and 
passed  with  the  addition  suggested  hj  the  Dnke  of  Argyll,  and 
accepted  by  the  Government,  of  the  word  '  congregation '  after 
communicants.  Various  forcible  criticisms  were  made  in  the  course 
of  discussion.  Earl  Grey  denounced  what  he  described  as  the 
'  sacramental  test.'  The  Duke  of  Argyll  exerted  his  best  efforts  in 
a  second  speech  in  defence  of  the  measure,  and  referred  to  the 
opinions  of  'some  United  Presbyterian  friends'  he  had  just  seen,  in 
^  mfmner  whiph  induced  the  deputation,  on  fipcliDg  th^  passage  re* 
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tained  in  a  revised  reprint  of  the  Duke's  speeches  circulated  among 
members  of  the  House  of  Commons,  and  quoted  in  tlie  debates,  to 
address  a  second  letter  to  the  Times,  which  had  now  veered  round 
to  support  the  Bill.  The  letter,  which  was  not  inserted,  is  to  be 
found  in  the  Appendix  to  the  Report.* 

"  Between  the  date  of  their  arrival  and  the  second  reading  of  the 
Bill  in  the  Commons,  one  or  more  of  the  members  of  the  deputation 
communicated  with,  or  waited  upon  by  appointment,  as  large  a  num- 
ber of  Members  of  Parliament,  chiefly  Liberal?,  as  the  time  allowed, 
including  the  Duke  of  Argyll,  the  Duke  of  Buccleuch,  and  other 
peers,  all  the  Scotch  Liberals,  and  the  principal  members  of  the  late 
Cabinet  in  the  House  of  Commons.  Mr  Gladstone,  who  came  late 
to  town,  honoured  them  with  an  interview,  and  from  none  did 
they  receive  a  more  appreciative  hearing,  or  elicit  a  more  emphatic 
condemnation  of  the  Bill.  The  Premier  alone  was  unable  to  receive 
them,  and  the  terms  of  declinature  may  be  of  interest : —

Rev.  Sir, — ^Mr  Disraeli  deaires  me  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  letter  of 
the  drd  inst.,  and  to  convey  to  you  his  thanks  for  sending  in  print  a  statement  of  the 
views  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Synod's  Committee  regarding  Church  Patronage 
in  Gotland. 

Mr  Disraeli  will  give  that  statement  his  attention,  but  he  regrets  that  it  is  not  in 
his  power  to  have  the  honour  of  receiving  a  deputation  on  the  subject,  as  he  does 
not  consider  it  to  be  for  the  public  advantage  to  see  deputations  on  measures  already 
before  Parliament.

"  The  reason  stated  above  seems  to  render  a  British  Minister  in- 
accessible on  all  questions  of  moment.  If  not  •  before  Parliament,' 
these  questions  can  only  be  laid  before  him  by  parties  in  the  secret 
of  contemplated  legislation ;  and  if  before  Parliament,  the  rule  is 
applied  which  excludes  all  others. 

"With  the  leading  opponents  of  the  Bill  in  the  House  they  had 
frequent  communication,  and  they  had  the  satisfaction  of  being 
able  to  co-operate  independently  with  friends  from  Scotland  en- 
gaged in  watching  the  measure. 

"  In  the  Commons  early  notice  was  given  by  Mr  Baxter,  the 
member  for  the  Montrose  burghs,  of  an  amendment  on  the  second 
reading,  for  delay  and  further  inquiry.      By  a  question,  Mr  Baxter

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elicited  from  the  Lord-Advocate  that  Government  did  not  intend 
to  wait  the  returns  of  communicants.  By  a  similar  question,  Mr 
McLaren  ascertained  that  the  returns  in  preparation  failed  to 
distinguish  the  members  of  *  fall  age.'  The  second  reading  was 
moved  on  the  6th  July,  and  a  protracted  debate  ensued  on  Mr 
Baxter's  amendment.  Mr  Gladstone,  whose  re-appearance  excited 
great  interest,  made  a  powerful  speech,  severely  criticising  the 
measure  and  the  policy  of  the  Government  as  unjust  and  con- 
temptuous to  the  non-established  bodies,  objectionable  in  its 
dealing  with  the  rights  of  property,  and  provoking  a  war  of 
Disestablishment.  The  debate  was  adjourned  after  an  attempt  by 
Mr  Disraeli  to  conclude  the  discussion,  and  renewed  on  July  the 
13th,  when  the  Bill  passed  the  second  reading  at  a  late  hour,  the 
vote  standing :  Ayes,  307 ;  Noes,  109 ;  majority  for  the  Bill,  198. 
The  deputation  returned  to  Scotland  on  the  following  day.  The 
Bill  entered  Committee,  July  24th,  and  passed  Committee,  July  31st. 
It  was  recommitted  and  read  a  third  time,  August  3rd,  and  received 
the  Eoyal  assent,  7th  August,  1874.* 

"  Analysing  the  vote,  it  is  found  that  of  110  Liberals  who  voted,  a 
large  majority  voted  against  the  Bill,  including  Mr  Gladstone,  and 
with  such  exceptions  as  Mr  Lowe  and  Mr  Forster  (who  was 
absent),  most  of  the  leading  members  of  the  ex-Cabinet — 66  voting 
with  the  Noes,  and  44  with  the  Ayes.  Of  the  60  Scotch  members 
of  the  House,  56  voted,  including  tellers ;  4  were  absent.  Of  these, 
17  Tories  and  15  Liberals  voted  for  the  Bill,  and  24,  all  Liberals, 
against  it,  showing  a  large  majority  of  Scotch  Liberals,  and  not  a 
single  Scotch  Conservative  against  it.  Of  English  Tory  members,  the 
veteran  Mr  Henley  alone,  it  is  believed,  voted  against  the  Bill. 
From  this  analysis  it  appears  probable  that,  had  the  decision  rested 
with  the  Liberal  members,  the  Bill  would  have  been  lost.  Of  the 
votes  of  their  members  in  this  matter,  constituencies  will,  no  doubt, 
take  accoimt.  The  amendment  of  Mr  Baxter,  while  not  meeting 
the  Bill  with  a  direct  negative,  compelled  those  who  refased  it  to 
vote  a  direct  aflSrmative ;  and  if  it  was  possible  for  any  to  vote  for 
delay  with  a  secret  favour  for  the  measure,  it  was  impossible  for 
any  one  to  oppose  the  amendment,  without  approving  the  Bill. 

"  The  deputation  regarded  the  various  debates  as  of  great  import- 
ance, securing  such  a  discussion  of  the  questions  involved  as  had 
not  occurred  for  a  generation.  It  was  to  be  regretted  that  valuable 
speeches,  like  that  of  Mr  M'Laren,  which  completely  exposed  the 
historical  pretence  that,  prior  to  the  Act  of  Queen  Anne,  popular 
election   had  been  established    in  Scotland,   should    have    been

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delivered  in  so  thin  a  House.    Dr  Cameron,  Mr  Edward  Jenkins,  Mr 
Barclay,  and  Mr  Ramsay  showed  in  their  addresses  a  knowledge  of 
the  subject,  and  a  sympathy  with  the  non-established  churches,  which 
contrasted  strongly  with  the  tone  of  many  who  spoke  in  favour  of  the 
Bill.      Dr  Playfair,  Colonel  Mure,  Mr  Campbell-Bannerman,  and  Mr 
Laing,  lent  able  advocacy,  in  their  several  ways,  to  the  amendment ; 
and  Mr  Horsman,  though  inconsistently  voting  for  the  Bill,  made  a 
damaging  speech  against  its  provisions.    To  Mr  Baxter,  who  led 
the  opposition,  Mr  Kinnaird  and  others,  who  from  the  first  aided 
them,  and  to  all  who  at  later  stages  cordially  assisted  their  efforts,  they 
feel  much  indebted ;  and  they  desire  to  express  special  obligations  to 
the  Executive  of  the  Liberation  Society  for  their  invaluable  co-opera- 
tion. The  deputation  were  strongly  impressed  with  the  uneasiness  on 
ecclesiastical  questions  pervading  the  present  House  of  Commons, 
and  the  transition  character  of  the  period  at  which  we  have  arrived. 
The  passing-  of  the  Patronage  Bill  they  could  regard  with  no  sur- 
prise when  it  became  apparent  that  the  Government,  still  in  the 
first  flush  of  power,  had  resolved  to  gratify  its  party  in  Scotland, 
and  to  make  an  effort  to  bolster  the  Established  Church.    Thanks 
to  the  lengthened  preparations  and  skill  of  its  promoters,  Govern- 
ment  were  kept  firm  by  the  belief  in  its  strategic  value ;  while  to  the 
uninitiated,  the  rush  of  manufectured  petitions,  the  advocacy  of 
the  Duke  of  Argyll,  the  apparent  passivity  of  many  opponents,  the 
unwise  action  of  some  municipal  bodies  in  Scotland,  gave  the 
necessary  colour  to  the  reiterated  assertion  of  its  harmony  with 
the  wishes  of  the  Scottish  people.    The  Liberals,  disorganised  and 
practically    without    leadership,    were    divided.      Many    English 
members  unhappily,  as  a  rule,  impatient  of  Scotch  questions,  and, 
unacquainted  with  them,  had  no  party  motive  to  rally ;  although 
a  notable  majority  of  all  who  voted  recorded  their  vote  with  the 
Noes.    The  arrival  of  Mr  Gladstone  at  the  last  hour,  and  his 
remarkable  speech,  decided  the  course  of  several  waverers,  but  it 
was  ineffectual  to  resist  the  Government  phalanx  who  came  down- 
in  force  to  shout  and  vote,  rejoicing  in  an  opportimity  of  mortifying 
the  ex-Minister,  and  defeating  the   dangerous  union  of  Scottish 
Voluntaries,  Free  Churchmen,  and  English  Nonconformists,  which 
threatened  Disestablishment.    That  so  considerable  a  number  was 
found  in  a  new  Parliament,  elected  to  the  cries  of  the  time,  to 
detect  the  true  character  of  the  Bill,  and  with  courage  to  vote 
agaiDst  it,  is  matter  of  congratulation.    The  influence  employed  to 
secure  the  votes  of  Scotch  members  for  the  Bill  was  unceasing  and 
formidable.    It  was  no  secret  that  various-  members  sought  to 
escape  embarrassment  with  their  constituents  by  attempting  to  pre- 
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vent  a  division.  In  influential  quarters  of  the  Liberal  camp,  with 
some,  unwilling  to  appear  in  defeat,  the  wish  found  sympathy. 
There  were,  however,  those  who  had  resolved  that  in  any  event  they 
would  divide  the  House.  By  this  means  only  could  the  state  of 
opinion  be  definitely  ascertained,  and  constituencies  enabled  to  test 
their  members.  Your  deputation  did  not  hesitate  when  consulted 
firmly  to  resist  the  proposal  to  evade  the  division.  Their  experience 
left  them  with  a  deepened  impression  of  the  essential  evils  of  the 
State  Church  system,  and  of  the  hideous  incongruity  of  making  the 
National  Parliament  an  ecclesiastical  Legislature ;  and  they  could 
not  fail  to  discover  that  even  amid  the  exclusiveness,  intolerance* 
and  misdirected  zeal  which  the  system  had  engendered,  something 
of  this  was  widely  felt,  and  that  all  parties  were  preparing  for 
coming  change.  The  views  they  were  privileged  to  lay  before  so 
many  of  our  legislators  regarding  the  Patronage  Bill,  they  were 
gratified  to  find  received  with  a  daily  growing  acceptance ;  and  it 
was  very  generally  admitted,  even  by  those  who  differed  from  them, 
that  the  principles  on  which  United  Presbyterians  proceeded  in  their 
demand  for  Disestablishment  were  intelligible,  consistent,-  and  fair, 
and  must,  sooner  or  later,  determine  the  course  of  legislation." 

The  lull  following  the  passing  of  the  Act  has  been  broken  by  the  ap- 
proach of  the  season  of  political  activity,  and  by  the  recent  meetings  of 
the  Commissions  of  the  General  Assemblies.  Much  importance  was 
attached  by  many  to  the  manner  in  which  the  Act  might  be  dealt  with 
by  these  bodies — that  of  the  Free  Church  being  supposed  likely  to  adopt 
some  decided  course  of  action  in  view  of  its  beariug  on  their  position, 
and  that  of  the  Kirk  being  charged  by  the  Statute  with  the  duty  of 
making  interim  regulations  for  the  working  out  of  the  new  law.  The 
position  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  being  definite,  admitted  of 
no  dubiety.  The  deliverances  of  the  Commissions  have  realized  general 
anticipation,  that  of  the  Free  Church  being  strongly  marked  by  advance, 
and  the  regulation^  adopted  by  the  Commission  of  the  Kirk  bearing  the 
traces  of  mistrust  of  the  new  arrangement. 

The  Act,  as  passed,  differs  only  in  a  few  details  from  the  original  Bill.* 
The  amendments,  proposed  by  Mr  M^Lagan  and  Sur  W.  Stirling-Maxwell, 
pointing  to  union  with  other  Churches,  were  at  once  rejected.  Out  of  more 
than  forty  proposed  amendments,  only  two  or  three  of  any  significance 
were  adopted,  the  most  important  being  that  suggested  by  the  Duke  of 
Argyll,  which  led  to  the  substitution  of  *^  congregation"  for  "  communi- 
cants," which,  as  interpreted,  is  designed  to  include  '*  adherents."  The 
vesting  paragraph  in  Clause  3,  and  that  designed  to  provide  for  the  finality 
of  the  decisions  of  Church  Courts  in  the  matter  of  the  appointment  of 
ministers  are  made  declaratory  in  their  form  to  indicate  that  such  had  been

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the  original  rights  of  the  Kirk.  This  was  properly  denounced  by  vari- 
ous speakers  in  Parliament  as  historically  false,  and  its  effect  is  likely  to 
be  nugatory,  so  far  as  removing  the  possibility  of  the  conflict  of  juris- 
dictions is  concerned.  The  inevitable  fetter  by  which  Established 
Churches  are  bound  remains  in  the  simple  fact  of  their  statutory  exist- 
ence, creating  as  it  does  a  specific  State  supremacy  which  differs  both  in 
design  and  form  from  the  common  sovereignty  of  law,  by  which  all 
bodies  and  individuals  are  overshadowed  in  the  interests  of  justice. 
Viewing  the  Act  in  the  light  of  the  Regulations,*  the  distrust  of  a  free 
popular  initiative  is  apparent,  and  not  less  the  desire  to  attract  influence 
and  numbers  from  without  wliile  coijferring  the  minimum  of  privilege. 
The  roll  of  the  "  congregation"  is  made  up  by  the  Kirk  Session,  includ- 
ing the  roll  of  **  communicants,"  who  may  or  may  not  be  parishioners, 
and  the  roll  of  '*  adherents"  "  being  such  parishioners  of  full  age  as  have 
shown  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Kirk  Session  that  they  desire  to  be  con- 
sidered as  connected  with  the  congregation,  as  would  be  admitted  to  the 
Communion  if  they  applied,  and  who  have  claimed  to  be  enrolled  as 
members  of  the  congregation" — a  remarkable  description,  elastic  enough 
to  embrace  very  varying  qualifications  as  to  creed  and  moral  fitness. 
These  united  rolls  constitute  the  congregation  or  electoral  body,  to  which 
belongs  for  six  months  the  right  of  appointing  a  minister  to  a  vacant 
benefice,  excepting  in  vacant  parishes  containing  less  than  twenty-five 
communicants,  which  are  doomed  to  remain  vacant  till  July  or  Septem- 
ber, 1875.  At  a  meeting  of  the  "  congregation"  duly  called,  it  is  or- 
dained that  a  Committee  shall  be  appointed,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  ap- 
point a  second  Committee,  or  Committee  of  nomination  proper.  To  this 
inner  circle  belong  the  exclusive  right  of  ^'nominating" — and  another 
right  described  as  **  mentioning"  the  names  of  candidates.  The  right 
enjoyed  by  the  humblest  member  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church 
of  freely  nominating  a  candidate  for  election  is  carefully  withheld  by 
the  authorities  of  the  Kirk  from  the  rank  and  file  of  the  congregation. 
As  originally  drawn,  the  Bill  provided  that,  in  small  parishes  with  less 
than  twenty-five  communicants,  election  might  proceed.  This  part  of 
the  Bill  drew  forth  strong  animadversions  in  Parliament,  Mr  Gladstone 
comparing  these  Highland  districts  to  those  of  Munster  and  Connaught  in 
the  history  of  the  Irish  Church.  The  Kegulations  now  provide  for 
delay,  and  the  fate  of  these  parishes  awaits  the  will  of  the  General  As- 
sembly, and  it  is  well  understood  that  here,  if  anywhere,  the  experiment 
is  to  be  made  of  attempting  to  draw  the  ministers  of  the  Free  Church 
into  the  Kirk  vacancies;  and  these  are  reserved,  as  the  little  mess  of  pot- 
tage by  which  the  susceptible  may  be  tried. 

Reviewing  the  circumstances  and  events  of   recent  months,  the

Committee  regard  these  as  full  of  promise  for  the  cause  of  Disestablish- 
ment, and  opportune  for  energetic  action  on  the  part  of  its  friends. 
They  are  satisfied  that  owing  to  the  position  early  adopted  by  the 
Synod  on  the  Patronage  question,  and  the  action  of  its  Committee  on 
Disestablishment  during  the  past  two  years,  much  has  been  done  to 
awaken  the  country  to  a  proper  estimate  of  the  character  of  the 
Patronage  Bill,  now  passed  into  law,  and  of  the  policy  of  Disestablish- 
ment. They  cannot  doubt  that  they  have  been  recently  much  indebted 
to  the  faithful  laboura  of  the  deputation,  for  assisting  to  shape  and  in- 
fluence opinion  and  action  among  the  Liberal  Scotch  Members,  and  to 
secure  needful  co-operation,  and  in  laying  the  views  of  the  Church 
before  so  many  persons  of  influence.  The  passing  into  law  of  the 
Patronage  Bill,  while  in  itself  an  undesirable  triumph  of  wrong 
principles  in  legislation  has  been  productive  of  important  discussions 
and  movements,  both  in  and  out  of  Parliament,  and  is  already  showing 
itself  more  calculated  to  embarrass  its  friends,  than  to  conciliate  others. 
Politicians  and  Churchmen  of  the  old  school  dislike  its  transfer  of  the 
civil  rights  of  patrons  to  unknown  constituencies,  chosen  in  the  close 
councils  of  Kirk  Sessions.  The  sentiment  of  justice  and  religious  con- 
viction is  wounded  by  the  contempt  of  the  position  of  the  non-established 
bodies  displayed  in  its  features  and  advocacy,  and  by  the  "coarse 
secularism  "  with  which  matters,  professedly  affecting  spiritual  relations, 
are  determined  by  its  provisions.  Nothing  in  the  Act  as  passed  or  as 
shaped  by  the  Kegulations  of  the  Commission  can  alter  the  verdict 
pronounced  against  its  earlier  form  by  the  non-established  Churches, 
whether  on  their  separate  or  on  their  common  grounds.  It  recognises  no 
spiritual  right  of  the  Christian  people,  or  independent  function  of  con- 
science in  Church  Courts.  It  breaks  no  rivet  of  State  control,  but  only- 
eases  a  little  the  old  chain,  while  Parliament  remains  the  sole  fountain 
of  jurisdiction  and  liberty  to  the  Church  and  its  members.  It  plainly 
contributes  nothing  to  the  reconstruction  of  Presbyterianism,  among 
tliose  who  know  and  value  their  principles,  except  as  it  may  hasten  the 
dissolution  of  the  Union  of  the  Church  and  the  State,  which  appears, 
in  this  latest  phase  of  the  Kirk,  more  offensively  sectarian  and 
unjust,  and  not  less  Erastian  than  before.  With  whatever  pure 
intention  promoted  by  any,  the  legislative  change  was  effected 
with  a  total  disregard  of  public  opinion  and  even  of  decent 
ceremony.  Unmentioned  in  the  speech  from  the  throne, 
initiated  hurriedly  in  the  House  of  Lords,  supported  by  artificial 
party  petitions  and  preposterous  statistics,  opposed  by  all  who  had 
the  best  right  to  be  heard,  and  thrust  on  the  country  by  the  sheer 
voting  power  of  Government,  it  lacks  every  character  of  mature 
or  final  legislation.    The  drift  of  public  thought  towards  Disestab- 
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lishment  is  striking,  and  the  alternate  assaults  and  pacific  overtures 
of  its  opponents,  indicate  at  once  the  consciousness  of  approaching 
danger,  and  the  agitation  of  minds  which  seek  to  avert  it. 

The  Free  Church,  justly  regarding  the  Act  as  a  renewed  setting 
of  the  seal  of  the  Legislature  on  the  denial  by  Parliament  of  the 
claim  of  1842,  and  realising  the  responsibilities  of  her  free  position, 
has  confirmed  her  attitude  of  May  last,  and  distinctly  faced  round 
to  Disestablishment.  The  United  Presbyterian  Church,  which  on 
purely  historical  grounds  might  fairly  claim  no  secondary  considera- 
tion in  this  matter,  content  to  rank  among  the  Churches  of  Scot- 
land, and  to  have  its  members  reckoned  as  simple  citizens,  has  only 
to  renew  and  emphasize  the  protest,  which,  on  the  broadest  grounds 
of  Christian  right,  it  was  the  first  to  raise  in  Scotland,  and  by  every 
constitutional  method  to  press  on  the  Government  and  Parliament 
against  the  measure  now  become  law.  The  documents  of  the 
Synod  and  its  Committee  entrusted  with  the  duty  of  representing 
its  position  bear  unvaryingly  "that  the  legislation  immediately 
demanded  and  which  alone  can  meet  the  circumstances  of  the  case 
is  Disestablishment  and  Disendowment." 

The  moment  is  propitious  for  United  Presbyterians  and  all 
voluntaries  to  exert  the  influence  belonging  to  their  position  and 
principles,  which  in  their  aspect  of  common  equity  are  so  intelligible 
to  the  general  mind,  as  well  as  congenial  to  the  highest  demands 
of  religious  conviction.  The  enforced  support  of  Churches  and  the 
regulation  of  the  Ecclesiastical  and  religious  affairs  of  the  people 
by  Parliament  is  a  system  that  must  end. 

Where  public  attention  can  be  drawn  to  the  claims  of  the  move- 
ment, suitable  literature  circulated,  and  local  organisations  among 
all  firiends  formed,  it  is  important  that  this  be  hastened.  Already 
the  supporters  of  State  Churches  are  closing  their  ranks,  and  indulg- 
ing in  representations  of  the  objects  and  tendencies  of  Disestablish- 
ment which  prove  that  they  have  forgot  nothing  and  learned  no- 
thing in  these  discussions.  It  is  a  sign  of  the  times  that  the  olive 
branch  mingles  with  the  emblems  of  war.  A  proposal,  which  there 
is  no  reason  to  believe  ironical,  for  \mion  with  the  other  Presbyterian 
Churches  has  been  foreshadowed  in  the  Established  Church  Com- 
mission. Without  anticipating  the  judicial  answer  of  the  Churches, 
should  such  proposal  be  formally  made,  it  is  obvious  to  remark 
that  the  sole  condition  attached  to  it  by  its  authors — the  condition 
of  returning  to  the  Establishment — ^must  alone  render  it  hopeless, 
BO  long  as  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  has  not  recanted  its 
testimony,  or  nullified  its  past  contendings.  Nothing  can  more 
strongly  illustrate  the   injurious  effects  of  the  system  of  State 
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Church  exclusiveness  than  the  inability  of  Bomauy  trained  to  its  habits 
of  thought  to  conceive  the  point  of  view  of  conscientious  dissent, 
or  a  state  of  mind  insensible  to  the  attractions  of  the  Establishment. 
When  they  so  strongly  affirm  that  Patronage  and  nothing  but 
Patronage  had  hitherto  stood  in  the  way  of  Presbyterian  Union,  and 
that  the  recent  Act  has  now  cleared  it  out  of  the  way,  it  may  seem 
hard  that  other  Churches  should  not  accept  their  judgment.  But 
these  Churches  unavoidably  believe  that  they  best  know  their  own 
minds,  and  at  the  risk  of  seeming  ungrateful  to  those  who  have 
toiled  to  procure  for  them  an  opportunity  of  returning  to  the  State 
fold,  United  Presbyterians  at  least,  will  doubtless  reply  that  they 
can  only  decline  proposals  which  steadily  ignore  their  avowed  and 
characteristic  principles  as  a  Church. 

The  Committee  are  fully  alive  to  the  importance  of  co-operation 
with  all  seeking  Disestablishment,  when  this  is  attainable  without 
compromise  of  principle  or  action.  It  may  probably  be  found  that 
for  some  time  it  will  be  most  convenient  and  effective  for  those 
opposed  to  all  State  Churches  to  maintain  local  associations  for 
mutual  counsel  and  work  on  their  own  methods,  while  co-operating 
as  they  may  judge  expedient,  with  individuals  or  societies  working 
towards  the  same  result,  a  course  which  will  tend  to  the  healthful 
and  independent  intercourse  of  all  parties,  and  to  a  final  movement 
in  force.  Looking  at  agencies  in  the  field,  the  labours  of  the 
Liberation  Society  continue  to  be  invaluable,  and  their  extension 
among  us  is  to  be  hailed.  The  Disestablishment  Association  is 
already  telling  in  its  sphere  on  the  progress  of  the  movement.  The 
question  of  the  ultimate  disposal  of  the  fruits  of  Disendowment  has 
been  brought  in  recent  publications  into  some  prominence  as  a 
distinctive  point  of  advocacy.  To  make  co-operation  for  Disestab- 
lishment conditional  on  any  particular  application  of  the  liberated 
national  property  would  be  unsafe  and  divisive,  and  it  is  not  called 
for  by  any  demand  of  principle.  The  true  contention  would  seem 
to  be  the  general  one,  that  the  property  liberated  shall  be  applied 
in  future  to  uses  strictly  national  and  common. 

The  position  of  this  Church,  in  view  of  recent  legislation,  as  the 
oldest  custodier  of  the  great  principles  which  have  been  violated  and 
travestied  in  the  proceedings  of  the  Kirk  and  of  Parliament,  is  a  re- 
sponsible one.  It  is  more  than  evernecessary  that  it  continue  to  exhibit 
the  proper  view  of  the  distinctive  functions  of  the  Church  and  the 
State,  of  the  rights  of  the  Christian  membership  in  the  election  of 
their  spiritual  guides,  and  the  corresponding  obligations  to  provide 
for  their  support ;  and  spiritual  independence  in  its  true  sense  as 
founded  in  the  rights  of  conscience.    The  Patronage  Act  has  been 
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held  up  as  a  concession  of  Christian  liberty  and  a  restoration  of 
ancient  privileges,  while  it  is  but  an  artificial  imitation  of  the  order  of 
Christ's  house.  It  is  not  the  fruit  of  Church  life,  but  the  offspring 
of  public  policy ;  not  the  gift  of  the  Head  of  the  Church,  but  the 
counterfeit  boon  of  Ccesar.  To  rejoice  in  this,  except  as  a  sign  of 
the  times,  or  an  event  which  may  be  oveiTuled  for  the  growth 
of  habits  of  liberty  in  the  Kirk,  would  be  worse  than  foolish. 
Each  new  occasion  on  which  Parliament  is  allowed  unchecked  to 
legislate  ecclesiastically,  or  the  State  Church  to  make  good  its  pre- 
tentions without  resistance,  usurpation  is  emboldened.  The  State 
and  the  State  Church  have  freshly  reasserted  and  exercised  their 
unrighteous  powers,  and  monopoly  has  grasped  new  privileges. 
They  have  directly  challenged  the  non-established  Churches  to  shew 
cause  why  they  exist.  It  is  an  experiment  on  the  patience  and 
principle  of  all  dissent.  The  appearance  of  acquiescence  by  silence 
or  inaction  would  be  more  hurtful  than  it  could  have  been  at  any 
former  period.  If  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  could  become 
passive  while  a  system  it  believes  unscriptural,  unjust,  and  in- 
jurious to  the  peace  of  society  and  the  union  of  Christians,  was 
lengthening  its  cords  and  strengthening  its  stakes,  at  the  time  that 
the  Papal  and  Erastian  forces  simultaneously  exhibit  kindred 
arrogance  on  the  wider  field  of  European  life,  it  would  be  wanting  to 
its  whole  testimony,  and  would  rightly  cease  to  guide  opinion.  We 
cannot  doubt  that  this  Church,  by  Divine  help,  will  be  faithful  to 
the  occasion.  We  devoutly  recognise  the  stirrings  of  religious  life 
abroad  in  the  Churches,  and  the  call  upon  ourselves  to  look  to  our 
ways  and  motives,  to  our  fidelity  to  the  truth  and  discipline  of 
Christ's  house,  and  while  avowing  and  advocatmg  sound  principles, 
to  aim  at  a  higher  style  of  practical  attainment.  We  heartily 
wish  Godspeed  to  the  labours  of  the  Kirk  in  the  common  cause. 
But  when  most  strengthened  by  charity  and  self-knowledge,  we 
will  feel  that  to  spare  the  system  of  civil  establishments  of  religion 
is  not  to  spare  religion,  but  only  to  spare  the  inventions  of  men, 
the  crutches,  and  swathings,  by  which  its  native  energies  have  been 
superseded  and  cramped.  Its  own  properties  and  institutions  are 
indestructible,  and  Disestablishment,  which  sounds  to  fearful  ears  as 
the  loosening  of  its  pillars,  is  only  the  removal  of  those  things  that 
may  be  shaken,  that  those  things  which  cannot  be  shaken  may 
remain.  We  owe  it  to  every  principle  of  justice  to  demand  Dis- 
establishment. It  is  due  to  our  people,  who  are  prosecuting  their 
religious  enterprises  at  their  own  charges,  to  protest  against  a 
system  which  imposes  on  them  the  burden  of  its  support,  and  meets 
them  at  every  point  with  the  competition  of  State  paid  agencies  ; 
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and  it  is  due  to  our  self-respect  and  the  claims  of  Christian  neigh- 
bourhood to  resist  legislation  which  increases  the  power  and  prestige 
of  the  State  Church,  and  deliberately  puts  out  of  court  the  popula- 
tion beyond  its  pale.  We  owe  it  to  the  cause  of  civil  and  religious 
liberty  to  seek  the  termination  of  this  Parliamentary  proselytising. 
We  owe  it  to  the  state  of  our  public  relations  to  repeat,  with  no 
uncertain  sound  among  the  voices  of  the  hour  which  perplex  opinion, 
that  we  at  least  stand  in  the  old  paths  of  Christian  dissent  from  all 
civil  establishments  of  religion,  and  can  accept  no  terms  of  com- 
promise either  from  the  Kirk  or  Parliament — ^that  the  Disestablish- 
ment and  Disendowment  of  the  State  Church  is  the  indispensable 
condition  of  any  possible  union,  or  reconstruction  of  Presbyterian- 
ism  that  shall  embrace  the  Church  whose  founders,  Erskine  and 
Gillespie,  suffered  and  testified  foremost,  for  popular  rights,  and  that 
aught  else  is  the  dream  of  politicians  and  ecclesiastics  unacquainted 
with  the  working  of  principles  and  the  Inspiration  of  free  Church  life. 

The  Committee,  having  these  views,  considered  whether  they 
should  issue  a  series  of  resolutions  suitable  to  the  circumstances 
that  had  arisen,  or  give  effect  to  the  powers  entrusted  to  them  by 
the  Synod,  to  request  the  Moderator  to  call  a  pro  re  nata  meeting 
of  Synod,  to  receive  their  Report.  They  were  naturally  reluctant 
to  assume  the  responsibility  of  a  btep  involving  considerable 
inconvenience  to  the  members  at  this  season.  On  the  other 
hand,  they  reflected  that  the  public  mind  was  at  this  time 
strongly  drawn  to  the  questions  raised  by  the  recent  Act,  that  a  direct 
utterance  of  the  Synod  would  secure  wide  attention,  and  prove 
of  the  highest  value.  Particularly,  they  believed  that  the  Synod, 
by  its  instruction,  had  intended  to  mark  its  sense  of  the  magnitude 
of  the  issues  raised  by  the  Patronage  question,  and  its  desire  to 
have  an  opportunity  of  early  deliberation  in  the  event  of  im- 
portant contingencies.  While  legislation  was  in  progress,  the 
expression  of  the  mind  of  the  Church  by  the  Synod  itself, 
through  its  Committee,  and  many  Presbyteries  and  Congre- 
gations, appeared  sufficient  to  serve  the  purpose  of  informing 
those  engaged  in  it,  willing  to  receive  evidence,  what  were  the 
Church's  views.  But  now  that  the  Act  is  passed  in  the  face 
of  our  protests  and  just  demand  for  Disestablishment,  and  that 
the  public  mind  is  stirring  on  the  question,  and  other  Presbyterian 
bodies  have  given  fresh  utterance  by  their  Commissions  to  the  voice 
of  their  Churches,  it  seemed  to  them  that  the  circumstances  had 
arisen  in  which  the  Synod  might  expect  to  have  the  opportunity 
of  meeting  pro  re  nata^  for  which  its  minute  provides. 

Conciurent  with  these  considerations  were  the  representations  of 
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bretliren  in  various  parts  of  the  country,  to  the  effect  that  such  a 
meeting  of  Synod  was  desired.  The  Committee,  therefore,  unani- 
mously addressed  the  Moderator,  in  the  proper  form,  who  has 
cordially  complied  with  the  requisition. 

"  Our  fathers,  where  are  they  ?"  Since  the  close  of  last  Synod 
the  Committee,  in  common  with  the  whole  Church,  has  sustained  no 
ordinary  loss  in  the  sudden  and  unexpected  removal  by  death  of 
their  honoured  and  lamented  father,  Dr  William  Johnstone,  whose 
deep  and  constant  interest  in  the  cause  of  Disestablishment,  as  in 
every  question  affecting  the  welfare  of  the  Church  of  Christ,  was 
fully  proved  during  a  ministry  of  half  a  century.  One  of  the 
standard  bearers  of  Scottish  Voluntaryism,  his  clear  and  judicial 
intellect,  ripe  information  and  experience,  and  singular  resources  as 
a  speaker,  combined  with  his  weight  of  character  and  theological 
attainments  to  make  his  services  invaluable  to  the  Church.  It  is  to 
the  Committee  an  affecting  coincidence  that  his  last  act  in  the 
Synod,  performed,  as  it  now  appears,  while  labouring  under  the  first 
access  of  the  illness  which  cut  him  off,  was  moving  the  adoption  of 
the  Keport  on  Disestablishment,  which  he  did  in  a  speech  of 
characteristic  and  telling  point,  that,  will  be  long  remembered. 
May  it  bo  their  privilege  who  succeed  to  his  labours,  while  they 
cherish  his  memory,  to  have  much  of  his  zeal  and  public  spirit,  and 
of  his  faith  in  the  triumph  of  great  principles. 

In  conclusion,  the  following  are  suggestions  respectfully  recom- 
mended to  the  attention  of  the  Synod : — 1.  To  re-appoint  the  Com- 
mittee to  watch  over  the  question  of  Disestablishment,  and  to  use 
all  suitable  means  for  its  advancement.  2.  To  authorise  them  to 
carry  out  their  plan  of  further  publication,  and  to  receive  and  apply 
contributions  towards  promoting  the  circulation,  and  defraying  the 
expense  of  their  issues,  as  agreed  last  year.  3.  To  recommend  that 
each  Presbytery  appoint  a  Committee  of  its  nimiber  on  Disestablish- 
ment, with  a  Convener,  who  should  correspond  with  the  Convener 
of  the  Synod's  Committee  regarding  local  means  for  advanc- 
ing the  cause.  4,  To  recommend  to  mini&ters  in  their  pulpit 
instructions  to  call  special  attention  to  the  subject  of  the  spiritu- 
ality and  independence  of  the  Church,  and  the  law  of  Christ 
for  its  maintenance  and  extension,  and  the  manner  in  which  these 
are  violated  by  the  system  of  civil  establishments  of  religion.  5.  To 
remit  to  the  Conmiittee  to  prepare  a  Pastoral  Address  to  be  sub- 
mitted among  the  printed  papers  for  approval  to  next  Synod  on 
the  duty  of  the  Church  in  reference  to  the  question  of  Disestablish- 
ment.  -6.  That  the  Report  and  deliverance  of  Synod  be  printed  and 
circulated  under  the  direction  of  the  Committee,  and  with  relative 
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documents  printed  in  the  Appendix  to  Synod  Minutes.  7.  In 
particular  J  the  Committee  recommend  tfie  Synod  to  issue  a  series  of  resolu" 
tions  on  the  position  and  duty  of  this  Churchy  as  affected  by  the  recent 
Patronage  Act,

STATEMENT  by  the  UNITED  PRESBYTERIAN  SYNOD'S  COMMITTEE 
ON  DISESTABLISHMENT   regarding  the   '» CHURCH  PATRONAGE 
(SCOTLAND)  BILL." 

By  instruction  of  Synod,  the  Committee  submit  a  statement  regarding'the  ^*  Church 
Patronage  (Scotland)  BilL" 

The  Synod  has  steadily  upheld  a  Disestablishment  policy,  as  that  alone  which  can 
meet,  and  meet  at  once,  the  circumstances  of  our  country ;  and  it  has  but  last  week 
transmitted  to  Parliament  petitions,  and  a  memorial  to  Government,  making  special 
reference  to  the  present  attempts  at  Anti-Patronage  legislation,  and  urging  its  objec- 
tion to  all  legislation  on  the  question  of  Patronage,  except  as  part  of  a  fjial  measure 
for  the  Disestablishment  and  Disendowment  of  the  Church  of  Scotland ;  and  calling 
on  Goyemmcnt  and  Parliament  **  to  take  the  proper  steps  to  terminate  not  only  the 
evils  of  Patronage,  but  aU  the  other  evils  of  a  system,  proved  in  Scotland  as  well  as 
elsewhere  to  be  injurious  to  the  peace  and  best  interests  of  the  nation,  by  a  suitable 
measure  for  the  Disestablishment  and  Disendowment  of  the  Established  Church.** 
With  the  exception  of  the  resistance  to  Patronage  mode  by  the  Secession  and  Relief 
fathers,  and  by  Reformed  Presbyterians,  as  well  as  in  recent  times  under  the  qualified 
form  of  a  demand  for  a  popular  veto,  the  yoke  of  Patronage  has  been,  as  a  rule, 
quietly  and  meekly  borne  by  the  members  of  the  Church  of  Scotland  up  to  the 
present  time.  The  present  agitation,  if  it  can  be  so  called,  is  not  that  of  the  people, 
but  of  a  majority  of  the  Assembly ;  and  only  in  a  few  instances  can  it  be  said  to  have 
even  ruffled  the  surface  of  local  discussion  duriug  the  late  election  contest. 

The  Synod  being  opposed  in  principle  to  Civil  Establishments  of  religion,  con- 
demns all  legislation  designed,  as  this  Bill  is,  to  '*  extend  and  perpetuate  **  the  system, 
or  to  popularize  its  operation.  The  Bill  is  directly  antagonistic  to  the  position.which 
the  Synod  firmly  holds,  that  the  legislation  immediately  demanded,  and  which  alone 
can  meet  the  circumstances  of  the  case,  is  Disestablishment  and  Disendowment.  The 
Bill  assumes  it  to  be  the  business  of  Parliament  to  legislate  for  and  uphold  a  national 
Church,  and  it  provides  by  express  enactment  for  the  appointment  of  ministers.  The 
principle  of  Disestablishment,  on  the  contrary,  is  that  it  does  not  belong  to  the  pro- 
vince of  the  Legislature  to  maintain  any  Ecclesiastical  Establishment,  or  to  regulate 
the  ecclesiastical  and  religious  affairs  of  »the  people.  It  is  impossible  to  reconcile  a 
Bill  which  aims  at  the  continuance  of  the  State  Church,  under  whatever  conditions, 
with  a  measure  which  seeks  its  immediate  termination ;  and  we  must  elect  either  to 
withdraw  or  postpone  the  demand  for  Disestablishment,  or  oppose  the  Bill,  whidi  is 
not,  as  some  imagine,  an  instalment  of  Disestablishment,  but  a  substitute  for  it,  and 
a  diversion  from  the  unwelcome  aim. 

The  Bill  is  not  even  a  true  Anti-Patronage  measure.  Such  a  measure  would  have 
simply  repealed  the  Statutes  on  which  the  existing  rights  of  Patrons  are  founded, 
leaving  the  Church  to  the  exercise  of  its  own  freedom.  Care  has  been  taken  that 
the  Bill  shall  have  no  such  effect.  It  haa  been  framed  to  secure,  first  of  all,  the  com- 
pulsory sale  or  surrender  within  six  months  of  the  right  of  presentation  possessed  by 
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prirate  Patrons,  and  its  transfer  to  a  portion  of  the  commonicants  in  vacant  churches 
or  parishes, — all  females,  and  all  males  under  their  majority,  being  excluded, — along 
with  the  parishioners  as  such  from  the  patronal  body.  To  this  new  body  of  male 
communicants  it  grants  a  temporary  and  fettered  right  of  election  when  a  vacancy 
arises ;  a  right  which  expires  if  not  exercised  within  six  months,  and  which  is  affected 
in  its  exercise  by  the  interposition  of  a  committee  of  selection  and  nomination.  When 
from  any  cause  no  appointment  of  a  minister  is  made  by  the  communicants  within 
the  statutory  period,  the  right  of  appointment  lapses  for  that  time,  and  accrues  to 
the  Presbytery  of  the  bounds,  who  thus  become  the  final  Patrons.*  Distrusting 
justly  the  willingness  of  congregations  and  of  Parliament  to  supply  the  funds 
necessary  to  compensate  the  disinherited  Patrons,  it  is  proWded  that  the  fortunate 
or  unfortunate  incumbent  chosen  by  the  new  electors  shall  in  each  case  bear  the  cost 
for  the  parish,  the  heritors  reserving  for  four  successive  years  one-fourth  of  his  annual 
dues  to  complete  the  compensation  money  of  one  yearns  stipend  to  tlie  Patron. 

This  is  the  BiU  which  it  is  hoped  may  avert  Disestablishment  and  conciliate  some 
Presbyterians.  There  is  nothing  in  it  for  which  those  should  spare  it  who  know  the 
more  excellent  way.  Even  were  it  a  true  Anti-Patronage  measure,  it  would  be 
unjust  that  Patronage  should  be  dealt  with  and  not  Endowment  at  the  same  time. 
The  strongest  reasons  hold  why  both  Patronage  and  Endowment,  as  parts  of  one 
system,  should  at  once  be  abolished. 

The  present  are  neither  the  days  nor  the  circumstances  of  the  founders  of  the  Se- 
cession and  Relief.  United  Presbyterians  occupy  an  independent  position  and  defined 
sphere  of  Christian  power  and  usefulness  beyond  the  pale  of  the  Kirk,  and  have  long 
since  learned  as  a  Ohiux^h  that  the  true  guarantee  of  ecclesiastical  honour  and  liberty 
is  self-government  and  self-support,  and  entire  severance  from  State  connection. 

llicre  is  no  parallel  between  the  position  of  the  honoured  men,  Erskine,  Gillespie, 
and  others,  who  140  years  since  contended  within  the  courts  of  the  State  Church  with 
a  tyrannical  majority  for  the  liberties  of  the  people,  at  a  time  when  free  or  self- 
supporting  and  self-governing  Churches  unconnected  with  the  State  were  unknown, 
and  of  those  who  to-day  seek  the  alteration  of  the  law  of  Patronage  by  an  appeal  to 
the  Legislature.  What  these  do  they  do  with  safety.  No  one  threatens  their  posi- 
tion. A  large  body  of  friendly  Patrons  already  concedes  all  they  desire.  Nothing 
hinders  them  from  dealing  with  others  by  private  arrangement.  If  they  wish  to 
foUow  the  example  of  the  Seceders  and  Free  Church,  the  state  of  society  is  most 
favourable  to  their  exodus.  There  is  no  hardship  incident  to  Patronage  which  they 
cannot  themselves  remedy,  without  legislation,  by  self-help.  They  need  no  Bill  like 
the  present  to  rid  them  of  the  grievance  of  Patronage.  If  that  is  all  they  seek,  a  Dis- 
establishment measure  will  equally,  and  better,  set  them  free  to  choose  their  own  mini- 
sters, at  the  same  lime  that  it  will  relieve  other  Churches  and  citizens  of  the  injustice 
and  grievance  of  which  they  complain  in  the  system  of  Establishment  and  Endowment. 

*  The  Bill  as  amended  by  the  Peers  extends  the  right  of  election  to  all  persons 
of  '^  full  age  "  on  the  communion  roll,  and  to  such  other  adherents  of  the  Church  as 
the  Kirk  Session,  under  the  rules  of  the  Assembly,  may  determine  to  be  *'  members 
of  the  congregation  for  the  purposes  of  this  Act."  It  also  provides,  that  where 
**  communicants "  and  **  members "  together  do  not  amount  to  twenty-five,  the 
Patronage  shall  be  exercised  by  the  Presbytery  of  the  bounds.  These  amendments 
leave  the  Bill,  in  its  essential  features,  unchanged.  Still  excluding  from  the  franchise 
many  communicants,  both  male  and  female,  they  admit  to  its  exercise  adherents  who 
have  only  a  secular  qualification ;  and  they  leave  the  electoral  body,  which  derives 
all  its  powers  from  Parliament,  as  strictly  sectarian  in  its  constitution  and  objects  as 
before.  But  nmther  these  nor  any  other  amendments  of  detail  can  remove  the 
fundamental  objections  to  all  such  legislation. 
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When,  therefore,  in  these  circumstances  a  Bill  like  this  is  contended  for,  the 
struggle  is  plainly  not  for  emancipation  from  Patronage,  but  for  the  continuance  of 
the  Establishment  and  Endowment, — a  sufficient  reason  why  the  effort  to  make  it 
law  should  be  resolutely  opposed. 

If  it  is  a  struggle  of  principle  on  the  part  of  the  supporters  of  the  State  Church, 
it  is  all  the  more  urgent  that  it  should  be  known  to  be  a  struggle  of  principle  on  the 
part  of  those  who  seek  Disestablishmen't,  not  only  as  a  great  measure  of  justice,  but 
as  a  measure  demanded  by  the  highest  interests  of  religion  and  society,  and  that 
compromise  and  hesitation  should  be  finally  abandoned. 

To  allow  of  the  legislation  proposed  by  this  Bill  is  to  allow  of  what  is  vicious  in 
principle,— that  Parliament  should  continue  to  regulate  the  ecclesiastical  and  religious 
affairs  of  the  people,  and  to  enforce  the  support  of  Churches.  It  is  to  allow  of  a  new 
condition  of  Establishment,  avowedly  designed  to  strengthen  the  Kirk,  and  inflicting 
increased  injustice  on  those  who  must  maintain  at  their  own  cost  their  own  eccle- 
siastical arrangements,  surrounded  by  its  hostile  influences,  and  sharing  the  burden 
of  its  support.  It  is  to  give  the  national  property,  in  the  form  of  the  value  of  Crown 
and  Burgh  Patronages  and  otherwise,  to  a  section  of  the  community — making  a  fresh 
endowment  It  is  to  confirm  the  legal  obligations  of  burghs  to  the  Kiik — ^many  of 
them  already  financially  crippled  by  the  ecclesiastical  charges— while  it  strips  them 
of  the  legal  powers  and  rights  which  alone  enable  them  in  some  degree  to  protect 
themselves.  It  is  to  treat  with  contempt  the  historical  claims  of  those  who  have 
opposed  Patronage,  to  render  null  the  rights  of  the  public  generally,  and  to  legislate 
as  if  the  Parliamentary  position  of  the  Kirk  were  a  matter  of  private  concern  to  its 
members  and  friends.  It  is  to  open  a  door  to  attempts  to  relax  or  throw  off  the 
legitimate  control  of  the  State  over  its  beneficiaries,  to  set  up  a  system  of  rights  with- 
out duties,  of  patronage  without  responsibility,  and  to  combine  ecclesiastical  inde- 
pendence with  State  endowment,— a  result  which  would  be  favourable  neither  to 
religion  nor  liberty.  It  is,  it  may  be  added,  to  maintain  a  system  which  has  done 
mor^  than  all  others  put  together  to  create  and  widen  social  and  religious  differences, 
and  prevent  not  only  the  incorporation  of  Presbyterians,  but  the  co-operation 
demanded  by  the  cause  of  common  Christianity. 

Whatever  might  have  been  the  value  of  such  legislation  in  former  generations,  it 
is  now  too  late  to  satisfy  or  recall  the  multitudes  who  on  various  grounds  have  finally 
rejected  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Kirk.  Disestablishment,  and  not  any  scheme  of  so* 
csdled  Church  reform,  alone  can  touch  the  root  of  the  eviL  It  is  significant  that  the 
Bill  is  neither  based  nor  advocated  on  any  ground  of  principle,  natural  or  revealed, 
and  is  almost  a  naked  bid  for  ecclesiastical  and  political  influence, — a  feature  which 
must  be  repugnant  to  the  best  members  of  the  Established  Church  itself,  and  a 
policy  to  which  no  enlightened  friend  of  progress  will  lend  himself. 

It  may,  in  conclusion^  be  remarked,  that  in  opposing  such  a  Bill,  and  asking  in  its 
stead  an  immediate  and  comprehensive  measure  of  Disestablishment,  we  do  not,  as 
some  wrongly  imagme,  oppose  the  obtaining  by  our  friends  of  the  Kirk  of  any 
spiritual  rights.  We  only  refuse  them  a  certain  legal  status  and  privilege,  to  which, 
in  justice,  they  have  no  claim,  and  which  they  cannot  obtain  without  wrong  to  others ; 
and  we  propose  by  Disestablishment  to  set  them  free  to  exercise  the  rights  and 
liberties  which  belong  to  the  Christian  people  under  Christ's  own  law.

To  THE  Editor  of  the  Times. 

Sir, — The  Duke  of  Argyll  has  published  the  speeches  delivered  by  him  in  his 
place  in  the  House  of  Lords  on  the  *'  Church  Patronage  (Scotland)  Bill."  In  this 
publication  His  Grace  reiterates,  and  speakers  in  the  House  of  Conunons  last  night 
quote  and  echo  on  his  authority  the  statements  made  by  him  regarding  the  position 
and  action  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  in  reference  to  the  above  Bill,  and 
which  were  corrected  by  the  United  Presbyterian  deputation  in  your  columns  and  in 
those  of  other  journals  on  the  4th  of  June.  Instead  of  quoting  the  documents  in  his 
hands,  His  Grace  attempts  to  dispose  of  the  unwelcome  criticism  by  printing  a  letter 
written  by  him  to  a  respected  minister,  in  which  he  indulges  in  general  discussion. 
The  fact  which  the  Duke  and  his  supporters  have  obscured,  if  not  denied,  is,  that  the 
Synod  did  all  that  was  possible  to  oppose  the  Bill,  as  that  was  foreshadowed  during 
their  sittings  by  a  Petition  for  Disestablishment,  and  against  any  proposals  to  deal 
with  the  question  of  Patronage,  otherwise  than  as  part  of  a  final  measure  for  the 
Disestablishment  and  Disendowment  of  the  Established  Church.  The  Synod  also 
instructed  its  Committee  to  use  all  competent  means  to  oppose  the  Bill— the  exact 
text  of  which,  from  no  fault  of  the  Synod,  was  not  accessible  in  Scotland  when  its 
sesaons  terminated  on  the  morning  of  19th  May. 

In  addition  to  these  steps  the  Synod  adopted  the  unusually  rare  course  of  authoris- 
ing the  Moderator  to  call,  if  necessary,  a  |?ro  re  nata  meeting,  that  is,  a  special  meeting 
of  Synod  during  the  recess,f  or  the  purpose  of  adopting  any  measures  which  circumstances 
might  render  requisite  to  give  effect  to  its  opposition.  If  we  add  that  the  decision 
of  the  Synod  was  absolutely  unanimous,  the  mind  of  the  Church,  as  expressed  in  its 
Supreme  Court,  cannot  remain  doubtful  to  any  who  are  open  to  information.  The 
Duke,  by  the  addition  of  words  not  given  in  the  original  reports  of  his  speech,  but 
which,  no  doubt,  express  what  he  may  have  intended,  qualifies  his  allegations  regarding 
the  United  Presbyterian  Synod,  which  it  is  now  permissible  to  infer  did  oppose 
the  Bill,  but  not  **  on  its  merits."  To  ordinary  readers  it  will  occur  that  this  assumes 
the  question  at  issue.  The  "merits"  of  the  Bill  are  probably  very  differently  con- 
ceived by  the  Duke  of  Argyll  and  by  the  Synod.  In  the  estimate  of  the  Synod,  its 
merits  do  not  lie  in  the  single  provision  for  the  transfer  of  Patronage,  which  is  itself 
at  a  wide  remove  from  unfettered  popular  election.  The  "  merits  "  extend  to  its 
whole  scope  and  design  as  a  piece  of  State  Church  legislation,  to  which  they  object 
on  principle,  at  the  same  time  urging  a  policy  which  would  at  once  terminate  the 
alleged  grievance  of  Patronage,  and  the  acknowledged  grievances  which  are  inflicted 
on  Dissenters  by  the  continuance  of  the  Establishment  In  last  night's  debate  on 
the  second  reading  of  the  Bill,  a  member  quoted  from  the  revised  reprint  of  the 
Duke  of  Argyll's  speech  in  the  House  of  Lords,  on  June  9th,  the  following  passage : — 

"  I  saw  some  United  Presbyterian  friends  of  mine  the  other  day,  and  said  to  them. 
*  How  on  earth  can  you  oppose  this  Bill  ?  It  proposes  a  mode  of  selecting  ministers 
which  you  yourselves  have  adopted,  and  not  only  that,  but  which  you  declare  to  be  a 
matter  of  divine  right.  How,  then,  can  you  refuse  it  to  your  fellow  Christians  in  the 
Established  Church  ? '  Their  answer  was,  *  It  is  a  divine  right  provided  the  church 
18  disestablished,  but  it  is  not  a  divine  right  if  it  is  established.' " 

Who  the  persons  might  be  who  gave  this  answer,  we  could  not  conjecture.  But 
as  we  had  the  honour  of  an  interview  with  His  Grace  on  June  5th,  at  which  he  had 
put  to  ua  a  similar  question,  we  thought  that  if  the  sentiments  of  United  Presbyterians 
were  worthy  of  His  Grace's  notice  on  such  an  occasion,  he  was  in  possession  of  three 
sources  of  information  from  which  these  could  have  been  authoritatively  ascertained, 
viz. : — the  documents  which  had  been  transmitted  to  him  in  common  with  all  the 
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members  of  Parliament,  and  which  proved  that  the  Synod  had  both  by  resolution  and 
petition  opposed  the  Bill ;  the  letter  which  the  deputation  of  the  Synod's  Committee 
had  published  in  your  columns  on  the  4th  June,  correcting  the  repeated  statements 
in  the  reported  speech  of  His  Grace  on  the  2nd  June,  that  the  United  Presbyterians 
had  not  petitioned  against  the  Bill  nor  ventured  to  oppose  it ;  and  the  answer  given 
by  the  deputation  to  His  Grace's  question  at  their  interview,  which  was  in  exact  ac- 
cordance with  the  language  of  the  documents  and  letter,  and  with  the  language  held 
with  every  other  Peer  and  Commoner  who  had  conversed  with  them  on  that  point. 
That  answer,  in  substance,  was,  that  the  right  of  a  free  Christian  congregation  to 
elect  its  own  minister  was  held  by  us  to  be  a  New  Testatment  privilege,  which  the 
Bill  neither  gave  nor  could  give,  and  that  the  only  right  with  which  the  Bill  dealt  was 
a  civil  right,  a  right  which  it  did  not  propose  to  abolish  but  merely  to  transfer  from 
one  set  of  holders  to  another,  who  are  to  be  invested  ynth  it  on  the  ground  of  a 
religious  qualification  to  be  determined  by  an  ecclesiastical  body.

A  n  Act  to  alter  and  amend  the  laws  relating  to  the  Appointment  of  Minis-- 
ters  to  Parishes  in  Scotland. — 7fh  Augtbst,  187^. 

Whereas  aa  Act  wap  passed  in  the  tenth  year  of  the  reign  of 
Her  Majesty  Queen  Anne,  chapter  twelve,  intituled  "An  Act  to 
"  restore  the  Patrons  to  their  Ancient  Rights  of  Presenting  Min- 
"  isters  to  the  Churches  vacant  in  that  part  of  Great  Britain  called 
"  Scotland,"  and  another  Act  was  passed  in  the  sixth  and  seventh 
years  of  the  reign  of  Her  Majesty  Queen  Victoria,  chapter  sixty-one 
intituled  an  "  Act  to  remove  Doubts  respecting  the  Admission  of 
"  Ministers  to  Benefices  in  that  part  of  the  United  Kingdom  called 
"  Scotland,"  and  it  is  expedient  to  repeal  the  same,  and  to  provide 
otherwise  for  the  appointment  of  ministers  of  the  Church  of  Scotland 
as  by  law  established  : 

And  whereas  Her  Majesty  has  been  graciously  pleased  to  signify 
that  she  has  placed  at  the  disposal  of  Parliament  her  interest  in  the 
several  rights  of  advocation,  donation,  and  patronage  of  churches 
and  parishes  in  Scotland  belonging  to  her : 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Queen's  most  excellent  Majesty,  by  and 
with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Lords  Sp'iritual  and  Temporal, 
and  Commons,  in  this  present  Parliament  assembled,  and  by  the 
authority  of  the  same,  as  follows  : 
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1.  This  Act  shall  apply  to  Scotland  only.  a.d^874. 

2.  Except  in  so  far  as  otherwise  expressly  provided,  this  Act  shall  ^^'®°*  ^^'*^^** 
come  into  operation  on  the  first  day  of  January  one  thousand  eight  ^"t^^ofTct 
hundred  and  seventy-five,  which  date  is  hereinafter  referred  to  as 

the  commencement  of  this  Act. 

3.  From  and  after  the  commencement  of  this  Act,  the  said  Acts  Repeal  of  Acts 
of  the  tenth  year  of  the  reign  of  Her  Majesty  Queen  Anne,  chapter  ande^ani  7 
twelve,  and  the  sixth  and  seventh  years  of  the  roign  of  Her  present  ^*^''»  ^  ®^- 
Majesty,  chapter  sixty-one,  shall  be  repealed,  and  the  right  of  elect- 
ing and  appointing  ministers  to  vacant  churches  and  parishes  in 
Scotland  is  hereby  declared  to  be  vested  in  the  congregations  of 

such  vacant  churches  and  parishes  respectively,  subject  to  such 
regulations  in  regard  to  the  mode  of  naming  and  proposing  such  Appointment

ministers  by  means  of  a  committee  chosen  by  the  congregation,  and  in  future. 
of  conducting  the  election,  and  of  making  the  appointment  bj-  the 
congregation  as  may  firom  time  to  time  be  framed  by  the  General 
Assembly  of  the  Church  of  Scotland,  or  which  after  the  passing  of 
this  Act,  but  before  the  next  meeting  of  the  said  General  Assembly, 
may  be  fi-amed  by  the  commission  of  the  last  General  Assembly, 
duly  convened  for  the  purpose  of  making  interim  regulations  there- 
anent :  Provided  always,  that,  with  respect  to  the  admission  and 
settlement  of  ministers  appointed  in  terms  of  this  Act,  nothing 
herein  contained  shall  affect  or  prejudice  the  right  of  the  said 
Church,  in  the  exercise  of  its  undoubted  powers,  to  try  the  qualifica- 
tions of  persons  appointed  to  vacant  parishes ;  and  the  comis  of 
the  said  Church  are  hereby  declared  to  have  the  right  to  decide 
finally  and  conclusively  upon  the  appointment,   admission,  and 
settlement  in  any  church  and  parish  of  any  person  as  minister 
thereof.    The  ministers  appointed,  admitted,  and  settled  in  terms 
of  this  Act  are  hereby  declared  to  have  in  all  respects  the  same 
rights,  privileges,  and  duties  which  now  belong  to  or  are  incumbent 
on  the  ministers  of  the  said  Church. 

4.  In  all  cases  in  which  the  patronage  of  a  parish  is  held  either  Compensation 
solely  or  jointly  by  a  private  patron,  or  any  guardian  or  trustee  on  Pft&ons.^ 
his  behalf  it  shall  be  lawful  for  him,  or  for  such  guardian  or  trustee, 
at  any  time  within  six  months  after  the  passing  of  this  Act,  to 
present  a  petition  to  the  sheriff  of  the  county  (and  when  the  parish 
is  partly  in  two  or  more  counties,  the  petition  may  be  presented  to 
the  sheriff  of  any  one  of  such  counties),  praying  him  to  determine 
the  compensation  to  be  paid  to  such  patron  in  respect  of  the  opera- 
tion of  this  Act;  but  it  shall  not  be  incumbent  on  any  such 
patron,    or    upon   any   guardian    or    trustee    for   such   patron, 
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A.D.  itJ74.  whether  the  patronage  is  held  upon  a  fee  simple  title  or  under  a 
deed  of  entail  or  other  limited  title,  to  present  such  petition ;  and 
if  no  such  petition  shall  be  presented  within  the  said  period,  it  shall 
be  held  and  taken  that  the  claim  for  such  compensation  has  been 
renounced,  and  no  claim  therefor  shall  afterwards  be  competent  in 
any  manner  of  way.  No  compensation  in  respect  of  the  operation 
of  this  Act  shall  be  paid  to  Her  Majesty,  or  to  any  other  patron 
other  than  a  private  patron. 

5.  Upon  any  petition  for  the  determination  of  the  compensation 
payable  under  this  Act  being  presented,  the  sheriff  shall  order  it  to 
be  intimated  to  the  minister  of  the  parish  to  which  the  petition 
relates,  and  to  the  clerk  of  the  presbytery  of  the  bounds,  and,  after 
the  expiry  of  the  induciae  of  twenty-one  days,  whether  with  or 
without  answers,  shall  first  inquire  as  to  the  title  of  the  petitioner, 
and,  if  he  shall  be  satisfied  thereof,  he  shall  proceed  to  determine 
the  amount  of  such  compensation,  which  shall  be  equal  to  one  year's 
stipend  of  the  parish  to  which  the  petition  relates  when  the  petitioner 
is  sole  patron,  and  such  proportion  thereof  as  to  the  sheriff  shall 
seem  just  when  the  petitioner  is  a  joint  patron ;  and  the  sheriff  shall 
pronounce  an  interlocutor  finding  and  declaring  that,  on  the  oc- 
currence of  a  vacancy  in  the  parish,  the  petitioner  or  those 
in  his  right,  shall  be  entitled,  unless  the  sum  shall  be  otherwise 
provided,  to  receive  from  the  heritors  payment  of  the  amount 
of  compensation  found  due,  by  four  equal  yearly  instalments  out 
of  the  first  four  years'  stipend,  which,  but  for  the  passing  of 
this  Act,  would  have  been  wholly  payable  by  them  to  the  minister 
to  be  appointed  on  the  occurrence  of  said  vacancy,  or  his  successor 
in  such  parish,  or  in  the  case  of  the  appointment  of  an  assistant  and 
successor  out  of  the  first  four  years'  stipend,  which,  but  for  the 
passing  of  this  Act,  would  have  been  wholly  payable  after  the  date 
of  such  appointment  to  the  minister  of  such  parish ;  and  the  peti- 
tioner, or  those  in  his  right,  shall  have  the  same  or  the  like 
remedies  for  recovery  of  said  compensation  which  a  minister  has  for 
the  recovery  of  his  stipend:  Provided  that  where  the  patron  is 
himself  an  heritor  of  the  parish  he  shall  be  entitled  to  retain  and 
appropriate  the  sum  or  sums  of  stipend  which,  had  he  not  been  him- 
self the  patron,  would  under  the  operation  of  this  Act  have  been 
payable  by  him  to  the  patron  of  the  parish. 

6.  The  interlocutors  or  judgments  of  the  sheriff  pronounced  under 
this  Act  shall  not  be  subject  to  review  by  any  superior  court,  but 
where  they  have  been  pronounced  by  the  sheriff  substitute  or  steward 
substitute,  they  shall  be  subject  to  review  by  the  sheriff  or  steward : 
Provided  always,  that  it  shall  be  competent  for  the  Court  of  Session 
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by  act  of  sederunt  to  regulate  the  proceedings  before  the  sheriff    a.d.  1874. 
xinder  this  Act. 

7.  (1.)  If  on  occasion  of  a  vacancy  in  any  parish  no  appointment  ^P^^g™*J* 
of  a  minister  shall  be  made  by  the  congregation  within  the  space  of  tangvamjure 
six  months  after  the  vacancy  has  occurred,  the  right  of  appointment 

shall  accrue  and  belong  for  that  time  to  the  presbytery  of  the  bounds 
■where  such  parish  is,  -who  may  proceed  to  appoint  a  minister  to  the 
said  parish  tanquam  jure  devduto : 

(2.)  If  at  any  time  after  the  passing  of  this  Act,  and  prior  to  the  Proviwon  for 
first  day  of  July  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy-five,  it  congregaUoni.

or  trustees  constituted  commissioners,  officers,  or  persons  acting  in 
a  public  capacity ;  the  word  "  parish  "  shall  include  united  parishes, 
and  also  parishes  quoad  sacra  as  well  as  parishes  quoad  omnia,  and 
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where  in  any  church  and  parish  there  is  more  than  one  benefice,  each  A.D.  18X4. 
benefice  shall  be  dealt  with  and  regarded  as  if  it  were  a  separate 
parish;  the  words  "vacancy"  and  "vacant*'  shall  include  and  refer 
to  the  occasion  of  the  appointment  of  an  assistant  and  successor^  as 
well  as  the  occasion  of  an  ordinary  vacancy ;  the  word  "  congrega- 
tion" shall  mean  and  include  communicants  and  such  other 
adherents  of  the  church  as  the  kirk  session  under  regulations  to  be 
framed  by  the  General  Assembly  or  commission  thereof  as  provided 
in  the  third  section  hereof,  may  determine  to  be  members  of  the 
congregation  for  the  purposes  of  this  Act ;  "  heritors "  shall  mean 
heritors  liable  in  payment  of  stipend.

the  Presbytery  shall,  wi^in  ten  days  after  intimation  of  any  vacancy  has  been  re- 
ceived by  the  moderator,  appoint  one  of  their  members  moderator  of  kirk-session. 
At  all  meetings  of  the  congregation  held  in  connection  with  the  vacancy,  the  moder- 
ator of  kirk-session  shall  preside,  and  the  roll  of  the  congregation  shall  be  in  his  hands.

n.  In  aU  parishes  vacant  at  1st  January,  1875,  intimation  shall  be  made  on  the 
first  or  second  Sabbath  of  January,  and  in  all  parishes  becoming  vacant  thereafter, 
the  member  of  Presbytery  appointed  to  intimate  the  vacancy  shall  at  the  same  time 
intimate  that  the  kirk-session  are  to  proceed  to  make  up  a  roll  of  the  congregation, 
for  the  purpose  of  determining  the  persons  entitled  to  take  part  in  the  election  of  a 
minister,  and  that  all  persons  daimmg  to  be  placed  on  said  roll  as  adherents  of  the 
church  are  to  give  in  tiieir  chum  to  the  kirk-session  on  or  before  a  dav  to  be  then 
specified,  being  not  less  than  seven  or  more  than  fourteen  days  thereafter ;  and  in- 
tonation shall  DC  further  made  that  the  kirk-session  will  meet  on  a  dav  and  at  an 
hour  then  named,  for  the  purpose  of  considering  such  claims  as  may  be  lodged.  A 
copy  of  this  intimation  shall  uso  be  affixed  to  uie  church  door  not  less  than  seven 
days  previous  to  the  day  fixed  for  lodging  chiims.  The  information  may  be  in  the 
form  of  schedule  A  hereto  annexed,  and  the  daim  shall  be  in  the  form  of  schedule  B. 

Roll  of  Congregation.  * 

IIL  The  roll  of  the  congregation  shaU  include— 1.  As  communicants ;  aU  persons 
not  being  under  Church  di«)ipline,  whose  names  appear  upon  the  roll  of  communi- 
cants, and  who  have  not  ceased  to  be  members  ox  the  congr^;ation  by  receiving 
certificates  of  transference,  or  otherwise ;  2.  As  adherents ;  only  such  other  persons, 
being  parishioners  of  full  a^e,  as  have  shown  to  the  satisbction  of  the  kirk-session 
that  th^  desire  to  be  considered  as  connected  with  the  conpr^;ation,  as  would  be 
admitted  to  the  communion  if  they  applied,  and  who  have  claimed  to  be  enrolled  as 
members  of  the  congregation. 

CUxims  of  Persons  to  he  Admitted  as  Adherents  of  the  Church. 

TV.  The  kirk-session,  at  their  meeting  intimated  as  aforesaid,  shall  consider  the 
claims  of  persons  to  be  enrolled  as  members  of  the  congregation  qua  adherents. 
Thereafter  a  list  of  the  names  and  designations  of  those  persons  whom  it  is  proposed 
by  the  kirk-session  to  place  on  the  roU  as  communicants  and  adherents  ren>ectively 
shall  be  made  up,  and  shall  be  open  to  inspection  for  such  time  as  the  kirk-session 
shall  appoint,  and  shall  be  revised  and  adjusted  on  a  day  to  be  named  by  them,  when 
any  party  having  an  interest  may  be  heard ;  after  which  the  roll  of  the  congregation 
shall  be  made  up  therefrom,  and  shall  be  attested  by  the  moderator  and  derk ;  and 
the  roll  so  made  up  and  attested  shall  be  held  to  be  the  roll  of  the  congregation  for 
the  Duiposes  of  these  regulations,  and  a  certified  copy  thereof  shall  be  transmitted  to 
the  Imsbytery  of  the  bounds.' 

Oongregajtion  to  Meet. 

V.  When  the  roll  of  the  congreffation  has  been  made  up,  the  moderator  of  kirk- 
session  shall  stunmon  a  meeting  of  the  congregation  by  edict  (in  the  form  of  schedule 
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C),  served  from  the  pnlpit  of  the  vacant  charch,  such  meeting  being  not  less  than 
seven  or  more  than  fourteen  days  from  the  date  of  citation. 
Committee  to  he  Appointed. 

VI.  At  the  meeting,  summoned  as  aforesaia,  or  any  adjournment  thereof,  the 
congregation  shall  appoint  a  committee  to  select  one  or  more  persons  whose  names 
are  to  be  submitted  to  the  congregation  with  a  view  to  the  appomtment  of  a  minister. 

Congregation  to  meet  to  hear  Report  and  proceed  to  Election. 

VII.  When  the  committee  are  prepared  to  report,  the  convener  of  the  committee 
shall  communicate  with  the  moderator  of  the  kirk-session,  who  shall  call  a  meeting 
of  the  congregation,  to  be  held  after  at  least  seven  days*  intimation  from  the  pulpit. 
After  hearing  the  report  of  the  committee,  a  vote  shall  be  taken — "Approve,'  or 
"  Delay."  If  it  be  carried  "  Delay,"  it  shall  be  remitted  to  the  committee  to  report 
to  an  adjourned  meeting  of  the  congregation,  with  or  without  further  special 
instructions.  If  it  be  carried  "  Approve,"  then,  if  the  committee  have  nominated 
only  one  person  for  approval  as  minister,  he  shall  be  declared  duly  appointed  and 
elected  by  the  congregation ;  if  more  than  one  shall  have  been  nominated  by  the 
committee,  or  shall  have  been  mentioned  in  the  report  as  having  been  proposed  for 
nomination  by  any  member  of  the  committee,  it  shaD  be  competent  for  any  elector  to 
move  the  appointment  and  election  of  any  one  so  nominated  or  mentioned.  If  more 
than  one  such  motion  shall  be  made  and  seconded,  successive  votes  shall  be  taken, 
striking  off  the  nominee  with  the  smallest  number  of  votes..  The  result  of  the  vote 
shall  be  declared  by  the  moderator.  If  a  majority  of  the  electors  present  vote  in 
favour  of  any  one  of  the  persons  whose  names  nave  been  thus  submitted  to  the  con- 
gregation, a  minute  of  the  meeting  to  that  effect,  duly  signed  by  the  moderator,  shall 
be  sent  by  him  to  the  moderator  of  Presbytery,  to  be  laid  before  the  next  meeting  of 
that  Court,  and  shall  be  held  to  be  a  valid  deed  of  appointment  If  no  person  has  a 
majority  of  votes  of  the  electors  present,  then  the  whole  matter  shall  be  remitted  to 
the  committee,  or  a  new  committee  may  be  appointed,  for  report  to  an  adjourned 
meeting  of  the  congregation,  with  or  without  special  instructions. 

Preshyteryto  proceed  further  in  accordance  with  the  Laws  of  (he  Church. 
VIIL  The  Presoytery  shall,  at  a  meeting  to  be  held  within  three  weeks  of  the 
said  congregational  minute  being  received  by  the  moderator  of  Presbytery,  consider 
the  same,  and  if  satisfied  with  me  regularity  of  the  proceedings,  they  shall  sustain 
the  same  as  a  valid  deed  of  appointment,  and  shall  proceed  further  according  to  the 
laws  of  the  Church. 

Appeals  not  to  Sist  Procedure. 

IX.  No  appeal  or  complamt  from  any  judgment  in  respect  to  the  election  and 
appointment  of  a  minister  m  a  parish  shall  sist  procedure  therein,  but  the  proceedings 
shall  continue  up  to,  but  not  including,  the  nzing  a  day  for  the  admission  of  the 
minister  elected,  so  that  the  whole  case  may  be  ripe  for  the  judgment  of  the  G^nc^ 
Assembly. 

Parties  not  to  Appear  by  Counsel  or  Aaents. 

X.  It  shall  not  be  competent,  at  any  of  the  meetings  of  the  congregations  referred 
to  in  these  regulations,  for  any  one  to  be  represented  by  counsel  or  agents. 

Parishes  to  which  JRegulations  Apply. 

XI.  The  foregoing  regulations  shall  apply  to  all  vacant  parishes  to  which  no  valid 
presentation  has  been  issued  priot  to  Ist  January,  1875,  and  in  which  it  is  competent 
to  the  congregations  to  proceed  to  the  appointment  before  the  meeting  of  next 
Greneral  Ai^embly. 

At  Edinburgh,  the  18th  day  of  November,  1874. 

Which  day  the  Commission  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Church  of  Scotland 
being  met  for  the  purpose  of  framing  interim  regulations  for  the  election  and  appoint- 
ment of  ministers  to  vacant  churches  and  parishes  between  1st  January  and  21st  May 
next,  and  constituted :  It  was  moved,  seconded,  and  agreed  to,  that  the  draft  regnltf^ 
tions,  as  now  adjusted,  be  approved  of  and  adopted  as  the  interim  regulations  to  be 
observed  in  the  appointment  of  ministers  to  vacant  churches  and  parishes  between 
Ist  January  and  the  meeting  of  the  General  Assembly  on  21st  May  next,  and  that 
the  agent  of  the  Church  be  instructed  to  send  to  the  clerks  of  each  Presbyteiy  copies 
of  these  regulations*

The  Moderator  read  and  laid  on  the  table  a  letter  received  from  Brand  ihu- 
Messrs  Roberton  &  Ross,  writers,  Glasgow,  with  an  excerpt  from  the  ^^^^' 
trust-disposition  and  settlement  of  the  late  Mr  Robert  Brand,  some- 
time residing  at  Oakfield  House,  Wishaw,  in  the  following  terms  : — 
*  I  direct  my  trustees,  at  the  said  term  of  Whitsunday  or  Martinmas, 
to  pay  to  the  Senatus  of  the  University  of  Glasgow  the  sum-of  Two 
Thousand  Pounds  Sterling,  the  income  of  said  sum  to  be  applied  in 
payment  of  three  Bursaries  in  Arts,  for  the  behoof  of  Students  in 
the  University  who  shall  be  studying  with  a  view  to  the  ministry 
of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church,  or  any  United  Church  composed 
of  the  said  United  Presbyterian  Church,  and  any  other  Chm-ch 
which  they  may  associate  themselves  with,  under  whatever  name 
or  designation  the  said  United  Church  may  assume ;  said  Bursaries  to 
be  called  the  Brand  Bursaries,  and  to  be  held  for  such  periods,  and  sub- 
ject to  such  regulations,  as  shall  to  the  said  Senatus  from  time  to  time 
seem  proper :  Declaring,  with  reference  to  all  of  the  foregoing  be- 
quests, that  the  same  shall  be  paid  and  made  over  free  of  legacy  duty.''

It  was  agreed  to  delay  consideration  of  the  recommendation  of 
the  Committee  in  regard  to  the  conducting  of  the  class  of  Church 
History  next  session,  until  the  Report  of  the  Committee  on  the  more 
Efficient  Training  of  Students  at  the  Theological  Hall  has  been 
disposed  of. 

It  having  been  reported  to  the  Committee  that  the  Index  to  the 
Records  of  the  Church  cannot  be  completed  in  consequence  of  some 
of  the  Presbyteries  having  failed  to  send  in  all  their  Records,  the 
Synod  enjoin  Presbyteries  which  are  in  default  to  send  in,  without 
delay,  the  records  wanting,  to  Mr  Morris,  the  Librarian. 

Called  for  Report  of  the  Committee  on  more  Efficient  Training 
OF  Students  at  the  Theological  Hall,  which  was  presented  by  Dr 
Andrew  Thomson,  Convener,  and,  being  printed  among  the  Synod 
Papers,  was  held  as  read,  and  the  Convener  heard  in  support  of  the 
recommendations  contained  therein.  The  Synod  directed  that  the 
Report  be  printed  in  Appendix  to  Minutes.*  After  reasoning,  it  was 
moved  and  seconded — That  the  report  of  the  Committee  having,  on 
due  remit,  received  careful  consideration  from  all  the  Presbyteries 
of  the  Church,  with  the  result  that  twenty-six  approve  of  the  funda- 
mental article  of  the  New  Scheme,  that  only  three  disapprove  of  it, 
and  that  the  remaining  two  are  undecided,  its  adoption  is  warranted 
by  the  judgment  of  more  than  five-sixths  of  the  whole,  and  the  Synod 
do  therefore  now  resolve.  That  there  shall  be  a  longer  period  of 
study  each  year  at  the  Theological  Hall. 

It  was  also  moved  and  seconded  that.  Fearing  the  adoption  of 
the  Committee's  proposal  of  a  more  lengthened  session  than  the 
present  at  the  Theological  Hall  would  tend  to  lessen  the  number  of 
our  students,  already  too  small  for  the  necessities  of  the  Church,  the 
Synod  does  not,  in  the  meantime,  see  its  way  to  adopt  a  longer 
period  of  study  each  year  at  the  Hall. 

The  Synod  divided  on  these  two  motions,  when  the  first  motion 
was  preferred,  and  the  Synod  decided  in  terms  of  that  motion,  and 
of  the  Committee's  first  recommendation,  that  there  shall  be  a 
longer  period  of  study  each  year  at  the  Theological  Hall.

2nd.  That  there  shall  be  one  session  each  year,  extending  from  second^ede- 
the  beginning  of  November  till  the  middle  of  April.  "*"**"

Hall  after  the  Arts  Curriculum  is  completed. 

4th.  That  in  view  of  the  previous  decisions,  provision  be  made  to 
enable  the  Professors  to  devote  their  whole  time  to  the  work  of 
their  chairs. 

5th.  That  there  shall  be  one  Hall. 

With  respect  to  the  Committee's  sixth  recommendation,  that 
the  Hall  shall  meet  in  Edinburgh,  it  was  moved  and  seconded  that 
the  recommendation  be  adopted. 

It  was  moved  and  seconded,  in  amendment,  that,  in  the  mean- 
time, the  junior  section  of  the  Hall  meet  in  Glasgow,  and  the  senior 
in  Edinburgh. 

In  the  course  of  discussion,  the  hour  of  adjournment  arrived,  and 
it  was  agreed  that  the  consideration  of  the  subject  be  resumed,  at  a 
time  to  be  fixed  by  the  Committee  on  Bills,  wliich  is  instmcted  to 
give  it  a  place  early  on  Friday  forenoon. 

The  Synod  adjourned,  to  meet  in  the  same  place  this  evening, 
at  six  o'clock.     Concluded  with  prayer.

The  Committee  on  Bills  and  Overtures  reported  additional 
Causes,  which  they  had  agreed  to  transmit,  with  a  proposed  arrange- 
ment for  taking  up  lapsed  Causes  and  other  business  not  already 
provided  for  on  the  roll. 

An  Overture  which  the  Committee  had  agreed  not  to  transmit  from 
Broughton  Place  Session,  anent  a  proposed  Fund  for  aged  Mission- 
aries, the  Synod  agreed  to  receive  in  connection  with  the  Report  on 
Aged  Ministers'  Fund. 

The  Synod  agreed  that  a  Protest  and  Appeal  by  the  Rev.  Dr 
J.  C.  Brown  against  a  deed  of  Berwick  Presbytery,  refusing  to 
transmit  to  Synod  a  Memorial  by  him,  be  remitted  to  a  Com- 
mittee of  Synod. 

Called  for  Report  on  Augmentation  Scheme,  which  was  presented 
by  the  Home  Secretary,  and,  being  printed  among  Synod  Papers, 
was  held  as  read.  The  Home  Secretary  and  Mr  Middleton  were 
heard  in  explanation  of  the  Report. 

Tjie  Synod  unanimously  receive  the  Report,  record  their  warm 
thanks  to  the  Committee,  and  especially  to  their  Chairman  and 
those  other  members  who  have  been  more  closely  associated  with 
him  in  the  collection  of  subscriptions  for  the  Surplus  Augmentation 
Fund ;  express  satisfaction  with  the  results  obtained  under  the  work- 
ing of  the  Augmentation  Scheme  during  the  pastt  year ;  commend 
the  scheme  anew  to  the  congregations  of  the  Church  in  order  that^ 
by  more  eflFective  organization  for  the  collection  of  subscriptions, 
they  may  perform  their  part  in  promoting  the  stability  and  success 
of  the  Augmentation  Fund ;  approve  of  the  addition  made  to  the 
Mission  Board,  with  a  view  to  the  continued  efficiency  of  the  Surplus 
Fund ;  and  agree  to"  insert  the  resolutions  in  connection  with  the 
institution  of  that  Fund  which  were  adopted  at  last  meeting  of 
Synod  in  the  minutes  of  this  sederunt,  as  follows : — 

That  in  order  to  meet  the  feeling  which  is  growing  in  the  Church 
in  favour  of  the  increase  of  the  minimum  stipend  to  £200,  by  means 
adapted  to  draw  out  the  efforts  and  resources  of  the  weaker  con-

expenses,  making  in  all  JC157,  10s  to  their  respective  ministers.  P'"»  Angnien- 
(B.)  That  the  amount  of  supplement  given  to  any  congregation 
shall  not  exceed  £70  per  annum,  except  in  cases  in  which  it 
has  been  or  may  be  otherwise  appointed  by  the  Synod. 
(C.)  That  no  grants  be  given  out  of  the  Augmentation  Fund  to  any 
congregation  whose  minister  receives  a  stipend  of  £157, 10s  or 
upwards,  except  under  the  conditions  afterwards  specified. 
(D.)  That  congregations  shall  be  strongly  recommended,  when 
remitting  their  contributions  for  Missionary  purposes  to  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Synod,  to  state  distinctly  what  amount  is 
to  be  allocated  to  the  Fund  for  Foreign  Missions,  what  to  the 
Augmentation  Fund,  and  what  to  the  Fund  for  Evangelistic 
purposes ;  so  that  the  expressed  wish  of  the  Synod  that  the 
Augmentation  Fund  should  be  placed  on  a  basis  simple, 
independent,   and   easily  understood,  may  be  carried  into 
effect. 
(£•)  That  as  the  Fund  for  Evangelistic  purposes  must  henceforth, 
in  addition  to  all  the  existing  claims  upon  it,  provide  for  all 
grants  already  made,  or  which  may  in  future  be  made  with 
the  sanction  of  the  Synod,  to  new  congregations  in  which 
the  stipend  paid  to  the  minister  shall  be  above  the  minimum 
stipend  attained  by  the  Church,  that  Fund  shall  in  future 
have  allocated  to  it  one-half  of  thskt  portion  of  Mission  money 
forwarded  to  the  Synod's  Treasurer  without  special  destina- 
tion as  recommended  above,  which,  according  to  existing 
rules,  is  set  apart  for  Home  Missions,  instead  of  one-fourth  as 
hitherto. 
(F.)  That  after  the  accounts  of  the  Fund  are  made  up  to  the  end 
of  each  year  (31st  December),  showing  the  income  which  the 
Church  has  provided  for  the  Augmentation  Fund,  the  ex- 
penditure as  authorized  by  the  Home  Committee  for  Supple- 
ments, and  the  balance  on  hand  for  Augmentation  purposes 
that  balance  shall  be  appropriated  as  folloAvs : — 
(1.)  There  shall  be  first  reserved  and  laid  aside  the  sum  of 
£7000,  which  experience  has  shown  to  be  requisite  as  a 
working  balance   for   the   comfortable   operation   of  the 
scheme  for  the  following  year,  and  for  avoiding  the  neces- 
sity of  borrowin*;  from  other  Funds  to  meet  the  payments 
for  the  half-yearly  supplements  which  become  due  on  the 
1st  October  of  each  year.    Congregations,  however,  should 
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May  12,  1875.  be  stronglj  recommended  to  send  their  contributions  to 

the  Synod's  Treasurer  at  an  earlier  period  of  the  year,  in 
order  that  the  sum  required  for  the  working  balance  may- 
be reduced. 
(2.)  Thereafter  the  amount  at  the  credit  of  the  Scheme  shall 
be  called  the  Surplus  Fund,  and  shall  be  divisible  among 
all  ministers  of  the  previous  year  whose  stipends  from  all 
sources,  as  reported  in  the  Annual  Statistics  furnished  by 
their  congregations,  did  not  exceed  £200.  The  division 
to  be  in  the  following  proportions,  viz.: — 
To  the  minister  of  each  congregation  in  which  the  average 
contribution  per  member  for  stipend  had  been  during  the 
year  not  less  than  14s,  ....         one  share ; 

To  the  minister  of  each  congregation  in  which  the  average 
contribution  per  member  for  stipend  had  been  under  14s, 
but  not  less  than  12s,      .        .     three-fourths  of  one  share ; 
And  to  the  minister  of  each  congregation  in  which  the  average 
contribution  per  member  for  stipend  had  been  under  12s, 
but  not  less  than  10s,     ....         one-half  share. 
Ill  collegiate  charges  only  one  claim  on  this  Surplus  Fund  * 
shall  be  allowed,  and  that  on  behalf  of  the  junior  pastor, 
•unless,   for  special  reasons,   the   Home  Committee   shall 
otherwise  appoint. 
No  stipend  shall  be  made  up,  by  participation  in  this  Surplus 
Fund,  to  more  than  £200 ;  but  any  balance  arising  from 
the  operation  9f  this  provision  shall  be  carried  forward 
to  the  Fund  for  the  following  year. 
The  shares  from  the  Surplus  Fund  shall  be  arranged  early  in 
the  month  of  March,  and  shall  be  payable  on  the  1st  April 
,in  each  year. 
Mr  Middleton  being  present,  and  having  been  closely  associated 
with  the  Chairman  in  the  work  of  the  Committee,   the   Synod's 
thanks  were  conveyed  to  him  by  the  Moderator. 

The  Synod  direct  that  the  Report  be  printed  in  Appendix  to 
Minutes.* 

Called  for  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Evangelistic  Effort  and 
Home  Evangelisation,  which  was  presented  by  the  Home  Secretary, 
and,  being  printed  among  Synod  Papers,  was  held  as  read,  and  the 
Home  Secretary  heard  in  support  of  the  Report,  and  in  explanation 
of  the  suggestions  of  the  Home  Committee,  which  it  contained.  In

At  London^  the  oth  day  of  May j  1875  years. 
Which  time  and  place  the  Synod  of  the  Presbyterian  Church 
in  England  being  met,  and  duly  constituted.  Inter  aliay 
•  The  Synod  called  for  the  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Union, 
which,  being  printed,  and  in  the  hands  of  the  members,  Avas 
referred  to  by  the  Rev.  Dr  Dykes,  Convener,  who  addressed  the 
Synod  thereanent. 

On  the  Convener's  motion,  seconded  by  Mr  Robert  Lockhart, — 

"The  Synod  receive  the  Report,  with  thanks  to  the  Committee 
for  their  diligence. 

^  The  Synod  renew  the  general  approval  already  given  by  the 
Synod,  which  met  in  1873,  to  the  proposed  scheme  for  Union  between 
this  Church  and  the  English  Synod  of  the  United  Presbyterian 
Church,  and  declare  themselves  ready  to  complete  that  Union  on 
the  footing  of  the  said  scheme,  subject  only  to  such  modifications  in 
point  of  detail  as  may  yet  commend  themselves  to  both  parties. 
Further,  the  Synod  deem  it  right  to  express  their  strong  conviction 
that  it  is  desirable,  in  the  interests  of  the  Church,  that  a  settlement 
of  this  matter  be  not  much  longer  deferred.  Therefore,  without 
presuming  to  anticipate  the  action  which  may  be  taken  by  the 
United  Presbyterian  Synod  about  to  meet,  this  Synod  reappoint

In  reference  to  the  Overture  from  the  Presbytery  of  Glasgow,  on  Training  of 
the  training  of  Evangelists  and  City  Mission  Agents,  the  Synod    ^^^^^^ 
ugteed  to  express  their  conviction  of  the  importance  of  the  subject 
of  the  Overture,  and  their  desire  to  promote  the  adoption  of  fitting 
measures  for  the  attainment  of  the  end  proposed ;  and  therefore  Finding, 
remit  the  Overture  to  the  Home  Mission  Committee,  with  instruc- 
tions to  take  it  into   their  earnest  consideration,  and  authority 
to  adojJt  any  interim  measures  in  connection  with  it  which  .they 
may  deem  expedient,  and  to  report  to  next  meeting  of  Synod. 

The  Synod,  on  recommendation  of  the  Home  Committee,  TniBtwsou 
sanction  the  appointment  of  the  following  persons  as  Trustees  of  Memorial 
the  Henderson  Memorial  Church  at  Ovemewton,  Glasgow,  viz.,  ^**"^**-

Hamilton,  Hugh  Bamett,  and  Dr  James  Mitchell ;  with  the  Clerk  of 
the  Presbytery  of  Glasgow,  and  the  Home  Secretary,  ex  officiisy — and 
authorise  the  conveyance  of  the  site  at  Ovemewton,  and  of  the 
buildings  to  be  erected  upon  it,  to  them  in  trust  for  the  purposes 
specified  in  this  Report.  Also,  remit  all  matters  connected  with 
the  erection  and  the  constitution  of  this  church  to  the  Joint-Com- 
mittee which  has  been  appointed  in  connection  with  it  by  the  Home 
Committee  of  the  Board  of  Missions  and  by  the  Presbytery  of 
Glasgow,  authorising  said  Joint-Committee  to  act  in  the  name  of 
the  Synod  in  the  intervals  between  the  meetings  of  the  Supreme 
Court,  with  instructions  to  consult  with  the  Presbytery  and  the 
Home  Committee  in  reference  to  the  settlement  of  a  minister,  and 
to  present  to  the  Synod  an  annual  report  of  their  procedure. 

The   Synod  express  warm  approval  of  the  formation  of  the  Giangov 
Glasgow  Church  Planting  and  Evangelization  Board,  and  sanction  ing'^Swu-d  *° 
the  constitution  under  which  that  Board  has  been  organised.     In 
reference  to  a  legacy  bequeathed  by  the  late  Mr  Charles  Boyd  to 
promote  Home  EvangeUzation ; 

The  Synod  authorise  the  legacy  of  £1000,  bequeathed  by  the  Legacy  by  Mr

Whitsunday  or  Martinmas  occurring  six  months  after  my  death,  a 
sum  of  £1000  sterling,  as  a  contribution  to  the  Fund  for  the  Extension 
of  the  said  Church,  and  for  Evangelistic  Purposes  in  Glasgow;  and 
that  either  whoUy  to  such  Church  Extension  or  such  Evangelistic 
Purposes,  or  partly  to  the  one  and  partly  to  the  other,  as  the  Synod 
may  judge  best," 

The  Synod  renew  the  instructions  given  last  year  to  Presby- 
teries (Proceedings,  p.  41)  again  to  direct  their  earnest  attention  to 
the  means  by  which  the  spiritual  wants  of  the  Agricultural,  Mining, 
and  Iron-working  population  may  be  more  effectively  supplied,  and 
to  report  their  suggestions  to  the  Home  Secretary  on  or  before  the 
15th  December,  1875. 

Dr  MacGni  introduced  to  the  Synod  Dr  Robert  Laws,  about  to 
proceed  to  the  Livingstonia  Mission-field,  Central  Africa.  The 
Moderator  addressed  him  suitably  with  words  of  congratulation  and 
encouragement. 

Resumed  consideration  of  the  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Corre- 
spondence with  Foreign  Churches,  which  had  been  interrupted  at 
the  fourth  sederunt  by  the  arrival  of  the  hour  of  adjournment. 
The  Commissions  of  the  several  Deputies,  who  were  present  to 
address  the  Synod,  were  read  by  Dr.  Scott. 

The  Rev.  A.  C.  McClelland,  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  Pres- 
byterian Committee  of  Missions  for  Freedmen  connected  with  the 
Presbyterian  Church  of  the  United  States  of  America,  addressed  the 
Synod  on  the  missionary  work  carried  on  amongst  the  Freedmen. 

The  Rev.  J.  B.  Pinney,  LIuD.,  formerly  missionary  in  Afirica,  and 
some  time  Governor  of  the  colony  of  Liberia,  addressed  the  Synod, 
presenting  the  claims  and  necessities  of  Lincoln  University,  founded 
for  the  education  of  3^)ung  men  of  the  African  race  with  the  special 
object  of  preparing  Missionaries  for  Africa.  Dr  Pinney  gave  infor- 
mation concerning  Africa  as  a  mission  field,  and  craved  the 
sympathy  and  co-operation  of  this  Synod  in  the  eflForts  of  those  he 
represented  to  promote  the  spiritual  welfare  of  the  African  people. 

Herr  H.  Roether,  commissioned  by  the  oldest  Conference  of 
the  Free  Evangelical  Church  of  Germany,  addressed  the  Synod, 
laying  before  it  the  religious  destitution  prevailing  in  Silesia,  and 
conveying  the  cry  of  the  Conference  for  aid  in  the  work  in  which 
they  are  engaged,  in  conserving  and  extending  the  influence  of 
sound  evangelical  truth. 

Dr  Eadie,  who  had  recently  visited  many  of  the  schools  set  apart 

for  the  coloured  youth  of  America,  responded  to  the  address  of  the 

American  deputies. 
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I>r  Gaims,  who  had  witnessed,  perfltmally,  tla«  state  of  religion  in  Jfa^y  w,  Wo. 
G^rmanj,  responded  to  the  address  of  H^  Boether.  Ssaiiiri^a. 

The  Bev.  Thomas  Stevenson,  agent  of  the  French  Caamdian  2^^ 
Jlifisionary  Society,  addressed  the  Synod,  giving  information  con-  i^wign  Cor- 
ceBrning  the  Jaboiirs  of  that  institution  among  ihe  French  Canadicai  i^Thomas 
B.omaniste,  and  soliciting  help  from  this  Synod.  Stevenson ; 

Iht  ScQtfc  read  a  letter  from  Dr  John  Ker,  expressing  approTal  of  the  Pastor 
work  of  the  Rev.  Pastor  Fonmier,  at  Chambery  and  Aix-les-Bains^  in  wkat aiam- 
Savoy,  stating  the  need  that  at  present  exists  of  assistance  toward  the  ^^ ' 
erection  of  a  suitable  place  for  meetings  at  Aix,  and  commending  -the 
case  to  the  favourable  consideration  of  the  Synod. 

Dr  Scott  also  read  an  extract  minute  of  the  Presbytery  of  Edin-  signor  Bavins 
bmgh,  eiqfxrofising  continued  interest  in  the  work  of  Signor  Bavi,  as  an  *     "^®' 
ordained  Evangelist  of  the  Waldensian  Church  at  Borne,  and  recom- 
mending to  the  favourable  consideration  of  the  Synod  the  olains  of 
that  Chnrdb  amid  the  special  financial  difficulties  a£  thcar  evangelistic 
work  wifli  regard  to  the  case  odF  Signor  Bacn.

the  B^port  jaow  presented ;  ej^cpress  their  approval  of  the  meMwres 
adopdad  for  supplying  the  station  ,at  San  Beaeao ;  tha<nk  the  ibfetthnen 
who  harre  lajx>wed  theje  during  the  paai  seaaon;  iosdaruct  :the 
Committee  to  continue  the  work  there,  and,  ioa  tenos  of  flie  Baport, 
to  endeavour  to  secure  the  services  of  Dr  John  Keor  for  the  joext 
season,  and  sanctiojn  the  necessary  expenditure  ;  express  coatixined 
interest  in  the  Waldensian  Church  and  its  evange&tic  wieofk  in 
Italy,  in  connection  with  whidbi  Signor  Bavi  is  now  an  accredited 
ordained  evangelist  in  Bome,  and  remit  the  miaaute  of  the  Presbyteary 
of  Bdinburgh  concerning  Signor  Bavins  case  to  the  Torrign  Oo«n- 
mittee  of  the  Board  of  Missions  for  their  most  favourable  oonaider- 
ation^  and  to  take  such  measures  as  they  may  deem  suitable  for  his 
support;  thank  the  deputies  from  France,  Germany,  and  America,  Thanks  to  De- 
who  have  now  addressed  the  Court ;  express  their  earnest  interest  ^^  ^^' 
in  the  efforts  of  the  Churches  in  America,  and  especially  of  the  Pres- 
byterian Churches  there,  for  the -education  of  the  A&ican  ireedmen  in 
the  United  States;  extend  to  the  Churches  which  the  deputations 
have  represented,  and  other  Churches  which  the  Synod  has  been 
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accustomed  to  aBsist,  the  expression  of  their  wannest  interest,  and 
instruct  the  Foreign  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Missions  to  take 
their  applications  for  aid  into  early  consideration,  and  to  make  such 
grant  in  each  case  as  they  may  deem  expedient ;  remit  to  the  same 
Committee  the  letter  of  Dr  John  Ker,  which  has  been  read  to  the 
Synod,  that  they  may  consider  the  merits  of  the  work  at  Aix-les- 
Bains,  with  authority  to  make  a  moderate  grant  for  its  support ; 
also,  as  to  the  letter  from  the  Christian  Reformed  Church  in  the 
Netherlands,  authorise  the  Foreign  Correspondence  Committee  to 
take  action  in  connection  with  it  as  they  shall  see  cause. 

The  Synod  record  their  thanks  to  Dr  Scott  for  the  efficient 
manner  in  which  he  fulfilled  the  mission  he  undertook  to  the 
Waldensian  Church  at  the  meeting  of  its  Synod  in  September  last. 

The  following  cases  recommended  by  the  Home  Mission  Com- 
mittee were  disposed  of  as  imder : — 

1.  The  sum  of  £50  a  year  for  three  years  was  granted  to  the 
congregation  of  Mount  Street,  Blackburn,  in  guarantee  of  stipend 
and  for  support  of  ordinances. 

2.  It  was  agreed  to  continue  the  special  grant  of  £90  a  year,  for 
three  years  affcer  the  settlement  of  a  pastor,  to  the  congregation  of 
Banfi^,  in  order  to  enable  them  to  proceed  in  asking  a  moderation  in 
a  call  to  a  minister. 

3.  Authorised  the  Presbyte^  of  Ireland  to  grant  a  moderation  in  a 
call  to  the  con^gation  of  Pofrodown,  although  the  stipend  promised 
by  that  congregation  is  under  £70  per  annum ;  and  granted,  in  sup- 
plement of  stipend,  the  sum  of  £100  yearly — ^£70  as  supplement,  and 
£10  as  house  rent,  from  the  Augmentation  Fund,  and  £20  from  the 
Evangelistic  Fund,  in  the  hope  that  the  whole  stipend  shall  not  be 
less  than  £160,  including  allowance  for  rent. 

4.  The  Home  Committee  having  recommended  that  a  sum  not 
exceeding  £250,  spread  over  the  next  three  years,  should  be  granted, 
for  the  support  of  ordinances,  to  the  congregation  at  Bow,  London, 
and  payable  in  such  proportions,  not  exceeding  £100  in  any  one 
year,  as  the  Home  Committee,  on  Inquiry  into  the  financial  state  of 
congregational  affairs  in  each  successive  year,  may  deem  requisite  ; 

It  was  moved  and  seconded  that  this  recommendation  be  adopted* 

It  was  moved  and  seconded,  in  amendment,  that,  in  the  altered 
circumstances  of  the  case,  ■  arising  from  the  near  prospect  of  the 
Union  in  England,  the  grant  to  the  congregation  at  Bow  be  £100 
for  one  year  only. 

On  these  two  motions  the  Synod  divided,  when  the  first  motion 
was  preferred,  and  the  recommendation  of  the  Committee  adopted. 

5.  Granted  to  the  congregation  of  Dublin,  in  the  special  circum- 
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fitancee  narrated  in  the  Home  Committee's  recommendation,   in  May  13,  1875. 
guarantee  of  stipend  during  the  next  three  years,  the  sum  of  £100  sixthSede- 
for  the  first  year,  £75  for  the  second,  and  £50  for  the  third.  ^"^^^ 

6.  It  having  been  reported  that  the  School  Board  of  Dunnichen,  Letiiam, 
i?vho  have  purchased  the  church  and  manse  at  Letham,  had  declined,  Seii  Church 
"by  their  agent,  to  hand  over  the  sum  agreed  on  as  the  price  of  the  *'*^^*'*^®  **» 
property  until  the  Synod  shall  have  given  authority  to  seU,  it  was 

agreed^  in  order  that  the  sale  may  be  carried  legally  into  effect  and 
completed,  to  adopt  the  following  minute,  prepared  by  one  of  the 
legal  advisers  of  the  Synod  for  that  purpose : — *'  The  United  Pres-  • 
byterian  congregation  of  Letham  having  been  dissolved  by  the 
Presbytery  of  Arbroath  upon  the  8th  of  December,  1874,  and  the 
church  and  manse  having  been  sold  to  the  School  Board  of  Dun- 
nichen parish  at  the  price  of  £350,  the  Synod  approve  of  the  said 
sale,  and  authorise  the  Rev.  Dr  Robert  Selkirk  Scott,  or  the  Preses 
of  the  Home  Mission  Board,  or  the  Secretary  thereof  for  the  time 
being,  to  sign  the  conveyance,  and  to  discharge  the  price  on  behalf 
of  the  Synod." 

7.  In  order  that  the  congregation  of  Leicester,  rendered  vacant  Leicester; 
by  the  resignation  of  the  Rev.  James  Kerr,  M.  A.,  in  consequence  of 
serious  and  protracted  illness,  may  proceed  hopefully  to  take  the 
necessary  steps  for  the  settlement  of  a  minister,  agreed  to  grant 

£50  a  year  in  guarantee  of  stipend  for  the  first  three  yeara  after  the 
ordination  or  induction  of  a  ministerVs- 

8.  It  was  agreed  to  grant  to  the  congregation  at  Monkwear-  Monkwetr- 
mouth,  at  present  involved  in  special  difficulties,  in  order  to  aid  in  ^^^    ' 
the  removal  of  burdens  pressing  on  their  church  property,  the  sum 

of  £100  out  of  the  Church  Extension  Fund,  on  condition  that  the 
Presbytery  of  Newcastle  shall  raise  at  least  £200  additional  for  the 
same  object. 

9.  The  congregation  of  Stratford,  London,  at  present  vacant^  Stratford 
being  unable  to  meet  the  demands  upon  them  for  the  interest  of 

debt  and  the  support  of  ordinances  without  considerable  assistance, 
the  Home  Committee  recommended  the  Synod  to  grant  them,  in 
their  present  circumstances,  £270  from  the  Church  Extension  Fund, 
on  condition  that  the  whole  floating  debt  of  the  congregation  shall 
be  cleared  away,  with  authority  to  the  Home  Committee  to  make 
such  annual  grant  for  three  years,  not  exceeding  £150  in  any  one 
year  (including  the  payment  which  might  be  made  from  the  Aug- 
mentation Fund  without  any  special  grant),  as  may  be  found  neces- 
sary, for  securing  the  settlement  of  a  competent  pastor.

Menzies,  M.D.,  and  others,  asking  the  Synod 
to  recommend  Sessions  to  adopt  such  measures  as  may  give  relief  to 
the  conscientious  scruples  of  those  who  object  to  the  use  of  alcoholic 
'wine  in  the  Communion. 

The  Petitions  and  Overtures,  being  printed  among  the  Synod 
Papers,  were  held  as  read. 

Mr  Hogarth,  of  Kirkcaldy,  was  heard  for  himself  and  the  other 
ex-elders  of  Bethelfield  Session. 

Mr  M*Adam  was  heard  for  himself  and  Mr  J^rey. 

Mr  Pirret  waived  his  right  to  be  heard  in  support  of  his  Overture* 

Dr  Menzies  was  heard  in  support  of  the  Overture  from  himself 
and  other  21  overturists,  members  of  LfOthian  Boad  congregation. 
Petitioners  and  overturists  having  beew  removed,  the  Synod  pro- 
ceeded to  give  judgment. 

It  was  moved  and  seconded  that — 

I.  *The  Synod  deeply  regret  that  some  members  of  th«  Church,  MotioML 
reclaimed  from  intemperance,  are  represented  as  having  expressed 
a  dread  of  relapsing  into  their  former  sin  by  the  use  of  wine  in  the 
Lord's  Supper ;  recommend  Sessions,  on  receiving  a  representation 
of  their  case  from  such  persons,  to  deal  kindly  and  compassionately 
with  them;  and  fru-ther,  recommend  .said  Sessions  to  adopt 
fluch  measures  as  they  may    deem    wise  for  removing  the    diffi- 
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Mny  13,  1876.  culties  of  STich  members  in  connection  with  the  observance  of  the 
Seventh  Sede-  ordinance.' 

II.  *  Without  restricting  the  liberty  at  present  enjoyed  by  Ses- 
sions in  providing  for  the  observance  of  the  Lord's  Supper,  the 
Synod  decline  to  give  formal  sanction  to  the  use  of  the  unfermented 
juice  of  the  grape  in  the  celebration  of  the  ordinance,  or  in  any 
way  to  encourage  the  general  adoption  of  such  juice  of  the  grape  as 
an  appropriate  symbol.' 

III.  *  The  Synod  decline  to  lay  down  any  rule  on  this  subject, 
but  consider  a  mild  natural  wine  as  most  in  accordance  with  the 
institution  of  the  Sacrandent,  and  with  the  common  practice  of  the 
Church  in  all  ages.' 

IV.  *  The  Synod  consider  the  agitation  of  the  subject  of  com- 
munion wine  on  the  grounds  indicated  in  the  Overtures  and 
Petitions  unwarranted ;  disapprove  of  the  continuance  of  this  agi- 
tation ;  and  counsel  Congregations  and  Sessions  under  their  charge 
to  be  guided  in  future  proceedings  by  the  foregoing  resolutions.' 

It  was  also  moved  and  seconded  that — 

I,  *  The  Synod  learning  that  some  members  of  the  Church,  re- 
claimed from  intemperance,  are  represented  as  having  expressed  a 
dread  of  relapsing  into  their  former  sin  by  partaking  of  the  wine 
commonly  used  in  the  Lord's  Supper;  and  further,  that  various 
members  and  office-bearers  of  its  Congregations  have  conscientious 
scruples  regarding  the  using  of  what  is  called  fermented  wine  at 
the  Lord's  Supper,  recommends  Sessions  to  deal  kindly  and 
tenderly  with  all  parties  in  these  delicate  circumstances,  and  to 
adopt  such  measures  as  they  may  deem  wise  for  removing  the 
difficulties  involved  in  the  various  cases  in  connection  with  the 
observance  of  the  ordinance.' 

II.  '  Without  pronouncing  on  the  different  views  set  forth  in  the 
Overtures,  and  while  declining  to  lay  down  any  rule  which,  in  the 
present  divided  state  of  opinion,  could  not  be  made  universal,  the 
Synod  earnestly  and  affectionately  counsel  all  its  members  to  avoid 
unnecessary  agitation  pf  this  question ;  to  look  not  every  man  on 
his  own  things,  but  every  man  also  on  the  things  of  others;  to 
study  the  things  that  make  for  peace,  and  things  whereby  one  may 
edify  another  in  the  observance  of  the  Lord's  Supper.' 

After  further  discussion,  the  mover  of  the  first  motion  withdrew 
the  3rd  paragraph  thereof,  by  permission  of  Synod;  and  the  first 
motion  so  amended  was  put  to  the  vote,  as  against  the  second 
motion,  the  Synod  dividing,  without  a  show  of  hands  being  called 
for.  A  majority  of  votes  was  in  favour  of  the  first  motion,  and  the 
Synod  accordingly  decided  in  terms  of  the  first  motion — 
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I.  *  That  they  deeply  regret  that  some  members  of  the  Chiirch,  May  13,  1875. 
reclaimed  from  intemperance,  are  represented  as  having  e:i^pre88ed  a  seventh  Sede-

II.  *  Without  restricting  the  liberty  at  present  enjoyed  by  Sessions 
in  providing  for  the  observance  of  the  Lord's  Supper,  the  Synod 
decline  to  give  formal  sanction  to  the  use  of  the  imfermented  juice 
of  the  grape  in  the  celebration  of  the  ordinance,  or  in  any  way  to 
encourage  the  general  adoption  of  such  juice  of  the  grape  as  an 
appropriate  symbol.' 

III.  '  The  Synod  consider  the  agitation  of  the  subject  of  com- 
munion wine  on  the  grounds  indicated  in  the  Overtures  and 
Petitions  unwarranted ;  disapprove  of  the  continuance  of  this  agi- 
tation ;  and  counsel  Congregations  and  Sessions  imder  their  charge 
to  be  guided  in  future  proceedings  by  the  foregoing  resolutions.' 

Quoad  ultroy  refuse  the  Petitions  and  dismiss  the  Overtures.  On  the 
decision  of  the  Synod  being  announced,  Dr  Jos.  Brown  entered  his  dis- 
sent in  his  own  name  and  in  the  names  of  all  who  may  adhere.

The  Foreign  Mission  Committee  having  brought  under  the  attention  Dr  Colin  s. 
of  the  Synod  the  propriety  and  desh-ableness  of  ordaining  Dr  Colin  S.  J^rniS!**^^ 
Valentine  as  a  Medical  Missionary,  it  was  agreed  that,  in  the  special 
circumstances  of  this  case,  the  Synod,  having  ample  evidence  of  Dr  Colin 
S.  Valentine's  qualifications  for  the  ofEce  of  a  Gospel  Missionary,  and  of 
the  blessing  which  has  attended  his  evangelical  labours  in  the  State  of 
Jeypore,  where  he  has  been  honoured  to  form  a  Christian  Church, 
approve  of,  and  authorise,  his  ordination  to  the  sacred  office,  although  he 
has  not  undergone  a  course  of  study  at  a  Theological  Institution,  and 
remit  to  the  Presbytery  of  Edinburgh,  or  to  such  other  Presbytery  of 
the  Church  as  for  his  greater  proximity  and  convenience  he  may  request, 
to  make  all  due  arrangements  for  his  ordination,  without  requiring  from 
him  the  ordinary  trial  discourses  and  examinations  prescribed  by  the 
rules  of  the  Church. 
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May  18,  1875.       The  Moderator  read  and  laid  on  the  table  a  letter  from  Messrs

left  the  free  residue  of  his  Estate  and  Effects  to  the  Synod  of  the  United 

Presbyterian  Church,  for  behoof  of  the  Foreign  Missions  of  that  Church ; 

and  further  intimating  that  the  Trustees  as  yet  cannot  condescend  upon 

the  amount  which  will  be  realized,  but  that  it  will  to  all  appearance 

be  upwards  of  £10,000  which  the  Synod  will  have  to  receive. 

The  Synod  receive  the  intelligence  of  this  munificent  bequest  with 

the  liveliest  satisfaction,  as  an  important  contribution  to  the  maintenance 

of  the  Foreign  Missionary  operations  of  the  Church  and  as  a  proof  of 

the  deep  interest  of  the  Testator  in  the  progress  of  the  Gospel;  direct 

the  Clerks  suitably  to  acknowledge  the  letter  convejdng  the  intelligence, 

and  to  hand  over  the  letter  itself  to  the  Foreign  Mission  Committee. 

The  Committee  on  Bills  and  Overtures  reported  the  Causes  which 

Order  of  Busi-  they  recommended  the  Synod  to  take  up  to-morrow,  and  the  Order 

'"*^*^*  in  which  they  should  be   considered.     The   Synod  unanimously 

adopted  their  recommendation. 

The  Synod  adjourned,  to  meet  to-morrow  in  the  same  places,  at  ten 
o'clock  forenoon.

May  14,  1875.  The  Syuod  met,  and  was  constituted  by  the  Moderator.  The  minutes 
Eighth  Sede-  of  last  Sederunt  were  read  and  approved  of,  and  the  scroll  thereof  was 
^"^^^  subscribed  by  the  Moderator. 

Proposed  Pros-  Attention  having  been  called  to  the  finding  of  the  Synod,  at  the 
DumSarton.  foHTth  Sederunt,  anent  the  erection  of  a  Presbytery  of  Dumbarton,  it  was 
agreed,  in  order  to  carry  out  the  object  contemplated,  to  instruct  the 
Presbytery  of  Glasgow  and  the  Presbytery  of  Stirling,  as  the  Presbyterj' 
of  Paisley  and  Greenock  has  already  been  instnicted,  to  ascertain  the 
mind  of  the  congregations  within  their  several  bounds  which  it  might  be 
desirable  to  include  in  the  proposed  Presbytery  of  Dumbarton,  and 
report  to  next  Synod. 

On  recommendation  of    the  Committee  of   Selection,  the   Synod 
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appointed  the  following  a  Committee   on   Union   in   England : — ^Dr  Moy  14,  1875.

On  motion  made  and  seconded,  the  SjTiod  agree  that  a  Commit- 
tee be  appointed  to  take  into  consideration  the  propriety  of  obtain- 
ing the  use  of  another  hall  for  the  meetings  of  Synod. 

Dr  Thomson  gave  notice  of  a  motion  wilii  respect  to  the  new  Notice  of 
Hymn-Book,  which  he  intended  to  move  when  the  report  thereon 
shall  be  taken  up. 

On  recommendation  of  the  Committee  of  Selection,  the  Synod  Addition  to 
appoint  as  members  of  that  Committee,  Dr  Jos.

Dr  Frew ;  Robert  Scott,  minister,  Glasgow,  in  room  of  John  Brand, 
mmister,  Dundee;  and  Mr  Jameson,  Manchester,  in  room  of  Mr 
Annandale. 

The  Synod  resumed  the  discussion  interrupted  at  the  second  Report  on 
aedierunt,  on  the  Report  of  the  Committee  for  more  Efficient  Theolo-  Theoio^ai^"' 
gical  Training.    At  the  time  the  discussion  had  been  adjourned,  ^^^^' . 
the  Synod  had  under   consideration  a  recommendation  by  the  thereof  Re- 
Committee  that    the    Hall   meet   in    Edinburgh.      It   had   been  ^^^^^ 
jnavssd  and  seconded  that  this  recommendation  be  adopted.    It  had. 
been  moved  and  seconded,  in  amendment,  that,  in  the  meantime, 
the  junior  section  of  the  Hall  meet  in  Glasgow,  and  the  senior  in 
Edinburgh.    On  a  fJiow  of  huids  being  now  taken,  the  motion  was 
preferred,  and  the  Synod  decided  accordingly  that  the  Hall  shall 
meet  in  Edinburgh.      Against  this  decision  Professor  Eadie,  Dr 
Geo.  Jeffrey,  and  Mr  Wm.  Clark,  Barrhead,  entered  their  dissent.

Agreed,  that  before  taking  up  the  seventh  recommendation  of 
the  Committee,  which  has  respect  to  the  salaries  of  the  Professors, 
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May  ^1875.  and  the  means  of  maintaining  the  Hall,  &c.,  the  Synod  proceed  ta 
Eighth  scde-  Consider  the  eighth,  in  which  the  Committee  reconmiend  the  fol- 
Mo^  Efficient  ^^^^S  arrangement  of  Chairs  in  'the  Divinity  Hall  :— 
Theological  1st.  Chair  of  Systematic  Theology  and  Apologetics. 

2nd.  Chair  of  New  Testament  Literature  and  Exegesis. 

3rd.  Chair  of  Hebrew  and  Old  Testament  Literature  and  Exegesis. 

4th.  Chair  of  Church  History,  including  History  of  Doctrines. 

5th.  Chair  of  Practical  Training  for  the  work  of  the  Ministry. 

(To  this  Chair  shall  be  assigned  the  following  subjects:— Homi- 
letics,  Conduct  of  Public  Worship,  Pastoral  Duty,  and  the  Practical 
Uses  of  Scripture.) 
notions;  With  respcct  to   these  recommendations,   it  was  moved  and 

seconded  that  they  be  adopted. 

It  was  also  moved  and  seconded,  that  the  subjects  embraced  in 
the  fifth  proposed  Chair  be  distributed  among  the  other  four  Chairs 
in  the  meantime. 

It  was  moved  and  seconded,  as  a  third  motion — 

That  instead  of  a  Chair  of  Pastoral  Theology,  &c.,  there 
shall  be  instituted  a  department  of  special  training  to  secure 
for  the  students  a  more  complete  equipment  for  the  practical 
work  of  the  ministry  than  could  possibly  be  secured  through  any 
single  Chair.  That  the  business  of  this  department  shall  be  to 
stimulate  and  direct  the  religious  life  at  the  Hall ;  to  deal  with 
living  questions  of  practical  or  speculative  importance  as  they  ariset 
without  requiring  the  Professors  to  interfere  for  this  purpose  with 
their  regular  courses  of  instruction ;  to  familiarise  the  students  with 
home  and  foreign  work,  with  the  duties  before  them  in  the  Session, 
the  Presbytery,  and  the  Synod,  and  with  the  management  of  Bible 
classes  and  Sabbath  schools ;  to  teach  them  how  to  deal  with  differ- 
ent classes  of  people,  such  as  the  sick,  the  careless,  the  sceptical, 
and  anxious  inquirers ;  to  instruct  and  drill  them  in  the  preparation 
and  delivery  of  different  kinds  of  discourses,  in  the  proper  way  of 
reading  the  Scriptures,  and  in  other  matters  which  are  apt  to  be 
overlooked,  but  which  go  largely  to  determine  the  success  or  failure 
of  aminister's  work.  That  in  order  to  secure  this  training,  the  depart- 
ment, as  it  sees  need,  shall  establish  annual  lectureships,  tutorships, 
and  classes;  and  seek  to  concentrate ^ upon  the  culture  of  oiu:  Hall 
all  the  gifts  of  thought,  of  practical  experience,  and  pulpit  power, 
in  our  own  and  other  Churches,  that  are  best  fitted  to  inspire  the 
students  with  the  true  spirit  of  their  work,  and  train  them  most 
thoroughly  for  its  accomplishment.  Finally,  that  to  cover  the 
expense  attending  some  of  these  methods,  the  department  shall 
have  control  of  the  annual  sum  proposed  for  the  Chair. 
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These  three  motions  having  been  put  to  a  vote  by  a  show  of  May  14,  I875. 
hands,  it  was  found  that  the  number  voting  for  the  first  motion  was  EighthTede- 
greater  than  the  number  voting  for  both  the  other  two.     The  first  J^*"       . 
motion  was  therefore  preferred,  and  the  Synod  decided  accordingly,  Theological 
adopting  the  recommendation  of  the  Committee  as  to  the  arrange-    ^^^^^' 
ment  of  Chairs  in  the  Hall. 

With  respect  to  the  recommendations  of  the  Committee  under  Findings ; 
the    seventh    head,    the    Synod    adopts    them    unanimously,    as 
follows : — 

1.  The  Salary  of  each  Professor  shall  not  be  less  than  £500  per 
annum. 

2.  The  means  of  maintaining  the  Hall  shall  be  raised  partly  by 
Capital  Fund,  and  partly  by  Annual  Contributions. 

3.  An  effort  shall  be  made  so  to  increase  the  Scholarship  Fund 
as  to  make  it  available  for  students  in  their  Theological  as  well  as 
their  Arts  curriculum. 

The  following  recommendations,  numbered  IX.  and  X.,  were 
also  adopted : — 

That  the  present  entrance  examination  in  Hebrew  shall  be  dis- 
continued, and  that  the  Professor  of  Hebrew  and  Old  Testament 
Literature  and  Exegesis  shall  teach  the  Hebrew  language  from  its 
elements,  as  a  distinct  part  of  the  duties  of  his  Chair. 

That  the  Committee  on  Theological  Education  shall  conduct,  as 
hitherto,  the  examination  for  entrance  to  the  Hall ;  and  that  they  shall 
make  a  similar  arrangement  for  a  final  examination,  which  all 
students  must  pass,  before  Presbyteries  take  them  on  trials  for 
licence.  Also,  that  at  the  close  of  each  of  the  first  and  second  ses- 
sions there  shall  be  an  examination  conducted  by  the  Professors 
jointly,  which  the  students  must  pass  before  they  can  be  certified 
to  attend  the  succeeding  session. 

On  recommendation  of  the  Committee,  the  Synod  decided — 

1.  That  the  Professors  of  Theology  shall  have  seats  in  the 
Presbyteries  within  whose  bounds  they  reside,  and  in  the  Synod. 

2.  That  the  first  session  under  the  new  scheme  shall  commence 
in  November,  1876. 

As  to  the  relation  in  which  students  attending  the  Hall  this  Reiatioa  of 
year  shall  stand  to  the  new  curriculum,  the  Synod,  as  recommended  aSi*«a8*year 
by  the  Committee,  resolve  as  follows : —  ricSum^"^ 

1.  The  Fifth-year  Students  shall   be  licensed  as   soon  after 

September  as  possible,  and  their  names  be  placed  on  the 
Probationers'  Roll  on  1st  January,  1876. 

2.  The  Fourth-year  Students  shall  attend  the  Hall  during  the 

first  two  months  of  session  1876-7,  but  may  meanwhile  be 
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xmdergoing  trials  for  licence,  so  that  their  nameQ  may  be 
placed  on  the  EoU  on  let  January,  1877. 

3.  The  Third-year  Students  shall  attend  the  whole  of  seBsion 
1876-7,  and  may  then  receive  licence,  and  their  nameir  be 
placed  on  the  Roll  on  Ist  July,  1877. 

4.  The  Second-year  Students  shall  attend  sessions  187&-7  and 

1877-8,  and  may  then  receive  licence,  and  their  names  be 
placed  on  the  Roll  on  1st  July,  1878. 

5.  The  First-year  Students  shall  attend  sessions   1876-7  and 

1877-8,  and  at  least  the  first  two  months  of  session  1878-9, 
before  they  are  taken  on  trials  for  licence ;  and  their  names 
may  be  placed  on  the  Roll  on  1st  April,  1879. 
The  Committee  having  been  instructed  to  suggest  rules  for 
students  preaching,  recommended  as  follows : — 

1.  That  no  student  shall  be  allowed  to  preach  in  a  congregation, 

under  any  circumstances  whatever,  until  after  he  has  com- 
pleted his  first  jsession  at  the  Hall. 

2.  That  during  the  months  of  the  second  and  third  sessions,  no 

student  shall  be  allowed  to  preach  unless  he  shall  have 
previously  obtained  the  sanction  of  the  Professors. 

3.  That  during  the  months  of    recess    no  student  shall   be 

allowed  to  preach  except  in  presence  of  the  minister,  or 
when  appointed  as  Pulpit  Supply  by  the  Committee  of 
Distribution. 
It  was  moved  andiseconded — That  tJiese  recomrnendations  of  ihe 
Committee  be  adopted,  with  the  following  as  a  fourth  Rule,  viz. : — 

4.  That  ministers  be  instructed  to  regulate  their  conduct  by 

these  rules. 

It  was  also  moved  and  seconded — ^That  the  suggestions  of  the 
Committee  in  regard  to  student  preaching  lie  on  the  table  till  the 
new  scheme  come  into  operation. 

The  Synod  divided  on  the  two  motions,  when  the  first  was  pre- 
ferred,  and  the  fiynod  decided  accordingly,  adopting  the  three 
recommendations  of  the  Committee  as  Rules  for  student  preaching, 
and  as  a  fourth  Rule — ^That  ministers  are  instructed  to  regulate  . 
their  conduct  according  to  these  rules. 

The  Synod  also  adopted  the  suggestion  of  the  Committee — That 
these  Rules  be  printed  by  the  Distribution  Committee  on  their 
Quarterly  List,  along  with  the  Rule  of  Synod  (Ch.  VII.  Sec.  i  Rule 
16)  as  to  parties  reporting  to  Presbyteries,  and  Presbjrteries  making 
inquiry ;  the  other  Rules  on  this  subject  at  present  in  force  (Ch.

The  Synod  took  up  an  Overture  transmitted  by  the  Presbytery  of 
Melrose  from  Mr  James  Davidson,  minister,  at  Selkirk,  craving  the 
Synod  to  take  into  consideration  the  question  of  Students*  Pre- 
liminary Training,  with  a  view  to  considering  whether  a  larger  amount 
of  freedom  might  not  be  granted  to  the  student  in  respect  both  of  the 
subjects  studied  and  of  the  teachers  of  these,  and  with  no  less  advan- 
tage to  the  Church  than  to  the  student  himself;  whether,  indeed,  all 
students  who  could  pass  an  entrance  examination,  consisting,  for  the 
most  part,  of  alternative  subjects,  and  who  give  evidence  of  possessing 
that  intellectual  aptitude  which  it  is  the  principal  object  of  the  M.A. 
course  of  University  Training  to  impart,  might  not  be  eligible  to  the 
Hall. 

Mr  Davidson  having  been  heard  in  support  of  his  Overture,  the 
Synod  proceeded  to  give  judgment.    It  was  moved  and  seconded, 

That  the  Synod  having  heard  the  Overture  from  the  Rev.  James 
Davidson  anent  Preliminary  Training  of  Theological  Students,  recog-

^^**^*'  and  the  information  which  they  have  given  as  to  the  objects  con- 

templated by  the  erection  of  a  Celtic  Chair  in  the  University  of 
Edinburgh,  and  cordially  commend  the  movement  to  the  liberal  sup- 
poi-t  of  the  members  of  the  Church. 
Keport  on  Ee-  Called  f or  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Remuneration  of  Preachers, 
Treachera ;  which  was  presented  by  Dr  Bruce,  Convener,  and,  being  printed 
among  Synod  Papers,  was  held  as  read.  The  Convener  was  heard  in 
explanation  and  support  of  the  recommendations  in  the  Report.  Tbe 
Synod  received  the  Report,  and  proceeded  to  consideir  seriatim  the 
proposals  contained  in  it.  After  reasoning,  the  Synod  agreed 
that  a  uniform  fee  for  the  preachers  does  not  appear  to  be  practicable 
in  present  circimifitanees.

The  Committee  having  recommended  that  *^  The  stipend  according 
to  which  preachers  are  to  be  paid  is  what  the  congregation  pays  out  of 
its  own  resources  to  its  minister,  exclusive  of  allowance  for  incidental 
expenses,  which  is  to  be  reckoned  at  the  Synod's  rate  of  £5  per  cent, 
on  the  stipend ;  and  in  Collegiate  charges,  the  rule  which  exists  in  refer- 
ence to  the  Synod's  General  Fund  is  to  be  followed." 

It  was  moved  and  seconded  that  the  Committee's  recommendation 
be  adopted.  It  was  also  moved  and  seconded — That  the  stipend 
according  to  which  preachers  are  to  be  paid,  is  what  the  congregation 
pays  out  of  its  own  resources. 

On  a  show  of  hands,  the  first  motion  was  preferred,  and  the  Synod 
adopted  the  Committee's  recommendation,  and  determined  accordingly. 

The  Committee  having  recommended  **  That  a  minister  in  a  charge 
supplying  the  pulpit  of  another  minister,  whose  stipend  is  higher  than 
his  own,  shall  only  be  entitled  to  the  fee  payable  by  his  own  congrega- 
tion, with  travelling  and  other  expenses  incurred  by  him."  Also. 
^*  When  the  preacher  is  accommodated  in  the  house  of  the  minister, 
congregations  are  recommended,  should  it  be  at  the  time  inconvenient 
for  him  to  have  a  stranger  in  his  house,  to  make  such  arrangements  as 
will  obviate  inconvenience  to  him  and  loss  to  the  preacher." 

The  Synod  resolved  that  these  recommendations  be  not  adopted. 
The  Committee  were  then  discharged,  with  the  Synod's  thanks  for  their 
labours.

REASONS  OF  DISSENT  BY  MR  G.  0.  HUTTON  AND  OTHERS.  Tf."  cons  of 

The  decision  of  the  Synod  on  Union  in  England  is  dissented  from  ^^'■•''^*"'^ 

First,  because  it  mutilates  without  necessity  the  body  corporate  of  this  Church, 
and  weakens  its  organic  strength  and  influence. 

Second,  by  approving  of  the  erection  of  an  English  jurisdiction,  it  sanctions,  for 
the  first  time  in  this  Church,  the  territorial  principle,  and  places  those  congregations 
in  England  still  adhering  to  this  Synod  in  an  invidious  and  embarrassing  position. 

Third,  this  great  change,  arresting  the  extension  and  tending  to  the  extinction  of 
this  Church  in  England,  has  been  made  in  a  manner  entirely  precipitate  and  irregular, 
inasmuch  as 

(1)  Instead  of  disapproving,  it  practically  sanctions  the  procedure  of  the  English      , 
Synod  through  its  Committee,  which  having  no  judicial  function,  and  no  remit  from 
the  Supreme  Court  to  justify  its  act,  unconstitutionally  sent  down  the  subject  of 
Union  to  Presbyteries  and  Sessions  in  England  in  the  face  of  the  decision  of  the 
Supreme  Court  last  year  suspending  negotiations. 

(2)  It  sanctions  a  scheme  of  Union  in  various  points  unsatisfactory,  which  had 
never  received  from  this  Synod  more  than  a  provisional  and  general  approval,  which 
had  been  formally  set  aside  by  its  decision  of  last  year,  and,  per  saUum,  reintroduces 
and  adopts  the  same  with  such  alterations  of  detail  as  may  be  agreed  upon  by  a  Com- 
mittee acting  widi  full  powers,  as  a  basis  of  final  arrangement. 

Fourth,  without  reconsulting  the  Churches  in  the  usual  manner,  to  ascertain  their 
mind  regarding  the  new  proposals,  it  goes  contrary  to  the  most  recent  expression  of 
the  Church's  mind,  as  summed  up  by  the  Synod  itself  in  its  answers  to  reasons  of 
dissent  last  year,  which  plainly  was  that  harmony  of  view  on  the  subject  in  the  Eng- 
lish portion  of  the  Church  was  indispensable  toany  renewal  of  negotiations  for  Union, 
a  result  which  notoriously  has  not  been  secured.

REASONS  OF  DISSENT  BY  MR  DAVID  MACRAE,  GOUROCK. 
I  beg  leave  to  dissent  from  the  Synod's  dedsion  on  the  English  Union  question, 
on  the  ground  that,  even  if  it  allows  any  of  our  English  congregations  to  remain  in 
connection  with  us,  these  congregations  will  be  put  into  a  worse  position  than  ever, 
and  the  desired  unity  of  Presbyterianism  in  England  will  not  be  attained  ;  but  that 
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May  18,  1875.  if,  on  the  other  hand,  as  seems  probable,  the  decision  means  that  the  United  Presbjr- 
TwelftlTsed  -  *®"*°  Church  is  henceforth  to  be  locked  out  of  England,  and  shut  up  for  the  first 
time  within  territorial  boundaries,  then  the  constitution  and  historical  position  of  our 
Church  will  be  changed,  the  attachment  of  many  will  be  weakened  by  this  loss  of  her 
cosmopolitan  character,  and  the  unfortunate  impression  may  be  made  in  many  minds 
that  if  United  Presbyterian  principles  are  not  worth  maintaining  abroad,  they  cannot 
be  so  much  worth  maintaining  at  home.

ANSWERS  BY  THE  SYNOD. 
Answers.  I.  1st  The  Synod  admits  that,  numerically  viewed,  its  strength  must  be  diminished 

by  the  incorporation  of  a  portion  of  its  congregations  with  another  Church.  But  the  sub- 
tracted force  and  influence  will  not  be  lost ;  they  will  only  be  transferred.  The  Synod*s 
own  power,  moreover,  will  be  increased,  rather  than  diminished,  by  an  act  of  self- 
sacrifice  for  a  noble  end.  The  dissentients  think  this  sacrifice  to  have  been  made 
without  necessity ;  but  necessity  is  a  relative  term,  and  in  order  to  the  end  proposed, 
the  act  was,  in  the  circumstances,  altogether  necessary. 

2nd.  By  the  proposed  '*  erection  of  an  English  jurisdiction,"  there  is  no  sanction 
intended  or  implied  to  the  territorial  idea  in  any  sense  that  rests  on  the  recognition 
of  the  State  Church  principle ;  and  any  other  arrangement  for  independent  local  ad- 
ministration may  reasonably  be  the  result  of  considerations  of  expediency  and  con- 
venience. Congregations  in  the  same  city  might,  for  evangelistic  and  missionary 
purposes,  divide  its  bounds  into  assigned  and  accepted  districts  among  themselves  so 
as  not  to  interfere  with  each  other's  operations  without  infringing  upon  the  principle, 
of  the  obligation  resting  on  Churches  to  preach  the  Gospel  eveiywhere.  For  similar 
reasons  of  mutual  advantage,  Churches  may  limit  the  area  of  their  respective  jurisdic- 
tions. It  is  hoped  that  few,  if  any,  of  the  English  congregations  of  this  Church  will, 
eventually,  hold  aloof  from  the  contemplated  union — ^but,  should  any  do  so,  they 
will  be  cherished  by  this  Synod  as  heretofore,  and  honoured  as  acting  on  conscientious 
views  of  duty. 

8rd.  Our  Church  in  England  will  not,  save  in  a  mere  name,  be  extinguished,  nor 
its  extension  arrested,  by  a  union  which  only  adjoins  it  to  another  body,  to  prosecute, 
with  even  increased  vigour,  the  work  it  is  now  pursuing.  And  the  Synod  cannot 
admit  that  the  change  has  been  made  with  precipitancy.  The  idea  of  union  on  the 
basis  of  such  a  scheme  as  has  now  been  sanctioned  has  been  long  before  the  mind  of 
the  Church — ^the  scheme  itself  in  its  substantial  elements  has  been  patiently  con- 
sidered by  the  subordinate  courts  of  the  Church,  and  the  subject  has  been  repeatedly 
and  fully  discussed  in  this  Synod.  The  dissentients  misconceive  the  facts  when,  in 
referring  to  the  proceedings  of  the  English  Synod's  Committee,  they  speak  of  it  as 
<(  sending  down  "  unconstitutionally  the  subject  of  Union  to  Presbyteries  and  Sessions. 
The  object  of  that  Committee's  remit  (so  to  call  it,  though  the  term  is  not  properly 
applicable)  was  merely  to  ascertain  whether  certain  changes  proposed  in  the  scheme 
would  tend  to  remove  objections  in  the  minds  of  opponents  of  the  plan,  and  it  was 
carefully  stated  that  it  was  placed  before  the  Courts  consulted  in  no  judicial  sense, 
but  simply  in  the  way  of  brotherly  information  and  request  The  dissentients  are 
again  under  misconception  when  they  speak  of  the  Union  Committee  now  appointed 
as  a  **  Committee  acting  with  full  powers ; ''  the  Synod  has  not  delegated  its  own 
power  to.  the  Committee,  but  has  instructed  it  to  do  necessary  work  to  prepare  ^for 
completion  of  the  Union — a  completion,  however,  which  must  be  the  Synod's  own. 
act  The  Synod  cannot  but  wonder  at  the  mistake  into  which  the  dissentients  fall* 
when  they  state  that  the  scheme  of  Union  before  the  Synod  was  "  set  aside  "  by  its' 
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decision  in  .1874.   That  decision  simply  suspended  the  negotiations  for  Union.   Now,  May  18,  1875. 
that  which  is  suspended  merely  may  be  resumed,  and  when  resumed  the  matter  is  Twelfth  Sede- 
taken  up  just  in  the  state  in  which  it  was  temporarily  laid  down.    This  is  what  the  runt 
Synod,  by  its  decision  at  this  meeting,  has  done,  going  on,  at  the  same  time,  to  the 
sanction  of  the  scheme.    On  the  scheme  thus  now  approved,  the  Committee  have  no  Keasons  of 
power  to  offer  new  proposals  affecting  its  substance.    They  are  only  empowered  to  I>is8ent. 
make  changes,  if  acceptable  to  both  parties,  on  matters  of  detail,  and  to  make  the 
arrangements  that  are  necessary  for  the  consummation  of  the  Union.    There  are, 
therefore,  no  new  proposals  requiring  the  Churches  to  be  reconsulted,  nor  is  the 
Synod  going  contrary  to  its  last  yearns  decision  and  reasons  for  it,  when,  in  new  cir- 
cumstances, with  the  feeling  in  favour  of  Union,  as  is  believed,  strengthened  and  in- 
creased, it  came  to  a  new  and  different  finding. 

II.  The  Kev.  D.  Macrae's  reason  for  his  dissent  is  substantially  the  same  as  the 
second  of  the  other  dissentients,  and  is  answered  in  the  foregoing  reply  thereto.  It 
may  be  added  that  Mr  Macrae's  forebodings  in  the  close  have  no  solid  foundation, 
since  there  is  no  surrender  whatever  of  United  Presbyterian  principles  in  the  contem- 
plated Union ;  and  these  will  be  maintained,  as  before,  equally  **  abroad,*'  as  he  puts 
it,  as  **  at  home."

Dr  MacGill  presented  to  the  Synod,  in  the  name  of  the  family  of  the  TweiHTsede- 
deceased  Dr  John  Macf  arlane,  Clapham  Soad  Ghnrch^  London^  several  j^^est  by  Dr 
volumes  of  rare  interest,  bequeathed  to  the  Synod  by  him,  including  the  ^^  M»of«r- 
study  Bible,  long  in  constant  use  by  Ralph  Erskine,  one  of  our  Secession 
Fathers.    The  Synod  accept  this  gift  with  warm  interest,  and,  according 
to  the  terms  on  which  it  is  bestowed,  direct  that  the  volumes  be  disposed 
of  as  may  seem  best  to  the  Committee  on  Theological  Education. 

Took  up  a  statement  of  the  Foreign  Mission  Committee  on  Govern-  Government 
ment  Subsidy  in  aid  of  the  temporal  support  of  orphans  in  Bajpootana.  of  Orpham^ia 
The  statement,  being  printed  among  Synod  Papers,  was  held  as  read,  ^JP^**^*- 
and  Dr  MacGill  was  heard  thereanent.    The  hour  of  adjournment  hav- 
ing arrived,  the  Synod  agreed  that  consideration  of  the  subject  be 
resumed  at  eight  o'clock  to-night. 

Dr  Young,  for  a  Committee  appointed  to  prepare  answers  to  reasons 
of  dissent  from  the  Synod's  decision  at  the  ninth  sederunt  on  the  ques- 
tion of  the  new  Hymn-Book,  presented  and  read  answers,  which  the 
Synod  adopt,  and  order  to  be  recorded  along  with  the  reasons  as 
follows:— 

REASONS  OF  DISSENT  BT  DE  JOSEPH  BROWN.  Retsonaof 

*'  The  subscriber  dissents  from  the  deed  of  Synod  anent  the  Hymn-Book,  for  the  ^^^^^^ 
f oUowia;  retsoBS  >^ 

(1.)  That  the  members  of  Synod  have  not  had  time  to  examine  the  latest  edition 
of  the  draft ;  and  that  the  issuing  of  a  Hymn-Book  for  the  use  of  the  churches  is  too 
important  a  matter  to  be  entrasted  to  any  committee  until  the  Hymn-Book  has  re- 
ceived the  approval  of  the  Synod  itself. 

(2.)  Because  there  are  many  offensive  and  doubtful  jduases  in  the  draft,  to  which 
the  attention  of  the  committee  has  been  already  called,  but  which  have  been  retained 
notwithstanding,  and  which  he  therefore  fears  may  be  perpetuated  hot  the  Hymn-Book 
to  the  discredit  of  the  Church  and  the  discomfort  of  many  of  its  memberSf  The 
subscriber  would  refer  very  specially — as  he  did  in  the  Synod^to  two  hymns  which 
are  thus  disfigured.  In  hymn  816  there  is  this  line — **Thou  hast  sinful  Mary 
shriven.''  The  line  is  offensive  on  two  grounds.  First,  as  it  savours  of  the 
confessional— one  of  the  worst  features  of  Popery— seems  to  speak  of  it  approv- 
ingly, and  seems  to  claim  for  it  the  authority  of  our  Lord  Himself.  Secondly,  the 
line  is  offensive  as  it  seems  to  sanction  the  slander— which  poets  and  painters  and 
preacheis  have  conspired  to  publish — ^that  Mary  Magdalene  had  been  a  harlot,  a 
alaoder  fcHr  which  there  is  not  a  shred  of  evidence  in  the  sacred  yolume.  The  sub- 
acriber  hopes  the  Master  will  approve  of  his  conduct  in  thus  repelling  so  foul  a  charge 
against  one  of  the  worthiest  and  most  devoted  of  that  Master's  friends.  In  hymn  172 
itis  wriftttn— 

"  My  soul  looks  back  to  see 

The  burden  Thou  didst  bear, 

When  hanging  on  the  cursed  tree, 

And  hopes  her  guilt  was  there."

ANSWERS  BY  THE  SYNOD. 
Answers.  The  Ilymn-Book  has  been  in  the  hands  of  the  members  of  Synod  for  nearly 

a  year ;  and  in  the  latest  edition  of  the  draft  effect  has  been  given  to  the  suggestions 
of  Presbyteries  and  Sessions  in  all  cases  in  which  anything  like  a  consensus  of  opinion, 
has  been  found  to  exist.  The  hymns  which  the  committee  have  added  since  last 
year  are  so  few  in  number  that  members  of  Synod  have  had  ample  time  to  examine 
them  since  the  draft  was  issued ;  and  the  Synod  has  taken  care  that  suggestions 
regarding  these  also  should  be  under  the  consideration  of  the  committee  before  the  pub- 
lication of  the  book.  It  should  further  be  remembered  that  the  conmiittee  were  not 
required  to  issue  the  amended  draft  till  the  1st  of  May,  within  a  few  days  of  which 
date,  copies  were  actually  in  the  hands  of  members,  although  the  returns  from 
Presbyteries  and  sessions,  on  which  the  completion  of  their  work  depended,  were  not 
forwarded  to  the  committee  in  many  instances  tiU  two  months  after  the  appointed 
time.  It  may  be  satisfactory  to  the  dissentient  to  know  that  much  greater  care  baa 
been  taken  to  secure  that  the  Synod  should  have  ample  opportunity  to  examine  the 
new  Hymn-Book  than  was  given  it  in  connection  with  the  book  which  is  now  in  use ; 
and  that,  moreover,  the  Synod  on  the  former  occasion  gave  exactly  the  same  power 
to  the  committee  in  regard  to  publication  as  is  now  objected  to  in  this  Reason.  The 
former  book — ^prepared  and  issued  by  a  committee  of  which  the  present  dissentient 
was  convener— was  never  sent  down  to  Presbyteries  and  Sessions,  but  only  to  ministers 
individually.  When  the  draft  was  laid  on  the  Synod^s  table,  it  was  simply  referred 
'  to  a  committee  then  and  there  appointed,  who  were  required  to  sit  in  judgment 
'  on  the  bulky  volume,  and  report  to  a  future  sederunt  of  the  same  Synod.  And  on 
receiving  the  report  of  this  committee,  the  Synod  adopted  precisely  the  course  which 
the  Synod  of  this  year  has  adopted,  and  to  which  the  dissentient  objects — ^viz.,  it 
instructed  the  committee  to  send  down  the  draft  to  members  of  Synod  for  suggestions, 
and  authorised  them,  after  receiving  and  considering  the  same,  to  issue  the  book 
for  the  use*  of  the  Church.  The  Synod  has  this  year,  accordingly,  acted  strictly  on  a 
precedent  which  the  present  dissentient  could  hardly  have  been  expected  to  call  in 
question. 

2.  The  Synod  cannot  deal  with  a  general  charge  that  *'  there  are  many  offensive 
and  doubtful  phrases  in  the  draft,"  except  by  saying  that  this  is  a  matter  of  opinion 
and  taste,  and  that  no  suggested  alteration  of  any  kind,  on  which  the  Church,  through 
its  Presbyteries  and  sessions,  has  shown  any  approach  to  agreement,  has  been  dis- 
regarded by  the  committee  in  amending  the  draft.  What  is  *'  offensive  and  doubtful  ^ 
iu  the  eyes  of  the  dissentient,  accordingly,  seems  to  be  differently  looked  upon  through- 
out the  Church.  The  dissentient  gives  two  examples  of  the  *'  offensive  and  doubt- 
ful phrases ''  to  which  he  refers.  One  occurs  in  the  translation  of  the  DUs  Ira^  in 
the  Hue,  *^  Thou  hast  sinful  Mary  shriven,*'  in  which  there  is  suspected  to  be  an 
allusion  to  the  confessional,  and  alleged  to  be  a  <'  foul"  attack  on  the  character  of 
I^Iary  Magdalene.  Both  charges  might  be  easily  refuted ;  but  the  Synod  prefer 
pointing  out  to  the  dissentient— what  a  little  trouble  would  have  enabled  him  to 
nasertain  for  himself — that  according  to  the  report  of  the  committee,  the  whole 
translation  in  which  the  line  quoted  occurs  has  undergone  revision.  And  as  a  matter 
of  fact,  it  may  be  further  stated  that  the  line  itself  has  boon  so  altered  as  even  to  the 
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dissenticni  to  be  wholly  unobjectionable.    The  other — ^and  the  only  other—"  offensive  May  18,  1875.

Answers  to 

Were  the  Synod  preparing  a  Confession  of  Faith  instead  of  a  Hymn-Book,  a  rigid  Dj^nt.^ 

theologian  migh  6  question  the  propriety  of  the  impugned  expression,  at  least  some 

theologians  would,  though  by  no  means  all.    But  looking  at  the  line  in  question, 

not  as  the  statement  of  a  doctrine,  but  simply  as  the  utterance  of  a  phase  of  feeling 

which  is  common  in  the  experience  of  the  best  of  Christians,  and  which  rises  in  a 

mood  of  mind  in  which  strictly  dogmatical  conceptions  are  not  much  regarded,  the 

Synod  cannot  imagine  that  the  line  will  either  offend  the  most  orthodox,  or  mislead 

the  most  simple.    Surely,  even  "  at  this  time  of  day,'*  any  Christian  may  say  that  ho 

hopes  our  Blessed  Lord  bore  his  sin,  when  lie  bore  all  men's  sin — which  is  just 

another  way  of  saying  that  he  hopes  he  is  one  of  the  Lord's  people — ^without  either 

entertaining  any  heretical  notion,  or  laying  himself  open  to  the  charge  of  heresy  at 

the  hands  of  the  soundest  of  the  brethren. 

The  Synod  adjourned,  to  meet  in  the  same  place  at  six  o'clock 
this  evening.

Further,  the  Synod  remit  to  the  Committee  on  more  Efficient  Theo- 
logical Training,  to  confer  with  the  Professors,  and,  if  necessary,  with 
their  respective  Presbyteries  and  the  Sessions  of  their  respective  congre- 
giations,  with  reference  to  their  altered  position,  to  arrange  with  the  Pro-

approved  ;  and  that  a  standing  Committee  of  an  equal  number  of 
ministers  and  elders  be  appointed  to  co-operate  with  Presbyteries, 
Sessions,  and  Committees  of  Superintendence  in  carrying  out  the  Scheme^ 
with  power  to  send  a  deputation  to  meetings  of  Presbyteries  for  that  object. 
That  in  the  Schedule  of  Annual  Statistics  there  shall  henceforth  be 
added  a  return  of  the  number  of  baptized  children  in  each  congr^atioti 
who  are  not  communicants. 

The  foUowing  are  the  Rules  which,  by  the  above  decision,  are  now

Bvles^  1.  That  the  kirk-session  of  every  congregation  shall  henceforth  keep  a  fall  and 

accurate  roll  of  the  baptized  children  belonging  to  it  who  have  not  been  received  into 
full  communion,  as  well  as  of  the  members  in  full  communion. 
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2.  That  of  all  juvenile  members  above  five  years  of  age  the  elder  of  the  district  May  18,  1871. 
should  have  personal  knowledge ;  should  make  particular  inquiry  regarding  their  Thirteenth 
education  or  occupation  ;  and  should  seek,  in  conjunction  with  tlie  parents,  to  pro-  Sederunt, 
mote  their  spiritual  welfare,  by  urging  diligent  attendance  on  the  means  of  instruc-  Rules  for  Su 
tion  and  salvation,  by  kindly  watchfulness,  counsel,  and  admonition,  and,  if  need  be,  ^'youn^^^*^*^ 
in  the  case  of  serious  misconduct  on  the  part  of  those  who  have  come  to  years  of  Pei-sons. 
responsibility,  by  reporting  their  delinquency  to  the  session. 

3.  That  every  baptized  child  shall,  on  removal  from  a  congregation,  obtain  a 
regular  certificate  of  disjunction,  stating  his  name  and  age,  to  be  delivered  to  the 
minister  or  session-clerk  of  the  congregation  to  which  he  removes ;  and  that  the 
reception  of  such  certificate  shall  be  notified  by  the  said  minister  or  session-clerk  to 
the  minister  or  session-clerk  from  whom  he  came. 

4.  That  where  there  are  several  congregations,  and  especially  in  all  large  towns,  a 
Committee  of  Superintendence  shall  be  formed,  composed  of  a  representative  selected 
by  each  session,  whose  special  duty  shall  be  to  take  the  oversight  of  young  persons 
who  come  from  other  congregations  into  the  town  or  locality  without  having  any 
Christian  relatives  or  friends  in  it  to  whose  care  they  are  committed,  and  to  assist 
them  in  the  selection  of  respectable  lodging-houses,  to  visit  them  iu  their  new  abodes, 
to  watch  over  them  in  the  spirit  of  Christian  love  and  solicitude,  to  advise  them  to 
decide  early  on  the  congregation  with  which  they  are  to  connect  themselves,  and  to 
introduce  them  to  its  minister  or  elders ;  said  Committee  to  report  to  the  Presbytery 
of  the  bounds  annually,  in  the  month  of  January,  its  procedure  during  the  preceding 
year. 

5.  That  the  ministers  or  session-clerks  of  the  congregations  from  which  young 
persons  have  received  certificates  of  disjunction  should  forthwith  apprise  those  of  the 
congregation  within  whos&  bounds  they  have  gone  of  tlieir  removal,  with  any  further 
information  they  may  deem  it  advisable  to  communicate,  and  that  in  large  towns  this 
notice  and  information  should  be  sent  to  the  Secretary  or  Convener  of  the  Com- 
mittee of  Superintendence. 

6.  That  the  Committee  of  Superintendence  should  seek  the  co-operation  of 
Toung  Men's  Fellowship  Societies,  of  Sabbath-school  teachers,  and  of  a  Ladies' 
Committee  to  assist  in  the  cases  of  young  women. 

7.  That  intimation  should  be  made  at  least  quarterly,  from  the  pulpit,  and 
especially  two  or  three  weeks  before  each  of  the  half-yearly  terms  in  May  and 
November,  that  young  persons  intending  to  remove  beyond  the  bounds  of  the  con- 
gregation are  requested  to  apprise  the  minister  or  elders,  and  to  obtain  a  certificate 
and  introduction  to  take  with  them  to  the  places  of  their  destination. 

8.  That  the  names  and  addresses  of  the  Secretaries  of  Committees  of  Superinten- 
dence in  the  large  towns  should  be  regularly  advertised  on  the  cover  of  the  Misnonary 
Record, 

Called  for  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Temperance  and  Public  J^^f^^''*' 
Morals,  which  was  presented  by  Mr  Mearns,  Convener,  and,  being  Morals ; 
printed  among  Synod  Papers,  was  held  as  read.  Mr  Mearns  was  heard 
in  relation  to  the  Report.  After  reasoning,  it  was  moved,  seconded,  and 
unanimously  resolved— That  the  Synod  receive  and  adopt  the  Report, 
and  thank  the  Committee  for  their  services ;  renew  their  unqualified  con- 
demnation of  the  Contagious  Diseases  Acts ;  re-appoint  the  Committee, 
with  instructions  to  co-operate  with  other  churches  and  associations  in 
promoting  the  abolition  of  these  Acts,  and  to  watch  over  the  interests 
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of  morality ;  and  authorise  a  petition  to  Parliament  to  be  prepared  by 
the  Committee  and  signed  by  the  Moderator  and  Clerk  of  Synod,  for 
their  total  and  immediate  repeal. 

Further,  the  Synod  remit  to  the  Committee  to  watch  over  the  subject 
of  intemperance,  and  recommend  to  all  the  ministers  of  the  Church  to 
preach  on  this  subject  to  their  congregations  on  one  or  other  of  the 
Lord's  days  in  December  next. 

Dr  MacGill  stated  that  he  had  this  evening  received  a  donation  of 
£500  for  the  China  and  Japan  Mission,  from  an  anonymous  donor,  wlio 
describes  himself  as  a  "  Fife  Proprietor." 

Called  for  Report  of  the  Committee  for  the  Distribution  of  Preachers, 
which  was  presented  by  Dr  Ogilvie,  Clerk  of  said  Committee,  and,  being 
printed  among  Synod  Papers,  was  held  as  read.  The  Synod  receive 
this  Report,  and  direct  that  it  be  printed  in  Appendix  to  Minutes  ;*  also 
adopt  the  List  of  Occasional  Supply  presented  by  the  Committee,  witli 
the  names  of  the  Rev.  George  Dodds,  Rev.  George  M^ Arthur,  W.  G. 
Finlayson,  and  Alexander  Robertson,  as  reported  verbally  by  the  Com- 
mittee, added  thereto,  and  direct  that  it  be  printed  with  the  Quarterly 
List  of  Appointments. 

In  view  of  the  present  limited  supply  of  Preachers,  the  Synod  agree 
for  this,  year  so  far  to  relax  the  rule  as  to  admit  of  new  licentiates  beinj^ 
placed  on  the  Roll  of  Probationers,  so  as  to  be  available  for  appointments 
to  vacancies  by  1st  January,  1875,  and  recommend  Presbyteries  to 
facilitate  arrangements  for  licensing  students. 

The  Synod  reappoint  the  Committee  for  the  Distribution  of 
Preachers,  viz. :— William  Wood,  Dr  Ogilvie,  and  Dr  Thomas  Kennedy 
— ^Mr  AVood  to  be  Clerk  of  Committee  for  this  year. 

Called  for  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Complaints  anent  Preachers' 
Appointments,  which,  in  absence  of  the  Convener,  was  given  in  by  Mr 
Gardiner,  Edinburgh.  The  Report  bore  that  no  complaint  had  been 
brought  before  the  Committee  this  year. 

Called  for  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Union  in  Ireland,  which  was 
stated  verbally  by  Mr  M*Dowall,  Convener. 

On  their  own  recommendation,  it  was  agreed  that  the  Committee  be 
now  discharged,  with  the  Synod's  thanks  for  their  services. 

A  form  of  Petition  to  Parliament  for  the  Total  Repeal  of  the  Con- 
tagious Diseases  Act,  prepared  by  the  direction  of  Synod,  was  read  and 
laid  on  the  table.  The  Synod  adopted  the  Petition ;  directed  that  it  be 
extended  in  due  form,  and,  after  being  signed  by  the  Moderator  and 
Clerk  of  Synod,  sent  off  for  presentation.!

PETITION  AGAINST  CONTAGIOUS  DISEASES  ACTS. 

Unto  the  Honourable  the  CJoMMONS  of  Great  Britain  and 
Ireland,  in  Parliament  afisembled, 

The  Petition  of  the  Synod  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church, 
met  at  Edinburgh,  on  this  18th  day  of  May,  1875, 

Humbly  Sheweth, 

That  this  Synod,  on  first  becoming  aware  of  the 
nature  of  the  Contagious  Diseases  Acts,  was  moved  to  a  unanimous 
condemnation  of  them,  as  in  principle  and  tendency  adverse  to 
morality,  and  fitted,  not  to  prevent  or  abate,  but  to  facilitate  and 
promote  vice* 

That  larger  consideration  of  these  Acts,  and  fuller  knowledge  of 
their  operation,  in  conjunction  with  the  testimony  as  to  their  bane- 
ful effects  in  other  countries,  have  deepened  this  Synod's  conviction 
of  their  injustice  and  iniquity,  and  strengthened  its  resolution  to 
seek  their  total  abolition. 

May  it  therefore  please  your  Honourable  House  to  take  measures 
for  the  immediate  and  total  abolition  of  the  Contagious  Diseases 
Acts. 

And  your  Petitioners  will  ever  pray.

ALTERATIONS  MADE  ON  RULES  AND  FORMS  OP  PRO. 

CEDURE  BY  RESOLUTIONS  OF  SYNOD,  1875. 

Chap.  I.,  Sec.  I.    After  Rule  20,  introduce  as  Rule  21  :— 
•  **  The  session  of  every  congregation  keeps  a  full  and  accurate  roll 
of  the  baptized  children  belonging  to  it  who  have  not  been  received 
into  full  communion,  as  well  as  of  the  members  in  full  communion. 

21.2.  "Of  all  juvenile  members  above  five  years  of  age  the  elder 
of  the  district  should  have  personal  knowledge ;  should  make  par- 
ticular inquiry  regarding  their  education  or  occupation  ;  and  should 
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seek,  in  conjunction  with  the  parents,  to  promote  their  Bpiritcal 
welfare,  by  urging  diligent  attendance  oh  the  means  of  instructioii 
and  salvation,  by  kindly  watchfalness,  counsel,  and  admonition,  and, 
if  need  be,  in  the  case  of  serious  misconduct  on  the  part  of  those 
who  have  come  to  years  of  responsibility,  by  reporting  their  de- 
linquency to  the  session. 

21.3.  "  Every  baptised  child,  on  removal  from  a  congregatioOi 
obtains  a  regular  certificate  of  disjunction,  stating  his  name  and  age, 
to  be  delivered  to  the  minister  or  session-clerk  of  the  congregation 
to  which  he  removes;  and  the  reception  of  such  certificate  is  notified 
by  the  said  minister  or  session-clerk  to  the  minister  or  session-clerk 
from  whom  he  came. 

21.4.  ^^Where  there  are  several  congregations, and  especially  in  ftU 
large  towns,  a  Committee  of  Superintendence  is  formed,  composed 
of  a  representative  selected  by  each  session,  whose  special  duty  is  to 
take  the  oversight  of  young  persons  who  come  from  other  congre- 
gations into  the  town  or  locahty  without  having  any  Christian 
relatives  or  friends  in  it  to  whose  care  they  are  committed,  and  to 
assist  th^m  in  the  selection  of  respectable  lodging-houses,  to  visit 
them  in  their  new  abodes,  to  watch  over  them  in  the  spirit  of 
Christian  love  and  solicitude,  to  advise  them  to  decide  early  on  the 
congregation  with  which  they  are  to  connect  themselves,  and  to 
introduce  them  to  its  minister  or  elders ;  said  Committee  to  report 
to  the  Presbytery  of  the  bounds  annually,  in  the  month  of  Januaiy, 
its  procedure  during  the  preceding  year. 

21.5.  ^'  The  ministers  or  session-clerks  of  the  congregations  from 
which  young  persons  have  received  certificates  of  disjunction  should 
forthwith  apprise  those  of  the  congregation  within  whose  bounds 
they  have  gone  of  their  removal,  with  any  ftirther  information  they 
may  deem  it  advisable  to  communicate,  and  in  large  towns  this 
notice  and  information  should  be  sent  to  the  Secretary  or  Convener 
of  the  Committee  of  Superintendence.

EXTRACT  FROM  MINUTES  OP  THE  REFORMED 
PRESBYTERIAN  CHURCH. 

Glasgow,  5th  May,  1875.  . 

The  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Presbyterian  Church  in  Scotland  met 
and  was  constituted,  when,  inter  alia,  the  Report  on  Union  was 
submitted  by  Dr  Goold,  Convener.  It  was  thereafter  moved, 
seconded,  and  agreed  to — 

"That,  whereas,  through  means  of  inquiries  prosecuted  and 
conferences  held  during  past  years,  the  Synod  is  satisfied  as  to 
the  agreement  in  respect  of  doctrine,  government^  discipline^  and 
worship  between  the  Free  and  Reformed  Presbyterian  Churches  \ — 
whereas,  in  consequence,  it  feels  and  acknowledges  itself  com- 
mittedy  by  various  resolutions,  to  a  Union  Which  included  the  Free 
Church,  more  especially  by  a  resolution  of  1870,  approving  of  such 
Union  on  the  basis  of  the  Westminster  Standards  as  accepted  by 
the  Churches  respectively,  which  last  resolution,  on  transmission  to 
Presbyteries,  was  adopted  and  approved  of  by  them  all ; — ^whereas, 
thirdly,  as  the  result  of  more  recent  conferences,  there  is  the  hope 
that  tiie  Free  Church  may  be  prepared  for  Union  with  this  Church, 
as  such,  on  terms  which  would  leave  its  members  &ee  ito  retain  and 
abide  by  the  views  and  principles  embodied  in  the  statement  sub- 
mitted and  considered  at  a  conference  with  the  Committee  of  the 
Free  Church,  on  the  20th  January  last,  to  which,  without  commit- 
ting the  Church  they  represented,  they  have  satisfactorily*  re- 
sponded;— and,  whereas,  finally,  we  are,  by  many  solemn 
obligations,  pledged,  as  Christians,  to  promote  Christian  unity; 
as  Presbyterians,  to  unite  in  common  organisation,  wherever 
practicable,,  with- all  holding  the  Head,  and  accepting  the  same 

standards ;  and,  as  Reformed  Presbyterians,  to  endeavour  after  the 
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nearest  conjunction  and  uniformity,  the  Synod  now  feels  called 
upon,  in  the  providence  of  God,  to  agree  to  Union  with  the  Free 
Church  in  the  event  of  its  next  General  Assembly  arriving  at  a 
similar  conclusion ; — ^transmits  this  resolution^  accordinglyi  to  the 
Presbyteries  and  Sessions  under  its  care,  and  reappoints  its  Com« 
mittee  on  Union  to  receive  their  answers  by  the  1st  of  March,  1876, 
and  to  take  such  steps,  by  negotiation  with  the  Free  Church  and 
otherwise,  as  may  be  needful  to  accomplish  the  object  of  the 
Overture,  with  all  convenient  speed,  and  with  due  regard  to  the 
regulations  of  the  Church,  and  all  its  interests*— spiritual  and 
temporal. 

«  Moreover,  in  view  of  the  solemn  crisis  in  its  history  at  which 
the  Church  has  now  arrived,  Synod  earnestly  counsels  the  congre- 
gationa  and  people  under  its  oversight  to  engage  in*  special 
exercises  of  devotion — ^giving  thanks  to  Almighty  God  for  the 
abounding  mercy  with  which  He  has  borne  with  its  shortconungs^ 
and  sustained  and  blessed  it  during  the  two  centuries  of  its  separate 
existence,  and  beseeching  Him  to  vouchsafe  guidance  and  prosperity 
in  the  movement  on  which  it  has  now  entered  with  a  view  to  Union 
with  another  esteemed  and  honoured  branch  of  the  Church  of  Christ 
in  Scotland." 

It  was  further  moved,  seconded,  and  agreed  to — 

<<  That  the  Report  of  the  Union  Committee,  and  any  Overture  on 
the  subject  of  Union,  with  relative  documents,  adopted  by  the  en- 
suing General  Assembly  of  the  Free  Church,  be  transmitted  for 
information  to  Presbyteries  and  Sessions  of  this  Church ;  that,  in 
the  event  of  new  and  unforeseen  circumstances  occurring,  which,  in 
the  judgment  of  the  Union  Committee,  may  demand  the  special 
consideration  of  the  Church,  they  are  empowered  to  call  a  pro  re 
nata  meeting  of  Synod ;  and  that  they  take  an  opportunity  of  intima- 
ting to  the  Committee  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church,  in  the 
most  courteous  and  fraternal  spirit,  what  action  this  Court  has  felt 
it  its  duty  to  take  in  the  matter  of  Union ;  and  of  expressing  the 
profound  esteem  cherished  by  this  Synod  for  that  Church,  and  the 
sense  entertained  of  the  kind  feeling  manifested  during  all  the  past 
negotiations  by  its  Committee  on  Union,  and  particularly  by  its 
Conveners,  Dr  Harper  and  Dr  Cairns/' 

The  Clerk  of  Synod  was  instructed  to  forward  the  above 
resolutions  to  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Free  Church,  as  also  to 
the  Synod  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church,  which  is  hereby  done 
accordingly,  by

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  FOR  APPOINTMENT  OP 
SYNOD  TREASURER. 

This  Committee  was  appointed  by  the  Synod,  May  12, 1874,  witli  the 
following  powers  : — *  To  take  all  the  measures  which  they  may  consider 
proper  for  selecting  a  properly  qualified  person  for  the  office  of  Treasurer, 
as  successor  to  Mr.  Peddie ;  to  appoint  to  the  office,  and  make  all  the 
arrangements  necessary  for  his  entering  on  his  duties,  declaring  that  the 
person  so  appointed  shall  have  the  powers  which  belong  to  the  Treasurer 
of  this  Synod,  and  that  an  extract  of  this  Minute,  signed  by  the  Mode- 
rator and  Clerk  of  Synod,  with"  a  Minute  thereon  by  the  Committee, 
signed  by  the  Convener  and  Clerk,  shall  be  sufficient  evidence  of  the 
appointment.' 

At  the  earliest  opportunity  after  their  appointment,  the  Committee 
met,  and,  after  full  consideration,  resolved  to  advertise  for  candidates 
in  two  Edinburgh  and  two  Glasgow  newspapers,  and  also  on  the  Covers 
of  the  United  Presbyterian  Magazine  and  the  Missionary  Record, 

Within  the  time  allotted  for  the  purpose,  fifty-two  applications  were 
received,  four  of  which  were  withdrawn  before  the  day  of  election. 

That  the  qualifications  of  the  various  candidates  might  be  fully 
before  the  Committee,  the  Convener  corresponded  with  the  persons 
given  as  references  by  the  candidates,  and  with  many  others  who  were 
supposed  likely  to  know  them,  and  to  be  able  to  furnish  information. 

Thereafter  a  sub-committee,  which  had  been  appointed  for  the  pur- 
pose, looked  into  these  applications,  the  testimonials  which  accompanied 
them,  and  the  information  otherwise  obtained,  and  put  them  into  shape, 
for  submission  to  the  judgment  of  the  Committee. 

At  a  meeting  held  soon  afterwards,  the  Committee  considered,  with 
much  care,  the  applications  of  the  various  candidates,  with  relative 
testimonials  and  information,  and,  in  the  first  instance,  formed  a  short 
leet  of  eleven.  After  further  consideration,  the  leet  was  reduced  to  the 
following  five: — ^David  Barlas,  Ebenezer  Gentleman,  William  M*Naught, 
Andrew  Maxwell,  and  George  Whitelaw,  all  of  them  highly  recommended 
and  in  the  prime  of  life.  ^ 

At  a  subsequent  meeting,  the  Committee  met  and  conversed  with  the 
gentlemen  on  the  short  leet  severally,  and  after  that  proceeded  to  the 
election  of  a  Treasurer.  They  made  choice  of  Mr.  Whitelaw  for  the 
office,  and  resolved  to  proceed  with  his  appointment,  and  furnish  him 
with  the  necessary  authority  to  act  as  Treasurer,  so  soon  as  the  various 
detaUs  necessary  to  be  attended  to  should  be  arranged,  and  with  a  view 
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to  these  arrangements,  agreed  to  hold  a  conference  with  the  Synods  s 
Finance  Committee. 

On  Tuesday,  the  21st  Jtdy,  the  Committee  met  in  conference  with 
the  Finance  Committee.  Amongst  other  matters  relating  to  the 
Treasnrership,  the  Finance  Committee  reported  their  agreement  that 
the  Treasurer  should  be  required  to  find  security  for  his  intromissions 
to  the  extent  of  £2000,  and  that  a  policy  with  the  National  Guarantee 
and  Suretyship  Association  would  be  accepted.  These  resolutions  being 
unanimously  approved  of,  the  Committee  proceeded  to  the  completion  of 
their  work,  and  agreed  on  the  following  Minute : — 

^  The  Committee  having,  at  previous  sederunts,  taken  such  measures 
as  they  considered  suitable  for  bringing  forward  candidates,  and  selecting 
a  properly  qualified  person  for  the  office  of  Treasurer  to  the  Synod  of 
the  United  Presbyterian  Church,  and  agreed  on  the  person  to  be  appointed, 
and  having  now  settled,  in  conjunction  with  the  General  Finance  Com- 
mittee, the  security  to  be  procured  by  him  for  the  faithful  discharge  of 
his  duties,  and  made  other  necessary  arrangements,  did,  and  hereby  do, 
in  the  exercise  of  the  authority  given  to  them  by  the  said  Synod,  unani- 
mously appoint  Mr.  George  Whitelaw,  lately  of  the  National  Bank, 
Glasgow,  to  said  office,  with  all  the  powers  and  privileges  competent  by 
the  Bules  of  the  Church  and  the  Minutes  of  Synod — his  entrance  on  the 
duties  of  the  office  to  take  place  on  the  first  day  of  August  next ;  and 
authorize  the  Convener  and  Clerk  to  issue  an  extract  of  this  Minute,  to 
be  subjoined  to  the  extract  of  the  Minutes  of  Synod  appointing  this 
Committee,  as  Mr.  Whitelaw's  authority  to  act  in  all  matters  pertaining 
to  the  duties  of  the  Treasnrership. 

^  Mr.  Whitelaw  being  in  attendance,  was  called  in,  and  the  Minutes 
of  Synod  with  reference  to  the  Treasnrership,  as  well  as  the  Minutes  of 
Committee,  having  been  communicated  to  him,  he  declared  his  acceptance 
of  the  office  on  the  terms  sanctioned  by  the  Synod  at  its  meeting  on  the 
12  th  May  last,  and  under  the  conditions  expressed  in  the  Committee's 
Minutes.' 

The  necessary  document  was  in  due  course  furnished  Mr.  Whitelaw, 
and  he  entered  on  the  duties  of  his  office  on  the  1st  of  August  last. 

In  reporting  their  proceedings,  the  Coaimittee  may  be  permitted  to 
express  their  hope  and  confidence  that  the  appointment  they  have  made 
to  the  Treasnrership,  under  the  authority  given  them  by  the  Synod, 
may  prove  beneficial  to  the  interests  of  the  Church,  and  satisfactory  to 
all  concerned. 

In  concluding  their  Seport,  your  Committee  desire  to  express  their 
sense  of  the  obligations  under  which  they  were  laid  by  Mr.  Peddie,  so 
long  the  highly  valued  Treasurer  to  the  Synod,  for  his  valuable  aid  in 
the  fulfilment  of  their  work*

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  SCHOLARSHIPS. 

I.  BuBSABT  Competition.    Noveijber  1874. 

The  Committee  have  to  report  that  the  number  of  students  who  applied 
to  be  admitted  to  the  competition  was  83,  a  higher  number  than  in  former 
years ;  but  of  these  16  withdrew  prior  to,  or  during^  the  examination. 
One  of  those  who  withdrew  was  the  student  who  in  1872  gained  the 
Anderson  Scholarship  in  the  first  section  with  the  average  of  841,  retain- 
ing it  in  1873  with  an  average  precisely  the  same,  and  the  reason  of 
his  withdrawal  was  his  gaining  a  University  Bursary  of  higher  value. 
It  may  be  noted  that  the  same  thing  happened  in  1873,  in  the  case  of 
the  holder  of  the  Paterson  Scholarship.  Of  the  67  who  gave  in  all  the 
papers  of  their  respective  sections,  no  fewer  than  56  were  successful.  In 
the  first  section,  the  ^  John  Smith'  Scholarship,  of  the  annual  value  of 
j645  for  three  years,  was  gained  with  the  very  high  average  of  872;  while 
another  competitor  in  that  section,  whose  average  was  867,  gained  the 
'  Anderson,'  of  £25  a  year  for  four  years.  The  only  other  student  who 
exceeded  800  was  the  holder  of  the  ^  Paterson '  Scholarship,  who  beaded 
the  second  section  with  859,  being  an  advance  of  10  on  the  average  with 
which  he  gained  it  in  1873.  Other  four  competitors  exceeded  750,  and 
obtained  either  special  scholarships,  or  £20  from  the  ordinary  fund. 
Fifteen  bad  averages  between  650  and  750,  and  these,  except  where  en- 
titled to  special  scholarships,  received  £15  from  the  ordinary  fund. 
Two  successful  competitors  were,  under  arrangements  made  between  the 
Presbytery  of  Perth  and  the  Committee,  elected  to  the  *  Honey '  Bur- 
saries of  £20  a  year,  which  are  in  the  gift  of  that  Presbytery.  Most  of 
the  examiners  declared  themselves  highly  satisfied  with  the  papers  sub- 
mitted to  them,  and  some  of  them  spoke  in  terms  of  very  high  com- 
mendation. 

n.  Tutorial  Assistae^ge. 

Tutoijal  classes  were  conducted  during  the  past  winter,  as  in  the 
three  preceding  years,  with  the  view  of  assisting  students  in  theii-  classical 
and  mathematical  studies.  Five  students  received  assistance  in  Aber- 
deen, 5  in  St.  Andrews,  12  in  Edinburgh,  and  26  in  Glasgow — ^in  all 
48,  of  whom  31  were  students  in  classics,  and  17  in  mathematics. 

The  great  di£Sculty  in  connection  with  these  classes  has  been,  that 
the   students  are  so  fuUy  occupied   with   their  ordinary  class-work, 
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and  many  of  them  (and  these  perhaps  the  most  in  need  of  tutoring) 
with  teaching  or  mission  work,  that  they  cannot  spare  the  additional  time 
that  is  required.  Many  therefore  do  not  enter  at  all,  and  some  even  of 
those  who  enter  soon  cease  to  attend. 

This  is  to  be  the  less  regretted,  however,  inasmuch  as  some  of  the 
University  professors  are  making  special  arrangements  in  connection 
with  their  own  classes,  by  which  students  may  have  the  opportunity  of 
getting  extra  help  in  those  branches  in  which  they  are  found  to  be  defi- 
cient, or  which  are  considered  to  be  of  more  than  ordinary  importance. 
In  this  way,  as  well  as  from  the  fact  that  many  of  our  students  are  now 
coming  up  to  college  with  a  better  preliminary  training,  there  will  soon 
cease  to  be  the  same  need  for  tutorial  classes  that  there  was  some  years 
ago.  The  Committee,  however,  while  proposing  somewhat  to  modify 
their  arrangements,  deem  it  expedient  still  to  provide  tutorial  help 
wherever  it  seems  really  needful  and  beneficial. 


III.  PiTCAIRN  AND  MiLLER-FbAME  SCHOLARSHIPS. 

By  the  rules  for  these  scholarships,  submitted  to  the  Synod  and 
adopted  May  1873,  this  Committee  was  required  to  appoint  two  of  its 
members  to  act  along  with  the  Professors  and  the  Rev.  Mr,  M^Coll  as 
adjudicators.  The  convener  and  clerk  were  accordingly  appointed,  and, 
during  the  meeting  of  Synod  in  May  last  year,  the  adjudicators  met  and 
made  arrangements  for  conducting  the  examination  on  Friday,  11th 
September.  On  that  day,  10  students  in  the  Senior  Hall  and  5  in  the 
Junior  gave  in  the  prescribed  papers.  On  the  last  day  of  the  Session  the 
Professors  reported  the  result,  and  the  scholarships  were  awarded  to 
James  Aitken,  A.M.,  student  of  the  5th  year,  and  Arthur  Birrell, 
student  of  the  1st  year. 


IV.  State  of  the  Funds. 

A  statement  of  the  incomd  and  expenditure  for  the  last  two  periods 
of  four  years  is  subjoined,  together  with  a  general  account  of  the  present 
state  of  the  Capital  Fund.  From  this  it  will  be  seen  that  the  provision 
made  for  the  assistance  of  students  has  at  least  kept  pace,  with  the 
advance  made  during  the  same  period  in  other  funds  of  the  Church. 
The  aim  of  the  Committee  has  always  been  to  make  the  number  of  those 
aided,  the  amount  of  the  aid  given,  and  its  influence  upon  the  scholar- 
ship of  the  students,  as  great  as  possible ;  and  in  all  these  respects  the 
history  of  recent  years  shows  no  inconsiderable  amount  of  success.  In 
the  present  circumstances  of  the  Church,  every  scheme  calculated  to 
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i  ncrease  the  number  of  our  students  needs  to  be  vigorously  wrought.  And 
while  scholarship  may  not  be  the  first  requisite  for  a  successful  ministry, 
it  is  one  which  it  would  be  in  the  highest  degree  unwise  for  any  Church 
to  undervalue.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  THEOLOGICAL 
EDUCATION,  Etc. 

May  1875. 

I. — The  Divinitt  Hall — 1874. 

The  Committee  have  to  report  that  the  examination  of  students  for 
admission  to  the  Hall  took  place  on  the  16th  June,  in  Edinburgh,  Glas* 
gow,  Aberdeen,  St.  Andrews,  Perth,  Broughty  Ferry,  Portsoy,  Forres, 
Berwick,  Newcastle,  Clanghton,  and  London.  The  number  of  students 
who  were  duly  certified  for  examination  by  the  respective  Presbyteries 
was  38.  Three  of  the  applicants  withdrew  before  the  examination,  two 
from  ill-health,  and  one  on  account  of  the  present  uncertainty  as  to 
ultimate  arrangements  in  regard  to  the  Theological  Hall.  Of  the  35 
who  appeared  for  examination,  one  withdrew  after  answering  questions 
in  English  and  Latin.  Of  the  remainder,  31  passed  the  examination. 
From  this  number,  however,  two  must  be  deducted,  who,  by  deed  of 
Synod,  entered  the  Hall  in  1874  as  second  year's  students;  but  at  a 
postponed  diet  of  examination  oh  30th  July  three  more  students  passed, 
thus  making  the  number  of  students  who  attended  the  Hall  for  the  first 
year  32,  as  compared  with  19  of  the  previous  year.  Of  those  entering 
the  Hall,  16  presented  certificates  of  having  undergone,  in  one  or  more 
departments,  the  University  examinations  with  a  view  to  a  degree  in 
Arts.  This  is  an  increase  of  six  when  compared  with  the  previous  year. 
Looking  to  the  results  of  the  examination,  the  Committee  find  that  the 
average  scholarship  over  the  whole  is. represented  by  474,  as  compared 
with  520  of  the  year  preceding.  It  is  almost  unnecessary  to  add,  that 
the  difference  of  numbers  given  to  the  students  depends  each  year  quite 
as  much  on  the  character  of  the  papers  set  as  on  that  of  the  answers 
given. 

The  examination  of  students  of  the  first  year  in  Natural  Philosophy 
was  conducted  at  the  same  time  as  that  for  admission  to  the  Hall.  The 
number  of  students  examined  was  15,  who  were  all  successful  in  passing ; 
12  chose  Magnetism  and  Electricity,  and  three  Statics  and  Dynamics. 
Nine  students  were  exempted  from  the  examination  in  Natural  Philo- 
sophy, on  the  ground  of  having  passed  in  this  department  the  University 
examination  for  a  degree  in  Arts. 

The  Hall  for  the  session  of  1874  was  opened  in  the  presence  of  the 
Committee  on  Tuesday,  the  4th  of   August,  when,  after  prayer,  the

inaagural  lecture  was  delivered  by  the  Bev.  Professor  Harper,  the  subject 
being  '  Dogmatic  Theology/ 

On  the  24th  September  the  session  was  closed,  when  the  Bev.  Dr. 
Andrew  Thomson,  the  Moderator  of  Synod,  delivered  the  concluding 
address.  The  Professors  duly  reported  to  the  Committee  in  regard  to 
the  classes. 

Dr.  Harper,  Professor  of  Systematic  and  Pastoral  Theology,  reports 
that  in  course  of  the  session  he  delivered  lectures  on  ^  The  State  of 
Innocence,'  ^The  Fall,'  *  Original  Sin,'  *  Theories  on  the'Nature  of  Sin,' 
*  Recovery  by  the  Mediation  of  Christ,'  *  Regeneration,'  *  Atonement,' 
and  ^  Application  of  the  Benefits  of  Redemption.'  On  alternate  weeks 
the  class  met  an  additional  hour  daily,  according  to  arrangement  adopted 
by  the  Professors  and  the  Theological  Committee  for  supplying  the 
chair  of  Church  History,  vacant  by  the  lamented  death  of  Dr. 
M^ichael.  In  addition  to  the  ordinary  examinations  on  the  subjects 
of  lecture,  there  were  four  by  written  papers.  Popular  sermons  were 
delivered  by  students  of  the  fifth  year,  lectures  by  students  of  the  fourth, 
and  were  criticised  in  the  class.  Essays  on  prescribed  topics  were  given 
in  by  the  third  year  students,  and,  after  being  perused,  were  returned 
with  remarks.  The  number  of  students  was  75 — 20  of  the  fifth  year, 
32  of  the  fourth,  23  of  the  third.  The  conduct  of  the  students  as  a 
body  was  highly  satisfactory. 

Dr.  Eadie,  Professor  of  Biblical  Literature  and  Exegesis,  reports 
that  his  course  this  session  consisted  of  ^  Lectures  on  Inspiration,  or  what 
the  Bible  says  itself  of  its  own  Origin ; '  ^  On  the  Canon,  or  what  Books 
are  Inspired  and  have  found  a  place  in  the  Canon,  and  on  the  more 
important  of  those  Books.'  This  last  section  of  the  course  comprised 
^  Prelections  on  the  Genuineness  and  Mosaic  Origin  of  the  Pentateuch,' 
<  The  Book  of  Genesis,'  '  The  Law  of  Moses  as  a  Civil  Code  and  as  a 
Religions  Institute.'  The  Doctrine  of  Types  was  discussed  under  this 
last  head.  Lectures  were  also  delivered  on  the  three  Synoptical  Gospels, 
their  distinctive  character,  style  and  purpose  of  each,  and  their  relations 
to  one  another — ^taking  up  the  question  whether  they  came  from  a 
common  source  or  are  taken  from  each  other,  or  are  original,  independent 
documents.  Lectures  were  likewise  given  on  the  original  language  of 
the  Gospel  of  Matthew,  and  with  special  reference  to  the  design,  con- 
tents, and  peculiarities  of  the  Gospel  of  John  ;  ending  with  some  account 
of  the  Epistles,  and  with  an  analysis  of  the  character  and  history  of  him 
who  wrote  the  greater  portion  of  them — the  Apostle  Paul.  The  class  read 
in  Hebrew  a  portion  of  Deuteronomy  and  several  of  the  Psalms.  Dis- 
courses were  delivered  and  cordially  sustained.  The  four  written 
examinations,  also,  were  remarkably  creditable  to  the  young  men.  The 
attendance  and  conduct  were  quite  what  they  should  be.  Dr.  Eadie 
also  reports  that  he  gave,  in  consequence  of  the  lamented  death  of  his 
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former  colleague,  Dr.  M^Michael,  an  hour  a  day  to  all  the  students, 
Senior  and  Junior  Hall  meeting  together;  that  he  read  Exegetical 
Lectures  on  the  whole  Epistle  of  James ;  and  that,  as  on  this  account 
he  had  only  one  hour  a  day  with  his  class  proper,  he  had  no  time  for 
oral  examinations.  Mi%  Ephraim  Scott,  from  Nova  Scotia ;  Mr.  Evau 
Jones,  from  Wales ;  and  Mr.  Jacobi,  from  Bithynia,  attended  the  class. 

Dr.  Cairns,  Professor  of  Apologetical  Theology,  reports  that  in  the 
cx)urse  of  the  session  he  delivered  twenty-five  lectures  on  the  History  of 
Apologetics,  with  accompanying  examinations,  occupying  nearly  as  much 
time  as  the  lectures.  There  had  also  been  the  four  written  examina- 
tions, with  very  satisfactory  results.  He  likewise  reports  that  he  had 
heard  the  half  of  the  discourses  of  the  second  year,  which  were  marked, 
as  a  rule,  by  much  diligence  and  success.  In  addition  to  the  students 
of  our  own  Church,  Mr.  Evan  Jones,  of  the  Welsh  Presbyterian  Church  ; 
Mr.  Ephraim  Scott,  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  of  British  North 
America;  Mr.  Jacques  Longueau,  of  the  Waldensian  Church;  Mr. 
Jacobi,  of  the  Protestant  Armenian  Church;  with  Mr.  Thomas 
Stewart,  of  Natal,  attended  the  lectures;  and  the  two  first  took 
honourable  part  in  the  exercises  of  the  class.  As  to  the  History  of 
Doctrine  class,  Dr.  Cairns  reports  that,  in  consequence  of  the  lamented 
death  of  Dr.  M^Michael,  he  had  given  five  hours  every  alternate  week  to 
the  class  left  vacant,  according  to  a  plan  whereby  that  class  should 
receive  two  hours'  instruction  daily  from  the  combined  services  of  the 
surviving  Professors.  These  hours  have  been  additional  to  the  work  of 
the  Junior  Hall,  and  have  been  devoted  to  a  course  of  unwritten  lectures 
on  the  '  History  of  Arminianism,'  from  the  Sjmod  of  Dort  to  the  present 
day.  They  embraced  two  on  the  Synod  of  Dort,  three  on  the  West- 
minster Assembly,  two  on  Methodism,  one  on  Andrew  Fuller,  and  two 
on  Jonathan  Edwards  and  American  Theology.  Lectures  from  fourth 
year  students  were  heard,  all  of  them  giving  token  of  diligence  and 
promise  for  the  future  of  our  Church.  The  attendance  was :  first  year^ 
32  ;  second  year,  20 ;  total,  52. 

The  Committee  have  to  report  that  one  of  the  students  of  the  Senior 
Hall  absented  himself  for  three  days  at  the  end  of  the  session,  on  account 
of  teaching  engagements  in  Dundee.  The  Committee  agreed  to  grant 
him  a  certificate  of  attendance,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Synod. 

The  Committee  unanimously  agreed  to  recommend  that,  in  considera- 
tion of  the  additional  work  undertaken  by  the  three  Professors  in  con- 
ducting the  late  Professor  M^Michael's  class,  the  Synod  should  divide 
the  salary  of  the  vacant  chair  among  them. 

Mr.  Blumenreich  reports  in  gratifying  terms  of  the  work  and  conduct 
of  his  Hebrew  class.     The  number  on  the  roll  was  32. 

On  comparing  the  total  number  of  students  enrolled  for  the  session 
with  that  of  the  nine  years  immediately  preceding,  the  Committee  find 
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that  in  1865  there  were  132 ;  in  1866,  134 ;  in  1867,  136 ;  in  1868, 
139;  in  1869,  142;  in  1870,  139;  in  1871,  151;  in  1872,  136;  in 
1873,  126;  and  in  1874,  127-  Of  the  127  enrolled,  75  belonged  to  the 
Senior  and  52  to  the  Junior  Division  of  the  Hall. 


II.— Vacant  Chaib  of  Church  Histobt. 

In  regard  to  arrangements  for  conducting  the  class  of  Church 
History  during  the  next  session  of  the  Hall,  the  Committee,  anticipating 
that  the  Synod  will  not  proceed  to  the  appointment  of  a  Professor  at  first 
meeting  of  Synod,  and  understanding  that  Professor  Harper  has  expressed 
unwillingness  to  do  the  additional  duty  he  undertook  last  Hall,  agreed  to 
recommend  that  the  Synod  authorize  the  Committee  to  make  arrange- 
ments with  the  other  Professors,  similar  to  those  that  were  made  last 
year.  Further,  that  in  view  of  the  extra  demand  on  them.  Professors 
Eadie  and  Cairns  be  authorized  to  take  such  rest  from  their  pulpit  and 
pastoral  duties  as  they  may  deem  expedient. 


in. — Superintendence  of  Divinity  Students  dueing  the 

Becess. 

Returns  have  been  received  from  all  the  Presbyteries  of  the  Church 
^ith  regard  to  the  students  under  their  care  during  the  recess ;  and  from 
these  it  appears  that  the  examinations  prescribed  by  the  Synod  have  been 
regularly  held,  and  the  discourses  appointed,  according  to  the  rules  of 
the  Church,  have  been  delivered  and  sustained.  A  feature  of  special 
interest  in  these  inter-sessional  examinations  is  the  general  adoption  of 
the  Synod's  recommendation  in  favour  of  examination  by  written  papers. 


IV. — Superintendence  op  Students  during  their  University 

Curriculum. 

Reports  have  been  received  from  the  superintendents  of  students 
attending  our  Universities. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  J.  Mitchell  Harvey  reports,  in  regard  to  the  students 
attending  Edinburgh  University,  ^  that  in  consequence  of  his  appoint- 
ment to  the  Convenership  of  the  Theological  Committee  he  had 
resigned  the  o£Sce  of  superintendent ;  that  his  resignation  had  not  been 
formally  accepted  by  the  Edinburgh  Presbytery ;  that  no  successor  had 
yet  been  appointed  to  discharge  the  duties  which  for  eight  years  he  had 
un^eirtaHen ;  and  that,  in  these  circumstances,  he  had  only  met  with  the 
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stadento  once  in  his  own  hoase,  when  there  were  25  students  present. 
Dr.  Harvey  made  all  the  necessary  arrangements  for  the  conducting  of 
tutorial  classes  during  the  session,  as  in  former  years^  at  the  request  of 
the  Scholarship  Committee^  and  he  has  again  placed  his  resignation  of 
the  office  of  Superintendent  in  the  hands  of  the  Presbytery.' 

The  Rev.  Dr.  John  Ker  superintended  the  students  attending  Glas- 
gow University,  and  reports  ^  that  he  had  met  with  the  studeints  once  a 
week,  except  when  absent  for  a  season  in  Italy,  when  the  work  was  done 
by  Mr.  Carstairs,  at  the  instance  of  the  committee ;  that  the  average 
attendance  of  the  young  men  was  20 ;  that  the  Epistle  to  the  Romans 
in  Greek  had  been  partly  read,  and  the  meaning  and  construction  of 
what  was  read  examined ;  that  parts  of  the  '^  Confessions  of  Augustine  " 
in  Latin  had  also  been  read,  and  conversation  held  on  Augustine's 
doctrines  and  experience,  as  brought  up  by  the  passages  which  had  been 
read  by  them.  Dr.  Ker  also  took  up  the  different  subjects  which  the 
students  were  studying  at  the  classes,  and  tried  to  show  their  bearing  on 
the  work  they  had  in  view,  and,  on  the  whole,  had  much  satisfaction  in 
the  interest  taken  by  those  who  had  attended  at  the  meetings.' 

The  Rev.  Andrew  Dickie  reports,  as  superintendent  of  students 
attending  the  University  of  Aberdeen :  *  Ten  students  connected  with 
the  United  Presbyterian  Church  attended  the  Aberdeen  University  last 
session.  Seven  of  these  were  prosecuting  their  studies  with  a  view  to 
the  ministry-— one  medical  student,  one  law  student,  and  one  qualifying 
as  a  public  teacher.  With  the  seven  who  were  looking  forward  to  the 
ministry,  I  had  a  good  deal  of  intercourse  during  the  session.  I  met 
with  them  frequently.  At  our  meetings  our  exercises  were  chiefly 
devotional.  Of  the  intelligence  and  Christian  character  of  the  young 
men,  I  have  been  led  to  form  a  very  high  estimate.  At  the  competition 
in  November  they  all  gained  scholarships,  varying  in  value  from  £10  to 
£20.  Five  of  them  had  the  benefit  of  tutorial  assistance  during  the 
session,  and  their  respective  tutors  have  furnished  me  with  very  favour- 
able testimonials  of  their  progress.' 

During  the  vacancy  at  St.  Andrews,  the  Rev.  John  Rankine,  Cupar- 
Fife,  and  the  Rev.  George  S.  Jack,  St.  Andrews,  were  appointed  by  the 
Cupar  Presbytery  to  superintend  the  students  in  attendance  at  the  St. 
Andrews  University,  and  Mr.  Rankine  reports  as  follows : — ^The  number 
of  students  connected  with  the  United  Presbjrterian  Church  in  attend- 
ance at  the  St.  Andrews  University,  during  the  session  1874-75,  was 
twelve.  The  meetings  were  held  at  such  times  as  were  found  to  be  most 
convenient  for  the  students  and  the  superintendents.  At  these  meet- 
ings portions  of*  the  ^'  Pastoral  Epistles "  were  read  in  Greek  and  com- 
mented on,  and  the  students  were  addressed  on  the  ^'Priesthood  of 
Christ,"  and  the  "Importance  of  the  Work  of  the  Ministry,"  and  "The  best 
means  of  preparing  for  its  successful  prosecution."    Mr.  Jack  certifies 
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that  the  conduct  of  the  students  daring  the  session  was  all  that  could  be 
desnred.' 


V. — New  Text-Book  fob  ExA3iimATioN  in  Theology. 

In  accordance  with  a  resolution  of  Synod  of  last  year,  Dr 
Hodge's  *  Systematic  Theology'  was  adopted,  instead  of  Dr.  Dick's 
Lectures,  as  the  text-book  for  the  Presbyterial  examination  of  students, 
and  the  Committee  sent  down  to  Presbyteries  a  scheme  of  examination, 
from  different  sections  of  Dr.  Hodge's  work,  for  students  of  each  year ; 
and  copies  of  the  work  were  sent  to  each  Presbytery. 


VI.— The  Libraries. 


1.   The  Edinburgh  Library. 

The  Committee  have  pleasure  in  reporting  that  the  affairs  of  this 
Library  continue  in  a  most  satisfactory  condition.  Mr.  Morris,  Librarian, 
reports  ^  that  he  had  given  due  attendance  to  his  duties  during  the  past 
year,  with  the  exception  of  the  months  of  January,  February,  and 
March.  During  those  months  he  was  able  to  give  only  partial  attend- 
ance, owing  to  a  severe  and  continued  attack  of  bronchitis,  which  com- 
pelled him  to  keep  the  house  in  great  measure.  The  Kev.  George 
Dodds,  however,  kindly  agreed  to  attend  for  Mr.  Morris  while  unwell, 
and  in  this  way  all  the  interests  of  the  Library  were  duly  attended  to. 
This  arrangement  was  sanctioned  by  the  convener  of  the  Library  Com- 
mittee. The  number  of  books  taken  out  by  readers  during  the  Synodical 
year  is  2236,  and  very  many  volumes  have  been  consulted  in  the  Library. 
Every  facility  is  given  to  students  in  the  way  of  consultation.' 

During  the  past  year  77  volumes  have  been  added  to  the  Library — 
8  by  presentation,  and  69  by  purchase.

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The  Committee,  in  consideration  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Dodds's  services  in 
the  Library  during  Mr.  Morris's  illness  for  three  months,  agreed  to 
recommend  the  Synod  to  grant  him  the  sum  of  £20. 

2.  The  Glasgow  Library.  , 

The  number  of  books  given  out  during  the  past  year  in  connection 
with  this  Library  was  2849,  and  the  number  consulted  1946.  There 
were  151  volumes  added  during  the  year — 77  by  purchase,  and  74  by 
presentation.  At  the  request  of  the  Scholarship  Committee,  the  Theo- 
logical Committee  selected  from  the  library  of  the  late  Rev.  Thomas  Caie, 
A.M.,  formerly  superintendent  of  the  Glasgow  City  Mission,  62  vols, 
for  the  use  of  the  *  Brown '  Library ;  and  left  the  rest  of  the  books, 
according  to  the  suggestion  of  Mr.  Caie*s  trustees,  to  the  Library  of  the 
Glasgow  City  Mission.

Vn. — ^Ministers'  Libraries. 

The  Committee  have  to  report  that  the  number  of  Libraries  is  146 ; 
that  the  number  of  volumes  contained  in  them  is  11,180;  and  that  in 
1874  no  less  than  299  volumes  were  added  to  them, — representing  an 
expenditure  of  £46,  6s.  7d.  Three  new  Libraries  have  been  added  to  the 
list — one  for  Brunswick  Street  congregation,  Manchester,  one  forRiggof 
Gretna,  and  one  for  Nelson  Street  congregation,  Aberdeen. 

VIII. — Presbytery  Records. 

With  reference  to  the  work  of  making  out  an  index  to  the  Presby- 
tery Records,  Mr.  Morris  reports  that  he  is  within  three  volumes  of  the 
end  of  the  scroll-book,  and  hopes  to  lay  it  complete  on  the  Synod's  table 
in  May  1875.  The  Committee  expressed  their  gratification  with  Mr. 
Morris's  continued  attention  to  this  laborious  work,  and  encouraged  him 
to  proceed  with  it  to  a  close.  As  Mr.  Morris  also  reported  that  some  of 
the  Presbyteries  have  still  records  to  send  in  ere  the  index  can  be  com- 
pleted, the  Committee  suggest  that  the  Synod  enjoin  Presbyteries  to  for- 
ward them  to  Mr.  Morris  without  delay. 
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IX. — Petitions  prom  Students. 

(1.)  Mr.  James  Gray^s  Petition. 

On  the  recommendation  of  the  Presbytery  of  Newcastle  that  Mr. 
Gray  be  examined  in  Natural  Philosophy  this  year  instead  of  last,  his 
examination  having  been  postponed  last  year,  owing  to  circumstances 
beyond  his  control,  the  Committee  unanimously  recommend  the  Synod  to 
grant  the  petition. 

(2.)  Mr.  W.  S.  Dickie's  Petition. 

On  the  recommendation  of  the  Presbytery  of  Oupar  that  Mr.  Dickie 
be  examined  in  Natural  Philosophy  this  year  instead  of  last,  the  Com- 
mittee unanimously  agreed  to  transmit  his  petition  to  Synod,  with  their 
recommendation. 

(3.)  Mr.  John  Browtis  Petition. 

A  petition,  forwarded  by  the  Presbytery  of  Edinburgh,  to  sustain 
Mr.  John  Brown's  attendance  at  the  Hall  last  session,  though  he  had 
not  passed  the  examination  in  Natural  Philosophy,  having  been  engaged 
in  missionary  work  in  Galashiels,  was  recommended  to  the  Synod  on  con- 
dition of  his  passing  that  examination  at  the  usual  time  this  year,  or  taking 
his  degree. 

(4.)  Mr.  Matthew  Dickie's  Petition. 

On  the  recommendation  of  the  Presbytery  of  Dundee,  a  petition  from 
Mr.  Matthew  Dickie  to  attend  the  Hall  next  session  as  a  second  year 
student,  without  having  passed  through  the  Natural  Philosophy  class,  on 
account  of  missionary  engagements  in  Dundee,  was  transmitted  to  the 
Synod,  with  a  recommendation  to  grant  his  request,  on  condition  of  his 
attending  the  Natural  Philosophy  class  next  winter,  and  thereafter  pass- 
ing his  examination.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  ^MORE  EFFICIENT 
TRAINING  OF  STUDENTS  AT  THE  THEOLOGICAL 
HALL.' 

The  Report  presented  to  the  Synod  last  year  was  ^  sent  down  to  Pres- 
byteries and  Sessions;'  and  the  Committee  were  instructed,  ^ after 
receiving  suggestions,  to  bring  up  a  mature  report'  to  this  meeting  of 
Synod. 

It  would  have  been  matter  of  regret  if  a  subject  of  so  much  import- 
ance had  not  been  fully  considered  by  the  Church.  It  is  highly 
satisfactory,  therefore,  to  know  that  the  remit  has  been  taken  up  and 
discussed  by  all  the  Presbyteries^  and  that  all  have  sent  in  returns  to  the 
Committee.  Returns  have  also  been  received  from  59  Sessions;  and 
many  others  would  doubtless  have  reported  had  it  not  been  felt  that  the 
question  on  hand  was  more  a  matter  for  Presbyteries  than  for  Sessions. 
All  the  Presbyteries  haying  thus  reported,  and  a  large  number  of 
Sessions  besides,  we  may  consider  that  the  mind  of  the  Church  on  the 
subject  of  the  remit  has  been  fully  elicited. 

It  is  not  less  satisfactory  to  find  that  the  opinion  of  the  Church, 
thus  so  fully  expressed,  is  in  no  sense  divided,  or  even  hesitating,  as  to 
the  question  at  issue.  While  2  Presbyteries  are  undecided,  and  3  dis- 
approve, no  fewer  than  26 — about  five-sixths  of  the  whole — have 
recorded  their  approval  of  the  new  Scheme.  Of  the  59  Sessions,  no 
fewer  than  43  approve. 

It  is  worthy  of  notice  that  several  of  the  returns  that  express  dis- 
approval of  the  new  Scheme  declare  at  the  same  time  that  our  present 
system  ought  to  be  largely  improved.  No  indication  is  given,  however, 
as  to  the  way  in  which  this  may  be  done.  It  seems  to  the  Committee 
that  the  only  way  to  improve  our  present  system  is,  to  put  in  its  place  ^ 
something  like  the  new  system  that  is  now  proposed. 

It  has  been  objected  to  our  entering  upon  the  new  system  at  present, 
that,  instead  of  re-organizing  our  Divinity  Hall,  it  may  be  possible  to 
make  a  joint  arrangement  in  the  matter  of  Theological  Training  with 
the  other  unendowed  Churches  in  Scotland.  Becent  occurrences  go  far 
to  show*  that  such  a  thing  is  at  present  impracticable.  It  is  plain  that 
meantime  we  must  look  in  this  matter  to  our  own  resources,  and  make 
provision  for  our  own  wants,  if  we  are  to  maintain  our  position  as  a 
Church. 
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What  has  been  stated  above  may  be  taken  as  a  view  of  the  Returns 
in  so  far  as  they  bear  upon  the  main  features  of  the  new  Scheme,  viz. 
a  lengthened  Session,  a  three-years'  Curriculum,  and  a  staff  of  Pro- 
fessors set  apart  to  the  work  of  their  Chairs. 

From  the  Digest  of  Returns  given  in  this  Report,  the  Synod  will 
observe  what  amendments  have  been  suggested  on  the  details  of  the 
Scheme  by  those  Presbyteries  and  Sessions  who  approve  of  it  as  a 
whole.  Only  a  few  of  these  points  need  to  be  referred  to  here. 
We  have  a  unanimous  opinion,  for  instance,  in  favour  of  one  Hall, 
Only  three  Presbyteries,  again,  suggest  Glasgow  as  the  seat  of  the  Hall ; 
all  the  others  who  have  expressed  an  opinion  on  this  point — including 
the  Presbytery  of  Glasgow  itself — ^pronounce  in  favour  of  Edinburgh. 

The  only  point  on  which  the  Returns  show  much  diversity  of  opinion 
is  the  matter  of  the  Fifth  Chair  (Article  VIII.).  Seven  Presbyteries 
think  four  Chairs  sufficient,  and  suggest  that  the  subjects  assigned  to 
the  Fifth  Chair  may  be  provided  for,  either  by  a  Lectureship,  or  in 
conjunction  with  the  other  Chairs.  This  is  the  only  point,  moreover,  on 
which  the  Committee  on  Theological  Education  (by  a  majority)  differs 
from  this  Committee ;  and  there  is  some  difference  of  opinion  on  the  same 
point  even  in  this  Committee  itself.  While  stating  all  this  frankly,  how- 
ever, for  the  information  of  Synod,  the  Committee  are  still  impressed  with 
the  importance  of  the  subjects  assigned  to  the  Fifth  Chair,  and  the  neces- 
sity of  having  these  subjects  taught  by  a  thoroughly  qualified  Professor. 
The  Committee,  therefore,  have  not  been  led,  even  in  view  of  the 
difference  of  opinion  already  mentioned,  to  make  any  change  in  the 
proposal  they  have  submitted  to  the  Church :  they  are  still  as  desirous 
as  ever  that  the  Synod  should  have  the  opportunity  of  expressing  its 
judgment  on  the  question.  If  the  Synod  can  see  its  way  to  sanction 
this  Fifth  Chair,  the  Committee  are  persuaded  that  it  will  be  one  great 
means  of  completing  the  practical  equipment  for  the  ministry,  forming 
a  new  bond  of  union  for  the  whole  Hall,  and  commending  the  Scheme 
to  the  liberal  support  of  the  Church. 

It  would,  in  many  respects,  have  been  desirable  if  a  knowledge  of 
Hebrew  could  have  been  acquired  by  Students  before  entering  the  Hall ; 
but  after  careful  inquiry,  and  a  renewed  consideration  of  the  whole 
matter,  the  Committee  have  come  to  the  conclusion  that  this  is  imprac- 
ticable, and  that  it  will  be  altogether  a  more  satisfactory  an'angement  that 
Hebrew  be  taught  from  its  elements  in  the  Hall  itself.  The  Committee 
are  persuaded  that  in  this  way  a  greater  advance  will  eventually  be  made, 
while  a  more  thorough  knowledge  of  the  language  will  be  obtained. 

The  Committee  have  great  satisfaction  in  stating  that  the  Committee 
on  Theological  Education  acquiesce  in  all  the  findings  contained  in  this 
Report,  with  the  single  exception  of  the  Fifth  Chair^  to  which  reference 
has  already  been  made. 
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The  Committee  are  persuaded  that  the  Synod  need  have  no  difficulty 
in  at  once  adopting  this  new  system  of  Theological  Training.  It  has 
been  accepted  by  Presbyteries  and  Sessions  with  a  readiness  and  cordiality 
that  could  scarcely  have  been  anticipated  :  it  has  been  taken  notice  of, 
and  highly  commended,  by  many  outside  of  our  own  denomination  whose 
opinion  in  such  matters  is  of  no  small  weight ;  and  ft  will  not  fail,  the 
Committee  believe,  to  gather  around  itself  the  interest  and  the  hearty 
support  of  the  membership  of  the  Church.

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FINDINGS  OF  COMMITTEE,  as  remitted  by  Synod  op  last 
YEAR  TO  Presbyteries  and  Sessions  ;  with  an  Abstract 
OF  Suggestions  which  the  Committee  have  received. 

I.  Tlie  Committee  are  of  opinion  that  there  ought  to  he  a  longer  period 

of  study  each  year  at  our  Theological  Ball, 
n.  That  there  sliall  be  one  session  each  year^  consisting  of  five  or  six 
months. 

The  approving  Presbyteries  and  Sessions  accept  the  first 
article  simplidter.  On  the  second  article,  Ireland  says :  *  Six 
months  rather  than  five ; '  one  Session  suggests  *  two  terms  in  the 
year  of  three  months  each,  with  an  interval  of  a  fortnight ;  * 
two  Sessions  suggest  *  session  of  nine  months,  with  two  breaks.' 

HI.  Tliat  there  shall  be  three  sessions  of  attendance  at  the  JffaUy  after  the 
Arts  curriculum  at  tlie  University  is  completed. 

Galloway,  and  Glasgow,  and  one  Session  suggest '  four 
sessions.' 

IV.  That  in  view  of  the  previous  decisions^  provision  be  made  to  enable 
the  Professors  to  devote  their  whole  time  to  Hie  work  of  their  Chairs. 
Aberdeen  says :  '  At  least  in  case  of  those  hereafter  to  be 
appointed.'  One  Session  adds  :  ^  If  the  Professors  agree.'  One 
Session  adds :  ^  That  this  should  be  without  prejudice  to  special 
arrangements,  either  with  present  or  any  other  Professors.' 

V.  That  there  shall  be  one  Hall. 

Ireland  says :  *  In  the  meantime.'  One  Session  says : 
'  There  must  be  a  Hall  in  Glasgow.'  One  Session  says :  ^  One 
Hall  in  the  meantime,  but  try  to  unite  the  Halls  of  the  Free 
and  United  Presbyterian  Churches.' 

VI.  TJiat  the  Hall  sliall  meet  in  Edinburgh* 

Kilmarnock,  and  Lanark,  and  three  Sessions  say  ^  Glasgow. 
Dumfries  ^  has  not  sufficient  evidence  that  the  Hall  should  not 
meet  in  Glasgow.'

(5)  C/iair  of  Pastoral  Theology ^  HomileticSj  and  Practical  Train- 

ing for  the  Ministry. 
Dunfermline,  Glasgow,  Lanark,  and  one  Session  would 
insert  *  Literature '  in  title  of  Chair  3.  Ireland  and  Melrose 
would  unite  Chairs  2  and  3.  Banffshire,  Dumfries,  Dundee, 
Falkirk,  Glasgow,  Kilmarnock,  Lanark,  and  eight  Ses- 
sions would  drop  Chair  5,  and  make  provision  for  the  subjects 
placed  under  it  being  taught  either  by  means  of  a  Lectureship, 
or  in  conjunction  with  the  other  Chairs.

Dundee,  Falkirk,  and  one  Session  disapprove.  Orkney 
suggests  *  an  examination  at  close  of  each  year.' 

Rules  for  Students  Preaching.

IX.  That  the  present  entrance  examination  in  Hebrew  be  discon- 
tinued, and  that  the  Professor  of  Hebrew  and  Old  Testament 
Literature  and  Exegesis  shall  teach  the  Hebrew  language 
from  its  elements,  as  a  distinct  part  of  the  duties  of  his 
Chair. 

X.  That  the  Committee  on  Theological  Education  shall  conduct,  as 
hitherto,  the  examination  for  entrance  to  the  Hall ;  and  that 
they  shall  make  a  similar  arrangement  for  a  final  examination, 
which  all  Students  must  pass  before  Presbyteries  take  them  on 
trials  for  licence.  Also,  that  at  the  close  of  each  of  the  first 
and  second  sessions  there  shall  be  an  examination  conducted 
by  the  Professors  jointly,  which  the  Students  must  pass  before 
they  can  be  certified  to  attend  the  succeeding  session. 


The  Committee  have  agreed  further  to  recommend  to  the  Synod : — 

1.  That  the  Professors  of  Theology  shall  have  seats  in  the  Presby- 

teries within  whose  bounds  they  reside,  and  in  the  Synod. 

2.  That  the  fii*st  session  under  the  new  Scheme  shall  commence  in 

November  1876.

Students  tofio  attend  the  Hall  tJiis  year  shall  stand  to  the  proposed 
New  Curriculum : — 

[1.  The  Fifth-year  Students  shall .  be  licensed  as  soon  after 
September  as  possible,  and  their  names  be  placed  on  the 
Probationers'  Roll  on  1st  January  1876.] 

*  Tn  addition  to  these  Chairs,  it  is  hoped  that  before  long,  through  the  liberality  of 
iiufiridtiaki  or  of  the  Church,  Special  Lectureships  may  be  instituted;  but  the  Com- 
mittee do  not  deem  it  advisable,  in  the  meantime,  to  burden  their  Scheme  by  any 
propooab  in  this  direction. 
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2.  The  Fmrth-year  Students  shall  attend  the  Hall  during  the 

first  two  months  of  session  1876-7,  but  may  meanwhile  be 
undergoing  trials  for  licence,  so  that  their  names  shall  be 
placed  on  the  Roll  on  1st  January  1877. 

3.  The  Thirdryear  Students  shall  attend  the  whole  of  session 

1876-7,  and  shall  then  receive  licence,  and  their  names  be 
placed  on  the  Roll  on  1st  July  1877. 

4.  The  Second-year  Students  shall  attend  sessions  1876-7  and 

1877-8,  and  shall  then  receive  licence,  and  their  names  be 
placed  on  the  Roll  on  1st  July  1878. 

5.  The  First-year  Students  shall  attend  sessions  1876-7   and 

1877-8,  and  at  least  the  first  two  months  of  session  1878-99 
before  they  are  .taken  on  trials  for  licence ;  their  names  to 
be  placed  on  the  Roll  on  1st  April  1879. 

n.  The  Committee  suggest  that  the  Rules  for  Students  Preaching  stand 
thus: — 

1.  No  Student  shall  be  allowed  to  preach  in  a  congregation, 

under  any  circumstances  whatever,  until  after  he  has  com- 
pleted his  first  session  at  the  Hall. 

2.  During  the  months  of  the  second  and  third  sessions,  no 

Student  shall  be  allowed  to  preach  imless  he  shall  have 
previously  obtained  the  sanction  of  the  Professors. 

3.  During  the  months  of  recess,  no  Student  shall  be  allowed 

to  preach,  except  in  presence  of  the  Minister,  or  when 
appointed  as  Pulpit  Supply  by  the  Committee  of  Dis- 
tribution.* 

The  Committee  have  carefully  considered  the  remit  made  to  them 
by  the  Synod  last  year,  with  reference  to  the  ^  subject  of  Training  for 
the  Gospel  Ministry  in  the  Foreign  Field,'  etc.     {Synod  Minutes^  p.  53.) 

The  Committee  suggest  that  the  consideration  of  any  special  arrange- 
ments as  to  such  training  should  be  deferred  until  the  Synod  has  pro- 
nounced upon  the  general  Scheme  now  presented,  but  that  it  would  be 
well  that  this  important  subject  should  then  be  taken  up.

REPORT  ON  SYSTEMATIC  BENEFICENCE. 

The  Committee  appointed  by  the  Synod  to  *  superintend  the  diffusion  of 
information  on  the  subject  of  systematic,  frequent,  and  proportionate 
giving  to  the  cause  of  Christ/  have  to  submit  the  following  brief  report 
of  their  procedure  during  the  year  1874-5. 

It  was  stated  in  last  year's  Report  that  the  Rev.  John  Ross,  then  of 
Hackney,  London,  but  now  resident  at  Bedford,  had  been  engaged  by 
them,  as  a  suitable  and  experienced  agent,  to  visit  several  of  the  Presby- 
teries of  the  Church,  and  to  address  the  congregations  in  these  Presby- 
teries on  the  subject  of  *  Giving  for  the  Cause  of  Christ,'  which  he  has 
made  the  theme  of  special  and  protracted  study,  and  to  the  advocacy  of 
which  he  has  devoted  the  labours  of  many  years.  In  the  spring  of  the 
year  1874,  as  was  noted  in  last  Report,  he  completed  a  visitation  of  the 
Presbytery  of  Newcastle,  in  which  he  gained  access  to  all  the  congre- 
gations of  that  large  Presbytery  except  four ;  while  in  several  he  had 
large  and  interested  audiences,  and  received  from  ministers  and  others 
the  assurance  that  his  services  had  been  appreciated,  and  that  his  state- 
ments and  addresses  would  yield  fruit  in  the  increased  liberality  of  the 
members  and  adherents  of  the  congregations  which  he  had  visited.  In 
July  the  Committee  agreed  that  Mr.  Ross  should  visit  the  congrega- 
tions in  the  Presbytery  of  Orkney  in  the  months  of  July  and  August ; 
and  also  that  the  Rev.  Robert  Rutherford,  M.A.,  of  Newldnds,  should 
visit  the  congregations  in  the  same  Presbytery,  and  co-operate  with  Mr. 
Ross,  in  as  far  as  this  might  be  practicable,  in  diffusing  among  them 
information  concerning  the  principles  of  systematic,  frequent,  and  pro- 
portionate giving,  and  in  the  endeavour  to  excite  among  them  the  spirit 
of  liberality,  both  in  regard  to  the  maintenance  of  their  own  congrega- 
tional institutions,  and  in  relation  to  the  general  interests  and  missionary 
operations  of  the  Church  with  which  they  are  associated. 

The  journal  which  Mr.  Ross  kept  of  his  progress  in  this  visitation 
shows  tfakt  he  visited  the  congregations  of  Wick,  Stroniness,  Firth, 
Shapinshay,  Westray,  Eday,  Stronsay,  Holm,  Earkwall,  Sandwick, 
Rousay,  Burray,  and  South  Ronaldshay ;  while,  in  his  homeward 
journey,  he  addressed  the  students  of  the  Theological  Hall  in  Edin- 
burgh, and  the  congregations  of  Newington,  Penicuik,  Howgate, 
West  Linton,  Newlands,  and  Bridge  Street,  Musselburgh,  in  the  Pres- 
bytery of  EcKnburgh,  and  of  Moat  Park,  Biggar,  in  the  Presbytery  of 
Lanark,    Altogether,  in  the  course  of  this  visitation,  Mr.  Ross  addressed

34  meetings,  and  he  left  about  9000  tracts  for  distribation  among  the 
people*  At  some  of  these  meetings  the  attendance  was  large,  and  the 
impression  made  by  his  addresses  seemed  to  be  deep  and  general*  One 
minister  said  to  him  after  his  address  to  the  congregation :  ^  There  was  a 
large  gathering  of  my  best  people,  who  will  influence  the  others.  I  was 
pleased  to  see  the  number  of  fine  young  men,  who  are  our  hope.'  On 
another  occasion  two  elders  said  to  him :  ^  The  people  were  delighted,  and 
would  have  sat  for  hours  longer.  You  directed  us  to  God's  way ;  but 
it  is  perfectly  new  to  us.  How  could  we  have  been  so  ignorant  of  itf 
Another  minister  said :  ^  Thank  you  for  your  excellent  address.  It  ought 
to  do  us  all  good.  If  they  had  known  what  they  would  have  heard,  my 
people  would  all  have  been  here.'  At  the  close  of  another  address,  the 
minister,  who  was  present,  said  to  his  people :  ^  Happy  day  will  that  be 
for  the  Church  of  God,  when  Christians  shall  devoutly  present  their  gifts, 
as  offerings  to  the  Lord,  Sabbath  by  Sabbath.  May  I  beg  you  seriously 
to  ponder  what  you  have  heard,  and  to  talk  of  it  with  ^our  fellow-wor- 
shippers, as  well  as  to  read  the  tracts  prayerfully.'  And  on  his  return 
home  from  this  visitation,  Mr.  Boss  wrote :  '  I  bless  God  for  safe  return 
from  labours  and  journeyings  of  some  difficulty  and  a  little  peril,  and  for 
good  grounds  of  hope  that  there  has  been  some  success  therein.' 

Some  difficulty  and  delay  occurred  in  completing  the  arrangements 
for  visiting  the  congregations  in  the  Presbyteries  of  London  and  Lanca- 
shire ;  but  this  work  was  commenced  on  the  first  Sabbath  of  February, 
has  been  prosecuted  at  intervals  as  opportunity  was  afforded  for  access 
to  congregations,  and  has  only  recently  been  finished.  The  congre- 
gations visited  have  been  Forest  Hill,  London ;  Silverhill,  Hastings ; 
Hammersmith ;  Oxendon,  London ;  Leicester ;  Derby  Road,  Bootle, 
Liverpool;  Grange  Road,  and  St.  Paul's,  Birkenhead;  Egremont, 
Cheshire;  Princes  Eoad,  Mount  Pleasant,  and  Queen's  Road,  Liver- 
pool ;  Satton,  near  Chester ;  Brunswick  Street,  Manchester ;  and  Soch« 
dale.  In  this  series  of  visitations  Mr.  Eoss  addressed  twenty-six  meet- 
ings, and  left  6000  tracts  for  distribution.  At  one  place  an  elder  said : 
^  Your  sermons  to-day  must  do  us  all  good,  by  the  blessing  of  God, 
every  way.  The  special  subject  and  its  treatment  were  quite  new  to  us, 
but  greatly  needed.'  At  another  place  an  elder  said :  '  What  you  have 
said  is  right,  sir.  I  shall  change  my  £1  a  quarter  pew-rent  into  a  half- 
crown  Sabbath  offering  for  the  Lord.'  Another  elder  in  another 
congregation  expressed  ^  surprise  and  interest  in  the  fresh  and  striking 
treatment  of  a  novel  and  most  important  subject,  much  needed  in  Liver- 
pool, and  likely  to  do  great  good.'  At  the  close  of  another  service,  the 
minister  of  the  congregation  said:  'Many,  many  thanks  for  your  excel- 
lent exposition  and  sermon.  We  ought  to  be  benefited  by  it.  I  wish 
my  friends  who  are  at  Southport  had  heard  you.  The  tracts  will  keep 
the  subject  before  our  minds.' 
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The  Committee  hope  that  arrrangements  may  be  completed  for  the 
visitation  of  the  congregations  in  the  large  central  Presbyteries  of  Edii>- 
burgh  and  Glasgow  during  the  autumn  months  of  the  present  year,  and 
they  anticipate  that  much  good  may  result  from  the  work  of  Mr.  Ross 
in  these  Presbjrteries.  They  would  commend  Mr.  Ross  to  the  ministers 
and  office-bearers  of  these  congregations,  that  they  may  give  him  a  cor- 
dial welcome  when  he  comes  among  them ;  and  they  would  commend 
the  theme  on  which  he  speaks  to  the  earnest  attention  of  the  members 
and  friends  of  the  several  congregations,  that  they  may  ponder  his  state- 
ments and  arguments,  and  may  receive  them  with  hands  and  hearts  open 
to  impressions  and  convictions  of  truth  and  duty. 

The  Committee,  desirous  of  diffusing  more  widely  the  principles  of 
systematic  and  proportionate  giving  for  the  work  of  God,  have  recom- 
mended that  the  advocacy  of  these  principles  should  be  more  closely  con- 
nected with  the  steps  taken  for  promoting  the  interests  of  the  Augmenta- 
tion of  Stipends  Scheme ;  and  there  can  be  no  doubt  that,  if  these 
principles  could  be  so  generally  and  effectively  brought  under  the  notice 
and  attention  of  the  members  of  the  Church  that  they  should  all  act  in 
accordance  with  them,  it  would  be  found,  as  one  minister  said  to  Mr. 
Ross  of  his  own  congregation,  that  ^  there  is  an  untouched  mine  of 
wealth  among  the  people ; '  and  every  scheme  and  enterprise  of  the 
Church  would  profit  by  the  better  working  of  that  mine. 

As  a  means  of  awakening  interest  in  the  subject  of  systematic  and 
proportionate  giving,  and  of  extending  the  influence  of  right  views  in 
relation  to  it,  the  Committee  would  recommend  that  ministers  and  office- 
bearers should  direct  .attention  to  it  at  annual  congregational  meetings, 
and  on  other  occasions  when  opportunities  may  be  presented  for  advocat- 
ing its  principles.  And  they  would  recommend  to  the  Synod  the 
appointment  of  a  Sabbath  on  which  all  the  ministers  of  the  Church  shall 
be  expected  simultaneously  to  preach  on  the  subject  of  systematic 
beneficence  and  Christian  liberality,  and  on  which,  therefore,  all  the 
congregations  of  the  Church  may  have  their  attention  turned  to  some 
aspect  of  the  scriptural  duty  and  privilege  of  giving  systematically, 
frequently,  and  in  proportion  to  the  degree  in  which  God  has  prospered 
them,  for  the  promotion  of  His  glory  and  the  diffusion  of  the  gospel  of 
His  grace. 

In  October,  the  Committee,  with  the  concurrence  of  that  liberal 
friend  of  the  denomination  who  up  to  this  time  has  defrayed  the  whole 
expenses  of  the  work  undertaken  or  directed  by  them,  voted  the  sum  of 
£50,  as  a  grant  in  aid  of  the  fund  for  the  publication  of  the  Sabbath 
Staring  and  Offering  Record^  which  is  issued  under  the  superintendence 
of  Mr.  Ross. 

In  closing  this  Report,  the  Committee  would  record  their'  earnest  hope 
that,  by  the  work  in  which  they  have  been  engaged  during  the  past 
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year,  some  sections  of  the  Church  have  been  induced  to  ponder  more 
deeply  the  meaning  and  the  obligation  of  those  passages  of  the  Divine 
Word  which  enjoin  the  followers  of  Christ  to  consecrate  a  portion  of 
their  substance  to  the  promotion  of  His  cause  and  the  advancement  of 
His  kingdom  in  the  earth.  His  own  words  were  :  *  It  is  more  blessed  to 
give  than  to  receive ' ;  and  it  is  written :  *  The  Lord  loveth  a  cheerful 
giver/  .

REPORT  ON  THE  STIPEND  AUGMENTATION  SCHEME 
BY  THE  HOME  COMMITTEE  OP  THE  BOARD  OP 
MISSIONS,  AND  ITS  SUB-COMMITTEE  ON  STIPEND 
AUGMENTATION. 

1.  Constitution  and  Mode  of  Operaiwn  of  the  Joini-CommiUee. 

The  Report  of  the  above  Committees  on  the  Stipend  Augmentation 
Scheme  for  the  year  1878-4  was  presented  to  the  Synod  on  Wednesday, 
13th  May  1874,  and  the  Home  Secretary,  with  Mr.  James  Morton, 
Greenock,  Mr.  David  M^Cowan,  and  Mr.  Robert  T.  Middleton,  were 
then  heard  in  explanation  of  the  Report,  and  in  support  of  its  recom- 
mendations. After  fall  and  earnest  deliberation,  the  Synod  agreed 
^  again  to  recommend  this  important  and  vital  scheme  to  the  attention 
and  liberality  of  congregations,  and  instruct  Presbyteries  to  co-operate 
heartily  with  the  Committee  in  their  endeavours  to  carry  into  effect  the 
resolutions  proposed  by  the  Committee,  and  embodied  in  their  Report, 
with  a  view  of  attaining  to  a  minimum  stipend  of  £200  per  annum.' 
On  recommendation  of  the  Home  Committee,  the  Synod  also  agreed 
^  that  the  members  added  to  the  Home  Committee  for  last  year  be  again 
added  to  the  Home  Committee  for  the  year  1874-5,  the  name  of  Mr. 
John  M^Ewen  being  substituted  for  that  of  the  Rev.  David  Williamson, 
who  has  been  nominated  by  the  Presbytery  of  Edinburgh  as  an  ordinary 
member  of  that  Committee.' 

The  addition  thus  made  to  the  Home  Committee  of  the  Board  of 
Missions  for  the  year  1874-5,  with  special  reference  to  the  Augmenta- 
tion Scheme,  consisted  of  the  following  ministers  and  members  of  the 
Church,  viz. — Dr.  Alexander  MacEwen;  Rev.  William  Wood;  Pro- 
fessor Calderwood;  Sir  Peter  Coats,  Paisley;  and  Messrs.  Thomas 
Mitchell,  Greenfield,  Blairgowrie;  David  Paton,  Alloa;  David  M'Cowan, 
Peter  Hamilton,  and  William  Foote,  Glasgow ;  John  Gilmour,  Helens- 
burgh ;  Samuel  Stitt,  Birkenhead ;  John  Young,  Berwick-upon-Tweed ; 
James  Tait,  Moffat ;  and  John  M^Ewen,  Glasgow.  At  the  first  meet* 
iog  of  the  Home  Committee  after  the  Synod,  held  in  June  1874,  and 
consisting  of  the  above  members  specially  appointed  by  the  Synod,  as  well 
as  of  members  elected  by  Presbyteries  in  accordance  with  the  ordinary 
rules  of  the  Forms  of  Procedure,  it  was  agreed  that  fourteen  other 
members  of  the  Home  Committee  should  be  associated  vnth  the  fourteen 
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selected  hj  the  Synod,  as  the  Suh-Committee  on  Stipend  Augmentation ; 
and  the  names  thus  added  were: — Dr.  Edwards;  the  Revs.  Sobert 
Rutherford,  David  Williamson,  James  Dunlop,  Alexander  Pettigrew, 
and  William  Clark ;  Messrs.  James  Morton,  Greenock ;  James  Alex- 
ander, Helensburgh ;  J.  Renton,  jun.,  Edinburgh;  David  Anderson,  R.  T. 
Middleton,  J.  B.  Kidston,  and  George  Pearson,  Glasgow ;  and  Dr.  H. 
M.  MacGill.  Dr.  Scott,  as  Home  Secretary,  was  also  ex  officio  a  member 
of  this  Sub-Committee ;  and  Mr.  James  Morton  was  continued  in  office 
as  its  chairman. 

The  arrangements  under  which  the  Home  Committee  and  Stipend 
Augmentation  Sub-Committee  had  wrought  harmoniously  during  the 
two  previous  years  have  been  continued  during  the  year  1874-5  with 
similar  results — the  Home  Committee  reserving  to  itself  its  former 
powers  of  dealing  independently  in  the  administration  of  the  Augmenta- 
tion Fund  ;  while  it  was  agreed  that  the  Sub-Committee  should  meet  as 
often  as  might  be  deemed  expedient  for  the  consideration  of  such  matters 
connected  with  Stipend  Augmentation  as  might  be  remitted  to  it  by  the 
Home  Committee,  or  by  the  Home  Secretary,  at  his  own  discretion,  in 
the  intervals  between  the  meetings  of  the  Home  Committee, — ^shoald 
report  its  procedure  from  time  to  time  to  the  Home  Committee,  which 
should  consider  and  decide  concerning  such  grants  of  money  as  might 
be  recommended  by  this  Sub-Committee, — should  have  full  authority  to 
appoint  deputations  to  Presbyteries  and  congregations,  and  to  sub-commit 
any  matters  which  might  come  under  its  consideration,  and  to  originate 
and  carry  into  effect  such  measures  as  might  be  deemed  requisite  for  the 
institution  of  efficient  organizations  throughout  the  Church  for  the 
support  of  the  Augmentation  Fund. 

Under  these  arrangements  the  Sub-Committee  on  Stipend  Augmen- 
tation has  met  five  times  during  the  past  year;  and  the  Home  Committee 
has  held  twelve  meetings,  at  which  matters  pertaining  to  the  admini- 
stration of  the  Augmentation  Fund  have  been  considered,  exclusive  of 
meetings  of  Sub-Committees,  to  which  details  of  that  administration  have 
been  referred.  Much  time  and  thought  have  thus  been  devoted  to  the 
working  of  the  Augmentation  Scheme  during  the  year,  and  to  the  means 
by  which  its  efficiency  and  success  might  be  best  promoted.  The  details 
of  the  business  connected  with  the  Scheme  are  so  numerous  and  varied^ 
and  they  affect  the  interests  of  ministers  and  congregations  at  so  many 
points,  that  it  is  scarcely  possible  these  details  can  all  be  settled  in  a 
manner  entirely  satisfactory  to  all  the  parties  concerned.  Complaints 
have,  however,  happily  been  very  few  in  number ;  and  it  may  be  hoped 
that  the  Scheme  has  been  administered,  and  that  the  Funds  connected 
with  it  have  been  distributed,  so  as  to  give  general  satisfaction  to  the 
Synod  and  the  Church,  and  so  as  on  the  whole  to  develope  the  ad- 
vantages of  the  Scheme,  to  increase  the  amount  and  the  stability  of  the 
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Pond  by  which  the  Scheme  Is  sustained,  and  to  &ugmelit  the  comfort 
and  promote  the  usefulness  of  both  ministers  and  congregations  in  all 
districts  of  the  Church. 

The  present  Report  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Home  Committee,  and 
of  the  Sub-Committee  on  Stipend  Augmentation,  at  the  meetings 
alluded  to  above,  may  be  arranged  under  the  followings  heads : — ^The 
means  adopted  for  promoting  the  efficiency  of  Congregational  Organiza^ 
lions  in  Support  of  the  Augmentation  Fund;  The  means  employed  for 
encouraging  and  stimulating  the  liberality  of  Supplemented  Congregations, 
and  for  raising  them  nearer  to  the  position  of  self-support ;  The  procedure 
afiFecting  the  distribution  of  the  Ordinary  Supplemental  Grants ;  The 
present  condition  and  prospects  of  the  Fund ;  The  arrangements  for  tlie 
first  distribution  of  the  Surplus  Fund ;  and,  Concluding  Observations. 

2.  The  Means  adopUd  for  promoting  the  Efficiency  of  Congregational 
Organizations  in  Support  of  the  Augmentation  Fund. 

The  series  of  resolutions  in  relation  to  the  formation  of  congregational 
.organizations  in  support  of  the  Augmentation  Scheme,  which  were 
generally  approved  by  the  Synod  in  May  1873,  revised  and  corrected 
by  the  Home  Committee  in  October  of  that  year,  and  sanctioned  by  the 
Synod  in^ay  1874,  were  printed  in  the  Report  on  Stipend  Augmenta- 
tion which  was  presented  to  the  Synod  last  year.  They  were  intended 
to  facilitate  the  formation  of  a  distinct  congregational  organization  for 
Augmentation  of  Stipend  purposes,  especially  in  the  larger  and  stronger 
congregations  on  the  Synod's  roll ;  and  with  the  view  of  rendering  such 
organizations  where  they  already  existed  more  effective,  in  widening  the 
basis  on  which  the  Augmentation  Scheme  depends  for  its  support,  and 
in  increasing  the  number  of  subscribers,  and  the  amount  of  contributions, 
on  behalf  of  the  Augmentation  Fund. 

These  resolutions  having  been  twice  printed  and  distributed  in  the 
congregations  of  the  Church,  it  is  not  necessary  to  reprint  them  in  this 
Report.  They  have  special  reference  to  a  kind  of  organization  which  it 
is  most  desirable  to  institute  in  all  the  larger  congregations  of  the  Church, 
though  it  may  not  be  possible  fully  to  carry  out  the  same  arrangements 
in  many  of  the  smaller  and  weaker  congregations  on  the  Synod's  roll. 
Even  of  the  class  of  congregations  in  which  the  stipend  paid  by  the 
people  is  above  £200  per  annum,  there  are  not  a  few  in  which  no 
effective  organization  for  the  collection  of  contributions  on  behalf  of  the 
Augmentation  Fund  has  as  yet  been  instituted.  There  are  other  con- 
gregations, however,  in  which  the  new  organization  has  been  promptly 
appointed,  and  vigorously  wrought,  to  the  manifest  advantage  of  the 
Augmentation  Scheme,  and  so  as  to  secure  a  very  considerable  and  satis- 
factory increase  of  contributions  for  the  support  of  the  Augmentation 
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Fund.  In  many  places  it  has  hitherto  been  the  custom,  even  in  the 
larger  congregations,  to  take  up  contribntions  for  that  Fund  only  once  a 
year,  but  the  Committee  are  most  earnestly  desirous  that  these  contribu- 
tions should  be  collected  monthly,  quarterly,  or  at  such  other  stated 
intervals  as  may  be  found  most  advantageous  in  the  special  circumstances 
of  each  congregation.  With  this  view  they  have  been  ready  to  receive, 
and,  as  far  as  possible,  to  comply  with,  invitations  to  visit  Sessions, 
managers,  or  congregations,  by  means  of  deputations ;  and  they  are 
aware  that  there  are  cases  in  which  the  explanations  which  the  members 
of  these  deputations  have  been  enabled  to  give  of  the  nature  of  the  pro- 
posed congregational  organization,  and  of  the  working  of  the  Augmenta- 
tion Scheme,  and  the  illustrations  which  they  have  presented  of  the  duty 
and  privilege  of  obeying  that  law  of  Christ  which  enjoins  that  the  strong 
shall  help  the  weak,  have  had  most  satisfactory  results  in  exciting  a 
deeper  and  more  intelligent  interest  in  the  Augmentation  Scheme,  and 
in  eliciting  more  general  and  generous  contribution  for  its  support. 

As  has  been  indicated  above,  the  resolutions  of  the  Synod  concerning 
the  formation  of  special  congregational  organizations  for  Augmentation 
purposes  are  more  directly  applicable  to  the  larger  congregations  of  the 
denomination.  But  even  in  congregations  in  which  the  stipend  is  under 
£200  per  annum,  the  Committee  have  been  wishful  to  secure  that  at 
least  one  collection  on  behalf  of  the  Augmentation  Fund  should  be 
made  in  each  year,  and  that  the  claims  of  the  Augmentation  Scheme 
should  be  remembered  and  recognized  in  the  annual  distribution  of  the 
Funds  collected  for  general  missionary  purposes.  With  this  end  in 
view,  information  concerning  the  state  and  progress  of  the  Augmentation 
Fund,  and  in  regard  to  its  claims  on  the  support  of  the  Church  at  large, 
has  from  time  to  time  been  inserted  in  the  Missionary  Record^  and  other- 
wise circulated  among  the  members  of  the  Church.  And  the  Committee 
are  at  once  desirous  and  hopeful  that,  by  the  means  employed,  the  Aug- 
mentation Scheme,  which  they  regard  as  of  vital  importance  in  relation 
to  the  welfare  of  the  denomination,  may  be  commended  to  the  general 
approval  of  the  members  and  friends  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church, 
may  be  established  in  their  sympathies  and  affections,  and  may  be 
placed  on  that  wider  basis  of  contribution  and  support  on  which  alone 
it  can  be  stable  and  enduring. 


3.  The  Means  employed  for  encouraging  and  stimulating  ilie  Liberality  of 
Supplemented  Congregations,  and  raising  tliem  nearer  to  the  position 
of  Self-support 

Under  this  head  there  is  nothing  new  to  report  in  regard  to  modes  of 
operation.    The  means  employed  for  the  attainment  of  the  desired  end 
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have  been  the  same  as  in  former  years ;  and  the  result  has  been  similar. 
The  Committee  have  not  been  unmindful  of  the  objection  which  has 
been  urged  against  the  entire  Augmentation  Scheme,  that  its  tendency 
is  to  weaken  the  feeling  of  independence,  and  to  destroy  the  power  of  self- 
reliance  in  the  congregations  receiving  aid;  and  theyhave  therefore  sought 
so  to  administer  the  Augmentation  Fund,  that  instead  of  lessening  among 
the  members  of  any  congregation  the  feeling  of  obligation  to  provide, 
according  to  their  ability,  for  the  support  of  gospel  ordinances  and  in- 
stitutions, they  might  rather,  by  seasonable  assistance,  encourage  them 
with  increasing  cheerfulness  to  bear  their  own  burdens,  and  each  one 
more  generously  to  perform  his  own  proper  part  in  the  discharge  of 
common  obligations.  With  this  end  in  view,  it  has  been  proposed  to 
Presbyteries  and  congregations,  in  several  instances  in  which  existing 
arrancjements  were  drawing  to  a  close,  that  an  effort  should  be  made  by 
the  members  and  adherents  of  the  congregations  receiving  aid,  to  increase 
their  own  contributions,  that  so  a  smaller  supplemental  grant  might  be 
required  for  making  up  the  minimum  stipend  of  £157,  10s.  Not  seldom 
in  these  cases  the  result  has  been  that  the  advance  suggested  has  been  made 
either  in  whole  or  in  part  by  the  congregation  ;  and  in  other  instances, 
where  this  has  not  been  done,  reasons  have  been  assigned,  which  the 
Committee  could  not  but  accept  as  satisfactory,  why  the  advance  could 
not  be  made,  at  least  at  the  time  proposed.  Consequently  the  supple- 
mental grants  have  been  reduced  in  amount  to  several  congregations, 
while  in  a  few  they  have  been  wholly  discontinued ;  and  any  increase 
which  may  be  noted  in  the  total  amount  expended  during  the  year 
1874-76  is  to  be  ascribed,  not  to  a  greater  desire  on  the  part  of  the 
supplemented  congregations  to  depend  on  the  bounty  of  others,  but  to 
the  additional  aid  which  the  Committee  has  been  enabled  to  give  to  some 
of  the  smaller  congregations  in  which  the  stipend  was  considerably  below 
the  minimum  of  £157,  10s.,  under  the  new  resolution  of  the  Synod, 
which  raised  the  maximum  grant  that  could  be  made  to  one  congrega- 
tion from  £60  to  £70. 

With  the  view  of  stimulating  the  members  of  supplemented  congrega- 
tions to  greater  liberality  for  the  support  of  ordinances,  and  of  enforcing 
on  them  more  fully  the  duty  and  the  privilege  of  exercising  that  liberality  in 
providing  for  the  support  of  their  respective  ministers,  a  motion  was  pro- 
posed by  the  Rev.  Robert  Rutherford,  M.A.,  of  Newlands,  as  follows : — 
*  That  after  31st  March  1875,  before  a  new  settlement  as  to  supple- 
ment is  made  with  any  of  the  aided  congregations,  each  of  them 
shall  be  visited,  as  far  as  practicable,  on  a  Sabbath,  by  at  least 
two  parties— one  from  the  Home  Board,  and  another  from  the 
Presbytery   under  whose  inspection  the  congregation  is;  that 
these  deputies  shall  meet  the  office-bearers,  as  well  as  the  con- 
gregation itself,  with  a  view  of  preparing  them  before  the  next 
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triennial  arrangement  with  them,  for  any  change  which  may  be  re- 
quired in  the  amoant  of  supplement  received  by  them ;  and  that  the 
deputies  report  respectively  to  the  Board  and  to  the  Presbytery.* 

This  motion  was  twice  under  consideration  by  the  Home  Committee, 
and  was  also  remitted  to  the  consideration  of  the  Sub-Committee  on 
Stipend  Augmentation ;  but,  after  careful  deliberation,  the  Home  Com- 
mittee, at  their  meeting  on  the  6th  April  1875,  adopted  the  following 
resolution : — 

*  This  Committee  are  of  opinion  that  the  procedure  recommended  by 
Mr.  Rutherford  cannot  be  carried  out  advantageously  over  the 
whole  Church,  though  something  similar  may  be,  and  ought  to 
be,  adopted  in  special  cases,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Home  Com- 
mittee and  of  the  Committee  on  Stipend  Augmentation ;  and  a 
kindly  visitation  of  congregations,  when  opportunity  is  afforded, 
would  have  a  beneficial  influence  on  the  interests  of  the  congre- 
gations visited.' 

It  will  thus  be  apparent  that  the  Home  Committee  have  had  their 
attention  fully  directed  to  the  manner  in  which  the  members  of  the  sup- 
plemented congregations  are  discharging  their  duty  in  relation  to  the 
support  of  the  gospel  ministry  in  the  midst  of  them ;  and  one  reason  at  least 
why  the  resolution  recorded  above  was  adopted,  was  the  conviction  existing 
in  the  minds  of  the  members  of  the  Committee  that  the  cases  in  which 
the  members  of  a  supplemented  congregation  indicated  a  desire  to  abuse 
the  generosity  of  the  Church  at  large,  by  relaxing  personal  effort,  and 
withholding  their  own  individual  offerings  and  contributions  for  the 
support  of  the  minister  set  over  them  in  the  Lord,  have  been  compara- 
tively rare  and  exceptional ;  and  that  on  the  contrary,  in  the  majority  of 
cases,  their  average  rate  of  contributions  is  as  high  as  that  of  members 
in  self-supporting  congregations,  or  in  the  Church  at  large;  while, 
instead  of  having  diminished  in  more  recent  years,  it  has  rather  steadily 
increased.  Their  liberality  in  contributing  for  the  support  of  their  own 
minister,  and  their  efforts  to  advance  nearer  to  the  position  of  self- 
support,  thus  furnish  an  effective  argument  in  favour  of  the  Augmenta- 
tion Scheme ;  since,  whatever  may  be  the  rare  exceptions,  the  general 
rule  is  that  the  members  of  supplemented  congregations  do  not  come 
behind  their  brethren  in  the  grace  of  liberality,  but  are  willing  of  them- 
selves to  contribute  to  their  power,  and  even  beyond  their  power,  for  the 
support  of  those  who  *  speak  to  them  the  Word  of  God,'  and  who  ^  teach 
them  publicly  and  from  house  to  house,  testifying  repentance  toward 
God,  and  faith  toward  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ.'  In  this  respect,  the 
working  of  the  Synod's  Augmentation  Scheme,  and  its  influenoe  and  effect 
in  the  smaller  congregations  of  the  Church,  will  bear  comparison  with  any 
Other  e:(istin^  organization  for  the  better  support  of  the  gospel  ministry. 
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4,  Procedure  affecting  tlie  Distribution  of  the  Ordinary  Supplemental 

Grants. 

The  ordinaiy  supplements  paid  under  the  Augmentation  Scheme  for 
making  up  the  minimum  payment  of  £157,  10s.  per  annum  for  stipend 
and  expenses  are  due  in  two  half-yearly  remittances  in  each  year,  on  the 
1st  April  and  1st  October ;  and  the  Committee  are  earnestly  desirous 
that  these  remittances  should  be  punctually  and  fully  made  at  the  com- 
mencement of  each  half-year.  They  have  pleasure  in  again  recording 
their  belief  that  during  the  past  year  the  remittances  have  very  generally 
been  made  at  the  appointed  dates ;  and  that  the  exceptional  cases  in  which 
this  has  not  been  accomplished  have  been  comparatively  few.  They 
have  also  pleasure  in  reporting  that  the  position  of  the  Augmentation 
Fund  was  so  far  improved  at  the  end  of  September  1874,  as  compared 
with  former  years,  that  the  supplemental  grants,  which  became  due  on 
the  Ist  October,  could  be  paid  without  borrowing  from  other  Funds  of 
the  Church,  and  consequently  without  the  expenditure  for  interest, 
which  the  necessary  loans  of  previous  years  had  occasioned. 

The  number  of  congregations  with  which  the  arrangements  concern- 
ing stipend  and  supplement  terminated  at  31st  March  1874  was,  for 
the  reasons  stated  in  last  report,  comparatively  small ;  and  the  new 
arrangements  with  them,  which  had  become  necessary,  were  so  adjusted 
with  the  congregations,  and  with  their  respective  Presbyteries,  that  the 
balance  of  supplement  due  to  each  congregation,  in  addition  to  the  pre- 
liminary payment  which  had  been  made  on  1st  April  1874,  could  be 
remitted  at  the  usual  date  of  the  second  half-yearly  payment,  Ist  October 
1874.  The  number  of  arrangements  with  congregations  which  ter- 
minated on  the  1st  April  1875,  including  those  with  a  considerable  propor- 
tion of  the  congregations  in  England,  has  been  somewhat  larger  than  in 
the  previous  year ;  and  the  same  mode  of  procedure  has  been  followed 
in  relation  to  them  as  in  former  years.  In  order  to  allow  su£Scient  time 
for  the  examination  of  the  statistical  returns  from  these  congregations 
for  the  year  1874,  and  for  the  needful  correspondence  with  Presbyteries 
and  congregations,  the  Committee  have  arranged  that,  along  with  the 
half-yearly  supplemental  grants  to  the  congregations  with  which  exist- 
ing arrangements  had  not  terminated,  there  should  be  paid  to  nearly  all 
the  congregations  with  which  new  arrangements  have  to  be  negotiated 
and  completed,  a  sum  equal  to  half  of  the  supplemental  grant  for  the 
previous  year,  with  the  distinct  intimation  that  this  payment  was  made 
on  account  of  the  year  1875-76,  and  that  it  did  not  in  any  way  deter- 
mine the  total  amount  of  supplement  to  be  paid  for  that  year,  nor  limit 
the  power  otthe  Committee,  acting  in  concert  with  the  Presbytery  of 
the  bounds,  to  propose  a  new  arrangement  by  which  the  supplemental 
grant  might  be  adjusted  to  any  alteration  in  the  position  of  the  con* 
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gregation  which  might  have  taken  place  daring  the  term  of  the  pre- 
ceding agreement  between  the  Augmentation  Committee  and  the  con- 
gregation. The  few  exceptional  cases  in  which  no  remittance  coold  be 
made  in  the  beginning  of  April  have  either  been  adjusted  or  are  at 
present  under  consideration  with  a  view  to  their  early  settlement.  The 
payments  thus  made  on  account  of  supplement  of  stipends  on  1st  April 
1875  amounted  to  about  £4170,  and,  after  providing  for  these  payments, 
a  balance  of  £3477,  10s.  remained  at  the  credit  of  the  Augmentation 
Fund  to  meet  the  expenditure  of  the  next  six  months,  and  provide  for 
the  payment  of  the  supplemental  grants  which  will  become  due  on  the 
1st  October  1875.  This  balance  is  nearly  £1200  larger  than  the  balance 
at  the  credit  of  the  Augmentation  Fund  at  the  beginning  of  April  1874 ; 
and  it  will  obviate  the  necessity  for  borrowing  from  the  Funds  in 
October.  This  improved  condition  of  the  ordinary  Augmentation  Fund 
arises  from  that  provision  of  the  regulations  adopted  by  the  Synod  in 
reference  to  the  *  Surplus  Fund '  of  the  Augmentation  Scheme,  which 
requires  that  £7000  shall  be  set  aside  out  of  the  balance  on  hand  for 
augmentation  pui*poses  at  the  end  of  each  year,  to  meet  the  payments  for 
supplements  in  the  year  following,  before  any  distribution  is  made  under 
the  <  Surplus'  branch  of  the  Scheme.  The  new  'Surplus  Fund'  has 
therefore  this  as  one  of  its  primary  advantages,  that  it  places  the 
ordinary  Supplemental  Scheme  by  which  stipends  are  raised  to  £157, 10s. 
per  annum  on  a  much  more  stable  basis  than  formerly,  and  thus  secures 
that  the  supplemental  grants  may  be  paid  out  of  the  Augmentation 
Fund,  with  regularity  and  punctuality,  without  borrowing  a  large  amount 
from  other  Funds  of  the  Ohurch,  as  it  was  necessary  to  do  in  some  pre- 
ceding years. 

As  soon  as  possible  after  the  meeting  of  Synod,  the  cases  of  congre- 
gations with  which  new  arrangements  for  supplement  have  to  be  made 
for  the  period  commencing  on  1st  April  1875  will  be  considered  by  the 
Committee,  and  reported  to  their  Presbyteries.  In  every  such  case  it  is 
hoped  that  the  new  arrangement  requisite  may  be  satisfactorily  com- 
pleted before  or  at  the  meeting  of  the  Committee  in  the  month  of  September 
next,  so  that  the  balance  of  supplement  for  the  year  1875-76  may  be 
punctually  remitted  by  the  Synod's  Treasurer  on  the  Ist  October  1875. 


5.  Th$  JPresent  Position  and  Prospects  of  the  Augmentation  Fund* 

The  Committee  had  the  pleasure  last  year  of  reporting  that  the 
position  of  the  Augmentation  Fund  was  then  more  hopeful  and  satisfac- 
tory than  it  had  been  in  previous  years.  Increased  attention  had  been 
directed  to  the  Augmentation  Scheme,  and  more  systematic  efforts  had 
been  put  forth  to  obtain  for  it  more  eflaoient  support*    The  income  of 
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the  Fund  had  conitiequently  been  increased,  and  the  balance  in  its  favour 
at  the  end  of  the  year  1873  was  nearly  £1500  more  than  the  balance  at 
the  close  of  the  preceding  year,  while  plans  had  been  formed  and 
organizations  had  been  instituted,  in  consequence  of  which  it  was  con- 
fidently expected  that  greater  progress  would  be  made  in  the  year  1874, 
The  Committee  have  now  the  satisfaction  of  reporting  that  these  expecta- 
tions have  been  realized^  that  the  amount  contributed  by  congregations 
and  individual  members  of  the  Church  has  far  exceeded  the  amount 
received  in  any  former  year,  and  that  the  ordinary  supplemental  grants 
have  been  made  for  1874,  and  may  be  made  for  the  year  1875^  entirely 
from  the  Funds  directly  contributed  for  the  Augmentation  Scheme. 
The  income  and  expenditure  under  the  Augmentation  Scheme  for  the 
year  1874,  as  reported  in  the  accounts  of  the  Synod's  Treasurer,  published 
in  the  Missionary  Record  for  April  1875,  may  be  exhibited  thus : —

It  thus  appears  that,  exclasive  of  £1125  received  during  the  year  as 
a  further  payment  from  the  trust  estate  of  the  late  Alex.  Paton,  Esq., 
and  carried  to  the  Reserve  Fund  in  terms  of  the  trust-deed,  the  ordi- 
nary income  of  the  Augmentation  Fund  for  the  year  1874  has  exceeded 
tlie  incokne  for  1873  by  £6705,  15s.  3d.,  and  has  also  exceeded  the 
expenditure  for  the  year  under  the  original  Supplemental  Scheme  by 
£7318, 16s.  7d.  Adding  to  the  sum  last  named,  as  the  excess  of  income 
over  expenditure  for  1874,  the  balance  of  £5724,  ISs.  lOd.  which  was 
on  hand  at  1st  January,  and  the  sum  of  £768,  15s.  taken  from  the 
Eeserve  Fund,  there  results  a  total  sum  of  £13,812,  7s.  5d.  as  the 
balance  at  the  credit  of  the  Fund  on  31st  December  1874.  From  this 
balance  £7000  are  to  be  carried  forward  to  the  account  for  the  year 
1875,  as  the  least  working  balance  at  the  close  of  any  year  which  is 
consistent  with  the  efficient  and  comfortable  operation  of  the  Scheme 
throughout  the  year  following;  and,  deducting  that  amount  from  the 
balance  stated  above,  there  remains,  as  the  sum  available  for  the  first 
distribution  under  the  new  <  Surplus  Fund'  resolutions,  £6812,  7s.  5d. 
There  has  thus  been  encouraging — it  may  almost  be  said  unlooked-for — 
success  and  progress  in  the  working  of  the  Augmentation  Scheme  during 
the  year  1874 ;  and  as  the  balance  of  £7000  on  behalf  of  the  Fund, 
which  has  been  aimed  at  for  several  years,  has  now  been  attained,  the 
success  of  the  past  year  should  stimulate  increased  continuous  effort  to 
realize  the  sum  which  is  necessary  for  realizing  the  minimum  stipend  of 
£200  per  annum,  with  a  manse  or  an  allowance  ior  rent,  over  all  the 
Church. 

The  working  of  the  ordinary  Supplemental  Fund  during  the  first 
quarter  of  the  present  year,  and  the  improvement  in  the  position  of  that 
branch  of  the  Augmentation  Fund  at  the  present  time,  as  compared 
with  its  state  a  year  ago,  may  be  exhibited  thus : —

This  increased  balance  in  favoar  of  the  Fund  at  April  1875,  as 
compared  with  April  1874,  indicates  that  the  sum  of  £7000,  which  was 
carried  forward  from  the  balance  of  the  Augmentation  Fund  at  Slst 
December,  is  sufGcient  to  maintain  the  easy  and  comfortable  working  of 
the  Scheme  for  the  present  year ;  but  the  fact  that  the  balance  on  hand 
at  1st  April  was  only  £3477,  while  the  contribntions  received  during  the 
summer  months  are  usually  small  in  amount,  and  the  supplements  to  be 
paid  on  1st  October  next  will  exceed  £4000,  also  indicates  that  the 
amount  carried  forward  from  the  balance  in  December  to  the  account 
for  1875  would  not  have  secured  the  end  proposed,  in  providing  for 
the  payment  of  supplements,  without  borrowing  from  other  Funds  in 
October  next,  if  it  had  been  fixed  at  a  lower  sum  than  £7000. 

The  Synod  Treasurer's  Accounts  for  the  past  year  exhibit,  as  in 
former  years,  the  contributions  received  in  four  columns,  under  the  fol- 
lowing heads: — Foreign  Mission  Fund,  Augmentation  Fund,  Evan- 
gelistic Fund,  and  generally  for  Missions.  In  the  last  of  these  four 
columns  are  all  contributions  which  were  forwarded  to  the  Treasurer  for 
Missions,  without  intimation  by  the  donors  of  their  allocation  to  any 
department  of  Mission  work.  The  amount  of  such  contributions  from 
congregational  sources  during  the  year  1874  has  been  £6289,  5s.  7d. ; 
and  from  all  sources,  including  legacies,  individual  donations^  etc., 
£6447,  17s.  6d.  The  proportion  of  that  sum  transferred  to  the 
Augmentation  Branch  of  the  Home  Mission  Fund  was  three-fourths  of 
one-third,  or  one-fourth  of  the  whole,  from  January  to  May  1874 
inclusive;  and  one-half  of  one-third,  or  one-sixth  part  of  the  whole, 
according  to  the  resolution  adopted  by  the  Synod  in  May  last^  for  the 
remainder  of  the  year.  The  amount  transferred  to  the  Augmentation 
Fund  from  these  General  Contributions  in  1874  has  been  £1219, 15$.  lOd., 
while  in  1873  the  amount  transferred  was  £2105,  4s.  5d.,  or  nearly 
£900  more  than  in  1874.  This  result  is  in  accordance  with  the  opinion 
expressed  in  last  Beport,  that  there  was  ^  reason  to  believe  that,  as  con- 
gregations were  encouraged^  ia  sending  remittances  to  the  Synod's 
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Treasurer,  to  intimate  the  manner  in  which  their  contributions  should 
be  allocated,  the  amount  of  general  or  unappropriated  contributions  for 
Missions  would  in  future  be  still  further  diminished.'  The  Committee 
now  express  their  satisfaction  because  so  large  a  portion  of  the  contribu- 
tions of  the  past  year  has  been  allocated  by  the  donors ;  and  have  agreed 
to  renew  the  suggestion  of  last  Report,  that  the  Synod  should  recommend 
congregations  and  individuals  themselves  to  make  the  allocation  of  their 
contributions  between  the  Foreign  Mission,  Augmentation,  and  Evan- 
gelistic Funds.  The  unappropriated  portion,  to  be  placed  under  the 
liead  of  General  Missions,  would  thus  be  reduced  to  a  minimum ;  the 
subscribers  to  the  various  Funds  of  the  Church  would  direct  their  offer- 
ings into  the  special  channel  in  which  they  wished  their  liberality  to 
flow;  and  every  occasion  for  difficulty  and  difference  of  opinion  in 
reference  to  the  right  appropriation  of  the  funds  contributed  would  be 
obviated. 

6.  The  Arrangements  for  the  First  Distribution  of  the  Surplus  Fund. 

The  resolutions  prepared  by  the  Sub-Committee  on  Stipend  Aug- 
mentation and  the  Home  Committee,  in  reference  to  the  formation  of  a 
^  Surplus  Fund '  for  the  increase  of  the  mipimnm  stipend  to  or  towards 
£200  per  annum,  with  manse  or  allowance  for  rent,  were  submitted  to 
and  approved  by  the  Synod  in  May  last.  They  were  fully  stated  and 
explained  in  the  Beport  on  the  Augmentation  of  Stipends  which  waa 
then  presented  to  the  Synod;  and  in  adopting  them,  the  Synod  ^in- 
structed Presbyteries  to  co-operate  heartily  with  the  Committee  in  their 
endeavours  to  carry  into  effect  the  resolutions  proposed  by  the  Com- 
mittee and  embodied  in  their  Beport,  with  the  view  of  attainmg  to  a 
minimum  stipend  of  £200  per  annum.' 

In  considering  the  manner  in  which  the  object  contemplated  by  these 
resolutions  might  be  most  successfully  promoted,  the  Committee  saw  that 
the  first  step  must  evidently  be  an  earnest  and  assiduous  endeavour  to 
obtain  additional  subscriptions  and  donations  on  behalf  of  the  Augmen- 
tation Fund.  This  had,  indeed,  engaged  their  attention  and  their  efforts 
prior  to  the  meeting  of  Synod  in  May  last;  as  in  their  Beport  on  that 
occasion  they  were  able  to  state  ^  that,  through  the  indefatigable  and 
successful  exertions  of  Mr.  Morton,  and  of  two  or  three  other  members 
of  committee  who  have  assisted  him  in  the  work  of  obtaming  subscrip- 
tions, nearly  one-half  of  the  additional  sum  required  for  the  realization 
of  the  end  contemplated  in  the  '^  Suggestions"  has  already  been  secured 
— 13  contributors  having  each  promised  subscriptions  of  £200,  23  con- 
tributors having  each  promised  subscriptions  of  £100,  18  having  each 
promised  subscriptions  of  £50,  23  having  promised  subscriptions  of  from 
£25  to  £20,  and  others  having  promised  smaller  sums, — a  very  large 
proportion  of  which  subscriptions  are  understood  to  be  annual.'    Ninety^ 
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two  subscribers  had  thus  promised  their  support  for  carrying  out  the 
plan  proposed  in  the  ^  Suggestions '  submitted  to  the  Synod,  and  the 
amount  of  their  united  contributions  was  £6355^  of  which  sum  it  was 
calculated  that  £5500  might  be  regarded  as  a  clear  addition  to  the 
income  of  the  Augmentation  Fund.  Additional  contributioi^s,  and  con- 
tinued effort  to  obtain  them,  were  necessary,  however,  for  the  success  of 
the  ^Surplus Fund;'  and  to  this  work  Mr.  James  Morton,  Chairman  of 
the  Committee,  with  the  willing  and  effective  assistance  of  Mr.  David 
M^C(?wan,  Sir  Peter  Coats,  and  other  friends,  zealously  applied  himself, 
and  with  most  gratifying  success.  In  November  X874  he  presented  to 
the  Committee  a  classified  list  of  contributions  to  the  Fund,  from  which 
it  appeared  that  178  subscribers,  in  45  congregations,  connected  with  14 
Presbyteries,  had  promised  subscriptions — a  large  proportion  of  which 
were  understood  to  be  annual,  and  which  amounted  in  the  aggregate  to 
£7900.  In  December  he  reported  to  the  Committee  that  the  amount  of 
the  special  subscriptions  promised  to  the  Augmentation  Fund  had  been 
increased  to  £8335,  and  that  the  effort  to  obtain  additional  subscriptions 
was  still  continued.  These  statements  were  received  by  the  Committee 
with  cordial  expressions  of  gratitude  to  Mr.  Morton  and  his  fellow- 
labourers  in  the  work,  for  the  wisdom,  zeal,  and  perseverance  by  which 
so  large  an  amount  of  special  contributions  for  the  Augmentation  Fund 
had  been  obtained,  and  through  which  it  had  then  become  apparent 
that  a  ^  Surplus  Fund '  of  not  less  than  £6800  would  be  available  for 
distribution  for  the  year  1874. 

In  connection  with  these  increased  subscriptions  for  the  Augmenta- 
tion Fund,  the  Committee  desire  to  record  with  much  satisfaction  the 
generous  liberality  in  support  of  the  Augmentation  Scheme,  and  specially 
of  the  ^  Surplas  Fund/  which  has  been  displayed  in  some  of  the  more 
numerous  and  influential  congregations  in  Glasgow  and  some  other 
large  towns.  Thus,  exclusive  of  the  portion  of  General  Mission  con- 
tributions allocated  to  the  Augmentation  Fund,  Claremont  Congregation, 
Glasgow,  contributed  directly  to  the  Augmentation  Scheme  £1971,  2s. ; 
Wellington  Street  Congregation,  Glasgow,  £900,  lis.  lid. ;  Lansdowne 
Congregation,  Glasgow,  £741,  lis.  4d. ;  Dowanhill  Congregation,  Par- 
tick,  £535,  5s.  6d. ;  and  15  other  congregations  in  Glasgow  from  £400 
to  £104  each.  In  Edinburgh,  Eose  Street  Congregation  has  contributed 
£400 ;  Broughton  Place  Congregation,  £301 ;  and  five  other  congrega- 
tions from  £191  to  £101 ;  and  in  Dundee,  the  Lochee  Congregation  has 
contributed  £225,  10s.,  and  Tay  Square  Congregation  £194.  In  the 
Presbytery  of  Paisley  and  Greenock,  Helensburgh  Congregation  has  con- 
tributed £819,  19s.  lOd. ;  Union  Street  Congregation,  Greenock,  £286, 
2s.  6d. ;  and  Sir  Michael  Street,  Greenock,  £264,  9s.  3d. ;  while  in  the 
Presbytery  of  Lancashire,  Claughton  Congregation  has  contributed  £160; 
and  Mount  Pleasant  Congregation,  Liverpool,  £112.     Other  congrega. 
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tionsy  whose  contribations  have  been  smaller  in  their  aggregate  amount, 
may  nevertheless  have  manifested  similar  liberality  in  proportion  to  their 
resources ;  and  the  imitation  of  the  example  which  has  thus  been  afforded, 
by  every  congregation  over  the  whole  Church  contributing  according 
to  their  ability  and  the  extent  of  their  resources,  would  at  once  secure 
the  complete  and  permanent  success  of  the  endeavour  to  reach  the 
minimum  stipend  of  £200  per  annum,  with  manse  or  allowance  for  rent« 

The  result  of  these  special  efforts  and  enlarged  contributions  on 
behalf  of  the  Augmentation  Fund  at  the  close  of  the  Treasurer's  Accoiints 
on  Slst  December  has  already  been  stated  under  the  previous  head  of 
this  Beport*  The  balance  at  the  credit  of  the  Fund,  after  providing  for 
all  the  ordinary  Augmentation  expenditure  of  the  year  1874,  was 
£13,812,  7s.  5d. ;  and  after  deducting  from  that  balance  the  sum  of 
£7000  as  the  required  working  balance  of  the  Fund  for  the  year  1875, 
there  remained  £6812,  7s.  5d.  as  the  amount  of  the  ^  Surplus  Fund'  for 
1874,  which  was  divisible  among  the  ministers  of  the  Church  for  that 
year,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  resolutions  which  had  been 
approved  and  adopted  by  the  Synod.  This  amount  of  the  Surplus  Fund 
for  1874,  large  and  satisfactory  though  it  be  in  itself,  will  appear  yet 
larger  and  more  satisfactory  when  it  is  remembered  that  it  has  been 
attained  in  addition  to  the  sum  of  £1275,  4s.  2d.,  which  had  to  be  added 
to  the  balance  at  the  credit  of  the  Augmentation  Fund  on  1st  January 
1874,  in  order  to  make  up  the  sum  of  £7000  which  had  to  be  carried 
forward  to  the  new  account  for  the  year  1875  on  1st  January  last,  and 
which  addition  will  not  require  to  be  provided  in  future  years.  If  the 
requisite  working  balance  of  £7000  had  been  in  hand  at  the  end  of  the 
year  1873,  the  Augmentation  contributions  of  the  year  1874  would  have 
increased  the  Surplus  Fund  for  that  year  to  £8086,  lis.  7d.,  and  the 
value  of  a  full  share  in  the  recent  distribution  would  have  been  £36,  so 
raising  the  minimum  stipend  to  £193,  10s. 

Having  thus  obtained  a  ^  Surplus  Fund '  to  divide,  the  Committee 
proceeded  to  take  the  needful  steps  for  its  equitable  distribution,  in 
accordance  with  the  resolutions  adopted  by  the  Synod.  A  circular  and 
schedule  of  queries  were  accordingly  prepared  and  issued  to  ministers, 
requesting  them  to  fill  in  the  answers  to  the  queries,  and  return  the 
schedule  to  the  Home  Secretary,  thus  informing  the  Committee, 
through  him,  what  had  been  the  amount  of  stipend  received  from  all 
-  sources  in  the  year  1874,  what  proportion  of  that  stipend  had  been  con- 
tributed by  the  congregation,  what  amount  had  been  made  up  by  grants 
from  the  Augmentation  of  Stipends  Fund,  what  sums  had  been  received 
from  bequests  or  other  extraneous  sources,  and  what  was  the  number  of 
members  in  full  communion  with  the  Church  on  the  communion-roll  of 
the  congregation  at  Slst  December  1874.  This  information,  correctly 
given,  would  enable  the  Committee  to  determine  the  share,  or  proportion 
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of  a  share,  in  the  Surplus  Fund  to  which  each  minister  was  entitled 
under  the  regulations  sanctioned  by  the  Synod ;  and  in  order  that  no 
minister  might  be  omitted  who  ought  to  participate,  copies  of  the  circular 
and  schedule  were  sent  to  every  minister  on  the  Synod's  roll  whose 
stipend  was  known  or  supposed  to  be  under  £250  per  annum.  The 
number  of  circulars  thus  issued  was  483 ;  and  of  these,  119  were  not 
returned,  either  because  the  stipend  in  each  case  was  already  £200  or 
upwards,  or  because  the  minister  not  making  the  i*eturn  intended  in 
that  way  to  indicate  that  he  did  not  wish  to  participate  in  the  distribu- 
tion of  the  Fund.  Ftfty-five  ministers  returned  the  schedule  with  inti- 
mation that  in  each  case  the  stipend  received  was  at  least  £200,  though 
in  some  instances  it  was  afterwards  ascertained  that  it  was  £200  with- 
out a  manse;  and  sevenUen  ministers  reported  that,  although  their 
stipends  were  under  £200,  they  did  not  wish  to  be  included  among  the 
participants  in  the  benefits  of  the  Surplus  Fund.  There  thus  remained 
292  cases  in  which,  the  stipend  being  under  £200,  the  interest  of  the 
minister  in  the  distribution  of  Surplus  Fund  had  to  be  considered  by  the 
Committee.  On  examination  of  the  answers  returned  to  the  queries  in 
the  schedules  in  reference  to  these  292  cases,  it  was  found  that  the 
average  rate  of  contribution  for  stipend  per  member  was  in 

25  congregations  under  lOs.  per  member,  giving  the  minister  no  share  in  the 

distribution.

292  cases  thus  gave  to  the  ministers  of  these  congregations  in  the 

aggregate     ......  221^1  shares. 

And  by  dividing  the  amount  of  the  Surplus  Fund,  £6812,  7s.  5d.,  by  the 
number  of  shares,  221|f ,  it  was  found  that  the  value  of  a  full  share  was 
£30,  15s.  7d.  It  was  probable,  however,  that  further  investigation 
might  modify  some  of  the  results  stated  above ;  and  in  order  to  provide 
for  such  contingencies,  the  Committee  resolved  that  the  distribution 
should  be  made  at  the  rate  of  £30  for  a  full  share,  and  consequently 
of  £22,  10s.  for  a  three-fourth  share,  and  of  £15  for  a  half-share. 

As  the  decisions  of  the  Committee  in  the  sixty-three  special  cases 
referred  to  above  may  constitute  precedents  by  which  the  procedure  of 
the  Committee  in  future  distributions  of  the  <  Surplus  Fund '  may  be 
determined,  it  is  deemed  expedient  to  specify  these  cases  here  ;  and  they 
are  thus  reported  from  the  minutes  of  the  Sub-Committee  on  Stipend 
Augmentation,  which  were  approved  by  the  Home  Committee  at  its 
nieeting  on  the  3d  March  1875 : — 
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In  reference  to  14  cases  of  a  collegiate  charge,  it  was  agreed  that  the 
average  rate  of  contribution  per  member  in  these  cases  should  be  calcu- 
lated on  the  basis  of  the  amount  contributed  by  the  congregation  for  the 
support  of  hoib.  ministets ;  and  that,  in  terms  of  the  Synod's  resolutions, 
^  in  collegiate  charges  only  one  claim  on  this '^  Surplus  Fund*' shall  be 
allowed '  in  the  distribution.  The  South  Congregation  in  Auchtermuchty 
was,  howeyer,  regarded  as  an  entirely  exceptional  case,  inasmuch  as  the 
collegiate  charge  in  that  instance  had  originated  in  the  union  of  two  con- 
gregations, which  had  been  negotiated  and  effected  on  the  basis  of  the 
recognition  and  protection  of  the  rights  and  interests  of  both  ministers ; 
and  the  Committee,  therefore,  agreed  to  recommend  that,  in  this  excep- 
tionsd  case,  each  minister  should  participate  in  the  distribution  as  if  the 
two  congregations  had  been  separately  dealt  with.    These  cases  gave 

In  the  case  of  the  congregation  at  Castle-Douglas,  whose  minister  died 
in  January  1875,  it  was  agreed  that  the  minister's  share  of  the  *"  Surplus 
Fund '  should  be  appropriated  to  his  widow  and  family.    This  case  gave 

Three  ministers  having  demitted  their  respective  charges  during  the 
year  without  any  Church  censure,  and  chiefly  on  account  of  failing 
health,  it  was  agreed  that  they  should  participate  in  the  distribution  of 
the  *  Surplus  E\md '  for  the  whole  year,  or  for  the  part  of  it  during 
which  they  had  severally  held  their  office  in  the  Church.  These  cases 
gave  ......... 

Four  ministers  having  removed  to  new  charges  during  the  year,  it  was 
agreed  that  they  should  participate  in  the  distribution  of  the  *  Surplus 
Fund/  on  the  basis  of  their  total  receipts  for  stipend  from  both  their  former 
and  their  present  congregations  during  the  year.  Three  were  thus  excluded 
from  participation,  as  it  was  understood  that  the  whole-  stipend  received 
by  each  of  them  exceeded  £200  ;  but  the  fourth  had  received  from  both 
his  congregations  onlv  £110,  5s.  6d.,  and  was  entitled  to  a  full  share 
in  the  distribution.    These  cases  gave        *  .  .  .  . 

Six  ministers  who  had  been  ordained  during  the  year  1874  were  placed 
on  the  list  of  participants  for  the  portion  of  the  year  which  elapsed  after 
their  ordination.    These  cases  gave  ..... 

One  minister  being  on  the  Continent  on  account  of  the  state  of  his 
health,  and  the  Session  of  his  congregation  not  having  taken  any  action 
in  the  case,  it  was  agreed  that  he  should  participate  in  the  distribution 
as  if  he  had  been  at  home  in  the  discharge  of  the  duties  of  his  pastorate. 
This  caae  gave        ........ 

The  case  of  a  minister  who  is  at  present  on  the  list  of  annuitants  under 
the  Aged  and  Infirm  Ministers'  scheme,  but  who  had  officiated  in  his 
congregation  for  some  months  during  the  year  1874,  in  the  intervals 
between  moderations  in  calls  and  the  declinature  of  the  preachers  called, 
having  been  specially  remitted  by  the  Home  Mission  Committee  for  con- 
sideration, it  was  agreed  to  report  that,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Stipend 
Augmentation  Committee,  he  is  not  entitled  to  participate  in  the  ^  Surplus 
Fund.'    This  case  gave      .  . 

Eleven  cases  which  had  been  entered  on  the  special  list,  because  the  p^^^^^ 
stipend  paid  in  1874  had  exceeded  £185,  were  treated  as  entitled  to  par- 
ticipate, in  consequence  of  the  decision  previously  arrived  at  in  reference 
to  cases  in  which  the  share  of  the  ^  Surplus  Fund '  may  be  sufficient  to 
make  up  a  stipend  of  £200  per  annum.    These  cases  gave 

In  two  cases  in  which  special  reasons  had  been  advanced  why  the 
minister  should  participate  in  the  distribution  of  the  '  Surplus  Fund,' 
although  the  average  rate  of  contribution  was  under  10s.  per  member,  it 
was  agreed  that  the  Synod's  rule  should  be  adhered  to.  These  cases  gave  . 

In  a  similar  case,  in  which  reasons  were  stated  why  a  minister  ahould 
receive  a  full  share  of  the  *  Surplus  Fund,'  although  the  average  rate  of 
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contribution  for  stipend  was  onder  14b.  per  member,  it  was  also  agreed 
that  the  Synod's  role  should  be  adhered  to.    This  case  gave 

In  three  cases  in  which  there  was  some  specialty  about  the  manner  in 
which  the  average  rate  of  contribution  per  member  had  been  determined, 
the  following  decisions  were  arrived  at,  after  the  consideration  of  the  cir- 
cumstances in  each  case : — 

1st.  A  supplemented  congregation,  paying  a  stipend  of  £157,  10s., 
having  agreed  to  add  £7,  1(^.  to  their  contribution  for  stipend,  in  order 
that  the  minister  might  receive  a/u2Z  share  in  the  distribution  of  the  ^  Sur- 
plus Fund,'  it  was  agreed  that  he  could  only  receive  the  full  share  of  the 
*  Surplus  Fund'  on  condition  of  returning  £7, 10s.  from  the  ordinary  sup- 
plement to  the  Augmentation  Fund. 

2d.  A  self-supporting  congregation  having  added  £10  to  the  stipend 
of  their  minister  in  order  to  raise  the  average  rate  of  contribution  above 
10s.  per  member,  it  was  agreed  that  he  should  receive  one-lialf  ehare  in 
the  &tribution. 

dd.  The  stipend  paid  by  a  congregation  including  £41,  9b.  from  an 
endowment,  it  was  agreed  that  the  average  rate  of  contribution  should  be 
calculated  only  from  the  sum  actually  contributed,  though  the  minister 
would  consequently  receive  only  a  three-quarters  share  in  the  distribution. 
The  above  three  cases  gave  ...... 

There  being  eleven  cases  in  which  the  average  rate  of  contribution  ex- 
ceeded 14s.  per  member,  but  in  which  there  was  neither  manse  nor  allow- 
ance for  house-rent,  it  was  agreed  that  in  cases  in  which  there  is  no  manse 
nor  any  allowance  otherwise  for  house-rent,  and  in  which  the  stipend 
and  proportion  of  *  Surplus  Fund'  together  make  up  more  than  £200,  the 
excess,  or  £10  of  the  excess  if  it  is  more  than  that  sum,  shall  be  paid  over 
to  the  minister  as  an  allowance  for  rent,  instead  of  being  paid  back  to  the 
General  Augmentation  Fund  for  the  current  year.    These  cases  gave 

In  five  cases  in  which  the  Stipend  had  been  increased  to  £200  during 
the  year  1874,  it  was  agreed  that  the  ministers  should  participate  in  the 
distribution  of  the  *  Surplus  Fund '  in  proportion  to  the  average  rate  of 
contribution  in  each  case,  and  in  as  far  as  this  may  be  required  in  order 
to  make  up  the  Stipend  for  the  whole  year  to  £200.  'Hiese  five  cases 
gave  ......... 
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Information  supplied  since  the  date  at  which  the  above  decisions 
were  given  has  occasioned  some  alterations  of  the  results,  without  affect- 
ing the  principles  on  which  the  decisions  were  arrived  at;  and  the  number 
of  shares  has  consequently  been  reduced  from  221ff  to  219^1 .  The 
snm  due  to  each  of  the  ministers  entitled  to  participate  in  the  distribu- 
tion has  been  remitted  to  him  by  the  Synod's  Treasurer,  and  the  present 
position  of  the  '  Surplus  Fund '  for  1874  may  be  stated  thus : —

If  this  statement  be  compared  with  the  statement  given  in  the 
Missionary  Record  for  June  1874,  of  the  results  of  the  distribntion  of 
Augmentation  Funds  in  the  year  1873,  the  extent  of  the  advance  and 
improvement  made  under  the  new  resolutions  for  the  institution  of  the 
*  Surplus  Fund  '  will  be  made  strikingly  apparent.  Then  there  were  76 
stipends  under  £157,  10s.,  now  only  24  such  are  reported.  Then  there 
were  192  stipends  which  did  not  exceed  £157,  10s.,  now  there  are 
only  33  cases  in  which  the  stipend  does  not  exceed  that  sum,  and  only 
45  in  which  the  stipend  paid  is  less  than  £170.  It  is  consequently 
manifest,  not  only  that  great  additions  have  been  made  to  the  comfort  of 
many  ministers'  families  and  homes  by  the  operation  of  the  ^  Surplus 
Fund,'  but  also  that  ministers  with  the  smallest  stipends,  and  who  there- 
fore had  strongest  claims  on  the  Church's  sympathy  and  support,  have 
very  largely  participated  in  the  benefits  of  the  new  arrangements  which 
have  been  made  under  that  Fund. 

The  beneficial  influence  of  the  ^  Surplus  Fund  '  has  not  been 
limited  by  its  direct  application  to  the  ministers  who  have  participated 
in  the  distribution  of  it.  The  effort  to  provide  that  Fund,  and  the 
information  which  has  been  circulated  in  connection  with  it,  have  had 
a  powerful  and  salutary  influence  on  many  congregations  whose  ministers 
have  not  shared  in  the  distribution  of  the  Fund  for  the  year  1874.  In 
numerous  instances  stipends  have  been  raised  to  £200,  or  upward?,  in 
consequence  of  the  statements  and  circulars  addressed  to  them  by  the 
Home  Committee;  and  stipends  which  were  previously  above  £200 
have  been  raised  further  above  that  sum,  so  that  it  appears  from  the 
statistical  returns  for  1874  that,  while  in  most  of  the  cases  in  which  a 
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full  share  of  the  ^  Surplus '  has  been  obtained  the  stipend  has  been  raised 
to  £187,  10s.,  the  average  ministerial  stipend  of  the  whole  church  has 
been  raised  to  £240, 16s.  3d.,  whereas  in  the  previous  year  it  was  only 
£216,  12s.  11  d. 


7.  Concluding  Remarks, 

The  present  Keport  represents  tlie  Augmentation  Fund  as  in  a  satis- 
factory and  prosperous  condition.  Indeed,  the  results  attained  are  so 
satisfactory,  and  the  position  gained  is  so  far  in  advance  of  the  past,  that 
there  is  some  danger  lest  it  should  be  thought  that  the  work  of  Stipend 
Augmentation  is  complete.  This  would  be  an  injurious  and  fatal  mis- 
take. Earnest,  continuous,  and  wisely-directed  effort  is  still  required, 
and  congregational  organizations  still  need  to  be  steadily  and  vigorously 
wrought.  It  is  of  the  utmost  importance  that  the  basis  on  which  the 
Scheme  rests  for  its  support  should  be  greatly  widened,  and  a  much 
larger  number  of  congregations,  as  well  as  a  larger  number  of  indi- 
viduals in  each  congregation,  should  be  aroused  to  feel  the  vital  im- 
portance of  the  Scheme,  and  should  be  so  interested  in  its  welfare  as  to 
give  cheerfully  and  liberally  for  its  advancement.  Unless  that  extension 
of  interest  and  of  the  range  of  contributions  can  be  realized,  there  may 
be  extreme  difficulty  in  maintaining  the  advance  which  has  been  made, 
and  there  can  be  only  a  shadowy  and  distant  prospect  of  reaching  the 
goal,  to  which  the  efforts  of  the  past  year  seemed  to  be  approaching,  by 
the  increase  of  the  minimum  stipend  to  £200  in  all  our  congregations, 
or  at  least  in  all  with  the  exception  of  the  smallest  possible  number  of 
special  and  exceptional  cases.  Continued  and  increased  support  is  thus 
indispensable  for  the  success  of  the  ^Surplus  Fund'  and  of  the 
Augmentation  Scheme ;  and  it  is  most  earnestly  desired  that,  without 
withdrawing  any  measure  of  support  from  any  of  the  other  schemes  of 
the  Church,  the  congregations  on  the  Synod's  roll  may  in  this  and 
future  years  carry  forward  this  important  Fund  to  greater  prosperity  and 
more  complete  success  than  has  crowned  the  efforts  made  for  its  advance- 
ment in  the  year  1874. 

It  is  probable  that  some  objections  may  be  taken  to  some  details  of 
the  arrangements  for  the  ^  Surplus  Fund,'  and  that  some  disappointment 
may  have  been  occasioned  in  certain  quarters  by  the  results  of  its  dis- 
tribution. But  these  objections  and  disappointments  should  be  viewed 
in  connection  with  the  manifest  advantages  of  the  whole  Scheme  in 
relation  to  the  support  of  the  ministry  of  the  Church ;  and  it  should  be 
remembered  that  the  Scheme  is  new,  and  that  it  cannot  yet  be  said  to 
have  been  fully  tried.  If  any  one  has  not  received  from  the  Fund  all 
that  he  expected,  or  thought  himself  entitled  to  receive,  it  should  be 
remembered  that  the  arrangements  for  the  new  ^  Surplus '  distribution 
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take  nothing  away  from  any  one  which  was  secured  by  the  former 
rulesy  but  that,  on  the  contrary,  these  new  arrangements  can  be  carried 
out  only  by  making  the  previous  supplemental  arrangements  stable  and 
permanent,  and  by  rendering  the  working  of  them  more  easy,  satis- 
factory, and  effectual.  And  if  it  be  thought  that  the  average  scale  of 
contribution  by  which  the  Surplus  shares  are  regulated  is  too  high 
throughout,  or  in  any  of  its  parts,  it  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  the 
highest  unit  in  that  scale,  14s.  per  member,  is  under  the  average  rate 
per  member  for  the  whole  Church,  and  that  it  is  essential  to  the  Scheme 
that  it  should  present  some  motive  to  increased  effort  in  congregations, 
by  affording  some  recompense  for  such  effort  when  it  is  made. 

The  success  of  this  Scheme  should  tend  to  consolidate  the  Church, 
and  to  increase  its  harmony  and  unity.  The  efforts  made  to  provide 
more  adequate  support  for  the  ministers  of  all  its  congregations  show 
that  the  Church  is  really  one,  that  there  is  but  one  body  though  there 
be  many  members,  and  that  there  is  among  them  a  healthful,  active 
sympathy,  in  virtue  of  which  if  one  member  rejoices  all  the  members 
rejoice  with  it,  and  if  one  member  suffers  all  the  members  suffer  with  it 
and  seek  to  relieve  it.  The  working  of  the  Scheme  should  thus  increase 
and  make  manifest  the  spirit  of  concord  and  mutual  esteem  and  love, 
should  foster  the  union  which  is  strength,  and  should  bind  together,  as 
with  a  threefold  cord  which  cannot  easily  be  broken,  all  the  ministers 
and  congregations  of  the  denomination  in  cordial  co-operation  and  mutual 
aid  for  the  attainment  of  all  those  great  ends  for  which  the  Church  exists 
among  men. 

May  it  be  permitted  to  add,  in  a  single  sentence,  that  the  growing 
liberality  of  the  members  of  the  Church  for  the  support  of  the  gospel 
ministry  may  be  expected  to  react  happily  and  powerfully  on  ministers 
themselves,  in  their  excitement  and  encouragement  to  increasing  earnest- 
ness, fidelity,  and  affection  in  the  discharge  of  all  the  duties  of  their 
office,  both  in  their  congregations  and  in  the  Church.  Ah  earnest, 
spiritually-minded,  loving,  and  godly  ministry  cannot  be  adequately 
recompensed  by  any  pecuniary  reward ;  and  when  the  ministry  is  of  such 
a  type,  the  people  who  are  nourished,  strengthened,  and  comforted  by  it 
will  never  lend  an  unwilling  ear  or  extend  an  empty  hand  to  those  who 
plead  for  its  liberal  support  and  generous  maintenance.  Then  shall 
they  have  ^  fruit  that  may  abound  to  their  people's  account,'  receiving 
from  them  the  things  which  shall  be  as  ^  an  odour  of  a  sweet  smell,  a 
sacrifice  acceptable,  well-pleasing  to  God,'  who  will  '  supply  all  their 
need  according  to  His  riches  in  glory  by  Christ  Jesus.'

In  disposing  of  this  Report,  the  Synod  agreed  to  retain  for  the 
benefit  of  the  Augmentation  Scheme,  to  the  successful  operation  of  which 
they  have  contributed  by  their  advice  and  efforts  during  the  two  past  years, 
the  services  of  Dr.  Alexander  M^Ewen,  Professor  Calderwood,  Rev. 
William  Wood;  Sir  Peter  Coats,  Paisley  ;  and  Messrs.  TJiomas  Mitchell^ 
Greenfield,  Blairgowrie ;  David  Paton,  Alloa;  John  M^Ewen,  Glenlora; 
David  iP Cowan,  Peter  Hamilton,  and  William  Foots,  Glasgow;  John 
Gilmour,  Helensburgh  ;  Samuel  Stitt,  Birkenhead  ;  John  Young,  Berwick^ 
t^on- Tweed ;  and  James  Tait,  Moffat, — by  adding  them  to  the  Mission 
Board  for  another  year,  in  order  that,  as  members  of  the  Home  Committee 
of  that  Board,  they  may  aid  in  its  work,  and  specially  in  the  working  of 
the  Augmentation  Scheme. 

Further,  *  the  Synod  unanimously  received  the  Report,  recorded  their 
warm  thanks  to  the  Committee,  and  especially  to  their  chairman  and  those 
other  members  who  have  been  more  closely  associated  with  him  in  the  collec- 
tion of  subscriptions  for  the  Surplus  Augmentation  Fund;  expressed  satis- 
faction  for  the  results  obtained  under  the  working  of  the  Augmentation 
Scheme  during  the  past  year;  and  commended  the  Scheme  anew  to  the 
Congregations  of  the  Church,  in  order  that,  by  more  effective  organization 
for  the  collection  of  subscriptions,  they  may  perform  their  part  in  pro^ 
moting  the  stability  and  success  of  the  Augmentation  Fund!

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  CORRESPONDENCE 
WITH  FOREIGN  CHURCHES. 

The  Committee  feel  that  they  must  commence  this  year's  Beport  by 
expressing  their  deep  regret  that  it  cannot  be  laid  on  the  Synod's  table 
by  their  able  and  honoured  convener,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Alexander  MacEwen. 
Two  years  ago  be  presented  his  Eeport,  and  introduced  the  deputies 
from  Foreign  Churches  with  even  more  than  his  accustomed  earnestness, 
ability,  and  tact.  Last  year  he  was  himself  living  among  strangers,  and 
seeking  the  restoration  of  health  and  vigour  in  a  foreign  land.  This 
year,  after  a  partial  recovery  and  a  brief  period  of  renewed  activity  and 
pastoral  work,  he  is  again  absent  from  the  Synod,  and  meanwhile  laid 
aside  from  public  duty,  on  account  of  the  weakness  of  disease.  The 
Committee  feel  assured  that  the  Synod,  and  the  entire  Church  which  it 
represents,  will  unite  with  them  in  sympathy  for  Dr.  MacEwen  in  his 
affliction,  and  in  the  prayer  that,  if  it  be  the  will  of  God,  the  means 
used  for  its  removal  may  be  made  effectual,  and  that  his  valuable  life 
and  varied  usefulness  may  be  prolonged. 

The  first  meeting  of  this  Committee  after  last  Synod  was  held  in  the 
month  of  August  1874,  prior  to  Dr.  MacEwen's  return  from  Switzer- 
land; and  it  was  then  convened  in  consequence  of  a  communication 
from  the  Rev.  Wm.  Eraser,  convener  of  the  Free  Church  Committee  on 
Continental  atid  Colonial  Missions,  in  which  he  desired  to  be  informed 
whether  the  Synod's  Committee  intended  to  supply  San  Remo  with 
gospel  ordinances  during  the  winter  and  spring  of  1874-5 ;  and  stated 
that  his  Committee  would  to  some  extent  be  guided  by  the  answer  which 
he  might  receive  in  dealing  with  the  question  of  sending  supply  to  their 
station  at  Mentone.  Having  respect  to  the  terms  of  the  Minute  which 
the  Synod  adopted  in  May  last  with  reference  to  San  Remo,  by  which 
the  Committee  felt  that  they  were  authorized,  if  not  instructed,  to  con- 
tinue the  work  which  Dr.  John  Ker  had  commenced  so  auspiciously  in 
the  winter  of  1873-4  at  that  Italian  sanitarium,  and  they  agi*eed  to  inform 
Mr.  Fraser  that  they  were  desirous  to  continue  the  services  at  San 
Remo,  and  also  willing  to  arrange  that  the  ministers  appointed  for  those 
services  should,  in  so  far  as  they  might  find  it  practicable,  give  an  addi- 
tional service  on  a  week  day  at  Mentone,  if  the  Free  Church  Committee 
should  request  such  an  arrangement ;  but  that  they  did  not  think  that 
the  supply  of  sermon  at  San  Remo  should  in  any  degree  affect  the  con- 
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tinuance  at  Mentone  of  the  privileges  which  it  had  previously  enjoyed. 
Mentone  has  accordingly  been  supplied  as  in  former  years ;  and  your 
Committee  have  made  arrangements  by  which  the  work  begun  in  the 
preceding  winter  by  Dr.  John  Ker  has,  as  they  hope  and  believe,  been 
very  eflBciently  continued  during  the  season  which  has  just  closed. 

The  Rev.  James  Lyall  of  Adelaide,  who  appeared  in  the  Synod  last 
year  as  the  representative  of  the  Australian  Churches,  kindly  undertook 
to  supply  the  Station  at  San  Kemo  during  the  months  of  November  and 
December  1874;  and  other  arrangements  were  made  by  which  the 
assistance  of  the  Rev.  F.  F,  Young  of  Kilcreggan  was  secured  for  the 
month  of  January  1875,  and  that  of  the  Rev.  John  Steedman  of  Erskine 
Church,  Stirling,  from  the  beginning  of  February  till  the  close  of  the 
season.  The  audience  was  comparatively  small  at  the  commencement 
of  Mr.  Lyall's  term  of  service,  but  it  gradually  increased ;  while  his 
interest  in  the  station,  and  his  conviction  of  the  importance  and  utility 
of  the  work  there,  also  increased  as  the  season  advanced.  As  he  cannot 
be  present  at  this  meeting  of  Synod  to  state  personally  his  views  and 
impressions  concerning  the  Station,  the  following  extracts  from  his  letters 
to  the  Convener  of  the  Committee  may  be  inserted  here.  On  the  8th 
December  he  wrote  thus : — 

'  Our  congregation,  small  as  it  is,  is  not  without  interest.  On  Sabbath 
week,  on  arriving  at  the  place  of  meeting,  I  found  a  carriage  at  the 
door,  from  which  a  lady  and  a  gentleman — the  latter  an  invalid — had 
alighted.  I  observed  that  the  gentleman  listened  with  the  closest  atten- 
tion to  the  discourse ;  in  fact,  he  never  lifted  his  eyes  from  me  the 
whole  time.  It  was  on  Christ,  the  living  Redeemer;  and  its  object  was 
to  set  Him  forth  as  the  sinner^s  refuge  and  hope,  the  saint's  confidence  and 
support,  and  our  stronghold  in  the  hour  of  death.  You  may  imagine 
my  surprise  when  I  learned,  on  speaking  to  the  stranger  at  the  close  of 
the  service,  that  he  turned  out  to  be  one  of  the  leaders  of  the  Rationalist 
party  in  the  French  Protestant  Church.  It  was  strange,  and  all  the 
stranger,  that  I  had  spoken  pretty  strongly  in  the  sermon  about  the 
Unitarian  method  of  dealing  with  an  awakened  conscience,  and  had 
tried  to  show  how  it  must  necessarily  fail.  To  my  surprise  he  was 
back  again  last  Sabbath,  and  listened  with  as  much  eagerness  as  before 
to  a  discourse  on  the  power  and  grace  of  Jesus,  as  shown  to  the  penitent 
malefactor.  Who  can  tell  but  that  in  the  time  of  his  affliction  he  may 
be  inclined  to  fall  back  upon  the  grand  old  doctrines  of  the  gospel,  which 
alone  can  give  comfort  to  the  heart  when  sorrow  presses  heavily,  and 
when  sin  is  brought  to  remembrance  ? ' 

In  a  subsequent  letter,  dated  9th  January  1875,  Mr.  Lyall  writes 
as  follows : — 

^  During  the  last  two  or  three  weeks  of  my  stay  at  San  Remo  the 
work  became  very  interesting.     Several  Scotch  people  had  arrived; 
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and  they  were  people  whom  it  was  a  pleasure  to  work  among.  Our 
audience  on  the  last  Sabbath  of  December  numbered  22.  We  had  the 
privilege  of  commemorating  the  death  of  our  Redeemer  in  the  ordinance 
of  the  Supper^  when  16  persons  communicated  ;  Mr.  Church,  an  elder 
of  the  Established  Church,  assisting  me.  My  estimate  of  the  value  of 
such  work  was  very  much  raised.  There  are  persons  here  in  delicate 
health,  with  their  nervous  system  weakened,  who  are  parted  from  their 
dearest  friends,  and  over  whom  the  terrible  feeling  of  loneliness  is  apt  to 
creep,  to  whom  the  services  of  an  evangelical  and  prudent  minister  are 
invaluable.  Besides,  such  a  case  as  that  of  the  French  pastor  shows 
how  at  such  a  Station  we  touch  pivots.  I  cannot  tell  you  how  thankful 
I  am  to  have  had  the  opportunity  of  setting  forth  the  gospel  of  Jesus 
Christ  before  him^  and  in  a  way  as  I  hope  fitted  to  disarm  his  pre- 
judices. He  continued  to  come  to  our  services  so  long  as  he  remained, 
and  was  very  friendly.' 

As  it  is  hoped  that  Messrs.  Young  and  Steedman  may  be  present  at 
the  Synod,  and  may  have  the  opportunity  of  addressing  the  Court,  it  is 
only  necessary  to  state  here  that  they  are  both  deeply  convinced  of  the 
interest  and  importance  of  the  work  at  San  Remo,  and  that  they  agree 
in  the  opinion  that  it  is  most  desirable  that  the  services  at  the  Station 
there  should  be  continued,  and  in  the  belief  that  the  work  there  may  be 
expected  to  become  from  year  to  year  increasingly  necessary,  important, 
and  beneficial.  San  Bemo,  they  report,  ^  iis  a  rapidly  growing  station. 
In  the  year  1859  there  was  not  a  single  hotel  in  the  place ;  as  late  as 
1869  there  were  only  two  small  hotels,  and  no  railroad.  Now  a  railway 
has  been  opened,  and  there  are  eight  large  hotels  and  boarding-houses, 
crowded  with  strangers.  Besides,  a  number  of  fine  villas  have  been 
built ;  and  some  of  the  best  of  these  are  inhabited  by  Scotch  residents.' 

In  reference  to  the  expenses  of  the  Station,  the  Convener  of  the 
Committee  opened  communications  with  the  Conveners  of  other  Com- 
mittees by  whom  similar  services  are  maintained  on  the  Continent ;  and 
after  careful  consideration  of  the  answers  received,  the  Committee  agreed 
that  £20  should  be  paid  to  ministers  for  the  first  month,  and  £15  for 
each  succeeding  month  in  the  term  of  their  appointments, — a  rate  of 
remuneration  which  any  one  who  calculates  the  expense  of  travelling  to 
and  from  San  Bemo,  the  cost  of  living  there,  and  the  charge  for  the 
supply  of  the  minister's  pulpit  in  his  absence,  will  soon  discover  to  be 
one  that  does  not  err  on  the  side  of  liberality ;  and  there  is  reason  to 
believe  that  the  Committees  of  other  Churches  feel  that  it  is  inadequate, 
and  ought  to  be  raised. 

The  Committee  unanimously  and  earnestly  recommend  that  the 
Station  should  be  continued,  as  affording  precious  opportunities  for  pub- 
lishing the  gospel  of  the  grace  of  God  to  those  who,  in  their  weahiess 
and  affliction,  and  separation  from  home  and  friends,  greatly  need  its 
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consolations,  and  who,  in  their  peculiar  circamstances,  are  likely  to 
profit  by  the  word  which  is  spoken  to  them  by  the  servants  of  Christ. 
They  also  earnestly  and  unitedly  recommend  that  the  new  Committee 
-which  may  be  appointed  should  be  instructed  to  use  every  endeavour 
to  secure  that  Dr.  John  Ker  may  occupy  the  Station  during  the  whole 
of  the  next  season  ;  or  that,  if  he  cannot  undertake  to  supply  for  the 
whole  season,  he  may  at  least  commence  the  services  in  November  next, 
and  continue  to  conduct  them  as  long  as  it  may  be  practicable  for  him 
to  remain.  From  the  grateful  remembrance  with  which  many  recall 
his  former  visit  to  San  Remo,  and  his  invaluable  ministrations  there,  the 
Committee  are  assured  that  this  appointment,  if  it  shall  be  made,  will 
secure  the  most  complete  success  of  the  work  for  the  coming  winter,  and 
lay  the  foundation  for  growing  usefulness  and  success  in  connection 
with  this  interesting  Station  in  years  to  come. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Committee  in  August,  Dr.  Scott  jntimated 
that  he  had  been  -requested  to  represent  the  Edinburgh  Presbytery  of 
the  Church  at  the  meeting  of  the  Waldensian  Table  at  La  Tour  in 
September ;  and  he  was  authorized  to  appear  there  also  as  the  repre- 
sentative of  the  Committee,  and  to  convey  its  fraternal  regards  to  the 
Synod  of  the  Waldensian  Church.  That  mission  was  fulfilled  with  no 
other  expense  to  the  Church  than  the  cost  of  two  telegrams ;  and  on  his 
return,  Dr.  Scott  presented  the  following  Report  to  the  Committee 
through  the  Convener : — 

^  I  have  to  report  to  you,  that,  in  accordance  with  the  instructions  of 
your  Committee,  I  visited  the  meeting  of  the  Synod  of  the  Waldensian 
Church  at  La  Tour  in  September.  I  arrived  at  La  Tour  only  an  hour 
before  the  Sederunt  of  Synod  began,  at  which  the  Deputies  from  other 
Churches  were  to  be  received ;  but  during  that  hour  I  met  Messrs. 
Frochet,  Turin,  and  other  members  of  the  Synod,  to  whom  I  presented 
my  letter  of  introduction,  and  from  whom  I  received  a  most  cordial 
welcome.  There  were  twelve  deputies  in  all  from  various  Churches ; 
but  I  believe  that  none  of  them  was  more  heartily  received  than  your 
representative,  as  the  Synod  are  fully  alive  to  their  obligations  to  the 
United  Presbyterian  Church,  and  conscious  of  the  interest  which  as  a 
denomination  that  Church  takes  in  their  labours  and  progress.  All  the 
deputies  addressed  the  Synod ;  and  I  spoke  immediately  after  Dr.  Stewart, 
and  Mr.  Collie  of  Leghorn,  who  represented  the  Free  Church  of  Scot- 
land. As  I  had  a  commission  from  the  Edinburgh  Presbytery  of  the 
Church  in  reference  to  the  reception  of  Signer  Ravi  as  a  member  of  the 
Synod,  I  first  said  a  few  words  about  his  case ;  and  then  assured  the 
Sjmod  of  the  continued  interest  of  your  Committee  and  of  our  whole 
Church  in  the  Waldensian  Church,  and  especially  in  that  great  work 
which  God  has  given  that  Church  to  do  in  publishing  the  gospel  of  His 
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grace  in  Italy.  Of  oourse,  I  spoke  in  English^  but  my  remarks  were 
fully  and  faithfully  rendered  in  Italian  by  Signer  Prochet;  and  I 
believe  they  were  thus  better  translated  than  any  other  address  on  the 
occasion. 

^  With  the  general  proceedings  of  the  Synod,  as  I  saw  them,  and  as 
they  were  reported  to  me,  I  was  much  pleased.  Considerable  interest 
had  centred  around  the  case  of  a  pastor  in  the  Valley  of  Angrogna, 
who  had  imbibed  rationalistic  views,  and  occasioned  some  anxiety  to 
lovers  of  the  ^^  old  paths."  But  the  Synod  dealt  firmly  and  f aithfully, 
as  well  as  tenderly,  with  him  ;  and  as  the  issue  of  their  deliberations,  he 
was  removed  from  his  charge  and  pastorate,  and  ceases  to  be  a  minister 
of  the  Church.  His  place  will  be  supplied,  I  believe,  by  an  earnest  evan- 
gelical minister,  who  has  taken  an  active  interest  in  the  work  of  preaching 
'^  Christ  and  Him  crucified*'  in  Italy.  A  friend  from  London,  who  was 
present  during  the  procedure  in  this  case,  told  me  that  he  had  been 
exceedingly  delight^  with  the  fidelity  to  truth  and  principle  which 
had  been  displayed  by  the  members  of  Synod ;  and  that  he  was  sure 
much  good  would  result  from  the  decision  arrived  at. 

'  Altogether,  I  return  from  La  Tour  with  firmer  confidence  in  the 
Waldensian  Church,  and  with  a  stronger  conviction  that  the  work  in 
which  it  is  engaged,  and  the  men  who  are  conducting  that  work  for  the 
evangelization  of  Italy,  are  worthy  of  our  sympathy  and  support,  and 
should  receive  all  the  assistance  and  encouragement  which  the  United 
Presbyterian  Church  is  able  to  afford.

The  Committee  are  not  aware  what  deputies  from  Foreign  Churches 
may  be  present  at  thb  meeting  of  Synod.  They  believe  that  the 
Mission  Board  have  made  the  usual  grants  for  the  support  and  en- 
couragement of  the  various  evangelical  Churches  on  the  Continent  of 
Europe ;  and  they  feel  assured  that,  amid  the  growing  interest  by  which 
the  position  and  labours  of  these  Churches  are  surrounded,  and  under  a 
clearer  perception  of  the  importance  of  the  work  in  which  they  are 
engaged,  there  will  be  a  growing  desire  on  the  part  of  the  Synod,  and  of 
the  United  Presbyterian  Church,  to  give  a  cordial  welcome  to  any 
deputies  whom  they  may  send  to  represent  them  in  the  meetings  of  the 
Supreme  Court,  and  to  extend  to  them,  in  their  efforts  for  the  mainten- 
ance and  the  extension  of  the  gospel  of  our  Lord  and  Saviour  Jesus 
Christ,  the  warmest  sympathy  and  the  most  generous  aid. 

The  Committee  only  add  that,  under  a  sense  of  the  great  services 
which  Mr.  Ebenezer  Oliphant  has  rendered  to  the  ministers  who  have 
officiated  at  San  Bemo  during  the  past  season,  and  to  the  work  in  which' 
they  were  engaged,  they  have  conveyed  to  him  and  to  his  family  their 
most  cordial  thanks  for  these  services;   and  that  they  desire  also  to 
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express  their  gratitude  to  the  Oommittee  in  Edinburgh  which  was 
appointed  last  year  to  attend  to  the  comfort  of  the  Foreign  deputies,  and 
specially  to  Mr.  Wm.  Robson^  their  convener,  for  their  kind  attention  to 
the  duty  which  was  devolved  on  them,  and  which  they  have  again  been 
requested  to  undertake.

REPORT  ON  EVANGELISTIC  EFFORT  AND 
HOME  EVANGELIZATION. 

The  Home  Committee  have  pleasure  in  reporting  that  the  Scheme 
of  Evangelistic  Effort  which  the  Synod  instituted  in  May  1869,  and 
placed  under  their  administration,  has  been  steadily  prosecuted  through 
another  year;  and  that  they  are  encouraged  to  hope  that  in  several 
districts  of  the  country  the  work  accomplished  has  been  owned  of  God, 
and  made  the  channel  of  blessing  to  many  souls.  The  Committee 
respectfully  submit  the  following  report  of  the  operations  connected  with 
that  scheme  for  the  year  1874-75  : — 

There  have  been  several  changes  in  the  staff  of  agents  employed  in 
the  work  of  Evangelization.  Mr.  James  Glass,  who  had  been  employed 
under  the  Synod  and  this  Committee  only  for  a  few  months,  but  who 
afforded  promise  of  becoming  increasingly  useful  and  effective  as  an 
evangelist,  withdrew  shortly  after  the  meeting  of  Synod  in  May  last. 
Mr.  James  Murray,  who  was  early  accepted  as  an  evangelistic  agent 
by  the  Committee,  and  who  seemed  to  make  continuous  progress  in 
earnestness,  adaptation  to  his  work,  and  success  in  its  performance, 
tendered  his  resignation  in  February  last,  in  order  to  accept  an  appoint- 
ment as  a  missionary,  which  had  been  offered  to  him  by  the  congregation 
of  Sir  Michael  Street,  Greenock.  The  appointment  of  Mr.  William 
Murray  to  assist  in  the  mission  work  carried  on  under  the  direction  of 
the  elders  of  the  Free  and  the  United  Presbyterian  Churches,  in  connection 
with  their  Mission  Hall  in  the  High  Street,  Glasgow,  has  been  renewed 
for  a  second  year,  as  it  is  believed  that  his  labours  there  have  been  pro- 
ductive of  much  good ;  and  although  he  is  still  regarded  as  one  of  the 
Synod's  evangelistic  agents,  he  has  only  occasional  opportunities  of 
assisting  in  the  general  evangelistic  work  of  this  Committee.  Various 
attempts  have  been  made  to  secure  the  services  of  other  competent  and 
efficient  labourers  to  replace  those  who  have  resigned  their  connection 
with  the  Synod's  Evangelistic  Scheme,  but  most  of  these  have  for  the 
present  been  unsuccessful.  Recently,  however,  Mr.  Edward  Mnndle, 
who  presented  excellent  certificates  of  character,  earnestness,  and  adapta- 
tion to  the  work,  has  been  accepted  and  appointed  as  an  evangelist,  and 
it  is  hoped  that  he  will  commence  his  labours  under  the  direction  of  the 
Committee  before  the  end  of  the  present  month.  The  names  of  the

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With  the  exception  of  intervals  in  which  one  or  two  of  their  numher 
have  been  laid  aside  by  sickness,  and  of  short  periods  in  which  they  have 
had  needed  rest  from  their  abundant  and  exhausting  labours,  the  agents 
have  been  diligently  engaged  in  their  work  as  evangelists  in  towns  and  vil- 
lages and  rural  districts.  They  have  visited  parts  of  the  country  widely 
remote  from  each  other,  and  they  have  come  into  contact  with  classes  of 
the  community  engaged  in  very  different  occupations,  surrounded  with 
diverse  social  influences,  and  distinguished  by  peculiar  mental  charac- 
teristics. But  in  all  places  and  to  all  classes  they  have  published  the 
same  gospel  of  the  grace  of  God,  even  that  *  gospel  of  Christ'  of  which 
Paul  was  not  ashamed,  because  he  knew  that  ^  it  is  the  power  of  God  unto 
salvation  to  every  one  that  believeth.'  They  have  generally  been  sent 
forth  at  the  request  of  ministers  or  other  oflSce-bearers  in  the  places  which 
they  have  visited ;  and  it  has  been  the  desire  of  the  Committee  that  they 
should  be  under  the  superintendence  of  the  ministers  and  sessions  of  the 
localities  in  which  their  meetings  are  held,  and  should  enjoy  the  counte- 
nance and  assistance  of  these  in  the  services  which  they  conduct.  Only 
in  this  way  can  the  ends  b&  attained  for  which  the  Synod's  scheme  was 
devised;  and  want  of  sympathy  and  cordial  co-operation  between  the 
Synod^s  evangelists  in  any  place,  and  the  stated  congregational  workers 
in  the  same  district,  could  only  occasion  discomfort  and  failure.  The 
Committee  have  therefore  pleasure  in  again  reporting,  that^ — while  they 
have  received  numerous  attestations  of  the  zeal  and  earnestness,  of  the 
tact  and  prudence,  of  the  agents  employed,  and  many  declarations  of 
gratitude  for  their  services,  and  of  the  assurance  that  their  labours  had 
been  productive  of  much  good, — any  expressions  of  dissatisfaction  with 
the  manner  or  spirit  of  the  agents  in  their  work  which  have  reached 
them  have  been  few  in  number.  They  feel  persuaded,  therefore,  that 
there  has  been  much  reason  for  continued  satisfaction  with  the  agents  and 
their  work ;  that  even  if  these  agents  have  erred  in  judgment,  they  have 
in  no  instance  intentionally  given  occasion  for  offence ;  and  that  in  the 
districts  which  they  have  visited,  they  have  diligently  sought  to  bring 
their  work  into  harmony  with  any  other  agencies  of  a  kindred  character 
which  the  congregations  in  these  districts  were  employing  for  the  attain- 
ment of  the  same  ends  as  themselves.  Much  good  seed  of  gospel  truth 
has  thus  been  scattered  abroad,  and  many  earnest  statements  and  appeals 
have  been  made  in  order  to  arouse  the  careless  and  the  indifferent,  and 
to  turn  the  feet  of  the  erring  and  the  wandering  into  the  way  of  life  and 
peace.  .And  while  all  the  seed  that  has  been  sown  may  not  spring  up, 
and  all  that  seems  to  spring  up  at  first  may  not  continue  to  grow  until 
the  desired  fruit  is  produced  and  matured,  it  cannot  all  have  been 
scattered  in  vain.  Paul  plants,  and  Apollos  waters,  and  God  gives  the 
increase.  His  word,  therefore,  shall  prosper  in  the  thing  whereunto  He 
hath  sent  it;  so  that  *they  that  sow  in  tears  shall  reap  in  joy;'  and  *he 
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that  goeth  forth  and  weepeth,  bearing  precious  seed,  shall  dohbtless  come 
again  with  rejoicing,  bringing  his  sheaves  with  him,' 

The  Presbyteries  of  the  Church  have  during  the  past  year  again  ap- 
pointed Evangelistic  Committees  to  co-operate  with  the  Home  Committee 
of  the  Board  of  Missions  in  the  performance  of  the  work  entrusted  to  it  in 
connection  with  the  Evangelistic  Scheme;  and  the  names  of  the  Conveners

Under  the  superintendence  of  these  Committees  and  of  the  Home 
Secretary,  the  evangelistic  agents  named  above,  with  the  occasional 
assistance  of  other  evangelists,  and  also  of  some  ministers  in  different 
localities,  who  have  given  a  portion  of  their  time  to  evangelistic  labour 
beyond  the  limits  of  their  own  congregations,  have  held  meetings  for 
evangelistic  purposes,  and  taken  part  in  the  public  services  at  these 
meetings,  in  the  places  and  at  the  times  indicated  in  the  table  which 
is  inserted  in  preceding  pages.  This  tabular  statement  has  been  com- 
piled from  the  journal  in  which  each  agent  is  requested  to  record  from 
day  to  day  the  places  which  he  visits,  the  meetings  which  he  attends,  and 
the  names  of  the  ministers  or  other  friends  who  are  associated  with  him 
in  conducting  the  services  at  these  meetings.  Yet  there  has  been  difficulty 
in  preparing  a  complete  abstract  of  the  work  accomplished,  though  it  is 
believed  that  the  table  now  presented  is  substantially  correct. 

As  in  former  years,  the  Home  Committee,  in  meeting  the  applica- 
tions which  have  been  received  for  assistance  in  conducting  evangelistic 
services,  have  made  provision  for  the  payment  of  the  travelling  expenses  of 
the  ministers  or  agents  who  have  been  appointed  to  take  part  in  these  ser- 
vices ;  and  also  for  the  payment  of  pulpit  supply  when  the  work  assigned 
to  ministers  has  made  it  necessary  for  them  to  be  absent  from  their 
own  congregations  on  the  Lord's  day.  Local  expenses  for  advertising 
meetings,  for  securing  public  halls  or  other  buildings  in  which  meetings 
might  be  held,  and  for  incidental  outlay  for  lighting,  etc.,  have  in  almost 
every  instance  been  borne  by  local  parties ;  while  the  applicants  for 
assistance  in  evangelistic  work  have  been  informed  that  the  agents 
employed  by  the  Synod  are  expected  to  provide  lodgings  for  themselves 
if  these  are  not  spontaneously  offered  by  those  whom  they  are  sent  to 
assist.  The  Committee  have,  however,  reason  to  believe  that  in  the  great 
majority  of  cases  the  agents  have  been  saved  expense,  and  encouraged 
in  their  work,  by  the  Zeroise  towards  them  of  a  generous  hospitality  by 
ministers  or  other  friends  interested  in  that  work  in  the  places  visited. 

The  ministers,  missionaries,  and  other  applicants  for  the  assistance  of 
evangelistic  agents  or  of  ministers,  in  conducting  evangelistic  meetings 
and  services,  are  usually  requested  to  forward  to  the  Home  Secretary  a 
report  of  the  work  done,  and  of  its  apparent  results  on  the  people  among 
whom  it  has  been  performed.  In  a  considerable  number  of  cases,  and 
some  of  these  known  to  be  cases  in  which  the  meetings  had  been  most 
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nnmeroasly  attended,  and  the  evidences  of  a  work  of  grace  most  evident 
and  encouraging,  no  report  has  been  given,  or  at  least  nothing  more  than 
the  getieral  expression  of  a  belief  that  much  good  had  been  effected,  and 
that  there  were  hopeful  indications  of  a  divine  blessing  on  the  services 
and  meetings  which  had  been  held.  From  other  places  reports  have  been 
received  more  or  less  fully  entering  into  details,  and  expressing  the 
feelings  and  convictions  of  the  writers  in  reference  to  the  influence  and 
results  of  the  labours  of  those  who  had  been  engaged  in  the  work,  and 
by  whom  the  various  services  had  been  conducted.  Space  forbids  that 
those  reports  should  all  be  inserted  here  at  length ;  but  as  illustrations 
of  the  manner  in  which  evangelistic  agents  of  the  Synod  perform  the 
duties  which  devolve  on  them,  of  the  interest  excited  and  sustained  by 
their  operations,  and  of  the  benefits  resulting  from  their  efforts  and 
services,  their  earnestness  and  zeal,  the  following  somewhat  copious 
extracts  from  the  reports  received  are  inserted : — 

The  Rev.  Andrew  Dickie,  as  Convener  of  the  Evangelistic  Committee 
of  the  Presbytery  of  Aberdeen,  has  forwarded  the  following  extracts 
from  a  report  presented  to  the  Presbytery,  in  reference  to  evangelistic 
services  held  in  October  1873,  and  alluded  to  in  the  Report  laid  before 
the  Synod  in  May  1874,  in  which  the  Presbytery  were  assisted  by  the 
Rev.  Wm.  Clark  of  Barrhead,  and  the  Rev.  James  Brown  of  Lochgelly ; 
and  also  concerning  a  second  series  of  meetings,  held  in  April  1874,  in 
which  the  services  of  two  agents  of  the  Scottish  Evangelistic  Association 
were  obtained  by  the  Presbytery.    The  extracts  run  thus : — 

*In  the  evangelistic  department,  your  committee  can  report  satis- 
factorily. On  two  separate  occasions  a  series  of  meetings  was  held  in 
connection  with  the  different  United  Presbyterian  churches  in  town. 
These  meetings  were  addressed  by  strangers  from  a  distance.  At  them 
all  the  attendance  was  good,  and  the  result,  so  far  as  could  be  judged, 
most  gratifying  and  encouraging. 

*  It  may  be  well,  however,  to  lay  before  the  Presbytery  a  more  detailed 
account  of  these  services.  For  two  weeks  at  the  end  of  September  and 
beginning  of  October,  a  meeting  was  held  in  one  or  other  of  the  churches 
every  night.  In  this  way  two  meetings  were  held  more  especially  in  con- 
nection with  each  congregation;  but  ministers  were  recommended,  and 
very  cordially  agreed,  as  far  as  possible  to  suspend  for  that  fortnight  all 
other  meetings  connected  with  their  respective  churches,  and  to  urge  on 
their  people  to  attend  the  evangelistic  meeting  wherever  for  the  night  it 
was  held.  This  was  done.  The  people  seemed  to  be  in  thorough  sympathy 
with  the  movement,  and,  for  the  time  being,  to  forget  that  they  had  any 
special  relation  to  one  congregation  more  than  to  another.  Each  con- 
gregation had  therefore  the  benefit  of  all  the  meetings.  There  was  also  a 
meeting  for  the  children,  which  was  largely  attended  by  the  young  people 
of  the  different  churches. 

'  The  meetings  held  during  the  first  week  were  addressed  by  the  Rev. 
William  Clark,  Barrhead,  and  those  held  during  the  second  week  by  the

Rev.  James  Brown,  Lochgelly.  Both  of  these  esteemed  brethren  were 
secured  for  this  work  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Scott,  and  their  able  and  deeply 
impressive  addresses  seemed  to  be  highly  appreciated.  Though  anxious 
inquirers  were  not  numerous,  the  Committee  have  reason  to  believe  that 
much  good  fruit  was  the  result.  Be  that,  however,  as  it  may,  the  thanks 
of  the  Presbytery  are  due  to  Dr.  Scott  and  these  two  devoted  servants  of 
the  Lord  for  the  service  thus  done  to  the  cause  of  the  Redeemer  in 
general,  and  in  particular  to  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  in  Aberdeen. 
*  Arrangements  were  made  for  a  similar  series  of  meetings  in  the 
month  of  April  last,  which  proved  to  be  still  more  successful  than  those 
held  in  October.  The  Committee  failed  to  secure  the  assistance  of  any 
minister  or  evangelistic  agent  of  their  own  Church  for  these  meetings; 
but,  four  agents  of  the  Scottish  Evangelistic  Association  being  in  town, 
the  Committee  applied  to  the  Sub-Committee  of  that  Association  in 
Aberdeen  for  the  services  of  two  of  their  agents  each  night  for  a  fort- 
night, which  application  was  at  once  and  most  cordially  granted.  As  on 
the  previous  occasion,  these  meetings  extended  over  two  weeks  —  a 
meeting  being  held  in  one  or  other  of  the  churches  each  night,  and  three 
meetings  specially  for  the  young ;  and  the  attendance  at  them  all  was 
large.  At  several  of  them,  the  church  in  which  they  were  held  was  com- 
pletely filled,  and  at  the  close  of  them  all  large  numbers  remained  for 
spiritual  counsel  and  advice.  This  was  specially  the  case  at  the  meetings 
for  the  young.  That  all  who  were  thus  impressed  were  genuine  converts, 
your  committee  neither  assert  nor  believe ;  but  they  have  little  doubt 
that  many  were  so,  and  that  a  real  work  of  grace  was  accomplished 
among  both  the  young  and  the  old.' 


Of  another  series  of  meetings  and  services,  held  in  the  city  of  Aber- 
deen, and  in  connection  with  the  country  congregations  of  the  Presby- 
tery of  Aberdeen,  in  the  months  of  August,  September,  and  October 
1874,  and  in  conducting  which  the  ministers  of  the  Presbytery  were 
assisted  by  Messrs.  Cameron  and  Gallacher,  two  of  the  Synod's  evangel- 
istic agents,  the  Rev.  Andrew  Dickie,  Convener  of  the  Evangelistic 
Committee,  writes  as  follows : — 

*The  Presbytery's  Missionary  and  Evangelistic  Committee  have  to 
report  that,  in  accordance  with  a  wish  expressed  by  the  Presbytery,  they 
applied  to  Dr.  Scott  for  two  of  the  Synod's  evangelistic  agents  to  labour 
for  six  weeks  or  two  months  within  the  bounds  of  the  Presbytery  during 
the  approaching  autumn.  From  various  causes,  however,  it  was  found  to 
be  impossible  for  the  agents  to  begin  their  labours  in  this  district  before 
the  third  Sabbath  of  August.  This  was  two  weeks  later  than  the  Com- 
mittee woxild  have  liked.  There  was  reason  to  believe  that,  about  the 
third  Sabbath  of  August,  harvest  operations  would  in  some  districts  have 
been  begun,  and  the  Committee  had  consequently  no  alternative  but  to 
keep  the  agents  in  the  city  till  these  operations  were  overt  It  had  been 
arranged  that  Mr.  Gallacher  should  go  to  Lynturk  for  the  week  beginning 
with  the  third  Sabbath  of  August ;  and  as  Mr.  Aitken  thought  that  the

harvest  in  that  district  would  not  at  least  be  general  till  some  time  after 
that,  this  appointment  was  allowed  to  stand.  Mr.  Cameron,  however,  was 
kept  in  the  city,  and  preached  in  three  different  churches — ^morning, 
afternoon,  and  evening. 

'  It  was  also  agreed  by  the  ministers  in  town  to  have  the  different  prayer 
meetings  of  the  several  churches  for  that  week  on  different  nights  in 
regular  succession,  and  thus  afford  Mr.  Cameron  an  opportunity  of  address- 
ing them  all.  This  arrangement  was  carried  out,  and  the  Committee 
have  reason  to  believe  that  the  opportunity  thus  afforded  of  introducing 
Mr.  Cameron  to  the  different  congregations  in  town  had  a  yery  happy 
influence  in  creating  an  interest  in  the  visit  of  the  evangelists,  and  con- 
tributed not  a  little  to  the  success  of  their  labours  afterwards. 

*  Their  evangelistic  work  proper  began  in  the  city  on  the  fourth 
Sabbath  of  August,  and  was  continued  for  six  weeks,  one  week  being 
devoted  to  each  congregation.  All  the  congregational  prayer  meetings 
were  for  the  time  suspended,  and  the  people  were  urged  by  their  respective 
ministers  to  attend  the  evangelistic  meeting  instead,  in  whatever  place  of 
worship  it  was  held  for  the  night.  The  ministers  also  pledged  themselves 
to  attend  all  the  meetings  as  regularly  as  possible.  Throughout  the  whole 
six  weeks  the  meetings  were  numerously  attended  by  deeply  interested 
and  highly  appreciative  audiences.  In  addition  to  the  general  meeting, 
there  were  two  meetings  each  week  for  the  young,  and  during  one  week 
such  a  meeting  was  held  every  night.  These  were  all  well  attended  by 
the  children  of  our  own  Church,  and  several  of  the  charitable  and  indus- 
trial schools  in  town  sent  the  whole  of  the  children  under  their  care. 

^  Among  both  young  and  old  there  have  been,  as  the  results  of  the 
whole,  many  hopeful  cases  of  conversion,  and  a  large  number  of  Christians 
have  confessed  to  great  spiritual  awakening  as  the  fruit  of  the  evangelists' 
labours.  As  a  general  rule,  two  addresses  were  delivered  at  each  meeting, 
but  not  always  by  the  evangelists  themselves.  Several  of  the  Free  Church 
brethren,  and  others  accustomed  to  such  work,  kindly  gave  their  assistance, 
for  which  the  Committee  beg  to  tender  their  most  sincere  thanks. 

'  The  series  was  brought  to  a  dose  by  a  social  meeting  and  Christian 
conference  in  St.  Paul  Street  Church,  on  the  evening  of  Wednesday  the 
80th  September.  The  attendance  was  large,  the  church  being  quite 
filled.  Addresses  were  delivered  by  the  chairman,  Mr.  Dickie,  Messrs. 
Brown,  Beatt,  Galbraith,  and  Rutherford,  of  our  own  Church,  and  also  by 
the  Rev.  John  Duncan  of  the  Congregational  Church,  Albion  Street,  and 
the  Rev.  G.  D.  Lowe  of  the  Free  North  Church.  The  two  evangelists  also 
in  a  very  feeling  and  impressive  manner  addressed  the  meeting,  and 
tendered  much  judicious  and  salutary  counsel  to  all  Christians,  but  more 
especially  to  young  converts,  and  to  those  who  had  derived  spiritual 
benefit  from  their  labours  in  Aberdeen,  and  finally  took  an  affectionate 
farewell  of  the  whole.  A  large  choir  of  seventy  voices,  consisting  of  the 
choirs  of  the  different  United  Presbyterian  churches  in  town,  with  a 
harmonium  accompaniment,  contributed  greatly  to  the  enjoyableness  of 
the  meeting,  and,  there  is  reason  to  believe,  also  to  the  spiritual  benefit 
derived  from  it.  The  hymns  sung  were  all  selected  from  Sacred  Songs 
and  Solos^  and  the  spirit  with  which  they  were  sung  was  good  evidence 
that  the  large  audience  felt  the  power  of  the  truths  which  the  hymns 
contained.     What  the  ultimate  result  may  be  it  is  impossible  to  say.    The 
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■ 

day  will  declare  it.  But,  so  far  as  man  can  judge,  the  movement  Has  been 
attended  with  a  large  measure  of  success.  This  is  the  deliberate  judgment 
of  all  our  ministers  in  town. 

'Reports  equally  gratifying  have  been  received  from  most  of  the 
churches  in  the  coimtry  that*were  visited  by  the  evangelists, 

*  The  time  for  which  they  were  originally  appointed  to  labour  in  con- 
nection with  the  Presbytery  was  exhausted  in  Aberdeen,  but  Dr.  Scott, 
on  the  circumstances  being  explained  to  him,  kindly  extended  it  to  the 
25th  October,  so  that  the  agents  might  overtake  all  the  churches  that  were 
in  a  condition  to  receive  them.  Stonehaven  and  Old  Meldrum  were  not 
visited  by  the  evangelist^  as  other  agents  had  been  labouring  there ;  but 
all  the  other  churches  in  the  country  had  the  benefit  of  their  labours  for 
one  week,  and  Lumsden  for  two  weeks.  Written  reports  have  been 
received  from  the  ministers  of  these  churches,  giving  their  estimate  of 
the  results  of  the  evangelists^  labours  within  the  bounds  of  their  respective 
congregations,  and  they  all  speak  in  the  very  highest  terms  of  the  evan- 
gelists themselves,  and  very  hopefully  of  the  blessed  resiilts  of  their  earnest 
appeals  and  evangelical  expositions  of  divine  truth. 

'  Mr.  Aitken  says : — '^  I  contemplate  with  satisfaction  our  having  had 
the  meetings,  and  consider  that  the  results  not  only  warrant,  but  require, 
the  holding  of  such  meetings  from  time  to  time." 

*  Mr.  Ireland  says : — "  A  young  men's  prayer  meeting  of  all  denomina- 
tions has  been  commenced  in  Ellon  through  Mr.  Cameron's  earnest 
solicitations." 

'From  Shiels  district  Mr.  Rankine  reports: — ''We  had  a  week  of 
evaDgelistic  meetings,  at  all  of  which  we  enjoyed  the  very  able  services  of 
Mr.  Gallacher.  Several  of  these  were  held  in  the  church,  and  the  rest  in 
different  parts  of  the  parish — ^wherever,  indeed,  we  could  find  a  suitable 
place  for  the  meeting.  Some  of  them  were  even  crowded,  and  the  interest 
manifested  in  them  by  the  people  appeared  to  deepen  as  they  went  on. 
Our  last  meeting  was  the  most  largely  attended,  and  in  some  respects  the 
most  interesting  of  them  all.  On  the  various  audiences  addressed  a  very 
powerful  and  solemn  effect  was  produced  by  the  stirring  addresses  of  Mr. 
Gallacher.  We  have  very  few  people  here  who  are  unconnected  with  a 
church,  but  we  have  plenty  of  people  who  are  careless,  and  I  think  that 
some  of  this  class  were  very  favourably  affected.  I  think,  too,  that  since 
these  meetings  I  have  observed  a  spirit  of  seriousness  among  some  of  my 
own  people.  Altogether,  I  am  glad  that  we  have  had  these  meetings ;  and 
though  I  should  wish  to  speak  with  caution,  yet  I  believe,  through  God's 
blessing,  good  has  been  done." 

'  Mr.  Bell  reports  from  Midmar  to  the  following  effect ; — "  Mr.  Cameron 
was  nearly  a  week  at  Midmar.  While  here,  I  very  much  enjoyed  his 
society.  The  locality  considered,  his  audiences,  both  in  the  church  and 
also  dsewhere,  were  large.  His  addresses,  always  highly  sensible  and  ever 
in  love-fervour,  secured  eager  and  unflagging  attention.  The  good  done 
in  refreshing  not  a  few,  and  in  impressing  many,  is,  I  have  come  to  believe, 
beyond  what  I  can  venture  to  state.  We  shall  be  all  glad  to  see  Mr. 
CsAneron  again  in  this  quarter." 

'  From  Lumsden,  Mr.  Cryle,  elder,  reports : — "  I  cannot  say  what  the 
result  may  be,  but  there  was  a  great  movement  here  during  Mr. 
Gallaoher'8  visit.     It  was  a  great  pity  that  he  had  to  leave  so  soon.    In 
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my  day  there  never  have  been  meetings  anything  like  them  in  Lumsden. 
Many  persons  who  go  to  no  other  meistings,  and  seldom  to  any  place  of 
worship,  were  present  at  all  the  meetings  held  by  Mr.  GaUacher.  Many 
anxious  persons  remained  at  the  close,  and  Mr.  Gallacher  spok^  to  a  good 
many  privately.     He  was  a  general  favourite  in  the  district." 

'  On  the  whole,  the  Committee  reflect  with  much  satisfaction  and  thank- 
fulness on  the  results  of  this  evangelistic  movement,  initiated  according  to 
the  wishes  of  the  Presbytery,  and  fondly  hope  and  earnestly  pray  that  the 
result  may  be  unto  holiness,  and  the  end  in  regard  to  very  many  ever- 
lasting life.' 


The  Rev.  D.  K.  Auchterlonie,  minister  of  the  congregation  at  Craig- 
dam,  who  had  not  sent  any  report  of  the  visit  of  the  evangelist  to  Mr. 
Dickie  when  the  above  statement  concerning  the  meetings  in  the  Pres- 
bytery of  Aberdeen  was  written,  afterwards  sent  the  following  note  to 
the  Home  Secretary  concerning  such,  visits : — 

'  I  cannot  refrain  from  dropping  a  note  to  say  how  much  I  was  pleased 
with  the  visit  of  Mr.  Cameron.  His  visit  gave  general  satisfaction,  and, 
without  going  into  particular  instances,  I  believe  that  the  week  of  services 
here  has  been  productive  of  good.  We  would  be  the  better  of  an  annual 
visit  of  the  same  kind. 

'  We,  in  these  northern  parts,  need  an  extra  share  in  all  the  special 
work  that  is  going  on ;  and  if  our  cause  is  to  be  maintained  in  the  north, 
we  must  have  much  more  special  effort.  Many  brethren  to  whom  I  have 
spoken  agree  with  me  in  thinking  that  great  good  would  be  done  if  we 
were  visited  by  deputations  of  our  leading  men  from  the  south.  The  out- 
posts would  be  much  strengthened  by  these  visits.  I  believe  that  in  old 
Secession  times  they  were  conunon,  and  that  our  Wesleyan  Methodist 
brethren  carry  .this  work  on  systematically,  and  with  great  advantage. 

'  In  the  meantime,  the  visit  of  our  evangelists  proves  that  we  are  much 
helped  by  seasons  of  special  help.  And  in  common  with  my  brethren  of 
the  Aberdeen  Presbytery,  I  am  very  thankful  for  such  visits,  and  earnestly 
desire  that  liiey  should  be  repeated.' 


Mr.  Gallacher,  one  of  the  evangelistic  agents,  having  been  sent  to 
assist  in  a  series  of  meetings  in  connection  with  the  congregation  at  Bigg 
of  Gretna,  in  the  Presbytery  of  Annandale,  in  the  end  of  November 
1874,  the  Sev.  George  Lambert,  minister  of  the  congregation,  reports 
concerning  those  meetings  as  follows : — 

'Our  special  evangelistic  services  at  Bigg,  conducted  by  Mr.  James 
Gallacher,  commenced  on  Sabbath,  22d  November,  and  ended  on  Wednes- 
day the  2d  December.  During  that  time  he  addressed  ten  meetings  for 
adults,  and  held,  besides,  four  meetings  specially  for  children.  The  attend- 
ance at  all  the  meetings  was  better  than  I  expected,  taking  into  consideia- 
tion  the  kind  of  weather  we  had,  the  past  history  of  the  congregation,  and 
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the  scattered  character  of  the  population.  On  week  nights  the  attendance 
averaged  100  to  200,  and  on  Sabbath  evening  the  attendance  was  fully 
200.  Mr.  Gallacher's  services  were  very  much  relished.  All  his  addresses 
were  pointed,  earnest,  and  scriptural — eminently  fitted  to  stir  up  profess- 
ing Christians  to  greater  zeal  and  dovotedness  in  the  service  of  their 
Master,  and  to  arouse  the  careless  and  indifferent  to  serious  consideration. 
At  the  children's  meetings  the  attendance  averaged  from  forty  to  fif^y,  and 
the  addresses  were  of  a  kind  fitted  to  interest  and  impress  their  young 
minds. 

'  Not  only  were  the  meetings  well  attended,  but  an  air  of  seriousness 
pervaded  them  all,  and  the  most  earnest  attention  was  given  to  all  the 
addresses.  Not  so  many  remained  behind  for  private  conversation  as  I 
could  have  wished  ;  still  a  few  were  seriously  impressed.  Three  of  these 
profess  to  have  found  peace,  and  others  I  hope  to  admit  to  the  fellowship 
of  the  Church  at  our  approaching  communion.  Mr.  Gallacher  also  did 
good  8er\'ice  while  here  in  the  way  of  visiting  from  house  to  house.  By 
this  means  the  interest  in  and  attention  at  the  meeting  were  kept  up  till 
the  close.  Apart  from  the  direct  good  resulting  from  the  labours  of  your 
evangelist,  and  for  which  I  feel  thankful,  his  presence  and  help  have  been 
of  some  service  in  contributing  to  break  dovm  the  prejudice  which  has  long 
existed  against  the  congregation.  If  I  am  not  mistaken,  aggressive  effort 
for  the  good  of  the  district  will  be  easier  in  the  future  than  it  has  been  in 
the  past. 

*Our  Session  and  managers  unite  in  cordially  thanking  you  for  the 
services  of  Mr.  Grallacher.' 


The  Rev.  Alex.  Campbell,  of  Knox's  Church,  Montrose,  having 
obtained  the  assistance  of  Mr.  P.  B.  Dalziel  for  evangelistic  work  in 
that  town  daring  part  of  the  months  of  July  and  August  1874,  has 
reported  as  under : — 

*  Mr.  Dalziel  laboured  during  the  above  period  with  unremitting  dili- 
gence and  assiduity,  visiting  from  house  to  house,  and  holding  meetings 
daily,  and  sometimes  several  times  a  day,  either  in  cottages,  in  the  church, 
or  in  the  open  air.  His  addresses  were  as  usual  characterized  by  great 
clearness,  by  evangelical  sentiment,  and  by  the  pressing  of  the  truth  upon 
the  consciences  of  his  hearers.  His  visits  were  much  appreciated  by  the 
people,  whether  of  the  church-going  or  of  the  non-church-going  classes.  His 
labours  were  very  helpful  in  working  the  district  around  the  church  in  a 
missionary  capacity,  particularly  at  a  time  when  I  was  much  occupied 
among  seamen  and  fishermen  of  various  nations  that  crowd  our  ports, 
especially  during  the  months  of  July  and  August.  During  the  three  and 
a  half  weeks  that  Mr.  Dalziel  laboured  here,  he  had  held  forty  meetings, 
with  an  aggregate  attendance  of  2025  persons.  Altogether,  his  season  of 
work  among  us  on  this  occasion  has  been  very  satisfactory,  and  not,  it  is 
hoped,  without  spiritual  good  being  imparted  to  some  souls.' 

The  Home  Committee  having  made  a  small  grant  for  expenses  in 
connection  with  special  evangelistic  services  at  Portsoy,  Banffshire,  at 
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which  the  Bev.  David  Pirret  of  Glasgow,  and  other  ministers,  rendered 
valuable  and  eflficient  service,  the  Kev.  Wm.  Simmers,  M.A.,  minister  of 
the  congregation  at  Portsoy,  has  sent  the  following  report  concerning 
these  services : — 

'  In  the  month  of  February  we  had  a  series  of  special  evangelistic 
services,  extending  over  a  fortnight.  As  regards  both  speakers  and 
audiences,  they  were  of  a  catholic' nature^  The  services  were  commenced 
by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Pirret,  Glasgow,  whose  visit  was  very  highly  prized.  In 
addition  to  him  we  had,  from  a  distance,  the  Bev.  Messrs.  Auchterlonie, 
Graigdam;  Grant,  of  Free  Church,  Tain;  and  Smith,  Burghead;  and 
also  ministers  of  all  the  denominations  near  at  hand.  The  addresses  were 
most  suitable— -solid,  pointed,  earnest.  The  audiences,  which  were  good 
from  the  first,  gradually  increased,  and  during  the  last  week  the  church 
was  fuIL  A  quiet  but  deep  impression  seemed  to  be  produced.  We  had 
an  after  meeting  each  flight,  at  which  a  goodly  number  of  anxious  persons 
remained  for  conversation,  and  with  hopeful  results.  We  had  also  six 
special  meetings  for  children  at  an  earlier  hour.  These  were  well  attended 
and  earnestly  addressed.  In  my  Sabbath  class  for  young  people  I  see  the 
results  in  deepened  interest,  and  I  hope  something  higher.  Time,  however, 
can  testify  as  to  these.' 


Concerning  meetings  held  in  connection  with  the  congregation  of 
New  Leeds,  in  the  Presbytery  of  Buchan,  and  the  work  of  Mr.  Dalziel 
in  condacting  these  meetings,  and  in  visiting  the  people  of  the  village 
at  their  own  homes,  in  the  month  of  October  1874,  the  Rev.  T.  F. 
Whillas,  M.A.,  B.D.,  minister  of  the  congregation,  reports  in  the 
following  terms : — 

^  I  must  thank  you  for  sending  us  so  experienced  and  efficient  an 
evangelist  as  Mr.  Dakiel.  His  labours  were  in  general  highly  appreciated, 
and  cannot  fail,  I  think,  to  have  been  greatly  beneficial.  During  the 
greater  part  of  each  day  he  was  engaged  in  visitation,  in  which  I  accom- 
panied him  as  often  as  I  could.  He  was  twice  over  the  village,  calling  at 
every  house ;  and  overtook,  besides,  a  very  considerable  number  of  houses 
in  the  neighbourhood.  I  feel  convinced  that  visitation  like  Mr.  Dalziel's 
is  the  most  powerful  influence  which  can  be  brought  to  bear  upon  the 
careless  classes  of  the  .community.  He  literally  preached  the  gospel  from 
house  to  house,  with  great  directness  and  with  much  simplicity  pointing 
out  the  way  of  salvation  through  faith  in  Christ.  His  plainness  of  speech 
has  called  forth  a  considerable  amount  of  opposition  among  the  villagers, 
— a  most  hopeful  sign,  I  think,  that  the  truth  has  begun  to  be  f 6lt ;  even 
opposition  is  better  than  the  undisturbed  carelessness  which  has  so  long 
prevailed  here. 

*  Evangelistic  meetings  were  held  in  the  church  every  evening  of  the 
fortnight  (Saturdays  excepted).  In  these  meetings  I  had  the  help  of 
brethren  in  the  presbytery,  and  Hkewise  of  neighbouring  ministers  of 
various  denominations — Established,  Free,   and  Independent     This,    I 
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believe,  added  greatly  to  the  interest  of  the  meetings,  and  made  the  attend- 
ance much  better  tian  it  would  otherwise  have  been.  There  were  100 
present  on  an  average  each  evening  of  the  first  week,  and  about  65  the 
second.  As  there  was  no  moonlight  either  of  the  weeks,  and' as  the 
weather  during  the  second  was  very  tempestuous,  this  attendance  may  be 
taken  to  indicate  a  degree  of  interest  very  uncommon  in  this  locality.  It 
was  drawn,  too,  to  a  most  gratifying  extent,  from  the  non-church-going 
class.  At  every  meeting  there  were  many  whose  faces  are  not  wont  to  be 
seen  at  any  of  our  services,  and  at  most  there  were  a  few  whom  it  was  a 
wonder  to  see  in  a  place  of  worship  at  all. 

*  On  the  whole,  I  feel  much  encouraged  by  our  fortnight's  work.  It  is 
true,  we  cannot  point  to  specific  results,  but  I  confidently  expect  to  see 
them  yet.  We  have  laboured  in  faith,  and  I  know  we  shall  not  be  dis- 
appointed.' 

As  Convener  of  the  local  committee  in  Dumfries,  the  Rev.  George 
Rae,  junior  minister  of  Lorebum  Street  Gongregation,  reports— con- 
cerning a  series  of  meetings  and  services  which  were  held  in  that  town 
iu  November  1874,  and  in  conducting  which  the  ministers  of  all  the 
United  Presbyterian  congregations  in  the  town  took  part — in  the 
following  terms : — 

'  The  special  religious  services  which  our  Union  Evangelistic  Conmiittee 
resolved  to  hold,  with  the  assistance  of  the  two  evangelists  Messrs. 
Cameron  and  Gallacher,  have  now  come  to  a  close.  On  looking  back 
upon  these  services,  we  have  cause  to  bless  God  and  take  courage.  The 
meetings  were  commenced  on  the  1st  November,  and  continued  for  three 
weeks.  The  method  of  conducting  them  was  slightly  different  from  that 
adopted  last  year.  A  minister  presided  every  night,  and  gave  a  short 
address,  after  which  one  of  the  evangelists  spoke  at  greater  length.  This 
arrangement  was  found  to  work  admirably,  and  afforded  an  opportunity 
for  securing  the  co-operation  of  ministers  of  other  denominations. 

*  The  numbers  who  attended  the  meetings  were  larger  than  last  year, 
and  the  interest  was  not  less.  So  long  as  the  weather  permitted,  an 
open-air  service  was  held  at  seven  o^clock,  which  had  the  effect  of 
bringing  some  to  the  in-door  meeting  at  eight  o'clock  who  otherwise 
would  not  have  been  there ;  but,  as  the  weather  became  unfavourable, 
the  open-air  services  had  to  be  discontinued. 

'  It  was  encouraging  to  find  some  remaining  after  the  close  of  every 
meeting,  desirous  to  be  spoken  with  upon  the  concerns  of  the  souL  The 
greater  number,  if  not  all  of  these,  were  connected  with  churches  or  Bible 
classes,  and  so  were  not  ignorant  of  Scripture  truth.  In  not  a  few  cases 
the  children  of  godly  parents  were  blessed — thus  proving  that  God  is  still 
fulfilling  His  promise  :  "  I  will  pour  out  my  Spirit  upon  thy  seed,  and  my 
blessing  upon  thy  offspring.'' 

^  Not  the  least  encouraging  feature  was  the  large  attendance  of  the 
young  at  the  meetings  held  specially  for  them.  Although  it  is  premature 
to  speak  of  the  amoimt  of  real  good  which  has  been  accomplished  by  these 
services,  we  have  good  reason  to  believe  that  not  a  few  were  greatly 
blessed.' 
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.  The  Rev.  Joseph  Hay  of  Lethendy  has  forwarded  a  report  of 
evangelistic  work  in  the  town  of  Dunfermline  and  its  vicinity  in  which 
he  assisted,  and  writes  thus : — 

*  Having  intimated  to  the  Convener  of  the  Presbytery's  Committee  my 
intention  of  engaging  in  evangelistic  services  in  Dunfermline  and  neigh- 
bourhood for  a  short  time,  I  reached  that  town  on  the  'evening  of  the 
25th  March,  and  remained  till  Saturday,  5th  April.  The  first  evening — 
Ihiesdctt/ — ^I  addressed  a  meeting  kept  by  a  devoted  layman,  assisted  by 
several  others.  The  attendance  was  good,  and  the  attention  excellent. 
Several  persons  were  present  who  had  very  recently  been  in  an  anxious 
state  of  mind,  but  had  found  peace ;  others  were  still  anxious,  and  were 
dealt  with.  Wednesday, — ^Went  out  along  with  a  young  man  who  had  been 
a  good  deal  engaged  in  visiting  farm-servants.  Chose  the  most  destitute 
part  of  the  town,  and  made  a  good  many  visits.  Met  with  opposition 
from  two  Roman  Catholics,  and  answered  their  objections  as  kindly  as 
possible.  Met  with  a  man  who  was  in  bed  in  a  seemingly  dangerous 
state,  his  mind  being  in  a  peculiar  state,  dark  and  despairing.  Hoped 
our  reasonings  had  some  impression  upon  him.  In  the  afternoon  went 
down  to  a  farm  about  two  miles  from  town.  Visited  the  families  of  the 
ploughmen,  and  got  them  convened  into  one  place.  I  addressed  them, 
and  gave  tracts  to  them  and  their  children.  They  listened  attentively, 
and  thanked  us  for  our  visit  After  this  went  up  to  town,  and  attended 
a  meeting  got  up  specially  for  young  men.  Several  remained  as  anxious, 
and  were  conversed  with.  Thursday. — Visited  part  of  the  town  again. 
Attended  the  noonday  prayer  meeting.  Then  went  to  the  country, 
about  three  miles  distant,  to  hold  a  meeting.  Visited  a  number  of 
families,  and  on  the  way  spoke  to  several  young  men  regarding  the  state 
of  their  souls.  One  very  frankly  said :  "  I  have  received  Christ  already." 
"  How  long  since  ?  "  I  asked.  "  Three  weeks  ago,"  he  replied ;  and  we 
encouraged  him,  and  advised  the  other  young  men  also  to  close  with 
Christ.  The  meeting  in  the  evening  was  large — ^fuU  to  the  door.  A  deep 
interest  was  manifested ;  and  both  a  word  was  addressed,  and  suitable 
tracts  were  given,  to  old  and  young.  I  trust  good  will  accrue  from  this 
meeting.  Friday. — Again  visited  a  number  of  families  in  several  parts 
of  the  town,  and,  along  with  a  young  man  from  Edinburgh,  addressed  a 
number  of  young  men,  who  seemed  interested  and  concerned.  Saturday. 
— We  visited  a  number  of  families  again,  and  in  general  were  well 
received.  Called  upon  the  man  referred  to  on  Wednesday,  and  came  to 
the  conclusion  that  he  had  made  the  personal  application  of  the  Lord  Jesus 
to  his  soul.  We  urged  him  to  do  so.  His  wife  seemed  softened  and 
interested.  Sabhathy  SOth. — Said  a  few  words  at  a  young  men's  prayer 
meeting,  and  then  walked  out  to  Caimeyhill,  and  preached  twice  in  the 
United  Presbyterian  Church:  the  second  discourse  was  to  the  young. 
The  audience  was  very  attentive.  Kindly  treated  by  our  minister,  Mr. 
Borland.  Returned  in  the  evening  to  Dunfermline,  and,  along  with  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Alexander,  Queen  Anne  Street,  addressed  a  fine  meeting  in 
that  church.  Deep  attention  was  given,  and  we  had  a  prayer  meeting  at 
the  close.  Monday. — ^Visited  part  of  the  town,  and  went  in  the  afler- 
noon  to  visit  the  families  on  two  farms.     Grot  them  all  assembled  in  the

evening — a  goodly  number  of  adults  and  children.  They  listened  to  the 
address  "with  marked  attention,  and  thankfully  received  the  tracts  given. 
After  addressing  the  farm-servants,  attended  a  meeting  for  young  men. 
Tue8(2ay.—r Visited  during  the  day,  and  attended  a  social  meeting  in  the 
evening  in  connection  with  farm-servants.  It  is  proper  to  mention  here, 
that  Mr.  Taylor,  Viewfield  House,  a  respected  member  of  the  United  Presby- 
terian Church,  has  taken  a  deep  interest  in  the  spiritual  good  of  the  farm- 
servants  around,  and  has  supported  one  who  more  or  less  frequently 
visited  them  in  their  houses  or  bothies.  To  evince  his  continued  interest, 
he  provides  annually  a  comfortable  tea  for  them  and  their  families  in  the 
Mission  Hall,  High  Street,  and  brings  from  various  parts  of  the  country 
those  who  formerly  laboured  among  them,  as  well  as  the  local  missionaries, 
evangelists,  or  colporteurs.  Three  missionaries  were  from  a  distance.  I 
had  the  privilege  of  presiding,  and  really  the  appearance  of  the  meeting 
was  very  delightful.  After  tea,  no  less  than  seven  addresses  were  de- 
livered, all  direct  and  to  the  point — ^a  present  salvation.  Hymns  were 
sung  during  the  evening,  and  prayer  was  offered  more  than  once.  At  the 
close,  all  retired  seemingly  highly  delighted,  and  I  cannot  doubt  numbers 
were  favourably  impressed.  I  need  not  further  particularize  any  services 
I  engaged  in,  as  they  were  all  much  of  the  same  character  as  those 
named  already.  I  may  merely  state  that  I  addressed  thirteen  meetings, 
besides  attending  prayer  meetings ;  made  about  eighty  visits ;  and  distri- 
buted of  books  and  tracts  several  hundreds,  adapted  for  old  and  young. 
I  am  glad  to  be  able  to  add,  that  a  young  man  whom  I  conversed  with 
twice  when  in  Dunfermline,  and  who  attended  the  meetings  for  young 
men  in  the  evening,  has  written  to  his  parents,  who  live  in  this  quarter, 
that  he  has  decided  for  Christ ;  and  I  had  the  pleasure,  at  a  meeting  on  a 
Sabbath  evening  lately,  to  offer  thanks  to  the  Lord  for  drawing  the  young 
man  to  Himself.' 


Concerning  a  series  of  evangelistic  services  at  Crossgates,  extending 
over  four  weeks  in  April  and  May  1874,  and  in  which  Mr.  Cameron^ 
one  of  the  Synod's  evangelistic  agents,  took  part,  the  Bev.  Andrew 
Graham,  minister  of  the  congregation  at  Crossgates,  reports  in  the 
following  terms : — 

'  I  send  you,  as  desired,  a  notice  of  our  evangelistic  services.  They 
were  begun  on  the  19th  April,  and  carried  on  until  the  19th  May.  They 
were  confined  entirely  to  Crossgates — ^the  in-door  meetings  during  the 
week  being  held  in  the  schoolroom,  and  in  the  Sabbath  evenings  in  the 
church.  During  the  first  week  we  had  six  open-air  meetings  and  six  in- 
doors— the  average  attendance  at  the  former  being  about  150,  and  at 
the  latter  about  120.  On  the  second  week  we  had  the  same  number  and 
kind  of  meetings,  the  attendance  on  an  average  being  about  110  in  the 
open  air,  and  100  in-doors.  During  the  third  week  we  had  four  open-air 
meetings  and  six  in-doors,  the  average  attendance  at  both  being  about  90; 
and  in  the  fourth  week  there  were  five  open-air  meetings  and  four  in- 
doors ;  the  average  attendance  at  the  former  being  about  80,  and  at  the 
latter  about  100.    There  was  a  social  meeting  held  s^t  the  close,  the  attend- 
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ance  being  about  125.  During  the  first  three  weeks  I  presided  myself 
at  the  in-door  meetings,  with  two  or  three  exceptions,  when  duty  required 
me  to  be  elsewhere.  At  the  meetings  of  the  fourth  week  I  could  not  be 
present,  as  they  were  held  while  the  Synod  was  sitting.  Besides  the  meet- 
ings, there  was  a  large  amount  of  household  visitation  in  and  around  the 
Tillage,  and  several  hundreds  of  tracts  and  small  books  were  distributed. 

'  The  meetings  were  addressed  by  Mr.  Cameron,  one  of  your  evangelists, 
whose  services  were  very  much  appreciated  by  us  all ;  Mr.  Laird,  my  own 
missionary;  myself;  one  of  my  elders;  and  one  or  two  others.  The  addresses 
generally  were  plain,  pointed,  practical,  and  well  fitted  to  gain  the  end  in 
view.  The  attention  at  the  meetings  was  all  that  could  be  desired.  The 
utmost  decorum  and  solemnity  pervaded  them  all,  and  especially  those  in- 
doors. Indeed,  if  they  were  characterized  by  one  thing  more  than  another, 
it  was  the  complete  absence  of  anything  like  excitement ;  and  yet  there 
was  deep  feeling  and  earnest  thought  on  the  part  of  many.  Every  even- 
iiig  an  after  meeting  for  prayer  and  praise  was  held,  which  was  regularly 
attended  by  from  80  to  40,  and  while  this  was  going  on  an  opportunity 
was  given  for  anxious  ones  to  be  conversed  with  in  an  adjoining  apart- 
ment. Mr  Cameron  and  myself  took  this  duty,  and  I  rejoice  to  say  that 
there  was  scarcely  a  night  during  the  whole  four  weeks  when  one  or  more 
did  not  enter  the  apartment.  Altogether  there  were  not  fewer  than  50 
anxious  inquirers,  and  of  these  not  fewer  than  30  professed  to  have  found 
peace.  Amongst  these  there  were  a  few  up  in  years,  who  had  been  care- 
less and  indifferent  to  divine  things;  but  the  great  proportion  of  them  were 
young  in  years,  ranging  from  12  to  26,  and  most  of  them  connected  with 
my  own  congregation.  Several  of  them  have  since  joined  the  membership 
of  the  Church. 

'  Tou  will  thus  see  that  our  month's  evangelistic  services  have  not  been 
in  vain,  that  they  call  indeed  for  much  gratitude  and  thankfulness  to  Grod. 
We  began  the  work  in  the  faith  that  a  blessing  was  coming.  We  have 
not  been  disappointed  ;  and  I  cannot  but  regard  the  issue  as  another  proof 
that,  if  in  all  our  services  we  were  to  labour  more  in  faith,  more  with 
believing,  expectant  hearts,  more  with  the  conviction  that  the  truth  we 
preach  is  God's  mighty  instrument  for  the  salvation  of  souls,  a  richer  and 
more  abundant  harvest  would  be  reaped  by  us  all.' 

The  following  notes  of  evangelistic  services  at  Alloa,  in  which  he 
assisted,  have  been  forwarded  by  the  Bev.  Joseph  Hay  of  Lethendy : — 

'  Having  been  requested  to  visit  Alloa,  at  the  close  of  a  series  of  evan- 
gelistic meetings  there,  I  felt  delighted  to  go  and  take  a  part  These 
meetings  had  been  continued  for  several  weeks,  and  not  without  good 
fruit.  The  place  of  meeting  was  the  Christian  Institute,  a  building  erected 
by  David  Paton,  Esq.,  and  in  every  way  commodious  for  holding  meetings. 
It  comprises  several  smaller  rooms  and  one  large  hall  containing  a  gallery. 
When  well  filled  it  contains  a  good  many  hundreds.  We  met  in  the  even- 
ing in  the  body  of  the  hall,  and  the  audience,  for  week  evenings,  was  very 
considerable.  On  the  preceding  Sabbath  evening  the  whole  house  was 
well  filled,  listening  to  an  excellent  exposition  of  the  73d  Psalm  by  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Brown,  Secretary  to  the  London  Tract  Society. 
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'  One  or  more  addresses  were  delivered  every  evening  to  a  most  atten- 
tive and  interested  audience.  An  inquiry  meeting  was  held  at  the  close, 
when  a  good  number  remained  to  be  conversed  with,  and  from  what 
transpired  it  was  obvious  that  persons  of  various  ages  had  reaped  great 
benefit  The  greater  part,  however,  were  young  men  and  yoimg  women. 
Some  of  the  cases  were  deeply  interesting,  nor  can  there  be  doubt  that 
numbers  closed  with  the  Saviour  at  th^  second  meeting.  Mr.  Paton  was 
present  at  all  the  meetmgs,  and  took  an  active  part  in  dealing  with  the 
anxious. .  The  meeting  was  closed  about  ten  o'clock,  by  singing  a  hymn 
and  by  engaging  in  prayer. 

<  The  three  missionaries  and  myself  met  at  twelve  noon,  for  prayer  for 
a  blessing  on  all  the  services,  and  found  it  truly  ^'  good  to  draw  near  unto 
God." 

'  We  went  out  in  the  afternoon  visiting  in  the  most  destitute  part  of 
the  town,  where  we  met  with  general  encouragement,  and  some  cases  of 
interest  emerged. 

<  We  preached  in  the  streets,  and  in  one  place  had  ^  fine  gathering  of 
young  and  old ;  numbers  of  whom,  we  have  reason  to  believe,  had  not 
yet  "  tasted  that  the  Lord  is  gracious  ;  ^  but  now  and  again  the  delighted 
gaze,  and  the  tear  stealing  gently  over  the  cheek,  told  that  the  "  Word  of 
God  is  quick  and  powerful."  Each  of  us  addressed  shortly,  prayer  was 
offered,  and  hymns  sung. 

'  It  is  but  proper  to  mention  that  the  various  workers  taking  part  in  the 
good  work  evince  the  most  Christian,  Catholic  spirit,  having  all  the  one 
end  in  view,  the  glory  of  the  Bedeemer  and  the  good  of  souls.' 


The  Rev.  B.  M.  Gibson,  minister  of  the  East  congregation,  Partick, 
has  sent  a  report  of  a  series  of  special  services  held  in  his  church  in  the 
antumn  of  1874,  and  in  which  he  was  assisted  for  a  fortnight  by  Messrs. 
McNeill  and  James  Murray,  two  of  the  Synod's  evangelistic  agents.  He 
writes  thus : — 

'  In  submitting  a  report  of  our  recent  evangelistic  services,  I  shall  con- 
fine myself  to  a  simple  statement  of  facts. 

'  Previous  to  the  fortnight  of  special  work,  we  were  enabled  to  organize 
a  band  of  73  workers  who  should  operate  upon  the  district  in  the  way  of 
special  visitation,  under  the  guidance  and  direction  of  the  members  of 
session. 

<  We  had  also  the  assistance  of  Messrs.  McNeill  and  Murray,  evangelists, 
and  a  number  of  ministers,  so  that  I  could  arrange  for  two  addresses  each 
night— one  by  a  minister,  and  one  by  a  layman. 

'  We  printed  a  prospectus  of  the  meetings ;  and,  during  the  fortnight  of 
special  work,  4000  copies  of  it  and  12,000  tracts  were  distributed  over  the 
district  by  our  visiting  agency. 

*  A  prayer  meeting  was  held  in  the  hall  behind  the  church  nightly,  an 
hour  before  the  public  service,  for  special  prayer  upon  the  work,  and 
which  was  conducted  by  the  workers. 

*  The  services  in  the  church  commenced  at  half-past  six  on  Sabbath, 
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and  eight  o*clock  during  the  week,  with  an  attendance  varying  from  200 
to  600,  and  with  an  average  of  380  nightly. 

'  At  these  meetings  there  was  a  glorious  outpouring  of  gospel  truth, 
which  was  listened  to  with  marked  interest  and  attention,  and  which  was 
blessed  to  the  quickening  of  God*s  people,  and  to  the  awakening  of  some 
who  hitherto  have  been  indifferent. 

'  At  the  close  of  the  meeting  in  the  church  a  second  meeting  was  inti- 
mated nightly,  which  was  confined  to  devotional  exercises,  was  con- 
ducted by  the  office-bearers,  continued  for  about  half  an  hour,  and  had  an 
average  attendance  of  90. 

*  An  opportunity  was  also  given  each  evening  to  any  who  were  anxious, 
or  desirous  of  prayer  and  direction,  to  meet  with  us  in  the  session- house 
at  the  close  of  the  service  in  the  church.  Almost  every  night  we  had 
persons  waiting  to  be  spoken  to,  and  who  desired  our  prayers. 

'  During  the  fortnight  of  special  effort,  82  persons  met  with  us  in  the 
session-house  professing  concern  about  salvation,  most  of  whom  seemed 
really  anxious ;  and  about  half  a  dozen  profess  to  have  found  peace  by 
trusting  in  Christ. 

'  Such  is  a  mere  statement  of  facts ;  and  the  conclusion  which  it  warrants, 
regarding  the  conducting  of  evangelistic  services,  is,  I  think,  sufficiently 
obvious.' 


Of  evangelistic  work  at  the  mission  station  of  Dowanhill  congre- 
gation at  Whiteinch,  near  Partick,  in  which  he  assisted  Mr.  Williamson, 
the  missionary  supported  by  the  congregation,  the  Kev.  Joseph  Hay  of 
Lethendy  writes  thus  : — 

'  Aware  that  I  was  to  be  in  Glasgow  in  the  beginning  of  May,  Mr. 
Williamson,  missionary,  with  whom  I  have  frequently  laboured  before, 
requested  me  to  preach  in  Whiteinch  Mission  Chapel  on  the  evening  of  the 
day  on  which  the  Lord's  Supper  was  dispensed.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Lawrie, 
Partick,  whose  congregation  originated  and  supports  the  mission  station, 
dispensed  the  Communion  to  the  members  in  toe  afternoon ;  and  I  cannot 
but  think  that  the  mission  station  must  be  a  source  of  great  delight  to  Mr. 
Lawrie,  his  session,  and  congregation.  The  place  was  about  full  in  the 
evening,  and  I  never  preached  to  a  more  interested  or  attentive  audience. 
Both  sexes,  and  every  variety  of  age,  were  represented.  At  the  close  an 
inquiry  meeting  was  held.  Several  remained ;  and  it  was  truly  delightful 
to  see  sevend  who,  only  a  short  time  ago,  were  ^'  living  without  God  and 
without  hope  in  the  world,"  not  ashamed  to  avow  the  great  change  which 
they  had  experienced,  and  witnessing  a  good  confession  before  many 
witnesses.  One  of  these  was  a  very  old  man.  I  was  delighted  also  to  find 
a  number  of  young  men,  very  lively  in  the  divine  life,  taking  part  with 
Mr.  Williamson  in  his  arduous  and  successful  labours.' 

Mr.  William  Sharpe,  secretary  of  the  Joint  Committee  of  Free 
Church,  Established  Church,  and  United  Presbyterian  elders,  etc.,  in 
Hamilton,  has  forwarded  the  following  report  concerning  evangelistic 
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services  under  the  direction  of  that  Committee,  in  which  Messrs.  John 
Colville  and  James  Gallacher  assisted  in  the  spring  of  1874.  He  writes 
thus : — 

'  Now  that  Mr;  Gallacher  has  left  us,  it  is,  I  consider,  only  fulfilling  a 
duty  to  apprize  you  of  the  result  of  his  three  weeks'  labours  in  this  town, 
so  far  as  we  are  in  a  position  to  express  an  opinion  on  the  subject. 

*  You  are,  I  believe,  already  aware  that  \  Committee  representing  most 
of  the  churches  in  the  town  was  formed  some  months  ago,  with  the  view 
of  organizing  evangelistic  services  similar  to  those  held  in  so  many  places 
throughout  the  country.  Prior  to  Mr.  Gallacher's  engagement,  these  services 
had  been  conducted  for  eight  weeks,  and  as  far  as  possible  by  rotation,  in 
the*  Established,  Free,  United  Presbyterian,  and  Independent  Churches, — 
the  addresses  being  given  by  the  clergymen  of  the  town,  and  ministers  of 
different  denominations  from  Glasgow,  and  by  others. 

*  During  the  two  weeks  immediately  preceding  Mr.  Gallacher's  engage- 
ment, the  meetings  were  conducted  nightly  (except  Saturdays)  in  the  Free 
Church,  by  Mr.  Bametson  of  Edinburgh,  whose  services  had  been  kindly 
granted  by  Dr.  H.  Bonar,  of  whose  church  he  is  missionary.  Mr.  Bamet- 
son's  labours  appeared  to  produce  a  deep  and  marked  effect ;  and  at  the 
inquiry  meetings  not  a  few  anxious  souls  were  found  seeking  the  way  of 
life,  and  professing  to  find  peace  and  rest  in  Christ. 

'After  Mr.  Gallacher's  arrival,  the  meetings  for  the  first  two  weeks 
were  held  in  Saffronhall  United  Presbyterian  Church  (Rev.  Mr.  Anderson's), 
and  during  the  last  week  in  Auchingramont  United  Presbyterian  Church 
(Rev.  Mr.  Duncanson's),  every  night  except  Saturday, — ^the  attendance 
steadily  increasing,  and  the  impression  made  continuing  to  manifest  itself 
in  the  numbers  waiting  to  be  spoken  to  at  the  after  meetings.  It  b  only 
due  to  Mr.  Gtdlacher  to  say,  that  his  addresses  were  of  the  most  earnest, 
pointed,  and  searching  character,  and  that  the  power  of  the  Spirit  mani- 
festly accompanied  his  preaching. 

*  On  reviewing  the  whole  work  connected  with  the  eleven  weeks'  special 
services,  the  Committee,  while  lamenting  the  spiritual  coldness  and  deadness 
which  still  prevails  to  so  large  an  extent,  would  fail  in  their  duty  were  they 
to  withhold  the  expression  of  their  gratitude  to  the  Lord  for  the  measure 
of  blessing  which  attended  the  meetings,  and  their  earnest  expectation  and 
prayer  that  this  may  be  only  the  prelude  to  a  great  and  general  awakening 
throughout  the  town. 

'  It  would  be  unpardonable  for  the  Committee  to  omit  acknowledging 
the  help  they  received  from  Mr.  Colville,  who  on  three  nights  during 
Mr.  Gallacher's  stay  addressed  the  meetings  with  great  power  and  with 
much  acceptance.' 


Mr.  Peter  B,  Dalziel,  having  been  engaged  for  four  weeks  in  Novem- 
ber and  December  1874  in  conducting  evangelistic  services  in  and  around 
Sirkmuirhill,  near  Lesmabagow,^  the  Rev.  John  Meiklejohn,  minister 
of  the  congregation  at  Kirkmnirhill,  reports  concerning  those  services 
ip  the  following  terms : —     • 
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'  Mr.  Dalziel  finished  his  fourth  week's  evangelistic  work  here  on  Friday 
last.  During  the  time  he  has  been  vrith  us  he  has  held  23  meetings — 
four  of  these  were  in  the  church  on  the  Sabbath  evenings,  the  others  were 
in  the  surrounding  villages  of  Kirkmuirhill,  Auchinheath,  and  Draffin. 
Mr.  Dalziel  generally  spent  some  time  in  the  afternoon  in  going  from 
house  to  house  for  the  purpose  of  inviting  the  people  to  the  meeting. 
The  attendance  on  the  week  nights  varied  between  26  and  70,  and  on 
Sabbath  nights  the  audience  was  much  the  same  as  we  generally  have  at 
our  regular  evening  service.  Most  of  the  time  that  Mr.  Dalziel  was  here 
it  was  cold  and  stormy  j  otherwise,  I  have  no  doubt,  the  average  attendance 
would  have  been  larger.  Mr.  Dalziel  is  modest  and  thoroughly  in  earnest. 
He  is  plain  and  pointed  in  his  style  of  speaking,  and  the  people  seemed  to 
listen  to  him  with  interest.  It  is  impossible,  of  course,  to  speak  accurately 
of  results ;  but  I  have  no  doubt  that  Mr.  Dalziel's  work  has  been  produc- 
tive of  some  good.  This,  you  are  aware,  is  a  mining  district,  and  miners 
are  specially  difficult  to  move.' 

Of  evangelistic  work  in  Galston,  which  appears  to  have  been  pro- 
ductive of  much  good,  and  in  which  Mr.  D.  M.  Cameron,  one  of  the 
Synod's  evangelists,  efficiently  assisted  in  July  1874,  Mr.  McDonald, 
secretary  of  the  local  committee,  has  sent  a  report  from  which  the  follow- 
ing extracts  are  taken.    He  writes  : — 

'  During  the  past  winter,  as  in  former  seasons,  meetings  for  prayer  were 
conducted  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Matheson,  every  Sabbath  evening,  in  his  own 
church.  When  the  American  evangelists,  Messrs.  Moody  and  Sankey, 
reached  Edinburgh  in  early  spring,  accounts  of  the  wonderful  blessing 
attending  their  labours  were  read  at  the  meetings,  and  an  apparent 
interest  began  to  be  manifested  by  the  people.  Larger  numbers  now 
attended  the  services,  so  that  Mr.  Matheson  was  encouraged  in  the  month 
of  March  to  commence  a  daily  meeting  for  prayer,  which  continued  to  be 
held  every  night  for  three  weeks.  The  precentor  of  the  church  organized 
a  large  choir  of  singers,  who  proved  themselves  very  efficient  in  leading 
Sankey's  hymns.  The  office-bearers  and  Sabbath-school  teachers  con- 
nected with  the  congregation  took  part  in  leading  the  devotions.  During 
the  three  weeks  of  prayer  the  attendance  increased,  and  by  the  end  of 
that  period  100  to  200  were  present  every  night. 

<  In  order  to  carry  forward  the  good  work  so  auspiciously  begun,  an 
Evangelical  Committee  was  formed,  consisting  of  laymen  connected  with 
all  the  denominations  of  professing  Christians  in  Galston.  They  engaged 
a  large  hall  for  their  meetings,  capable  of  seating  800.  They  arranged  to 
hold  three  services  weekly  on  such  evenings  as  would  not  interfere  with 
any  congregational  meetings,  and  up  to  this  period  (the  end  of  September) 
this  arrangement  has  been  fully  carried  out.  Meetings  are  held  on  the 
Wednesday  and  Friday  evenings,  and  are  conducted  by  members  of  com- 
mittee, and  on  Sabbath  evenings  by  ministers  belonging  to  the  neighbour- 
hood. Inquiry  meetings  have  been  held  at  the  close  of  every  service,  and 
the  Committee  heartily  bear  their  testimony  to  the  great  blessing  which 
has  attended  these  after  meetings.     During  the  present  month  the  attend- 
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ance  seldom  exceeds  100  at  the  week-day  services,  whereas  the  average 
during  May,  June,  July,  and  August  would  not  be  under  300,  and  on 
Sabbath  evenings  the  hall  was  generally  packed. 

*  The  services  were  conducted  in  the  usual  way ;  the  inquiry  meetings 
were  opened  with  prayer,  and  a  band  of  workers  consisting  of  members  of 
Committee  and  other  intelligent  Christians  were  present  at  every  meeting 
to  talk  with  the  anxious.  Many  anxious  ones  availed  themselves  of  the 
opportimity  offered,  and  rarely  for  several  months  was  any  meeting  held 
without  bearing  fruit.  On  one  occasion  seventeen  made  profession  of 
having  found  Christ  as  their  Saviour ;  in  several  instances  whole  families 
have  professed  to  be  benefited. 

'  It  unfortunately  happened  that  about  the  beginning  of  July  the  trade 
of  the  place  was  in  a  most  unsettled  state.  In  consequence  of  a  prolonged 
miners*  strike  many  of  the  people  left  the  place,  and  the  interest  in  the 
Lord's  work  seemed  to  be  affected  to  some  extent.  At  this  time  Mr. 
Cameron  visited  us,  and  laboured  amongst  the  people  for  the  period  of 
three  weeks  most  zealously  and  effectively. 

'  During  the  first  week  of  his  visit  he  conducted  meetings  every  night 
in  the  United  Presbyterian  Church,  and  afterwards  three  nights  weekly  in 
the  hall  referred  to,  occupying  the  other  nights  in  Newmilns  or  DarveL 
During  the  day  he  was  active  in  calling  on  the  people  in  their  own  houses, 
and  distributiog  tracts. 

*  After  every  public  service  an  inquiry  meeting  was  held,  and  was 
instrumental  in  leading  a  good  many  anxious  ones  to  the  Saviour ;  and 
about  thirty  professed  to  have  decided  for  Christ  during  his  visit. 

'  On  Friday  evening  the  31st  July  a  Christian  conference  was  held, 
presided  over  by  Mr.  McDonald.  Addresses  were  given  by  Mr.  Turner, 
missionary  to  New  Guinea,  Mr.  Cameron,  and  others,  their  remarks  bear- 
ing priQcipaUy  on  the  duty  of  young  converts. 

*  Reports  were  received  from  Newmilns,  Darvel,  Troon,  and  Cornie,  all 
showing  that  these  places  were  enjoying  a  rich  blessing. 

'  Mr.  Cameron's  labours  have  been  greatly  blessed  and  highly  appreciated, 
as  evinced  by  the  increased  attendance  at  all  meetings  conducted  by 
him.  The  week  night  meetings  were  attended  on  an  average  by  300,  and 
on  Sabbath  evenings  the  hall  was  quite  filled ;  and  we  have  reason  to 
believe  that  very  many  have  undergone  a  saving  change.' 

Encouraged  by  the  success  of  the  efforts  and  services  referred  to  in 
the  above  extract,  the  committee  at  Galston  asked  and  obtained  the 
assistance  of  Mr.  D.  M.  Cameron  in  conducting  another  lengthened 
series  of  meetings  in  Galston,  commencing  on  the  27th  November  1874. 
Of  these  more  recent  services  Mr.  M'Donald  writes,  in  the  name  of  the 
local  committee,  as  follows  ; — 

'  Mr.D.  M.  Cameron  resumed  his  labours  in  connection  with  the  above 
committee  on  the  27th  of  November,  and  continued  holding  evangelistic 
meetings  nightly,  Wednesday  excepted,  which  was  devoted  to  holding 
cottage  meetings,    eleven  of  which  were   held  weekly,  conducted  by 
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members  of  committee.  The  attendance  during  the  week  on  Mr. 
Cameron's  ministrations  was  small  as  compared  with  the  large  gatherings 
held  during  his  former  visit ;  but  there  is  reason  to  hope  that  much  good 
was  done.  Inquirers  were  present  at  almost  every  service,  and  not  a  few 
careless  ones  were  aroused,  and  many  inquirers  found  peace  in  believing. 
It  is  worthy  of  notice,  that  the  blessing  was  not  confined  to  non -church- 
goers ;  a  goodly  number  of  the  Laodicean  class  were  stirred  up,  as  if  they 
had  got  a  fresh  baptism.  A  children's  service  was  held  each  Saturday 
afternoon.  The  attendance  began  vdth  about  150,  and  continued  to 
increase  until  300  was  the  average  attendance.  If  space  permitted, 
remarkable  and  interesting  cases  of  conversion  among  the  young  could  be 
reported.  At  all  the  services  Songs  of  Blessing  were  used  with  harmonium 
accompaniment.  The  Sabbath  evening  meetings  were  attended  by  from 
500  to  700.  Inquiry  meetings  succeeded  all  the  services,  and  are  con- 
sidered by  the  committee  as  a  most  important  institution.  A  few  weeks 
before  Mr.  Cameron  left,  a  second  children's  service  began  and  met  on 
Sabbath  mornings  at  ten  o'clock.  It  is  conducted  on  the  principle  of  the 
Foimdry  Boys'  Schools.  The  pupils  enrolled  are  214,  and  now  it  promises 
to  be  of  permanent  duration. 

^Mr.  Cameron  proved  himself,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  committee, 
an  earnest  and  faithful  servant  of  the  Master,  well  adapted  as  an  evangelist 
to  lead  both  old  and  young  to  the  Saviour.  Though  engaged  almost  every 
night  for  nine  weeks,  his  command  of  subjects  W9S  so  varied,  and  his 
illustrations  so  extensive,  that  he  never  once  seemed  to  repeat  himself. 
His  hours  during  the  day  were  in  general  employed  in  going  amongst  the 
people  from  house  to  house.  Such  an  agent  would  prove  a  great  blessing 
to  every  congregation. 

'  The  committee  beg  to  acknowledge  with  their  warmest  thanks  the 
considerate  kindness  of  the  Bev.  Dr.  Scott  and  the  Home  Committee  for 
the  services  of  Mr.  Cameron,  but  for  which  the  revival  work  would  have 
been  suspended  some  time  ago. 

^  At  the  close  of  Mr.  Cameron's  labours  a  Christian  conference  was  held 
on  the  evening  of  the  3d  February,  Mr.  Wm.  McDonald,  Secretary  for  the 
Evangelistic  Committee,  in  the  chair,  with  whom  were  on  the  platform  the 
Rev.  Dr.  Easton,  Darvel ;  Kev.  Messrs.  Mathewson  and  Gray,  Galston ; 
Alston,  Newmilns ;  Reid,  Hurlf ord ;  Mr.  D.  M.  Cameron,  evangelist,  and 
other  gentlemen.  The  company  numbered  about  450,  who  after  tea  were 
addressed  by  the  above  gentlemen,  on  "  The  present  Revival  Work  in 
our  Coimtry."  During  the  evening  the  chairman,  in  name  of  the  sub- 
scribers, presented  Mr.  Cameron  with  a  handsome  testimonial  for  his  zeal 
and  faithfulness  as  an  evangelist.' 

At  the  request  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  W.  G.  Easton,  minister  of  the 
Reformed  Presbyterian  Congregation  at  Darvel,  near  Gabton,  Mr. 
William  Murray  was  sent  to  carry  on  evangelistic  work  at  Darvel  for  a 
fortnight  in  July  and  August  1874;  and  concerning  that  work  Dr. 
Easton  reports  as  follows : — 

^  Your  able  evangelist,  Mr.  William  Murray,  laboured  amongst  us  here 
for  a  fortnight.     He  held  meetings  every  night  while  here,  and  also  on 
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Saturday  forenoon  (1st  August),  before  lie  left  us.  Besides  these  public 
meetings,  he  was  much  engaged  during  the  day  in  private  visitation  of 
families,  where  he  had  an  opportunity  of  counselling  and  instructing 
both  old  and  young. 

*  Mr.  Murray's  addresses,  which  exhibited  a  singularly  clear  and  com- 
prehensive view  of  the  gospel,  were  felt  by  many  to  be  peculiarly  refresh- 
ing and  quickening.  He  preached  the  old  gospel  with  wonderful  force. 
Power  from  on  high  seemed  in  the  experience  of  many  to  accompany  the 
Word.  The  attendance  at  the  meetings  was.  large  throughout,  and  con- 
tinued to  increase ;  and  night  after  night  considerable  numbers  remained 
for  private  conversation.  The  impression  made  by  Mr.  Murray's  labours 
here  wns  widely  felt  and  deep ;  and  I  am  thankful  to  say  that  it  still,  to 
a  great  extent,  continues. 

*  Mr.  Cameron,  who  was  labouring  in  the  neighbouring  towns  of  New- 
milns  and  Galston,  also  kindly  visited  us  on  three  occasions — once  before 
Mr.  Murray  came  to  us,  when  he  had  an  excellent  meeting,  and  on  two 
evenings  he  took  part  with  Mr.  Murray. 

*  On  the  part  of  this  entire  community,  I  have  to  thank  you  for  your 
kindness  in  granting  to  us  the  privilege  we  enjoyed  by  the  visit  of  your 
evangelist  to  Darvel.  We  have  every  reason  to  be  gratified,  for  it  is  felt 
by  us  all  that  Mr.  Murray's  labours  have  been  blessed  to  us  in  giving 
a  healthful  impulse  to  our  work.' 


Of  meetings  and  services  at  Leven,  at  which  Mr.  James  Gallacher 
assisted  for  one  week  in  the  month  of  February  1875,  the  Rev.  John 
S,  Hyslop,  minister  of  the  congregation  at  Leven,  writes  thus : — 

*  Mr.  Gallacher  arrived  on  the  evening  of  the  15th  instant,  and  gave 
an  address  at  our  Annual  Congregational  Soiree,  which  was  attended  by 
about  300.  On  the  following  evenings  he  was  present,  and  gave  addresses 
along  with  the  Rev.  D.  Malloch,  Largo;  R.  Hall,  Old  Meldrum;  and 
J.  G.  Train,  Buckhaven.  The  attendance  increased  every  evening,  and 
when  the  last  meeting  was  held,  I  was  only  sorry  that  we  had  not  arranged 
to  have  them  continued  for  a  week  or  two  longer.  Mr.  Gallacher  was 
engaged  during  the  day  in  distributing  tracts,  and  inviting  the  people  to 
the  church  in  the  evening.  He  held  a  meeting  one  afternoon  in  the  house 
of  one  of  my  elders,  and  addressed  a  considerable  number  of  mothers 
and  others  who  were  assembled  there.  He  has  many  qualities  that  fit  him 
admirably  for  the  work  in  which  he  is  engaged ;  and  from  the  increase  of 
attendance  night  after  night,  and  the  earnest  attention  with  which  the 
people  listened  to  the  stirring  addresses  that  were  delivered  to  them,  I  am 
persuaded  that  good  impressions  have  been  made,  and  that  many  of  the 
people  have  been  spiritually  benefited.' 


The  Rev.  J.  G.  Train,  minister  of  the  congregation  at  Buckhaven, 
having  requested  that  an  evangelist  might  be  sent  to  conduct  evangel- 
istic services  at  that   place  before  the  fishermen   left   home  for  the 
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season,  Mr.  James  Gallacher  was  sent  in  the  middle  of  March  1874, 
and  laboured  assiduously  and  with  acceptance  for  a  fortnight.  Con- 
cerning his  work  Mr.  Train  writes : — 

*  As  you  are  aware,  Mr.  Gallacher  came  to  us  on  Saturday,  March  ISth, 
intending  to  leave  on  the  following  Saturday;  but  we  were  so  much 
encouraged  by  the  attendance  and  results  of  the  meetings  in  the  early 
part  of  the  week,  that  I  thought  it  would  not  be  right  for  him  to  leave  so 
soon,  and  I  accordingly  wrote  to  Newmilns,  where  he  was  expected,  asking 
Mr.  Alston  kindly  to  allow  him  to  remain  for  a  few  days  longer  with  us. 
So  we  had  hun  till  Friday  the  26th. 

'  We  held,  during  the  time  Mr.  Gallacher  was  with  us,  in  all  fifteen 
meetings — ^three  of  these  being  for  children,  and  two  for  young  men. 
Besides  Mr.  Gallacher,  the  following  friends  were  with  us,  and  gave 
addresses  on  different  evenings : — ^Mr.  Jefirey,  of  the  Free  Mission  Church 
here ;  the  Revs.  N.  L.  Walker,  Free  Church,  Dysart ;  John  Young,  New- 
ington  Church,  Edinburgh ;  and  James  Alison,  Boston  Church,  Cupar- 
Fife.  I  may  mention  here  that  these  friends  were  not  only  of  assistance 
to  us  in  giving  addresses  publicly,  but  also  of  very  great  assistance  in 
speaking  privately  with  those  who  waited  to  be  spoken  with  at  the  dose 
of  the  general  meetings ;  and  not  a  night  passed  after  the  first  night  of 
meeting  without  affording  us  opportunities  of  speaking  with  a  conside]> 
able  number  privately. 

'  We  were  much  encouraged  by  finding  from  the  very  first,  that  friends 
who  were  anxious  did  not  allow  themselves  to  be  kept  from  waiting  to  the 
after  meetings  by  any  feelings  of  false  shame.  The  number  of  those  who 
remained  of  their  own  accord  to  be  spoken  with  was  altogether  very  large. 
In  most  cases  this  personal  dealing  appeared  to  result  in  deliverance  from 
all  uncertainty  as  to  the  way  of  salvation,  and  an  intelligent  and  joyful 
entering  on  that  way.  It  was  deeply  touching  to  find  among  some  young 
children  cases  of  very  deep  conviction  of  sin ;  and  most  of  these  little  ones 
seemed  indeed  to  come  to  Him  who  so  explicitly  welcomes  children  to 
Himself.  Perhaps  the  effects  of  the  meetings  were  most  seen  in  the 
Sabbath  school  The  superintendent  has  repeatedly  told  me  that  the 
Sabbaths  succeeding  these  meetings  have  been  the  most  joyful  occasions 
of  teaching  they  have  ever  had ;  the  reason  being  that  a  considerable 
number  of  the  teachers  have  themselves  been  blessed  at  this  time.  Ac- 
cording to  their  own  confession,  they  had  never  themselves  really  received 
Christ,  although,  as  is  the  custom,  they  had  often  pressed  their  scholars 
to  take  Him.  Their  teaching  now  has,  of  course,  that  force  and 
authority  that  belong  to  all  teaching  that  is  the  expression  not  of  fine 
theory  merely,  but  of  joyful  experience.  One  little  child  was  overheard 
sajdng  to  her  teacher,  who  was  urging  her  to  receive  Christ,  "  But  have 
you  Jesus  ? "  To  which  the  teacher  answered,  "  Yes.''  Then  came  the 
further  question :  **  And  had  you  not  Jesus  last  Sabbath  ?  **  To  which 
the  teacher  honestly  and  feelingly  answered,  "  No."  Then,  as  if  the  little 
one  was  overcome  with  awe,  she  remarked,  rather  than  asked,  '*  And  you 
have  Jesus  this  Sabbath?  "  It  is  teaching  of  this  sort  that  has  given  some- 
.thing  like  life  and  purpose  to  the  work  of  the  Sabbath  school  of  late. 

'  I  requested,  at  the  close  of  the  meetings,  all  who  were  prepared  to  say 
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that  they  had  received  spiritual  blessing  for  the  first  time  to  send  in  their 
names  to  me,  and  I  have  received  more  than  forty  names.  We  are  at  pre- 
sent admitting  over  twenty  young  people  to  the  membership  of  the  Church, 
and  almost  all  of  them  acknowledged  that  they  were  led  to  decide  for 
Christ  within  the  past  few  weeks.  It  has  also  given  me  much  joy  apd 
encouragement  to  observe  that  some  middle-aged  people  have  received 
blessing  at  this  time,  and  have  become  the  means  of  blessing  to  their 
families.  These  meetings  having  been  so  much  blessed  to  the  undecided 
and  the  erring,  you  will  expect  to  hear  that  those  who  long  loved  the 
Saviour  have  been  greatly  refreshed  and  invigorated  by  them.  One  of 
the  most  pleasant  meetings  of  the  series  was  one  devoted  to  reading 
passages  of  Scripture  sent  in  as  expressions  of  thanksgiving.  The  most 
of  them  were  from  the  Psalms,  and  the  burden  of  them  all  was,  *'  Bless  the 
Lord,  O  my  soul  I " 

'  In  common  with  many  in  this  place,  I  feel  deeply  thankful  for  Mr. 
Gallacher's  visit.  His  addressesjwere  listened  to  with  the  greatest  interest ; 
and  I  know  that  his  conversations  with  inquirers  in  the  after  meetings 
and  in  their  own  homes  were  much  blessed.  I  am  greatly  pleased  that 
he  went  about  as  much  as  he  did  among  our  men  at  the  harbour,  distri- 
buting tracts,  and  having  snatches  of  profitable  talk  with  them.  There 
is  nothing  I  should  more  desire  for  the  success  of  the  work  here,  than  to 
have  Mr.  Gallacher  in  our  midst  again  for  a  longer  time.  You  may 
remember  that  I  was  very  urgent  that  he  should  be  sent ;  and  my  apology 
for  entering  so  much  into  detail  is,  that  I  wished  that  you  should  be 
assured  that  our  evangelistic  services  have  not  been  resultless.' 


The  Rev.  Samuel  Huston,  of  Newcastle,  having  been  engaged  for 
the  month  of  July  1874  to  conduct  evangelistic  work  in  the  city  of 
Durham  and  the  surrounding  villages,  under  the  direction  of  the  Bev. 
W.  A.  Mitchell,  minister  of  the  congregation  in  Durham,  reports  con- 
cerning the  work  done  as  follows : — 

'  I  very  soon  saw,  as  Mr.  Mitchell  had  previously  indicated,  that  house- 
to-house  visitation  was  the  most  likely  means,  and  in  most  cases  the  only 
means,  of  reaching  those  whom  I  sought  to  benefit ;  and  to  this  work  I 
diligently  devoted  my  time  and  strength,  going  over  a  great  portion  of  the 
streets,  lanes,  courts,  and  passages,  in  the  rooms  of  which  the  working 
classes  chiefly  reside.  Altogether,  I  made  upwards  of  1250  visits  or  calls, 
and  distributed  a  much  larger  number  of  tracts,  giving  these  to  many 
outside.  In  very  many  cases  my  calls  were  only  to  deliver  a  tract,  especi- 
ally in  the  better  class  of  houses ;  but  even  to  the  residents  of  these  the 
tract  bore  a  message,  and  inside  of  many  of  them  was  a  slip,  on  which  was 
printed  the  hours  of  our  Sabbath  service  in  the  Town  Hall,  with  the  name 
of  the  minister. 

*  Most  of  the  tracts  were  readily  received,  except  by  the  Romanists,  of 
whom  I  found  a  large  number.  Many  who  belonged  nominally  to  the 
Church  of  England — which  is  by  far  the  largest  denomination  here — 
acknowledged  that  they  did  not  regularly  attend  church.     A  few  Scotch 
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people  turned  up  here  and  tbere  in  different  parts  of  the  town,  several  of 
whom  seemed  ignorant  that  there  was  a  Presbyterian  church  in  Durham. 
The  greater  number  had  belonged  to  the  Church  of  Scotland  at  home. 
Some  who  had  been  long  in  Durham  had  attended  the  Church  of  England, 
a  few  had  joined  the  Independents  {  and  these  appeared,  upon  the  whole, 
the  most  earnest.  Several  were '  living  in  the  habitual  neglect  of  public 
ordinances.  I  repeatedly  called  upon  the  Presbyterians  whom  I  had 
found  to  be  unconnected  with  any  congregation,  with  the  view  of  per- 
suading them  to  attend  Mr.  Mitchell's  ministry,  and  of  speaking  a  word  in 
season  as  I  had  opportunity.  I  gave  the  names  and  addresses  of  most  of 
the  Scotch  people  found  tcr^tfr.  Mitchell,  and  I  believe  some  of  them  are 
already  in  attendance  on  his  ministry,  and  his  visits  will,  I  hope,  induce 
others  to  follow  their  example.  But  some  of  the  cases  appeared ,  almost 
hopeless,  especially  where  intemperance  was  the  besetting  sin. 

*  The  want  of  tmion  among  the  Dissenters  hinders  any  united  evangelistic 
effort  by  them  at  present ;  yet  there  is  a  .great  need  of  some  permanent 
missionary  agency  to  seek  out  careless  Dissenters  and  absentees,  and  bring 
them,  if  possible,  under  the  ministrations  of  evangelical  and  faithful 
preachers.' 

In  consequence  of  the  withdrawal  of  a  missionary,  who  had  been 
employed  by  the  congregation  of  Sir  Michael  Street  Congregation,  at  the 
very  time  when  a  new  mission  hall  was  to  be  opened,  the  Rev,  W.  E. 
Thomson,  minister  of  the  congregation,  requested  that  one  of  the  Synod's 
evangelists  might  be  sent  to  conduct  evangelistic  services  in  the  new  hall 
for  a  season.  In  compliance  with  his  request,  Mr.  James  Murray  was 
sent  to  Greenock,  and  the  office-bearers  and  friends  of  the  congregation 
have  shown  their  appreciation  of  his  services  by  appointing  him  as  their 
permanent  missionary.    Mr.  Thomson  writes  thus  2 — 

*  We  feel  much  indebted  to  the  Home  Committee  for  continuing  Mr. 
Murray  so  long  with  us ;  and  we  infer,  from  the  terms  of  their  minute,  that 
they  are  willing  he  should  remain  for  two  or  three  weeks  longer.  Indeed, 
I  don't  think  he  could  be  more  profitably  employed  than  he  is  at  present. 
He  is  working  in  the  midst  of  a  large  population,  and  a  manifest  blessing 
attends  his  labours.  He  has  even  done  some  good  work  beyond  our  own 
mission,  having  several  times  addressed  the  Young  Men's  Meeting,  Sabbath 
Morning  Breakfast,  etc.,  with  much  acceptance.  His  services  are  highly 
valued  in  town  generally,  and  we  believe  are  productive  of  much  good.' 

The  Rev.  James  Craig,  formerly  minister  of  the  congregation  of 
Bnrra  Isles,  in  Shetland,  and  now  settled  at  Mossbank,  reports  that,  in 
accordance  with  the  recommendation  of  the  Home  Committee  that  the 
various  ministers  in  his  district  should  unite  in  evangelistic  work,  the 
Rev.  Messrs.  Martin  and  Souter,  Free  Church  ministers  in  Shetland, 
had  united  with  him  in  holding  evangelistic  services,  extending  over  three 
.weeks,  in  the  early  spring  of  1874.    Of  the  work  itself  he  writes  thus : — 
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*  I  have  the  pleasure  of  iDforming  you  that  in  March  last,  Messrs.  Martin 
and  Souter,  of  Dunrossness  and  Coningsburgh,  united  with  me  in  holding 
three  weeks  of  evangelistic  services — a  week  in  each  of  our  districts.  I 
delayed  till  now  writing  you,  that  I  might  say  something  of  results.  I  am 
sorry  to  say  that  in  this  place,  as  yet,  there  is  no  revival.  I  do  not  mean 
our  efforts  have  been  in  vain,  but,  alas !  there  is  not,  at  least  in  this  dis- 
trict, what  is  so  much  needed — a  general  awakening. 

*  It  is  right  to  say  that  my  brethren  firmly  hold  with  me  the  importance 
of  Free  and  United  Presbyterian  ministers  holding  such  meetings  in  our 
respective  districts.  We  attach  much  value  to  our  union  in  this  and  in 
other  ways.  We  believe  it  will  result  in  good ;  and  the  strengthening  of 
our  respective  denominations,  towards  which  this  is  a  mean,  is  much  to  be 
desired  for  Shetland. 

*  You  can  imagine  that  evangelistic  services  in  the  month  of  March  in 
this  county,  and  over  such  wide  districts,  could  not  be  held  without  ex- 
posure ;  but  even  here  we  were  compelled  to  mark  the  guiding  hand  of 
God.  A  heavy  storm,  which  threatened,  as  we  thought,  to  frustrate  our 
design,  only  paved  the  way  to  our  success.  Owing  to  it  the  people  could 
not  get  out  to  work  on  their  grounds  nor  to  the  sea,  and  thus  excellent 
audiences  were  secured.  We  had  two  nieetings  in  Burra  daily, — in  the 
church  at  night,  at  different  parts  of  the  district  through  the  day.  We 
had  large  meetings  in  Dunrossness  and  Coningsburgh,  and  even  on 
unfavourable  nights  well-nigh  200  people. 

'  The  attendance  was  encouraging,  the  interest  manifested  seemed  great 
at  the  time,  and  we  did  think  that  we  were  not  without  the  presence  of 
the  Spirit  At  least  much  good  seed  was  sown,  and  committed  to  the 
care  of  Him  who  has  said,  "  My  word  shall  not  return  to  me  void."  It  is 
our  united  expectation  that  the  fruit  will  in  due  time  appear. 

'  I  will  only  further  add,  that  this,  the  first  attempt  of  the  kind,  has  been, 
and  specially  considering  the  weather  and  the  difficulties  of  travel,  such 
as  on  the  whole  to  encourage  us.  Such  united  action  of  Free  and  United 
Presbyterian  ministers,  if  energetically  engaged  in  through  the  country, 
would  be  very  useful,  and  it  would  be  very  desirable  to  see  it  generally 
done.' 

At  a  later  date,  5th  April  1875,  the  Rev.  James  Craig,  then  settled 
at  Mossbank,  forwarded  a  fuller  report  of  these  meetings  at  Burra,  with 
references  to  other  evangelistic  work  in  Shetland,  in  which  the  services 
of  several  ministers  and  evangelists  had  been  obtained.     He  writes : — 

*  I  have  already  written  to  you  that  we  had  unitedly  held  a  week  of 
evangelistic  services  in  each  of  our  districts ;  but  at  that  time  we  could 
only  speak  of  large  audiences  which  had  met  night  after  night  notwith- 
standing the  severity  of  the  weather,  of  the  deep  seriousness  apparent,  and 
of  the  great  benefit  we  ourselves  had  derived  from  these  services.  I  may 
mention  the  effect  produced  when  first  Sankey's  hymn,  "The  gate's  ajar," 
was  sung  in  the  hearing  of  the  Burra  people.  It  was  at  the  first  meeting 
of  the  series,  conducted  by  Mr.  Martin  of  Dunrossness  and  myself,  held  on 
a  gloomy  winter  day  in  a  building  of  the  most  miserable  description  in 
the  north  end  of  Burra.     The  place  was  crammed,  a  great  many  men 
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from  the  Faroe  fishing-smacks,  that  were  lying  in  the  Yoe  ready  to  sail, 
being  fortunately  present  Mr.  Martin  sang  the  hymn  himself,  as  at  this 
time  these  hymns  were  unknown  in  the  island.  Greatly  struck  myself,  I 
looked  around  on  the  audience.  It  was  apparent  they  were  deeply 
affected ;  and  one  old  man  at  the  dose  remarked  to  me  that  he  had  never 
heard  the  message  of  mercy  so  touchingly  expressed  and  delivered.  It 
was  a  matter  of  much  gratification  to  us  that  these  Faroe  fishers  were  pre- 
sent  Since  this  we  had  cause  to  remark  the  providence  of  Grod,  for 
whilst  the  wind  prevented  their  sailing,  it  was  a  good  day  for  such  meet- 
ings as  we  were  holding.  Our  method  of  conducting  evangelistic  work 
in  our  different  districts  was  generally  as  follows : — ^In  the  afternoon  we 
held  cottage  meetings,  thus  enabling  the  aged  and  infirm  to  share  in  the 
benefit,  or  visited  as  many  hamlets  ("  touns,''  as  the  Shetlanders  call  them) 
as  we  could  overtake ;  and  in  the  evenings  the  principal  meeting  was  held 
in  the  churches.  There  was  much  faithful  dealing  in  those  visitations 
with  the  consciences  of  the  people ;  in  some  of  their  bouses  we  were  cor- 
dially met,  and  on  the  minds  of  some  careless,  serious  impression  was  left 
'  So  far  as  Burra  is  concerned,  the  apparent  effect  of  our  meetings  has 
only  been  that,  on  the  part  of  many  at  the  time,  there  was  an  eager 
listening  to  the  gospel  message,  whilst  a  number  of  church-going  people 
stated  that  by  these  services  they  had  been  equally  encouraged  and  re- 
freshed. I  cannot  say  much  as  to  the  conversion  of  sinners ;  yet  the  fol- 
lowing letter  I  received  from  a  young  man  in  August  last  furnishes 
pleasing  proof  that  the  services  had  not  been  in  vain : — "  Before  I  left 
home,"  he  writes,  immediately  after  the  meeting,  "  I  was  under  serious 
convictions ;  I  prayed  to  God  that  something  I  might  hear  from  you  that 
Sunday  might  give  me  peace  vdth  Him,  but  could  find  nothing,  only  the 
darkness  of  my  sins  opening  up  more  to  my  view.  That  day  you  read 
the  3d  chapter  of  Romans,  and  the  1st  and  2d  verses  struck  me  much. 
I  thought  if  the  Jews  had  had  such  advantages,  what  more  I  had  had  !  I 
could  only  say,  as  you  read  the  chapter,  That  is  a  description  of  me.  I  am 
guilty  of  the  whole,  but  could  never  see  how  I  was  to  get  dear  of  this. 
I  had  convictions  of  sin,"  he  says,  "  three  years  ago,  but  they  were  trifled 
away,  and  since  that  time  a  thought  of  such  things  had  never  crossed  my 
•  mind ;  but  now  it  came  to  my  mind  that  this  might  be  the  last  call  of  the 
Spirit  I  would  have,  and  I  could  get  no  rest.  I  always  tried  to  find  some- 
thing good  in  self,  till  one  night  it  came  to  my  mind  that  I  would  take 
God's  word  for  it  He  tells  us  in  His  word  that  Christ  died  for  sinners,  and 
His  word  must  be  broken  before  my  soul  can  be  lost.  Very  often  doubts 
and  fears  arise  in  my  mind  whether  I  am  saved  or  not ;  but  I  can  answer 
them  all  when  I  see  that  God*s  promise  cannot  be  broken." 

*  Whilst  by  this  yoimg  man  the  Saviour's  invitation  has  been  accepted, 
several  young  men,  his  contemporaries,  who  faithfully  attended  those 
meetings,  have  been  lost  at  sea ;  others,  also  present  at  them,  are  now 
residing  in  different  colonies ;  and  others  are  sailing  to  different  parts  of 
the  world.  I  trust  that  the  above  is  not  the  only  case  of  conversion.  How 
gratifying  to  me  would  it  be  to  know  that,  when  the  ship  of  the  others 
went  down,  Jesus  Christ  was  with  them,  as  their  refuge  and  their  strength 
in  that  serious  hour  I  Even  in  far  lands  may  the  seed  we  sowed  yet  yield 
a  bountiful  harvest. 

*•  It  is  gratifying  to  be  able  to  add  that  in  Coningsburgh  and  Dunrossness 
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excellent  restdts  have  followed  from  the' services  we  inaugurated.  From  a 
letter  received  in  August  last,  my  friend  Mr.  Martin  informs  me  "  that  the 
meetings  we  commenced  in  March  were  continued  by  the  ministers  of  the 
locality  for  some  weeks,  until  the  people  had  to  attend  to  the  spring  work 
and  the  fishing. **  They  were  resumed  as  soon  as  possible ;  and  during  a 
visit  paid  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Wilson,  of  the  Tolbooth  Established  Church, 
with  other  friends  from  Edinburgh,  it  was  apparent  that  the  work  of  God 
was  making  decided  progress.  Earnest  efforts  were  put  forth ;  and  at  one 
meeting  of  inquirers,  when  140  or  150  were  present,  nearly  all  professed 
that  they  had  given  themselves  to  the  Saviour.  I  understand  that  re- 
peatedly at  the  Edinburgh  meetings  prayer  was  offered  for  the  Shetland  Isles; 
but  this  fact  alone,  to  which  I  believe  other  striking  facts  might  be  added, 
suffices  as  a  confirmation  of  God's  willingness  to  bless,  and  should  stimulate 
to  renewed  effort  Not  only  in  the  southern  cities  and  districts,  but  in 
these  remote  isles,  the  blessing  has  descended,  and  souls  have  been  won  to 
Christ.  After  all  deductions  (I  am  referring  to  the  districts  of  Burra, 
Coningsburgh,  and  Dunrossness  alone),  decided  good  has  been  effected. 
Our  labours  have  not  been  in  vain. 

<  In  the  month  of  June,  two  evangelists,  Messrs.  Mowatt  and  Birkett,  of 
the  Scottish  North-East  Coast  Mission,  were  sent  to  visit  in  Shetland 
churches.  They  began  in  Burra,  where  they  laboured  for  a  fortnight. 
They  visited  daily,  taking  separate  districts,  and  held  nightly  meetings  in 
the  church,  which  were  well  attended.  On  the  first  Sabbath,  in  my 
absence  they  occupied  the  pulpit,  whilst  on  the  second,  at  both  diets  of 
worship,  addresses  on  the  great  salvation  were  delivered  by  the  evan- 
gelists and  myself  to  large  congregations,  numbers  of  whom  had  come 
from  the  surrounding  islands.  In  the  course  of  the  fortnight  a  meeting 
was  held  in  the  island  of  Havera,  and  then  in  the  island  of  Trondra,  all 
of  which  were  of  an  encouraging  character. 

'  It  is  due  to  the  two  evangelists  to  state  that  they  proved  themselves 
earnest  and  efficient  workmen — ^men  who  fear  God,  and  zealous  in  the 
cause  of  Christ  Their  addresses  were  much  appreciated  by  the  people ; 
and  though  at  the  time  both  they  and  I  were  disappointed  with  the 
results,  I  am  now  satisfied  that  their  visit  has  been  beneficial  to  the 
islands.  One  very  careless  individual  acknowledged  to  myself  that  the 
address  of  one  of  the  evangelists,  bearing  on  the  sinner's  folly  and  cri- 
minality in  refusing  the  gospel  offer,  had  come  home  to  his  conscience. 
A  tribute  this,  at  least,  to  the  power  of  the  truth,  even  though  it  should 
not,  ajs  I  fear  it  has  not,  prove  to  him  the  power  of  God  unto  his  salva- 
tion. I  was  much  gratified  by  hearing  from  the  lips  of  many,  when  visit- 
ing after  the  evangelists  had  departed,  that  their  visit  had  proved  edifying ; 
not  a  few  remarking,  "  What  responsibility  we  lie  under,  possessing  such 
means  of  grace  I " 

*  The  services  of  the  evangelists  were  very  successful  in  Lerwick ;  but 
I  only  remark  that  in  Mossbank  and  Ollaberry  districts,  in  each  of  which 
they  laboured  for  a  fortnight,  their  services  have  also  proved  usefid.  This 
effort  in  Shetland  on  the  part  of  our  Church  has  proved  successful ;  not 
only  have  our  own  congregations  reaped  a  blessing,  but  others  also.  I 
have  heard  on  good  authority  that  a  minister  of  a  neighbouring  congrega- 
tion acknowledges  that,  through  the  services  of  our  agents,  his  congrega- 
tion has  been  qxuckened. 
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*  In  the  month  of  November,  at  Mossbank,  to  which  I  had  now  dome, 
after  the  annual  missionary  meeting  I  resolved  to  have  a  week  of  evan- 
gelistic services.  In  these  I  was  assisted  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Murray,  Free 
Church  minister,  North  Yell.  We  held  cottage  meetings  in  Thoft  and 
Firth,  and  a  nightly  meeting  in  the  church  at  Mossbank,  which,  consider- 
ing the  violent  weather,  was  well  attended.  I  can  only  say  that  at  all 
these  meetings  the  gospel  of  Christ  was  pointedly  and  afiFectionately 
preached,  the  greatest  interest  in  listening  to  it  was  shown,  and  I  do  not 
doubt  that  immortal  souls  were  blessed. 

'  I  must  not  trespass  further  on  your  time,  though  I  could  go  further  into 
details.  I  conclude  with  this  remark :  I  cannot  but  believe  that  God  has 
blessed  the  ordinary  ministrations  both  in  the  Burra  Isles  and  in  Mossbank ; 
still  it  is  my  decided  conviction  that  evangelistic  services,  if  possible  twice 
or  even  thrice  a  year,  with  cordial  co-operation  with  neighbouring  minis- 
ters, are  much  needed  in  Shetland.  In  all  our  congregations  I  firmly 
believe  God  is  carrying  on  His  work  ;  but  when  you  consider  our  isola- 
tion, and  the  natural  tendency  of  a  well-organized  series  of  evangelistic 
services  to  interest  and  quicken,  I  feel  more  and  more  tliat  it  is  our  duty 
to  attempt  them,  and,  with  the  good  Spirit's  omnipotent  co-operation,  we 
shall  yet  reach  higher  results.' 


The  above  extracts  will  show  that  the  services  of  the  evangelistic 
agents  employed  by  the  Synod  have  been  generally  acceptable  in  the 
places  to  which  they  have  been  sent,  and  that,  in  some  instances,  thej 
seem   to  have  been  remarkably  successful   in    arresting  attention,  in 
leading   numbers  to  earnest  inquiry  about  their  state  and  character 
before  God,  in  directing  the  awakened  and  the  anxious  to  the  Saviour, 
and  in  quickening   the  Christian   activity  of  some  who  had  already 
believed  through  grace.    In  several  instances,  ministers  have  cheerfully 
given  their  time  and  efforts  to  supplement  the  labours  of  the  evangelists, 
or  to  supply  their  lack  of  service,  when,  from  other  engagements,  they 
could  not  be  sent  to  places  in  which  there  seemed  to  be  favourable 
openings  or  earnest  calls  for  evangelistic  work.     On  account  of  the 
retirement  of  some  of  the  agents  from  the  service  of  the  Synod,  to 
which  reference  was  made  at  the  commencement  of  this  Report,  there 
has  occasionally  been  some  difficulty  in  meeting  the  requests  for  assistance 
in  evangelistic  efforts  which  have  been  forwarded  to  the  Home  Secretary 
and  the  Committee ;  but  the  cases  in  which  the  desired  aid  has  not  been 
granted  have  been  comparatively  few,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  present 
number  of  agents  may  soon  be  so  increased  that  the  occasion  for  similar 
disappointment  in  future  may  be  removed.     As  one  indication  or  result 
of  the  wave  of  revival  which  has  recently  been  passing  over  many  dis-' 
tricts  of  the  country,  there  seems  to  have  been  manifested  among  large 
classes  of  the  community  a  greater  receptivity  for  gospel  truth,  and 
greater  readiness  to  avail  themselves  of  the  opportunities  afforded  for 
their  instruction  in  the  knowledge  of  divine  things.     In  most  places 
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which  they  have  visited,  the  evangelists  have  therefore  found  larger 
and  more  attentive  audiences  than  in  some  previous  years  ;  and  it  may 
be  confidently  hoped  that  their  earnest  and  abundant  labours  have,  during 
the  past  year,  been  more  widely  productive  of  the  desired  results,  and 
have,  on  a  larger  scale  than  before,  been  made  instrumental,  through 
the  effectual  working  of  the  Divine  Spirit,  in  promoting  the  glory  of 
God  and  the  honour  of  Christ  in  the  salvation  of  men. 

Reference  was  made  in  last  Report  to  the  endeavours  of  the  Joint- 
Committee  of  the  Presbytery  of  Glasgow  and  of  the  Home  Committee 
of  the  Board  of  Missions  to  obtain  a  site  for  the  erection  of  the  Church 
for  the  Masses  in  Glasgow,  for  which  funds  were  provided  by  one  of 
the  munificent  bequests  of  the  late  Mr.  John  Henderson  of  Park.  A 
suitable  site  has  now  been  obtained  at  Overuewton,  on  land  belonging 
to  the  City  of  Glasgow  Improvement  Trust.  The  title-deeds  are  at 
present  being  prepared  by  Mr.  J.  B.  Eadston  of  Glasgow,  with  a  view  to 
the  payment  of  the  purchase-money  at  Whitsunday,  and  the  erection 
of  the  church  will  thereafter  be  commenced  with  all  convenient  despatch. 
The  Home  Committee  and  the  Presbytery  have  nominated  as  trustees, 
by  whom  this  property  may  be  held  on  behalf  of  the  Synod  of  the 
United  Presbyterian  Church,  Messrs.  John  M^Ewen,  David  M'Cowan, 
jBobert  T.  Middleton,  James  Morton  of  Greenock,  James  Alexander  of 
Helensburgh,  Peter  Hamilton,  and  Hugh  Bamett ;  Dr.  James  Mitchell, 
with  the  Clerk  of  the  Presbytery  of  Glasgow,  and  the  Home  Secretary, 
ex  ojfficiis.  It  is  proposed  that  the  site  shall  be  conveyed  to  these  Trustees 
in  trust  that  they  shall  permit  the  buildings  raised  upon  it  to  be  used 
for  public  worship  in  connection  with  the  United  Presbyterian  Church, 
for  evangelistic  work,  for  the  training  of  evangelists,  or  for  any  other 
purpose  which  the  Synod  may  appoint,  either  directly  or  through  the 
parties  whom  it  may  appoint  from  time  to  time  for  the  superintendence 
and  direction  of  the  Christian  work  which  may  be  carried  on  in  con- 
nection with  this  church.  It  may  be  expedient,  therefore,  that  the 
Synod  should,  at  its  present  meeting,  sanction  the  appointment  of  the 
parties  whose  names  are  given  above,  as  trustees  of  the  Henderson 
Memorial  Church  ;  and  should,  meanwhile,  formally  remit  all  matters 
connected  with  the  erection  and  the  constitution  of  this  church  to  the 
Joint-Committee  which  has  been  appointed  in  connection  with  it  by  the 
Home  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Missions  and  by  the  Presbytery  of 
Glasgow,  authorizing  said  Joint-Committee  to  act  in  the  name  of  the 
Synod  in  the  intervals  between  the  meetings  of  the  Supreme  Court, 
instructing  them  to  consult  with  the  Presbytery  and  the  Home  Committee 
in  reference  to  the  selection  of  a  minister  and  the  steps  necessary  for 
his  settlement,  and  requiring  them  to  present  to  the  Synod  itself  an 
annual  report  of  their  procedure. 

The  question  of  the   provision   to  be  made  fpr   the  proper  and

effective  training  of  evangelists,  is  closely  connected  with  the  erection  of 
the  above  church.  It  has  already  been  reported  to  the  Synod  that 
David  Paton,  Esq.,  of  Alloa,  has  agreed  to  permit  the  Home  Committee 
to  appropriate  a  portion  of  the  funds  which  he  has  placed  at  their  dis- 
possJ  for  evangelistic  purposes,  to  the  support,  as  pastor  of  this  church, 
of  an  efficient  minister,  with  aptitudes  and  inclinations  for  evangelistic 
work,  in  order  that  under  him  young  men  may  enjoy  practical  training 
for  the  office  of  an  evangelist.  Whatever  may  be  the  course  of  instruction 
which  it  may  be  found  necessary  or  expedient  to  impart  to  young  men  who 
are  desirous  of  entering  on  the  work  of  city  or  congregational  missionaries, 
or  of  evangelists,  suitable  arrangements  for  that  course  may  be  combined 
with  the  other  services  and  uses  to  which  this  church  may  be  appro- 
priated ;  while,  in  the  direct  evangelistic  work  of  which  the  church  and 
congregation  at  Overnewton  are  intended  to  be  the  centre,  and  under 
the  guidance  of  the  minister,  who  is  to  be  the  promoter  and  director  of 
that  work,  these  young  men  may  obtain  that  personal  acquaintance  with 
the  ordinary  details  of  mission  work  which  is  the  most  practical  and 
effective  training  for  its  successful  performance.  The  Henderson  church 
may  thus  be  made  not  only  a  lasting  memorial  of  one  of  the  most  con- 
sistent, liberal,  and  honoured  benefactors  of  the  United  Presbyterian 
Church,  but  also  a  beneficent  centre  of  Christian  activity  and  useful- 
ness on  an  extended  scale,  and  a  school  in  which  fitting  agents  may  be 
trained  and  instituted  for  that  missionary  and  evangelistic  service  through 
which  they  may,  in  connection  with  the  United  Presbyterian  Church, 
widely  extend  the  influence  and  blessings  of  the  gospel  among  ^  the 
masses,  not  only  of  Glasgow,  but  also  of  other  large  towns,  and  in  the 
populous  seats  of  our  mining  and  manufacturing  industries.

Besides  the  Resenre  Fund  of  £1660  from  Mr.  Alexander 

Paton's  Bequest,  of  which  £266, 16s.  may  be  carried 

into  the  account  of  income  for  1876. 

It  is  necessary  to' note  here  that  the  sum  of  £481,  16s.  4d.,  entered 
in  the  expenditure  under  the  head  ^  Special  Donations  received  for  and 
paid  to  congregations  and  stations/  and  a  corresponding  portion  of  the 
income  for  the  year,  have  been  in  no  sense  imder  the  control  of  the 
Home  Committee,  as  the  money  was  forwarded  to  the  Synod's  Treasurer 
with  an  express  allocation  by  the  donors  to  a  specified  purpose,  and  was 
paid  over  by  him  to  the  congregation,  station,  or  society  to  which  it  was 
thus  allocated.  It  also  appears  from  the  above  statement  of  accounts 
that  the  total  income  for  the  year  1874  has  exceeded  the  expenditure  by 
£8,  18s.  4d.;  but  that  if  the  sum  derived  from  Mr.  Alexander  Paton's 
trust  had  not  been  carried  into  the  account,  there  would  have  been  a 
deficiency  of  income  of  £247,  6s.  8d.  The  statement  may  be  brought 
down  to  the  31st  March  1875  as  follows  : —

In  last  year  s  Report  on  the  Evangelistic  Fund  it  was  stated  that  the 
balance  at  31st  March  1874  was  £182,  5s.  Id.  against  the  Fund,  while 
the  above  balance  is  £135,  8s.  7d.  in  favour  of  the  Fund.  This  shows 
an  improvement  in  the  present  position  of  the  Fund  as  compared  with 
last  year  of  £317,  13s.  7d.  But  it  is  to  be  remembered  that  resolutions 
were  adopted  by  the  Synod  in  May  last,  in  connection  with  the 
Augmentation  of  Stipends  Scheme,  which  made  all  grants  for  the 
support  of  ordinances  in  congregations  whose  ministers  receive  an 
annual  stipend  of  more  than  £200  payable  out  of  the  Evangelistic 
Branch  of  the  Home  Mission  Fund ;  and  that,  as  these  resolutions  were 
in  force  during  only  seven  months  in  the  year  1874,  the  expenditure 
under  the  Evangelistic  Fund  will  necessarily  be  greater  in  1875  than  it 
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was  in  the  previous  year,  and  the  Fund  will  consequently  demand  in- 
creased support,  in  order  that  its  efficiency  and  usefulness  may  be 
maintained.  The  generous  interest  which  Mr.  David  Paton  has  long 
manifested  in  this  department  of  the  Synod's  operations,  and  in  the 
prosperity  of  this  branch  of  the  Home  Mission  Fund,  has  been  alluded 
to  in  former  Beports,  and  was  specially  noted  in  the  Report  presented 
to  the  Synod  in  May  last.  That  generosity  has  been  further  displayed 
during  the  past  year,  during  which,  in  addition  to  his  ordinary  contribu- 
tions, Mr.  Paton  has  once  and  again,  in  the  most  unobtrusive  manner, 
handed  over  to 'the  Synod's  Treasurer  the  amount  of  interest  which  had 
become  due  from  certain  securities  held  by  the  Treasurer,  but  which,  at 
least  for  the  time,  could  not  be  realized  from  the  ordinary  commercial 
sources.  This  example  is  worthy  of  imitation,  so  that  by  the  united 
liberality  and  cheerful  offerings  of  the  members  and  friends  of  the 
Church  the  Fund  may  be  adequately  supported,  and  the  Evangelistic 
Scheme  may  be  wisely  and  efficiently  maintained. 

The  recommendation  of  the  Synod  in  May  last,  that  ^  Presbyteries 
should  hold  an  early  conference  on  Home  Evangelization,  and  should 
consider  whether  it  might  not  be  well  again  to  make  arrangements  for 
a  series  of  successive  meetings  in  the  different  congregations  under  their 
inspection,  and  also  endeavour  to  enlist  the  sympathies  and  efforts  of 
sessions  for  the  revival  of  religion  and  the  conversion  of  souls  within 
the  sphere  of  their  influence,'  has  been  carried  into  effect  in  many 
presbyteries,  if  not  in  all  the  presbyteries  of  the  Church;  but  few 
reports  concerning  these  conferences  have  been  forwarded  to  the  Home 
Committee  through  the  Secretary.  One  of  those  presbyteries  which 
did  report  was  the  Presbytery  of  Aberdeen,  and  the  series  of  evangel- 
istic meetings  and  services  in  connection  with  the  congregations  of  that 
Presbytery,  of  which  a  report  is  given  above,  at  page  163,  affords  an 
illustration  of  the  benefits  which  may  result  from  such  conferences. 
The  Presbytery  of  Kilmarnock  requested  the  presence  of  some  member 
of  the  Home  Committee  who  had  had  experience  of  evangelistic  work  at 
their  conference  on  the  subject ;  and  the  Rev.  R.  M.  Gibson  of  Partick 
and  Mr.  Clark  of  Barrhead  attended  that  conference  on  the  9th  June, 
as  deputies  from  that  Committee.  They  afterwards  reported  that 
unusual  interest  in  evangelistic  work  was  manifested  by  those  present ; 
that  the  conversation  on  the  subject  was  earnest  and  practical ;  and  that 
they  were  hopeful  much  good  would  result  from  the  conference.  In 
the  Presbytery  of  Glasgow,  the  Evangelistic  Committee  made  arrange- 
ments for  a  series  of  meetings  in  most  of  the  United  Presbyterian 
churches  in  the  city,  and  these  arrangements  were  carried  out  energeti- 
cally and  successfully  in  a  large  number  of  congregations.  In  other 
presbyteries,  from  which  no  formal  or  official  report  has  been  received, 
it  is  known  that  the  conference  recommended  by  the  Synod  was  held, 
with  the  result  of  increasing  interest,  and  augmenting  effect,  in  con- 
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nection  with  evangelistic  work.  It  is  desirable,  however,  that  in  making 
any  similar  recommendation  to  the  Presbyteries  of  the  Church  in  future 
years,  the  Synod  should  give  more  definite  instructions  that  a  report 
from  each  Presbytery  shall  bejBent  to  the  Home  Committee  through  the 
Secretary  of  that  Committee. 

In  connection  with  the  instruction  of  the  Synod,  ^  that  Presbyteries 
should  direct  their  earnest  attention  to  the  means  by  which  the  spiritual 
wants  of  the  agricultural,  mining,  and  ironworking  population  may  be 
more  effectively  supplied,'  the  Presbytery  of  Paisley  and  Greenock  have 
renewed  their  recommendation  of  the  previous  year,  'that  wherever 
action  is  taken,  it  should  be  carried  out  vigorously,  that  some  neighbour- 
ing congregation  should  be  invited  to  foster  any  station  that  may  be 
opened,  and  that  the  building  of  a  mission  church,  with  the  settlement 
of  a  minister,  should  be  aimed  at  as  speedily  as  possible,  with  the  dis- 
pensation of  sealing  ordinances.'  The  remaining  presbyteries  of  the 
Church  have  not  reported  any  suggestions  to  the  Committee;  but  the 
Presbytery  of  Hamilton  have  commenced  two  stations  at  Newton  and 
Cambnslang,  at  the  former  of  which  the  Kev.  Mr.  Murray,  recently 
engaged  in  mission  work  at  Cadiz,  in  Spain,  is  at  present  labouring  to 
build  up  a  congregation  with  some  encouraging  success,  while  the 
station  at  Cambuslang  has  already  been  formed  into  a  congregation, 
whose  members  have  secured  a  site,  on  which  they  are  erecting  a  brick 
hall,  and  will  afterwards  build  a  permanent  church,  and  hope  to  be  self- 
supporting  as  soon  as  they  shall  obtain  the  settlement  of  a  suitable 
pastor. 

The  Committee  which  was  appointed  by  the  Synod  to  prepare  a 
pastoral  address  on  revivals  and  evangelistic  work,  and  of  which  the 
Bev.  Dr.  Ritchie  of  Dunse  was  convener,  performed  the  duty  assigned 
to  them  with  promptitude  and  care;  and  the  able  and  instructive  address 
which  tliey  prepared  was  printed  and  distributed  under  the  direction  of 
the  Home  Secretary.  About  64,000  copies  were  circulated  in  the 
congregations  of  the  Church,  a  parcel  containing  copies  in  the  pro- 
portion of  one  to  every  three  members  on  the  Communion  roll  being 
sent  in  the  first  instance  to  every  congregation  without  charge,  and  a 
considerable  number  of  congregations  obtaining  a  further  supply  at  the 
rate  of  6s.  per  100  copies.  The  expense  incurred  by  the  printing  and 
circulation  of  this  address  amounted  to  X136,  lis.,  and  the  sums 
received  from  congi'egations  for  extra  parcels  amounted  to  £12,  19s.  4d. 
There  is  consequently  a  balance  of  £123,  lis.  8d.  due  to  the  Treasurer 
of  the  Synod  on  account  of  this  address ;  and  the  Home  Committee 
recommend  that  that  sum  should  be  paid  out  of  the  Synod's  General 
Fund,  as  the  preparation  of  the  address  was  appointed  by  the  Synod  for 
the  benefit  of  all  the  congregations  on  its  roll. 

At  the  sixth  sederunt  of  the  meeting  of  Synod  in  May  1874,  the 
following  resolution  was  unanimously  adopted : — ^  That  the  importance 
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and  need  of  further  church  extension,  and  systematic  evangelistic  efforts 
in  Glasgow,  as  brought  before  the  Synod,  call  for  immediate  and 
strenuous  efforts  to  promote  these  objects,  and  the  Synod  remit  to  the 
Presbytery  of  Glasgow  and  the  Home  Mission  Committee  to  devise 
measures  with  all  expedition  for  this  end.'  This  important  remit  of 
Synod  has  been  taken  into  their  earnest  consideration,  both  by  the  Home 
Committee  of  the  Board  of  Missions,  and  by  the  Presbytery  of  Glasgow ; 
and  as  the  result  of  their  joint  deliberations,  the  Glasgow  Church  Plant- 
ing and  Evangelization  Board  has  been  organized,  and  brought  into  active 
operation.  The  following  resolutions  have  been  adopted  as  the  constitu- 
tion of  the  new  Board : — 

I.  That  a  Special  Board  shall  be  formed  in  connection  with  the  United 
Presbyterian  Church  in  Glasgow,  for  planting  New  Congregations  in 
necessitous  or  promising  localities,  and  for  the  systematic  prosecution  of 
Home  Mission  work  in  poorer  and  densely  populated  districts. 

n.  That  the  Board  shall  be  called  *  The  Glasgow  Chubch  Plant- 
ing AND  Evangelization  Board,'  and  shall  consist  of  thirty-six 
members — ministers,  elders,  or  members  of  the  United  Presbyterian 
Church — ^who  shall  be  chosen,  in  the  first  instance,  in  equal  proportions 
by  the  Presbytery  of  Glasgow,  the  Home  Committee  of  the  Board  of 
Missions,  and  the  Glasgow  United  Presbyterian  Elders'  Association. 

ni.  That  after  the  first  year^  one-third  of  the  members  of  each 
section  of  the  Board  shall  retire  annually,  but  may  be  re-elected ;  the 
vacancies  to  be  filled  up  in  the  proportion  of  one-fourth  by  the  Presby- 
tery of  Glasgow,  one-fourth  by  the  Home  Committee  of  the  Board  of 
Missions,  one-fourth  by  the  Glasgow  United  Presbyterian  Elders'  Asso- 
ciation, and  one-fourth  by  election  at  an  Annual  Pubhc  Meeting,  to  be 
held  in  the  month  of  Octobej,  at  which  the  proceedings  of  the  Board 
for  the  preceding  year  shall  be  reported,  and  an  account  of  its  funds 
submitted. 

rV.  That  the  Board  shall  appoint  its  own  Chairman,  Secretary,  and 
Treasurer,  who  may  be  ministers,  elders,  or  private  members  of  the 
Church. 

y.  That  the  Board  shall  meet  regularly  once  a  month,  and  at  other 
times  as  business  may  require — nine  members  to  constitute  a  quorum. 

YI.  That  the  Board  shall  endeavour  at  the  outset  to  raise  a  fund  of 
at  least  £20,000,  both  the  interest  and  the  principal  of  which  may  be 
used  for  the  furtherance  of  its  objects ;  shall  seek  to  make  arrangements 
with  individuals  and  congregations,  by  which  an  annual  revenue  maybe 
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obtained  for  the  continuous  prosecution  of  its  work ;  and  shall  aim  at 
inducing  particular  congregations  to  organize  new  congregations  and 
erect  churches  in  special  districts  where  missionary  work  is  carried  on  by 
them,  and  where  regular  and  permanent  ordinances  seem  to  be  required. 

Vn.  That  the  Board  may  use  its  funds  for  any  of  the  following 
purposes : — (1)  for  all  expenses  necessary  for  the  efficient  management 
of  its  affairs ;  (2)  for  carrying  on  evangelistic  work  in  necessitous  or 
hopeful  places ;  (3)  for  providing  temporary  accommodation  for  newly 
formed  stations;  (4)  for  aiding  congregations^  when  formed^  in  the 
erection  of  permanent  places  of  worship ;  (5)  for  defraying  expenses 
connected  with  the  supply  of  preaching  in  stations  or  congregations,  and 
other  incidental  outlay;  and  (6)  for  securing  adequate  stipends  to 
ministers  who  may  be  settled  in  congregations,  so  long  as,  in  the  judg- 
ment of  the  Board,  such  assistakice  ought  to  be  afforded. 

VIII.  That  all  the  work  of  the  Board  shall  be  done  in  accordance 
with  Presbyterial  order ;  and  that  in  all  its  operations,  the  Board  shall 
endeavour  to  secure  the  concurrence  and  co-operation  of  the  Home 
Committee  of  the  Synod's  Board  of  Missions. 

IX.  That  any  proposed  alteration  of  this  Constitution  shall  be  sub- 
mitted to  one  meeting  of  the  Board,  and  considered  by  another ;  and, 
before  being  adopted,  shall  receive  the  sanction  of  the  Home  Conunittee 
of  the  Mission  Board,  and  of  the  Presbytery.

At  the  first  meeting  of  the  Board  it  was  agreed  to  appoint  three 
Standing  Committees :  on  Finance,  on  Sites  and  Buildings,  and  on 
Evangelistic  Agencies  and  Operations ;  and  to  constitute  as  a  Chairman's 
or  Executive  Committee,  for  the  transaction  of  any  business  which  might 
be  remitted  to  it  by  the  Board  as  urgent^  and  requiring  immediate  action, 
the  Chairman,  Secretary,  and  Treasurer  of  the  Board,  with  the  Con- 
veners of  the  three  Standing  Committees.  The  office-bearers  of  the 
Board  are  thus  appointed  as  follows : —

Mr.  John  Gourlay,  Treasurer, 

Mr.  Robert  T.  Middleton,  of  Hillfoot,  Convener  of  Finance  Committee.

Dr.  Greorge  Jeffrey,  Convener  of  Committee  on  Evangelistic  Agencies,  etc. 

Dr.  Robert  S.  Scott,  Secretary. 

As  the  first  business  of  the  Board  was  to  provide  the  funds  by  which 
the  operations  which  it  contemplates  may  be  sustained,  the  attention  of 
the  Finance  Committee  has  been  earnestly  directed  to  that  subject.  By 
a  spontaneous  and  most  harmonious  effort,  67  ministers  of  the  city  of 
Glasgow  and  its  vicinity  contributed  £1097,  payable  by  instalments  in 
four  parts,  and  handed  the  list  of  subscribers  to  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Board,  in  order  to  commence  the  Capital  Fund  of  £20,000.  Other 
subscriptions  to  the  extent  of  at  least  £3000  have  already  been  secured ; 
and  as  a  bequest  of  £1000  for  evangelistic  work  in  Glasgow  will  shortly 
become  payable  to  the  Synod's  Treasurer,  which  it  is  hoped  the  Synod 
may  add  to  this  Fund,  £5000,  or  one-fourth  of  the  proposed  amount, 
has  already  been  secured  for  the  Capital  Fund  of  the  new  Board.  More 
recently  circulars  have  been  issued  to  the  elders  in  Glasgow,  requesting 
them  to  consider  the  propriety  of  making  a  special  elders'  effort,  similar 
to  that  of  the  ministers,  on  behalf  of  the  new  Fund ;  and  after  the  result 
of  this  appeal  has  been  ascertained,  application  for  the  balance  of  the 
proposed  Fund  may  be  made  to  the  congregations  in  Glasgow  generally. 
Meanwhile  the  Finance  Committee  are  diligently  prosecuting  the  work 
committed  to  them,  and  endeavouring  to  obtain  liberal  aid  from  the 
more  wealthy  portion  of  the  membership  of  the  Glasgow  congregations, 
and  from  friends  of  the  Church  in  other  places.  By  that  means  it  is 
expected  that  the  Capital  Fund  may  ere  long  be  made  up  to  the  proposed 
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amount  of  £20,000,  which  is  neither  too  large  for  the  work  to  be  accom- 
plished, nor  too  much  for  the  resources  of  the  Church  to  supply. 

The  Committee  on  Sites  and  Buildings  have  already  had  their  atten- 
tion directed  to  several  districts  of  the  city  in  which  new  congregations 
ought  to  be  formed ;  and  they  have  been  aided  in  their  work  by  an 
excellent  report  on  places  in  which  new  churches  should  be  built,  and 
where  suitable  sites  may  be  obtained,  which  has  been  prepared  without 
charge  by  Thomas  Binnie,  Esq.,  builder  and  valuator,  and  John  Car- 
rick,  Esq.,  Master  of  Works  and  architect  for  the  city  of  Glasgow, 
and  for  which  the  cordial  thanks  of  the  Home  Committee  have  been 
given  to  these  gentlemen. 

The  Committee  on  Evangelistic  Agencies  and  Operations,  under  the 
vigorous  convenership  of  the  Rev.  Geo.  Jeffrey,  D.D.,  have  surveyed 
the  city,  with  the  view  of  ascertaining  the  localities  in  which  evangelistic 
operations  may  be  most  hopefully  commenced,  and  have  issued  an  appeal 
to  the  sessions  of  the  congregations  in  the  city,  requesting  these  sessions 
to  supply  the  names  of  parties  disposed  and  qualified  to  assist  in  con- 
ducting evangelistic  meetings  and  services  under  the  direction  of  the 
committee;  while  at  a  numerously-attended  meeting  of  the  Elders' 
Association,  Dr.  Jeffrey  brought  this  matter  specially  under  their  con- 
sideration, and  elicited  a  general  assurance  of  cordial  co-operation  and 
willing  service. 

It  is  desirable  that  the  Synod  should,  in  such  form  as  it  may  deem 
most  expedient,  express  its  approval  of  the  formation  of  this  Church 
Planting  and  Evangelization  Board,  and  sanction  the  constitution  under 
which  it  has  been  organized  ;  and  that  it  should  authorize  the  Treasurer 
of  the  Synod  to  pay  over  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  new  Board,  for  its 
Capital  Fund,  the  bequest  alluded  to  above,  and  which  was  made  by  the 
late  Mr.  Charles  Boyd  of  Lady  Bank,  near  Girvan,  who  was  formerly  an 
elder  in  the  United  Presbyterian  Church,  Wellington  Street,  Glasgow, 
and  reported  to  the  Home  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Mis3ions  by  Dr. 
James  Mitchell,  in  the  following  terms : — 

*  I  direct  my  trustees  to  pay  to  the  Treasurer  for  the  time  being  of 
the  United  Presbyterian  Church,  at  the  first  term  of  Whit- 
sunday or  Martinmas  occurring  six  months  after  my  death,  a 
sum  of  £1000  sterling,  as  a  contribution  to  the  Fund  for  the 
extension  of  the  said  Church,  and  for  evangelistic  purposes 
in  Glasgow ;  and  that  either  wholly  to  such  Church  exten- 
sion or  such  evangelistic  purposes,  or  partly  to  the  one  and 
partly  to  the  other,  as  the  Synod  may  judge  best.' 

The  new  Church  Planting  and  Evangelization  Board  for  Glasgow 
includes  both  the  objects  contemplated  by  Mr.  Boyd  in  the  above 
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bequest^  and  its  transference  to  the  new  Board  will  both  secure  its  appli- 
cation to  the  purposes  for  which  the  money  was  bequeathed,  and  be  a 
grateful  expression  of  the  Synod's  interest  in  and  approval  of  an 
organization  which  affords  hopeful  promise  of  active  Christian  work 
among  the  increasing  population  of  the  city  of  Glasgow,  and,  by  the 
blessing  of  God,  of  considerable  increase  in  tlie  membership,  resources, 
and  influence  for  good  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  in  the 
western  metropolis  of  Scotland. 

In  concluding  this  Report  on  Evangelistic  Effort,  and  on  the  means 
which  have  been  employed  during  the  past  year  for  the  promotion  of 
evangelistic  work  in  connection  with  the  United  Presbyterian  Church, 
the  Committee  desire  anew  to  record  the  expression  of  their  deep  con- 
viction of  the  great  importance  of  Home  Evangelization,  and  of  their 
earnest  desire  and  hope  that  the  attention  of  the  Synod  may  be  prayer- 
fully and  deliberately  given  to  this  subject,  and  that  its  deliberations 
may  foster  and  promote  the  more  energetic,  prudent,  and  successful 
prosecution  of  evangelistic  work  throughout  the  whole  Church.  By  the 
recent  labours  of  the  two  American  evangelists,  who  haye  during  the 
past  year  taken  so  prominent  and  influential  a  place  at  evangelistic 
meetings  and  services  in  many  of  the  cities  and  large  towns  of  the 
United  Kingdom,  the  heart  of  the  Christian  community  has  been  deeply 
moved;  large  numbers  who  were  formerly  living  in  indifference  and 
irreligion  have  been  aroused  from  their  lethargy,  and  hopefully  led  to 
the  Saviour ;  and  not  a  few  members  of  Christian  churches  have  been 
quickened  in  the  divine  life,  and  rendered  willing  and  desirous  to  assist 
in  the  work  of  carrying  the  glad  tidings  of  eternal  life  to  those  who  are 
living  around  them  ^  without  God  and  without  hope  in  the  world.'  In 
the  apparent  manifold  success  of  the  evangelistic  efforts  to  which  so 
many  ministers  and  members  of  Christian  congregations  have  put  their 
hands,  under  the  impulse  imparted  or  sustained  by  these  strangers,  there 
is  encouragement  to  persevere  in  earnest  endeavours  to  win  the  popula- 
tion of  our  land  for  Christ ;  and  the  new  Christian  life  which  has  been 
manifested  will  be  strengthened  and  developed  by  its  conservation  to  and 
employment,  in  active  Christian  service  for  the  spiritual  benefit  of  those 
who  have  not  yet  believed  and  obeyed  the  gospel.  Believing,  therefore, 
that  this  work  of  Home  Evangelization  is  a  work  to  which  God  calls 
His  Church,  and  in  which  His  Spirit  will  crown  all  humble,  prayerful, 
and  earnest  exertion  with  His  blessing,  the  Committee  would  commend 
it  to  the  Synod  and  the  Church,  that  under  the  influence  of  love  to 
Christ,  and  to  the  souls  of  men  whom  He  died  to  redeem,  giving  Him- 
self a  ransom  for  them,  they  may  devise  and  execute  such  measures  as 
may  tend  to  the  more  extensive  and  successful  prosecution  of  that  work, 
by  encouraging  the  members  of  the  Church  to  seek  to  turn  many  who 
are  living  in  sin  ^from  darkness  to  light,  and  from  the  power  of  Satan 
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unto  God)  that  tliey  may  receive  forgiveness  of  sins  and  inheritance 
among  them  which  are  sanctified  by  faith  that  is  in  Christ.'  Thus  shall 
the  United  Presbyterian  Church  more  fully  prove  hereelf  a  blessing  in 
the  midst  of  the  land ;  and  thus  may  she  hope  to  experience  that  her 
King  and  Head  shall  increase  her  with  men  as  with  a  flock^  and  add  to 
her  congregations  daily  such  as  are  being  saved.

*^*  The  Synod  received  the  Report ;  agreed  to  express  anew  their  deep 
sense  of  Hie  importance  of  tJiat  evangelistic  work  to  which  it  refers  ;  their 
fervent  gratitude  to  God  for  the  manifest  blessing  which  has  attended  evan- 
gelistic effort  throughout  the  Church  during,  the  past  year ;  and  their  most 
earnest  desire  and  pfayer  tliat  a  more  abundant  outpouring  of  the  influences 
of  the  Divine  Spirit^  and  of  reviving  graccy  over  the  whole  Churchy  may  be 
experienced  during  the  present  year, 

Alsoy  in  order  to  promote  the  advancement  of  this  gracious  work,  the 
Synod  recommended  Presbyteries  again  to  hold  conferences  on  evangelistic 
effort^  and  to  make  arrangements  for  a  series  of  successive  meetings  in  tlie 
congregations  under  their  inspection;  to  endeavour  to  enlist  the  sympathies 
and  efforts  of  sessions^  and  of  the  members  of  the  Church  generally^  for  the 
revival  of  religion  and  the  advancement  of  the  power  of  godliness  in  the 
land;  and  to  consider  what  means  should  be  adopted  for  utilizing  in  this 
work  the  energy  and  fervour  of  young  converts  ; — and  instructed  Presby^ 
teries  to  report  their  procedure  in  this  matter  to  the  Home  Secretary  early 
in  the  mxynth  of  March  1876. 

Further y  persuaded  that  the  Pastoral  Address  issued  last  year  has 
had  a  most  beneficial  influence  in  the  congregations  of  the  Synody  agree  that 
a  second  address  on  the  Revival  of  Religion  and  Evangelistic  work  shall  be 
prepared  and  issued  as  speedily  as  possible^  under  the  direction  of  the  Home 
Secretary ;  and  appointed  as  a  Committee  to  prepare  said  address^  Dr, 
George  Jeffrey ^  Dr.  David  M^Ewan^  Rev.  William  Clark,  and  Dr.  Black 
— Dr.  Blackj  Convener. 

The  Synod  agreed  to  sanction  the  appointment  of  the  following 
persons  as  Trustees  of  the  Henderson  Memorial  Church  at  Ovemewton^ 
Glasgow,  viz.  Messrs.  John  M^Ewen,  David  M^Cowan^  Robert  T.  Middle- 
ton,  James  Morton  of  Greenock,  James  Alexander  of  Helensburgh,  Peter 
Hamilton,  and  Hugh  Barnett ;  Dr.  James  Mitchell,  with  the  Clerk  of  the 
Presbytery  of  Glasgow,  and  the  Home  Secretary,  ex  officiis, — and  to 
autliorize  the  conveyance  of  the  site  at  Ovemewton,  and  of  the  buildings  to 
be  erected  upon  it,  to  them  on  trust  for  the  purposes  specified  in  this  Report. 
Also  to  remit  all  matters  connected  with  the  erection  and  the  constitution  of 
this  church  to  the  Joint- Committee  which  lias  been  appointed  in  connection 
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loitli  it  by  tlie  Home  Committee  of  die  Board  of  Missions  mid  by  His  Pres-- 
bytery  of  Glasgow^  authorizing  said  Joint- Committee  to  act  in  the  name  of 
the  Synod  in  tlie  intervals  between  the  meetings  of  the  Supreme  Courts  with 
instructions  to  consult  with  Hie  Presbytery  and  tlie  Home  Committee  in 
reference  to  the  settlement  of  a  minister^  and  to  present  to  the  Synod  an 
annual  report  of  their  procedure. 

Tlie  Synod  expressed  its  warm  approval  of  the  formation  of  the 
Glasgow  Church  Planting  and  Evangelization  Boardy  and  sanctioned  Hie 
constitution  under  which  it  lias  been  organized. 

Further^  the  Synod  renewed  the  instructions  given  last  year  to  Presby^ 
teries  again  to  direct  their  earnest  attention  to  the  means  by  which  Hie 
spiritual  wants  of  the  agricultural^  mining^  and  ironworking  population 
may  be  more  effectively  supplied;  and  to  report  their  suggestions  to  the 
Home  Secretary  on  or  before  Hie  15Hi  December  1875.

Statistics  op  Sabbath  Schools  and  Bible  Classes. — The  Com- 
mittee have  received  the  statistical  returns  of  948  Sabbath  Schools  and 
799  Bible  Classes,  of  which  557  are  taught  by  ministers,  and  242  by 
elders.  These  returns  exhibit  a  large  and  gratifying  increase  in  every 
particular,  as  will  be  seen  from  the  following  figures: —

It  thus  appears  that  there  is  an  increase  of  26  Sabbath  Schools,  894 
teachers,  and  4470  scholars,  and  of  64  Bible  Classes,  and  2328  young 
persons  attending  them.  Adding  the  attendance  on  Sabbath  Schools 
and  Ministers  and  Elders'  Classes,  we  have  a  total  of  114,552  young 
persons  under  religious  instruction,  or  6798  more  than  in  1873.  There 
has  not  for  many  years,  if  indeed  ever  before,  been  so  large  an  increase 
as  this  reported  to  the  Synod  in  this  important  department  of  Christian 
work.    Thanks  be  unto  ^  God  that  giveth  the  increase.' 

Grant  to  Edinburgh  Sabbath  School  Union. — The  Edin-. 
burgh  Sabbath  School  Teachers'  Union  have  renewed  their  application 
for  the  continuance  of  the  grant  of  £50  to  aid  in  providing  an  adequate 
salary  to  their  agent.  In  making  their  application,  they  say  of  their 
agent,  Mr.  Charles  Inglis: — *Very  modestly  and  quietly,  but  at  the 
expense  of  great  exertion,  he  plies  his  work  among  the  young,  and  still 
more  among  their  teachers.  Scores  of  the  ministers  in  your  Church  can 
tell  you  how  useful  are  his  visits,  when  he  gives  specimens  of  teaching,

speaks  to  parents,  addresses  the  young  people,  shows  (if  required) 
plans  of  Sabbath  school-rooms^  and  models  of  furniture  for  them,  confers 
with  ministers,  superintendents,  or  both,  about  the  best  arrangements  of 
a  Sabbath  School,  and  imparts  a  genial  stimulus  to  all  engaged  in  this 
sacred  employment.*  The  Committee  cordially  recommend  that  the 
grant  be  continued. 

Bepobt  on  Synod's  Remit  anbnt  Proposal  op  Separate 
Agent. — ^The  Committee,  when  renewing  their  reconmiendation  of  the 
grant  of  £50  to  the  Edinburgh  Sabbath  School  Teachers'  Union  last 
year,  suggested  whether  it  would  not  be  advisable  to  secure  the  services 
of  a  separate  agent  to  visit  the  Sabbath  Schools  of  our  own  Church. 
The  Synod  remitted  to  the  Committee  to  consider  further  this  proposal, 
and  to  report  at  the  present  meeting  of  Synod.  Tlie  Committee,  on 
carefully  considering  the  matter  further,  agreed  to  report,  that  they  are 
strongly  of  opinion  that  steps  should  be  taken  at  once  to  secure  a 
thoroughly  qualified  agent,  to  devote  his  entire  time  and  attention  to 
the  visitation  of  the  Sabbath  Schools  of  our  Church  throughout  the 
land. 

Eevised  Report  on  Rules  and  Recommendations  of  former 
Years. — The  Committee,  carrying  out  the  instructions  of  the  Synod, 
to  revise  the  Recommendations  made  last  year,  in  connection  with  Rules 
and  Recommendations  of  previous  years,  including  suggestions  made  in 
Synod,  agreed  respectfully  to  submit  the  following  Recommendations  as 
their  Report : — 

1.  That  efforts  be  made  to  secnre  the  services  of  Christians  more 
experienced  in  teaching,  and  that  for  this  end,  arrangements  be  made 
for  the  regular  training  of  Sabbath  School  Teachers  by  model  classes  or 
otherwise. 

2.  That  a  weekly  meeting  of  teachers  be  held  for  the  purpose  of 
preparing  for  the  work  of  the  following  Sabbath. 

8.  That  more  variety  be  introduced  into  the  exercises  of  the  Sabbath 
School,  and  that  there  be  especially  more  frequent  hymn-singing. 

4.  That  teachers  should  not  rest  satisfied  with  imparting  instruction 
generally  to  the  children,  but  should  deal  personally,  in  a  wise  and 
tender  manner,  with  their  hearts  and  consciences. 

5.  That  ministers  should  call  the  attention  of  students  in  their  congre- 
gations, and  presbyteries  of  students  within  their  bounds,  to  the  import- 
ance of  engaging  in  Sabbath-school  work.  And  the  Committee  are  of 
opinion,  that  the  students  should  be  required  in  the  Hall,  and  before  the 
presbyteries,  to  deliver  sermons  and  addresses  suitable  for  the  young. 

6.  That  the  attention  of  ministers  be  called  to  the  importance  of 
devoting  some  part  of  the  ordinary  Church  service,  statedly  or  occasionally, 
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to  the  young.    The  following  methods  have  been  brought  under  the 
notice  of  the  Committee  as  those  followed  by  different  ministers: — 

(1.)  Questions  announced  to  the  young  before  preaching  on 
special  points  in  the  sermon  or  lecture,  these  points  to  be 
made  clear,  and  enforced  by  special  illustration,  and  ex- 
amined upon  in  the  Sabbath  School. 

(2.)  A  short  sermon  of  seven  or  ten  minutes  to  the  young,  during 
the  ordinary  services. 

(3.)  The  Sabbath-school  lesson  made  the  subject  of  lecture  in  the 
forenoon  service,  or  of  exposition  at  the  prayer  meeting. 

(4.)  Special  sermons  to  the  young  more  or  less  frequently. 

While  making  these  recommendations,  the  Committee  feel  that,  with 
present  arrangements,  the  time  is  too  circumscribed  for  carrying  out 
fully  and  efficiently  all  the  work  of  the  religious  instruction  of  the  young. 
And  it  might  be  worthy  of  the  consideration  of  the  Church  whether 
some  re-arrangement  could  be  made  of  the  Sabbath  services,  so  as  to 
give  more  time  to  ministers  for  Sabbath  School  and  Evangelistic  work.

REPORT  OF  SYNOD'S  COMMITTEE  ON  THE  DIS- 
ESTABLISHMENT AND  DISENDOWMENT  OF  THE 
CHURCHES  OF  ENGLAND  AND  SCOTLAND,  1875. 

The  present  Report,  which  refers  only  to  the  period  of  the  last  four 
months,  may  be  regarded  as  a  supplement  to  that  submitted  to  the  pro 
re  nata  meeting  of  Synod,  held  on  16th  December  last,  to  consider 
the  duty  of  this  Church  in  view  of  the  recent  legislation  on  the 
subject  of  Patronage.  That  meeting  of  Synod  marks  a  memorable  stage 
in  the  annals  of  the  body,  and  has  proved  invigorating  to  its  members 
and  office-bearers,  and,  it  is  believed,  not  without  beneficial  influence  on  a 
wide  circle  of  the  public.  Its  significance,  and  the  importance  of  its  Reso- 
lutions as  testifying  to  the  deep-seated  attachment  of  United  Presbyterians 
to  the  principles  which  the  Church  has  so  long  advocated  and  exemplified, 
in  protest  against  the  system  of  the  civil  establishment  of  religion  and  in 
the  cause  of  religious  equality,  has  been  universally  recognized. 

Acting  on  instructions  and  suggestions  received  at  the  pro  re  nata 
meeting,  the  Committee  have  sought  to  follow  up  the  immediate  influence 
of  its  proceedings,  which  were  reported  widely  and  with  great  fulness  by 
the  press,  and  called  forth  more  than  the  usual  amount  of  the  comment 
of  the  day,  by  circulating  extensively  the  Resolutions  on  the  Patronage 
question  then  adopted,  and  other  documents.    To  facilitate  the  diffusion 
of  the  Resolutions,  besides  providing  for  a  select  distribution  of  extract 
minutes  of  Synod  embracing  them,  they  have  issued  the  Resolutions  in 
the  form  of  a  tract,  being  No.  7  of  the  Committee's  series  of  papers, 
which  they  have  circulated  in  large  numbers   along  with  the  April 
Record  among  the  members  of  the  Church.    They  have,  in  addition, 
circulated  among  Members  of  Parliament  copies  of  the  Resolutions,  with 
copies  of  the  Report  of  the  Committee  presented  to  the  Synod,  and  of  the 
Convener's  speech,  a  number  of  copies  of  which  were  also  sent  to  ministers 
and  sessions.     They  have  pleasure  in  stating  that  they  have  just  issued 
Tract  No.  8,  being  *  The  Scotch  Teinds :  by  the  Rev.  Alexander  Oliver, 
B.A.,  Glasgow,'  which  they  hope  may  be  useful  in  setting  a  clear  view  of 
an  important  question,  often  misunderstood  and  mystified,  before  tlie 
minds  of  the  people.      They  have  also  ready  for  publication  Tract 
No.  9,  *  On  the  Working  of  the  Unendowed  Churches  in  the  Dominion 
of  Canada,'  from  the  pen  of  the  late  Rev.  R.  H.  Thornton,  DJ)., 
Oshawa,  Province  of  Ontario.     This  tract,  which  will  be  found  sug- 
gestive and  interesting,  was  furnished,  in  circumstances  which  enhance 
the  kindness,  at  the  request  of  the  Committee,  by  its  esteemed  author, 
who  was  removed  by  death  without  the  opportunity  of  seeing  it  in  type. 
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Its  statistics  have  been  carefully  revised  by  his  son,  the  Rev.  R.  M. 
Thornton,  B.A.,  formerly  of  Montreal,  now  of  Glasgow,  to  whom  the 
Committee  tender  their  begt  thanks.  Other  tracts  are  in  preparation. 
The  Draft  Pastoral,  which  they  were  instracted  to  prepare,  they  hope, 
with  permission,  to  lay  before  the  Synod  prior  to  its  rising. 

The  Committee  have  no  exact  information  to  show  to  what  extent 
the  recommendations  of  Synod  have  been  implemented  from  the  pulpit 
or  in  Presbyteries,  but  they  have  reason  to  believe  that  already  many 
opportunities  have  been  taken  in  the  course  of  pulpit  instruction  to  carry 
out  the  spirit  of  the  recommendations,  in  drawing  attention  to  the 
Resolutions  on  the  Patronage  question,  and  illustrating  the  scriptural 
principles  which  underlie  the  question  of  Disestablishment.  Not  a  few 
Presbyteries  have  during  the  last  few  months  discussed  the  question  in 
various  bearings,  and  passed  important  resolutions ;  and  petitions  have 
also  gone  up  from  various  quarters  of  the  Church  in  support  of  Mr. 
MTiaren's  Church  Rates  Abolition  (Scotland)  Bill.  The  Committee  are 
gratified  to  find  that  a  rising  spirit  of  interest  in  the  great  question  of 
Disestablishment  is  making  itself  strongly  felt  throughout  the  bounds  of 
the  Church,  and  that  so  many  of  the  younger  ministers  have  addressed 
themselves  earnestly  in  their  localities  to  the  work  of  defending  and 
expounding  the  principles  of  self-support  and  self-government  essential 
to  the  Church  of  Christ,  and  of  exposing  the  violation  of  these  by  the 
system,  of  State  Churches ;  and  *that  veterans  of  former  conflicts  have 
again  girded  on  their  armour  in  many  Presbyteries.  In  these  discus- 
sions the  true  character  of  the  recent  Patronage  Act,  and  the  nature  and 
effects  of  the  secularizing  and  Erastian  connection  with  the  State  involved 
in  the  civil  establishment  of  Churches,  have  been  effectively  laid  bare, 
and  the  position  of  the  Synod  on  the  Patronage  question,  and  in  its  de* 
mand  for  Disestablishment,  ably  vindicated. 

The  position  of  the  Established  Churches  of  the  kingdom  is  palpably 
not  strengthened  by  recent  legislation;  neither  is  their  condition  im- 
proved. True  ecclesiastical  reform  and  ecclesiastical  stability  depend 
on  the  same  spiritual  conditions  and  legitimate  influences,  which  are 
impossible  to  Churches  moulded  by  political  action.  The  uneasiness  of 
all  sections  of  the  Church  of  England  is  conspicuous.  An  Episcopal 
manifesto  lately  addressed  to  the  clergy,  warning  them  against  extremes 
of  doctrine  and  ritual,  indicates  at  once  the  anxiety  of  its  authors  and 
the  powerlessness  of  the  system  of  political  Church  rule  to  cure  ecclesi- 
astical evils.  While  the  strong  measures  threatened  last  year  in  the 
flush  of  inexperience  have  been  for  the  time  abandoned,  and  the  Act  for 
repressing  Ritualism  to  come  in  force  in  July  is  already  cold,  various 
minor  Bills  have  been  introduced  into  Parliament  by  the  friends  of  the 
Church,  with  the  view  of  bettering  what  is  incurable, — the  Public 
Worship  Facilities  Bill ;  the  Increcfse  of  the  Episcopate  Bill ;  the  St. 
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Albans  BiBhopric  Bill ;  and  the  Ohnrch  Patronage  Bill.  Each  of  these 
bears  the  marks  of  a  system  that  has  spent  its  strength,  and  tmsts  in 
creeping  expedients  to  hold  or  regain  gronnd. ,  The  first  of  these  Bills  is 
a  practical  confession  of  the  failure  of  the  parochial  system,  which,  with 
dog-in-the-manger  spirit  and  powers,  claims  exclusive  privilege  while 
incapable  of  f nlfiUing  duty. .  The  second  Bill  proposes  to  increase  the 
episcopate  by  redistributing  ecclesiastical  property  and  receiving  volon- 
tary  gifts  for  the  endowment  of  new  sees.  The  St.  Albans  Bishopric 
Bill  proceeds  on  a  similar  principle,  only  being  operative,  not  permissive ; 
and,  as  it  is  the  Bill  of  the  Government,  may  be  regarded  as  the  most 
important.  While  the  attempt  made  in  this  Bill  to  crutch  an  Endowed 
Church  on  Voluntaryism  is  a  sign  that  further  endowments  can  no 
longer  openly  be  proposed,  even  by  a  strong  Government,  it  is  plain 
that  such  a  Bill  deals  none  the  less  with  the  property  of  the  nation,  and 
disposes  of  it  for  ecclesiastical  purposes.  The  surrender  by  bishops  of 
palaces  which  do  not  belong  to  them,  except  as  liferenters  or  office- 
holders, to  aid  the  endowment  of  the  new  bishopric,  may  be  generous,  but 
it  is  not  the  gift  of  property.  Apart  from  the  question  of  the  endow- 
ments, the  Bill  brings  necessarily  into  operation  all  that  is  otherwise 
wrong  in  principle  in  the  State  Church  system,  and,  as  a  piece  of  new 
legislation  designed  in  its  interests,  ought  to  be  opposed.  The  Church 
Patronage  Bill,  which  feebly  aims  at  modifying  the  traffic  in  livings,  has 
been  sent  to  a  Select  Committee.  Although  it  has  raised  the  fears  of 
sensitive  holders  of  Church  Patronage,  it  carefully  leaves  the  root  of  the 
evil  in  the  statute,  and  still  recognizes  and  sanctions  marketing  in  bene- 
fices. The  hope  of  reform  within  the  English  Church,  so  far  as  legis- 
lation can  affect  the  issue,  lies  not  in  any  such  petty  policy  or  measures 
of  detail,  but  in  the  liberation  of  all  its  functions  and  energies  by  a 
comprehensive  Act  of  Disestablishment  and  Disendowment ;  and  this, 
with  a  similar  Act  applicable  to  the  Kirk,  which  the  cause  of  religion 
and  justice  urgently  demands,  ought  henceforth  to  be  the  single  aim  of 
united  Nonconformity  on  both  sides  of  the  Tweed. 

The  Patronage  (Scotland)  Act  has  as  yet  chiefly  borne  fruit  in  the 
awkward  attempts  of  a  few  congregations  to  exercise  their  new  powers 
under  the  curb  of  the  statute ;  and  in  the  crop  of  claims  before  the 
Sheriff  Courts  for  compensation  of  lost  rights  of  Patronage  made  by 
ex-patrons,  including  some  in  the  highest  ranks  of  the  peers  and  in  the 
party  of  the  present  Government.  These  circumstances  bring  strongly 
to  light  the  real  source  and  extent  of  the  liberty  now  conceded  to  the 
Kirk;  and  demonstrate  that  whatever  may  have  been  anywhere  the 
theory  of  the  trust  involved  in  Patronage,  the  same  principle  which  lies 
at  the  root  of  the  sale  of  advowsons  and  next  presentations  in  the  Church 
x)f  England,  has  wrought  to  its  practical  result  in  giving  market  value  to 
the  cure  of  souls  in  the  Presbyterian  State  Church.    The  signs  of  the 
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felt  uncertainty  of  the  position  of  the' Kirk  are  visible  among  its  friends. 
Overtares  have  just  gone  round  its  Presbyteries  ^  anent  the  more  easy 
admission  of  Dissenting  ministers  to  the  Church  of  Scotland.'  These 
propose  that  any  Presbytery  may  at  once  bestow  the  status  of  a  minister 
or  licentiate  of  the  Established  Church  upon  applicants,  subject  to  the 
approval  of  a  Standing  Committee  of  the  General  Assembly.  At 
present,  admission  to  the  roll  of  the  Kirk  is  the  act  of  the  Qeneral 
Assembly,  and  is  confined  to  those  who  accept  her  standards,  worship, 
a:ad  government.  As  the  latter  condition  is  retained  by  the  schema  of 
^he  overturists,  that  scheme  seems  to  differ  from  the  present  law  chiefly 
in  the  facilities  of  speed  and  secrecy.  Those  who  wish  to  break  with 
old  connections,  and  honestly  believe  in  the  State  Church,  have  at 
present  an  opportunity,  which  seems  not  insufficient,  of  walking  over 
in  public  view.  For  what  emergency  of  sudden  conviction  and  shrink^ 
ing  temperament  in  applicants  the  new  method  may  be  devised,  time 
will  show.  It  is  safe  now  to  predict  that,  with  whatever  appreciation 
of  conciliatory  sentiment,  individually  expressed,  in  making  the  proposal, 
the  attraction  of  this  new  method  can  draw  away  from  the  other  ecclesi- 
astical bodies  only  the  elements  of  their  weakness,  not  of  their  strength. 
Interesting  Parliamentary  Returns  of  the  Bevenues  of  the  Scottish 
Church,  and  papers  relative  to  the  Disendowment  of  the  Irish  Church, 
moved  for  respectively  by  Mr.  McLaren  and  Mr.  Edward  Jenkins,  have 
been  recently  issued,  and  are  well  worth  the  study  of  the  friends  of 
Disestablishment.  From  the  former,  which  are  imperfect,  it  appears 
that,  besides  the  income  derived  from  the  Teinds,  the  Kirk  draws  directly 
an  annual  sum  from  the  Consolidated  Fund  of  £23,000,  making  a  total 
value  of  stipends,  exclusive  of  the  stipends  paid  out  of  the  common  good 
of  burghs,  of  not  less  than  £300,000.  The  latter  returns  show  the 
astonishing  sums  awarded  as  commutation  of  Episcopal  and  other 
incomes ;  the  combined  value  of  the  incomes  of  ten  bishops  being  not 
less  than  £595,700.  It  is  some  satisfaction  to  recall  the  fact  that  this 
Synod,  while  the  Irish  Church  Bill  was  in  its  earliest  stages,  was  the 
first  to  point  out  the  objectionable  nature  of  the  provisions  in  the  Irish 
Church  Bill,  to  which  attention  is  now  universally  directed,  and  that 
through  its  Committee  these  were  pressed  in  detail  upon  the  considera- 
tion of  the  Government ;  and  it  will  be  more  than  ever  the  duty  of  all 
interested  in  the  thorough  accomplishment  of  the  work  of  Disestablish- 
ment to  watch  against  the  recurrence  of  similar  arrangements  for 
Disendowment,  and  to  insist  on  the  exclusion  from  any  future  measure 
proposed  for  this  purpose,  of  all  provision  for  the  legislative  reconstruc- 
tion, in  any  form,  of  the  Disestablished  body,  which  ought  to  be  left,  as 
an  institution,  at  once  to  its  own  resources  and  methods  under  the 
common  law,  with  the  simple  security  of  fair  compensation  to  individuals 
for  private  interests  affected  by  the  change. 
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The  measure  promised  by  the  Lord  Advocate  to  deal  with  the  ques- 
tion of  Church  and  Manse  Kates  in  Scotland  has  not  been  brought 
forward,  and  Mr.  McLaren,  to  whom  in  this  and  other  matters  Dissenters 
have  been  so  much  indebted,  has  again  introduced  his  Bill  to  repeal  the 
compulsory  levy  of  these  rates.  It  is  more  than  doubtful  whether 
Government  could  produce  any  measure  worthy  of  acceptance,  and 
which  would  not  involve  some  new  form  of  the  evil  to  be  abated.  From 
the  reply  of  the  Duke  of  Richmond  to  the  Earl  of  Minto  regarding  the 
valuation  of  Teinds,  and  other  indications,  it  would  seem  as  if  it  were 
intended  either  not  to  touch  this  class  of  questions  further  in  Scotland  at 
present,  or  to  wait  a  period  of  the  session  when  they  may  be  dealt  with 
to  more  party  advantage.  In  any  case,  vigilance  is  to  be  maintained 
while  a  Government  is  in  power  which  teaches  the  country  to  expect  the 
unexpected ;  and  the  Committee  are  strongly  of  opinion,  that  while  all 
due  support  ought  to  be  given  to  every  measure  of  detail  in  which  a  clear 
principle  is  asserted,  and  a  step  taken  forwards,  the  strength  of  the  efforts 
of  the  friends  of  Disestablishment  ought  to  be  steadily  directed  to  the 
comprehensive  remedy,  using  grievances  of  detail,  like  those  of  the 
Church  and  Manse  Bates  and  the  Proclamation  of  Banns,  to  illustrate 
the  working  of  the  injurious  principle,  and  enforce  the  demand  of  equity. 

Of  political  incidents  and  influences,  the  prominence  given  in  the  late 
election  of  a  member  of  Parliament  for  the  Kirkcaldy  Burghs  to  the  Dis. 
establishment  question,  and  the  debate  and  division  on  the  21st  inst.  in 
the  House  of  Commons  on  the  Burials  Bill,  which  was  a  practical  triumph 
to  its  friends,  are  circumstances,  though  slight,  of  favourable  omen. 

The  stimulus  given  to  the  cause  of  Disestablishment  by  the  speech 
of  Mr.  Bright  at  Birmingham  was  felt  throughout  the  kingdom,  and  the 
return  of  its  author  in  renovated  health  to  his  seat  in  Parliament  is 
matter  of  congratulation. 

The  tone  of  the  public  press  is  suggestive  of  the  progress  of  opinion 
both  in  the  manner  and  increased  frequency  of  the  references  to  the 
subject.  The  journals  adverse  to  the  cause  are  in  general  faithful  to 
their  various  methods  of  attempting  to  write  it  down.  In  some  instances, 
presumably  friendly  organs  of  the  Liberal  press  choose  to  evade  or  play 
with  the  question,  or  to  reflect  carelessly  the  passing  mood  of  opinion, 
rather  than  to  contribute  to  a  definite  policy  by  steady  advocacy.  To  this 
there  are  important  exceptions,  and  among  Liberal  newspapers  in  general 
there  is  an  increasing  favour  for  the  policy  of  Disestablishment,  which  is 
plainly  winning  its  way  quietly  and  widely  through  all  the  intelligent 
classes  of  society ;  and  this  language  of  a  distinguished  peer,  in  court- 
eously acknowledging  documents  sent  him  by  the  Committee,  will  be 
generally  accepted : — ^  The  revived  interest  in  questions  of  this  nature 
is  full  of  importance,  and  I  trust  of  hope  also  for  the  future ;  for  it  is 
difficult  to  conceive  that,  under  the  ordeal  of  free  and  intelligent  discus* 
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sion,  the  Church  of  Scotland  can  long  maintain,  in  face  of  the  country, 
so  false  and  unreasonable  a  position  as  that  which  she  now  occupies/ 

The  period  of  the  last  few  months  to  which  the  Report  refers,  while 
not  marked  by  events  of  exciting  legislative  interest  in  the  history  of 
Disestablishment,  has  contributed  largely  to  its  discussion,  and,  the 
Committee  are  persuaded,  to  its  progress.  The  exertions  of  the  opposing 
forces  are  becoming  more  systematic  and  resolute  both  in  England  and 
Scotland,  with  the  necessary  result  of  widening  and  intensifying  public 
interest  in  the  question,  a  consequence  by  which,  in  the  end,  truth  and 
justice  unavoidably  gain.  It  is  more  than  ever  felt  on  both  sides  to  be 
an  imperial  question,  and  that  the  closest  alliance  ought  to  exist  between 
those  who  pursue  the  same  objects,  whether  with  reference  to  England 
or  Scotland,  and  that  both  in  Parliament  and  in  the  country  these  portions 
of  the  kingdom  should  bring  to  each  other  reciprocal  help. 

The  policy  of  silence  and  quiet  cultivated  during  the  session  by 
political  parties  in  Parliament,  and  especially  by  the  Government, is  highly 
suggestive.  The  question  is  everywhere  felt  to  be  underlying  the  en- 
forced calm  of  the  hour,  and  the  occasional  utterances  on  both  sides,  which 
events  compel,  betray  the  latent  uneasiness  or  expectation  not  less  palpably 
than  more  avowed  concern.  The  present  position  of  neutrality  of  the 
Liberal  party  on  this  question  is  plainly  of  the  most  provisional  kind. 

The  withdrawal  of  Mr.  Gladstone  from  the  leadership,  which  he  so 
long  exercised  to  the  advantage  of  his  country,  before  the  meeting  of 
Parliament  indicates  that  a  transition  period  in  politics  has  been  reached, 
and  that  a  reconstruction  of  the  party  of  progress  on  broader  and  deeper 
lines  is  imperative  and  inevitable.  The  ripening  influence  of  opposition 
upon  popular  questions  is  proverbially  greater  than  that  of  office,  and  it 
is  possible,  even  likely,  that  the  retirement  of  the  Liberal  Chief,  which 
at  first  view  seemed  an  event  only  to  be  deeply  regretted,  may  issue  in 
a  freer  and  more  rapid  growth  of  political  conviction  throughout  the 
ranks  of  the  party  and  among  its  leaders.  And  when  Disestablishment 
in  due  time  becomes,  as  it  must,  an  accepted  article  of  the  Liberal  creed, 
it  is  not  too  much  to  believe  that,  with  health  continued,  the  long  foremost 
leader  of  his  day  may  yet  be  found  in  the  front,  lending  his  offices  to 
the  consummation  in  Scotland  and  England,  with  improved  methods,  of 
the  policy  he  was  honoured  to  initiate  in  the  sister  island. 

The  question  of  Disestablishment  is  a  question  of  politics,  but  it  is 
not  the  less  a  question  of  religion.  It  is  because  it  is  a  question  of 
religion  that  it  has  for  us  its  absorbing  interest.  We  feel  it  to  be  a 
duty  to  religion  to  remove  the  painful  caricature  of  its  holy  institutions 
presented  by  the  State  Churches,  and  to  relieve  society  from  the  un- 
hallowed pressure  on  the  rights  and  feelings  of  citizens  in  matters  of 
religion,  practised  in  the  most  sacred  name.  Its  claims  on  the  attention 
of  ministers  and  all  office-bearers  and  members  of  the  Church,  on  their 
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advocacy,  their  prayers,  their  practical  sapport^  are  of  no  secondary  interest^ 
bnt  directly  concern  the  honour  of  the  King  and  Head  of  the  Ghnrch. 

The  Oommittee  have  thonght  that  it  would  be  desirable  to  adopt 
such  means  as  the  Synod  might  judge  fit  in  its  wisdom^  with  the  co- 
operation of  our  honoured  Professors,  for  bringing  the  question  in  its 
proper  aspects  before  the  minds  of  our  Theological  students.  They  hare 
arranged  to  send  to  the  students  copies  of  the  publications  they  have 
issued ;  and  it  is  in  contemplation  to  invite  the  students  to  a  meeting,  at 
some  convenient  time  during  the  Hall,  to  hear  addresses  on  the  subject 
from  members  of  Committee  and  others. 

The  Committee  take  leave  to  renew,  by  quoting,  the  language  of  a 
former  Report,  still,  they  believe,  most  applicable : — 

<  The  time  is  opportune  for  instructing  and  stimulating  the  public  mind  on 
the  question,  by  a  wise  use  of  the  agencies  of  the  pulpit,  the  platform,  and  the 
press,  and  especially  by  directing  the  mind  of  the  Church  to  its  scriptural  bear- 
ings. As  subordinate  to  the  true  exhibition  of  the  principles  of  Uie  Word  of 
God  in  ordinary  pulpit  teaching,  regarding  the  spirituality  of  the  Church,  the 
support  and  extension  of  the  gospel,  the  obligation  and  privilege  of  service  and 
giving  for  Christ — ^principles  which  have  been  earnestly  maintained  in  this 
Church — there  are  many  ways  by  which  ministers  and  others  might  advance 
the  cause.  The  Conunittee  ventTire  again  to  refer  to  the.  Circular  of  January 
20,  1873,  as  offering  various  practical  suggestions;  in  particular,  the  delivery 
of  a  lecture  or  lectures  to  the  congregations  or  the  public  on  Sabbath  or  week 
evenings,  as  may  be  judged  best,  on  the  aspects  of  Disestablishment  as  bearing 
on  the  interests  of  reUgion  and  Christianity;  courses  of  lectures,  in  concert 
with  brethren,  discussing  the  various  aspects  of  the  question  for  general  audi- 
ences ;  addresses  at  public  meetings ;  special  measures  for  interesting  young 
men  in  the  question;  communications  to  the  press;  diffusion  of  suitable 
literature,  including  the  circulation  and  recommendation  of  the  Conmiittee's 
publications ;  letters  at  important  junctures  to  members  of  Parliament ;  testing 
candidates,  and  securing  and  supporting  the  best  at  election  times;  local  organiza- 
tion of  the  friends  of  Voluntaryism,  and  united  action  in  support  of  Parliamentary 
measures  of  an  approved  character ;  defence  and  protection  of  our  principles, 
when  these  are  locally  impugned  or  endangered ;  ascertaining  and  using  local 
facts  connected  with  the  operation  of  the  6tate  Chiuxsh  system, — ^by  these  and 
other  means  important  Services  might  be  rendered  to  the  cause.  A  portion  of 
earnest  work  done  now  by  each  of  us  all  over  the  Church  in  our  several  spheres 
and  localities,  there  is  reason  to  hope,  will,  with  the  divine  blessing  sought  and 
obtained,  exert  a  powerful  influence  on  the  Disestablishment  movement,  which 
never  occupied  a  position  more  likely  to  repay  earnest  effort.' 

It  is  respectfully  suggested  to  the  Synod  that  the  Committee  be  re- 
appointed to  watch  over  the  question  of  Disestablishment,  with  former 
powers  and  instruction^,  and  authorized  to  bring  up  the  Draft  Paatoral,  if 
possible,  at  a  later  sederunt  of  Synod,  or,  in  the  event  of  this  being  im^ 
practicable,  at  next  meeting  of  Synod.

COMMITTEE  ON  UNION— STATEMENT  BY  THE 
CONVENERS. 

It  will  be  in  the  remembrance  of  members  of  Synod  that  at  last  meeting 
of  this  Supreme  Court,  the  Committee  on  Union,  on  its  re-appointment, 
was  instructed  to  *  confer  on  the  matter  of  incorporating  union  with 
the  Reformed  Presbyterian  Church,  and  to  watch  over  the  interests  of 
Christian  union  among  the  churches  of  the  land.'  In  this  appointment 
this  Synod  reciprocated  the  brotherly  sentiments  expressed  in  the  resolu- 
tions of  the  Reformed  Presbyterian  Synod  at  its  meeting  in  April,  who 
had  empowered  its  Union  Committee  to  confer  with  any  similar  com- 
mittee of  other  churches.  A  resolution  to  the  same  effect  was  adopted 
by  the  Assembly  of  the  Free  Church  at  its  meeting  in  May,  empower- 
ing the  Commission  to  receive  and  entertain  any  communication  which 
the  Reformed  Presbyterian  Church  might  see  fit  to  address  to  them,  and, 
if  they  should  see  cause,  to  appoint  a  committee  to  confer  with  any 
brethren  of  that  Church  deputed  for  the  purpose. 

Without  waiting  for  any  communication  from  the  Committee  of  the 
Reformed  Presbyterian  Synod,  the  convener  of  your  Committee  corre- 
sponded with  Dr.  Goold,  convener  of  the  Reformed  Presbyterian  Com- 
mittee, who  informed  him  that  a  consultative  meeting  of  his  brethren  had 
agreed  to  recommend  that,  in  any  negotiations  they  might  enter  into, 
they  should  present  themselves  as  a  united  body  for  union  with  either 
of  the  Churches — Free  or  United  Presbyterian — as  their  Synod  might 
determine.  This  resulted  in  conferences  between  the  Committees  of  the 
Free  and  the  Reformed  Presbyterian  Churches,  and  it  was  left  with 
their  Supreme  Courts  to  decide  if  these  were  to  be  followed  up  by  nego- 
tiations for  incorporative  union.  After  this  it  appeared  to  the  conveners 
of  your  Committee,  that  a  meeting  of  this  Committee  to  consider  what 
steps  might  be  taken  towards  union  with  the  Reformed  Presbyterian 
Body  was  for  the  present  superseded. 

It  only  remains  for  us  to  express  our  fraternal  desire,  that  should  a 
union  of  the  Free  and  the  Reformed  Presbyterian  Churches  be  pro- 
posed, it  may  be  happily  accomplished;  and  our  satisfaction,  to  think  that 
the  union  spirit  is  thus  far  showing  itself  in  definite  measures  to  diminish 
divisions  among  brethren. 

Of  the  other  interests  of  Christian  union  referred  to  in  the  re-ap- 
pointment of  this  Committee,  none  appears  to  be  equal  in  importance 
to  the  proposed  incorporation  of  our  Synod  in  England  with  the  English 
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Presbyterian  Church ;  but  as  our  brethren  of  the  English  Synod  have 
appointed  a  Committee  of  their  own  number  with  special  reference  to 
negotiations  for  Union  in  England,  it  does  not  fall  within  the  province 
of  the  Synod's  Committee  on  Union  to  interfere  with  their  opinion  or 
advice.  Our  heart's  desire  and  prayer  to  God  is,  that  all  eyes  may  look 
to  Zion's  Counsellor  for  direction  and  for  a  blessing  on  the  result. 

The  Conveners  remark,  with  pleasure,  that  the  Mutual  Eligibility 
Scheme  has  been  put  to  a  practical  test  in  this  Church  since  last  meeting 
of  Synod  by  the  call  of  the  Bev.  P.  W.  Bobertson,  and  his  induction  to 
the  charge  of  the  College  Street  congregation,  Edinburgh.  The  perfect 
harmony  and  Christian  courtesy  that  have  characterized  the  proceedings 
may  well  be  regarded  by  this  Synod,  and  by  our  whole  Church,  with 
grateful  satisfaction.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  IMPROVEMENT 
OP  PSALMODY. 

The  Psalmody  Committee  have  to  report  to  the  Synod  that  they  have 
endeavoured  to  overtake  the  work,  both  general  and  special,  which  was 
entrusted  to  them.  Though  they  have  made  no  direct  efforts  in  sending 
out  teachers,  or  organizing  classes  for  sacred  music,  they  have  yet  ren- 
dered service  to  congregations  desirous  of  improving  their  Psalmody,  by 
enabling  them  to  secure  competent  teachers  to  conduct  classes.  In  the 
case  of  congregations  choosing  precentors,  the  Committee  have  been  help- 
ful with  their  counsel  in  the  selection  and  appointment  of  properly 
qualified  persons,  and  otherwise  have  stimulated  effort  to  promote  the 
revival  of  Psalmody. 

I.  Lecture  on  Psalmody  to  the  Students  attending  the 
Hall. — The  Synod  having  sanctioned  the  proposal  submitted  by  the 
Committee  to  have  a  lecture  on  Psalmody  to  the  Divinity  Students,  the 
Committee  appointed  the  Rev.  Alexander  Brunton,  Glasgow,  to  deliver 
the  lecture.  Accordingly  Mr.  Brunton  addressed  the  Students  on 
Psalmody,  on  the  evening  of  the  3d  September,  with  much  ability  and 
acceptance. 

II.  Precentors'  Certificates.  —  This  Scheme,  intended  as  a 
means  of  raising  the  standard  of  culture  among  precentors,  and  for 
enabling  congregations  to  ascertain  the  qualifications  of  applicants  for 
the  oflSce  of  leader  of  Psalmody,  has  now  been  in  operation  for  a  year 
and  a  half,  and  continues  to  work  we]l  and  give  promise  of  meeting  the 
objects  for  which  it  was  instituted.  As  explained  in  last  yearns  Report, 
the  Committee  grant  certificates  of  two  kinds,  a  lower  and  higher.  The 
requirements  necessary  to  pass  for  the  ordinary  certificate,  while  not 
too  high,  are  such  as  to  test  the  musical  knowledge  and  capability  of  the 
candidate.  And  in  the  event  of  the  candidate's  attainments  being  more 
advanced,  the  higher  certificate  offers  scope  for  graduating  according  to 
nierit  and  passing  to  the  higher  degree.  The  numerical  values  assigned  to 
the  various  answers,  and  marked  in  the  certificate^  enable  congregations 
to  satisfy  themselves  as  to  the  comparative  merits  of  applicants  for  oflSce 
holding  the  certificate.  The  Committee  have  deemed  it  proper  to  classify 
the  certificates  in  three  grades,  according  to  the  percentage  of  values 
obtained.    Since  last  Synod  two  examinations  have  been  held  in  Edin- 
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burgh,  Glasgow,  Aberdeen,  Perth,  and  Stirling,  at  which  twenty-four 
candidates  obtained  the  precentor's  certificate,  and  three  obtained  the 
higher  certificate.  The  Scheme  has  had  the  effect  of  quickening  the 
impulse  of  young  men,  in  various  places,  to  seek  such  proficiency  in 
music  as  would  enable  them  to  pass  for  the  certificate  of  your  Committee. 
And  it  has  materially  aided  congregations  that  offer  more  liberal  salaries 
to  precentors  to  secure  properly  qualified  leaders ;  persons  holding  the 
better-class  certificates  having  readily  secured  appointments  to  important 
situations.  The  Committee  confidently  anticipate  that  persons  aspiring 
to  the  office  of  precentor  will  find  the  certificate  the  passport  to  that 
office,  and  will  strive  to  attain  such  a  measure  of  culture  as  will  secure 
that  distinction.  As  an  instance  of  the  attention  which  this  Scheme  has 
drawn  outside  our  Church,  the  Committee  beg  to  quote  a  paragraph  from 
the  Thnic  Sol-fa  Beparter  of  January  last :  *  The  United  Presbyterian 
Church  of  Scotland  have  two  certificates  for  precentors,  which  cover  the 
ground  of  necessary  knowledge  very  thoroughly.  The  higher  certificate 
requires  some  knowledge  of  harmony,  and  the  candidate  has  to  show  his 
method  of  selecting  voices  and  of  training  a  choir.  These  certificates 
are  admirably  suited  to  their  purpose/ 

in.  New  Tune-Book  fob  the  Chttbch. — The  Synod  having 
granted  the  request  of  the  Committee  to  take  steps  for  the  preparation 
of  a  new  Tune-Book,  and  enlarged  the  Committee  with  that  view,  a 
meeting  of  Committee  was  held  as  soon  as  convenient  to  consider  the 
best  method  of  procedure  in  this  important  work.  The  Committee 
unanimously  agreed  to  begin  with  the  New  Hymn-Book,  and  to  select  a 
proper  tune  for  each  hymn.  A  Sub-Committee,  consisting  of  the  Rev. 
Dr.  J.  Brown  Johnstone,  Messrs.  Henderson,  Rennie,  and  Lamb,  and 
Mr  John  A.  Brown,  was  appointed  to  prepare  a  list  of  suitable  tunes, 
to  be  submitted  to  the  General  Committee.  The  Sub-Committee  have 
had  frequent  meetings  during  the  winter,  and  have  made  considerable 
progress  in  the  selection  of  appropriate  tunes  for  the  Hymn-Book.  It 
was  felt  by  them,  that  as  the  Draft  Hymn-Book  contained  a  large  num- 
ber of  peculiar  metres,  there  was  special  need  that  the  congregations  of 
the  Church  should  have,  at  as  early  a  period  as  possible,  a  selection  of 
tunes  put  into  their  hands,  with  melodies  adapted  to  the  Hymns,  in  order 
to  prevent  the  perplexing  diversity  of  musical  usage  which  at  present 
prevails  with  regard  to  the  Psalms  and  Hjrmns.  That  such  diversify 
exists  on  a  large  scale  may  be  judged  of  by  the  fact  that,  in  answer  to 
queries  which  the  Committee  issued  to  precentors  as  to  the  tunes  used 
by  them  for  the  164  hymns  of  the  old  Hymn-Book  that  have  been 
retained  in  the  Draft,  it  appears  that  900  different  tunes  are  sung  to 
these  hymns  in  97  congregations  of  our  Church.  The  Committee 
therefore  think  that  it  would  be  to  the  advantage  of  the  Psalmody  of  the 
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Churchy  if,  at  the  present  juncture,  music  of  a  high  class,  yet  sufficiently 
simple  for  congregational  use,  were  supplied  to  our  churches,  so  that 
throughout  the  whole  denomination  the  same  hymn  should  be  sung  to 
the  same  tune.  When  a  psalm  or  hymn  is  sung  now  to  one  tune  and 
then  to  another,  neither  words  nor  music  are  easily  remembered ;  but 
when  the  same  words  and  music  always  go  together,  both  are  fixed  in 
the  memory  and  the  heart.  The  hold  which  the  hymns  used  by  Messrs. 
Moody  and  Sankey  have  taken  of  the  public  in  these  days,  furnishes  an 
illustration  that  is  sufficiently  familiar.  And  the  vast  influence  of  such 
a  work  as  Hymns  Ancient  and  Modern^  while  doubtless  due  to  the 
intrinsic  merits  of  the  book,  owes  much  to  the  happy  wedding  of  words 
and  music  in  that  well-known  collection. 

After  the  Sub-Committee  had  arranged  a  list  of  tunes,  suitable  for  a 
number  of  the  hymns,  it  was  felt  to  be  desirable  that  the  General  Com- 
mittee should  have  an  opportunity  of  judging  of  their  adaptation,  by 
hearing  them  recited  by  a  competent  choir.  Mr.  Darling,  conductor  of 
psalmody  in  Broughton  Place  Church,  having  kindly  agreed  to  give  such 
a  recital,  the  Committee  had  the  satisfaction  of  hearing  a  large  number 
of  tunes,  sung  in  parts,  by  Mr.  Darling^  s  choir  in  Queen  Street  Hall. 
The  special  thanks  of  your  Committee  are  due  to  Mr.  Darling  and  his 
admirably  trained  choir,  for  the  kindness  rendered  to  the  Committee,  and 
the  ability  with  which  they  conducted  the  service  entrusted  to  them. 

The  Committee,  while  desirous  of  providing  as  speedily  as  possible  a 
manual  of  praise  that  will  be  serviceable  to  the  entire  denomination,  are 
at  the  same  time  anxious  to  make  their  work  as  thorough  and  satisfac- 
tory as  may  be,  and  would  therefore  bespeak  the  licence  of  this  Court  to 
pursue  the  work  with  that  deliberation  and  care  necessary  to  ensure  so 
praiseworthy  an  object.

REPORT    ON   GENERAL    STATISTICS. 

The  schedules  for  the  Congregational  Statistics  of  the  year  1874  were 
issued  to  ministers  in  December  last,  as  in  former  years.  They  have 
been  filled  up  and  returned  or  reported  to  the  Home  Secretary,  for  the 
use  of  the  Synod  and  of  the  Home  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Missions, 
by  613  congregations,  being  the  largest  number  by  which  returns  have 
ever  been  made  in  one  year.  From  29  out  of  the  31  Presbyteries  of 
the  Church  in  the  United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  com- 
plete returns  have  been  received ;  and  in  the  two  remaining  Presbyteries 
there  are  only  three  congregations  which  have  not  filled  up  and  returned 
the  schedules  sent  to  them  for  the  year  1874.  Of  these  three  congrega* 
tions,  two  are  in  the  Presbytery  of  Berwick,  and  one  in  the  Presbytery 
of  Stirling ;  and  as  this  number  of  congregations,  from  which  a  return 
has  not  been  received,  is  the  smallest  that  has  ever  been  reported,  the 
statistics  of  the  past  year  have  made  a  nearer  approximation  to  com- 
pleteness and  perfect  accuracy  than  has  been  attained  in  any  previous 
year.  The  table  inserted  below  exhibits  the  progressive  increase,  gradual 
but  constant,  at  once  of  the  number  of  congregations  placed  on  the 
Synod's  roll,  and  of  those  congregations  by  which  the  annual  statistical 
returns  have  been  prepared  and  forwarded,  in  accordance  with  the 
regulations  of  the  Synod.

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The  number  of  congregations  on  the  roll  of  the  Synod  in  December 
1873  was  615,  and  in  December  1874  the  number  was  616,  indicating 
an  increase  of  only  ofie  congregation  during  the  year  1874.  Two  new 
congregations  were  indeed  erected  during  that  year  in  the  Presbytery 
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of  Glasgow,  VIZ.  those  at  New  Kilpatrick  and  Clydebank ;  but  the 
congregation  at  Letham,  in  the  Presbytery  of  Arbroath,  has  been  dis- 
solved, and  the  increase  in  the  number  of  congregations  on  the  Sjmod's 
roll  in  the  year  1874  has  consequently  been  only  oney  or  three  less  than 
the  number  added  in  1873.  If,  therefore,  there  has  been  real  progress 
made  by  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  during  the  year  to  which  the 
present  Report  refers,  and  some  subsequent  statements  will  show  that 
there  has  been  such  progress,  it  must  have  been  attained  by  strengthen- 
ing and  enlarging  the  congregations  which  previously  existed  rather  than 
by  the  planting  of  new  churches  or  the  formation  of  new  congregations 
in  such  churches.  • 

The  number  of  baptisms  reported  in  the  year  1874  has  been  12,222, 
which  gives  an  increase  of  256  on  the  number  reported  in  1873,  and  is 
consequently  the  largest  number  that  has  been  reported  in  the  statistical 
returns  of  any  year  since  the  annual  schedules  began  to  be  issued.  Of 
the  12,222  persons  thus  baptized,  138  were  adults,  and  12,084  were 
infants  or  young  children. 

For  a  series  of  years  there  has  been  a  steady  annual  increase  in  the 
number  of  Sabbath-school  teachers  reported  in  the  returns ;  and  also, 
with  the  exception  of  the  year  1871,  in  which  there  was  a  decrease  of 
959,  in  the  number  of  Sabbath  scholars  attending  the  classes,  of  which 
those  teachers  had  voluntarily  taken  the  oversight  and  charge,  and  in 
the  number  of  young  persons  receiving  religious  instruction  in  the 
advanced  Bible  classes,  formed  and  conducted  under  the  care  of 
ministers  and  elders  of  the  Church.  To  this  steady  progress  in  the  past 
there  has  been  no  exception  in  the  year  1874,  except  it  be  inasmuch  as 
the  returns  indicate  that  the  rate  of  progress  has  been  more  marked  and 
manifest  than  in  previous  years.  The  number  of  Sabbath-school  teachers, 
which  in  1872  was  reported  as  10,870,  and  in  1873  as  10,963,  is  returned 
for  1874  as  11,857,  showing  an  increase  of  987  during  the  last  two  years, 
and  of  894  in  the  year  1874 ;  while  the  total  increase  of  teachers  during 
the  last  decade  has  been  2881,  or  32  per  cent,  on  the  number  returned 
in  the  year  1864.  The  number  of  scholars  attending  classes  in  Sabbath 
schools,  which  was  reported  in  1872  as  84,308,  and  which  had  increased 
in  1873  to  84,754,  has  been  returned  for  1874  as  89,224,  showing  an 
increase  of  4916  scholars  in  two  years,  of  which  number  4470  have  been 
added  in  the  year  1874.  The  total  increase  of  scholars  during  the  last 
ten  years  has  been  18,140,  or  fully  25  per  cent,  on  the  number  returned 
in  1864.  There  has  been  a  similar  increase  during  the  past  year  in  the 
number  of  advanced  Bible  classes  taught  by  ministers  and  elders,  and 
also  in  the  number  of  young  persons  attending  these  classes.  In  1872 
the  number  of  these  advanced  classes  was  723,  and  in  1873  it  had  in- 
creased to  735 ;  while  for  1874  the  number  of  classes  has  been  returned 
as  799,  which  gives  an  increase  of  64  classes  in  that  year.     The  number 
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of  young  persons  attending  these  classes  was  returned  as  22,192  in 
1872,  and  as  23,000  in  1873,  being  an  increase  of  808  in  the  latter  of 
those  years ;  but  for  1874  the  number  is  reported  as  25,328,  showing  a 
further  increase  in  that  year  of  2328,  or  3136  in  two  years.  Of  these 
799  advanced  Bible  classes,  557  were  taught  by  ministers,  and  the 
attendance  at  these  is  reported  as  20,007.  These  statistical  returns,  in 
reference  to  the  religious  instruction  and  training  of  the  young,  are  highly 
satisfactory  and  encouraging.  In  the  increased  number  of  advanced 
Bible  classes  and  of  Sabbath-school  teachers  which  these  returns  report, 
they  indicate  growing  earnestness  in  the  work  of  imparting  instruction, 
and  a  deepening  conviction  of  thtf  importance  of  sowing  the  seed  of 
divine  truth  in  the  minds  of  the  young,  and  of  endeavouring  to  lead 
them  in  early  life  into  the  knowledge  and  love  of  Jesus  as  their  Saviour. 
And  in  the  very  considerable  increase  of  the  number  of  young  persons 
receiving  instruction  which  the  schedules  report,  they  seem  to  indicate 
increasing  willingness  to  receive  the  lessons  of  heavenly  wisdom,  and 
greater  preparedness  to  learn  of  Him  who  is  ^  meek  and  lowly  in  heart' 
May  we  not  therefore  find  in  these  returns  an  evidence  of  the  power 
of  that  wave  of  revival  which  has  been  passing  over  many  districts  and 
congregations,  and  of  the  reality  of  that  work  of  grace  which  has  been 
wrought  in  our  land,  during  the  past  months?  And  should  not  the  pro- 
gress and  success  of  the  work  of  religious  instruction  among  the  young 
during  the  year  to  which  these  returns  relate,  inspire  the  hope  of  con- 
tinued and  yet  greater  progress  in  future  years,  and  stimulate  the 
persevering  effort  through  which,  with  the  divine  blessing,  that  hope 
may  be  more  fully  realized  t 

The  number  of  members  in  full  communion  with  the  United  Pres- 
byterian Church,  which  was  returned  as  182,810  in  1872,  and  as  184,033 
in  1873,  is  reported  for  1874  as'l87,761.  This  shows  an  increase  of 
4951  members  during  the  last  two  years,. and  of  3728  members  in  the 
year  1874,  which  is  more  than  three  times  as  great  as  the  increase  re- 
ported for  the  year  preceding,  and  indicates  that  the  rate  of  increase 
on  the  whole  membership  of  the  Church  for  1874  has  been  fully  2  per 
cent,  while  last  year  it  was  only  f  per  cent  The  average  attendance 
at  public  worship  on  the  Lord's  day  for  the  year  1874  is  reported  as 
207,874,  which  is  1257  less  than  the  attendance  reported  in  1873,  but 
702  more  than  the  number  reported  in  1872.  The  average  membership 
of  each  congregation  is  305,  being  an  increase  of  6  on  the  average  of 
the  previous  year;  while  the  average  attendance  in  each  church  has 
been  337,  or  three  less  than  the  average  attendance  which  was  given  in 
the  Report  for  the  year  1873. 

In  13  Presbyteries  of  the  Church,  or  two  less  than  in  the  previous 
year,  the  number  of  members  on  the  communion  rolls  has  been  reduced 
during  the  year  1874 ;  but  the  decrease  in  several  of  these  Presbyteries 
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has  been  small,  and  the  aggregate  reduction  has  been  382.  In  the 
schednles  received  from  the  other  18  Home  Presbyteries  of  the  Church, 
there  is  reported  an  aggregate  increase  of  4110  members;  and,  deduct- 
ing from  that  number  382  for  the  aggregate  decrease,  we  find,  as  stated 
above,  that  the  nett  increase  of  membership  over  the  whole  Church  in 
1874  has  been  3728,  or  fully  2  per  cent.,  whereas  in  the  year  1878  it 
was  only  f  per  cent.  The  13  Presbyteries  in.  which  the  membership 
has  been  reduced  in  1874  are — Aberdeen  (1),  Hamilton  (1),  Orkney 
(1),  Perth  (8),  Lanark  (16),  Buchan  (18),  Stirling  (19),  Dunfermline 
(27),  Galloway  (35),  Berwick  (51),  Kelso  (51),  Dumfries  (64),  and 
Cupar  (90) ;  and  the  diminution,  which  it  was  reported  last  year  had 
been  considerable  in  each  of  the  years  1872  and  1873  in  the  Presbyteries 
of  Berwick,  Cupar,  and  Kelso,  has  again  been  large  in  each  of  these 
three  Presbyteries  in  the  year  1874.  In  the  other  18  Presbyteries,  the 
membership  has  increased  during  the  year  1874,  and  the  additions  have 
been : — Glasgow,  2157,  or  5J  per  cent. ;  Paisley  and  Greenock,  408,  or 
8|  per  cent. ;  Lancashire,  368,  or  7^  per  cent. ;  Newcastle,  258,  or  3f 
per  cent. ;  Edinburgh,  284,  or  ^  per  cent. ;  Dundee,  220,  or  3  per  cent. ; 
Falkirk,  90,  or  2f  per  cent. ;  Kirkcaldy,  88,  or  2  per  cent. ;  London, 
74,  or  2f  per  cent. ;  Kilmarnock,  45,  or  f  per  cent. ;  Elgin  and  Inver- 
ness, 43,  or  2:^  per  cent. ;  Carlisle,  42,  or  4f  per  cent. ;  Arbroath,  22  ; 
Kinross,  22  ;  Banffshire,  21 ;  Melrose,  9 ;  Annandale,  8  ;  and  Ireland, 
1.  The  increase  of  membership  during  the  year  1874  has  thus  been 
greatest  in  the  Presbytery  of  Glasgow,  as  it  was  also  in  the  preceding 
year,  while  it  has  also  been  considerable  in  the  4  English  Presbyteries 
of  Lancashire,  Newcastle,  London,  and  Carlisle,  and  in  the  Presbyteries 
of  Paisley  and  Greenock,  Edinburgh,  Dundee,  Falkirk,  Kirkcaldy,  Kil- 
marnock, and  Elgin  and  Inverness.  In  these  12  Presbyteries,  the  aggre- 
gate increase  in  the  membership  of  congregations  has  been  4027,  and  it  is 
to  be  noted  that  in  the  Presbytery  of  Glasgow  the  increase  in  1874  has 
been  2157,  or  nearly  double  the  increase  (1128)  which  was  reported  for  the 
year  1873,  and  more  than  half  of  the  total  increase  in  the  whole  Church. 
To  illustrate  the  manner  in  which  the  increase  in  the  total  member- 
ship of  the  Church  has  been  distributed  over  the  congregations  of  the 
Synod,  a  tabular  statement  has  for  several  years  been  prepared,  exhibit- 
ing the  number  of  congregations  in  each  Presbytery  in  which  the  de- 
crease of  the  membership  has  not  exceeded  ten  or  has  been  more  than 
ten  ;  the  total  number  of  congregations  in  each  Presbytery ;  the  number 
of  congregations  in  the  larger  cities  and  towns,  and  their  vicinity,  which 
are  within  the  bounds  of  each  Presbytery,  and  the  proportion  of  these 
in  which  the  membership  has  increased ;  and  the  number  of  congrega- 
tions in  each  Presbytery  situated  in  the  smaller  towns  and  rural  districts, 
with  the  proportion  of  these  congregations  also  in  which  the  member- 
ship has  increased.    This  table  is  given  on  the  next  page.

From  said  table  it  will  be  seen  that  there  are  330  congregations  out 
of  the  616  on  the  Synod's  roll  in  which  the  membership  has  increased 
in  the  year  1874,  while  in  the  year  1873  there  were  only  282  in  which 
an  increase  of  membership  was  reported ;  that  there  are  44  congregations, 
or  16  less  than  in  1873,  in  which  the  number  of  members  has  neither 
been  increased  nor  decreased  daring  the  year  1874 ;  and  that  there  are 
242  congregations,  or  31   less  than  the  number  reported  in  1873,  in 
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which  the  membership  has  diminished  during  the  year  1874.  The  table 
further  shows,  that  of  227  congregations  classified  as  in  or  near  to  cities 
or  large  towns,  there  are  151,  or  30  more  than  was  stated  in  1873,  in 
which  the  membership  has  been  enlarged  during  the  year,  and  there- 
fore only  76,  or  28  less  than  in  1873,  in  which  the  number  of  members 
has  either  remained  stationary  or  been  diminished ;  while  of  the  389  con- 
gregations classified  as  located  in  small  towns  or  in  rural  districts,  there 
are  179,  or  18  more  than  in  1873,  in  which  the  membership  has  been 
increased  during  the  past  year,  and  therefore  210,  or  19  less  than  in 
1873,  in  which  the  number  of  members  either  has  remained  stationary 
or  has  decreased  during  the  year  1874.  It  thus  appears  from  the  exa- 
mination of  the  figures  contained  in  the  table  to  which  the  preceding 
remarks  refer,  that  both  in  large  cities  and  townd,  and  in  remote  and  rural 
districts,  a  larger  number  of  congregations  than  in  the  previous  year 
have  added  to  their  membership ;  and  that  consequently,  both  in  large 
towns  and  in  the  country  districts,  there  was  a*  more  limited  number  of 
congregations  in  1874  than  in  the  previous  year  in  which  the  member- 
ship remained  stationary  or  decreased.  The  position  of  the  Church  at 
the  close  of  the  year  1874,  as  indicated  by  the  returns  in  the  statistical 
schedules  respecting  membership,  is  therefore  on  the  whole  more  satis- 
factory and  encouraging  than  at  the  close  of  the  previous  year ;  and  in 
the  large  addition  to  the  general  membership  of  tlie  denomination,  and 
especially  to  the  membership  within  the  bounds  of  the  Presbytery  of 
Glasgow,  there  is  further  evidence  of  the  happy  results  of  the  evangelistic 
efforts  and  of  the  work  of  grace  which  have  been  going  on  within  our 
borders,  and  renewed  encouragement  to  diligence  and  perseverance  in 
every  department  of  Christian  effort  and  labour,  believing  that  while 
^  one  soweth  and  another  reapeth,'  ^  both  he  that  soweth  and  he  that 
reapeth  shall  rejoice  together ;'  and  that  *  every  man  shall  receive  his 
own  reward  according  to  his  own  labour.' 

The  number  of  students  enrolled  in  the  Theological  Hall  for  the 
session  of  1874  was  127,  showing  an  increase  of  4  as  compared  with  the 
attendance  in  the  year  1873,  but  a  decrease  of  9  as  compared  with  the 
attendance  during  the  Hall  session  in  1872.  Of  these  127  students, 
there  were  20  of  the  fifth  or  most  advanced  year,  32  of  the  fourth  year,  23 
of  the  third  year,  20  of  the  second  year,  and  32  of  the  first  or  entrance 
year.  The  number  of  ministers  and  preachers  on  the  list  issued  in 
January  1875  by  the  Committee  for  the  Distribution  of  Preachers  was 
56,  or  5  less  than  in  the  previous  year;  but  of  these  56,  the  list  of 
occasional  supply  included  16,  so  that  the  names  on  the  ordinary  distribu- 
tion list  were  only  40  in  number.  The  number  of  elders  included  in  the 
sessions  of  the  Church,  which  in  1872  was  reported  as  4871,  and  in  1873 
as  4952,  has  been  returned  for  the  year  1874  as  5017 ;  showing  an  in- 
crease in  two  years  of  146,  and  an  addition  in  the  year  1874  of  65. 
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this  increase  being  greatest  in  the  Presbyteries  of  Glasgow  (£11^43,  or 
nearly  13  per  cent.),  Lancashire  (£6238,  or  31f  per  cent.),  Newcastle 
(£3207,  or  22f  per  cent.)?  Dundee  (£2502,  or  31|  per  cent.),  and  London 
(£2216,  or  16  per  cent.),  and  least  in  the  Presbytery  of  Elgin  and  Inver- 
ness (£13,  or  i  per  cent.).  In  fowr  Presbyteries, — ^namely,  Dunfermline 
(£830),  StirUng  (£753),  Hamilton  (£565),  and  Buchan  (£533),— the 
increase  of  congregational  contributions  in  1874,  as  compared  with  the 
year  preceding,  has  been  upwards  of  £500;  in  five  Presbyteries^ — 
namely,  Lanark  (£347),  Annandale  (£291),  Aberdeen  (£246),  Kil- 
marnock (£206),  and  Perth  (£204), — the  increase  has  been  b^ween 
£350  and  £200;  in  three  Presbyteries, — ^namely,  Kinross  (£123), 
Banffshire  (£116),  and  Kelso  (110), — ^the  increase  has  ranged  between 
£150  and  £100;  and  in  three  Presbyteries, — ^namely,  Carlisle  (£59), 
Melrose  (£45),  and  Elgin  and  Inverness  (£13), — the  increase  in  1874 
over  the  contributions  of  the  year  1873  has  been  under  £60. 

The  table  printed  on  the  following  page  contains  a  comparative  state- 
ment of  the  membership  and  income  of  the  Presbyteries  of  the  Church 
for  the  years  1873  and  1874,  and  exhibits  more  concisely  the  facts  which 
are  stated  above. 

The  total  income  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  for  the  year 
1874  has  been  £364,023;  and  although  the  mcome  for  the  year  1873 
exceeded  that  of  1872  by  £7424,  7s.  5d.,  the  amount  received  in  1874 
has  exceeded  that  of  the  previous  year  by  £25,645, 12s.  lOd.,  and  is  by 
that  amount  the  largest  annual  income  that  has  ever  been  recorded  in 
these  statistical  Reports.  This  increased  income  may  be  regarded  with 
greater  satisfaction,  because  it  is  not  the  result  of  large  bequests  to  the 
funds  of  the  Church,  nor  of  enlarged  receipts  from  any  other  exceptional 
sources,  but  of  increased  congregational  contributions.  The  amount 
paid  to  the  Synod's  Treasurer  during  the  year  1874  as  contributions 
from  non-congregational  Societies,  Schools,  and  Foreign  Mission  Stations 
has  been  £1765,  2s.  Od.,  being  £602  Uee  than  the  amount  received  from 
these  sources  in  1873.  The  amount  received  as  personal  donations  for 
missions  in  1874  has  been  £7086,  148.  lOd.,  or  £315  more  than  was 
received  in  the  previous  year ;  and  the  amount  received  as  legacies  /or 
missions  in  1874  has  been  £4213,  14s.  Od.,  or  £1303  more  than  was 
received  in  the  year  1873.  Under  these  three  heads  there  has  thus  been 
an  increase  of  £1016  in  the  amount  contributed  during  the  year  1874 
as  compared  with  the  receipts  of  the  previous  year ;  but  in  the  amount 
of  special  contributions  for  the  Church  Extension,  Manse,  and  Scholar- 
ship Funds,  and  some  other  special  funds,  there  has  been  a  decrease  in 
1874,  as  compared  with  the  receipts  for  these  funds  in  1873,  of  £1576; 
so  that  on  the  whole  income,  apart  from  that  derived  from  congregational 
sources,  there  has  been  a  decrease  in  1874  of  rather  more  than  £560,  and 
consequently,  although  the  increase  during  the  year  from  congregational 
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PBX8BTTSBZSS.

sources  has  been  £26,2059 148.  Id.,  the  increase  of  the  total  income  of 
the  Church  has  been,  as  stated  above,  £25,645, 128.  lOd.  While,  there- 
fore, the  income  for  the  year  1874  has  so  largely  exceeded  that  of  the 
previous  year,  and  again  stands  ont  as  the  largest  annnal  income  that 
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has  been  obtained  since  the  United  Presbyterian  Churcli  was  constituted, 
it  is  satisfactory  to  find  that  the  increase  has  not  been  occasioned  by  any 
large  exceptional  bequest,  or  other  extraneous  and  extraordinary  contri- 
bution, but  by  that  development  of  Christian  liberality  among  the  members 
of  the  Churchy  and  that  steady  increase  of  congregational  effort  and 
contribution,  which  afford  the  best  foundation  for  the  hope  that  the 
advance  which  has  been  made  shall  be  maintained  in  coming  years. 
Nor  is  there  any  reason  to  apprehend  that  the  limit  of  progress  has  been 
reached.  If  the  great  motives  to  liberality  for  the  advancement  of  the 
work  and  kingdom  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  which  the  Scriptures  present, 
were  more  generally  and  deeply  felt  by  the  members  of  our  congrega- 
tions, and  if  the  principles  of  systematic,  frequent,  and  proportionate 
giving  for  the  work  of  God  were  more  universally  adopted  and  carried 
into  effect,  so  that  every  one  should  give  cheerfully,  ^  according  as  God 
has  prospered  him,'  there  is  every  reason  to  believe  that  the  resources  of 
congregations  would  experience  a  great  and  manifest  expansion,  and 
that  the  offerings  of  the  past  would  be  far  exceeded  by  the  abundance 
which  would  be  brought  into  the  treasury  of  the  Church.  The  know- 
ledge of  ^  the  grace  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ '  would  thus  evidence  itself 
in  the  increase  of  willing  contributions  for  the  maintenance  of  His  ordi- 
nances and  the  diffusion  of  His  truth ;  and  with  this  more  faithful  and 
devoted  consecration  by  the  members  of  the  Church  x)f  a  fitting  portion 
of  their  substance  for  the  promotion  of  the  divine  glory  and  for  the  good 
of  men,  there  would  be  enlarged  experience  of  the  divine  blessing  on  all 
the  institutions  and  operations  of  the  Church ;  for  thus  saith  the  Lord  of 
hosts,  ^  Bring  ye  all  the  tithes  into  the  storehouse,  that  there  may  be  meat 
in  mine  house,  and  prove  me  now  herewith,  if  I  will  not  open  you  the 
windows  of  heaven,  and  pour  you  out  a  blessing,  that  there  shall  not  be 
room  enough  to  receive  it.' 

The  amount  of  congregational  contributions  for  the  support  of  the 
Gospel  Ministry  is  an  important  part  of  denominational  finance,  and  it 
has  usually  received  special  notice  in  the  annual  Reports  on  Statistics 
which  have  been  presented  to  the  Synod.  In  May  1873,  it  was  reported 
that  the  payments  made  by  congregations  to  their  ministers  for  stipends 
and  incidental  expenses  during  the  year  1872  had  amounted  to  £119,843, 
18s.  3d.,  and  exceeded  the  amount  paid  in  the  previous  year  by  £2010. 
In  May  1874,  it  was  reported  that  the  statistical  returns  for  the  year  1873 
showed  that  a  similar  advance  had  again  been  made  in  that  year,  as  the 
amount  of  congregational  payments  to  ministers  for  stipends  had  been 
£120,573,  Is.  lid.,  and  the  aggregate  amount  paid  for  incidental  ex- 
penses had  been  £2938, 18s.  lOd.,  so  making  up  as  the  full  amount  paid 
in  that  year  the  sum  of  £123,512,  Os.  9d.,  which  exceeded  the  amount 
paid  in  1872  by  £3668,  2s.  6d.  An  average  increase  of  about  £3000  per 
annum  in  the  amount  contributed  by  the  congregations  of  the  Church, 
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for  the  stipends  of  their  ministers  had  thus  been  made  for  several  years  up 
to  the  end  of  the  year  1873,  and  that  rate  of  increase  has  been  much  more 
than  maintained  in  the  year  1874.  The  statistical  returns  for  that  year 
show^  that  the  amount  of  congregational  payments  to  ministers  for  stipend 
has  been  £128,809,  and  for  incidental  expenses  £2987,  so  making  up  as 
the  full  amount  paid  for  stipends  and  expenses,  the  sum  of  £131,796, 8s. 4d., 
which  exceeds  the  amount  of  these  payments  in  the  previous  year  by 
£8284,  7s.  7d.,  and  indicates  the  largest  advance  which  has  been  made 
in  any  single  year  in  the  aggregate  amount  of  the  stipends  of  the  mini- 
sters of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church.  Exclusive  of  the  allowance  for 
expenses,  the  payments  for  stipends  in  eacli  of  the  ten  years  terminating 
with  1874  has  been  £95,975,  £100,456,  £103,495,  £106,599,  £109,932, 
£111,946,  £114,580,  £116,489,  £120,573,  and  £128,809,  lis.  3d.  In 
all,  these  payments  amount  to  £1,108,854,  and  exceed  the  sum  raised 
by  congregations  for  the  stipends  of  their  own  ministers  during  the  term 
of  ten  years  terminating  with  the  year  1873  by  £36,404.  It  thus  ap- 
pears that  the  amount  raised  for  stipends  by  the  congregations  of  the 
United  Presbyterian  Church  in  1874  exceeded  the  sum  raised  for  that 
purpose  in  1865  by  £32,834,  and  that  as  this  sum  indicates  the  advance 
made  in  nine  years,  the  increase  has  been  at  the^  average  rate  of  £3648 
per  annum. 

In  order  to  ascertain  the  total  amount  contributed  by  the  members^ 
and  friends  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  for  the  support  of  the 
ministry,  there  must  be  added  to  the  sums  contributed  by  congregations 
for  the  stipends  of  their  own  respective  ministers,  the  amount  of  the  pay- 
ments made  under  the  direction  of  the  Home  Committee  of  the  Board  of 
Missions  to  the  weaker  congregations  on  the  roll  of  the  Synod  under  the 
Augmentation  of  Stipends  Scljeme.  These  payments  for  the  year  1874 
include  both  the  supplemental  grants,  which,  in  accordance  with  the 
arrangements  sanctioned  by  the  Presbyteries  of  the  Church,  have  been 
paid  to  the  congregations  on  the  supplemental  list  for  several  years,  and 
the  grants  from  the  Surplus  Augmentation  Fund,  which,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  resolutions  adopted  by  the  Synod  in  May  last,  have  been 
paid  for  the  first  time  for  the  year  1874.  The  amount  of  the  supple- 
mental grants  under  the  first  of  these  two  heads  of  expenditure,  which 
in  1870  was  £10,745,  had  been  reduced  in  1873  to  £9724,  showing  a 
decrease  in  three  years  of  the  amount  paid  for  supplements  amounting 
to  £1021,  or  of  £340  per  annum,  although  the  minimum  stipend  was  main- 
tained throughout  at  the  same  rate  of  £157, 10s.  Od.  per  annum.  During 
the  year  1874,  the  amount  distributed  in  supplemental  grants  has  been 
£10,055,  being  an  increase  of  £331  on  the  payments  of  the  previous 
year,  which  has  been  occasioned  chiefly  by  the  increase  of  the  maximum 
supplemental  grant  from  £60  to  £70  per  annum.  The  amount  distri- 
buted in  grants  from  the  ^  Surplus  Augmentation  Fund '  for  the  year 
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1874,  in  as  far  as  these  grants  have  yet  been  arranged,  has  been  £6490 ; 
and  the  total  amount  of  supplemental  and  surplus  grants,  under  the  Aug- 
mentation of  Stipends  Scheme  for  1874,  has  consequently  been  £16,545, 
Is.  Od.,  or  £6820,  6s.  Od.  more  than  the  amount  distributed  in  the 
administration  of  the  Augmentation  Scheme  for  the  year  1873.  Adding 
these  supplemental  and  surplus  grants  to  the  payments  directly  made  by 
congregations  for  the  support  of  their  own  ministers,  there  is  obtained,  as 
the  total  amount  of  stipend  (exclusive  of  payments  from  bequests  and 
other  extraneous  sources)  paid  in  the  United  Presbyterian  Ghurch  for 
the  year  1874,  the  sum  of  £148,341,  9s.  4d.,  which  shows  an  increase  of 
£15,104,  13s.  7d.,  or  very  nearly  9  per  cent.,  on  the  amount  paid  in  the 
year  1873,  and  gives  an  annual  average  stipend  of  £240, 16s.  3d.  to  each 
minister  of  the  denomination,  or  £24,  3s.  4d.  more  than  in  the  previous 
year,  realized  by  an  average  annual  contribution  for  stipend  from  each 
member  of  the  Church  of  15s,  9d.,  which  is  Is.  3d.  per  member  more  than 
the  average  rate  of  contribution  for  stipend  in  1873,  and  5s.  per  member 
more  than  the  average  rate  in  1861.  These  results  are  more  fully  set 
forth  in  the  following  comparative  table : —

For  the  reasons  which  were  stated  in  previous  Reports,  and  in  con- 
nection with  the  question  of  Union  in  England,  which  may  this  year 
anew  be  brought  under  the  consideration  of  the  Synod,  the  statistics  of 
the  congregations  in  England  are  again  given  in  a  separate  form,  as  was 
done  in  the  Eeports  for  each  of  the  years  1870,  1871, 1872,  and  1873. 
For  purposes  of  comparison,  two  tables  are  inserted  below,  of  which  the 
first  gives  the  statistics  of  the  congregations  in  England  for  the  year 
ending  31st  December  1864,  and  the  other  the  statistics  of  the  English 
congregations  for  the  year  ending  31st  December  1874,  so  that  the 
difference  between  the  results  indicated  in  these  two  tables  indicates  the 
progress  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  in  England  for  the  period 
of  ten  years,  ending  at  the  latter  of  these  dates.

It  thus  appears  that,  while  in  the  ten  years  ending  at  31st  December 
1874  the  increase  in  the  number  of  congregations  on  the  Synod's  roll 
vras  31,  and  the  increase  of  membership  was  17,171,  or  10  per  cent.,  the 
additions  to  the  number  of  congregations  in  England  were  15,  and  the 
accessions  to  the  membership  of  these  English  congregations  were  4922,  or 
31|  per  cent.  During  the  same  period  of  ten  years,  the  contributions  of 
the  congregatiolis  in  England  for  congregational  purposes  have  been 
increased  by  £21,053,  ISs.  6d.;  for  missionary  and  benevolent  purposes  by 
£7212, 188,  lOd.;  and  for  all  purposes  by  £28,266, 12s.  4d.;  this  increase 
of  contributions  for  all  purposes  having  been  at  the  rate  of  75|  per  cent, 
for  the  term  of  ten  years,  or  of  7^  per  cent,  per  annum,  on  the  total 
amount  of  contributions  in  1864.  This  rate  of  increase  has  been  more  than 
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maintained  in  the  year  1874,  as  the  additional  income  for  all  purposes 
in  that  year,  as  compared  with  1873,  has  been  £11,3719  9s.  lid.,  or  very 
nearly  21  per  cent.  The  contributions  from  these  congregations  on 
behalf  of  the  various  funds  of  the  Synod  have  increased  during  tliese 
ten  years  70  per  cent,  and  their  aggregate  annual  amount  in  1874  was 
very  nearly  2^  times  as  great  as  in  the  year  1863.  In  the  year  1864, 
the  amount  remitted  by  the  congregations  in  England  to  the  Synod's 
Treasurer  for  the  support  of  the  Synod's  Missions  and  other  schemes  of 
the  Church  was  £2651,  17s.  Od.,  showing  an  advance  of  contributious 
during  that  year  of  £826 ;  but  in  1874  the  amount  remitted  was 
£4504,  15s,  7d.,  showing  an  increase  of  contributious  for  the  Synod's 
Funds  in  that  year,  as  compared  with  the  year  1864,  of  £1852,  18s.  7d,, 
and  also  an  increase  of  £262,  3s,  lOd.,  or  6  per  cent.,  as  compared  with 
the  amount  remitted  in  1873.  The  average  rate  of  contributions  for  all 
purposes  in  the  English  congregations  for  the  year  1874  was  £3, 4s,  0|d, 
per  member,  while  the  average  rate  per  member  over  the  whole  Church 
was  £1,  17s.  Od.,  or  £1,  7s.  Ofd.  less  than  the  English  rate.  The  total 
amount  contributed  for  all  purposes  in  the  year  1874  by  the  106  con- 
gregations located  in  England  was  £65,577,  12s.  Od.,  or  nearly  £5000 
more  than  one-sixth  part  of  the  total  income  of  the  United  Presbyterian 
Church  for  the  year  ending  31st  December  1874.

It  was  stated  in  the  Reports  for  the  years  1872  and  1873,  that  although 
the  payments  to  English  congregations  for  Augmentation  and  Evange- 
listic purposes  still  considerably  exceeded  the  sums  received  from  English 
sources  on  behalf  of  the  Augmentation  and  Evangelistic  branches  of 
the  Home  Mission  fund,  yet  for  all  the  Funds  of  the  Church  the  balance 
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of  receipts  from,  and  payments  to,  the  English  charges  had  daring  these 
jears  been  in  favour  of  the  Synod's  Treasurer,  as  the  contributions* 
received  from  England  had  exceeded  the  amount  of  grants  to  English 
congregations  in  the  former  of  these  years  by  £138,  14s,  2d.,  and  in  the 
latter  by  £1594,  8s.  7d.  A  similar  result  has  been  attained  in  the 
year  1874,  as  the  payments  to  England  in  that  year  have  amounted  to 
£4514,  15s.  2d.,  and  the  contributions  received  from  England  to 
£5313,  3s.  Id.,  and  the  balance  in  favour  of  the  Synod's  Treasurer  has 
been  £798,  7s..  lid.  The  steps  of  the  progress  indicated  by.  these 
separate  statements  concerning  the  English  congi'egations,  since  they 
were  introduced  into  the  annual  statistical  Reports  in  May  1870,  may 
be  noted  thus : —

In  closing  this  Report  on  the  statistics  of  the  United  Presbyterian 
Church  for  the  year  1874,  the  Committee  have  pleasure  in  stating  that 
it  affords  indications  of  progress  and  prosperity  which  are  satisfactory 
and  encouraging.  The  number  of  congregations  on  the  Synod's  roll 
has  indeed  received  only  one  addition  during  the  year^  and  the  increase 
in  the  eldership  of  the  Church  has  been  only  65^  or  16  less  than  the 
number  added  in  1873.  But  the  increase  in  the  membership  of  the 
Church,  which  in  1872  was  1384,  and  in  1873  was  only  1223,  has  in 
the  year  1874  amounted  to  3728,  or  to  more  than  three  times  the  gain 
of  the  previous  year.  The  increase  in  1874  has  thus  been  at  the  rate 
of  6  members  to  each  congregation,  instead  of  2  as  in  the  preceding 
year;  and  the  nett  additions  for  1874  have  been  at  the  rate  of  one  per 
member  to  every  50  members  formerly  in  connection  with  the  United 
Presbyterian  Church,  while  last  year  they  were  only  at  the  rate  of  one 
new  member  for  every  150  persons  previously  on  the  roll  of  membership. 
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There  are  indeed  13  Presbyteries  and  242  congregations  in  which  the 
schedules  of  statistics  for  1874  show  that  the  membership  has  decreased, 
and  44  congregations  in  which  there  has  been  no  increase  in  the  year 
1874 ;  but  these  numbers  are  all  less  than  the  corresponding  numbers 
in  the  Report  for  1873,  and  the  aggregate  decrease  of  members  in  1874  is 
only  382y  or  about  one-fourth  of  the  total  decrease  reported  for  15  Presby- 
teries in  the  previous  year.  On  the  other  hand,  the  additions  to  the  mem- 
bership in  18  Presbyteries  in  1874  has  been  4110,  or  1380  more  than  the 
additions  reported  for  16  Presbyteries  in  1873;  so  that  the  addition 
to  the  membership  of  the  whole  Church  has  been,  as  already  stated, 
3728,  or  2  per  cent,  on  the  number  of  members  reported  in  1873.  It 
may  still  be  questioned  whether  this  is  a  rate  of  increase  corresponding  to 
the  increase  of  the  population  in  Scotland,  or  in  Great  Britain,  or  with 
which  the  Church  should  be  content ;  but  it  is  a  higher  rate  of  increase 
than  has  been  attained  in  any  one  of  the  last  ten  years,  and  if  not 
absolutely,  it  is  at  least  relatively,  satisfactory  and  full  of  encouragement. 
It  should  therefore  stimulate  effort  and  prayer  for  the  extension  of  the 
Church,  for  the  success  of  the  Church's  missionary  and  evangelistic 
work  among  the  masses  of  the  population  in  large  cities  and  towns,  and 
for  the  increase  of  Cliristian  agencies  and  influence  in  the  districts 
which  are  the  seats  of  our  mining  and  manufacturing  industries.  If 
other  branches  of  the  one  Church  9f  the  Lord  Jesus  are  labouring  effi- 
ciently in  the  same  fields  of  Christian  enterprise,  there  is  reason  to 
rejoice  in  theirjsuccess,  and  there  is  no  occasion  for  any  narrow,  envious 
rivalry  with  them.  But  as  a  religious  denomination,  the  United  Presby- 
terian Ck  urch  has  duties  and  obligations  to  discharge  in  relation  to  the 
increasing  population  of  the  land ;  and  until  that  population  shall  have 
been  much  more  thoroughly  and  universally  evangelized  than  it  has  yet 
been,  there  will  be  room  and  need  for  the  exertions  and  the  contributions 
by  which  men  are  to  be  guided  to  the  Saviour,  and  brought  into  fellow- 
ship with  His  Church  and  kingdom  in  the  earth.  Encouraged,  therefore, 
by  the  evidence  afforded  in  the  past  ^  that  the  hand  of  our  God  has  been 
good  upon  us,'  let  us  strengthen  ourselves  in  Him,  and  say,  *  The  God  of 
heaven,  He  will  prosper  us;  therefore  we  His  servants  will  arise  and  build.' 
*  The  Lord  hath  been  mindful  of  us,  He  will  bless  us ;  He  will  bless  the 
house  of  Israel ;  He  will  bless  the  house  of  Aaron.' 

The  increased  efforts  for  the  religious  instruction  of  the  young  indi- 
cated by  the  statistics  of  the  year  in  the  addition  made  to  the  number  of 
Bible  classes  and  of  Sabbath-school  teachers,  and  the  large  accession  to 
the  number  of  young  persons  under  instruction  in  Sabbath-schools  and 
in  the  advanced  classes  taught  by  ministers  and  elders  of  the  Church,  are 
also  facts  in  the  Report  that  are  hopeful  and  encouraging.  These  young 
persons  are  the  hope  of  the  Christian  Church.  They  will  soon  be  the 
men  and  women  of  their  generation.    If  they  are  now  rightly  trained 
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and  instructed  in  the  way  in  which  they  should  go,  they  will  not  depart 
from  it  when  they  are  old.  Thus  *  one  generation  shall  praise  the  works 
of  the  Lord  to  another,  and  shall  declare  His  mighty  acts ; '  and  thus  the 
earnest,  prayerful  labour  among  the  young,  which  is  a  sign  pf  the  present 
active  and  revived  life  of  the  Church,  becomes  also  the  pledge  of  the  con- 
tinued progress  and  enlargement  of  future  years,  when  *  instead  of  thy 
fathers  shall  be  thy  children,  whom  thou  mayest  make  princes  in  all 
the  earth.'  '  They  shall  not  be  ashamed,  but  they  shall  speak  with  the 
enemies  in  the  gate.' 

One  of  the  most  characteristic  features  in  this  Keport  is  the  remarkable 
addition  which  has  been  made  in  the  year  1874  to  the  contributions 
received  for  the  support  of  the  gospel  ministry.  In  no  preceding  year  has 
so  great  a  step  in  advance  been  taken,  nor  has  such  marked  success 
attended  the  efforts  of  those  who  have  sought  to  awaken  interest  in  and 
to  elicit  contributions  for  the  temporal  comfort  of  the  ministers  of  the 
Church  and  their  households.  The  addition  of  so  large  a  sum  as  £15,000 
in  various  ways  to  the  stipends  of  the  ministers  of  the  denomination  in 
one  year,  indicates  on  the  part  of  the  Church  at  large  an  awakened  con- 
sciousness among  its  members  of  the  claims  which  those  who  preach  the 
gospel  have  to  live  of  the  gospel,  and  of  the  equity  of  that  rule  which  pro- 
vides that  those  who  sow  to  them  in  spiritual  things  should  reap  of  their 
carnal  things.  This  increased  liberality  for  the  better  support  of  the 
gospel  ministry  may  remove  obstacles  out  of  the  way  of  some  who  are 
desirous  to  enter  into  the  office  of  the  ministry;  it  will  add  to  the  comfort 
of  many  manses,  and  remove  many  cares  and  anxieties  from  the  minds  of 
those  who  inhabit  them ;  and  it  must,  in  the  gratitude  which  it  elicits,  ^  be 
abundant  by  many  thanksgivings  unto  God.'  But  it  may  be  also  confi- 
dently expected  that  it  will  promote  the  Church's  progress  and  extension, 
by  encouraging  those  who  are  ^pnt  in  trust  with  the  gospel'  to  make 
*  full  proof  of  their  ministry,'  and  to  discharge  with  greater  cheerfulness 
and  alacrity  and  perseverance  all  the  duties  of  their  office,  while,  ^by  the 
experiment  of  this  ministration,  *  they  glorify  God'  on  behalf  of  the 
members  of  the  Church  *  for  their  professed  subjection  unto  the  gospel 
of  Christ,  and  for  their  liberal  distribution  unto  them ; '  and  while  they 
'do  not  cease  to  pray'  for  them,  that  they  'may  walk  worthy  of  the 
Lord  unto  all  pleasing,  being  fruitful  in  every  good  work,  and  increasing 
in  the  knowledge  of  God,'  who  can  '  supply  all  their  need  according  to 
His  riches  in  glory  by  Christ  Jesus.' 

In  reference  to  the  amount  of  contributions  for  the  support  of  the 
gospel  at  home  and  its  diffusion  abroad,  the  statistical  returns  for  1874 
afford  to  the  members  and  friends  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church 
continued  occasion  for  mutual  congratulation  and  encouragement,  and 
for  devout  gratitude  and  thanksgiving  to  God.  While  there  has  been 
no  diminution  of  needful  support  for  Foreign  Missions,  and  interest  in 
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these,  as  evinced  by  contribations  for  their  maintenance^  has  been  fully 
sostained,  home  institutions  and  home  schemes  of  effort  have  been 
generously  provided  for.  Beyond  the  highest  line  of  former  advances, 
the  aggregate  amount  of  the  annual  contributions  of  the  Church  has, 
during  the  year,  attained  a  further  advance  of  £25,645 ;  and  the  annaal 
income  of  the  Church  for  1874  has  consequently  gone  further  than  in 
1873,  beyond  one-third  of  a  million  sterling,  having  reached  the  hitherto 
unprecedented  amount  of  £364,023,  14s.  5d.,  and  realized  an  increase 
of  50  per  cent,  on  the  income  which  was  reported  for  the  year  1864. 
In  this  development  of  the  principles  and  resources  of  Christian  liberality 
among  the  members  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church,  the  ^Lord  hath 
done  great  things  for  us,  whereof  we  are  glad ; '  but  it  becomes  us  to  say, 
*  Not  unto  us,  O  Lord,  not  unto  us,  but  unto  Thy  nan\e  give  glory,  for 
Thy  mercy  and  for  Thy  truth's  sake ;  *  *  for  all  things  come  of  Thee,  and 
of  Thine  own  have  we  given  Thee.'  Nor  should  we  rest  contented  at 
the  point  which  we  have  reached,  as  if  no  further  progress  could  be  made. 
The  members  of  the  Church  are  every  day  receiving  new  mercies  from 
the  hand  of  God,  and  are  thus  placed  under  new  obligations  and  sup- 
plied with  new  resources  for  showing  forth  His  praise.  The  condition 
of  the  world  still  requires  them  to  present  the  prayer,  *  Thy  kingdom 
come ; '  and  the  sincerity  and  fervour  of  the  petition  must  be  attested  by 
willing  consecration  of  the  gifts  which  He  bestows,  to  the  advancement 
of  the  work  which  He  has  laid  upon  His  Church  for  hastening  the  ful- 
filment of  the  prayer.  *Who,  then,  is  willing  to  consecrate  his  service  this 
day  unto  the  Lord  ? '  *  Every  man,  according  as  he  purposeth  in  his 
heart,  so  let  him  give ;  not  grudgingly,  or  of  necessity ;  for  God  loveth 
a  cheerful  giver ; ' — and  ye  ought  to  *  remember  the  words  of  the  Lord 
Jesus,  how  He  said,  "  It  is  more  blessed  to  give  than  to  receive." '

REPORT  ON  THE  AGED  AND  INFIRM  MINISTERS' 

FUND. 

In  accordance  with  the  instmctions  of  Synod,  the  Home  Committee  of 
the  Board  of  Missions  present  the  following  Keport  of  their  procedure  in 
the  administration  of  the  Aged  and  Infirm  Ministers*  Fund  for  the  year 
1874-75  :— 

At  the  date  of  last  yearns  Beport,  the  number  of  Annuitants  on  the 
Fund,  exclusive  of  the  Annuitant  on  the  Brown  Testimonial  Fund, 
was  31.  During  the  year,  nine  ministers  have,  in  accordance  with  the 
reports  and  recommendations  of  their  respective  Presbyteries,  been 
admitted  to  a  participation  in  the  benefits  of  the  Fund,  and  added  to  the 
list  of  Annuitants,  viz. :  the  Kev.  Peter  Bannatyne,  formerly  minister  of 
the  congregation  at  Bothwell ;  the  Rev.  John  D«  Fleming,  minister  of 
the  congregation  at  Inverkeithing ;  the  Kev.  James  Bothnie,  late 
minister  of  the  congregation  at  Castle-Douglas ;  the  Eev.  James  Ker, 
M.A.,  formerly  minister  of  the  congregation  at  Leicester;  the  Rev. 
J.  W.  Borland,  minister  of  Gillespie  Church,  Glasgow;  the  Rev. 
Alexander  M'Gregor,  late  minister  of  the  congregation  at  Kilwinning ; 
the  Rev.  Robert  Gemmell,  minister  of  Arthur  Street  Church,  Edin- 
burgh; the  Rev.  Alexander  Millar,  M.A.,  formerly  minister  of  the 
congregation  at  Huntly;  and  the  Rev.  Andrew  Black,  formerly 
minister  of  the  congregation  at  Stratford,  near  London. 

These  admissions  would  have  increased  the  number  of  Annuitants  to 
40 ;  but  it  has  been  reduced  to  36  by  the  decease,  since  last  year's 
Report,  of  four  ministers  who  were  entitled  to  receive  Annuities,  viz, ;  the 
liev.  John  Jamieson,  of  Douglas,  who  was  entered  on  the  list  of  Annui- 
tants in  January  1864,  and  had  received  22  half-yearly  payments  from 
the  Fund ;  the  Rev.  William  Turner,  senior  minister  of  the  congregation 
at  Dunoon,  who  was  entered  on  the  list  of  Annuitants  in  January  1872, 
and  had  received  six  half-yearly  payments  from  the  Fund ;  the  Rev. 
James  Rothnie,  of  Castle-Douglas ;  and  the  Rev.  Alexander  McGregor 
of  Kilwinning.  The  two  last  named  are  included  in  the  list  of  the 
ministers  admitted  as  Annuitants  during  the  past  year ;  and  it  is  affect- 
ing and  instructive  to  note,  that  Mr.  Rothnie  received  only  two  half- 
yearly  payments  on  account  of  his  annuity,  and  that  Mr.  McGregor  only 
received  one  half-yearly  payment  as  an  Annuitant,  dying,  in  the  73d 
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year  of  his  age  and  the  39tb  year  of  his  ministry,  two  months  after  that 
first  payment  became  due.  The  annuity  which  has  been  referred  to  in  two 
preceding  annual  Reports  as  having  been  granted  to  a  minister  who  had 
not  fulfilled  the  conditions  of  the  grant,  continues  still  unpaid  for  the 
same  reason. 

The  names  taken  from  the  list  of  Annuitants  since  last  meeting  of 
Synod  have  thus  been  four ;  but  the  additions  to  the  list  during  the  year 
have  been  nine,  and  there  are  at  present  thirty-six  ministers  whose 
names  stand  on  the  list  of  Annuitants,  and  who  are  entitled  to  participate 
in  the  next  half-yearly  distribution  of  the  income  of  the  Annuity  Fund 
on  the  Ist  July  1875. 

The  Synod  Treasurer's  Account  of  the  income  and  expenditure  of 
the  Fund  is  printed  in  the  Missionary  Record  for  April  1875,  and,  as  in 
former  years,  it  is  arranged  under  two  branches,  viz. :  Ist,  the  Capital 
Fund,  the  greater  portion  of  which  is  invested ;  and  2d,  the  Annuity 
Fund,  which  is  supported  by  the  yearly  profits  of  the  invested  capital, 
by  the  collection  which  every  congregation  on  the  Synod's  roll  is 
expected  to  make  once  in  each  period  of  two  years,  and  by  donations  and 
annual  subscriptions  specially  allocated  by  the  donors  for  the  payment 
of  the  annuities  granted  by  the  Home  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Mis- 
sions as  administrators  of  the  Fund.  An  abstract  of  the  Account  under 
both  branches  is  subjoined  : —

The  above  statement  does  not  include  the  snm  of  £68, 13s.  lOd.,  which 
was  received,  during  the  year  1874,  from  the  Trustees  of  the  Brown 
Testimonial  Fund,  and  paid  to  the  Rev.  John  Cooper,  formerly 
minister  at  Fala,  as  the  Annuitant  appointed  by  the  Synod  on  tliat 
Fund. 

The  amount  added  to  the  Capital  Fund  in  1874  has  been  only 
£311,  3s.,  which  is  less  than  half  of  the  sum  added  in  the  preceding 
year.  The  number  of  bequests  paid  to  the  credit  of  the  Capital  Fund 
in  1874  has  been  the  same  as  in  the  year  1873,  viz.  two;  but  the 
amount  of  these  bequests  in  1874  has  been  £193,  12s.  less  than  in  1873. 
Other  and  larger  bequests  have,  however,  been  made  on  behalf  of  the 
Fund,  as  is  afterwards  reported,  although  payment  of  these  has  not  yet 
.been  realized.  The  amount  received  for  the  Capital  Fund  in  1874  from 
donations  and  annual  subscriptions  of  ministers  and  members  of  the 
Church  has  been  £121,  15s.,  which  sum  is  nearly  double  the  amount 
received  from  those  sources  for  that  Fund  in  1873,  and  shows  an 
increase  of  contributions  in  1874  of  £58,  8s. 

The  amount  received  for  interest  and  feu  duties  in  1874,  and  placed 
to  the  credit  of  the  Annuity  Fund,  has  been  £1011,  6s.  lid.,  which 
is  about  £18  less  than  the  income  under  that  head  in  1873.  The 
aggregate  amount  of  contributions  received  from  ministers  in  1874 
has  been  ratlier  less  than  the  amount  received  from  that  source  in  1873; 
twelve  ministers  in  1873  having  contributed  the  aggregate  amount  of 
£30,  6s.  9d.,  while  thirteen  ministers  have  in  1874  subscribed  only  £26, 
48.  The  collections  made  by  congregations  in  1874  have  been  nearly 
double,  both  in  number  and  amount,  those  of  the  preceding  year ;  for, 
while  83  congregations  in  1873  collected  the  sum  of  £456,  7s.  Id.,  188 
congregations  have  in  1874  collected  and  paid  to  the  Synod's  treasurer 
the  sum  of  £904,  7s,  lOd.  The  total  amount  received  from  all  sources  in 
1874,  on  account  of  the  Annuity  Fund,  has  been  £2556,  lis,  8d.,  which 
exceeds  the  income  of  the  year  1873  by  £905,  4s.  lOd.,  and  also  exceeds 
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the  expenditure  in  1874  by  £825,  7s.  4d.,  although  that  expenditure  has 
exceeded  that  of  the  previous  year  by  £115,  4s.  4d. 

The  working  of  the  Annuity  Branch  of  the  Fund  for  the  current

being  about  £744  more  than  was  available  for  that  purpose  at  the  cor- 
responding date  in  1874.  This  sum  will  not  only  suffice  for  the  pay- 
ment of  the  annuities  which  will  become  due  on  the  1st  July  1875,  but 
also  leave  in  the  hands  of  the  Synod's  Treasurer  a  balance  of  about 
£700  to  the  credit  of  the  Fund. 

It  was  shown  in  the  Report  presented  to  the  Synod  last  year,  that 
330  congregations,  or  more  than  one-half  of  the  whole  number  of  con- 
gregations on  the  Synod's  roll,  had  made  no  collection  on  behalf  of  the 
Aged  and  Infirm  Ministers'  Fund  during  the  years  1872  and  1873,  which 
were  included  in  the  last  biennial  period  of  contribution  for  that  Fund. 
The  year  1874  was  the  first  year  of  the  present  biennial  term,  and  the 
collections  reported  in  that  year  were  188,  or  105  more  than  the  number 
of  congregations  which  made  the  collection  in  1873.  The  comparison 
ought,  however,  to  be  made  not  with  1873,  but  with  the  year  1872,  which 
was  the  first  year  of  the  preceding  biennial  period ;  and  in  that  year  the 
number  of  collections  was  201,  or  13  more  than  the  number  reported  for 
1874.  It  is  thus  apparent  that  a  very  large  number  of  congregations 
still  fail  to  make  the  collection  for  this  Fund  at  the  appointed  periods ; 
and  that  it  is  needful  for  the  Synod  again  to  remind  the  428  congrega- 
tions in  which  no  collection  on  behalf  of  the  Aged  and  Infirm  Ministers' 
Scheme  has  been  made  in  1874,  that  each  of  them  is  expected  and 
required  to  make  a  collection  for  that  Scheme  before  the  close  of  the 
Treasurer's  Accounts  for  the  present  year.  It  is  not  requisite  that  every 
congregation  should  make  some  special  and  exhausting  effort  every 
second  year  in  order  to  secure  a  large  collection  for  this  Fund ;  but  as 
every  congregation  may  participate  in  the  benefits  of  the  Fund,  if  its 
minister  shall  be  placed  in  circumstances  in  which  he  may  require  its  aid, 
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every  congregation  should  manifest  its  interest  in  the  prosperity  of  the 
Fund,  and  should  endeavour  to  contribute  its  quota  for  the  maintenance 
and  increase  of  the  same,  by  a  willing  offering,  as  often  as  the  appointed 
times  for  making  the  collection  for  its  support  may  occur.  Nothing 
more  is  needed  in  order  to  make  the  Fund  stable  in  its  character,  and 
amply  suflBcient  in  its  resources  for  the  purpose  for  which  it  has  been 
instituted,  than  such  regularity  and  punctuality  in  making  the  collection 
as  would  secure  that  about  300  congregational  collections  should  be  paid 
to  the  Synod's  Treasurer  in  each  year  for  its  maintenance,  and  that  each 
congregation  should  make  its  collection  as  liberal  in  amount  as  its  obli- 
gations and  resources  may  permit.  United  cordial  co-operation  would 
thus  render  manifest  the  advantage  of  our  Presbyterian  polity,  by  exclud- 
ing all  occasion  for  burdensome  and  oppressive  contribution  from 
individual  congregations,  while  the  collections  in  their  aggregate  amount 
would  not  only  secure  the  efficiency  of  the  Scheme,  but  also  provide  the 
means  for  increasing  the  amount  of  the  Annuity  paid  from  the  Fund 
to  those  Ministers  who  have  by  age  or  sickness  been  permanently 
incapacitated  for  the  regular  discharge  of  official  duty. 

It  was  intimated  in  last  year's  Report  that  the  late  Mr.  George  Sime, 
of  St.  Leonard's  Hill,  Edinburgh,  had  bequeathed  to  the  Synod  a  certain 
tenement  of  houses,  with  instructions  that,  after  £40  in  each  year  had 
been  set  apart  for  the  support  of  two  bursaries  for  students,  the  balance 
of  the  annual  rents  should  be  applied  for  the  use  and  behoof  of  two  aged 
and  infirm  ministers  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church.  It  was  then 
estimated  that  the  nett  average  income  from  this  property  was  not  likely 
to  exceed  £110  per  annum ;  and  Mr.  Peddie  had  also  intimated  to  the 
Committee  that  the  payment  of  the  succession  duty,  and  the  expenses 
about  titles,  would  probably  exhaust,  at  least,  one  year's  rental.  It  now 
appears  that  Mr.  Peddie's  intimation  was  correct,  as  the  Synod's 
Treasurer  reports  in  his  Accounts  as  follows : —

which  sum  slightly  exceeds  the  estimated  amount  of  the  balance  which 
would  be  available  for  aged  ministers  each  half  year^  but  will  not  be 
available  until  after  the  receipt  of  the  rents  of  the  property  in  November 
next.  The  Committee  therefore  suggest  that,  as  Mr.  Sime's  deed  requires 
that  the  names  of  the  ministers  who  are  in  receipt  of  the  portion  of  the 
Fund  which  is  for  ^the  use  and  behoof  of  aged  ndnisters  shall  be  published 
year  by  year,'  the  Synod  should  now  arrange  that  the  two  ministers  who 
shall  at  date  1st  December  1875  have  been  most  recently  placed  on  the 
list  of  Annuitants  shall  be  regarded  as  the  joint  recipients  of  the  balance 
of  Mr.  Sime's  Fund ;  and  that  in  each  instance  in  which  a  vacancy  may 
be  occasioned  by  the  decease  of  one  of  the  recipients  or  otherwise,  the 
minister  who  prior  to  that  vacancy  had  last  been  placed  on  the  list  of 
Annuitants  under  the  Aged  and  Infirm  Ministers'  Fund  shall  be  regarded 
as  the  new  recipient  of  one-half  of  the  balance  of  Mr.  Sime's  Fund.  It 
has  already  been  provided  by  the  Synod,  that  the  sum  required  to  make 
up  the  annual  payments  to  each  of  these  ministers  to  the  same  amount 
as  the  annuity  paid  to  each  ordinary  Annuitant  under  the  Aged  and 
Infirm  Ministers'  Fund  shall  be  appropriated  from  that  Fund  for  their 
benefit,  in  order  that  they  may  be  placed  on  the  same  footing  as  their 
brethren. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Committee,  on  5th  August  1874,  intimation 
was  received  that  the  Bev.  Alexander  F.  Knox,  recently  minister  of 
Viewfield  Church  in  Stirling,  had  been  induced  by  his  medical  adviser 
to  seek  an  appointment  to  ministerial  work  in  Australia,  as  the  only 
means  of  preserving  life  and  of  regaining  some  moderate  measure  of 
health  and  vigour ;  and  that  he  had  sailed  for  that  Colony,  but  wished 
to  preserve  his  interest  in  the  Aged  and  Infirm  Ministers'  Scheme.  The 
Committee,  being  satisfied  that  Mr.  Knox  had  left  his  native  country 
under  medical  direction,  and  that  his  case  came  under  the  proviso 
attached  to  the  8th  rule  for  the  administration  of  the  Fund,  which  was 
sanctioned  by  the  Synod  in  May  1857 — *  Bemoval  to  a  foreign  country 
by  medical  advice  not  to  be  considered  as  emigration' — agreed  to 
intimate  to  Mr.  Knox,  and  to  the  Presbytery  of  Stirling,  that  his  interest 
in  the  Aged  and  Infirm  Ministers'  Scheme  is  meanwhile  preserved,  and 
that  any  future  application  for  aid  from  the  Annuity  Fund  in  connection 
with  that  Scheme  must  be  considered  at  the  time  and  decided  on  its 
merits. 

The  proposal  for  the  institution  of  a  Fund  for  granting  annuities  to 
aged  and  infirm  missionaries,  to  which  reference  has  been  made  in  two 
previous  annual  Reports  on  the  Aged  Ministers'  Fund,  was  again  brought 
under  the  consideration  of  the  Home  Committee  on  the  7th  October 
1874,  and  of  the  Mission  Board  on  the  28th  of  that  month.  On  the 
latter  occasion,  after  lengthened  deliberation,  the  two  following  motions, 
which  had  been  duly  proposed  and  seconded,  were  put  to  the  vote: — Ist. 
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^  That  the  Synod  be  recommended  to  declare  that  missionaries,  ordained 
and  medical,  should  be  admissible  to  the  benefits  of  the  Aged  and  Infirm 
Ministers'  Fund  on  the  same  footing  as  ministers  of  the  Home  Church, 
it  being  understood  that  the  Foreign  Committee,  standing  in  a  similar 
relation  to  infirm  missionaries  as  congregations  do  to  infirm  ministers,  be 
expected  to  provide  missionaries  permanently  incapacitated  with  such 
additional  allowance  as  may  be  found  9uitable  in  each  individual  case ; ' 
and  2d.  ^  That  the  Board,  after  careful  consideration,  are  of  opinion  that 
the  interests  of  disabled  missionaries  have  been,  and  will  continue  to  be, 
so  carefully  considered  and  provided  for  under  the  present  arrangements, 
that  they  deem  any  change  to  be  unnecessary  and  undesirable/  The 
second  of  those  motions  was  carried  by  a  considerable  majority,  and  the 
Mission  Board  consequently  decided  that  it  is  unnecessary  and  undesir- 
able to  alter  the  existing  arrangements  with  respect  to  the  provision  to 
be  made  for  aged  and  infirm  missionaries.  In  that  decision  of  the  Board 
the  Home  Committee,  as  administrators  of  the  Aged  and  Infirm 
Ministers'  Fund,  afterwards  acquiesced ;  being,  in  the  words  used  in  the 
last  Report,  ^  most  desirous  that  suitable  provision  should  be  made  for  tlie 
comfort  of  the  aged  missionaries  of  the  Church,  who  have  borne  the 
burden  and  heat  of  the  day  in  the  cultivation  of  the  heathen  field,'  but 
^  also  desirous  that  that  provision  should  be  made  by  the  Church  in  a 
manner  that  shaU  not  endanger  the  stability  and  progress  of  the  present 
Aged  and  Infirm  Ministers'  Fund.' 

The  Committee  have  satisfaction  in  reporting  that  several  important 
bequests  on  behalf  of  the  Aged  and  Infirm  Ministers'  Scheme  have  been 
reported  to  them  during  the  year  1874.  In  September  last,  intimation 
was  received  from  Mr.  William  Greig,  solicitor,  Perth,  that  the  late 
Miss  Janet  Honey  of  that  city  had  bequeathed  the  residue  of  her  estate, 
estimated  at  not  less  than  £4000,  and  likely  to  exceed  that  amount,  to 
the  Aged  and  Infirm  Ministers'  Fund  of  the  United  Presbyterian 
Church ;  while  she  gave  legacies  of  £500  to  the  Synod's  General  Fund, 
and  of  £300  to  the  Fund  for  Foreign  Missions.  In  connection  with  this 
bequest  it  was  intimated  to  the  Committee  that  Miss  Honey  had  left 
an  unsigned  memorandum  concerning  her  books  and  trinkets,  which 
were  valued  at  less  than  £11,  to  the  effect  that '  these  should  not  be  sold, 
but  divided  among  her  relatives ; '  and  the  Committee,  after  due  con- 
sideration, agreed  to  comply  with  the  request  of  Mr.  Greig  that  the 
testamentaiy  Trustees  should  be  permitted  to  give  these  articles  to  Miss 
Honey's  relatives  according  to  their  discretion,  feeling  that  in  granting 
that  request  they  were  allowing  Miss  Honey's  own  expressed  wishes  to  be 
carried  into  effect.  An  application  was  afterwards  made  by  two  ladies, 
who  were  distant  relatives  of  Miss  Honey,  and  who  stated  special  reasons 
for  their  request,  that  some  allowance  should  be  made  to  them  out  of  the 
trust  estate;  but  the  Committee,  after  full  consideration  of  this  ap- 
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plication,  decided  that,  *  while  disposed  to  deal  kindly  with  these  peti- 
tioners, they  felt  that  they  could  only  administer  the  trust  estate  in 
accordance  with  the  will  of  the  testator,  and  that  they  had  no  power  to 
appropriate  any  portion  of  Miss  Honey's  estate  in  the  manner  proposed 
in  the  petition.'  Th^  amount  of  this  valuable  bequest  has  not  yet  been 
fully  ascertained,  but  it  is  anticipated  that  the  proceeds  of  the  trust 
estate  may  be  paid  to  the  Synod's  Treasurer  very  shortly. 

The  late  Eev.  Alexander  Key,  M.A.,  minister  of  the  Congregation  at 
Wick,  bequeathed  the  sum  of  £203,  13s.  9d.  from  the  residue  of  his 
estate  for  ^  Annuities  to  Aged  and  Infirm  Ministers ; '  and  that  sum, 
when  received,  was  placed  to  the  credit  of  the  Annuity  Fund.  Subse- 
quently it  was  suggested  by  the  Treasurer,  that  as  this  bequest  had  been 
added  to  the  Annuity  Fund,  a  corresponding  sum  might  be  carried  to  the 
credit  of  the  Capital  Fund  out  of  any  surplus  which  might  exist  on  the 
Annuity  account  at  the  end  of  the  year.  The  Committee  delayed  their 
decision  in  reference  to  this  suggestion  until  the  Treasurer's  accounts  of 
1874  should  be  in  their  hands ;  but  they  have  recently  agreed  that  it  is 
not  expedient  to  recommend  that  the  Synod  should  make  the  transfer- 
ence from  the  Annuity  to  the  Capital  Fund  which  had  been  proposed. 

In  December  last,  intimation  was  received  from  Messrs.  Mathie 
and  M'Luckie,  agents,  that  the  late  Bev.  Thomas  Caie,  formerly 
Superintendent  of  the  Glasgow  City  Mission,  had  bequeathed  the  residue 
of  his  estate,  valued  at  £3500 — and  of  which  £2500  would  meanwhile 
require  to  be  set  apart  for  meeting  annuities  granted  by  Mr.  Caie  for 
five  of  his  friends,  of  £20  each  per  annum  for  life — to  the  Synod's 
Scholarship  Fund,  and  to  the  Aged  and  Infirm  Ministers'  Fund.  In 
consequence  of  a  proposal  to  that  effect  by  the  agents,  the  Committee 
agreed,  provided  that  this  should  meet  the  views  of  the  Scholarship 
Committee,  that  the  personal  effects  of  the  deceased  should  be  divided 
among  his  friends ;  and  that,  after  such  books  had  been  selected  from 
Mr.  Caie's  library  as  might  be  deemed  useful  for  the  Synod's  Libraries 
in  Edinburgh  and  Glasgow,  the  remainder  should  be  given  to  the 
Library  of  the  Glasgow  City  Mission. 

The  late  Charles  Leckie,  Esq.,  formerly  resident  in  India,  and  more 
recently  in  London,  who  for  many  years  was  a  liberal  contributor  to  the 
Annuity  Branch  of  the  Fund,  bequeathed  the  sum  of  £1000  to  the 
Capital  Fund ;  and  the  amount  of  that  bequest  having  recently  been 
forwarded  to  the  Synod's  Treasurer,  the  Committee  have  recorded  in 
their  Minutes  their  cordial  thanks  to  the  Trustees  and  relatives  of  the 
deceased  for  the  promptitude  with  which  this  generous  and  acceptable 
benefaction  has  been  paid. 

Taking  into  account  the  addition  which  these  bequests  will  make  to 
the  Capital  Fund  of  the  Aged  Ministers'  Scheme,  and  consequently  to 
the  amount  of  annual  interest  accruing  from  the  Capital  to  the  Annuity 
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Fund,  and  having  respect  also  to  the  amonnt  of  the  balance  now  at  the 
credit  of  that  Annuity  Fund^  the  Secretary  in  February  last,  and  after 
notice  duly  given  at  the  previous  meeting  of  the  Committee,  proposed, 
that  ^as  the  minimum  stipend  had  been   increased   under  the  Aug- 
mentation of  Stipends  Scheme,  in  order  more  fully  to  recognise  the 
claims  of  the  Christian  ministry,  and  to  meet  in  part  the  increased  cost 
of  living ;  and  as  the  position  of  the  Annuity  Fund  is  such  as  to  warrant 
an  increased  rate  of  payment  to  the  ministers  on  the  list  of  Annuitants, 
the  Committee  should  recommend  the  Synod  in  May  next  to  grant  to 
each  of  the  ministers  who  had  been  placed  on  that  list  on  or  before  the 
1st  January  1874  a  bonus  of  £13,  thus  making  a  total  payment  for  the 
year  of  sixty  guineas  to  each  of  these  Annuitants ;  and  to  each  of  the 
ministers  whose  annuities  date  from  1st  July  1874,  a  bonus  of  £6,  10s., 
thus  making  a  total  payment  to  each  of  them  of  thirty  guineas  for  the 
half-year ; — this  recommendation  being  intended  to  prepare  the  way,  if 
the  Fund  shall  continue  to  prosper,  for  the  adoption  at  the  following 
meeting  of   Synod  of   a  resolution  that  the  amount  of   the  annuity 
granted  to  each  minister  shall  be  at  the  rate  of  sixty  guineas  or  pounds 
per  annum.'    In  the  spirit  of  this  proposal  the  Committee  unanimously 
concurred ;  and,  after  consideration,  they  agreed  to  adopt  the  proposal 
of  the  secretary,  except  that  the  bonus  for  1874  should  be  at  the  rate  of 
£10  per  annum,  and  that  the  increase  of  the  annuity  proposed  for  future 
years  should  be  to  sixty  pounds.    They  accordingly  recommend  the  Synod 
at  its  first  meeting  to  grant  a  bonus  of  £10  for  the  year  1874,  and  of 
£5  for  the  latter  half  of  that  year,  to  each  of  the  Annuitants  who  were 
placed  on  the  Fund  before  1st  January  1875 ;  with  the  understanding 
that  it  may  be  proposed  at  the  meeting  in  May  1876,  that  the  amount  of 
the  annuity  paid  to  each  Annuitant  should  be  increased  from  £50  to  £60 
per  annum. 

In  virtue  of  the  power  granted  to  the  Committee  by  the  Synod  in 
May  1872,  to  ^  pay  one  half-yearns  annuity  to  the  widow  or  family  of  an 
Annuitant  after  his  decease,  when  in  their  opinion,  as  administrators  of 
the  Fund,  such  payment  may  be  expedient  or  desirable,'  it  has  been 
agreed  that  the  half-year's  annuity  which  becomes  due  on  the  1st  July 
1875  shall  be  paid  to  the  widow  of  the  late  Rev.  James  Bothnie  of 
Castle-Douglas ;  and  the  Committee  further  recommend  that  the  Synod 
should  authorize  the  payment  to  ^irs.  Bothnie  of  £5  as  the  amonnt  of 
bonus  for  the  half-year  ending  31st  December,  which  would  have  been 
payable  to  Mr.  Bothnie  if  he  had  still  been  in  life.

In  coBcladlDg  this  Beport|  the  Committee  have  to  record  their  satis- 
faction on  account  of  the  very  considerable  additions  which  have  been 
or  will  be  made  to  the  Capital  Fund  of  the  Aged  and  Infirm  Ministers' 
Scheme  by  the  bequests  which  have  been  reported  to  them  during  the 
past  year,  though  payment  of  several  of  these  will  not  appear. in  the 
Treasurer's  Accounts  until  the  close  of  the  present  year ;  and  they  again 
commend  that  branch  of  the  Fund  to  the  sympathy  and  support  of  the 
wealthier  members  of  the  Church,  on  whose  contributions  and  bequests 
it  is  mainly  dependent  for  its  increase.  They  have  also  much  satisfac- 
tion in  reporting  that  the  Annuity  Branch  of  the  Fund  is  in  a  more 
prosperous  and  flourishing  condition  than  at  the  date  of  any  previous 
report ;  and  they  rejoice  that  they  are  able  to  recommend  that  a  bonus 
for  the  year  1874  should  be  added  to  the  annuities  which  have  already 
been  paid  for  that  year,  and  to  anticipate  that  next  year  they  may  be 
able  to  recommend  a  permanent  increase  in  the  amount  of  the  annual 
payment  made  to  each  Annuitant.  They  desire,  however,  to  impress  on 
the  Synod  and  the  Church  that  the  continued  prosperity  of  the  Annuity 
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Fond  IS  largely  dependent  on  the  punctuality  and  liberality  of  congre- 
gations in  making,  at  least  every  second  year,  a  collection  on  behalf  of 
that  Fund.  If  that  duty  is  neglected  by  a  large  number  of  congrega- 
tions, the  Fund  must  languish ;  but  if  it  is  generally  and  faithfully  per- 
formed, not  only  may  the  increase  which  is  now  proposed  in  the  amount 
of  the  annuity  be  made  with  safety  and  success,  but  further  increase 
may  also  ere  long  be  attained.  The  Committee  therefore  commend  the 
annuity  to  the  liberality  of  congregations,  with  the  confident  expectation 
that  they  will  in  the  future,  even  more  fully  than  they  have  done  in  the 
past,  recognize  the  claims  which  the  aged  and  infirm  ministers  of  the 
Church,  when  laid  aside  by  sickness  or  the  infirmities  of  age  from  the 
stated  public  performance  of  their  official  duties,  have  on  the  continued 
sympathy  and  generous  succour  not  only  of  the  congregations  over  which 
they  were  ordained  in  the  Lord,  but  also  of  the  entire  denomination  with 
which  they  are  associated,  and  whose  honour  and  prosperity  they  have 
laboured  to  promote.  Thus,  even  in  their  afflictions,  they  may  be  enabled 
to  say  of  those  who  have  through  this  Fund  ministered  to  their  comfort, 
^  We  have  all,  and  abound ;  we  are  full,  having  received  the  things  which 
were  sent  from  you,  an  odour  of  a  sweet  smell,  a  sacrifice  acceptable, 
well-pleasing  to  God ; '  while  with  grateful  hearts  they  present,  for  those 
who  have  thus  *  refreshed'  them,  the  prayer  of  the  apostle,  *The  Lord 
grant  unto  them  that  they  may  find  mercy  of  the  Lord  in  that  day.'

•^*  The  Synod  agreed  to  instruct  Preabyteriee  to  use  aU  proper  means 
in  order  to  secure  that  a  collection  for  the  Aged  and  Infirm  Ministers* 
Fund  shall  be  made  before  the  close  of  tlie  year  1875,  by  each  of  the  428 
congregations  which  made  no  collection  for  that  Fund  in  1874 ;  and  to 
commend  the  Fund  to  the  liberal  support  of  those  congregations  ; 

AlsOy  the  Synod  sanctioned  the  payment  of  a  bonuSy  at  the  rate  of 
£10  per  annum^  to  each  of  the  ministers  whose  names  wei'C  placed  on  the 
list  of  Annuitants  before  the  1st  January  1875  ; 

And  furtlierj  the  Synod  sanctioned  the  payment  to  Mrs.  Rothnie  of 
that  portion  of  the  above  bonus  which  would  have  been  payable  to  her  late 
husband  as  minister  of  Castle-Dcvglas  congregation  if  he  had  not  been 
removed  by  death  ; 

Finally  J  the  Synod  agreed  to  enact  thatj  in  each  case  in  which  a 
vacancy  may  occur  undei*  the  deed  of  tlie  late  Mr.  George  SimCy  the  minister 
who  prior  to  tliat  vacancy  sliall  Iiave  most  recently  been  placed  on  tlie  Ust 
of  Annuitants  under  the  Aged  and  Infirm  Ministers*  Fund^  shall  be  regarded 
as  Hie  nexo  recipient  of  one-half  the  balance  of  income  from  Mr.  Sime^e 
fund;  and  that  two  ministers  shall  be  appointed  according  to  the  same 
rule  as  the  first  recipients  of  said  balance  in  December  next^  or  as  soon 
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tliereafter  as  the  Synod! s  Treasurer  shall  certify  titat  the  balance  amounts  to 
the  sum  of  £35. 

N.B. — There  is  the  same  difference  as  was  noted  last  year  between  the 
figures  stated  on  the  second  page  of  this  Report^  and  that  given  in  the 
Treasurer's  States  in  the  April  Becord,  in  consequence  of  several  coniri" 
butions  having  been  placed  by  the  Treasurer  in  1873  to  the  credit  of  the 
Annuity  Fundj  which  should  have  gone  to  tJie  Capital.  The  transference 
of  these  contributions  to  the  proper  fund  has  recently  been  effected. 

After  tliis  Report  was  printed^  the  Home  Committee  agreed  to 
request  the  Synod  to  consider  the  propriety  of  changing  the  last  clause  of 
Section  3,  rule  2,  for  the  regulation  of  the  Aged  Ministers'  Fundj  so  that 
the  whole  provision  for  an  aged  or  infirm  minister  may  be  made  up  ^  to  tlie 
minimam  stipend  of  the  Charch,  being  £200,  with  a  manse/  instead  of 
as  cUpresentf  only  ^  being  £150  with  a  manse;'  and  the  Synod  complied 
with  that  request.

REPORT  OF  THE  SYNOD'S  BOARD  FOR  MANSES 
AND  DEBT  LIQUIDATION. 

The  Synod's  Board  for  Manses  and  Debt  Liquidation  have  pleasure 
in  submitting  to  the  Synod  and  the  Church  the  report  of  their  procedure 
in  the  execution  of  the  trust  committed  to  them  during  the  year  1874—75. 
In  that  year  the  applications  from  congregations  for  aid  in  buildingy 
purchasings  or  improving  manses  have  been  comparatively  few  in 
number;  yet  they  have  been  sufficient  to  exhaust  the  small  unappro- 
priated balance  of  the  Manse  Fund,  so  that  in  f  uturc,  unless  a  second 
supplementary  Manse  Fund  shall  be  originated,  grants  can  only  be  luade 
to  any  congregations  from  which  new  applications  may  be  received  by 
transferring  to  them  some  grant  or  grants  formerly  made  to  other 
congregations  which  they  may  not  have  accepted  or  used.  The  following 
summary  exhibits  the  number  of  cases  brought  under  the  notice  and 
consideration  of  the  Board  during  the  last  twelve  months,  and  the 
manner  in  which  these  cases  have  been  disposed  of  by  the  Board  in  their 
administration  of  the  funds  which  have  been  placed  at  their  disposal.

From  the  institution  of  the  Manse  Scheme  up  to  the  10th  April 
1875,  the  Manse  Board  have  offered  grants  of  pecuniary  assistance  to 
235  congregations.  Of  these  congregations,  109  have  obtained  promises 
of  grants  for  their  assistance  in  the  erection  or  purchase  of  suitable 
manses  where  no  manse  accommodation  had  previously  been  provided ; 
66  have  obtained  grants  for  rebuilding  or  replacing  old  manses  which 
had  become  dilapidated  or  unsuitable;  and  the  remaining  60  have 
received  the  offer  of  assistance  for  the  extension  or  improvement  of  their 
former  Manse  accommodation.  Under  the  conditions  which  regulate 
the  distribution  of  the  Manse  Fund,  every  grant  made  to  a  congregation 
for  the  building  or  the  purchase  of  a  new  manse,  or  for  the  alteration 
and  improvement  of  an  old  one,  implies  the  contribution,  by  the  members 
of  that  congregation  and  their  friends,  of  a  sum  of  money  which  is  in 
most  cases  much  larger  in  amount  than  the  grant  made  from  the  Manse 
Fund.  The  following  table,  which  has  been  corrected  to  the  10th  April 
1875,  exhibits  for  every  Presj^jrtery  the  proportion  between  the  amount 
to  be  contributed  by  the  congregations  who  have  received  the  promise  of 
assistance  in  the  work  of  manse  improvement,  and  the  amount  of  the  aid 
offered  to  them  from  the  Manse  Fund.  It  also  indicates  the  manner  in 
which  assistance  from  the  Manse  Board,  and  the  benefits  of  the  Manse 
Scheme,  have  been  distributed  over  the  Presbyteries  of  the  United 
Presbyterian  Church : —

The  aggregate  amount  of  the  grants  which  have  been  made  to  the 
235  congregations  included  in  the  above  table  is  £50,203 ;  which  gives  ' 
as  the  average  sum  granted  or  offered  in  each  case,  £213,  12s.  7d.  To 
the  109  congregations  which  previously  possessed  no  manse  accommodation, 
but  which  have  now  entertained  proposals  for  erecting  or  purchasing  a 
suitable  residence  for  their  ministers,  the  grants  offered  have  amounted 
to  £28,979,  so  that  the  average  amount  of  the  grants  promised  to  these 
congregations  has  been  £265,  17s.  3d. ;  and  the  amount  of  the  grants 
made  to  the  126  congregations,  which  have  been  engaged  in  rebuilding, 
enlarging,  or  otherwise  improving  the  old  manses  which  they  possessed, 
has  been  £21,224 ;  which  shows  as  the  amount  of  the  average  grant  in 
each  of  these  cases,  £168,  8s.  lid.    In  fulfilling  the  conditions  on  which

these  grants  have  been  offered  by  the  Manse  Board,  the  235  congregations 
to  which  they  have  offered  are  required  to  raise  not  less  than  £88,433, 
which  implies  an  average  contribution  from  each  congregation  of  £376, 
6s.  2d. ;  so  that  the  proportion  between  the  amount  of  the  offered  grants 
and  the  sum  to  be  raised  by  the  congregations  themselves  is  very  nearly 
as  4  to  7.  In  every  case  in  which  a  grant  has  been  offered,  it  has  been 
stipulated  that  the  manse  shall  be  free  from  debt  when  the  last  instalment 
of  the  manse  grant  is  paid  over  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Congregational 
Manse  Building  Committee ;  and  the  condition  has  never  been  intention- 
ally set  aside.  When,  therefore,  the  grants  which  make  up  the  sum  of 
£50,203,  offered  to  congregations  for  the  improvement  of  their  manse 
accommodation,  shall  be  fully  paid,  the  completion  of  the  works  in  con-

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nection  with  which  these  grants  have  been  asked  and  conceded  will  have 
secured  an  addition  to  the  yalne  of  the  manse  prop^ty  connected  with 
the  congregations  of  the  United  Presbjterian  Church  of  not  less  than 
£138,636,  while  the  comfort  of  the  homes  and  families  of  considerably 
more  than  one-third  of  the  whole  number  of  ministers  on  the  Synod's  roll 
will  have  been  greatly  promoted  and  increased. 

The  Manse  Fund  has  been  made  up  by  two  distinct  efforts  throughout 
the  Church — ^the  original  and  the  supplementary  manse  subscriptions. 
The  amount  of  the  original  subscriptions  promised  in  connection  with  the 
first  of  these  efforts  on  behalf  of  the  Manse  Fund  was  £36,953,  of  which 
£1142  have  been  written  off  as  irrecoverable,  so  that  less  than  £36,000 
of  the  sums  promised  have  been  actually  available  for  the  purposes  of  the 
Manse  Scheme.  The  effort  to  raise  a  Supplementary  Manse  Fund  was 
originated  at  the  meeting  of  Synod  in  May  1869,  and  of  the  new  sub- 
scriptions which  were  promised  in  connection  with  that  effort,  and  which 
amounted  to  £12,269,  Is.  6d.,  about  £11,000  have  been  paid  into  the 
hands  of  the  Synod's  Treasurer.  In  several  annual  reports,  the  original 
and  supplementary  Manse  subscriptions  were  exhibited  in  separate 
tables ;  but  in  last  year's  report  they  were  combined  in  one  table,  which 
presented  in  one  view,  in  their  relation  to  the  various  Presbyteries  of  the 
Church,  the  amount  of  the  subscriptions  promised,  including  both  the 
original  and  the  supplementary,  the  sums  actually  paid  to  the  Synod's 
Treasurer  on  account  of  these  subscriptions,  the  amount  written  off  from 
the  original  subscription  list  as  irrecoverable,  and  the  balance  yet  to  be 
collected.  That  balance  amounts  to  £1213,  and  it  is  probable  that  only 
a  small  percentage  of  that  sum  will  ultimately  be  paid  to  the  credit  of 
the  Manse  Fund. — This  table  is  inserted  on  the  preceding  page.

It  thus  appears  that  if  all  the  grants  which  are  included  in  the 
above  statement  should  be  claimed  by  the  congregations  to  which  they 
have  been  offered,  there  would  be  a  deficiency  of  £446,  7s.  Od.  even  if 
the  whole  of  the  subscriptions  entered  as  yet  to  be  collected  should  be 
paid.  There  are,  however,  26  congregations  to  which  grants  amounting 
in  the  aggregate  to  £5755  have  been  offered,  but  to  which  no  pay- 
ments have  as^  yet  been  made,  and  by  several  of  which,  so  far  as  is 
known  to  the  Manse  Board,  no  decided  action  has  been  taken  in  refer- 
ence to  the  execution  of  the  works  for  the  completion  of  which  these 
grants  were  severally  asked  and  promised.  Some  of  the  congregations, 
to  which  these  unpaid  grants  have  been  offered,  are  not  likely  to  fulfil 
the  conditions  on  which  payment  depends,  by  providing  the  Manse  accom- 
modation in  reference  to  which  the  grants  were  made ;  and  by  the 
grants  which  may  thus  be  expected  to  remain  unclaimed,  and  the  in- 
terest which  will  accrue  on  the  balance  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer 
before  the  fund  is  exhausted,  the  deficiency  noted  above  will  most  pro- 
bably be  met  and  provided  for. 

Besides  the  S6  congregations  referred  to  above  which  have  not  as  yet 
claimed  the  grants  which  have  been  offered  to  them,  there  are  about  57 
congregations  which  pay  their  respective  ministers  a  stipend  not  exceeding 
£200  per  annum,  and  in  connection  with  which  no  Manse  accommo- 
dation has  been  provided.  If,  then,  it  should  be  deemed  necessary  or 
expedient  to  supply  that  accommodation  to  each  of  these  congregations,  a 
second  supplementary  Manse  subscription  would  be  required ;  but  as  no 
application  for  aid  has  been  presented  from  them,  the  Manse  Board  do  not 
meanwhile  make  any  proposal  to  the  Synod  for  the  origination  of  a  third 
Manse  contribution.  Their  duty  rather  seems  at  present  to  consist  in  an  . 
earnest  endeavour  to  administer  the  balance  of  the  fund  which  is  as  yet 
unclaimed  in  the  manner  which  may  accomplish  the  greatest  good ;  and 
when  that  balance  is  exhausted,  they  may  be  able  to  lay  such  information 
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on  the  table  of  the  Synod  in  relation  to  the  position  and  necessities  of  the 
congregations  then  unprovided  with  Manses  as  may  aid  the  Synod  in 
determining  whether  any  and  what  further  action  should  be  taken  to 
obtain  the  means  for  stimulating  and  assisting  additional  congregational 
efforts  in  tlie  direction  of  manse  improvement. 

In  the  meantime,  it  is  matter  of  congratulation  that  so  many  old 
manses  have  been  improved,  so  many  dilapidated  and  inconvenient  houses 
rebuilt  or  exchanged  for  new  and  commodious  edifices,  and  so  many- 
elegant  and  commodious  manses  built  where  no  manse  accommodation 
had  previously  been  provided.  The  honour  of 'the  denomination  has 
thus  been  advanced,  and  its  standing  before  the  public  has  been  elevated ; 
the  health  and  comfort  of  a  large  proportion  of  its  ministers  have  been 
promoted ;  and  not  a  few  of  the  smaller  congregations  on  the  Synod's 
roll  have  been  encouraged  and  strengthened  by  their  experience  of  the 
sympathy  and  aid  of  the  Church  with  which  they  are  associated,  in  their 
endeavours  to  provide  comfortable  and  convenient  residences  for  the 
ministers  who  have  been  set  over  them  in  the  Lord.  May  the  name  of 
each  manse  be  Jehovah  Shammab,  ^  The  Lord  is  there ;'  and  from  each 
may  there  long  sound  forth  that  ^  voice  of  rejoicing  and  salvation '  which 
^  is  in  the  tabernacles  of  the  righteous,'  because  ^  the  right  hand  of  the 
Lord  doeth  valiantly.' 


DEBT  LIQUIDATION. 

The  sum  of  £8, 10s.  remains  in  the  hands  of  the  Synod's  Treasurer 
as  the  balance  of  the  Debt  Liquidation  Fond,  and  no  effort  has  aa  yet 
been  made  to  realize  on  behalf  of  that  Fund  the  sum  of  £5000,  of  which  the 
Manse  Board  were  authorized  to  attempt  the  collection  as  soon  as  a 
favourable  opportunity  should  occur.  This  delay  has  been  occasioned, 
and  may  yet  be  prolonged,  by  the  special  efforts  required  for  the  advance- 
ment of  other  schemes  of  the  Church,  and  specially  on  behalf  of  the 
Stipend  Augmentation  Scheme.  But  there  is  muc^  burdensome  debt 
pressing  in  many  localities  on  the  Church,  which  a  new  Debt  Liquidation 
Fund  would  diminish  or  extinguish ;  and  few  of  the  bequests  which  have 
been  made  to  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  have  produced  a  larger 
amount  of  permanent  relief  and  benefit  to  the  congregations  of  the 
denomination  than  the  sum  of  £5000  which  the  late  John  Henderson, 
Esq.  of  Park,  bequeathed  to  the  Debt  Liquidation  Fund,  and  through  the 
distribution  of  which  nearly  £20,000  of  debt  were  removed  from  the 
property  of  45  congregations.  Should  his  example  be  imitated  by  any 
wealthy  member  of  the  Church,  the  gift  could  be  administered  so  as  to 
accomplish  an  equal  amount  of  good,  not  only  removing  debt,  but  also 
setting  free  the  interest  of  the  debt  for  the  maintenance  of  the  other 
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schemes  of  the  Church,  or  for  the  support  of  new  works  of  Christian 
usefulness  in  connection  with  the  congregations,  from  which  the  pressure 
of  burdensome  debt  would  be  taken  away.  Wherefore  ^  let  us  consider 
one  another  to  provoke  unto  love  and  to  good  works,'  remembering  the 
exhortation,  ^But  to  do  good  and  to  communicate  forget  not,  for  with 
such  sacrifices  God  is  well  pleased.'

N.B. — At  the  last  Meeting  of  the  Home  Committee  of  the  Board  of 
Missionsy  held  on  5th  May  1875,  the  following  Minute  was  adopted : — 

^  As  the  inability  of  the  Committee  to  make  a  grant  in  the  deserving 
case  of  Patna  Congregation  had  again  made  manifest  the 
great  want  of  a  Debt  Liquidation  Fund,  and  the  serious  dis- 
advantage to  which  the  Church  is  consequently  subjected, 
agreed  to  instruct  the  Home  Secretary  to  bring  this  matter 
under  the  attention  of  the  Synod,  in  order  that  steps  may  be 
taken  to  obtain  subscriptions  to  a  New  Fund  for  debt  liquida* 
tion  purposes.'  R.  S.  S. 

*^*  ^  The  Synod  received  the  Report ;  and  the  Home  Secretary  hamfig 
represented  to  the  Synod  the  desirableness  of  raising  a  Fund  for  Debt 
Liquidation  purposesy  t/ie  Synod  instructed  the  Manse  and  Debt  lAquidor 
tion  Board  to  take  steps  vniA  a  view  to  obtain  stAscriptions  towards  such 
a  fund! 
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•Presbjrteries  and  4  Sessions  have  reported  that,  in  present  circumstances, 
or  in  the  meantime,  the  Scheme  should  be  delayed ;  and  6  Presbyteries 
and  6  Sessions  recommend  delay,  in  view  of  negotiations  for  Union  in 
England. 

The  Committee  regret  that  so  many  of  the  returns  contain  no  expres- 
sion of  opinion  on  the  merits  of  the  Scheme,  and  deal  with  the  general 
question  of  a  Bepresentative  Assembly  rather  than  with  questions  regard- 
ing its  constitution.  It  seems  to  the  Committee  that  the  point  remitted 
to  Presbjrteries  and  Sessions  was  not — Should  a  Kepresentative  Assembly 
be  instituted  T  but,  assuming  that  such  an  Assembly  is  to  be  instituted,  is 
the  Scheme  of  Constitution  proposed  for  it  a  satisfactory  one  ? 

The  returns  show  that  many  of  the  inferior  courts  are  not  prepared 
to  come  to  any  decision  on  the  subject  of  a  Representative  Assembly, 
until  the  proposal  for  Union  in  England  is  finally  disposed  of.  It 
thus  appears  that  the  Church  is  still  much  in  the  same  position  as  regards 
readiness  to  deal  with  a  Scheme  for  a  Representative  Assembly  as  last 
year.  In  their  Report  of  last  year,  the  Committee,  after  giving  the  result 
of  returns  from  Presbyteries  and  Sessions  on  the  general  question 
whether  a  Representative  Assembly  should  be  instituted,  stated  that  the 
returns  seemed  to  them  to  ^  indicate  that  the  prevailing  opinion  in  the 
Church  is,  that  the  action  of  the  Synod  in  this  matter  must  be,  to  a  great 
extent,  determined  by  the  decision  which  may  be  come  to  with  regard  to 
Union  in  England ;  that  the  only  circumstance  which  has  apparently 
influenced  the  great  majority  of  those  who  have  expressed  themselves  as 
unfavourable  to  the  proposed  change,  or  to  the  consideration  of  it  in  the 
meantime,  is  the  probability  that  the  number  of  congregations  constituting 
the  Church  may  soon  be  diminished  by  the  separation  from  the  Church 
of  the  English  branch  of  it,  and  that,  on  the  assumption  that  the  question 
of  Union  in  England  is  decided  in  the  negative,  there  is  a  large  prepon- 
derance of  opinion  in  favour  of  the  proposed  change.'  The  Committee 
accordingly  submitted  alternative  recommendations  to  the  Synod,  the 
first  of  which  was,  that  in  the  event  of  the  proposals  for  Union  in  Eng- 
land being  set  aside,  the  Synod  should  remit  to  the  Committee  in  the 
terms  placed  at  the  beginning  of  this  Report.  It  soon  appeared,  however, 
that  the  proposal  for  Union  in  England  was  not  to  be  given  up ;  and  the 
Committee  had  hardly  entered  on  the  duty  assigned  them,  when  it 
became  apparent  that  these  proposals  must  again  come  before  the  Synod 
this  year.  The  result,  as  was  to  be  expected,  has  been  that,  while  the 
Scheme  has  secured  a  very  larg^  amount  of  approval,  a  large  proportion 
of  the  Presbyteries  and  Sessions  have  either  sent  in  no  return,  or  have 
declined,  pending  the  Synod's  decision  on  Union  in  England,  to  enter  on 
a  consideration  of  the  Scheme.  The  returns  cannot,  therefore,  be  re- 
garded as  satisfactorily  showing  the  opinion  of  the  Church  at  large  on 
the  question. 
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Begarding  the  position  of  matters,  and  the  state  of  feeling  in  the 
Churchy  as  much  the  same  as  last  year  when  they  made  their  Seport,  the 
Committee  have,  after  mature  consideration,  come  to  the  conclusion  that 
their  best  course  is,  while  submitting  the  Draft  Scheme  and  the  returns, 
to  recommend  to  the  Synod  that  the  Eeport  should  lie  on  the  table  till 
next  year. 

The  Committee  was  instructed  to  bring  up  the  returns  from  Presby 
teries  and  Sessions  on  the  following  overture  from  the  English  Synod> 
viz.  ^  that  when  Sessions  cannot  send  one  of  their  own  number  to  repre- 
sent them  in  Presbyteries  and  Sessions,  they  be  allowed  to  choose  an 
elder  from  a  sister  congregation  to  be  their  representative.'  The  Com- 
mittee was  also  instructed  to  take  the  whole  subject  into  consideration, 
and  to  report  to  next  meeting  of  Synod. 

The  Committee  have  to  report  that  returns  have  been  received  by 
them  from  22  Presbyteries  and  56  Sessions.  Of  these,  5  Presby- 
teries and  37  Sessions  approve  of  the  overture ;  3  Presbyteries  and  3 
Sessions  approve,  with  qualification;  12  Presbyteries  and  12  Sessions 
disapprove,  and  2  Presbyteries  and  4  Sessions  are  in  favour  of  delay. 

Looking  to  the  nature  of  the  returns,  the  Committee  considered  it 
advisable  to  take  no  other  step  than  simply  to  report  the  returns  to  the 
Synod.

Berwick, — Articles  1,  2,  3,  and  4  agreed  to.  With  regard  to  Article  5,  suggests 
that  the  whole  members  of  the  Supreme  Court  shall  be  elected  annually,  according  to 
the  provisions  of  Rule  8.  Articles  6  and  7  agreed  to.  Recommends  that  the  follow- 
ing words  be  added  to  Article  8:  ^Said  Synods  to  be  empowered  to  issue  certain 
defined  causes  without  right  of  appeal.'  Agrees  to  No.  9 — wisnes  the  addition,  *  except 
those  belonging  to  the  Presbytery  of  Berwick.' 

Buchan. — ^Approves  generally,  with  the  exception  that  the  whole  of  the  members, 
instead  of  one-tnurd,  should  retire  annually,  subject  to  re-election. 

Edinburgh. — ^Approves  Articles  1,  2,  S,  and  4.  Instead  of  Article  5,  recommends 
the  substitution  of  the  following  rule :  ^  That  the  members  of  the  Supreme  Court  be 
elected  annually  by  the  Presbyteries.'  Approves  Articles  6,  7,  8,  and  9.  Shetland 
should  be  included  in  the  Edmburgh  Presbytery.  Approves  Article  10,  with  the 
insertion  of  the  words  ^  at  least'  betwixt  *  meet '  and  *  once  a  year.' 

Elgin  and  Inverness, — ^Approves  of  the  Draft  Scheme,  with  the  exception  of  the 
j5th  proposal,  the  Presbytery  preferring  an  annual  election  of  all  the  members. 

/>f(nc2ee.— -Approves  of  Articles  1,  2,  8,  4,  6,  and  7.    With  regard  to  No.  5,  sug- 
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gestB  that  the  half  of  the  members  of  the  Supreme  Court  shall  retire  aimnaUT,  bat 
may  be  re-elected.  With  regard  to  9th  Article,  suggests  that  another  Synod 
should  be  added,  composed  of  the  Presbyteries  of  Arbroath,  Dundee,  and  Perth,  and 
that  it  shall  be  namea  the  Synod  of  Perth.  With  regard  to  Article  10,  saggests  that 
the  Synod  shall  meet  once  a  year,  and  of  tener  if  business  requires  it. 

Kelso. — ^Agrees  to  Rules  1  and  2,  and  suggests  that  3  and  7  be  incorporated  as 
follows :  ^  The  representatives  shall  be  chosen  by  Presbyteries,  with  due  regard  to  the 
principle  of  rotation,  such  members  being  chosen  who  engage  to  attend  at  all  the 
sederunts  of  Assembly,  and  to  report  to  their  constituents.'  Agrees  to  Rule  4 ; 
agrees  to  Rule  5,  with  note ;  agrees  to  Rule  6  ;  agrees  to  Rule  7,  with  suggestion  that 
a  Rule  be  drawn  up  whereby  in  certain  cases  the  decision  of  the  Synod  shoiSd  be  final ; 
su^^ests  whether  Rule  6  should  not  also  apply  to  the  trayelling  expenses  of  members 
to  Synod ;  agrees  to  Rule  9. 

Newcastle. — Approves  of  the  formation  of  a  Representative  Assembly  according  to 
the  Draft  Scheme  submitted.  Wishes  the  exception  of  Glauses  8,  9,  and  10,  which 
provide  for  the  constitution  of  Provincial  Synods,  which,  in  the  judgment  of  the 
Presbytery,  would  unnecessarily  complicate  the  machinery  of  the  Church. 

Stirling, — Approves  generally.  With  reference  to  Article  10,  submits  whether  the 
Provincial  Synods  should  not  meet  twice  a  year. 

Dumfries. — Finds  generally  that  the  Scheme  is  not  satisfactory  in  itself,  and  that 
in  present  circumstances  the  change  which  it  proposes  on  the  constitution  of  the 
Supreme  Court  will  greatly  injure  the  highest  interests  of  the  Church. 

Galloway. — ^Does  not  see  that  in  present  circumstances  there  is  any  necessity  for 
such  a  Representative  Assembly  as  is  proposed. 

Kilmamock.-^Bj  a  majority  of  two,  the  Presbytery  disapproves  of  the  principle  of 
a  Representative  Assembly  in  the  meantime. 

Paisley  and  Greenock. — Agrees  that  meanwhile  the  Presbytery  does  not  approve  of 
a  Representative  Assembly. 

Aberdeen. — ^Delays  consideration  of  this  subject  in  the  meantime. 

Arbroath. — Unanimously  recommend  that  the  whole  subject  be  allowed  to  Ue  over. 

Cupar, — ^Does  not  see  its  way  at  this  stage  to  give  an  opinion  on  the  Scheme. 

Dunfermline. — Recommends  that  the  Synod  delay  consideration  of  the  matter  until 
the  question  of  Union  in  England  is  disposed  of. 

Palkirk. — As  a  Representative  Assembly  is  not  desirable  in  the  present  circum- 
stances, declines  to  enter  into  the  consideration  of  the  Scheme. 

Glasgow. — Inexpedient  that  the  Synod  travel  farther  in  this  matter  until  the  ques- 
tion of  the  Union  in  England  has  been  decided ;  and  consider  that  thereafter  it  be 
again  sent  down  for  the  consideration  of  Presbyteries  and  of  Sessions. 

Hamilton. — Should  not  entertain  the  proposal  for  a  Representative  Assembly  in 
the  present  circumstances  of  the  Church,  especially  in  view  of  the  probable  Union  in 
England. 

Kinross. — Unanimously  deem  it  inexpedient  in  present  circumstances. 

Perth. — Question  of  Representative  Assembly  might  be  wisely  deferred  till  the 
question  of  Union  in  England  has  been  disposed  of. 

Banff. — ^Approves  of  the  principle  of  Representative  Assembly,  and  apw>yea 
unanimously  of  the  Scheme,  but  deems  it  inexpedient  in  the  present  state  of  the  Union 
question  in  England  to  alter  meanwhile  our  system. 

Lanark. — Unanimously  agreed  that  no  further  action  should  be  taken  until  the 
question  of  the  English  Union  be  disposed  of.

The  following  statement  will  show  how  the  roll  stood  at  the  begin- 
ning of  each  quarter,  with  the  number  of  places  on  the  printed  list,  to  be 
supplied,  either  in  full  or  partially,  during  each  quarter  as  then  inti- 
mated. The  numbers  given,  however,  do  not  represent  fully  the  actual 
vacancies  over 'the  whole  Church.  We  entered  on  the  quarter  July- 
September  1874  with  39  probationers,  and  35  vacancies  or  stations  to  be 
supplied.  During  the  quarter  there  were  six  additions  to  the  roll  and 
five  removals,  making  the  number  to  begin  the  quarter  October-De- 
cember, 40  probationers ;  the  number  of  places  to  be  supplied,  39. 
According  to  recommendation  of  Synod,  new  licentiates  were  admitted 
to  the  roll  in  January  1875,  instead  of  April.  With  11  of  these,  and 
one  probationer  replaced,  we  began  this  year  with  49  probationers  on 
the  list,  and  39  places  to  be  supplied — one  of  the  11  added  not  entering 
on  appointments  till  the  middle  of  February.  Had  not  the  new  licen- 
tiates been  admitted  in  January,  we  should  have  had  but  37  probationers 
for  the  39  places  to  be  supplied.  On  the  printed  list  for  the  present 
quarter  there  are  46  names,  but  three  of  these  did  not  begin  their  pro- 
bation till  May ;  so  that  w^e  entered  on  the  quarter  with  43  probationers 
available,  and  41  vacancies.  The  Synod  will  find  enough  in  the  fore- 
going statement  to  prepare  them  for  the  Committee  reporting  that  during 
the  year  they  have  had  not  a  little  difficulty  in  making  out  the  quarterly 
list,  more  especially  as  so  many  of  the  places  to  be  supplied  lie  at  the 
extremities  of  the  Church ;  and  that  the  difficulty  experienced  by  tlie 
Clerk  has  been  great  in  re-^adjustment,  when  a  call  was  accepted,  or  a 
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probationer  unable  by  illness  to  fulfil  his  appointments,  or  new  vacancies 
occurring.  In  some  emergencies  he  has  had  to  send  a  preacher  from 
the  occasional  list  or  a  senior  student,  or  otherwise  the  pulpit  would 
have  been  without  supply.  In  various  instances,  when  congregations 
had  called,  he  has  availed  himself,  while  the  calls  were  pending,  of  the 
probationers  who  had  been  appointed  to  these  places,  that  he  might 
supply  vacancies  which  had  not  called — sending  in  their  stead  preachers 
who  occasionally  supply,  or  senior  students. 

Li  addition  to  what  has  been  stated,  the  Committee  have  felt  special 
difficulty  in  arranging  supply  for  a  number  of  congregations  that  have 
been  vacant  for  a  length  of  time.  A  large  proportion  of  the  proba- 
tioners having  been  already  sent  to  these  places,  the  difficulty  of  supply 
must  increase  the  longer  they  continue  vacant,  and  the  Committee  may 
soon  be  unable  to  send  any  preacher  wlio  has  not  been  previously  there. 
The  Committee  has  hitherto  avoided,  as  far  as  possible,  sending  the 
preachers  back  to  vacancies  which  they  had  formerly  supplied ;  and  the 
preachers  naturally  regard  such  appointments  as  a  hardship.  The  Com- 
mittee therefore  desire  instructions  from  the  Synod  as  to  the  method 
of  meeting  this  difficulty. 

As  to  ministers'  pulpits,  seldom,  comparatively,  could  these  be  supplied 
from  the  list  of  probationers.  In  several  instances,  upon  an  application 
received  late  or  from  a  distance,  the  Clerk  has  been  unable  to  send 
supply  of  any  kind. 

Should  the  number  of  vacancies  occurring  during  the  present  year  be 
in  the  same  ratio  as  recently,  the  difficulty  of  supply  will  be  continually 
increasing,  till  the  list  be  enlarged  by  the  new  licentiates,  so  that  it 
appears  a  necessity  that  the  Synod  should  recommend,  as  last  year,  that 
the  students  finishing  their  theological  curriculum  at  the  close  of  the 
ensuing  session  should  be  licensed  as  speedily  as  possible,  and  enter  the 
list  as  probationers  in  January  1876,  or  be  employed,  if  available,  at 
an  earlier  date.

The  propriety  of  recommending  to  Presbyteries  to  license 
students  who  shall  complete  their  Hall  course  in  September  next,  so  as 
to  admit  of  their  being  put  upon  the  List  as  soon  as  possible. 

2d.  The  supply  of  congregations  that  have  been  long  vacant.

REPORT  OP  COMMITTEE  ON  THE  REPRESENTATION 
OF  MISSIONARY  PRESBYTERIES. 

The  Committee  have  given  their  best  attention  to  the  important  matters 
remitted  to  them,  and  after  mature  consideration,  they  submit  the  follow- 
ing Report  thereon  for  the  approval  of  the  Synod : — 

With  reference  to  the  Special  Rules  which  the  Committee  were 
appointed  to  draw  up  for  Missionary  Presbyteries,  they  have  sought  to 
make  them  as  few  and  simple  us  possible.  Taking  it  for  granted  that  the 
ordinary  Rules,  in  our  Forms  of  Procedure  for  Presbyteries  in  the  Home 
Church,  as  far  as  these  are  not  affected  by  the  proposed  enactments,  shall 
apply  also  to  Missionary  Presbyteries,  it  has  been  the  aim  of  Committee  to 
frame  only  such  regulations  as  seem  to  be  required  by  the  situation  and 
circumstances  of  those  in  the  Foreign  field.  It  may  be  proper  to  state, 
that  the  three  first  Rules  subjoined  have  been  already  adopted  by  the 
Synod  at  different  times ;  but  they  are  produced  here,  along  with  those 
now  proposed,  that  all  regulations  in  the  case  may  be  placed  together, 
and  the  usual  course  followed  for  having  them  declared  to  be  standing 
Laws  of  the  Church.     The  Committee  recommend  the  following : — 

Special  Rules  for  Missionary  Presbyteries, 

I.  All  ordained  Missionaries  proceeding  to  any  part  of  our  Foreign 
Mission  Field,  shall  carry  with  them  credentials  of  connection  with  the 
Presbytery  ordaining  them,  or  of  some  other,  under  whose  inspection 
they  shall  continue,  till  they  are  received  into  membership  with  an  exist- 
ing Presbjrtery  where  they  are  located,  or  formed  into  a  new  Presby- 
tery under  the  sanction  of  the  Supreme  Court. 

II.  It  is  considered  proper,  in  the  branches  of  the  Church  abroad  as 
well  as  those  at  home,  to  have  Missionaries  and  Missionary  congrega- 
tions placed  under  the  benefits  of  Presbyterian  rule;  and  as  soon  as 
circumstances  admit.  Presbyteries  are  formed  under  the  sanction  of  the 
Supreme  Court,  all  such  being,  on  their  erection,  declared  constituent 
parts  thereof. 

in.  The  admission  of  Foreign  Missionary  Presbyteries  to  a  place  on 
the  Roll  of  Synod  does  not  affect  the  rule  in  Forms  of  Procedure,  chap, 
viii*  sec.  2,  rule  18* 

IV.  At  their  meetings^  and  in  transacting  the  business  which  may 
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come  before  them,  Mission  Presbjrteries  are  to  be  regulated  by  the  rules 
applicable  to  Home  Presbyteries,  as  given  in  the  Rules  and  Forms  of 
Procedure,  save  in  so  far  as  they  are  affected  by  the  special  provisions 
here  made,  or  are  inapplicable  to  the  circumstances  in  which  they  are 
placed.  The  action  of  such  Presbyteries  must  not  interfere  with  the 
relation  in  which  individual  Missionaries  stand  to  the  Mission  Board,  nor 
with  the  administration  of  other  affairs  specially  committed  to  it. 

V.  The  decisions  of  Foreign  Missionary  Presbyteries,  or  of  a  local 
Synod  abroad  where  formed,  shall  be  final  in  all  cases  of  discipline  and 
government  in  the  churches  under  their  care  ;  excepting  those  in  which 
agents  sent  out  by  the  Mission  Board  are  concerned,  to  whom  appeal  to 
the  Supreme  Court  shall  be  competent ;  and  such  cases  of  appeal  may 
be  carried  into  effect  by  written  reasons  and  answers, — it  being  the  duty 
of  the  Presbytery  to  see  that  the  record  is  fully  made  up  and  closed, 
and  that  all  papers  and  proof  are  duly  transmitted,  with  certified  trans- 
lations when  necessary. 

VI.  Missionary  Presbyteries,  or  any  of  their  members,  not  being  able 
to  be  personally  present,  and  desiring  to  bring  up  a  memorial  or  overture 
in  proper  form  before  the  Supreme  Court,  may  have  access  thereto  by 
representatives,  in  entrusting  the  support  of  the  same  to  commissioners, 
being  ofiice-bearers  of  the  Church ;  and  said  commissioners  have  equal 
rights  in  this  capacity  as  if  they  appeared  in  their  own  name. 


In  regard  to  the  Formula  to  be  used  at  the  ordination  of  native 
ministers  and  elders  in  Mission  Churches  abroad,  the  Committee  have 
felt  the  great  responsibility  of  the  work  entrusted  to  them,  and  they 
liave  endeavoured  to  perform  it  to  the  best  of  their  ability.  From 
correspondence  with  our  Missionaries  in  different  parts  of  the  Mission 
Field,  it^  has  been  found  that  a  strong  desire  is  felt  by  them  for  a  simple 
and  distinct  Formula,  adapted  to  the  condition  and  wants  of  the  Churches 
gathered  by  their  instrumentality  in  foreign  lands.  Many  converts  to 
the  Christian  faith  in  these  evince  a  sincere  attachment  to  the  great 
truths  of  the  gospel,  and  breathe  a  warm  love  to  the  Bedeemer;  but 
their  knowledge  of  our  historical  Westminster  Standards  of  Doctrine  is 
necessarily  very  limited,  and  missionaries,  who  are  best  acquainted  with 
their  character  and  feelings,  seek  relief  for  them  from  the  necessity  of 
expressing  the  same  formal  adherence  to  these  symbolical  books  that  is 
judged  proper  with  office-bearers  in  the  Home  Church.  In  the  Formula 
liere  submitted,  the  Committee  have  sought  to  the  utmost  of  their  power 
to  meet  the  end  in  view,  by  combining  simplicity  and  distinctness  of 
profession  with  fulness  and  fidelity  of  testimony  to  ^  the  truth  as  it  is  in 
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Jesus.'  In  the  special  circamstances,  they  judge  that  it  would  be  right 
to  prefix  to  the  Formula  a  Preamble  such  as  is  here  presented,  in  order 
to  manifest  the  consistency  of  the  Church  at  home,  and  to  guard  the 
faith  of  the  Churches  abroad. 

Formula  for  Native  Ministers  and  Elders  at  their  ORDmATiON  in 
Mission  Churches. 

PreamhU. 

Whereas  it  is  judged  expedient  to  enact  the  following  Formula,  to  be  used 
at  the  Ordination  of  native  Ministers  and  Elders  in  Foreign  Mission  Chnxcbes, 
as  better  adapted  to  their  special  circumstances  than  the  one  in  use  by  the 
Home  Church, — The  Synod  considers  it  right  to  declare,  that  the  West- 
minster Confession  of  Faith,  and  the  Larger  and  Shorter  Catechisms,  are  our 
recognised  standards  of  doctrine,  and  that  all  Office-bearers,  both  at  home  and 
abroad,  are  required  not  to  teach  or  maintain  any  doctrine  contrary  to  said 
standards,  as  received  in  this  Church. 

Qxiestiona  to  he  put  to  Native  Ministers  and  Elders  before  Ordination. 

1st, ^Do  you  believe  in  God — in  the  Father,  the  Son,  and  the  Holy  Spirit, — 

the  one  living  and  true  God  ? 

2d. — ^Do  you  believe  the  Scriptures  of  the  Old  and  New  Testaments  to  be 
the  Word  of  God,  and  the  only  infallible  rule  of  faith  and  practice  ? 

3^. — ^Do  you  believe  that,  the  whole  human  family  having  by  their  sin 
brought  themselves  into  condemnation  before  God,  He  in  His  great 
love  has  provided  a  Redeemer,  and  opened  the  door  of  mercy  for  all 
men ;  and  freely  offereth  to  every  one  that  believeth  in  Jesus,  the 
forgiveness  of  sins  and  the  gift  of  righteousness  unto  eternal  life  ? 

^t/i, — Do  you  acknowledge  yourself  to  be  by  nature  guilty,  depraved,  and 
helpless ;  and  do  you  believe  that  salvation  is  only  from  the  grace  of 
God,  through  the  obedience  unto  death  of  Jesus  Christ  His  Son,  who 
gave  Himself  a  sacrifice  for  us, — and  through  the  renewing  and 
sanctifying  power  of  the  Holy  Spirit  ? 

^th, — Do  you  profess  your  personal  faith  in  Jesus  Christ  as  your  Saviour;  do 
you  receive  and  own  Him  as  your  Lord,  and  engage  in  dependence 
on  the  promised  aid  of  His  Spirit  to  observe  His  ordinances,  and  obey 
His  laws  ? 

6^^. — ^Do  you  acknowledge  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  to  be  the  only  King  and 
Head  of  the  Church  ;  and  do  you  regard  yourself  under  obligation 
to  maintain  and  extend  His  gospel,  for  the  establishment  of  His 
righteous  and  merciful  reign  over  all  the  earth  ? 

7th, — ^Do  you,  as  far  as  your  knowledge  extends,  approve  of  the  principles 
and  government  of  this  Church ;  do  you  adhere  to  the  views  of 
Scripture  truth  maintained  therein;  and  do  you  acknowledge  the 
Presbyterian  form  of  church  government  to  be  founded  on  and 
agreeable  to  the  Word  of  God  ? 
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Sth. — ^Do  you  promise  to  give  due  attendance  to  the  meetings  of  Presbytery 
(or  Session)  with  which  you  are  connected,  to  be  subject  to  the  same 
in  the  Lord,  and  to  study  the  things  which  make  for  peace  ? 

dth. — Are  zeal* for  the  glory  of  God,  love  to  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  and 
desire  to  save  souls,  and  not  worldly  interests  or  expectations,  so 
far  as  you  know  your  own  heart,  your  great  motive  and  chief 
inducement  to  enter  into  the  office  of  the  holy  ministry  (or  ruling 
elder)? 

10/Zt. — ^Do  you  engage,  in  the  strength  of  the  grace  that  is  in  Christ  Jesus, 
to  perform  with  diligence  and  faithfulness  the  duties  of  a  Christian 
Minister  (or  ruling  elder),  watching  over  the  flock  of  which  you  are 
called  to  be  an  overseer,  in  all  things  showing  yourself  a  pattern  of 
good  works,  to  the  edifying  of  the  body  of  Christ  ? 

Uth, — And  all  these  things  you  profess  and  promise,  through  grace,  as 
you  shall  be  answerable  at  the  coming  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ, 
with  all  His  saints,  and  as  you  would  be  found  in  that  happy 
company  ? 

The  Committee  recommend  that  the  above  Rules  and  Formula  shall 
be  sent  down  for  consideration  to  all  Presbyteries  in  the  Church,  that  they 
may  report  thereon,  with  a  view  to  the  Rules  being  enacted  as  standing 
Laws,  and  the  Formula  sanctioned  for  use  as  proposed,  in  Mission 
Churches.  For  these  ends  it  is  submitted  that  the  Committee  be  re- 
appointed to  receive  the  reports  and  suggestions  of  Presbyteries,  as  well 
as  of  missionary  conferences,  connected  with  our  Church  (which  should 
be  sent  in  not  later  than  1st  March  1876),  and  to  bring  up  a  report  on  the 
whole  subject  to  next  meeting  of  Synod.

Called  for  the  Report  on  General  Statistics,  which  was  presented  General  statis- 
by  the  Home  Secretary,  and  being  printed  among  Synod  Papers,  **^®' 
was  held  as  read.  The  Home  Secretary  was  heard  in  relation  to 
the  Report,  pointing  out  that  as  regards  both  persons  and  finance, 
it  indicated  most  gratifying  progi-ess  throughout  the  Church  during 
the  year  1875,  and  thus  afforded  occasion  for  devout  gratitude  for 
the  past,  and  hopeful  encouragement  for  the  future.  The  Synod 
receive  and  unanimously  adopt  the  Report,  and  direct  that  it  be 
printed  in  Appendix  to  Minutes.* 

Called  for  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Scholarships,  which  was  Scholarships, 
presented  by  Dr  Duff,  the  Convener,  and,  being  printed  among 
Synod   Papers,  was  held  as  read.       The  Convener  laid  on  the 
table : — 

(1.)  An  excerpt  from  the  Trust  Disposition  and  Settlement  of  ^'^J^sor  Bm- 
the  Rev.  Alexander  M'Gregor,  minister  of  the  United  Presbyterian 
Church,  Kilwinning,  deceased,  dated  January  14,  and  recorded  in 
Books  of  Council  and  Session  the  8th  April,  1875,  making  provision 
for  a  Scholarship  for  a  student  attending  the  Divinity  Hall,  to  be 
called  the  McGregor  Bursary,  and  declaring  that  if,  at  any  time,  no 
student  be  qualified  to  receive  the  Bursary,  the  amount  shall,  during 
such  vacancy,  be  applied  towards  the  Foreign  Mission  Fund  of  the 
said  Church. 

(2.)  A  note  of  the  conditions  on  which  the  Hugh  Crichton  HnghCnchton 
Divinity  Bursary  is  bestowed : — "  1st.  The  Bursary  to  be  called  the  ^^^' 
Hugh  Crichton  Divinity  Bursary.  2nd.  The  donor  reserves  the 
right  to  cease  the  Bursary  at  any  time.  3rd.  The  Bursary  to  be  of 
the  value  of  £20  sterling,  to  be  competed  for  by  public  examination, 
\vritten  or  oral,  as  the  Synod  may  determine,  by  students  of  the 
second  year ;  i.e.,  students  of  the  first  year  will  be  informed  at  the 
close  of  the  Session  that  the  Bursary  is  to  be  competed  for  at  the 
opening  of  the  following  Session,  and,  at  the  same  time,  the  subjects 
on  which  they  will  be  examined  are  to  be  notified  to  them,  so  that 
during  the  recess  they  may  read  up  in  preparation.  N.B. — If  the 
Synod  are  of  opinion  that  the  Bursary  should  be  for  third  year 
students,  the  donor  is  perfectly  willing  to  agree  to  such  a  change. 
At  the  same  time,  the  donor  is  of  opinion  that  to  poor  students, 
and  it  is  for  the  help  of  poor  students  that  the  Bursary  is  specially 
intended,  assistance  in  their  second  year  is  of  most  importance.

Hiffsrart  Memo-  House,  Dairy,  Ayrshire,  to  the  Synod,  in  which  Mr  Biggart  st-ates 

rial  r.ursarieB.  hig  dcsire  and  purpose  to  found  some  Bursaries  for  students  attend- 
ing the  Hall  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church,  in  which  he  is  an 
elder.     His  leading  object  in  this  purpose  is  not  only  to  encourage 
the  higher  learning,  but  to  provide,  to  some  extent,  for  what  lie 
knows  to  be  the  material  wants  of  not  a  few  of  the  Students  in 
Divinity  of  our  Church.     He  propqses  to  provide  the  sum  of  £4000, 
the  interest  to  be  applied  in  the  payment  of  Bursaries,  to  be  called 
the  Biggart  Memorial  Bursaries,  to  students  entering  the  Theolo- 
gical Hall,  and  prosecuting  its  studies,  with  a  view  to  the  ministrj' 
in  our  Church.     He  thinks  the  end  he  has  in  view  could  be  better 
promoted,  and  the  interests  of  our  Church  better  subserved  in  the 
meantime,  by  making  these  Bursaries  small  rather  than  large,  and 
more  in  number  than  large  in  amount,  and  he  proposes  that,  for  the 
present,  the  amount  should  be  £20  each. 

The  scheme  by  which  he  proposes  that  the  Fund  should  be 
administered,  consists  of  the  following  principles  and  rules : — 

1.  That  although  good  character  and  promise  of  usefulness  shall  be  the  chief 
grounds  of  selection,  yet  that  a  competent  attainment  in  preliminary  studies,  to  fit 
for  profiting  by  those  of  the  Theological  Hall,  shall  be  required  on  the  part  of 
recipients. 

2.  That  the  selection  shall  be  left  to  the  Committee  on  Scholarships,  or  any  other 
Committee  which  the  Synod  may  appoint  from  time  to  time  to  administer  tJie 
income  of  the  Fund,  and  the  selection  shall  depend  upon  such  competitive  examina- 
tion as  may  be  requisite  to  assure  of  the  competency  above  referred  to,  and  upon 
the  convictions  of  the  Committee  in  relation  to  the  fitness  in  point  of  good  character 
and  the  promise  of  usefulness  on  the  part  of  the  applicants,  to  be  ascertained  by 
inquiry  or  conversation,  or  both,  as  they  may  find  suitable  and  deem  necessary ;  and, 
although  not  made  a  condition,  yet  it  would  be  in  accordance  with  his  feelings  and 
wishes  that,  in  cases  of  equal  qualification  and  fitness,  a  preference  were  given  to 
students  from  the  West  of  Scotland,  and  especially  from  the  parishes  of  Dairy  and 
Beith,  in  the  county  of  Ayr. 

3.  That  the  Bursaries  shall  be  open  to  stndents  entering  the  Hall,  or  at  any  time 
during  their  attendance  upon  it,  and  shall  be  tenable  for  the  whole  or  the  remainder 
of  the  curriculum,  as  the  case  may  be,  dependent  only 'upon  their  careful  attendance 
and  attention,  their  passing  the  Exit  Examination,  and  their  continuing  to  give 
satisfactory  evidence  of  good  character  and  promise  of  usefulness  in  our  Church. 

4.  That,  at  the  end  of  five  years,  the  scheme  of  the  Bursaries  shall  be  reviewed 
by  the  Synod  upon  a  Report  by  the  Committee  in  charge  of  the  administration  of 
the  Eund,  and  which  shall  thereupon  decide  whether  the  rate  and  tenure  and  mode 
of  appointment  should  be  continued  or  varied,  and  ^x  any  variation  whieh  may 
appear  to  the  Synod  expedient,  and  such  review  shall  take  place  periodically  at  the 
end  of  each  five  years,  should  any  change  appear  to  the  said  Committee  to  be  desirable.

VI.  That  the   Election   of  Professors  be  proceeded  with  on  Dr  Eadio. 
Thursday  first,  as  already  appointed. 

VII.  That  the  scheme  of  Practical  Training  as  proposed  by  the 
Committee,  and  of  the  objects  and  duties  of  the  Fifth  Chair,  as 
contained  in  Appendix  D  to  their  Report,  be  approved  of  generally. 

VIII.  That  the  Synod  accept  with  very  great  satisfaction  the  insimction  in 
fund  provided  by  Mr  Biggart  of  Dairy,  the  proceeds  of  which  it  is  ^^*^^^^»^'»- 
designed  shall  provide  a  comrse  of  lessons  in  Elocution  for  students 

in  the  Hall,  and  approve  of  the  conditions  as  to  this  fimd  contained 
in  the  memorandum — the  tenor  whereof  follows : — 

Memorandum  as  to  Instruction  m  Elocution. 

*'  A  member  of  the  Synod's  Committee  on  Arrangements  for  the  Better  Training 
of  Students  of  Diyinity,  being  desirous  that  the  students  of  our  Church  should  be 
instructed  in  the  art  of  correct  reading  and  public  speaking,  is  willing  to  provide  a 
fund  to  yield  what  may  be  required  as  a  salary  to  a  professor  of  the  art  to  give 
instruction  to  the  students  attending  the  Hall.  To  defray  such  salary  and  incidental 
expenses  may,  he  understands,  require  from  £40  to  £60  a  year ;  and  he  proposes  to 
provide  the  sum  of  £1000  as  a  fund,  to  be  known  as  the  *  Biggart  Memorial  Fund.' " 

The  following  are  the  general  principles  and  rules  which  appear  to  him  necessary 
to  accomplish  the  object  in  view : — 

1.  That  attendance  upon  such  instructions  for  at  least  three  months  each  session  of 
the  Hall  form  a  part  of  the  curriculum,  and  be  compulsory  on  all  regular  students  of 
attendance  at  the  Hall,  and  that  such  attendance  extend  throughout  the  three  years'course. 

2.  That  the  instruction  be  afforded  by  a  public  professor  of  the  art,  or  other 
person  accomplished  in  the  art,  to  be  chosen  by  the  College  of  Professors  at  the 
commencement  of  each  session  ;  and  that  the  terms  and  times  of  service  be  arranged 
by  the  Professors  with  the  person  elected  by  them. 

3.  That  these  times  shall  include  at  least  one  hour  a  day  of  two  or  three  days 
a  week  during  the  Hall  session,  at  such  hours  as  the  Professors  may  deem  most 
suitable  for  students  in  the  different  stages  of  their  studies,  and  as  may  be  found 
most  practicable  with  a  due  regard  to  the  convenience  of  the  teacher ;  and  that  he 
shall,  at  the  close  of  each  session,  report  to  the  Professor  of  Practical  Training  as 
to  the  regularity  of  the  attendance  and  the  diligence  and  proficiency  of  the  students. 

4.  That  the  object  of  the  proposed  arrangement  being  instruction  and  practice  in 
the  rules  and  art  of  correct  reading  and  speaking,  especially  in  the  ministrations  of 
the  pulpit,  and  to  form  in  students  a  habit  of  applying  these  rules  and  using  this 
art  in  consistency  with  their  own  tastes  and  styles  of  thought,  and  not  after  any 
particular  model,  there  shall  not  be  any  objection  to  the  teacher  giving  the  required 
instruction  in  classes  at  which  students  in  connection  with  other  sections  of  the 
Christian  Church,  or  studying  for  secular  professions,  may  attend  at  the  same  time. 
The  main  design  of  the  institution,  however,  being  to  promote  the  decorous  and 
effective  discharge  of  pulpit  ministrations,  that  design  shall  be  kept  constantly  ia 
view  alike  by  the  teacher  and  the  stadents. 
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5.  It  is  expected  that  the  fond  will  supply  a  sum  over  and  above  the  salary  of 
the  teacher ;  and  out  of  such  balance  the  Memorialist  directs  that  a  prize  shall,  at 
the  close  of  each  session,  be  given  to  the  student  who  in  each  class  shall,  by  the  votes 
of  his  fellow-students  in  the  same  class,  be  deemed  the  best  and  most  correct  reader. 

6.  That  the  Professor  of  Practical  Training,  in  his  annual  report  to  the  Synod, 
shall  specially  refer  to  the  manner  in  which  the  students  have  acquitted  themselves 
in  regard  to  this  branch  of  instruction,  and  the  general  effecta  which  have  been 
produced  upon  them  by  that  instruction. 

7.  The  fund  to  be  provided  shall  be  settled  upon  and  held  by  the  same  trustees, 
on  the  same  terms  and  with  the  like  provisions  as  may  be  adopted  by  the  Synod  in 
regard  to  the  fund  in  aid  of  the  Professors'  salaries. 

IX.  That  the  following  arrangement  as  to  Classes  and  Hours  of 
meeting  at  the  Hall  bo  generally  approved  of: —

(h)  Church  History,  etc.,  ....  1  hour  a  day. 
(c)  Systematic  Theology  and  Apologetics,  1  hour  a  day. 
(3.)  Students  of  the  third  year  shall  attend  the  following  Classes  :— 

(a)  Hebrew  and  Old  Testament  Literature 

and  Exegesis,  and  New  Testament 
Literature  and  Exegesis,  on  alternate 
days, 1  hour  a  day. 

(b)  Church  History,  etc.,    ....         1  hour  a  day. 

(c)  Systematic  Theology  and  Apologetics,        1  hour  a  day, 

(d)  Practical  Training,      ....         1  hour  a  day. 

X.  That  the  proposed  rules  as  to  Superintendence  of  Students 
by  Presbyteries  be  adopted,  viz. : — 

(1.)  During  the  recess  between  the  first  and  second  sessions,  and  the  recess 
between  the  second  and  third  sessions,  the  students  shall  be  under  the 
superintendence  of  the  Presbyteries  within  whose  bounds  they  reside. 

(2.)  Presbyteries  shall  arrange  for  the  students  under  their  superintendence 
appearing  at  least  once  before  them  duriog  the  recess,  when  they  shall 
deliver  one  discourse  each ;  the  discourse  required  from  first-year  students 
to  be  an  Expository  Lecture,  and  the  discourse  required  from  second-year 
students  to  be  a  Popular  Sermon. 

(3.)  The  students  shall  be  duly  certified  by  their  respective  Presbyteries  to  the 
Committee  on  Theological  Education  previous  to  the  opening  of  each 
session  of  the  Hall.

Deed  and  Declaration  of  Trust. 
We,  the  Synod  of  the  United  Presbyterian   Church,  in  annual  meeting 
assembled  at  Edinburgh,  this  day  of  May,  1876.    Whereas  this  Synod 

at  former  meetings  resolved  to  make  certain  changes  in  the  arrangements  of  the 
Theological  Hall  for  the  training  of  Students  for  the  holy  ministry  in  the  said 
Church,  including  the  prolongation  of  the  sessions  of  attendance  at  the  Hnll,  the 
enlargement  of  its  course  of  instruction,  the  institution  of  an  additional  chair,  and 
of  additional  duties,  all  requiring  additional  labour  on  the  part  of  the  Professors,  as 
well  as  an  increase  of  their  number ;  and  whereas  the  Committee  to  whom  the 
consideration  of  the  subject  was  remitted  recommended  that  a  capital  sum  should  be 
provided,  to  the  extent  of  £40,000  at  least,  to  supply  so  far  the  means  required  for 
defraying  the  salaries  of  Professors,  and  other  expenses  incidental  to  the  new 
arrangements;  and  sundry  individuals,  office-bearers  or  members  in  said  Church, 
have  already  contributed  by  their  own  voluntary  act  a  considerable  portion  of  the 
contemplated  sum,  either  in  cash  paid  into  the  hands  of  our  Treasurer,  or  in 
investments  held  by  them,  the  vguchers  whereof  have  been  handed  to  our 
Treasurer;  all  agreeably  to  a  schedule  presented  to  us,  and  of  which  a  copy  is 
annexed  hereto.  Ai^D  whereas  it  is  expedient  and  necessary  that  we  should  appoint 
Trustees  for  holding  and  applying  the  said  Fund  and  the  income  to  be  derived 
therefrom  to  the  purposes  foresaid,  in  the  manner  which  we  or  our  successors  may 
direct  and  appoint :  Therefore,  and  for  effecting  these  purposes,  we  hereby  declare 
and  appoint  as  follows,  viz. : — First^  That  the  securities  and  other  investments  and 
funds  before  referred  to,  contained  in  the  said  schedule,  together  with  any  further 
funds  and  investments  which  may  be  hereafter  contributed  for  the  like  purpose, 
shall  be  held  as  a  Fund,  the  income  whereof  shall  be  applied  for  or  towards  the 
support  of  the  Professors  officiating  from  time  to  time  in  the  Theological  Hall  of  the 
said  United  Presbyterian  Church,  now  and  in  time  coming,  which  interest  and 
yearly  income  shall  be  payable  or  paid  to  our  Treasurer  for  the  time  being,  and  be 
applied  according  and  subject  to  directions  to  be  given  by  us  or  our  successors,  the 
supreme  judicatory  of  the  said  United  Presbyterian  Church,  by  whatever  name  such 
judicatory  may  be  called,  or  whatsoever  may  be  the  form  of  its  appointment  by  the 
said  Church  from  time  to  time :  Secondly,  That  the  securities  and  investments  already 
received  shall  be  transferred  to  and  vested  in  the  Trustees  hereinafter  appointed, 
with  full  power  to  the  said  Trustees  to  uplift  the  same  at  maturity,  or  otherwise  to 
reaUse  the  same  and  convert  them  into  money,  as  they  may  see  cause  or  deem 
expedient ;  and  the  said  Trustees  shall  have  full  power  to  invest  the  proceeds  of  such

by  any  Acts  of  Parliament  relating  to  Scotland  which  may  be  hereafter  passed  in 
favour  of  such  trustees;  or  in  the  purchase'  of  feu -duties  or  ground  annuals 
secured  on  heritages  in  Scotland;  and  to  sell,  call  up,  change,  and  vary  such, 
purchases  or  investments  at  pleasure :  Thirdly ^  That  the  following  office-bearers  and 
members  in  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  shall  be  the  present  Trustees  for  hold- 
ing and  applying  the  securities  and  funds  aforesaid,  viz. : — 


Reserving  always  to  us  and  our  successors  as  aforesaid  to  nominate  and  appoint  from 
time  to  time  any  Trustees  in  addition  to  those  hereinbefore  named,  or  in  place  of 
such  of  them  as  may  decease  or  resign  or  cease  to  be  qualified  to  act  as  such 
Trustees :  It  being  hereby  provided  that  any  of  the  persons  nomiuated,  or  who  may 
be  nominated  as  aforesaid,  who  may  cease  to  be  members  in  full  communion  with 
the  United  Presbyterian  Church,  shall,  ipso  facto,  cease  to  be  qualified  to  act  as  a 
Trustee,  and  shall  be  held  as  having  resigned  office :  Fourthly,  The  said  Trustees  shall 
have  the  power  of  resignation,  and  be  entitled  to  a  discharge  as  provided  for  by  the 
Acts  of  Parliament  before  referred  to,  and  to  the  other  powers  (except  the  powers  to 
assume  new  Trustees)  and  to  the  exemptions  conferred  by  the  said  Acts,  or  such 
other  Acts  as  may  be  passed ;  and  shall  not  be  bound  to  do  exact  diligence,  or  be

The  Synod  met,  and  was  constituted  by  the  Moderator.  The 
minutes  of  last  sederunt  were  read  and  approved  of,  and  the  scroll 
thereof  subscribed  by  the  Moderator. 

The  Rev.  Johann  Sturm  Munch,  Ohi-istiana,  and  the  Rev.  Paul 
Wettergreen,  Risoer,  both  of  Norway,  being  present  in  Synod,  were 
invited  to  correspond. 

There  was  laid  on  the  Table  a  Petition  from  the  Session  of  East 
Street  Congregation,  South  Shields,  transmitted  by  Newcastle 
Presbytery,  craving  that  such  Congregations  in  England  as  wish  to 
retain  their  connection  with  the  United  Presbyterian  Synod  may 
have  the  sanction  of  the  Synod  to  continue  as  Presbyteries  under  its 
inspection  on  English  soil.  This  petition,  which  had  been  received 
by  the  Committee  on  Bills  and  Overtures  on  Monday  last,  but  not 
transmitted,  as  it  had  not  been  sent  up  through  the  Presbytery  of 
Newcastle,  was  now  received  by  the  Synod, 

The  Synod  took  up  the  Report,  with  a  Supplement  thereto, 
of  the  Committee  on  Union  in  England,  and  in  connection  with  said 
Report  and  Supplement  took  up  Petitions  against  Union  from  eight 
Ministers  of  Newcastle  Presbytery;  from  six  elders  of  Blackett 
Street    Congregation,  Newcastle;    from    Rev.    Charles    Frisian, 
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Mount  Pleasant;  from  Rev.  William  Fisken,  Stamfordham;  and  May  16, I87g. 
from  the  Session  of  East  Street  Congregation,  South  Shields ;  also  Third  Sed^ 
Overture  jfrom  Rev.  F.  Ross,  Coldstream,  as  to  boundary  between  ^j^^  ^  -^ 
the  negotiating  Churches  in  England  and  the  United  Presbyterian  p^^^j^^^^ 
Church.      The   Petition  from  East    Street    Congregation,    South  thereanent 
Shields,  was  read ;  the  other  Petitions  and  the  Overture,  as  well 
as  the  Report  of  the  Committee  and  its  Supplement,  being  printed 
among  Synod  Papers,  were  held  as  read. 

Dr  Young  was  heard  in  support  of  the  recommendations  of  the  First  Motion. 
Committee,  and  concluded  -with  a  motion,  which  was  seconded,  and 
of  which  notice  had  been  given,  as  follows : — 

That  the  Synod  receive  the  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Union 
in  England,  and,  in  accordance  with  its  recommendations,  agree — 

1.  To  adopt  the  alterations  which  have  been  made  on  the  Pre- 

amble (including  the  Terms  of  Federation),  on  the  basis  of 
Union,  and  on  the  Formula. 

2.  To  sanction  the  Financial  Arrangements  as  finally  adjusted. 

3.  To  pass  the  Resolutions  suggested  by  the  Committee  with  the 

view  of  uniting  the  portion  of  the  United  Presbyterian 
Church  situated  in  England  with  the  Presbyterian  Church  in 
England. 

4.  To  authorise  the  Moderator   of  Synod,  at  a  Meeting  pro- 

posed to  be  held  in  Liverpool  on  the  13th  of  June  next, 
along  with  the  Synod  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  England, 
to  declare  the  Union  consummated  in  the  terms  which 
the  Committee  recommend. 

5.  To  remit  to   the   Committee,   in  the  meantime,  to  aid  any 

English  Congregations  that  may  desire  aid  in  connection 
with  their  Title  Deeds,  so  as  to  enable  all  the  congregations 
to  enter  into  the  Union. 
Mr  Thomas  Young  was  he?ird  for  the  Elders  of  Blackett  Street  pieadinjrs 
Church,  Newcastle ;  Rev.  John  Parker,  jun.,  for  the  Session  of  East  "^^"'^  ^'"'°"- 
Street  Congregation,  South  Shields ;  Rev.  Charles  Friskin  in  support 
of  his  own  Petition ;  and  Rev.  F.  Ross  in  support  of  his  Overture. 
Rev.  William  Fisken,  Stamfordham,  and  others,  waived  their  right 
to  be  heard. 

It  was  then  moved  and  seconded,  as  a  second  motion — That  the  SecondMoUoa 
Synod  instruct    the    Union  Committee  to  obtain  the  opinion  of 
Counsel  as  to  any  legal  difficulty  connected  with  the  property  of 
Congregations,  that  may  be  in  the  way,  and  lay  that  opinion  before 
the  Synod  at  a  future  Sederunt. 

It  was  moved  and  seconded,  as  a  third  motion — That  we  do  not,  Third  Motion. 
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in  all  the  circumfitances  of  the  Churches,  prosecute  further  the  pre- 
sent scheme  of  Union  in  England. 

A  show  of  hands  was  taken  for  ihe  three  motions  severally,  -when 
the  second  motion,  having  fewest  votes,  was  dropped.  The  Synod 
agreed  to  divide  as  between  the  first  and  third  motions,  aad  the 
votes  being  marked,  it  was  found  that  a  majority  was  in  favour  of 
the  first  motion,  and  the  Synod  decided  in  terms  thereof. 

Wherefore  the  Synod  resolve  to  proceed  to  the  Consummatioii  of 
Union  in  England,  in  accordance  with  the  arrangements  made  by 
their  Committee,  that  is  to  say — 

The  Synod  adopt  the  following  Preamble  and  General  Basis  of 
Arrangements  for  effecting  the  proposed  Union,  and  for  the 
establishment  of  close  Federal  Eelations  between  the  United  Church 
in  England  and  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  in  Scotland  :— 

Whereas,  in  the  course  of  negotiations  for  Presbyterian  Union  which  have  been 
carried  on  for  several  years,  it  has  been  found  that  there  is  no  barrier  to  the  Union 
of  the  negotiating  Churches  on  the  baais  of  their  conunon  standards,  with  the  explana-. 
tions  whereby  the  Churches  respectiyely  qualify  their  adherence  to  these  standards ; 
and  whereas  practical  difficulties  have  arisen  in  Scotland  which  stand  in  the  way  of 
an  incorporating  Union  of  the  Churches  there :  it  is  expedient  that  e£Forts  be  now 
directed  on  our  part  to  give  expression  to  the  unity  in  doctrune,  discipline,  govern- 
ment, and  worship  which  has  been  found  to  exist,  and  to  bring  tba  Chnrehes  into 
closer  connection  and  harmony. 
YiTith  this  object  it  is  agreed — 
L  That  the  Synods  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  and  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  in  England  shall  declare  and  manifest  their  unity,  by  re-affirming 
their  adherence  to  the  same  doctriAal  basis,  viz.,  the  Westminster  Confes- 
sion of  Faith,  with  the  qualifications  accepted  by  the  Churches  respectively ; 
and  by  the  incorporation  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  England  and  the 
congregations  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  situated  in  England  under 
one  Synod  or  supreme  court,  having  separate  and  independent  jurisdiction. 
n.  That,  previous  to  this  incorporation  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  England 
and  the  congregations  of  the  United  Presby(^lan  Church  situated  in 
England  under  one  Synod,  a  formula  of  subscription  for  use  under  the 
Synod  so  formed,  and  also,  if  agreed  to,  under  the  Synod  in  Scotland,  shall 
be  adopted  by  the  Synods  of  the  two  negotiating  Churches, — it  being 
understood  that  this  formula,  while  binding  all  the  office-beaorers  to  the 
Westminster  Canlession,  shall  secure  to  tbem  the  game  liberty  in  acoq)ting 
the  teaching  of  that  Confession  on  the  relation  of  civil  zukrs  to  religion  Aad 
the  Church  as  is  now  enjoyed  in  each  Church. 
IIL  That  the  name  of  the  Church  in  England  shall  be  '  The  Presbyterian  Church 
of  England,^  and  the  supreme  court  of  the  Church  shall  be  *  The  Synod  (or 
Assembly)  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  of  England.' 
lY.  That,  as  a  practical  step  in  advance  in  the  general  cause  of  Union,  them  shall 
be  established  between  the  Synod  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Cfamuh  and 
that  of  the  United  Church  to  be  formed  in  England,  such  a  close  federal 
relationship  as  shall  maintain  and  manifest  the  unity  of  the  Churches  by 
mutual  interest  and  co-operation  to  as  great  an  extent  as  is  consistent  with 
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separate  and  independent  jorisdiction, — such  federal  relationship  not  being  May  16,  I87ff» 
regarded  as  relaxing  the  ties  which  at  present  connect  the  Presbyterian  frvr-Tgl^a- 
Church  in  England  with  the  Free  Church  of  Scotland  and  with  the  Fresby-  runt, 
terian  Church  in  Ireland,  but  rather  as  anticipating  the  time  when  those  Union  in  Eng- 
ties  shall  be  drawn  yet  more  closely  by  a  common  bond  embracing  all  the  g^o^^g  -q^^. 
Churches.  sion. 

V.  That  the  proposed  relationship  between  the  Churches  6hMl  i^Mbracte  such  Federal  ReUu.« 

matters  as  the  following : —  ^°*  *^ ' 

(1.)  That  each  of  the  Churches  shall  recognise  the  status  of  tiie  ministers,  elders, 
deacons,  probationers,  and  members  of  the  other,  as  if  they  were  its  own ; 
and  that  ministers  and  vacant  congregations  of  tiie  one  Churdi  shall  be 
at  liberty  to  obtain  supply  of  probationers  from  the  other.  * 

(2.)  That,  in  reference  to  students,  some  arrangement  shall  be  adopted  by 
which,  in  the  meantime,  attendance  at  the  Theological  Seminary  of  the 
one  Church  shall  be  accepted  by  the  other,  while  both  Churches  shall 
aim  at  ultimate  assimilation  in  regard  to  the  standard  and  the  methods 
of  theological  education. 

(3.)  That  each .  of  the  Churches  shall  conduct  its  own  missionary  operations, 
but  aim  at  combined  efforts  in  regard  to  the  same  missionary  enterprises, 
so  far  as  that  may  be  found  practicable. 

(4.)  That  a  certain  number  of  corresponding  members  (not  to  exceed  fiye  per 
cent,  of  the  congregations  of  the  Church  to  which  they  are  commissioned) 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  supreme  court  of  each  Church  to  attend  the 
meetings  of  the  other,  with  right  to  deliberate,  but  not  to  vote ;  but  any 
failure  in  the  appointment  or  attendance  of  such  commissioners  shall  not 
invalidate  the  proceedings  of  said  courts. 

(5.)  That,  at  times  to  be  agreed  upon,  a  Council  of  both  Churches  Shall  meet 
to  deliberate  on  their  common  interests ;  and,  without  exercising  legisla- 
tive or  judicial  functions,'  to  aid  and  advise  in  questions  of  difficulty  and 
importance  that  may  be  submitted  to  it  by  either  Synod ;  and  that  this 
Council  shall  consist  of  an  equal  number  of  the  constituent  members  of 
feach  Synod,  to  be  chosen  by  the  Synods  respectively.  That  the  Council 
shall  meet  at  a  convenient  time  within  two  years  from  the  date  of  the 
Union, — ^the  date  of  subsequent  meetings  to  be  as  the  two  Synods  may 
hereafter  agree ;  and  that  for  the  present,  said  Council  shall  consist  of 
thirty -five  constituent  members  of  each  Synod,  to  be  chosen  from  time 
to  time  as  the  Synods  may  determine. 

VI.  That,  in  order  that  the  proposed  relationship  between  the  two  Churches  may 

not  only  draw  them  more  closely  together,  but  may  also  conduce  to  the 
establishment  of  a  closer  union  among  other  Presbyterian  Churches,  the 
Churches  with  which  negotiations  have  been  carried  on  in  past  years  be 
invited  to  enter  into  similar  federal  relationship. 

Also,  the  Synod  agree — 

That  the  recognition  of  the  status  of  Students  shall  include  ScholarBhips; 
mutual  eligibility  as  candidates  for  such  scholarships,  nnder 
the  control  of  either  Synod,  as  can  be  thrown  open  to 
them. 
And— 

That  the  liberty  of  the  congregations  in  England  which  are  Foreign  Mi«- 
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now  in  connection  with  the  United  Presbyterian  Churcli  to 
continue  their  interest  in  and  support  of  the  Foreign 
Missions  of  that  Church,  and  the  propriety  of  their  doing 
so  meanwhile,  are  fully  recognised. 
The  Synod  agree  to  the  following  as  the  Basis  of  Union  for  the 
United  Church  in  England : — 

1.  That  the  Word  of  God  contained  in  the  Scriptures  of  the  Old  and  Xew 
Testaments  is  the  only  rule  of  faith  and  duty. 

2.  That  the  Westminster  Confession  of  Faith  and  the  Larger  and  Shorter 
Catechisms  are  the  standards  of  this  Church. 

3.  That  in  subscribing  the  said  standards,  the  office-bearers  of  this  Charch, 
"while  holding  the  subjection  of  civil  rulers,  in  their  own  province,  to  the  authority 
of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  are  not  required  to  accept  anything  in  these  docnments 
which  favours  or  may  be  regarded  as  favouring  intolerance  or  persecution. 

4.  That  the  Westminster  Directory  of  Worship  exhibits  generally  the  order  of 
public  worship  and  of  the  administration  of  the  sacraments  in  this  Church. 

5.  That  the  name  of  the  Church  in  England  shall  be  *The  Presbyterian 
Church  of  England,'  and  the  supreme  court  of  the  Church  shall  be  *'  The  Synod 
(or  Assembly)  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  of  England.' 

The  Synod  approve  of  the  following  as  the  Formula  for  use  at 
the  Ordination  and  Induction  of  Ministers  in  the  Presbyterian 
Church  of  England : — 

1.  Do  you  believe  the  Scriptures  of  the  Old  and  !New  Testaments  to  be  the 
Word  of  God,  and  the  only  rule  of  faith  and  duty  ? 

;  2.  Do  you  sincerely  receive  and  adopt  the  doctrine  of  the  Westminster  Confes- 
sion of  Faith  as  in  accordance  with  the  teaching  of  Holy  Scripture,  and  do  yoa 
consent  to  the  said  Confession  as  the  standard  by  which  your  teaching  in  this  Church 
shall  be  judged  ? — ^it  being  understood,  in  reference  to  the  teaching  of  the  Coafession 
of  Faith  regarding  the  duty  of  civil  rulers,  that,  while  holding  the  subjection  of  such 
rulers,  in  their  own  province,  to  the  authority  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  you  are  not 
required  to  accept  anything  in  that  document  which  favours  or  may  be  regarded  as 
favouring  intolerance  or  persecution. 

3.  Are  you  persuaded  that  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  the  only  King  and  Head  of 
the  Church,  has  therein  appointed  a  government  distinct  from,  and  not  subordinate 
to,  civil  govercment?  and  do  you  ackuowledge  the  Presbyterian  form  of  government 
to  be  founded  on,  and  agreeable  to.  the  Word  of  God? 

4.  Do  you  promise,  as  a  minister  of  this  Church,  to  be  subject  to  its  govern- 
ment, and  to  take  due  part  in  the  administration  of  its  affairs  ?  and  while  cherishing 
brotherly  love  towards  all  the  faithful  followers  of  Christ,  do  you  engage  to  seek 
the  purity,  peace,  and  extension  of  this  Church  ? 

5.  Are  zeal  for  the  glory  of  God,  love  to  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  and  a  desire 
to  save  souls,  and  not  worldly  designs  or  interests,  as  far  as  you  know  your  own 
heart,  your  great  motives  and  chief  inducements  to  enter  *  into  the  office  of  the 
holy  ministry  ? 

6.  Do  you  engage,  in  the  strength  and  grace  of  Jesus  Christ,  our  Lord  and 
blaster,  to  live  a  holy  and  circumspect  life,  to  rule  well  your  own  house,  faithfully  to

Financial  Arrangements.  Financial 

Arrangements 

The  Synod  also  adopt  the  following  Financial  Arrangements 
in  accordance  with  the  recommendations  of  the  Committee : — 

Every  minister  of  our  Church  in  England  who  shall  be  in  full  status  at  the  date 
of  the  Union  shall  retain  his  interest  in  the  Aged  and  Infirm  Ministers'  Fund,  the 
same  as  if  he  had  remained  a  member  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church.  Every 
minister  or  preacher  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  who  may  be  inducted  or 
ordained  as  the  minister  of  any  of  the  existing  United  Presbyterian  congregations  in 
England,  within  three  years  after  the  date  of  the  contemplated  Union,  shall  also 
retain  his  interest  in  the  Aged  and  Infirm  Ministers'  Fund  in  the  same  manner  as  if 
he  had  remained  in  connection  with  the  United  Presbyterian  Church. 

Grants  from  the  Stipend  Augmentation  Fund  shall  be  continued  to  the  congre- 
gations which  may  enter  into  the  Union.  Aid  shall  be  afforded  to  our  supplemented 
congregations  in  England  for  a  period  of  not  less  than  five  years  after  the  consum- 
mation of  the  Union,  according  to  a  gradually  diminishing  scale,  until,  at  the  expiry 
of  the  five  years,  they  cease  and  determine. 

The  Committee  having  ascertained  the  amount  paid  for  Augmentation  in 
England  during  1875,  and  deducted  from  this  total  the  sum  received  from  England 
as  contributions  to  the  Augmentation  Fund ;  and  the  balance  being  as  nearly  as 
possible  £2000,  the  Synod  agree  that,  for  the  first  year  after  the  Union,  this  sum 
shall  be  remitted  to  the  Synod  of  the  United  Church  for  the  augmentation  of  the 
stipends  in  our  English  congregations,  and  shall  be  taken  as  the  basis  on  which 
future  payments,  diminishing  by  one-fifth  annually  for  five  years,  shall  proceed. 

Claims  upon  the  Evangelistic  Fund  shall  be  adjusted  on  the  same  principle 
and  by  the  same  method  as  claims  upon  the  Fund  for  Stipend  Augmentation.  The 
grants  from  the  Evangelistic  Fund  to  congregations  in  England  in  1875  having  been 
as  nearly  as  possible  £1000,  and  the  sum  received  from  English  congregations  in 
behoof  of  this  fund  being  about  half  as  much — say  £500 — ^the  difference,  £500,  shall 
be  taken  as  the  basis  on  which  a  gradually  diminishing  grant,  continuing  for  five 
years,  should  commence. 

t  Accordingly,  for  the  supplement  of  stipends  as  heretofore  on  the  one  hand,  and 
for  the  objects  contemplated  by  our  Evangelistic  grants  on  the  other,  the  United 
Presbyterian  Synod  shall  contribute — 

For  the  first  year  after  the  Union,        .  .  .         £2500 

For  the  second, 2000 

For  the  third,     ...'...  1500 

For  the  fourth, 1000 

For  the  fifth, 600 

and  thereafter  all  payments  shall  cease. 

As  it  is< most  desirable  that  the  aid-receiving  congregations  of  the  United  Pres- 
byterian Church  in  England  which  are  to  form  part  of  the  United  Church  should 
continue  to  be  as  liberally  supported  as  hitherto ;  and  in  view  of  the  grants  which 
have  been  made  for  some  years  past  by  the  Home  Committee  from  the  Evangelistic 
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Fund,  and  of  speeiil  tynodical  lirrangements  with  such  congregationB  as  Ldcester* 
Derby,  and  Brighton,  it  is  to  be  understood  that  due  respect  will  be  had  to  all  these 
arrangements  in  the  United  Church.    The  Synod  ikid  that  the  English  Presl^^^terian 
Committee  have  accepted  and  agreed  to  recommend  to  their  Synod  as  follows : — 
I.  "That  the  aid  proposed  to  be  contributed  for  five  years  from  Sootland, 
towards  maintaining  the  present  stipends  of  supplemented  congregations 
of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  situated  in  England,  appears  to  this 
Committee  to  be  liberal  and  satisfactory.*' 
U.  "  That  this  Committee  recommend  to  the  Synod  to  agree  to  such  arrange- 
ments for  the  future  United  Church  in  England  as  may  be  found  requisite 
in  order  to  secure  that  the  stipends  paid  to  ministers  of  said  congrega- 
tions during  the  next  five  years  shall  not  be  less  than  they  would  be 
under  the  existing  arrangements  in  force  in  the  United  Presbyterian 
Church." 
III.  **  Further,  the  Committee  express  their  confident  hope  that  before  the  expiry 
of  the  five  years  thus  provided  for,  the  minimum  stipend  all  over  the 
United  Church  will  have  been  raised  at  least  to  the  present  minimum  of 
the  United  Presbyterian  Church." 
"  Further,  the  Committee  resolve,  in  regard  to  Church  Extension  charges, 
to  record  their  sense  of  the  fair  and  liberal  spirit  in  which  the  minute 
remitted  to  them  by  the  United  Presbyterian  Committee  has  been  framed.'* 
*^  It  was  also  reported  that  the  United  Presbyterian  Committee  proposed  to 
give  to  all  their  ministers  who  may  be  in  charges  in  England  at  the 
date  of  the  Union,  the  same  claim  on  the  Aged  and  Infirm  IVfinisters* 
Fund  as  if  they  had  continued  to  be  ministers  of  the  United  Presbyterian 
Church.    The  Committee  agree  to  express  their  entire  satisfaction  with 
this  generous  proposal. 

On  the  head  of  financial  arrangements,  the  Synod  further  agree — 
(I.)  **'  That  with  a  view  to  preserve  the  separate  and  independent  jurisdiction  of 
the  respective  Synods,  all  financial  transactions  in  reference  to  Home 
affairs,  between  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  and  the  Union  Church 
to  be  formed  in  England,  shall  be  conducted  between  the  Synods  or 
their  respective  officials." 
(2.)  That  the  sum  of  £2500,  to  be  paid  for  the  first  year  after  the  Union,  and 
the  sums  to  be  paid  in  subsequent  years  are  fixed  on  the  supposition 
that  all  our  English  congregations  shall  enter  into  the  Union,  and  are  to  be 
proportionally  diminished  in  the  event  of  any  of  them  renmining  in  con- 
nection with  the  United  Presbyterian  Synod. 
The  Synod  agree  to  the  following  Resolutions,  suggested  by 
the  Committee,  in  view  of  consummating  the  Union  -^ 
Whereas  this  United  Presbyterian  Synod  has  for  a  considerable  huibber  of  years 
sought,  in  conjunction  with  other  Churches,  to  heal  some  of  the  divisions 
which  have  arisen  in  the  Presbyterian  Church,  and,  finding  that  for  the  present 
this  cannot  be  done  in  Scotland,  has  directed  its  attention  to  the  best  means 
of  uniting  undqr  one  ecclesiastical  organisation  the  Presbyterian  Churches  in 
England : 
Whereas  negotiations,  carried  on  with  the  Synod  of  the  Presbyterian  C^tnrch  in 
England,  have  fed  to  the  conclusion  that  it  is  deeihMe  to  manifest  ktd  main- 
tain the  teal  unity  of  the  Churches  in  England  and  Scotland  by  th^  joint 
TCcognition  of  the  same  Standard  and  Formula,  whilst,  at  the  same  time,  for 
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the  purposes  of  concentrated  action,  it  is  necessary  that  both  Chnrches  in  May  16, 1876. 
England  shonld  be  united  together  under  one  Synod,  with  separate  and  ThirdSede- 
independent  jurisdiction :  runt 

And  whereas,  with  a  view  to  this,  a  Baas  of  Union,  with  a  Formtda  for  the  ordina-  Union  in  Eng- 
tion  or  induction  of  ministers,  has  been  prepared,  deliberately  discussed,  and  ^  ' 
cordially  sanctioned,  both  by  this  8ynod  and  by  the  Synod  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  in  England,  to  be  accepted  by  the  Synod  of  the  United  Church  in 
England: 

Therefore  this  Synod  (1)  cordially  declares  its  oneness  with  the  Synod  of  the  Presby-  Mode  of  Con- 
terian  Church  in  England,  by  reaffirming  its  acceptance  of  the  same  standards,  ®^'"™*^*''*S  * 
Tiz.,  the  Westminster  Confession  of  Faith,  and  the  Larger  and  Shorter 
Catechisms,  with  the  qualifications  now  accepted  by  the  Churches  respectively ; 
(2)  gives  hereby  its  full  consent  to  the  incorporating  Union  of  its  congrega- 
tions, situated  in  England,  with  the  said  Presbyterian  Church  in  England,  on 
the  basis  above  named,  under  the  separate  and  independent  jurisdiction  of  one 
Synod  or  supreme  court, — at  the  same  time  earnestly  recommending  all  such 
congregations  to  concur  in  this  arrangement ;  (3)  and  resolves  to  give  all 
practicable  effect  to  those  ties  of  federation  which  have  been  already  accepted 
by  this  Church,  so  that  unity  in  spirit  and  in  action  between  the  United 
Presbyterian  Church  and  the  United  Church,  as  hereafter  to  exist  in  England, 
may  be  manifested  and  maintained. 

In  pursuance  of  the  foregoing  resolutions,  the  Synod  agrees  to  meet  at  Liverpool  on 
the  18th  day  of  June,  1876  ;  thereafter  to  hold  a  conjoint  meeting  along  with 
the  Synod  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  England,  in  order  formally  to  con- 
summate the  Union  now  resolved  upon. 

Agreed  that  these  Resolutions,  and  corresponding  Resolutions 
of  the  Synod  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  England,  together 
with  the  Basis  of  Union,  Terms  of  Federation,  and  Formula, 
having  been  previously  adopted  by  the  respective  Synods,  shall  be 
read  at  the  joint  meeting  in  Livei-pool,  when  the  Moderators,  by 
authority  of  their  respective  Synods,  shall  respectively  make  some 
such  declarations  as  the  following : — 

The  Moderator  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church : — 

« As  Moderator  of  the  Synod  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church,  I  hereby, 
in  terms  of  the  resolutions  of  that  Synod  which  have  been  read,  declare  its 
oneness  with  the  Synod  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  England,  in  respect 
of  their  adhering  to  the  same  doctrinal  basis,  viz.,  the  Westminster  Confes- 
sion of  Faith,  with  the  qualifications  accepted  by  the  Churches  respectively : 

*  I  declare  further  that  the  congre^tions  of  this  Church  situated  in  England, 

uniting  with  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  England,  are  hereby  declared  to  be 
no  longer  under  the  jurisdiction  of  this  Synod,  but  to  form  part  of  the  body 
now  to  be  constituted,  and  hereafter  to  be  known  as  **  The  Presbyterian 
Church  of  England ; " 

*  And  finally,  I  declare  that  in  respect  of  the  congregations  aforesaid,  the  Synod 

of  said  body  shall  be  entitled  to  and  vested  in  all  the  authorily,  rights,  and 
benefits  to  which  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  is  now  or  may  become 
entitled/ 

The  Moderator  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  England  :— 

*  As  Moderator  of  the  Synod  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  England,  I  hereby, 
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in  tenDB  of  ihe  resolationB  of  that  Synod  which  have  been  read,  dedare  its 
oneness  with  the  Synod  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church,  in  respect  of 
their  adhering  to  the  same  doctrinal  basis,  viz.,  the  Westminster  Confession 
of  Faith,  with  the  qualifications  accepted  by  the  Chizrches  respectively : 

*  I  declare  further  that  this  Church  is  hereby  united  with  the  congregations  of 
the  United  Presbyterian  Church  situated  in  England,  concurring  in  this  act, 
to  form  one  body  now  to  be  constituted,  and  hereafter  to  be  known  as  '*  The 

Presbyterian  Church  of  England : " 

*  And  finally,  I  declare  that  the  Synod  of  said  body  shall  be  entitled  to  and 

Tested  in  all  the  authority,  rights,  and  benefits  to  which  the  Presbyterian 
Church  in  England  is  now  or  may  become  entitled.' 

These  declarations  having  been  made,  the  two  Moderators  shall  sucoessiTely 
sign  the  Basis  of  Union  and  the  Terms  of  Federation.  The  right  hand  of  fellow- 
ship shall  then  be  given.  Thereafter  the  Moderator  of  the  former  Synod  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church  in  England  shall  constitute  the  Synod  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  of  England. 

The  roll  of  members  shall  then  be  made  up,  after  which  a  moderator  and  clerk 
or  clerks  shall  be  chosen. 

The  Basis  of  Union  and  the  Terms  of  Federation  and  the  New  Formula  shall 
then  be  read  and  adopted. 

Against  this  finding  Dr  Button  entered  his  dissent,  in  his  own 
name  and  in  the  names  of  such  as  might  adhere  to  him,  for  reasons 
to  be  given  in,  in  due  time.  William  Fisken,  Stamfordham,  and 
George  Robertson,  Whitby,  adhered  to  this  dissent. 

The  Synod  re-appoint  the  Committee  on  English  Union,  and 
direct  the  Selection  Committee  to  make  an  addition  to  the  number 
of  said  Union  Committee. 

Adjourned  to  meet  in  the  same  place  to-morrow,  at  ten  o'clock 
A.M.     Concluded  with  prayer.

The  Synod  met,  and  was  constituted  by  the  Moderator.     The 
minutes  of  last   sederunt  were   read  and  approved  of,  and  the 
scroll  thereof  subscribed  by  the  Moderator. 

By  permission  of  Synod,  William  Porteous,  Spittal;  Andrew 
Leckie,  West  Hartlepool ;  Henry  Ronton,  Kelso ;  and  John  Parker, 
Sunderland,  gave  in  their  adherence  to  the  dissent  entered  at  last 
sederunt,  from  the  Synod's  decision  on  the  question  of  Union  in 
England. 

The  Committee  on  Bills  and  Overtures  reported  an  additional 
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cause  which  they  had  agreed  to  transmit,  with  a  recommendation  as  May  it,  187C. 
to  the  order  in  which  said  cause  should  be  taken  up.     The  Synod  FourthSedc- 
adopt  this  recommendation.  ^^^^ 

The  Synod  instruct  that  the  Standing  Committee  on  Theological  Order  of 
Education  take  measures  for  bringing  the  claims  of  the  Hall  Fund  claims  of  Hail 
before  the  Churches,  with  the  view  of  having  a  collection  on  its 
behalf  during  this  year,  as  agreed  upon  by  the  Synod  at  Second 
Sederunt,  and  to  arrange  any  other  details  in  connection  with 
bringing  the  new  scheme  into  operation. 

Called  for  Report  on  Systematic  Beneficence,  which  was  pre^  Systematic 
sented  by  the  Home  Secretary,  and,  being  printed  among  Synod 
Papers,  was  held  as  read.  Dr  Scott  was  heard  in  reference  to  the 
Report.  The  Synod  receive  the  Report,  thank  the  Committee  for  their 
labours,  and,  as  recommended  by  the  Committee,  in  order  that  the 
duty  and  privilege  of  systematic  giving  for  the  cause  of  Christ  may 
be  duly  brought  under  the  prayerful  consideration  of  the  Christian 
people,  recommend  to  all  the  ministers  of  the  Church  to  preach 
on  the  subject  of  Systematic  Beneficence  on  the  first  Sabbath  of 
December  next,  or  on  a  Sabbath  as  near  as  may  be  convenient  to 
that  time. 

The  Synod  re-appoint  the  Committee  on  Systematic  Beneficence 
as  follows,  with  their  former  instructions : — David  Paton,  Sir  Peter 
Coats,  James  Morton  (Greenock),  B.  T.  Middleton,  David  Corsar 
J.  Renton,  jim.,  David  M'Cowan,  Archibald  Arrol,  and  W.  White 
Millar,  with  the  Home  and  Foreign  Mission  Secretaries — the  Home 
Secretary,  Convener.  The  Synod  directed  that  the  Report  on 
Systematic  Beneficence  be  inserted  in  the  Appendix.* 

Called  for  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Evangelistic  Efibrt  and  Evangelistic 
Home  Evangelisation,  which  was  presented  by  the  Home  Secretaiy>  ^^"^* 
and,  being  printed  among  Synod  Papers,  was  held  as  read ;  and  the 
Home  Secretary  was  heard  in  relation  thereto.  The  Synod  receive 
the  Report,  direct  that  it  be  printed  in  Appendix  to  Minutes,t  and 
express  their  approval  of  the  action  taken  by  the  Committee  in  con- 
nection with  the  Henderson  Memorial  Church,  their  warm  interest 
in  the  gratifying  progress  which  has  been  made  by  the  Glasgow 
Church  Planting  and  Evangelisation  Board  in  the  important  work  in 
which  it  is  engaged,  and  their  deep  sense  of  the  importance  of  the 
Evangelistic  work  to  which  the  Report  refers.

Report. 

The  Synod  unanimously  receive  the  Report,  record  their  warm 
thanks  to  the  Committee,  and  especially  to  their  Chairman  and 
those  other  members  who  have  been  more  closely  associated  with 
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him  in  the  collection  of  subscriptions  for  the  surplus  Augmentation  May  17,  187g. 
Fluid;    e^preas  satiafactiou  with  the  important  results  obtained  Fourth s<jde- 
Tiader  the  working  of  the  Augmentation  Scheme  during  the  past  ^^^ 
year ;  approve  of  the  addition  made  to  the  Mission  Board,  with  a  Ingmenta'^o^ 
view  to  the  continued  efficiency  of  the  Surplus  Fund ;  and  commend 
the  scheme  ape.w  to  the  congregations  of  the  Church,  in  order  that  by 
more  effective  organisation  for  the  collection  of  subscriptions,  they 
may  perform  their  part  in  promoting  the  stability  aud  suqcqss.  of  the 
Augmentation  Fund. 

On  recommendation  of  the  Committee,  and  on  motion  made  and 
seconded,  the  Synod  agree — 

1.  That  Stipends  may  be  raised  by  ordinary  supplemental  grants 

to  £160  per  annum,  instead  of  being  limited,  as  at  present, 
to  £157  10s. 

2.  That  the  allowance  for  house-rent  in  congregations  without 
manses  be  raised  from  £10  to.  £20  per  annum. 

3.  That  in  the  distribution  of  the  Sm-plus  Fund,  the  rates  of 

contribution  per  member  for  congregations  in  Orkney  and 
Shetland  be  reduced  25  per  cent,  below  the  ordinary  rates ; 
so  that  in  these  congregations  an  average  rate  of  contribution 
for  stipend  of  7s  6d  per  member  shall  entitle  to  one-half 
share ;  of  9s,  to  a  three-quarter's  share ;  and  of  10s  6d,  to  a 
full  share. 

4.  That  the  Home  Committee  be  authorised  to  grant  such  aid^ 

not  exceeding  £20  to  one  congregation,  from  the  Evangelistic 
Fimd,  as  they  may  deem  expedient,  in  order  to  compensate 
these  congregations  in  Orkney  and  Shetland  for  their  want 
of  hiller  participation  in  the  Surplus  Fund  for  the  year  1875. 

5.  That  when   the  minimum  stipend  of  £200,  with  manse  or 

allowance  for  rent,  has  been  provided  for,   according  to 

existing  regulations,  the   Home  Committee  —  after  having 

satisfied  themselves,  by  the  visit  of  a  deputation,  that  the 

congregations   are   contributing  for  stipend,   according  to 

their  ability — may  grant,  but  only  out  of  the  balance  which 

may  in  any  year  remain  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer^  after 

the  payment  of  the  ordinary  Surplus  Grants,  a  sum  not 

exceeding  one -third  share  of   the    Surplus  Fund,  to  the 

minister  of  a  congregation  contributing  less  than  an  average 

of  10s  per  member  for  stipend..

that  a  Presbytery  of  Dumbarton  is  desirable ;  but,  finding  that  this 
could  be  secured  only  by  the  addition  of  certain  churches  from  the 
Presbytery  of  Glasgow,  which  have  expressed  their  unwillingness 
to  be  disjoined  from  it,  to  delay  meanwhile  the  formation  of  a 
Dumbarton  Presbytery ;  and  in  consideration  of  the  inconvenience 
to  which  the  churches  of  Kilcreggan,  Helensburgh,  Dumbarton, 
Alexandria,  Bonhill,  and  Kilmaronock  are  exposed  in  connection 
with  their  present  Presbytery,  recommend  that  they  be  connected 
with  the  Presbytery  of  Glasgow. 

On  motion  made  and  seconded,  it  was  unanimously  agreed — ^That 
the  Synod  receive  the  Report,  thank  the  Committee  for  their  dili- 
gence, re-affirm  the  decision  that  it  is  desirable  that  a  Presbytery

or  expedient,  and  report  to  next  meeting  of  Synod. 

The  Committee  on  Protest  and  Appeal  by  the  Rev;  William  Appeal  by  Rev. 
Parlane,  Tranent,  from  the  decision  of  the  Presbytery  of  Edinburgh, 
of  date  6th  July  last,  appointing  interim  Moderator  of  Tranent 
Session,  reported  by  Mr  James  Inglis,  their  Convener.  In  accord- 
ance with  the  Committee's  recommendation,  the  Synod  dismiss  the 
Appeal,  and  afifirm  the  decision  of  the  Presbytery  of  Edinburgh. 

The  Foreign  Mission  Secretary  brought  under  the  notice  of  the  y^^^  Prayer 
Synod,  in  the  name  of  the  Foreign  Mission  Committee,  a  proposal  in  Missions, 
reference  to  a  day  of  United  Prayer  for  Foreign  Missions  and 
Missionaries.  The  Synod  cordially  accept  this  proposal,  and 
unanimously  recommend  to  the  Christian  people  under  their  charge 
the  observance  of  such  a  season  of  united  prayer  on  the  30th  of 
November  next. 

It  was  moved,  seconded,  and  unanimously  agreed — That  next 
ordinary  meeting  of  Synod  be  held  in  Glasgow,  on  the  Monday 
immediately  following  the  second  Sabbath  of  May,  1877,  and  that 
Dr  Scott,  Dr  J.  B.  Johnston,  Mr  Hugh  Barnett,  Mr  David  M*Cowan, 
and  Mr  R.  T.  Middleton  be  appointed  a  Committee  to  secure  a 
place  for  the  meeting,  and  make  such  other  arrangements  for  it  as 
may  be  needful — Mr  Middleton,  Convener.

The  Rev.  Dr  R.  S.  Scott  read  extracts  from  the  Report  on  Home 
Missions. 

The  Rev.  Dr  H.  M.  MacGill  read  extracts  from  the  Report  on 
Foreign  Missions. 

Mr  George  Whitelaw,  the  Synod  Treasurer,  reported,  briefly,  the 
income  and  expenditure  for  the  year  1875. 

Called  for  the  newly-appointed  members  of  the  Mission  Board, 
when  there  appeared  —  Rev.  John  Dobie,  D.D.,  Glasgow ;  Rev. 
John  Tannahill,  Penrith;  Rev.  John  Paterson,  B.D.,  Airdrie; 
Rev.  John  Milne,  M. A.,  Greenlaw ;  Rev.  John  B.  Smith,  Greenock ; 
with  Mr  James  Logic,  Dundee ;  William  Craig,  M.D.,  Edinburgh ; 
Mr  John  Main,  Pathhead ;  Mr  Thomas  John  Dunn,  Melrose ;  and 
Mr  John  M*Neill,  Perth.  The  Moderator  having  addressed  to  these 
brethren  suitable  counsels,  the  Rev.  G.  B.  Alexander,  of  Ebenezer,

made,  in  the  year  1875,  for  the  support  of  the  Augmentation  of  sixthSede- 
Stipends  Fund.  "'°*-

grant  the  sum  of  £50,  as  a  donation  from  the  Evangelistic  Branch  schooiUnion^ 
of  the  Home  Mission   Fund,  to   the   Edinburgh  Sabbath  School 
Union,  to  aid  in  providing  an  adequate  salary  to  the  Visiting  Agent 
of  the  Union. 

The  Foreign  Mission  Secretary  called  attention  to  the  services  Major  Mafeuir 
rendered  to  the  Caffrarian  Mission  of  the  Synod  by  Major  Malan, 
and  to  the  importance  of  carrying  on  Mission  work  among  the 
Galeka  tribe  of  Oaffres ;  and  stated  that  should  the  Synod  be 
resolved  to  extend  their  mission  among  the  people  of  that  tribe,  a 
friend — ^who  does  not  wish  to  be  known — is  prepared  to  give  £500, 
to  aid  in  sustaining  the  work.  It  was  agreed  that  the  cordial  thanks  of 
the  Synod  be  given  to  Major  Malan  for  the  earnest  and  self-denying 
personal  services  he  has  rendered  to  the  Mission  of  this  Synod  in

Principal  Harper,  at  the  request  of  the  Moderator,  led  the  devo- 
tions of  the  Synod  in  prayer,  suppUcating  Divine  direction  in  the 
solemn  and  important  proceeding  in  which  the  Synod  was  about  ta 
engage. 

.  It  was  then  moved  and  seconded — That  the  Bev.  Daniel  McLean, 
of  Lanark,  be  elected  to  the  Chair  of  Hebrew  and  Old  Testament 
Literature  and  Exegesis. 

It  was  also  moved  and  seconded — ^That  the  Rev.  Alexander  Eobb,. 
D.D.,  late  of  Calabar,  be  elected  to  this  Chair. 

It  was  further  moved  and  seconded — That  Mr  James  A.  Paterson^ 
M.A.,  probationer,  be  elected. 

It  was  moved  and  seconded,  as  a  fourth  motion, — That  the  Rev. 
William  Turner,  late  of  Oraigdam,  be  elected. 

A  show  of  hands  was  taken  for  each  of  the  four  motions ;  and  it 
appeared  to  the  Synod  that  the  combined  number  voting  for  the  first 
and  fourth  motions  was  less  than  the  number  voting  for  the  second 
and  third  tactions  severally,  and,  with  consent  of  their  movers  and 
seconders,  the  names  of  Mr  M*Lean  and  Mr  Turner  were  dropped 
from  the  leet. 

The  Synod  then  proceeded  to  a  division  as  between  the  second

A  show  of  hands  was  next  taken  in  fiivour  of  each  of  the  three  ^""^ 
remaining  motions,  when  it  was  fomi.d  that  the  third  motion  had  froS^Leir^ 
fewest  votes,  and  Mr  Graham's  name  was  dropped  from  the  leet. 

The  Synod  then  proceeded  to  vote  by  dividing  the  house  as 
between  the  first  and  second  motions ;  and  the  votes  having  iDeen 
marked  and  counted,  it  was  found  that  a  majority  was  in  favour  of 
the  second  motion.  Wherefore  the  Synod  declare  the  second  motion 
carried,  and,  in  accordance  therewith,  appoint  the  Rev.  David  Duff,  DrDuffEiected 
M.A.,  LL.D.,  Helensburgh,  to  be  Professor  of  Church  History,  churT'''^ 
including  History  of  Doctrines,  to  this  Church.  History.

The  Synod  resumed  consideration  of  the  Report  on  Statistics 
of  1874,  interrupted  at  this  forenoon's  sederunt.  Mr  Middleton, 
Convener  of  the  Committee  on  that  subject,  was  farther  heard  in 
relation  to  their  Report.  After  reasoning,  it  was  moved,  seconded, 
and  unanimously  agreed — 

That  the  Synod  adopt  the  Report,  thank  the  Committee  for  their 
diligence,  and  re-appoint  them,  with  a  small  addition  to  their 
number,  for  another  year,  with  powers  to  confer  with  the  Home 
Committee,  in  order  to  bring  up  a  fuller  Report  next  year.  Also, 
that  the  Synod,  in  the  meantime,  enjoin  Ministers,  Office-bearers, 
and  Members  to  be  more  than  ever  solicitous  for  the  revival  of  the 
power  of  vital  godliness  in  all  our  congregations,  and  for  the  spread 
of  the  kingdom  of  the  Redeemer  throughout  the  world,  and  con- 
tinue dihgently  to  watch  and  pray  that  the  work  of  the  Lord  be  not 
hindered.  Further,  direct  that  the  Report  be  printed  in  Appendix 
to  Minutes.* 

The  Synod  direct  their  Clerks  to  communicate  with  the  Presby- 
tery of  Berwick,  intimating  the  appointment  of  Dr  Cairns  to  a  Pro- 
fessorial Chair,  under  the  New  Constitution  "of  the  Hall,  that  the 
Presbytery  may  take  the  requisite  steps  for  loosing  Dr  Cairns  from 
his  pastoral  connection  with  Wallace  Green  Congregation,  Berwick* 

The  Synod  instruct  their  Treasurer  to  pay  the  Salaries  of  the 
Professors  in  advance,  in  accordance  with  the  usual  manner  in 
which  the  Stipends  of  the  Church  are  paid — the  payments  to  bo 
made  half-yearly,  at  the  terms  of  Whitsunday  and  Martinmas,  the 
first  payment  to  be  made  on  the  acceptance  of  the  Call  by  the 
newly-appointed  Professors,  and  in  the  case  of  the  present  Profes- 
sors, the  first  payment  to  be  made  at  once.

In  terms  of  the  recommendation  of  the  Committee,  the  Synod, 
further,  agree  to  delay  consideration  of  the  proposal  to  increase 
the  Annuity  from  £50  to  £60 ;  and  to  sanction  the  payment  of  a 
Bonus,  at  the  rate  of  £10  per  annum,  to  each  of  the  ministers 
whose  names  were  placed  on  the  list  of  Annuitants  before  1st 
January,  1876. 

Called  for  Report  of  Committee  on  Aged  and  Infirm  Missionaries' 
Fimd,  which,  in  the  necessary  absence  of  Mr  Renton,  the  Convener, 
was  presented  by  the  Home  Secretary,  and  being  printed  among 
Synod  Papers,  was  held  as  read.f 

The  Synod  proceeded  to  consider  Proposed  Rules  for  the  Adminis- 
tration of  the  Fund  hitherto  known  as  the  Aged  and  Infirm  Ministers' 
Fund,  with  a  view  to  the  Extension  of  its  benefits  to  the  Foreign 
Missionaries  of  the  Church : — 

Agreed  that  the  following  shall  be  the  altered  Rules  of  the 
Fund,  viz. : — 

I.— That  the  designation  of  the  Fund  shall  henceforth  be  "  The  Aged  and 
Infirm  Ministers*  and  Missionaries'  Fund." 

IL— That  the  European  Missionaries  of  the  Church,  ordained  and  medical,  shall

the  Chnrch,  which  is  at  present  £200,  with  a  manse  or  an  allowance  for  rent ;  and 
that  the  annual  income  of  no  Missionary  shall  be  increased,  by  any  grant  from  this 
Fund,  from  his  congregation  abroad,  or  from  the  Foreign  Mission  Fund,  so  as  to 
exceed  the  said  minimum  stipend. 

IV. — ^That  as  an  equivalent  for  the  admission  of  Missionaries  to  the  benefit  of 
this  Fund,  an  addition  of  £4000  shall  now  be  made  to  the  existing  Capital  Fund  - 
and  that,  until  the  annual  income  from  all  sources  shall  be  sufficient  to  yield  an 
annuity  of  £100  to  each  annuitant,  appeals  shall  be  made  to  the  liberality  of  the 
Church,  the  proceeds  of  which  shall  be  appropriated  to  the  payment  of  annuities,  or 
to  the  increase  of  the  Capital  Fund,  as  the  donors  may  direct. 

y. — That  if  in  any  year  the  income  derived  from  all  sources  be  found  inadequate 
for  the  payment  of  the  ordinary  annnities  of  £50  or  upwards  to  all  the  Ministers 
and  Missionaries  who  have  been  admitted  to  the  benefit  of  the  Fund,  that  income 
shall  be  divided  eqnally  among  the  annuitants. 

VI.— That  no  Minister  shall  receive  an  annuity  until  the  Presbytery  with  which 
he  is  connected  shall  have  certified  to  the  Home  Conunittee  of  the  Board  of  Missions 
that  he  is  permanently  incapacitated  for  regular  official  duty,  and  that  the  congre- 
gation of  which  he  is  pastor  have  made  arrangements  for  the  regular  dispensation  of 
religious  ordinances;  and  that  no  Missionary  shall  receive  an  annuity  until  the 
Foreign  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Missions  shall  in  like  manner  have  certified  that 
he  is  permanently  incapacitated  for  regular  official  duty,  either  at  home  or  abroad. 
A  medical  certificate  of  the  state  of  the  applicant's  health  shall  in  every  case  be 
indispensable. 

YII. — In  the  application  of  a  Minister  for  an  annuity,  the  same  form  of  schedule 
which  has  been  hitherto  in  use  shall  be  employed ;  but  for  Missionaries  a  separate 
schedule  of  queries  shall  be  prepared  and  issued  to  applicants  by  the  Foreign 
Committee,  to  be  filled  up  by  the  said  applicants,  and  returned  to  the  Foreign 
Mission  Secretary.  The  Foreign  Committee  will  then  append  to  the  schedule  such 
additional  explanations  as  they  may  deem  expedient,  and  forward  it  to  the  Home 
Committee,  as  the  administrators  of  the  Fund. 

VIIL — ^That  as  the  object  of  the  Fund  is  not  to  supersede  the  efforts  of  individual 
congregations  in  making  provision  for  their  aged  or  infirm  Ministers,  no  grant  shall 
be  made  to  any  Minister  until  the  Home  Committee  have  maturely  considered  all 
the  circumstances  of  the  case ;  and  no  grant  shall  be  made  to  any  Missionary  until 
the  Foreign  Committee  shall  certify  that  they  have  in  like  manner  maturely  con- 
sidered the  case,  and  that  they  are  prepared  to  add  to  the  annuity  which  may  be 
granted  the  sum  required  to  make  up  a  suitable  provision  for  the  annuitant,  not  less 
than  the  average  aggregate  aUowance  paid  to  Ministers  on  the  Fund,  and  not 
exceeding  the  limits  stated  in  Rule  II. 

IX. — ^That  no  Minister  or  Missionary  who  loses  his  ecclesiastical  status  in  this 
Church,  either  by  withdrawing  from  her  communion,  or  by  being  suspended, 
deposed,  or  cut  off  from  her  fellowship  by  any  of  her  judicatories,  or  who  may 
emigrate,  shall  receive  an  annuity  until  his  case  has  been  specially  consid^ed  by  the 
Committee.    The  removal  of  a  Minister  to  a  foreign  country  by  medical  advice  shall 
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May  19, 1876.    not  be  considered  as  emigration ;   nor  shall  a  Missionary  returning  home  under

XII.— That  the  Home  Committee  shall  present  an  annual  report  of  their  proceed- 
ings to  the  Synod.

Further,  the  Synod  sanction 
the  proposal  to  issue  the  new  Tune-Book  in  parts.  Thanks  were 
conveyed  by  the  Moderator  to  Mr  Blair  and  the  Committee. 

Mr  James  A.  Paterson,  M.A.,  and  the  Rev.  David  Duff,  M.A.,  Professors 
LL.D.,  Professors  elect,  being  now  present,  according  to  Synod's  Duff  accept  ap 
resolution  at  Seventh  Sederunt,  the  Moderator  announced  to  them  p^****"^*"*- 
severally  their  appointment  as  Professors.     Mr  Paterson  and  Dr 
Duff  severally  declared  their  acceptance  of  the  office  to  which  they 
had  been  elected. 

Principal  Harper  addressed  the  Synod,  in  his  own  name,  and  in 
the  names  of  Dr  Eadie  and  Dr  Cairns,  giving  cordial  welcome  to 
the  new  Professors. 

At  the  request  of  the  Moderator,  Dr  Cairns  led  the  devotions  of 
the  Synod,  giving  thanks  to  God  for  the  Divine  guidance  by  which 
the  Synod  have  been  led  to  the  happy  result  at  which  they  have 
now  arrived  on  this  important  business. 

The    Synod   unanimously    agree    to    recal    and    cancel    their  Berwick 
decision  at  last  sederunt,  in  reference  to  the  action  to  be  taken  by    ^^  ^  ^'^^' 
the  Berwick  Presbytery,  following  up   Dr  Cairns*   acceptance  ot 
Professorship  under  the  new  arrangement,  and  now  resolve — 

That,  having  regard  to  the  decision  by  which  those  Ministers  Dr  caims  and 
accepting  the  office  of  Professor  are  to  be  separated  from  their  fromtheir^ 
charges,  the  Synod  agree  to  loose  Dr  Caims  and  Dr  Duff,  and  they  ^***^®^- 
are  hereby  loosed,  from  their  charges  respectively,  and  to  appoint 
representatives  of  the  Synod  to  appear  in  Berwick  and  Helensburgh, 
to  annoimce  the  decision  of  the  Court ;  and  remit  to  the  respec- 
tive Presbyteries  to  take  the  subsequent  steps  required  in  the 
case.

Dr  Andrew  Thomson  was  appointed  to  make  the  announcement 
to  the  congregation  of  Wallace  Green,  Berwick,  and  Dr  David 
Young,  to  that  of  Helensburgh. 

Further,  the  Synod  appoint  Dr  Cairns  to  moderate  in  the  Session 
of  WaUace  Green,  and  Dr  Duff  in  the  Session  of  Helensburgh,  till 
a  moderator  be  appointed  according  to  the  ordinary  rules  of  the 
Church. 

It  was  remitted  to  the  Presbytery  of  Edinburgh  to  take  measures 
for  the  ordination  of  Professor  Paterson  to  the  ministry  of  the 
Gospel. 

The  Committee  appointed  to  prepare  a  Minute  respecting  the 
gifts  of  Thomas  Biggart,  Esq.,  to  this  Church,  now  submitted  the 
following,  which  was  unanimously  adopted  by  the  Synod : — "  It 
was  intimated  to  the  Synod  that  Thomas  Biggart,  Esq.,  of  Kirkland 
House,  Dairy,  Ayrshire,  and  a  member  of  the  Synod's  Committee  on 
Hall  Training,  had  proposed,  as  a  memorial  of  his  only  son,  to 
provide  and  foimd  the  sum  of  £4000 — the  interest  of  which  should 
be  applied  in  payment  of  Bursaries  of  £20  each,  to  be  called  the 
*  Biggart  Memorial  Bursaries,'  and  to  be  awarded  by  competition  to 
Students  attending  our  Theological  Hall." 

It  was  further  reported,  "That  Mr  Biggart,  with  a  view  to  the 
better  instruction  of  the  Students  of  our  Church  in  the  art  of 
correct  reading  and  public  speaking,  had  offered  to  provide  an  addi- 
tional fund  of  £1000,  to  be  called  the  *  Biggart  Memorial' Fund,'  and 
suflScient  to  fiirnish  an  annual  salary  of  from  £40  to  £60  to  a  Pro- 
fessor of  Elocution,  from  whom  all  regular  Students  should  receive 
instruction  during  their  three  years'  course. 

"The  Synod,  in  accepting  these  gifts,  and  in  sanctioning  these 
and  other  arrangements,  hereby  records  its  devout  gratitude  to  God, 
and  its  warmest  thanks  to  Mr  Biggart  for  benefactions  so  generous 
and  munificent,  and  so  well  adapted  to  meet  -the  exigencies  of 
Students  in  connexion  with  the  contemplated  change  in  our  system 
of  Hall  Training,  as  well  as  to  provide  for  the  permanent  interests 
of  our  Church.  The  Synod  also  resolves  that  the  Moderator  should 
publicly  thank  Mr  Biggart  in  their  name ;  and  that  an  extract  of 
this  Minute  should  be  given  to  him." 

Mr  Biggart  being  present,  the  Moderator,  in  suitable  terms, 
conveyed  to  him  the  thanks  of  the  Synod. 

Called  for  the  Report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Revision  of  the 
Hymn-Book,  which  was  presented  by  Mr  Rennie,  the  Convener,  and 
being  printed  among  Synod  Papers,  was  held  as  read.  The  Con- 
vener was  heard  in  explanation  of  the  Report. 

A  Report  was  also  presented  from  the  Trustees  on  the  new 
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Hymn-Book,  from  which  it  appears  that  they  propose  to  issue  four  May  19,  i87ff* 
editions  of  the  Book,  at  the  prices   of  2s  6d,  Is,  6d,  and  2d  per  Bighi^ede- 
copy,  respectively.  "^*- 

The  Synod  sanction  the  use  of  the  Title  proposed  for  the  new  New  Hymn- 
Hymn-Book,    viz.,    "  The  Presbyterian    Hymnal,  compiled  by  a  ^^^ 
Committee  of  the  Synod  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church.*' 

It  was  agi'eed  that  the  Minutes  of  the  Committee,  and  all  the 
Papers  connected  with  the  preparation  of  the  Hymn-Book,  shall  be 
preserved  in  the  Library ;  and  all  the  Documents  connected  with 
the  property  of  the  Book  shall  remain  in  the  custody  of  the  Synod ; 
the  Trustees  to  have  access  to  them  at  all  times. 

The  Synod  adopt  the  Report  of  the  Hymn-Book  Committee,  and 
direct  that  it  be  inserted  in  Appendix  to  Minutes ;  *  thank  them, 
especialJy  their  Convener,  Mr  Rennie,  Mr  Andrew  Henderson,  of 
Paisley,  their  Clerk ;  and  Mr  James  Thin,  Edinburgh,  Convener  of 
the  Sub-Committee  on  Texts,  for  the  unwearied  diligence  and 
eminent  success  with  which  they  have  laboured  ;  approve  of  the 
proposal  of  the  Trustees  for  the  issue  of  foiu*  editions  of  the  Hymn- 
Book,  and  now  discharge  the  Committee.  The  Moderator  conveyed 
the  thanks  of  the  Synod  to  Mr  Rennie,  Mr  Andrew  Henderson,  and 
Mr  Thin. 

On  application  of  the  Psalmody  Committee,  the  Synod  appoint,  Psalmody 
as  additional  Trustees  for  the  Hymn-Book,  in  whom,  in  terms  of  Truatees  foT 
Synod's  resolution  at  12th  sederunt,  in  1875,  the   copyright   of  ^^''*^*^^ 
the  book  is  vested,  the  following,  viz. : — Mr  William  Blair,  Con- 
vener of  the  Psalmody  Committee ;  Dr  William  Bruce,  Edinburgh ; 
Mr  Andrew  Henderson,  Paisley,  Convener  of  Sub-Committee   on 
the  Tune-Book ;  and  Mr  Alexander  Mitchell,  elder,  Dalkeith. 

A  letter  was  read,  addressed  to  the  Synod  through  their  Clerk,  by  Dr  Ker. 
Dr  John  Eer,   acknowledging  the  intimation  sent  to  him  of  his 
election  to  the  Chair  of  Practical  Training,  and  adding : — 

"  I  am  deeply  impressed  by  this  proof  of  the  confidence  of  the  Church,  and  feel  Dr  Kef's 
the  responsibility  ^hich  it  imposes  upon  me.  I  have,  however,  gained  the  experience,  ^^'  * 
surely  though  gradually,  that  exertion  repeated  for  any  length  of  time  undermines 
my  strength,  and  I  am  unable  to  see  my  way  to  accept  of  the  office.  In  any  way 
possible  to  me,  and  in  accordance  with  the  wishes  of  my  brethren,  I  am  ready  to 
give  what  power  I  possess  to  the  interests  and  sendees  of  the  United  Presbyterian 
Church — a  Church  which  has  in  its  principles  the  full  couTiction  of  my  judgment 
and  warmest  affections  of  my  heart.  Permit  me,  through  you,  to  thank  the  Synod 
for  the  high  honour  it  has  done  me,  for  which  I  feel  myself  so  unworthy,  but  express 
my  earnest  prayer  that  in  this  important  crisis  of  our  history  it  may  haye  the  special 
guidance  and  blessing  of  the  great  Head  of  the  Church."

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The  Synod  agree  that  a  Committee  be  appointed  to  take  into 
consideration  this  letter,  to  confer  with  Dr  Ker,  and  to  report  as 
soon  as  possible.  The  following  were  appointed  the  Committee  for 
this  purpose:  —  Dr  Young,  Dr  Thomson,  Principal  Harper,  Dr 
MacGill,  Mr  James  Buchanan,  Dr  George  Jeffrey,  Dr  Peddie,  Dr 
Cairns,  and  Dr  Calderwood — Dr  Young,  Convener. 

Called  for  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Disestablishment  arid 
Disendowment  of  the  Established  Churches  of  England  and  Scot- 
land, which  was  presented  by  Dr  Button,  the  Convener,  and,  being 
printed  among  Synod  Papers,  was  held  as  read.  Dr  Hutton  was 
heard  in  relation  to  the  Report. 

An  Overture  from  the  Presbytery  of  Falkirk  on  the  same  subject 
was  presented)  and,  being  printed  among  Synod  Papers,  was  held 
as  read. 

A  reference  was  read  from  the  Presbytery  of  Dunfermline,  asking 
counsel  from  the  Synod  in  relation  to  the  refusal,  by  Her  Majesty's 
Board  of  Works,  to  permit  the  Presbytery  to  set  up  in  Dimfermline 
Abbey  a  monument  to  the  Rev.  Thomas  Gillespie,  bearing  inter  alia 
that  he  had  been  deposed  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Church 
of  Scotland. 

After  reasoning,  the  Synod  approve  ol  the  Report  of  the  Dis- 
establishment Committee,  and  direct  that  it  be  inserted  in  Appendix 
to  Minutes  ;*  thank  the  Committee  for  their  diligence ;  approve  and 
adopt  the  Draft  Pastoral,  and  remit  to  the  Committee  to  send  it 
down  to  the  churches ;  renew  the  recommendations  of  former 
Synods  to  Ministers  and  Presbyteries  on  the  question  of  Disestablish- 
ment (Minutes,  Dec.  1874  and  May  1875),  especially  in  regard  to  the 
appointment  of  Presbyterial  Committees  thereanent ;  and  the  draw- 
ing of  special  att^jntion  in  pulpit  instructions  to  the  subject  of  the 
spirituality  and  independence  of  the  Church,  and  the  law  of  Christ  for 
its  maintenance  and  extension,  and  the  manner  in  which  these  are 
violated  by  the  system  of  civil  establishments  of  religion.  Also, 
re-appoint  the  Committee,  with  former  powers  and  instructions,  to 
watch  over  the  question  of  Disestablishment,  and  to  prosecute  the 
prize  essay  and  other  schemes.  Also,  approve  of  the  object  of  the 
Overture  from  the  Presbytery  of  Falkirk. 

Further,  in  regard  to  the  reference  from  the  Presbytery  ot  Dun- 
fermline, resolve — ^That  the  Synod  hear  with  surprise  and  regret 
that  Her  Majesty's  Board  of  Works  have  reftised  permission  to  the 
Committee  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Presbytery  of  Dunfermline 
to  inscribe  on  a  tablet  to  be  erected  in  the  Abbey  Church,  Dun/enn-

The  Synod  commend  the  Dnnfermline  Presbytery  for  the  resolute  ""'• 
stand    they    have    taken    in    this  matter.      The    Synod   regaid 
this    attempt    to    prevent    a    historical    fact    in    the    history  of 
Thomas     Gillespie  from    being    recorded    on    the    tablet    to    his, 
memory  in  the  Abbey  Church,  where  he  was  buried,  as  an  act  of 
intolerance  unworthy   of   the   Government  of   the    country,   and 
injurious  to  the  feelings  and  rights  of  the  United  Presbyterian  and

The  Report,  being  ^  ' 
printed  among  Synod  Papers,  was  held  as  read,  and  Mr  M^Ewen 
was  heard  thereanent.  The  Synod  receive  the  Report,  direct 
that  it  be  printed  in  Appendix  to  Minutes,*  thank  the  Committee 
for  their  labours,  commend  the  rules  and  recommendations  in  the 
Report  to  the  consideration  of  the  Committee,  and  add  to  the 
Committee — ^Mr  James  Inglis,  Johnstone,  and  Mr  David  Williamson, 
Queensferry. 

Read  Overture  from  the  Presbytery  ot  Paisley  and  Greenock,  Better  Accom- 
on  Better  Accommodation  for  Sabbath  Schools.     Mr  Inglis  was  Sem/^°°  ^^ 
heard    in  support  of   the   Overture,   and  on   motion  made  and 
seconded,  it  was  agreed : — 

That  the  Synod  recognize  the  importance  of  providing  good 
accommodation  for  our  Sabbath  Schools,  and  recommend  congrega- 
tions to  make  sufficient  provision  for  them,  especially  when  erecting 
new  churches ;  also,  remit  the  whole  subject  to  the  Sabbath  School 
Committee  to  communicate  with  all  the  Sabbath  Schools  of  the 
Church  through  Sessions,  with  a  view — (1)  To  obtain  information 
regarding  the  present  amount  of  accommodation;  and  (2)  To 
receive  suggestions  from  teachers  as  to  what  they  may  deem 
expedient  and  practicable.  ,  g. 

The  Committee  appointed  on  the  Petition  from  North  Congrega-  Nortt  fcongro- 
tion,  Perth,  craving  a  suspension  of  Synod  Rule,  in  view  of  their  ^**°°'  ^^^^ 
calling  a  minister  of  the  Irish  Presbyterian  Church,  reported  by  Mr 
France,  their  convener.

EigiTthSede-  owing  to  the  resignation  of  their  late  pastor;  that,  since  the 
'°^*'  vacancy  began,  the  congregation  was   not  successful  in  a  call 

gaSon,  Perth?*  Unanimously  given  to  a  minister  of  our  own  Church ;  that,  after 
hearing  various  ministers  and  probationers  of  our  Church,  the 
congregation  was,  by  appointment  of  Session,  called  in  due  form 
to  meet  on  Monday  evening  last  to  consider  the  question,  if  they 
were  in  a  state  of  readiness  for  a  moderation  in  a  call;  that» 
towards  the  end  of  last  week,  the  elders  and  managers,  becoming 
aware  of  the  state  of  division  of  sentiment  in  the  congregation, 
held  a  meeting,  and  agreed  to  recommend  to  the  congregation  to 
delay  making  application  for  a  moderation ;  but  that  on  Sabbath 
last  a^  respectable  young  minister  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  of 
Ireland  preached  to  the  congregation,  and  won  the  affections  o  tae 
people  so  much  that  the  elders  and  managers  on  the  evening  of 
Monday  last,  previously  to  the  meeting  of  the  congregation, 
resolved  to  withdraw  their  recommendation  for  delay ;  and  that  the 
congregational  meeting  agreed  to  the  petition  now  on  the  table  of 
the  Synod,  praying  that  the  Standing  Orders  in  admitting  a 
minister  from  the  Presbyterian  Church  of  Ireland  be  suspended. 

Adopting  the  unanimous  recommendation  of  the  Committee,  the 
Synod  agreed — That,  in  the  event  of  the  minister  in  question  making 
application  without  delay  to  the  Presbytery  of  Ireland  for  admis- 
sion to  the  standing  of  a  minister  in  this  Church,  and  in  the  event 
of  the  rules  of  the  Church  having  been  otherwise  complied  with,  and 
the  Presbytery  of  Ireland  recommending  Synod  to  authorize  the 
applicant's  admission ;  the  Synod  shall,  in  view  of  the  special  cir- 
cumstances of  this  case,  suspend  the  operation  of  Rule  III.,  in 
so  far  as  it  requires  that  the  application  be  made  to  the  Presbytery 
**  at  least  three  months  before  the  regular  meeting  of  Synod  " ;  and, 
further,  .the  Synod  direct  that  in  the  event  of  the  application  being 
BO  laid  in  due  form  before  the  Synod  to  meet  in  Liverpool  on  13th 
June  proximo,  and  of  the  applicant  being  duly  recommended  by  the 
Presbytery  of  Ireland,  he  shall  be  admitted  to  the  standing  of  a 
minister  in  this  Church. 
Apoeais  from^  Dr  Frew  gave  in  and  read  Report  from  the  Committee  appointed 
tery!^  "  ^'  at  second  sederunt  on  Appeals  by  Rev.  John  Milne,  and  by  the 
Kirk  Session  of  the  First  Congregation,  Kelso,  against  findings  of 
the  Presbytery  of  Kelso  of  21  st  March,  1876,  in  the  case  of  Complaint 
against  said  Session  by  John  Melrose  and  others ;  and  in  case  of 
Protest  and  Appeal  by  said  Session  against  finding  of  Presbytery, 
of  same  date,  anent  Protest  and  Appeal  by  Thomas  Slight  against 
his  suspension  from  membership  and  from  the  office  of  precentor: 
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said  Appeals  arising  out  of  memorial  to  Session  from  members  of  May  19, 1876. 
said  congregation,  in  regard  to  the  mpde  of  admission  of  applicants  Eighth  Sede 
to  communion  who  bear  certificates  from  the  Free  Church.  ^^^ 

In  terms  of  recommendation    by  the  Committee,   the   Synod  KelSTpres*^- 
agreed —  ^'^• 

That  without  expressing  any  judgment  on  the  question  of  well 
or  ill-founded  in  respect  of  the  Appeals  by  the  Rev.  John  Mihie, 
and  the  Session  of  the  First  Congregation,  Kelso,  against  decision 
of  Presbytery  of  21st  March,  1876,  the  Synod  declare — 

That  the  Session  of  the  First  Congregation,  Kelso,  acted  in  per- 
fect accordance  with  their  right  in  following  the  practice  they  have 
long  maintained  in  receiving  into  fellowship  members  of  othet 
Churches,  and  also  in  declining  to  depart  from  that  practice  on 
presentation  of  the  memorial  from  members  of  the  Congregation. 

That  the  Presbytery  acted  a  perfectly  competent  and  evidently 
well-intentioned  part  in  waiving  decision  on  the  merits  of  the  com- 
plaint and  appeals  brought  before  them. 

That,  further,  it  was  altogether  competent  for  the  Presbyteiy  to 
offer,  in  view  of  all  the  circumstances  of  the  case,  the  recommenda- 
tion which  they  did  offer,  for  the  consideration  of  the  Session. 

Further  still,  the  Synod  adopt  the  opinion  of  the  Committee, 
that  the  finding  of  the  Presbytery  to  the  effect  that  the  rules  of  the 
Church  do  not  necessitate  the  practice  followed  in  the  Kelso  Session, 
is  correct,-  while,  at  the  same  time,  the  practice  is  quite  in  accord- 
ance with  these  rules. 

That  in  regard  to  the  other  protest  and  alppeal  in  the  case  of  Mr 
Slight,  the  Synod,  finding  that  the  Session,  without  prejudice  to  such 
future  action  in  the  case  as  may  seem  necessary,  are  willing  to  with- 
draw the  decision  appealed  against,  and  the  decision  of  Presbytery 
thereon  falling  with  it,  are  happily  relieved  from  entering  ftirther  on 
its  consideration. 

Took  up  Overtures  from  Messrs  R.  T.  Middleton,  Hugh  Bamett,  widows  and 
and  others,  and  from  the  Presbytery  of  Edinburgh  anent  the  institu-  MStetera^and 
tion  of  a  fimd  in  connection  with  the  Church,  for  the  benefit  of  the  Miswonwies. 
widows  and  orphan  children  of  ministers  and  missionaries.     The 
Overtures  being  printed  among  Synod  Papers,  were  held  as  read,  and 
Mr  Bamett  and  Mr  William  Paterson  were  heard  in  their  support. 
The   Synod   express  their  great  interest    in   the    object  of  the 
Overtures,  and  agree  to  remit  it  to  a  Committee  to  consider  and 
report. 

Called  for  Report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Representation  of  BeDreseitation 
Missionary  Presbyteries,    which    was    presented    by    Dr  William  Presb^torieZ 
Ritchie,  and  being  printed  among  Synod  Papers,  was  held  as  read.

The  Synod  met,  and  was  constituted  by  the  Moderator.  The 
minutes  of  last  sederunt  were  read,  and  after  some  amendment 
were  approved  o^  and  the  scroll  thereof  subscribed  by  the 
Moderator. 

Mr  Inglis  gave  intimation  that,  on  Monday  first,  he  would  call 
attention  to  the  contract  between  the  Synod  and  Messrs  Oliphant 
&  Co.,  pubHshers,  with  reference  to  the  old  Hymn-Book. 

Took  up  the  Report  of  the  Committee  appointed  at  second 
and  J.  Jeffr^.  Sederunt  to  consider  the  Protest  and  Appeal  by  Messrs  John  S. 
M'Adam  and  John  Jeffrey,  against  Deed  of  the  Presbytery  of 
Edinburgh  dismissing  their  Protest  and  Appeal  against  Deed  of  the 
Session  of  Lothian  Road  congregation  dismissing  them  from  the 
eldership,  on  the  ground  that  for  the  last  two  years  they  had  not 
partaken  of  wine  in  the  observance  of  the  Lord's  Supper,  and 
had  absented  themselves  from  the  duty  of  distributing  the  elements, 
and  had  declined  discharging  said  duty.  The  Committee  imani- 
mously  recommended  the  Synod  to  dismiss  the  Protest  and  Appeal, 
and  aflSrm  the  decisions  of  the  Session  and  Presbytery. 

The  Appellants,  on  this  decision  being  announced  to  them, 
intimated  that  they  could  not  acquiesce,  and  craved  to  be  heard  at 
the  bar  of  Synod.

*  In  this  case  the  Committee  recommended  the  Synod,  without 
pronouncing  judgment  on  the  principle  involved  in  the  decision 
appealed  agaiast,  to  decline  to  disturb  the  decisions  of  the  Session 
and  Presbytery,  and  to  dismiss  the  Protest  and  Appeal.  The 
decision  of  the  Committee  being  announced  to  the  parties,  the 
representatives  of  the  Session  and  Presbytery  acquiesced  in  it. 
The  Appellant  intimated  that  he  could  not  acquiesce,  and  craved 
to  be  heard  at  the  bar  of  Synod, 

It  was  agreed  that  the  Appellant  be  heard.  The  other  parties 
also  were  present,  viz. :  Rev.  Alexander  Mair,  for  the  Session  of 
Morningside ;  and  Dr  Peddie,  for  the  Presbytery  of  Edinburgh.

It  was  also  moved  and  seconded — That  in  terms  of  the  recom- 
mendation of  the    Committee,   the   Synod,   without  pronouncing- 
judgment  on  the   principle  involved   in   the    decision    appealed 
against,    decline   to    disturb   the    decisions   of  the    Session    ariilf 
Presbytery ;  and  dismiss  the  Protest  and  Appeal. 

It  was  moved  and  seconded  as  a  third  motion — That,  giving  no 
judgment  in  reference  to  the  appeal  before  the  Court,  and  looking- 
only  at  the  facts  of  the  case,  the  Synod  recommend  that  the^ 
Session — if  Mr  Pirret  continue  to  desire  to  retain  his  office  and 
membership  in  their  congregation  —  should  earnestly  consider 
whether  there  is  any  way  by  which  they  could  meet  Mr  Pirret's 
conscientious  difficulty  as  to  the  use  of  ordinary  wine  in  the  Lord's 
Supper. 

With  permission  of  Synod,  the  mover  and  seconder  of  the  first 
motion  withdrew  it — the  second  thus  becoming  the  first,  and  the 
third  becoming  the  second  motion.  A  vote  was  then  taken  by  a 
show  of  hands  as  between  the  remaining  two  motions.  Doubt 
having  been  expressed  as  to  the  result  of  this  voting,  the  Synod 
proceeded  to  a  division ;  and  the  votes  being  marked  and  counted, 
it  was  found  that  a  majority  was  in  favour  of  the  first  motion.  The 
Moderator  accordingly  declared  the  first  motion  to  be  carried ; — 
wherefore  the  Synod, without  pronouncing  on  the  principle  involved 
in  the  decision  appealed  against,  decline  to  disturb  the  decisions  of 
the  Session  and  Presbytery,  and  dismiss  the  Protest  and  Appeal. 

Dr  Joseph  Brown  dissented  from  this  decision,  in  his  own  name 
and  in  the  names  of  such  as  might  adhere,  for  reasons  to  be  given  in.

Read  a  Petition  firom  Charles  Connor,  student,  craving  that  hi» 
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curriculum  of  attendance  on  the  Arts  Classes  in  the  University  of  May  19, 1876. 
Otago  be  recognised  as  qualifying  him  for  being  nominated  in  the  NinthSede 
usual  way  for  admission  as  a  student  of  the   Theological  Hall.  ^'^*j. 
Agreed  that  Mr  Connor  be  so  admitted,  on   his    producing  to  a 
Presbytery  certificates  of  his  attendance  at  the  University. 

Bead  Petition  from  Rev.  James  Virtue,  of  the  Congregational  Rev.  J.  Virtue. 
Church,  transmitted  and  recommended  by  the  Presbytery  of  Dum- 
fries, craving  to  be  admitted  a  probationer  of  this  Church.     After 
reasoning,  the  Synod  defer  the  further  consideration  of  this  Petition 
to  a  future  sederunt. 

Read  Application  of  William  Paterson,  probationer  of  the  Presby-  w.  Pat.rso  j, 
terian  Church  in  England,  to  be  admitted  a  probationer  of  this 
Church,     In  view  of  the  new  relation  about  to  be  formed  between 
the  two  Churches,  the  Synod  deem  it  unnecessary  to  entertain  this 
application. 

An  application  was  made  by  the  Foreign  Mission  Committee  in  a.  Gordon^ 
behalf  of  Alexander  Gordon,  student,  craving  that,  notwithstanding 
he  has  not  completed  his  University  Course,  he  be  admitted  to  the 
Hall,  in  view  of  his  proceeding  to  the  Foreign  Mission  Field.     The 
Synod  decline  to  grant  this  application. 

Dr  Young  presented  the  following  Report  from  the  Committee  Conference

'*  The  Committee  have  found  that  Dr  Eer  is  unwilling  to  become  either  a  Pro- 
fessor or  Vice-Professor  of  Practical  Training,  but  that  he  has  every  desire  to  be 
serviceable  to  the  Synod  in  connection  with-  the  objects  the  Synod  had  in  view  in 
erecting  a  chair  of  this  kind.  He  wishes  it  to  be  distinctly  understood  that  he  cannot 
become  officially  responsible  for  doing  the  work  of  such  a  chair,  and  that  he  would 
not  for  a  moment  stand  in  the  way  of  the  Synod's  wish  now  or  at  any  time  to  elect  a 
professor  to  undertake  all  the  duties  which  properly  belong  to  it.  At  the  same  time, 
Dr  Ker,  should  the  Synod  desire  his  services  in  the  only  form  in  which  he  feels  able 
to  render  them,  would  bo  ready,  along  with  others,  to  take  part  in  the  Course  of 
Practical  Training  which  the  Synod  has  resolved  to  inaugurate. 

**  In  view  of  Dr  Ker's  position,  and  of  what  they  understand  to  be  the  strong 
desire  of  the  Synod  to  secure  in  some  form  and  to  some  degree  the  benefit  of  hig 
influence  in  our  reconstructed  Hall,  the  Committee  have  suggested  to  him,  and  now 
venture  to  suggest  to  the  Synod,  that  for  the  present  the  department  of  Practical 
Training  might  be  left  in  charge  of  the  whole  Senatus,  and  under  the  special  direction 
of  the  Principal,  with  instructions  to  avail  themselves  of  Dr  Ker's  services  to  as 
great  an  extent  as  may  be  possible,  and  to  supplement  the  work  of  the  proposed 
chair  otherwise  by  calling  in  the  aid  of  other  brethren  as  may  be  requisite  and 
available.

According  to  notice  previously  given,  it  was  moved — That,  in 
view  of  the  approaching  Union  of  the  Free  and  Reformed  Presby- 
terian Churches  in  Scotland,  and  in  view  of  its  coincidence  with  the 
Union  of  the  English  section  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church 
and  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  England,  which  last  Union  is  to  in- 
clude the  Reformed  Presbyterian  Congregation  in  Liverpool,  the 
Synod,  in  the  spiiit  of  brotherly  love  commended  by  our  Lord» 
agree  to  convey  their  congratulations  to  the  sister  Churches  in  Scot- 
land on  the  occasion  of  their  Union,  and  resolve  to  appoint  a  Com- 
mittee to  convey  these  congratulations  in  name  of  the  Synod.  This 
motion  was  seconded. 

It  was  also  moved  and  seconded — That  while  cherishing  warm 
brotherly  feelings  for  the  Free  Church  of  Scotland  and  the 
Reformed  Presbyterian  Church,  the  Synod  do  not,  in  all  the  circum- 
stances, see  it  expedient  to  appoint  the  proposed  deputation. 

A  vote  was  taken,  by  a  show  of  hands,  as  between  the  two 
motions,  when  the  first  motion  was  prefeiTed,  and  the  Synod  decided 
in  terms  thereof,  resolving  to  appoint  a  Committee  as  proposed. 

The  Selection  Committee,  as  instructed  at  third  sederunt,  pre- 
sented a  list  of  names  to  be  added  to  the  Committee  on  Union  in 
England.  On  motion  made  and  seconded,  the  Synod  agree  that 
the  names  of  the  Moderator  and  the  Synod  Clerks  be  added  to  the 
Committee  of  Union  in  England.  The  Committee  with  these  addi- 
tions is  re-appointed,  with  power  to  consider  and  adjust,  along  with 
the  English  Presbyterian  Committee,  all  arrangements  necessary  to 
be  made  previous  to  the  consummation  of  the  Union. 

The  Synod  remit  to  the  General  Finance  Committee  to  prepare  a 
•Minute  in  reference  to  certain  sums  due  to  the  Funds  of  this 
Church  by  some  of  its  congregations,  which  are  now  to  be  united 
to  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  England. 

Resumed  consideration  of  the  Report  of  the  Committee  on  the 
Eligibility  for  Calls  of  Ministers  without  Charges,  interrupted  at  the 
close  of  the  tenth  sederunt.  It  was  unanimously  agreed  to  adopt 
the  first  of  the  two  recommendations  of  the  Committee — viz.,  That 
it  is  not  expedient  to  enact  that  a  minister  without  a  charge  is  not 
eligible,  unless  his  name  has  been  put  on  the  Roll  of  Probationers. 

With  respect  to  the  second  recommendation  of  the  Committee, 
that  any  ordained  minister,  whose  name  is  placed  on  the  Roll  of 
Probationers,  shall  be  in  all  respects  subject  to  the  samerogolations 
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as  the  other  Probationers,  it  was  moved  and  seconded — That  it  be  May  22, 1876. 
adopted.    It  was  also  moved  and  seconded — That  it  be  not  adopted.  Eievonti? 
A  vote  by  a  show  of  hands  was  taken  as  between  the  two  motions,  ^®^®™'**- 
when  the  first  motion  was  preferred,  and   the  Synod  resolved  ac-  ul&surl  "^^ 
cordingly,   adopting  the  recommendation  of  the  Committee,  and  ^^^^^ . 
deciding  that  any  ordained  minister,  whose  name  is  placed  on  the 
Roll  of  Probationers,  shall  be  in  all  respects  subject  to  the  same 
regulations  as  the  other  Probationers. 

The  Committee  appointed  at  a  previous  stage  of  this  sederunt,  Dr  Maccnrs 
on  Dr  MacGill's  letter,  gave  in  their  Report,  which  the  Synod  agree 
should  be  taken  up  at  a  future  stage  of  this  meeting  of  Synod. 

In  accordance  with  notice  of  motion,  it  was  moved — That  as  an  chair  of  Prac- 
election  to  the  Chair  of  Practical  Training  must  take  place  at  next  ^^^  Training: 
Synod,  Presbyteries  be  instructed  to  send  up  to  the  Synod  Clerk, 
before  the  1st  day  of  March  next,  the  names  of  such  persons  as  they 
deem  suitable  for  the  said  Chair,  and  that  the  list  of  names  be 
published  in  the  Missionary  Record. 
The  motion  was  seconded. 

It  was  also  moved  and  seconded — That  as  an  election  to  the  Chair  Motions. 
of  Practical  Training  may  be  requisite  at  next  Synod,  Presbyteries 
be  instructed  to  send  up  to  the  Synod  Clerk  before  the  1st  day  of 
March  next  the  names  of  such  persons  as  they  deem  suitable  for 
said  Chair,  and  that  the  list  of  names  be  published  in  the  Missionary 
Record^  and  the  Theological  Committee  be  instructed  to  submit  to 
the  Synod  a  report  of  the  experience  of  the  coming  Session  under 
the  arrangement  agreed  to  on  account  of  Dr  Ker's  present  inability 
to  undertake  the  responsibilities  of  the  Chair. 

A  vote  having  been  taken  by  a  show  of  hands,  the  Moderator  Decision, 
decided  that  there  was  a  majority  of  votes  in  favour  of  the  second 
motion.    This  decision  being  challenged,  the  Synod  divided,  and 
the  votes  being  counted  and  marked,  it  was  found  that  the  second 
motion  was  preferred,  and  the  Synod  decided  accordingly.

entitled ;  and  as  the  declaration  may  be  erroneously  understood  to 
include  the  sums  of  money  which  are  at  present  due  to  the  funds  of 
the  Synod  by  certain  of  these  congregations,  the  Synod  hereby

congregation ;  and  that  said  declaration  is  not  to  be  understood  as  Eieventib  aede-

Called  for  Report  of  Committee  on  the  Imposition  of  Hands  by  imposition  of 
Ruling  Elders  in  the  Ordination  of  Ministers,  which  was  presented  Eiders  in  Ordu 
by  Mr  Renton,  the  Convener,  and  being  printed  among  Synod  nf^ters. 
Papers,  was   held   as   read,   and  the  Convener  heard  in  relation 
thereto.     The  Synod  receive  the  Report,  direct  that  it  be  printed 
in  Appendix  to  Minutes,*  thank  the  Committee  for  their  diligence, 
re-appoint  the  Committee,  and  send  down  the  recommendation  in 
the  Report  to  Presbyteries   and  Sessions  for  consideration,  with 
instructions  to  report  to  the  Committee  before  the  1st  of  March 
next,  in  order  that  they  may  bring  up  a  report  at  next  meeting  of 
Synod.

May  23, 1876  The  Synod  met,  and  was  constituted  by  the  Moderator.  The 
TweU^ede-  Hiinutes  of  last  Sederunt  were  read  and  approved  of,  and  the  scroll 
thereof  subscribed  by  the  Moderator. 

The  Synod  took  up  Overtures  anent  use  of  Fermented  Wine  at 
the  Communion  : — From  members  .  of  Barrhead  Church ;  from 
Session  of  Uddingston  Church ;  from  Session  of  Elgin  Street 
Church,  Glasgow;  from  office-bearers  in  Cranstonhill  Church, 
Glasgow;  from  members  of  Lothian  Road  Church,  Edinburgh; 
from  Mr  Thomas  Pirret,  Momingside,  Edinburgh ;  from  members 
of  Newington  Church,  Edinburgh;  from  members  of  Forres 
Church;  and  from  members  of  Eglinton  Street  Church,  Glas- 
gow. 

The  Overtures  being  printed  among  Synod  Papers  were  held  as 
read.  The  following  Overturists  were  present: — Mr  Robert 
Wilson,  for  office-bearers  of  Cranstonhill  Church  ;  Mr  James  Dnim-

Overtures 

With  consent  of  the  0 verturists  present,  the  Synod  agree  that  anent  Oom^ 
two  of  their  number,  as  selected  by  themselves,  be  heard  in  support 
of  the  Overtures.     Mr  Pirret  and  Mr  Drummond  were  then  heard, 
and  the  Synod  proceeded  to  give  judgment. 

Itt  terms  of  notice  previously  given,  it  was  moved  that  the  First  Motion. 
Synod  adopt  the  following  resolutions  : — 

1st,  While  giving  no  countenance  to  the  passing  of  the  cup 
without  partaking  of  its  contents  at  the  observance  of  the  Lord's 
Supper,  the  Synod  earnestly  recommend  Sessions,  in  order  to 
prevent  such  mutilation  or  an  imnecessary  diminishing  of  the 
membership  of  the  Church,  to  provide  an  unalcoholic  "  fruit  of  the 
vine"  for  all  who  petition  for  it  on  the  ground  of  conscience  or 
moral  necessity,  or  who,  having  come  from  congregations  in  which 
unf ermented  wine  has  been  used,  express  a  desire  for  the  symbol  to 
which  they  have  been  accustomed. 

2nd,  The  Synod,  in  the  interests  of  Christian  liberty  and  chairity, 
counsel  oflSce-bearers  and  members  of  congregations  not  to  reflect 
on  each  other  because  opposite  opinions  are  held  on  the  subject  of 
Communion  wine ;  but,  on  the  contrary,  to  allow  the  plea  of  con- 
science to  each  other,  and  to  exemplify  that  mutual  forbearance 
which  Christian  brethren  are  commanded  to  show  to  each  other. 

This  motion  was  seconded. 

In  terms  of  notice  previously  given,  it  was  moved  thatth^  Synod  Second  Motion 
adopt  the  following  resolutions : — 

1.  The  Synod  adhere  to  the  resolutions  of  last  year  on  the  Com- 
munion Wine  question,  as  indicating  the  constitutional  provision 
for  consideration  of  conscientious  difficulties  on  the  part  of  Church 
members,  and  also  for  the  defence  of  congregations  against  the 
efforts  of  organisations  outside  the  Church  to  intermeddle  wdth 
Church  procedure. 

2.  The  Synod,  while  recommending  Sessions  to  give  deliberate 
and  careful  attention  to  conscientious  scruples  of  individual  mem- 
bers, disapprove  the  conduct  of  those  members  who  have  passed  the 
cup  of  communion,  and  have  encouraged  others  to  do  se. 

3.  The  Synod  can  give  no  countenance  to  the  dogma^  founded 
upon  by  many  of  the  memorialists,  that  the  use  of  the  femexited 
fruit  of  the  vine  is  sinfiil. 

4.  The  Synod  cannot  enjoin  Sessions  to  provide  un&rmeiited 
fruit  of  the  vine  at  the  request  of  individual  members,  but  will 
uphold  the  constitutional  right  of  Sessions  to  judge  of  the  whole

circumstances  in   each  case,  having  regard  at  once  to  liberty  of 
individual  conscience,  and    to   the   convictions  which  prevail    in 
congregations. 

This  second  motion  also  was  seconded. 

In  terms  of  previous  notice,  it  was  further  moved — That  without 
pronouncing  on  the  different  views  set  forth  in  the  Overtures,  or 
authorising  any  exclusive  definition  of  wine,  having  regard  to  the 
fact  that  there  are  members  and  ofiSce-bearers  who  have  conscientious 
difiSculties  regarding  the  using  of  what  is  called  fermented  wine  at 
the  Lord's  Supper,  recommend  Sessions  to  deal  kindly  with  all  such 
parties,  and  to  adopt  such  measures  for  meeting  their  conscientious 
difficulties  as  may  seem  to  them  good  for  the  use  of  edifying. 

This,  the  third  motion,  was  also  seconded. 

It  was  moved  and  seconded,  as  a  fourth  motion — That  these 
overtmres  lie  on  the  table,  and  meanwhile  the  Synod  appoint  a 
committee  to  devise,  if  possible,  some  method  of  allaying  the  present 
agitation,  and  preserving  the  peace  and  harmony  of  the  Church,  and 
report  to  next  meeting  of  Synod. 

The  first  and  fourth  motions  were,  by  leave  of  Synod,  withdrawn 
by  their  movers  and  seconders. 

The  Synod  having  now  been  engaged  for  some  time  with  the 
discussion,  the  Moderator  ruled  that  the  discussion  of  this  cause  had 
occupied  three  hours.  Against  this  ruling  of  the  Moderator,  Dr 
Joseph  Brown  entered  his  dissent.  It  was  then  moved  and  seconded 
— That  the  discussion  be  now  closed,  and  that  the  Synod  proceed 
to  take  a  vote.  It  was  also  moved  and  seconded — That  the  discus- 
sion be  continued.  A  show  of  hands  having  been  taken,  it  was 
found  that  a  majority  was  in  favour  of  the  first  motion,  and  the 
Synod,  deciding  accordingly,  proceeded  to  take  a  vote,  as  between 
the  two  remaining  motions,  by  dividing  the  House,  and,  the  votes 
being  marked  and  counted,  it  was  found  that  a  majority  was 
in  favour  of  the  second  motion.  The  Synod  find  and  determine 
accordingly,  adhering  to  the  Resolutions  of  last  year,  etc. 

The  Rev.  Dr  M*Gibbon,  of  New  South  Wales,  being  present,  was 
introduced  to  the  Synod,  and  invited  to  correspond. 

The  Convener  of  the  Committee  on  Mode  of  taking  the  Vote, 
having  asked  counsel  of  the  Synod  as  to  whether  he  was  at  liberty 
to  supply  copies  of  the  Division  List  to  representatives  of  the  Press, 
when  solicited  by  them  to  do  so,  it  was  moved  and  seconded — That 
such  permission  be  granted.  It  was  also  moved  and  seconded — 
That  the  Division  Lists  be  not  given  to  the  Press.  On  a  show  of 
hands  being  taken,  the  first  motion  was  preferred,  and  the  Synod 
decided  accordingly,  that  the  Convener  is  at  liberty  to  supply  the

BEASONS  OF  DISSENT  FROM  DECISION  ANENT  UNION  IN  ENGLAND. 

In  general  the  reafiODB  giren  in  by  diaseQtient  against  the  Synod's  decision  of  last 
year.    (Minutes  p.  391.) 

Further,  because  it  is  humbly  judged  that — 

(1.)  The  Scheme  of  Union,  involring  so  great  a  change  in  the  constitation  of  this 
Church,  cannot  be  held  to  have  been  adequately  considered  in  its  details  (extend- 
ing through  many  pages),  or  to  hare  been  legitimately  adopted  by  a  sunnnary  discus- 
sion in  Synod  without  consultation  of  the  churches. 

(2.)  Instead  of  being  confined  to  the  **  Union  proper,^'  it  entangles  this  Synod  in 
a  nev  relation  distinct  from  <*  Mutual  Eligibility,"  already  adopted,  known  as 
'^  Federal  Union,"  and  which  it  is  conoeived  ought  not  to  hare  been  promoted  or 
constituted  under  the  form  of  a  process  for  Union  in  England. 

(3.)  It  complicates  the  "  Union  proper,"  by  mixing  it  xxp  irregularly  with  rudi- 
mentary Schemes  of  Union  with  other  Churches  with  whom  negotiations  had  been 
formally  terminated,  and  which  ought  not  to  have  been  renewed,  directly  or  indirectly, 
without  formal  overture. 

(4.)  In  particular,  in  furtherance  of  this,  it  provides  a  formula  for  *'  use  "  under 
this  Synod— which  in  its  new  territorial  shape  it  consistently  designates  the  "  Synod 
in  Scotland  " — ^raising  the  question.  What  is  the  position  now  Synodically  intended  to 
belong  to  the  Basis  and  Formula  of  1847  ? 

(6.)  Even  had  it  been  necessary  to  frame  a  statement  regarding  '*  the  subjection 
of  civil  rulers  " — as  if  it  were  in  any  sense  different  from  tiiat  of  other  subjects  of 
divine  law — ^neither  the  language  of  the  Basis  nor  of  the  Formula  provided  in  the 
Scheme  can  be  regarded  as  clear  or  satisfactory  on  this  point ;  neither  do  any  words 
employed  in  these  documents  furnish  a  guarantee  for  the  liberty  alleged  to  be  secured 
to  members  or  congregations  of  this  Church,  in  entering  upon  union  with  the  English 
Presbyterian,  or  any  Church  embracing  similar  elements. 

(6.)  The  Synod  by  dropping,  not  only  out  of  the  Basis  and  Formula  for  the  United 
Church  in  England,  but  out  of  the  Formula  for  its  own  '^use" — ^whatever  that  may 
be — its  testimony  against  *^  compulsory  "  principles  in  religion,  is  sacrificing  to  this 
Union  the  portion  of  a  vital  truth  which  has  been  the  safeguard  of  human  liberty 
in  Church  and  State  and  a  distinctive  article  in  the  testimony  of  this  Church,  with- 
out providing  otherwise  for  its  ecclesiastical  exhibition  and  guardianship.

this  Synod"  unless  adopted  by  its  own  special  deed:  "the  Basis  and  Formula  of 
1847 "  accordingly  remain  precisely  in  the  same  position  as  they  have  hitherto 
occupied. 

(5.)  It  has  been  found  necessary  to  frame  a  statement  in  regard  to  "the  sub- 
jection of  Civil  Rulers  to  the  Authority  of  Christ,"  inasmuch  as  extreme  statements 
have  sometimes  been  made  that  seemed  to  imply  that  civil  rulers  were  excluded  from 
such  subjection  ;  but  the  language,  both  of  the  Basis  and  the  Formula,  distinctly  repels 
civil  rulers  from  the  domain  of  conscience ;  and,  in  other  parts  of  the  documents^ 
this  most  ample  "guarantee  for  the  liberty  of  our  members  and  congregations"  is 
provided,-^"  that  the  standards  of  the  Church  are  only  accepted  with  the  qualifica- 
tions with  which  they  were  formerly  accepted  by  the  churches  respectively." 

(6.)  When  the  Formula  states  that  we  "are  not  required  to  accept  anything  ia 
the  standards  which  favours,  or  may  be  regarded  as  favouring,  intolerance  or  perse- 
cution," the  Synod  are  persuaded  that  by  means  of  this  language,  and  without 
inserting  the  word  "  compulsory,"  the  distinctive  principles  of  this  Church  are  fully 
maintained,  and  that  "  vital  truth  "  is  thoroughly  conserved,  which  the  dissentient 
justly  says  "  has  been  the  safeguard  of  human  liberty  in  Church  and  State."

Keasons  of  (!•)  Because,  the  Synod,  having  after  long  and  mature  deliberation,  decided  that  to 

Dissent.  the  complete  equipment  of  the  Theological  Hall  five  professorships  are  necessary, 

having  each  a  department  so  large  and  important,  and  involving  duties  so  arduous, 
as  to  require  the  whole  time  and  powers  of  the  occupant ;  and,  having  further,  called 
upon  the  Church  to  make  a  liberal  provision  for  the  professors,  and  having  met  a 
very  ready  and  encouraging  response  to  that  call,  and  in  consequence  of  that  response 
having  adjudged  a  larger  provision  for  them  than  has  been  made  for  the  Theological 
professors  of  any  other  Church  ;  and  having  finally  decided,  and,  after  a  year's  notice 
and  all  due  arrangements,  proceeded  at  this  Synod  to  fill  up  all  the  vacant  Chairs  by 
a  regular  election,  the  Synod  has  come  under  distinct  and  strong  obligations  to  carry 
•    '"  out  the  scheme  it  has  adopted  for  the  more  efficient  training  of  the  Theological 

students,  and  thereby  to  respect  and  fulfil  its  own  purpose  and  its  virtual  engagement! 
to  the  Church,  by  filling  up  any  of  these  Chairs,  when  vacant  from  any  cause,  as  the 
disablement,  resignation,  or  other  removal  of  the  occupant,  or  the  declinatore  of  the 
person  elected  to  occupy  it,  by  the  election  of  the  most  competent  man  it  can  find 
with  the  least  possible  delay. 

(2.)  That  such  a  provisional  arrrangement  for  the  fulfilment  of  the  duties  of  the 
Chair  of  Practical  Training  as  the  Synod  has  adopted  for  the  next  Session  of  tbt 
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Theological  Hall  is  only  justified  by  the  circumstances  which  preclude  any  due  op-  May  28, 1876*. 
portunity  of  an  election  until  next  annual  Synod.  TwelfthSode- 

(3.)  That  the  rejection  of  a  motion  which  aflarmed  the  necessity  of  proceeding  to  an  runt, 
election  to  the  racant  Chair  at  next  Synod,  together  with  the  terms  of  the  motion  Chair  of  Prac- 
adopted,  render  any  election  to  that  Chair  at  next  Synod  a  mere  contingency.    So  R^gons  of 
that  should  Dr  Ker  (whose  declinature  of  the  Chair,  either  as  professor  or  vice-pro-  Dissent, 
feasor,  has,  on  the  grounds  stated  by  himself,  been  accepted  by  the  Synod),  be  found 
restored  to  such  a  measure  of  ability  that  he  can  undertake  the  appointment,  he  may 
be  re-elected  to  it ;  but  should  that  not  be  the  case,  objection  may  be  taken  to 
electing  any  one  to  the  Chair.

The  Synod  receive  the  Report,  thank  the  Committee,  especially  Committee  Ro- 
the  Convener,  for  their  valuable  labours,  re-appoint  the  Committee  ^^^^^^^  ^ 
with  four  additional  members — two  ministers  and  two  elders — and 
direct  that  the  Report  be  printed  in  Appendix  to  Minutes.*     The 
Moderator  conveyed  the  thanks  of  the  Synod  to  Mr  Renton. 

The  Synod  earnestly  recommend  Presbyteries  and  Session  to 
use  all  diligence  in  carrying  out  the  Scheme  in  all  its  details,,  as  has 
been  already  done  in  several  of  the  largest  congregations  and  in

tnted  by  the  Kev.  John  Rankine,  Moderator.    The  minute  of  Third  Meeting  at 
Sederunt  of  last  meeting  of  Synod  (16th  May  last),  appointing  this    *^®^^^ » 
meeting  for  the  purpose  of  consummating  the  union  between  the 
United  Presbyterian    congregations   situated  in  England  and  the 
Presbyterian  Church  in  England,  was  read,  as  was  also  the  minute  of 
Eighth  Sederunt  (19th  May  last),  agreeing  that  the  Synod  take  up  at 
this  meeting,  if  so  required,  an  application  lying  on  their  table  from 
the  North  Congregation,  Perth,  for  the  admission  of  a  minister  of 
the  Irish  Presbyterian   Church  to  the  status  of  a  minister  of  the 
United  Presbyterian  Church. 

The  Clerks  reported  that  they  had  issued  to  all  the  ministers  of  Called  by 
the  Synod,  and,  through  them,  to  all  the  Synod  elders,  circulars  Advenise- 
stating  the  hour  and  place  of  this  present  meeting,  and  had  advertised  ^^"^* 
the  same  in  certain  newspapers  published  in  Scotland  and  England. 

It  was  reported  that  the  following  changes,  enlarging  the  roll  of  Changes  on 
ministers,  had  occurred  since  the  meeting  of  Synod  in  May  last : —

minister  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church.  In  support  of  this  ap- 
plication there  were  produced  to  the  Synod  and  read — (1)  Extract 
minute  of  the  Belfast  Presbytery  of  the  Irish  Presbyterian  Chnrch, 
intimating  their  acceptance  of  Mr  Bentoul's  resignation  of  his  charge 
at  Lisburn ;  and  (2)  Credentials  in  his  favour,  subscribed  hy  the 
Moderator  and  Clerk^  in  name  and  by  order  of  said  Presbytery,  testify- 
ing to  his  consistent  character  and  conduct  as  a  minister  of  the 
Gospel. 

It  appeared  that  Mr  Bentoul,  on  tbe  question  of  the  formula  for 
the  ordination  of  minirters  in  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  having 
been  read  to  him  in  Presbytery,  had  expressed  his  unqualified 
adherence  to  the  same.  The  answers  given  by  Mr  Bentoul  to  tbe 
queries  appointed  to  be  put  to  applicants  in  such  cases  were  read,  and 
were  satisfactory  to  the  Synod.  It  was  found  that  the  Presbytery  of 
Ireland,  in  view  of  the  whole  circumstances  <^  the  ease,  unanimous^ 
recommended  the  Synod  to  admit  Mr  Bentoul  to  the  standing  of  a 
minister  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church.

last,  Third  Sederunt,  agreeing  to  the  union  in  England,,  were  read  by 
the  Eev.  William  Beckett,  Synod  Clerk.  The  minutes  of  the  Synod 
of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  England,  resolving  to  proceed  to 
the  union,  were  read  by  the  Rev.  William  M'Caw,  Clerk  of  that 
Synod.  The  Rev.  John  Rankine,  Moderator  of  the  United  Presby* 
terian  Synod,  then  made  the  declaration  agreed  on  to  be  made  by 
him  in  forming  the  Union  as  follows: — 

**  As  Moderator  of  the  Synod  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church,  Declaration  by 
I  hereby,  in  terms  of  the  resolutions  of  that  Synod  which  have    ^  ®^*^^'^^* 
been  read,  declare  its  oneness  with  the  Synod  of  the  Presby- 
terian Church  in  England,  in  respect  of  their  adhering  to  the 
same  doctrinal  basis,  viz.,  the  Westminster  Confession  of  Faith, 
with  the  qualifications  accepted  by  the  Churches  respectively : 
"I  declare  further  that  the  congregations  of  this  Church  situated 
in  England,  uniting  with  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  England, 
are  hereby  declared  to  be  no  longer  under  the  jurisdiction  of 
this  Synod,  but  to  form  part  of  the  body  now  to  be  constituted, 
and  hereafter  to  be  known  as   *The  Presbyterian'  Church   of 
England;' 
''And  finally,  I  declare  that  in  respect  of  the  congregations  afore- 
said, the  Synod  of  said  body  shall  be  entitled  to  and  vested  in 
all  the  authority,  rights,   and  benefits  to  which  the  United 
Presbyterian  Church  is  now  or  may  become  entitled. 
The  Rev.  Dr  Dykes,  Moderatcwr  of  Ihe  Presbyterian  Church  in 
£ng1and,  made  the  corresponding  declaration  which  it  had  been 
agreed  by  that  Synod  should  be  made  by  him,  as  follows: — 
"As    Moderator  of  the  Synod   of  the   Presbyterian  Church   in 
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England,  I  hereby,  in  terms  of  the  resolutions    of  tlxat  Synod 
which  have  been  read,  declare  its  oneness  with  the  Synod  of  the 
United  Presbyterian  Chm*ch,  in  respect  of  their  adhering-  to  the 
same  doctrinal  basis,  viz.,  the  Westminster  Confession,  of  Faith, 
with  the  qualifications  accepted  by  the  Churches  respectiveJy: 
"I   declare  further,  that  this  Church  is  hereby  united   with  the 
congregations  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church   situated  in 
England,  concurring  in  this  act,  to  form  one  body  now  to  be 
constituted,  and  hereafter  to  be  known  as  ^  The  JPreBhjrteridR 
Church  of  England:' 
"And  finally,   I  declare  that  the  Synod  of  said  body  shall   be 
entitled  to  and  vested  in  all  the  authority,  rights,  and  benefits 
to  which  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  England  is  now  or  may 
become  entitled." 
Two  copies — one  to  be  retained  by  the  Synod  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  of  England,  the  other  by  the  Synod  of  the  United  Presbyterian 
Oharch — of  the  Basis  of  Union  and  Terms  of  Federation  between  the 
two  Churches  were  then  signed  by  the  Moderators  and  Clerks  of  both 
Synods,  the  members  of  the  Synods  standing.    The  two  Moderators 
now  gave  to  each  other  the  right  hand  of  fellowship,   and   their 
example  was  followed  by  the  members  throughout  the  Hall.     The 
whole  assembly  then  imited  in  singing  the  cxxxiii.  Psalm,  and  the 
Synods  engaged  in  prayer  and  thanksgiving,  their  devotions  being 
led  by   the  Rev.  Dr  Joseph  Brown  and  the  Rev.   Joshua  Welsh. 
The  Rev.  John  Rankine,  as  Moderator,  then  addressed  the  newly- 
formed  Synod  in  terms  of  congratulation. 

After  the  Synod  of  the  now  United  Church  had  been  constituted, 
the  Roll  of  the  Congregations  and  Members  of  the  Synod  (as  far  as 
known)  entering  into  the  Union  was  laid  on  the  table  of  the  United 
Synod,  that  their  Roll  might  be  made  up. 

The  Synod  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Synod,  being  still  consti- 
tuted, met  in  Mount  Pleasant  Church,  on  Wednesday,  14th  June,  at 
10  o'clock  A.M.  After  devotional  exercises,  conducted  by  the 
Moderator,  the  minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  the  previous  day  were 
read  and  approved  of. 

Communications  were  received  from  the  congregations  of  Middles- 
borough  and  Jarrow,  both  in  the  Presbytery  of  Newcastle,  intimating 
that  these  congregations,  though  favourable  to  the  Union,  were 
prevented  meantime  from  entering  into  it,  in  consequence  of  legal 
difficulties  connected  with  their  church  property.  The  Synod  agree

Arrangements — specially   to  its   Convener,  Mr  Samuel   Stitt — ^for    ^™°8«mens. 
their  great  care  and  diligence  in  furnishing  suitable  accommodation 
for  the  various  meetings  of  the  Synod  on  this  occasion. 

It  was  remitted  to  the  Home  Committee  to  consider  the  propriety  AdditionaiPay- 
of  making  a  payment,  additional  to  the  sum  already  agreed  upon,  churches^*  ^ 
to  the  United  Church  in  England,  corresponding  to  the  period,  ex-

.  my  name  enrolled  as  a  Member  of  Court,  with  the  note  that  I  attend 
the  meeting  in  the  spirit  of  loyal  regard  to  the  aiitliority  of  the 
Synod  appointing  it,  and  of  fraternal  interest  in  the  chief  proceed- 
ings of  the  day;  and  while,  in  harmony  with  my  recent  dissent,  not 
free  to  join  in  the  formal  act  of  consummating  the  union,  yet  not 
the  less  praying  earnestly  that  the  blessing  of  the  Great  Head  of 
the  Church  may  rest  abundantly  on  the  Presbyterian  Church  of 
Enganld." 

It  was  moved  and  seconded — That  the  Synod   agree,  in  the 
circumstances,  to  record  Dr  Button's  name  in  the   roll  of  those 
present  at  this  Synod.    It  was  also  moved  and  seconded — That  the 
Synod  cannot  see  their  way  to  comply  with'Dr  Hutton's  request.  A 
show  of  hands  was  taken  as  between  the  two  motions,  when  the 
first  motion  was  preferred,  and  the  Synod  deciding  accordingly, 
direct  that  Dr  Hutton's  name  be  recorded  in  the  roll  of  members 
attending  the  present  meeting  of  Synod.

MTarlane,  in  Erskine  Church,  and  the  Rev.  Dr  John  Eadie,  in 
Cambridge  Street  Church,  and  of  me,  the  said  Rev.  Dr 
Alexander  Ogilvie  Beattie,  in  Gordon  Street  Church,  as  a  Committee 
for  the  management  of  the  said  bequest;  whom  all  failing,  a

That  this  Synod  regards  with  extreme  regret 
the  contmuauce  of  the  Contagious  Diseases  (Women's)  Acts  on  the 
Statute  Book.  The  Synod  has  had  its  objections  to  these  Acts 
greatly  strengthened  by  the  fact  that  the  returns  obtained  under 
the  Acts  shew  that  an  exceedingly  small  percentage  of  those 
brought  by  the  Police  under  these  oppressive  enactments  have  been, 
retained  in  hospital,  the  great  majority  having  been  at  once 
discharged. 

The  Synod  considers  the  moral  objections  to  the  Contagious 
Diseases  Acts  which  have  been  adduced  in  its  former  Petitions  to 
the  House  of  Commons  altogether  overwhelming. 

The  Synod  now  considers  the  reasons  for  opposition  to  these 
Acts  as  greatly  strengthened  by  the  statistics  now  available. 

The  Synod  therefore  prays  your  Honourable  House  to  repeal  the 
Contagious  Diseases  Acts. 

And  your  Petitioners  will  ever  pray.

REPORT  ON  GENERAL  STATISTICS. 

May  1876. 

Th£  schedules  for  the  Congregational  Statistics  of  the  year  1875  were 
issued  to  ministers  in  December  last,  as  in  former  years.  They  have 
been  filled  up  and  returned  or  reported  to  the  Home  Secretary,  for  the 
use  of  the  Synod  and  of  the  Home  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Missions, 
by  616  congregations,  which  is  again  the  largesrt  number  by  which 
returns  have  ever  been  made  in  one  year.  From  28  out  of  the  31 
Presbyteries  of  the  Church  which  are  ^tuated  within  the  United  King- 
dom of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  complete  returns  have  been  received ; 
and  in  the  three  remaining  Presbyteries  there  are  only  four  congregations 
which  have  not  filled  up  and  returned  the  schedules  sent  to  them  for  the 
year  1875.  Of  these  four  congregations,  two  are  in  the  Presbytery  of 
Berwick,  one  is  in  the  Presbytery  of  Glasgow,  and  one  in  the  Presbytery 
of  Stirling.  The  number  of  congregations  from  which  a  return  has  not 
been  received  for  the  year  1875  is  one  more  than  the  number  reported 
in  the  preceding  year^  but,  although  it  is  much  to  be  regretted  that 
complete  returns  cannot  be  obtained  from  every  congregation  on  the 
Synod's  roll,  the  want  of  these  four  schedules,  from  congregations  which 
have  all  reported  in  some  former  year-,  does  not  prevent  a  very  close 
approximation  to  completeness  and  perfect  accuracy  in  the  pi'esent 
Report.  The  table  inserted  below  exhibits  the  progressive  increase, 
gradual  but  constant,  at  once  of  the  congregations  placed  on  the  Synod's 
roll,  and  of  those  congregations  by  which  the  annual  statistical  returns 
have  been  prepared  and  forwarded,  in  accordance  with  the  regulations  of 
the  Synod. 
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The  number  of  congregations  on  the  Synod's  roll  in  December  1874 
was  616,  and  in  December  1875  the  number  was  620,  indicating  an 
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increase  of  four  congregations  during  the  year  1875.  Two  congregations 
were,  however,  dissolved  and  taken  from  the  rolls  of  their  respective 
Presbyteries  in  that  year,  viz.  the  old  and  once  flourishing  and  prosperous 
congregation  of  Albion  Chapel,  London  Wall,  in  the  Presbytery  of 
London,  and  the  small  and  recently-erected  congregation  of  BoUariy  m 
the  Presbytery  of  Lancashire.  While,  therefore,  the  increase  in  the 
number  of  congregations  at  the  close  of  the  year  1875,  as  shown  by  the 
returns  from  Presbyteries,  is  only /our,  there  have  been  six  new  congrega- 
tions erected  during  that  year,  viz. :  Westportj  Dundee,  by  the  Presbytery 
of  Dundee ;  Palmerston  Plaee^  Edinburgh,  by  the  Presbytery  of  Edin- 
burgh; Bethaveuy  Cranstofihilly  and  WhUeineh^  Glasgow,  by  the  Presbytery 
of  Glasgow ;  and  Cambuslang^  by  the  Presbytery  of  Hamilton.  In  27 
Presbyteries  of  the  Church,  no  new  congregation  has  been  erected  within 
the  year ;  and  in  several  of  these  there  is  apparently  very  little  room  for 
church  extension.  If,  therefore,  continued  progress  must  still  be  aimed 
at  throughout  the  Church,  it  must  be  sought  primarily  and  chiefly  in 
earnest  endeavours  to  edify  and  strengthen  the  congregations  which 
already  exist;  while  opportunities  for  the  planting  of  new  churches 
and  for  the  formation  of  new  congregations  should  also  be  sought  out 
and  improved,  especially  in  the  larger  cities  and  towns,  and  in  the  midst 
of  the  mining  and  manufacturing  classes  of  the  population. 

The  number  of  baptisms  reported  in  the  year  1875  has  been  12,612, 
which  gives  an  increase  of  390  on  the  number  reported  in  1874,  and  is 
consequently  the  largest  number  that  has  been  reported  in  the  statistics 
of  any  year  since  the  annual  schedules  began  to  be  issued,  as  the  number 
reported  in  1874  was  larger  than  that  of  any  previous  year.  Of  the 
12,612  persons  thus  baptized,  12,457  were  baptized  in  infancy  or  child- 
hood,  and  155  in  adult  age,  being  an  increase  of  17  adults  over  the 
number  returned  in  1874. 

Under  the  additional  queries  which  have  been  inserted  in  the  annual 
schedules  in  connection  with  the  Synod's  new  scheme  for  the  superintend- 
ence of  the  young,  only  265  congregations  have  reported,  and  only  2J8 
have  answered  both  the  queries.  By  these  congregations  the  number  of 
baptized  persons  who  are  not  in  full  communion  with  the  Church  is 
returned  as  49,168 ;  and  of  these  there  are  returned  as  under  14  years  of 
age,  28,010.  There  is  reason,  however,  for  the  suspicion  that  these  returns 
are  as  yet  in  many  instances  so  imperfect  and  inaccurate  as  practically 
to  be  of  no  real  utility,  except  as  indicating  the  commencement  of  an 
earnest  endeavour  to  establish  a  better  system  of  superintendence  for  the 
young,  and  to  bring  them  into  closer  and  more  sympathetic  connection 
with  the  members,  office-bearers,  and  institutions  of  our  congregations. 

The  steady  annual  increase  in  the  number  of  Sabbath-school  teachers, 
which  has  been  exhibited  in  the  returns  for  a  considerable  number  of 
years,  has  again  been  maintained  in  1875;  and  it  is  a  hopeful  and 
encouraging  symptom  of  the  vitality  of  the  denomination  that  there 
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has  also  been  daring  the  year  a  corresponding  increase  in  the  number  of 
Sunday  scholars  attending  the  classes  of  which  these  teachers  have 
voluntarily  assumed  the  oversight  and  charge,  and  to  whose  instruction 
and  training  in  Scriptural  knowledge  and  in  the  practical  duties  of  the 
Christian  life,  many  of  them  devote  so  much  earnest  thought  and  valuable 
time.  There  has  also  been  a  large  accession  to  the  number  of  young 
persons  receiving  religious  instruction  in  advanced  Bible  classes,  formed 
and  conducted  by  the  ministers  and  elders  of  the  Church,  and  constitut- 
ing a  valuable  link  of  connection  between  the  Sabbath  school  and  the 
congregation,  between  the  class-room  and  the  fellowship  of  the  Church. 
The  number  of  Sabbath-school  teachers,  which  in  1865  was  reported  as 
8977,  and  in  1874  as  11,857,  has  been  returned  for  1875  as  12,129,  thus 
showing  an  increase  in  the  year  1875  of  272,  and  for  the  ten  years  ending 
in  December  1875  of  3152*  The  increase  during  1875  has  thus  been  at 
the  rate  of  fully  2^  per  cent,  on  the  number  reported  for  1874 ;  while 
the  increase  on  the  number  returned  for  1865  has  been  almost  exactly 
35  per  cent.  The  number  of  scholars  attending  classes  in  Sabbath 
schools,  which  in  1865  was  returned  as  72,501,  and  in  1874  as  89,224,  is 
reported  for  1875  as  92,502 ;  thus  showing  an  increase  in  1875  of  3278, 
or  3f  per  cent.,  while  for  the  ten  years  ending  in  December  1875  the 
increase  has  been  20,001,  or  fully  27^  per  cent.  The  number  of 
advanced  Bible  classes  taught  by  ftiinisters  and  elders,  which  was  returned 
for  1874  as  799,  is  reported  in  the  schedules  for  1875  as  813,  which 
gives  an  increase  of  14  in  1875,  and  of  78  in  the  two  years  1874  and 
1875 ;  of  these  813  classes,  558  are  returned  as  conducted  by  ministers, 
and  the  attendance  on  these  558  classes  is  reported  as  21,484.  The  total 
number  of  young  persons  receiving  instruction  in  these  advanced  classes 
was  returned  for  1873  as  23,000,  and  for  1874  as  25,328,  but  is  reported 
for  1875  as  27,192,  which  gives  an  increase  for  the  year  1875  of  1864, 
and  for  the  last  two  years  of  4192,  or  18  per  cent.  These  statistical 
results  in  reference  to  the  religious  instruction  of  the  rising  generation 
are  satisfactory  and  cheering.*  The  young  are  the  hope  of  the  Church ; 
and  in  the  present  condition  of  society  the  question  of  their  religious 
training  acquires  greater  prominence  and  involves  greater  responsibilities. 
That  accessions  so  numerous  are  gained  from  year  to  year  to  the  ranks  of 
the  voluntary  and  unpaid  labourers  in  this  field  of  Christian  service,  seems 
to  indicate  a  deepening  conviction  of  the  importance  of  the  work,  and  a 
growing  earnestness  of  consecration  to  its  performance.  And  the  large 
and  continuous  increase  in  the  number  of  young  persons  who  are  willing 
to  receive  religious  instruction,  and  to  wait  on  the  teaching  of  those  who 
impart  it,  may  encourage  the  hope  that  many  of  them,  being  ^  taught  of 
God,'  may  be  found  'walking  in  truth,'  and  *  be  accounted  to  the  Lord 
for  a  generation ; '  and  that  in  connection  with  the  efforts  and  the  prayers 
of  the  Church  for  the  instruction  and  the  conversion  of  the  young,  the 
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promise  may  be  fulfilled,  ^  I  will  poar  my  spirit  upon  thy  seed,  and  my 
blessing  upon  thine  offspring :  and  they  shall  spring  up  as  among  the 
grass,  as  willows  by  the  water-courses.  One  shall  say,  I  am  the  Lord's  ; 
and  another  shall  call  himself  by  the  name  of  Jacob  ;  and  another  shall 
subscribe  with  his  hand  unto  the  Lord,  and  surname  himself  by  the  name 
of  Israel/ 

The  number  of  members  in  full  communion  with  the  United  Pres- 
byterian Church,  which  was  returned  in  1872  as  182,810,  and  in  1874 
as  187,761,  is  reported  for  the  year  1875  as  190,242.  This  shows  an 
increase  of  7432  members  during  the  last  three  years,  or  an  average 
increase  of  2477  for  each  of  these  years;  while  the  actual  increase  in 
1875  has  been  2481,  or  almost  exactly  }  of  the  increase  in  the  member- 
ship which  was  reported  in  1874,  and  which  was  3728.  The  rate  of 
increase  in  the  membership  of  the  whole  Church,  which  was  2  per  cent, 
in  1874,  has  only  been  If  per  cent,  in  1875.  The  average  attendance 
at  public  worship  on  the  Lord's  day  for  the  year  1875  is  reported  as 
213,153,  which  is  $279  more  than  the  attendance  reported  in  1874. 
The  average  membership  of  each  congregation  is  307,  being  an  increase 
-of  2  on  the  average  of  the  previous  year,  and  of  8  on  that  of  the  year 
1873:;  while  the  average  Sabbath  attendance  in  each  church  is  344,  or 
7  more  than  the  average  attendance  which  was  given  in  the  Report  for 
the  yeair  1874,  but  only  4  more  than  the  number  returned  in  1873. 

hi  13  Presbyteries  of  the  Church,  being  the  same  number  as  last 
year,  the  number  of  members  on  the  communion  rolls  of  the  congrega- 
tions within  their  bounds  has  been  reduced ;  but  in  one  case  the  decrease 
is  chiefly  due  to  tihe  transference  t>f  a  congregation  (West  Calder)  into 
another  Presbytery,  and  in  4  other  Presbyteries  the  decrease  has  been 
very  small.  The  total  decrease  in  these  13  Presbyteries  has  been 
1055*;  or  deducting  390  for  the  vnembership  of  West  Calder  congrega- 
tion, 665,  while  the  decrease  last  year  in  13  Presbyteries  was  only  382. 
In  the  schedules  received  from  the  other  18  Home  Presbyteries  of  the 
Church,  there  is  reported  an  aggregate  increase  of  353^  or,  again  de- 
dudting  390  as  the  memfbership  6f  WesM;  Calder  congregation,  3146; 
while  the  increase  in  the  same  number  of  Presbyteries  in  1874  was 
4110.  Deducting  from  the  aggregate  increase  in  the  membership  of 
these  18  Presbyteries  the  aggregate  decrease  in  the  other  13  Presbjrteries, 
we  find,'  as  started  above,  that  the  nett  increase  in  the  membership  over 
the  whole  Church  in  the  year  1875  has  been  2481,  or  1^  per  cent. ; 
while  the  increase  in  the  population  of  Scotland  has  probably  been  at 
the  rate  of  one  per  cent.,  and  in  that  of  Great  Britain  at  the  rate  of 
1^  per  cent.  The  13  Presbyteries  in  which  the  membership  has  been 
reduced  in  1875  are— Falkirk  (3),  Elgin  and  Livemess  (6),  Carlisle 
(10),  Kinross  (12),  Kebo  (16),  Dumfries  (25),  BanflFshire  (26),  Ireland 
(34),  London  (46),  Perth  (92),  Orkney  (151),  Berwick  (217),  and 
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Lanark  (417),  but  deducting  West  Calder  congregation^  only  27.  In 
several  of  these  13  Presbyteries  an  increase  was  reported  in  1875;  and 
the  six  in  which  the  membership  has  decreased  both  in  1874  and  in 
1875  are  E^elso,  Dumfries,  Perth,  Orkney,  Berwick,  and  Lanark,  while 
in  Berwick  the  decrease  has  been  large  in  each  of  the  four  years  1872-5. 
In  each  of  the  other  18  Presbyteries  the  membership  has  increased 
during  the  year  1875,  and  the  additions  have  been — Glasgow,  1184,  or  2| 
per  cent. ;  Edinburgh,  806,  or  S^g  per  cent.,  but,  deducting  the  member- 
ship of  West  Calder  congregation,  only  416,  or  li^per  cent.;  Paisley 
and  Greenock,  337,  or  2\^  per  cent. ;  Lancashire,  305,  or  5^  per  cent. ; 
Kilmarnock,  184,  or  2^  per  cent. ;  Stirling,  120,  or  2^  per  cent. ; 
Hamilton,  115,  or  If  per  cent.;  Melrose,  100,  or  3  per  cent.;  Dundee, 
82,  or  li  per  cent. ;  Kirkcaldy,  54,  or  1^  per  cent. ;  Newcastle,  54,  or 
x^  per  cent. ;  Aberdeen,  42,  or  1^  per  cent. ;  Buchan,  33,  or  3^  per 
cent. ;  Annandale,  28,  or  1^  per  cent. ;  Arbroath,  28,  or  ^  per  cent« ; 
Dunfermline,  28,  or  f  per  cent.;  Cupai*,  20,  or  f  per  cent..;  and 
Galloway,  16,  or  1  per  cent.  The  increase  of  membership  has  thus 
again,  as  in  the  preceding  year,  been  greatest  in  the  Presbytery  of 
Glasgow,  while  it  has  also  been  large  in  the  Presbyteries  of  Edinburgh, 
Paisley  and  Greenock,  Lancashire,  and  E^lmamock,  not  less  than  100 
in  each  of  the  three  Presbyteries  of  Stirling,  Hamilton,  and  Melrose,  and 
more  than  50  in  each  of  the  three  Presbyteries  of  Dundee,.  Earkcaldy, 
and  Newcastle.  In  last  yearns  Beport  it  was  stated  that  ^the  increase 
of  membership  in  the  Presbytery  of  Glasgow  had  in  the  year  1874 
been  2157,  or  nearly  double  the  increase  (1128)  which  was  reported 
for  the  year  1873,  and  more  than  half  of  the  total  increase  in  the 
whole  Church.^  This  year  it  is  to  be  noticed,  that  while  the  increase 
in  the  membership  of  the  Presbytery  of  Glasgow  during  the  year  1875 
has  only  been  a  little  less  thaai  one-half  of  the  isjcrease  (2481)  in  the 
whole  Church,  it  has  only  been  1184^  or  little  more  than  one-half  of 
the  increase  reported  in  1&74,  and  only  56  more  than  th^  number  of 
accessions  which  were  reported  in  1873« 

To  illustrate  the  manner  in  which  the  increase  in  the  total  member- 
ship of  the  Church  has  been  distributed  over  the  congregations  of  the 
Synod,  a  tabular  statement  has  for  several  years  been  prepared,  exhibit- 
ing the  number  of  congregations  in  each  Presbytery  in  which  the 
>  decrease  of  the  membership  has  not  exceeded  ten  or  has  been  more  than 
ten ;  the  total  number  of  congregations  in  each  Presbytery ;  the  number 
of  congregations  in  the  larger  cities  and  towns,  and  their  vicinity,  which 
are  within  the  bounds  of  each  Presbytery,  and  the  proportion  of  these 
in  which  the  membership  has  increased;  and  the  number  of  con- 
gregations in  each  Presbytery  situated  in  the  smaller  towns  and  rural 
districts,  with  the  proportion  of  these  congregations  also  in  which  the 
membership  has  increased.    This  table  is  inserted  below.

From  this  table  it  will  be  seen  that  there  are  830  congregations 
oat  of  the  620  on  the  Synod's  roll  in  which  the  membership  has  in- 
creased during  the  year  1875,  which  is  exactly  the  same  number  as  re- 
ported an  increase  of  membership  in  1874 ;  but  in  that  year  there  were 
only  158  congregations  in  which  the  increase  did  not  exceed  ten,  while 
in  1875  there  were  192;  and  in  1874  there  were  172  congregations  in 
which  the  increase  was  more  than  ten,  while  in  1875  there  were  only  138 
in  which  the  increase  exceeded  ten.    The  table  also  shows  that  in  1875 
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there  were  43  congregations,  or  one  less  than  last  year,  in  which  the 
number  of  members  has  neither  increased  nor  diminished ;  and  that  there 
are  247  congregations,  or  five  more  than  the  number  in  1874,  in  which  the 
membership  has  diminished  during  the  year  1875.  The  table  further 
shows  that  of  231  congregations  classified  as  in  or  near  to  cities  or 
large  towns,  there  were  138,  or  13  less  than  in  1874,  in  which  the 
membership  has  been  enlarged  during  the  year;  and  therefore  93,  or 
17  more  than  in  1874,  in  which  the  number  of  members  has  either 
remained  stationary  or  has  diminished ;  while  of  the  389  congregations 
classified  as  located  in  small  towns  or  rural  districts,  there  are  192,  or  13 
more  than  in  1874,  in  which  the  membership  has  been  increased  during 
the  past  year,  and  therefore  197,  or  13  less  than  in  1874,  in  which  the 
number  of  members  either  has  remained  stationary  or  has  decreased 
during  the  year  1875.  It  thus  appears  that  in  three-fifths  of  the  con- 
gregations in  or  near  large  towns  the  membership  has  increased  during 
the  past  year,  but  that  in  that  year  only  one-half  of  the  congregations  in 
small  tOT^ns  or  rural  districts  have  made  any  addition  to  their  member- 
ship. For  the  whole  Church  the  increase  of  membership  has  been  less 
during  the  past  year  than  it  was  in  1874,  when  the  accessions  to  the  roll 
of  membership  were  exceptionally  large ;  yet  that  increase  has  been  con- 
siderable, and  while  it  should  excite  gratitude  for  the  measure  of  success 
with  which  the  efforts  of  the  past  have  been  crowned,  it  should  also 
encourage  all  who  are  interested  in  the  extension  and  prosperity  of  the 
Ohurch  to  persevering  diligence  and  to  believing  prayer,  in  order  ^  that 
the  Lord  may  add  to  the  Church  daily  such  as  are  being  saved.' 

Under  the  head  of  Congregational  Libraries,  the  schedules  for  the 
year  1875  indicate  the  existence  of  541  libraries,  containing  on  an  average 
377  volumes  each,  and  making  up  an  aggregate  number  of  204,256 
volumes.  These  returns  for  1875  thus  show  an  increase  during  the  year 
of  six  libraries,  and  of  4904  volumes ;  while,  as  compared  with  the  returns 
of  1873,  they  show  a  decrease  of  one  library,  and  an  increase  of  382 
volumes.  The  entries  in  these  columns  of  the  statistical  schedules  which 
have  reference  to  libraries  instituted  by  congregations,  as  their  own  pro- 
perty, for  the  special  use  of  their  respective  ministers,  show  that  at  the 
close  of  the  year  1875  these  ^Ministers'  Libraries'  had  been  established 
in  connection  with  130  congregations;  that  they  contained  11,937  volumes; 
and  that  during  the  year  365  volumes  had  been  added  to  them  at  a  cost 
of  £71,  13s.  lid.,  while  in  the  previous  year  the  additions  were  285 
volumes^  and  the  sum  expended  on  their  purchase  was  £40,  6s.  7d. 

The  aggregate  attendance  at  prayer  meetings,  monthly,  fortnightly, 
and  weekly,  has  been  returned  for  the  year  1875  as  32,990,  being  an 
increase  of  1548  on  the  aggregate  attendance  at  these  meetings  in  1874, 
and  of  5216  on  the  attendance  reported  for  the  year  1873.  As  the 
attendance  at  prayer  meetings  was  largely  increased  in  1874  under  the 
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influence  of  the  wave  of  revival  which  was  then  passing  over  the 
country,  the  increase  reported  for  ISTS,  although  much  less  than  that 
returned  for  1874,  may  be  regarded  as  affording  evidence  of  the  realitj 
and  permanence  of  that  work  of  grace  which  the  Divine  Spirit  hn 
during  the  past  two  years  been  carrying  forward  in  many  districts  and 
congregations  in  our  land. 

The  number  of  out-stations  at  which  ministers  of  the  Church  have 
reported  that  they  have  conducted  religious  services,  in  addition  to  the 
regular  public  services  of  their  stated  places  of  worship,  and  with  greater 
or  less  frequency  and  regularity,  during  the  year  1875,  has  been  766,  or 
21  more  than  the  number  reported  in  the  returns  for  1874.  These 
occasional  labours  of  ministers  in  outlying  districts  and  villages  are  with- 
out doubt  highly  prized  by  many,  to  whom  they  afford  opportunities,  which 
could  not  otherwise  be  enjoyed,  of  listening  to  the  preaching  of  the 
gospel  and  of  joining  in  the  public  acts  of  social  worship.  And  although 
the  spiritual  results  of  these  services  cannot  be  tabulated  and  classified  in 
a  repprt,  the  bread  cast  upon  the  waters  shall  be  found  after  many  days, 
and  the  seed  sown  shall  yield  ^  fruit  unto  life  eternal,'  in  many  hearts 
opened  by  the  Lord  to  receive  with  faith  and  love  this  ^  faithful  saying, 
worthy  of  all  acceptation,  that  Christ  Jesus  came  into  the  world  to  save 


The  returns  concerning  the  income  of  the  Church,  which  are  in- 
cluded in  the  schedules  of  statistics,  arrange  that  income  under  two 
heads, — 1st,  ^  Income  which  appears  in  the  Treasurer's  accounts  and  in 
statistical  returns  as  contributed  by  congregations,  and  which  may  there- 
fore be  regarded  as  strictly  congregational ; '  and  2d,  ^  Income  derived 
from  legacies,  contributions  by  foreign  mission  churches.,  and  donations 
from  individuals  belonging  either  to  our  own  or  other  denominations,  who 
pay  their  contributions  direct  to  the  Synod's  Treasurer,  without  passing 
them  through  any  congregational  society.'  This  latter  branch  of  the 
Church's  income  is  affected  by  many  of  the  changes  and  contingencies  of 
human  life,  and  must  always  be  regarded  as  fluctuating  and  uncertain. 
The  former  branch  is  that  which  includes  the  ordinary  and  more  reliable 
sources  of  income.  It  can  be  most  compactly  arranged  and  tabulated  in 
the  accounts  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Synod  and  in  statistical  returns ; 
and  the  increase  or  the  decline  of  this  branch  of  income  affords  the  most 
accurate  monetary  index  of  the  condition  and  progress  of  the  funds  of 
the  Church.  Under  this  first  head  of  Congregational  Income  we  may, 
however,  again  distinguish  between  income  received  for  strictly  congrega- 
tional purposes,  and  income  contributed  by  congregations  for  missionary 
and  benevolent  purposes. 

Congregational  income  for  strictly  congregational  purposes  includes 
the  amount  subscribed  and  collected  for  l^e  support  of  ordinances ;  all 
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ordinary  or  special  contribations  for  the  erection^  enlargement,  or  repair 
of  buildings,  and  for  the  liquidation  of.  debt  on  the  same;  and  all  the 
funds  provided  for  any  of  the  other  purposes  connected  with  the  accom- 
modation and  comfort  of  the  congregation  in  their  attendance  on  public 
worship^  and  with  the  decent  and  orderly  observance  of  that  worship. 

The  amount  of  congregational  income  for  congregational  purposes 
returned  in  the  schedules  of  statistics  for  the  year  1873  was  £244^441 , 
8s.  9d.,  and  the  amount  reported  in  the  returns  for  1874  was  £260^990, 
9s.  4d. ;  but  the  amount  which  has  been  returned  in  the  schedules  for 
the  year  1875  is  £293^56,  Is.  Id.,  so  that  in  this  branch  of  income  the 
returns  indicate  an  increase  in  1875,  as  compared  with  1873,  of  £49,314, 
12s.  4d.,  and  during  the  year  1875  itself,  of  £32,765,  lis.  9d. ;  and  give 
an  average  income  of  £473, 16s.  Od.  to  each  congregation,  comprising  an 
average  membership  of  307.  This  average  income  of  congregations  in 
1875  is  £50,  2s.  3d.  above  the  average  income  for  the  previous  year. 
To  this  income,  for  strictly  congregational  purposes,  there  is  to  be  added 
the  amount  contributed  through  congregational  agencies  and  channels 
for  missionary  and  benevolent  purposes,  which  was  returned  in  the 
schedules  for  1874  as  £85,943,  13s.  lOd.,  and  has  been  returned  in 
those  for  1875  as  £85,960, 19s.  5d.,  thus  indicating  for  1875  a  total  in- 
crease of  £17,  5s.  7d.,  and  giving  an  average  for  each  congregation  of 
£138, 12s.  lid.,  which  falls  short  of  the  average  for  the  previous  year  by 
17s.  5d.  The  amount  of  congregational  contributions  for  missionary  and 
benevolent  purposes  has  thus  been  nearly  the  same  in  each  of  the  years 
1874  and  1875 ;  but  in  each  of  these  years  it  has  exceeded  the  amount 
contributed  in  1872  by  fully  £16,000,  or  23  per  cent.  Taking  these 
two  branches  of  congregational  income  together,  it  b  found  that  the 
total  amount  of  income  from  congregational  sources,  returned  in  the 
schedules  for  1875  as  collected  in  that  year,  is  £379,717,  Os.  6d.,  which 
gives  an  average  income  to  each  congregation  of  £612, 8s.  ll^d.,  or  £49, 
4s.  10^.  more  than  in  1874 ;  and  exceeds  the  amount  reported  as  the 
aggregate  congregational  income  of  the  year  1874  by  £32,782,  17s.  4d., 
and  that  for  1871  by  £82,796,  being  an  increase  of  nearly  28  per  cent, 
in  four  years,  and  of  nearly  9^  per  cent,  in  1875.  Once  more,  therefore, 
the  annual  advance  in  congregational  income,  which  has  been  continu- 
ously made  through  so  many  years,  has  been  achieved, — the  amounts 
returned  as  congregational  income  during  the  ten  years  commencing 
with  1866  having  been  £260,540,  £265,561,  £269,016,  £273,662, 
£284,611,  £296,921,  £314,744,  £320,728,  £346,934,  and  £379,717,  Os. 
6d., — ^in  which  sums  it  will  be  observed  that  the  last  annual  increase  is 
larger  than  any  of  the  eight  which  precede  it.  The  aggregate  amount 
collected  and  reported  as  congregational  income  in  the  ten  years  ending 
at  Slst  December  1875  has  thus  been  £3,012,434,  or  £133,016  more 
than  the  amount  collect^  in  the  ten  years  ending  at  31st  December 
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1874 ;  while  the  excess  of  income  for  congregational  purposes  for  the 
year  1875  over  the  corresponding  income  for  the  year  1866  has  been. 
£119,177,  or  45|  per  cent.    The  average  rate  of  contribution  per  mem* 
ber  to  congregational  income  for  all  purposes  during  the  year  1875  has 
been  withui  a  very  small  fraction  of  £2 ;  which  shows  an  increase  of  3s. 
per  member  on  the  rate  of  contribution  for  1874,  of  78.  2d.  per  member 
on  the  rate  for  1871,  and  of  14s.  8fd.  per  member,  or  58^  per  cent,  on 
the  average  rate  for  1863,  which  was  £1,  5s.  3^d.    There  is  in  these 
figures  evidence  of  the  steady  development  of  the  liberality  of  the  mem- 
bers and  friends  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  for  the  support  of 
gospel  ordinances  and  institutions,  and  of  undiminished  attachment  to 
the  principles  by  which  that  Church,  as  a  religious  denomination,  is  dis- 
tinguished from  other  sections  of  the  Christian  Church.    And  if  last 
year  it  was  stated  that,  <  as,  after  the  successive  advances  of  so  many 
preceding  years,  the  amount  of  congregational  income  has  exceeded  that 
of  the  previous  year  by  more  than  £26,000,  the  Church  should  find  in 
that  advance  not  only  occasion  for  rearing  an  Ebenezer  and  saying, 
^^  Hitlierto  hath  the  Lord  helped,"  but  also  incitement  and  encouragement 
to  strengthen  herself  in  her  God,  and  to  devise  and  execute  more  liberal 
things  for  the  advancement  of  His  truth  and  for  the  promotion  of  His 
honour  and  praise,' — should  not  the  Church  much  more  say  this  year,  when 
the  income  of  the  Church  for  congregational  purposes  has  exceeded  even 
that  of  last  year  by  more  than  £32,780,  *  I  have  trusted  in  Thy  mercy; 
my  heart  shall  rejoice  in  thy  salvation.     I  will  sing  unto  the  Lord, 
because  He  hath  dealt  bountifully  with  me.'     ^  It  is  better  to  trust  in  the 
Lord  than  to  put  confidence  in  princes.' 

The  amount  received  during  the  year  1875  under  the  second  general 
head  of  the  Church's  income, — namely,  that  which  is  derived  from  legacies 
and  other  contributions  and  donations  which  are  not  included  in  the 
congregational  returns, — has  been  £40,248,  17s.  8d.,  thus  exceeding  the 
income  from  .the  same  sources  in  1874  by  £23,159,  6s.  5d.,  or  fully  135 
per  cent.  The  aggregate  income  under  this  head  during  the  ten  years 
terminating  on  31st  December  1875  has  been  £234,033,  which  sum  is 
£22,154  more  than  the  amount  received  from  the  same  sources  in  the  ten 
years  ending  at  31st  December  1874.  In  the  increase  under  this  head  in 
the  year  1875  there  are  included  contributions  to  the  amount  of  £11,925 
to  the  fund  for  the  improvement  of  the  system  of  training  in  the 
Theological  Hall,  and  some  considerable  bequests  on  behalf  of  the  Aged 
and  Infirm  Ministers'  Fund. 

In  the  amount  received  in  the  year  1875  from  congregational  sources 
for  all  purposes,  as  compared  with  the  amount  received  in  the  preceding 
year,  there  has  been  a  decrease  in  eleven  Presbyteries,  which  is  the  same 
number  as  reported  a  decrease  in  1874.  These  Presbyteries  are  Lanca* 
shire,  Newcastle,  Lanark,  Kirkcaldy,  Orkney,  Aberdeen,  Melrose,  London, 
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Kilmarnock^  Eanross,  and  Ireland.  This  decrease  has  been  greatest  in 
the  Presbyteries  of  Lancashire  (£4909),  in  which  there  was  an  advance  of 
£6238  in  the  previous  year,  so  that  the  income  for  1875  exceeds  that  for 
1873  by  £1329 ;  Newcastle  (£1642),  in  which  there  was  an  advance  of 
£3207  in  1874,  and  consequently  an  increase  in  1875  as  compared  with 

1873  of  £1565 ;  Lanark  (£1045),  of  which  decrease  £568,  lis.  4d.  has 
been  occasioned  by  the  transference  of  West  Calder  congregation  to  the 
Presbytery  of  Edinburgh;  Kirkcaldy  (£502),  Orkney  (£473),  Aberdeen 
(£431),  and  Melrose  (£404);  and  least  in  the  Presbytery  of  Ireland,  where 
it  has  been  only  £69, 7s.  Id.  In  three  of  these  eleven  Presbyteries  there 
was  a  decrease  also  in  the  year  1874,  viz.  in  Kirkcaldy,  Orkney,  and 
Ireland ;  and  in  five  of  them,  viz.  Lanark,  Orkney,  London,  Ireland,  and 
Kinross,  there  has  been  a  decrease  in  the  number  of  members  as  well  as 
in  the  amount  of  congregational  income.  In  the  Presbytery  of  London 
the  average  rate  of  contribution  per  member  has  been  4d.  higher  in 
1875  than  it  was  in  the  preceding  year,  but  in  each  of  the  other  ten 
Presbyteries  named  above  the  average  rate  of  contribution  per  member 
has  decreased  during  the  year,  as  well  as  the  amount  contributed.  In  the 
other  twenty  Presbyteries  of  the  Church  there  has  been  an  increase  dur- 
ing the  year  1875  in  jthe  amount  of  congregational  contributions  for  all 
purposes  over  the  amount  reported  in  1874 ;  this  increase  being  greatest 
in  the  Presbyteries  of  Glasgow  (£13,565,  or  13J[^  per  cent.),  Edinburgh 
(£10,894,  or  deducting  West  Oalder  congregation  £10,326,  which  is  23^ 
per  cent.),  Perth  (£3358,or  46  per  cent.),  Falkirk  (£2171,  or  55|  per  cent.), 
Annandale  (£1924,  or  51  per  cent.),  Paisley  and  Greenock  (£1636,  or 
6A  per  cent.),  Hamilton  (£1422,  or  21^  percent.),  Dundee  (£1392,  or 
13A  per  cent.),  Kelso  (£1260,  or  36  per  cent.),  Oupar  (£1023,  or  34  per 
cent.),  Arbroath  (£937,  or21f  per  cent.),  Berwick (£825,orlli^  per  cent.), 
and  Stirling  (£536,  or  6f  per  cent).  In  three  Presbyteries  the  increase 
has  been  between  £400  and  £300;  namely,  Elgin  and  Inverness  (£363), 
Buchan  (£357), and  Dumfries  (£303).  In  the  four  remaining  Presbyteries 
the  increase  has  been  under  £300,  namely,  Banffshire  (£299),  Galloway 
(£263),  Carlisle  (£140),  and  Dunfermline  (£87). 

The  table  printed  on  the  following  page  contains  a  comparative  state- 
ment of  the  membership  and  income  of  the  Presbyteries  of  the  Church 
for  the  years  1874  and  1875,  and  exhibits  more  concisely  the  facts  which 
are  stated  above. 

The  total  income  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  for  the  year 
1875  has  been  £419,965, 18s.  2d;  and  although  the  income  for  the  year 

1874  exceeded  that  for  1873  by  the  large  sum  of  £25,645, 12s.  lOd.,  the 
amount  received  in  1875  has  surpassed  that  of  the  preceding  year  by 
£55,942,  3s.  9d.,  being  by  that  sum  the  largest  annual  income  which  has 
ever  been  reported  in  the  annals  of  the  Church,  and  showing  an  increase 
over  the  income  of  the  year  1873,  that  is  in  two  years,  of  £81,587, 16s.  7d.,

and  in  the  ten  years  terminating  on  31  st  December  1875,  of  £155,170. 
The  amonnt  paid  to  the  Synod's  Treasurer  daring  the  year  1875  as  con- 
tributions from  non-congregational  societies,  schools,  and  Foreign  Mission 
Stations  has  been  £2516,  13s.  3d.,  or  £751,  lis.  3d.  more  than  the 
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amount  received  from  these  sources  in  1874,  but  only  <£149  more  than 
was  received  in  1873.  The  amount  received  as  personal  donations  for 
missions  in  1875  has  been  £7855,  Os.  3d.,  or  £768,  5s.  5d.  more  than 
was  received  in  the  preceding  year ;  and  the  amount  received  as  legacies 
for  missions  in  1875  has  been  £3803,  14s.  Od.,  or  £410  less  than  was 
received  in  the  year  1874 ;  but  this  decrease  has  been  more  than  com- 
pensated for  by  the  increase  in  the  amount  of  interest  which  has  accrued 
during  the  year  on  the  balances  of  Mission  Funds  in  the  hands  of  the 
Synod's  Treasurer.  Under  these  four  heads  there  has  thus  been  an 
increase  of  £1939  in  the  amount  contributed  during  the  year  1875^  as  com* 
pared  with  the  receipts  of  the  previous  year.  Tiie  amount  of  special  con- 
tributions for  the  Church  Extension,  Scholarship,  Systematic  Beneficence, 
Debt  Liquidation,  and  Aged  and  Infirm  Ministers'  Funds,  and  for  the 
New  Theological  Hall  Fund,  after  deducting  a  decrease  of  £205  in  the 
amount  of  interest  and  contributions  for  the  Manse  Fund,  give  a  further 
increase  of  £21,219,  16s.  9d. ;  and  thus  make  up,  as  stated  above,  as  the 
total  increase  in  the  income  of  the  year  1875,  as  compared  with  that  for 
1874,  the  sum  of  £55,942,  3s.  9d.,  or  fully  15^  per  cent,  on  the  income 
of  the  latter  year.  This  is  the  largest  addition  which  has  ever  been  made 
to  the  income  of  the  Church  in  one  year,  and  it  is  the  more  remarkable 
because  it  has  been  made  immediately  after  the  largest  annual  income 
which  had  previously  been  reported  in  the  statistics  of  the  denomination; 
yet  there  is  no  reason  to  apprehend  that  the  final  Kmit  of  progress  in  a 
United  Church  has  been  reached,  though  the  probable  disjunction  of 
English  congregations  may  diminish  the  income  to  be  reported  in  future 
years.  If  there  were  more  of  system  and  of  principle  in  the  benevolent 
contributions  of  the  members  of  the  Church,  there  would  soon  be  a  general 
and  striking  increase  in  the  amount  of  their  contributions;  and  the  earnest 
practical  study  of  the  principles  of  systematic  benevolence,  and  of  fre- 
quent and  proportionate  giving  for  the  work  of  O-od  and  the  advance- 
ment of  the  kingdom  of  His  Son,  would  greatly  expand  the  resources  of 
the  Church,  and  hasten  the  realization  of  the  words  of  the  prophet :  ^The 
glory  of  Lebanon  shall  come  unto  thee,  the  fir  tree,  the  pine  tree,  and 
the  box  together,  to  beautify  the  place  of  my  sanctuary^'  ^  For  brass  I 
will  bring  gold,  and  for  iron  I  will  bring  silver,  and  for  wood  brass,  and  for 
stbnes  iron,  and  thou  shalt  call  thy  walls  Salvation,  and  thy  gates  Praise.' 

The  amount  of  congregational  contributions  for  the  support  of  the 
gospel  ministry  is  an  important  part  of  denominational  finance,  and  it 
has  usually  been  specially  noticed  in  the  annual  Reports  on  Statistics 
which  have  been  presented  to  the  Synod.  In  May  1873  it  was  reported 
that  the  payments  made  by  congregations  to  their  ministers  for  stipends 
and  incidental  expenses  during  the  year  1872  had  amounted  to  £119,848, 
18$.  3d.  and  had  exceeded  the  amount  paid  in  the  previous  year  by  £2000. 
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A  farther  advance  of  £3668,  2s.  6d.  in  the  aggregate  amount  paid  for 
stipends  was  made  in  the  year  1873 ;  while  in  1874  there  was  a  farther 
advance  of  £8284,  7s.  7d.,  being  the  largest  addition  which  had  in  any 
single  year  been  made  to  the  aggregate  amoant  of  the  stipends  of  the 
ministers  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church,  and  raising  that  amoant 
for  the  year  1874  to  £131,796,  8s.  4d.    The  average  annual  rate  of 
increase  in  the  amount  of  payments  for  stipends  by  the  congregations  of 
the  Church  daring  the  nine  yeara  which  ended  at  31st  December  1874 
had  thus  been  £3648 ;  and  a  similar  advance  has  again  been  made  in 
1875,  as  the  amount  reported  as  paid  for  stipends  in  that  year  has  been 
£132,171,  18s.  4d.,  and  for  incidental  expenses  £3008,  16s.  lid.,  or  in 
all  £135,180,  ISs.  3d.,  which  exceeds  the  total  payments  for  stipend  in  the 
year  1874  by  £3384,  6s.  lid.    Exclusive  of  the  allowance  for  expenses, 
the  payments  for  stipends  in  each  of  the  ten  years  terminating  with 
1875  have  been  £100,456,  £103,495,  £106,599,  £109,932,  £111,946, 
£114,580,  £116,489,  £120,573,   £128,809,  and  £132,171,   18s.   4d. 
The  aggregate  amount  of  these  payments  is  £1,145,050 ;  and  this  amount 
exceeds  the  sum  raised  by  congregations  for  the  stipends  of  their  respec- 
tive ministers  daring  the  term  of  ten  years  terminating  with  the  year 

1874  by  £36,196,  thus  giving  an  annual  average  rate  of  increase  during 
these  ten  years  of  very  nearly  £3620. 

In  order,  however,  to  ascertain  the  total  amount  contributed  by  the 
members  and  friends  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  for  the  support 
of  the  gospel  ministry,  there  must  be  added  to  the  sums  contributed  by 
congregations  for  the  stipends  of  their  own  respective  ministers  the 
amount  of  the  payments  made  under  the  direction  of  the  Home  Com- 
mittee of  the  Board  of  Missions  to  the  weaker  congregations  on  the  roll 
of  the  Synod,  under  the  Augmentation  of  Stipends  Scheme.  These 
payments  for  the  year  1875,  as  in  the  preceding  year,  included  both  the 
supplemental  grants,  which,  in  accordance  with  arrangements  sanctioned 
by  the  Presbyteries  of  the  Church,  have  been  paid  to  the  congregations 
on  the  supplemental  list  for  several  years,  and  the  grants  from  the 
<  Surplus'  Augmentation  Fund,  which,  in  accordance  with  the  resolutions 
adopted  by  the  Synod  in  May  1874  were  paid  for  the  first  time  in  the 
year  1874,  and  have  recently  been  paid  for  the  year  1875.  The  amount 
of  the  supplemental  grants  paid  under  the  first  of  these  two  heads  of 
expenditure,  which  in  the  year  1874  was  £10,055,  has  been  reduced  in 

1875  to  £9804,  16s.  Od.,  which  is  about  £80  more  than  the  aggregate 
amount  of  the  payments  in  1873,  but  about  £250  less  than  the  amount 
distributed  in  1874.  The  amount  of  the  grants  paid  to  ministers  from 
the  *  Surplus '  Augmentation  Fund  for  the  year  1874  was  reported  in 
May  last  as  £6490,  Is.  Od.,  but  the  amount  of  these  grants  for  the  year 
1875  has  been  £8193,  4s.  6d.,  showing  an  increase  of  £1703,  Ss.  6d. 
above  the  payments  for  *  Surplus '  grants  in  the  former  year.    The  total 
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amount  of  supplemental  and  surplus  grants,  under  the  Augmentation  of 
Stipends  Scheme  for  1875,  has  consequently  been  £17,998,  Os.  6d.;  or 
£1452,  19s.  6d.  more  than  the  amount  distributed  in  the  administration 
of  the  Augmentation  Scheme  for  the  year  1874,  and  £8273,  5s.  6d. 
more  than  was  distributed  under  the  scheme  in  1873.  Adding  these 
supplemental  and  surplus  grants  to  the  payments  directly  made  by 
congregations  for  the  support  of  their  own  ministers,  there  is  obtained  as 
the  total  amount  of  stipend  (exclusive  of  payments  from  bequest  funds 
and  other  extraneous  sources)  paid  in  the  United  Presbyterian  Church 
for  the  year  1875  the  sum  of  £153,178,  15s.  9d.,  which  shows  an 
increase  of  £4837,  6s.  5d.,  or.  about  3j[-  per  cent,  over  the  amount  paid 
in  the  year  1874,  and  gives  an  average  annual  stipend  to  the  minister  of 
each  congregation  of  £247,  Is.  3d.,  which  is  £6,  5s.  Od.  above  the 
average  stipend  of  1874,  and  £30,  8s.  4d.  more  than  that  of  the  year 
1873.  This  result  has  been  realized  by  an  average  contribution  for 
stipend  from  each  member  of  the  Church  during  the  year  1875  of  16s. 
Id.,  which  is  4d.  per  member  more  than  the  average  rate  of  contribution 
for  stipend  in  1874,  and  5s.  4d.  per  member  higher  than  the  average 
rate  in  1861.  These  results  are  more  fully  set  forth  in  the  following 
comparative  table : —

As  the  Synod's  Committee  on  Union  among  Presbjrterians  in  Eng- 
land will  report  at  the  meeting  of  Synod  to  which  this  Report  is  to  be  pre- 
sented that  arrangements  have  been  made,  in  accordance  with  which  that 
Union  may  in  their  opinion  forthwith  be  consummated,  the  statistics  of 
the  congregations  in  England,  which  now  form  an  integral  part  of  the 
Synod  and  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church,  are  again  given  in  a 
separate  form,  as  has  been  done  in  each  of  the  Reports  on  Statistics  for 
the  last  five  years.  For  purposes  of  comparison,  two  tables  are  inserted 
below,  of  which  the  first  gives  the  statistics  of  the  congregations  in 
England  for  the  year  ending  Slst  December  1865,  and  the  other  the 
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statistics  of  the  English  congregations  for  the  year  ending  Slst  December 
1875,  so  that  the  difference  between  the  results  indicated  in  these  two 
tables  will  indicate  the  progress  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Gborch  in 
England  for  the  period  of  ten  years  ending  at  the  latter  of  these  dates.

It  thus  appears  that^  while  in  the  ten  years  ending  at  Slst  December 
the  increase  in  the  uumber  of  congregations  on  the  Synod's  roll  was  28, 
and  the  increase  of  membership  was  17,490,  or  10^  per  cent.,  the  additions 
to  the  number  of  congregations  in  England  were  9,  and  the  accessions  to 
the  membership  of  these  English  congregations  were  4377,  or  26f  per  cent« 
During  the  same  period  of  ten  years,  the  contributions  of  the  congregations 
in  England  for  congregational  purposes  have  been  increased  by  £13,562, 
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10s,  8d.;  for  missionary  and  benevolent  purposes  by  £5746^  4s.  8d.;  and 
for  all  purposes  by  £19,308,  15s.  4d.  This  increase  of  contributions  for 
all  purposes  has  been  at  the  rate  of  47|  per  cent,  for  the  term  of  ten 
years,  or  of  4f  per  cent,  per  annum  on  the  total  amount  of  contributions 
in  1865.  This  rate  of  increase  has  not,  however,  been  maintained  during 
the  year  1875,  as  the  income  of  the  English  congregations  in  each  of 
three  Presbyteries  in  England — namely,  those  of  Newcastle,  Lancashire, 
and  London — has  been  less  than  in  1874 ;  and  although  the  amount  con- 
tributed in  the  Presbyteries  of  Berwick  and  Carlisle  in  1875  exceeded  the 
amount  reported  in  1874  by  £796,  6s.  2d.  and  £140, 5s.  2d.  respectively, 
the  aggregate  income  of  all  the  Synod's  congregations  in  England  has 
fallen  short  of  the  income  of  the  previous  year  by  £5835,  Os.  4d.,  the  de- 
crease being  at  the  rate  of  99  per  cent.  The  contributions  from  these 
congregations  on  behalf  of  the  various  funds  of  the  Synod  have  increased 
during  these  ten  years  about  70J  per  cent. ;  and  their  aggregate  amount 
in  1875  was  1§  times  the  amount  reported  in  1864.  In  the  year  1864 
the  amount  remitted  by  the  congregations  in  England  to  the  Synod's 
Treasurer  for  the  support  of  the  Synod's  missions  and  of  other  schemes  of 
the  Church  was  £2651,  17s.,  showing  an  increase  of  contributions 
for  the  Synod's  funds  during  that  year  of  £826 ;  but  in  1875  the  amount 
remitted  was  £4454,  4s.  4d.,  showing  an  increase  of  contributions  for 
the  Synod's  funds  in  that  year,  as  compared  with  the  year  1865,  of  £1837, 
Is.  lOd.,  but  a  decrease  of  fully  £50  as  compared  with  the  amount  re- 
mitted in  the  year  1874.  The  average  rate  of  contribution  for  all  purposes 
in  the  English  congregations  for  the  year  1875  was  £2,  17s.  9id.  per 
member,  while  the  average  rate  per  member  over  the  whole  Church  was 
£2,  or  17s.  9^d.  less  than  the  English  rate.  The  total  amount  contributed 
for  all  purposes  in  the  year  1875  by  the  104  congregations  located  in 
England  was  £59,742,  lis.  8d.,  being  £5835,  Os.  4d.  less  than  the  amount 
contributed  by  106  congregations  in  1874,  and  very  nearly  one-seventh 
part  of  the  total  income  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  for  the  year 
ending  31st  December  1875. 

The  congregations  situated  in  England,  and  the  stations  con- 
nected with  them,  have  during  the  year  1875  received  the  follow- 
ing amount  from  the  Funds  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church,

It  was  .stated  in  the  Reports  for  the  years  1872,  1873,  and  1874,  that 
although  the  payments  to  English  congregations  for  Augmentation  and 
Evangelistic  purposes  still  considerably  exceeded  the  sums  received  from 
English  sources  on  behalf  of  the  Augmentation  and  Evangelistic 
branches  of  the  Home  Mission  Fund,  yet  for  all  the  funds  of  the 
Church  the  balance  of  receipts  from  and  payments  to  the  English 
charges  had  during  these  years  been  in  favour  of  the  Synod's  Treasurer, 
as  the  contributions  received  from  England  had  exceeded  the  amount  of 
grants  to  English  congregations,  in  these  three  years,  by  £2531,  10s.  8d. 
A  similar  result  has  been  attained  in  the  year  1875,  as  the  payments 
to  England  in  that  year  have  amounted  to  £5813,  9s.  5d.,  and  the  con- 
tributions received  from  England  to  £6105,  so  that  the  balance  in  favour 
of  the  Synod's  Treasurer  has  been  £291,  10s.  7d.,  besides  the  liberal 
bequests  paid  to  him  by  the  executors  of  the  late  Mr.  Charles  S.  Leckie, 
of  Blackheath,  London,  which  have  not  been  included  in  this  statement. 
The  steps  of  the  progress  indicated  by  these  separate  statements  concern- 
ing the  English  congregations,  since  they  were  introduced  into  the  Annual

which  is  only  £376,  Os.  9d.  less  than  the  amount  deducted  from  the 
payments  in  1870,  1871,  and  1875  for  Manse  and  Debt  Liquidation 
grants,  and,  as  previously  noted,  does  not  include  the  sum  of  £3000 
received  from  the  executors  of  the  late  Charles  S.  Leckie,  Esq.  of 
Blackheath,  Kent. 

No  attempt  has  hitherto  been  made  in  these  annual  Beports  on 
Statistics  to  exhibit  the  amount  which  has  been  collected  by  the  con- 
gregations of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  through  a  series  of  years, 
or  to  present  to  the  Synod  a  statement  of  the  aggregate  contributions  of 
the  Church  for  a  more  extended  period  than  the  twelve  months  to  which 
each  successive  Eeport  has  had  immediate  reference.  The  separation 
from  the  Synod  of  certain  Presbyteries  and  congregations  in  England 
which  may  probably  take  place  during  the  present  year,  if  the  proposed 
arrangements  for  the  Union  of  Presbyterians  in  England  shall  be  approved 
and  adopted  by  the  Synod,  seems  to  indicate  that  some  such  statement  or 
summary  may  appropriately  be  introduced  into  the  present  Beport ;  and 
as  the  year  of  the  Disruption  is  a  memorable  era  in  the  ecclesiastical 
history  of  Scotland,  it  may  be  fittingly  regarded  as  the  date  at  which  such 
statement  should  commence.  Accurate  statistics  cannot  indeed  l^e  ob- 
tained for  the  period  between  May  1843  and  the  consummation  of  the 
union  of  the  Belief  and  the  United  Secession  Churches  in  May  1847 ; 
and  it  was  not  until  May  1850  that  the  amount  contributed  by  the  con- 
gregations on  the  Synod's  roll  for  the  preceding  year  began  to  be  inserted 
in  the  Minutesof  the  Synod's  procedure,  as  ascertained  from  theschedulesof 
statistics  which  had  been  issued  to  and  returned  by  each  congregation. 
From  May  1843  to  January  1849  there  are  thus  no  reliable  data  from 
which  the  income  of  the  Churches  which  by  their  union  now  constitute 
the  United  Presbyterian  Church  can  be  taken ;  but  an  estimate  of  the 
amount  contributed  in  these  years  maybe  made, and  as  the  sum  collected 
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in  each  year  after  1848  can  be  correctly  ascertained,  the  following  state- 
ment of  the  annnal  income  of  the  Cliurch  for  all  purposes  since  May 
1843  may  be  accepted  as  an  approximation  to  accnracy,  which  can  involve 
no  serious  error : —

It  is  to  be  noted  here,  that  while  the  total  income  of  the  Gliurch  for  the 
ten  years  ending  in  1873  was  more  than  double'  the  income  for  the 
ten  years  ending  in  1853,  and  exceeded  the  income  for  the  decade 
ending  in  1863  by  more  than  one  million  of  pounds  sterling,  the  advance 
has  been  a  steady  and  continuous  progress  in  each  successive  year,  the 
only  marked  exceptions  being  in  the  years  1869  and  1870,  in  each  of 
which  the  income  was  less  than  it  had  been  in  the  year  1868.  That  excep- 
tion is,  however,  accounted  for  by  the  payments  to  the  Synod's  Treasurer 
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in  1868  of  bequests  from  one  individual  of  not  less  than  £35^000; 
and  the  income  for  1868  has  been  exceeded  by  more  than  £100,000 
by  the  income  of  the  year  for  which  the  present  Report  is  presented. 

The  total  income  of  the  Church  for  the  last  32^  years,  amount- 
ing to  more  than  seven  millions  of  pounds  sterling,  includes  the 
contributions  of  individuals  and  congregations  to  Foreign  Missions. 
There  are  no  accurate  statistics  for  this  branch  of  income  from  May 
1843  to  May  1847,  but  it  may  be  assumed  that  the  amount  contributed 
in  these  four  years  was  not  less  than  £20,000,  and  the  income  for  Foreign 
Missions  may  be  stated  thus  : —

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which  gives  an  average  amount  of  contributions  for  Foreign  Missions  of 
.£19,509,  6s.  for  each  year  incladed  in  the  table,  which  is  about  one- 
half  of  the  amount  received  hj  the  Synod's  Treasurer  in  the  year  1875. 
The  effect  of  the  generous  bequest  of  the  late  John  Henderson,  Esq.  of 
Park)  which  was  paid  over  to  the  credit  of  the  Foreign  Missions  of  the 
Church  in  1868,  is  seen  in  the  amount  of  the  contributions  reported  for 
that  year,  which  is  larger  than  the  amount  received  in  the  two  preceding 
years,  and  has  not  yet  been  equalled  by  the  contributions  of  any  succeed- 
ing year. 

The  Manse  Fund^  realised  by  subscriptions  and  donations  extending 
over  a  period  of  13  years,  with  accumulations  of  interest,  has  amounted 
to  £52,540,  15s«  8d.,  and  by  its  distribution  the  Manse  property  in  con- 
nection with  the  denomination  has  been  increased  in  value  by  nearly 
£140,000.    This  effort  is  now  drawing  to  a  close,  as  there  remain  only 
a  small  number  of  congregations  for  which  it  is  desirable  that  Manses 
should  be  provided,  and  in  connection  with  which  Manse  accommodation 
has  not  been  adequately  supplied  or  greatly  improved,   through  the 
stimulus  imparted  to  local  and  congregational  effort  by  means  of  the 
grants  made  from  the  Central  Fund. 

The  total  income  of  the  Church  for  the  year  1874  amounted  to 
£364,023,  and  the  Treasurer's  accounts  show  that  it  was  contribotecl  for

The  proportion  of  the  total  income  of  the  Church  which  is  con- 
tributed for  particular  funds  varies  from  year  to  year,  and  the  distribu-  , 
tion  of  the  whole  seven  millions  of  pounds  sterling  which  have  been 
raised  since  1843  cannot  be  exactly  determined  by  the  proportions  given 
above  for  1874.  But  by  applying  the  standard  of  1874  to  the  whole

In  closing  this  Report  on  the  Statistics  of  the  United  Presbjterian 
Church  for  the  year  1875,  the  Committee  have  pleasure  in  stating  that 
the  facts  which  it  records  present  encouraging  indications  of  continued 
growth  and  progress.  Six  new  congregations  have  been  erected  during 
the  year,  although  only  four  have  been  added  to  the  number  on  the  Synod's 
roll;  and  that  number  now  is  620.  The  additions  to  the  eldership  have  been 
58,  to  the  members  in  full  communion  2481,  and  to  the  average  Sabbath 
attendance  5279*  In  13  Presbyteries  and  247  congregations  the  member- 
ship has  decreased  by  665;  but  in  the  other  18  Presbyteries  and  in 
330  congregations  the  membership  has  increased  by  3146;  and  the' 
excess  of  accessions  over  deaths  and  removals,  which  constitutes  the 
clear  gain  of  the  congregations,  has  consequently  been  2481.  This  gives 
an  increase  of  1 J  per  cent,  in  the  membership  of  the  Church  during 
the  year,  while  the  increase  in  the  population  of  Scotland  has  probably 
been  about  one  per  «ent.  This  rate  of  increase  is  less  than  was  reported 
for  1874  in  May  1875,  as  the  gain  in  that  year  was  at  the  rate  of  2 
per  cent ;  but  it  is  double,  the  rate  of  increase  in  the  year  1873,  which 
was  only  §  per  cent.  On  the  whole,  therefore,  the  increase  in  the 
membership  of  the  Church  may  be  regarded  as  satisfactory ;  and  while 
it  demands  gratitude  for  the  past,  it  should  also  stimulate  to  effort  and 
exertion  for  the  coming  years.  There  is  yet  much  land  to  be  possessed  in 
connection  with  Evangelistic  effort  and  Home  Mission  enterprise;  and, 
especially  in  the  larger  towns  and  cities,  there  are  many  wanderers  to 
be  reclaimed  and  many  without  the  pale  of  all  Christian  Churches  who 
are  to  be  guided  to  Him  who  is  the  Shepherd  and  Bishop  of  souls, 
aiid  therefore  many  who  through  the  blessing  of  God  or  the  efforts  of 
His  people  are  to  be  allured  and  won,  ^  first  to  give  their  own  selves  unto 
the  Lord,'  and  then  unto  the  Church  ^by  the  will  of  God;'  and  from  among 
whom,  as  the  fruit  of  persevering  and  prayerful  labour,  believers  may  be, 
as  of  old,  ^  the  more  added  unto  the  Lord,  multitudes  both  of  men  and 
women.'     Wherefore,  as  *  the  Lord  hath  done  great  things  for  us  whereof 
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we  are  glad,'  let  our  prayer  be,  *  Turn  again  our  captivity,  O  Ix)rd,  as 
the  streams  in  the  south,'  for  '  they  that  sow  in  tears  shall  reap  in  joy. 
He  that  goeth  forth  and  weepeth,  bearing  precious  seed,  shall  doabtless 
come  again  rejoicing,  bringing  his  sheaves  with  him.' 

The   financial   condition   of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church,    as 
represented  in  the  Statistics  which  are  now  reported  on,  affords  occa- 
sion at  once  for  humble  and  devout  gratitude  to  God,  and  for  mutual 
congratulation  and  encouragement*    All  the  funds  and  enterprises  of 
the  Church  are  in  a  hopeful  and  prosperous  condition.     Foreign  Miasions 
have  not  been  overlooked,  or  suffered  to  languish ;  and  the  interest  in 
them,  which  for  more  than  thirty  years  has  consecrated  to  this  service  .an 
average  annual  sum  of  about  £20,000,  has  secured  for  them  during  the 
past  year  very  nearly  double  the  amount   of   that  average    rate,   or 
£38,316, 14s.  5d.    The  remarkable  addition  which  was  made  in  1874  to 
the  contributions  received  for  the  support  of  the  gospel  ministry,  and 
which  was  noticed  in  last  year's  Report  as  one  of  its  most  characteristic 
features,  has  been  fully  maintained  in  1875 ;  and  other  home  institu- 
tions and  schemes  of  effort  have  been  liberally  sustained*    Although  the 
total  income  of  the  Church  for  the  year  1874  showed  an  increase  of 
£25,645  on  the  income  of  the  year  preceding,  and  reached  the  then  un- 
precedented sum  of  £364,023,  the  resources  of  the  Church  have  during 
the  past    year  manifested   an   almost  unlooked-for  and   unexampled 
elasticity,  and  the  annual  income  has,  by  an  increase  of  15  per  cent*, 
reached  the  hitherto  unapproached  amount  of  £419,965,  18s.  2d.     The 
sum  of  the  contributions  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church,  and  of  the 
two  branches  by  whose  happy  union  it  was  constituted  29  years  ago, 
from  the  date  of  the  Disruption  of  the  Scottish  Establishment  in  1843 
to  the  end  of  the  year  1875,  has  consequently  been  raised  to  £7,043,556, 
a  sum  which  has  excited  the  surprise  of  statesmen  and  others  who  ai^ 
not  included  in  the  fellowship  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church,  and 
which  probably  rises  to  higher  figures  in  actual  fact  than  had   been 
thought  of  in  the  imaginings  of  many  of  the  Church's  friends.    Surely, 
then,  the  members  and  supporters  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church 
have  reason  to  strengthen  and  encourage  themselves  and  one  another  in 
the  Lord,  and  to  say,  ^  The  Lord  hath  been  mindful  of  us.  He  will  bless 
us ; '  *  Both  riches  and  honour  come  of  Thee,  and  Thou  reignest  over 
all ;  and  in  Thine  hand  is  power  and  might,  and  in  Thine  hand  it  is  to 
make  great  and  to  give  strength  unto  alL     Now,  therefore,  our  God, 
we  thank  Thee,  and  praise  Thy  glorious  name.'    *  We  will  rejoice  in 
Thy  salvation,  and  in  the  name  of  our  God  we  will  set  up  our  banners/ 
^  We  will  bless  the  Lord  from  this  time  forth  and  for  evermore.*

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  SCHOLARSHIPS. 

I.— Scholarships  for  University  Students'  Competition, 

Nov.  1875. 

The  Committee  have  to  report  that  eighty  applicants  sent  in  their  names 
for  the  competition  in  November  1875,  of  whom  five  withdrew  prior  to 
or  daring  the  examination.  Of  the  remaining  seventy-five,  no  fewer 
than  fifty-three  were  successful.  After  all  the  special  scholarships  were 
awarded,  it  was  found  that  there  still  remained  four  competitors  whose 
papers  were  above  75  per  cent.,  and  to  these  were  awarded  ordinary 
scholarships  of  £20 ;  fourteen  whose  papers  were  between  75  and  65 
per  cent.,  and  to  these  ordinary  scholarships  of  £15  were  awarded.  The 
remaining  twenty-three,  who  had  reached  the  minimum  of  50  per  cent., 
but  were  under  65  per  cent.,  received  scholarships  of  £10.  The  whole 
sum  granted  from  the  ordinary  fund  was  thus  £520 ;  and  the  aggregate 
value  of  the  special  scholarships  awarded  was  £295. 

II. — ^Tutorial  Assistance. 

Tutorial  assistance  was  provided  during  the  past  winter  for  thirty- 
eight  students, — twenty-six  in  Glasgow,  six  in  Aberdeen,  three  in  Edin- 
burgh, and  three  in  St.  Andrews.  Of  these,  twenty-six  were  beginning 
their  studies  in  classics,  and  twelve  in  mathematics. 

As  in  former  years,  the  tutors  report  that  many  of  the  students 
^  found  difiiculty  in  keeping  up  attendance  at  the  classes,  on  account  of 
their  time  being  so  fully  occupied  with  their  regular  college  work,  and 
(in  some  cases)  with  other  duties.'  In  the  case,  however,  of  those 
students  who  were  able  to  attend  with  regularity,  the  tutors  bear  hearty 
testimony  to  their  diligence  and  progress. 

The  entire  cost  of  the  tutorial  work  during  the  past  winter  has 
been  about  £60, — a  sum  considerably  below  the  expense  incurred  in 
several  preceding  years. 

III.— Theological  Scholarships.    Competition  in 
September  1875. 

After  special  examination  on  11th  September,  the  ^Pitcairn  and 
Miller- Frame  Scholarships '  were  awarded  to  a  student  of  the  fifth  year 
and  a  student  of  the  second  year  respectively,  and  the  *  Sime  Scholar- 
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ships'  to  a  student  of  the  third  year  and  a  student  of  the  second  year 
respectively*  The  Professors,  who  are  the  examiners  for  these  scholar- 
ships,  reported  that  other  two  students  came  very  close  to  the  successful 
competitors,  and  it  was  agreed  that  they  should  receive  scholarships  of 
£10  each. 

IV. — State  of  the  Fund. 

The  Committee  have  the  satisfaction  of  reporting  that  the  income  of 
the  past  year  exceeds  the  expenditure  by  about  £60,  and  that  there  is  at 
present  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  a  surplus  of  nearly  £200. 

V. — Replt  to  Communication  from  ^Stnop's  Committee  on 
More  Efficient  Training.' 

Earnest  and  lengthened  consideration  lias  been  given  to  a  communi- 
cation from  the  ^  Synod's  Committee  on  More  Efficient  Training/  with 
reference  to  the  ^  expansion  of  the  Scholarship  Fund,  so  as  to  make  it 
available  for  students  in  their  Theological  as  well  as  in  their  Arts 
curriculum.' 

The  Committee  are  now  deeply  thankful  to  state  that  in  the  provi- 
dence of  God  th^y  have  been  relieved  from  the  anxiety  which  this  im- 
portant communication  naturally  caused  them.  A  munificent  gift, 
offered  within  these  few  weeks  by  a  member  of  the  Church,  will,  with 
other  new  sources  of  income,  increase  the  funds  at  their  disposal  by  an 
amount  so  large,  that  without  making  any  special  effort,  they  will  be 
able  to  give  this  year  a  considerable,  and,  it  is  believed,  sufficient  number 
of  Theological  Scholarships  of  high  average  value.

Note. — It  appears  from  the  terms  of  the  trust-deed  that  it  is  in  the 
power  of  the  Presbytery  of  Perth  to  make  the  two  *  Honey '  bursaries 
available  for  theological  students. 

In  addition  to  these  special  scholarships,  which,  with  the  exception  of 
the  *  Honey,'  are  already  the  Synod's  property,  there  are  now  offered  for 
the  Synod's  acceptance  others,  of  which  the  number  and  names  and 
conditions  will  appear  from  the  following  papers,  laid  on  the  table  along 
with  this  Report : — 
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1.  Copy  of  certified  excerpt  from  the  trust  disposition  and  deed 
of  settlement  of  the  Rev.  Alexander  MacGregor,  minister  of  the 
United  Presbyterian  Chnrch^  Kilwinning^  whereby  he  bequeaths  the 
sum  of  £500  sterling  to  found  a  bursary — called  the  ^MacGhr^i:or 
Bursary' — for  students  ^who  have  undertaken  to  enter  the  Foreign 
Mission  Field.' 

2.  A  'Memorandum  of  conditfons'  on  which  a  member  of  the 
Church  offers  a  bursary  of  the  annual  value  of  £20,  to  be  called  the 
*  Hugh  Crichton  Divinity  Bursary.' 

3.  A  '  Memorial '  from  Thomas  Biggart,  Esq.,  Dairy,  announcing  his 
intention  to  present  to  the  Sjmod  a  fund  amounting  to  £4000,  with  the 
view  of  founding  a  number  of  theological  scholarships,  to  be  called,  in 
memory  of  his  son,  the  ^  Biggart  Scholarships.'  It  is  computed  that  this 
fund  will  yield  eleven  scholarships  of  £20  each.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  THEOLOGICAL 
EDUCATION,  Etc. 

May  1876. 

L— The  Divinity  Hall— 1875. 

The  Committee  have  to  report  that  the  examination  of  students  for 
admission  to  the  Hall  took  place  on  the  15th  June,  in  Edinburgh, 
Glasgow,  St.  Andrews,  Perth,  Broughty-Ferry,  Pittenweem,  Forres, 
Langholm,  Newcastle,  and  Egremont.  The  number  of  students  who  were 
duly  certified  for  examination  by  their  respective  Presbyteries  was  thirty- 
two.  Thirteen  of  the  applicants  withdrew  before  the  examination,  two 
from  ill-health,  and  eleven  on  the  ground  of  the  contemplated  change  in 
the  Hall  session.  Of  the  nineteen  who  appeared  for  examination,  seventeen 
passed ;  but  to  this  number  must  be  added  one,  who,  after  passing  his 
examination  for  entrance  to  the  Hall  in  1874,  and  being  unable  to 
attend,  had  permission  given  to  him  by  the  Committee  to  attend  the  Hall 
last  session  without  further  examination,  thus  making  the  number  of 
students  who  attended  the  Hall  for  the  first  year  eighteen,  as  compared 
with  thirty-two  of  the  previous  year.  Of  those  entering  the  Hall,  eleven 
presented  certificates  of  having  undergone,  in  one  or  more  departments, 
the  University  examinations  with  a  view  to  a  degree  in  Arts.  This  is 
a  decrease  of  five  when  compared  with  the  previous  year. 

The  examination  of  students  of  the  first  year  in  Natural  Philosophy 
was  conducted  at  the  same  time  as  that  for  admission  to  the  Hall.  The 
number  of  students  examined  was  sixteen,  of  whom  fifteen  were  success- 
ful ;  the  student  who  was  unsuccessful  has  been  appointed  to  undergo 
examination  next  year,  so  that  his  course  at  the  Hall  in  the  meantime 
has  not  been  interrupted.  Sixteen  students  were  exempted  from  the 
examination  in  Natural  Philosophy,  on  the  ground  of  having  passed  in 
this  department  the  University  examination  for  a  degree  in  Arts. 

The  Hall  for  the  session  of  1875  was  opened,  in  the  presence  of  the 
Committee,  on  Tuesday  the  3d  of  August,  when,  after  prayer,  the  intro- 
ductory lecture  was  delivered  by  the  Rev.  Professor  Cairns. 

On  the  23d  September  the  session  was  closed,  when  the  Rev.  Dr. 
M'Gavin,  the  Moderator  of  Synod,  delivered  the  concluding  address. 
The  Professors  duly  reported  to  the  Committee  in  regard  to  their  classes. 

Dr.  Harper,  Professor  of  Systematic  and  Pastoral  Theology,  after 
remarking  that  the  chair  of  Systematic  Theology,  as  hitherto  constituted, 
embraces  Pastoral  together  with  Systematic  Theology,  proceeds  to  say : — 
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It  lias  been  my  practice  to  allot  a  third  session  to  the  latter  brancL 
Accordingly,  Pastoral  Theology  formed  the  subject  of  this  year's  session 
of  my  department  in  our  Divinity   Hall.     The  principal  part  of  the 
business  of  the  class  consisted  in  an  inquiry  into  the  genuineness  of 
the  Pastoral  Epistles.     Objections  were  considered  at  some  length,  and 
were  replied  to  in  detail.     Lectures  were  delivered  on    tlie    first  three 
chapters  of  the  First  Epistle  to   Timothy.     Together  ivitli   a   careful 
exegesis  of  important  passages,  attention  was  given  to    point    oat  the 
bearing  of  these  on  the  duties  and  responsibilities  of  the  Pastoral  Office. 
Several  lectures  were   delivered   specially  on   *  Preaching    the    Word/ 
During  most  of  the  session  the  class  was  examined  several  times  weekly 
in  Hodge's  Text  Book,  under  the  head  of  the  '  Application  of  fiedemption.' 
These  examinations  were  intended  to  combine  instruction  in   Systemadc 
Theology  with  the  prelections  and  examinations  in  the  Pastoral  depart- 
ment.    The    four  ordinary   written   examinations   were   conducted  ss 
usual,  with  increasingly  favourable  results.     A  written  examination  was 
also  held  on  sections  of  Dr.  Hodge's  system  for  the  students  of  the  third 
and   fourth   year.     It  was  highly  satisfactory.     In  addition   to   other 
exercises,  the  students  of  the  third  year  gave  in  essays  on  topics  pre- 
scribed to  them.     On  account  of  the  procrastination  of  not  a  few  to  near 
the  close  of  the  session,  it  was  found  impossible  tQ  give  all  the  attention 
to  these  which  was  desirable.     As  far  as  opportunity  for  this  purpose 
was  afforded,  they  gave  good  evidence  of  ability,  and  generally  of  com- 
mendable attention  to  the  subject.     The  conduct  of  the  students  as  a 
body  was  satisfactory,  and  not  a  few  showed  themselves  most  praise- 
worthy examples  of  all  that  students  of  Theology  ought  to  be  in  prepar- 
ing for  the  sacred  work  they  have  before  them. 

Dr.  Eadie^  Professor  of  Biblical  Literature  and  Exegesis,  reports 
that  his  regular  course  of  lectures  has  been  considerably  curtailed  by  his 
meeting,  this  session  as  last  session,  with  all  the  students  of  the  Hall, 
three  hours  a  week.  He  lectured  to  his  own  class  on  ^  The  Text,  the 
Languages,  and  the  Interpretation  of  Scripture,'  and  especially  on  the 
*  Interpretation  of  Narratives,  Parables,  and  Miracles.'  He  could  not, 
for  the  reason  given,  read  much  Greek  or  examine ;  he  heard  the  dis- 
courses of  one-half  of  the  students  of  the  second  year,  and  they  were  all 
really  good,  and  all,  without  any  diflSculty,  sustained.  Some  of  the 
earlier  chapters  of  Genesis  were  read  in  Hebrew.  The  behaviour  of  the 
class  was  exemplary.  The  four  written  examinations  were  also  highly 
creditable.  Dr.  Eadie  also  reports  that  in  the  meeting  with  all  the 
students  he  took  up  selected  portions  of  the  *  Acts  of  the  Apostles,'  and 
portions  of  historical  or  ecclesiastical  value,  and  threw  some  side  lights  upon 
them ;  and  had  also  a  few  Theology  readings,  of  groups  of  verses  bearing 
on  the  Person  and  Work  of  Christ,  winding  up  with  a  portion  of  First 
Corinthians,  15th  chapter.     Dr.  Eadie  also  reports  that  he  heard  thedis- 
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courses  of  half  of  the  fourth-year  students,  and  tliey  were  all  cordially 
sustained.  The  classes  were  attended  by  some  students  of  other  denom- 
inations and  other  countries. 

Dr.  Cairns,  Professor  of  Apologetical  Theology,  reports  that  in  the 
course  of  the  session  he  delivered  a  full  series  of  lectures  on  the 
*  Evidences  of  Christianity,'  and  also  three  lectures  on  *Error.'  In  addition 
to  these  written  lectures,  he  delivered  a  number  of  oral  lectures  on  the 
principal  questions  of  Natural  Religion  and  on  the  Religions  of  the 
World,  with  examinations  on  the  written  lectures  and  on  the  relative 
literature,  more  especially  that  of  recent  date.  He  also  conducted  four 
written  examinations,  as  required  by  the  Synod,  with  very  satisfactory 
results.  He  likewise  heard  the  Critical  exercises  of  half  of  the  students 
of  the  second  year,  which  were  of  much  promise.  In  the  Senior  Hall  he 
held  a  meeting  of  about  forty  minutes  daily,  and  delivered  some  lectures 
on  the  ^  Difficulties  of  Christianity,'  and  also  on  the  ^  Religious  Denom- 
inations in  England,'  with  a  Homiletical  exercise  one  day  in  the  week, 
intended  to  give  some  practice  chiefly  in  the  dividing  of  sermons.  The 
work  has  also  embraced  examinations  on  the  lectures,  both  oral  and 
written.  In  both  divisions  of  the  Hall  the  diligence  of  the  students  was 
satisfactory,  and  the  session,  though  laborious,  has  been  pleasant.  Dr. 
Cairns  closes  by  expressing  his  belief  that  the  work  of  the  session  will 
redound  to  the  glory  of  God  and  to  the  good  of  the  Church. 

Mr.  Blumenreich  reports  in  gratifying  terms  of  the  work  and  con- 
duct of  bis  Hebrew  class. 

On  comparing  the  total  number  of  students  enrolled  for  the  session 
with  that  of  the  ten  years  immediately  preceding,  the  Committee  find 
that  in  1865  there  were  132 ;  in  1866,  134 ;  in  1867,  136 ;  in  1868, 
139;  in  1869,  142;  in  1870,  139;  in  1871,  151;  in  1872,  136;  in 
1873,  126 ;  in  1874, 127 ;  and  in  1875,  120.  Of  the  120  enrolled,  72 
belonged  to  the  Senior  and  48  to  the  Junior  division  of  the  Hall. 

n. — Remuneration  of  Professors  for  Extra  Work. 

The  Committee  unanimously  agreed  to  recommend  that  the  salary 
(£100)  of  the  vacant  chair  of  Church  History  be  divided  equally  between 
Professors  Eadie  and  Cairns,  for  the  additional  work  so  readily  under- 
taken by  them  of  conducting,  along  with  Professor  Harper,  the  classes 
of  the  Senior  Hall. 

in. — Examination  for  Entrants  as  to  their  Knowledge  op 
the  Contents  of  the  English  Version  of  the  Scriptures. 

The  Committee  unanimously  agreed  to  recommend  that  students 
applying  for  admission  to  the  Hall  be  required  to  undergo  an  examina- 
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tion  on  Bible  knowledge  in  addition  to  the  examinations  already  pre- 
scribed. 


IV. — SUPEEINTENDENCE  OF  STUDENTS  DURING  THEIE  UNIVERSITY 

CUREIOULUM. 

Beports  have  been  received  from  the  Superintendents  of  Students 
attending  the  Scottish  Universities. 

The  Rev.  Alexander  Mair  reports,  in  regard  to  the  students  attend- 
ing Edinburgh  University,  that  the  total  number  which  he  had  upon 
his  list  as  attending  was  21,  and  that  the  largest  number  in  attendance 
on  any  one  occasion  was  12.     In  regard  to  the  mode  of  conducting 
the  meeting,  he  deemed  it  best  not  to  make  it  a  formal  class,  demand- 
ing more  work  in  addition  to  their  University  studies.      His  plan 
was  as  follows :  he  opened  with  devotional  exercises,  and  thereafter  the 
first  part  of  the  hour  was  spent  in  conversation  on  points  of  personal 
religion,  especially  of  practical  importance  for  ministers  in  the  present 
day.    The  second  half  of  the  hour  was  spent  in  conversation  on  subjects 
of  a  more  secular  kind,  bearing  closely  on  ministerial  work.   As  specimens 
of  such  subjects,  he  mentions  ^  The  Importance  of  Modern  Languages 
to  the  Minister,'  ^Foreign  Universities,  and  the  best  time  and  way  of  utiliz- 
ing them ;'  ^  The  Importance  and  the  Means  of  Training  to  clearness  and 
efficiency  in  Public  Speaking,'  etc.    Though  these  meetings  were  smaller 
than  he  could  have  desired,  yet  they  were  always  pleasant  to  himself, 
and  he  has  reason  to  believe  not  unpleasant  nor  unprofitable  to  the 
students  who  attended. 

The  Eev.  Walter  Koberts  reports,  in  regard  to  the  students  attending 
Glasgow  University,  that  it  was  only  at  the  January  meeting  of  Pres- 
bytery that  he  was  appointed  superintendent,  and  illness  has  since  then 
prevented  him  doing  what  he  should  like  to  have  done  in  the  direction  of 
the  appointment.  He  has,  however,  had  five  meetings  with  the  students, 
at  which  as  many  as  26  were  present.  He  did  not  feel  it  right  to  add  to 
the  burden  of  their  studies,  but  spoke  to  them  on  such  subjects  as  the 
importance  of  health,  of  the  study  of  men  as  well  as  books,  of  extem- 
pore speech,  of  the  Bible  ideal  of  Grod's  servant. 

The  Bev.  Andrew  Dickie  reports,  in  regard  to  students  attending 
Aberdeen  University,  that  with  nine  of  the  students  he  had  a  good  deal 
of  intercourse  during  the  session.  They  met  occasionally  for  prayer  and 
Christian  fellowship.  At  these  meetings  the  exercises  were  conducted  as 
far  as  possible  by  the  young  men  themselves.  As  in  former  years, 
however,  part  of  the  time  was  occupied  with  conversation  on  some 
religious  topic  or  passage  of  Scripture  which  Imd  been  proposed  at  a 
previous  meeting.    In  this  manner  they  went  over  the  whole  of  the  17th 
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chapter  of  John.    The  meetings  were  very  pleasant,  and  seemed  to  be 
enjoyed  by  the  young  men. 

The  Eev.  James  M'Owan  reports,  in  regard  to  the  students  attending 
St.  Andrews  University,  that  there  have  been  fourteen  students  of  our 
Church  resident  in  St.  Andrews  this  session,  and  he  has  met  with  them 
on  several  occasions  during  the  winter.  They  read  together  portions 
of  the  First  Epistle  to  the  Corinthians  in  Greek,  and  he  was  much 
pleased  with  the  interest  taken  by  the  students  in  these  studies,  and 
with  the  intelligence  they  showed. 

v.— The  Libkakies. 

1.  The  Edinburgh  Library. 

Mr.  Morris,  the  Librarian,  reports  that  the  business  of  the  Hall 
Library  has  been  carried  on  steadily  during  the  past  year ;  that  2232 
volumes  have  been  taken  out  by  readers,  while  a  very  much  larger 
number  have  been  consulted  on  the  premises ;  that  163  volumes  have 
been  added  to  the  Library,  158  by  purchase  and  5  by  presentation.  Of

2.  Tlie  Glasgow  Library. 

Mr.  Taylor,  the  Librarian,  reports  that  the  number  of  books  given 
oat  daring  the  past  year  in  connection  with  this  Library  was  2763,  and 
the  number  consulted  1849.   No  new  books  were  added  during  the  year. 

VI.— Pkesbttbet  Eecords. 

Mr,  Morris  reports  that  in  compliance  with  the  injunction  of  last 
Synod,  several  Presbyteries  have  sent  in  portions  of  their  Records,  of 
which  he  has  duly  prepared  indices,  and  that  two  Presbyteries  have 
promised  some  volumes  of  Records,  as  soon  as  some  necessary  arrange* 
ments  before  transmitting  them  have  been  completed.  The  Committee 
recommend  that  the  Synod  grant  Mr.  Morris  £25,  as  in  preceding  years, 
in  remuneration  of  his  laborious  work  in  connection  with  the  Records. 
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Vn. — Petitions  from  Students. 

1.  Mr.  Leonard  MUUr^s  Petition. 

A  petition  was  received,  recommended  by  the  Presbytery  of  Carlisle^ 
praying  that  Mr.  Leonard  Miller,  who  has  attended  the  Sail  for  three 
sessions,  and  is  about  to  proceed  to  Jamaica  as  a  missionary,  be  allowed 
to  finish  his  studies  in  December  next.  The  Committee  unanimously 
agreed  to  transmit  the  petition,  with  a  recommendation  that  it  be  granted. 

2.  Mr.  John  Culleris  Petition. 

A  petition,  forwarded  and  recommended  by  the  Presbytery  of  Aber- 
deen, was  received  from  Mr.  John  Gullen,  M.A.  (vide  Synod  Papers, 
p.  17),  bearing,  that  when  he  formed  the  resolution  of  studying  for  the 
ministry  it  was  too  late  for  him  to  attend  last  session  of  the  ITall ;  that 
during  the  past  winter  session  1875-76,  he.  had  attended  the  classes  con- 
stituting the  regular  first  year  of  the  Divinity  curriculum  at  the  Aberdeen 
Free  Church  College;  and  praying  that  the  said  session  at  the  Free  Ghurcli 
College  be,  in  the  circumstances,  reckoned  equivalent  to  a  session  at  the 
Divinity  Hall  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church.     The  Committee 
unanimously  agreed  to  transmit  the  petition,  with  a  recoipmendation 
that  in  the  special  circumstances  of  the  case  it  be  granted.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  MORE  EFFICIENT 
TRAINING  OF  STUDENTS  AT  THE  THEOLOGICAL 
HALL. 

The  Synod  having,  in  May  last,  adopted  the  improved  System  of 
Theological  Training  of  whichwthe  Presbyteries  of  the  Church  had 
expressed  their  approval,  the  chief  work  of  the  Committee  during  the 
past  year  has  been  to  consider  all  matters  of  detail,  and  to  make  the 
necessary  arrangements  for  bringing  the  new  system  into  operation. 

I. — Arrangements  with  Present  Professors. 

The  first  matter  that  required  the  Committee's  attention  was  to 
ascertain  how  our  present  Professors  were  disposed  to  view  the  call 
which  the  Synod  had  addressed  to  them  *  to  undertake  the  duties  and 
responsibilities  involved  in  an  extended  session  of  the  Hall.*  The  Synod 
instructed  the  Committee  *  to  confer  with  the  Professors,  and,  if  neces« 
sary,  with  their  respective  Presbyteries  and  the  Sessions  of  their  respec- 
tive congregations,  with  reference  to  their  altered  position,  and  to  arrange 
with  the  Professors,  on  their  accepting  the  call  now  addressed  to  them, 
as  to  their  relation  to  their  several  Chairs.' — (Minutes,  p.  402.) 

At  the  first  meeting  of  Committee,  it  was  agreed  to  appoint  Sub- 
Committees  to  confer  with  the  Professors  in  terms  of  the  Synod's  remit, 
and  to  report.  As  the  only  special  instruction  that  it  was  deemed 
necessary  to  give  to  these  Sub-Committees,  it  was  agreed  that  the  Com- 
mittee recommend  to  the  Synod  that  *  in  the  meantime  Dr.  Harper  and 
Dr.  Cairns  be  associated  in  the  duties  of  the  "  Chair  of  Systematic 
Theology  and  Apologetics,"  and  that  Dr.  Harper  be  the  Principal  of  the 
Theological  Hall.'  The  Committee  were,  of  course,  guided  in  this 
matter  by  the  fact  that,  by  deed  of  Synod,  the  subjects  on  which  Dr. 
Harper  and  Dr.  Cairns  have  been  respectively  lecturing  are  now  com- 
bined under  one  Chair;  while,  at  the  same  time,  the  Committee  were 
persuaded  that  whatever  honour  in  connection  with  the  Theological 
Hall  the  Synod  has  at  its  disposal,  will  be  readily  conferred  upon  one  who 
has  served  the  Church  so  long,  so  ably,  and  so  faithfully  as  Dr.  Harper. 

The  Sub-Committees  reported  in  due  course  that  Dr.  Harper  and 
Dr.  Cairns  had  both  expressed  their  satisfaction  with  the  proposal  of  the 
Committee  as  to  their  joint  occupancy  of  the  *  Chair  of  Systematic 
Theology  and  Apologetics,'  and  that  Dr.  Harper  was  much  gratified 
with  the  proposal  as  to  the  Principalship.  It  was  further  reported  that 
the  communications  of  the  Committee  had  been  favourably  received  by 
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the  Session  of  North  Leith  Congregation  and  the  Session  o£  Wallace 
Green  Congregation,  Berwick;  and  that  the  Session  of  Lansdowne 
Congregation,  Glasgow,  were  agreeable  to  an  arrangement  that  Dr. 
Eadie  should  retain  his  connection  with  the  congregation  as  senior 
pastor,  and  that  a  colleague  should  be  appointed. 

As  the  result  of  further  communications  with  the  representatives  of 
North  Leith  Congregation,  the  Committee  resolved  to  report  to  the 
Synod  that  ^  in  their  judgment,  considering  the  special  circumstances  in 
which  Dr.  Harper  is  placed,  it  is  not  necessary  to  disturb  in  any  way  his 
present  relations  with  the  North  Leith  Congregation.'  This  arrangement 
having  been  made,  Dr.  Harper  wrote  to  the  Committee  intimating  his 
acceptance  of  the  Synod's  call,  and  his  approval  of  the  proposals  which 
the  Committee  had  laid  before  him  and  his  congregation.  I>r.  Haiper's 
letter  will  be  found  in  the  Appendix  to  this  Eeport. — (App.  A.) 

The  congregation  of  Lansdowne  concur  with  their  Session  in 
the  desire  that  Dr.  Eadie  be  allowed  to  retain  his  connection  -with  them 
as  senior  pastor.  In  this  proposed  arrangement  Dr.  Eadie.  himself 
acquiesces ;  and  the  Committee  recommend  that  the  Synod  should 
sanction  it.  Dr.  Eadie's  letter,  accepting  the  Synod's  call,  is  given  to 
the  Appendix. — (App.  B.) 

A  letter  was  also  received  from  Dr.  Cairns,  intimating  that  he  '  iias 
been  led  to  accept  the  Synod's  call,  and  to  contemplate  the  severance  of 
the  ties  which  have  for  so  many  years  and  so  happily  united  him  to  iiis 
congregation.'  Dr.  Cairns'  letter  is  also  given  in  the  Appendix. 
—(App.  C.) 

The  Committee  trust  that  the  Synod  will  sanction  the  arrangements 
now  proposed ;  it  being  understood,  of  course,  that,  while  special  arrange- 
ments may  be  made  with  those  at  present  occupying  our  Professorial 
Chairs,  in  the  case  of  all  new  appointments  the  pastoral  tie  is  at  once 
to  be  dissolved,  and  the  Professors  to  devote  their  whole  time  and 
strength  to  the  work  of  the  Hall. 

The  Committee  are  glad  to  be  in  a  position  to  make  the  above 
announcements  to  the  Synod.  It  must  be  gratifying  to  know  that  the 
Church  is  still  to  retain  the  services  of  those  to  whom  she  has  been  so 
largely  indebted  in  the  years  that  are  past,  and  whose  very  names  are  a 
pledge  that  our  Theological  Hall  shall  command  not  only  the  confidence 
of  our  own  denomination,  but  also  the  respect  of  eveiy  section  of  the 
Christian  Church. 

II. — ^The  Vacant  Chaibs  :  Nominations  bt  Pbesbttebies. 

So  soon  as  the  Committee  had  reached  that  stage  in  their  procedure 
at  which  they  were  able  to  say  what  Chairs  are  to  be  filled  up  in  May 
1876,  they  agreed  to  send  down  a  statement  to  this  effect  to  all  the 
Presbyteries  of  the  Church,  in  terms  of  the  Synod's  instructions.— 
(Minutes,  p.  385.)     The  Committee's  circular  was  issued  in  the  end  of 
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September,  and  bore  that  the  Chairs  to  be  filled  up  in  May  1876  are  the 
following: — 

1.  Chau:  of  Hebrew  and  Old  Testament  Literature  and  Exegesis ; 

2.  Chair  of  Church  History,  including  the  History  of  Doctrines ; 

3.  Chair  of  Practical  Training  for  the  Work  of  the  Ministry. 

The  circular  further  requested  Presbyteries  to  take  this  matter  into 
their  early  consideration,  and  to  ^  send  up  to  the  Committee,  not  later 
than  1st  March  1876,  the  names  of  ministers  whom  they  consider  suit- 
able for  the  vacant  Chairs.' 

Betums  have  been  received  from  36  out  of  the  37  Presbyteries  of 
the  Church.  The  following  are  the  names  that  have  been  sent  up, 
arranged,  first,  according  to  Presbyteries,  and,  secondly,  according  to  the 
Chairs.

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III. — Scheme  op  Pbactical  Training  :  Objects  and  Duties  op 

THE  Fifth  Chaib. 

The  Synod  last  year  ^  agreed  to  remit  to  this  Committee  to  matare 
more  fully  the  Scheme  of  Practical  Training,  embracing  the  objects  and 
daties  of  the  fifth  Chair,  and  the  method  and  details  of  any  supple- 
mental department.' — (Minutes,  p.  379.) 

The  Committee  at  once  proceeded  to  give  their  attention  to  this 
matter.  A  Sub-Committee  was  appointed,  to  prepare  a  paper  which 
should  set  forth  in  detail  Hhe  objects  and  duties  of  the  fifth  Chair.' 
This  paper  having  been  submitted  to  the  Committee,  and  carefully 
revised,  was  finally  adopted,  and  copies  were  sent  out  to  all  members  of 
Synod.  A  copy  will  be  found  in  the  Appendix  to  the  present  Report. — 
(App.  D.) 

The  Committee  do  not  ask  the  Synod  to  sanction  this  paper  as  a  pro- 
gramme which  the  occupant  of  the  fifth  Chair  must  rigidly  adhere  to, 
but  simply  to  give  the  document  a  general  approval,  as  containing  a 
sketch  of  the  ground  over  which  the  Professor  of  Practical  Training  is 
expected  to  conduct  his  students. 

While  the  Committee  still  cherish  the  hope  which  they  ventured  to 
express  in  their  last  Report,  ^  that  before  long,  through  the  liberality  of 
individuals,  or  of  the  Church,  Special  Lectureships  may  be  instituted,' 
they  deem  it  inexpedient  at  present  to  enter  upon  the  consideration  of 
any  such  ^  Supplemental  Department.'  They  content  then^selves  with 
suggesting  that  the  efforts  of  the  Church  should  be  directed  in  the 
meantime  towards  the  liberal  support  of  the  Chairs  already  instituted, 
and  that  the  staff  of  Professors  should  charge  themselves  with  overtaking 
as  far  as  possible  the  entire  field  of  Theological  Training. 

The  Committee  have  pleasure,  in  this  connection,  in  reporting  to  the 
Synod  that  a  member  of  the  Committee  (Thomas  Biggart,  Esq.,  Dairy) 
has  placed  a  fund  at  the  Synod's  disposal,  the  proceeds  of  which,  he 
proposes,  should  go  to  provide  a  course  of  lessons  in  Elocution  for  the 
Students  of  the  Hall.  A  memorandum,  which  contains  a  statement  of 
the  donor's  views  and  wishes  in  the  matter,  and  which  has  been  examined 
and  approved  of  by  the  Committee,  will  be  found  in  the  Appendix. — 
(App.  E.) 

IV. — ^Tbainino  fob  the  Fobeign  Mission  Field. 

The  Committee  were  instructed  by  the  Synod  last  year  *  to  bring  up 
a  final  Report  as  to  Training  for  the  Foreign  Field.' — (Minutes,  p.  379.) 

The  Committee  felt  that,  in  order  to  have  the  materials  before  them 
for  duly  considering  this  question,  the  first  step  to  be  taken  was  to 
ascertain  what  was  the  procedure  of  other  Churches  and  Missionary 
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Societies  in  this  department  Letters  of  inquiry  were  accordingly  sent 
oat,  and  a  large  amoont  of  information  was  received  from  America  and 
the  Continent,  as  well  as  from  Churches  and  Societies  in  England, 
Scotland,  and  Ireland.  A  brief  abstract  of  the  information  obtained  is 
given  in  the  Appendix  to  this  Report. — (App.  F.) 

From  the  communications  thus  received  by  the  Committee^  it  ap- 
pears— 

1.  That  in  almost  all  cases  the  same  course  of  training  is  required  of 
candidates  for  Foreign  Service  as  of  those  who  are  preparing  for  the 
ministry  in  the  Home  Church. 

2.  That  in  almost  all  cases  the  course  of  training,  both  literary  and 
theological,  is  as  lengthened  and  as  complete  as  the  training  which  oar 
students  shall  have  under  the  new  arrangements. 

3.  That  in  those  cases  where  there  is  a  somewhat  shorter  course  of 
study  than  our  Church  requires,  or  where  candidates  for  the  Foreign 
Field  have  a  shorter  course  than  those  for  the  Home  Church,  it  is  stated 
that  this  arises  from  the  pressure  of  necessity ;  and  a  desire  is  expressed 
that  this  state  of  things  may  be  remedied,  and  a  complete  course  of 
study  prescribed. 

4.  That  in  several  cases  candidates  for  Foreign  Service,  in  addition  to 
their  ordinary  course  of  study,  are  expected  to  devote  some  time  to  the 
study  of  Medicine. 

Having  carefully  considered  the  information  thus  obtained,  and  its 
bearing  upon  the  whole  question  of  Training  for  the  Foreign  Field,  the 
Committee  recommend  to  the  Synod  as  follows : — 

I.  That  all  the  students  of  the  Church,  tohetlier  they  are  to  labour  at 
Home  or  in  tlie  Foreign  Fields  shall  be  required  to  pass  through  the  same 
course  of  training. 

This  recommendation  is  based  upon  three  considerations,  which 
may  be  thus  briefly  stated : — (1)  There  is  at  least  as  much  need 
of  a  thorough  training  for  work  in  the  Foreign  Field  as  for  work 
.at  Home ;  (2)  The  fact  of  all  passing  through  the  same  course 
of  study  places  the  minister  and  the  missionary  on  the  same 
level,  and  forms  a  bond  of  sympathy  ^and  union  between  the 
Church  at.  Home  and  the  Church  in  the  Mission  Field ;  (3)  The 
experience  of  other  Churches  and  Missionary  Societies,  as  well 
as  of  our  own  Church,  points  unmistakeably  in  the  same  direc- 
tion. 

II.  That  in  addition  to  the  ordinary  course  of  study y  candidates  for 
service  in  the  Foreign  Field  shall  be  required  to  devote  some  time  to  the 
study  of  Medicine. 

The  Committee  suggest  that  those  students  who  offer  themselves 
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during  their  first  Hall  session  for  Foreign  Service  shall  devote  at 
least  the  recess  between  the  first  and  second  sessions  and  the 
recess  between  the  second  and  third  sessions  to  Medical  study ; 
while  those  who  do  not  offer  themselves  till  their  last  session 
shall  devote  a  year  to  Medical  study  after  their  Theological 
course  is  completed. 

V. — Arrangement  of  Classes  and  Hours  at  the  HAUi. 

The  following  time-table  was  prepared  by  the  Committee  two  years 
ago.  It  has  now. been  carefully  revised,  and  submitted  to  the  Professors 
for  their  suggestions.  No  Professor  will  have  more  than  two  hours' 
work  a  day,  and  the  students  will  only  have  three  hours'  attendance, 
except  during  their  last  session.  The  study  of  literature  and  exegesis, 
both  Old  Testament  and  New,  is  continued  throughout  the  entire  curri- 
culum, while  full  justice  is  done  at  the  same  time  to  the  other  subjects. 
The  Committee  request  the  Synod  simply  to  give  the  scheme  a  general 
approval,  leaving  it  open  for  any  future  modification  that  the  experience 
of  its  practical  working  may  suggest.  It  is  plain  that  for  one  or  two 
sessions  at  least,  matters  at  the  Hall  will  be  in  a  transition  state,  and  it 
must  be  left  to  the  Professors^  along  with  the  Committee  on  Theological 
Education^  to  make  such  arrangements  as  to  classes  and  hours  as  shall 
meet  the  necessities  of  the  case. 

PROPOSED  TIME-TABLE  FOR  THE  HALL. 

(1.)  Students  of  the  first  year  shall  attend  the  following  Classes : — 

(a)  New  Testament  Literature  and  Exegesis,      1  hour  a  day. 

(b)  Hebrew  and  Old  Testament  Literature  and 

Exegesis,     .  •  •  •  •  1  hour  a  day. 

(c)  Practical  Training,  •         .  .  1  hour  a  day. 

(2.)  Students  of  the  second  year  shall  attend  the  following  Classes : — 

(a)  Hebrew  and  Old  Testament  Literature  and 

Exegesis,  and  New  Testament  Literature 

and  Exegesis,  on  alternate  days,        •         1  hour  a  day. 

(b)  Church  History,  etc.,        ...  1  hour  a  day. 

(c)  Systematic  Theology  and  Apologetics,  1  hour  a  day. 

(3.)  Students  of  the  third  year  shall  attend  the  following  Classes : — 
(a)  Hebrew  and  Old  Testament  Literature  and 
Exegesis,  and  New  Testament  Literature 
and  Exegesis,  on  alternate  days,        .  1  hour  a  day. 

(6)  Church  History,  etc.,        ...  1  hour  a  day. 

(c)  Systematic  Theology  and  Apologetics,  1  hour  a  day. 

(d)  Practical  Training,  ...  1  hour  a  day. 
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VI. — SOHOLABSHIPS  AtaILABLE  FOR  THEOLOGICAL  STUDENTS. 

The  Synod  determined  last  year  that  '  an  effort  should  be  made  so 
to  increase  the  Scholarship  Fand  as  to  make  it  available  for  students  in 
their  Theological  as  well  as  their  Arts  carricalum.' — (Minutes,  p.  377.) 

Commanication  was  at  once  opened  up  with  the  Scholarship  Com^ 
mittee  on  this  subject,  and  that  Committee  are  prepared  to  do  all  in  their 
power  to  carry  out  the  Synod's  instructions. 

It  will  be  peculiarly  gratifying  to  the  Synod  to  know  that  the  same 
generous  member  of  this  Committee  who  has  provided  for  instruction  in 
elocution,  has  arranged  to  hand  over  to  the  Synod  a  fund  that  will  yield 
annually  no  fewer  than  eleven  scholarships  of  £20  each.  These,  with 
several  other  special  scholarships  which  have  already  been  founded  for  the 
benefit  of  our  students  of  Theology,  and  several  scholarships  which  the 
ordinary  Scholarship  Fund  will  enable  the  Committee  to  offer,  will  form  a 
noble  provision  for  our  students  during  the  very  first  year  of  our  new  Hall 
system.  As  full  particulars  of  these  scholarships,  however,  will  be  given 
in  the  Report  of  the  Scholarship  Committee,  it  is  not  necessary  to  refer 
to  them  any  further  here. 

VII.— Superintendence  op  Students  by  Peesbtteetes. 

The  Committee  deem  it  of  the  utmost  importance  that,  notwithstand- 
ing the  long  session  of  the  Hall,  Presbyteries  should  still,  as  heretofore, 
take  an  interest  in  our  Theological  students,  and  exercise  a  superinten- 
dence over  them ;  and  judging  from  the  returns  received  last  year,  the 
Committee  believe  this  to  be  the  general  opinion  of  the  Church.  Now 
that  a  complete  course  of  Theological  training  is  to  be  given  at  the  Hall, 
it  will  be  no  longer  necessary  for  Presbyteries  to  conduct  the  frequent 
examinations  of  former  years;  and  therefore  the  Committee  recom- 
mend that  the  Synod  adopt  the  following  simple  rules  for  the  guidance 
of  Presbyteries  in  this  department  :— 

(1.)  During  the  recess  between  the  first  and  second  sessions^  and  the  recess 
between  the  second  and  third  sessions,  the  students  shall  be  under 
the  superintendence  of  the  Presbyteries  within  whose  bounds  they 
reside, 

(2.)  Presbyteries  shall  arrange  for  the  students  under  their  superinten- 
dence appearing  at  least  once  before  them  during  the  recess, 
wlien  they  shall  deliver  one  discourse  ea>ch  ;  the  discourse  required 
from  first-year  students  to  be  an  Expository  Lecture^  and  Hie  dis- 
course required  from  second-year  students  to  be  a  Popular  Sermon. 

(3.)  The  students  shall  be  duly  certified  by  tlieir  respective  Presbyteries  to 
the  Committee  on  Theological  Education  previous  to  the  opening  of 
each  session  of  the  Hall, 
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VIII.— Funds. 

In  May  last  the  Synod  decided  that  ^  the  means  of  maintaining  the 
Hall  shall  be  raised  partly  by  Capital  Fund,  and  partly  by  annual 
contributions.' — (Minutes,  p.  377.)  Further,  Hhe  Synod  commended  the 
Theological  Hall  to  the  liberal  support  of  the  Church,  and  instructed 
the  Committee  to  take  measures  for  raising  the  necessary  funds.' — 
(P.  379.) 

Acting  upon  these  instructions  of  the  Supreme  Court,  the  Committee 
proceeded  at  their  first  meeting  to  consider  the  question  of  Funds.  After 
careful  consideration  it  was  agreed  that,  in  addition  to  any  annual 
collection  that  might  afterwards  be  arranged  for,  steps  should  be  taken  at 
once  to  raise  a  Capital  Fund.  It  was  agreed  further  that  this  Capital  Fund 
should  not  be  less  than  £30,000 ;  but  that  £40,000  should  be  aimed  at, 
in  the  hope  that  the  Synod  might  be  able  to  give  to  tjie  Professors 
a  salary  considerably  above  the  minimum  sum  that  has  already  been 
named. 

For  the  purpose  of  prosecuting  this  effort,  all  the  lay  members  of  the 
Committee  were  appointed  a  Sub-Committee  on  Finance,  Mr.  David 
M^Cowan  kindly  agreeing  to  act  as  Convener.  The  Committee  are 
happy  to  be  able  to  report  to  the  Synod,  that  through  the  energetic 
labours  of  the  Finance  Sub-Committee  and  its  Convener,  a  most  grati- 
fying result  has  been  reached.  Up  to  this  date,  no  less  a  sum  than 
£32,292  has  been  subscribed.  It  may  not  be  uninteresting  to  mention 
that  this  sum  is  made  up  of  116  subscriptions,  of  which  there  are : — 

16  at  £1000  each  =  £16,000 
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In  all  116  £32,292 

In  addition  to  these  subscriptions  to  the  Capital  Fund,  eleven  subscrip- 
tions have  been  received  for  the  Annual  Fund,  amounting  to  £610 ;  and 
it  is  hoped  that  while  the  Capital  Fund  is  still  further  increased,  these 
annual  subscriptions  will  also  be  multiplied. 
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Of  the  £32,292  subscribed  to  the  Capital  Fond,  no  less  than  £22,267 
has  already  been  actually  paid  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Church.  The 
proceeds  of  this  for  the  present  year  are  expected  to  amount  to  £1250, 
which,  along  with  the  £610  of  annual  contributions  just  referred  to, 
makes  at  least  £1860  provided  for  the  first  year's  expenditure. 

In  view  of  the  noble  response  that  has  thus  been  made  to  the  Synod's 
appeal  on  behalf  of  the  Theological  Hall,  and  considering  what  is  due 
to  those  who  are  called  to  fill  our  Theological  Chairs,  the  Committee,  on 
the  recommendation  of  the  Sub-Committee  on  Finance,  have  unani- 
mously agreed  to  ask  the  Synod  to  fix  the  salary  of  each  Professor  at 
£700  per  annum, — that  sum,  in  the  case  of  the  senior  Professor  in  the 
collegiate  Chair,  whose  relation  to  his  congregation  remains  unchanged, 
to  be  inclusive  of  the  £300  which  the  congregation  annually  provide. 
The  Committee  are  persuaded  that  the  Church  as  a  whole  will  support 
the  Synod  in  going  this  length,  while  it  must  be  felt  by  every  one  who 
knows  what  a  Professor^s  position  is,  that  even  the  sum  now  named  is  not 
by  any  means  an  extravagant  stipend. 

The  Committee  further  request  the  Synod  to  appoint  an  annual 
special  collection  on  behalf  of  the  Theological  Hall  Fund,  to  be  made  in 
all  the  congregations  of  the  Church  on  the  second  Sabbath  of  March. 
The  Committee  ask  that  this  be  fixed  as  a  permanent  arrangement ;  but 
as  it  is  plain  that  the  collection  in  March  1877  will  not  be  available  for 
the  outlay  of  the  present  year,  the  Committee  suggest  that  the  Synod 
urge  upon  all  the  congregations  of  the  Church  to  make  a  collection  for  the 
Theological  Hall  on  some  Sabbath  during  this  year,  not  later  than  the 
beginning  of  November.  It  may  be  expected  that,  since  the  wealthier 
members  of  the  Church  have  subscribed  so  handsomely  towards  the 
Theological  Hall  Fund,  the  general  membership  of  the  Church  will  not 
be  behind,  and  a  sufficient  sum  will  be  provided  before  the  first  of 
November  to  meet  all  expenses  for  the  first  year.  The  Committee  suggest 
that  when  a  notice  of  the  collection  is  sent  out  to  the  congregations  of  the 
Church,  this  should  be  accompanied  with  a  recommendation  that  in  the 
abler  congregations  the  members  be  invited  to  arrange  for  giving  special 
contributions  to  the  Fund,  to  be  either  paid  direct  to  the  congregational 
treasurer,  or  put  into  the  plate  on  the  occasion  of  the  collection,  as  may 
be  deemed  best  by  each  congregation  or  its  session.  A  short  statement 
of  the  case  should  also  be  prepared,  and  a  sufficient  number  of  copies 
sent  to  all  the  congregations  for  circulation  on  the  Sabbath  previous  to 
the  collection  being  made. 

Under  the  head  of  Finance  the  Committee  have  one  other  proposal 
to  submit,  viz.  That  the  Capital  Fund  subscribed,  or  to  be  subscribed, 
shall  be  held  by  trustees  to  be  appointed  by  the  Synod,  with  suitable 
powers  of  investment  and  provisions  for  its  due  appropriation, — ^the 
income  being  collected  and  applied  by  the  Synod's  Treasurer.    A  Declara- 
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tion  of  Trust  in  accordance  with  this  proposal  has  been  prepared  by  the 
legal  advisers  of  the  Church,  and  approved  by  the  Committee.  A  copy 
is  given  in  the  Appendix. — (App.  Gr.) 


IX. — ^Limiting  Trials  fob  Ordination. 

An  overture,  brought  before  the  Synod  in  1874,  and  again  in  1875,  by 
the  Presbytery  of  Paisley  and  Greenock,  was  remitted  to  this  Committee, 
^  with  instructions  to  report  thereon  to  next  meeting  of  Synod.' — (Minutes 
1875,  p.  403.     See  also  Minutes  1874,  pp.  59  and  97.) 

The  overture  sets  forth  that  ^  the  subjects  appointed  as  trials  to  a 
preacher  for  ordination  are  almost  identical  with  those  appointed  as  trials 
for  licence,  which  the  preacher  has  already  performed  to  the  satisfaction 
of  the  Presbytery  by  whom  he  was  licensed ;'  and  further,  that  ^  after 
a  preacher  has  been  regularly  called  by  a  congregation,  and  the  call  has 
been  sustained,  it  should  be  given  effect  to  by  the  Presbytery,  if  they  are 
satisfied  with  his  character  and  soundness  in  the  faith.'  The  overture 
therefore  craves  ^  that  the  Synod  shall  limit  the  trials  for  ordination  to  a 
thesis  on  a  subject  appointed  by  the  Presbytery  and  an  examination  on 
practical  religion,  or  take  such  other  measures  as  they  may  deem  most 
fit  to  ascertain  the  Scriptural  character  of  the  preacher^s  training.' 

The  Committee  have  carefully  considered  this  overture,  and  unani- 
mously recommend  to  the  Synod,  on  the  grounds  stated  in  the  overture, 
to  declare  as  follows  :^^  That  henceforth  Trials  for  Ordination  shall  be 
limited  to  an  examination  in  Theology^  and  one  Discourse^  which  shall  be 
either  a  Critical  Exercise  or  a  Thesis^  on  a  subject  which  tlie  Presbytery 
shall  appoint.^ 

X.— Preliminary  Training. 

An  overture  was  brought  before  the  Synod  last  year  asking  that  it 
should  be  considered  ^  whether  a  larger  amount  of  freedom  might  not  be 
granted  to  the  student  in  respect  both  of  the  subjects  studied  and  the 
teachers  of  these,  and  with  no  less  advantage  to  the  Church  than  to  the 
student  himself ;  whether,  indeed,  all  students  who  could  pass  an  entrance 
examination,  consisting  for  the  most  part  of  alternate  subjects,  and  who 
gave  evidence  of  possessing  that  intellectual  aptitude  which  it  is  the  prin-  , 
cipal  object  of  the  M.A.  course  of  University  training  to  impart,  might 
not  be  eligible  to  the  Hall.'  This  overture  was  remitted  to  the  Committee 
on  More  Efficient  Training  to  consider  and  report. — (Minutes  pp. 
380,  382.) 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Committee  the  whole  question  raised  by  the 
overture  was   fully  discussed,  and  a   Sub-Committee  was  appointed, 
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representing  as  far  as  possible  the  varioos  shades  of  opinion  expressed,  to 
prepare  a  statement  to  be  sabmitted  to  another  meeting.  The  statement 
which  the  Sub-Committee  thus  prepared  was  unanimously  adopted  by  the 
Committee,  and  forms  the  substance  of  what  is  now  recommended  to  the 
Synod. 

The  Committee  are  of  opii)ion  that  it  is  not  desirable  that  any  change 
be  made  on  the  present  rules.     They  believe  that  to  abrogate  the  law 
which  has  existed  so  long  and  worked  so  well,  requiring  students  in  all 
ordinary  circumstances  to  pass  through  a  regular  University  course,  would 
injuriously  affect  the  best  interests  both  of  the  Church  and  the  TTniversities. 
Neither  can  the  Committee  see  reason  to  recommend  any  interference 
with  the  present  defined  curriculum,  and  the  substitution,  as  suggested  in 
the  overture,  of  alternative  or  optional  courses  of  study.      It  seems  to 
them  that  a  considerable  acquaintance  with  all  those  subjects  of  study 
which  the  present  rules  require  the  students  to  take  up  in  a  University— 
Latig,  Greek,  Mental,  Moral,  and  Natural  Philosophy — ^is  essential  to 
the  thorough  equipment  of  a  Christian  minister.    The  Committee  suggest, 
at  the  same  time,  that  the  Synod  should  renew  its  recommendation  to 
students  to  ^  attend  such  classes  as  they  have  access  to  for  the  study  of 
geology,  chemistry,  and  other  branches  of   natural  science;'  and  that 
the  Scholarship  Committee  should  be  instructed  to  consider  whether  those 
branches  might  not  be  included  among  their  subjects  of  annual  examina- 
tion.  Further,  it  seems  very  desirable  that  students  for  the  ministry  should 
during  their  University  course  be  kept  more  fully  under  the  affectionate 
supervision  of  the  Church ;  and  the  Committee  suggest  that  the  Synod 
should  instruct  the  Committee  on  Theological  Education  to  consider  in 
what  way  the  present  system  of  superintendence  in  the  University  towns 
may  have  more  efficiency  given  to  it. 

The  Committee  have  had  under   their  consideration   the   question 
whether  the  B.A.  degree  of  London  University  should  be  held  as  an 
adequate  qualification  for  admission  to  the  Hall.     The  Committee  are  of 
opinion  that  this  degree  indicates  a  measure  of  attainment  such  as  ought 
to  be  satisfactory  to  the  Church  in  applicants  for  admission  to  the  Hall ; 
but   as  the   Committee  deem   attendance  on   college  classes,  and  the 
general  influence  of  college  life,  as,  for  various  reasons,  of  great  impor-* 
tance  in  the  preliminary  training  of  candidates  for  the  ministr)',  and  09 
the  University  of  London  confers  its  degrees  without  requiring  such 
attendance,  tlie   Committee   do  not  see  their  way  to  recommend  the 
acceptance  of  this  degree  in  ordinary  cases.     The  Committee  suggest, 
however,  that  the  Synod  should  give  it  to  be  understood  that,  if  due 
application  be  made  for  admission  to  the  Hall  by  persons  who  have  taken 
or  are  preparing  to  take  this  degree  without  having  attended  college,  the 
Synod — should  satisfactory  evidence  be  given  that  the  circumstances  of 
the  applicants  are  such  as  to  preclude  their  following  the  ordinary  course

tion,  agree  to  accept,  the  B.A.  degree  of  London  as  a  qualification  for 
admission.

Appendix  A.— Dr,  Harper's  Letter. 


Leith  Mount,  22rf  Nov,  1875. 

Rev.  and  dear  Brother, — As  I  have  not  yet  communicated  to  the  Synod's 
Committee  on  Theological  Training  a  formal  intimation  of  my  acceptance  of  the 
call  of  the  Synod  to  undertake  the  duties  of  an  extended  session  of  the  Hall,  I 
fear  that  I  may  appear  to  the  Committee  to  have  been  di^tory  in  the  matter, 
and  somewhat  wanting  in  my  duty  to  the  Committee  and  to  the  Synod. 

Permit  me  to  explain  to  the  Committee,  as  one  cause  of  my  delay,  that 
when  you  and  Dr.  Calderwood  called  on  me  to  ascertain  my  views,  I  expressed 
my  willingness  to  place  my  services  at  the  disposal  of  the  Synod.  Another 
cause  of  my  seeming  omission  was  the  proposal  made  to  the  session  and  congre- 
gation of  North  Leith  by  you,  together  with  Dr.  Calderwood,  in  name  of  the 
Committee,  and  the  uncertainty  I  was  in  as  to  the  issue  of  that  proposal  in  its 
effect  on  my  relation  to  my  congregation  and  to  the  Divinity  Hall. 

As  matters  now  stand,  I  beg,  through  you,  to  intimate  to  the  Committee  in 
a  more  formal  manner  my  acceptance  of  the  call  which  the  Synod  has  been 
pleased  to  address  to  me,  together  with  my  colleagues,  '  to  undertake  the  duties 
and  responsibilities  involved  in  an  extended  session.'  My  acceptance,  of  course, 
js  qualified  by  the  agreement  of  the  Committee  at  their  last  meeting,  that  '  in 
the  special  circumstances  in  which  Dr.  Harper  is  placed,  it  is  not  necessary  to 
disturb  in  any  way  his  present  relation  with  the  North  Leith  congregation.' 

I  have  further  to  express  my  deep  sense  of  the  high  and  undeserved  honour 
— so  far  beyond  my  deserts — that  the  Committee  confer  on  me  in  proposing  me 
for  the  Principalship  of  our  Divinity  Hall  under  the  new  arrangements.  If  it 
shall  please  the  Synod  to  accept  and  sanction  the  recommendation  of  its  Com- 
mittee, I  shall  do  what  in  me  lies  to  meet  the  expectations  of  my  brethren,  but 
with  no  small  anxiety  lest  I  should  fail  in  the  duties  of  a  position  so  prominent 
before  the  Church,  and  among  the  eminently-gifted  men  to  whom  I  am  col- 
league in  our  Theological  Institution. — With  great  regard,  I  remain,  Rev.  and 
dear  Brother,  yours  sincerely,  (Signed)  James  Harper.

Appendix  C. — Dr.  Cairns'  Letter. 

Berwick,  2bth  Sq>temher  1875. 

Mt  dear  Dr.  Thohson, — About  a  month  ago  I  communicated  to  my 
congregation  my  purpose  in  regard  to  the  call  addressed  to  me  by  the  Synod, 
and  I  shortly  afterwards  conveyed  the  substance  of  that  statement  to  the  Snb- 
Committee  appointed  to  confer  with  me  on  the  subject;   but  as  there  is  an 
obvious  propriety  in  my  also  addressing  yourself  as  Convener  of  the  General 
Synod's  Committee  on  the  Hall,  I  now  beg  to  state  that  I  have  been  led,  though 
after  a  long  and  anxious  process  of  deliberation,  to  accept  the  call  addressed  to 
me,  and  to  contemplate  the  severance  of  the  ties  which  have  for  so  many  years 
and  so  happily  united  me  to  my  congregation.    I  reserve,  of  course,  my  right,  in 
case  of  ax\y  great  change  in  circumstances  or  in  arrangements,  to  reconaxder 
the  completeness  of  separation  from  my  congregation,  as  I  stated  to  them ;  but 
I  do  not  anticipate  that  anything  of  the  kind  vrill  arise,  and  all  my  reflectaons 
during  the  last  month  have  confirmed  me  in  the  rightness  of  the  decision  to 
which,  I  trust  through  higher  guidance,  I  have  been  led. 

It  is  impossible  for  me  not  to  feel  the  deep  solemnity  and  responsibility  of 
the  step  which  I  have  taken ;  and  I  ask  the  Committee  to  unite  with  me  in 
prayer  that  it  may  be  divinely  blessed,  and  also  that  the  sore  and  painful  blank 
which  the  separation  contemplated  will  make  to  myself  and  congregation  may 
be  graciously  filled  up  and  overruled  for  good. 

Praying  for  light  and  direction  to  the  Committee  in  all  their  other  arrange- 
ments, so  deeply  affecting  the  welfare  of  our  Church  as  a  whole  and  the  best 
interests  of  the  Church  at  large, — ^I  am,  my  dear  Dr.  Thomson,  yours  ever 
sincerely,  (Signed)  John  Caibms.

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Appendix  D. — Scheme  of  Practical  Training  :  Objects  and  Duties 
OF  THE  Fifth  Chair. 

The  Chair  to  he  called  *  The  Chair  of  Practical  Training  for  the  Work 

of  the  Ministry* 

I.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Professor,  in  the  early  part  of  his  course,  to 
set  before  the  students  the  high  character  and  aims  of  the  Christian  ministry, 
and  instruct  them  in  the  spirit,  the  studies,  and  the  habits  which  should  be 
cultivated  with  a  view  to  the  formation  of  personal  character,  and  to  fitting 
them  for  their  high  vocation. 

II.  His  lectures  shall  include  instruction  in  the  warrant  and  authority  for 
the  sacred  office,  particularly  as  instituted  for  the  exposition  and  enforcement 
of  the  Scriptures,  the  preaching  of  the  gospel,  and  the  administration  of  the 
ordinances  of  our  Lord.  His  lectures  shall  also  treat  of  the  call  to  the  ministry ; 
the  manner  in  which  the  ministry  may  best  be  exercised,  with  especial  refer- 
ence to  preaching ;  the  selection  of  topics ;  the  planning  of  discourses  and  their 
delivery;  together  with  the  practical  uses  of  Scripture,  and  the  conduct  of 
public  worship  in  all  its  parts. 

IIL  The  Professor  shall  give  instruction  in  the  other  departments  of 
pastoral  work, — such  as  the  visitation  of  the  people,  ministering  to  the  sick, 
private  dealing  with  conscience,  the  care  of  the  yoimg,  including  the  conduct 
and  superintendence  of  classes  for  their  instruction,  and  the  promotion  by 
every  means  of  the  spirit  of  zeal  and  liberality. 

IV.  The  lectures  shall  also  include  instruction  in  reference  to  the  various 
Courts  of  the  Church,  and  the  minister's  relations  to  these,  particularly  the 
conduct  of  business  in  the  Session ;  and  his  bearing  towards  other  Christian 
denominations  and  the  community  at  large. 

v.  The  lectures  shall  embrace  instruction  in  the  literature,  whether  his- 
torical, biographical,  or  didactic,  connected  with  the  different  topics  above 
indicated,  such  as  may  at  once  illustrate  and  exemplify  their  value  and 
importance. 

VI.  It  shall  further  be  the  duty  of  the  Professor  to  give  occasional  lectures 
on  such  subjects  as  may  be  suggested  by  events,  or  by  emerging  phases  of 
thought  in  regard  to  the  doctrines  or  ministry  of  the  gospel,  with  a  view  to 
fortify,  guide,  and  encourage  his  students. 

Vn.  The  students,  besides  being  examined  both  orally  and  in  writing  on 
the  subjects  of  the  lectures,  shall  be  trained  to  formulate  their  opinions'  in 
correct  writing,  and  also  to  the  impromptu  expression  both  in  writing  and  in 
speech  of  their  views  and  sentiments.  They  shall  also  be  exercised  in  the 
reading  and  quotation  of  Scripture. 

VIII.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Professor  to  arrange  as  far  as  practicable 
for  the  students  having  some  exercise  in  evangelistic  work,  under  his  own 
supervision,  during  the  session.  It  shall  further  be  his  duly,  in  conjunction 
with  the  other  Professors,  to  advise  with  the  Home  Committee  of  the  Mission 
Board,  or  with  individual  ministers,  for  the  employment  of  the  students  during

the  recess  in  eyangelistic  or  congregational  work,  at  such  remuneration  as  maj 
be  suitable. 

IX.  In  his  prelections  the  Professor  shall  fulfil  the  direction  of   Synod  given 
at  their  meeting  in  1855  (Minutes,  p.  597):  *  As  the  Theological    Hall  is  in- 
tended not  merely  to  furnish  a  supply  of  ministers  for  the  churches  at  homey 
but  also  of  missionaries  for  the  service  of  the  Church  abroad,  the    I^roressor  of 
Pastoral  Theology,  or  some  one,  of  the  Professors,  is  directed  to  take  an  oppor- 
tunity, during  the  course  of  his  lectures,  to  bring  formally  before  the  minds  of 
the  students  the  claims  of  Foreign  Missions,  the  qualifications    requisite   for 
missionary  labour,  and  the  best  mode  of  discharging  the  duties  of  'the  missionary 
oflice.'     He  shall  keep  prominently  before  the  students  the  great  fact  that  *  the 
field '  of  the  Christian  ministry  '  is  the  world,'  and  shall  endeavour   to   impress 
upon  them  the  duty  of  so  devoting  themselves  to  the  service  of  Christ  in  the 
gospel,  that  they  shall  hold  themselves  open  to  an  invitation  to  exercise  their 
gifts  either  at  home  or  abroad. — (Synod  Minutes  for  18(58,  p.  671.) 


SUMMART  OF  THE  OBJECTS  AND  DUTIES  OF  THE  FlFTH  ChAIR.

Arrangements  for  students  doing  some  evangelistic  work  during  the 
session;  also  doing  evangelistic  and  congregational  work  during 
the  recess. 

IX.  Lectures   on  Foreign   Missions;    their  claims  upon   the   Church;   the 
qualifications  of  the  missionary,  and  his  work. 


Appendix  E — Memorandum  as  to  Instruction  in  Elocution. 

A  member  of  the  Synod's  Committee  on  Arrangements  for  the  Better 
Training  of  Students  of  Divinity,  being  desirous  that  the  students  of  our  Church 
should  be  instructed  in  the  art  of  correct  reading  and  public  speaking,  is  will- 
ing to  provide  a  fund  to  yield  what  may  be  required  as  a  salary  to  a  professor 
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of  the  art  to  give  instruction  to  tlie  students  attending  the  Hall.  To  defray 
siich  salary  and  incidental  expenses  may,  lie  understands,  require  from  £40  to 
£60  a  year;  and  he  proposes  to  provide  the  sum  of  £1000  as  a  fund,  to  be 
known  as  the  *  Biggart  Memorial  Fund.' 

The  following''  are  the  general  principles  and  rules  which  appear  to  him 
necessary  to  accomplish  the  object  in  view : — 

1.  That  attendance  vpon  such  instructions  for  at  least  three  months  each 
session  of  the  Hall  form  a  part  of  the  curriculum,  and  be  compulsory  on  all 
regular  students  in  attendance  at  the  Hall,  and  that  such  attendance  extend 
throughout  the  three  years'  course. 

2.  That  the  instruction  be  afforded  by  a  public  professor  of  the  art,  or 
other  person  accomplished  in  the  art,  to  be  chosen  by  the  College  of  Professors 
at  the  commencement  of  each  session ;  and  that  the  terms  and  times  of  service 
be  arranged  by  the  Professors  with  the  person  elected  by  them. 

8.  That  these  times  shall  include  at  least  one  hour  a  day  of  two  or  three 
days  a  week  during  the  Hall  session,  at  such  hours  as  the  Professors  may  deem 
most  suitable  for  students  in  the  different  stages  of  their  studies,  and  as  may  be 
found  most  practicable  with  a  due  regard  to  the  convenience  of  the  teacher ; 
and  that  he  shall,  at  the  close  of  each  session,  report  to  the  Professor  of  Prac- 
tical Training  as  to  the  regularity  of  the  attendance  and  the  diligence  and  pro- 
ficiency of  the  students. 

4.  That  the  object  of  the  proposed  arrangement  being  instruction  and 
practice  in  the  rules  and  art  of  correct  reading  and  speaking,  especially  in  the 
ministrations  of  the  pulpit,  and  to  form  in  students  a  habit  of  applying  these 
rules  and  using  this  art  in  consistency  with  their  own  tastes  and  styles  of 
thought,  and  not  after  any  particular  model,  there  shall  not  be  any  objection 
to  the  teacher  giving  the  required  instruction  in  classes  at  which  students  in 
connection  with  other  sections  of  the  Christian  Church,  or  studying  for  secular 
professions,  may  attend  at  the  same  time.  The  main  design  of  the  institution, 
however,  being  to  promote  the  decorous  and  effective  discharge  of  pulpit  mini- 
strations, that  design  shall  be  kept  constantly  in  view  alike  by  the  teacher  and 
the  students. 

5.  It  is  expected  that  the  fund  will  supply  a  sum  over  and  above  the  salary 
of  the  teacher ;  and  out  of  such  balance  the  Memorialist  directs  that  a  prize 
shall,  at  the  close  of  each  session,  be  given  to  the  student  who  in  each  class 
shall,  by  the  votes  of  his  fellow-students  in  the  same  class,  be  deemed  the  best 
and  most  correct  reader. 

6.  That  the  Professor  of  Practical  Training,  in  his  annual  report  to  the 
Synod,  shall  specially  refer  to  the  manner  in  which  the  students  have  acquitted 
themselves  in  regard  to  this  branch  of  instruction,  and  the  general  effects  which 
have  been  produced  upon  them  by  that  instruction. 

7.  The  fund  to  be  provided  shall  be  settled  upon  and  held  by  the  same 
trustees,  on  the  same  terms  and  with  the  like  provisions  as  may  be  adopted  by 
the  Synod  in  regard  to  the  fund  in  aid  of  the  Professors'  salaries.

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Appendix  G. — Deed  and  Declaration  of  Trust. 

We,  the  Stnod  of  the  United  Presbtterian  Church,  in  annual  meeting 
assembled  at  Edinburgh,  tbis  day  of  May  1876.      Wuerkas   this 

Synod  at  former  meetings  resolved  to  make  certain  changes  in  the    arrange- 
ments of    the  Theological    Hall   for  the  .  training  of   Students   for   the  holy 
ministry  in  the  said  Church,  including  the  prolongation  of  the  sessions  of 
attendance  at  the  Hall,  the  enlargement  of  its  course  of  instruction,  the  institu- 
tion of  an  additional  chair,  and  of  additional  duties,  all  requiring  additional 
labour  on  the  part  of  the  Professors,  as  well  as  an  increase  of  their  number ; 
AND  whereas  the  Committee  to  whom  the  consideration  of  the  subject  was 
remitted  recommended  that  a  capital  sum  should  be  provided,  to  the  extent  of 
£40,000  at  least,  to  supply  so  far  the  means  required  for  defraying  the  salaries 
of  Professors,  and  other  expenses  incidental  to  the  new  arrangements;   and 
sundry  individ.uals,  office-bearers  or  members  in  said  Church,  have    already 
contributed  by  their  own  voluntary  act  a  considerable  portion  9f  the  con- 
templated sum,  either  in  cash  paid  into  the  hands  of  our  Treasurer,  or  in  invest- 
ments held  by  them,  the  vouchers  whereof  have  been  handed  to  our  Treasurer; 
all  agreeably  to  a  schedale  presented  to  us,  and  of  which  a  copy  is  annexed  hereto. 
And  whereas  it  is  expedient  and  necessary  that  we  should  appoint  Trustees  for 
holding  and  applying  the  said  Fund  and  the  income  to  be  derived  therefrom 
to   the  purposes    foresaid,   in  the  manner   which  we  or  our  successors  may 
direct  and  appoint :   Therefore,  and  for  effecting  these  purposes,  we  herebj 
declare  and  appoint  as  follows,   viz.: — First,  That  the  securities  and  other 
investments   and  funds   before   referred  to,  contained  in   the   said  schedule, 
together  with  any  further  funds  and  investments  which  may  be  hereafler  con- 
tributed for  the  like  purpose,  shall  be  held  as  a  Fund,  the  income  whereof  ahali 
be  applied  for  or  towards  the  support  of  the  Professors  officiating  from  time  to 
time  in  the  Theological  Hall  of  the  said  United  Presbyterian  Church,  now  and  • 
in  time  coming,  which  interest  and  yearly  income  shall  be  payable  or  paid  to 
our  Treasurer  for  the  time  being,  and  be  applied  according  and  subject  to 
directions  to  be  given  by  us  or  our  successors,  the  supreme  judicatory  of  the 
said  United  Presbyterian  Church,  by  whatever  name  such  judicatory  may  be 
called,  or  whatsoever  may  be  the  form  of  its  appointment  by  the  said  Church 
from   time  to   time:  Secondly,  That  the  securities   and  investments  already 
received    shall    be    transferred  to   and  vested  in   the   Trustees   hereinafter 
appointed,  with  full  power  to  the  said  Trustees  to  uplift  the  same  at  maturity, 
or  otherwise  to  realize  the   same   and  convert   them  into  money,  as  they 
may  see  cause  or  deem  expedient;   and  the  said  Trustees  shall  have  full 
power  to  invest  the  proceeds  of  such  investments,  and  the  monies  already 
paid  or  which  may  be  paid  into  the  hands  of  our  Treasurer  on  account  of  the 
said  Fund,  in  any  or  all  of  the  ways  authorized  by  the  Acts  of  Parliament 
relating  to  Scotland  heretofore  passed  in  favour  of  gratuitous  trustees, — ^viz.  in 
the  purchase  of  any  of  the  Government  stocks,  public  funds,  or  securities,  or 
stock  of  the  Bank  of  £ngland ;  or  to  lend  them  on  the  security  of  any  of  the 
said  stocks  or  funds,  or  on  the  security  of  heritable  property  in  Scotland ;  or  to 
invest  the  same  in  the  mortgages  or  bonds  of  a  railway  company,  or  of  any 
other  description  of  company  incorporated  by  and  under  the  ^Companies'  Acts,' 
including  a  power  to  invest  in  the  debenture  stock  of  a  railway  company  or 
such  other  company  as  aforesaid  ;  or  in  all  or  any  of  the  ways  which  may  be 
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authorized  by  any  Acts  of  Parliament  relating  to  Scotland  which  may  be  hereafter 
passed  in  favour  of  such  trustees ;  or  in  the  purchase  of  feu  duties  or  ground 
annuals  secured  on  heritages  in  Scotland ;  and  to  sell,  call  up,  change,  and  vary 
such  purchases  or  investments  at  pleasure :  Thirdly^  That  the  following  office- 
bearers and  members  in  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  shall  be  the  present 
Trustees  for  holding  and  applying  the  securities  and  funds  aforesaid,  viz. : — 


Reserving  always  to  us  and  our  successors  as  aforesaid  to  nominate  and  appoint 
from  time  to  time  any  Trustees  in  addition  to  those  hereinbefore  named,  or  in 
place  of  such  of  them  as  may  decease  or  resign  or  cease  to  be  qualified 
to  act  as  such  Trustees :  It  being  hereby  provided  that  any  of  the  persons 
nominated,  or  who  may  be  nominated  as  aforesaid,  who  may  cease  to  be  mem- 
bers in  full  communion  with  the  United  Presbyterian  Church,  shall  ipso  facto 
cease  to  be  qualified  to  act  as  a  Trustee,  and  shall  be  held  as  having  resigned 
office :  Fourthly^  The  said  Trustees  shall  have  the  power  of  resignation,  and  be 
entitled  to  a  discharge  as  provided  for  by  the  Acts  of  Parliament  before  referred 
to,  and  to  the  other  powers  (except  the  powers  to  assume  new  Trustees)  and  to 
the  exemptions  conferred  by  the  said  Acts,  or  such  other  Acts  as  may  be  passed ; 
and  shall  not  be  bound' to  do  exact  diligence,  or  be  liable  for  omissions,  or  for 
each  other,  or  that  the  securities  accepted  by  them  shall  be  sufficient,  or 
that  the  purchases  made  by  them  shall  realize  the  prices  paid,  but  each 
for  his  own  actual  intromissions  only,  according  to  receipts  under  his  hand, 
deducting  necessary  expenses  and  disbursements :  Fifthly^  We  provide  and 
-  appoint  that  of  the  Trustees  hereinbefore  named,  and  of  such  as  may  be 
hereafter  named  and  appointed  by  us  or  our  successors,  and  the  survivors 
and  acceptors,  and  the  survivor  and  acceptor  of  them  remaining  in  office 
from  time  to  time,  a  majority  in  point  of  number  shall  constitute  a  quorum, 
with  full  power  to  execute  the  trust  hereby  created :  Sixthly,  We  hereby  pro- 
vide and  declare,  in  conformity  with  the  design  of  the  subscribers  to  the  said 
Fund  as  communicated  to  us,  that  in  case  of  any  split  or  division  taking  place 
in  the  Synod  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church,  whereby  the  members  com- 
posing the  said  Synod  may  be  separated  into  two  or  more  parties,  or  in  the 
event  of  the  said  Synod  uniting  or  resolving  to  unite  with  any  other  religious 
judicatory  or  denomination,  the  whole  Fimd  aforesaid,  together  with  the  invest- 
ments, securities,  and  vouchers  thereof,  shall  be  held  in  trust  for  the  use  and 
behoof  of  the  Theological  Hall  of  the  Church  composed  of  or  represented  by 
the  greatest  number  of  the  ministers  and  ruling  elders  who  voted  on  the  occa- 
sion of  such  division  taking  place,  or  of  the  Church  composed  of  or  repre- 
sented by  such  greatest  number,  and  by  the  minbters  and  ruling  elders  of 
any  other  body  with  which  they  may  have  united,  as  the  case  may  be,  and 
subject  to  the  Synod  or  Assembly  representing  such  Church,  to  the  exclusion  of 
all  other  members  or  persons,  and  so  in  case  of  any  future  division  or  union 
taking  place  from  time  to  time :  And  lastlyy  We  provide  and  appoint  that  an 
extract  of  the  Minutes  of  this  Synod  or  of  such  other  supreme  judicatory 
as  aforesaid,  under  the  hand  of  the  clerk  or  clerks  thereof  for  the  time  being, 
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shall  be  oonclusive  evidenoe  of  the  appointment  of  Tmsteea,  or  of  any  other 
matter  or  thing  falling  within  the  provisions  of  this  deed.  Ckinsenting  to 
the  registration  hereof  for  preservation :  In  witness  whereof  theae  presents, 
written  on  this  and  the  preceding  pages  by  are 

subscribed  by  the  Moderator  and  Clerks  of  the  said  Synod,  in  name,  by 
appointment,  and  in  presence  of  the  Synod  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church, 
assembled  in  their  Hall,  No.  5  Queen  Street,  Edinburgh,  at  their  ordinary 
annual  meeting  on  the  day  of  in  the  year  of  our  Lrord  1876, 

before  these  witnesses.

REPORT  ON  SYSTEMATIC  BENEFICENCE. 

The  Synod's  Committee  for  '  superintending  the  diffusion  of  informa- 
tion on  the  subject  of  systematic,  frequent,  and  proportionate  giving 
to  the  cause  of  Christ,'  have  to  submit  the  following  brief  Report  of 
their  procedure  during  the  year  1875-76. 

On  two  preceding  occasions,  this  Committee  have  directed  attention 
to  the  labours  and  the  services  of  the  Rev.  John  Ross,  formerly  of 
Hackney,  but  more  recently  of  Bedford,  in  advocating  the  cause  of 
^stenfiatic  beneficence  among  the  congregations  of  the  United  Presby- 
terian Church.  For  many  years  the  subject  of  '  giving  for  the  cause 
of  Christ'  had  been  the  theme  of  his  diligent  study,  and  of  his  zealous 
pleadings  from  the  pulpit,  the  platform,  and  the  press.  In  the  advocacy 
of  the  principles  of  frequent,  proportionate,  and  liberal  contribution, 
he  was  earnest,  eloquent^  and  unwearied;  while  in  his  lengthened 
journeys,  and  his  almost  innumerable  sermons  and  addresses,  he  often 
displayed  an  activity,  and  power  of  endurance,  and  elasticity  of 
spirit  which  seemed  to  be  beyond  his  years.  In  the  spring  of  the 
year  1874,  he  visited  the  Presbytery  of  Newcastle,  gaining  access  to  all 
the  congregations  except  four ;  and  in  the  months  of  July  and  August  of 
that  year,  he  visited  the  remote  congregations  of  the  Presbytery  of 
Orkney.  In  the  early  spring  months  of  1875,  he  visited  a  large  pro- 
portion of  the  congregations  included  in  the  Presbyteries  of  Lancashire 
and  London,  surprising  and  interesting  the  people  by  his  fresh  and 
striking  treatment  of  what  many  of  them  felt  to  be  a  novel  and  im- 
portant subject,  and  eliciting  from  some  of  them  the  assurance  that 
their  contributions  for  the  support  of  religious  ordinances  should  after- 
wards be  more  cheerful  and  abundant. 

It  was  stated  in  last  Report  that  the  Committee  hoped  to  complete 
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arrangements  with  Mr.  Boss  for  his  visitation   of    the  large   central 
Presbyteries  of  Edinburgh  and  Glasgow,  during  the  autumn    months 
of    the   year    1875 ;    and   that  they   anticipated    much   good     xaight 
result  from    his   work    in   these    Presbyteries.       Arrangements    "were 
accordingly   negotiated    for    his    visitation    of    the    congregations     in 
the   Presbyteries   of  Glasgow  and  of   Berwick-upon-Tweed,  althongh 
these  arrangements  were  not  completed  nor  carried  into  effect ;    ivv'bile 
in   the  Presbytery  of  Edinburgh  a  programme  of  visitation,  which  in- 
cluded a  very  large  proportion  of  the  congregations,  was  prepared   and 
adopted,  and  fully  carried   out   by  Mr.  Boss.     He  thus  visited    and 
addressed,  either  at  a  Sabbath  service,  or  at  a  meeting  held  on  a   ^week 
evening,  not  only  the  greater  part  of  the  congregations  in  Edinburgh 
and  Leith,  but  also  those  in  Aberlady,  Bathgate,  Dalkeith,   DunbaF, 
Gorebridge,   Haddington,  Lasswade,    Penicuik,    Portobello,   Slateford, 
West  Oalder,  and  Whitburn. 

In  his  journal  of  his  labours,  Mr.  Boss  gives  such   notes  as    the 
following,  in  connection  with  the  congregations  visited  on  this  occasion  : 
— ^  The  minister    remarked :  I   have    resolve^  to   follow   that  course 
more  fully.' — *The   minister  was   very  grateful  for  the   service,    and 
two   elders  look  for   happy  results.' — *  The  minister  said  :  My  elders 
and    myself  thank    you   from   our    hearts,   feeling   that  the    service 
must   benefit  us,   as    our  friends   must   all  have  seen  the   simplicity 
and  the   power  of   the   mode   and   principles   you  advocated.' — *The 
^minister  said:  The  people  were  entirely   with  you.      We  all   want 
you  to  come  again  to  deepen  the  impression  made.     I  intend  to  lay  by 
God's  portion  weekly,  and  it  will  be  an  increase.     My  wife  seconds  me 
in  this.' — ^  The  minister  remarked  :  The  scriptural  obligation,  as  you  put 
it,  is  as  clear  as  daylight.     We  must  do  it.' — ^  Bev.  Mr.  B.  said  :  With 
all  my  heart  I  thank  you  for  this  inspiring  and  appropriate  service, 
which  must  stimulate  and  direct  us  to  nobler  life  and  deeds.     Some  of 
my  friends  are  more  generous  and  happy  already  through  former  labours 
of  yours.' — ^  Another  minister  said  :  Many  thanks  for  your  admirable 
sermon  and  address ;  if  the  people  are  not  impressed  and  improved,  it 
will  not  be  from  not  having  the  truth  clearly  and  earnestly  stated  to  them. 
Our  treasurer  is  deeply  impressed  with  the  subject.' — ^His  last  note  is, 
*  An  elder  said  :  We  must  get  our  friends  to  give  more  yearly,  and  to  begin 
in  January.    We  will  distribute  some  tracts.    He  then  had  £1  worth.' 

The  above  last  note  was  written  in  reference  to  a  meeting  held  in 
Edinburgh  on  the  10th  November.  Shortly  after  attending  that  meeting, 
Mr.  Boss  went  to  Alloa  to  pay  a  short  visit  to  a  friend,  and  in  that  friend's 
house  he  became  seriously  unwell.  He  was  able,  however,  in  a  few 
days  to  return,  in  much  pain,  to  Edinburgh,  and  then  to  travel  home  to 
Bedford,  where  be  died  on  the  morning  of  Friday,  the  26th  November* 
His   unwearied  and  abundant  labours  in  diffusing  the  principles  of 
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systematic,  frequent,  and  proportionate  giving  for  the  work  and  caase  of 
Christ,  were  thus  continued  to  the  very  end  of  life ;  and  the  Committee, 
in  recording  the  intimation  of  his  decease,  also  recorded  their  sense  of 
the  value  of  these  labours;  their  conviction  that  much  good  would  result 
from  them;  their  sincere  sympathy  with  his  family  under  their  be- 
reavement ;  and  their  earnest  desire  and  prayer  that  the  Divine  Saviour, 
whom  their  honoured  father  had  served  in  the  gospel,  might  sustain  and 
comfort  them  in  the  hour  of  their  sadness  and  trial. 

At  the  meeting  of  Synod  in  May  last,  it  was  agreed  to  ^  recommend 
to  all  the  ministers  of  the  Church  to  preach  on  the  subject  of  Systematic 
Beneficence  on  the  first  Sabbath  of  December  1875,  or  on  a  Sabbath  as 
near  as  may  be  convenient  to  that  time.'  The  Committee  have  had  no 
means  of  ascertaining  in  how  far  that  recommendation  was  complied 
with  by  the  ministers  of  the  Church  ;  but,  as  a  most  important  means 
of  directing  attention  to  the  subject,  and  of  cultivating  among  the  mem- 
bers and  adherents  of  the  Church  the  grace  of  Christian  liberality,  they 
would  again  suggest  that  the  Synod  should  issue  its  recommendation  to 
all  the  ministers  on  its  roll,  that,  on  some  Sabbath  in  the  month  of 
December,  they  should  preach  to  their  respective  congregation  on  the 
duty  and  the  privilege  of  frequent  and  proportionate  contribution  to 
the  cause  of  Christ ;  and  should  thus  teach  them  more  fully  to  prove 
that  they  *  know  the  grace  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ, — that,  though  He 
was  rich,  yet  for  our  sakes  He  became  poor,  that  we  through  His 
poverty  might  be  rich.' 

At  the  same  meeting  of  Synod,  ^  Dr.  Scott  stated  that  three  friends 
had  offered  one  prize  of  one  hundred  guineas,  and  another  of  fifty 
guineas,  for  the  best  and  second  best  essays  on  Systematic  Beneficence 
— competition  for  these  prizes  to  be  open  to  all  the  ministers  of  this 
Synod,  and  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  England;'  and  the 
Synod  ^  thanked  the  friends  who  had  provided  for  the  prizes  on 
Systematic  Beneficence,  and  remitted  to  the  Home  Committee  to 
make  such  arrangements  as  may  be  needful  for  inviting  competition 
for  these-  prizes,  determining  to  whom  they  should  be  awarded,  and 
securing  the  object  contemplated  by  the  offer  of  them.'  Arrange- 
ments were  consequently  made,  in  virtue  of  which  Professor  Lorimer,  of 
the  English  Presbyterian  College,  London;  the  Rev.  Dr.  John  Ker; 
and  the  Rev.  Dr.  Andrew  Thomson,  of  Broughton  Place  Church,  Edin- 
burgh, agreed  to  act  as  adjudicators  of  the  prizes ;  and  the  offer  of  the 
prizes,  with  the  conditions  under  which  the  competition  should  be  con- 
ducted, was  duly  advertised  in  the  Missionary  Record  of  the  United 
Presbyterian  Church,  in  the  Messenger  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in 
England,  and  in  the  columns  of  the  Daily  Review^  Edinburgh,  and  of 
the  Weekly  Remewy  London.  The  essays  which  have  been  prepared  by 
the  competitors  are  now  in  the  hands  of  the  adjudicators ;  and  on  receiv- 
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ing  their  award,  the  Committee  will  consider  in  what  way  these  essays  may 
be  most  advantageously  used  for  the  diffusion  of  information,  and  for 
the .  excitement  of  interest  in  relation  to  the  principles  which  they 
advocate,  and  the  benefits  which  the  more  general  acceptance  and 
adoption  of  these  principles  would  confer  on  the  world  and  the  Chorch. 
In  closing  their  Report  on  this  occasion,  the  Committee  would  again 
'  record  their  earnest  hope  that,  by  the  work  in  which  they  have  been 
engaged  during  the  past  year,  some  sections  of  the  Church  have  been 
induced  to  ponder  more  deeply  the  meaning  and  the  obligation  of  those 
passages  of  the  divine  word  which  enjoin  the  followers  of  Christ  to 
consecrate  a  portion  of  their  substance  to  the  promotion  of  His  cause, 
and  the  advancement  of  His  kingdom  in  the  earth.  His  own  words 
were,  ^  It  is  more  blessed  to  give  than  to  receive  ;^  and  it  is  written, 
'  The  Lord  loveth  a  cheerful  giver.-

*«*  The  Synod  agreed  to  recommend  to  all  the  ministers  of  the  Church 
to  preach  on  the  subject  of  Systematic  Beneficence  on  Hie  first  Sabbath 
of  December  1876,  or  on  a  Sabbath  as  near  as  may  be  convenient  to  that 
time.

REPORT  ON  EVANGELISTIC  EFFORT  AND  HOME 
EVANGELIZATION. 

The  Home  Committee  have  satisfaction  in  again  reporting  that  the 
Scheme  of  Evangelistic  Effort  which  the  Synod  instituted  in  May  1869, 
and  placed  under  the  administration  of  said  Committee,  has  been  steadily 
prosecuted  through  another  year ;  and  that  they  continue  to  find,  in  the 
reports  forwarded  to  them  from  the  districts  visited  by  the  agents,  and 
from  the  journals  of  the  evangelists  themselves,  abundant  evidence  of 
the  earnestness  with  which  they  prosecute  their  work,  and  of  the  extent 
of  the  blessing  with  which  that  work  has  apparently  been  crowned. 
The  Committee  have  respectfully  to  submit  to  the  Synod  the  following 
Report  of  the  manner  in  which  the  Scheme  has  been  administered  during 
the  year  1875-76  :— 

At  the  date  of  the  Report  which  was  presented  to  the  Synod  in 
May  1875,  Mr.  William  Murray,  though  still  regarded  as  one  of  the 
staff  of  agents  employed  by  the  Synod,  was  engaged  in  the  Mission 
work  carried  on  under  the  direction  of  the  associated  elders  of  the  Free 
and  the  United  Presbyterian  churches  in  the  High  Street,  Glasgow. 
He  continued  in  that  Mission  until  the  close  of  the  year  1875;  but 
since  January  last  he  has  been  engaged  in  the  ordinary  work  of  an 
evangelistic  agent,  and  his  services  have  been  entirely  at  the  disposal  of 
the  Home  Committee  and  the  Home  Secretary.  Mr.  Alexander  Rud- 
docks, who  was  for  several  years  employed  as  a  congregational  missionary 
in  the  mission  district  of  Tay  Square  congregation,  Dundee,  and  whose 
labours  there  were  largely  instrumental  in  gathering  into  the  Church 
the  members  who  now  form  the  Westport  congregation  in  that  town, 
has  been  added  to  the  number  of  the  Synod's  evangelistic  agents  during 
the  past  year,  and  has  been  employed  chiefly  in  that  district  of  Glasgow 
in  which  the  Mordannt  Street  congregation  is  being,  formed.  Mr. 
Andrew  L.  Laird,  formerly  missionary  in  connection  with  the  congre- 
gation of  the  Rev.  Andrew  Graham  of  Crossgates,  has  also  been 
engaged  by  the  Committee  as  an  evangelistic  agent ;  and,  meanwhile, 
he  is  labouring  in  a  mission  district  in  the  town  of  Alloa,  under  the 
more  immediate  direction  of  Mr.  David  Paton,  whose  interest  in 
evangelistic  work  has  been  so  long  manifested  in  many  directions,  and 
to  whom  the  Synod's  Scheme  of  evangelistic  labour  has  been  so  largely 
indebted  for  counsel  and  support.     Besides  these  two  agents  who  have 
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been  added  to  the  staff  of  evangelists  during  the  past  year,  and  placed 
on  the  list  of  agents  regularly  appointed  and  supported  hy  the  Home 
Committee,  Mr.  Thomas  Henderson  has  also  been  engaged  for  several 
months  as  a  helper  in  the  work,  and  has  rendered  acceptable  and  useful 
service  in  several  places  at  which  he  has  been  appointed  to  assist  in 
meetings  and  in  the  visitation  of  the  people  in  their  own  homes ;  and 
Mr.  Peter  Williamson,  who  was  formerly  an  evangelistic  agent  in  con- 
nection with  the  Synod's  Scheme,  but  who  has  been  employed  for  some 
time  as  the  missionary  of  Dowanhill  congregation  in  the  district  of 
Whiteinch,  has  also,  since  the  settlement  of  a  minister  at  'Whiteinch, 
been  engaged  as  an  occasional  agent  in  work  and  service  ander  the 
direction  of  the  Home  Committee.  The  names  of  the  agents  employed

With  the  occasional  aid  of  Mr.  Thomas  Henderson,  Glasgow,  and 
Mr.  Peter  Williamson,  now  at  Newmilns. 

With  short  intervals  of  rest  and  quiet,  rendered  necessary  by  their 
abundant  and  sometimes  exciting  and   exhausting  labours,  and   with 
occasional  interruptions  through  sickness  and  bereavements  which  hava 
come  upon  some  of  them,  the  agents  have  been  actively  and  continuously 
engaged  in  their  work  as  evangelists  under  the  direction  and  superin- 
tendence of  ministers  and  office-bearers  of  congregations.      In  rural 
districts  and  in  large  towns,  among  farm-labourers  and  fishermen,  in 
the  midst  of  miners  and  ironworkers,  to  some  nominally  connected  with 
the  Christian  Church,  and  to  many  who  were  living  in  open  neglect  of  bU 
the  divinely-appointed  means  of  grace,  they  have  sought  to  publish  the 
message  of  mercy  and  salvation,  calling  men  to  repentance,  and  beseech- 
ing them  to  be  *  reconciled  to  God,  because  He  hath  made  Him  who 
knew  no  sin  to  be  sin  for  us ;  that  we  might  be  made  the  righteousness  ol 
God  in  Him.'     To  their  earnestness  and  zeal,  in  the  discharge  of  their 
duties,  there  has  been  unanimous  and  frequent  testimony  from  those 
who  have  taken  part  with  them  in  the  meetings  which  they  have  held, 
and  the  services  which  they  have  conducted ;  and  many  ministers  and 
elders  have  spontaneously  attested  that  their  addresses  were  practical, 
useful,  and  effective,  and  hopefully  attended  by  a  divine  blessing.    The 
Committee  have  thus  felt  that  they  had  continued  reason  for  confidence 
in  the  agents  employed,  and  for  satisfaction  with  the  work  performed  by 
them ;  and  while  they  are  not  so  sanguine  as  to  believe  that  all  the  good 
seed  which  has  been  scattered  abroad  has  taken  deep  and  lasting  root  in 
the  soil,  or  that  all  which  has  apparently  sprung  up  green  and  fiourish- 
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ing  shall  in  the  end  bring  forth  frait  unto  perfection,  thej  cannot  be  so 
faithless  and  unbelieying  as  to  suppose  that  it  lias  all  fallen  by  the  way- 
side, or  been  carried  away  by  the  great  adversary,  or  choked  by  the 
temptations  and  the  cares  of  this  present  world.  Instances  are  not 
wanting  in  which  the  word  spoken  seems  to  have  been  received  with 
faith  and  love  to  the  salvation  of  the  soul ;  and  there  are,  doubtless, 
other  instances  not  a  few  in  which  the  truth  that  has  been  published 
shall  yield  in  the  hearts  and  lives  of  those  who  have  heard  it  the  ^  fruits 
of  righteousness,  which  are  by  Jesus  Christ  unto  the  glory  and  the  praise 
of  God; 

The  Presbyteries  of  the  Church  have  during  the  past  year  again 
appointed  Evangelistic  Committees  to  superintend  evangelistic  operations 
within  their  several  bounds,  and  to  co-operate  with  the  Home  Committee 
of  the  Board  of  Missions  in  the  performance  of  the  work  entrusted  to  it 
in  connection  with  the  Synod's  Evangelistic  Scheme  ;  and  the  names  of 
the  conveners  of  these  Evangelistic  Committees  for  the  year  1875-76

Under  the  superintendence  of  these  Committees  and  of  the  Home 
Secretary,  the  evangelistic  agents   named  above,  with  the  occasiosai 
assistance  of  other  evangelists,  and  also  of  ministers,  elders,  and  others 
in  different  localities,  who  have  given  a  portion  of  their  time  to  evan- 
gelistic labour  beyond  the  limits  of  their  own  congregations,  have  held 
meetings  for  evangelistic  purposes,  and  taken  part  in  the  public  services 
at  these  meetings  in  the  places  and  at  the  times  indicated  in  the  table 
which  is  inserted  in  the  following  pages.    This  tabular  statement  has 
been  compiled  from  the  journal  ia  which  each  agent  is  requested  to 
record,  from  day  to  day,  the  places  which  he  visits,  the  meetings  which 
he  attends,  and  the  names  of  the  ministers  or  other  friends  who  are 
associated  with  him  in  conducting  the  services  at  these  meetings ;  and 
although  there  has  been  difficulty  in  preparing  a  perfect  summary  of 
the  work  accomplished,  that  which  is  given  in  the  table  now  presented 
on  pages  76  and  77  of  this  Report  may  be  regarded  as  substantially 
correct. 

In  meeting  the  applications  for  assistance  in  conducting  evangelistic 
work  which  have  been  addressed  to  them,  the  Home  Committee  have,  as 
formerly,  made  provision  for  the  payment  of  the  travelling  expenses  of 
the  ministers  and  agents  who  have  been  appointed  to  render  that  assist- 
tance ;  and  also  for  the  payment  of  pulpit  supply  for  ministers,  when 
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the  work  assigned  to  them  has  necessitated  their  absence  from  their  own 
congregations  on  the  Lord's  day.  Local  expenses  for  advertising  meet- 
ings, for  securing  public  halls,  or  other  buildings,  in  which  meetings 
might  be  held,  and  for  incidental  outlay  for  lighting,  etc.,  have  in  nearly 
every  instance  been  borne  by  local  parties ;  and  in  a  few  cases  the 
balance  of  the  funds  collected  for  these  purposes  has,  after  the  payment 
of  the  local  charges,  been  appropriately  remitted  to  the  Synod's  Trea- 
surer, as  a  contribution  to  the  Evangelistic  branch  of  the  Home  Mission 
Fund,  and  as  an  expression  of  gratitude  for  the  services  of  the  evangelists* 
Applicants  for  assistance  in  evangelistic  work  have  also  been  informed 
that  the  agents  employed  by  the  Synod  are  expected  to  provide  lodgings 
for  themselves,  if  these  are  not  spontaneously  offered  by  those  whom 
they  are  sent  to  assist ;  but  the  Committee  have  pleasure  in  recording 
their  belief  that,  in  almost  all  cases,  the  agents  have  been  saved  expense, 
and  have  been  encouraged  in  their  work,  by  the  kind  reception  which 
has  been  given  to  them,  and  by  the  generous  hospitality  which  they  have 
experienced,  on  the  part  of  the  ministers  under  whose  direction  they 
have  laboured,  and  of  other  friends  in  the  places  visited,  who  were 
interested  in  their  services  and  wishful  to  promote  their  comfort  and 
success. 

The  ministers,  missionaries,  and  others  who  have  applied  for  the 
assistance  of  the  evangelistic  agentsi,  or  of  ministers,  in  conducting 
evangelistic  meetings  and  services,  have  usually  been  requested  to 
forward  to  the  Home  Secretary  a  report  of  the  work  accomplished,  and 
of  its  apparent  effect  in  interesting  the  people  in  the  various  localities  in 
which  the  meetings  were  held,  and  in  furthering  among  them  the 
revival  of  religion,  and  the  manifestation  of  the  life  and  power  of 
godliness.  In  the  resolutions  of  the  Synod  in  May  1875,  in  reference 
to  the  Keport  on  Evangelistic  Work  which  was  then  presented,  and 
after  the  conference  which  was  then  held  for  the  advancement  of  that 
work,  the  Presbyteries  of  the  Church  were  *  recommended  again  to  hold 
conferences  on  evangelistic  effort,  and  to  make  arrangements  for  a  series 
of  successive  meetings  in  the  congregations  under  their  inspection ;  to 
endeavour  to  enlist  the  sympathies  and  efforts  of  Sessions,  and  of  the 
members  of  the  Church  generally,  for  the  revival  of  religion  and  the 
advancement  of  the  power  of  godliness  in  the  land ;  and  to  consider 
what  means  should  be  adopted  for  utilizing  in  this  work  the  energy  and 
fervour  of  young  converts ; '  and  they  were  •  instructed  to  report  their 
procedure  in  this  matter  to  the  Home  Secretary  early  in  the  month  of 
March.'  The  Home  Committee  have  reason  to  believe  that  a  large 
number  of  Presbyteries  have  endeavoured  during  the  past  year  to  carry 
the  above  recommendations  of  the  Synod  into  effect ;  and  it  is  within 
their  knowledge  that  interesting  and  useful  conferences  on  the  subject 
of  evangelistic  work,  and  on  the  manner  in  which  it  may  be  most  efB-

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ciently  conducted,  have  been  held  in  some  Presbyteries,  and   that   in 
several  others  much  earnestness  and  activity  have  been  manifested  in 
promoting  evangelistic  meetings  and  services  in  the  congregations  under 
their  inspection.     Only  a  few  Presbyteries  have,  however,  forwarded 
official  reports  of  their  procedure  in  these  matters  to  the  Home  Secre- 
tary ;  while  in  a  considerable  number  of  the  cases  referred  to  above,  in 
which  agents  or  ministers  have  been  sent  to  assist  in  evangelistic  opera- 
tions, no  report  has  been  forwarded, — or,  if  a  report  was  sent,  it  waa 
expressed  in  very  general  terms,  and  simply  stated  that  interest  had 
been  awakened,  and  that  there  were  hopeful  indications  that  salutary 
impressions  had  been  made  on  some  of  those  who  had  attended   the 
meetings  and  taken  part  in  the  services.     Of  the  returns  which   have 
been  received  from  Presbyteries,  two  or  three  are  inserted  below,  and 
ivill  be  found  to  contain  much  that  is  interesting  and  instructive  ;  and 
from  the  reports  which  have  been  received  from  other  quarters  of  the 
meetings  held,  and  of  the  apparent  influence  and  results  of  the  services 
conducted  at  these  meetings,  and  of  the  labours  of  the  agents  and  others 
who  have  been  engaged  in  the  work,  a  selection  is  also  given,  illustrative 
of  the  manner  in  which  the  evangelistic  agents  of  the  Synod  have  per- 
formed their  important  duties,  and  of  the  benefits  which,  through  the 
divine  blessing,  appear  in  many  instances  to  have  resulted  from   their 
abundant  labours,  and  from  the  earnestness  and  zeal  and  Christian 
affection  with  which  their  mission  has  been  discharged.     The  returns 
from  Presbyteries  are  placed  first,  and  the  extracts  run  thus : — 

Of  the  evangelistic  meetings  which  were  held  within  the  bounds  of 
the  Presbytery  of  Annandale,  and  in  connection  with  the  congregations 
at  Moffat,  Langholm,  Annan,  Bigg  of  Gretna,  and  Chapelknowe,  in 
accordance  with  the  recommendation  of  the  Presbytery,  the  following 
Report  has  been  forwarded  by  the  Rev,  J.  C.  Meiklejohn,  in  compliance 
with  instructions  received  from  the  Presbytery.     He  writes  thus : — 

'  At  its  last  meeting,  I  was  instructed  by  the  Annandale  Presbytery 
of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  to  send  to  you  an  account  of  the 
evangelistic  operations  carried  on  within  its  bounds  since  May  last.  In 
accordance  with  the  Synod's  recommendation,  the  Presbytery,  as  has  been 
the  case  during  the  two  preceding  years,  held  a  Conference  on  Evan- 
gelistic Effort,  and  urged  all  the  Sessions  of  the  congregations  within 
its  bounds  to  arrange  for  a  week  of  special  evangelistic  services.  On  past 
occasions  this  recommendation  was  carried  into  effect  for  the  most  part 
through  the  labours  of  members  of  the  Presbytery  itself,  together  with 
the  help  of  neighbouring  ministers  of  other  denominations.  In  some 
instances  the  work  was  carried  on  by  agents  of  the  Scottish  Evangelistic 
Association.  In  the  past  blessed  results  sprang  from  these  services, 
especially  in  Ecclefechan  eighteen  months  ago,  which  was  then  visited  ¥rith 
a  religious  awakening.      Several  of  the  parties  who  professed  to  have 
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undergone  a  saving  change  through  these  meetings  at  Ecclefech'an  are- 
speaking  from  mj  own  observation — manifesting  bj  a  humble,  earnest, 
Christian  life  that  thej  have  truly  passed  from  death  unto  life. 

'  With  regard  to  evangelistic  operations  since  May  last,  Mr.  Hutton 
of  Moffat  reports  as  follows  : — 

'  *'  We  have  had  a  good  many  evangelistic  services  in  the  course  of  the 
summer — noon  meetings  and  evening  meetings,  and  meetings  with  young 
men,  and  children's  services.  These  services  were  all  of  a  general  cha- 
racter, not  strictly  congregational.  They  were  largely  attended  and 
much  appreciated,  though  I  cannot  speak  much  of  definite  results.'* 

*  Mr.  Ballantyne  of  Langholm  reports  as  follows : — 
'  "  In  the  month  of  December  we  had  meetings  every  night  for  a  week 
under  the  superintendence  of  the  Session.  Several  of  the  elders,  along 
with  myself,  took  part  in  the  devotional  exercises  at  each  meeting,  and 
addresses  were  given  by  two  agents  of  the  Scottish  Evangelistic  Associa- 
tion, who  were  in  the  place  at  the  time,  and  whom  we  asked  to  speak  at 
our  meetings.  The  addresses  were  very  good,  and  fitted  to  be  useful,  and 
were  attentively  listened  to  by  those  who  were  present  One  or  two 
remained  at  the  close  of  the  services  to  be  personally  conversed  with ; 
but  the  attendance  at  the  second  meetings  was  not  great,  and  I  cannot 
speak  positively  of  permanent  fruit.  But,  amid  not  a  little  that  is  very 
discouraging  in  the  state  of  religion  amongst  us,  there  are  some  signs  that 
the  regular  preaching  of  the  gospel  and  the  stated  administration  of  Chris- 
tian ordinances  are  not  altogether  fruitless.  A  number  of  young  men, 
twenty  to  thirty,  under  the  guidance  of  one  or  two  members  of  Session, 
have  formed  themselves  into  a  Christian  Fellowship  Association  for  prayer 
and  the  study  of  the  Scriptures.  They  meet  on  the  Sabbath  mornings. 
At  the  same  time  a  number  of  young  women  meet,  under  the  superintend- 
ence of  an  elder,  for  Bible  reading  and  instruction,  and  I  am  hopeful  of 
good  resulting.  Already  one  or  two  of  the  young  men  have  been  induced 
to  take  part  in  the  devotional  exercises  at  our  weekly  congregational 
prayer  meeting,  and  some,  both  male  and  female,  have  become  Sabbath- 
school  teachers,  and  seem  to  enter  into  the  work  in  a  good  spirit.  These 
are  encouraging  things ;  still  there  is  a  lamentable  amount  of  deadness  and 
neglect  of  ordinances,  and  seeming  indifference  to  spiritual  things  among 
us.  Mr.  Watson,  of  Langholm  South,  intended  to  have  held  a  week  of 
meetings  in  his  church ;  but  the  Evangelists  were  called  away." 

'  Mr.  Ronald  reports  from  Annan  on  29th  February : — 
<  <(  We  are  in  the  midst  of  evangelistic  services.  These  are  being  con- 
dtv^ted  by  Mr.  Peter  Williamson,  one  of  the  Synod's  agents.  His  addresses 
have  been  appreciated.  The  attendance,  except  on  Sabbath  evening,  has 
been  somewhat  limited.  I  cannot  say  anything  as  to  results.  The  attend- 
ance has  been  almost  entirely  composed  of  church-going  people,  although 
Mr.  Williamson  visited  in  some  necessitous  districts,  giving  invitations  to 
the  meetings.  Some  members  of  the  congregation  also,  before  the  meet- 
ings began,  took  tracts  for  purposes  of  visitation." 

'  The  following  is  Mr.  Lambert's  report  irom  Rigg  of  Gretna : — 
'  "  A  week's  special  services,  extending  from  the  11th  to  the  18th  Feb- 
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ruary,  were  held  at  Rigg  of  Gretna.  These  senrioes  were  oonducted  bj 
Mr.  Cameron,  one  of  the  Synod's  Evangelists.  The  attendance,  all  things 
considered,  though  not  so  large  as  that  at  the  serrices  held  last  year,  was 
good.  Mr.  Cameron's  services  were  very  acceptable.  All  his  addresses 
were  plain,  earnest,  and  faithful  statements  of  gospel  truth.  A.  second 
meeting  was  held  each  evening  for  prayer  and  private  conversatioziy  ivhich 
was  attended  by  from  12  to  80  persons,  and  these  chiefly  young  people. 
As  the  meetings  were  held  so  recently,  and  as  from  various  causes  I  have 
had  little  opportunity  of  seeing  personally  those  who  professed  to  have 
some  anxiety  about  salvation,  I  purposely  refrain  from  saying  any- 
thing in  the  meantime  as  to  results.  Though  our  meetings  were  not  so 
well  attended  as  I  could  have  wished,  I  know  they  were  productive  of 
good." 

'  At  the  close  of  December  evangelistic  meetings  were  held  in  the 
United  Presbyterian  Church,  Chapelknowe,  under  the  superintendence  of 
the  Session.     For  two  years  previously  meetings  of  the  same  kind  have 
been  held  about  the  same  season  of  the  year.     The  meetings  on  the  pre- 
sent occasion  were  preceded  1by  a  discourse  on  the  previous  Sabbath  on 
the  means  and  evidences  of  a  revival  of  religion,  and  by  a  week  of  special 
prayer  on  the  part  of  the  congregation  for  God*s  blessing  on  the  services 
to  be  held.     These  services  were  conducted  by  Mr.  Cameron,  one  of  the 
Synod's  agents.     I  also  took  part  in  them,  giving  each  night  a  short 
address,  and  engaging  in  prayer.     Each  night  also  one  or  more  of  those 
present  took  part  in  leading  the  devotions  of  the  meeting.     Each  day,  ere 
the  meeting  commenced,  Mr.  Cameron  visited  diligently  in  the  houses  all 
around,  distributing  tracts,  and  giving  invitations  to  attend.     The  attend- 
ance at  the  meetings  increased  nightly,  and  throughout  the  week  would 
average  100  at  the  least.     The  interest  in  the  meetings  continued  to 
increase  till  their  close,  some  coming  distances  of  four,  five,  and  six  miles 
to  attend  them.     From  the  time  that  a  second  meeting  was  held^  several 
remained  to  be  spoken  with  about  their  souls'  salvation.     The  number  of 
these  increased  each  night  that  Mr.  Cameron  was  here,  and  amounted 
during  the  four  nights  of  the  second  meeting  to  23.     Numbers  of  these — 
adherents  of  different  denominations-^professed  to  have  undergone   a 
saving  change  as  the  result  of  the  meetings,  and  in  several  instances  with 
every  appearance  of  truth.     As  one  of  the  fruits  of  these  meetings,  two 
young  women  have  been  stirred  up  to  begin  a  Sabbath  school  in  the 
hamlet  where  their  lot  was  cast,  as  work  for  Christ.     Mr.  Cameron's 
addresses,  so  simple  and  winning  and  earnest,  and  his  skilful  and  ffdthful 
dealing  with  the  anxious,  have  been  much  blessed  here.     For  his  highly 
prized  services  1  desire  heartily  to  thank  the  Synod's  Committee.     There 
is  an  earnest  longhig  on  the  part  of  many  for  his  return  for  a  season  to 
our  midst     I  may  remark,  ere  closing,  that  the  illustrative  diagrams, 
which  Mr.  Cameron  used  in  the  course  of  his  addresses,  added  much  to 
their  impression  on  the  mind  of  the  young  people  present.' 

Writing  on  27th  December  1875^  the  Rev.  J.  C.  Meiklejohn  adds 
this  further  testimony  concerning  the  influence  of  Mr.  Cameron's 
visit : — 

^  Mr.  Cameron's  visit  to  our  district  has  been  much  blessed.     On  the 
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first  week-night  service  three  remained  to  be  spoken  with,  on  the  second 
ten,  on  the  third  sixteen,  and  on  the  fourth  twenty.  Several  have,  as  the 
result  of  the  meetings,  professed  to  have  closed  with  Christ  as  their 
Saviour.  In  the  circumstances  of  the  district,  another  week  of  meetings 
would  likely  be  accompanied  with  much  blessing  in  awakening  an  interest 
in  eternal  things.  Since  1868,  as  the  result  of  political  feeling,  there  has 
been  embittered  feeling  against  dissent  on  the  part  of  the  adherents  of  the 
Established  Church,  owing,  no  doubt,  in  a  great  measure  to  a  desire  ''  to 
please  the  laird."  The  power  of  our  Church  and  the  Free  Church  to  in- 
fluence the  spiritual  tone  of  the  district  outside  of  our  congregations  has, 
by  this  state  of  feeling,  for  some  years  been  greatly  lessened,  and  growing 
evils  in  the  community  we  have  had  little  power  to  check.  Mr.  Cameron 
won  the  affection  of  the  whole  community,  and  his  visit  has  done  much 
to  lessen  the  feeling  of  bitterness  in  the  district.' 


Of  the  evangelistic  work  carried  on  in  the  Presbytery  of  BanfiFshire, 
under  the  direction  of  the  Missionary  and  Evangelistic  Committee  of 
that  Presbytery,  the  Kev.  T.  F.  Whillas,  B.D.,  of  New  Leeds,  has  sent 
the  following  report,  which  specially  refers  to  the  services  conducted  at 
Savoch,  New  Deer,  and  New  Leeds.  The  ministers  of  the  congregations 
referred  to  presided  in  their  respective  districts,  and  were  in  each  case 
supported  and  assisted  by  the  willing  aid  of  other  ministerial  brethren 
in  the  Presbytery.    Mr.  Whillas  writes  thus  : — 

'  It  faUs  to  me,  as  Convener  of  the  Missionary  Committee  of  the  Buchan 
Presbytery,  to  send  you  some  account  of  the  evangelistic  services  held 
within  our  bounds  in  the  month  of  March  last. 

*  We  had  hoped  to  embrace  all  the  congregations  of  the  Presbytery 
in  a  scheme  of  evangelistic  effort  for  that  month,  but  in  the  end  found  it 
impracticable,  from  various  causes,  to  have  special  services  anywhere  but 
at  Savoch,  New  Deer,  and  New  Leeds.  Each  minister  reports  regard- 
ing his  own  congregation. 

*  Of  the  work  of  Savoch,  Eev.  Mr.  Blair  writes  : — "  In  presenting  a 
report  of  the  evangelistic  services  in  this  district  from  12th  to  17th  March, 
I  regret  I  should  have  so  little  worthy  of  stating.  The  weather,  especially 
during  the  second  part  of  the  week,  was  so  exceptionally  stormy,  that  it 
proved  detrimental  both  to  the  house-to-house  visitation  during  the  day, 
and  to  the  attendance  at  the  meetings  at  night.  As  the  rule,  acted  on 
and  carried  out  as  far  as  possible,  was  to  visit  the  families  connected  with 
the  congregation  during  the  day,  reading  a  portion  of  Scripture,  and 
engaging  in  devotional  exercises  with  them,  and  to  hold  a  meeting  in  some 
central  part  of  the  district — in  a  bam  in  some  cases,  in  others  in  a  kitchen, 
and  in  others  in  a  schoolroom — in  the  evening,  when  addresses  of  a  strictly 
evangelistic  kind  were  given.  Of  these  meetings  six  were  held,  beginning 
on  Sabbath  evening  at  Quilquox.  On  Monday,  Tuesday,  Wednesday, 
Thursday,  and  Friday,  meetings  were  held  respectively  at  Banack,  Auch- 
navaird,  Savoch,  QuUquox,  and  Braehead.  The  attendance  at  them  was 
not  so  large  as  it  should  have  been,  for  the  reason  already  stated ;  but  I 
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am  glad  to  be  able  to  say  that  it  embraced  some  for  whom  such  meetings 
were  specially  intended ;  and  that  on  the  part  of  many  present  there  mu 
imdoubted  appreciation  of  the  gospel  truth  presented.  I  was  ably  assisted 
during  the  first  part  of  the  week  by  the  Rev.  T.  P.  Whillas,  B.D.,  New 
Leeds  ;  and  during  the  latter  by  the  Rev.  W.  Simmers,  M.  A.,  Portsoy." 

'  The  Rev.  C.  G.  Squair  of  New  Deer  reports  : — "  According  to 
arrangement,  the  Rev.  W.  Simmers  of  Portsoy  came  here  on  Saturday, 
the  11th  March,  for  the  purpose  of  holding  evangelistic  services.  After 
our  church  services  were  over  on  Sabbath,  Mr.  Simmers  and  I  held  a 
meeting  with  the  young  at  New  Maud,  at  three  o^clock,  when  about  70 
were  present  At  five  o'clock  we  addressed  about  130  of  the  grown-up 
people  of  the  same  place ;  and  at  seven  o'clock  had  another  meeting^  of  the 
same  size  at  New  Deer. 

'  '^  On  Monday  aflemoon  we  visited  in  Denhead,  a  district  about  three 
miles  from  New  Deer,  and  met  with  about  100  people  in  a  school  there 
that  evening.  Next  evening  we  had  services  in  New  Deer.  At  all  these 
meetings  the  people  listened  with  marked  attention,  and  I  doubt  not  that 
good  impressions  were  made. 

'  ^'  The  rest  of  the  week  I  had  the  assistance  of  the  Rev.  John  Smith, 
M.A.,  from  Fraserburgh.  We  had  an  interesting,  and  I  trust  profitable 
meeting  at  Bulwark  on  Thursday,  and  another  in  New  Deer  on  Friday. 
This  last,  however,  was  seriously  injured  by  the  severity  of  the  weather, 
which  had  been  inclement  all  week,  but  was  that  evening  tempestuous. 
Still  I  have  hope  that  at  our  meetings  some  have  received  good  to  their 
souls. 

' ''  As  to  the  services  in  New  Leeds,  I  am  happy  to  be  able  to  report  a 
very  successful  series  of  meetings,  commencing  Monday,  March  20th,  and 
continued  without  an  evening's  intermission  till  Friday  the  31st.  All  the 
meetings  were  held  in  the  village — the  first  four  in  a  school,  all  the  rest  in 
the  church.  Arrangements  had  been  made  for  one  week  only ;  but  the 
attendance  continued  so  encouraging,  and  the  interest  of  the  people  was  so 
manifest,  that  the  meetings  were  extended  over  a  second  week.  The 
average  attendance  was  fully  80,  a  considerable  proportion  of  that  number 
being  drawn  from  the  non-church-going  class.  The  exceedingly  stormy 
weather  was  on  the  whole  favourable  to  our  laying  hold  of  that  class ;  as, 
by  preventing  outdoor  work,  it  brought  them  within  reach  of  our  visita- 
tions during  the  day,  and  left  them  full  leisure  to  attend  the  meetmgs  at 
night.  At  the  same  time  it  very  decidedly  interfered  with  the  attendance 
of  such  as  lived  outside  the  village. 

^  "  I  was  happy  in  obtaining  the  assistance  of  Rev.  G.  G.  Green,  of 
Buckie,  for  four  days;  and,  besides,  Messrs.  Smith  and  Blair  of  our  own 
Presbytery  took  part  in  some  of  the  meetings.  Mr.  Green  assisted  me  in 
a  very  interesting  meeting  with  the  children  on  Friday  the  24th. 

*  "  The  meetings  were  felt  to  be  very  encouraging  by  all  who  took 
part  in  them.  Of  any  results  they  may  have  produced  I  can  say  nothing 
definite  yet,  only  I  know  that  for  thirteen  successive  evenings,  the 
gospel  of  the  grace  of  God  was  declared  in  all  simplicity  and  faithfulness 
to  most  attentive  audiences,  including  many  not  wont  to  give  any  heed 
whatever  to  religious  things. 

'  ^'  On  the  whole,  although  it  was  impossible  to  make  our  Presbyterial 
effort  as  general  as  we  wished,  we  feel  satisfied  that  good  has  been  done, 
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and  encouraged  to  attempt  a  better-concerted  series  of  services  at  some 
more  favourable  season  of  the  year.'* ' 

As  Clerk  of  the  Presbytery  of  Dunfermline,  the  Rev.  Andrew 
Graham  of  Grossgates  has  sent  the  following  statements  respecting 
evangelistic  services  which  were  held  in  connection  with  the  congre- 
gations of  Alloa,  Invferkeithing,  and  Lochgelly,  within  the  bounds  of 
that  Presbytery,  in  the  months  of  January  and  March  1876.  His  report 
runs  thus : — 

'  I  see  from  the  Synod  minutes  that  we  are  required  early  in  March 
to  report  to  you  on  evangelistic  services  in  our  congregations.  Services 
have  been  held  only  in  Alloa,  In verkei thing,  and  Lochgelly. 

'  In  Alloa  they  were  commenced  on  the  3l8t  of  January,  and  were  con- 
tinued until  the  5th  February.  The  meetings  were  addressed  by  ministers, 
and  were  pretty  well  attended,  considering  the  unfavourable  weather,  the 
attendance  averaging  from  200  to  250.  There  was  no  special  movement 
visible,  but  a  very  pleasant  interest  was  shown  all  through  the  services. 
The  main  portion  of  the  audience  were  the  cream  of  the  Christian  people, 
who  have  been  well  instructed  in  the  main  truths  of  redemption.  Mr. 
McLean  thinks  it  is  a  mistake  to  have  a  different  speaker  each  night.  This, 
he  thinks,  detracts  from  unity  of  purpose  and  from  the  general  effect 
that  might  be  produced. 

'  In  Inverkeithing  the  services  were  begun  on  the  5th  March,  and 
continued  during  the  week.  Mr.  Russell,  Dunfermline,  Mr.  Smith, 
Kinross,  and  Mr.  M*Kenzie,  preacher,  took  part  in  the  services.  The 
attendance  on  the  first  night  was  about  100,  and  it  steadily  increased  to 
200 ;  more  would  doubtless  have  been  present  but  for  the  stormy  weather. 
The  attention  and  interest  were  aU  that  could  be  desired.  To  some  it  has 
been  a  time  of  refreshing,  and  to  a  few  a  season  of  awakening.  Regrets 
were  expressed  when  the  meetings  were  brought  to  a  close. 

'  The  meetings  in  Lochgelly  were  begun  on  Sabbath,  the  5th  March, 
and  carried  on  until  Tuesday,  the  14th  March.  They  were  of  a  joint 
character,  being  held  in  the  Go-operative  Hail  and  the  Free  and  TTnited 
Presbyterian  churches.  They  were  addressed  by  the  Revs.  Messrs.  Brown 
and  Macainsh,  and  ministers  and  laymen  from  Edinburgh  and  other 
places.  The  weather  was  very  stormy,  but  the  attendance  ranged  from 
100  to  150.  Much  interest  was  manifested.  The  attendance  of  young 
men  was  large,  and  their  interest  in  the  meetings  was  very  marked. 

'  I  had  meant  to  have  similar  meetings  in  Grossgates  in  February,  but 
I  have  been  very  much  of  an  invalid  since  the  beginning  of  February.  I 
have  had  two  attacks  of  erysipelas,  and  am  but  recovering  at  present.  At 
our  next  meeting  of  Presbytery,  fixed  for  the  11th  April,  we  are  to  have 
a  conference  on  evangelistic  work,  and  the  probability  is  we  will  agree  to 
have  services  during  the  somimer  in  some  of  the  places  around.  At  our 
next  meeting,  Mr.  Brown  and  I  mean  to  take  steps  to  get  a  missionary  for 
at  least  the  summer  six  months.  I  suppose  if  Mr.  Paton  is  willing  to  con- 
tinue, the  Board  wiU  have  no  objection  to  continue  the  grant. 

Evangelistic  meetings  and  services  were  held  in  Carlisle  in  January 
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and  February  last,  under  the  special  direction  of  the  Rev.  James 
Christie,  B.A.,  minister  of  the  United  Presbyterian  congregation  in  that 
city,  and  with  the  assistance  and  co-operation  of  ministers  of  other 
denominations.  Mr.  D.  M.  Cameron  was  sent  as  an  evangelistic  agent 
of  the  Synod  to  assist  in  these  meetings  and  services ;  and  the  following 
report  of  the  work  done  has  been  forwarded  by  Mr.  Christie : — 

'  I  have  to  report  that,  accordiDg  to  appointment,  Mr.  Cameron  began 
a  fortnight^s  work  in  my  church  on  Wednesday,  January  26,  and  con- 
tinued it  each  night  till  Wednesday,  February  9tb. 

'The  meeting  began  each  night  at  eight  o^clock,  and  'was  strictly 
confined  to  one  hour ;  at  nine  o'clock  the  second  meeting  began,  and  while 
a  prayer  meeting  was  conducted  for  twenty  minutes,  opportunity  was  given 
for  Conversation  with  Mr.  Cameron  in  the  vestry.  Nine  or  teu  in  all 
availed  themselves  of  this  opportunity. 

'  The  different  ministers  of  Carlisle  kindly  offered  to  assist  at  the 
meetings,  and  the  consequence  was  that  on  as  many  evenings,  one  English 
Presbyterian  brother,  two  Independents,  one  Free  Methodist,  and  two 
Wesleyans  presided,  while  on  the  other  evenings  I  took  the  chair.  It  is 
easy  to  imderstand  that  the  helpful  presence  of  brother  ministers  shed  a 
sweet  influence  over  the  meetings.  The  audiences  ranged  between  96 
and  150  ;  on  the  last  evening  200  would  be  present. 

'  5Ir.  Cameron  conducted  four  services  for  children  with  much  success. 
Between  two  and  three  hundred  children,  several  of  them  being  sent  from 
some  of  the  best  families  in  Carlisle  belonging  to  other  Churches,  attended 
at  each  meeting.     The  subjects  for  children  were  illustrated  by  diagrams. 

'  I  cannot  but  report  that  Mr.  Cameron's  method  of  instructing  the 
young  is  exceedingly  dear  and  catching. 

'  On  the  two  Sundays  Mr.  Cameron  was  with  us,  he  addressed  the 
Congregational  and  Missionary  Sunday  Schools,  and  teachers  and  scholars 
profited  alike.  I  occupied  my  own  pulpit  during  Mr.  Cameron's  visit, 
both  before  and  during  the  visit  preached  upon  topics  appropriate  to  an 
evangelistic  effort,  and  at  the  close  of  the  evening  service  introduced  Mr. 
Cameron  to  the  congregation,  numbering  not  less  than  600  persons,  whom 
he  addressed  for  a  quarter  of  an  hour. 

'  Three  hundred  waited  each  Sunday  night  to  a  prayer  meeting  at  the 
close  of  the  service. 

*  We  used  the  Evangelistic  Hymn  Book  published  by  Gall  &  Inglis. 
It  has  many  excellences,  and  I  have  placed  three  hundred  copies  in  the 
pews,  in  order  that  we  may  sing  an  evangelistic  hymn  occasionally  at  the 
regular  services.  My  people  were- much  pleased  with  Mr.  Cameron,  and 
with  one  consent  have  expressed  themselves  as  being  greatly  refreshed. 
His  addresses  are  short,  plain,  sound,  good.  He  is  eminently  a  safe  man. 
He  knows  his  position,  takes  care  to  let  his  audience  know  it,  and  keeps 
it.  In  my  opinion,  no  better  counteractive  to  a  persistent  and  pernicious 
Plymouthism  could  be  provided  throughout  our  country,  than  by  securing 
the  services  of  Mr.  Cameron,  and  such  as  he,  for  a  week  or  fortnight 
annually  in  each  of  our  churches. 

'  I  have  to  report  with  much  gratitude  that  I  have  greatly  enjoyed 
the  services  myself,  and  have  rejoiced  in  my  people's  joy. 
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'  I  shall  be  very  happy  to  receive  from  lime  to  time  the  assistance  of 
a  lay  agent  from  your  Board,  which,  as  is  very  evident,  is  most  careful  in 
making  a  wise  and  judicious  selection.' 

The  Rev.  John  Sutherland,  Dunbar,  having  made  arrangements,  in 
conjunction  with  other  ministers  in  tliat  town,  for  a  series  of  evan- 
gelistic meetings,  applied  for  the  aid  of  Mr.  William  Murray,  one  of  the 
Synod's  agents;  and  at  the  conclusion  of  the  series  he  sent  the  following 
report  of  the  meetings  which  had  been  lield,  and  of  the  work  which  had 
l)oen  performed  in  the  months  of  Marcli  and  April  1876: — 

*  A  brief  series  of  evangelistic  services  has  been  held  here,  in  connec- 
tion with  which  a  rather  interesting  question  might  be  raised, — viz.  As  to 
the  eifect  which  might  be  produced  by  shifting  from  one  meeting-place  to 
another  in  the  same  town  ?  Previous  to  commencing  the  meetings,  the 
want  of  neutral  ground  was  felt  to  be  a  great  difficulty,  there  being  no  • 
public  hall  available  for  nightly  services.  The  plan  of  shifting  ground 
was  adopted;  and  although  this  served  some  good  purposes,  and  was 
indeed  considered  in  the  circumstances  to  be  indispensable,  yet  it  would 
seem  as  if  much  was  lost  from  want  of  centralization.  The  meetings 
extended  over  a  period  of  three  weeks,  and  were  held  successively  in  the 
two  United  Presbyterian  Churches,  in  the  Free  Church,  and  in  the  hall 
belonging  to  the  East  Coast  Mission.  Good  work  was  done  in  each  of 
these  places,  but  it  is  open  to  question  whether  or  not  more  might  have 
been  done  had  the  work  been  (though  in  the  circumstances  this  seemed 
unadvisable)  confined  to  one  common  centre.  Notwithstanding  any  such 
drawback,  however,  we  have  cause  for  profound  gratitude  on  account  of 
genuine  good  work  accomplished,  and  for  evidence  given  of  the  perman- 
ency of  the  promise,  "  In  all  places  where  I  record  my  name  I  will  come 
unto  thee,  and  I  will  bless  thee."  The  usual  outward  evidences  of  a  work 
of  grace  were  clearly  manifest,  in  the  presence  at  the  meeting,  night  after 
night,  of  many  of  all  classes ;  in  rapt  attention  to  the  addresses  delivered  ; 
in  new  requests  for  prayer  coming  in  every  evening ;  and  in  some  of  those 
present  remaining  to  be  prayed  for  and  instructed  more  fully  as  to  the 
way  of  salvation.  Indeed,  we  would  be  withholding  the  expression  of  our 
most  firm  conviction  did  we  not  most  gratefully  acknowledge  that  God 
was  felt  to  be  in  the  midst  of  us,  and  that  real  work  for  eternity  was 
accomplished.  Mr.  Wm.  Murray,  evangelist,  was  our  principal  speaker, 
and  there  are  not  a  few  who  will  hold  in  grateful  remembrance  his  en- 
couraging words  to  Christians,  and  his  stirring  addresses  to  the  careless. 
The  latter  class  he  addressed  with  marked  effect  in  the  open  air,  and  in 
the  East  Coast  Mission  Hall.  We  had  also  the  occasional  and  much- 
prized  services  of  Dr.  Cairns  and  Dr.  M*Laggan,  from  Berwick,  both  of 
whom  gave  encouraging  accounts  of  evangelistic  work  in  that  town  ;  there 
was  present  also  Captain  Bird,  secretary  to  the  Young  Men's  Christian 
Association  in  Dublin,  who  addressed  a  large  meeting  of  young  men. 
What  seems  needed  here,  as  elsewhere,  after  such  meetings,  is  the  earnest, 
zealous  following  up  of  the  work  by  Christian  people,  one  and  another  of 
whom  we  observed  in  the  inquiry-room  acknowledging  with   manifest 
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sorrow  that  their  rmmneas  in  the  discharge  of  duty,  after  having  been 
quickened  on  previous  occasions,  had  not  only  hindered  the  progress  of 
the  cause  of  Christ,  but  had  even  led  them  to  come  seeking  counsel  anew 
for  themselves,  when  they  might  rather  have  been  coming  to  the  inquiry- 
room  to  counsel  others.  If  Christians  would  desire  not  to  fall  back  them- 
selves, let  them  work  and  pray  for  the  conversion  of  those  who  are  still 
unsaved. 

'  That  a  real  and  permanent  work  of  grace  may  go    on  here,  is  our 
earnest  prayer,  as  we  trust  it  will  be  also  of  the  reader  of  thb  brief 
.  report.' 


The  Rev.  Alexander  Adam,  minister  of  the  congregation  at  Portree, 
in  the  island  of  Skye,  but  now  resident  in  Uddingston,  has  sent  the 
following  interesting  and  characteristic  notice  of  his  endeavours  to  pro- 
mote the  spiritual  benefit  of  the  Highland  labourers  who  have  been 
engaged  in  the  construction  of  the  new  railways  in  the  Uddingston 
district : — 

'  To-day  I  have  been  reading  our  Missionary  Record  for  this  montli ; 
and  the  closing  part  of  it,  *'  Notices  of  Christian  work  at  Home  Mission 
Stations,"  says  to  me,  "  Give  him  some  short  report  of  your  humble  work 
here  in  Uddingston." 

'  A  great  number  of  Irish  and  Highlanders  are  at  work  in  this  neigh- 
bourhood at  the  formation  of  new  lines  of  railway.  A  wooden  church 
has  been  erected  here  in  Uddingston,  where  there  is  preaching  in  English 
every  other  Sabbath,  beginning  at  3.30  p.m.  One  of  the  brethren, 
speaking  one  day  about  that  meeting-house,  said,  ''  Can  you  now  and  then 
say  a  word  to  your  Highland  friends  ? "  I  preached  there  on  the  first 
Sabbath  of  August  from  John  iii.  1-13 ;  and  again,  on  the  third  Sabbath 
of  August,  from  John  iii.  14—16  ;  and  a  third  time,  on  the  second  Sabbath 
of  October,  from  John  iii.  17-21.  The  wooden  church  is  seated  for  about 
one  hundred.  The  Highlanders  came  from  Bellshill,  Blantyre,  and  there- 
about, and  nearly  filled  the  house  each  time.  All  came  well  clad,  and 
heard  the  word  attentively  and  devoutly.  All,  with  very  few  exceptions, 
had  their  Bibles.  One  of  them  acted  as  precentor,  and  read  the  hymn, 
as  most  of  our  Churches  south  and  north  did  when  I  was  a  boy,  and  as 
they  still  do  in  the  north,  in  Gaelic.  There  were  individuals,  and  a 
few  families,  present  at  these  meetings  residing  in  this  district,  from 
Stornoway,  Skye,  Oban,  Ross -shire,  Inverness-shire,  and  Argyleshire, 
and  I  am  told  that  all  understood  my  Gaelic.  When  I  asked  one  of  them- 
selves, "  How  can  that  be  ?  "  this  was  his  answer :  "  Minister,  your  Gaelic 
is  acquired,  and  by  the  help  of  the  Graelic  Bible ;  and  we  aJl,  south  and 
north,  east  and  west,  understand  the  Bible  Gaelic."  I  am  so  glad  and 
cheered  that  the  Lord  thus  helps  me,  now  and  then,  to  speak  a  word  to 
the  people.  A  great  number  have  left  for  their  homes  in  the  meantime. 
The  English  preaching  is  still  kept  up,  but  few  now  attend,  as  the  day  is 
short ;  and  I  dare  not  venture  out  to  say  a  word  to  the  few  that  reside  in 
the  locality,  for  the  wooden  church  is  open  and  cold.^ 
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The  Rev.  John  Whyte,  of  Moyness,  near  Forres,  sends  a  brief  repoit 
of  the  evangelistic  services  conducted,  with  the  assistance  of  Mr.  James 
Gallacher,  in  the  district  around  Moyness,  in  the  first  half  of  the  month 
of  August  last.     He  writes  thus : — 

'  I  should  have  sent  an  account  of  Bfr.  Gallacher's  labours  here  during 
the  first  and  second  weeks  of  August  before  this,  but  delayed  it  till  I  was 
in  circumstances  to  enclose  a  small  collection  which  was  afterwards  made 
to  assist  in  defraying  the  expense  of  his  visit  to  our  congregation.  With 
this  you  will  receive  one  pound  for  the  Evangelistic  Fund,  which  my 
people  send  as  an  acknowledgment  and  appreciation  of  Mr.  Gallacher's 
services. 

'  During  Mr.  Gallacher's  visit  we  held  nine  evening  meetings, — three 
in  the  church;  two  in  Conicavii  School-house,  about  two  miles  from 
this ;  two  in  the  village  of  Whitemyre,  in  the  the  open  air,  about  a  mile 
distant ;  one  in  Moyness  School-house ;  and  one  in  the  hill  district  to  the 
south  of  this.  Most  of  the  meetings,  considering  the  sparseness  of  the 
population,  were  well  attended,  the  average  of  the  nine  meetings  being 
about  seventy. 

'Mr.  Gallacher  I  regard  as  very  well  adapted  for  the  work.  His 
addresses  were  earnest,  pointed,  searching,  and  full  of  gospel  truth.  He 
arrested  the  attention  of  his  hearers,  and  it  was  evident  that  they  highly 
appreciated  his  labours,  and  felt  benefited  and  impressed.  From  my 
subsequent  intercourse  with  my  people,  I  could  learn  that  another  visit  of 
Mr.  Gkillacher  would  be.  very  acceptable. 

^  As  to  any  visible  results  of  his  visit,  I  cannot  say  much.  At  one  of 
the  meetings,  two  young  people  remained  for  conversation ;  but  we  know 
that  *'  the  kingdom  of  heaven  does  not  come  with  observation,"  and  wc 
cannot  always  judge  of  the  good  done  by  the  '^  seeing  of  the  eye  or  the 
hearing  of  the  ear."  * 

Mr.  David  M.  Cameron  having  been  sent  to  Dairy,  Ayrshire,  to  fill 
up  a  blank  in  the  series  of  meetings  which  were  condacted  there  by 
ministers  and  other  agents,  Mr.  John  Kyle  reports  as  follows  concerning 
his  visit : — 

*  I  duly  received  your  telegram.  We  had  almost  given  up  hope  of  a 
speaker  coming,  thinldng  you  had  been  unable,  in  the  short  time,  to  get 
one. 

*  The  meeting  proved  to  be  one  of  the  sweetest  we  have  had  for  some 
time,  and,  what  is  not  always  the  case,  there  were  three  anxious  ones 
went  into  the  inquiry-room  to  be  spoken  with,  and  we  have  reason  to 
believe  good  has  resulted  from  the  visit  of  Mr.  Cameron.  I  can  assure 
you  we  shall  be  heartily  glad  to  have  Mr.  Cameron  with  us  at  some  other 
time.' 

The  Home  Committee  having  made  a  small  grant  for  the  encourage- 
ment of  special  evangelistic  services  in  connection  with  the  congrega- 
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tion  of  Craigdam,  in  the  Presbytery  of  Aberdeen,  the  Rev.  D.  K. 
Auchterlonie  has  forwarded  the  following  brief  report  of  these 
services : — 

*  The  printing  of  the  little  circular  was  an  expensive  itcniy  but  it  well 
repaid  itself  by  the  increase  in  attendance  which  it  brouglit.  We  had  all 
through  a  large  proportion  of  the  chiss  we  wish  to  reach  bjr  evangelistic 
meetings.  More  than  half  the  audience  each  night  consisted  of  strangers, 
a  great  many  farm -servants,  some  of  them,  I  hear,  from  a  distance  of 
three  and  four  miles. 

*  x\s  to  results  we  cannot  speak.  Scotch  country  people  are  very 
reticent  in  regard  to  hand-to-hand  personal  dealing,  and  Aberdeenshire  is 
Scotland  intensified  in  this  matter.  But  I  expect  that  now,  or  hereafter, 
perhaps  not  till  "  the  day,"  fruit  will  be  found  unto  eternal  life.  In  the 
meantime,  this  fact  encourages  me :  When  I  invited  my  junior  class  to 
assemble  on  the  Saturday  afternoon  after  our  first  week  of  meetings,  I 
distinctly  gave  out  that  it  was  to  be  a  c/ass  for  those  who  had  found  the 
Saviour^  or  were  earnestly  seeking  Him,  The  result  is,  I  have  forty-seven 
on  the  roll.     May  the  Saviour  claim  every  one  of  them  early ! 

*  Upon  the  whole,  I  am  led  to  think  that  a  special  season  of  meetings 
is  a  great  advantage ;  and  if  God  spares  me,  I  think  of  having  an  annoai 
campaign  similar  to  that  which  is  now  closed.* 

Tlie  Rev.  Robert  Hull,  of  Old  Meldrum,  Aberdeenshire,  having  asked 
assistance  in  meeting  the  expenses  connected  with  a  series  of  evangelistic 
meetings  and  services  in  his  district,  has  forwarded  a  report  concerning 
these  services,  from  which  the  following  extract  is  taken.  He  writes 
thus : — 

*  The  meetings  which  were  held  here  were  most  refreshing  to  all  who 
were  privileged  to  attend  them.  I  had  advertised  a  week  of  evangelistic 
meetings  in  the  church,  and  intended,  as  my  congregation  embraces 
twelve  parishes,  to  hold  several  meetings  during  the  day  in  rural  districts, 
but  owing  to  the  extreme  severity  of  the  weather,  these  latter  had 
to  be  abandoned;  jmd  even  the  former  could  not  be  attended  by  the 
country  people — the  roads  being  thoroughly  blocked  up  with  snow,  and 
all  locomotion  suspended— till  towards  the  end  of  the  week;  yet,  notwith- 
standing these  unpropltious  circumstances,  together  with  the  inability  of 
the  chief  speakers  to  get  forward  at  the  outset  in  consequence  of  there 
being  no  railway  communication,  the  meetings  increased  nightly  in 
numbers  and  interest,  giving  token  of  fresh  accessions  to  the  spiritual  life 
and  activity  of  the  people  of  God.  I  alone  addressed  the  Monday  and 
Tuesday  meetings,  several  of  the  more  fervent  members  of  the  Young 
Men's  Christian  Association  engaging  in  prayer — as  they  also  did  on  suc- 
cessive nights,  to  our  mutual  edification  and  vivifying.  These  young 
converts,  by  their  strength,  have  power  with  God.  Mr.  Green  of  Buckie,  who 
had  been  storm-beat,  and  had  only  got  this  length  on  his  way  to  evangelize  at 
New  Leeds,  came  to  my  assistance  on  Wednesday,  and  we  both  addressed 
a  very  large  meeting  of  boys  and  girls,  and  thereafter  of  adults, — ^Mr.  Green 
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referriDg  to  his  own  boyhood  here,  his  privileged  Sabbath-school  days,  and 
to  fathers,  prophets,  and  dear  ones  who  had  gone,  and  calling  earnestly 
upon  all  to  seek  the  Lord,  etc. 

*  Similar  meetings  were  addressed  by  Revs.  Messrs.  Galbraith  and 
Dickie  of  Aberdeen,  with  peculiar  solemnity  and  evident  effect. 
Their  addresses  were  tender,  earnest,  direct,  and  much  appreciiated,  and,  I 
think,  greatly  blessed;  and  the  whole  culminated  on  Sabbath  in  two 
crowded  audiences,  afternoon  and  evening,  in  which  the  Rev.  G.  Gilfillan 
of  Dundee — who  was  assisting  me  at  the  communion — preached  with  great 
power  and  pathos,  stirring  the  intellects  and  exciting  the  emotions  God- 
ward  and  manward,  on  "  God  is  Love,"  and  "  Go  ye  into  all  the  world,*' 
etc.  I  never  heard  a  more  appropriate,  forcible,  and  impressive  missionary 
appeal  to  the  disciples  of  Christ  to  be  up  and  doing  for  the  salvation  of 
men.  And,  I  may  add,  on  Monday  evening  a  most  interesting  and 
thrilling  lecture  on  the  Covenanters  ended  a  precious  series  of  meetings, 
which  comprehended  all  classes  of  the  community,  from  the  highest  to  the 
lowest,  and  which  will  be  long  remembered  and  spoken  of  with  pleasure 
and  profit.  Results  are  God's ;  though  Paul  must  plant,  and  ApoUos 
water.  The  increase  has  been  sought  in  private  as  in  public ;  and  I  have 
already  indications  that  it  has  been  given  in  the  form  of  stimulus  and 
quickened  life  in  some,  and  anxious  though tfulness,  and  new-born  prayer 
in  others — all  which  I  trust  will  appear  more  and  more  to  the  perfect  day.' 

Mr.  William  Lament,  one  of  the  United  Presbyterian  ofEce-bearers 
in  Greenock,  and  convener  of  the  Young  Men's  Evangelistic  Committee 
in  that  town,  refers  in  the  following  report  to  the  labours  of  Mr.  James 
Gallacher,  in  connection  with  the  Young  Men's  Meetings  which  he  had 
been  invited  to  attend,  and  at  which  his  services  were  cordially  welcomed. 
Mr.  Lamont  writes : — 

*At  the  request  of  Mr.  James  Gallacher,  I  send  you  a  few  notes 
regarding  his  work  among  the  young  men  of  Greenock.  Being  myself  an 
office-bearer  in  George  Square  United  Presbyterian  Church,  and  at  the 
same  time  convener  of  the  Young  Men's  Evangelistic  Committee  of  this 
town,  I  speedily  acquainted  myself  with  Mr.  Gallacher,  and  enlisted  his 
sympathy  and  service  in  the  Toung  Men's  Meeting.  During  his  stay  of 
six  weeks  here,  Mr.  Gallacher  addressed  our  meeting  every  Saturday 
evening ;  and  so  heartily  did  he  throw  himself  into  the  work,  and  so  much 
was  he  blessed  of  God  therein,  that  the  meetings  went  on  increasing  in 
numbers  and  interest  from  night  to  night,  so  that  latterly  we  had  an 
attendance  of  from  200  to  300  young  men,  many  of  who^i  went  with  him 
to  his  other  meetings,  helping  him  by  their  prayers  as  well  as  by  their 
work  in  bringing  in  their  friends,  and  also  in  speaking  to  inquirers.  It 
would  hardly  be  judicious  to  approximate  even  tlie  number  of  those  who 
profess  to  have  found  peace  at  these  meetings,  but  many  are  known  to 
myself  personally  who  are  giving  evidence  of  a  thorough  change  of  heart 
and  life  since  Mr.  Gallacher  came  to  us.  Every  night  saw  poor  sinners  coming 
home,  and  some  of  the  cases  were  very  interesting  indccci,  showing  tliat 
the  gospel  is  still  the  power  of  God  to  siilvation,  and  that  in  the  hand  of 
the  Spirit  it  was  mighty  in  our  midst.     I  do  not  know  that  I  can  cuter 
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further  into  details,  although  I  oould  do  so  easily,  and  fill  many  pages,  but  1 
would  say,  in  closing,  that  we  had  a  praise  meeting  on  the  last  night  of  Mr. 
Gallacher's  sojourn.  About  500  took  tea  together,  and  after  the  usual 
addresses  and  praise,  four  young  men  rose  up  and  testified  what  the  Lord 
had  done  for  dieir  souls,  and  in  some  cases  for  their  wives  too  ;  while  a 
great  number,  both  male  and  female,  who  did  not  feel  qualified  to  speak, 
stood  up  as  a  testimony  that  they  had  received  blessing  during  the 
meetings.  The  past  six  weeks  have  been  blessed  ones  in  the  experience 
of  many,  and  our  wish  is  that  your  Committee  may  see  fit  to  send  Mr. 
Gallaoher  to  us  soon  again,  as  '*  the  harvest  truly  is  plenteous^  and  the 
labourers  few."  * 

The  Bev.  Alexander  Campbell,  minister  of  Knox*s  congregation  in 
Montrose,  who  frequently  conducts  special  services  for  the  benefit  of 
foreign  seamen  and  others  in  that  town,  and  labours  zealousljr  for  the 
advancement  of  their  moral  and  religious  instruction,  asked  the  assist- 
ance of  one  of  the  evangelistic  agents  of  the  Synod  in  June  last ;  and 
lie  reports  as  under  respecting  the  services  of  Mr.  D.  M.  Cameron  from 
the  20th  to  the  28th  of  that  month  :— 

*  Mr.  Cameron  laboured  here  during  the  above  period,  with  his  usual 
energy,  zeal,  and  acceptance.  He  addressed  sixteen  meetings,  with  an 
aggregate  attendance  of  1548. 

'  As  it  was  the  summer  season,  several  of  the  meetings  were  held  in  the 
open  air,  and  were  well  attended,  not  a  few  persons  being  reached  who  are 
systematically  negligent.  Both  at  the  open-air  and  in-door  meetings,  Mr. 
Cameron  made  use  of  those  pictorial  illustrations  of  gospel  tmth  which  are 
now  frequently  employed,  and  with  marked  effect.  The  larger  number  of 
the  in-door  meetings  were  followed  by  after  meetings,  at  which  not  a  few, 
especially  of  the  young,  remained.  Very  deep  interest  was  manifested  in 
the  conversations  held  with  them,  in  which  Mr.  Cameron  was  assisted  by 
several  Christian  friends.  He  visited  a  good  deal  in  the  district  allotted 
to  him,  and  was  occasionally  cheered  by  meeting  with  some  of  the  fruits 
of  his  former  labours  upwards  of  two  years  ago. 

'  Altogether  his  visit  to  us  at  this  time  has  given  an  impulse  to  efforts 
to  benefit  the  proper  objects  of  evangelistic  labour ;  and  impressions  were, 
by  the  divine  blessing,  produced,  which  there  is  every  reason  to  believe 
will  remain,  and  be  fxuitful  to  life  everlasting.' 

The  Bev.  Joseph  Hay,  of  Lethendy,  has  sent  a  brief  report  of  evan- 
gelistic work,  in  which  he  assisted  and  was  assisted  by  the  Bev.  M. 
Howieson,  of  Auchtergaven,  and  others,  and  from  which  he  is  hopefnl 
that  good  results  may  spring.     He  writes  thus : — 

'  Went  to  assist  Rev.  M.  Howieson,  of  Auchtergaven,  for  greater  part 
of  a  week  in  the  month  of  February,  as  he  had  kindly  been  with  me  in 
the  same  kind  of  work  several  weeks  previous.  I  addressed  meetings  in 
Mr.  Howieson's  and  in  the  Free  Church  alternately  every  night  The 
audience  increased  night  after  night,  and  gave  the  deepest  attention  while 
present. 
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'  Daring  the  day  we  Tisited  families  in  the  Tillage,  besides  numbers 
miles  beyond ;  we  were  well  received,  and  believe  good  impressions  were 
produced.  Several  bothies  were  also  overtaken.  Mr.  Williamson,  mis- 
sionary, was  a  week  with  me  in  the  end  of  March,  partly  to  invigorate  his 
body ;  but  he  was  anxious  to  work,  and  we  both  paid  visits  and  held  meet- 
ings. One  person  visited  gave  evidence  that  a  change,  I  would  hope  a  sav- 
ing change,  was  produced,  for  after  that  time  he  loved  to  converse  about 
the  Saviour ;  he  died  after  a  lapse  of  a  few  months,  affording  a  patience 
and  resignation  no  part  of  his  former  character. 

'  During  the  summer  months  several  open-air  meetings  of  an  encourag- 
ing nature  were  held,  at  which  suitable  and  impressive  addresses  by 
minister  and  evangelist  were  delivered. 

'  Mr.  Gordon,  Free  Church  minister,  Lethendy,  and  I  visited  several 
farms,  and  had  a  number  of  servants  present  to  hear  our  addresses.  I  had 
also  a  number  of  meetings  along  with  Mr.  Madea,  Free  Church  minister, 
Clunie,  in  bothies  and  other  places.  We  also  visited  several  families  of 
gipsies  located  in  our  neighbourhood.  They  had  the  gospel  preached  to 
them.  I  would  hope  good  results  will  yet  be  seen.  One  boy  made 
great  progress  in  reading  during  the  few  weeks  we  remained.  I  got 
spelling  books  for  him  to  learn  from.  I  have  a  large  number  of  volumes 
which  I  lend  and  exchange  with  the  servants,  as  well  as  distribute  periodi- 
cals monthly,  such  as  The  British  Workman.  I  had  a  conversation  with 
two  ploughmen  recently,  who  stated  they  had  got  good  from  reading  The 
Pilgrim^a  Progreea^  and  The  Ploughman  of  Kilmany^  I  had  lent  them.* 

The  Bev.  George  Lambert,  formerly  missionary  in  Trinidad,  bat 
now  minister  of  the  congregation  of  Sigg  of  Gretna,  in  the  Presbytery 
of  Annandale,  having  applied  for  the  aid  of  one  of  the  Synod's  evangel- 
ists in  February  last,  and  having  obtained  the  assistance  of  Mr.  D.  M. 
Cameron,  has  sent  the  following  report  of  the  visit  and  labours  of  the 
agent : — 

^  I  have  to  thank  you  for  sending  Mr.  Cameron  to  our  help.  He  came 
to  us,  as  previously  arranged,  on  Friday  the  11th  February,  and  continued 
with  us  for  a  week,  holding  a  service  each  night.  The  attendance  at 
these  services,  all  things  considered,  was  good,  though  not  so  large  as  that 
at  the  services  held  the  previous  year.  Mr.  Cameron's  services  were  very 
acceptable.  All  his  addresses  were  pointed  and  earnest  exhibitions  of 
divine  truth.  At  the  close  of  each  service,  a  second  meeting  was  held,  for 
prayer  and  private  conversation,  which  was  usually  attended  by  from 
twdve  to  twenty  persons,  and  these  chiefly  young  people.  As  the  meetings 
were  held  so  recently,  I  purposely  refrain  from  saying  anything  as  to 
results  in  the  meantime.  This  much,  however,  I  may  say,  that  the  attend*- 
ance  at  our  weekly  prayer  meeting  is  better  than  it  was  previous  to  our 
special  services — an  improvement  which  I  trust  will  continue.  I  am  the 
more  gratified  with  this,  as  our  experience  of  the  previous  year's  services 
was  of  a  contrary  kind.  I  trust  that  other  and  permanent  and  saving 
results  of  our  week  of  services  will  yet  appear. 

'  I  may  add  that  Mr.  Cameron,  while  here,  was  faithful  and  diligent  in 
house-to-house  visitation,  as  far  as  the  limited  period  of  his  visit  allowed. 
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'  It  occurred  to  me,  while  ^.  Cameron  was  here,  that  were  one  or 
more  of  our  evangelists  to  visit  for  a  time  some  of  our  Foreign  Mission 
Churches,  where  the  English  language  is  spoken, — say  our  West  Indian 
Churches, — their  visit  and  labours  might  be  productive  of  great  benefit.' 

The  above  extracts,  although  less  ample  and  numerous   than-   those 
which  were  inserted  in  the  Report  for  1874,  are  sufiBcient  to  sliow  that 
the  labours  of  the  evangelistic  agents  have  been  extended   over  wide 
districts  of  the  country  and  the  Church ;  that  in  the  places  which  they 
have  visited  they  have  experienced  a  kindly  welcome,  and   have  been 
generally  acceptable  among  the  people ;  and  that  in  many  instances  the 
services  conducted  by  them  have  arrested  the  attention  of  the  careless, 
and  constrained  tliem  to  reflect  on  their  state  and  destiny  :  and  they  have 
not  seldom  been  encouraged  in  their  work  by  hopeful  indications  that 
sinners  had  been  led  to  repentance,  and  to  a  believing  reception  of  the 
gospel  message  of  salvation,  and  that  some,  who  had  previously  believed 
through  grace,  had  been  quickened  to  greater  decision  and  earnestness  in 
the  Christian  life.     And  these  results  have  not  less  manifestly  followed 
the  labours  of  those  ministers  who,  in  various  districts,  either  under  the 
direction  of  their  respective  Presbyteries,  or  by  direct  communication 
with  the  Home  Committee,  have  been  able  to  devote  a  portion  of  their 
time  and  strength  to  the  work  of  evangelization  beyond  the  limits  of 
their  own  congregations,  and  who  have  thus  assisted  or  supplemented 
the  efforts  of  the  agents  whom   the  Synod  has  specially  engaged  for 
that  work.    In  a  few  instances,  in  which  several  applications  were  made 
for  the  services  of  the  same  agent,  or  in  which  there  was  an  unusual 
demand  for  aid  during  the  same  week  or  period,  there  may  have  been 
delay  in  meeting  the  calls  for  assistance  which  have  been  forwarded  to 
the  Home  Secretai'y ;  but  in  general,  arrangements  have  been  made  for 
supplying  the  demands  for  help  which  have  been  presented.    In  how 
far  the  desired  spiritual  and  saving  results  have  been  realized  by  the 
labours  of  the  evangelists,  and  by  the  other  evangelistic  efforts  of  the 
past  year,  cannot  now  be  fully  known.    But  the  agents  employed  by  the 
Synod  continue  to  find  numerous  and  attentive  audiences  in  many  of 
the   places   which  they   visit;    the  reports  received    concerning    the 
addresses  which  they  deliver,  and  the  influence  which  they  exert,  are,  on 
the  whole,  satisfactory  and  encouraging ;  and  there  is  reason  to  hope 
that,  through  the  gracious  and  effectual  working  of  the  Divine  Spirit,  the 
seed  which  they  have  sown  shall  in  many  instances  yield,  in  the  Hves  of 
those  who  have  received  it,  *  the  fruits  of  righteousness,  which  are  by 
Jesus  Christ  unto  the  glory  and  praise  of  God.'     The  Church's  duty, 
howeverj  is  to  persevere  in  the  work  to  which  she  has  put  her  hand,    • 
assured  that  work  for  Christ  shall  not  be  in  vain.     '  In  the  morning  sow 
thy  seed,  and  in  the  evening  withhold  not  thy  hand :  for  thou  knowest 
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not  which  shall  prosper^  either  this  or  that^  or  whether  botli  shall  be 
alike  good.' 

The  Joint-Committee  of  the  Presbytery  of  Glasgow  and  of  the  Home 
Committee  of  the  Board  of  Missions  have  now  completed  the  purchase 
of  the  site  at  Overnewton  for  the  Henderson  Memorial  Church,  to  which 
reference  was  made  in  the  Report  presented  to  the  Synod  in  May  1875  ; 
and  it  has  been  duly  conveyed  as  a  free  site  to  the  trustees,  whose 
appointment  was  confirmed  by  the  Synod  at  that  time.  The  completion 
of  this  transaction  was  delayed  by  the  necessity  which  arose  for  endea- 
vouring to  obtain  an  extension  of  the  area  of  the  site ;  but  this  diffi- 
culty having  been  overcome,  and  the  frontage  having  been  enlarged  from 
80  feet  to  100  feet,  the  purchase-money,  amounting  to  £2300,  3s.  6d., 
was  paid,  the  legal  documents  were  duly  completed  and  signed,  and  they 
were  duly  recorded  in  the  division  of  the  General  Register  of  Sasines 
applicable  to  the  County  of  the  Barony  and  Royalty  of  Glasgow,  on  the 
8th  October  1875.  Mr.  John  Burnet,  architect,  was  then  requested  to 
prepare  plans,  suitable  to  the  locality  and  for  the  purposes  to  which  the 
Memorial  Church  is  to  be  applied,  for  a  range  of  buildings,  including  a 
church  capable  of  accommodating  about  900  worshippers,  a  lecture  hall 
to  accommodate  from  250  to  300  persons,  and  other  rooms  for  classes, 
vestry,  etc.  He  afterwards  submitted  three  designs  for  examination  by 
the  Committee,  of  which  they  selected  one,  in  accordance  with  which  Mr. 
Burnet  undertook  that  the  church  should  be  completed  for  £5000.  The 
Committee  on  the  erection  of  the  church  therefore  agreed  to  recom- 
mend that  £1300  of  the  sum  paid  for  the  purchase  of  the  land  at  Over- 
newton should  be  charged  against  the  Henderson  Fund,  as  the  cost  of  the 
site  for  the  church,  and  that  the  balance  of  that  fund  should  be  applied 
to  the  erection  of  the  church,  so  that  the  Memorial  Church  may  be  com- 
pleted out  of  the  special  fund  bequeathed  by  Mr.  Henderson,  and  be  entirely 
free  from  debt ;  while  the  other  portion  of  the  laud  should  be  set  apart 
as  a  site  for  a  hall  and  other  rooms  for  evangelistic  purposes,  which  should 
be  erected  with  other  funds,  to  be  specially  obtained  from  other  sources* 
This  recommendation  of  the  Joint-Committee  was  reported  both  to  the 
Home  Committee  and  to  the  Presbytery ;  and  was  unanimously 
acquiesced  in  both  by  the  Presbytery  and  the  Home  Mission  Board. 
The  architect  has  consequently  been  instructed  to  prepare  the  working 
drawings  for  the  church,  and  to  take  tenders  for  the  various  works; 
and  as  soon  as  these  have  been  received  and  accepted,  the  work  of  build- 
ing will  be  commenced. 

The  question  of  the  provision  which  should  be  made  for  the  better 
and  more  effective  training  of  evangelists  and  missionaries  is  intimately 
connected  with  the  erection  of  the  above  Memorial  Church,  and  the 
Home  Committee  have  appointed  a  sub-committee  for  the  consideration 
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of  the  whole  subject,  in  connection  with  the  overture  from  the  Presbytery 
of  Glasgow  which  was  submitted  to  the  Synod  in  May  last.  This  sub- 
committee are,  however,  not  prepared  as  yet  fully  to  report  on  the 
matters  which  were  remitted  to  their  consideration;  but  the  Home 
Committee  may  shortly  have  on  their  table  a  series  of  proposals  for  their 
consideration,  and  may  thus  be  enabled  to  mature  a  plan  on  this  subject 
which  may  be  reported  to  the  Synod  at  its  next  meeting.  They 
therefore  request  that  the  matter  may  be  continued  in  their  hands,  in 
order  that,  in  connection  with  the  Henderson  Church  when  completed, 
the  needful  organization  may  be  provided  and  put  into  operation  for 
training  up  a  suitable  staff  of  evangelistic  and  missionary  agents  for  the 
work  of  the  Church.

Besides  the  Reserve  Fund  of  £1393,  15s.  from  Mr.  Alexander 

Paton's  Bequest,  of  which  £256,  5s.  may  be  carried  into 

the  account  of  Income  for  1876. 
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It  is  important  to  note  here  that  the  snm  of  £949,  lOs.  8cl.9  entered  in 
the  expenditure  under  the  head  ^  Special  donations  received  for  and  paid 
to  congregations  and  stations/  and  a  corresponding  portion  of  the  income 
for  the  year,  have  been  in  no  sense  under  the  control  of  the  Home  Com- 
mittee, as  the  money  was  forwarded  to  the  Synod's  Treasurer  with  an 
express  allocation  by  the  donors  to  a  specified  purpose,  and  was  paid 
over  by  him  to  the  congregation,  station,  or  society  to  which  each  portion 
of  it  was  thus  allocated.  It  appears,  however,  from  the  above  accounts, 
that  the  income  for  the  year  1875^  apart  from  the  sum  carried  over  from 
the  Beserve  Fund  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  Mr.  Alexander 
Paton's  Trust,  has  exceeded  the  expenditure  by  £110,  Is.  6d.  The 
statement  may  be  brought  down  to  the  31st  March  1876  as  follows : —

In  last  year's  Beport  on  the  Evangelistic  Fund^  it  was  stated  that  the 
balance  at  31st  March  1874  had  been  £182,  5s.  against  the  Fund,  while 
at  date  31st  March  1875  the  balance  was  £135,  8s.  7d.  in  favour  of  the 
Fund,  thus  showing  an  improvement  in  the  year  1874-5  to  the  extent  of 
£317,  13s.  7d.  This  improved  position  of  the  Evangelistic  Fund  is  more 
decidedly  apparent  in  the  above  statement,  which  shows  a  balance  in  favour 
of  the  Fund  at  31st  March  1876  of  £1171, 4s.  5d.,  being  £1035, 15s.  lOd. 
greater  than  the  balance  at  the  same  date  in  the  year  1875.  Of  that 
increased  balance^  however,  the  sum  of  £242,  lis.  4d.  has  been  derived 
from  the  repayment  to  the  Synod's  Treasurer,  during  the  past  year,  of  the 
money  expended  some  years  ago  on  the  Church  property  of  the  congrega- 
tion at  Portknockie,  which  was  transferred  to  the  Free  Church  congrega- 
tion there,  and  of  the  grants  paid  to  Mr.  Donald  M'Eenzie  as  a  Gaelic 
student  for  his  assistance  in  prosecuting  his  studies  for  the  ministry  in 
the  University  of  Glasgow.  This  branch  of  the  Home  Mission  Funds 
of  the  Church  also  continues  to  be  largely  supported  by  the  generous 
donations  of  Mr.  David  Paton,  who  thus  manifests  his  deep  sense  of  the 
importance  of  evangelistic  operations  as  a  part  of  the  Church's  work, 
and  his  earnest  desire  that  they  may  be  zealously  and  systematically  con- 
ducted, and  that  they  may  more  and  more  become  a  means  of  spiritual 
profit  to  the  multitudes  who  are  outside  the  fellowship  of  Christian  con- 
gregations, and  a  source  of  strength  and  enlargement  to  the  Church 
itself. 
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The  Committee  which  was  appointed  by  the  Synod  in  May  last  to 
prepare  a  second  address  on  Revivals  and  Evangelistic  Work,  and  of  which 
the  Rev.  Dr.  Black  of  Wellington  Street  Church,  Glasgow,   was  con- 
vener, performed  the  work  which  was  assigned  to  them  with  diligence  and 
ability ;  and  the  useful  and  instructive  address  which  they  prepared  was 
printed  and  distributed  under  the  superintendence  of  the  Honae  Secre- 
tary.    About  65,000  copies  were  circulated  in  the  congregations  of  the 
Church — a  parcel  containing  copies  in  the  proportion  of  one  to  every  three 
members  on  the  communion  roll  being  sent  in  the  first  instance  to  every 
congregation  without  charge,  and  some  congregations  afterwards  obtain- 
ing a  further  supply  on  payment  at  the  rate  of  6s.  per  100  copies.     The 
expense  incurred  by  the  printing  and  circulation  of  this  address  amoauted 
to  £134,  12s.  9d.,  of  which  sum  about  £10  was  received  as  payment  for 
parcels  ordered  by  congregations,  while  the  balance  was  paid  out  of  the 
Synod's  General  Fund,  in  accordance  with  the  instructions  of  the  Synod 
in  reference  to  the  cost  of  printing  and  distributing  the  pastoral  address 
of  the  preceding  year. 

The  ^Glasgow  Church  Planting  and  Evangelization  Board  of  the 
United  Presbyterian  Church,*  the  formation  of  which  was  reported  to,  and 
sanctioned  by,  the  Synod  in  May  1875,  has  been  diligently  prosecuting 
its  important  work  during  the  past  year.  Of  its  proposed  capital  fund  of 
£20,000,  only  one-half  has  as  yet  been  subscribed;  but  its  Committee  on 
Finance,  of  which  Mr.  Robt.  T.  Middleton  is  the  efficient  convener,  have 
their  attention  directed  to  the  means  by  which  the  balance  of  that  f  iind 
may  be  secured,  and  it  is  hoped  that  further  contributions  may  ere  long 
be  obtained  and  reported. 

Under  the  direction  of  its  Committee  on  Sites  and  Buildings,  of  which 
Mr.  William  Brown  is  the  convener,  the  buildings  at  Mordaunt  Street, 
Bridgeton,  which  had  been  commenced  by  the  Glasgow  Elders'  Associa- 
tion before  the  Planting  Board  was  constituted,  have  been  completed  and 
opened  for  public  worship ;  a  site  has  been  purchased  at  Oadands,  on  the 
south  side  of  the  Clyde,  on  which  a  lecture  hall  is  now  being  erected 
as  a  temporary  church,  and  will  soon  be  opened  for  the  accommodation 
of  the  congregation  that  may  be  gathered  from  the  district ;  a  second 
site  has  been  purchased  at  Cathcart  Road,  together  w*ith  the  school 
buildings  which  had  been  erected  thereon  for  the  benefit  of  the  families 
connected  with  Mr.  Dixon's  ironworks ;  and  these  buildings  have  been 
fitted  up  as  a  comfortable  and  convenient  place  of  worship,  in  which  a 
congregation  is  being  gathered,  and  Sabbath  schools  are  conducted  with 
efficiency  and  success ;  a  third  site  has  been  obtained  on  lease  for  a  term 
of  years  at  Govan,  upon  which  the  wooden  church  in  which  the  Planta- 
tion congregation  was  formed,  but  from  wfiich  it  is  about  to  remove  into 
a  spacious  and  handsome  stone  church,  will  shortly  be  re-erected,  in  the 
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hope  that  it  may  soon  be  filled  with  a  congregation  gathered  from  the 
rapidly-increasing  population  of  the  burgh  ;  a  fourth  site  has  recently 
been  secured  in  Tradeston,  on  which  it  is  intended  to  erect  buildings  for 
the  accommodation  of  the  various  mission  agencies  which  Wellington 
Street  congregation  has  for  some  time  carried  on  in  that  locality,  and 
with  the  view  of  forming,  with  the  aid  of  these  agencies,  a  new  congre- 
gation in  the  district ;  a  fifth  site  has  been  obtained  in  Kelvin  Avenue, 
near  Maryhill,  on  which  it  is  proposed  to  erect  either  an  iron  church  or 
a  lecture  hall,  which  may  be  used  as  a  place  of  worship  until  the 
congregation  which  shall  be  formed  may  be  able  to  undertake  the 
erection  of  a  suitable  stone  church ;  and  negotiations  have  been  entered 
into  for  the  acquisition  of  one  or  two  additional  sites  in  other  districts, 
which  have  not  as  yet  been  successful. 

The  Committee  on  Evangelistic  Agencies  and  Operations,  under  the 
able  and  earnest  direction  of  its  convener,  the  Rev.  Dr.  George  Jeffrey, 
have  also  located  Mr.  Mundle  as  an  evangelistic  agent  in  the  district 
around  the  church  of  the  St.  Rollox  congregation,  where  he  is  labour- 
ing earnestly  and  efficiently  among  the  working-class  population  of  the 
locality ;  and  have  placed  Mr.  Ruddocks  as  evangelist  in  the  district  of 
which  Nuneaton  Street  and  Mordaunt  Street  are  the  populous  centres, 
and  out  of  which  he  has  been  instrumental  in  gathering  several  families 
and  individuals  into  connection  with  the  congregation  which  has  been 
formed  in  Mordaunt  Street  Church.  Other  evangelistic  work  and 
house-to-house  visitation  has  also  been  undertaken  in  Cathcart  Road 
district;  and  further  extensions  of  these  evangelistic  efforts  will  be  con- 
nected with  the  opening  of  the  new  stations  at  Oatlands  and  at  Govan 
during  the  summer  months  of  the  present  year. 

This  brief  outline  of  the  work  which  has  been  undertaken  and 
carried  forward  by  the  '  Glasgow  Church  Planting  and  Evangelization 
Board'  during  the  first  year  of  its  history,  and  which  was  more  fully 
detailed  in  the  report  presented  at  the  first  annual  meeting  of  the  Board 
in  December  last,  may  suffice  to  show  that  the  Board  has  applied  itself 
diligently  and  zealously  to  the  work  which  has  been  committed  to  it ; 
and  that,  carrying  on  all  its  operations  in  harmony  with  the  Presbytery 
of  Glasgow,  and  with  the  Home  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Missions,  it 
is  successfully  prosecuting  a  work  that,  by  the  divine  blessing,  may  largely 
benefit  many  sections  of  the  rapidly-increasing  population  of  the  city  of 
Glasgow,  and  also  strengthen  the  position  and  increase  the  influence 
which  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  has  gained  in  that  city. 

In  closing  this  Report,  the  Home  Committee  desire  to  record  their 
deepening  conviction  of  the  importance  of  that  evangelistic  work  of  the 
Church  to  which  it  specially  refers.  To  that  work  the  Synod  and  the 
Church  have  in  recent  years  devoted  a  larger  measure  of  attention  and 
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effort  than  had  been  given  to  it  in  earlier  periods.      Bat  there  is  yet 
much  land  to  be  possessed,  and  ample  scope  for  increased,  more  united, 
and  more  earnest  efforts  to  bring  the  influence  of  the  gospel  to  bear  on 
the  hearts  and  homes  of  those  who  are  living  in  our  cities  and  towns,  in 
the  great  centres  of  our  mining  and  manufacturing  industries,  and  even 
in  rural  villages  and  hamlets,  apart  from  all  visible  connection  with  any 
section  of  the  Christian  Church,  and  without  respect  to  any  of  the 
ordinances  and  institutions  of  that  Church  in  their  conduct   and  their 
lives.     May  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  yet  more  fully  realize  the 
importance  and  the  extent  of  that  work  of  Home  Evangelization,  which 
demands  the  sympathy,  and  prayers,  and  efforts  of  her  members ;  and 
go  forth  to  its  performance  under  the  guidance,  and  depending  on  the 
blessing,  of  her  only  King  and' Head,  as  having  a  ^mind  to   the  work,' 
and  strengthened  by  the  assurance  that  her  ^  labour  shall  not  be  in  vain 
in  the  Lord.'     Then  shall  it  be  said  among  the  people,  *  The  Ijord  hath 
done  great  things  for  them; '  while  the  Church  herself  shall  respond, '  The 
Lord  hath  done  great  things  for  us,  whereof  we  are  glad.'

REPORT  ON  THE  STIPEND  AUGMENTATION  SCHEME 
BY  THE  HOME  COMMITTEE  OP  THE  BOARD  OF 
MISSIONS,  AND  ITS  SUB-COMMITTEE  ON  STIPEND 
AUGMENTATION. 

May  1876. 

1.  Constitution  and  Mode  of  Operation  of  the  Joint- Committee. 

The  Report  of  the  above  Committees  on  the  Stipend  Augmentation 
Scheme  for  the  year  1874-75  was  presented  to  the  Synod  on  Wednes- 
day, 12th  May ;  and  the  Home  Secretary  and  Mr.  Robert  T.  Middleton 
were  heard  in  explanation  of  the  statements  and  recommendations  which 
it  contained.  The  Synod,  in  receiving  the  Report,  agreed  to  ^  record 
their  warm  thanks  to  the  Committee,  and  especially  to  their  chairman 
and  those  other  members  who  have  been  more  closely  associated  with 
him  in  the  collection  of  subscriptions  for  the  Surplus  Augmentation 
Fund  ;  express  satisfaction  with  the  results  obtained  under  the  working 
of  the  Augmentation  Scheme  during  the  past  year ;  commend  the 
Scheme  anew  to  the  congregations  of  the  Church,  in  order  that,  by  more 
effective  organization  for  the  collection  of  subscriptions,  they  may  per- 
form their  part  in  promoting  the  stability  and  success  of  the  Augmenta- 
tion Fund;  and  approve  of  the  addition  made  to  the  Mission  Board 
with  a  view  to  the  continued  efficiency  of  the  Surplus  Fund.'  In  order 
further  to  mark  their  sense  of  the  importance  of  that  Fund,  the  Synod 
also  agreed  that  ^  the  resolutions  in  connection  with  the  institution  of 
that  Fund,  which  were  adopted  at  the  meeting  of  Synod  in  May  1874, 
should  be  inserted  in  the  minutes  of  the  fourth  sederunt  of  the  meeting 
in  May  1875.' 

The  addition  thus  made  to  the  Mission  Board,  in  order  that  as  members 
of  the  Home  Committee  of  that  Board  they  might  aid  in  its  operations, 
and  specially  in  the  working  of  the  Augmentation  Scheme,  consisted  of 
the  following  ministers  and  members  of  the  Church,  viz. : — ^Dr.  Alexan- 
der MacEwen ;  Professor  Calderwood ;  Rev.  William  Wood ;  Sir  Peter 
Coats,  Paisley ;  and  Messrs.  Thomas  Mitchell,  Blairgowrie ;  John 
M^Ewen,  Glenlora;  David  M^Cowan,  Peter  Hamilton,  and  William 
Foote,  Glasgow;  John  Gilmour,  Helensburgh;  Samuel  Stitt,  Birken- 
head ;  John  Young,  Berwick-upon-Tweed ;  and  James  Tait,  Moffat. 

At  the  first  meeting  of  the  Home  Committee  after  the  Synod,  held 
in  June  1875,  and  consisting  of  the  above  members  specially  appointed 
by  the  Synod,  as  well  as  of  the  members  elected  by  Presbyteries  in 
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accordance  with  the  ordinary  rules  of  the  Forms  of  Procedure,  it  was 
agreed  that  fourteen  other  members  of  the  Home  Committee  should  be 
associated  with  the  fourteen  selected  by  the  Synod,  as  tlie  Sub-Committee 
on  Stipend  Augmentation ;  and  the  names  thus  added  were : — Dr.  Frew ; 
the  Revs.  David  Williamson,  Thomas  Dobbie,  Alexander  Pettigrew, 
William  Clark,  and  Matthew  Crawford;  Messrs.  James  Morton  and 
Abram  Lyle,  Greenock ;  J.  Renton,  jun.,  Edinburgh ;  David  Ander- 
son, Robert  T.  Middleton,  J.  B.  Kidston,  and  James  Gibson,  Glasgow ; 
and  Dr.  MacGill.  Dr.  Scott,  as  Home  Secretary,  was  also  ea  officio  a 
member  of  this  Sub-Committee ;  and  Mr.  James  Morton  was  continued 
in  office  as  its  chairman. 

One  member,  whose  name  appears  in  the  list  of  the  Joint- Committee 
as  thus  constituted,  and  who,  in  former  years,  by  personal  exertion  and 
through  the  spirit  of  liberality  which  he  fostered  in  his  congregation, 
had  rendered  most  important  aid  to  the  Augmentation  Scheme,  was  not, 
however,  permitted  to  take  part  in  the  deliberations  of  that  Committee 
on  which  the  Synod  had  re-appointed  him.  The  illness  by  which  Dr. 
MacEwen  was  prostrated  at  the  time  of  the  Synod's  meeting  in  May 
1875  terminated  in  his  death ;  and  at  the  meeting  of  the  Home  Com- 
mittee in  August  last,  it  was  agreed  to  insert  the  following  minute  in  the 
record  of  its  proceedings : — 

*  The  Rev.  Alexander  MacEvven,  D.D.,  having  been  removed  by 
death,  the  Home  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Missions,  of  which  he  was 
a  member,  feel  it  dutiful  to  record  in  the  minutes  of  their  procedure  an 
expression  of  their  grateful  appreciation  of  the  important  aid  which  he 
rendered  in  their  deliberations  and  operations  while  he  lived,  and  of  their 
deep  sense  of  the  magnitude  of  the  loss  which  they  and  the  Church  at 
large  have  sustained  in  his  early  removal.  In  all  the  ordinary  business 
of  the  Committee  he  was  distinguished  by  his  strong  good  sense,  the 
vigour  of  his  intellect,  the  clearness  of  his  judgment,  and  the  wisdom  of 
his  counsels ;  while  in  relation  to  some  of  the  more  important  sections 
of  that  business,  and  specially  in  connection  with  the  Scheme  for  the 
Augmentation  of  the  Stipends  of  Ministers,  he  displayed  an  interest, 
and  put  forth  an  amount  of  effort,  which  conduced  largely  to  their 
success.  This  invaluable  aid  from  his  co-operation  with  them  in  counsel 
and  exertion,  the  Committee  had  hoped  to  enjoy  through  not  a  few  of 
the  coming  years,  but  it  has  been  otherwise  arranged  by  Him  in  whose 
hand  are  all  our  times ;  they  desire,  therefore,  humbly  to  submit  to  His 
will,  assured  that  He  docth  all  things  well,  that  to  His  faithful  servants 
even  death  is  gain,  and  that  to  those  who  seek  to  serve  Him  in  their 
generation  according  to  His  will.  He  is  ready  to  supply  all  their  need 
according  to  His  riches  in  glory  by  Christ  Jesus.  They  desire  also  to 
sympathize  with  Dr.  MacEwen's  family  and  congregation  in  their  sorrow  . 
and  bereavement,  commending  them  to  the  gracious  care  of  Him  who  is 
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able  to  comfort  them  in  all  their  affliction  and  tribulation^  and  who  has 
said,  "  I  will  never  leave  thee,  nor  forsake  thee," ' 

The  arrangements  described  in  former  Reports,  under  which  the 
Home  Committee  and  the  Stipend  Augmentation .  Sub-Committee  had 
wrought  harmoniously  during  the  three  preceding  years,  have  been  con- 
tinued during  the  year  1875-76,  with  similar  results ;  and  under  these 
arrangements  the  Sub-Committee  on  Stipend  Augmentation  has  met 
four  times  during  the  past  year,  and  the  Home  Committee  has  held 
twelve  meetings,  at  which  matters  pertaining  to  the  administration  of  the 
Augmentation  Scheme  have  been  considered,  exclusive  of  meetings  of 
Sub-Committees  to  which  details  of  that  administration  have  been  re- 
ferred. It  is  thus  evident  that  much  time  and  thought  have  during  the 
year  been  devoted  to  the  working  of  the  Augmentation  Scheme,  and  to 
the  consideration  of  the  methods  by  which  its  efficiency  and  prosperity 
might  be  best  promoted.  In  the  arrangement  of  details  so  numerous 
and  varied,  and  which  touch  at  so  many  points  the  interests  both  of 
ministers  and  congregations,  it  can  scarcely  be  expected  that  every  act 
and  decision  in  connection  with  the  administration  of  the  Augmentation 
Fund  should  be  fully  approved  by  all  the  parties  concerned.  Complaints 
and  expressions  of  dissatisfaction  have,  however,  happily  been  very 
nearly  at  a  minimum;  and  the  Joint-Committee  are  therefore  encouraged 
to  hope  that  their  general  administration  of  the  important  Scheme  com- 
mitted to  them  by  the  Synod  has,  on  the  whole,  given  continued  satis- 
faction to  the  Synod  and  the  Church ;  has  helped  to  develope  the  advan- 
tages of  the  Scheme,  and  to  increase  the  amount  and  the  stability  of  the 
Fund  by  which  the  Scheme  is  sustained ;  and  has  had  a  direct  tendency 
to  augment  the  comfoii;  and  promote  the  usefulness  of  both  ministers 
and  congregations  in  every  Presbytery  of  the  Church. 

The  present  Keport  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Home  Committee,  and 
of  the  Sub-Committee  on  Stipend  Augmentation,  at  the  meetings  alluded 
to  above,  may  be  conveniently  arranged  under  the  following  heads : — 
The  means  employed  for  encouraging  the  liberality  of  congregations  for 
the  support  of  the  gospel  ministry;  the  procedure  affecting  the  distri- 
bution of  the  ordinary  supplemental,  grants ;  the  present  position  and 
prospects  of  the  Fund ;  the  arrangements  for  the  second  distribution  of 
the  Surplus  Fund ;  the  allowance  to  be  made  to  English  congregations 
in  the  event  of  union  with  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  England ;  pro- 
posed modifications  or  extensions  of  the  Augmentation  Scheme;  and 
concluding  remarks. 

2.  The  Means  employed  Jor  Enoouraging  ihe  Liberality  of  Congregations 
for  the  Support  of  the  Gospel  Ministry. 

The  Committee  are  fully  conscious  of,  and  truly  thankful  for,  the 
assistance  which  a  considerable  number  of  the  more  wealthy  members  of 
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the  Church  have  rendered  to  the  Augmentation  Scheme  hy  the  liberal 
contributions  which,  at  the  solicitation  of  Mr.  Morton  and  others,  they 
have  given  for  the  support  of  the  Augmentation  Scheme,  and  for  the 
origination  and  enlargement  of  the  Surplus  Augmentation   Fand.     In 
the  year  1874  about  £8450  were  specially  contributed  by  these  friends, 
in  sums  ranging  between  £200  and  £20 ;  and  during  the  year  1875 
about  £7000  were  contributed  in  the  same  manner ;  and  it  is  manifest 
that  without  these  liberal  gifts  a  Surplus  Fund  could  not  as  yet  have 
been  collected  out  of  which  surplus  grants  at  the  rate  of  £30,  and  mach 
less  of  £40  per  annum,  could  have  been  made  to  more  than   250  con- 
gregations*   The  donors  of  these  gifts  must  have  a  reward  in  the  satis- 
faction whicli  arises  from  the  success  of  the  Scheme  which  they  have  so 
generously  supported,  and  in  the  additional  means  of  comfort  which 
have  been  placed  m  the  hands  of  so  large  a  proportion  of  the  ministers 
of  the  Church ; — and  the  Committee,  conscious  that  the  continued  saccess 
of  the  Scheme,  and  the  realization  of  the  desired  minimum  stipend  of 
£200  per  annum,  are  still  dependent  on  these  larger  gifts  of   a  few 
individuals,  respectfully  and  earnestly  appeal  to  those  who  have  rendered 
such  seasonable  and  generous  assistance  during  the  two  past  years  for 
the  continuance  of  that  assistance  on  the  same  liberal  scale,  so  long  as 
the  necessities  of  the  case  demand  their  aid,  and  until  the  Scheme,  so 
vital  and  important  in  connection  with  the  progress  and  usefulness  of 
the  United  Presbyterian  Church,  shall  have  attracted  to  itself  a  wider 
sympathy,  and  an  enlarged  and  more  general  measure  of  support,  among 
the  membership  of  all  the  congregations  of  the  Church. 

But  while  gratefully  acknowledging  these  larger  gifts,  the  Committee 
are  earnestly  desirous  that  the  area  from  which  the  support  of  the  Aug- 
mentation Scheme  is  drawn  should  be  greatly  extended ;  and  during  the 
year  1875-76,  they  have  sought  as  they  had  opportunity  to  encourage  the 
formation,  and  to  increase  the  efficiency,  of  congregational  organizations 
'  for  obtaining  subscriptions  and  contributions  on  behalf  of  the  Augmen- 
tation Fund.  With  this  view  it  was  arranged  that  a  circular  should 
be  prepared  and  forwarded  to  the  larger  congregations,  recommending 
the  formation  of  congregational  organizations  for  the  collection  of  sub- 
scriptions for  Augmentation  purposes,  and  the  adoption  of  such  measures 
as  might  excite  and  sustain  a  more  intelligent  and  active  interest  in  the 
prosperity  of  the  Augmentation  Scheme.  In  how  far  their  recommenda- 
tions have  been  practically  adopted  by  congregations,  the  Committee 
cannot  fully  tell;  but  it  may  be  assumed  that  they  have  bot  been 
altogether  without  a  favourable  influence  on  the  larger  contributions 
which  several  congregations  have  made  for  the  support  of  the  Fund 
during  the  past  year.  They  therefore  again  commend  the  example  of 
the  congregations  in  which,  by  improved  organization  and  increased 
earnestness,  the  amount  of  contributions  for  the  support  of  the  Augmen- 
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tation  Fund  has  been  enlarged,  to  the  imitation  specially  of  that  class 
of  congregations  in  M'hich,  without  any  extraneous  aid,  the  stipends  of 
the  ministers. have  been  raised  above  the  minimum  standard  of  £200  per 
annum,  with  manse  or  allowance  for  rent;  and  request  them  to  con-^ 
aider  whether  by  the  collection  of  subscriptions  monthly  or  quarterly^  by 
collectors  specially  appointed  for  the  purpose,  they  may  not  more  fully 
than  in  the  past  perform  their  propor  part  for  the  support  and  progress 
of  the  Augmentation  Scheme,  and  for  the  honour  of  that  law  of  Christ 
which  requires  the  strong  to  assist  the  weak,  and  which,  in  enjoining  the 
members  of  His  Church  to  bear  one  another's  burdens,  and  to  do  good  to 
all  men  as  they  have  opportunity,  also  assures  them  that  their  contribu- 
tions for  the  support  and  comfort  of  those  who  are  set  apart  to  the 
ministry  of  the  gospel,  shall  be  ^  an  odour  of  a  sweet  smell,  a  sacrifice 
acceptable,  well  pleasing  to  God.' 

The  support  of  the  Augmentation  Fund  should  not,  however,  be 
limited  to  any  class  of  congregations,  although  of  necessity  a  larger 
measure  of  pecuniary  assistance  must  be  sought  from  some  congregations 
than  others  are  able,  or  can  be  expected,  to  give.  The  Committee  are 
desirous  that  every  congregation  on  the  Synod's  roll  should  present  an 
annual  offering  on  behalf  of  the  Augmentation  Scheme ;  and  when  this 
cannot  be  obtained  by  means  of  monthly  or  quarterly  subscriptions,  they 
earnestly  request  that  it  may  be  done  at  least  by  an  annual  collection,  to 
which  all  the  members  and  adherents  may  have  the  opportunity  of  adding 
their  willing  contributions.  With  this  end  in  view,  information  concern- 
ing the  state  and  progress  of  the  Augmentation  Fund,  and  in  illustration 
of  its  claims  on  the  support  of  the  Church  at  large,  has  been  inserted  in 
successive  numbers  of  the  MUsumary  Record,  and  circulated  in  other 
forms  among  the  members  of  the  Church.  Sotne  congregations  have 
also  been  visited  by  deputations,  and  others  addressed  by  letter,  with  the 
view  of  evoking  from  the  friends  of  these  congregations  greater  liberality 
for  the  support  of  ordinances  among  themselves,  and  for  the  efficient 
maintenance  of  the  general  schemes  and  institutions  of  the  Church. 
The  Committee  have  thus,  while  endeavouring  to  avoid  that  excessive 
pressing  of  pecuniary  claims  on  the  weaker  congregations  which  might 
discourage  rather  than  stimulate  to  greater  effort,  endeavoured  to  cherish 
in  such  congregations  a  sense  of  individual  responsibility  and  of  personal 
duty  in  relation  to  the  support  of  the  Christian  ministry ;  and  they  have 
pleasure  in  anew  stating  tlieir  conviction,  that,  with  .admitted  exceptions, 
the  members  of  the  aid-receiving  congregations  on  the  Synod's  roll  do 
not  come  behind  their  brethren  of  other  congregations  in  the  grace  of 
liberality ;  and  that  the  efforts  which  many  of  these  congregations  have 
made  in  past  years  to  attain,  or  to  approach  nearer  to,  a  position  of  self- 
support,  afford  satisfactory  evidence  that  the  working  of  the  Augmenta- 
tion Scheme  has  not  had  any  general  tendency  to  induce  the  members  of 
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sappleknented  congregations  to  lean  unduly  on  the  aid  of  others,  or  to 
forget  the  primary  obligation  which  rests  upon  them  to  provide,  in  as  far 
as  they  are  able,  for  the  support  and  comfort  of  the  ministers  who  labour 
.among  them  in  word  and  doctrine,  and  who,  while  they  role  well,  are 
worthy  of  double  honour. 

3.  Procedure  affecting  the  Distribution  of  the  Ordinary   Supplemental 

Grants. 

The  ordinary  supplements  paid  under  the  Augmentation  Scheme  are 
intended  to  enable  congregations,  in  as  far  as  the*regulations  which  the 
Synod  has  adopted  for  the  administration  of  that  Scheme  will  allow,  to 
make  up  the  former  minimum  payment  of  £157,  10s.  per  annum  for 
stipend  and  expenses.     They  are  payable  half-yearly,  on  the  1st  April 
and  the  1st  October  in  each  year^  and  it  has  been  the  aim  of  the  Com- 
mittee that  they  should  be  paid  punctually  and  fully  at  the  appointed  dates. 
It  is  their  belief  that  during  the  past  year  the  remittances  have  in  nearly 
every  instance  been  promptly  made ;  and  that  satisfactory  i^asons  can  be 
given  for  any  exceptional  cases  in  which  the  payment  has  been  delayed. 
And  they  have  pleasure  in  reporting  that,  as  in  the  preceding  year,  the 
improved  position  of  the  Augmentation  Fund  enabled  the  Synod's  Trea- 
surer to  make  payment  of  the  Supplemental  Grants  which  became  due 
in  October  1875,  without  borrowing  from  any  other  fund  of  the  Church, 
and  consequently  without  tlie  expenditure  for  interest  which  the  neces- 
sity of  borrowing  would  have  involved. 

The  number  of  congregations  with  which  the  arrangements  concerning 
stipend  and  supplement  terminated  at  31st  March  1*875,  was  larger  than 
in  the  previous  year,  as  it  included  a  considerable  proportion  of  the  con- 
gregations in  the  English  Presbyteries  \  but  the  new  arrangements  with 
them  were  so  adjusted  with  the  congregations  and  their  respective  Pres- 
byteries, that  the  balance  of  supplement  due  to  each  congregation,  in 
addition  to  the  payment  on  account  which  had  been  made  on  1st  April 
1875,  could  be  remitted  at  1st  October  last,  the  usual  date  of  the  second 
half-yearly  payments  for  supplements    The  number  of  congregations 
with  which  the  supplemental  arrangements  ended  at  1st  April  1876,  was         j 
larger  than  in  either  of  the  two  previous  years ;  but  the  Committee  have 
agreed  to  follow  in  relation  to  them  the  same  mode  of  procedure  which 
was  adopted  in  each  of  the  preceding  years.    In  nearly  every  case  io 
which  these  new  arrangements  have  to  be  negotiated  and  completed,  a 
sum  equal  to  half  of  the  Supplemental  Grant  for  the  previous  year  was 
forwarded  to  the  minister  of  the  congregation  on  the  Ist  April,  with  a 
distinct  intimation  that  this  sum  was  to  be  regarded  as  a  payment  os 
account  for  the  year  1876-77,  and  that  it  did  not  in  any  way  determine  the 
total  amount  of  supplenient  to  be  paid  for  that  year,  nor  limit  the  power  of 
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the  Committee,  acting  in  concert  with  the  Presbytery  of  the  bonnds^  to 
propose  a  new  arrangement,  by  which  the  supplement  finally  granted 
might  be  adjusted  to  any  alteration  in  the  position  of  the  congregation 
which  might  have  occurred  during  the  term  of  the  preceding  arrangement. 
The  few  exceptional  cases  in  which  the  remittance  could  not  be  made  in 
the  beginning  of  April,  have  either  been  adjusted,  or  are  at  present  under 
consideration,  with  a  view  to  their  early  settlement.  The  convenience 
and  comfort  of  ministers  have  thus  been  consulted  and  provided  for ; 
while  sufficient  time  has  been  secured  for  the  examination  of  the  statisti- 
cal returns  of  these  congregations  for  the  year  1875,  and  for  the  necessary 
correspondence  with  congregations,  and  with  their  respective  Presbyteries, 
before  the  new  arrangements  are  proposed  or  adopted. 

The  preliminary  payments  oo  account  of  supplement  of  stipend 
which  were  thus  made  on  the  1st  April  1876^  for  the  year  ending  on 
31st  March  1877,  amounted  to  about  £4050 ;  and,  after  providing  for 
these  payments,  a  balance  of  £3589,  9s.  2d.  remained  at  the  credit  of  the 
Augmentation  Fund,  to  meet  the  expenditure  of  the  intervening  months, 
and  provide  for  the  payment  of  the  Supplemental  Grants  which  will 
become  due  on  the  1st  October  1876..  This  balance  is  about  £112  in 
excess  of  the  balance  which  remained  at  the  credit  of  the  Augmentation 
Fund  at  the  beginning  of  April  1875  ;  and,  as  it  will  obviate  the  neces- 
sity of  borrowing  from  other  funds  in  October,  it  affords  a  new  illustra- 
tion of  the  beneficial  operation  of  the  new  '  Surplus  Ftind,'  in  placing 
the  ordinary  Supplemental  Scheme,  by  which  stipends  are  raised  to 
£157,  10s.  per  annum,  on  a  more  stable  basis  than  formerly,  and  in 
securing  that  the  ordinary  Supplemental  Grants  may  be  paid  out  of  the 
Augmentation  Fund  with  regularity  and  punctuality,  without  borrowing, 
as  had  been  necessary  in  some  preceding  years,  a  large  amount  from 
other  funds  of  the  Church. 

As  soon  as  possible  after  the  meeting  of  Synod,  the  cases  of  the 
congregations  with  which  new  arrangements  for  supplement  for  the 
period  commencing  on  1st  April  1876  are  required,  will  be  considered 
by  the  Committee,  and  reported  to  their  Presbyteries.,  In  all  such 
cases  it  is  hoped  that  the  new  arrangements  which  have  become  necessary 
may  be  satisfactorily  adjusted  before  or  at  the  meeting  of  the  Com- 
mittee, in  the  month  of  September  next,  so  that  the  balance  of  the 
supplement  for  the  year  1876-77  may  be  punctually  remutted  by  the 
Synod's  Treasurer  to  the  respective  parties  on  the  1st  October  1876, 
and  the  orderly  administration  of  the  Fund  may  be  continued  and 
promoted. 

4.  The  Present  Position  and  Progress  of  the  Augmentation  Fund. 

At  last  meeting  of  Synod  the  Committee  had  satisfaction  in  reporting, 
that  as  the  result  of  the  increased  attention  which  had  been  directed 
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to  the  Augmentation  Scheme^  of  the  generous  sympathy  and  liberalitj 
of  contribution  which  had  been  evoked  in  connection  with  the  Sorplus 
Fund,  and  of  more  systematic  effort  to  place  the  whole  Scheme  on  a 
more  satisfactory  basis,  and  to  secure  for  it  more  efficient  support,  their 
expectations  in  reference  to  the  progress  of  the  Fund  daring  the  year 

1874,  and  to  its  favourable  position  at  the  close  of  that  year^  had  been 
more  than  realized.  In  that  year  the  amount  contributed  for  augmenta- 
tion purposes  by  congregations  and  individual  members  of  the  Church 
far  exceeded  the  amount  contributed  in  any  former  year^  and  the  whole 
expenditure  for  the  Supplemental  Grants  of  the  year  was  met  from 
funds  directly  furnished  for  the  support  of  the  Augmentation  Scheme. 
The  position  of  the  Fund  at  the  end  of  the  year  1875  was  not  less 
prosperous  than  it  had  been  at  the  close  of  the  preceding  year ;  and  the 
income  and  expenditure  under  the  Augmentation  Scheme  for  the  year 

1875,  as  reported  in  the  accounts  of  the  Synod's  Treasurer,  published  in 
the  Missionary  Record  for  April  1876,  may  be  exhibited  thus  : —

3d.  as  tiie 
unappropriated  balance  of  the  Surplus  Fund  for  1874,  and  £768, 15s. 
from  the  Keserve  Fund,  there  results  a  total  amount  of  £15,710,  Is. 
as  the  balance  at  the  credit  of  the  Fund  on  31st  December  1875.     From 
that  balance  £7000  are  to  be  carried  forward  to  the  account  for  the 
year  1876,  as  a  working  balance  to  secure  the  efficient  and  comfortable 
operation  of  the  Scheme  throughout  that  year ;  and  deducting  that  sam 
from  the  balance  stated  above,  there  remains  £8710,  Is.  as   the  sum 
available  for  the  second  annual  distribution  under  the  new  ^Surplos 
Fund  *  resolutions.     Thus,  notwithstanding  the  decrease  of  £634  in  the 
contributions  for  the  year  1875  which  is  noted  above,  the  balance  in 
favour  of  the  Augmentation  Fund  at  the  close  of  that  year  exceeds  the 
balance  at  the  close  of  the  year  1874  by  £1897,  13s.  7d.,  and  provides 
for  the  distribution  of  a  Surplus  Grant  larger  than  that  of  the  previoas 
year.    Encouraging  success  has  therefore  again  attended  the  working  of 
the  Augmentation  Scheme  during  the  year  1875 ;  and    the  advance 
made  has  been  so  great  that  it  should  stimulate  to  that  steady  and 
continuous  effort  which  must  at  no  distant  date  secure  the  realization  of 
the  minimum  stipend  of  £200  per  annum,  with  a  manse  or  an  allowance 
for  house-rent,  over  the  whole  Church. 

The  working  of  the  ordinary  Supplemental  Fund  during  the  first 
quarter  of  the  present  year,  and  the  further  improvement  in  the  podtion 
of  that  branch  of  the  Augmentation  Scheme  at  the  present  time 
as  compared  vrith  its  state  a  year  ago,  may  be  exhibited  thus : —

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It  thus  appears  that  the  sum  of  £7000,  which  is  annually  carried 
forward  from  the  balance  of  the  Augmentation  Fund  at  81st  December 
to  the  account  for  the  following  year,  is  sufficient  to  maintain  the  easy 
and  comfortable  working  of  the  Scheme  during  the  year  1876  ;  but,  as 
the  balance  at  the  credit  of  the  Fund  at  1st  April  last  was  under  £3600, 
while  the  contributions  received  during  the  summer  months  are  usually 
small  in  amount,  and  the  sum  required  for  the  payment  of  the  supple- 
ments which  become  due  on  Ist  October  will  exceed  £4000,  it  is  again 
manifest  that,  if  the  amount  to  be  carried  forward  from  the  balance  in 
December  to  the  account  for  1876  had  been  fixed  at  a  lower  sum  than 
£7000,  it  might  not  have  secured  the  end  proposed,  in  providing  for  the 
payment  of  all  supplemental  grants  during  the  year,  without  borrowing 
from  other  funds  in  order  to  meet  the  half-yearly  remittances  in 
October. 

The  Synod  Treasurer's  accounts  continue  to  exhibit  the  contributions 
received  for  Mission  Funds  in  four  columns,  under  the  following  heads : 
Foreign  Mission  Fund,  Augmentation  Fund,  Evangelistic  Fund,  and 
General  Mission  Contributions.  In  the  last  of  these  columns  all  contri- 
butions are  inserted  which  were  forwarded  to  the  Treasurer  for  Mission 
purposes,  without  any  intimation  from  the  donors  of  the  special  depart- 
ment of  Mission  work  for  which  their  contributions  were  given.  The 
amount  of  such  contributions  from  congregational  sources,  which  in  the 
year  1874  was  £6289,  5s.  7d.,  has  been  only  £5111,  5s.  lid.  in  1875, 
or  £1177,  19s.  8d.  less  than  in  the  former  year;  and  the  amount  from 
all  sources,  including  legacies,  individual  donations,  etc.,  which  in 
1874  was  £6447,  17s.  6d.,  has  been  only  £5183,  13s.  in  1875,  being 
£1264,  4s.  6d.  less  than  in  the  year  preceding.  As  one-sixth  part  of 
the  whole  amount  of  these  General  Mission  contributions  is  transferred 
to  the  Augmentation  Fund,  in  accordance  with  the  resolution  adopted 
by  the  Synod  in  May  1874,  the  sum  thus  transferred  for  1875  has  been 
£863,  18s.  lOd.,  while  in  1874  the  amount  was  £1219,  15s.  lOd.,  and  in 
1873  the  sum  transferred  was  £2105,  4s.  5d.  This  diminution  in  the 
amount  received  by  the  Synod's  Treasurer  under  the  head  of  General 
Missions  is  a  further  confirmation  of  the  opinion  expressed  by  the  Com- 
mittee in  their  report  to  the  Synod  in  May  1874,  that  there  was  ^  reason 
to  believe  that  as  congregations  were  encouraged,  in  sending  remittances 
to  the  Synod's  Treasurer,  to  intimate  the  manner  in  which  their  contri- 
butions should  be  allocated^  the  amount  of  general  or  unappropriated 
contributions  for  Missions  would  in  future  be  still  further  diminished;* 
and  the  Committee  desire  that  every  encouragement  should  be  given  to 
congregations  and  individuals  in  themselves  making  the  allocation  of 
their  contributions  between  the  Foreign  Mission,  Augmentation,  and 
Evangelistic  Funds.  The  subscribers  for  the  support  of  the  Home  and 
Foreign  Missions  of  the  Church  would  thus  direct  their  contributions 
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into  the  special  channels  in  which  they  wish  the  streams  of  their 
beneyolence  to  flow;  and  the  unappropriated  portion  of  these  con* 
tributions  to  be  placed  under  the  head  of  General  Missions  being 
reduced  within  very  narrow  limits,  every  occasion  of  difficulty  and 
difference  of  opinion  in  reference  to  the  proper  distribution  of  the  f  ands 
provided  would  be  removed. 

5.  Tlie  Arrangements  for  the  Second  DistribtUion  oftlie  Surplus  F\ind. 

At  the  meetings  of  the  Augmentation  of  Stipends  Committee^  which 
were  held  in  July  and  in  November  1875,  Mr.  Morton  presented  reports 
concerning  the  progress  which  had  been  made  in  securing  the  con- 
tinuance of  the  larger  subscriptions  to  the  Augmentation  Fund,   on 
which  the  surplus  branch  of  that  Fund  is  specially  dependent  for^  its 
support,  and  by  means  of  which  its  success  for  the  year  1874  had  been 
so  largely  promoted.    From  these  statements  it  appeared  that  while^  in 
consequence  of  deaths  and  other  changes,  a  small  number  of  the  sab- 
scriptions  which  had   been   obtained  in  the  previous  year  would    be 
discontinued,  and  while  one  or  two  of  the  subscribers  did  not  feel  it 
expedient  or  dutiful  to  continue  their  subscriptions  at  the  same  amount 
as  before,  the  great  majority  of  the  subscriptions  to  the  Fund  for  the 
year  1874  would  be  repeated  for  1875 ;  and  that  new  subscriptions  of 
£200  and  under  had  been  obtained  from  individuals  whose  names  were 
not  on  the  list  of  contributors  for  the  former  year.    Mr.  Morton  was 
therefore  hopeful  that  the  deficiency  which  might  arise  in  connection 
with  these  larger  contributions  for  1875,  as  compared  with  the  amounts 
subscribed  in  1874,  would  not  be  very  great,  and  that  it  would  to  a 
considerable  degree  be  compensated  for  by  the  additional  interest  in  the 
Augmentation  Fund  and  the  increased  liberality  for  its  support  which 
would  be  manifested  in  the  number  and  amount  of   congregational 
collections  and  contributions;   and  the  Committee,  concurring  in  the 
opinion  thus  expressed,  and  deeply  conscious  of  the  obligations  under 
which  the  exertions  of  Mr.  Morton  had  placed  them  and  the  Church  at 
large,  tendered  to  him  their  grateful  thanks  for  the  services  which  he 
had  rendered  to  the  Augmentation  Fund,  and  for  the  generous  and 
untiring  efforts  which  he  had  put  forth  on  behalf  of  the  better  support 
of  the  gospel  ministry  in  the  United  Presbyterian  Church. 

The  above  anticipations  respecting  the  amount  of  the  contributions 
to  the  Augmentation  Scheme  for  1875  were  happily  realised,  as  the 
diminution  in  the  amount  contributed  during  that  year,  as  compared 
with  1874,  did  not  amount  to  £640;  while  the  larger  amount  of 
interest  and  other  miscellaneous  items  which  had  to  be  placed  to  the 
credit  of  the  Fund,  brought  up  the  total  income  for  the  year  1875  to 
within  £546  of  the  income  for  1874,  notwithstanding  the  special  efforts 
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which  were  pot  forth  in  that  year  for  the  establishment  of  the  Surplus 
Fond,  and  the  reaction  by  which  it  might  naturally  have  been  expected 
these  efforts  woold  be  succeeded.  The  amoont  expended  in  1875  for 
ordinary  sopplements  and  grants  to  congregations,  exclosive  of  the  grants 
made  from  the  Surplus  Fond,  was  also  aboot  £861  less  than  the 
expenditore  in  the  year  1874;  while  the  balance  at  the  credit  of  the 
Fond  on  Ist  January  1875  exceeded  that  at  the  commencement  of*  the 
previous  year  by  about  £1380.  The  result  was,  that  while  the  total 
balance  at  the  credit  of  the  Augmentation  Fund  on  the  31st  December 
1874  was  £13,812,  7s.  5d.,  the  balance  on  the  31st  December  1875  was 
£15,710,  Is.;  and  that,  after  setting  aside  in  each  case  the  sum  of 
£7000  to  meet  the  ordinary  expenditure  of  the  following  year,  the 
Surplus  Fund,  which  for  1874  had  been  £6812,  7s.  5d.,  was  found  to 
be  £8710,  Is.  for  1875,  and  the  amount  to  be  distributed  in  the  latter 
year  consequently  £1897,  13s.  7d.  greater  than  the  sum  distributed  in 
Surplus  Grants  for  1874. 

Having  thus  obtained  a  larger  ^  Surplus  Fund '  to  divide  than  had 
been  at  their  disposal  for  the  previous  year,  the  Committee  proceeded  to 
arrange  for  its  proper  distribution  in  accordance  with  the  resolutions 
adopted  by  the  Synod ;  and  the  steps  of  their  procedure  were  nearly  the 
same  as  those  narrated  in  last  year's  report.  A  circular  and  schedule  of 
queries  were  prepared  and  issued  to  ministers,  with  the  request  that  each 
minister  would  fill  in  the  answers  to  the  queries  and  return  the  schedule 
to  the  Home  Secretary,  thus  informing  the  Committee,  through  him, 
what  had  been  the  amount  of  stipend  received  from  all  sources  in  the 
year  1875 ;  what  proportion  of  that  stipend  had  been  contributed  by  the 
congregation ;  what  amount  had  been  obtained  in  grants  from  the  Augmen- 
tation of  Stipends  Fund ;  what  sums  had  been  received  from  bequests  or 
other  extraneous  sources ;  and  what  was  the  number  of  members  in  full 
communion  with  the  Church  on  the  communion  roll  of  the  congregation 
at  31st  December  1875.  This  information,  correctly  given,  would 
enable  the  Committee  to  determine  the  share,  or  proportion  of  a  share, 
in  the  Surplus  Fond  to  which  each  minister  was  entitled  under  the 
regulations  sanctioned  by  the  Synod,  and  in  accordance  with  the 
decisions  in  special  cases  which  had  been  reported  to  and  sanctioned  by 
the  Synod  in  May  1875 ;  and,  in  order  that  no  minister  who  was . 
entitled  to  participate  in  the  distribution  of  the  Fund  might  be  omitted, 
copies  of  the  circular  and  schedule  were  sent  to  every  minister  on  the 
Synod's  roll  whose  stipend  was  known  or  supposed  to  be  under  £250 
per  annum.  The  number  of  circulars  issued  was  459 ;  and  of  these  124 
were  not  retnmed  to  the  Home  Secretary,  either  becaose  the  stipend  in 
each  case  was  already  £200  per  annom  or  opwards,  or  becaose  the 
minister  not  making  the  return  intended  in  that  way  to  indicate  that  he 
did  not  wish  to  participate  in  the  distribution  of  the  Fund.    Forty-five 
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ministers  returned  the  schedule  with  intimation  that  in  each   case  the 
stipend  received  was  at  least  £200,  with  a  manse  or  an  allowance  for  rent ; 
eleven  with  intimation  that  for  varions  reasons  they  declined  to  participate 
in  the  distribution  of  the  Surplus  Fund ;   and  five  with  information 
which  showed  that  their  congregations  had  not  fulfilled  the   conditions 
which  were  necessary  to  their  participation  in  the  benefits  of  the  Fond. 
There  thus  remained  274  cases  in  which — the  stipend  being  under  j£200, 
with  manse  or  allowance  for  rent — the  interest  of  the  minister  in  the 
distribution  of  the  Surplus  Fund  had  to  be  considered  by  the  Com- 
mittee; and,  on  careful  examination  of  the  answers  returned    to   the 
queries  in  the  schedules  in  reference  to  each  of  these  274  cases^  it  waa 
found  that  the  average  rate  of  contribution  for  stipend  per    member 
was,  in

Dividing  the  amount  of  the  Surplus  Fund,  £8710,  Is.  Od.,  by  the 
number  of  shares,  223^,  it  was  found  that  the  value  of  a  full  share 
was  £38,  17s.  lOd.  i  and  the  Committee  might  have  been  justified  in 
fixing  the  value  of  a  share  in  the  distribution  at  that  sum.    But  as  there 
were  several  congregations  in  which  the  stipend  would  be  raised  to  £200 
by  a  portion  of  the  share  in  the  Surplus  Fund,  while  the  balance  would 
be  carried  forward  to  the  credit  of  this  Fund,  and  would  thus  be  again 
available  for  distribution,  the  Committee  agreed  that  the  distribution 
should  be  made  at  the  rate  of  £40  for  a  full  share,  and  consequently  of 
£30  for  a  three-fourth  share,  and  of  £20  for  a  half  share.    The  value 
of  a  share  in  the  Surplus  Fund  for  the  second  year  of  its  distribution 
was  thus  fixed  £10  higher  than  the  value  of  a  share  in  the  distribution 
for  the  first  year;  and  the  minimum  stipend  for  1875  was  raised  to 
£197,  10s.,  or  £10  above  the  minimum  stipend  for  the  previous  year. 

The  principles  established  by  the  decisions  in  special  cases,  which  were 
given  by  the  Committee  last  year,'  and  fully  stated  in  their  report  to 
the  Synod  in  May  1875,  were  sufficient  for  the  guidance  of  the  Com- 
mittee in  their  arrangement  of  the  proportion  of  the  Surplus  Grant  which 
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should  be  paid  in  each  of  the  special  cases  which  are  incladed  in  the 
aboye  list ;  and  no  new  case  was  presented  which  differed  so  widely  from 
all  the  special  cases  of  the  previous  year  as  to  involve  the  determination 
of  any  new  principle,  or  the  necessity  of  reporting  the  decision  concerning 
it  to  thp  Synod.  Only,  as  the  value  of  a  share  in  the  Surplus  Grant 
was  so  much  greater  than  it  had  been  in  the  previous  year,  the  Com- 
mittee felt  that  they  were  required  to  deal  more  strictly  than  they  had 
done,  in  connection  with  the  Surplus  Grants  for  1874,  with  all  extra 
paym^ts  for  house -rent  or  expenses  which  had  been  reported  by 
ministers  in  their  schedules  as  having  been  made  to  them  by  their 
congregations  during  the  year  1875.  A  very  few  cases  consequently 
occurred  in  which  a  minister  received  a  smaller  sum  from  the  Surplus 
Fund  than  he  had  expected  to  obtain ;  but  in  most  of  these  cases  it  is 
understood  that  the  explanations  given  by  the  Committee  and  the  Home 
Secretary  have  been  accepted  as  satisfactory. 

Information  supplied  since  the  date  at  which  the  above  decisions 
were  given  has  occasioned  some  alterations  of  the  amounts  allocated  to 
particular  congregations,  without  affecting  the  principles  on  which  the 
decisions  were  arrived  at ;  and  the  number  of  shares  in  the  distribution 
has  consequently  been  reduced  from  223ff  to  223|.  The  sum  due  to 
each  of  the  ministers  entitled  to  participate  in  the  distribution  has  been 
remitted  to  him  by  the  Synod's  Treasurer ;  and  the  present  position  of 
the  *  Surplus'  Augmentation  Fund  for  1875  may  be  stated  thus: —

By  the  distribution  of  the  Surplus  Fund  thus  reported,  including  the 

arrangements  noted  above  as  made  with  ten  congregations  in  reference

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But  the  beneficial  inflaence  of  the   Surplus  Fund  has  not  been 
limited  by  ita  direct  application  to  the  cases  in  which  ministers  have 
participated  in  its  distribution.     The  information  which  has    been  cir- 
culated, and  the  appeals  which  have  been  made  in  connection  with  it, 
have  had  salutary  effects  on  many  congregations  whose  ministers  have 
not  shared  in  the  distribution  of  the  Fund,  either  for  1874  or  for  1875. 
Several  congregations  have  reported  to  the  Committee  during  the  last 
twelve  months  that  they  have  raised  the  stipends  of  their  ministers  to 
£200  or  upwards,  as  their  response  to  the  statements  and    circulars 
which   had  been  addressed  to  them;  and  other  congregations  which 
formerly  paid  stipends  of  more  than  £200  per  annum,  have  also  made 
additions  to  the  income  of  their  ministers.    It  consequently  appears  from 
the  general  statistics  of  the  Ohnrch  for  1875,  that  while  in  most  of  the 
cases  in  which  a  full  share  of  the  Surplus  has  been  obtained,  the  stipend 
has  been  raised  to  £197,  10s.,  the  average  ministerial  stipend  of  the 
whole  Church  has  been  raised  to  £247,  Is.  3d.,  whereas  in  1874  it  was 
£240, 16s.  3d.,  and  in  1873  only  £216,  128.  lid. 

In  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  there  are  at  present  620  con- 
gregations, but  in  1875  one  of  these,  namely,  the  South  congregation 
of  Auchtermuchty,  had  to  provide  stipends  for  two  ministers,  so  making 
up  the  total  number  of  stipends,  exclusive  of  allowances  to  senior 
ministers  who  are  placed  as  annuitants  on  the  Aged  and  Infirm  Mini- 
sters' Fund,  to  621.     Of  these, 

11  congregations  are  treated  as  stations,  and  supplied  by  missionaries. 

22  congregations  liave  been  vacant  daring  the  year  1875,  which  formerly  paid  leas 

than  £200  for  stipend. 
18  ministers  are  not  entitled  to  participate  in  '  Surplus  Fund/  as  the  average  rate  of 

contribution  for  stipends  per  member  in  their  congregations  is  under  1(^

A  comparison  of  the  results  of  the  operation  of  the  Surplus  Aug- 
mentation Scheme,  in  connection  with  the  ordinary  supplemental  grants 
from  the  Augmentation  Fund,  as  stated  above,  with  the  results  of  the 
distribution  of  Augmentation  Funds  in  the  year  1873,  as  stated  in  the 
ARssionafy  Record  for  June  1874,  will  vividly  illustrate  the  extent  of 
the  improvement  and  advancement  which  has  been  made  during  the  two 
years  which  have  elapsed  since  that  Scheme  was  sanctioned  by  the  Synod 
in  May  1874.  Then  there  were  76  stipends  under  £157, 10s. ;  now  onlj 
9  such  are  reported.  T7ien  there  were  192  stipends  which  did  not  exceed 
£157, 10s. ;  now  there  are  only  36  cases  in  which  the  stipend  does  not 
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exceed  that  sum,  only  42  in  which  the  stipend  paid  is  less  than  £170,  and 
onlj  72  in  which  it  is  less  than  £180  per  annum.  It  isr  consequently 
manifest  not  only  that  the  operation  of  the  Surplus  Fund  has  directly 
tended  to  increase  the  income  of  many  ministers,  and  to  supply  additional 
means  of  comfort  to  their  families  and  homes ;  but  also  that  ministers 
who  had  the  smallest  stipends,  and  therefore  the  strongest  claims  on  the 
Church's  sympathy  and  support,  have  very  largely  participated  in  the 
benefits  of  the  new  arrangements  which  have  been  made  under  that  Fund. 
This  result  is  fully  in  accordance  with  the  desire  and  aim  of  the  Committee 
in  the  origination  and  administration  of  the  Surplus  Fund ;  and  it  will 
afterwards  be  seen  that  they  have  been  considering,  and  are  prepared  to 
recommend  for  the  adoption  of  the  Synod,  some  alterations  in  the  regu- 
lations of  the  Scheme,  by  which  the  interests  of  these  smaller  con- 
gregations may  be  further  and  more  directly  promoted. 


6.  The  A  Uowance  to  be  made  to  English  Congregations  in  the  event  of 
their  Union  with  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  England, 

A  considerable  number  of  congregations  in  England  have  participated 
in  the  distribution  of  the  Surplus  Augmentation  Fund  both  for  1874  and 
1875 ;  and  they  have  also  received  assistance  for  many  years  in  the  form 
of  grants  for  supplement  of  stipend.  The  Committees  appointed  by  the 
Synod  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  England,  and  by  the  United 
Presbyterian  Church,  in  reference  to  the  proposed  Union  of  Presby- 
terians in  England,  were  therefore  solicitous  that  some  arrangement 
should  be  made  for  continuing  that  assistance  to  these  congregations  for 
a  short  term  of  years  after  the  consummation  of  the  Union,  and  for 
securing  that  the  ministers  of  congregations  which  are  now  receiving 
aid  from  the  funds  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Synod,  and  which  may 
enter  into  the  United  Church  which  is  to  be  constituted  in  England, 
shall  be  as  well  supported  after  the  Union  as  they  have  hitherto  been 
while  members  of  that  Synod.  It  seemed  to  the  Committees  to  be  an 
equitable  arrangement  that,  as  the  congregations  in  England  contribute 
to  the  support  of  the  Augmentation  Fund,  while  a  portion  of  them  also 
receive  aid  from  that  Fund,  the  difference  between  the  sum  annually 
received  from  England  and  the  amount  remitted  to  England  in  the  form 
of  supplemental  and  surplus  grants,  should  form  the  basis  of  any  system 
of  payments  which  might  be  agreed  upon  for  the  assistance  of  English 
congregations,  after  the  proposed  Union  should  be  consummated ;  and 
they  accordingly  recommended  that  the  difference  between  the  amounts 
of  the  payments  to  England  and  of  the  receipts  from  England  for  Aug- 
mentation purposes  for  the  year  1875  should  be  the  sum  paid  to  the 
English  congregations  for  the  first  year  after  the  Union,  and  that  the 
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payments  for  the  four  following  years  should  annually  be  reduced  by 
one-fifth  of  the  whole  sum,  so  that  after  the  fifth  year  the  grants  should 
terminate.      But  many  of  the  English  congregations  of   the    Synod, 
besides  the  aid  which  they  received  from  the  Augmentation  branch  of 
the  Home  Mission  Fund,  also  received  aid  in  the  form  of  grants  from 
the  Evangelistic  branch  of  that  Mission  Fund;  and  the  Union  Com- 
mittees requested  the  Home  Committee  to  consider  whether  the  position 
of  the  congregations  to  which  these  Evangelistic  grants  were  made  was 
in  any  case  such  that  the  continuance  of  the  aid  thus  given  might  be 
necessary  or  expedient.     The  Committee  accordingly  remitted  the  con- 
sideration of  these  cases  to  a  Sub-Committee,  on  whose  recommendation 
it  was  agreed  to  report  to  the  Synod  that  if  all  the  congregations  of  this 
class  should  enter  into  the  proposed  Union  in  England,  the  sum  of  £500 
should  be  paid  on  their  account  from  the  Evangelistic  Fund  for  the  first 
year  after  the  Union,  and  that  the  amount  of  the  grant  should  be  reduced 
by  £100  in  each  succeeding  year  until  it  should  terminate  in  the  fifth 
year ;  and  this  proposed  arrangement,  which,  like  that  which  has  been 
noted  above  in  reference  to  the  aid  to  be  given  from  the  Augmentation 
Fund,  was  based  on  the  difference  between  the  annual  payments  to 
England  and  the  remittances  from  English  congregations  for  evangelistic 
purposes,  was  accepted  by  the  Joint-Committees  on  the  Union  as  gene- 
rous and  satisfactory.     Two  classes  of  payments  were  thus  arranged  for ; 
when  it  was  suggested  that  the  Home  Committee  should  be  requested  to 
consider  the  proposal  which  had  been  approved  by  the  Union  Committees 
in  connection  with  the  Augmentation  Fund,  as  they  had  done  the  other 
class  of  payments,  which  were  to  be  made  from  the  Evangelistic  Fund. 
Accordingly  in  January  last  the  whole  subject  of  the  assistance  to  be 
given  to  the  English  congregations  after  the  Union  was  brought  under 
the  consideration  of  the  Home  Committee,  and  of  the  Stipend  Augmenta- 
tion Committee  acting  as  a  Sub-Committee  on  English  cases ;  and  it 
was  unanimously  agreed  to  recommend  that,  instead  of  asking  from  the 
Synod  separate  grants  for  Augmentation  and  for  Evangelistic  purposes, 
one  grant  for  all  purposes  should  be  sought ;  and  the  Committee  ap- 
proving generally  of  the  principle  on  which  the  findings  of  the  Union 
Committees  had  been  based — namely,  that  the  amount  of  the  grant  for 
the  first  year  after  the  Union  should  be  determined  by  the  difference 
between  the  annual  income  for  England  and  the  annual  amount  of  the 
aid  given  to  English  congregations — agreed  to  recommend  that  the 
Synod  should  grant  £2500  for  the  first  year  after  the  Union,  £2000  for 
the  second  year,  £1500  for  the  third  year,  £1000  for  the  fourth  year, 
and  £500  for  the  fifth  year,  after  which  the  grants  should  terminate ;  as, 
in  the  words  used  by  the  Union  Committee  of  the  Presbyterian  Church 
in  England,  ^  it  may  be  confidently  hoped  that,  before  the  expir}**  of  the 
five  years  thus  provided  for,  the  minimum  stipend  all  over  the  United 
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Church  in  England  will  have  been  raised  at  least  to  the  present  minimum 
of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church.'  The  Joint-Committees  on  Union 
in  England  cordially  accepted  this  proposed  arrangement ;  and  it  is  now 
embodied  in  the  Reports  of  these  Committees  to  their  respective  Synods 
as  part  of  the  proposed  aiTangements  in  accordance  with  wliicli  they 
recommend  that  the  Union  should  be  consummated.  It  is  to  be  under- 
stood that  the  amount  of  the  grants  has  been  fixed,  on  the  supposition 
that  the  whole  of  the  United  Presbyterian  congregations  in  England  may 
enter  into  the  United  Church  which  is  to  be  constituted  there ;  and  that 
if  any  congregation  or  congregations  now  receiving  aid  from  the  Synod 
funds  shall  ultimately  decide  to  remain  in  connection  with  this  Synod, 
the  amount  of  the  grant  to  the  United  English  Church  shall  be  subject 
to  a  corresponding  reduction.  It  is  further  understood  by  the  Aug- 
mentation of  Stipends  Committee,  and  by  the  Home  Committee,  that 
the  sum  remitted  from  the  Funds  of  this  Church  to  England  shall 
be  paid  to  the  ofScial  person  appointed  by  the  ^  Synod  of  the  Pres- 
byterian Church  of  England'  to  receive  the  same;  that  four-fifths 
of  the  amount  shall  be  taken  from  the  Augmentation  branch  of  the 
Home  Mission  Fund,  and  the  remaining  one-fifth  from  the  Evan- 
gelistic branch ;  and  that  the  money  thus  remitted  to  England  shall 
be  expended  for  the  assistance  of  the  present  aid-receiving  congrega- 
tions of  this  Church,  in  the  measure  indicated  by  the  arrangements 
for  Supplement  and  Surplus  Grants,  which  will  be  noted  in  the 
tables  to  be  inserted  as  usual  in  the  Missionary  Record  for  June,  and  in 
accordance  also  with  the  following  summary  of  Evangelistic  Grants, 
which  was  presented  to  the  Joint  Union  Committee  in  explanation  of 
the  amount  of  the  aid  at  first  offered  by  the  Home  Committee,  and 
which  is  inserted  here  for  the  purpose  of  convenient  reference : —

1.  Hofy  Island. — £30  paid  in  1874  for  the  support  of  catechist,  etc.,  at 

this  station,  and  also  in  1875.     It  is  probable  that  this  sum  will 
be  needed  annually  for  some  time  to  come. 

2.  Narham, — ^£10  paid  in  1874,  but  no  longer  needed,  as  the  increased 

Augmentation  Grant  provides  for  the  case. 

3.  Penruddock. — £40  paid   both  in   1874  and  1875  for    support  of 

catechist,  and  vrill  be  needed  in  future, 

4.  Great  Salkeld, — ^Arrangements  made  for  paying  £40  per  annum  for 

catechist  at  Great  Salkeld  and  Plumpton.     This  will  be  needed 
annually  for  some  time. 

5.  Durham, — ^£30  per  annum  paid  out  of  Evangelistic  Fund  to  increase 

the  stipend.  This  grant  is  to  be  continued  until  Slst  Marcb 
1877. 
€.  Hull. — ^In  a  recent  memorial  this  congregation  ask  a  grant  of  £50 
per  annum  for  four  years ;  and  in  their  special  circumstances  the 
Committee  recommend  that  their  request  should  be  granted,  it 
being  understood  that  there  is  no  additional  Augmentation  Grant 

7.  Middiesboraugh. — ^Has  received  £15  a  year  for  1874  and  1875  in  aid 

of  Mission  work.  There  is  no  promise  that  this  shall  be  con- 
tinued, but  it  may  be  needed,  say  for  three  years  afler  Ist  April 
1876. 

8.  lUdcar. — ^In  1874,  £10  paid  out  of  Evangelistic  Fund ;  but  this  not 

now  required,  as  the  grants  for  the  next  three  years,  exhausting 
the  promised  £250,  will  be  met  from  the  Augmentation  Fund. 

9.  Blackburrij  Mount  Street, — Grant  of  £50  per  annum  for  three  years 

ending  3l6t  March  1878,  sanctioned  by  the  Synod  in  May  1875. 

10.  Egremont  for  Seacombe, — £75  per  annum  has  been  paid  for  some 

time  for  Seacombe  Mission;  and  the  present  grants  expire  at 
Blst  March  1876.     The  grant  may  be  needed  in  future. 

11.  Leeds, — ^This  congregation,  now  vacant,  received  £50  per  annum  up 

to  26th  October  1875,  after  which  date  it  was  expected  to  be  self- 
supporting. 

12.  Liverpool,  QueerCs  Road, — Has  received  £25  for  each  of  the  two 

years  ending  dOth  June  1876,  for  Mission  work.  There  is  no 
promise  that  this  should  be  continued. 

13.  Tunley, — Receives  £60  per  annum ;  and  the  grant  will  be  needed  if 

the  station  is  continued. 

14.  AldersJiot, — Grant  of  £80  per  annum  for  three  years  ending  30th 

September  1876,  has  already  been  made.  There  is  a  probability 
that  the  pulpit  may  soon  be  vacant,  and  new  arrangements  can 
only  be  made  in  connection  with  the  settlement  of  a  new  minister. 
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15.  i?rt^A/on.— Receiyed  about  £315  from  the  Evangelistic  Fund,  in 

addition  to  £60  from  Augmentation  Fund  under  the  Synod's 
resolution  authorizing  the  Home  Gonunittee  to  guarantee  stipend 
of  £500,  for  each  of  the  five  years  ending  21st  February  1876. 
As  this  grant  expires  at  the  above  date,  the  Committee  agree  to 
recommend  to  the  United  Church  to  be  formed  in  England,  that 
this  congregation  should  be  liberally  dealt  with  after  the  Union  is 
consummated,  in  order  that  the  fruit  of  past  efforts  and  contri- 
butions may  not  be  lost. 

1 6.  Leicester. — At  present  vacant ;  but  the  Synod  has  granted  £50  per 

annum  for  three  years  after  the  ordination  or  induction  of  a 
minister. 

17.  Bow,  London, — ^The  S3mod  has  sanctioned  the  grant  of  a  sum  not 

exceeding  £250  for  the  three  years  ending  June  1878,  of  which 
not  more  than  £100  shall  be  paid  in  any  one  year.  Of  this  grant 
£50  have  been  paid  for  the  hsJf-year  ending  31st  December  1875. 

18.  Forest  HiU, — Grant  of  £250  for  five  years  now  exhausted ;  and  con- 

gregation now  self-supporting.  '^\ 

19.  Hammersmith, — £35  granted  for  Mission  work  for  the  year  ending 

80th  June  1876.  There  is  no  promise  that  this  grant  shall  be 
continued,  but  it  may  be  needed  annually  for  two  or  three  years. 

20.  Stratford. — ^A  grant,  not  exceeding  £150  in  one  year,  for  three 

years  after  settlement  of  a  minister,  was  sanctioned  by  the  Synod 
in  May  1875. 

Besides   these   twenty   congregations   which    received    aid   from    the 
Evnngelistic  Fund  in  1874,  the  congregation  of  Derby  has  made  appli- 
cation for  aid  in  extinguishing  debt  of  £220,  and  the  Home  Committee 
'  have  agreed  to  recommend  the  Synod  to  grant  £110,  if  the  Presbytery  of 
Lancashire  shall  collect  the  other  £110. 

It  may  be  hoped  that  the  above  arrangement  with  the  congregation  at 
Derby  may  be  sanctioned  and  completed  before  the  proposed  Union  is 
oonsuuimated ;  and  as  it  appears  that  for  the  continuance  of  the  aid  which 
has  been  given  to  most  of  the  congregations  referred  to  above,  and  for  the 
new  arrangements  suggested  in  connection  with  the  congregations  at  Hull 
and  Brighton,  a  sum  of  about  £1000  will  be  required,  for  the  first  year ; 
and  as  it  also  appears  that  the  contributions  of  the  English  congregations 
to  the  Evangelistic  Branch  of  the  Home  Mission  Fund,  which  will  probably 
henceforth  be  paid  over  to  the  Fimds  of  the  United  Church  to  be  formed 
in  England,  amounted  in  the  year  1874  to  about  £500,  the  Sub- 
Committee  agreed  to  recommend  to  the  Home  Committee  that  they  should 
report  to  the  Synod  that  in  their  opinion  £500  should  be  granted  for  the 
congregations  referred  to  above  (if  they  shall  all  be  included  in  that 
Union)  from  the  Evangelistic  Fund  for  the  first  year  after  the  Union, 
£400  for  the  second  year,  £800  for  the  third,  £200  for  the  fourth,  and 
£100  for  the  fifth,  after  which  these  grants  shall  cease  and  determine. 

Dr.  Scott  added,  by  way  of  explanation,  that  while  no  amount  of  aid 
was  specified  in  the  above  finding  as  that  which  should  be  given  to 
Brighton  congregation,  it  was  the  intention  of  the  Augmentation  Com- 
mittee that  that  congregation  should  receive  nt  least  £250  for  the  first 
year,  £200  for  the  second,  £150  for  the  third,  £100  for  the  fourth,  and 
£50  for  the  fifth  year  after  the  Union. 
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7.  Proposed  Modifications  or  Extensions  of  the  Augmentation  Scheme. 

The  Coniniittee  charged  with  the  administration  of  the  Augmen- 
tation Fund  have  satisfaction  in  reporting  that  both  Presbyteries  and 
individual  ministers  have  forwarded  numerous  expressions  of  approval 
in  reference  to  the  arrangements  for  sapplemental  grants,  and  for  the 
distribution  of  the  Surplus  Fund ;  and  they  are  therefore  encouraged  to 
hope  that  as  a  general  rule  the  scheme  has  been  wrought  so  as  to  secure 
the  ends  for  which  it  was  instituted,  and  to  promote  at  once  the  comfort 
of  ministers  and  the  welfare  of  the  Church.  They  have  also  carefully 
considered  the  suggestions  which  have  been  sent  to  them,  through  the 
Home  Secretary,  for  the  improvement  of  existing  arrangements ;  and 
they  have  not  been  unmindful  of  any  indications  which  have  been  given, 
either  through  their  own  observation  of  the  results  of  the  existing 
regulations,  or  in  the  letters  received,  of  apparent  inequalities  or  defects 
in  the  application  of  these  regulations  to  individual  cases.  They  are  un- 
willing to  make  unnecessary  alterations  in  a  scheme  which  has  in  general 
been  so  successful  and  beneficial ;  yet  they  would  direct  the  attention 
of  the  Synod  to  the  expediency  of  making  the  following  changes  on 
present  regulations  or  modes  of  procedure. 

1.  TTiat  the  maximum  to  which  stipends  may  be  raised  by  ordinary 
supplemental  grants  should  be  raised  to  £160  per  annum.  The  present 
maximum  is  £157,  10s.  for  stipend  and  expenses,  which  sum  was 
determined  by  adding  an  allowance  of  5  per  cent,  for  expenses  to  a 
minimum  stipend  of  £150  ;  and  it  may  be  attained  in  every  instance  in 
which  the  contribution  of  the  congregation  for  stipend  is  such  that  the 
maximum  can  be  made  up  by  a  supplement  not  exceeding  £70  in 
ordinary  cases,  and  not  exceeding  £90  in  congregations  located  in  Orkney 
or  in  Shetland.  But  in  the  multitude  of  calculations  and  fractional  sums 
which  are  connected  with  the  arrangements  for  supplements  and  surplus 
grants,  £157,  10s.  is  a  troublesome  amount  to  deal  with ;  and  simply  to 
economize  labour,  the  Committee  have  agreed  to  recommend  that  the 
maximum  for  stipends  and  supplements  should  be  raised  to  £160,  which 
is  equivalent  to  £152  for  stipend  and  £8  for  expenses,  if  in  any  case  it 
is  needful  to  keep  these  distinct,  and  which  is  a  much  more  convenient 
sum  for  calculations  than  £157,  10s.  In  a  great  majority  of  cases  the 
amount  chargeable  to  the  Augmentation  Fund  will  remain  as  before,  as 
the  additional  sum  which  may  have  to  be  paid  for  supplement  will  be 
saved  from  the  Surplus  Grant ;  while  there  are  perhaps  only  a  few  con- 
gregations now  paying  £157, 10s.  for  stipend  and  expenses,  wither  with- 
out supplement,  which  could  not,  without  much  difficulty,  increase  the 
amount  to  £160  from  their  own  resources;  and  thus  relieve  the  Aug- 
mentation Fund  to  the  extent  of  £2,  10s.  per  annum. 

2.  That  the  allowance  for  rent  in  congregations  xoiitiout  manses  should 
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be  raUedfrom  £10  to  £20  per  annum.  The  present  allowance  of  £10 
per  annum  for  rent  was  never  supposed  to  be  a  sufficient  sum  for  pro- 
viding a  suitable  residence  for  a  minister.  It  was  adopted  as  a  com- 
promise, in  order,  on  the  one  hand,  to  relieve  in  part  the  burden  of  rent 
which  a  minister  had  to  pay ;  and  on  the  other  hand,  to  avoid  the  appear- 
ance of  placing  a  temptation  in  the  way  of  congregations  to  decline  the 
effort  necessary  for  providing,  with  aid  from  the  Manse  Fund,  a  suitable 
manse  for  the  accommodation  of  their  minister.  But  the  Manse  Fund  is 
now  very  nearly  exhausted;  and  as  the  position  of  a  minister  without  a 
manse  is  less  advantageous  than  that  of  another  minister  with  a  manse, 
the  Committee  are  of  opinion  that,  as  the  f eason  for  limiting  the  grant  for 
house-rent  to  £10  per  annum  has  ceased  to  exist,  the  allowance  should  be 
raised  henceforth  to  £20  per  annum.  The  adoption  of  this  recom- 
mendation will  involve  an  additional  expenditure  of  perhaps  £500  per 
annum ;  which  is  equivalent  to  about  £2,  2s.  for  each  share  in  the  Surplus 
Fund,  and  would  involve  a  reduction  of  the  value  of  the  surplus  share  to 
that  extent,  if  no  addition  should  be  made  to  the  income  of  the  Angmen- 
tation  Fund.  Even  then  the  change  recommended  would  be  just ;  but 
it  is  hoped  that  the  Fund  may  be  so  sustained  by  the  liberality  of  the 
members  of  the  Church,  that  the  additional  allowance  for  rent  may  be 
paid  and  that  the  minimum  stipend  of  £200  may  be  speedily  realised. 

3.  That  the  rates  per  member  in  t/ie  distribution  of  the  Surplus  Fund 
should  be  reduced  for  tlie  congregaiions  in  Orkney  and  Slietland.  The 
case  of  these  congregations  has  been  frequently  under  the  consideration 
of  the  Home  and  Stipend  Augmentation  Committees;  and,  as  the 
result  of  this  examination  of  the  position  of  these  congregations  and  of 
their  ministers,  it  has  been  felt  that  some  relaxation  of  the  rules  concern- 
ing the  ^  Surplus  Fund '  is  necessary,  for  reasons  similar  to  those  which 
induced  the  Synod  to  fix  the  maximum  supplement  £20  higher  in  their 
case  than  in  other  districts  of  the  Church.  It  was  consequently  agreed 
that  the  Synod  should  be  requested  to  reduce  the  average  rates  of  con- 
tribution per  member,  by  which  the  participation  of  congregations  in  the 
distribution  of  the  ^  Surplus  Fund '  is  determined,  by  25  per  cent,  for 
Orkney  and  Shetland  charges ;  so  that  congregations  in  these  islands 
sliall  be  entitled  to  one-half  share  in  the  Surplus  Fund,  if  they  contribute 
at  the  rate  of  7s.  6d.  per  member  annually  for  the  support  of  their 
ministers ;  to  a  three-quarters  share  if  they  contribute  at  the  rate  of  9s. 
]}er  member;  and  to  a  full  share  if  they  contribute  at  the  rate  of  10s. 
6d.  or  upwards  per  member.  Also,  that  as  this  arrangement  cannot 
apply  to  the  distribution  of  the  Surplus  Grant  for  1875,  the  Synod 
should  be  requested  to  authorize  the  Home  Committee  to  grant  such  aid — 
not  exceeding  in  any  case  the  amount  of  one-half  share  in  the  ^  Surplus 
Fund '  for  1875,  or  £20 — ^from  the  Evangelistic  Fund  as  may  be  deemed 
expedient,  in  order  to  compensate  these  congregations  for  the  want  of 
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fuller  participation  in  the  Surplus  Fund  for  the  past  year.  The  adoption 
of  these  recommendations  is,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Home  Cotiimittee, 
and  of  its  Sub-Committee  on  Stipend  Augmentation,  tirgentlj  required 
for  the  encouragement  of  the  ministers  who  are,  or  may  be,  settled  in 
these  remote  congregations;  and  for  the  maintenance,  through  an 
efficient  ministry  and  pastorate,  of  the  position  which  our  denomination 
has  acquired  in  these  islands,  and  of  the  influence  which  it  has  through 
many  years  exerted  there  for  the  spiritual  benefit  of  the  population. 

4.  Thai  ministers  of  congregationB  not  paying  the  minimufn  Hipend, 
and  not  contributing  for  stipend  at  the  rate  of  10s.  pei'  member,  sfiouU 
participate  in  same  degree  in  the  dis(rti>ution  of  the  Surplus  fiends     As 
some,  at  least,  of  these  congregations  are  small  and  weak,  the  stipend 
cannot  be  made  up  to  <£157,  10s.  by  the  addition  of  a  supplement  of 
£70  to  the  contributions  of  the  people;    and  the  regulations    of  the 
Surplus  Fund  exclude  their  ministers  from  participating  in  the  benefits 
of  that  scheme,  because  the  average  contribution  for  stipend  does  not  reach 
the  lowest  rate  which  entitles  to  a  half-share  in  the  distribiltton.     The 
Committee  hare  therefore  to  report  td  the  Synod,  that  while  arrange- 
ments should  be  made  for  hereafter  giving  to  ministers  of  such  cft  these 
congregations  as  are    unable  to    contribute   10s.  per    member    some 
share,  or  part  of  a  share,  in  the  Surplus  Fund,  it  is  expedient  not  to 
allocate  to  them  any  portion  of  that  Fund  until  the  minimum  stipend 
of  £200,  with  manse  or  allowance  for  rent,  shall  be  reached,  and  then 
only  out  of   the  balance   remaining  in    the   hands  of   the    Synod's 
Treasurer  after  payment  of  the  ordinary  Surplus  Grants,  and  to  an 
amount  which  shall  not  exceed  the  half  share  then  payable  to  ministers 
of  congregations  in  which  the  average  rate  of  contribution  for  stipend 
is  10s.  per  member ;  but  that,  under  the  above  limitations,  the  ministers 
of  congregations  in  which  the  average  rate  of  contribution  for  stipend 
is  less  than  10s.,  may,  after  it  shall  have  been  ascertained  by  the  visit 
of  a  deputation  from  the  Home  Committee  that  the  people  are  unable 
to  contribute  for  stipend  at  the  rate  of  10s.  per  member,  each  receive 
one-third  share  of  the  surplus.    By  the  adoption  of  this  proposal,  the 
interests  of  the  ministers  of   small  congregations  would  be  promoted, 
while  at  the  same  time  the  general  progress  and  efficient  working  of 
the  ordinary  Augmentation  and  ^  Surplus '  Augmentation  Funds  would 
be  protected  and  advaqced. 

8.  Concluding  Remarks. 

The  Beport  which  is  now  presented  to  the  Synod  shows  that  the 
Augmentation  Fund  has  been  liberally  sustained  during  the  past  year. 
Some  reaction  was  expected  after  the  efforts  by  which  the  Augmenta- 
tion Scheme  received  so  great  an  impulse  in  1874,  and  through  which 
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the  contributions  for  its  support  were  in  that  yjear  so  largely  increased. 
The  reaction  has,  however,  been  more  moderate  in  degree  than  could 
have  been  anticipated,  as  the  amount  even  of  the  larger  subscriptions 
has  not  been  seriously  diminished,  while  in  some  other  respects  the 
income  has  been  greater  than  it  was  in  1874.  The  value  of  a  share  in 
the  Surplus  Fund  for  1875  has  consequently  exceeded  that  of  a  share 
for  the  previous  year  by  £10,  and  the  minimum  stipend  has  been  raised 
to  £197|  10$.,  or  £10  higher  tlian  it  was  for  1874.  The  exertions  of  the 
two  past  years  tnay  thus  be  said  to  have  brought  the  Synod  and  the 
Ohurch  fairly  in  view  of  the  attainment  of  the  desired  result,  namely,  a 
minimum  stipend  of  £200  per  annum^  with  a  manse  or  an  allowance  for 
liouse-rent ;  and  the  Committee  cannot  doubt  that  the  Synod  will  fully 
use  its  influence  for  the  encouragement  of  congregation^  and  individuals 
in  the  exercise  of  that  continued  and  increasing  liberality  which  is  neces* 
sary  for  securing  the  complete  success  of  the  Scheme  during  the  present 
year.  The  progress  made  has  been  so  great,  and  the  advance  yet  to  be 
made  is  comparatively  so  small,  that  there  is  every  encouragement  to  hope 
that  the  goal  of  this  effort  may  be  reached  in  the  next  distribution  of  the 
Surplus  Fund  ;  and  it  may  be  confidently  anticipated  that  no  congrega* 
tion,  nor  even  any  considerable  portiop  of  any  congregation,  will  willingly 
incur  the  responsibility  of  failing  to  render  its  proper  share  of  willing 
effort  and  contribution  for  the  realization*  of  that  hope.  And  if  only 
there  be  united  effort  and  cordial  co-operation,  success  is  not  only  certain, 
but  it  will  be  achieved  without  the  withholding  of  any  needed  help  and 
support  from  any  other  Fund  or  enterprise  of  the  Ohurch. 

The  Committee  regret  that  there  should  be  even  a  small  number  of 
congregations  whose  ministers  have  not  participated  in  the  distribution 
of  the  Surplus  Fund,  because  the  average  rate  of  contribution  per 
member  has  not  been  10s.  per  annum.  They  believe  that  there  are 
among  these  congregations  some  in  which  a  little  wisely-directed  effort  and 
stimulus  would  secure  a  sufficient  increase  of  funds  to  raise  the  average 
above  that  sura,  and  to  entitle  the  minister  to  at  least  a  half-share  in  any 
future  distribution  of  the  Surplus  Fund  :  and  they  most  earnestly  desii'e 
that  all  such  congregations  should  regard  it  as  their  privilege,  as  well 
as  their  duty,  to  secure  the  needed  increase  of  contributions  during  the 
present  year.  The  Report  shows,  however,  that  the  Committee  have  not 
been  unmindful  of  the  congregations  either  in  Orkney  and  Shetland,  or 
in  other  districts  of  the  Church,  in  which  it  has  been  found  imprac- 
ticable to  attain  to  so  high  an  average.  For  the  encouragement  of 
congregations  in  these  circumstances,  they  have  proposed  certain  modifi- 
cations of  the  existing  regulations  for  the  administration  of  the  Fund ; 
and  they  must  feel  disappointed  if  those  weaker  congregations,  in  whose 
behalf  these  modifications  are  proposed,  do  not  regard  them  at  once  as 
an  evidence  of  active  sympathy  with  the  difficulties  of  their  position,  and 
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as  an  incentive  to  more  cheerful  and  self-denying  endeavours  to  enlarge 
their  own  contributions  for  the  better  support  of  the  gospel  ministry. 

In  many  respects  the  success  of  the  Augmentation  Scheme  daring 
recent  years  affords  hopeful  promise  for  the  future.    The  interest  of  the 
Church  in  Home  agents  and  operations  has  been  deepened  and  expanded, 
and  its  congregations  have  been  drawn  more  closely  to  each  other  in 
bonds  of  mutual  sympathy  and  affection,  by  the  efforts  through  which 
that  success  has  been  attained ;  and  that  closer  union  is  a  sure  basis  for 
further  efforts,  which  may  be  crowned  with  yet  happier  results.     And 
a  ministry  which  is  more  liberally  and  cheerfully  sustained  by  the 
sympathy  and  contributions  of  the  Christian  people,  ought  also  to  be  a 
ministry  of  men  who  shall  be  more  ^  instant,  in  season  and  out  of  season, 
to  preach  the  Word,  to  reprove,  rebuke,  exhort  with  all  long-suffering 
and  doctrine ;  to  do  the  work  of  an  evangelist,  and  to  make  full  proof 
of  their  ministry ;  taking  heed  unto  themselves  and  to  all  the  flock  over 
which  the  Holy  Ghost  hath  made  them  overseers,  to  feed  the  Church  of 
God.*    Thus  may  ministers  be  among  their  people  ^  with  joy  bj  the  will 
of  God,  and  with  them  be  refreshed;'  and  thus  may  the  prayer  of  Moses, 
the  man  of  God,  be  answered  on  behalf  of  the  Synod  and  the  Church, 
'  Let  the  beauty  of  the  Lord  our  God  be  upon  us,  and  estabUsh  Thou 
the  work  of  our  hands  upon  us,  yea  the  work  of  our  hands  establish 
Thou  it.'

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5.  That  where  the  minimum  stipend  of  £200,  toith  manse  or  alhwanee 
for  renty  has  been  provided  for  according  to  existing  regulations, 
and  only  out  of  ilie  balance  which  may  in  any  year  remain  in  the 
liands  of  the  Synod's  Treasurer  after  the  payment  of  the  ordinary 
Surplus  Grants,  the  Home  Committee,  after  having  satisfied  them- 
selves by  the  visit  of  a  deputation  that  the  congregation  are  con- 
tributing for  stipend  according  to  their  ability,  may  grant  a  sum^ 
not  exceeding  one-third  share  of  the  Surplus  Fund,  to  the  minister 
of  a  congregation  contributing  less  than  an  average  of  10s.  per 
member  for  stipend. 

Further,  in  disposing  of  this  Report,  the  Synod  agreed  to  retain 
for  the  benefit  of  the  Augmentation  Sclieme,  to  the  success  of  which 
they  have  contributed  during  tlie  three  past  years,  by  ilieir  exertions 
and  advice^  the  services  of  the  Rev,  William  Wood,  and  of  Messrs, 
James  Morton,  Greenock;  Robert  T,  Middleton^  David  M} Cowan,  Peter 
HamiUon,  and  William  Foote,  Glasgow;  Sir  Peter  Coats,  Paisley; 
Thomas  MitcJiellj  Greenfield,  Blairgowrie ;  David  Paton,  Alloa ;  John 
M}Ewan,  GUnlora ;  John  Gilmour,  Helensburgh ;  Samuel  Stitt,  Birken- 
head; John  Young,  Berwich-upon-Tweed ;  and  James  Tait,  Moffat,  by 
adding  them  to  the  Mission  Board  for  another  year,  in  order  that,  as 
members  of  Hie  Home  Committee  of  that  Board,  tJiey  may  aid  in  its  opera^ 
tions,  and  specially  in  the  working  of  the  Augmentation  Scheme. 

Also,  that  in  the  event  of  the  English  Presbyteries^  or  any  of  them, 
being  separated  from  the  Synod  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  in 
consequence  of  the  union  of  Presbyterians  in  .England,  and  of  the  members 
who  now  represent  tJu>se  Presbyteries  in  the  Home  Committee  of  the 
Board  of  Missions,  or  any  of  them,  being  left  without  constituents,  these 
representatives  shall  cease  to  be  members  of  the  Mission  Board ;  and  the 
Home  Committee,  to  which  tliey  all  belong,  shall  select,  either  from  the 
members  now  added  to  that  Committee  and  to  the  Board  for  Augmentation 
purposes,  or  from  tlie  members  who  this  year  retire  from  Hie  Home  Com- 
mittee, as  many  as  may  be  necessary  to  take  their  places,  and  to  fulfil  their 
respective  terms  of  service  in  the  Mission  Board,

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  CORRESPON'DENCE 
WITH  FOREIGN  CHURCHES. 

In  presenting  their  annual  statement  to  the  Synod,  the  Gomitiittee  can- 
not but  express,  their  sense  of  the  great  loss  the  Church  has  sustained  in 
the  removal  by  death  of  Dr.  Alexander  MacEwen,  who  so    long  and 
ably  filled  the  office  of  their  Convener.     To  an  intimate  and  personal 
acquaintance  with  the  religious  condition  of  the  Continent,    he  added 
rare  powers  of  sagacions  judgment,  and  a  frank  kindliness  of  diapositiofl, 
that  won  for  him  the  regard  and  affection  of  delegates  from  for&gD 
Churches.     The  same  tact  and  zeal  were  shown  by  him  in  the  work  of 
this  Committee  as  in  all  other  departments  of  service  entrusted  to  him 
by  the  Church,  and  the  memory  of  his  winning  presence  and  wise  words 
will  long  linger  amongst  us. 

In  accordance  with  your  desire,  Dr.  Boyd  of  Forest  Hill  attended  the 
Synod  of  the  Christian  Reformed  Church  of  the  Netherlands,  which 
met  in  May  last  at  Hertozenbosch,  in  the  province  of  Brabant.     This 
Church  had  not  been  recognised  by  us  under  its  new  name,  hence  Dr. 
Boyd  and  his  companion,  Mr.  Horniman,  were  sent  rather  on  a  mission 
of  inquiry  than  as  accredited  deputies ;  but  when  it  appeared  that  the 
Christian  Reformed  Church  meant  the  same  body  with  whom  fraternal 
greetings  bad  been  frequently  exchanged  during  former  years,  thej  felt 
themselves  warranted  in   presenting  themselves  as  deputies  from   tlie 
United  Presbyterian  Church,  and  took  their  seats  accordingly.     Dr. 
Boyd  explains  in  his  i*eport,  that  ^  the  Church  first  separated  from  the 
Dutch  ^Reformed  Church  in   1884,  partly  for  doctrinal  reasons,   and 
partly  as  an  expression  of  their  desire  that  the  Church  should  be  free 
from  State  control.     In  their  earlier  days  the  ministers  and  members 
were  subjected  to  severe  hardships  and  privations,  both  in  their  property 
and  persons.     At  present  they  stand  forth  as  the  representatives  of  the 
ancient  faith  of  the  Dutch  Reformed  Church,  in  opposition  to  the  unsound 
views  which  prevail  in  the  National  Church.     The  Christian  Reformed 
Church  consists  of  about  350  congregations,  with  upwards  of  300  ordained 
ministers.     The  number  of  communicants  is  about  40,000,  and  the 
adherents  about  120,000.    The  members  are,  as  a  rule,  of  the  middle 
and  humbler  classes ;  but  strenuous  efforts  are  being  made  for  the  better 
support  of  the  gospel  ministry.     There  are  70  students  in  training  under 
the  care  of  5  professors.    A  sixth  professor  was  appointed  at  the  Synod 
of  Hertozenbosch,  and  the  sum  of  £7000  is  being  raised  to  render  the 
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Theological  School  at  Kampen  more  efficient.  The  Sjnod  explained  to 
us  that  one  of  the  objects  for  which  they  had  asked  a  deputation  from 
our  Ghorch  and  sister  Churches  was  to  get  the  benefit  of  their  advice 
on  the  oath  against  simony  exacted  from  their  candidates  for  the  ministry. 
We  were  glad  to  testify  that  the  necessity  for  such  an  oath  had  never 
existed  in  the  United  Presbyterian  Church,  and,  so  far  as  known,  it  had 
never  been  our  custom  to  require  it.  The  Synod  devoted  the  greater 
part  of  their  morning  sederunt  on  26th  May  to  hearing  their  foreign 
deputies.  Deep  interest  was  manifested  in  the  accounts  of  the  awaken- 
ing in  England  and  Scotland^  in  connection  with  the  visit  of  Messrs. 
Moody  and  Sankey,  and  also  in  the  information  regarding  our  different 
Foreign  Mission  stations.  Many  of  the  members  seemed  intimately 
acquainted  with  the  early  history  of  our  Church,  and  spoke  with  un- 
bounded admiration  of  the  stand  which  Ebenezer  Erskine  had  made  in 
the  cause  of  evangelical  doctrine.'  A  deputation,  consisting  of  Professor 
Van  Helzen  and  the  Bev.  Messrs.  Engelbrechts  and  Luideboom,  has  been 
appointed  to  visit  our  Synod,  and  the  sympathy  of  the  Church  will,  no 
doubt,  be  cordially  extended  to  our  brethren,  who  are  so  successfully 
maintaining  the  cause  of  evangelical  religion  in  Holland. 

Turning  now  to  France,  at  the  request  of  the  Committee,  Dr. 
M^Oavin,  the  Moderator,  and  Dr.  Hutton,  Paisley,  attended  the  Synod 
of  the  Free  Keformed  Churches,  held  at  La  Force  in  September  1875, 
and  met  with  a  very  gratifying  reception.  We  quote  some  sentences 
from  their  report : — ^  The  Synod  was  opened  by  an  eloquent  discourse 
of  M.  Leichtenberger  of  Paris,  and  thereafter  Dr.  Fische  was  elected 
'  president.  A  large  portion  of  the  time  was  spent  in  examining  and  dis- 
cussing the  state  of  each  of  the  Churches;  the  investigation  being 
thorough  and  searching,  conducted  by  examiners  who  had  visited  these  . 
Churches.  One  remarkable  feature  of  the  meetings  impressed  us  in  the 
number,  prominence,  and  eloquence  of  the  non-ministerial  members,  who 
largely  conducted  the  devotions,  and  gave  special  interest  to  the  discus- 
sions,— some  of  them  being  working  men  in  their  blouses^  while  others 
were  senators  and  men  of  distinction.  During  the  meeting  of  Synod, 
a  union  was  consummated  with  the  Evangelical  churches  of  Lyons. 
It  had  been  rumoured  that  at  this  Synod  an  attempt  would  be  made 
to  open  negotiations  for  re-union  with  the  National  Protestant  Church  of 
France.  But  this  retrograde  movement  was  not  mooted^  being  prevented, 
it  was  supposed,  by  the  previous  decision  of  the  National  Church  not  to 
renew  subscription  to  their  own  confession.'  The  deputies  addressed  the 
Synod,  alohg  with  representatives  of  other  Churches,  and  gave  fitting 
expi^ssion  to  our  continued  interest  and  affection.  Visits  were  also  paid 
to  the  hospitals  of  M.  Boat,  for  which  La  Force  is  so  celebrated*  On 
the  Synod  Sabbath^  Hhe  communion  was  celebrated  in  the  forenoon,  in 
the  beatttiftil  new  church  where  our  meetings  were  held.    Dr.  Fische 
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presided,  and  your  deputies  acted,  along  with  others,  as  elders  in  the 
celebration.  The  form  of  service  was  novel.  Belays  of  communicants 
clustered  around  the  front  platform,  and  received  the  elements  in  a 
standing  posture.  This,  it  is  said,  is  a  custom  deriired  from  the 
Huguenots,  who  came  from  their  hiding-places,  and  hasted  to  com- 
municate ere  they  fled.  It  was  most  affecting  to  dispense  the  bread  and 
wine  to  a  few  devout  epileptic  patients,  who  were  enclosed  in  a  recess- 
corner  of  the  church,  fenced  off  by  open  lattice-work  from  the  rest  of  the 
congregation.  In  the  afternoon,  Dr.  Hutton  addressed  an  assembly  from 
the  hospitals,  and  in  the  evening,  at  an  open-air  meeting  in  the  gardens 
of  Meynard,  which  were  lighted  up  with  coloured  lamps,  Dr.  M'Gavin 
gave  a  few  farewell  words  to  an  audience  grouped  beneath  the  orange 
trees.' 

Your  Committee  have  continued  to  maintain  intercourse  with  the 
Belgian  Evangelical  Society,  through  the  Sev.  M.  Anet  of  Srossels, 
and  are  glad  to  report  the  general  efficiency  and  success  of  their  work. 

The  whole  subject  of  extended  operations  on  the  Continent  among 
English-speaking  residents  has  been  carefully  considered  by  the  Com- 
mittee   during   the    past  year;   and    though  as  yet  no   definite    plan 
can  be  submitted  for  the  Synod's  adoption,  it  is  hoped  that    special 
efforts  may  speedily  be  made  to  extend  our  influence  abroad  among  oar 
own  countrymen.     The  preaching  station  at  San  Bemo  was  continaed 
by  the  direction  of  last  Synod  during  the  winter  season.     Dr.  Ker  was 
unable  to  comply  with  the  Synodical  request  to  take  the  entire  charge, 
and  three  brethren,  viz.  the  Kev.  J.  Millar,  Methven ;  Dr.  J.  B.  John- 
ston, Govan ;  and  Bev.  D.  Croom,  Edinburgh,  have  most  efficiently  done 
the  work.    Both  the  attendance  and  contributions  have  been  conBider- 
ably  larger  than  last  year,  and  the  Committee  recommend  the  continn- 
ance  of  the  station  for  another  season,  in  the  hope  that  one  minister 
may  be  found  willing  to  undertake  the  entire  service,  and  that  the  sab- 
scriptions  may  be  so  increased  as  to  make  the  mission  more  nearly  self- 
supporting.      We    give    the  following    extract  from   an    interesting 
statement   forwarded  by  Mr.  Millar: — ^The  greatest  number  at  one 
service  has  been  between   seventy  and  eighty,   and   excepting  eight 
Russians  and  two  Germans,  the  others  have  been  English,  Scotch,  and 
a  few  Americans.    Dr.  Johnston's  and  Mr.  Croom's  ministrations  have 
been  very  much  appreciated.      The  Episcopal  clergyman   initiated  a 
weekly  Bible  reading,  with  the  week  of  prayer,  which  has  been  regu- 
larly attended  by  all  the  ministers  in  charge  of  this  station.    I  have 
visited  all  the  towns  skirting  the  Mediterranean  as  far  as  Ventimiglia, 
eleven  miles  west  of  San  Bemo,  and  several  towns  as  far  as  Oniglia, 
sixteen  miles  to  the  east  of  it.     In  the^,  and  in  San  Bemo,  I  have 
distributed  in  Italian  twenty-six  copies  of  the  New  Testament,  twenty 
gospels,  1727  tracts,  with  200  more  that  the  Society  of  Florence  gav^ 
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me  gratnitonslj ;  and  not  only  was  there  no  hindrance  offered,  but  the 
utmost  eagerness  was  manifested  by  the  people  to  obtain  them.  In  the 
different  towns  I  visited,  I  went  to  many  of  the  workshops,  and  was  not 
only  courteously  treated,  but  gratefully  received.  At  Oniglia,  I  was 
three  times  so  pressed  upon  by  old  and  young  in  their  eagerness  to  get 
books,  that  I  had  to  stand  in  the  door  of  a  shop  to  have  liberty  in  dis- 
tributing them.  After  I  had  exhausted  my  stock,  several,  among  whom 
was  the  principal  receiver  of  customs,  solicited  Bibles  and  books,  which 
were  afterwards  furnished  to  them.' 

Communications  have  been  opened  up  with  the  Free  Church  Con- 
tinental Committee,  for  the  purpose  of  organizing,  either  alone  or  in 
conjunction  with  them,  preaching  stations  in  some  of  the  great  centres 
of  resort  on  the  Continent  that  have  not  as  yet  been  supplied.  As  a 
beginning,  it  has  been  thought  desirable  to  ask  the  sanction  of  the 
Sjmod  to  an  arrangement  whereby  the  new  station  about  to  be  opened 
at  Aix-les-!&ains,  Savoy,  by  Dr.  Stewart  of  Leghorn,  may  be  supplied 
for  two  months  by  a  minister  of  our  Church. 

An  interesting  movement  in  the  State  Church  of  Norway  has  been 
recently  brought  under  our  notice.  In  a  letter  received  from  Dr. 
Munch  of  Cbristiania,  he  stated  that  in  consequence  of  certain  demands 
made  of  him  by  the  State,  he  had  resigned  his  ministerial  charge,  though 
still  nominally  belonging  to  the  Lutheran  Church  of  Norway,  and  was 
anxious  for  the  formation  of  a  Free  Church  in  his  native  land.  It  is 
expected  that  Dr.  Munch  will  be  in  Scotland  during  May,  and  may 
wish  to  address  the  Synod,  in  which  case  the  Committee  crave  liberty 
for  him  to  do  so,  and  also  suggest  that  a  minister  be  appointed  to  visit 
Bergen  for  six  weeks  during  this  summer,  to  hold  a  service  for  the 
many  strangers  there,  and  to  make  any  inquiries  as  to  the  condition  of 
the  Lutheran  Church  in  Norway. 

Your  Committee  feel  the  importance  of  maintaining  and  extending 
friendly  relations  with  brethren  in  other  lands,  who  are  faithfully 
doing  the  Master's  work  in  the  face  of  much  opposition,  and  doubt  not 
that  in  the  future,  as  in  the  past,  the  United  Presbyterian  Church 
will,  as  opportunity  arises, '  do  good  unto  all  men,  especially  unto  them 
who  are  of  the  household  of  faith.'

REPORT    OF    COMMITTEE   ON   THE    DECREASE    OR 
INADEQUATE  INCREASE  OF  THE  MEMBERSHIP 
'  OF  THE  CHURCH,  AND  ON  THE  WHOLE   QUES- 
TION OF  THE  RESULTS  BROUGHT  OUT  BY  THE 
STATISTICS  OF  1874. 

This  Committee  was  appointed  by  the  Synod  in  May  18  75^  with  the 
following  powers: — 'The  Synod  instruct  Presbyteries  to  inquire  into 
and  consider  the  circamstances  in  which  a  decrease^  or  an  inadequate 
increase,  has  taken  place  in  the  membership  of  the  Church  in  certain 
districts ;  and  to  send  in  reports  by  the  1st  February  1876  to  a  Com- 
niittee  to  be  appointed  to  consider  the  whole  question,  and  report  to  next 
meeting  of  Synod.' 

In  accordance  with  the  instructions  of  the  Synod,  the  Committee 
issued  a  circular  to  the  clerks  of  Presbyteries,  reminding  them  of  the 
decision  of  the  Synod,  and  requesting  them  to  take  the  necessary  steps 
for  obtaining  reports  on  the  membership  of  the  Church  within  their 
bounds  from  their  respective  Presbyteries ;  and  they  have  satisfaction 
in  stating  that  twenty-five  of  the  thirty-one  Presbyteries  of  the  Church 
have  sent  in  reports,  more  or  less  exhaustive,  and  of  which  some  afford 
ample   evidence   of   the   ability  and   diligence  with  which  they  have 
been  prepared.     These  returns  from  Presbyteries  were  read  and  con- 
sidered at  a  meeting  of  the  Committee,  at  which  all  the  members  except 
the  Rev.  James  Brown  and  Mr.  J.  D.  Peddie  were  present ;  and  the 
general  results  indicated  in  them  have  been  tabulated,  and  are  annexed 
as  an  appendix  to  this  Report. 

The  first  general  result  of  the  inquiries  conducted  by  the  Committee 
has  been  the  confirmation  of  the  painful  fact  that  during  the  last  ten 
years  the  increase  of  the  membership  of  the  Church  over  the  whole  of 
Scotland  has  not  been  proportionate  to  the  increase  of  the  population  of 
the  country.  The  Census  returns  clearly  show  that  the  increase  of  the 
population  during  these  ten  years  has  been  at  the  rate  of  10  per  cent. ; 
while  the  statistics  laid  on  the  table  of  the  Synod  by  the  Home 
Secretary  show  that  the  increase  in  the  membership  of  the  United 
Presbyterian  Church  within  the  same  ten  years  has  only  been  at  the 
rate  of  7^  per  cent.  This  is  the  increase  over  the  whole  Church.  Limit 
attention  to  Scotland  alone,  excluding  the  congregations  in  England  and

Ireland,  and  the  result  is  eyen  more  serious,  as  in  Scotland  the  increase 
of  the  membership  in  the  same  ten  years  has  been  under  6  per  cent. 
The  Church  in  Scotland  has,  consequently,  lost  4  per  cent,  of  her  share 
of  the  accessions  which  should  have  been  made  from  the  natural  increase 
of  the  population. 

In  looking  more  attentively  into  this  decrease  of  membership 
relatively  to  population,  the  Committee  found  that  it  has  taken  place 
chiefly  in  large  towns  and  cities.  So  far  as  appears  from  the  reports 
received  from  Presbyteries,  the  Church  is  maintaining  its  position  in 
relation  to  population  in  country  districts ;  and  where  there  has  been  a 
decrease  in  the  actual  number  of  members  in  any  of  these  localities,  it 
may  in  general  be  satisfactorily  accounted  for  by  a  diminished  popula- 
tion, by  the  altered  character  of  the  people  in  many  rural  districts, 
where  Scotch  residents  have  been  supplanted  by  English  and  Irish 
labourers  who  have  no  sympathy  with  the  principles  of  the  United 
Presbyterian  Church,  and  by  the  facilities  for  public  worship  without 
the  toil  of  travel  which  have  been  afforded  by  the  multiplication  of 
churches  in  connection  with  other  denominations. 

The  decrease,  or  the  inadequate  increase,  of  membership  which  was 
disclosed  by  the  statistics  of  1874  must  thus  be  traced  to  a  falling  away 
from  the  Church  in  the  great  centres  of  population.  •  The  only  city  or 
large  town  in  which  the  increase  in  the  membership  of  the  denomination 
has  fully  kept  pace  with  the  natural  increase  of  the  population,  has  been 
Glasgow ;  and  it  is  only  fair  and  just  to  state,  that  in  that  city  the 
increase  of  membership  has  been  very  marked,  and  has  prevented  the 
decrease  in  other  quarters  from  becoming  more  seriously  manifest  in  the 
general  statistics  of  the  Church.  Over  the  greater  part  of  the  area  within 
which  the  congregations  of  the  Glasgow  Presbytery  are  located,  the 
increase  of  the  population  during  the  last  ten  years  has  been  about  25 
per  cent. ;  but  the  increase  in  the  membership  within  the  bounds  of  the 
Presbytery  during  the  same  period  of  ten  years  has  been  about  38  per 
cent. 

The  rate  of  progress  has  been  less  marked  in  the  towns  of  Aberdeen, 
Greenock,  and  Kirkcaldy,  of  Dundee,  Edinburgh,  and  Leith;  and 
while  in  all  of  them  the  rate  of  increase  has  been  less  than  might  have 
been  desired  and  expected,  tliis  has  been  especially  the  case  in  the  three 
towns  last  named.  The  reports  from  the  Presbyteries  of  Dundee  and 
of  Edinburgh  (which  includes  Leith),  frankly  admit  that  their  position 
is  not  so  satisfactory  as  might  be  desired,  and  deal  thoroaghly  with  the 
whole  subject.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that,  whilst  in  tiie  town  of 
Dundee  the  membership  has  not  increased  so  rapidly  as  the  population 
has  done,  the  other  portions  of  the  Presbytery  of  Dundee  have  in 
general  maintained  their  relative  positions  most  satisfactorily.  The 
following  extracts  from  the  reports  will  illustrate  these  statements : — 
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Prethytery  of  Dundee, — After  giving  the  statistics  of  the  Presbytery  for  the 
last  eleven  years,  and  of  the  congregations  in  the  town  of  IDondee  for 
the  last  six  years,  the  report  proceeds  thus: — 'The  average  rate  of 
increase  of  our  membership  in  the  town  of  Dundee  for  these  six  years 
(1869-1874  inclusive),  was  2*7  per  cent.;  or  precisely  the  same  rate 
at  which,  according  to  the  most  reliable  authority,  the  population  has 
been  increasing  during  the  same  period.  It  is  right,  however,  to 
mention  that,  according  to  another  authority,  the  population  has  been 
increasing  at  the  rate  of  3*1  per  cent.;  while,  according  to  a  third 
authority,  tlie  rate  of  increase  has  been  3^  per  cent.' 

*  When  we  compare  the  total  number  of  members  which   we   have   in 

Dundee  with  the  entire  population  of  the  town,  the  result  is  far  from. 
satisfactory.     The  population  of  Dundee  in  1874  was  131,777,  and  our 
membership  was  5215,  or  only  3*9  per  cent,  of  the  whole  population. 
Allowing  two  adherents  to  every  member,  there  is  only  11-1  per  cent, 
of  the  population  in  connection  with  our  Church ;  or,  if  we  allow  three 
adherents  to  every  two  members,-— which,  I  apprehend,  is    a    more 
accurate  way  of  reckoning, — we  can  claim  only  9*8  per  cent,  of  the 
population. 
'  Wlien  I  found  that  the  town  churches  were  engrossing  so 'much  of  the 
increase  within  our  bounds,  I  was  led  to  fear  that  the  churches  in  our 
smaller  towns  and   country  districts  were  losing,  instead  of   gaining 
ground ;  and  I  was  led  to  investigate  this  aspect  of  the  matter,  with 
the  following  results:  During  the  first  four  years  of  the  six  (from 
18G9— 1874  inclusive),  there  was  an  average  annual  decrease  of  2*7  per 
cent.,  while  during  the  last  two  years  of  the  six  there  has  been  an 
average  annual  increase  of  3*9  per  cent.     I  was  next  led  to  ascertain 
the  proportion  which  our  members  and  adherents  bear  to  the  entire 
popidation  of  those  places  in  which  our  congregations  are  situated, 
with  the  following  result :  The  membership  in  seven  places  forms  from 
4*7  to  13  per  cent  of  the  whole  population ;  the  membership,  with  two 
adherents  to  each  member,  gives  from  17 '2  .to  38^  per  cent. ;  and  the 
membership  with  three  adherents  to  every  two  members  gives  from 
11*8  to  32  per  cent,  of  the  whole  population.' 

Pre^tery  of  Edinburgh, — *  Tour  Committee,  in  approaching  the  more 
particular  question,  think  it  right  to  state  a  few  facts — not  derived 
from  the  returns — ^by  way  of  preface.  Looking  at  the  rate  of  the 
increase  in  the  population  of  Scotland  from  1861  to  1871,  as  shown  by 
the  Census  returns,  it  is  found  to  be  9f  per  cent.  The  increase  of  the 
United  Presbyterian  Church  in  Scotland  during  that  period  was  only 
5  per  cent.,  or,  in  other  words,  4f  per  cent,  less  than  the  increase  of 
the  population.  If  we  take  the  rate  of  increase  in  the  Church  from 
1868  to  1873,  it  is  found  to  be  the  same  to  a  fraction ;  in  other  words, 
the  Church  loses  4|  per  cent,  of  her  share  of  members  by  natural 
increase  every  ten  years. 

*  It  is,  however,  more  especially  with  the  Presbytery  of  Edinburgh  that  we 

have  to  do.  It  will  be  remembered  that  the  startling  fact  that  the 
numbers  of  our  Presbjrtery  had  decreased  614  in  1873  was  one  of  the 
chief  reasons  which  led  to  the  appointment  of  the  Synodical  Committee. 
We  find  from  the  Census  returns  that  the  population  of  the  counties 
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of  Edinburgh  and  Haddington,  which  form  the  bulk  of  the  Presbytery, 
increased  17  per  cent,  in  the  decade  from  1861  to  1871.  By  our 
statistics  it  appears  that  the  Presbytery  increased  only  12  per  cent,  in 
the  same  ten  years.  If,  however,  we  take  the  ten  years  extending  from 
1863  to  1873,  we  find  the  astonishing  result  that  there  is  no  increase 
at  all,  but  an  actual  decrease  of  1*2  per  cent.  And  what  makes  the 
matter  more  perplexing  still  is,  that  during  this  period  Whitburn 
congregation,  with  500  members,  was  added  to  the  Presbytery, — ^that 
is,  the  Presbytery  actually  decreased  332  in  ten  years,  though  a  con- 
gregation of  500  members  had  in  the  meantime  been  added  from  a 
neighbouring  Presbytery.  In  other  words,  there  must  have  been  a 
real  decrease  of  about  832. 

*  If  we  compare  this  state  of  things  with  Glasgow,  we  shall  find  that  the 

contrast  is  yery  striking  indeed.  From  1861  to  1871  the  city  of 
Glasgow  increased  21  per  cent  or  so,  and  it  appears  that  the  county  of 
Lanark  increased  at  the  same  time  at  about  the  same  rate,  i.e,  21  per 
cent.  We  may  say,  then,  that  the  area  of  the  Glasgow  Presbytery 
increased  at  not  less  than  probably  a  very  little  more  than  21  per  cent,  in 
the  ten  years.  But  in  the  same  period  the  Church  in  Glasgow  in- 
creased, not  at  the  rate  of  21  per  cent,  but  35  per  cent  If  we  take  the 
decade  from  1863  to  1873,  we  find  that  the  rate  of  increase  is  about 
the  same,  viz.  35  per  cent  While  Edinburgh  Presbytery  decreased 
332,  or  rather,  in  reality,  832,  the  Glasgow  Presbytery  increased  10,585. 
Or  to  put  it  in  another  form,  the  Presbytery  of  Edinburgh  had  26,350 
members  at  the  close  of  1863.  If  it  had  increased  at  the  same  rate  as 
the  population,  it  would  have  had  at  the  close  of  1873,  30,819  members 
instead  of  only  26,028.  Surely  such  a  state  of  matters  presented  the 
Synod  with  real  ground  for  investigation. 

*  In  looking  more  particidarly  into  the  explanations,  we  find  that  in  1871, 

as  compared  with  1865,  there  has  been  a  decrease  in  36  out  of  57 
congregations.  In  comparing  1874  with  1871 — that  is,  taking  the  last 
ten  years — there  has  been  a  decrease  in  38  out  of  61  congregations. 
'  In  examining  how  this  decrease  is  to  be  accounted  for  from  1863  to  1873, 
we  find  that  in  the  nine  years  from  1865  to  1874  nine  churches  show  a 
decrease  of  about  1780  members.  Of  these  churches  six  are  in  towns, 
and  give  a  decrease  of  about  1527.* 

The  Synod's  Committee  have  thus  briefly  given  a  vidimus  of  the 
information  collected  by  them ;  and  in  tlieir  deliberations  on  the  returns 
winch  have  been  made  to  them  by  Presbyteries,  they  have  arrived  at  the 
following  conclusions,  which  they  respectfully  submit  to  the  earnest 
consideration  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  Church : — 

1.  That  in  most  country  districts  any  great  extension  of  the  United 
Presbyterian  Church  is  not  to  be  expected. 

2.  That  congregations  in  country  districts  should  be  encouraged  and 
fostered ;  and  while  exhorted  to  liberality  for  the  support  of  ordinances 
and  the  extension  of  the  Church  at  home  and  abroad,  should  not  be  over- 
pressed  with  demands  for  pecuniary  contributions. 
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3.  That,  seeing  the  bppbrtunity  and  poTfei-  ttf  chtirbli  extension  lie 
in  large  townd  and  populous  places,  it  is  of  pslrainount  im|>6rtahce  that  a 
finn  hold  on  these  places  should  be  maintained ;  add  with  that  end  in 
view,  the  following  among  other  means  may  be  suggested  for  giving 
practical  effect  to  the  work  of  this  Committee : — 

(a)  That  the  distinctive  principles  of  the  Utiitied  Prfesby  tetitUl  Church 
should  be  prominently  kept  before  the  miiids  of  the  Jieoplfe,  and  that  an 
increase  of  denominational  zeal  should  be  evoked ; 

(6)  That  ministers,  elders,  and  others  connected  with  large  congre- 
gations should  feel  it  to  be  a  privilege  by  all  means  iu  their  power  to 
encourage  members  to  commence,  or  assist  in  commencing^  new  stations 
and  congregations  in  suitable  localities; 

(e)  That  these  congregations  should  aim  at  bfeing  of  a  six^  easily  over- 
taken by  the  miiiister  in  visitation  and  oversight,  and  so  c^cutated  to 
secure  the  interest  and  liberality  of  all  who  join  them. 

(d)  That  all  the  Presbyteries  of  the  Church  should  have  Committees 
appointed  to  watch  over  the  interests  of  the  denomination  in  their  respec- 
tive districts,  and  that  a  Synodical  Church  Extension  Committee  be 
appointed,  with  the  concurrence  of  the  Home  Committee  cff  the  Board 
of  Missions,  to  take  charge  of  the  whole  subject ; 

(e)  And  that,  above  all,  ministers,  oflSice-bearers,  and  members  should 
be  enjoined  to  be  more  than  ever  solicitous  for  the  revival  of  the  power 
of  vital  godliness  in  all  our  congregations,  and  for  the  spread  of  the 
kingdom  of  the  Bedeetner  throughout  the  world;  and  should  con- 
tinue diligently  to  watch  and  pray  that  the  work  of  the  Lord  be  not 
hindered. 

All  which  is  htimbly  submitted  on  behalf  of  this  Committee  by 

BOBEBT  T.  MtBDLBTON,  ConveMT. 

Abstract  of  tlie  Returns  forwarded  to  the  Convener  of  tJie  Committee  hy 
the  Presbyteries  of  the  Church. 

Of  the  thirty-One  Home  Presbyteries  of  the  Church,  twenty-fwe  have 
reported.  The  six  which  have  not  reported  are,  Annandale,  Banffshire, 
Elgin  and  Inverness,  Lancashire,  London,  and  Melrose. 

The  reasons  assigned  for  decrease  or  itiadequate  increase  of  member- 
ship, either  in  Presbyteries  generally  or  in  individual  congregations, 
may  be  classified  in  the  following  manner : — 

I.  Greater  care  in  keeping  Cwnmunion  Rolls — 

Four  Presbyteries  report  that  apparent  decrfeaAe  of  membership 
may  be  traced  to  more  careftll  purging  of  the  roll  ih  certain  (^or 
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gregatioiis,  viz.  Edinburgh  (largely)^  Falkirk,  Paisley  and  Greenock, 
and  StiriifV^, 

n.  Beasons  arising  from  the  state  of  the  population — 

1.  Twelve  Presbyteries  ascribe  diminution  of  membership  in 
^tigregations  to  a  positive  decrease  in  the  populatibn  of  portions 
of  their  respective  districts,  viz.  Aberdeen,  Arbroath,  Budhan,  Dum- 
friee^  Edinburgh,  Galloway,  Kinross,  Kirkcaldy,  Ldhai^k,  Orkney, 
Perth,  and  Stirling. 

3.  Four  Presbyteriefi  ascribe  decrease  of  memberd  to  the  restless 
and  migratory  character  of  the  people,  or  to  the  tendency  towards 
large  centres  of  population,  viz.  Bentnck,  Edinburgh,  Galloway,  and 
Stirling. 

3.  Four  Presbyteries  notice  the  sbbstitution  of  Irish  Eoman 
Catholic  labourers  for  tlie  Scotch  population  in  certain  localities, 
viz.  Dumfries,  Edinburgh,  Galloway,  and  Kelso. 

4.  One  Presbytery  refers  to  increasing  teluctaface  to  travel  to 
church,  viz.  Dumfries. 

5.  Two  Presbyteries  refer  to  political  feeling  and  dislike  to  Dis- 
sent as  hindering  increase,  viz.  Dumfries  and  Stirling. 

6.  Two  Presbyteries  note  the  preponderance  of  Episcopalians, 
etc.,  among  the  new  families  settling  in  the  district,  viz.  Dumfries 
and  Stirling. 

7.  One  Presbytery  notes  the  unusual  number  of  deaths  in  the 
district  as  a  cause  of  diminished  membership,  viz.  Paisley  and 
Greenock. 

III.  Reasons  arising  from  the  condition  or  position  of  churched — 

1.  Five  Presbyteries  note  the  multiplication  of  churches  of  other 
denominations  in  a  limited  population  as  an  occasion  of  inadequate 
increase  of  membership,  viz.  Berwick,  Buchan,  Edinburgh,  Kelso, 
and  Kirkcaldy. 

2.  One  Presbytery  refers  to  the  fact  that  churches  are  fully  let, 
and  afford  no  room  for  increase  of  numbers,  viz.  Edinburgh. 

3.  One  Presbytery  has  diminished  members  by  uniting  congre- 
gations, viz.  Perih. 

4.  Two  Presbyteries  refer  to  difficulties  arising  from  vacancies, 
dissensions,  etc.,  viz.  Edinburgh  and  Ireland. 
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5.  Two  Presbyteries  refer  to  insufficient  attention  to  charch 
extension,  and  to  the  origination  of  new  congregations,  viz.  JSdin- 
burgh  and  Kinross, 

IV.  Reasons  arising  out  of  the  spirit  and  character  of  the  people — 

1.  Five  Presbyteries  ascribe  the  inadequate  increase  of  menaber- 
ship  to  general  indifference  to  religion  as  a  characteristic  of  the 
population,  viz*  Buchan^  Dumfries^  Edinburgh^  Galloway,  and 
Kirkeald}/. 

2.  Two  Presbyteries  ascribe  the  same  result  to  ignorance  of  or 
indifference  to  the  distinctive  principles  of  the  denominatioDi  viz. 
Buehan  and  Kirkcaldy. 

3.  One  Presbytery  finds  an  obstacle  in  the  effect  of  the  Poor 
Law  in  increasing  improvidence  among  the  recipients  of  relief,  viz. 
Galloway* 

4.  Pne  Presbytery  gives  as  a  hindrance  the  prevalence  of  drunk- 
enness and  vice,  viz.  Galloway, 

5.  Three  Presbyteries  refer  to  the  stricter  discipline  of  the  deno- 
mination, as  compared  with  the  Established  Church,  as  a  reason 
why  some  do  not  join  its  membership,  viz.  Buehan^  Edinburghy  and 
Kinross. 

6.  Two  Presbyteries  find  a  hindrance  to  the  accession  of  members 
springing  from  the  frequent  demands  for  pecuniary  contribution^ 
viz,  Buehan  and  Kirkcaldy. 

7.  One  Presbytery  desiderates  a  better  and  more  faithful  super-  i 
intendence  of  the  people  by  the  ministers  and  office-bearers  of  the 
Church,  viz.  Buehan. 

8.  One  Presbytery  alludes  to  the  laxity  of  discipline  on  the  part 

of  parents  as  a  reason  why  the  young  fall  away  to  other  denomina-         I 
tions,  or  to  the  world,  viz.  Buclian.  I

REPORT  OF  THE  SYNOD'S  BOARD  FOR  MANSES 
AND  DEBT  LIQUIDATION. 


The  Synod's  Board  for  Manses  and  Debt  Liquidation  submit  to  the 
Synod  the  following  Report  of  their  procedure  during  the  year  1875-76. 
The  applications  from  congregations  for  assistance  in  building,  purchas- 
ing, and  improving  manses  have  again  during  this  year  been  comparatively 
few ;  but  even  these  could  not  have  been  successful  if  all  the  grants 
previously  made  to  other  congregations  had  been  accepted  and  claimed. 
Eight  congregations  have,  however,  allowed  the  grants  which  were 
offered  to  them  to  lapse — namely,  Buccleuch  Street  Congregation, 
Dumfries ;  John  Street,  Montrose ;  the  East  Congregation,  Coldstream ; 
Findochty ;  Gatehouse ;  Kinkell ;  Millport ;  and  Whitehill ; — and  these 
grants,  the  aggregate  amount  of  which  was  £1662,  have  been  cancelled, 
and  the  prospective  claims  against  the  Fund  correspondingly  reduced. 
The  following  summary  exhibits  the  number  of  cases  brought  under  the 
notice  and  consideration  of  the  Board  during  the  last  twelve  months, 
and  the  manner  in  which  these  cases  have  been  disposed  of  by  the 
Board  in  their  administration  of  the  trust  committed  to  them  by  the 
Synod,  and  of  the  funds  which  have  been  placed  at  their  disposal.

From  the  institution  of  the  Manse  Scheme  up  to  the  26th  April 
1876,  the  Manse  Board  have  offered  grants,  exclusive  of  tho3e  which 
have  lapsed  and  been  cancelled,  to  232  congregations.  Of  these  con- 
gregations, 107  have  obtained  promises  of  aid  in  the  erection  or  the 
purchase  of  suitable  manses  where  no  manse  accommodation  bad 
previously  been  provided;  65  have  obtained  grants  for  rebuilding  or 
replacing  old  manses  which  had  become  dilapidated  or  unsuitable ;  and 
the  remaining  60  have  received  the  offer  of  assistance  in  the  extension 
or  improvement  of  their  former  manse  accommodation.  Under  the 
conditions  which  regulate  the  distribution  of  the  Manse  Fund,  eveij 
grant  which  is  made  to  a  congregation  for  the  building  or  the  purchase 
of  a  new  manse,  or  for  the  alteration  and  improvement  of  an  old  one, 
implies  the  contribution  by  the  members  of  that  congregation  and  thdr 
friends  of  a  sum  of  money  which  is  in  most  cases  much  larger  in  amount 
i^an  the  grant  which  is  made  from  the  Manse  Fund.  The  following 
table,  which  has  been  corrected  to  the  26th  April  1876,  exhibits  for 
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every  Presbytery  the  proportion  between  the  amount  to  be  contribnted 
by  t^he  congregations  which  have  received  the  promise  of  ^ssjst^nce  in 
the  work  pf  maase  improvement,  and  the  ampiint  of  aid  offered  to  them 
from  the  Mai^se  Fund.  It  also  indicates  the  manner  in  which  assistance 
from  the  Manse  Board,  and  the  benefits  of  the  Mansp  Scbetpe,  have 
b^en  distributed  over  the  Presbyteries  of  the  Upited  Presbyterian 
Church;  and  it  is  to  be  noted  th^t^  in  tbe  instances  in  which  th^ 
nfl^nber^  given  in  the  present  table  may  be  less  tl^^p  those  given  in  the 
it^povt  presented  tp  the  Synpd  in  May  187p,  th^  4iQ^ii^ution  has  been 
Qcc^ioned  by  the  capcellipg  pf  grants  whjch  have  not  been  claiq[^^d  or 
iftili^ed  by  the  congregations  to  which  they  h#d  been  offered.  The

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The  aggregate  amount  of  the  grants  which  have  been   made  to  the 
232  congregations  included  in  the  above  table  is  £49^834  ;   which  gives 
as  the  average  sum  granted  or  offered  in  each  case,  £214,  IBs.     To  the 
107  congregations  which  previously  possessed  no  manse  accommodatioo, 
but  which  have  now  entertained  proposals  for  erecting  or  pttrchaaing  a 
suitable  residence  for  their  respective  ministers,  the  grants  offered  have 
amounted  to  £28,656,  so  that  the  average  amount  of  the  grants  promised 
to  these  congregations  has  been  £267,  16s.  3d.;  and  the  amoant  of  the 
grants  made  to  the  125  congregations  which  have  been  engaged  in  re- 
building, enlarging,  or  otherwise  improving  the  old  manses  which  they 
previously  possessed,  has  been  £21,178,  which  shows  as  the  amonnt  of 
the  average  grant  in  each  of  these  cases  the  sum  of  £169,  8s.  6d.     In 
fulfilling  the  conditions  on  which  these  grants  have  been  offered  bj  the 
Manse  Board,  the  232  congregations  to  which  they  have  been  offered  are 
required  to  raise  not  less  than  £89,235,  which  implies  an  average  con- 
tribution from  each  congregation  of  £384,  12s.  8d.,  so  that  the  proportion 
between  the  amount  of  the  offered  grants  and  the  sum  to  be  raised  by 
the  congregations  themselves  is  very  nearly  as  4  to  7.     In  evezy  case  in 
which  a  grant  has  been  offered,  it  has  been  stipulated  that  the  manse  shall  be 
free  from  debt  when  the  last  instalment  of  the  Manse  grant  is  paid  over 
to  the  treasurer  of  the  congregational  Manse  Building  Committee ;  and 
the  condition  has  never  been  intentionally  departed  from  by  the  Board. 
When,  therefore,  the  grants,  which  make  up  the  sum  of  £49,834,  offered 
to  congregations  for  the  extension  and  improvement  of  their   manse 
accommodation,  shall  be  fully  paid,  the  completion  of  the  works  in  con- 
nection with  which  these  grants  have  been  asked  and  conceded  will  have 
secured  an  addition  to  the  value  of  the  manse  property  connected  with 
the  congregations  of  the  United  Presbjrterian  Church  of  not  less  than 
£139,069 ;  while  the  comfort  of  the  homes  and  families  of  considerably 
more  than  one-third  of  the  whole  number  of  ministers  on  the  Synod's 
roll  will  have  been  greatly  promoted  and  increased. 

The  Manse  Fund  has  been  made  up  by  two  distinct  and  independent 
efforts  throughout  the  Church — the  original  and  the  supplementary 
Manse  subscriptions.  The  amount  of  the  original  subscriptions  promised 
in  connection  with  the  first  of  these  efforts  on  behalf  of  the  Mause 
Scheme  was  £36,953 ;  but  as  upwards  of  £1100  have  been  written  off 
as  irrecoverable,  the  sum  actually  received  by  the  Synod's  Treasurer  bss 
been  about  £35,200.  The  new  subscriptions,  which  were  promised  in 
connection  with  the  second  or  supplementary  effort  on  behalf  of  the 
Scheme,  amounted  to  £12,269,  Is.  6d.,  of  which  sum  fully  £11,500  have 
been  paid  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Synod.  In  the  collection  of  these 
subscriptions  in  the  Presbyteries  of  Glasgow,  Kilmarnock,  and  Paisley 
and  Oreenock,  the  Board  have  received  most  valuable  and  effective  aid 
from  Mr,  WilUfiffi  M^ikl^  through  whose  earnestness  and  perseveranee 
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the  outstanding  balance  of  the  subscriptions  in  these  three  Presbyteries 
has  been  reduced  to  a  comparatively  small  sum ;  and  they  have  formally 
conveyed  to  him  their  cordial  thanks  for  the  service  which  he  has  rendered 
to  the  Synod  and  the  Church. 

In  the  Report  for  1874  the  two  classes  of  subscriptions  were  combined 
in  one  table,  which  presented  in  one  view,  in  their  relation  to  the  various 
Presbyteries  of  the  Church,  the  amount  of  the  subscriptions  promised, 
including  both  original  and  supplementary  contributions ;  the  sums 
actually  paid  to  the  Synod's  Treasurer  on  account  of  these  subscriptions ; 
the  amount  written  off  from  the  original  subscription  list  as  irrecover- 
able, and  the  balance  yet  to  be  collected.  That  balance  is  given  in  the 
table  as  £1183 ;  but  it  is  probable  that  only  a  small  portion  of  it  will 
ultimately  be  paid  to  the  credit  of  the  Manse  Fund.  This  table  is 
inserted  below.

The  above  statement  shows  that  there  is  a  small  balance  of  the 
Manse  Fund  which  is  as  yet  unappropriated,  and  which  may  therefore 
be  regarded  as  available  for  further  Manse  grants.  But  the  existence  of 
this  balance  is  contingent  on  the  payment  of  the  remainder  of  the  Manse 
contributions,  which  amounts  to  £1183,  and  of  which  it  is  certain  that 
the  whole  will  not  be  realized.  A  very  few  congregations  to  which 
grants  have  been  offered  may  not  be  in  a  position  to  accept  them,  and 
the  amount  of  their  grants  may  thus  be  again  available  for  other  cases 
in  which  grants  are  required ;  and  the  interest  on  the  balance  of  th^ 
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Fund  still  in  the  hands  of  the  Synod's  Treasurer  will  at  least  provide  for 
the  expenses  of  administering  the  Fand.  It  may  be  hoped  that  tlie 
Fund  may  be  so  aided  in  these  ways,  that  all  the  grants  which  have  been 
promised,  and  of  which  congregations  may  ultimately  avail  themselves, 
shall  be  duly  paid  as  the  circumstances  of  the  aided  congregations  may 
require ;  but  it  is  also  evident  that  the  present  resources  of  the  Manse 
Scheme  are  so  nearly  exhausted  that  little  further  help  can  be  given 
from  these  resources  to  congregations  which  have  not,  up  to  this  time, 
sent  in  their  applications  for  assistance  in  their  manse  improvement 
efforts. 

Besides  the  congregations  referred  to  above  as  not  having  placed 
themselves  in  a  position  for  claiming  payment  of  the  grants  which  have 
been  offered  to  them,  there  are  still  about  fifty-nine  other  congregations 
which  pay  their  respective  ministers  a  stipend  not  exceeding  £200  per 
annum,  and  in  connection  with  which  suitable  manse  accommodation  has 
not  been  provided.  If,  then,  it  should  bo  deemed  necessary  or  desirable  i 
to  provide  manse  accommodation  for  any  considerable  number  of  these 
congregations,  it  will  be  necessary  to  ask  from  the  Church  a  second 
supplementary  subscription  for  the  Manse  Fund.  No  proposal  to  that 
effect  is,  however,  submitted  to  the  Synod.  The  Board  feel  rather  that 
their  present  duty  is  to  endeavour  so  to  administer  the  balance  which 
yet  remains  to  the  credit  of  the  Fund,  that  it  may  be  distributed  in  the 
manner  which  shall  effect  the  greatest  good ;  and  to  leave  the  considera- 
tion of  the  propriety  of  taking  any  further  action  for  securing  addi- 
tional funds  for  the  encouragement  of  congregations  in  undertaking 
and  executing  the  improvement  and  the  extension  of  manse  accommo- 
dation, to  the  wisdom  of  the  Synod,  when  it  shall  be  in  possession  of 
the  final  report  of  the  Board  on  the  completion  of  the  work  in  which  it 
is  now  engaged. 

Meanwhile  the  Board  have  satisfaction  in  reviewing  the  work  which 
has  already  been  accomplished  in  connection  with  the  Manse  Scheme. 
Many  old  manses  have  been  repaired  and  enlarged.  Many  unsuitable 
and  dilapidated  dwellings  have  been  rebuilt,  or  exchanged  for  newer 
and  more  commodious  buildings.  And  many  congregations,  which,  a 
few  years  ago,  had  provided  no  manse  accommodation,  are  now  in 
possession  of  manses  which  are  a  source  at  once  of  comfort  to  the  mini- 
ster and  those  dependent  on  him,  and  of  pleasure  and  satisfaction  to 
themselves.  The  honour  of  the  denomination  in  many  districts  of  the 
country  has  thus  been  sustained  and  advanced.  The  health  of  ministers 
and  the  welfare  of  their  families  have  been  promoted.  And  many  con- 
gregations, while  engaged  in  the  work  of  manse  improvement,  have  been 
cheered  and  strengthened,  and  knit  more  closely  to  the  denomination  with 
which  they  are  associated,  by  their  experience  alike  of  the  efficient  aid  of 
the  central  fund  administered  by  the  Manse  Board,  and  of  the  brotherly 
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adsistatce  which  members  of  sister  congregations  have  afforded  them 
in  canying  on  to  a  successful  termination  the  work  to  which  they  had 
put  their  hands,  in  providing,  renewing,  or  improving  the  manses  of  their 
ministers. 

DEBT  LIQUIDATION. 

But  little   progress   has   been  made  during  the  past   year  for  the 
realization  of  the  sum  of  £5000,  of  which  the  Manse  and  Debt  Liquida- 
tion  Board  have  been  authorized  to  attempt  the  collection  as    soon  as  a 
favourable  opportunity  should  occur.     The  continuous  effort  which  has 
been   necessary   for   maintaining   the  efficiency  of   the  Augmentation 
Fund,  and  for  the  attainment  of  the  minimum  stipend  of  ^200   per 
annum,  as  well  as  the  special  efforts  put  forth  during  the  last  twelve 
months   for  the  formation  of  the   New  Theological  Hall  Fand^  have 
prevented  any  active  endeavours  to    press  the   claims   of    the    Debt 
Liquidation  Scheme  on  the  attention  of  the  more  wealthy  and   liberal 
members  of  the  Church.     Four  friends  have,  however,  voluntarily  given 
donations  of  £50,  £100,  £150,  and  £500  respectively  to  this  important 
and  much  needed  Fund ;  and  the  balance  at  the  credit  of  the  Fund  has 
consequently  been  increased   from  £8,  10s.  at   1st  January   1875j  to 
£809, 9s.  lid.  at  the  close  of  the  Treasurer's  accounts  on  31st  December 
last.     The  Synod's  resolution,  however,  wisely  forbids  the  distribution 
'  of  this  sum  until  the  sum  of  £5000  shall  be  placed  at  the  disposal  of 
the  Board,  as  it  is  not  by  isolated  grants,  but  only  by  a  comprehensive 
and  well-digested  scheme  of  debt  liquidation  effort,  that  justice  can 
be  done  among  the  congregations  requiring  aid,  and  that  sensible  relief 
can  be  extended  to  that  section  of  the  Church  in  which  the  debt  on 
congregational  property  is  felt  to  be  burdensome  and  injurious.     The 
total  amount  of  debt  reported  in  the  statistical  schedules  of  congrega- 
tions for  the  year  1875  is  not  less  than  £183,740;  and  of  that  sum  there 
must  be  a  large  portion  which  is  really  oppressive,  and  which  stands  in 
the  way  of  the  increase  alike  in  numbers  and  in  usefulness  of  the  con- 
gregations on  which  it  rests.    The  distribution  of  the  bequest  of  £5000 
which  was  made  by  the  late  John  Henderson,  Esq.  of  Park,  to  this  Fund, 
was  so  arranged  that  effectual  aid  was  given  to  forty-five  congregations, 
and  nearly  £20,000  of  debt  was  cancelled ;  while  there  was  not  one 
instance  in  which  the  assistance  offered  by  the  Board  in  that  distribution 
was  not  finally  accepted,  or  in  which  the  congregational  effort  by  which 
the  offered  grant  was  conditioned  was  not  cheerfully  and  successfully 
put  forth.     An  annual  income  of   £1000,  which  had  formerly  been 
absorbed  in  the  payment  of   interest,  while  the  burden  of   the  debt 
remained  as  heavy  as  before,  has  thus  been  set  free  for  the  increase  of 
stipends,  or  of  contributions  to  the  Home  and  Foreign  Missions  of  the 
Church.     Could  a  similar  sum  be  now  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the 
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Board,  either  by  the  wise  and  generous  gift  of  one  member  of  the 
Church  who  has  been  made  a  steward  of  ample  wealth,  or  by  the  smaller, 
but  not  therefore  necessarily  less  generous,  gifts  of  a  number  of  indi- 
viduals, the  administration  of  that  sum  would  be  productive  of  similar 
results^  and  could  not  fail  to  strengthen  and  eilcourage  both  ministers 
and  people  in  not  a  few  burdened  congregations,  and  thus  ^to  abound 
by  many  thanksgivings  unto  God.'  The  Board  earnestly  hope  that 
another  year  may  not  elapse  without  the  successful  completion  of  the 
effort  to  raise  the  balahce  at  the  credit  of  the  Debt  Liquidation  Fund 
to,  at  the  very  least,  £5000,  or  without  some  progress  being  made  in  the 
arrangements  by  which,  in  the  distribution  of  that  Fund,  the  relief  which 
in  many  cases  is  urgently  required  shall  be  given.  'Look  not  therefore 
every  man  on  his  own  things,  but  every  man  also  on  the  things  of 
others.'  'Bear  ye  one  another's  burdens,  and  so  fulfil  the  law  of 
Christ.'

REPORT  ON  THE  AGED  AND  INFIRM  MINISTERS' 

FUND. 

Ik  accordaDce  with  the  instructions  of  the  Synod,  the  Home  CSoxninittee 
of  the  Board  of  Missions  present  tlie  following  Report  of  their  procedure 
in  the  administration  of  the  Aged  and  Infirm  Ministers'  Fund  for  the 
year  1875-76:— 

At  the  date  of  last  year's  Report,  the  number  of  Annuitants  on  the 
Fund,  exclusive  of  the  Annuitant  on  the  Brown  Testimonial  Fund,  was 
«36.     Since  that  date,  seven  ministers  have,  in  accordance  with  the  reports 
and  recommendations  of  their  respective  Presbyteries,  been  admitted  to 
a  participation  in   the  benefits  of  the  Fund,  and  added  to  the  Ust  of 
Annuitants,  viz. :  The  Rev.  David  S.  Goodburn,  formerly  minister  of  the 
congregation  at  Waterbeck ;  the  Rev.  David  Forrest,  senior  minister  of 
the  congregation  of  St.  RoUox,  Glasgow ;  the  Rev.  George  Chapman, 
recently  minister  of  the  congregation  at  Great  Salkeld,  near  Penritli  ; 
the  Rev.  Alexander  Thomson,  M.A.,  minister  of  the  West  Congregation, 
Peebles ;  the  Rev.  John  M'Lellan,  formerly  minister  of  the  congrec^a- 
tiun  at  Rousay,  Orkney;  the  Rev.  John  Paul,  senior  minister  of  the 
congregation   at   Sanday,  Orkney;    and   the   Rev.  John    Meikleham, 
M.A.,  minister  of  the  congregation  at  Grange,  near  Keith.     Each  of 
the  ministers  thus  placed  on  the  list  of  Annuitants  will  receive  the  full 
amount  of  the  annuity  payable  from  the  Fund,  except  the  Rev.  George 
Chapman,  to  whom,  in  accordance  with  his  own  wish,  the  same  sum  wss 
voted  after  his  resignation  of  his  charge  as  had  formerly  been  paid  to 
him  in  supplement  of  stipend,  namely,  £10  per  annum.    This  alloir- 
ance  has,  however,  been  increased  to  £35  by  a  recent  decision  of  the 
Committee,  as  Mr.  Chapman  does  not  now  participate  in  the  distribution 
of  the  ^Surplus'  Augmentation  Fund. 

These  admissions  would  have  increased  the  number  of  Annuitants  to 
43 ;  but  it  has  been  reduced  again  to  36  by  the  decease,  since  last  year's 
Report,  of  seven  ministers  who  were  entitled  to  receive  annuities,  viz. : 
The  Rev.  David  T.  Jamieson,  recently  minister  of  Princes  Street  con- 
gregation in  Kilmarnock ;  the  Rev.  John  Lamb,  senior  minister  of  the 
congregation  at  Errol ;  the  Rev.  Alexander  Lowrie,  formerly  minister  of 
the  congregation  at  East  Calder ;  the  Rev.  William  Steven,  senior  mmi- 
ster  of  the  congregation  at  Largs ;  the  Rev.  John  Law,  senior  minister 
of  the  congregation  at  Innerleithen ;  the  Rev.  James  Scott,  D JD.,  senior 
minister  of  the  congregation  at  Inverness;  and  the  Rev.  John  Scott, 
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senior  minister  of  the  Second  congregation  in  Dunbar.  These  ministers 
had  received  10,  11,  27,  24,  19,  13,  and  20  half-yearly  payments  on 
account  of  their  respective  annuities ;  and  the  total  amount  paid  to  them 
from  the  Annuity  Fund,  including  the  bonus  of  last  year,  and  also  the 
allowances  paid  to  some  of  their  widows  or  children,  has  been  £3245. 
The  average  term  during  which  they  have  been  in  the  receipt  of  their 
annuities  has  been  nine  years ;  but  as  they  died  respectively  in  the  40th, 
62d,  50th,  46th,  63d,  55th,  and  48th  year  after  receiving  ordination,  the 
duration  of  their  combined  pastorates  has  been  about  360  years,  and  the 
average  duration  of  the  ministry  of  each  has  consequently  been  very 
nearly  51^  years.  The  sum  of  their  ages  at  the  time  of  their  deaths  was 
about  543  years,  and  the  average  duration  of  their  lives  has  therefore 
been  77^  years.  The  annuity  which  has  been  referred  to  in  three  pre- 
ceding Reports  as  having  been  granted  to  a  minister  who  had  not  fulfilled 
the  conditions  of  the  grant,  continues  still  unpaid  for  the  same  reason. 

The  names  taken  from  the  list  of  Annuitants  since  last  meeting  of 
Synod  have  thus  been  seven^  and  the  additions  to  the  list  during  the 
year  have  also  been  severiy  so  that  there  are  at  present,  as  at  the  date  of 
last  year's  Report,  thirty-tia  ministers  whose  names  stand  on  the  list  of 
Annuitants,  and  who  are  entitled  to  participate  in  the  next  half-yearly 
distribution  of  the  income  of  the  Annuity  Fund  on  the  1st  July  1876. 

The  Synod  Treasurer's  Account  of  the  income  and  expenditure  of 
the  Fund  is  printed  in  the  Missionary  Record  for  April  1876  ;  and,  as  in 
former  years,  it  is  arranged  under  two  branches,  viz. :  Ist,  The  Capital 
Fund,  the  greater  portion  of  which  is  invested ;  and,  2d,  the  Annuity 
Fund,  which  is  supported  by  the  yearly  profits  of  the  invested  capital, 
by  the  collection  which  every  congregation  on  the  Synod's  roll  is  ex- 
pected to  make  once  in  each  period  of  two  years,  and  by  donations  and 
annual  subscriptions  specially  allocated  by  the  donors  for  the  payment 
of  the  annuities  granted  by  the  Home  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Mis- 
sions as  administrators  of  the  Fund.  An  abstract  of  the  Account  under 
both  branches  is  subjoined : —

The  above  statement  does  not  include  the  sum  of  £68,  18s.  2d^ 
which  was  received,  during  the  year  1875,  from  the  trustees  of  the 
Brown  Testimonial  Fund,  and  paid  to  the  Rev.  John  Cooper,  formerly 
minister  of  the  congregation  at  Fala,  as  the  Annuitant  appointed  bj  the 
Synod  on  that  Fund. 

In  accordance  with  the  resolution  of  the  Synod,  at  its  meeting  in 
May  1875,  that  '  the  two  ministers  who  should,  at  date  Ist  December 
1875,  have  been  most  recently  placed  on  the  list  of  Annuitants,  shovid 
be  regarded  as  joint  recipients  of  the  balance  of  income  arising  from  the 
late  George  Sime^s  Mortification,^  after  making  the  annual  pajrments  to 
the  Scholarship  Fund,  the  Eevs.  D.  S.  Goodbum  and  John  M'Lellan 
have  been  appointed  as  the  first  Annuitants  on  that  bequest  Fund,  BJid 
have  each  received  from  it  for  the  year  1875  the  sum  of  £10,  Os.  Id-j 
together  with  a  further  sum  of  £14,  19s.  lid.  from  the  Annuity  branch 
of  the  Aged  and  Infirm  Ministers^  Fund,  to  make  up  the  half-yearly 
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payment  to  each  Annuitant  to  £25.    The  Synod  Treasurer's  statement

It  will  be  observed  that  the  balance  available  for  the  payments  to  the 
two  Annoitants  for  1875  has  been  only  a  little  more  than  half  of  the 
amount  which,  in  last  year's  Report,  it  was  estimated  that  they  might 
receive ;  and  that  this  diminished  payment  has  been  occasioned  by  the 
free  rental  for  this  year  falling  shoi*t  of  the  estimate  by  £16,  8s.  6d. 
As  there  are  no  arrears  of  expenditure  to  deduct  from  the  income  of  the 
year  1876,  the  same  free  rental  from  the  property  as  in  1875  will  yield 
an  annuity  for  1876,  to  each  of  the  Annuitants,  of  £28,  2s.  Sd. 

The  amount  added  to  the  Capital  Fund  in  1875  has  been  £5773, 
16s.  9d.,  and  has  been  greatly  in  excess  of  the  average  of  the  annual 
increase  of  the  Fund.  This  is  the  result  of  the  payment  to  the  Synod's 
Treasurer  of  two  bequests  of  £1000  by  the  Executors  of  the  late  Charles 
Stewart  Leckie,  of  Blackheath,  and  of  £4733, 9s.  by  the  Trustees  of  the 
late  Miss  Janet  Honey^  of  Perth,  which  were  noticed  in  last  year's  Report. 
The  sum  received  for  legacies  in  1875  has  thus  been  £5783,  9s.,  while 
the  legacies  received  in  1874  only  amounted  to  £193,  12s.,  or  one 
twenty-fifth  part  of  the  amount  received  in  1875.  The  amount  received 
for  the  Capital  Fund  in  1875  from  donations  and  annual  subscriptions 
of  ministers  and  members  of  the  Church  has  been  only  £33,  4s.,  or,  in- 
cluding contribations  from  three  congregations,  £40,  7s.  9d. ;  which  is 
only  one-third  of  the  amount  received  from  these  sources  in  1874. 

The  amount  received  for  interest  and  feu  duties  in  1875,  and  placed 
to  the  credit  of  the  Annuity  Fund,  has  been  £1150,  17s.  3d.,  which  is 
nearly  £140  in  excess  of  the  income  under  that  head  in  1874 ;  and  as 
the  Capital  Fund  has  received  so  large  an  addition  during  the  past  year, 
it  may  be  hoped  that  this  portion  of  the  annual  income  will  receive  a  cor- 
responding increase  in  the  year  now  current.  The  legacies  paid  to  the 
credit  of  the  Annuity  branch  of  the  Fund  in  1874  amounted  to  £398, 
13s.  lOd. ;  but  the  sum  received  in  1875  has  only  been  £58,  19s.,  or  a 
little  more  than  onenseventh  part  of  the  sum  received  in  the  previous 
year,  and  shows  a  decrease  in  1875  of  £339,  14s.  lOd.  The  amount  of 
contributions  received  from  ministers  in  1875  has  exceeded  the  amount 
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received  from  that  source  in  1874,  as  in  that  year  thirteen  ministers  con- 
tribated  £26,  4s.,  while  in  1875  twenty  ministers  have  subscribed  £42,  3s. ; 
but  while  31  other  members  of  the  Church  contributed   in   1874  the 
aggregate  sum  of  £215,  19s.  Id.,  there  have  been  in  1875  only  25  con- 
tributors, and  the  total  amount  of  their  contributions   has   been  only 
£137,  17s.    The  collections  made  by  congregations  in  1875  have  been 
rather  more  numerous,  but  less  productive  than  those  of  the  previous 
year;  for  while  188  congregations  in  1874  collected  £904,  7s.  lOd.,  196 
congregations  have  in  1875  collected  £775,  lis.  7d.,  or £1289  ^  6^-  3^«  ^^^ 
than  the  amount  collected  in  1874.    The  total  amount  received  from  all 
sources  in  1 875,  on  account  of  the  Annuity  Fund,  has  been  £2165,  7s.  lOd., 
which  is  £391,  3s.  lOd.  less  than  the  income  of  the  year  1874;  and 
also  £143,  lis.  6d.  less  than  the  payments  from  the  Fund  in  1875,  which 
exceeded  the  expenditure  of  the  previous  year  by  £577,  15s.

being  £97,  Os.  lOd.  more  than  was  available  for  that  purpose  at  the  cor- 
responding date  in  1875.  This  snm  will  not  only  suffice  for  the  pay- 
ment of  a  bonus  to  the  Annuitants  for  the  year  1875  equal  to  that  paid 
in  1874,  and  of  the  half-yearly  claims  which  become  due  on  Ist  July 
1876,  but  also  leave  in  the  hands  of  the  Synod's  Treasurer  a  balance  of 
about  £430  to  the  credit  of  the  Fund. 

It  was  shown  in  the  Report  presented  to  the  Synod  in  May  1874, 
that  about  330  congregations,  or  more  than  one-half  of  the  whole  number 
on  the  Synod's  roll,  had  made  no  collection  on  behalf  of  the  Aged  and 
Infirm  Ministers'  Fund  during  the  years  1872  and  1873,  which  formed . 
the  biennial  period  of  contribution  for  the  Fund,  within  which  every 
congregation  is  expected  to  make  at  least  one  collection  for  its  support. 
The  number  of  congregations  reported  in  May  1875  as  having  made  a 
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collection  for  the  Fund  in  1874  was  188 ;  and  the  number  reported  as 
having  made  the  collection  in  1875  is  196.  On  the  supposition  that  no 
congregation  which  contributed  in  1874  has  again  collected  in  1875^  the 
total  number  of  congregations  which  have  made  the  collection  in  the 
biennial  period,  including  the  years  1874  and  1875,  has  been  384,  or  98 
more  than  the  number  which  collected  in  the  former  biennial  period ; 
while  the  number  of  congregations  which  have  not  contributed  to  the 
Annuity  Fund  during  the  two  years  ending  on  31st  December  1875, 
has  been  236,  or  94  less  than  in  the  previous  biennial  period.  These 
figures  show  an  improvement,  but  they  cannot  be  regarded  as  altogether 
satisfactory.  In  order  to  carry  out  the  purpose  of  the  Synod,  which,  in 
May  last,  ^  instructed  Presbyteries  to  use  all  proper  means  in  order  to 
secure  that  a  collection  for  the  Aged  and  Infirm  Ministers'  Fund  should 
be  made  before  the  close  of  the  year  1875  by  each  of  the  428  congrega- 
tions which  made  no  collection  for  that  Fund  in  1874,  and  commended 
the  Fund  to  the  liberal  support  of  these  congregations/  the  Home  Com- 
mittee inserted  the  Keport  on  the  Fund  which  had  been  submitted  to 
the  Synod  in  the  Missionary  Record  for  August  last,  prepared  and 
issued  a  special  circular  to  each  of  the  428  congregations  which  had  not 
contributed  in  1874,  and  brought  the  claims  of  the  Fund  under  the 
notice  of  the  whole  Church  in  the  Record  for  the  month  of  December 
1875.  Yet  of  these  428  congregations  there  are  at  least  236  which  have 
not  responded  to  these  invitations,  and  which  have  consequently  failed  to 
give  fitting  expression  to  that  interest  in  the  progress  and  prosperity  of 
this  Fund  which  every  congregation  ought  to  feel  and  to  display. 
Great  efforts  and  exhausting  contributions  are  not  required ;  but  as  the 
Fund  is  for  the  common  benefit  of  all  the  ministers  of  the  Church  who 
may  need  its  aid,  each  congregation  should  feel  it  to  be  its  duty  and  its 
privilege  to  make  the  collection,  which  is  asked  from  it  in  each  alternate 
year,  as  liberal  as  its  resources  and  its  other  obligations  will  permit.  Thus 
only  can  the  Fund  be  made  e£Scient  and  enduring ;  and  thus,  without 
any  burdensome  contribution  from  any  individual  congregation,  would 
the  united  willing  offerings  of  the  whole  Church  not  only  secure  that 
the  present  amount  of  aid  should  be  given  to  its  ministers  in  old  age,  and 
when  their  vital  energy  decays,  but  also  furnish  the  means  for  increasing 
the  amount  of  the  annuities  which  are  paid  to  them,  and  for  rendering 
the  provision  which  is  made  for  their  support  and  comfort  more  ex- 
pressive of  the  gratitude  which  lengthened,  earnest,  and  faithful  service 
has  excited,  and  more  proportionate  to  the  enhanced  cost  of  living,  and 
to  the  supply  of  the  necessities  which  age  and  sickness  bring  upon  those 
who  by  reason  of  them  are  permanently  incapacitated  for  regular  official 
duty. 

Intimation  has  during  the  past  year  been  received  from  three  mini- 
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sters, — viz.  the  Bev.  David  F.  Mitchell,  recently  minister  at  Kirkcowan  ; 
the  Rev.  J.  Pringle  Wood,  recently  niinister  of  the  East  Congregation  in 
Haddington;  and  the  Rev.  Alexander  M.  Jarvie,  recently  minister  of 
Chalmers  Street,  Dunfermline, — ^that,  in  consequence  of  failing  health, 
and  acting  under  medical  advice,  they  had  been  constrained   to  resign 
their  respective  charges,  and  to  remove  to  Australia  or  elsewhere,  in  the 
hope  of  finding  new  spheres  of  labour  in  a  less  variable   and  more  con- 
genial climate,  and  of  thereby  regaining  some  moderate  degree  of  health 
and   vigour,   and   prolonging  life   and   usefulness;  but    that,    in  thus 
involuntarily  separating  themselves  at  least  for  a  time  from  ministerial 
connection  with  home  congregations,  they  wished  to  retain  their  interest 
in  the  benefits  of  the  Aged  and  Infirm  Ministers'  Fund.     The  views  and 
wishes  of  these  brethren  were  supported  by  representations  from  their 
respective  Presbyteries  ;   and   the  Committee  being  satisfied    in   each 
instance  that  the  minister  making  the  application  was  leaving  his  native 
country  under  medical  direction,  and*  that  his  case  came   under  the 
proviso  attached  to  the  8th  Rule  for  the  administration  of  the  Fund, 
which  was  sanctioned  by  the  Synod  in  May  1857, — ^  Removal  to  a 
foreign  country  by  medical  advice  not  to  be  considered  as  emigration,' — 
agreed  to  intimate  to  the  applicants  and  to  the  clerks  of  their  respective  I 

Presbyteries  that  their  interest  in  the   Aged  and  Infirm    Ministers*  I 

Scheme  is  meanwhile  preserved,  but  that  any  future  applications  for 
aid  from  the  Annuity  Fund  in  connection  with  that  scheme  must  be 
considered  at  the  time,  and  then  decided  on  its  merits. 

The  bonus  of  £10,  in  addition  to  the  Annuity  for  the  year  1874> 
wluch,  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Committee,  was  granted  by  the 
Synod  to  the  Annuitants  in  May  last,  was  paid  by  the  Synod's  Treasurer 
early  in  June;   and   the  amount  distributed,  including   £5   paid,  in 
accordance  with  the  instructions  of  the  Synod,  to  the  widow  of  the  Iste 
Rev.  James  Rothnie  of  Castle-Douglas,  has  been  £315.     At  their 
meeting  on  the  4th  April  last,  the  Committee  had  under  consideration 
the  propriety  of  recommending  the  Synod  to  declare,  at  its  meeting  in 
May  1876,  that  the  amount  of  the  Annuity  should  be  raised  from  £50 
to  £60  per  annum ;  but  having  respect  to  the  slight  diminution  of  the 
income  for  1875  as  compared  with  1874,  and  to  prospective  changes  in 
the  constitution  of  the  scheme,  by  which  the  area  of  its  benefits,  and  the 
number  of  applicants  for  annuities,  may  be  considerably  enlarged,  it  was, 
,  after  careful  deliberation,  agreed  ^  to  recommend  that  the  same  amount 
of  bonus  should  be  paid  to  the  Annuitants  on  the  Fund  for  the  year 
1875  as  was  paid  in  1874,'  namely,  at  the  rate  of  £10  per  annum  to  each 
of  the  ministers  whose  names  were  placed  on  the  list  of  Annuitants 
before  the  1st  January  1876 ;  *  but  that,  in  the  present  somewhat  tranai-  . 

tional  state  of  the  Fund,  the  adoption  of  the  proposal  to  raise  the  I 
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ordinary  rate  of  the  Annuity  to  £60  should  be  delayed/  The  Synod's 
compliance  with  this  recommendation  will  secure  the  same  present  addi- 
tion to  the  income  of  the  Annuitants  which  the  increase  of  the  annuity 
to  £60  would  give ;  and  if  it  is  found,  after  some  experience  of  the 
working  and  results  of  the  proposed  new  arrangements,  that  the  income 
of  the  Fund  is  such  as  to  warrant  the  increase  of  the  ordinary  annuity 
to  £60,  that  increase  can  then  be  made,  while  the  risk  of  failure,  and 
the  unpleasantness  of  having  again  to  reduce  the  annuity  to  £50,  may 
happily  be  avoided.  It  will  be  understood  by  the  Committee  that,  in  the 
event  of  the  adoption  of  the  recommendation  by  the  Synod,  the  finding 
of  last  year,  by  which  the  payment  to  Mrs.  Rothnie  of  the  share  of  the 
bonus  which  would  have  fallen  to  her  late  husband,  if  he  had  been  in 
life,  was  authorized,  will  rule  all  similar  cases  in  future,  and  be  their 
warrant,  when  they  shall  deem  it  necessary  or  expedient,  for  paying  to 
the  widow  or  family  of  any  deceased  minister  the  share  in  the  distribu- 
tion of  the  yearly  bonus  which  would  have  accrued  to  him  if  he  had 
lived  until  the  distribution  was  made. 

In  virtue  of  the  power  granted  to  the  Committee  by  the  Synod  in 
May  1872,  to  *  pay  one  half-year's  annuity  to  the  widow  or  family  of  an 
annuitant  afxer  his  decease,  when  in  their  opinion  as  administrators  of 
the  Fund  such  payment  may  be  expedient  or  desirable,'  the  Synod's 
Treasurer  has  been  instructed  to  pay  to  Mrs.  Bothnie,  formerly  of 
Castle-Douglas,  the  annuity  for  the  second  half  of  the  year  1875  ;  and 
to  Mrs.  Scott,  widow  of  the  late  Rev.  Dr.  Scott  of  Inverness,  and  to 
the  Misses  Scott,  daughters  of  the  late  Bev.  John  Scott,  of  the  Second 
congregation  in  Dunbar,  the  annuity  which  in  each  case  became  due  on 
the  Ist  January  1876,  for  the  current  half-year.  The  receipt  of  these 
payments  has  in  each  case  been  gratefully  acknowledged;  and  the 
Committee  rejoice  that  they  have  been  enabled  to  make  even  these 
slight  additions  to  the  comfort  of  the  widows  and  children  of  deceased 
ministers  who,  having  ^  served  their  generation  according  to  the  will  of 
God/  have  now  entered  into  rest. 

The  entire  sum  to  be  realized  from  the  bequest  of  the  late  Miss 
Janet  Honey  of  Perth  had  not  been  received  by  the  Synod's  Treasurer 
before  the  close  X>i  his  accounts  for  1875 ;  but  her  Trustees  forwarded 
to  him  in  August  last  the  sum  of  £4733,  9s.  Od.  as  a  payment  on 
account,  and  intimated  that  from  the  balance  of  the  trust  estate  a 
further  sum  of  about  £400  might  afterwards  be  paid  to  the  credit  of 
the  Capital  Fund  of  the  Aged  and  Infirm  Ministers'  Scheme.  The 
Committee,  on  receiving  intimation  of  this  payment,  agreed  to  record  in 
their  minutes  the  expression  of  their  satisfaction  on  account  of  this  large 
addition  to  the  Capital  Fund,  and  to  convey  their  thanks  to  Mr.  Greig, 
writer,  Perth,  and  Miss  Honey's  Trustees,  for  the  promptitude  with 
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which  they  had  responded  to  the  Treasurer's  application  for  the  remit- 
tance of  a  portion  of  the  bequest. 

The  payment  of  the  above  sum  by  Miss  Honey's  Tmstees,  and  also 
of  the  legacy  of  £1000  by  the  Executors  of  the  late  Charles  Stewart 
Leckie  of  Blackheath,  which  was  noted  in  last  year's  Report,  made  it 
necessary  that  new  investments  to  a  considerable  amount    should  be 
obtained ;  and  as  it  was  found  that  it  would  be  expedient  to   add  to  the 
number  of  the  Trustees  in  whose  names  the  Capital  Fund    of   the 
scheme  is  invested,  and  also  that  the  deeds  connected  with   the  new 
investments  required  to  be  executed  before  the  meeting  of    Synod  in 
May  I8769  the  Committee  examined  the  Deed  of  Declaration  of  Trust 
which  had  been  adopted  by  the  Synod,  and  which  was  printed  at  p.  167 
in  the  Appendix  to  the  Synod's  Minutes  for  May  1858,  and  found  that 
it  provided  that  the  successors  of  the  Trustees  then  named  were  to  be 
^  appointed  by  any  Board  or  Committee  who  may,  by  appointment  of 
said  Synod,  succeed  the  then  acting  Board  in  the  management  of  the 
said  Fund,  or  by  the  said  Synod  itself.'      The  Committee   therefore 
agreed,  ^  that  as  the  Synod  has  formally  appointed  the  Home  Committee 
of  the  Board  of  Missions  to  succeed  and  act  instead  of  the  former 
special  Board  or  Committee  on  the  Aged  and  Infirm  Ministers'  Scheme, 
and  as  there  is  a  special  necessity  for  the  appointment  of   additional 
Trustees  before  the  execution  of  new  conveyances  in  connection  with 
the  investment  of  trust  funds,  the  Committee  should  now  appoint  six 
additional  Trustees,  to  be  associated  with  the  three  survivors  of  the 
Trustees  formerly  appointed ;  and  further,  that  in  the  selection  of  these 
new  Trustees,  reference  should  be  had  to  the  convenience  of  the  manage- 
ment of  the  trust  estate,  by  appointing  a  portion  of  them  from  persons 
resident  in  or  near  Edinburgh,  so  that  deeds  may  be  executed  without 
the  necessity  of  sending  them  over  the  country  by  post  or  otherwise/ 
In  accordance  with  this  resolution,  the  Committee,  in  September  last, 
appointed  as  additional  Trustees  the  six  following  persons,  viz. :   Sir 
Peter  Coats,  Paisley;  Mr.  James  Morton,  Greenock;  Messrs.  David 
M'Cowan  and  Robert  T.  Middleton,  Glasgow;   and  Messrs.  William 
White  Millar  and  John  Dick  Peddie,  Edinburgh ; — and  these  gentle- 
men having  accepted  the  appointment,  the  following  Minute,  prepared 
for  legal  purposes  by  James  Peddie,  Esq.,  W.S.,  was  adopted  and 
inserted  in  the  Minutes : —

Missions  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Synod,  specially  charged  by  said 
Synod  with  the  management  of  the  Fund  for  Aged  and  Infirm  Ministers, 
met  and  was  duly  constituted — ^Mr.  Thomas  Mitchell  of  Bhdrgowiie, 
chairman  p,  U;  and  with  him  the  following  members,  viz.:  Revs.

^The  Committee,  considering  that  in  these  circumstances  it  was  ex- 
pedient that  additional  Trustees  shoidd  be  appointed ;  and  that,  by  the 
terms  of  the  Deed  of  Declaration  of  Trust,  registered  in  the  Books  of 
Coimcil  and  Session  5th  February  1858,  and  approved  by  the  Synod  in 
May  following,  it  is  competent  either  to  this  Committee  or  to  the  Synod 
to  make  an  appointment  of  new  Trustees,  unanimously  resolved  that  the 
following  persons,  viz.  :

are  specified  in  the  said  Deed  of  Declaration  of  Trust;  authorized  the 
said  surviving  Trustees  to  execute  any  deed  of  assumption  which  may  be 
necessary  in  favour  of  themselves  and  said  new  Trustees ;  and  directed 
that  an  extract  of  this  Minute  should  be  signed  by  the  Chairman  and 
Secretary,  and  forwarded  to  Edinburgh  to  be  preserved  with  the  docu- 
ments of  the  Trust.

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'  The  Committee  now  report  these  appointments  to  the  Synod,  and 
request  the  Synod's  approval  of  their  procedure  and  confirmation  of  the 
appointment  of  the  six  gentlemen  named  in  the  above  Minute  as 
Trustees  of  the  Aged  and  Infirm  Ministers'  Fund  of  the  United 
Presbyterian  Church. 

The  Committee  have  been  informed  that  the  late  Mrs.  Clark,  widow 
of  Professor  Clark  of  Aberdeen,  has  bequeathed  £100  to  the  Aged  and 
Infirm  Ministers'  Fund ;  and  that  Mr.  Charles  Leopold  Robertson,  late 
of  Frome,  Somerset,  has  bequeathed  to  the  same  Fund  one-^irteenth 
share  of  the  sum  to  be  realized  from  the  sale  of  his  property,  estimated 
at  £5000,  but  that  the  usual  time  must  elapse  before  the  property  could 
be  divided.  From  this  last  legacy  the  sum  of  £419,  6s.  2d.  has  been 
realized,  but  the  payment  will  be  included  in  the  Treasurer's  accounts 
for  the  current  year,  1876. 

In  reference  to  the  proposal  for  the  institution  of  a  fund  for  granting 
annuities  to  aged  and  infirm  missionaries,  which  was  alluded  to  in  last 
Eeport,  and  for  the  consideration  of  which  a  special  Synodical  Committee 
was  appointed  in  May  last,  the  Committee  have  been  informed  that  the 
Committee  of  Synod  will  recommend  that  the  missionaries  of  the  Church, 
ordained  and  medical,  shall  henceforth  be  admissible  to  the  benefits  of 
the  Aged  and  Infirm  Ministers'  Fund  on  the  same  footing  as  ministers 
of  the  Home  Church ;  and  will  submit  a  series  of  regulations  for  the 
equitable  adjustment  of  the  funds,  and  for  the  efiicient  management  of 
the  scheme,  for  the  benefit  alike  of  aged  and  infirm  ministers  and  mis- 
sionaries.    As  these  regulations  have  in  no  form  been  submitted  to  their 
consideration,  the  Committee  can  only  express  their  hope  and  confident 
expectation  that  they  will  be  found  to  be  conducive  to  the  beneficent 
operation  and  the  continued  prosperity  of  the  scheme,  and  their  full 
approval  of  the  principle  that  ministers  and  missionaries,  in  relation  to 
the  Synod's  provision  for  their  comfort  in  the  time  of  infirmity  and  old 
age,  should  be  placed  on  the  same  platform,  and  participate  in  the 
benefits  of  one  common  fund. 

The  Synod's  Committee  on  the  Union  of  Presbyterians  in  England 
having  reported  to  this  Committee  that  they  had  agreed  to  recommend 
to  the  Synod  that,  in  the  event  of  the  consummation  of  that  union, 
<  every  minister  of  our  Church  in  England  who  shall  be  in  full  status 
at  the  date  of  the  union  shall  retain  his  interest  in  the  Aged  and  Infirm 
Ministers'  Fund,  the  same  as  if  he  had  remained  a  minister  of  the  United 
Presbyterian  Church;'  and  further,  that  *  every  minister  or  preacher 
of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  who  may  be  inducted  or  ordained 
as  the  minister  of  any  of  the  existing  United  Presbyterian  congregations 
in  England  within  three  years  after  the  date  of  the  contemplated  union, 
shall  also  retain  his  interest  in  the  Aged  and  Infirm  Ministers'  Fund  in 
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the  same  manner  as  if  he  had  remained  a  minister  of  the  United  Pres- 
byterian Church;*  and  the  Home  Committee  having  considered  these 
and  other  matters,  which  had  been  repoi*ted  to  them  in  relation  to  said 
Union  in  England,  agreed  to  '  express  satisfaction  on  account  of  the  above 
findings  of  the  Committees  on  Union  in  England,  and  to  recommend 
the  Synod  to  adopt  the  proposals  to  which  these  findings  refer.' 

In  concluding  this  Report,  the  Committee  feel  that  it  is  presented  to 
the  Synod  at  a  critical  period  in  the  history  of  the  scheme  and  fund  to 
whose  administration  during  the  year  1875  it  refers.  If  projected  and 
anticipated  changes  are  carried  into  effect,  the  administration  of  the 
Fund  will  be  gradually  narrowed  on  the  one  hand  by  the  decreasing 
number  of  congregations  in  England  whose  ministers  will  be  entitled  to 
participate  in  its  benefits ;  while,  on  the  other  hand,  that  administration 
will  be  immediately  and  indefinitely  expanded  by  the  admission  of  the 
European  missionaries  of  the  Church  to  full  participation  in  its  benefits. 
It  may  not  be  possible  clearly  and  fully  to  foresee  the  future  influence 
on  the  Fund  either  of  the  English  limitation  on  the  one  hand,  or  of  the 
world-wide  missionary  expansion  on  the  other ;  but  the  Committee  are 
hopeful  that  in  both  directions  the  regulations  and  provisions  which  are 
to  be  submitted  and  recommended  to  the  Synod  for  its  adoption  will  be 
so  wisely  and  equitably  adjusted  that  their  future  operations  may  be 
beneficial  to  all  the  parties  concerned,  and  that  the  prosperous  and  suc- 
cessful operation  of  this  important  scheme,  which  has  of  late  been  so 
manifest  and  pleasing,  maybe  continued  and  expanded,  and  may  conduce 
yet  more  abundantly  to  the  comfort  of  the  aged  and  honoured  servants 
of  the  Church,  whether  in  the  home  or  in  the  foreign  field  of  labour, 
through  many  coming  years.  They  commend  the  Fund  anew  to  the 
watchful  attention  and  active  sympathy  of  the  Synod  and  the  Church, 
in  order  that,  under  the  direction  of  the  Synod,  the  congregations  of  the 
Church  may  be  stimulated  and,  encouraged  to  make  the  biennial  collec- 
tion for  its  support  more  generally  than  they  have  ever  yet  done,  and 
with  the  increasing  cordiality  and  liberality  which  the  expansion  of  its 
benefits  to  the  missionaries  of  the  Church  will  require  and  deserve. 
And  while  they  hope  that  the  Capital  Fund  may  continue  to  expand 
through  the  bequests  which  may  be  made  for  its  increase  by  the  more 
wealthy  members  of  the  Church  in  their  final  disposal  of  the  property 
which  has  been  entrusted  to  their  stewardship,  they  are  especially 
desirous  that  the  Annuity  branch  of  the  Fund  may  be  liberally  supported 
by  the  members  and  friends  of  every  congregation  on  the  Synod's  roll, 
in  order  that  more  adequate  provision  may  be  made  for  the  aged  and 
infirm  servants  of  Christ  and  of  His  Church  when  they  are  laid  aside 
from  stated  oflScial  duty,  and  ^  in  the  day  when  their  strength  faileth.' 
Such  provision,  made  under  the  influence  of  love  to  the  cause  and  truth 
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of  Christ  and  to  His  servants  for  His  sake  and  for  ^  the  truth's  sake, 
which  dwelleth  in  as  and  shall  be  with  us  for  ever/  will  be  '  an  odour 
of  a  sweet  smell,  a  sacrifice  acceptable  and  well  pleasing  to  God;'  and 
while  the  distribution  of  it  will  diffuse  comforts  and  blessings  which 
^  shall  abound  by  many  thanksgivings  unto  Ood/  those  who  supply  it 
will  experience  the  truth  of  the  remembered  words  of  the  Liord  Jesas, 
*  It  is  more  blessed  to  give  than  to  receive.'

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  AGED  AND  INFIRM 
MISSIONARIES'  FUND. 

Thebe  was  brought  before  last  Synod  an  overture  from  Broughton 
Place  Session  in  favour  of  the  institution  of  a  separate  fund  for  Aged 
Missionaries^  along  with  a  report  on  the  same  subject  from  the  Foreign 
Mission  Committee.  After  hearing  the  respective  representatives  of  the 
Session  and  the  Committee,  it  was  unanimously  resolved :  ^  That  the 
Synod  regard  a  provision  in  behalf  of  Aged  and  Infirm  Missionaries 
as  an  incumbent  duty  of  the  Church,  receive  with  satisfaction  and 
gratitude  the  intimation  of  the  liberal  contributions  offered  by  members 
of  the  Church  for  this  end,  resolve  that  such  provision  shall  be  made, 
and  remit  to  a  Committee  to  consider  whether  the  object  may  be  best 
attained  by  admitting  Foreign  Missionaries  to  the  benefits  of  the  Aged  and 
Infirm  Ministers'  Fundy  or  by  raising  a  separate  Fund  for  the  purposed 

The  Committee  to  which  this  question  was  remitted,  after  earnest 
and  careful  consideration,  arrived  unanimously  at  the  following  con- 
clusions : — ^That  the  provision  for  Aged  and  Infirm  Missionaries  who  had 
been  sent  out  by  the  Home  Church,  who  had  spent  their  strength  in  the 
foreign  field,  and  who  had  become  permanently  incapacitated  for  stated 
pastoral  labour  at  home  or  abroad,  should  be  similar  to  that  for  Aged 
and  Infirm  Ministers ;  that,  putting  both  classes  on  a  footing  of  equality 
in  this  respect,  there  should  be  one  Fund  out  of  which  the  same 
ordinary  annuity  should  be  furnished  to  both;  and  that  the  present  Fund 
should  be  so  augmented  in  amount,  and  modified  in  the  rules  for  its 
administration,  as  to  meet  this  extension  of  its  benefits. 

It  was  found  on  careful  calculation  that  an  accession  of  £4000  to 
the  capital  of  the  present  Fund  would  suffice  to  furnish  the  additional 
ordinary  annuities  to  be  provided  from  that  source  for  permanently 
incapacitated  Foreign  Missionaries — the  other  sources  from  which  the 
amount  of  their  annual  income  shall  be  brought  up  to,  but  shall  not 
exceed  that  of,  the  minimum  stipend  aimed  at  by  the  Church,  being 
allowances  from  their  congregations,  and,  where  these  are  awanting  or 
insufficient,  from  the  Foreign  Mission  Fund. 

Having  formed  such  conclusions  on,  as  they  believe,  solid  grounds, 
the  Committee  deemed  it  consistent  with  the  design  of  their  appoint- 
ment, and  therefore  dutiful  to  the  Synod,  to  endeavour,  as  far  as  lay  in 
their  power,  to  put  the  scheme  into  a  form  for  practical  adoption,  by 
a  revisal  and  modification  of  the  existing  Rules  for  the  administration  of 
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the  Aged  and  Infirm  Ministers^  Fund^  with  such  additions  as  would 
adapt  them  to  both  of  the  objects  now  to  be  embraced.  The  prepara- 
tion of  a  Draft  of  Rules  so  altered  and  extended,  they  remitted  to  the 
two  Mission  Secretaries,  as  the  most  competent  of  their  number  for  the 
task.  That  Draft,  when  executed,  was  sent  to  all  the  members  previous 
to  its  formal  consideration,  and  after  careful  revision,  with  sach  altera- 
tions as  were  deemed  improvements,  was  approved  in  the  form  sabjoined 
of— 


Proposed  Rules  for  the  Administration  of  the  Fund  hitherto  known  as  the 
Aged  and  Inhrm  Ministers'  Fund,  with  a  view  to  the  Extension  of  rrs 
Benefits  to  the  Foreign  Missionaries  of  the  Church. 

I. — ^That  the  designation  of  the  Fund  shall  henceforth  be  '  The  Aokd  and 
Infirm  Ministers'  and  Missionarues'  Fund.' 

II.-«That  the  European  Missionaries  of  the  Church,  ordained  and  medical, 
shall  be  eligible  for  participation  in  the  benefits  of  the  Fund,  as  well  as 
Ministers  of  home  congregations,  when  declared  to  be  permanently  incapaei- 
taUd  for  regular  official  duty,  either  at  home  or  abroad. 

III. — ^That  no  Minister  shall  receive  a  larger  sum  than  amounts,  along  with 
the  provision  made  for  him  by  his  congregation,  to  the  minimum  stipend  aimed 
at  by  the  Church,  which  is  at  present  £200,  with  a  manse  or  an  allowance  for 
rent ;  and  that  the  annual  income  of  no  Missionary  shall  be  increased,  bj  any 
grant  from  this  Fund,  from  his  congregation  abroad,  or  from  the  Foreign 
Mission  Fund,  so  as  to  exceed  the  said  minimum  stipend. 

rV. — That  as  an  equivalent  for  the  admission  of  Missionaries  to  the  benefit 
of  this  Fund,  an  addition  of  £4000  shall  now  be  made  to  the  existing  Capital 
Fund ;  and  that,  until  the  annual  income  from  all  sources  shall  be  sufficient  to 
yield  an  annuity  of  £100  to  each  annuitant,  appeals  shall  be  made  to  the 
liberality  of  the  Church,  the  proceeds  of  which  shall  be  appropriated  to  the 
payment  of  annuities,  or  to  the  increase  of  the  Capital  Fund,  as  the  donors  may 
direct. 

V. — ^That  if  in  any  year  the  income  derived  from  all  sources  be  found 
inadequate  for  the  payment  of  the  ordinary  annuities  of  £50  or  upwards  to  all 
the  Ministers  and  Missionaries  who  have  been  admitted  to  the  benefit  of  the 
Fund,  that  income  shall  be  divided  equally  among  the  annuitants. 

VI.-r-That  no  minister  shall  receive  an  annuity  until  the  Presbytery  with 
which  he  is  connected  shall  have  certified  to  the  Home  Committee  of  the 
Board  of  Missions  that  he  is  permanently  incapacitated  for  regular  official  duty, 
and  that  the  congregation  of  which  he  is  pastor  have  made  arrangements  for 
the  regular  dispensation  of  religious  ordinances ;  and  that  no  Missionary  shaU 
receive  an  annuity  until  the  Foreign  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Missions  shall 
in  like  manner  have  certified  that  he  is  permanewUy  incapacitated  for  regular 
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official  duty  either  at  home  or  abroad.     A  medical  certificate  of  the  state  of  the 
applicant's  health  shall  in  every  case  be  indispensable. 

YII. — In  the  application  of  a  Minister  for  an  annnity,  the  same  form  of 
schedule  which  has  been  hitherto  in  use  shall  be  employed ;  but  for 
Missionaries  a  separate  schedule  of  queries  shall  be  prepared  and  issued  to 
applicants  by  the  Foreign  Committee,  to  be  filled  up  by  the  said  applicants, 
and  returned  to  the  Foreign  Mission  Secretary.  The  Foreign  Committee 
will  then  append  to  the  schedule  such  additional  explanations  as  they  may 
deem  expedient,  and  forward  it  to  the  Home  Committee,  as  the  administrators 
of  the  Fund. 

Vin. — ^That  as  the  object  of  the  Fimd  is  not  to  supersede  the  efforts  of 
individual  congregations  in  making  provision  for  their  aged  or  infirm  Ministers, 
no  grant  shall  be  made  to  any  Minister  until  the  Home  Committee  have 
maturely  considered  all  the  circumstances  of  the  case ;  and  no  grant  shall  be 
made  to  any  Missionary  until  the  Foreign  Committee  shall  certify  that  they 
have  in  like  manner  maturely  considered  the  case,  and  that  they  are  prepared 
to  add  to  the  annuity  which  may  be  granted  the  sum  required  to  make  up  a 
suitable  provision  for  the  annuitant,  not  less  than  the  average  aggregate 
allowance  paid  to  Ministers  on  the  Fund,  and  not  exceeding  the  limits  stated 
in  Rule  H. 

IX. — That  no  Minister  or  Missionary  who  loses  his  ecclesiastical  status 
in  this  Church,  either  by  withdrawing  from  her  communion,  or  by  being 
suspended,  deposed,  or  cut  off  from  her  fellowship  by  any  of  her  judicatories, 
or  who  may  emigrate,  shall  receive  an  annuity  until  his  case  has  been  specially 
considered  by  the  Committee.  The  removal  of  a  Minister  to  a  foreign  country 
by  medical  advice  shall  not  be  considered  as  emigration  ;  nor  shall  a  Missionary 
returning  home  under  medical  advice,  or  removing  to  another  sphere  of  labour 
in  connection  with  this  Church,  whether  at  home  or  abroad,  be  held  as  forfeit* 
ing  his  claim  to  participate,  according  to  the  riiles,  in  the  benefits  of  the  Fund. 

X. — That  no  Minister  or  Missionary  shall  have  legal  right  for  which  he 
might  prosecute  in  a  Civil  Court,  either  to  have  an  annuity  awarded  to  him, 
or  for  the  continuance  thereof. 

XI. — ^That  the  Home  Committee,  having  been  appointed  by  the  Sjrnod  to 
take  charge  of  the  general  management  of  this  Fund,  be  instructed  to  adopt 
such  means  as  they  from  time  to  time  may  deem  expedient  for  increasing  the 
Capital  Fund,  by  subscriptions,  donations,  and  special  collections,  or  otherwise ; 
and  for  stimulating  the  liberality  of  the  Church  in  support  alike  of  the  Capital 
and  Annuity  branches  of  the  Fund. 

XII. — That  the  Home  Committee  shall  present  an  annual  report  of  their 
proceedings  to  the  Synod. 

These  Rules,  the  Committee  conceive,  do  not  in  any  wise  affect  the  interests 
or  administration  of  the  existing  Fund  as  regards  its  provision  for  Aged  and 
Infirm  Ministers,  nor  do  they  introduce  any  new  principle  to  occasion  delay, 
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difficulty,  or  hesitation  in  their  reception ;  while  they  will  effectually  secure 
the  desired  end  of  a  proper  provision  for  Foreign  Missionaries  permanentlj 
incapacitated  for  stated  official  duty ;  and,  therefore,  they  are  respectfully  sub- 
mitted to  the  S3mod,  toith  the  recommendation  that  thmf  he  adopted  ;  that  the  Fund 
as  now  constituted  be  of  new  commended  to  the  liberality/  of  the  Church  ;  and  that^ 
as  the  larger  portion  of  the  allowance  to  Missionaries  must  stUl,  as  heretofore^  he 
derived  from  the  Foreign  Mission  Fund,  said  Fund  be  also  recommended  to  the 
generous  support  of  the  Churchy  in  order  to  that  aUovxmce  being  adequately 
provided  for,

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  IMPROVEMENT  OF 
PSALMODY. 

The  special  work  of  the  Psalmody  Committee  has,  during  the  recess, 
been  prosecuted  with  diligence  and  care.  That  work  in  the  main  has 
consisted  of  two  parts-— (1)  The  Scheme  of  Examination  for  Precentors' 
Certificates ;  and  (2)  The  preparation  of  the  Hymn  Tune  Book.  In 
order  that  due  attention  might  be  given  to  both  branches  of  work^  the 
Committee  considered  it  advisable  to  remit  the  Precentors'  Examinations 
to  those  members  that  constituted  the  Committee  when  the  scheme  was 
framed^  and  before  the  Synod  had  enlarged  the  Committee  with  a  view 
to  prepare  the  Tune  Book.  The  work  of  selecting  and  adapting  appro- 
priate tunes  to  the  hymns,  as  stated  in  last  year's  Report,  has  been 
conducted  by  a  Sub-Committee  under  review  of  the  whole  Committee. 

I.  Examination  of  Precentors. — The  nature  and  working  of 
this  scheme  having  been  fully  explained  in  previous  Reports,  the  Com- 
mittee presume  that  the  Synod  is  familiar  with  its  principle  and  details. 
There  have  been  two  examinations  held  since  last  Synod,  in  Edinburgh 
and  Glasgow,  at  which  nineteen  candidates  received  certificates,  of  whom 
thirteen  obtained  Precentors'  Certificates,  and  six  the  Higher  Certificates. 
Some  of  the  candidates  enrolled  failed  to  appear  at  the  examination,  and 
some  of  those  examined  did  not  succeed  in  passing  the  examination. 
It  is  an  encouraging  feature  in  connection  with  the  scheme,  that  the 
average  merit  of  the  competitors  is  perceptibly  increasing.  Of  those 
that  passed  in  the  last  two  examinations,  about  two-thirds  secured 
first-class  certificates — namely,  eight  of  the  ordinary  and  four  of 
the  higher  degree.      The  Committee  have   now  granted   sixty-eight 
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certificates  in  all,  of  which  fifty-one  were  Precentors'  Certificates  and 
seventeen  Higher  Certificates.  Without  asking  the  Synod  for  any 
special  legislation  making  it  imperative  that  the  possession  of  a  certificate 
is  indispensable  to  ofiice  in  the  Church,  the  Committee  would  earnestly 
urge  on  congregations  the  great  importance  of  the  scheme  as  a  ready 
means  of  determining  the  merits  of  applicints  for  the  office  of  precentor, 
and  the  propriety  of  giving  effect  to  the  imprimatur  of  approved  ability 
which  the  certificate  carries  along  with  it. 

II.  The  New  Tune  Book. — The  work  of  preparing  the  Hymn 
Tune  Book  has  been  prosecuted  with  great  assiduity.  The  Sub- 
Committee  has  had  nearly  twenty  meetings,  the  sederunts  generally 
lasting  for  about  six  hours.  The  General  Committee  has  had  eight 
meetings.  With  only  a  few  exceptions,  all  the  Peculiar  Metre  and 
Short  Meti*e  Hymns  have  had  tunes  adapted  to  them,  and  considerable 
progress  has  been  made  with  the  Long  Metre  and  Common  Metre 
Hymns. 

The  Committee,  as  instructed  by  the  Synod,  and  with  a  view  to 
secure  accuracy,  agreed  to  call  in  the  services  of  a  competent  musical 
authority,  who  might  advise  with  the  Committee  on  all  matters  of  adap- 
tation, and  revise  the  harmonies  of  tunes  selected.  The  Committee 
unanimously  confided  this  responsible  editorial  work  to  Mr.  Henry 
Smart,  of  London,  in  the  beginning  of  August  1875,  and  already  a 
large  portion  of  the  work  has  passed  through  his  hands. 

In  terms  of  Report  at  last  Synod,  the  Committee  were  authorized  to 
prepare  and  issue  a  Selection  of  Tunes  with  accompanying  Hymns,' 
chiefly  for  choirs  and  congregational  practisings.  Accordingly,  a 
Selection  of  thirty-six  Tunes  and  Hymns,  chiefly  Peculiar  Metres,  under 
Mr.  Smart's  editorship,  was  issued  in  the  beginning  of  this  year.  Six 
thousand  copies,  partly  in  the  Common  Notation  and  partly  in  Tonic 
Sol-fa  Notation,  at  threepence  per  copy,  were  printed,  nearly  all  of 
which  have  been  sold.  The  returns  of  accounts  will  not  be  rendered  till 
June,  but  the  Committee  are  happy  to  state  that  the  sale  has  covered 
the  expense  incun*ed. 

As  the  Synod  had  not  made  provision  for  placing  the  musical  edition 
of  the  Hymn  Book  under  trustees,  the  Committee  asked  a  conference 
with  the  Committee  on  the  Hymn  Book,  which  was  agreed  to.  The 
conference  met  on  the  26th  July  1875,  when  the  following  articles  were 
agreed  upon : — 

*I.  Arrangement  as  to  copyright  of  Hymns  proposed  to  be  issued 
with  tunes  by  the  Psalmody  Committee  for  choir  and  congregational 
practice  during  the  ensuing  winter. — The  Hymn  Book  Committee  agreed 
to  leave  the  matter  in  the  hands  of  the  Psalmody  Committee,  with 
authority  from  the  Hymn  Book  Committee,  so  far  as   it  extends,  to 
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publish  not  more  than  forty  tunes  with  words.  Agreed  also  to  appoint 
a  small  committee,  consisting  of  the  Rev.  James  Rennie  and  Messrs. 
Thin  and  Poison,  to  co-operate  with  the  Psalmody  Committee  in  any 
matters  requiring  joint  action. 

'  II.  Permanent  arrangement  as  to  the  publication  of  the  complete 
Psalter  and  Hymn  Tune  Book. — ^Agreed  to  recommend  the  Synod  at  its 
next  meeting  to  add  two  or  three  trustees  to  those  already  appointed  in 
connection  with  the  Hymn  Booky  with  the  view  to  the  issuing  of  all  the 
editions  of  the  Psalter  and  Hymn  Book. 

^  HI.  Propriety  of  issuing  all  the  Hymn  Books  with  marks  of  expres- 
sion for  singing. — It  was  agreed  to  confine  the  marks  of  expression  to 
the  musical  editions. 

*  IV.  Propriety  of  adding  the  word  "  Amen  "  to  the  hymns  in  all  the 
editions. — Agreed  to  confine  this  also  to  the  musical  editions,  the  word 
to  be  placed  wherever  the  Psalmody  Committee  may  think  it  suitable.' 

The  Committee  have  thought  it  necessary  to  expedite  the  work,  so 
as  to  have  the  book  issued  as  speedily  as  possible ;  and  with  this  view 
they  deemed  it  wise  to  have  electrotypes  prepared  which  should  be  the 
property  of  the  Synod,  leaving  open  all  future  arrangements  as  to  publi- 
cation. Having  invited  estimates  to  be  given  as  to  the  cost  of  prepar- 
ing electrotype  plates,  the  Committee  accepted  that  of  Messrs.  Parlaoe 
of  Paisley.  That  firm  has  accordingly  prepared  plates  of  about  100 
pages  of  the  book  in  each  of  the  notations. 

As  the  work  of  the  Hymn  Book  Committee  is  now  closed,  and  the 
new  book  on  the  Synod's  table,  there  is  an  urgent  demand  for  the  speedy 
'issue  of  the  musical  edition.  The  Committee  have  therefore  unanimously 
agreed  to  ask  the  Synod  that  the  Tune  Book  be  issued  in  parts,  so  as  to 
overtake  the  demand  for  proper  music  to  the  new  hymns.  Should  the 
Synod  comply  with  this  request,  the  Committee  are  satisfied  that  the 
work  could  be  completed  in  six  parts,  probably  at  sixpence  each,  and  that ' 
the  first  part  could  be  issued  about  the  end  of  June.  The  propriety  of 
issuing  the  work  in  this  way  has  been  pressed  on  the-  Committee  as 
desirable  for  other  reasons  than  that  now  given,  namely,  to  ensure  the 
widest  publicity  to  the  entire  woirk. 

Of  the  Tunes  selected  and  adapted  to  the  Hymns,  many  are  copy- 
right, of  which  a  large  number  have  been  freely  granted  to  the  Com- 
mittee by  their  composers  or  publishers.  Others  have  been  acquired, 
sometimes  after  considerable  effort,  by  purchase.  Some  of  the  Tunes,  and 
by  far  the  greater  number  of  the  harmonies,  are  the  property  of  the 
Synod.  At  this  stage  of  the  progress  of  the  work,  the  Committee  do  not 
deem  it  necessary  to  indicate  the  sources  from  which  they  have  drawn 
the  materials  of  the  book.  But  they  cannot  conclude  their  Report  without 
referring  to  the  large  correspondence  with  eminent  composers  that  has 
been  ably  conducted  by  the  Convener  of  the  Sub-Committee,  the  Kev. 
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Andrew  Henderson,  to  whom  the  Committee  have  specially  tendered 
their  thanks,  and  whose  services,  in  preparing  work  for  the  Editor,  and, 
generally,  in  revising  proofs,  and  otherwise  largely  aiding  the  Committee, 
have  been  invaluable.  It  is  deeply  solemnizing  that  thre^  of  the  most 
eminent  men  with  whom  the  Committee  have  been  on  terms,  and  whose 
tanes  will  hold  a  high  placei  in  the  Tune  Book^  have  passed  away  within 
the  last  few  months.  Simply  to  name  them  is  enough — The  Bev.  J.  B. 
Dykes,  Mus.  Doc,  Vicar  of  St.  Oswald's,  Durham ;  Dr.  J.  H.  Gaunt- 
lett,  Co-Editor  of  Congregational  Psalmist;  and  Dr.  Samuel  Sebastian 
Wesley,  Organist  of  Gloucester  Cathedral. 

The  Committee  do  not  disguise  the  fact  that  very  considerable  out- 
lay has  already  been  incurred,  and  further  expenditure  must  be  made 
in  order  to  complete  their  labours.  At  the  same  time  the  Synod  must 
be  made  aware  of  the  property  it  holds  in  the  copyright  of  Tunes  and  in 
the  electrotype  plates,  which  have  been  specially  prepared  for  the  Book, 
all  of  which  will  in  due  course  yield  a  su£Bcient  return  to  repay  the 
Synod  for  the  charges  now  being  made  against  its  Treasurer. 

That  the  blessing  of  Him  ^  who  inhabiteth  the  praises  of  Israel '  may 
abide  on  the  Committee,  and  guide  them  successfully  to  the  consumma- 
tion of  their  work,  and  that  ^  the  work  begun,  continued,  and  ended'  in 
prayer  may  issue  in  praise,  is  the  prayer  of  your  Committee,

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  THE  REVISION  OF 
THE  HYMN  BOOK. 

YoUB  Committee  have  the  satisfaction  to  report  that  they  have  com- 
pleted the  work  entrusted  to  them,  and  they  now  lay  on  the  Synod's 
table  a  copy  of  the  Revised  Hymn  Book,  as  issued  for  use  throughout 
the  Church.  The  publication  has  been  delayed  longer  than  the  Com- 
mittee could  have  wished,  but  it  may  be  stated  in  explanation,  so  far,  that 
in  consequence  of  the  decision  of  Synod  at  its  last  meeting,  they  had  to 
wait  until  after  the  1st  of  October — the  time  fixed  for  receiving  sugges- 
tions— before  finally  determining  on  the  contents  of  the  New  Hymn 
Book.  This  period,  however,  was  not  with  the  Committee  one  of  inaction. 
As  no  fewer  than  one  hundred  and  thirty-nine  hymns  m  the  new  collec- 
tion are  copyright,  si  very  large  correspondence  with  authors  and  pub- 
lishers had  to  be  opened  up,  and  a  great  variety  of  details  had  to  he 
adjusted,  with  a  view  to  publication,  which  not  only  occasioned  much 
labour,  but  necessarily  occupied  considerable  time.  And  here  it  is  the 
pleasing  duty  of  the  Committee  to  acknowledge  the  uniform  courtesy 
with  which  their  applications  to  authors  and  publishers  for  the  use  of 
copyright  hymns  were  met,  and  the  readiness  with  which,  in  almost 
every  instance,  the  privilege  was  freely  granted.  Only  in  a  few  cases 
was  payment  made  a  condition  of  insertion. 

Besides  their  labours  in  this  direction,-  the  Committee  entered  on  a 
final  and  thorough  revision  of  the  Draft  in  connection  with  the  sugges- 
tions sent  in  to  them,  their  desire  being  to  bring  the  New  Hymn  Book 
into  as  full  accord  as  possible  vnth  the  expressed  sentiments  of  the 
Church,  and  to  increase  its  excellence  and  usefulness.  The  following 
are  the  more  important  changes  which  have  been  made : — 

Hymns  added  from  the  present  Hymn  Booh, 

After  carefully  considering  the  list  of  hymns  recommended  for  inser- 
tion, the  Committee  agreed  that  Hymns  7,  46,  139,  281,  284,  332,  and 
371  in  the  present  Hymn  Book  should  be  added  to  the  new  collection. 
The  versions  of  some  of  these  will  be  found  to  differ  from  those  in  ^^^ 
present  Hymn  Book,  the  Committee  adhering,  with  respect  to  them, 
to  the  principle  on  which  they  have  acted  throughout,  of  adopting  the 
original  form  of  a  hymn,  unless  there  are  paramount  reasons  for  alter- 
ing it. 
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New  Hymns  added. 

Ten  new  hymns  have  been  added,  namely,  those  appearing  in  the 
New  Hymn  Book  as  Nos.  9,  28,  32,  42,  97,  154,  157,  233,  335,  345— 
the  last  two  being  children's  hymns. 

Hymns  dropped. 

Three  hymns  in  the  Draft  have  been  deleted,  in  addition  to  those 
specified  in  the  Eeport  of  1875,  namely.  Hymns  26,  38,  and  88,  in  lieu  of 
which  the  hymns  by  Mrs.  Gusins,  numbered  28,  42,  and  97  in  the  pre- 
ceding list,  have  been  substituted. 

In  the  revision,  particular  attention  has  been  paid  to  the  punctuation, 
the  Scripture  headings,  and  the  indices,  which  last,  it  is  hoped,  will  be 
found  so  full  and  clearly  arranged  as  to  render  reference  to  the  contents 
of  the  New  Hymn  Book  both  easy  and  prompt. 

Having  finished  their  labours,  your  Committee,  as  instructed,  handed 
over  the  New  Hymn  Book,  consisting  of  three  hundred  and  sixty-six 
Hymns,  eighteen  Doxologies,  and  twenty-four  Scripture  sentences,  for 
publication  to  the  Trustees  appointed  by  the  Synod  for  that  purpose, 
whose  ready  and  efficient  services  have  enabled  the  Committee  to  lay 
the  book  before  the  Synod  at  its  present  meeting. 

Without  anticipating  the  Eeport  of  the  Trustees,  the  Committee  may 
here  state  for  the  infc»ination  of  the  Synod  that  arrangements  have  been 
made  for  the  immediate  issue  of  four  editions  of  the  New  Hymn  Book. 

First  An  edition  in  crown  8vo,  large  type,  for  pulpit  use  and  for 
the  aged. 

Secondly.  An  edition  in  24mo,  in  Bourgeois  type. 

Thirdly.  An  edition  in  32mo,  Minion  type. 

Fourthly.  A  cheap  edition,  for  schools  and  young  people,  in  Non- 
pareil type. 

To  be  sold  respectively  at  2s.  6d., — Is., — 6d.,  and  2d., — prices  which,  it 
is  believed,  will  suit  all  classes,  and  by  bringing  the  New  Hymn  Book 
within  the  reach  of  the  poorest  in  our  congregations,  will  go  far  to 
obviate  objections  to  the  substitution  of  the  New  Hymn  Book  for  the 
old  one  on  the  score  of  expense.  Besides  the  above,  a  musical  edition, 
with  an  appropriate  tune  to  each  hymn,  after  the  manner  of  the  old 
Psalters,  is  already  in  a  state  of  forwardness,  the  particulars  of  which 
will  be  found  in  the  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Psalmody. 

Such  is  a  brief  outline  of  the  work  of  your  Committee  during  the 
past  year,  and  of  the  final  results  of  their  labours.  Fifteen  meetings  have 
been  held,  and  though  not  so  largely  attended  as  in  former  years,  they 
have  been  characterized  by  the  same  spirit  of  earnest  and  loving  co- 
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operation.  Once  more  the  shadow  of  death  has  fallen  on  the  Committee, 
and  they  have  to  record  the  loss  of  an  esteemed  brother, — Mr.  Thomson, 
late  of  Slateford,  who  from  the  first  took  a  deep  and  intelligent  interest 
in  the  laboars  of  the  Committee,  and  bj  his  unremitting  attention,  and 
judicious  criticisms  and  counsel,  materially  aided  in  the  preparation  of 
the  New  Hymn  Book. 

It  is  not  for  the  Committee  to  indicate  any  opinion  as  to  the  merits 
of  the  collection  they  have  prepared  for  the  use  of  the  Church.     This 
much  only  will  they  say,  that  they  have  brought,  with  some  measure  of 
devotedness,  whatever  qualifications,  knowledge,  and  attainments  they 
possess,  to  the  work  in  which  they  have  been  engaged,  and  have   been 
united  in  the  desire  to  realize,  as  fully  as  possible,  in  the  New  Hymn 
Book,  what  they  conceive  such  a  book  should   be — ^sound  in  doctrine^ 
catholic  in  spirit,  replete  with   devotional  fervour,  broad   in  Christian 
experience,    manifold    in    spiritual   utterance,    healthy  in    sentiment, 
elevated  in  tone,  correct  in  taste,  and  aglow  with  poetic  fire,  providing 
at  once  fit  expression  and  varied  incentive  to  praise.    How  far  they 
have  come  short  of  their  own  ideal,  none  can  be  more  painfully  sensible 
than  the  Committee  themselves ;  yet,  such  as  it  is,  they  offer  the  book 
for  the  generous  acceptance  of  the  Church,  giving  God  thanks  for  all 
his  loving  guidance   and   aid,   and   for  the  delightful  fellowship   and 
unbroken  harmony  the  members  of  Committee  have  enjoyed  one  with 
another  during  the  preparation  of  the  work.     And  now  they  commend 
it  to  Him  in  whose  name  and  with  a  view  to  whose  praise  it  has  been 
prepared,   praying  that  He   would  make  it   a   means  of  .quickeningy 
edifying,  and  gladdening  His  Church,  and  of  promoting  the  spread  of 
His  own  truth  and  glory  in  the  earth.

REPORT  OF  SYNOD'S  COMMITTEE  ON  THE  DIS- 
ESTABLISHMENT AND  DISENDOWMENT  OF  THE 
ESTABLISHED  CHURCHES  OP  ENGLAND  AND 
SCOTLAND. 

The  Disestablishment  question  receives,  both  directly  and  indirectlj, 
increasing  attention  and  discussion  throughout  the  country.  The  hopes 
or  fears  connected  with  it  affect  attempts  at  legislation  on  all  collateral 
questions  of  education,  and  even  on  those  of  the  franchise.  The  numer- 
ous ecclesiastical  bills  brought  before  Parliament  last  session  induced 
the  Committee  to  issue,  shortly  after  the  meeting  of  Synod,  a  series  of 
resolutions  bearing  on  the  principles  involved  in  these  bills,  and  the 
policy  incumbent  on  friends  of  Disestablishment  in  regard  to  such  legis* 
lation.  Most  of  the  bills  were  lost  or  dropped  for  the  time.  One, 
brought  in  by  the  Government,  the  St.  Albans  Bishopric  Bill,  was 
passed  into  law,  and  your  Committee  had  the  opportunity  of  petitioning 
the  Legislature  against  it. 

Besolutiom  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Synod! s  Committee  on  'the 
Disestahlishment  and  Disendowment  of  the  Churches  of  England 
and  Scotland^  on  Ecclesiastical  Questions  before  Parliament. — 
{June  7,  1875.) 

I.  That  in  the  present  session  of  Parliament,  although  strong  measures 
of  reaction  are  apparently  discouraged,  various  bills  have  been  introduced 
tending  directly  to  confirm  or  extend  the  system  of  ecclesiastical  privilege ; 
the  Burials  Bill,  and  the  Church  Rates  Abolition  (Scotland)  Bill,  designed  to 
remove  some  portion  of  the  grievances  of  Dissenters,  have  been  promptly 
talked  out  or  voted  down,  and  others  favourable  to  the  interests  of  the  party 
dominant  in  both  Houses  have  been  sedulously  promoted.  That,  while  the 
discussions  in  Parliament  are  significant  of  the  progress  of  our  cause  and 
helpful  to  it,  these  restless  endeavours  to  improve  the  position  of  the  Established 
Churches  require  to  be  met  by  the  vigilance  of  the  friends  of  Disestablishment, 
in  order  to  prevent  objectionable  though  minor  measures  being  passed  into 
law,  insidiously  creating  new  vested  interests,  and  confirming,  by  fresh  acts  of 
legislation  under  the  guise  of  reform,  the  system  which  should  be  abolished. 

II.  With  regard  to  the  measures  in  question,  The  Public  Worship  Facilities 
Bill  is  a  practical  confession  that  the  parochial  system  has  failed,  at  the  same 
time  that  its  exclusive  pretensions  remain.  The  Increase  of  the  Episcopate  BUI 
proposes  to  gain  its  end  by  re-distributing  ecclesiastical,  that  is,  national 
property,  and  receiving  voluntary  gifts  for  the  endowment  of  new  sees.     The 
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St  Allans  Bishopric  BiU^  which  is  not  permissive,  is  supported  by  Government, 
and  proceeds  on  a  similar  principle.  Attempting  to  prop  an  Eudoived  Church 
by  Voluntaryism — a  sign  that  further  endowments  cannot  openly  be  proposed — 
it  is  plain  that  it  deals  none  the  less  with  the  property  of  the  nation,  disposing 
of  it  for  ecclesiastical  purposes,  and  that  the  surrender  by  bishops  of  palaces 
which  do  not  belong  to  them,  except  as  office-holders,  and  of  the  reversion  of 
their  successors,  to  aid  the  endowment  of  the  new  bishopric,  is  not,  \7hatever  it 
may  be,  the  gift  of  property.  The  Church  Patronage  Bill,  which  aims  in  the 
feeblest  manner  at  modifying  the  traffic  in  livings,  carefully  leaves  the  root  of 
the  evil  in  the  statute,  and  still  sanctions  the  worst  forms  of  marketing  in 
benefices.  The  Interment  in  Churchyards  Bill  attempts  a  compromise  of  the 
burials  question  by  allowing  burial  without  the  rites  of  the  Church  of  £n  gland, 
but  strictly  forbidding  any  other  service  whatever  within  the  churchyard  or  its 
precincts. 

In  addition  to  these,  The  United  Parishes  (Scotland)  Bill  has  been  brought 
in  by  Mr.  Dairy mple  to  authorize  the  disjunction  and  allocation  of  glebes  for 
new  qtwad  sacra  parishes. 

Three  bills  are  also  before  Parliament  affecting  glebe  land^  and   loans  in 
Ireland.     Of  these,  the  Glebe  Loan  (Ireland)  Bill  extends  the  period  during 
which  loans  may  be  made  under  the  Glebe  Loan  (Ireland)  Acts  of  1870  and 
1871  for  an  additional  term  of  three  years.     The  Glebe  Loan  Act  of  1870, 
which  was  a  sop  to  certain  religious  bodies  in  Ireland,  enabling  them  to  obtain, 
under  the  name  of  loans.  Government  aid  to  acquire  ecclesiastical  residences 
and  glebes,  and  to    discharge   debts,  was  foreshadowed  along  with  the  Irish 
Church  Bill,  and  from  the  first  opposed  by  the  Synod's  Committee.     Apparently 
withdrawn  for  a  time  in  consequence  of  opposition,  the  proposal  was  unex- 
pectedly embodied  in  an  Act  in  the  end  of  the  session  of  1870.     That  Act  was 
amended  in  1871,  and  further  amendment  for  the  purpose  of  extending  this 
system  of  concurrent  State-favours  among  the  religious  bodies  of  Ireland  is 
proposed  by  this  bill. 

in.  That  the  whole  class  of  bills  are  of  a  distinctly  sectarian  and  party 
character,  unworthy  of  the  approval  of  an  enlightened  Legislature,  and  called 
for  by  no  necessity  which  it  belongs  to  Parliament  to  meet,  otherwise  than  by 
an  impartial  Act  of  Disestablishment  and  Disendoumient.     All  facilities  for  public 
worship  or  other  arrangements  are  already  attainable  or  may  be  enjoyed  under 
equal  laws,  whether  by  the  members  of  the  Scottish  Kirk  or  of  the  Episcopal 
Church  in  England,  without  resort  to  special  Acts ;  and  these  facilities  wonld 
be  at  once  secured  were  these  Churches  left  to  use  their  native  powers  and 
resources  like  non-established  communions.    And  equally  the  number  of  Bishops 
could  be  multiplied  at  will,   without  special  legislation,  were  the  system  of 
self-support  and  self-government  commenced  in  the  English  Church  by  Dises- 
tablishment.    Such   measures,  besides  being  uncalled  for  and  debasing  to 
religion,  infringe  on  public  rights  in  the  interest  of  sections  of  the  community, 
and  involve  Parliament  and  the  country  in   responsibility  for   the   gravest 
scandals.     To  have  their  ministers  of  religion  constituted  State  functionaries, 
with  succession  to  seats  in  Parliament  and  incomes  secured  by  statute,  can  be 
justly  claimed  neither  by  Episcopalians  nor  others.     Were  the  question  of 
property  as  raised  in  these  bills  only  one  of  re-distribution,  and  not  of  future 
compensations,  such   measures  involve,  in  any  case,  a  renewed  exercise  ot 
legislation,  wrong  in  its  principle,  confirmatory  of  a  system  which  is  unjusti 
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and   injurious  to   the  highest  interests,    and   which   ought   therefore  to  be 
terminated. 

IV.  The  hope  of  reform  with  the  English  Church,  so  far  as  legislation  can 
affect  the  issue,  lies  not  in  any  such  policy,  but  in  the  liberation  of  all  its 
functions  and  energies  by  a  comprehensive  Act  of  Disestablishment  and  Disen- 
dowment;  and  this,  with  a  similar  Act  applicable  to  the  Kirk,  which  the 
common  cause  of  religion  and  justice  urgently  demands,  ought  henceforth  to 
be  the  single  aim  of  united  Nonconformity  on  both  sides  of  the  Tweed. 

In  view  of  the  whole  bearings  of  -the  legislation  now  in  progress,  the 
Committee  are  strongly  of  opinion  that  the  friends  of  Disestablishment  ought 
not  to  consent  to  the  enactment  of  any  such  measures ;  that  in  regard  to  the 
burials  question  or  that  of  the  levy  of  Church  or  Manse  Rates  in  Scotland,  or 
any  other  measure  of  detail,  no  compromise  ought  to  be  encouraged  or 
accepted,  but  only  such  a  bill,  if  offered,  as  would  wholly  and  finally  remove 
a  specific  grievance.  And  in  particular,  that  nothing  should  be  allowed  to 
obscure,  or  interrupt,  or  divert  attention  from  the  demand  for  the  DisestahUsh- 
ment  and  Diaendovmient  of  the  Established  Churches  of  England  and  Scotland, 
as  the  only  and  final  remedy  for  existing  evils. 

Several  of  the  above  bills  were  revived  in  the  present  session,  but 
have  again  dropped  or  been  set  aside.  The  United  Parishes  (Scotland) 
Bill  passed  both  Houses  with  the  slightest  notice,  although  it  is  distinc* 
tively  a  party  measure  and  creates  new  vested  interests.  Mr.  McLaren's 
Church  Rates  Abolition  (Scotland)  Bill,  which  has  been  received  with 
much  favour  in  many  parts  of  the  country,  was  again  brought  forward, 
and  although  well  supported,  rejected  on  the  second  reading.  The  per* 
severance  of  its  author,  however,  has  compelled  the  Lord  Advocate  to 
iniroduce  a  measure  which  professes  to  be  partly  remedial.  This  mea- 
sure, which  is  somewhat  technical  in  its  terms,  varies  and  shifts  the 
pressure  and  incidence  of  the  rate,  but  it  retains  untouched  the  principle 
that  the  fabrics  of  the  Kirk  must  be  upheld  by  the  land. 

The  decision  of  the  House  of  Lords,  placing  quoad  sacra  on  the 
same  footing  as  quoad  civilia  parish  ministers  in  the  matter  of  the  pro- 
clamation of  banns,  has  given  an  impulse  to  the  demand  for  the  abolition 
of  the  present  system  of  their  publication ;  and  Dr.  Cameron  has  intro- 
duced a  bill  which  seems  adequate  for  the  purpose,  and  has  obtained 
much  support. 

One  of  the  most  important  discussions  and  divisions  of  the  session 
was  that  on  Mr.  Morgan's  Burials  Resolution,  the  result  of  which  was 
felt  to  be  highly  encouraging  to  those  who  seek  the  removal  of  the  scan- 
dalous inequality  of  the  English  churchyards. 

The  judgment  of  the  new  Court  in  the  Folkestone  Ritual  case,  which 
has  been  given  against  the  incumbent  on  all  points,  by  exasperating  the 
Ritualists,  is  likely  to  widen  the  breaches,  already  beyond  healing,  in  the 
Anglican  Establishment.  In  any  event,  the  operation  of  the  new  Act 
must  tend  to  convince  many  not  otherwise  apt  to  be  convinced,  that  the 
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government  of  the  English  State  Church  is  necessarily  £rastian,  or 
inconsistent  with  any  true  liberty  of  conscience  or  of  Church  order. 
The  same  lesson  is  beginning  to  be  taught  even  in  Scotland  to  the 
friends  of  the  Kirk,  in  the  flush  of  their  satisfaction  with  their  new  Act- 
of -Parliament  freedom..  The  working  of  the  Patronage  Act  is  not  to 
be  all  smooth  sailing,  and  threats  of  legal  proceedings  already  give 
pause  to  the  promoters  of  schemes  hastily  invented  for  the  comprehension 
and  reception  of  converts  or  perverts  from  the  ranks  of  Dissent.  The 
Uig  settlement  has  thrown  a  strong  light  on  the  policy  of  the  leaders  of 
the  Kirk,  and  has  awakened  a  general  feeling  of  resentment  on  the  part 
of  the  Church  most  nearly  affected,  which  has  given  an  impulse  to  the 
demand  from  that  quarter  for  Disestablishment. 

The  Owston  Ferry  tombstone  case  has  had  something  of  a  rival  or 
parallel  in  the  proposed  Dunfermline  monument  to  Thomas  Gillespie, 
which  the  Governnient,  in  the  person  of  the  First  Commissioner  of  Works^ 
refuses  to  allow  to  be  erected  in  the  church  of  the  Abbey  of  Dunfermline, 
where  he  was  buried,  unless  on  the  condition  that  the  most  important  fact 
in  the  history  of  the  founder  of  the  Relief  Church — ^his  expulsion  and 
deposition  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Kirk — be  suppressed,  or  erased 
from  the  record  on  the  slab.  Thanks  to  the  firmness  of  the  Wesleyan 
Conference  in  the  former  question,  the  tyrannical  interdict  of  a  State 
Church  functionary  has  been  declared  void ;  and  there  can  hardly  be 
a  doubt  that  the  firmness  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Presbyteiy  0/ 
Dunfermline,  supported  by  public  opinion  wherever  the  facts  are  known, 
will  yet  secure  a  similar  defeat  of  bigotry  and  arbitrary  power* 

The  Committee  have  much  satisfaction  in  reporting  that,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  suggestion  approved  by  last  Synod  for  bringing,  with  the 
co-operation  of  our  honoured  professors,  the  question  of  Disestablishment 
before  the  minds  of  our  theological  students,  they  were  enabled  to  arrange 
for  the  visit  of  a  deputation  to  the  junior  and  senior  Halls,  on  the  dth 
September  last ;  and  for  a  scheme  of  prize  essays  on  the  snbject  of  the 
Civil  Establishment  of  Religion,  open  to  competition  to  all  students  of 
the  Hall.   The  deputation,  who  were  cordially  received  by  professors  and 
students,  stated  briefly  the  object  of  their  appointment,  and  invited  the 
attendance  of  the  students  at  a  social  meeting  and  conference  to  be 
held  in  the  evening.    At  that  meeting,  which  was  presided  over  by  the 
venerable  Professor  Harper,   and  attended  by  the  great  body  of  the 
students,  addresses  on  the  various  aspects  of  the  question  of  Disestablish- 
ment were  delivered  by  Professors  Eadie  and  Cairns,  and  by  the  Rev- 
Henry  Benton,  the  Rev.  Alex.  Oliver,  the  Rev.  James  Davidson,  the 
Rev.  Dr.  G.  C.  Hutton,  Convener,  and  Messrs.  J.  Dick  Peddie  and  George 
Pearson  as  representing  the  Committee.    Several  students  also  took  part  in 
the  proceedings,  which  were  enthusiastic  throughout.    The  students  were 
furnished  with  the  publications  of  the  Committee,  and  with  a  printed 
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syllabus  of  the  prize  essay  scheme.  From  the  step  thus  auspiciously 
taken,  much  fruit  may  be  expected  in  due  time,  as  sound  and  studious 
acquaintance  with  the  principles  and  history  of  the  question  of  Civil 
Establishments  of  Keligion  advances  among  the  future  ministers  of  the 
Church. 

To  those  friends  who  so  cheerfully  responded  to  the  appeal  of  the 
Committee,  by  providing  the  needful  funds  for  the  Prize  Essay  Scheme, 
the  best  thanks  of  the  Church  are  due. 

The  Committee  issued  in  July  the  following  circular  to  Presby- 
teries : — 

The  Synod's  Committee  on  Disestablishment  beg  respectfully  to  call  the 
attention  of  brethren  and  of  Presbyteries  to  the  recent  deliverances  of  Synod 
on  this  subject,  and  to  the  practical  suggestions  contained  in  their  last  Report 
{see  Appendix  to  Minutes  of  Synod^  1875)  ;  especially  to  the  recommendations  of 
Synod  embodied  in  the  minutes  of  December  last.  Should  these  in  any  case 
have  been  overlooked,  it  would  be  important  \^ere  such  effect  given  to  them  as 
may  be  practicable.  The  Committee  particularly  direct  attention  to  the 
Synod's  recommendation  regarding  the  appointment  of  a  Committee  on  Dis- 
establishment in  each  Presbytery.  Such  a  Committee  would  be  able  to  devise 
from  time  to  time  the  best  means  of  locally  furthering  the  cause,  by  moving 
the  question  in  Presbytery  or  otherwise,  and  would  also  communicate  on  any 
point  with  the  Synod's  Committee.  The  Committee  hope  that  it  may  be  in  the 
power  of  your  Presbytery  to  act  in  this  matter  during  the  season ;  and  it  will 
jnuch  oblige  them  if  you  will  inform  me  at  your  convenience  what  has  been 
done. 

Already  a  large  number  of  Presbyteries  have  appointed  Committees, 
and  it  is  expected  that  others  will  follow.  This  measure,  when  completed 
and  in  operation,  cannot  but  give  a  great  stimulus  to  thoughtful  discus- 
sion of  the  question  in  the  various  localities. 

The  Committee  have  had  the  means  of  offering  various  suggestions 
and  affording  aid  in  quarters  which  have  proved  useful  beyond  the  limits 
of  the  Church.  It  is  known  to  them  that  important  courses  of  lectures 
have  been  delivered  in  various  towns  during  the  year ;  that  important 
resolutions  have  been  adopted  and  discussions  have  taken  place  in  Pres- 
byteries, and  that  meetings  of  more  public  interest  have  been  held, — 
all  bringing  the  question  of  Disestablishment  before  the  minds  of  large 
bodies  of  the  people. 

It  is  worthy  of  note  that  in  England  the  meetings  held  for  the  dis- 
cussion of  the  question  have  been  more  numerous  and  quickening  than 
in  any  former  year.  The  recent  effective  visits  of  eminent  Noncon- 
formist ministers  to  the  great  English  towns  is  suggestive  of  the  great 
utility  of  employing  a  powerful  platform  advocacy  in  connection  with 
our  movement. 

The  Committee  would  wish  to  see  all  Presbyteries  of  the  Church 
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centres  of  vigilance  and  wise  action,  and  the  ministers  generally  alive  to 
the  opportunities  and  requirements  of  their  localities  in  this  matter.  The 
people  are  ripe  for  earnest  leadership  and  teaching  of  principles.  They 
have  now  dinned  into  their  ears  the  cries  of  the  upholders  and  apologists 
of  the  State  Churches ;  they  are  subjected  to  an  increasing  social  and 
political  pressure  in  the  interest  of  the  existing  system ;  and  it  is  indispen- 
sable that  they  be  faithfully  and  fully  taught  the  present  truth.  If  the 
United  Presbyterian  Church  is  to  continue  to  hold  her  ground  as  a 
witness  for  Christ  in  the  land,  it  cannot  be  by  silence  or  ambiguity  in 
her  public  teaching  on  the  essentials  of  spiritual  independence  and  trae 
church  life,  but  by  a  clear  and  ringing  testimony  in  behalf  of  the  truth 
most  surely  believed  among  us. 

The  Committee  have  much  pleasure  in  submitting  Draft  Pastoral  as 
formerly  authorized. 

The  Committee  respectfully  suggest  to  the  Synod  that  they  be  re- 
appointed, with  former  powers  and  instructions,  to  watch  over  the 
question  of  Disestablishment,  and  to  prosecute  the  prize  essay  and 
other  schemes ;  that  the  Draft  Pastoral  be  approved  and  adopted,  and 
remitted  to  the  Committee  to  send  down  to  the  Churches,  and  that 
the  Synod  renew  the  recommendations  of  former  Synods  to  ministers 
and  Presbyteries  on  the  question  of  Disestablishment  (Minutes,  Dec. 
1874  and  1875),  especially  in  regard  to  the  appointment  of  Presby- 
terial  Committees  thereanent ;  and  the  drawing  of  special  attention  in 
pulpit  instructions  to  the  subject  of  the  spirituality  and  independence  of 
the  Church,  and  the  law  of  Christ  for  its  maintenance  and  extension, 
and  the  manner  in  which  these  are  violated  by  the  system  of  civil 
establishments  of  religion.

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PASTORAL  ADDRESS  OF  THE  SYNOD  OF  THE  UNITED 
PRESBYTERIAN  CHURCH  ON  DISESTABLISHMENT. 

Deab  Bbethben, — The  question  of  Disestablishment  has  bearings  on 
the  interests  of  the  Church  of  Christ  so  intimate  and  important,  that 
the  duties  of  Christian  citizens  in  regard  to  the  furtherance  of  righteous 
legislation,  and  the  yindication  of  Scriptural  principles  in  this  matter, 
cannot  be  neglected  with  fidelity  to  these  interests ;  and  the  present 
movements  in  the  Established  Churches  of  the  country  make  it  specially 
fitting  that  the  Synod  should  address  the  members  of  our  Church  with 
reference  to  our  principles  and  position. 

The  Government  of  the  country  has  lately  passed  an  Act  for  the 
Abolition  of  Patronage  in  the  Established  Church  of  Scotland,  ostensibly 
with  the  view  of  promoting  the  return  of  those  who  have  left  her  com- 
munion ;  apd  the  courts  of  that  Church  are  engaged  in  framing  measures 
for  the  more  easy  entrance  of  ministers  who  may  be  disposed  to  embrace 
the  opportunity.  The  claim  has  been  made  that  the  Church  of  Scot- 
land now  possesses  all  the  freedom  and  independence  which  the  Church 
of  Christ  should  have  according  to  the  principles  of  the  New  Testament, 
and  even  a  greater  share  of  them,  as  sanctioned  by  Govemn^ent,  than 
now  belongs  to  the  non-established  Churches.  We  should  understand 
whether  we  can  accept  these  offers,  and,  if  not,  we  should  be  ready  with 
our  reasons.  The  failure  also  of  the  movement  for  Union  between  this 
Church  and  other  non-established  Presbyterian  Churches  has  brought 
our  principles  into  prominence,  as  being  the  bar  to  that  desirable  event. 
We  are  thus  invited  to  consider  our  position,  and  what  we  are  to  make 
of  it. 

The  abolition  of  Patronage  by  the  Government  has  not  affected  the 
main  grounds  of  our  objection  to  the  Establishment.  It  was  a  boon 
asked  for  by  the  Church,  not  as  a  Christian  right,  but  as  a  measure  of 
expediency  needful  to  sustain  a  civil  institution,  and  fitted  to  build  it  up 
by  the  withdrawal  of  members  from  other  communities;  and  it  would 
be  mere  affectation  to  refrain  from  saying  that  it  was  political  considera- 
tions, and  not  regard  to  the  constitution  of  a  Scriptural  Church,  that 
guided  the  Government  in  its  action.  The  principles  of  the  New  Testa- 
ment and  the  inherent  rights  of  the  Christian  people  were  never  mooted; 
constituted  as  Parliament  is,  it  is  impossible  that  they  could  be.  When 
Christian  rights  had  been  beaten  and  cast  into  prison,  they  should  not 
have  been  thus  thrust  out  privily.  We  need  not  say  that  we  claim  our 
freedom  on  another  basis ;  not  as  a  boon  from  the  British  Parliament, 
however  obedient  we  are  to  it  in  all  civil  duties,  but  as  an  inalienable 
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part  of  our  Christian  heritage.  What  Caesar  has  withheld,  and  gives  as 
a  favour,  he  could  again  withdraw ;  and  if  we  accepted  it  in  this  waj, 
we  should  be  his  feudatories. 

The  constituency,  moreover,  which  has  been  created  by  the  Govern- 
ment is  one  we  cannot  approve.  With  a  seeming  liberality  in  widening 
the  elective  franchise  to  those  who  are  merely  attenders  at  church,  it 
attacks  the  rights  of  the  proper  members.  This  new  constituency  could 
turn  the  scale  in  many  an  election,  and  become  the  patron  of  the 
church.  The  administration  falls,  at  least  partly,  into  the  power  of 
those  who  have  undertaken  no  responsibility  and  made  no  profession  of 
Christianity,  as  Christ  has  required  it.  It  is  thus  a  new  kind  of  civil 
patronage,  in  some  respects  more  dangerous  than  the  old,  as  its  tendency 
is,  more  and  more,  to  bring  the  choice  of  the  Christian  minister  into  the 
form  of  a  municipal  vote, — a  system  which  in  some  countries  of  the 
Continent  has  secularized  the  Church  to  the  most  lamentable  extent,  and 
gone  far  to  destroy  the  distinction  between  her  and  the  world.  In  the 
attempt  to  make  her  national,  a  clear  breach  is  made  in  the  Christian 
character  of  her  administration. 

If  it  were  true,  as  is  asserted,  that  the  Established  Church  has 
obtained,  by  Government  sanction,  certain  privileges  of  independent  rule 
denied  to  non-established  Churches,  it  would  only  be  another  instance 
of  the  partiality  and  wrong  inherent  in  the  system,  that  peculiar  im- 
munity from  law  should  be  granted  to  those  who  will  take  Government 
support.  But  it  is  not  true.  The  Government  bill  declared  the  Estab- 
lished Church  independent  in  working  out  the  new  privilege,  but  it 
abstained  from  declaring  her  independent  in  the  whole  range  of  her 
spiritual  domain,  and,  more  especially,  it  did  not  revoke  the  claim  already 
made  to  compel  her  to  perform  acts  of  ordination  and  refrain  from  acts 
of  deposition  ;  and  she  therefore  still  remains  under  the  binding  power 
of  these  decisions.  It  is  quite  true  that  any  Government  may  seek  to 
intrude  into  the  spiritual  functions  of  non-established  Churches ;  but  then 
it  would  be  intrusion,  not  a  power  admitted  by  the  constitution  of  the 
Churches.  We  may  not  be  able  to  escape  persecution,  but  we  can 
escape  blame  by  depriving  it  of  legal  pretext ;  and  certainly  we  shall 
never  try  to  avoid  it  by  giving  up  what  we  believe  to  be  the  right  of  the 
Christian  Church  to  independence  in  her  purely  spiritual  functions. 

But  even  though  all  these  things  had  been  otherwise, — though,  by  a 
wonderful  supposition,  the  freedom  and  purity  of  New  Testament 
principles  had  been  consulted  by  Parliament  in  making  this  law,-— oar 
great  objection  to  the  civil  establishment  of  religion  would  remain  un- 
affected. The  experience  of  our  Church,  through  its  history,  has  carried 
us  to  the  conviction  that  its  support  should  depend  on  the  free  gifts  of 
its  friends,  and  not  on  stipends  secured  by  compulsion,  or  grants  from 
the  national  exchequer.    The  basis  of  the  Church  of  Christy  as  laid

down  in  the  New  Testament,  is  purely  spiritual,  and  it  disclaims,  through 
its  Lord  and  His  apostles,  all  recourse  to  earthly  power  for  its  extension 
or  maintenance.  Its  simple  law  of  finance  is,  ^  Let  him  that  is  taught 
in  the  word  communicate  to  him  that  teacheth ;  *  and  we  have  no  hint 
of  a  time  coming  when  carnal  weapons  should  be  lawful  in  securing  a 
sustenance  for  the  ministry,  and  in  supplanting  or  helping  out  the  free- 
will offerings  of  hearts  that  have  felt  the  constraining  power  of  truth 
and  love.  Its  precepts  and  principles  are  all  marked  by  a  justice  and 
equity  that  condemn  advantages  extorted  by  force,  and  possessed  by  an 
infringement  on  the  rights  of  others.  The  rule  of  doing  to  others  as 
we  would  they  should  do  to  us,  should  prevent  any  man  from  seeking 
bounty  and  superior  privileges  for  his  own  religion  at  the  public  cost. 
We  hold  that  the  duty  of  giving  for  the  gospel  is  not  of  the  circa  saeray 
about  sabred  things^  but  in  sacris^  among  them  ;  and  it  is  closely  connected 
with  all  the  other  work  of  the  Christian  Church, — with  preserving  its 
purity  of  doctrine  and  spiritual  life,  with  the  interest  its  members  should 
take  in  its  operations,  and  the  exertions  they  should  make  to  extend  its  ' 
limits.  A  man  who  makes  it  part  of  his  religion  that  other  men  should 
be  compelled  to  give  to  it,  is  not  likely  to  feel  readily  that  it  is  more 
blessed  to  give  than  to  receive.  To  relieve  men  of  the  duty  of  supporting 
their  own  religion,  or  to  force  them  to  it,  is  very  like  absolving  them 
from  praising  God ;  for  giving  is  the  best  form  of  thanksgiving,  and, 
more  than  any  other  form,  it  enlarges  the  heart  that  uses  it. 

When  we  look  at  any  nation,  and  especially  our  own,  the  injustice 
and  evil  of  the  compulsory  support  of  religion  are  manifest.  Even  if 
all  the  people  of  a  country  were  united  in  their  faith,  it  would  be  a  poor 
thing  to  have  to  go  to  Government  and  ask  it  to  tax  them  to  give  for 
their  religion.  This  way  of  it  would  destroy  the  cheerfulness  of  giving 
which  it  is  said  the  Lord  loves,  and  it  would  paralyze  its  power;  for 
religion,  to  be  strong  and  active,  must  have  its  expressions  free.  But 
no  country,  and  certainly  not  ours,  is  united  in  its  faith:  some  are 
iadi£Ferent  or  directly  hostile,  and  to  subject  them  to  tribute  is  not 
likely  to  make  them  more  favourable.  For  a  stronger  reason  than 
Abraham  gave  to  the  king  of  Sodom,  the  Christian  Church  should  not 
take  from  such  men  from  a  thread  to  a  shoe-latchet.  A  still  larger 
number  have  been  led  by  their  convictions  to  adopt  views  different  from 
those  of  the  State-favoured  community,  and  they  are  compelled  to 
contribute  to  systems  they  conscientiously  disapprove.  So  long  as  they 
discharge  their  duties  to  the  State  as  fully  and  loyally  as  others,  it  is 
unjust  that  they  should  have  this  wrong  inflicted  on  them.  Civil 
governments  have  their  duties  to  perform  with  the  light  of  the  word 
of  God  shed  on  them ;  but  that  word  nowhere  gives  them  right  to  be 
judges  of  the  way  in  which  men  should  serve  God,  and  to  measure 
out  favour  and  disadvantage  accordingly.     Their  part  is  to  be  a  terror 
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to  evil-doers  and  a  praise  to  them  that  do  well ;  but  it  is  oat  of  their 
province  to  make  nonconformity  an  act  of  evil-doing,  and  conformity 
a  virtue  to  be  rewarded  by  the  judge. 

This  system  of  favouritism  on  the  part  of  the  State  has  had  the  most 
unhappy  effect  in  civil  society.  It  has  divided  it  into  two  parts, — 
established  and  non-established, — g^^^i^g  to  the  one  the  ofiFensive  idea  of 
superiority  and  to  the  other  the  sense  of  wrong,  and  making  contests  in 
general  and  municipal  government  turn  on  questions  that  should  never 
arise  there — questions  that  do  not  concern  the  broad  interests  of  the 
nation,  but  the  privileges  of  a  sect.  As  members  of  a  non-established 
Church,  we  have  no  wish  to  claim  the  possession  of  all  the  meekness 
and  patience  for  our  own  side ;  but  we  plead  for  the  root  of  bitterness 
being  removed,  by  equal  treatment  being  measured  out  to  all  who 
discharge  their  part  as  good  citizens.  Holding  these  principles  not  only 
as  the  dictates  of  natural  justice,  but  as  part  of  the  righteousness  and 
charity  of  the  gospel,  it  is  clear  that  we  cannot  join  the  Church  of 
Scotland  while  she  claims  this  pre-eminence  over  the  other  Churches  of 
the  land.  Were  we  to  do  so,  we  should  be  passing  from  the  side  of 
those  who  suffer  the  wrong  to  that  of  those  who  do  it ;  and  of  the  two, 
we  should  rather  endure  than  inflict. 

There  are  misrepresentations  of  our  views  abroad  from  different 
quarters,  against  which  our  people  should  be  warned.  We  are  called, 
in  reproach,  political  Dissenters  when  we  seek  the  redress  of  civil 
grievances.  What  name  is  to  be  given  to  those  who  are  so  busy  in 
politics  to  keep  the  grievances  alive,  and  who  will  not  let  us  put  an  end 
to  the  name  of  Dissenters  by  granting  the  equality  which  belongs  to  us 
as  citizens  and  Christians?  Our  views  are  said  to  be  infidel,  because 
we  will  not  have  the  magistrate  give  public  money  for  the  support  of 
the  Church;  -whereas  we  have  faith  in  the  power  of  the  gospel  to 
support  itself,  and  wish  the  magistrate  to  be  honest  in  applying  the 
public  money  for  the  good  of  all.  We  deny,  it  is  said,  Christ's  Headship 
over  the  nations;  whereas  we  hold  that  He  possesses  all  power  in 
heaven  and  on  earth,  while  we  also  believe  that  as  Eang  in  Zion  He  has 
appointed  a  mode  of  government  and  source  of  revenue  different  in  kind 
from  those  of  earthly  kingdoms.  The  revenue  of  a  spiritual  kingdom 
must  be  free,  and  to  make  it  compulsory  is  not  homage  to  that  King 
who  makes  His  people  willing.  It  is  said  we  cut  the  civil  magistrate  off 
from  the  word  of  God ;  on  the  contrary,  we  would  send  him  to  it  to 
read  his  duties  in  its  light ;  and  there  he  will  find  that  it  is  not  his  duty 
to  use  his  sword  for  the  extension  or  maintenance  of  Christ's  kingdom. 
We  would  make  it  impossible,  it  is  said,  to  have  a  national  religion.  If 
national  religion  means  the  proclamation  of  an  ofiicial  faith  by  Govern- 
ment trumpets  in  the  market-place,  we  certainly  disapprove  of  it ;  but  if 
it  be  the  kingdom  that  is  righteousness  and  peace,  entering  the  heart  of 
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the  nation  in  Christ's  way,  and  there  operating  by  the  golden  law  toward 
all  within  and  all  without,  there  are  none  more  wishful  for  it.     This  is 
the  only  national  religion — soft,  but  powerful  as  sunlight — that  will  ever 
avert  the  thraat  so  superficially  quoted  against  us:   ^The  nation  and 
kingdom  that  will  not  serve  Thee  shall  perish.'     It  is  charged  against 
us  that  we  wish  to  remove  the  great  bulwark  of  Protestantism,  and  that 
then  Popery  will  overflow  the  land.     If  we  thought  Protestantism  had 
no  better  defence,  we  should  despair  of .  it;  but  we  wish  to  remove  an 
Establishment  which  is  doing  tenfold  more  than  all  other  causes  piit 
together  to  promote  Popery,  and  which,  by  taking  the  care  of  their  own 
religion  out  of  the  hands  of  the  Christian  people  of  England,  has  made 
the  mass  of  them  apathetic,  because  they  feel  themselves  powerless,  and 
has  compelled  an  earnest  few  to  cry  ignominiously  to  civil  courts  instead 
of  to  the  Church  itself  to  save  Protestant  truth.    It  is  a  remarkable  fact 
that  Protestantism  is  losing  ground  only  where  it  is  established.     Wo 
are  charged,  further,  with  forwarding  the  principles  of  Communism  in 
seeking  to  nationalize  the  revenues  of  the  Established  Church.     The 
revenues  of  the  Established  Church  are,  in  the  main,  neither  individual 
property  nor  corporate,  but  national ;  and  our  claim  is  that,  so  far  as 
they  are  national,  they  be  applied  to  the  good  of  the  nation  as  a  whole, 
subject  to  the  life  interests  involved  in  them.    Every  country  in  Europe, 
our  own  included,  has  already  admitted  this  principle  in  action.     As  the 
State  has  changed  the  destination  of  the  revenues  from  sect  to  sect 
before,  it  has  the  right,  legally  and*  morally,  to  deal  with  them  on  a 
broader  and  more  righteous  principle  than  ever,  and  to  make  them 
national  in  the  true  sense.     So  far  from  the  views  of  Evangelical  Non- 
conformists  being  helpful   to   Communism,   it   could   be  shown    that 
Communism  prevails  chiefly  where  State  Churchism  is  dominant,  as  a 
recoil  from  its  repressive  system — witness  France,  Spain,  Germany,  and 
Russia.     We  are  far  from  charging  our  own  Established  Churches  with 
action  like  that  which  prevails  in  these  countries;  but  were  Noncon- 
formity crushed  out  as  some  desire,  and  Conformity  triumphant,  not 
only  liberty  but  order  would  be  ii^  hazard.    Masses  of  the  people,  who  in 
other  countries  are  the  prey  of  communistic  demagogues,  have  with  us 
found  a  refuge  in  the  Nonconformist  Churches,  where  their  love  of 
freedom  has  been  regulated  by  the  regard  for  right  and  law  taught  in 
the  Bible.    We  can  justly  boast  that  we  have  offered  a  home  to  liberty  and 
loyalty  united,  all  the  stronger  that  our  allegiance  cannot  be  suspected 
of  self-interest, — ^  True  as  the  dial  to  the  sun,  although  not  shone  upon.' 
Besides  the  necessity  of  giving  an  answer  to  the  call  to  rejoin  the 
Established  Church,  it  is  our  duty  to  be  clear  in  the  vindication  of  our 
principles  for  other  important  reasons.    Any  one  who  looks  at  the  ten« 
(lency  of  events  in  our  time  will  see  that  the  maintenance  of  the  present 
Establishments,  and,  still  more,  the  attempt  to  build  them  up  by  fresh 
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privilege,  most  lead  to  the  endowment  of  other  Ohnrahes  wherever  they 
are  willing  to  accept  it.    The  sense  of  political  jostice  is  so  strong  that  the 
end  must  be  either  to  level  up  or  down.    With  Presbyterianiam  endowed 
in  Scotland,  and  Anglicanism  in  England,  Bomanism  will  demand  its 
equivalent,  and,  whether  it  receive  it  in  a  full  Establishment  in  Ireland 
or  not,  it  will  have  it  In  some  other  waj.    Qovernment  is  quietly  yield- 
mg  to  its  claims  in  outlying  dependencies,  and,  in  various  ways,  at  home. 
Only  those  who  refuse  all  share  in  State  money  for  themselves  can  con- 
sistently, and,  with  any  hope  of  success,  resist  this  pernicious  system  of 
miscellaneous  endowment,  a  system  that  is  laden  with  financial  burdens, 
political  danger,  and  religious  falsehood.    The  Union  of  Evangelical 
Christian  Churches  is  another  question  that  occupies  the  thoughts  of 
many.     It  is  felt  to  be  a  time  for  gathering  together  those  who  agree  in 
tlie  great  essentials  of  gospel  truth.     We  can  never  do  it  by  enclosing 
the  explosive  element  that  has  broken  us  into  fragments.    In  the  United 
States,  in  our  colonies,  in  England,  where  Presbyterianism  is  free  from 
the  interference  of  the  State,  Union  has  been  found  easy,  and  the  Pres- 
byterian Churches  live  in  harmony  with  all  around  them,  where  there 
is  no  unnatural  assumption  of  superiority.    Is  it  too  much  in  the  divided 
state  of  churches  in  our  own  land,  to  appeal  to  Christian  men  and  mini- 
sters in  the  Established  Church  of  Scotland  to  make  the  surrender  of 
Government  prrrilege,  for  the  sake  of  Union,  which  the  Free  Church 
did  for  the  sake  of  independence,  that  the  Church  of  Christ  in  Scotland 
may  be  enabled  to  do  her  work  among  the  masses  of  people  aa  she  has 
never  yet  done  T     Whatever  the  Established  Church  is  now  doing  freely 
as  a  Church  is  a  common  gain  to  our  country,  a  testimony  to  the  power 
of  Christian  willinghood,  and  a  preparation  for  the  coming  time  when 
she  shall  dispense  with  State  support,  and  cast  h^self  entirely  on  the 
hearts  of  the  people.    What  she  is  doing  is  but  a  small  earnest  of  the 
liberality  and  life  that  would  spring  up  with  such  an  event.      Our 
objection  is  so  far  from  being  to  her  as  a  Church,  that  we  oppose  her 
connection  with  the  State  on  the  ground  of  its  fettering  her  power,  and 
putting  her  in  a  false  position  to  the  Churches  around  her.    In  regard 
to  these  other  Churches  we  claim  no  pre-eminence,  and  wish  to  have  no 
rivalry  except  in  common  work  for  the  same  end,— 'in  united  efforts  for 
maintaining  and  publishing  those  grand  elements  of  truth  which  con- 
stitute GK>d's  message  of  salvation  to  the  world.     We  have  hitherto 
acted,  according  to  our  light,  on  the  principle  of  truth  as  the  centre,  and 
charity  as  the  circumference,  and  in  no  other  way  do  we  hope  to  see  a 
converted  world  or  a  large  united  Church  of  Christ*    A  centre  without 
a  circumference  is  a  narrow  point;  a  circumference  without  a  centre  is 
a  blank  cipher. 

We  make  a  sacrifice  this  year  in  sending  off  a  considerable  part  of 
our  denomination  to  join  a  sister  Church  in  England.   While  we  regret  the 
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severance  of  many  dear  bretbreo,  we  yet  look  forward  to  a  strengtbened 
Presbyterianism  in  botb  coahtries,  and  to  tbe  great  work  it  may  do,  in 
co-operation  witb  all  His  friends,  for  the  cause  of  Christ.    The  times  are 
full  of  change,  and  all  round  the  horizon  there  are  tbe  signs  of  the 
coming  end  of  civil  establishments  of  religion.  It  has  been  accomplished 
in  our  colonies,  and  no  one  there  regrets  it,  for  it  has  brought  increase 
of  Christian  activity  and  good- will.    The  process  in  Ireland  has  already 
augmented  the  giving  power  of  the  Presbyterians,  and  quickened  Pro- 
testant feeling  among  Episcopalians.     On  the  Continent  the  movements 
are  manifestly  towards  a  free  Church  in  a  free  State.     The  enlightened 
policy  of  Italy  is  putting  her  in  the  van,  and  those  who  know  Germany 
best  believe  that  present  complications  will  issue  in  the  emancipation  of 
the  Protestant  Church,  and  be,  under  God,  a  means  of  rousing  the 
countrymen   of   Luther  from   the  sad  religious  indifference  that  has 
crept  over  them.    The  movements  in  the  Established  Churches  of  our 
own  country  show  that  they  feel  the  breath  of  a  new  era  coming  in 
upon  them,  and  they  are  trying  in  different  ways  to  meet  it.    They 
themselves  begin  to  discuss  the  possibilities  of  Disestablishment,  and 
some  of  them  even  express  hopes  of  it.     The  more  steadily  they  look 
at  it,  and  the  more  they  feel  of  the  power  of  liberality  and  inyvard  life, 
the  less  fear  they  will  have  of  the  final  step.      All  the  elements  of 
Christian  work  among  them  are  in  our  favour,  and  will  help  to  britig 
about  the  result,  which  will  be  not  our  victory,  but  theirs  also.     It 
will  be  a  happy  event,  which,  by  separating  what  should  not  be  joined, 
will  unite  what  should  not  be  separate ;  which  will  put  Christian  men  and 
ministers  in  Scotland  in  a  right  relation  to  one  another  by  the  removal 
of  privilege  and  inequality ;  and  will  prepare  them  for  working  in  one 
Church,  for  lifting  the  fallen,  and  reclaiming  the  outcast.     To  go  back 
to  the  system  of  an  exclusive  State  Church  is,  in  these  days,  an  anomaly 
and  an  impossibility,  and  therefore  we  hold  our  ground  of  independence 
in  revenue  as  well  as  in  government,  of  asking  from  fellow  Christians 
nothing  that  wis  are  not  prepared  to  give,  and  of  confidence  in  the  power 
of  God's  trnth  to  fight  its  own  battles.     Our  people  have  shown  them- 
selves faithful  to  their  principles  in  past  times  in  making  their  gifts  to 
their  Church  not  a  thing  of  caprice  or  self-will,  but  of  duty  to  God  and 
gratitude  to  Christ ;  and  they  will  abound  in  this,  we  tiiist,  as  in  every 
good  work,  and  put  into  the » amount,  whatever  it  may  be,  a  higher 
motive  of  love  to  God  and  zeal  for  the  good  of  man.    They  will  also 
make  themselves  acquainted  with  the  principles  of  the  Church,  that  they 
may  be  enabled  to  give  a  reason  to  those  who  ask  them,  and  assist  as 
Christian  citizens  in  the  diffusion  and  practical  maintenance  of  vie.wF 
which,  in  their  moral  and  legislative  triumph,  will  bring  peace  to  many 
civil  discords,  •nu)re  brotherhood  among  Christian  meUi  and  a  fresh 
impulse  of  life  to  the  Church  of  God.

It  thos  appears  that  there  is  an  increase  of  31  Sabbath  schools,  272 
teachers,  and  3278  scholars;  and  of  14  Bible  classes  and  1864  young 
persons  attending  them.  Taking  the  attendance  on  Sabbath  schools 
and  ministers'  and  elders'  classes,  we  have  a  total  of  119,694  young 
persons  under  religions  instruction,  or  5142  more  than  in  1874.  And 
adding  this  to  the  increase  of  1874,  which  was  6798,  we  have  an  increase 
of  11,940  in  the  Sabbath  Schools  and  Bible  Classes  of  our  Church  within 
two  years.

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Digest  of  Betubns  from  Presbyteries  and  Sessions  on  Synod's 
Remit  anbnt  Proposal  fob  Separata  Agent^  ani>  BuiiW 
AND  Recommendations. 

The  following  Rules  and  Recommendations,  presented  by  the  Com- 
mittee to  last  Synod,  were  sent  down  to  Presbyteries  and  Sessions  to 
consider  and  report,  viz. : — 

1.  That  efforts  be  made  to  secure  the  services  of  Christians  more 
experienced  in  teaching,  and  that  for  this  end  arrangements  be  made 
for  the  regular  training  of  Sabbath-school  Tes^chers^  by  model  classes 
or  otherwise. 

2.  That  a  weekly  meeting  of  teachers  be  held  for  the  purpose  of 
preparing  for  the  work  of  the  following  Sabbath. 

3.  That  more  variety  be  introduced  into  the  exercises  of  the  Sabbath 
School,  and  that  there  be  especially  more  frequent  hymn  singing. 

4.  That  teachers  should  not  rest  satisfied  with  imparting  instruction 
generally  to  the  children,  but  should  deal  personally,  in  a  wise  and 
tender  manner,  with  their  hearts  and  consciences. 

5.  That  ministers  should  call  the  attention  of  students  in  their 
congregations,  and  Presbyteries  of  students  within  their  bounds,  to  the 
importance  of  engaging  in  Sabbath-school  work.  And  the  Committee 
are  of  opinion,  that  the  students  should  be  required  in  the  Hall,  and 
before  the  Presbyteries,  to  deliver  sennons  and  addresses  suitable  for  the 
young. 

6.  That  the  attention  of  ministers  be  called  to  the  importance  of 
devoting  some  part  of  the  ordinary  church  service,  statedly  or  occasion- 
ally, to  the  young.  The  following  methods  have  been  brought  under 
the  notice  of  the  Committee  as  those  followed  by  different  ministers : — 

(1.)  Questions  announced  to  the  young  before  preaching  on 
special  points  in  the  sermon  or  lecture ;  these  points  to  be 
made  clear,  and  enforced  by  special  illustration,  and  ex- 
amined upon  in  the  Sabbath  school. 

(2.)  A  short  sermon  of  seven  or  ten  minutes  to  the  young,  during 
the  ordinary  services. 

(3.)  The  Sabbath-school  lesson  made  the  subject  of  leeture  in  the 
forenoon  service,  or  of  exposition  at  the  prayer  meeting. 

(4.)  Special  sermons  to  the  young  more  or  less  frequently. 

While  making  these  recoqnmendations,  the  Committee  feel  that  with 
present  arrangements  the  time  is  too  circumscribed  for  carrying  out 
fully  and  efficiently  all  the  work  of  the  religious  instruction  of  the  young* 
And  it  might  be  worthy  of  the  consideration  of  the  Church  whether 
some  re-arrangement  could  be  made  of  the  Sabbath  services,  so  as  to 
give  more  time  to  ministers  for  Sabbath-school  and  Evangelistic  work. 
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Presbyteries. — The  following  Presbyteries  have  sent  no  retumSj 
VIZ. : — Aberdeen,  Annandale,  Banffshire,  Berwick,  Buchan,  Edinburgh, 
Elgin  and  Inverness,  Ireland,  Kelso,  Lancashire,  London,  Melrose,  New- 
castle, and  Orkney.  Betums  have  been  received  from  17  Presbyteries, 
viz.!  —  Arbroath,  Carlisle,  Cupar,  Dumfries,  Dundee,  Dunfermline, 
Falkirk,  Galloway,  Glasgow,  Hamilton,  Kilmarnock,  Kinross,  Kirkcaldy, 
Lanark,  Paisley  and  Greenock,  Perth,  and  Stirling.  Of  these,  three — 
viz.  Dunfermline,  Galloway,  and  Glasgow — approve  of  the  proposal  for 
a  Separate  Agent ;  seven — ^viz.  Dumfries,  Falkirk,  Kinross,  Kirkcaldy, 
Paisley  and  Greenock,  Perth,  and  Stirling — disapprove ;  while  seven  take 
no  notice  of  the  question  at  all  in  their  returns.  For  the  most  part,  a 
general  approval  of  the  six  Recommendations  is  signified,  and  a  few 
emendations  are  suggested,  as  marked  in  the  Table.  One  Presbytery 
suggests  an  addition  to  No.  2 ;  one  suggests  a  different  form  of  expres- 
sion for  No.  3 ;  three  suggest  emendations  of  No.  5 ;  and  one  suggests 
that  No.  6  should  be  curtailed,  and  consist  only  of  the  first  sentence. 
Three  Presbyteries  specially  recommend  them  all  to  Sessions.  The  Pres- 
bytery of  Dundee  agreed  to  print  the  first  four  and  send  them  down  to 
Sessions,  with  a  suggestion  that  they  should  hold  a  conference  with 
Sabbath  -  school  teachers,  for  the  purpose  of  considering  them  and 
carrying  them  into  effect  as  far  as  practicable.  The  Presbytery  of 
Glasgow  suggests  two  additional  Recommendations,  which  are  noted  in 
the  Table  under  *  Remarks  and  Suggestions.'  Two  Presbyteries  give 
no  direct  report  on  the  Recommendations ;  but  one,  the  Presbytery  of 
Hamilton,  reports  that  they  ^  leave  it  to  each  minister  and  Session  to 
send  in  a  report  if  they  see  fit;'  and  the  other,  the  Presbytery  of 
Falkirk,  intimates  ^  that  they  are  fully  alive  to  the  importance  of  Sabbath 
schools  in  all  the  congregations  within  the  bounds.'  Two  Presbyteries, 
Kirkcaldy  and  Paisley  and  Greenock,  object  to  the  Recommendations 
being  passed  into  Rules  of  Synod  and  inserted  in  the  Forms  of  Pro- 
cedure. Tl)e  question  of  re-arrangement  of  Sabbath  services  is  passed 
over  without  notice  by  most  of  the  Presbyteries  reporting.  One  reports 
the  question  discussed,  but  no  finding  come  to ;  three  take  special  notice 
of  it,  as  marked  on  the  Table ;  and  in  the  largest  Presbytery  of  the 
Church  the  question  was  discussed,  and  sent  down  to  Sessions  to  consider 
and  report  to  the  Presbytery. 

Sessions. — ^Returns  have  been  received  from  87  Sessions, — ^21  in 
favour  of  Separate  Agent,  15  against ;  51  take  no  notice  of  the  question. 
One  Session,  thinking  that  the  time  has  not  yet  arrived  for  the  Synod 
making  such  an  appointment,  suggests  that  '  meanwhile  the  Presbyteries 
might  do  more  in  the  way  of  superintending  Sabbath-school  work,  by  the 
appointment  of  committees  to  visit  all  the  schools  within  their  bounds  or 
otherwise.'  Another,  disapproving  of  the  proposal,  makes  the  following 
suggestion  :-^— ^  They  think  that  there  are  to  be  found  among  the  younger 
ministers  men  well  qualified  for  showing,  by  ttiodel  classM  or  otherwise, 
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bow  Sabbath-school  work  ought  to  be  carried  on ;  and  they  conceive  it 
to  be  as  easy  a  matter  to  set  a  number  of  these  brethren  over  the  Church 
in  the  summer  months  to  this  work  as  it  is  to  set  others  over  it  in  the 
same  season  for  evangelistic  work,  and  would  therefore  recommend  that 
the  £50  given  to  the  Edinburgh  Sabbath-School  Union  be  employed  for 
this  purpose.'     Another,  approving,  thinks  that  the  Synod  should  appoint 
such  an  agent,  ^  part  of  whose  duties  should  be  to  give  advice  as  to 
establishing  extra  agencies  for  religious  instruction  to  the  young  daring 
week  days,  to  meet  the  growing  requirements  of  those  parents  who 
object  to  religious  education  being  given  in   the  National   Schools, 
assisted  by  rates  and  national  funds ;  and  to  prove  to  the  many  in  oar 
Church  weak  in  the  principles  of  Voluntaryism,  and  to  others  also,  that 
the  principle  is  as  good  and  sufficient  for  the  religious  instruction  of  the 
young  as  of  those  grown  up, — the  principle  of  Voluntaryism  not  being 
worth  contending  for  if  it  cannot  be  carried  out  in  its  integrity  for  all 
religious  instruction ;  and  to  give  positive  evidence  that  the  religions 
instruction  would  not  be  neglected,  although  not  given  in  the  National 
Schools  according  to  use  and  wont,  and  in  this  way  confute  one  of  the 
strongest  arguments  used  at  the  present  time  against  the  distinctive 
principle  of  our  Church.' 

The  six  Recommendations  are  generally  very  highly  approved  of  by  the 
Sessions  reporting,  No.  1  especially  being  frequently  singled  out  for  com- 
mendation. One  Session  reports  that  ^  it  considers  the  5th  Recommenda- 
tion as  of  special  value  and  importance,  believing  that  great  good  would 
follow  the  adoption  of  such  a  rule  by  the  Synod.'  Another  agrees  to  it, 
'  provided  that  the  discourses  of  the  students  are  delivered  before  mem- 
bers of  Presbytery  who  really  know  what  it  is  to  address  children 
themselves.'  One  suggests  ^  that  a  scheme  of  lessons  should  be  drawn 
up  by  the  Synod,  and  recommended  to  be  used  by  the  schools  under  its 
inspection.'  Another  suggests  ^  that  the  formation  of  libraries  in  con- 
nection with  Sabbath  Schools  be  encouraged.'  Another  suggests  the 
following  as  an  additional  recommendation : — ^  That  the  Committee  on 
Sabbath  Schools  in  each  Presbytery  be  instructed  to  see  that  arrange- 
ments be  made  within  their  bounds,  whereby  Sabbath  -  school  teachers 
might  receive  instruction  in  the  art  of  teaching.'  Another  suggests 
^  that  there  should  be  a  monthly  revision  of  the  lessons  in  the  school, 
conducted  by  the  minister,  and  also  a  quarterly  social  meeting  of  the 
teachers  for  mutual  encouragement  and  instrucdon.'  Another  ^  deside- 
rates some  means  being  taken  to  prevent  these  Rules  and  Recommenda- 
tions becoming  a  dead  letter  in  the  Synod's  proceedings.  Could  each 
Presbjrtery's  Convener  on  Sabbath  Schools  ask  from  the  Sessions  within 
the  bounds  annually  that  they  revise  these  instructions,  and  report 
progress  T  It  would  be  of  great  service  could  Sessions  be  got  once  a  year 
seriously  and  solemnly  to  consider  the  question,  Are  we  doing  all  that 
through  the  grace  of  Ood  we  may  do  ? ' 
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On  the  question  of  re-arrangement  of  Sabbath  services,  most  of  the 
Sessions  give  no  opinion.  Of  those  that  report,  one  deprecates  any 
interference  with  the  regular  diets  of  worship.'  Another  *  states  firmly 
that  any  change  that  would  transfer  the  afternoon  service  to  the  even- 
ing would  not  be  acceptable.  And  while  they  demur  to  hasty  legisla- 
tion on  the  subject,  yet  they  do  not  consider  it  impracticable  so  to  adjust 
the  first  and  second  Sabbath  service  as  to  give  more  convenient  oppor- 
tunity for  Christian  work.'  Another  ^  objects  to  any  change,  until  the 
late  hours  of  Saturday  are  given  up.'  Another  ^approves  of  the 
suggestion  of  the  Synod's  Committee,  that  the  subject  is  worthy  of  the 
consideration  of  the  Church.'  Another  ^  thinks  the  change  necessary, 
but  is  not  agreed  as  to  what  that  should  be.'  Another  is  of  opinion 
'  that  the  suggestion  regarding  re-arrangement  should  be  brought  before 
the  Chiurch  in  a  definite  and  practical  form.'  Another  ^  thinks  that  the 
time  has  come  for  making  some  re-arrangement  with  the  general  concur- 
rence of  the  various  Christian  denominations,  in  such  a  way  as  to  afford 
room  for  the  following  operations  among  the  young  and  others : — 1.  For 
special  meetings  with  the  young  connected  with  our  congregations,  under 
the  superintendence  of  the  minister  and  Session.  2.  To  allow  all  Sab- 
bath-school operations  to  be  over  before  dark,  (a)  for  the  sake  of  the 
children  themselves,  {b)  as  the  most  effective  means  of  carrying  the  first 
clause  of  first  Becommendation  of  Synod's  Committee  into  effect,  and  (c) 
to  afford  more  time  for  both  parents  and  children  to  enjoy  social  family 
exercise  at  home.  3.  To  give  time  for  Christian  workers,  both  cleric 
and  lay,  to  engage  in  evangelistic  work.'  Another  ^  attributes  much, 
very  much,  of  the  success  of  bpth  Church  and  Sabbath-school  work  to 
our  having  forenoon  and  evening  services  for  the  former,  and  the  after- 
noon, 2.30-4  P.M.,  for  the  latter.' 

One  Session  states  its  opinion  ^  that  the  question  of  Sabbath  Schools 
should  be  considered  by  the  Synod  at  an  early  sederunt  in  the  first  week 
of  its  meeting.' 

While  it  is  difficult  to  speak  of  the  state  of  things  in  those  districts 
from  which  no  returns  have  come,  it  is  gratifying  to  learn  from  these 
reports  of  Sessions,  that  the  Recommendations  of  the  Committee  are 
already  very  generally  followed,  and  to  receive  assurances  from  various 
quarters  where  they  have  not  hitherto  been  acted  on,  that  they  will 
be  hereafter  as  far  as  practicable.  It  is  also  gratifying  to  learn,  that 
while  ministers  follow  different  methods,  there  is  a  very  general  attention 
paid  by  them  to  the  young  in  the  ordinary  Sabbath-day  services.  In 
some  parts  the  effect  of  the  remit  has  been  to  lead  to  conferences  of 
Sessions  with  Sabbath-school  teachers,  from  which  good  results  may  be 
expected,  and  it  is  evident  that  the  general  effect  has  been,  in  calling 
greater  attention  to  Christian  work  among  the  young,  to  awaken  a 
deeper  interest  in  their  spiritual  welfare. 
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The  Committee  having  taken  these  retaras  intp  oonsideration^  woald  * 
now  respectfully  moke  the  following  Becommendations  to  the  Synod : — 

Firsty  with  regard  to  Separate  Agent, — As  it  is  evident  that  the  mind 
of  the  Church  is  not  yet  ripe  for  the  appointment  of  such  an  agent,  that  1 

the  proposal  in  the  meantime  be  laid  aside,  and  that  the  Synod  continae 
the  grant  of  £50  to  the  Edinburgh  Sabbath  School  Teachers'  Union, 
to  aid  in  providing  an  adequate  salary  for  their  agent.  I 

Secondy  with  regard  to  Rules  and  Recommendations. — That  they  now  I 

read  as  follows : — 

1.  That  efforts  be  made  to  secure  the  services  of  Christians  more 
experienced  in  teaching,  and  that  for  this  end,  arrangements  be  made  for 
the  regular  training  of  Sabbath  School  teachers  by  model  classes  or 
otherwise. 

3.  That  a  weekly  meeting  of  teachers  be  held  for  the  purpose  of 
preparing  for  the  work  of  the  following  Sabbath,  and  where  circum- 
stances render  this  impracticable,  regular  meetings  for  said  purpose  be 
held  as  frequently  as  possible. 

3.  That  more  variety  be  introduced  into  the  exercises  of  the  Sabbath 
School,  and  that  there  be  especially  more  frequent  hymn-singing. 

4.  That  teachers  should  not  rest  satisfied  with  imparting  instruction 
generally  to  the  children,  but  should  deal  personally,  in  a  wise  and 
tendet  manner,  with  their  hearts  and  consciences. 

5.  That  ministers  call  the  attention  of  students  in  their  congregations, 
and  Presbyteries  of  students  within  their  bounds,  to  the  importance  of 
Sabbath-school  work.  And  that  students  while  attending  the  Hall 
should,  as  a  part  of  their  practical  training,  be  required  to  deliver 
sermons  and  addresses  suitable  for  the  young ;  and  that  this  part  of  their 
training  be  similarly  attended  to,  as  far  as  possible,  by  Presbyteries 
during  the  recess. 

6.  That  the  attention  of  ministers  be  called  to  the  importance  of 
devoting  some  part  of  the  ordinary  Church  service,  statedly  or  occasion- 
ally, to  the  young.  The  following  methods  have  been  brought  under 
the  notice  of  the  Committee  as  those  followed  by  different  ministers : — 

(1.)  Questions  announced  to  the  young  before  preaching  on  special 
points  in  the  sermon  or  lecture,  these  points  to  be  made 
clear,  and  enforced  by  special  illustration,  and  examined 
upon  in  the  Sabbath  School. 

(2.)  A  short  sermon  of  seven  or  ten  minutes  to  the  young,  during 
the  ordinary  services. 

(3.)  The  Sabbath-school  lesson  made  the  subject  of  lecture  in  the 
forenoon  service,  or  of  exposition  at  the  prayer  meeting. 

(4.)  Special  sermons  to  the  young  more  or  less  frequently. 

7.  The  Committee  would  further  recommend  that  every  Presbytery 
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should  require  its  Sftbbath  School  Obmraittee  to  arrange  for  an  annual 
visitation  of  all  the  Sabbath  Schools  within  the  bounds ;  and  that  its 
Convener  should  ask  the  Sessions  annually  to  report  how  far  these 
Becommendations  have  been  carried  out,  and  to  suggest  any  improve- 
ments. 

Thirdy  with  regard  to  Re-arrangement  of  Services. — ^The  Committee 
again  feel,  that  under  present  arrangements  the  time  is  too  circum- 
scribed for  carrying  out  fully  and  efficiently  all  the  work  of  the  religious 
instruction  of  the  young.  And  they  would  respectfully  urge  the  Synod 
to  recommend  Presbyteries^  especially  those  within  whoso  bounds  this 
difficulty  is  most  felt,  to  consider  how  such  a  re-arrau(];ement  of  the 
Sabbath  services  might  be  carried  out  as  would  allow  of  Sabbath-school 
work  being  brought  in  earlier  in  the  day,  and  give  more  time  to  ministers 
personally  to  superintend  and  engage  in  it. 

Memobial  of  a  Committee  op  National  Convention  of 
Sabbath  School  Teaghebs. — The  following  memorial  to  the  Synod, 
of  a  Committee  appointed  at  the  Eighth  National  Convention  of  Sabbath 
School  Teachers,  held  at  Paisley  in  October  last,  has  been  forwarded  to 
your  Committee  for  transmission  to  the  Synod.  And  as  it  deals  with  a 
subject  which  the  Committee  consider  of  great  importance  in  relation  to 
SabbatR-school  work,  they  have  agreed  to  embody  it  in  their  Beport. 
The  memorial  is  as  follows.: — 

Unto  the  Reverend  the  Synod  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Chiurch,  the 
Memorial  of  a  Committee  appointed  at  the  Eighth  National  Convention 
of  Sabbath  School  Teachers,  held  at  Paisley  on  the  7th  and  8th  October 
1875  (of  which  the  Chairmen  at  the  different  sederunts  were — Sheriff 
Cowan,  J.  M.  Symington,  Esq.,  Stewart  Clark,  Esq.,  Col.  Holms,  M.P., 
Sir  Peter  Coats,  John  Brown,  Esq.,  and  Provost  Murray). 

RespectJuUy  Shewethj — 

1.  That  said  Committee  was  appointed  for  the  purpose  of  bringing 
imder  the  consideration  of  the  Churches  in  Scotland  the  subject  of  better 
accommodation  for  the  carrying  on  of  Sabbath -school  work.  To  the  import- 
ance of  that  work  all  the  Churches  have  already  given  emphatic  testimony,  in 
the  niunbers  of  teachers  and  scholars  to  be  found  in  the  various  schools. 

2.  Saihath  Schools  require  Special  Accommodation, — The  classes,  being 
nmnerous,  should  admit  of  each  being  grouped  round  their  respective  teachers, 
and  so  far  apart  as  to  be  out  of  earshot  of  each  other.  Where  the  school-room 
is  overcrowded,  or  inconvenient,  or  ill-seated,  the  work  of  the  teacher  cannot 
fail  to  be  very  seriously  impeded. 

8.  The  Accommodation  for  Congregational  Sabbath  Schoole  is  insufficient, — 
Your  memorialists  are  aware  that  in  new  churches  large  halls  are  oflen  provided 
for  the  Sabbath  School,  some  of  which  are  all  that  can  be  desired  ;  but  in  other 
instances— it  may  be  from  the  want  of  knowledge  in  the  construction  of  them 
—they  are  ill  adapted  for  the  purposes  of  a  Sabbath  School.     In  most  cases 
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the  ehildren  of  the  oongregation  meet  in  the  pews  of  the  churchei,  whieh  an 
often  extremely  inoonTenient. 

4.  The  Accommodation  of  Mission  Schools  is,  in  many  instoficeSf  mHU  more 
tnod^uottf.— The  rooms,  instead  of  being  airy,  well  lighted  and  warmed,  and 
attractive,  are  frequently  dark  and  dingy,  with  a  bad  access,  tending  rather  to 
repel  than  to  win  the  attendance  of  the  children  for  whom  they  are  intended. 

5.  The  Churches  are  able  to  provide  Better  Acoonmodaaion,-^AXL  of  them  are 
growing  in  wealth,  as  is  manifest  from  the  many  costly  buildings  springing  up 
through  the  land.  It  is  humbly  submitted  by  your  memorialists  that  a  portion 
of  the  means  of  the  Churches  might  be  most  advantageously  bestowed  in  the 
erection  of  roomy  and  convenient  halls  and  class-rooms  for  our  Sabbath 
Schools. 

6.  The  growing  importance  of  the  Sabbath  StAool  makes  the  necessity  for  etsA 
Iny»roved  Accommodation  more  urgent — Sabbath  School  teachers  cannot  rightly 
fulfil  their  duty  of  teaching  the  young  in  the  knowledge  of  the  Scriptures 
unless  a  great  improvement  be  made  in  the  accommodation  provided  for  the 
Sabbath  Schools. 

May  it  therefore  please  your  Reverend  Court  to  take  the  whole  subject  of 
suitable  accommodation  for  the  Sabbath  School  operations  of  the 
Church  into  your  serious  and  early  consideration,  and  adopt  sncb 
means  as  may,  in  your  wisdom,  seem  best  fitted  to  promote  this  press- 
ingly  important  object.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  THE  REPRESENTATION 
OP  MISSIONARY  PRESBYTERIES. 

The  Committee  regret  that  their  Report  for  last  year  was  not  taken  up 
by  the  Synod  till  the  closing  sederunt,  when  very  few  members  were 
present  to  consider  it,  and  that  on  this  account  it  was  deemed  necessary 
to  allow  it  to  lie  on  the  table  for  judgment  thereon  at  this  meeting. 
They  have  in  the  interval  again  considered  the  whole  subjects  which  the 
Report  embraces,  and,  with  a  slight  modification  that  they  take  leave  to 
propose,  they  submit  it  anew  as  follows : — 

The  Committee  havegiven  their  best  attention  to  the  important  matters 
remitted  to  them,  and  after  mature  consideration,  they  submit  the  follow- 
ing Report  thereon  for  the  approval  of  the  Synod : — 

With  reference  to  the  Special  Rules  which  the  Committee  were 
appointed  to  draw  up  for  Missionary  Presbyteries,  they  have  sought  to 
make  them  as  few  and  simple  as  possible.  Taking  it  for  granted  that  the 
ordinary  Rules  in  our  Forms  of  Procedure  for  Presbyteries  in  the  Home 
Church,  as  far  as  these  are  not  affected  by  the  proposed  enactments,  shall 
apply  also  to  Missionary  Presbyteries,  it  has  been  the  aim  of  Committee  to 
frame  only  such  regulations  as  seem  to  be  required  by  die  situation  and 
circumstances  of  those  in  the  Foreign  field.  It  may  be  proper  to  state, 
that  the  three  first  Rules  subjoined  have  been  already  adopted  by  the 
Synod  at  different  times ;  but  they  are  produced  here,  along  with  those 
now  proposed,  that  all  regulations  in  the  case  may  be  placed  together, 
and  the  usual  course  followed  for  having  them  declared  to  be  standing 
Laws  of  the  Church.    The  Committee  recommend  the  following : — 

Special  Rules  for  Missionary  Presbyteries.  • 

I.  All  ordained  Missionaries  proceeding  to  any  part  of  our  Foreign 
Mission  Field  shall  carry  with  them  credentials  of  connection  with  the 
Presbytery  ordaining  them,  or  of  some  other,  under  whose  inspection 
they  shall  continue  till  they  are  received  into  membership  with  an  exist- 
ing Presbytery  where  they  are  located,  or  formed  into  a  new  Presby- 
tery  under  the  sanction  of  the  Supreme  Court. 

II.  It  is  considered  proper,  in  the  branches  of  the  Church  abroad  as 
wells^s  those  at  home,  to  have  Missionaries  and  Missionary  congrega- 
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tions  placed  tinder  the  benefits  of  Presbyterian  rule ;  and  as  soon  as 
circumstances  admit,  Presbyteries  are  formed  under  the  sanction  of  the 
Supreme  Court,  all  such  being,  on  their  erection,  declared  constitnent 
parts  thereof. 

III.  The  admission  of  Foreign  Missionary  Presbyteries  to  a  place  on 
the  Roll  of  Synod  does  not  affect  the  rule  in  Forms  of  Procedure,  chap. 
viii.  sec.  2,  rule  18. 

IV.  At  their  meetings,  and  in  transacting  the  business  which  may 
come  before  them,  Mission  Presbyteries  are  to  be  regulated  by  the  rules 
applicable  to  Home  Presbyteries,  as  given  in  the  Bules  and  Forms  of 
Procedure,  save  in  so  far  as  they  are  affected  by  the  special  provisions 
here  made,  or  are  inapplicable  to  the  circumstances  in  which  thej  are 
placed.  The  action  of  such  Presbyteries  must  not  interfere  with  the 
relation  in  which  individual  Missionaries  stand  to  the  Mission  Board,  nor 
with  the  administration  of  other  affairs  specially  committed  to  it. 

V.  The  decisions  of  Foreign  Missionary  Presbyteries;,  or  of  a  local 
Synod  abroad  where  formed,  shall  be  final  in  all  cases  of  discipline  and 
government  in  the  churches  under  their  care ;  excepting  cases  affecting 
ordained  agents  supported  by  the  Mission  Board  and  all  agents  sent  oat 
by  it,  to  whom  appeal  to  the  Supreme  Court  shall  be  competent ;  and 
such  cases  of  appeal  may  be  carried  into  effect  by  written  reasons  and 
answers, — ^it  being  the  duty  of  the  Presbytery  to  see  that  the  record 
is  fully  made  up  and  closed,  and  that  all  papers  and  proof  are  duly 
transmitted,  with  certified  translations  when  necessary. 

VI.  Missionary  Presbyteries,  or  any  of  their  members,  not  being  able 
to  be  personally  present,  and  desiring  to  bring  up  a  memorial  or  overture 
in  proper  form  before  the  Supreme  Court,  may  have  access  thereto  by 
representatives,  in  entrusting  the  support  of  the  same  to  commissioners, 
being  office-bearers  of  the  Church ;  and  said  commissioners  have  equal 
rights  in  this  capacity  as  if  they  appeared  in  their  own  name. 


In  regard  to  the  Formula  to  be  used  at  the  ordination  of  native 
ministers  and  elders  in  Mission  Churches  abroad,  the  Committee  have 
felt  the  great  responsibility  of  the  work  entrusted  to  them,  and  they 
have  endeavoured  to  perform  it  to  the  best  of  their  ability.  From 
correspondence  with  our  missionaries  in  different  parts  of  the  Mission 
Field,  it  has  been  found  that  a  strong  desire  is  felt  by  them  for  a  simple 
and  distinct  Formula,  adapted  to  the  condition  and  wants  of  the  Churches 
gathered  by  their  instrumentality  in  foreign  lands.  Many  converts  to 
the  Christian  faith  in  these  evince  a  sLdcere  attachment  to  the  great 
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truths  of  the  gospel,  and  breathe  a  warm  love  to  the  Redeemer ;  bat 
their  knowledge  of  our  historical  Westminster  Standards  of  Doctrine  is 
necessarily  very  limited,  and  missionaries,  who  are  best  acquainted  with 
their  character  and  feelings,  seek  relief  for  them  from  the  necessity  of 
expressing  the  same  formal  adherence  to  these  symbolical  books  that  is 
judged  proper  with  office-bearers  in  the  Home  Church.  In  the  Formula 
here  submitted,  the  Committee  have  sought  to  the  utmost  of  their  power 
to  meet  the  end  in  view,  by  combining  simplicity  and  distinctness  of 
profession  with  fulness  and  fidelity  of  testimony  to  ^  the  truth  as  it  is  in 
Jesus.'  In  the  special  circumstances,  they  judge  that  it  would  be  right 
to  prefix  to  the  Formula  a  preamble  such  as  is  here  presented,  in  order 
to  manifest  the  consistency  of  the  Church  at  home,  and  to  guard  the 
faith  of  the  Churches  abroad. 

Formula  for  Nattve  Ministers  and  Elders  at  their  Ordination  in 
Mission  Churches. 

Preamble. 

Whereas  it  is  judged  expedient  to  enact  the  follQwing  Formula,  to  be  used 
at  the  Ordination  of  native  Ministers  and  Elders  in  Foreign  Mission  Churches, 
at  better  adapted  to  their  special  circumstances  than  the  one  in  use  by  the 
Home  Church,  the  Synod  considers  it  right  to  declare,  that  the  West- 
minster Confession  of  Faith,  and  the  Larger  and  Shorter  Catechisms,  are  our 
recognised  standards  of  doctrine,  and  that  all  Office-bearers,  both  at  home  and 
abroad,  are  required  not  to  teach  or  maintain  any  doctrine  contrary  to  said 
standards  as  received  in  this  Church. 

QiuiUona  to  he  put  to  Native  Ministers  and  Elders  before  Ordination. 

l«f.— Do  you  believe  in  God — ^in  the  Father,  the  Son,  and  the  Holy  Spirit, — 
the  one  living  and  true  God  ? 

2A— -Do  you  believe  the  Scriptures  of  the  Old  and  New  Testaments  to  be 
the  Word  of  God,  and  the  only  infallible  rule  of  faith  and  practice  ? 

'^d. — ^Do  you  believe  that,  the  whole  human  family  having  by  their  sin 
brought  themselves  into  condemnation  before  God,  He  in  His  great 
love  has  provided  a  Redeemer,  and  opened  the  door  of  mercy  for  all 
men ;  and  freely  offereth  to  every  one  that  believeth  in  Jesus  the 
forgiveness  of  sins  and  the  gift  of  righteousness  unto  eternal  life  ? 

\tk. — Do  you  acknowledge  yourself  to  be  by  nature  guilty,  depraved,  and 
helpless;  and  do  you  believe  that  salvation  is  only  from  the  grace  of 
Grod,  through  the  obedience  unto  death  of  Jesus  Christ  His  Son,  who 
gave  Himself  a  sacrifice  for  us, — ^and  through  the  renewing  and 
sanctifying  power  of  the  Holy  Spirit  ? 

5^//. — ^Do  you  believe  in  Jesus  Christ  as  your  Saviour,  receive  and  own  Him 
as  your  Lord,  and  engage  in  dependence  on  the  promised  aid  of  His 
Spirit  to  observe  His  ordinances  and  obey  His  laws  ? 
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Stk, — Do  you  acknowledge  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  to  be  the  only  King  and 
Head  of  the  Church ;  and  do  you  regard  yourself  lender  obligation 
to  maintain  and  extend  His  gospel,  for  the  establisbment  of  His 
righteous  and  merciful  reign  over  all  the  earth  ? 

7M,— Do  you,  as  far  as  your  knowledge  extends,  approve  of  the  principles 
and  government  of  this  Church ;  do  you  adhere  to  the  views  of 
Scripture  truth  maintained  therein ;  and  do  you  acknowledge  the 
Presbyterian  form  of  church  government  to  be  founded  on  and 
agreeable  to  the  Word  of  God  ? 

Stk — Do  you  promise  to  give  due  attendance  to  the  meetings  of  Presbytery 
(or  Session)  with  which  you  are  connected,  to  be  subject  to  the  same 
in  the  Lord,  and  to  study  the  things  which  make  for  peace  ? 

dth. — Are  zeal  for  the  glory  of  God,  love  to  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  and 
desire  to  save  souls,  and  not  worldly  interests  or  expectations,  so 
far  as  you  know  your  own  heart,  your  great  motive  and  chief 
inducement  to  enter  into  the  office  of  the  holy  ministry  (or  ruling 
elder)  ? 

iOth. — Do  you  engage,  in  the  strength  of  the  grace  that  is  in  Christ  Jesus, 
to  perform  with  diligence  and  faithfulness  the  duties  of  a  Christfan 
minister  (or  ruling  elder),  watching  over  the.  flock  of  which  you  are 
called  to  be  an  overseer,  in  all  things  showing  yourself  a  pattern  of 
good  works,  to  the  edifying  of  the  body  of  Christ  ? 

llih. — And  all  these  things  you  profess  and  promise,  through  grace,  as 
you  shall  be  answerable  at  the  coming  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ, 
with  all  His  saints,  and  as  you  would  be  found  in  that  happy 
company  ? 

The  Committee  recommend  that  the  above  Bales  and  Formula  shall 
be  sent  down  for  consideration  to  all  Presbyteries  in  the  Church,  that  they 
may  report  thereon,  with  a  view  to  the  Rules  being  enacted  as  standing 
Laws,  and  the  Formula  sanctioned  for  use  as  proposed  in  Mission 
Churches.  For  these  ends  it  is  submitted  that  the  Committee  be  re- 
appointed to  receive  the  reports  and  suggestions  of  Presbyteries,  as  well 
as  of  missionary  conferences,  connected  with  our  Church  (which  should 
be  sent  in  not  later  than  1st  March  1877),  and  to  bring  up  a  report  on 
the  whole  subject  to  next  meeting  of  Synod.

REPORT    ON    OVERTURE    ANENT     IMPOSITION   OP 
.  HANDS  BY  RULING  ELDERS  IN  THE  ORDINATION 
OP  MINISTERS. 

The  Synod's  remit  to  this  Committee  is  brief  and  general — ^  To  consider 
the  overture,  and  report  to  next  Synod.' 

The  overture  sets  forth  ^  that,  as  stated  in  the  Rules  and  Forms  of 
Procedure,  a  Presbytery  consists  of  the  ministers  of  the  several  congrega- 
tions within  the  bounds  fixed  by  the  Synod,  together  with  an  elder  from 
each  of  their  sessions ;  that  one  of  the  duties  of  a  Presbytery  is  ^4o 
ordain  candidates  to  the  pastoral  office ; ''  that  part  of  the  formula  at 
the  ordination  of  a  minister  is  ^^  the  imposition  of  hands,  in  which  all  the 
brethren  of  the  Presbytery  join ; "  that  the  Synod  in  May  1850  agreed 
to  state  ^'  that  it  has  been  use  and  wont  to  confine  the  imposition  of  hands 
of  the  Presbytery  in  the  ordination  of  ministers  to  the  teaching  elders  of 
the  Presbytery;"  that  the  Synod  in  May  1851  agreed  "that  the  practice 
of  the  Church  in  the  ordination  of  ministers  be  continued  as  heretofore;'' 
and  that  in  the  Rules  and  Forms  of  Procedure,  the  rule  as  to  the  act  of 
ordination  has  not  been  altered  to  meet  these  decisions:'  and  it  asks  ^  that 
the  Synod  take  the  whole  subject  into  mature  consideration ;  repeal  the 
decision  of  1851;  decide  that,  in  accordance  with  New  Testament 
authority,  it  is  the  right  and  duty  of  elders-rbeing  members  of  Presbytery 
— along  with  ministers  to  lay  on  hands  in  the  ordination  of  ministers,  and 
tx>  frame  the  rule  bearing  on  the  point  so  that  tliere  may  be  no  misunder* 
standing  on  the  subject.' 

The  main  end  here  sought  is,  '  that  the  Synod  decide  that,  in  accord- 
ance with  New  Testament  authority,  it  is  the  right  and  duty  of  elders — 
being  members  of  Presbytery — along  with  ministers  to  lay  on  hands  in 
the  ordination  of  ministers.'  The  authority  of  the  New  Testament  touch- 
ing this  matter  of  administration  in  the  government  of  the  Church  is  to  be 
sought  in  the  distinct  instruction,  or  the  principle,  or  the  example  which 
it  contains  on  the  points  specified.  These  raise  various  questions  for 
consideration. 

The  first  is.  Does  the  laying  on  of  hands  hy  tlie  Presbytery  in  the  ordina* 
tion  of  ministers  rest  on  the  autliority  of  the  New  Testament  f  In  the  first 
Christian  congregation  at  Jerusalem,  after  the  effusion  of  the  Holy  Ghost 
on  the  day  of  Pentecost,  when  the  number  of  the  disciples  was  midtiplied, 
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and  amounted  to  several  thousands  both  of  men  and  women,  axi  election 
of  seven  men  to  a  new  office  was  appointed  by  the  twelve  Apostles,  and 
t];iat  having  been  duly  made,  the  seven  were  '  set  before  the  Apostles,  and 
when  they  had  prayed,  they  laid  hands  on  ihem^  (Acts  vi.  6).       So  that 
the  first  ordination  service  in  the  Christian  Church,  which  was  condacted 
under  the  direction  and  by  the  instrumentality  of  the  twelve  jA^postles, 
consisted  of  prayer  and  the  laying  on  of  hands.    In  the  Church  at  .A^atioch, 
when  ^  the  Holy  Ghost  said,  Separate  me  Barnabas  and  Saul  for  the  -vrork 
whereunto  I  have  called  them,'  the  ordination  service  was  conducted  in 
like  manner:  ^  When  they  had  fasted  and  prayed,  and  laid  hands  an  them, 
they  sent  them  away '  (Acts  xiii.  3).     At  the  ordination  of  Timothy  to 
bis  work,  the  same  mode  appeara  to  have  been  followed.    The  Apostle 
Paul  says  to  him:  ^Neglect  not  the  gift  that  is  in  thee,  which  was  gire& 
thee  by  prophecy  toith  the  laying  on  of  the  hands  of  the  presbytery '  (1  Tioi. 
iv.  14);  and  again:  ^I  put  thee  in  remembrance  that  thou  stir  up  the  gift 
of  God  which  is  in  thee  by  tlie  laying  on  of  my  hands '  (2  Tim*  i.  6).      These 
facts — that  at  the  ordination  of  the  seven  deacons,  under  the  united  aatho- 
lity  and  conduct  of  the  twelve  Apostles,  to  their  woik  of  dispensing  the 
charities  of  the  Church ;  that  at  the  ordination  of  Paul  and  Barnabas  by 
special  divine  direction  to  their  great  mission  work  among  the  Gentiles; 
and  that  at  the  ordination  of  Timothy  by  a  presbytery,  of  which  Paul  was 
on  the  occasion  a  member,  and  also  the  president,^  to  his  work  of  an 
evangelist,  the  laying  on  of  hands  was  uniformly  observed,  and  is  care- 
fully recorded  as  an  important  part  of  the  transaction — furnish  an  im- 
pressive example  and  instruction  to  us,  and  render  it  altogether  probable, 
and  conduct  to  the  conclusion,  that  this  act  formed  a  prominent  feature 
in  the  ordination  of  all  elders  and  deacons  in  the  primitive  Church.     The 
direction  to  Timothy,  ^  Lay  hands  suddenly  on  no  man^  sti-engthe&s  this 
conclusion.     So  that,  when  we  read  that  Paul  and  Barnabas  ^ordained 
them  elders  in  every  church '  (Acts  xi.  23),  and  that  Titus  was  <  ap- 
pointed to  ordain  elders  in  every  city  *(i.  5),  we  are  warranted,  interpreting 
the  briefer  terms  and  record  by, the  fuller,  and  understanding  the  pro- 
cedure where  not  detailed  to  be  similar  to  that  which  is  detailed,  to  con- 
clude that  in  all  these  cases  the  laying  on  of  hands  took  place,  and, 
therefore,  that  it  is  accordant  with  New  Testament  authority  to  (Aserve 
this  rite  in  the  ordination  -of  ministers^  of  other   ruling  elders^  and  of 
deacons. 

Having  found  that  the  usage  rests  on  New  Testament  authority,  the 
second  and  important  question  arises,  Wliat  is  its  significance  and  design  f 
What  does  it  import  or  denote  ?  The  answer  is  to  be  found  in  an 
examination  of  the  cases  in  which  the  laying  on  of  hands  was  used  by 

^  One  member  disseDted  from  this  interpretatioD,  and  held  that  the  two  passages  on 
which  it  is  founded  do  not  Fefer  either  to  the  same  gift  or  the  same  occasion. 
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Christ  and  His  Apostles.  These  show  four  different  ends  or  objects  in 
connection  with  which  it  was  employed. 

One  was  in  pronouncing  special  benediction  on  a  person.  Wh^n 
^  there  were  brought  unto  Jesus  little  children,  that  He  should  ptU  hande 
pn  them  and  pray^ — which  implied  that  wliat  was  desired  was  not  a  new 
thing  for  a  prophet  or  a  teacher  sent  from  God  to  do, — *  He  took  them 
up  in  His  arms,  put  hands  upon  them,  and  blessed  them.^  The  earliest 
instance  recorded  of  this  mode  of  blessing,  and  probably  the  origin  of  it, 
was  that  of  Jacob,  when,  at  his  desire  to  bless  them,  Joseph's  sons  were 
brought  unto  him,  and  ^  he  laid  his  right  hand  upon  Ephrainis  heady  and 
kis  left  hand  upon  ManasseKs  head,  guiding  his  hands  wittingly^  and  im- 
-  plored  the  God  of  his  fathers,  the  God  who  had  fed  iiim  all  his  life  long, 
the  Angel  who  had  redeemed  him  from  all  evil,  to  bless  the  lade*  (Gen. 
xlviii.  8-14). 

Anot/ier  was  in  performing  a  miraculous  cure.  Jairus,  whose  little 
daughter  lay  at  the  point  of  death,  ^besought  Jesus  greatly  that  He 
would  come  and  lay  hands  on  her  that  she  may  be  healed,  and  she  shall 
live,'  which  indicated  how  identified  in  the  mind  of  the  suppliant  was 
that  outward  action  with  the  conferment  of  the  great  benefit  he  implored. 
Again,  when  the  woman  who  had  a  spirit  of  infirmity  eighteen  years, 
and  was  bowed  together,  and  could  no  wise  lift  up  herself,  was  accosted 
by  Jesus  with  the  announcement,  ^  Woman,  thou  art  loosed  from  Uiine 
infirmity,  He  laid  hands  on  her^  and  immediately  she  was  made  straight, 
and  glorified  God.'  Again,  ^AU  they  that  had  any  sick  with  divers 
diseases  brought  them  unto  Him,  and  He  laid  hands  on  every  one  of 
them  and  Iiealed  fhem.^  And  in  His  final  commission  to  His  disciples, 
along  with  the  other  credentials  and  gifts  promised  to  them.  He  specifies 
^  they  sJiall  lay  hands  on  the  sick  and  they  shall  recover.' 

A  third  was  in  communicating  supernatural  gifts.  'When  the 
Apostles  which  were  at  Jerusalem  heard  that  Samaria  had  received  the 
word  of  God,  they  sent  unto  them  Peter  and  John,  who,  when  they 
were  come  down,  prayed  for  them,  that  they  might  receive  the  Holy 
Ghost  (for  as  yet  He  was  fallen  upon  none  of  them,  only  they  were 
baptized  in  the  name  of  the  Lord  Jesus).  Then  laid  they  hands  on  them^ 
and  they  received  the  Holy  Ghost '  (Acts  viii.  14-19).  That  the  expression 
*  received  the  Holy  Ghost'  here  denotes  the  obtainment  of  His  supernatural 
gifts,  which  excited  popular  astonishment  and  admiration,  appears  from 
the  impious  conduct,  immediately  consequent,  of  Simon  the  sorcerer, 
who,  under  the  preaching  of  Philip,  and  seeing  the  miracles  which  he 
did,  professed  faith,  and  was  baptized,  and  continued  with  Philip,  *  and 
wondered^  beholding  the  miracles  and  signs  which  were  done  ;  and  when 
he  saw  that  through  laying  on  of  the  Apostles'  hands  the  Holy  Ghost  was 
giveuy  he  offered  them  money,  saying,  Give  me  this  power j  that  on 
whomsoever  I  lay  hands  he  mav  receive  the  Holy  Ghost.'     That  this  is 
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the  true  sense  of  the  e^fpression  here  appears  further  from  the  analogoas 
rase  at  Ephesus^  where  the  interpretation  immediately  follows  it: 
'  When  Paul  had  laid  liands  upon  certain  disciples,  ilie  Holy  Ghost  ccmu 
on  them^  and  they  spake  with  tongues  and  prophesied.  And  all  the  men 
were  about  twelve/  who  on  that  occasion  received  these  extraordinary 
gifte  (Acts  xix.  6,  7). 

The  fourthj  and  only  other  sacred  and  important  end  in  connection 
with  which  the  laying  on  of  hands  was  used,  was  ordination  to    a  work 
or  office.    This,  though  reserved  as  the  last  for  notice,  was  the  first  with 
which  the  usage  is  associated,  and  the  earliest  instance   recorded    is 
specially  interesting  and  instructive.     In  answer  to  Moses'  prayer  for  a 
fit  successor — '  Let  the  Lord  set  a  man  over  the  congregation,  who  may 
£^0  out  before  them,  and  who  may  come  in  before  them,  and  who  may  lead 
them  out,  and  who  may  bring  them  in;  that  the  congregation   of  the 
Lord  be  not  as  sheep  which  have  no  shepherd,  the  Lord  said  unto  Moses, 
Take  thee  Joshua^  Hie  son  of  Nun^  a  man  in  whom  is  the  Spirit,  and  lay 
thine  hand  upon  him  ;  and  set  him  before  Eleazar  the  priest,  and   before 
nil  the  congregation,  and  give  him  a  charge  in  their  sight.    And  Moses 
vlid  as  the  Lord  commanded  him :    and  he  took  Joshua,  and  set  him 
before  Eleazar  the  priest,  and  before  all  the  congregation,  and  he  laid 
his  hands  upon  him,  and  gave  him  a  charge,  as  the  Lord  commanded^ 
by  the  hand  of  Moses '  (Numb,  xxvii.  16-19,  22,  23).    It  will  be  noticed 
here  (1)  that  Joshua's  qualifications  for  the  great  ofiJce  were  not  con-  ' 
ferred  on  him  through  his  investment  with  it,  or  in  consequence  of  bis 
appointment  to  it,  or  after  that  appointment,  but  were  previously  found 
in  him  conspicuous  and  long  proved,  and  are  referred  to  as  the  ground 
of  the  appointment — ^Take  thee   Joshua  the  son  of  Nun,  a  man  in 
lohom  is  the  Spirit.^     It  will  be  noticed  (2)  that  the  injunction,  *  Lay 
thine  hand  upon  him,  is  as  express  and  obligatory  as  any  other  prescribed 
by  the  Lord  in  the  specific  directory  to  Moses  of  the  steps  to  be  followed 
in  the  appointment  and  inauguration  of  Joshua  to  the  office  of  his  suc- 
cessor.   It  will  be  noticed  (3)  that  this  action  was  of  all  those  prescribed 
the  one  which  specially  denoted  Joshua's  separation  and  designation  to 
his  new  office.    No  rite  was  more  significant  and  impressive,  as  none 
was  more  familiar  to  a  Jew,  than  a  man's  ^  putting  his  hands  upon  the 
head '  of  the  animal  which  he  brought  as  a  sacrificial  offering  unto  the 
Lord,  and  by  tliat  act  solemnly  separating  and  entirely  devoting  it  to 
that  purpose.     So  by  this  striking  figurative  action  of  Moses  laying  his 
hands  upon  Joshua  before  Eleazar  the  priest,  and  before  all  the  con- 
gregation, was  denoted  and  attested  Joshua's  solemn  separation  and  dedi^ 
cation  to  and  investiture  with  the  office  to  which  the  Lord  had  appointed 
him.     This  case,  as  we  apprehend,  exhibits  the  divine  origin  and  the 
true  import  of  the  rite  of  laying  on  hands  in  ordination. 

With  this  great  primary  instance  and  example  accord  the  cases 
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recorded  in  the  New  Testament.  The  first  is  that  of  the  seven  who 
were  elected  to  dispense  the  Church's  charities  (Acts  vi.  2-6)  :  *  The 
twelve  called  the  multitadeof  the  disciples  unto  them,  and  said,  Brethren, 
look  ye  out  among  yon*  seven  men  of  honest  report^  full  of  the  Holy  Ghost 
and  wisdom^  whom  we  may  appoint  over  this  business*  And  the  saying 
pleased  the  whole  multitude,  and  they  chose  Stephen,  a  man  full  of  faith 
and  of  the  Holy  Ghost^  and  Philip,  and  Prochorus,  and  Nicanor,  and  Timon, 
and  Parmenas,  and  Nicholas  a  proselyte  of  Antioch :  whom  they  set  before 
the  Apostles;  and  when  they  had  prayed,  they  laid  hands  on  them,^  Here 
the  qualifications  necessary  for  the  office  are  specified  before  any  selec- 
tion is  begun — ^men  of  honest  report,  full  of  the  Holy  Ghost  and 
wisdomJ  These  are  found  in  the  requisite  number  of  men,  and  because 
these  men  are  known  to  be  possessed  of  them  they  are  chosen  by  their 
fellow-members,  and  by  them  are  'set  before  the  apostles'  for  their 
approbation  and  appointment^  which  were  forthwith  given,  as  the  words 
attest — ^and  when  they  had  prayed  tliey  laid  hands  on  lliem^  The  acts 
were  distinct  and  successive  of  prayer  and  of  imposition  of  hands,  and  they 
are  the  only  essential  rites  of  ordination.  In  the  devotional  act  the 
Apostles  no  doubt  realized  their  entire  dependence  on  their  Lord,  sought 
with  unwavering  faith  all  the  blessings  of  His  presence,  and  specially 
supplicated  His  grace  for  '  the  seven  *  on  whom  they  were  about  to  lay 
hands.  In  the  administrative  act  they  impressively  performed  and  showed 
all  that  was  imported  in  ^their  previous  words, — '  whom  we  may  appoint 
over  this  business.'  This  act  of  laying  hands  on  them — to  the  Jewish 
mind  so  solemn  and  formal,  of  separation,  designation,  and  induction  to 
sacred  ofiice — was  the  impressive,  authoritative  appointment  of  tlie  seven 
over  the  business^  to  which,  all  the  steps  of  procedure  prescribed  having 
been  duly  followed  out,  they  were  so  clearly  chosen  and  called. 

The  next  case  recorded  is  that  of  the  appointment  of  Barnabas  and 
Saul  to  their  great  work  as  missionaries  to  the  Gentiles  (Acts  xiii.  1-3) : 
*  Now  there  wer^  in  the  Church  that  was  at  Antioch  certain  prophets 
and  teachers,  as  Barnabas,  and  Simon  that  was  called  Niger,  and  Lucius 
of  Cyrene,  and  Manaen  which  had  been  brought  up  with  Herod  the 
tetrarch,  and  Saul.  As  they  ministered  to  the  Lord,  and  fasted,  the 
Holy  Ghost  said.  Separate  me  Barnabas  and  Saul  for  the  work  where- 
unto  I  have  called  them.  And  when  they  had  fasted  and  prayed,  and  laid 
hands  on  tliemy  they  sent  them  away.'  The  Church  at  Antioch  stands 
ill  the  gospel  history  next  to  that  at  Jerusalem  in  eminence  and  interest. 
The  five  prophets  and  teachers  mentioned  as  there  associated  in  the 
Lord's  service  seem  to  have  been  all  inspired  men,  and  probably  were 
earnestly  expectant  and  prayerful,  for  the  extension  of  the  gospel.  The 
Church  was  engaged  in  assiduous  religious  service  and  humiliation — ^  as 
they  ministered  to  the  Lord  and  fasted '*— when  *  the  Holy  Ghost  said^ 
Separate  me  Barnabas  and  Saul  for  the  work  wliereunto  I  have  called 
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ihemJ  In  whatever  manner^  and  to  whatever  persons, — one  of  the 
five  here  named,  or  all  of  them  simaltaneously,  or  the  congregation 
collectively, — the  divine  mandate  was  first  communicated,  its  aothoritj 
and  its  terms  were  clear  and  indabitable  to  all.  The  Greek  particle 
&7,  which  conveys  the  idea  of  instancy,  and  may  well  be  rendered 
noWy  occurs  after  the  verb  '  separate/  but  is  omitted  in  oar  translation, 
which  should  have  been,  ^  Separate  me  now,'  etc.  It  was  to  the  Church 
the  commission  was  given,  whosoever — Simon  and  Lucius  and  Manaen, 
or  others — might  be  the  ministerial  agents  in  its  execution,  which  is  thos 
related :  ^  And  when  they  had  fasted  and  prayed,  and  laid  hands  oh 
them,  they  sent  them  away.'  Fasting  was  conjoined  with  prayer  as 
appropriate  to  the  solemn  transaction  to  which  they  were  divinely  called ; 
and  after  the  devotional  act,  the  administrative  was  performed— of  laying 
hands  on  them  as  the  symbol  and  execution  of  that  ^separation  of  fkern^ 
which  the  Holy  Ghost  commanded,  '  for  the  work  whereunto  He  had 
called  them.'  Here,  as  in  the  former, case  of  Hhe  seven,'  no  qualifica- 
tions for  the  work  on  which  they  were  to  go  forth  were  conveyed  by  the 
act  of  separation.  All  these  they  possessed  before  they  were  separated 
to  it.  It  was  long  previous  to  this  separation  that  they  had  been  divinely 
called  to  it.  Paul  was  apprised  of  it  at  his  conversion  on  the  way  to 
Damascus  (Acts  xxvi.  17).  His  call  to  it  was  intimated  to  Ananias 
there,  who  first  hid  hands  on  him^  and  imparted  to  him  both  miracnloas 
cure  and  divine  influence  (Acts  ix.  15,  17).  He  had  been  apprised  of 
it  on  his  first  return  to  Jerusalem  (Acts  xxii.  31),  and  it  was  his  high 
claim  that  he  was  ^  an  apostle,  not  of  men^  neither  by  man,  but  by  Jesus 
Christ  and  God  the  Father'  (Gal.  i.  1). 

The  remaining  case  specified  in  the  Scriptures  is  that  of  Timothy : 
'  Neglect  not  the  gift  that  is  in  thee,  which  was  given  thee  by  prophecy 
with  the  laying  on  of  the  hands  of  the  presbytery'  (1  Tim.  iv.  14). 
'  I  put  thee  in  remembrance  that  thou  stir  up  the  gift  of  God  which  is 
in  thee  by  the  putting  on  of  my  hands'  (2  Tim.  1-6).  ^  The  gift  that  is 
in  tlvecy  which  was  given  thee  by  propliecj/y  and  ^  the  gift  of  God  which  is 
in  tliee^  are  express  designations  of  a  particular  and  eminent  gift  which 
had  been  divinely  imparted  to  Timothy;  and  learned  expositors,  of 
different  Churches  and  views  of  doctrine  and  polity,  deem  it  to  have 
been  the  qualification  or  endowment  which  he  possessed  for  the  special 
office  or  work  of  teaching  and  ruling  the  Church.  The  expression, 
^  which  Was  given  thee  by  proplieeyj  viewed  in  connection  with  that  in 
a  previous  passage  (i.  18),  ^This  charge  I  commit  unto  thee,  son 
Timothy,  according  to  the  propliscies  which  went  before  on  ihee^  shows 
that,  as  in  Paul's  own  case,  there  had  been  prophetic  intimations  by 
one  or  more  inspired  men,  at  some  previous  time  or  times,  of  the  divine 
will  to  invest  him  with  qualification  or  endowment  for  the  position  t&d 
service  to  which  he  would  be  called,  and  so  *  the  gift,  as  to  its  certainty

in  the  divine  counsels,  was  said  to  be  conferred  by  such  propheey/  To 
the  position  and  service  fer  which  God  had  fitted  him-^and  for  which 
bis  fitness  had  been  foretold  by  prophecy — he  was  set  apart  or  designated 
tDith  the  laying  on  of  the  hands  of  the  presbytery^  as  the  outward  sign 
and  seal  of  the  solemn  transaction.  What  presbytery  or  eldership^  as 
the  term  signifies,  this  was,  is  nowhere  indicated.'  Some  have  con- 
jectured it  to  be  that  at  Lystra,  and  some  that  at  Ephesus.  But 
wherever  was  the  locality,  it  is  probable  that  it  was  the  body  of  elders 
belonging  to  the  particular  church  or  congregation  in  which  tlie  trans- 
action took  place ;  and  one  fact  of  special  interest  connected  with  it  is, 
that  the  Apostle  Paul  was  present,  and  was  the  presiding  administrator^ 
as  he  pointedly  reminds  Timothy,  ^  Stir  up  the  gift  of  God  which  is  in 
thee  by  the  laying  on  of  my  hands.* 

It  thus  appears  from  the  New  Testament  that  the  laying  on  of 
hands  was  practised  in  the  Christian  Church  as  the  solemn  symbol  and 
attestation  of  the  conferment,  as  the  case  might  be,  of  benediction,  or 
miraculous  cure,  or  supernatural  gifts,  or  a  sacred  office,  or  a  special 
work,  on  the  person  to  whom  the  rite  was  administered.  In  the  ease  of 
ordination  it  neither  conveyed  qualifications  for  office  nor  constituted  a 
call  to  it,  but  was  the  designation  and  induction  to  office  of  the  person  who 
possessed  die  qualifications  for  it  and  had  been  duly  called  to  it.  The 
tenet  of  the  Roman  Catholic,  the  Episcopal,  and  the  Lutheran  Churches, 
that  in  ordination,  when  the  episcopus,  pastor,  or  presbyter  lays  his 
hands  on  the  candidate,  he  by  that  act  then  conveys  and  imparts  the 
gifts  and  graces  of  the  Holy  Ghost  to  the  man,  so  that  he  possesses 
thenceforth  a  character  and  virtue  which  he  had  not  before,  which  he 
could  never  have  had  without  transmission  and  communication  through 
hands  so  laid  on  him,  and  which  no  person  engaged  in  or  set  apart  to 
any  department  of  the  Christian  ministry  can  have  who  has  not  received 
them  through  such  a  channel,  but  which  every  person  on  whose  head 
the  manual  touch  has  been  put  obtains  directly,  certainly,  and  irrevo- 
cably, and  retains  permanently,  whatever  may  turn  out  to  be  his 
doctrine  or  character, — is  a  tenet  obnoxious  to  morality,  repugnant  to 
Scripture,  and  revolting  to  reason,  which  we  scout  and  detest  as  utter 
superstition  and  imposture. 

Having  seen  that  there  is  authority  in  the  New  Testament  for  ^  the 
laying  on  of  hands '  in  the  ordination  of  ministers,  and  that  the  rite 
denotes  tlie  solemn  separation  or  appointment  of  them  to  the  office  witli 
which  they  are  tlien  invested^  the  special  question  raised  in  the  overture 
comes  now  to  be  considered,  ^  Is  it  the  right  aaid  duty  of  elders — -being 
members  of  Presbytery — along  with  ministers  to  lay  on  hands  in  the 
ordination  of  ministers  f ' 

Of  the  ordinary  and  permanent  office-bearers  of  the  Church,  instituted 
by  the  direction  and  authority  of  the  inspired  Apostles,  the  one  order 
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in  whom  all  the  government  is  vested  are  the  Elders,  That  designation, 
derived  from  the  Jewish  Chnrch,  and  significant  and  familiar  to  the 
converts  from  it^  was  alone  nsed  in  the  first  part,  of  the  apostolic  age ; 
but  afterwards  among  the  Gentile  Churches  another  term  of  like 
significance  to  the  Greeks,  denoting  overseers,  was  employed,  and  both 
are  nsed  by  the  Apostles  as  sjnionymous,  as  is  also  the  additional 
designation  pastors  or  shepherds  (Acts  xx.  17,  28;  Tit.  i.  5,  7).  Of 
these  a  plurality  was  required  in  every  congregation  in  order  to  its 
proper  organization  (Acts  xiv.  23 ;  Tit.  i.  5  ;  Phil.  i.  1),  and  this  con- 
stitution of  GOVERNMENT  BT  A  BODY  OF  ELDERS  IN  EVERT  CONGREGA- 
TION is  the  radical  and  essential  distinction  of  a 'Presbyterian  Church. 

The  power  of  ordination  belonged  to  the  Apostles,  and  by  them  was 
first  exercised  in  the  Christian  Church.  By  their  direction  the  Evan- 
gelists also  exercised  it,  as  probably  did  likewise  the  prophets  and 
teachers.  It  was  thereafter  vested  in  the  body  of  elders,  as  the  case 
of  Timothy  shows,  when  Paul  did  not  exercise  his  personal  apostolic 
prerogative  to  perform  the  rite,  but  was  associated  and  acted  with  the 
eldership,  as  the  body  by  whose  conjunct  authority  and  official  instm* 
mentality  it  was  performed.  So  that  it  is  to  this  body,  be  it  that  of  a 
particular  congregation,  or  be  it  that  of  a  number  of  associated  congrega- 
tions, that  the  power  of  ordination  belongs.  As  in  each  several  con- 
gregation the  elders,  chosen  alike  by  the  free  suffrages  of  the  members, 
meet  in  council  on  a  footing  of  equal  rights  to  a  voice  and  vote  in  every 
matter  submitted  for  consideration  or  decision,  so  do  they  in  every  larger 
body  composed  of  the  elders  of  a  plurality  of  congregations,  however 
many.  Rule  or  oversight  is  the  great  work  or  duty  to  which  all  elders 
are  called  in  common,  and  in  performing  it  they  stand  on  an  equality  of 
obligation  and  of  privilege.  But  while  all  functions  pertaining  to  the 
care  and  edification  of  the  Church  are  comprised  in  the  ofiice  of  elder, 
some  of  these  functions  do  not  belong  to  the  department  of  government, 
and  men  who  do  not  possess  qualifications  for  them  have  ever  been  held 
eligible  to  the  ofiice,  when  found  well  fitted  for  the  functions  of  rule. 
Accordingly,  the  broad  distinction  has  long  obtained  between  elders  who 
only  rale,  and  have  only  been  chosen  and  ordained  to  rule,  and  elders 
who  also  teach,  and  who  have  been  chosen  and  have  been  ordained  both 
to  rule  and  to  teach.  All  of  both  classes  are  overseers  or  rulers,  but  the 
latter  class  are  also  teachers — both  pastors  and  teachers.  This  distinction 
pervades  and  marks  the  relation  of  the  two  classes  to  the  Church.  The 
ordination,  as  the  call,  of  a  minister,  in  whom  the  functions  of  a  teach- 
ing and  ruling  elder  are  united,  has  ever  been  regarded,  and  in  all  Pres- 
byterian Churches  conducted,  as  much  more  important  and  solemn  than 
that  of  an  elder.  Whatever  right  or  privilege  as  a  ruUr  belongs  to  a 
minister  as  an  ordinary  member  of  Presbytery,  the  same  belongs  to  an 
elder  as  an  ordinary  member  of  Presbytery.     But  when  equality  of  right 
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and  privilege  is  asserted  for  all  who  are  called  and  ordained  to  rule  in  the 
Church,  the  main  question  raised  in  the  overture  recurs.  Should  ruling 
elders  J  wlio  are  members  of  Presbytery  j  lay  on  hands^  as  well  as  minister Sy 
in  ihe  ordination  of  a  minister  f 

On  this  question  there  iwas  a  difference  of  opinion  in  the  Committee, 
and  it  was  judged  that  the  need  for  its  determination  might  be  obviated, 
and  that  the  practical  benefit  and  important  end  of  edification  to  be 
sought  from  its  settlement  might  be  attained,  by  adopting  a  form  of 
ordination  which  conserved  intact  the  principle  of  Presbjterial  appointment, 
without  disturbing  the  opinions  or  feelings  on  either  side  of  those  who 
differ  respecting  the  equality  of  the  elder's  right  with  the  minister's  to 
take  part  as  an  ordinaiy  member  of  Presbytery  in  the  formal  act.  It  is 
obvious  that,  as  Presbyteries  are  constituted  among  us,  it  could  not  have 
been  the  Scriptural  design  that  in  the  ordination  of  a  minister  all  the 
presbyters  present  slwuld  lay  on  fiandsj  for  that  is  not  practicable. 
There  are  few  Presbyteries  of  fewer  than  20  members ;  the  larger,  in 
which  ordinations  are  most  frequent,  comprise  from  60  to  170.  How 
can  20,  or,  still  more,  60  or  100  men,  lay  their  hands  simultaneously  on 
the  head  of  one  t  Where  the  attempt  is  made  by  the  smallest  of  these 
numbers  it  is  found  to  be  impossible,  and  there  is  sometimes  occasioned 
unseemliness  and  confusion.  But  can  unseemliness,  or  confusion,  or 
impracticability  be  involved  in  the  right  observance  of  any  ordinance 
appointed  by  Him,  who  ^  is  not  the  author  of  confusion,  but  of  peace  in 
all  the  Churches  of  the  saints,'  and  who  enjoins  throughout  the  whole 
administration  in  His  house,  '  Let  all  things  be  done  decently  and  in 
order'  ?  If  only  a  few  can  in  a  convenient,  seemly,  and  reverent  manner 
join  in  laying  hands  on  the  person  ordained,  a  delegation  becomes  neces- 
sary, and  a  door  is  then  opened  for  dispute  about  the  members  who  are 
eligible  or  ineligible.  But  all  these  difficulties  are  avoided  if,  as  in  all 
other  acts  of  administration,  whether  of  sacraments,  of  government,  or 
of  discipline,  this  is  performed  by  the  Moderator,  as  the  organ  of  the 
collective  eldership.  This  is  the  mode  which  the  two  records  of  the 
laying  on  of  hands  on  Timothy  suggest  was  observed  in  his  case — the 
deed  being  that  of  the  Presbytery  or  eldership,  and  the  ministerial  per- 
formance that  of  Paul,  as  the  president  and  organ  of  the  body  on  the 
occasion.  The  only  detailed  cases  of  ordination  in  the  Scriptures  show 
that  the  act  of  laying  on.  hands  was  not  performed  during  prayer,  but 
was  distinct  from  and  posterior  to  it.  This  mode  of  performing  the 
rite  by  the  Moderator  alone,  after  the  prayer  is  concluded,  standing^with 
the  assembled  elders  around  him,  before  all  the  congregation,  is  recom- 
mended by  its  Scriptural  authority,  simplicity,  and  solemnity ;  and  the 
Committee  having,  with  one  exception,  unanimously  approved  of  it, 
respectfully  recommend  it  to  the  Synod  as  worthy  of  its  adoption.

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NoU.'^In  the  event  of  the  mode  proposed  being  adopted,  a  form 
of  designation  by  the  Moderator  becomes  necessary,  and  some  such  as 
the  following  is  suggested  : — 

'  In  the  name  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  the  Head  of  the  Church,  I 
do  now,  as  the  moderator  of  the  Presbytery,  lay  hands  on  yoa,  A —  B— , 
who  have  been  called,  tried,  and  approved,  and  have  this  day  witnessed 
a  good  confession  before  the  Church,  and  separate  you  to  the  office  of 
the  holy  ministry,  to  exercise  all  its  powers  and  discharge  all  its  functions; 
and  specially  appoint  you  to  fulfil  all  the  duties  of  a  teaching  and  ruling 
elder  in  this  congregation,  by  which  you  have  been  freely  chosen  and 
solemnly  called  to  the  office ;  and  commend  you  to  the  grace  of  Gkd  foi^ 
all  countenance,  aid,  and  success  in  the  good  work.    Amen* 
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No.  XIX. — {See  Minutes,  p.  694.) 

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  NATIONAL  EDUCATION. 

The  Committee  on  National  Education  have  not  felt  it  necessary,  in 
course  of  the  past  year,  to  take  any  action  on  the  subject  entrusted  to 
them.  Since  the  Education  Act  has  come  into  general  operation,  how- 
ever,  it  has  become  evident  that  in  some  respects  the  measure  will  require 
amendment.  The  probability  is  that  in  the  next  session  of  Parliament 
the  Act  will  undergo  revision.  Indications  are  not  wanting  that  an 
attempt  may  be  made  to  introduce  changes  of  a  reactionary  tendency 
as  respects  the  inspection  ^and  payment  of  religious  teaching  in  the 
National  Schools;  and  to  watch  over  this  matter,  with  the  view  of 
maintaining  the  principles  uniformly  affirmed  by  this  Synod,  it  seems 
desirable  that  a  Committee  on  the  subject  should  still  be  continued. 
Another  question  of  importance  to  the  Synod,  as  bearing  upon  the 
supply  of  students  for  the  ministry,  is  that  of  secondary  education^  as 
affected  by  the  school  system  established  under  the  Act.  This  subject 
is  beginning  to  attract  general  attention,  and  the  Committee,  if 
reappointed,  would  endeavour  to  further  any  well-advised  effort  by  which 
an  education  fitting  promising  youths  all  over  the  country  to  pass  on  to 
the  Universities  could  be  placed  within  their  reach.  The  subject  of 
University  reform  will  also  be  brought  under  discussion  in  course  of  the 
present  year,  in  connection  with  the  Royal  Commission  which  has  just 
been  appointed.  One  of  the  points  on  which  the  Commission  will 
seek  evidence  is  that  of  entrance  examinations  in  the  Universities ;  and 
this,  as  bearing  on  the  higher  education  of  our  students,  is  not  without 
its  importance  to  the  Church. 

In  view  of  all  these  matters,  the  continuance  of  the  Committee 
seems  still  to  be  necessary, — ^^either  under  existing  instructions,  or .  with 
such  other  as  the  Syno4  may  see  cause  to  lay  down.

REPORT  ON  SUPERINTENDENCE  OF  YOUNG  PERSONS 
CHANGING  THEIR  RESIDENCE. 

The  Synod,  at  its  last  meeting,  resolved — ^  That  a  Standing  Committee, 
of  an  equal  number  of  ministers  and  elders,  be  appointed  to  co-operate 
with  Presbyteries,  Sessions,  and  Committees  of  Superintendence,  in 
carrying  out  the  Scheme,  with  power  to  send  a  deputation  to  meetings 
of  Presbyteries  with  that  object.' 

The  Committee,  at  its  first  meeting  on  June  15,  1875,  proceeded  to 
consider  the  best  method  of  communicating  with  Presbyteries  and 
Sessions  as  to  the  working  out  of  the  Scheme ;  and,  after  lengthened 
conversation,  agreed  that  a  deputation  from  the  Committee,  consisting, 
as  far  as  possible,  of  a  minister  and  elder,  should  visit  each  of  the  Pres- 
byteries of  the  Church,  with  the  view  of  interesting  Presbyteries  in  the 
Scheme,  and  of  having  its  claims  brought  before  the  notice  of  Sessions 
and  congregations  without  delay.  The  Committee  agreed,  as  a  prelimi- 
nary step,  to  send  a  circular  to  the  various  Presbyteries,  inquiring 
whether  they  will  be  ready  to  receive  such  a  deputation,  and  when.  The 
Committee  further  agreed  to  send  a  circulai*  to  all  the  Sessions  of  the 
Church  (one  copy  to  the  minister  and  one  to  the  session-clerk),  calling 
the  attention  of  Sessions  to  the  various  articles  of  the  new  Scheme, 
especially  Articles  1  and  3,  and  urging  them  to  institute  a  Roll  of 
Baptized  Persons,  and  a  system  of  Disjunction  Certificates,  as  appointed 
by  the  Synod ;  the  circular  to  Session-Clerks  to  be  accompanied  with  a 
sample  sheet  of  the  Roll-Book  and  Disjunction-Book,  which  have  been 
prepared  by  the  Committee  and  sanctioned  by  the  Synod. 

These  circulars  to  the  Presbyteries  and  Sessions  were  forthwith  pre- 
pared and  despatched  by  the  Convener  accordingly. 

It  is  a  proof  of  the  prompt  attention  which  the  circulars  received 
from  the  Clerks  of  Presbyteries,  that  within  a  month  after  their  issue 
fourteen  responses  were  returned,  intimating  the  earliest  time  suitable  or 
practicable  for  a  visit  from  a  deputation.  In  the  cases  where  responses 
were  delayed,  the  chief  cause  was  the  long  interval  of  several  months 
elapsing  at  that  time  of  the  year,  in  many  country  Presbyteries,  between 
the  meeting  in  June,  which  was  passed  before  the  circular  arrived,  and 
that  following,  which  was  deferred  till  autumn.  In  all  cases  where  the 
response  was  written  under  the  instruction  of  the  Presbytery,  it  expressed 
the  readiness  or  happiness  with  which  they  would  receive  a  deputation. 
Under  these  encouraging  circumstances,  arrangements  were  made,  as 
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far  as  practicable,  to  overtake  the  visits  at  the  times  proposed  by  the 
respective  Presbyteries.  But  the  occurrence  of  numerous  Presbytery 
meetings  on  the  same  day,  with  the  limited  number  of  deputies  whose 
services  could  be  obtained,  rendered  various  delays  unavoidable;  and, 
unfortunately,  in  two  or  three  instances,  delay  was  also  occasioned  by 
the  sudden  affliction  of  deputies  where  there  was  not  opportunity  to 
provide  substitutes ;  and,  in  two  cases,  extreme  distance  and  the  winter 
season  rendered  it  expedient  to  defer  the  visitation  till  a  future  time* 
There  are  three  Presbyteries  from  which  no  response  has  been  received, 
viz.  Cupar,  Lancashire,  and  London.  There  are  four  for  which,  from 
causes  already  referred  to,  the  arrangements  for  visitation  have  been 
prevented  from  being  carried  out — viz.  Dumfries,  Galloway,  Ireland, 
and  Orkney — ^which  have  yet  to  be  overtaken.  All  the  otlier  Presby- 
teries, the  Committee  have  the  satisfaction  of  reporting,  have  been  visited, 
— to  wit,  Aberdeen,  Annandale,  Arbroath,  Banffshire,  Berwick,  Buchan, 
Carlisle,  Dundee,  Dunfermline,  Edinburgh,  Elgin  and  Inverness, 
Falkirk,  Glasgow,  Hamilton,  Kelso,  Kilmarnock,  Kinross,  Kirkcaldy, 
Lanark,  Melrose,  Newcastle,  Paisley  and  Greenock,  Perth,  and  Stirling. 
The  reports  of  all  the  deputies  have  been  characterized  by  certain 
common  features  of  a  highly  interesting  and  gratifying  nature, — in 
their  united  testimony  of  the  cordiality  with  which  they  were  received ; 
of  the  attention  and  fulness  with  which  they  were  heard  ;  of  the  interest 
which  was  everywhere  expressed- in  the  Scheme ;  of  the  sense  of  its  im- 
portance w*hich  was  recorded ;  and,  with  rare  exceptions,  of  the  adoption 
of  practical  steps  for  carryingit  out  in  the  Sessions  and  congregations. 
Many  extracts  from  minutes  of  Presbyteries  and  reports  of  deputations, 
might  be  given  in  illustration  of  this  statement.  It  may  suffice,  how- 
ever, and  may  not  be  invidious,  considering  its  position  as  the  largest 
Presbytery  in  the  Church,  and  that  in  which  the  beneficial  results  may 
be  expected  to  be  greatest  of  the  successful  operation  of  the  Scheme,  to 
instance  the  action  of  the  Presbytery  of  Glasgow,  than  which  none  has 
given  a  heartier  reception  to  the  Scheme,  or  adopted  more  energetic 
steps  for  carrying  it  out,  by  the  following  extract  from  its  minutes : — 

*  Glaagowy  ^ih  November  1875. — Which  day  and  place  the  Glas- 
gow Presbytery  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  met.  Inter  alioj 
The  Rev.  Henry  Benton,  deputy  from  the  Synod's  Committee 
on  the  Superintendence  of  Young  Persons,  being  present,  was  heard. 
The  Presbytery  having  heard  Mr.  Benton,  tender  special  thanks 
to  him  for  his  address ;  express  their  sense  of  the  great  importance  of 
the  Scheme  which  the  Synod  has  adopted;  earnestly  commend  it 
to  the  consideration  of  ministers  and  Sessions,  that  steps  may  be 
taken  in  connection  with  all  our  congregations  to  carry  the  provi- 
sions of    the  Scheme   into   effect   without   delay.      Further,  instruct 
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Sessions  to  report  to  Presbytery,  before  the  meeting  in  Januaiy,  as  to 
what  steps  have  been  taken  in  the  way  of  carrying  out  the  Synod's 
Scheme ;  particularly  as  to  whether  a  roll  of  baptized  young  persons  has 
been  prepared,  and  what  is  being  done  by  ministers  and  elders  in  the 
way  of  superintending  and  instructing  the  young  of  the  congregations.' 

In  a  letter  to  the  Convener  of  1st  May  1876,  the  Clerk  (Rev.  Dr. 
Jeffrey)  mentions,  *  that  in  the  Presbytery  the  Synod's  Scheme  has  been 
very  generally  carried  out,  and  there  are  few  Sessions  that  have  not  a 
roll  of  baptized  young  persons  prepared  by  them.'  The  large  Presbytery 
of  Paisley  and  Greenock  has  evinced  no  less  earnestness  and  energy  to 
further  the  execution  of  the  Scheme,  and  ^  appointed  a  committee  to 
ascertain  what  steps  had  been  already  taken  in  connection  with  the 
Synod's  Scheme,  and  to  consider  what  means  might  be  necessary  for  the 
promotion  of  the  Scheme  in  all  its  parts  in  this  Presbytery.'  That 
committee,  on  1st  November  1875,  issued  to  all  the  Sessions  within  the 
bounds  the  annexed  Questions,  which  we  regard  as  an  admirable  mode 
of  prosecuting  such  an  inquiry : —  - 

1.  Does  your  Session  keep  a  roll  of  all  baptized  children  belonging 

to  the  congregation  ? 

2.  Do   the  elders   take   any  supervision  of  the  young  in    their 

respective  districts  1 

3.  Have  any  steps  been  taken  that  baptized  young  persons  on 

removing  from  the  congregation  take  with  them  a  certificate? 
i.  If  there  be  more  than  one  congregation  in  your  locality,  have 
any   steps   been    taken   to    form    a   committee   of   superin- 
tendence ? 

5.  Can  the  co-operation  of  Young  Men's  Societies  be  obtained  in 

working  out  the  Synod's  Scheme  ? 

6.  Have  you  any  suggestion  to  offer  for  the  guidance  of  the  Com- 

mittee ? 

It  is  interesting  to  find  that  during  the  past  year  a  considerable  ' 
addition  has  been  made  to  the  Committees  of  Elders  in  towns  for  the 
superintendence  of  young  persons  changing  their  places  of  residence. 
The  committee  in  Edinburgh,  which  was  the  first  thoroughly  organized 
for  this  purpose,  reports  to  the  Presbytery,  at  31st  March  1876,  *  that 
there  has  been  a  marked  increase  of  attention  to  the  Synod's  Scheme 
during  the  past  year,  and  in  consequence  a  much  greater  number  of 
young  persons  introduced  to  their  care.  Of  these,  twenty- one  have 
been  certified  to  the  committee  from  various  parts  of  the  country.  The 
cases  of  greatest  trouble  and  least  satisfaction  have  been  those  in  which 
months  were  allowed  to  elapse  before  the  persons  were  introduced  to  the 
knowledge  of  the  committee,'  showing  the  importance  of  their  being  as 
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early  as  possible  after  their  arrival  brought  under  the  care  which  may 
guard  them  from  temptation.  The  Glasgow  committee  have  issued  an 
interesting  report^  which  has  been  published  in  the  Missionary  Record 
for  March,  and  which  presents  an  illustration  of  the  urgent  need  and 
importance  of  the  supervision  it  provides.  That  committee  is  thoroughly 
organized,  and  has  published  a  list  of  the  four  districts  into  which  it  is 
divided,  with  the  names  and  addresses  of  its  members,  the  representative 
elders  of  the  fifty-six  congregations  of  which  it  is  composed. 

It  is  satisfactory  that  the  Scheme  has  now  received  throughout  ih^. 
Church  a  considerable  measure  of  attention,  and  has  awakened  in  many 
reflecting  and  earnest  minds  sincere  interest.  But  the  formation  of  a 
new  organization,  entailing  care  and  trouble,  has  various  difliculties  to 
overcome,  of  which  the  chief  are  apathy  and  want  of  consideration.  It 
is  but  a  beginning  that  has  been  made  of  the  work ;  and  for  its  success- 
ful prosecution,  much  care,  labour,  and  perseverance  with  prayer  must 
be  employed  unremittingly  on  the  part  of  the  Synod's  Committee, 
and  of  its  zealous  coadjutors  in  the  various  Presbyteries  and  superin- 
tendence committees.  But,  with  the  blessing  of  God,  the  successful 
attainment  of  the  end  sought  may  be  confidently  anticipated,  and  along 
with  it  many  collateral  advantages  in  furtherance  of  the  Church's 
highest  interests. 

The  Committee,  in  conclusion,  respectfully  request  tJiat  the  Synod 
issue  an  earnest  recommendation  to  Presbyteries  and  Sessions  to  use  all 
diligence  in  carrying  out  the  Schema  tn  all  its  details^  as  has  been  already 
done  in  several  of  the  largest  congregations  and  in  many  of  moderate  size  ; 
and  direct  each  Presbytery  to  appoint  a  committee^  where  that  lias  not  been 
doncy  to  itiquire  what  Sessions  luxve  completed  the  rolls  and  arrangements 
required^  andy  where  these  have  been  delayed^  to  promote  their  completion  ; 
and  further^  that  the  Synod  authorize  this  Committee  to  aid  and  co-operate 
with  Presbyteries,  Sessions,  and  Elders*  Committees  in  prosecution  of  the 
Scheme  by  correspondence,  and,  where  desired,  by  deputation.
